REAT and manifold were the bless- 
ings, most dread Sovereign, which 
Almighty God, the Father of all mercies, 
bestowed upon us the people of England, 
when first‘he sent Your Majesty’s Royal 
Person to rule and reign over us. For 
whereas it was the expectation of many, 
who wished not well unto our Sion, that 
upon thesetting of that bright Occidental 
Star, Queen Elizabeth of most happy 
memory, some thick and palpable clouds 
of darkness would so have overshadowed 
this Land, that men should have been in 
doubt which way they were to walk; and 
that it should hardly be known, who was 
to direct the unsettled State; the appear- 
ance of Your Majesty, as of the Sun in 
his strength, instantly dispelled those 
supposed and surmised mists, and gave 
unto all that were well affected exceeding 
cause of comfort; especially when we be- 
held the Government established in 
Your Highness, and Your hopeful Seed, 
by an undoubted Title, and this also ac- 
companied with peace and tranquillity at 
home and abroad, 

But among all our joys, there was no 
one that more filled our hearts, than the 
blessed continuance of the preaching of 
God’s sacred Word among us; which is 
that inestimable treasure, which excelleth 
all the riches of the earth; because the 
fruit thereof extendeth itself, not only to 
the time spent in this transitory world, 
but directeth and disposeth men unto 
that eternal happiness which is above in 
heaven. 

Then not to suffer this to fall to the 
ground, but rather to take it up, and to 
continue it in that state, wherein the 
famous Predecessor of Your Highness 


did leave it: nay, to go forward with the 
confidence and resolution of a Man in 
maintaining the truth of Christ, and 
propagating it far and near, is that which 
hath so bound and firmly knit the hearts 
of all Your Majesty’s loyal and religious 
people unto You, that Your very name is 
precious among them: their eye doth be- 
hold You with comfort, and they bless 
You in their hearts, as that sanctified 
Person who, under God, is the immediate 
Author of their true happiness. And this 
their contentment doth not diminish or 
decay, but every day increaseth and 
taketh strength, when they observe, that 
the zeal of Your Majesty toward the 
house of God doth not slack or go back- 
ward, but is more and more kindled, 
manifesting itself abroad in the farthest 
parts of Christendom, by writing in de- 
fence of the Truth, (which hath given 
such a blow unto that man of sin, as will 
not be healed,) and every day at home, 
by religious and learned discourse, by 
frequenting the house of God, by hearing 
the Word preached, by cherishing the 
Teachers thereof, by caring for the 
Church, as a most tender and loving 
nursing Father. 

There are infinite arguments of this 
right christian and religious affection in 
Your Majesty; but none is more forcible 
to declare it to others than the vehement 
and perpetuated desire of accomplishing 
and publishing of this work, which now 
with all humility we present unto Your 
Majesty. For when Your Highness had 
once out of deep judgment apprehended 
how convenient it was, that out of the 
Original Sacred Tongues, together with 
comparing of the labours, both in our 


own, and other foreign Languages, of 
many worthy men who went before us, 
there should be one more exact Transla- 
tion of the holy Scriptures into the Eng- 
lish Tongue; Your Majesty did never de- 
sist to urge and to excite those to whom it 
was commended, that the work might be 
hastened, and that the business might be 
expedited in so decent a manner, as a 
matter of such importance might justly 
require. 

And now at last, by the mercy of God, 
and the continuance of our labours, it 
being brought unto such a conclusion, as 
that we have great hopes that the Church 
of England shall reap good fruit thereby; 
we hold it our duty to offer it to Your 

Vajesty, not only as to our King and 
Sovereign, but as to the principal Mover 
and Author of the work: humbly craving 
of Your most Sacred Majesty, that since 
things of this quality have ever been sub- 
ject to the censures of illmeaning and 
discontented persons, it may receive ap- 
probation and patronage from so learned 
and judicious a Prince as Your Highness 
is, whose allowance and acceptance of 
our labours shall more honour and en- 
courage us, than all the calumniations 
and hard interpretations of other men 
shall dismay us. So that if, on the one 
side, we shall be traduced by Popish 


Persons at home or abroad, who there- 
fore will malign us, because we are poor 
instruments to make God’s holy Truth 
to be yet more and more known unto 
the people, whom they desire still to keep 
in ignorance and darkness; or if, on the 
other side, we shall be maligned by self- 
conceited Brethren, who run their own 
ways, and give liking unto nothing, but 
what is framed by themselves, and ham- 
mered on their anvil; we may rest secure, 
supported within by the truth and in- 
nocency of a good conscience, having 
walked the ways of simplicity and in- 
tegrity, as before the Lord; and sustained 
without by the powerful protection of 
Your Majesty’s grace and favour, which 
will ever give countenance to honest and 
christian endeavours against bitter cen- 
sures and uncharitable imputations. 


The Lord of heaven and earth bless 
Your Majesty with many and happy 
days, that, as his heavenly hand hath 
enriched Your Highness with many 
singular and extraordinary graces, 
so You may be the wonder of the 
world in this latter age for happiness 
and true felicity, to the honour of 
that great God, and the good of his 
Church, through Jesus Christ our 
Lord and only Saviour.

This difficulty is entirely obviated in this edition of 
the Holy Scriptures. All the proper names are divided into syllables 
by a hyphen (-) with the accent (’) placed upon the syllable to 
which it belongs. 


In addition to this, the vowels are marked to show what sound 
they should receive. These and also marks for consonant sounds 
are shown in the tables below. By attention to this Key the reader 
can easily pronounce correctly all the proper names in the Bible.

Chapter 1 

N the beginning God created the 

heaven and the earth. 

2 And the earth was without form, and 
void; and darkness was upon the face of 
the deep. And the Spirit of God moved 
upon the face of the waters. 

And God said, Let there be light: and 
there was light. 

4 And God saw the light, that it was 
good: and God divided the light from 
the darkness. 

5 And God called the light Day, and the 
darkness he called Night. And the eve- 
ning and the morning were the first day. 

6 ¢ And God said, Let there be a firma- 
ment in the midst of the waters, and let it 
divide the waters from the waters. 

7 And God made the firmament, and 
divided the waters which were under the 
firmament from the waters which were 
above the firmament: and it was so. 

8 God called the firmament 
Heaven. And the evening and the morn- 
ing were the second day. 

9 ¢ And God said, Let the waters under 
the heaven be gathered together unto one 
place, and let the dry Jand appear: and it 
was so. 

10 And God called the dry Jand Earth; 
and the gathering together of the waters 
called he Seas: and God saw that it was 


good. 

11 And God said, Let the earth bring 
forth grass, the herb yielding seed, and 
the fruit tree yielding fruit after his kind, 
whose seed is in itself, upon the earth: 
and it was so. 

12 And the earth brought forth grass, 
and herb yielding seed after his kind, and 
the tree yielding fruit, whose seed was in 
itself, after his kind: and God saw that it 
was good. - : 

13 And the evening and the morning 
were the third day. ; 

14 ¢ And God said, Let there be lights 
in the firmament of the heaven to divide 
the day from the night; and let them be 
for signs, and for seasons, and for days, 


and years: : , 

15 And let them be for lights in the firm- 
ament of the heaven to give light upon 
the earth: and it was so. ; 

16 And God made two great lights; the 

eater light to rule the day, and the 

lesser light to rule the night: he made the 
stars also. i 
17 And God set them in the firmament 


of the heaven to give light upon the earth, 

8 And to rule over the day and over 
the night, and to divide the light from the 
darkness: and God saw that it was good. 

19 And the evening and the morning 
were the fourth day. 

20 And God said, Let the waters bring 
forth abundantly the moving creature 
that hath life, and fowl that may fly above 
the earth in the open firmament of 
heaven. 

21 And God created great whales, and 
every living creature that moveth, which 
the waters brought forth abundantly, af- 
ter their kind, and every winged fowl af- 
ter his kind: and God saw that it was good. 

22 And God blessed them, saying, Be 
fruitful, and multiply, and fill the waters 
in the seas, and let fowl multiply in the 


earth. 

23 And the evening and the morning 
were the fifth day. 

24 ¢ And God said, Let the earth bring 
forth the living creature after his kind, 
cattle, and creeping thing, and beast 
of the earth after his kind: and it was so. 

25 And God made the beast of the earth 
after his kind, and cattle after their kind, 
and every thing that creepeth upon the 
earth after his kind: and God saw that it 
was good. J 

26 ¢ And God said, Let us make man 
in our image, after our likeness: and let 
them have dominion over the fish of the 
sea, and over the fowl of the air, and 
over the cattle, and over all the earth, and 
over every creeping thing that creepeth 
upon the earth. 

27 So God created man in his own im- 
age, in the image of God created he him; 
male and female created he them. 

2 d God blessed them, and God 
said unto them, Be fruitful, and multiply, 
and replenish the earth, and subdue it: 
and have dominion over the fish of the 
sea, and over the fowl of the air, and 
over every living thing that moveth upon 
the earth. 

29 ¢ And God said, Behold, I have 
given you every herb bearing seed, which 
is upon the face of all the earth, and 
every tree, in the which is the fruit of a 
tree yielding seed; to you it shall ‘be 
for meat. 

30 And to every beast of the earth, and 
to every fowl of the air, and to every 
thing. that creepeth upon the earth, 
wherein there is life, I have given every 
green herb for meat: and it was so. 
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31 And God saw every thing that he 
had made, and, behold, it was very good. 
And the evening and the morning were 
the sixth day. 


Chapter 2 


'HUS the heavens and the earth were 
finished, and all the host of them. 

2 And on the seventh day God ended 
his work which he had made; and he 
rested on the seventh day from all his 
work which he had made. 

3 And God blessed the seventh day, 
and sanctified it: because that in it he had 
rested from all his work which God cre- 
ated and made. ; 

4 § These are the generations of the 
heavens and of the earth when they were 
created, in the day that the Lorp God 
made the earth and the heavens, : 

5 And every plant of the field before it 
was in the earth, and every herb of the 
field before it grew: for the Lorp God 
had not caused it to rain upon the earth, 
and there was not a man to till the 
ground. P 

6 But there went up a mist from the 
earth, and watered the whole face of the 


ground. 

7 And the Lorp God formed man of 
the dust of the ground, and breathed into 
his nostrils the breath of life; and man 
became a living soul. 

8 ¢ And the Lorp God planted a gar- 
den eastward in E’-dén; and there he put 
the man whom he had formed. 

9 And out of the ground made the 
Lorp God to grow every tree that is 
pleasant to the sight, and good for food; 
the tree of life also in the midst of the 
garden, and the tree of knowledge of 
good and evil. 

0 And a river. went out of E’-dén 
to water the garden; and from thence 
it was parted, and became into four 
heads. 

11 The name of the first is Pi’-son: that 
is it which compasseth the whole land of 
Hav’-i-lah, where there is gold; 

12 And the gold of that land is good: 
there is bdellium and the onyx stone. 

13 And the name of the second river is 
Gi’-hon: the same jis it that compasseth 
the whole land of E-thi-36’-pi-a. 

14 And the name of the third river is 
Hid’-dé-kél: that is it which goeth to- 
ward the east_of As-syr’-i-a. And the 
fourth river is Eu-phra’-tés. 

15 And the Lorp God took the man, 
and put him into the garden of £’-dén to 
dress it and to keep it. 

16 And the Lorp God commanded the 
man, saying, Of every tree of the garden 
thou mayest freely eat: 

17 But of the tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil, thou shalt not eat of it: for 
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in the day that thou eatest thereof thou 
shalt surely die. ; E 

18 ¢ And the Lorp God said, It is not 
good that the man should be alone; I will 
make him an help meet for him. 

19 And out of the ground the Lorp 
God formed every beast of the field, and 
every fowl of the air; and brought them 
unto Ad’-am to see what he would call 
them: and whatsoever Ad’-am called 
every living creature, that was the name 
thereof. , | 

20 And Ad’-am gave names to all cattle, 
and to the fowl of the air, and to every 
beast of the field; but for Ad’-am there 
was not found an help meet for him. 

21 And the Lorp God caused a deep 
sleep-to fall upon Ad’-am, and he slept: 
and he took one of his ribs, and closed 
up the flesh instead thereof; 

22 And the rib,. which the Lorp God 
had taken from man, made he a woman, 
and brought her unto the man. 

23 And Ad’-am said, This is now bone 
of my bones, and flesh of my flesh: she 
shall be called Woman, because she was 
taken out of Man. 

24 Therefore shall a man leave his fa- 
ther and his mother, and shall cleave un- 
to his wife: and they shall be one flesh. 

25 And they were both naked, the man 
and his wife, and were not ashamed. 


Chapter 3 


aoa the serpent was more subtil than 
any beast of the field which the 
Lorp God had made. And he said unto 
the woman, Yea, hath God said, Ye shall 
not eat of every tree of the garden? 

2 And the woman said unto the ser- 
pent, We may eat of the fruit of the trees 
of the garden: 

3 But of the fruit of the tree which is in 
the midst of the garden, God hath said, 
Ye shall not eat of it, neither shall ye 
touch it, lest ye die. 

4 And the serpent said unto the wo- 
man, Ye shall not surely die: 

5 For God doth know that in the day 
ye eat thereof, then your eyes shall be 
opened, and ye shall be as gods, knowing 
good and evil. 

6 And when the woman saw that the 
tree was good for food, and that it was 
pleasant to the eyes, and a tree to be de- 
sired to make one wise, she took of the 
fruit thereof, and did eat, and gave also 
unto her husband with her; and he 
did eat. 

7 And the eyes of them both were 
opened, and they knew that they were 
naked; and they sewed fig leaves to- 
gether, and made themselves aprons. 

8 And they heard the voice of the Lorp 
God walking in the garden in the cool of _ 
the day: and Ad’-am and his wife hid 
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themselves from the presence of the 
Lorp God amongst the trees of the 
garden. 

~2,And the Lorp God called unto 
Ad’-am, and said unto him, Where art 
thou? 

10 And he said, I heard thy voice in the 
garden, and I was afraid, because I was 
naked; and I hid myself. 

11 And he said, Who told thee that 
thou wast naked? Hast thou eaten of the 
tree, whereof I commanded thee that 
thou shouldest not eat? 

12 And the man said, The woman 
whom thou gavest to be with me, she 
gave me of the tree, and I did eat. 

13 And the Lorp God said unto the 
woman, What is this that thou hast 
done? And the woman said, The serpent 
beguiled me, and I did eat. 

14 And the Lorp God said unto the 
serpent, Because thou hast done this, 
thou art cursed above all cattle, and 
above every beast of the field; upon thy 
belly shalt thou go, and dust shalt thou 
eat all the days of thy life: 

15 And I will put enmity between thee 
and the woman, and between thy seed 


and her seed; it shall bruise thy head, and hi 


thou shalt bruise his heel. 

16 Unto the woman he said, I will 
greatly multiply thy sorrow and thy con- 
ception, in sorrow thou shalt bring forth 
children; and thy desire shall be to thy 
husband, and he shall rule over thee. 

17 And unto Ad’-4m he said, Because 
thou has hearkened unto the voice of thy 
wife, and hast eaten of the tree, of which 
I commanded thee, saying, Thou shalt 
not eat of it: cursed is the ground for thy 
sake; in sorrow shalt thou eat of it all the 
days of thy life; 

18 Thorns also and thistles shall it 
bring forth to thee; and thou shalt eat the 
herb of the field; 

19 In the sweat of thy face shalt thou 
eat bread, till thou return unto the 
ground; for out of it wast thou taken: for 
dust thou art, and unto dust shalt thou 
returnsh O90, pt 

20 And Ad’-am called his wife’s name 
Eve; because she was the mother of all 


living. 

21 Unto Ad’-am also and to his wife did 
the Lorp God make coats of skins, and 
clothed them. ; 

22 ¢ And the Lorp God said, Behold, 
the man is become as one of us, to know 

ood and evil: and now, lest he put forth 
his hand, and take also of the tree of life, 
and eat, and live for ever: ] 

23 Therefore the Lorp God sent him 
forth from the garden of £’-dén, to till the 
ground from whence he was taken. 

24 So he drove out the man; and he 
placed at the east of the garden of £’-dén 
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Chér’-i-bims, and a flaming sword 
which turned every way, to keep the way 
of the tree of life. 


Chapter 4 
ND Ad’-4m knew Eve his wife; and 
& she conceived, and bare Cain, and 
said, I have gotten a man from the Lorp. 

2 And she again bare his brother A’-bél.

11 And now art thou cursed from the 
earth, which hath opened her mouth to

12 When thou tillest the ground, it shall 
not henceforth yield unto thee her 
strength; a fugitive and a vagabond shalt 
thou be in the earth. 

13 And Cain said unto the Lorp, My 
punishment is greater than I can bear. 

14 Behold, thou hast driven me out 
this day: from the face of the earth; and 
from thy face shall I be hid; and I shall be 
a fugitive and a vagabond in the earth; 
and it shall come to pass, that every one 
that findeth me shall slay me. | 

15 And the Lorp said unto him, There- 
fore whosoever slayeth Cain, vengeance 
shall be taken on him sevenfold. And the 
Lorp set a mark upon Cain, lest any find- 
ing him should kill him. 

16 ¢ And Cain went out from the pres- 
ence of the LorpD, and dwelt in the land 
of Nod, on the east of £’-dén. 

17 And Cain knew his wife; and she 
conceived, and bare £’-néch: and he 
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builded a city, and called the name of the 
city, after the name of his son, E’-noch. 

18 And unto £’-néch was born i’-rad: 
and i’-rad begat Mé-hiti’-ja-él: and Mé-

5 And A’-bram took Sar’-a-i his wife, 
and Lot his brother’s son, and all their 
substance that they had gathered, and 
the souls that they had gotten in Har’-an; 
and they went forth to go into the land 
of Ca’-na-an; and into the land of Ca’- 
na-an they came. 
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6 ¢ And A’-bram passed through the 
land unto the place of Si’-chém, unto 
the plain of M6’-réh. And the Ca’-na-an- 
ite was then in the land. 

_7 And the Lorp appeared unto 
A’-bram, and said, Unto thy seed will I 
give this land: and there builded he an 
altar unto the Lorp, who appeared unto 

m. 

8 And he removed from thence unto a 
mountain on the east of Béth’-él, and 
pitched his tent, having Béth’-€l on the 
west, and Ha’-i on the east: and there he 
builded an altar unto the Lorp, and 
called upon the name of the Lorp. 

9 And A’-bram journeyed, going on 
still toward the south. 

10 @ And there was a famine in the 
land: and A’-bram went down into 
E’-gypt to sojourn there; for the famine 
was grievous in the land. 

And it came to pass, when he was 
come near to enter into E’-gypt, that he 
said unto Sar’-a-i his wife, Behold now, I 
know that thou art a fair woman to look 
upon: 

12 Therefore it shall come to pass, 
when the E-gyp’-tians shall see thee, that 
they shall say, This is his wife: and they 
will kill me, but. they will save thee 
alive. 

13 Say, I pray thee, thou art my sister:

14 ¢ And it came to pass, that, when 
A’-bram was come into £&’-gypt, the 
E-gyp’-tians beheld the woman that she 
was very fair. 

15 The princes also of Phar’-40h saw 
her, and commended her before Phar’- 
aoh: and the woman ‘was taken into 
Phar’-acdh’s house. 

16 And he entreated A’-bram well for 
her sake: and he had sheep, and oxen, 
and he asses, and menservants, and 
maidservants, and she asses, and camels. 

17 And the Lorp plagued Phar’-a0h 
and his house with great plagues because 
of Sar’-a-i A’-bram’s wife. _ 

8 And Phar’-a0h called-A’-bram, and 
said, What is this that thou hast done 
unto me? why didst thou not tell me that 
she was thy wife? i 

19 Why saidst thou, She is my sister? so 
I might have taken her to me to wife: 
now therefore behold thy wife, take her, 
and go thy way. 

20 And Phar’-40h commanded his men 
concerning him: and they sent him away, 
and his wife, and all that he had. 


Chapter 13 
ND A’-bram went up out of £’-gypt, 
he, and his wife, and all that he had, 
and L6t with him, into the south. 
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2, And A’-bram was very rich in cattle, 
in silver, and in gold, . 

3 And he went on his journeys from the 
south even to Béth’-él, unto the place 
where his tent had been at the beginning, 
between Béth’—él and Ha’-i; : 

4 Unto the place of the altar, which he 
had made there at the first: and there 
A’-bram called on the name of the Lorp.

10 And L6t lifted up his eyes, and be- 
held all the plain of J6r’-dan, that it was 
well watered every where, before the 
Lorp destroyed Sod’-om and G6-mor’- 
rah, even as the garden of the Lorp, like 
Lo land of E’-gypt, as thou comest unto 

O’-ar. 

11 Then Lot chose him all the plain of 
Jor’-dan; and Lot journeyed east: and 
they separated themselves the one from 
the other. 

12 A’-bram dwelled in the land of Ca’- 


and sinners before the LorRD exceedingly. 

14 ¢ And the LorD said unto A’-bram, 
after that Lot was separated from him, 
Lift up now thine eyes, and look from 
the place where thou art northward, and 
southward, and eastward, and westward: 

15 For all the land which thou seest, to 
thee will I give it, and to thy seed for 


ever. 
16 And I will make thy seed as the dust A: 


of the earth: so that if a man can number 
the dust of the earth, then shall thy seed 
also be numbered. 

17 Arise, walk through the land in the 
length of it and in the breadth of it; for I 
will give it unto thee. 

18 Then A’-bram removed his tent, and 
came and dwelt in the plain of Mam’-ré, 
which is in Hé’-bron, and built there an 
altar unto the Lorp. 
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Chapter 14 


ND it came to pass in the days of Am- 

ra’-phél king of Shi’-nar, Ar’-i-6ch 

king of El-la’-sir, Chéd-6r-la-6’-mér king 
of E’-lam, and Ti’-dal king of nations; 

2 That these made war with Bé’-ra king 
of Séd’-om, and with Bir’-sha king of 
G6-mor’-rah, Shi’-nab king of Ad’-méh, 
and Shém-é’-bér king of Zé-b6i’-im, and 
the king of Bé’-la, which is Z0’-ar.. 

3 All these were joined together in the 
vale of Sid’-dim, which is the salt sea. 

4 Twelve years they served Chéd-6r- 
1a-0’-mér, and in the thirteenth year they 
rebelled. 

5 And in the fourteenth year came 
Chéd-6r-la4-6’-mér, and the kings that 
were with him, and smote the Réph’- 
a-ims in Ash’-té-roth Kar-na’-im, and the 
Zu’-zims in Ham, and the £’-mims in 
Sha’-véh Kir-i-a-tha’-im, 

6 And the, Hor’-ites in their mount 
Sé’-ir, unto El—par’-an, which is by the 
wilderness. & 

7 And they returned, and came to En- 
mish’-pat, which is Ka’-désh, and smote 
all the country of the A-mal’-ék-ites, and 
also the Am/’-6-rites, that dwelt in Haz’- 
é-zOn-ta’-mar. 

8 And there went out the king of 
Séd’-om, and the king of Gd-mor’-rah, 
and the king of Ad’-mah, and the king of 
Zé-boi’-im, and the king of Bé’-la (the 
same is ZO’-ar;) and they joined: battle 
with them in the vale of Sid’-dim; 

_9 With Chéd-6r-la-6’-mér the king of 
E’-lam, and with Ti’-dal king of nations, 
and Am-ra’-phél king of Shi’-nar, and 
Ar’-i-6ch king of El-la’-sér; four kings 
with five. 

10 And the vale of Sid’-dim was full 
of slimepits; and the kings of Séd’-om 
and Go-mor’-rah fied, and fell there; 
and they that remained fied to the moun- 

ain. 

11 And they took all the goods of 
S6d’-om and G6-m6r’-rah, and all their 
victuals, and went their way. 

12 And they took L6t, A’-bram’s 
brother’s son, who dwelt in Séd’-om, and 
his goods, and departed. 

13 ¢ And there came one that had es- 
caped, and told A’-bram the Hé’-bréw; 
for he dwelt in the plain of Mam/-ré the 
m/’-6-rite, brother of Esh’-cél, and 
brother of A’-nér: and these were con- 
federate with A’-bram. 

d when A’-bram heard that his 
brother was taken captive, he armed his 
trained servants, born in his own house 
three hundred and eighteen, and pursued 
them unto Dan. 

15 And he divided himself against 
them, he and his servants, by night, and 
smote them, and pursued them unto 
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H0o’-bah, which is on the left hand of Da- 
mas’-cus. 

16 And he brought back all the goods, 
and also brought again his brother Lot, 
and his goods, and the women also, and 
the people. 

17 ¢ And the king of S6d’-om went out 
to meet him after his return from the 
slaughter of Chéd-6r-la-6’-mér, and of 
the kings that were with him, at the 
valley of Sha’-véh, which is the king’s dale. 

18 And Mél-chiz’-éd-ék king of Sa’- 
lém brought forth bread and wine: and 
he was the priest of the most high God. 

19 And he blessed him, and _ said, 
Blessed be A’-bram of the most high God, 
possessor of heaven and earth: 

20 And blessed be the most high God, 
which hath delivered thine enemies into 
thy hand. And he gave him tithes of all. 

21 And the king of Sdod’-om said unto 
A’-bram, Give me the persons, and take 
the goods to thyself. 

22 And A’-bram said to the king of 
Sod’-om, I have lift up mine hand unto 
the Lorpb, the most high God, the pos- 
sessor of heaven and earth. 

23 That I will not take from a thread 
even to a shoelatchet, and that I will not 
take any thing that is thine, lest thou 
shouldest say, I have made A’-bram rich: 

24 Save only that which the young men 
have eaten, and the portion, of the men 
which went with me, A’-nér, Esh’-cOl, and 
Mam/-ré; let them take their portion. 


Chapter 15 


FTER these things the word of the 
LorD came unto A’-bram in a 
vision, saying, Fear not, A’-bram: I am 
thy shield, and thy exceeding great 
reward. 

2 And A’-bram said, Lord Gop, what 
wilt thou give me, seeing I go childless, 
and the steward of my house is this El- 
i-é’-zér of Da-mas’-cis?

11 And when the fowls came down 
upon the carcases, A’-bram drove them 
away. 

12 And when the sun was going down, 
a deep sleep fell upon A’-bram; and, lo, 
an horror of great darkness fell upon him. 

13 And he said unto A’-bram, Know of 
a surety that thy seed shall be a stranger 
in a land that is not their’s, and shall 
serve them; and they shall afflict them 
four hundred years; 

14 And also that nation, whom they 
shall serve, will I judge: and afterward 
shall they come out with great substance. 

15 And thou shalt go to thy fathers in 
peace; thou shalt be buried in a good old 
age. 

16 But in the fourth generation they 
shall come hither again: for the iniquity 
of the Am/-6-rites is not yet full. 

17 And it came to pass, that, when the 
sun went down, and it was dark, behold 
a smoking furnace, and a burning lamp 
that passed between those pieces. 

18 In the same day the Lorp made a 
covenant with A’-bram, saying, Unto thy 
seed have I given this land, from the 
river of E’-gypt unto the great river, the 
river Eu-phra’-tés: 

19 The Ké’-nites, and the Ké-niz’-zites,

2 And Sar’-a-i said unto A’-bram, Be- 
hold now, the Lorp hath restrained me 
from bearing: I pray thee, go in unto ray 
maid; it may be that I may obtain chil- 
dren by her.

6 But A’-bram said unto Sar’-a-i, Be- 
hold, thy maid is in thine hand ; do to her 
as it pleaseth thee. And when Sar’-a-i 
dealt hardly with her, she fled from her 


face. 

7q And the angel of the Lorp found 
her by a fountain of water in the wilder- 
ness, by the fountain in the way to 
Shi 


hur. 

8 And he said, Ha’-gar, Sar’-a-i’s maid, 
whence camest thou? and whither wilt 
thou go? And she said, I flee from the 
face of my mistress Sar’-a-i. ; 

9 And the angel of the Lorp said unto 
her, Return to thy mistress, and submit 
thyself under her hands. ; 

10 And the angel of the Lorp said unto 
her, I will multiply thy seed exceedingly, 
that it shall not be numbered for 
multitude. 

11 And the angel of the Lorp said unto 
her, Behold, thou art with child, and 
shalt bear a son, and shalt call his name 
ish’-ma-él; because the LorpD hath heard 
thy affliction. 

12 And he will be a wild man; his 
hand will be against every man, and 
every man’s hand against him; and he 
shall dwell in the presence of all his 
brethren. 

13 And she called the name of the Lorp 
that spake unto her, Thou God seest me: 
for she said, Have I also here looked after 
him that seeth me? 

14 Wherefore the well was called Béér—

16 And A’-bram_was fourscore and six 
years old, when Ha’-gar bare ish’-ma-él 
to A’-bram. 


Chapter 17 


ND when A’-bram was ninety years 

. old and nine, the Lorp appeared 
to A’-bram, and said unto him, I am the 
Almighty God; walk before me, and be 
thou perfect. 

2 And I will make my covenant be- 
tween me and thee, and will multiply thee 
exceedingly. 

3 And A’-bram fell on his face: and 
God talked with him, saying, 

4 As for me, behold, my covenant is 
with thee, and thou shalt be a father of 
many nations. 

5 Neither shall thy name any more be 
called A’-bram, but thy name shall be

8 And I will give unto thee, and to thy 
seed after thee, the land wherein thou art 
a stranger, all the land of Ca’-na-an, for 
an everlasting possession; and I will be 
their God. 

9 ¢ And God said unto A’-bra-ham, 
Thou shalt keep my covenant therefore, 
thou, and thy seed after thee in their gen- 
erations. 

10 This is my covenant, which ye shall 
keep, between me and you and thy seed 
after thee; Every man child among you 
shall be circumcised. ; 

11 And ye shall circumcise the flesh of 
your foreskin; and it shall be a token of 
the covenant betwixt me and you. 

12 And he that is eight days old shall 
be_ circumcised among you, every man 
child in your generations, he that is born 
in the house, or bought with money of 
any stranger, which is not of thy seed. 

13 He that is born in thy house, and he 
that is bought with thy money, must 
needs be circumcised: and my covenant 
shall be in your flesh for an everlasting 
covenant. 

14 And the uncircumcised man child 
whose flesh of his foreskin is not circum- 
cised, that soul shall be cut off from his 
people; he hath broken my covenant. 

15 ¢ And God said unto A’-bra-ham, 
As for Sar’-a-i thy wife, thou shalt not 
call her name Sar’-a-i, but Sar’-4h shal/ 
her name be. 

16 And I will bless her, and give thee a 
son also of her: yea, I will bless her, and 
she shall be a mother of nations; kings of 
people shall be of her. 

17 Then A’-bra-ham fell upon his face, 
and laughed, and said in his heart, Shall 
a child be born unto him, that is an 
hundred years old? and shall Sar’-ah, 
that is ninety years old, bear? 

18 And A’-bra-ham said unto God, O 
that ish’-ma-él might live before thee! 

19 And God said, Sar’-ah thy wife shall 
bear thee a son indeed; and thou shalt 
call his name i’-saac: and I will establish 
my covenant with him for an everlasting 
covenant, and with his seed after him. 

20 And as for ish’-ma-él, I have heard 
thee: Behold, I have blessed him, and 
will make him fruitful, and will multiply 
him exceedingly; twelve princes shall he 
eer and I will make him a great 
nation. 
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21 But my covenant will I establish 
with 1’-S8aac, which SAr’-ah shall bear 
unto thee at this set time in the next year. 

22 And he left off talking with him, and 
God went up from A’-bra-ham. 

23 @ And A’-bra-ham took ish’-ma-él 
his son, and all that were born in his 
house, and all that were bought with his 
money, every male among the men of 
A’-bra-ham’s house; and circumcised the 
flesh of their foreskin in the selfsame day, 
as God had said unto him. 

24 And A’-bra-ham was ninety years 
old and nine, when he was circumcised 
in the flesh of his foreskin. 

25 And ish’-ma-él his son was thirteen 
years old, when he was circumcised in 
the flesh of his foreskin. 

26 In the selfsame day was A’-bra-ham 
circumcised, and Ish’-ma-él his son. 

_27 And all the men of his house, born 
in the house, and bought with money of 
the stranger, were circumcised with him. 


Chapter 18

10 And he said, I will certainly return 
unto thee according to the time of life; 
and, lo, Sar’-ah thy wife shall have a son. 
And Sar’-ah peard it in the tent door, 
which was behind him. 

11 Now A’-bra-ham and. Sar’-ah were 
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old and well stricken in age; and it ceased 
to be with Sar’-ah after the manner of 
women. 

12 Therefore Sar’-ah laughed within 
herself, saying, After I am waxed old 
shall I have pleasure, my lord being old 


also? 

13 And the Lorn said unto A’-bra-ham, 
Wherefore did Sar’-ah laugh, saying, 
pee I of a surety bear a child, which am 
old? 

14 Is any thing too hard for the Lorp? 
At the time appointed I will return unto 
thee, according to the time of life, and 
Sar’-ah shall have a son. 

15 Then Sar’-ah denied, saying, I 
laughed not; for she was afraid.

16 § And the men rose up from thence, 
and looked toward Sdd’-om: and A’-bra- 
ham went with them to bring them on 
the way.

24 Peradventure there be fifty righteous 
within the city: wilt thou also destroy 
and not spare the place for the fifty 
righteous that are therein? 

25 That be far from thee to do after 
this manner, to slay the righteous with 
the wicked: and that the righteous should 
be as the wicked, that be far from thee:

And he said, I will not 
do it for forty’s sake. 

30 And he said unto him, Oh let not the 
Lord be angry, and I will speak: Perad- 
venture there shall thirty be found there. 
And he said, I will not do it, if I find 

hirty there. 

Ot "And he said, Behold now, I have 
taken upon me to speak unto the Lord: 
Peradventure there shall be twenty found 
there. And he said; I will not destroy it 
or twenty’s sake. 

15 Re aihe said, Oh let not the Lord be 
angry, and I will speak yet but this once: 
Peradventure ten shall be found.there. 
And he said, I will not destroy it for 
ten’s sake. " 

33 And the Lorp went his way, as soon 
as he had left communing with A’-bra- 
ham: and A’-bra-ham returned unto 
his place. 


Chapter 19

42 And I came this day unto the well, 
and said, O Lorp God of my master 
A’-bra-ham, if now thou do prosper my 
way which I go: 

43 Behold, I stand by the well of water; 
and it shall come to pass, that when the 
virgin cometh forth to draw water, and I 
say to her, Give me, I pray thee, a little 
water of thy pitcher to drink; | 

44 And she say to me, Both drink thou, 
and I will also draw for thy camels: /et 
the same be the woman whom the Lorp 
hath appointed out for my master’s 


son. 

45 And before I had done speaking in 
mine heart, behold, Ré-bék’-ah came 
forth with her pitcher on-her shoulder; 
and she went down unto the well, an 
drew water: and I said unto her, Let me 
drink, I pray thee. 

46 And she made haste, and let down 
her pitcher from her shoulder, and said, 
Drink, and I will give thy camels dri 
also: so I drank, and she made the cam- 
els drink also. f 

47 And I asked her, and said, Whose 
daughter art thou? And~she said, The 
daughter of Bé-thii’-él, Na’-hdr’s son, 
whom Mil’-cah bare unto him: and I put 
the earring upon her face, and the brace- 
lets upon her hands. 

48 And I bowed down my head, and 
worshipped the Lorp, and blessed the 
Lorp God of my master A’-bra-ham, 
which had led me in the right way to take 
my master’s brother’s daughter unto his 


son. 
49 And now if ye will deal kindly and 
truly with my master, tell me: and if not, 
tell me; that I may turn to the right hand, 
or to the left. 
50 Then La’-ban and Bé-thi’-él an- 
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swered and said, The thing proceedeth 
from the Lorp: we cannot speak unto 
thee bad or good. Rat 

51 Behold, Ré-bék’-ah is before thee, 
take her, and go, and let her be thy 
master’s son’s wife, as the Lorp hath 
spoken. 

52 And. it came to pass, that, when 
A’-bra-ham’s servant heard their words, 
he worshipped the Lorb, bowing himself 
to the earth. : 

53 And the servant brought forth jewels 
of silver, and jewels of gold, and raiment, 
and gave them to Ré-bék’-ah: he gave 
also to her brother and to her mother 
precious things. : 

54 And they did eat and drink, he and 
the men that were with him, and tarried 
all night; and they rose up in the morn- 
ing, and he said, Send me away unto my 
master. 

55 And her brother and her mother 
said, Let the damsel abide with us a few 
days, at the least ten; after that she 
shall go. ; 

56 And he said unto them, Hinder me 
not, seeing the LorpD hath prospered my 
way; send me away that I may go to my 
master. 

57 And they said, We will call the dam- 
sel, and enquire at her mouth. 

58 And they called Ré-bék’-ah, and 
said unto her, Wilt thou go with this 
man? And she said, I will go. 

59 And they sent away Ré-bék’-ah 
their sister, and her nurse, and A’-bra- 
ham’s servant, and his men. 

60 And they blessed Ré-bék’-ah, and 
said unto her, Thou art our sister, be 
thou the mother of thousands of millions, 
and let thy seed possess the gate of those 
which hate them. 

61 @ And Ré-bék’-ah arose, and her 
damsels, and they rode upon the camels, 
and followed the man: and the servant 
took. Ré-bék’-ah, and went his way. 

62 And i’-Saac came from the way of 
the well La’-hai-roi; for he dwelt in the 
south country. 

63 And i’-Sadc went out to meditate in 
the field at the eventide; and he lifted up 
his eyes, and saw, and, behold, the cam- 
els were coming. 

64 And Ré-bék’-ah lifted up her eyes, 
and when she saw i’-saac, she lighted off 
the camel. 

65 For she had said unto the servant, 
What man is this that walketh in the 
field to meet us? And the servant had 
said, It is my master: therefore she took 
a vail, and covered herself. 

66 And the servant told f’-8aac all 
things that he had done. 

67 And i’-8aac brought her into his 
mother Sar’-ah’s tent, and took Ré- 
bék’-ah, and she became his wife; and he 
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loved her: and i’-8aac was comforted 
after his mother’s death. 


Chapter 25 
(BBE again A’-bra-ham took a wife, 
and her name was Ké-ti’-rah.

i’-Saac; and i’-Saac dwelt by the well 
La’-hai-—roi. 
, 12 ¥_Now these are the generations of 
Ish’-ma-él, A’-bra-ham’s son, whom 
Ha’-gar the E-gyp’-fian, Sar’-ah’s hand- 
maid, bare unto A’-bra-ham: 

13 And these are the names of the sons 
of Ish’-ma-él, by their names, according

6 These are the sons of Ish’-m4@-él, and 
these are their names, by their towns, 
and by their castles; twelve princes ac- 
cording to their nations. 

, 17 And these are the years of the life of 
Ish’-ma-él, an hundred and thirty and 
seven years: and he gave up the ghost 
and died; and was gathered unto his 


people. 
18 And they dwelt from Hav’-i-lah un-

to Shur, that is before £’-gypt, as thou 
goest toward As-syr’-i-a: and he died in 
the presence of all his brethren. 

_19 & And these are the generations of 
I’-Saac, A’-bra-ham’s son: A’-bra-ham 
begat ‘I-Saac: 

20 And i’-saac was forty years old when 
he took Ré-bék’-ah to wife, the daughter 
of Bé-thi’-él the Syr’-i-an of Pa’-dan— 
ar’-am, the sister to La’-ban the Syr’-i-an. 

21 And i’-saac intreated the Lorp for 
his wife, because she was barren: and the 
LorD was intreated of him, and Ré- 
bék’-ah his wife conceived. 

22 And the children struggled together 
within her; and she said, If it be so, why 
am I thus? And she went to enquire of 
the Lorp. 

23 And the Lorp said unto her, Two 
nations are in thy womb, and two man- 
ner of people shall be separated from thy 
bowels; and the one people shall be 
stronger than the other people; and the 
elder shall serve the younger.

28 And i’-saac loved E’-sau, because he 
did eat of his venison: but Ré-bék’-ah 
loved Ja’-cob. 

29 ¢ And Ja’-cob sod pottage: and 
mae came from the field, and he was

30 And £’-sau said to Ja’-cob, Feed me, 
I pray thee, with that same red pottage ; 
for I am faint: therefore was his name 
called E’-dom. . ; 

31 And Ja’-cob said, Sell me this day 
thy birthright. 

32 And £’-sau said, Behold, I am at the 
point to die: and what profit shall this 
birthright do to me? i 

33 And Ja’-cob said, Swear to me this 
day; and he sware unto him: and he sold 
his birthright unto Ja’-cob. _ 

34 Then Ja’-cob gave £’-sau bread and 
pottage of lentiles; and he did eat and 
drink, and rose up, and went his way: 
thus E’-sau despised his birthright. 


Chapter 26 
ND there was a famine in the land, 
beside the first famine that was in 
the days of A’-bra-ham. And I’-saac went

8 And it came to pass, when he had 
been there a long time,:that A-bim/’-é-léch 
king of the Phil’-is-tines looked out at a 
window, and saw, and, behold, i’-saac 
ers sporting with Ré’-bék’-ah his 
wife. 

9 And 4-bim’-é-léch called i’-8aac, and 
said, Behold, of a surety she is thy wife: 
and how saidst thou, She is my sister?

10 And A-bim’-é-léch said, What is this 
thou hast done unto us? one of the peo- 
ple might lightly have lien with thy wife, 
and thou shouldest have brought guilti- 
ness upon us. 

11 And A’-bim’-é-léch charged all his 
people, saying, He that toucheth this 
man or his wife shall surely be put to 
death, ; 

12 Then i’-saac sowed in that land, and 
received in the same year an hundred- 
fold: and the Lorp blessed him. 

13 And the man waxed great, and went 
forward, and grew until he became very 


great: 

14 For he had possession of flocks, and 
possession of herds, and great store of 
servants: and the Phil’-is-tines envied 


m. 

15 For all the wells which his father’s 
servants had digged in the days of 
A’-bra-ham his father, the Phil’-is-tines 
had Stopped them, and filled them with 
earth. 

16 And A-bim’-é-léch said unto I’-8aac, 
Go from us; for thou art much mightier _, 
than we. 

17 ¢ And i’-saac departed thence, and 
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pitched his tent in the valley of Gé’-rar, 
and dwelt there. : 

18 And i’-saac digged again the wells of 
water, which they had digged in the days 
of A’-bra-ham his father; for the Phil’-is- 
tines had stopped them after the death of 
K’-bra-ham: and he called their names 
after the names by which his father had 
called them. é : 

19 And i’-8aac’s servants digged in the 
valley,.and found there a well of spring- 
ing water. é 

20 And the herdmen of Gé’-rar did 
strive with i’-Saac’s herdmen, saying, The 
water is our’s: and he called the name of 
the well £’-sék; because they strove with 
him 


21 And they digged another well, and I 


strove for that also: and he called the 
name of it Sit’-nah. 

22 And he removed from thence, and 
digged another well; and for that they 
strove not: and he called the name of it 
Ré-hG-’both ; and he said, For now the 
Lorp hath made room for us, and ,.we 
shall be fruitful in the land. 

23 And he went up from thence to 
Béér-shé’-ba. f 

24 And the Lorp appeared unto him 
the same night, and said, I am the God of 
A’-bra-ham thy father: fear not, for I am 
with thee, and will bless thee, and multi- 
ply thy seed for my servant A’-bra-ham’s 


sake. 

25 And he builded an altar there, and 
called upon the name of the Lorp, and 
pitched his tent there: and there i’-saac’s 
servants digged a well. 

26 @ Then A’-bim’-é-léch went to him 
from Gé’-rar, and A-huz’-zath one of his 
friends, and Phi’-chol the chief captain 
of his army. f 

27 And i’-saac said unto them, Where- 
fore come ye to me, seeing ye hate me, 
and have sent me away from you? 

28 And they said, We saw certainly 
that the LorD was with thee: and we 
said, Let there be now an oath betwixt us, 
even betwixt us and thee, and let us make 
a covenant with thee; 

29 That thou wilt do us no hurt, as we 
have not touched thee, and as we have 
done unto thee nothing but good, and 
have sent thee away in peace: thou art 
now the blessed of the Lorp. 

30 And he made them a feast, and they 
did eat and drink. 

31: And they rose up betimes in the 
morning, and sware one to another: and 
i’-Saac sent them away, and they de- 
parted from him in peace. 

32 And it came to pass the same day, 
that I’-Sadc’s servants came, and told him 
concerning the well which they had dig- 
ged, and said unto him, We have found 
water, 
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33 And he called it Shé’-bah: therefore 
the name of the city is Béér—shé’-ba unto 
this day. bead 

34 9 And £’-sau was forty years old 
when he took to wife Ja’-dith the daugh- 
ter of Béer’-i the Hit’-tite, and Bash’- 
é-math the daughter of £’-lon the 
Hit’-tite: 

35 Which were a grief of mind unto 
i’-Saac and to Ré-bék’-ah. 


Chapter 27 


ND it came to pass, that when I’-saac 
was old, and his eyes were dim, so

and he said unto him, Behold, here am 


2 And he said, Behold now, I am old, I 
know not the day of my death:

12 My father peradventure will feel 
me, and I shall seem to him as a de- 
ceiver; and I shall bring a curse upon me, 
and not a blessing. 

13 An is mother said unto him, 
Upon me be thy curse, my son: only 
obey my voice, and go fetch me them. 

1 d he went, and fetched, and 
brought them to his mother: and his 
mother made savoury meat, such as his 
father loved. 

15 And Ré-bék’-ah took goodly rai- 
ment of her eldest son E’-séi, which 
were with her in the house, and put them 
upon Ja’-cob her younger son: 

16 And she put the skins of the kids of 
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the goats upon his hands, and upon the 
smooth of his neck: 

17 And she gave the savoury meat and 
the bread, which she had prepared, into 
the hand of her son Ja’-cob. 

18 @ And he came unto his father, and 
said, My father: and he said, Here am I; 
who art thou, my son? 

19 And Ja’-cob said unto his father, I 
am £’-sau thy firstborn; I have done ac- 
cording as thou badest me: arise, I pray 
thee, sit and eat of my venison, that thy 
soul may bless me. 

20 And I’-saac said unto his son, How 
is it that thou hast found it so quickly, 
my son? And he said, Because the Lorp 
thy God brought it to me. 

21 And i’-Sadc said unto Ja’-cob, Come 
near, I pray thee, that I may feel thee, 
my son, whether thou be my very son 
E’-sau or not. 

22 And Ja’-cob went near unto i’-saac 
his father; and he felt him, and said, The 
voice is Ja’-cob’s voice, but the hands are 
the hands of E’-sau. ; 

23 And he discerned him not, because 
his hands were hairy, as his brother 
E’-sau’s hands: so he blessed him. 

24 And he said, Art thou my very son 

E’-s4u? And he said, I am. 
.25_ And he said, Bring it near to me, and 
I will eat of my son’s venison, that my 
soul may bless thee. And he brought it 
near to him, and he did eat: and he 
brought him wine, and he drank. 

26: And his father I’-saac said unto him, 
Come near now, and kiss-me, my son. 

27 And he came near, and kissed him: 
and he smelled the smell of his raiment, 
and blessed him, and said, See, the smell 
of my son is as the smell of a field which 
the Lorp hath blessed: 

28 Therefore God give thee of the dew 
of heaven, and the fatness of the earth, 
and plenty of corn and wine: : 

29 Let people serve thee, and nations 
bow down to thee: be lord over thy 
brethren, and let thy mother’s sons bow 
down to thee: cursed be every one that 
curseth thee, and blessed be he that 
blesseth thee. 

30 ¢ And it came to pass, as soon as 
i’-Saac had made an end of blessing Ja’- 
cob, and Ja’-cob was yet scarce gone out 
from the presence of i’-8aac his father, 
that £’-sau his brother came in from his 
hunting. 

31 And he also. had made. savoury 
meat, and brought it unto his father, and 
said unto his father, Let my father arise, 
and eat of his son’s venison, that thy 
soul may bless me. 7 : 

32 And i’-saac his father said unto him, 
~ Who art thou? And he said, I am thy 
son, thy firstborn E’-sau. 

33 And i’-saac trembled very exceed- 
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ingly, and said, Who? where is he that 
hath taken venison, and brought it me, 
and I have eaten of all before thou 
camest, and have blessed him? yea, and 
he shall be blessed. 

34 And when £’-sau heard the words of 
his father, he cried with a great and ex- 
ceeding bitter cry, and said unto his 
father, Bless me, even me also, O my 
father: 

35 And he said, Thy brother came with 
subtilty, and hath taken away thy bless- 


ing. 

36 And he said, Is not he rightly named 
Ja’-cob? for he hath supplanted me these 
two times: he took away my birthright; 
and, behold, now he hath taken away my 
blessing. And he said, Hast thou not re- 
served a blessing for me? 

_37 And i’-saac answered and said unto 
E’-sau, Behold, I have made him thy lord, 
and all his brethren have I given to him 
for. servants; and with corn and wine 
have I sustained him: and what shall I 
do now unto thee, my son? 

d £’-sau said unto his father, 
Hast thou but one blessing, my father? 
bless me, even me also, O my father. And 
E’-sau lifted up his voice, and wept. 

9 And I’-saac his father answered and 
said unto him, Behold, thy dwelling shall 
be the fatness of the earth, and of the dew 
of héaven from above; 

40 And by thy sword shalt thou live, 
and shalt serve thy brother; and it shall 
come to pass when thou shalt have the 
dominion, that thou shalt break his yoke 
from off thy neck. 

41, 7 And E’-sau hated Ja’-cgb because 
of the blessing wherewith his father 
blessed him: and £’-sau said in his heart, 
The days of mourning for my father are 
at hand; then will I slay my brother 
Ja’-cob. i 

42 And these words of E’-sau her elder 
son were told to Ré-bék’-ah: and she 
sent and called Ja’-cob her younger son, 
and. said unto him, Behold, thy brother 
E’-s4u, as touching thee, doth comfort 
himself, purposing to kill thee. 

43. Now therefore; my son, obey my 
voice; and arise, flee thou to La’-ban my 
brother to Har’-an; | 

44 And tarry with him a few days, until 
thy brother’s fury turn away; 

45 Until thy brother’s anger turn away 
from thee, and he forget that which thou 
hast done to him: then I will send, and 
fetch thee from thence: why should I be 
deprived also of you both:in one day? 

46 And Ré-bék’-ah said to i’-Saac, Iam 
weary of my life because of the daughters 
of Héth: if Ja’-cob take a wife of the 
daughters of Héth, such as these which 
are of the daughters of the land, what 
good shall my life do me?

ND i’-8aac called Ja’-cob, and blessed 

him, and charged him, and_ said 

unto him, Thou shalt not take a wife of 
the daughters of Ca’-na-an. | 

2 Arise, go to Pa’-dan—dr’-am, to the 
house of Bé-thii’-él thy mother’s father;

6 & When E’-sau saw that i’-saac had 
blessed Ja’-cob, and: sent him away to 
Pa’-dan-—Ar’-am, to take him a wife from 
thence; and that as he blessed him he 
gave him a charge, saying, Thou shalt 
not take a wife of the daughters of 
Ca’-na-an ; 

7 And that Ja’-cob obeyed his father 
and his mother, and was gone to Pa’- 
dan—ar’-am ; . 

8 And £’-sau seeing that the daughters 
of Ca’-na-an pleased not i’-Saac his 
father ; : , 

9 Then went E’-sat unto Ish’-ma-él, and 
took unto the wives which he had Ma’- 
ha-lath the daughter of Ish’-ma-él A’-bra- 
ham’s son, the sister of Né-ba’-joth, to be 
his wife. 

10 @ And Ja’-cob went out from Béér-— 
she’-ba, and went toward Har’-an. 

11 And he lighted upon a certain place, 
and tarried there all night, because the 
sun was set; and he took of the stones of 
that place, and put them for his pillows, 
and lay down in that place to sleep. 

12 And he dreamed, and behold a lad- 
der set up on the earth, and the top of it 
reached to heaven: and behold the an- 
gels of God ascending and descending 


on it. 

13 And, behold, the Lorp stood above 
it, and said, I am the Lorp God of 
A’-bra-ham thy father, and the God of 
i’-8aac: the land whereon thou liest, to 
thee will I give it, and to thy seed; 

14 And thy seed shall be as the dust of 
the earth, and thou shalt spread abroad 
to the west, and to the east; and to the 
north, and to the south: and in thee and 
in thy seed shall all the families of the 
earth be blessed.

17 And he was afraid, and said, How 
dreadful is this place! this is none other 
but the house of God, and this is the 
gate of heaven. . 

18 And Ja’-cob rose up early in the 
morning, and took the stone that he had 
put for his pillows, and set it up for a 
pillar, and poured oil upon the top of it. 

19 And he called the name of that 
place Béth’-él: but the name of that city 
was called Luz at the first. 

20 And Ja’-cob vowed a vow, saying, If

9 And while he yet spake with them, 
Ra’-chél came with her father’s sheep: 
for she kept them. 

0 And it came to pass, when Ja’-cob 
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saw Ra’-chél the daughter of La’-ban his 
mother’s brother, and the sheep of La’- 
ban his mother’s brother, that Ja’-cob 
went near, and rolled the stone from the 
well’s mouth, and watered the flock of 
La’-ban his mother’s brother. 

11 And Ja’-cob kissed Ra’-chél, and 
lifted up his voice, and wept. 

12 And Ja’-cob told R4a’-chél that he 
was her father’s brother, and that he was 
Ré-bék’-ah’s son: and she ran and told 
her father.

14 And La’-ban said to him, Surely 
thou art my bone and my flesh. And he 
abode with him the space of a month. 

15 @ And La’-ban said unto Ja’-cob, 
Because thou art my brother, shouldest 
thou therefore serve me for nought? tell 
me, what shall thy wages be? ; 

16 And La’-ban had two daughters: the 
name of the elder was Lé’-ah, and the 
name of the younger was Ra’-chél. 

17 Lé’-ah was tender eyed; but Ra’- 
chél was beautiful and well favoured. 

18 And Ja’-cob loved Ra’-chél; and 
said, I will serve thee seven years for Ra’- 
chél thy younger daughter. 

19 And La’-ban said, /t is better that I 
give her to thee, than that I should give 
her to another man: abide with me. 

20 And Ja’-cob served seven years for 
Ra’-chél; and they seemed unto him but 
a few days, for the love he had to her. 

21 ¢ And Ja’-cob said unto La’-ban, 
Give me my wife, for my days are ful- 
filled, that I may go in unto her. 

22 And La’-ban gathered together all 
the men of the place, and made a feast. 

23 And it came to pass in the evening, 
that he took Lé’-ah his daughter, and 
brought her to him; and he went in unto 


er. 

24 And La’-ban gave unto his daugh- 
ter aoe Zil’-pah his maid for an hand- 
maid. 

25 And it came to pass, that in the 
morning, behold, it was Lé’-ah: and he 
said to La’-ban, What is this thou hast 
done unto me? did not I serve with thee 
for Ra’-chél? wherefore then hast thou 
beguiled me? | 

26 And La’-ban said, It must not be so 
done in our country, to give the younger 
before the firstborn. Sy 

27 Fulfil her week, and we will give thee 
this also for the service which thou shalt 

serve with me yet seven other years. 

' 28 And Ja’-cgb did so, and fulfilled her 
week: and he gave him Ra’-chél his 
daughter to wife also. 
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29 And La’-ban gave to Ra’-chél his 
daughter Bil’-hah his handmaid to be 
her maid. 

30 And he went in also unto Ra’-chél, 
and he loved also Ra’-chél more than 
Lé’-ah, and served with him yet seven 
other years. 

, 31 @ And when the Lorp saw that Lé’- 
ah was hated, he opened her womb: but 
Ra’-chél was barren. 

32 And Lé’-ah conceived, and bare a 
son, and she called his name Réw’-bén: 
for she said, Surely the Lorp hath looked 
upon my affliction; now therefore my 
husband will love me. 

3 And she conceived again, and bare 
a son; and said, Because the LorpD hath 
heard that I was hated, he hath therefore 
given me this son also: and she called his 
name Sim’-é-on. 

34 And she conceived again, and bare a 
son; and said, Now this time will my 
husband be joined unto me, because I 
have born him three sons: therefore was 
his name called Lé’-vi. . 

35 And she conceived again, and bare a 
son: and she said, Now will I praise the 
Lorp: therefore she called his name 
Ja’-dah; and left bearing. 


Chapter 30 


ND when Ra’-chél saw that she bare 

Ja’-cob no children, Ra’-chél envied 

her sister ; and said unto Ja’-cob, Give me 
children, or else I die. 

2 And Ja’-cob’s anger was kindled 
against Ra’-chél: and he said, Am I in 
God’s stead, who hath withheld from 
thee the fruit of the womb? 

3 And she said, Behold my maid Bil’-

6 And Ra’-chél said, God hath judged 
me, and hath also heard my voice, and 
hath given me a son: therefore called she 
his name Dan. : 

7 And Bil’-hah Ra’-chél’s maid con- 
ceived again, and bare Ja’-cob a second 


son. 

8 And R4&’-chél said, With great wres- 
tlings have I wrestled with my sister, and 
Ihave prevailed: and she called his name 
Naph’-ta-li. 

9 When Lé’-4h saw that she had left 
bearing, she took Zil’-pah her maid, and 
gave her Ja’-cob to wife. ; 

10 And Zil’-pah Lé’-ah’s maid bare 
Ja’-cob a son. 

11 And Lé’-ah said, A troop cometh: 
and she called his name Gad. 
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12 And ‘Zil’-pah Lé’-ah’s maid bare 
Ja’-cob a second son. 

13 And Lé’-4h said, Happy am I, for 
the daughters will call me blessed: and 
she called his name Ash’-ér. 

14. ¢ And Réwu’-bén went in the days of 
wheat harvest, and found mandrakes in 
the field, and brought them unto _ his 
mother Lé’-4h. Then Ra’-chél said to 
Lé’-ah, Give me, I pray thee, of thy 
son’s mandrakes. 

15 And she said unto. her, Is it a 
small matter that thou hast taken my 
husband? and wouldest thou take 
away my son’s mandrakes also? And 
Ra’-chél said, Therefore he shall lie 
with thee to night for thy son’s man- 
drakes. ; 

16 And Ja’-cob came out of the field in 
the evening, and Lé’-ah went out to meet 
him, and said, Thou must come in unto 
me; for surely I have hired thee with my 
son’s mandrakes. And he lay with her 
that night. 

17 And God hearkened unto Lé’-ah, 
and she conceived, and bare Ja’-cob the 
fifth son. 

18 And Lé’-ah said, God hath given me 
my hire, because I have given my maiden 
to my husband: and she called his name 
Is’-sa-char. 

19 And Lé’-ah conceived again, and 
bare Ja’-cob the sixth son. 

20 And Lé’-ah said, God hath endued 
me with a good dowry; now will my hus- 
band dwell with me, because I have born 
him six sons: and she called his name 
Zé-bi’-lun. 

21 And afterwards she bare a: daugh- 
ter, and. called her name Di’-nah. 

22 And God remembered: Ra’-chél, 
and God hearkened to her, and opened 
her womb. 

23 And she conceived, and bare a son; 
and said, God hath taken away my 
reproach: 

24 And she called his name J6’-séph; 
and said, The Lorp shall add to me an- 
other son. - 

25 ¢ And it came to pass, when Ra’- 
chél had born J6’-séph, that Ja’-cob said 
unto La’-ban, Send me away, that I may 
go unto mine own place, and to my 
country. 

26 Give me my wives and my children, 
for whom I have served thee, and let me 
go: for thou knowest my service which I 
have done thee. 

27 And La’-ban said unto him, I pray 
thee, if I have found favour in thine eyes, 
tarry: for I have learned by experience 
that the Lorp hath blessed me for thy 


sake. 

28 And he said, Appoint me thy wages, 
and I will give it. 

29 And he:said unto him, Thou know- 
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est how I have served thee, and how thy 
cattle was with me. 

30 For it was little which thou hadst be- 
fore I came, and it is now increased unto 
a multitude; and the Lorp hath blessed 
thee since my coming: and now when 
shall I provide for mine own house also? 

31 And he said, What shall I give thee? 
And Ja’-cob said, Thou shalt not give me 
any thing: if thou wilt do this thing for 
me, I will again feed and keep thy flock. 

32 I will pass through all thy flock to 
day, removing from thence all the speck- 
led and spotted cattle, and all the brown 
cattle among the sheep, and the spotted 
and speckled among the goats: and of 
such shall be my hire. 

33 So shall my righteousness answer 
for me in time to come, when it shall 
come for my hire before thy face: every 
one that is not speckled and spotted 
among the goats, and brown among the 
sheep; that shall be counted stolen with

34 And La’-ban said, Behold, I would 
it might be according to thy word. 

35 And he removed that day the he 
goats that were ringstraked and spotted 
and all the she goats that were speckled 
and spotted, and every one that had some 
white in it, and all the brown among the 
sheep, and gave them into the hand of 
his sons. 

36 And he set three days’ journey be- 
twixt, himself and. Ja’-cob: and Ja’-cob 
fed the rest of La’-ban’s flocks. 

37 ¢ And Ja’-cob took him rods of 
green poplar, and of the hazel and chest- 
nut tree; and pilled white strakes in 
them, and made the white appear which 
was in the rods. 

38 And he set the rods which he had 
pilled before the flocks in the gutters in 
the watering troughs when the flocks 
came to drink, that they should conceive 
when they came to drink. 

39 And the flocks conceived before the 
rods, and brought forth cattle ring- 
straked; speckled, and spotted. 

40 And Ja’-cob did separate the lambs, 
and set the faces of the flocks toward the 
ringstraked, and all the brown in the 
flock of La’-ban; and he put his own 
flocks by themselves, and put them not 
unto La’-ban’s cattle. 

41 And it came to pass, whensoever the 
stronger cattle did conceive, that Ja’-cob 
laid the rods before the eyes of the cattle 
in the gutters, that they might conceive 
among the rods. 

42 But when the cattle were feeble, he 
put them not in: so the feebler were La’- 
ban’s, and the stronger Ja’-cob’s. 

43 And the man increased exceedingly, 
and had much cattle, and maidservants, 
and menservants, and camels, and asses.

11 And the angel of God spake unto me 
in a dream, saying, Ja’-cob: And I said, 
Here am I. i ?

15 Are we not counted of him stran- 
gers? for he hath sold us, and hath quite 
devoured also our money. | 

16 For all the riches which God hath 
taken from our father, that is our’s, and 
our children’s: now then, whatsoever 
God hath said unto thee, do. ? 

17 @ Then Ja’-cob rose up, and set his 
sons and his wives upon camels; 

18 And he carried away all his cattle, 
‘and all his goods which he had gotten, 
the cattle of his getting, which he had 
gotten in Pa’-dan—dr’-am, for to go to

i’-Saac his father in the land of Ca’-na4-an. 

19 And La’-ban went to shear his 
sheep: and Ra’-chél had stolen the im- 
ages that were her father’s. 

20 And Ja’-cob stole away unawares to 
La’-ban the Syr’-i-an, in that he told him 
not that he fled. 

So he fled with all that he had; and 
he rose up, and passed over the river, and 
set his face toward the mount Gil’-é-ad. 

22 And it was told La’-ban on the third 
day that Ja’-cob was fled. 

23 And he took his brethren with him, 
and pursued after him seven days’ jour- 
ney; and they overtook him in the mount 
Gil’-é-4d. 

24 And God came to La’-ban the Syr’- 
i-an in a dream by night, and said unto 
him, Take heed that thou speak not to 
Ja’-cob either good or bad. 

25 Q Then La’-ban overtook Ja’-cob. 
Now Ja’-cob had pitched his tent in the 
mount: and La’-ban with his brethren 
pitched in the mount of Gil’-é-ad. 

26 And La’-ban said to Ja’-cob, What 
hast thou done, that thou hast stolen 
away unawares to me, and carried away 
my daughters, as captives taken with the 
sword? 

27 Wherefore didst thou flee away 
secretly, and steal away from me; and 
didst, not tell me, that 1 might have sent 
thee away with mirth, and with songs, 
with tabret, and with harp? 

28 And hast not suffered me to kiss my 
sons and my daughters? thou hast now 
done foolishly in so doing. 

29 It is in the power of my hand to-do 
you hurt: but the God of your father 
spake unto me yesternight, saying, Take 
thou heed that thou speak not to Ja’-cob 
either good or bad. 

30 And now, though thou wouldest 
needs be gone, because thou sore 
longedst after thy father’s house, yet 
wherefore hast thou stolen my gods? 

And Ja’-cob answered and said to 
La’-ban, Because I was afraid: for I said; 
Peradventure thou wouldest take by 
force thy daughters from me. ~ 

32 With whomsoever thou findest thy 
gods, let him not live: before our breth- 
ren discern thou what is thine with me, 
and take it to thee. For Ja’-cob knew not 
that Ra’-chél had stolen them. 

33 And La’-ban went into Ja’-cob’s 
tent, and into Lé’-ah’s tent, and into the 
two maidservants’ tents; but he found 
them not.

38 This twenty years have I been with 
thee; thy ewes and thy she goats have 
not cast their young, and the rams of thy 
flock have I not eaten. 

39 That which was torn of beasts I 
brought not unto thee; I bare the loss of 
it; of my hand didst thou require it, 
whether stolen by day, or stolen by night. 

Thus I was; in the day the drought 
consumed me, and the frost by night; 
and my sleep departed from mine eyes. 

1 Thus have I been twenty years in thy 
house; I served thee fourteen years for 
thy two daughters, and six years for thy 
cattle: and thou hast changed my wages 
ten times. 

42 Except the God of my father, the 
God of A’-bra-ham, and the fear of 
i’-Saac, had been with me, surely thou 
hadst sent me away now empty. God 
hath seen mine affliction and the labour 
of Hiei hands, and rebuked thee yester- 
night. 

43 @ And La’-ban answered and said 
unto Ja’-cob, These daughters are my 
daughters, and these children are my 
children, and these cattle are my cattle, 
and all that thou seest is mine: and what 
can I do this day unto these my daugh- 
ters, or unto their children which they 
have born? 

44 Now therefore come thou, let us 
make a covenant, I and thou; and letit be 
for a witness between me and thee. 

45 And Ja’-cob took a stone, and set it 
up for a pillar. 

46 And Ja’-cob said unto his brethren 
Gather stones; and they took stones, and 
made an heap: and they did eat there 
upon the heap. 

47 And La’-ban called it Jé’-gar—sa- 


Sree but Ja’-cob called it Ga’leéd. R 


And La’-ban said, This heap is a wit- 
ness between me and thee this day. 
meee was the name of it called Ga’- 
ééd; 

49 And Miz’-pah; for he said, The 
LorD watch between me and thee, when 
we are absent one from another. 

50 If thou shalt afflict my daughters, or 
if thou shalt take other wives beside my 
daughters, no man is with us; see, God 
is witness betwixt.me and thee. 
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51 And La’-ban said to Ja’-cob, Be- 
hold this heap, and behold this pillar, 
which I have cast betwixt me and thee; 

52 This heap be witness, and this pillar 
be witness, that I will not pass over this 
heap to thee, and that thou shalt not pass 
over this heap and this pillar unto me, 
for harm. > 

53 The: God of A’-bra-ham, and the 
God of Na’-hér, the God of their father, 
judge betwixt us. And Ja’-cob sware by 
the fear of his father i’-saac. 

54 Then Ja’-cob offered sacrifice upon 
the mount, and called his brethren to eat 
bread: and they did eat bread, and tar- 
ried all night in the mount. . 

55 And early in the morning La’-ban 
rose up, and kissed his sons and _his 
daughters, and blessed them: and La’- 
i departed, and returned unto his 
place.

11 Deliver me, I pray thee, from the 
hand of my brother, from the hand of 
E’-sau: for I fear him, lest he will come 
and smite me, and the mother with the

12 And thou saidst, I will surely do thee 
good, and make thy seed as the sand of 
the sea, which cannot be numbered for 
multitude.

10 And he told it to his father, and to 
his brethren: and his father rebuked him, 
and said unto him, What is this dream 
that thou hast dreamed? Shall I and thy 
mother and thy brethren indeed come to 
bow down ourselves to thee to the 
earth? 

11 And his brethren envied him; but 
his father observed the saying. 

12 ¢ And his brethren went to feed 
their father’s flock in Shé’-chém. 

13 And is’-ra-él said unto JO’-séph, Do 
not thy brethren feed the flock in Shé’- 
chém? come, and I will send thee unto 
them. And he said to him, Here am I. 

14 And he said to him, Go, I pray. thee, 
see whether it be well with thy brethren, 
and well with the flocks; and bring me 
word again.

13 And it was told Ta’-mdr, saying, Be- 
hold thy father in law goeth up to Tim/’- 
nath to shear his sheep. : 

14 And she put her widow’s garments 
off from her, and covered her with a vail, 
and wrapped herself, and sat in an open 
place, which is by the way to Tim’- 
nath; for she saw that Shé’-lah was 
grown, and she was not given unto him 
to wife. 

15 When Jia’-dah saw her, he thought 
her to be an harlot; because she had 
covered her face. 

16 And he turned unto her by the way, 
and said, Go to, I pray thee, let me come 
in unto thee; (for he knew not that she 
was his daughter in law.) And she said, 
What wilt thou give me, that thou mayest 
come in unto me? 

17 And he said, I will send thee a kid 
from the flock. And she said, Wilt thou 
give me a pledge, till thou send it? 

18 And he said, What pledge shall I 
give thee? And she said, Thy signet, and 
thy bracelets, and thy staff that is in 
thine hand. And he gave it her, and came 
in unto her, and she conceived by him. 

19 And she arose, and went away, and 
laid by her vail from her, and put on the 
garments of her widowhood. 

20 And Jia’-dah sent the kid by the 
hand of his friend the A-dil’-lam-ite, to 
receive his pledge from the woman’s 
hand: but he found her not, 

Then he asked the men of that 
place, saying, Where is the harlot, that 
was openly by the way side? And they 
said, There was no harlot in this place. 

22 And he returned to Jia’-dah, and 
said, I cannot find her; and also the men 
of the place said, that there was no harlot 
in this place. . 

23 And Ji’-dah said, Let-her take it to 
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her, lest we be shamed: behold, I sent 
this kid, and thou hast not found her. 

24 ¢ And it came to pass about three 
months after, that it was told Ja’-dah, 
saying, Ta’-mar thy daughter in law hath 
played the harlot; and also, behold, she 
is with child by whoredom. And Jia’-dah 
said, Bring her forth, and let her be burnt. 

25 When she was brought forth, she 
sent to her father in law, saying, By the 
man, whose these are, am I with child: 
and she said, Discern, I pray thee, whose 
ore spe the signet, and bracelets, and 
staff. 

26 And Jai’-dah acknowledged them, 
pad said, She hath been more righteous 
than 
Shé’-lah my son. And he knew her again 
no more. | 

27 ¢ And it came to pass in the time of 
her travail, that, behold, twins were in 
her womb. 

28 And it came to pass, when she tra- 
vailed, that the one put out his hand: and 
the midwife took and bound upon his 
hand a scarlet thread, saying, This came 
out first. / ( 

29 And it came to pass, as he drew 
back his hand, that, behold, his brother 
came out: and she said, How hast thou 
broken forth? this bréach be upon thee: 
therefore his name was called: Phar’-éz. 

30 And afterward came out his broth- 
er, that had the scarlet thread upon his 
hand: and his name was galled Zar’-ah. 


ND Jo’-séph_ was brought down to 

E’-gypt; and Pot’-i-phar, an officer 

of Phar’-aoh, captain of the guard, an 

E-gyp’-tian, bought him of the hands of 

the {Ish’-mée-lites, which had brought 
him down thither. 3 } 

2 And the Lorpb was with J6’-séph, and 
he was a prosperous man; and he was in 
the house of his master the E-gyp’-fian. 

3 And his master saw that the Lorp 
was with him, and that the Lorp made 
all that he did to prosper in his hand. 

4 And J6’-séph found grace in his sight, 
and he served him: and he made him 
overseer over his house, and all that he 
had he put into his hand. 

5 And it came to pass from the time 
that he had made him overseer in his 
house, and over all that he had, that the 
Lorp blessed the E-gyp’-tian’s house for 
J6’-séph’s sake; and the blessing of the 
Lorp was upon all that he had in the 
house, and in the field. . 

6 And he left all that he had in J6’- 
séph’s hand; and he knew not ought he 
had, save the bread which he did eat.

7 @ And it came to pass after these 
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things, that his master’s wife cast her 
eyes upon J6’-séph; and she said, Lie 
with me.

9 There is none greater in this house 
than I; neither hath he kept back any 
thing from me but thee, because thou 
art his wife: how then can I do this 
great wickedness, and sin against God? 

_And it came to pass, as she spake to 
J6’-séph day by day, that he hearkened 
not unto her, to lie by her, or to be with 


er. 
11 And it came to pass about this time, 
that J6’-séph went into the house to do 
his business; and there was none of the 
men of the house there within. 

12 And she caught him by his.garment 
saying, Lie with me: and he left his gar- 
ment in her hand, and fled, and got him 
out. 

13 And it came to pass, when she saw 
that he had left his garment in her hand, 
and was fled forth, 

14 That she called unto the men of her 
house, and spake unto them, saying, See, 
he hath brought in an Hé’-bréw unto us 
to mock us; he came in unto me to lie 
with me, and I cried with a loud voice: 

15 And it came to pass, when he heard 
that I lifted up my voice and cried, that 
he left his garment with me, and fled, and 
got him out. : 

16 And she laid up his garment by her, 
until his lord came home" 

17 And she spake unto him, according 
to these words, saying, Fhe Hé’-bréw 
servant, which thou hast brought unto 
us, came in unto me to mock me: 

18 And it came to pass, as I lifted up 
my voice and cried, that he left his gar- 
ment with me, and flied out. 

19 And it came to pass, when his mas- 
ter heard the words of his wife, which she 
spake unto him, saying, After this man- 
ner did thy servant to me; that his wrath 
was kindled. of 

20 And J6’-séph’s master took him, 
and put him into the prison, a place 
where the king’s prisoners were bound: 
and he was there in the prison. 

21 ¢@ But the LorD was with J6’-séph, 
and shewed him mercy, and gave 
favour in the sight of the keeper of the 
prison: ; 

22 And the keeper of the prison com- 
mitted to J6’-séph’s hand all the prison- 
ers that were in the prison; and whatso- 
ever they did there, he was the doer of it. 

The keeper of the prison looked not 
to any thing that was under his hand; be- 
cause the LorD was with him, and that 
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which he did, the Lorp made it to 
prosper. 


Chapter 40 


ND it came to pass after these things, 

that the butler of the king of

8 And they said unto him, We have 
dreamed a dream, and there is no in- 
terpreter of it. And J6’-séph said unto 
them, Do not interpretations belong to 
God? tell me them, I pray you. 

9 And the chief butler told his dream to 
J6’-séph, and said to him, In my dream, 
behold, a vine was before me; 

10 And in the vine were three branches: 
and it was as though it budded, and her 
blossoms shot forth; and the clusters 
thereof brought forth ripe grapes: 

11 And PhAar’-a0h’s cup was in my 
hand: and I took the grapes, and pressed 
them into Phar’-ach’s cup, and I gave the 
cup into Phar’-adh’s hand. : 

12 And J6’-séph said unto him, This is 
the interpretation of it: 
branches are three days: 

13 Yet within three days shall Phar’- 
aoh lift up thine head, and restore thee 
unto thy place: and thou shalt deliver 
Phar’-adh’s cup into his hand, after the 
former manner when thou wast his 
butler. 1 

14 But think on me when it shall be well 
withthee,and shew kindness, I pray thee; 
unto me, and make mention of me unto 
Phar’-aoh, and bring me out of this house: 

15 For indeed I was stolen away out of 
the land of the Hé’-bréws: and here also 
have I done nothing that they should put 
me into the dungeon, 

16 When the chief baker saw that the 
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interpretation was good, he said unto J6’- 
séph, I also was in my dream, and, be- 
hold, [hadthree white baskets on my head: 

17 And in the uppermost basket there 
was of all manner of bakemeats for 
Phar’-aoh; and the birds did eat them out 
of the basket upon my head. 4 

18 And J6’-séph answered and said, 
This is the interpretation thereof: The 
three baskets are three days: 

19 Yet within three days shall Phar’- 
aoh lift up thy head from off thee, and 
shall hang thee on a tree; and the birds 
shall eat thy flesh from off thee. 

20 ¥¢ And it came to pass the third day, 
which was Phar’-aoh’s birthday, that he 
made a feast unto all his servants: and he 
lifted up the head of the chief butler and 
of the chief baker among his servants. 

21 And he restored the chief butler 
unto his butlership again; and he gave 
the cup into Phar’-a0h’s hand: 

22 But he hanged the chief baker: as 
J6’-séph had interpreted to them. 

23 Yet did not the chief butler remem- 
ber J6’-séph, but forgat him. : 


Chapter 41 


ND it came to pass at the end of two 
full years, that Phar’-aoh dreamed: 
and, behold, he stood by the river. 

2 And, behold, there came up out of 
the river seven well favoured kine and 
fatfleshed ; and they fed in a meadow. 

3 And, behold, seven other kine came 
up after them out of the river, ill favoured 
and leanfleshed; and stood by the other 
kine upon the brink of the river. 

4 And the ill favoured and leanfieshed 
kine did eat up the seven well favoured 
and fat kine.

8 And it came to pass in the morning 
that his spirit was troubled; and he sent 
and_ called for all the magicians of 
E’-gypt, and all the wise men thereof: and 
Phar’-aGh told them his dream; but there 
was none that could interpret them unto 
Phar’-aoh. 

9 @ Then spake the chief butler unto 
Phar’-aGh, saying, I do remember ‘my 
faults this day: 

10 Phar’-4Gh was wroth with his ser- 
vants, and put me in ward in the captain 
of the guard’s house, both me and the 
Stan ce orn 

1 we dreamed a dream in one 
night, I and he; we dreamed each man 
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eam, 

12 And there was there with us a young 
man, an Hé’-bréw, servant to the captain 
of the guard; and we told him, and he in- 
terpreted to us our dreams; to each man 
according to his dream he did interpret. 

13 And it came to pass, as he inter- 
preted to us, so it was; me he restored 
unto mine office, and him he hanged. 

14 ¢ Then Phar’-aoh sent and called 
J6’-séph, and they brought him hastily 
out of the dungeon: and he shaved him- 
self, and changed his raiment, and came 
in unto Phar’-aoh. i 

15 And Phar’-adh said unto J6’-séph, I 
have dreamed a dream, and there is none 
that can interpret it: and I have heard 
say of thee, that thou canst understand a 
dream to interpret it. 

16 And J6’-séph answered Phar’-a6h, 
saying, Jt is not in me: God shall give 
Phar’-aoh an answer of peace. 

17 And Phar’-aoh said unto J6’-séph, 
In my dream, behold, I stood upon the 
bank of the river: 

18 And, behold, there came up out of 
the river seven kine, fatfleshed and well 
favoured; and they fed in a meadow: 

19 And, behold, seven other kine came 
up after them, poor and very ill favoured 
and leanfleshed, such as I never saw in all 
the land of E’-gypt for badness: 

20 And the lean and the ill favoured 
kine did eat up the first seven fat kine: 

21 And when they had eaten them up, 
it could not be known that they had eaten 
them; but they were still ill favoured, as 
at the beginning. So I awoke. 

22 And I saw in my dream, and, be- 
hold, seven ears came up in one stalk, 
full and good: é 

23 And, behold, seven ears, withered, 
thin, and blasted with the east wind, 
sprung up after them: 

24 d the thin ears devoured the 
seven good ears: and I told this unto the 
magicians; but there was none that could 
declare it to me. ' 2 

25 ¢ And Jo’-séph said unto Phar’-aoh, 
The dream of Phar’-aoh is one: God hath 
shewed Phar’-a6h what he is about to do. 

26 The seven good kine are seven 
years; and the seven good ears are seven 
years: the dream is one. ‘ 

27 And the seven thin and ill favoured 
kine that came up after them are seven 
years; and the seven empty ears blasted 
with the east wind shall be seven years 
of famine. d ‘ 

28 This is the thing which I have 
_ spoken unto Phar’-aoh: What God is 

_about to do he sheweth unto Phar’-aoh. 

29 Behold, there come seven years of 
great plenty throughout all the land of 


E’-gypt: 


45 


GENESIS 41 


30 And there shall arise after them 
seven years of famine; and all the plenty 
shall be forgotten in the land of £’-gypt; 
and the famine shall consume the land; 
_31 And the plenty shall not be known 
in the land by reason of that famine 
following; for it shall be very grievous. 

32 And for that the dream was doubled 
unto Phar’-aoh twice; it is because the 
thing is established by God, and God will 
shortly bring it to pass. 

33 Now therefore let Phar’-aoh look 
out a man discreet and wise, and set him 
over the land of E’-gypt. 

34 Let Phar’-adh do this, and let him 
appoint officers over the land, and take 
up the fifth part of the land of £’-gypt in 
the seven plenteous years. 

35 And let them gather all the food of 
those good years that come, and lay up 
corn under the hand of Phar’-aoh, and 
let them keep food in the cities. 

36 And that food shall be for store to 
the land against the seven years of fam- 
ine, which shall be in the land of £’-gypt; 
that the land perish not through the 
famine. 

37 f And the thing was good in the 
eyes of Phar’-aoh, andin the eyes of all 
his servants. 

38 And Phar’-adh said unto his ser- 
vants,; Can we find such a one as this is, a 
man in whom the Spirit of God is? 

39 And Phar’-aoh said unto JO’-séph, 
Forasmuch as God hath shewed thee all 
this, there is none so discreet and wise as 
thou art: 

40 Thou shalt be over my house, and 
according unto thy word shall all my 
people be ruled: only in the throne will I 
be greater than thou. 

41 And Phar’-a0h said unto J6d’-séph, 
See, I have set thee over all the land of 


E’-gypt. 

42 And Phar’-aoh took off his ring 
from his hand, and put it upon J6’-séph’s 
hand, and arrayed him in vestures of 
fine linen, and put a gold chain about 
his neck; 

43 And he made him to-ride in the 
second chariot which he had; and they 
cried before him, Bow the knee: and he 
made him ruler over all the land of 
Bi-Byptir 0 pavilion a 

44 And Phar’-aoh said unto J6’-séph, I 
am Phar’-aoh, and without thee shall no 
man lift up his hand or foot in all the 
land of E’-gypt. 

45 And Phar’-a0h called J6’-séph’s 
name Zaph’-nath—pa-a-né’-ah; and he 
gave him to wife As’-é-nath the daughter 
of Pot-ti’-phér-ah priest of On. And Jo’- 
séph went out over ail the land of E’-gypt. 

46 ¢ And J6’-séph was thirty years.old 
when he stood before Phar’-adh king of 
E’-gypt. And J6’-séph went out from the 
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presence of Phar’-aGh, and went through- 
out all the land of E’-gypt. 

47 And in the seven plenteous years the 
earth brought forth by handfuls. 

48 And he gathered up all the food of 
the seven years, which were in the land of 
E’-gypt, and laid up the food in the 
cities: the food of the field, which was 
round about every city, laid he up in the 
same. 

49 And Jod’-séph gathered corn as the 
sand of the sea, very much, until he left 
numbering; for it was without number. 

50 And unto J6’-séph were born two 
sons before the years of famine came, 
which As’-é-nath the daughter of P6-ti’- 
phér-ah priest of On bare unto him. 

51 And Jod’-séph called the name of the 
firstborn Ma-nas’-séh: For God, said he, 
hath made me forget all my toil, and all 
my father’s house. 

52 And the name of the second called 
he £’-phra-im: For God hath caused me 
to be fruitful in the land of my affliction. 

53 ¢ And the seven years of plenteous- 
ness, that was in the land of E’-gypt, were 
ended. 

54 And the seven years of dearth began 
to come, according as JO’-séph had said: 
and the dearth was in all lands; but in all 
the land of E’-gypt there was bread. 

55 And when all the land of E£’-gypt was 
famished, the people cried to Phar’-aoh 
for bread; and Phar’-aoh said unto all the 
E’-gyp’-tians, Go unto J6’-séph; what he 
saith to you, do. 

56 And the famine was over all the 
face of the earth: and J6’-séph opened 
all the storehouses, and sold unto the 
E’-gyp’-fians ; and the famine waxed sore 
in the land of E’-gypt. 

57 And all countries came into E’-gypt 
to J6’-séph for to buy corn; because that 
the famine was so sore in all lands. 


Chapter 42 


OW when Ja’-cob saw that there was 

corn in E’-gypt, Ja’-cob said unto 

his sons, Why do ye look one upon 
another? 

2 And he said, Behold, I have heard 
that there is corn in E’-gypt: get you 
down thither, and buy for us from 
thence; that we may live, and not die. 

3 ¢ And J6’-séph’s ten brethren went 
down to buy corn in E’-gypt. 

4 But Bén’-ja-min, JO’-séph’s brother, 
Ja’-cob sent not with his brethren; for he

5 And the sons of {8’-ra-é1 came to buy 
corn among those that came: for the 
famine was in the land of Ca’-na-an. 

6 And J6’-séph was the governor over 
the land, and he it was that sold to all the 
people of the land: and J6’-séph’s breth- 
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ren came, and bowed down themselves 
before him with their faces to the earth. 

7 And Jo’-séph saw his brethren, and 
he knew them, but made himself strange 
unto them, and spake roughly unto them; 
and he said unto them, Whence come ye? 
And they said, From the land of Ca’- 
na-an to buy food. 

8 And Jd’-séph knew his brethren, but 
they knew not him. 

9 And J6’-séph remembered the dreams 
which he dreamed of them, and said unto 
them, Ye are spies; to see the nakedness 
of the land ye are come. 

10 And they said unto him, Nay, my 
lord, but to buy food are thy servants 
come. 

11 We are all one man’s sons; we are 
true men, thy servants are no spies. 

12 And he said unto them, Nay, but to 
see the nakedness of the land ye are come. 

13 And they said, Thy servants are 
twelve brethren, the sons of one man in 
the land of Ca’-na-an; and, behold, the 
youngest is this day with our father, and 
one is not. y 

14 And Jd’-séph said unto them, That is 
it that I spake unto you, saying, Ye are 
spies: 

15 Hereby ye shall be proved: By the 
life of Phar’-aodh ye shall not go forth 
hence, except your youngest brother 
come hither. 

16 Send one of you, and let him fetch 
your brother, and ye shall be kept in pris- 
on, that your words may be proved; 
whether there be any truth in you: or else 
by the life of Phar’-adh surely ye are spies. 

17 And he put them all together into 
ward three days. 

18 And J6’-séph said unto_them_ the 
third day, This do, and live; for fear God: 

19 If ye be true men, let one of your 
brethren be bound in the house of your 
prison: go ye, carry corn for the famine 
of your houses: 

20 But bring your youngest brother 
unto me; so shall your words be verified, 
and ye shall not die. And they did so. 

21 ¢ And they said one to another, We 
are verily guilty concerning our brother, 
in that we saw the anguish of his soul, 
when he besought us, and we would not 
hear; therefore is this distress come upon 


us. 

_22 And Réu’-bén answered them, say- 
ing, Spake I not unto you, saying, Do not 
sin against the child; and ye would not 
hear? therefore, behold, also his blood is 
required. 

23 And they knew not that Jd’-séph 
understood them ; for he spake unto them 
by an interpreter. 

24 And he turned himself about from 
them, and wept; and returned to them 
again, and communed with them, and 
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took from them Sim’-é-on, and bound 
him before their eyes. 

25 ¥ Then Jo’-séph commanded to fill 
their sacks with corn, and to restore 
every man’s money into his sack, and to 
give them provision for the way: and 
thus did he unto them. 

26 And they laded their asses with the 
corn, and departed thence. 

27 And as one of them opened his sack 
to give his ass provender in the inn, he 
espied his money; for, behold, it was in 
his sack’s mouth. 

28 And he said unto his brethren, My 
money is restored; and, lo, it is even in 
my sack: and their heart failed them, and 
they were afraid, saying one to another, 
What is this that God hath done unto us? 

29 ¢ And they came unto Ja’-cob their 
father unto the land of Ca’-na-an, and 
told him all that befell unto them; saying, 

The man, who is the lord of the land, 
spake roughly to us, and took us for spies 
of the country. 

1 And we said unto him, We are true 
men ; we are no spies: 

2 We be twelve brethren, sons of our 
father; one is not, and the youngest is 
this day with our father in the land of 
Ca’-na-an. 

33 And the man, the lord of the 
country, said unto us, Hereby shall I 
know that ye are true men; leave one of 
your brethren here with me, and take 
food for the famine of your households, 
and be gone: 

34 And bring your youngest brother 
unto me: then shall I know that ye are no 
spies, but that ye are true men: so will I 
deliver you your brother, and ye shall 
traffick in the land. 

35 @ And it came to pass as they emp- 
tied their sacks, that, behold, every man’s 
bundle of money was in his sack: and 
when both they and their father saw the 
bundles of money, they were afraid. 

6 And Ja’-cob their father said unto 
them, Me have ye bereaved of my chil- 
dren: J6’-8éph is not, and Sim’-é-on is 
not, and ye will take Bén’-ja-min away: 
all these things are against me. | 

37. And Réu’-bén spake unto his father, 
saying, Slay my two sons, if I bring him 
not to thee: deliver him into my hand, 
and I will bring him to thee again. 

38 And he said, My son shall not go 
down with you; for his brother is dead, 
and he is left alone: if mischief befall him 
by the way in the which ye go, then shall 
ye bring down my gray hairs with sorrow 


to the grave.

If I 
be bereaved of my children, I am be- 
reaved. 

15 ¢ And the men took that present, 
and they took double money in their 
hand, and Bén’-ja-min; and rose up, and 
went down to E’-gypt, and stood before 
JO’-séph. : ty 

16 And when Jd’-séph saw hee 
min with them, he said to the ruler of his 
house, Bring these men home, and slay, 
and make ready; for these men shall dine 
with me at noon. . 

17 And the man did as J6’-séph bade; 
and the man brought the men into Jo’- 
séph’s house. ; 1 

18 And the men were afraid, because 
they were brought into JO’-séph’s house; 
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and they said, Because of the money that 
was returned in our sacks at the first time 
are we brought in; that he may seek oc- 
casion against us, and fall upon us, and 
take us for bondmen, and our asses. 

19 And they came near to the steward 
of J6’-séph’s house, and they communed 
with him at the door of the house, 

20 And said, O ‘sir, we came indeed 
down at the first time to buy food: 

21 And it came to pass, when we came 
to the inn, that we opened our sacks, and, 
behold, every man’s money was in the 
mouth of his sack, our money in full 
weight: and we have brought it again in 
our hand. 

22 And other money have we brought 
down in our hands to buy food: we can- 
not tell who put our money in our sacks. 

23 And he said, Peace be to you, fear 
not: your God, and the God of your fa- 
ther, hath given you treasure in your 
sacks: I had your money. And he 
brought Sim/’-é-on out unto them. 

24 And the man brought the men into 
J6’-séph’s house, and gave them water, 
and they washed their feet; and he gave 
their asses provender. 

25 And they made ready the present 
against JO’-séph came at noon: for they 
heard that they should eat bread there. 

26 @ And when Jo’-séph came home, 
they brought him the present which was 
in their hand into the house, and bowed 
themselves to him to the earth. 

27 And he asked them of their welfare, 
and said, Js your father well, the old man 
of whom ye spake? Is he yet alive? 

28 And they answered, Thy servant our 
father is in good health, he is yet alive. 
And they bowed down their heads, and 
made obeisance. 

29 And he lifted up his eyes, and saw 
his brother Bén’-ja-min, his mother’s 
son, and said, Js this your younger 
brother, of whom ye spake unto. me? 
And he said, God be gracious unto thee, 
my son. 

30 And J6’-séph made haste; for his 
bowels did yearn upon his brother: and 
he sought where to weep; and he entered 
into his chamber, and wept there. 

31 And he washed his face, and went 
out, and refrained himself, and said, Set 
on bread. 

32 And they set on for him by himself, 
and for them by themselves, and for the 
E’-gyp’-tians, which did eat with him, by 
themselves: because the £&-gyp’-fians 
might not eat bread with the Hé’-brews; 
for that is an abomination unto the 
E-gyp’-fians. 

33 And they sat before him, the first- 
born according to his birthright, and the 
youngest according to his youth: and the 
men marvelled one at another. 
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34 And he took and sent messes unto 
them from before him: but Bén’-ja-min’s 
mess was five times so much as any of 
their’s. And they drank, and were merry 
with him.

11 Then they speedily took down every 
man his sack to the ground, and opened 
every man his sack.

13 Then they rent their clothes, and 
laded every man his ass, and returned to 
the city. 

14 ¢ And Ja’-dah and his brethren 
came to J6’-séph’s house; for he was yet 
there: and they fell before him on the 
ground. 

15 And J6’-séph said unto them, What 
deed is this that ye have done? wot ye not 
that such a man as I can certainly divine? 

16 And Ja’-dah said, What shall we say 
unto my lord? what shall we speak? or 
how shall we clear ourselves?

24 And it came to pass when we came 
up unto thy servant my father, we told 
him the words of my lord. 

25 And our father said, Go again, and 
buy us a little food. 

26 And we said, We cannot go down: 
if our youngest brother be with us, then 
will we go down: for we may not see the 
man’s face, except our youngest brother 
be with us. 

27 And thy servant my father said unto 
us, Yeknowthatmy wife baremetwosons: 

And the one went out from me, an 
I said, Surely he is torn in pieces; and I 
saw him not since: 

29 And if ye take this also from me, and 
mischief befall him, ye shall bring down 
my gray hairs with sorrow to the grave. 

0 Now therefore when I come to thy 
servant my father, and the lad be not 
with us; seeing that his life is bound up 
in the lad’s life; 

31 It shall come to pass, when he seeth 
that the lad is not with us, that he will die: 
and thy servants shall bring down the 
gray hairs of thy servant our father with 
sorrow to the grave. 

32 For thy servant became ae for 
the lad unto my father, saying, If I bring 
him not unto thee, then I shall bear the 
blame to my father for ever. 

3 Now therefore, I pray thee, let th: 
servant abide instead of the lad a bond- 
-man to my lord; and let the lad go up 
with his brethren. 

34 For how shall I go up to my father, 
and the lad be not with me? lest perad- 
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venture I see the evil that shall come on 
my father. 


Chapter 45 


HEN Jo’-séph could not refrain him- 

self before all them that stood by 
him; and he cried, Cause every man to go 
out from me. And there stood no man 
with him, while JO’-séph made himself 
known unto his brethren.

9 Haste ye, and go up to my father, and 
say unto him, Thus saith thy son J6’- 
séph, God hath made me lord of all 
E’-gypt: come down unto me, tarry not: 

10 And thou shalt dwell in the land of

me, thou, and thy children, and thy chil- 
dren’s children, and thy flocks, and thy 
herds, and all that thou hast:

14 And he fell upon his brother Bén’- 
ja-min’s neck, ne wept; and Bén’-ja- 
min wept upon his neck. 

15 Moreover he kissed all his breth- 
ren, and wept upon them: and after that 
his brethren talked with him. , 

16 ¢ And the fame thereof was heard in 
Phar’-4d0h’s house, saying, J6’-séph’s 
brethren are come: and it pleased Phar’- 
a0h well, and his servants. 
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17 And Phar’-a0h said unto JO’-séph, 
Say unto thy brethren, This do ye; lade 
your beasts, and go, get you unto the 
land of Ca’-na-an; 

18 And take your father and your 
households, and come unto me: and 
will give you the good of the land of 
a and ye shall eat the fat of the 


and. 

19 Now thou art commanded, this do 
ye; take you wagons out of the land of 
E’-gypt for your little ones, and for your 
wives, and bring your father, and come. 

20 Also regard not your stuff; for the 
good of all the land of £’-gypt is your’s. 

21 And the children of Is’-ra-é] did so: 
and Jd’-séph gave them wagons, accord- 
ing to the commandment of Phar’-aGdh, 
and gave them provision for the way. 

22 To all of them he gave each man 
changes of raiment; but to Bén’-ja-min 
he gave three hundred pieces of silver, 
and five changes of raiment. 

23 And to his father he sent after this 
manner ; ten asses laden with the good 
things of E’-gypt, and ten she asses laden 
with corn and bread and meat for his 
father by the way. 

24 So he sent his brethren away, and 
they departed: and he said unto them, 
See that ye fall not out by the way.

10 @ And the sons of Sim’-é-on; Jé- 
mi’-él, and Ja’-min, and 60’-had, and 
Ja’-chin, and Zo’-har, and Sha’-ul the 
son of a Ca’-na-an-i’-tish woman. 

11 9 And the sons of Lé’-vi; Gér’- 
shon, K6’-hath, and Mé-rar’-i. | 

12 ¢ And the sons of Ja’-dah; Er, and 
0’-nan, and Shé’-lah, and Phar’-éz, and 
Zar’-ah: but Er and 0’-nan died in the 
land of Ca’-na-an. And the sons of 
Phar’-éz were Héz’-r6n and Ham/’-ul. 

13 @ And the sons of Is’-sa-char; T6’- 
la, and Phi’-vah, and Job, and Shim’- 


ron, 

14 ¢ And the sons of Zé-bii’-lin; Sé’- 
réd, and E’-lon, and Jah’-léél. 

15 These be the sons of Lé’-ah, which 
she bare unto Ja’-cob in Pa’-dan-dar’-am, 
with his daughter Di’-nah: all the souls 
of his sons and his daughters were thirty 
and three. 

16 @ And the sons of Gad; Ziph’-i-on, 
and Hag’-gi, Shd’-ni, and Ez’-bon, £’-ri, 
and 4-ro’-di, and A-ré’-li. 

17 ¢ And the sons of Ash’-ér; Jim’-nah, 
and ish’-i-ah, and Is’-0-i, and Bé-ri’-ah, 
and Sé’-rah their sister: and the sons of 
Bé-ri’-ah; Hé’-bér, and Mal’-chi-él. 

18 These are the sons of Zil’-pah, 
whom La’-ban gave to Lé’-ah his daugh- 
ter, and these she bare unto Ja’-cob, even 
sixteen souls. 

19 The sons of Ra’-chél Ja’-cob’s wife; 
J6O’-séph, and Bén’-ja-min. 

_20 ¢ And unto J6’-séph in the land of 
E’-gypt were born Ma-nas’-séh and £’- 
phra-im, which As’-é-nath the daughter 
of P6-ti’-phér-ah priest of On bare unto 
m 


21 @ And the sons of Bén’-ja-min were 
Bé’-lah, and Bé’-chér, and Ash’-bél, Gé’- 
ra, and Na’-a-man, £’-hi, and ROsh, 
Mup’-pim, and Hup’-pim, and Ard. 

» These are the sons of Ra’-chél, 
which were born to Ja’-cob: all the souls 
were fourteen. 

23 ¢ And the sons of Dan; Hii’-shim. 

24 ¢_And the sons of Naph’-ta-li; 
Jah’-zéél, and Gi’-ni, and Jé’-zér, and 
Shil’-lém, : 
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25 These are the sons of Bil’-hah, which 
La’-ban gave unto Ra’-chél his daugh- 
ter, and she bare these unto Ja’-cob; all 
the souls were seven. 

26 All the souls that came with Ja’-cob 
into E’-gypt, which came out of his 
loins, besides Ja’-cob’s sons’ wives, all 
the souls were threescore and six; 

27 And the sons of J6’-séph, which 
were born him in E’-gypt, were two souls: 
all the souls of the house of Ja’-cob, 
which came into E’-gypt, were threescore 
and ten: 2 

28 @ And he sent Ji’-dah before him 
unto J6’-séph, to direct his face unto 
GO’-shén; and they came into the land 
of GO’-shén. | 

29 And J6’-séph made ready his. char- 
iot, and went up to meet Is’-ra-él his fa- 
ther, to GO’-shén, and presented himself 
unto him; and he fell on his neck, and 
wept on his neck a good while. 

30 And is’-ra-é1 said unto J6’-séph, 
Now let me die, since I have seen thy 
face, because thou art yet alive. 

31 And JO’-séph said unto his brethren, 
and unto his father’s house, I will go up, 
and shew Phar’-aodh, and say unto him, 
My brethren, and my father’s house, 
which were in the land of Ca’-na-an, are 
come unto me; 

32 And the men are shepherds, for 
their trade hath been to feed cattle; and 
they have brought their flocks, and their 
herds, and all that they have. 

33 And it shall come to pass, when 
Phar’-aoh shall call you, and shall say, 
What is your occupation? 

34 That ye shall say, Thy servants’ 
trade hath been about cattle from our 
youth even until now, both we, and also 
our fathers: that ye may dwell in the land 
of Go’-shén; for every shepherd is an 
abomination unto the E-gyp’-tians. 


Chapter 47

7 And J6’-séph brought in Ja’-cob his 
father, and set him before Phar’-aoh: 
and Ja’-cob blessed Phar’-a0h. 

8 Phar’-40h said unto Ja’-cob, 
How old art thou? 

9 And Ja’-cob said unto Phar’-aoh, 
The days of the years of my pilgrimage 
are an hundred and thirty years: few and 
evil have the days of the years of my life 
been, and have not attained unto the 
days of the years of the life of my fathers 
in the days of their pilgrimage. 

10 And Ja’-cob blessed Phar’-a6h, and 
went out from before Phar’-aoh. 

11 ¢ And Jo’-séph placed his father 
and his brethren, and gave them a pos- 
session in the land of £’-gypt, in the best 
of the land, in the land of Ram/-é-sés, as 
Phar’-adh had commanded. 

12 And J6’-séph nourished his father, 
and his brethren, and all his father’s 
household, with bread, according to 
their families. 

13. ¢ And there was no bread in all the 
land; for the famine was very sore, so 
that the land of E’-gypt and ail the land 
of Ca’-na-an fainted by reason of the 
famine. 

14 And J6’-séph_ gathered up all the 
money that was found in the land of

15 And when money failed in the land 
of E’-gypt, and in the land of Ca’-na-an, 
all the E-gyp’-fians came unto J6’-séph, 
and said, Give us bread: for why should 
we die in thy presence? for the money 
faileth. ; ud 

16 And J6’-séph said, Give your cattle; 
and I will give you for your cattle, if 
money fail. 

17 And they brought their cattle unto 
J6’-séph: and J6’-séph gave them bread 
in exchange for horses, and for the 
flocks, and for the cattle of the herds, and 
for the asses: and he fed them with bread 
for all their cattle for that year. 

18 When that year was ended, they 
came unto him the second year, and said 
unto him, We will not hide it from my 
lord, how that our money is spent; my 
lord also hath our herds of cattle; there 
is not ought left in the sight of my lord, 
but our bodies, and our lands: : 

19 Wherefore shal! we die before thine 
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eyes, both we and our land? buy us and 
our land for bread, and we and our land 
will be servants unto Phar’-ao0h: and 
give us seed, that we may live, and not 
die, that the land be not desolate. 

20 And Jo’-séph bought all the land of 
E’-sypt for Phar’-aoh; for the E-gyp’- 
tians sold every man his field, because 
the famine: prevailed over them: so the 
land became Phar’-aoh’s. 

21 And as for the people, he removed 
them to cities from one end of the bor- 
ders of £’-gypt even to the other end 
thereof. ; 

22 Only the land of the priests bought 
he not; for the priests had a portion as- 
signed them of Phar’-a0h, and did eat 
their portion which Phar’-a0h gave 
them: wherefore they sold not their lands. 

23 Then J6’-séph said unto the people, 
Behold, I have bought you this day and 
your land for Phar’-aoh: lo, here is seed

27 ¢ And Is’-ra-él dwelt in the land of 

E’-gypt, in the country of GG’-shén; and 
they had possessions therein, and grew, 
and multiplied exceedingly. 
-28 And Ja’-cob lived in the land of 
E’-gypt seventeen years: so the whole 
age of Ja’-cob was an hundred forty and 
seven years. j 

29 And the time drew nigh that Is’-ra-él 
must die: and he called his son J6’-séph, 
and said unto him, If now I have found 
grace in thy sight, put, I pray thee, thy 
hand under my thigh, and deal kindly 
and truly with me; bury me not, I pray 
thee, in E’-gypt: 

0 But I will lie with my fathers, and 
thou shalt carry me out of E’-gypt, and 
bury me in their buryingplace.

7 And as for me, when I came from 
Pa’-dan, Ra’-chél died by me in the land 
of Ca’-na-an in the way, when yet there 
was but. a little way to come unto E’- 
phrath: and I buried her there in the 
sath of E’-phrath; the same is Béth’—lé- 


m. 

8 And i§g’-ra-él beheld J6’-séph’s sons, 
and said, Who are these? 

9 And Jd’-séph said unto his father, 
They are my sons, whom God _ hath 
given me in this place. And he said, Bring 
them, I pray thee, unto me, and I will 
bless them. i 

10 Now the eyes of I8’-ra-é1 were dim 
for age, so that he could not see. And he 
brought them near unto him; and he 
kissed them, and embraced them. 

1 And Is’-ra-él said unto J6’-séph, I 
had not thought to see thy face: and, lo, 
God hath shewed me also thy seed. 

12 And Jd’-séph brought them out 
from between his knees, and he bowed 
himself with his face to the earth.

20 And he blessed them that day, say- 
ing, In thee shall 18’-ra-él bless, saying, 
God make thee as E’-phra-im and as 
Ma-nas’-séh: and he set £’-phra-im be- 
fore Ma-nas’-séh.

22 ¢ JO’-séph is a fruitful bough, even 
a fruitful bough by a well; whose 
branches run over the wall: 

23 The archers have sorely grieved 
him, and shot at him, and hated him: 

24 But his bow abode in strength, and 
the arms of his hands were.made strong 
by the hands of the mighty God of Ja’- 
cob; (from thence is the shepherd, the 
stone of Is’-ra-él:) 

25 Even by the God of thy father, who 
shall help thee; and by the Almighty, 
who shall bless thee with blessings of 
heaven above, blessings of the deep that 
lieth under, blessings of the breasts, and 
of the womb:. ) 

26 The blessings of thy father have pre- 
vailed above the blessings of my progen- 
itors unto the utmost bound of the ever- 
lasting hills: they shall be on the head of 
J6’-séph, and on the crown of the head 
of hi that. was separate from his 
brethren.

33 And when Ja’-cob had made an end 
of commanding his sons, he gathered up 
his feet into the bed, and yielded up the 
ghost, and was gathered unto his people. 


Chapter 50 


ND Jo’-séph fell upon his father’s 
face, and wept upon him, and 
kissed him. ; 

2 And Jd’-séph commanded his serv- 
ants the physicians to embalm his fa- 
ther: — the physicians embalmed 
Is’-ra-él.

17 So shall ye say unto J6’-séph, For- 
give, I pray thee now, the trespass of thy 
brethren, and their sin; for they did unto 
thee evil: and now, we pray thee, forgive 
the trespass of the servants of the God of 
thy father. And J6’-séph wept when they 
spake unto him. 

18 And his brethren also went and fell 
down before his face; and they said, Be- 
hold, we be thy servants. 

19 And J6’-séph said unto them, Fear 
not: for am I in the place of God? 

_But as for_you, ye thought ‘evil 
against me: but God meant it unto good, 
to bring to pass, as it is this day, to save 
much people alive.

3 And J6’-séph saw E’-phra-im’s chil- 
dren of the third generation: the children 
also of Ma’-chir the son of Ma-nas’-séh 
were brought up upon J6’-séph’s knees. 

24 And Jo’-séph said unto his brethren, 
I die: and God will surely visit you, and 
ring you Out of this land unto the land 
which he sware to .A’-bra-ham, to i’-sdac, 
and to Ja’-cob. 

25 And J6’-séph took an oath of the 
children of i§’-ra-él, saying, God will 
surely visit you, and ye shall carry up my 
bones from hence. 

26 So J6’-séph died, being an hundred 
and ten years old: and they embalmed 
him, and he was put in a coffin in £’-gypt.

OW these are the names of the chil- 
iN dren of Is’-ra-é1, which came into 
E’-gypt; every man and his household 
came with Ja’-cob.

4 Dan, and Naph’-ta-li.Gad, and Ash’-ér. 

5. And all the souls that came out of the 
loins of Ja’-cob were seventy souls: for 
J6’-séph was in E’-gypt already. 

6 And Jo’-séph died, and all his breth- 
ren, and all that generation, 

7 ¢ And the children of is’-ra-él1 were 
fruitful, and increased abundantly, and 
multiplied, and waxed exceeding mighty; 
and the land was filled with them. 

8 Now there arose up a new king over 
E’-gypt, which knew not JO’-séph. 

9 And he said unto his people, Behold, 
the people of the children of Is’-ra-él are 
more and mightier than we: | 

10 Come on, let us deal wisely with 
them; lest they multiply, and it come to 
pass, that, when there falleth out any war, 
they join also unto our enemies, and fight 
against us, and so get them up out of the 


land. 

11 Therefore they did set over them 
taskmasters to afflict them with their 
burdens. And they built for Phar’-aoh 
treasure cities, Pi’-thom and Rda-am/’- 


sés. 

12 But the more they afflicted them, 
the more they multiplied and grew. And 
they were grieved because of the children 
of is’-ra-€l. z 

13 And the E-gyp’-fians made the chil- 
dren of is’-ra-él to serve with rigour: 

14 And they made their lives bitter with 
hard bondage, in morter, and in brick, 
and in all manner of service in the field: 
all their service, wherein they made them 
serve, was with rigour. 

15 ¢ And the king of E’-gypt spake to 
the Hé’-bréw midwives, of which the name 
of the one was Shiph’-rah, and the name 
of the other Pii’-ah: 

16 And he said; When ye do the office 
of a midwife to the Hé’-bréw women, and 
‘see them upon the stools; if it be a son, 
then ye shall kill him: but if it be a daugh- 
ter, then she shall live. 

17 But the midwives feared God, and 


did not as the king of E’-gypt commanded 
them, but saved the men children alive. 

18 And the king of £’-gypt called for 
the midwives, and said unto them, Why 
have ye done this thing, and have saved 
the men children alive? 

19 And the midwives said unto Phar’- 
a0h, Because the Hé’-bréew women are 
not as the E-gyp’-tian women; for they 
are lively, and are delivered ere the mid- 
wives come in unto them. 

20 Therefore God dealt well with the 
midwives: and the people multiplied, and 
waxed very mighty. 

11 And it came to pass, because the 
midwives feared God, that he made them 
houses. 

22, And Phar’-aohchargedallhis people, 
saying, Every son that is born ye shall 
cast into the river, and every daughter ye 
shall save alive. 


Chapter 2 


ND there went a man of the house of 
Lé’-vi, and took to wife a daughter 
of Lé’-vi. 

2 And the woman conceived, and bare 
a son: and when she saw him that he 
was a goodly child, she hid him three 
months. 

3 And when she could not longer hide 
him, she took for him an ark of bulrushes, 
and daubed it with slime and with pitch, 
and put the child therein; and she laid it 
in the flags by the river’s brink. 

4 And his sister stood afar off, to wit 
what would be done to him. 

5 g And the daughter of Phar’-adh 
came down to wash herself at the river;

6 And when she had opened it, she saw 
the child: and, behold, the babe wept. 
And she had compassion on » and 
sae: This is one of the Hé’-bréws’ chil- 

en. 

7 Then said his sister to Phar’-adh’s 
daughter, Shall I go and call to thee a 
nurse of the Hé’-bréw women, that she 
may nurse the child for thee? _ 

8 And Phar’-aoh’s daughter said to her, 
Go. And the maid went and called the 
child’s mother. se Fi 
9 And Phar’-a0h’s daughter said unto 
her, Take this child away, and nurse it 
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for me, and I will give thee thy wages. 
d the woman took the child, and 
nursed it. : 

10 And the child grew, and she brought 
him unto Phar’-a0h’s daughter, and he 
became her son. And she called his name 
Mo’-8é8: and she said, Because I drew 
him out of the water. 

11 ¢ And it came to pass in those days, 
when Md’-sés was grown, that he went 
out unto his brethren, and looked on 
their burdens: and he spied an £-gyp’- 
fian smiting an Hé’-bréw, one of his 
brethren. 

12 And he looked this way and that way, 
and when he saw that there was no man, 
he slew the E-gyp’-fian, and hid him in 
the sand. 

13 And when hewent out thesecond day, 
behold, two men of the Hé’-bréws strove 
together: and he said to him that did the 
prone: Wherefore smitest thou thy fel- 
Ow? 

14 Andhe said, Who made theea prince 
and a judge over us? intendest thou to 
kill me, as thou killedst the E-gyp’-tian? 
And M6’-8és feared, and said, Surely this 
thing is known. 

5 Now when Phar’-aoh heard this 
thing, he sought to slay M6o’-sés. But 
MO’-sés fled from the face of Phar’-aoh, 
and dwelt in the land of Mid’-i-an: and 
he sat down by a well. i 

16 Nowthepriest of Mid’-i-an had seven 
daughters: and they came and drew 
water, and filled the troughs to water 
their father’s flock. 

17 And the shepherds came and drove 
them away: but MO6’-sés stood up and 
helped them, and watered their flock. 

18 And when they came to Réu’-él their 
father, he said, How is it that ye are come 
so soon to day? — b 

19 And they said, An E-gyp’-filan de- 
livered us out of the hand of the shep- 
herds, and also drew water enough for 
us, and watered the flock. 

20 And he said unto his daughters, And 
where is he? why is it that ye have left the 
man? call him, that he may eat bread. 

21 And MO’-sés was content to dwell 
with the man: and he gave MO’-sés Zip’- 
po-rah his daughter. 

22 And she bare. him a son, and*he 
called his name Gér’-shom: for he said, I 
have been a stranger in a strange land. 

23 ¢ And it came to pass in process of 
time, that the king of E éypt died: and 
the children of {8’-ra-é1 sighed by reason 
of the bondage, and they cried, and their 
cry came up unto God by reason of the 
bondage. 

24 And God heard their groaning, and 
God remembered his covenant with A’- 
bra-ham, with i’-saac, and with Ja’-cob. 

25 And God looked upon the children 
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of ig’-ra-é1, and God had respect unto 
them. 


Chapter 3 


OW M60’-sés kept the flock of Jéth’- 

ro his father in law, the priest of 

Mid’-i-an: and he led the flock to the 

backside of the desert, and came to the 
mountain of God, even to H6ér’-éb. 

2 And the angel of the Lorp appeared 
unto him in a flame of fire out of the 
midst of a bush: and he looked, and, be- 
hold, the bush burned with fire, and the 
bush was not consumed.

put off thy shoes from off thy feet, for the 
place whereon thou standest is holy 
ground. : 

6 Moreover he said, I am the God. of 
thy father, the God of A’-bra-ham, the 
God of i’-saac, and the God of Ja’-cob. 
And M6o’-sés hid his face; for he’ was 
afraid to look upon God. 

7 ¢ And the Lorp said, I have surely 
seen the affliction of my people which are 
in £’-gypt, and have heard their cry by 
reason of their taskmasters; for I know 
their sorrows; 

8 And Iam come down to deliver them 
out of the hand of the E-gyp’-fians, and 
to bring them up out of that land unto a 
good land and a large, unto a land flow- 
ing with milk and honey; unto the place 
of the Ca’-na-an-ites, and the Hit’-tites, 
and the Am/’-6-rites, and the Pé-riz’- 
a and the Hi’-vites, and the Jéb’-i- 
Sites. 

9 Now therefore, behold, the cry of the 
children of Is’-ra-él is come unto me: and 
I have also seen the oppression where- 
with the E-gyp’-fians oppress them. 

10 Come now therefore, and I will send 
thee unto Phar’-a0h, that thou mayest 
bring forth my people the children. of 
$’-ra-él out of E’-gypt. 

11 _¢ And MO’-sés said unto God, Who 
am _I, that I should go unto Phar’-aoh, 
and that I should bring forth the children 
of is’-ra-él out of E’-gypt? 

12 And he said, Certainly I will be with 
thee; and this shall be a token unto thee, 
that I have sent thee: When thou hast 
brought forth the people out of £’-gypt, 
ye shall serve God upon this mountain. 

1 MO’-8é§ said unto God, Behold, 
when I come unto the children of {s’-ra-él, 
and shall say unto them, The God of 
your fathers hath sent me unto you; and 
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they shall say to me, What is his name? 
what shall I say unto them? 

14 And God said unto M6d’-sés, I AM 

THAT I AM: and he said, Thus shalt 
thou say unto the children of {8’-ra-él, I 
AM hath sent me unto you. 
_15 And God said moreover unto M6d’- 
sés, Thus shalt thou say unto the children 
of {g’-ra-é1, The Lorp God of your fathers, 
the God of A’-bra-ham, the God of i’- 
saac, and the God of Ja’-cob, hath sent 
me unto you: this is my name for ever, 
exc this is my memorial unto all genera- 
ions. 

16 Go, and gather the elders of I§’-ra-é1 
together, and say unto them, The Lorp 
God of your fathers, the God of A’-bra- 
ham, of I’-saac, and of Ja’-cOb, appeared 
unto me, saying, I have surely visited you, 
and seen that which is done to you in 


-gypt: 

17 And I have said, I will bring you up 
out of the affliction of E’-gypt unto the 
land of the Ca’-na-an-ites, and the Hit’- 
tites, and the Am’-6-rites, and the Pé-riz’- 
zites, and the Hi’-vites, and the Jéb’-t- 
Sites, unto a land flowing with milk and 
honey. : 

18 And they shall hearken to thy voice: 
‘and thou shalt come, thou and the elders 
of is’-ra-él, unto the king of E£’-gypt, and 
ye shall say unto him, The Lorp God of 
the Hé’-brews hath met with us: and now 
let us go, we beseech thee, three days’ 
journey into the wilderness, that we may 
sacrifice to the Lorp our God. 

19 ¢ And I am sure that the king of 
E’-gypt will not let you go, no, not by a 
ot ty hand. 

20 And I will stretch out my hand, and 
smite E’-gypt with all my wonders which 
J will do in the midst thereof: and after 
that he will let you go. i 

21 And I will give this people favour in 
the sight of the E-gyp’-Tians: and it shall 
come to pass, that, when ye go, ye shall 
not go empty: 

22 But every woman shall borrow of 
her neighbour, and of her that sojourneth 
in her house, jewels of silver, and jewels 
of gold, and raiment: and ye shall put 
them_upon your sons, and upon your 
peceliere: and ye shall spoil the E-gyp’- 

lans. 


Chapter 4 


ND M6’-sés answered and said, But, 
behold, they will not believe me, nor 
hearken unto my voice: for they will say, 
The Lorp hath not appeared unto thee. 
2 And the Lorp said unto him, What is 
that in thine hand? And he said, A rod.

8 And it shall come to pass, if they will 
not believe thee, neither hearken to the 
voice of the first sign, that they will be- 
lieve the voice of the latter sign. 

9 And it shall come to pass, if they will 
not believe also these two signs, neither 
hearken unto thy voice, that thou shalt 
take of the water of the river, and pour it 
upon the dry /and: and the water which 
thou takest out of the river shall become 
blood upon the dry Jand. 

10 ¢ And M6O’-sés said unto the Lorp, 
O my Lord, I am not eloquent, neither 
heretofore, nor since thou hast spoken 
unto thy servant: but I am slow of speech, 
and of a slow tongue. 

11 And the LorpD said unto him, Who 
hath made man’s mouth? or who maketh 
the dumb, or deaf, or the seeing, or the 
blind? have not I the Lorp? 

12 Now therefore go, and I will be with 
thy mouth, and teach thee what thou 
shalt say. f 

13 And he said, O my Lord, send, I 
pray thee, by the hand of him whom thou 
wilt send. 

14 And the anger of the LorpD was kind- 
led against MO’-sés, and he said, Js not 
Aa’-ron the Lé’-vite thy brother? I know 
that he can speak well. And also, behold, 
he cometh forth to meet thee: and when 
he seeth thee, he will be glad in his heart. 

15 And thou shalt speak unto him, and 
put words in his mouth: and I will be 
with thy mouth, and with his mouth, and 
will teach you what ye shall do. 

16 And he shall be thy spokesman unto 
the people: and he shall be, even he shall 
be to thee instead of a mouth, and thou 
shalt be to him instead of God. 

17 And thou shalt take this rod in thine 
hand, wherewith thou shalt do signs. 

18 ¢ And M6O’-sés went and returned to 
Jéth’-rd his father in law, and said unto 
him, Let me go, I pray thee, and return 
unto my brethren which are in, E’-gypt, 
and see whether they be yet alive. And 
Jéth’-rd said to M6’-sés, Go in peace.

22 And thou shalt say unto Phar’-aoh, 
Thus saith the Lorp, Is’-ra-él is my son, 
even my firstborn: 

23 And I say unto thee, Let my son go, 
that he may serve me: and if thou refuse 
to let him go, behold, I will slay thy son, 
even thy firstborn. ) 

24 9 And it came to pass by the way in 
the inn; that the Lorp met him, and 
sought to kill him. 

25 Then Zip’-p6-rah took a sharp stone, 
and cut off the foreskin of her son, and 
cast it at his feet, and said, Surely a 
bloody husband art thou to me. 

26 So he let him go: then she said, A 
bloody husband thou art, because of the 
circumcision. 

27 ¢ And.the Lorn said to Aa’-ron, Go 
into the wilderness to meet M6’-sés. And 
he went, and met him in the mount of 
God, and kissed him. 

28 And MO6d’-sés told Aa’-ron all the 
words of the Lorp who had sent him, 
and all the signs which he had com- 
manded him. 

29 ¢ And M6O’-sés and Aa’-ron went 
and gathered together all the elders of 
the children of Is’-ra-él: 

30 And Aa’-ron spake all the words 
which the Lorp had spoken unto M6d’- 
sés, and did the signs in the sight of the 
people. 

31 And the people believed: and when 
they heard that the Lorn had visited the 
children of Is’-ra-él, and that he had 
looked upon their affliction, then they 
bowed their heads and worshipped. 


Chapter 5 


ND afterward M6’-sé$ and Aa’-ron 

\ went in, and told Phar’-aoh, Thus 

saith the Lorp God of is’-ra-él, Let my 

people go, that they may hold a feast un- 
to me in the wilderness. 

2 And Phar’-aoh said, Who is the Lorn, 
that I should obey his voice to let i§’-ra-él 
go?

6 And Phar’-aoh commanded the same 
day the taskmasters of the people, and 
their officers, saying, é 

7 Ye shall no more give the people 
straw to make brick, as heretofore: let 
them go and gather straw for themselves. 

8 And the tale of the bricks, which they 
did make heretofore, ye shall lay upon 
them; ye shall not diminish ought there- 
of: for they be idle; therefore they cry, 
saying, Let us go and sacrifice to our God. 

9 Let there more work be laid upon the 
men, that they may labour therein; and 
let them not regard vain words. 

10 ¢ And the taskmasters of the people 
went out, and their officers, and _ they 
spake to the people, saying, Thus saith 
Phar’-aoh, I will not give you straw. 

11 Go ye, get you straw where ye can 
find it: yet not ought of your work shall 
be diminished. 

12 So the people were scattered abroad 
throughout all the land of £’-gypt to 
gather stubble instead of straw. 

13 And the taskmasters hasted them, 
saying, Fulfil your works, your daily 
tasks, as when there was straw. 

,14 And the officers of the children of 
18’-ra-él, which Phar’-ao0h’s: taskmasters 
had set over them, were beaten, and de- 
manded, Wherefore have ye not fulfilled 
your task in making brick both yesterday 
and to day, as heretofore? 

. 5 _@ Then the officers of the children of 
1§’-ra-€1 came and cried unto Phar’-aoh, 
saying, Wherefore dealest thou thus with 
thy servants? 

16 There is no straw given unto thy 
servants, and they say to us, Make brick: 
and, behold, thy servants are beaten; but 
the fault is in thine own people. 

17 But he said, Ye are idle, ye are idle: 
therefore ye say, Let us go and do sacri- 
fice to the Lorp. 

18 Go therefore now, and work; for 
there shall no straw be given you, yet 
shall ye deliver the tale of bricks. 

, 19 And the officers of the children of 
18’-ra-él did see that they were in evil case, 
after it was said, Ye shall not minish 
an from Niels bricks of your daily task. 

20 @ And they met MOo’-sés and Aa’- 
ron, who stood in the way, as they came 
forth from Phar’-adh: 

21 And they said unto them, The Lorp 
look upon you, and judge; because ye 
have made our savour to be abhorred in 
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the eyes of Phar’-a0h, and in the eyes of 
his servants, to put a sword in their hand 
to slay us. 

22 And M6’-sés returned unto the 
Lorp, and. said, Lord, wherefore hast 
thou so evil entreated this people? why is 
it that thou hast sent me? 

23 For since I came to Phar’-a0h to 
speak in thy name, he hath done evil to 
this people; neither hast thou delivered 
thy people at all. 


Chapter 6

6 Wherefore say unto the children of 
Is’-ra-él, I am the LorD, and I will bring 
you out from under the burdens of the 
E-gyp’-fians, and I will rid you out of 
their bondage, and I will redeem you with 
a stretched out arm, and with great 
judgments: 

7 And I will take you to me for a people, 
and I will be to you a God: and ye shall 
known that I am the Lorp your God, 
which bringeth you out from under the 
burdens of the E-gyp’-tians. 

8 And I will bring you in unto the land, 
concerning the which I did swear to give 
it to A’-bra-ham, to i’-saac, and to Ja’- 
cob; and I will give it you for an heritage: 
ITamthe Lorb. 

9 g And MG6’-sés spake so unto the 
children of Is’-ra-él: but they hearkened 
not unto M6d’-sés for anguish of spirit, 
and for cruel bondage. s2R01 

10 And the Lorp spake unto M6’-sés, 


sa F ’ 
11.Go in, speak unto Phar’-a0h king of 
E’-gypt, that he let the children of I8’-ra- 
él go out of his land. 
5 And M6O’-8és spake before the Lorn, 
saying, Behold, the children of 1s’-ra-él 
have not hearkened unto me; how then 
shall Phar’-aoh hear me, who am of un- 
circumcised lips? ae yet 
13 And the Lorp spake unto M6’-sés 
and unto Aa’-ron, and gave them a charge 
unto the children of {8’-ra-él, and unto

Phar’-4oh king of £’-gypt, to bring the 
Speen of ig’-ra-él out of the land of 
E -gypt. 

14 ¢ These be the heads of their fathers’ 
houses: The sons of Réu’-bén the first- 
born of 18’-ra-é1; Ha’-noéch, and Pal’-1d, 
Héz’-r6n, and Car’-mi: these be the fa- 
milies of Réu’-bén. 

15. And the sons of Sim’-é-on; Jé-mii’- 
él, and Ja’-min, and 6’-had, and Ja’-chin, 
and Z60’-har, and Sha’-il the son of a 
C@-na-an-i-tish woman: these are the 
families of Sim’-é-on. 

16 @ And these are the names of the 
sons of Lé’-vi according to their genera- 
tions ; Gér’-shon, and K6’-hath, and Mé- 
rar’-i; and the years of the life of Lé’-vi 
were an hundred thirty and seven years. 

The sons of Gér’-shon; Lib’-ni, and 
Shim’-i, according to their families. 

18 And the sons of K6’-hath; Am’- 
ram, and Iz’-har, and Hé’-br6én, and tz’- 
zi-él: and the tke of the life of K6’-hath 
were an hundred thirty and three years, 

19 And the sons of Mé-rar’-i; Ma’-ha- 
li and Mi’-shi: these are the families of 
Lé’-vi according to their generations. 

20 And Am’-ram took him J6ch’-é-béd 
his father’s sister to wife; and she bare 
him Aa’-ron and M6O’-8és: and the years 
of the life of Am’-ram were an hundred 
and thirty and seven years. 

21 @ And the sons of iz’-har; Kér’-ah, 
and Néph’-ég, and Zich’-ri. 

22 And the sons of tz’-zi-é1; Mi’-sha- 
él, and El-za’-phan, and Zith’-ri. 

23 And Aa’-ron took him E-li’-shé-ba, 
daughter of Am-min’-a-dab, sister of Na- 
ash’-6n, to wife; and she bare him Na’- 
dab, and A-bi’-hi, £l-€-a’-zar, and ith’ 
a-mar. 3 
_24 And the sons of K6r’-ah; As’-sir, and 
El-ka’-nah, and A-bi’-a-saph: these are 
the families of the K6r’-hites. 

25 d El-6-a’-zar Aa’-ron’s son took 
him one of the daughters of Pii’-ti-él to 
wife; and she bare him Phin’-é-has: 
these are the heads of the fathers of the 
Lé’-vites according to their families. 

26 These are that Aa’-ron-and MO’-sé8, 
to whom the Lorp said, Bring out the 
children of is’-ra-él from the land of &’- 
gypt according to their armies. 

27 These are they which spake to Phar’- 
ah king of E’-gypt, to bring out the chil- 
dren of I8’-ra-él from E’-gypt: these are 
that M6’-sé$ and Aa’-ron. 

28 @. And it came to pass on the day 
when the Lorp spake unto M6’-sés in the 
land of E’-gypt, 

29 That the Lorp spake unto M@O’-sés, 
saying, I am the LorD: speak thou unto 
Phar’-aoh king of E’-gypt all that I say 
unto thee. f 

30 And MO’-sé8 said before the Lorp, 
Behold, I am of uncircumcised lips,

and how shall Phar’-aoh hearken unto 
me? 


Chapter 7 


ANP the Lorp said unto M6’-8é5, See, 
I have made thee a god to Phar’-aoh: 
and Aa’-ron thy brother shall be thy 
prophet. 

2 Thou shalt speak all that I command 
thee: and Aa’-ron thy brother shall speak 
unto Phar’-aoh, that he send the children 
of is’-ra-él out of his land. 

3 And I will harden Phar’-ach’s heart, 
and multiply my signs and my wonders 
in the land of E’-gypt. 

4 But Phar’-aoh shall not hearken unto 
you, that I may lay my hand upon E’- 
gypt, and bring forth mine armies, and 
my people the children of I8’-ra-él, out 
of the land of E’-gypt by great judgments. 

5 And the E-gyp’-fians shall know that 
I am the Lorp, when ‘I stretch forth mine 
hand upon £’-gypt, and bring out the 
children of I§’-ra-él from among them. 

6 And M6O’-sés and Aa’-ron did as the 
Lorp commanded them, so did they. 

7 And MO’-sés8 was fourscore years old, 
and Aa’-ron fourscore and three years 
old, when they spake unto Phar’-aoh. 


8 @ And the Lorp spake unto M6’-sés 


and unto Aa’-ron, saying, 

9 When Phar’-aoh shall speak unto 
you, saying, Shew a miracle for you: then 
thou shalt say unto Aa’-ron, Take thy 
rod, and cast it before Phar’-a0h, and it 
shall become a serpent. i 

10 @ And M@O’-sés and Aa’-ron went in 
unto Phar’-aoh, and they did so as the 
Lorp had commanded: and Aa’-ron cast 
down his rod before Phar’-aGh, and be- 
fore his servants, and it became a serpent. 

11 Then PhAar’-aoh also called the wise 
men and the sorcerers: now the magi- 
cians of E’-gypt, they also did in like man- 
ner with their enchantments. 

12 For they cast down every man his 
rod, and they became serpents: but 
Aa’-ron’s rod swallowed up their rods. 

13 And he hardened Phar’-ach’s heart, 
that he hearkened not unto them; as the 
Lorp had said. 

14 ¢ And the Lorp said unto M6O’-sés, 


Phar’-a0h’s heart is hardened, he re- fi 


fuseth to let the people go. 

15 Get thee unto Phar’-aGh in the morn- 
ing; lo, he goeth out unto the water; and 
thou shalt stand by the river’s brink 
against he come; and the rod which was 
turned to a serpent shalt thou take in 
thine hand. 

16 And thou shalt say unto him, The 
Lorp God of the Hé’-bréws hath sent me 
unto thee, saying, Let my people go, that 
they may serve me in the wilderness: and, 
behold, hitherto thou wouldest not hear. 

17 Thus saith the Lorp, In this thou 
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shalt know that I am the Lorpb: behold; I 
will smite with the rod that is in mine 
hand upon the waters which are in the 
river, and they shall be turned to blood. 

18 And the fish that zs in the river shall 
die, and the river shall stink; and the 
E-gyp’-fians shall lothe to drink of the 
water of the river. 

19 ¢ And the Lorp spake unto M6O’- 
sés, Say unto Aa’-ron, Take thy rod, and 
stretch out thine hand upon the waters 
of E’-gypt, upon their streams, upon 
their rivers, and upon their ponds, and 
upon all their pools of water, that they 
may become blood; and that there may 
be blood throughout all the land of 
E’-gypt, both in vessels of wood, and in 
vessels of stone. 

20 And Mo’-sés and Aa’-ron did so, as 
the Lorp commanded; and he lifted up 
the rod, and smote the waters that were 
in the river, in the sight of Phar’-ao0h, 
and in the sight of his servants; and all 
the waters that were in the river were 
turned to blood. : 

21 And the fish that was in the river 
died; and the river stank, and the E-gyp’- 
fians,could not drink of the water of the 
river; and there was blood throughout 
all the land of E’-gypt. 

22 And the magicians of E’-gypt did so 
with their enchantments: and Phar’- 
adh’s heart was hardened, neither did he 
hearken unto them; as the Lorp had 


said. 

23. And Phar’-aoh turned and went into 
his house, neither did he set his heart to 
this also. 

24 And all the E-gyp’-fians digged 
round about the river for water to drink; 
for they could not drink of the water of 
the river. 

25 And seven days were fulfilled, after 
that the Lorp had smitten the river. 


Chapter 8 


ND the Lorp spake unto MO’-sés, 

_\ Go unto Phar’-a0h, and say unto 
him, Thus saith the Lorp, Let my people 
go, that they may serve me. 

2 And if thou refuse to let them go, be- 
hold, I will smite all thy borders with 

rogs: ] 

3 And the river shall bring forth frogs 
abundantly, which shall go up and come 
into thine house, and into thy bedcham- 
ber, and upon thy bed, and into the 
house of thy servants, and upon thy 
people, and into thine ovens, and into 
thy kneadingtroughs: 

4 And the frogs shall come up both on 
thee, and upon thy people, and upon all 
thy servants. 

5 @ And the Lorp spake unto M6’-sés, 
Say unto Aa’-ron, Stretch forth thine 
hand with thy rod over the streams, over 
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the rivers, and over the ponds, and cause 
frogs tocome up upon the land of E’-gypt. 

6 And Aa’-ron stretched out his hand 
over the waters of E’-gypt; and the frogs 

came up, and covered the land of E£’-gypt. 
~ 7 And the magicians did so with their 
enchantments, and brought up frogs up- 
on the land of E’-gypt. 

8 @ Then Phar’-aoh called for M6’-sés 
and Aa’-ron, and said, Intreat the Lorpb, 
that he may take away the frogs from 
me, and from my people; and I will let 
the people go, that they may do sacrifice 
unto the Lorpb. 

9 And M6O’-sés said unto Phar’-aoh, 
Glory over me: when shall I intreat for 
thee, and for thy servants, and for thy 
people, to destroy the frogs from thee 
and thy houses, that they may remain in 
the river only? 

10 And he said, To morrow. And he 
said, Be it according to thy word: that 
thou mayest know that there is none like 
unto the LorD our God. : 

11 And the frogs shall depart from 
thee, and from thy houses, and from thy 
servants, and from thy people; they shall 
remain in the river only. 

12 And M6O’-sés and Aa’-ron went out 
from Phar’-adh: and MO6O’-sés cried unto 
the Lorp because of the frogs which he 
had brought against Phar’-aoh. 

13 And the Lorn did according to the 
word of Mo’-sés; and the frogs died out 
of the houses, out of the villages, and out 
of the fields. 

14 And they gathered them together 
upon heaps: and the land stank. 

15 But when Phar’-aoh saw that there 
was respite, he hardened his heart, and 
hearkened not unto them; as the Lorp 
had said. . A. 

16 @ And the Lorp said unto M6’-sés, 
Say unto Aa’-ron, Stretch out thy rod, 
and smite the dust of the land, that it 
may become lice throughout all the land 
of E’-gypt. . 

17 And they did so; for Aa’-ron 
stretched out his hand with his rod, and 
smote the dust of the earth, and it be- 
came lice in man, and in beast; all the 
dust of the land became lice throughout 
all the land of E’-gypt. f ; 

18 And the magicians did so with their 
enchantments to bring forth lice, but 
they could not: so there were lice upon 
man, and upon beast. 

19 Then the magicians said unto Phar’- 
aoh, This is the finger of God: and Phar’- 
H0h’s heart was hardened, and he heark- 
ened not unto them; as the Lorp had 


- said. 

20 ¢ And the LorpD said unto MO’-sés, 
Rise up early in the morning, and stand 
before Phar’-a0h; lo, he cometh forth to 
the water; and say unto him, Thus saith 
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the Lorp, Let my people go, that they 
may serve me. f 

21 Else, if thou wilt not let my people 
go, behold, I will send swarms of flies 
upon thee, and upon thy servants, and 
upon thy people, and into thy houses: 
and the houses of the E-gyp’-fians_ shall 
be full of swarms of flies, and also the 
ground whereon they are. 

22 And I will sever in that day the land 
of G6’-shén, in which my people dwell, 
that no swarms of flies shall be there; to 
the end thou mayest know that I am the 
Lorp in the midst of the earth. 

23 And I will put a division between 
my people and thy people: to morrow 
shall this sign be. 

24 And the Lorp did so; and there 
came a grievous swarm of flies into the 
house of Phar’-aoh, and into his servants’ 
houses, and into all the land of E’-gypt: 
the land was corrupted by reason of the 
swarm of flies. 

25 ¥ And Phar’-aoh called for M6’-sés 
and for Aa’-ron, and said, Go ye, sacri- 
fice to your God in the land. 

26 And M6O’-sés said, It is not meet so 
to do; for we shall sacrifice the abomina- 
tion of the E-gyp’-ti-ans to the LorpD our 
God: lo, shall we sacrifice the abomina- 
tion of the E-gyp’-tians before their eyes, 
and will they not stone us? 

27 We will go three days’ journey into 
the wilderness, and sacrifice to the LorRD 
our God, as he shall command us. 

28 And Phar’-aoh said, I will let you 
go, that ye may sacrifice to the Lorp 
your God in the wilderness; only ye shall 
not go very far away: intreat for me. 

29 And M6O’-sés said, Behold, I go out 
from thee, and I will intreat the Lorp 
that the swarms of flies may depart from 
Phar’-aoh, from his servants, and from 
his people, to morrow: but let not Phar’- 
aoh deal deceitfully any more in not let- 
ting the people go to sacrifice to the 
Lorpb. 

30 And MO’sés went out from Phar’- 
aoh, and intreated the LorD. _ 

31 And the Lorn did according to the 
word of Mo’sés; and he removed the 
swarms of flies from Phar’-aoh, from his 
servants, and from his people; there re- 
mained not one. J 

32 And Phar’-aoh hardened his heart 
at this time also, neither would he let the 
people go. 


Chapter 9 
HEN the Lorp said unto M6’sés, Go 
in unto Phar’-aoh, and tell him, Thus 
saith the Lorp God of the Hé’-bréws, 
Let my people go, that they may serve 


me. 
2 For if thou refuse to let them go, and 
wilt hold them still, 
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3 Behold, the hand of the Lorp is upon 
thy cattle which is in the field, upon the 
horses, upon the asses, upon the camels, 
upon the oxen, and upon the sheep: there 
shall be a very grievous mutrain. 

4 And the LorD shall sever between the 
cattle of {8’-ra-é1 and the cattle: of E’- 
gypt: and there shall nothing die of all 
that is the children’s of Is’-ra-él. ; 

5 And the Lorp appointed a set time, 
saying, To morrow the Lorp shall do 
this thing in the land. i 

6 And the Lorp did that thing on the 
morrow, and all the cattle of E-gypt died: 
but of the cattle of the children of Is’- 
ra-él died not one. 

7 And Phar’-a0h sent, and, behold, 
there was not one of the cattle of the 
Is’-ra-él-ites dead. And the heart of Phar’- 
aoh was hardened, and he did not let the 
people go. Ret 

8 g And the Lorpb-said unto M6’-sés 
and unto Aa’-ron, Take to you handfuls 
of ashes of the furnace, and let M6’-sés 
sprinkle it toward the heaven in the sight 
of Phar’-a0h. 

9 And it shall become small dust in all 
the land of E’-gypt, and shall be a boil 
breaking forth with blains upon man, 
and upon beast, throughout all the land 
of E’-gypt. 

10 And they took ashes of the furnace, 
and stood before Phar’-aoh; and M6o’- 
§és sprinkled it up toward heaven; and it 
became a boil breaking forth with blains 
upon man, and upon beast. 

11 And the magicians could not stand 
before MO’-sés because of the boils; for 
the boil was upon the magicians, and 
upon all the E-gyp’-fians. 

12 And the Lorp hardened the heart of 
Phar’-aoh, and he hearkened not unto 
them; as the Lorp had spoken unto 
Mo’-sés. 

13 ¢ And the Lorp said unto MO’-sés, 
Rise up early in the morning, and stand 
before Phar’-aoh, and say unto him, 
Thus saith the Lorp God of the Hé’- 
bréws, Let my people go, that they may 
serve me. 

14 For I will at this time send all my 
plagues upon thine heart, and upon thy 
servants, and upon thy people; that thou 
mayest know that there is none like ‘me 
in all the earth. 

15 For now I will stretch out my hand, 
that I may smite thee and thy people 
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18 Behold, to morrow about this time I 
will cause it to rain a very grievous hail, 
such as hath not been in E’-gypt since the 
foundation thereof even until now. 

19 Send therefore now, and gather thy 
cattle, and all that thou hast in the field; 
for upon every man and beast which shall 
be found in the field, and shall not be 
brought home, the hail shall come down 
upon them, and they shall die. 

20 He that feared the word of the 
LorpD among the servants of Phar’-aoh 
made his servants and his cattle flee into 
the houses: 

21 And he that regarded not the word 
of the Lorp left his servants and his 
cattle in the field. 

22-9 And the LorpD said unto MO’-sés, 
Stretch forth thine hand toward heaven, 
that there may be hail in all the land of 
E’-gypt, upon man, and upon beast, and 
upon every herb of the field, throughout 
the land of E’-gypt. 

23 And M0O’-sés stretched forth his rod 
toward heaven: and the Lorp sent thun- 
der and hail, and the fire ran along upon 
the ground; and the LorD rained hail 
upon the land of E’-gypt. 

24 So there was hail, and fire mingled 
with the hail, very grievous, such as there 
was none like it in all the land of E’-gypt 
since it became a nation. 

25 And the hail smote throughout all 
the land of E£’-gypt all that was in the 
field, both man and beast; and the hail 
smote every herb of the field, and brake 
every tree of the field. 

26 Only in the land of Gd’-shén, where 
the children of Is’-ra-é1 were, was there 
no hail. 

27 _{_And Phar’-adh sent, and called 
for M6’-sés and Aa’-ron, and said unto 
them, I have sinned this time: the Lorp 
is righteous, and I and my people are 
wicked. 

28 Intreat the Lorp (for it is enough) 
that there be no more mighty thunder- 
ings and hail; and I will let you go, and 
ye shall stay no longer. 

29 And M6O’-sés said unto him, As soon 
as I am gone out of the city, I will spread 
abroad my hands unto the Lorp; and 
the thunder shall cease, neither shall 
there be any more hail; that thou mayest 
know how that the earth is the Lorp’s. 

30 But as for thee and thy servants, I 
know that ye will not yet fear the Lorp 


with pestilence; and thou shalt be cut off God 


from the earth. 

16 And in very deed for this cause have 
I raised thee up, for to shew in thee my 
power; and that my name may be de- 
clared throughout all the earth. 

17 As yet exaltest thou thyself against 
my, people, that thou wilt not let them 
go? 


od. 
31 And the flax and the barley was 
smitten: for the barley was in the ear, and 
the flax was bolled. 
32 But the wheat and the rie were not 
smitten: for they were not grown up. 
3 And MO’-sés went out of the city 
from Phar’-a0h, and spread abroad his 
hands unto the Lorp: and the thunders

and hail ceased, and the rain’ was not 
poured upon the earth. 

And when Phar’-aoh saw that the 
rain and the hail and the thunders were 
ceased, he sinned yet more, and hardened 
his heart, he and his servants. 

35 And the heart of Phar’-4oh was 
hardened, neither would he let the chil- 
dren of Is’-ra-é1 go; as the Lorp had 
spoken by MO’-sés. 


Chapter 10 


ND the Lorn said unto M36’-sés, Go 

in unto Phar’-aoh: for I have hard- 

ened his heart, and the heart of his serv- 

ants, that I might shew these my signs 
before him: 

2 And that thou mayest tell in the ears 
of thy son, and of thy son’s son, what 
things I have wrought in E’-gypt, and my 
signs which I have done among them; 
that ye may know how that I am the 
Lorp. ; 

3 And M6O’-sés and Aa’-ron came in un- 
to Phar’-aoh, and said unto him, Thus 
saith the Lorp God of the Hé’-bréws, 
How long wilt thou refuse to humble 
thyself before me? let my people go, that 
they may serve me. 

-4 Else, if thou refuse to let my people 
go, behold, to morrow will I bring the 
locusts into thy coast: 

5 And they shall cover the face of the 
earth, that one cannot be able to see the 
earth: and they shall eat the residue of 
that which is escaped, which remaineth 
unto you from the hail, and shall eat 
every tree which groweth for you out of 
the field: 

6 And they shall fill thy houses, and the 
houses of all thy servants, and the houses 
of all the E-gyp’-tians; which neither thy 
fathers, nor thy fathers’ fathers have 
seen, since the day that they were upon 
the earth unto this day. And he turned 
himself, and went out from Phar’-aGh. 

7 And Phar’-adh’s servants said unto 
him, How long shall this man be a snare 
unto us? let the:men go, that they may 
serve the Lorp their God: knowest thou 
not yet that E’-gypt is destroyed? 

8 And MO6’-sés and Aa-ron. were 
brought again unto Phar’-4oh: and he 
said unto them, Go, serve the LorD your 
God: but who are they that shall go? _ 

9 And M3O’-sés said, We will go with 
our young and with our old, with our 
sons and with our daughters, with our 
flocks and with our herds will we go; for 
we must hold a feast unto the LorD. 

10 And he said unto them, Let the 
Lorp be so with you, as I will let you £0, 

“and your little ones: look fo it ; for evil is 
before you. 

11 Not so: go now ye that are men, and 
serve the Lorp; for that ye did desire. 
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And they were driven out from Phar’- 
a@0h’s presence. 

12 ¢ And the Lorp said unto Mo’-8&s, 
Stretch out thine hand over the land of 
E’-gypt for the locusts, that they may 
come up upon the land of £’-gypt, and 
eat every herb of the land, even all that 
the hail hath left. 

3 And M6’-sés stretched forth his rod 
over the land of E’-gypt, and the Lorp 
brought an east wind upon the land all 
that day, and all that night; and when it 
was morning, the east wind brought the 
locusts. 

14 And the locusts went up over all the 
land of E’-gypt, and rested in all the 
coasts of E’-gypt: very grievous were they ; 
before them there were no such locusts 
as aoe neither after them shall be 
such. 

15 For they covered the face of the 
whole earth, so that the land was dark- 
ened; and they did eat every herb of the 
land, and all the fruit of the trees which 
the hail had left: and there remained not 
any green thing in the trees, or in the 
herbs of the field, through all the land 
of E’-gypt. 

16 @ Then Phar’-aoh called for Md’- 
sés and Aa’-ron in haste; and he said, I 
have sinned against the Lorp your God, 
and against you. 

17 Now.-therefore forgive, I pray thee, 
my sin only this once, and intreat the 
Lorp your God, that he may take away 
from me this death only. 

18 And he went out from Phar’-aoh, 
and intreated the Lorp. 

19 And the Lorp turned a mighty 
strong west wind, which took away the 
locusts, and cast them into the Red sea; 
there remained not one locust in all the 
coasts of E’-gypt. 

20 But the Lorp hardened Phar’-a0h’s 
heart, so that he would not let the chil- 
dren of I8’-ra-él go. 

21 @ And the LorD said unto MG’-sés, 
Stretch out thine hand toward heaven, 
that there may be darkness over the land 
E’-gypt, even darkness which may be 

elt. 

22 And M6O’-sés_ stretched forth. his 
hand toward heaven; and there was a 
thick darkness in all the land of E£’-gypt 
three days: 

23 They saw not one another, neither 
rose any from his place for three days: 
but all the children of is’-ra-é1 had light 
in their dwellings. 

24 @ And Phar’-a6h called unto M6o’- 
$é$, and said, Go ye, serve the Lorp; 
only let your flocks and your herds be 
stayed: let your little ones also go with 


you. ; ; 
25 And M6O’-sés said, Thou must give 
us also sacrifices and burnt offerings, 


EXODUS 11, 12 
that we may sacrifice unto the LorD our 


od. 

26 Our cattle also shall go with us; 
there shall not an hoof be left behind; 
for thereof must we take to serve the 
Lorp our God; and we know not with 
what we must serve the LorD, until we 
come thither. 

27 ¢ But the Lorp hardened Phar’- 
a0h’s heart, and he would not let them 


go. 

28 And Phar’-aoh said unto him, Get 
thee from me, take heed to thyself, see 
my face no more; for in that day thou 
seest my face thou shalt die. 

29 And MO’-sés said, Thou hast spoken 
well, I will see thy face again no more. 


Chapter 11 


ND the Lorp said unto MO’-sés, Yet 
will I bring one plague more upon 
Phar’-aoh, and upon E’-gypt; afterwards 
he will let you go hence: when he shall let 
you go, he shall surely thrust you out 
hence altogether. 

2 Speak now in the ears of the people, 
and let every man borrow of his neigh- 
bour, and every woman of her neigh- 
bour, jewels of silver, and jewels of 


gold. 

3 And the Lorp gave the people favour 
in the sight of the E-gyp’-tians. Moreover 
the man M6’-sés was very great in the 
land of E’-gypt, in the sight of Phar’-a0h’s 
servants, and in the sight of the people. 

And Mo’-sés said, Thus saith the 
Lorp, About midnight will I go out into 
the midst of E’-gypt: 

5 And all the firstborn in the land of 
E’-gypt shall die, from the firstborn of 
Phar’-doh that sitteth upon his throne, 
even unto the firstborn of the maidser- 
vant that is behind the mill; and all the 
firstborn of beasts. 

6 And there shall bea great cry through- 
out all the land of E’-gypt, such as there 
was none like it, nor shall be like it any 
more. 

7 But against any of the children of I§’- 
ra-él] shall not a dog move his tongue, 
against man or beast: that ye may know 
how that the Lorp doth put a difference 
between the E-gyp’-tians and i§’-ra-él. 

8 And all these thy servants shall come 
down unto me, and bow down them- 
selves unto me, saying, Get thee out, and 
all the people that follow thee: and after 
that I will go out. And he went out from 
Phar’-doh in a great anger. 

9 And the Lorp said unto M6’-sés, 
Phar’-aoh shall not hearken unto you; 
that my wonders may be multiplied in 
the land of E’-gypt. 

10 And M6’-sés and Aa’-ron did all 
these wonders before Phar’-doh: and the 
Lorp hardened Phar’-aoh’s heart, so that 
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he would not let the children of i8’-ra-él 
go out of his land. 


Chapter 12 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6’-sés 
and Aa’-ron in the land of E£’-gypt, 
saying, 

2 This month shall be unto you the be- 
ginning of months: it shall be the first 
month of the year to you. c 

3, Speak ye unto all the congregation 
of {§’-ra-él, saying, In the tenth day of this 
month they shall take to them every man 
a lamb, according to the house of their 
fathers, a lamb for an house: _ 

4 And if the household be too little for 
the lamb, let him and his neighbour next 
unto his house take it according to the 
number of the souls; every man accord- 
ing to his eating shall make your count 
for the lamb. i 

5 Your lamb shall be without blemish, 
a male of the first year: ye shall take it 
out from the sheep, or from the goats: 

6 And ye shall keep it up until the four- 
teenth day of the same month: and the 
whole assembly of the congregation of 
18’-ra-él shall kill it in the evening. 

7 And they shall take of the blood, and 
strike it on the two side posts and on the 
upper door post of the houses, wherein 
they shall eat it. 

8 And they shall eat the flesh in that 
night, roast with fire, and unleavened 
bread; and with bitter herbs they shall 
eat it. 

9 Eat not of it raw, nor sodden at all 
with water, but roast with fire; his head 
with his legs, and with the purtenance 
thereof. 

10 And ye shall let nothing of it remain 
until the morning; and that which re- 
maineth of it until the morning ye shall 
burn with fire. 

11 @ And thus shall ye eat it; with your 
loins girded, your shoes on your feet, and 
your staff in your hand; and ye shall eat 
it in haste: it is the LorD’s passover. 
_12 For I will pass through the land of 
E’-gypt this night, and will smite all the 
firstborn in the land of E’-gypt, both 
man and beast; and against all the gods 
of E’-gypt I will execute judgment: I am 
the Lorp. 

13 And the blood shall be to you for a 
token upon the houses where ye are: and 
when I see the blood, I will pass over you, 
and the plague shall not be upon you to 
destroy you, when I smite the land of £’- 


gypt. 

14 And this day shall be unto you fora 
memorial; and ye shall keep it a feast to 
the LorpD throughout your generations; 
ye shall keep it a feast by an ordinance 
for ever. : 

15 Seven days shall ye eat unleavened 
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bread; even the first day ye shall put 
away leaven out of your houses: for who- 
soever eateth leavened bread from the 
first day until the seventh day, that soul 
shall be cut off from is’-ra-él. 

16 And in the first day there shall be an 
holy convocation, and in the seventh day 
there shall be an holy convocation to 
you; no manner of work shall be done in 
them, save that which every man must 
eat, that only may be done of you. 

17 And ye shall observe the feast of un- 
leavened bread; for in this selfsame day 
have I brought your armies out of the 
land of £’-gypt: therefore shall ye ob- 
serve this day in your generations by an 
ordinance for ever. 

18 @ In the first month, on the four- 
teenth day of the month at even, ye shall 
eat unleavened bread, until the one and 
twentieth day of the month at even. 

Seven days shall there be no leaven 
found in your houses: for whosoever 
eateth that which is leavened, even that 
soul shall be cut off from the congrega- 
tion of Is’-ra-él, whether he be a stranger, 
or born in the land. 

20 Ye shall eat nothing leavened; in all 
poe Un anions shall ye eat unleavened 

read. 

21 ¢ Then MoO’-sés called for all the 
elders of i§’-ra-él, and said unto them, 
Draw out and take you a lamb according 
to your families, and kill the passover. 

22 And ye shall take a bunch of hyssop, 
and dip it in the blood that is in the 
bason, and strike the lintel and the two 
side posts with the blood that is in the 
bason; and none of you shall go out at 
the door of his house until the morning. 

23 For the Lorp will pass through to 
smite the E-gyp’-tians; and when he seeth 
the blood upon the lintel, and on the two 
side posts, the Lorp will pass over the 
door, and will not suffer the destroyer to 
come in unto your houses to smite you. 

24 And ye shall observe this thing for 
an ordinance to thee and to thy sons for 
ever. 

25 And it shall come to pass, when ye 
be come to the land which the Lorp will 
give you, according as he hath promised, 
that ye shall keep this service. 

26 And it shall come to pass, when your 
children shall say unto you, What mean 
ye by this service? ; 

27 That ye shall say, It is the sacrifice 
of the Lorp’s passover, who passed over 
the houses of the children of 18’-ra-é] in 
E’-gypt, when he smote the E-gyp’-fians, 
and delivered our houses. And the people 
bowed the head and worshipped. 

28 And the children of Is’-ra-é1 went 
‘away, and did as the Lorp had comman- 
ded M6’-sés and Aa’-ron, so did they. 

29 ¢ And it came to pass, that at mid- 
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night the Lorp smote all the firstborn in 
the land of £’-gypt, from the firstborn of 
Phar’-aoh that sat on his throne unto the 
firstborn of the captive that was in the 
dungeon; and all the firstborn of cattle. 

30 And Phar’-aoh rose up in the night, 
he, and all his servants, and all the £- 
gyp’-tians; and there was a great cry in 
E’-gypt; for there was not a house where 
there was not one dead. 

31 ¢ And he called for M6’-sés and 
Aa’-ron by night, and said, Rise up, and 
get you forth from among my people, 
both ye and the children of Is’-ra-é1; and 
go, serve the LorD, as ye have said. 

32 Also take your flocks and your 
herds, as ye have said, and be gone; and 
bless me also. _ r 

33 And the E-gyp’-fians were urgent 
upon the people, that they might send 
them out of the land in haste; for they 
said, We be all dead men. 

34 And the people took their dough 
before it was leavened, their kneading- 
troughs being bound up in their clothes 
upon their shoulders. 4 

35 And the children of I8’-ra:é1 did 
according to the word of M6d’-sés; and 
they borrowed of the E-gyp’-fians jewels 
of silver, and jewels of gold, and raiment: 

And the LorD gave the _ people 
favour in the sight of the E-gyp’-tians, so 
that they lent unto them such things as 
they required. And they spoiled the E- 
gyp’-tians. ; 3 

37 @ And the children of 18’-ra-él jour- 
neyed from Ram/’-é-sés to Suc’-cdth, 
about six hundred thousand on foot that 
were men, beside children. 

And a mixed multitude went up also 
with them; and flocks, and herds, even 
very much cattle. 

39: And they baked unleavened cakes of 
the dough which they brought forth out 
of E’-gypt, for it was not leavened; be- 
cause they were thrust out of E’-gypt, and 
could not tarry, neither had they pre- 
pared for themselves any victual. 

0 ¢ Now the sojourning of the chil- 
dren of i8’-ra-él, who dwelt in E’-gypt, 
was four hundred and thirty years. 

41 And it came to pass at the end of the 
four hundred and thirty years, even the 
selfsame day it came to pass, that all the 
hosts of the LorD went out from the land 
of E’-gypt. 

42 It is a night to be much observed 
unto the Lorp for bringing them out 
from the land of E’-gypt: this is that 
night of the Lorp to be observed of all 
the children of I8’-ra-él in their genera- 


tions. 

43 ¢ And the Lorp said unto M6’-sés 
and Aa’-ron, This is the ordinance of the 
passover: There shall no stranger eat 
thereof: 
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44 But every man’s servant that is 
bought for money, when thou hast cir- 
cumcised him, then shall he eat there- 


of. h 
45 A foreigner and an hired servant £’ 


shall not eat thereof. 

6 In one house shall it be eaten; thou 
shalt not carry forth ought of the flesh 
abroad out of the house; neither shall ye 
break a bone thereof. ON, 22 

47 Allthe congregation of Is’-ra-él shall 
keep it. j 

48 And when a stranger shall sojourn 
with. thee, and will keep the passover to 
the LorD, let all his males be circumcised, 
and then let him come near and keep it; 
and he shall be as one that is born in the 
land: for no uncircumcised person shall 
eat thereof. : ; 

49 One law shall be to him that is home- 
born, and unto the stranger that sojour- 
neth among you. « a1 

50 Thus did all the children of Is’-ra-él; 
as the Lorp commanded M0O’-sés and 
Aa’-ron, so did they. 

51 And it came to pass the selfsame day, 
that the Lorp did bring the children of 
1g’-ra-él out of the land of E’-gypt by their 
armies. 


Chapter 13 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6’-sés, 
saying, 

2 Sanctify unto me all the firstborn, 
whatsoever openeth the womb among 
the children of I8’-ra-él, both of man and 
of beast: it is mine. | 

3 ¢ And MO’-8és said unto the people, 
Remember_this day, in which ye came 
out from E£’-gypt, out of the house of 
bondage; for by. strength of hand the 
Lorp brought you out from this place: 
there shall no leavened bread be eaten. 
4 gs day came ye out in the month 
A’-bib. 

5 ¢ And it shall be when the Lorp 
shall bring thee into the land of the Ca’- 
na-an-ites, and 
Am/’-6-rites, and the Hi’-vites, and the 
Jéb’-ii-sites, which he sware unto thy fa- 
thers to give thee, a land flowing with 
milk and honey, that thou shalt keep this 
service in this month. 

6 Seven days thou shalt eat unleavened 
bread, and in the seventh day shall be a 
feast to the Lorp. 

7 Unleavened bread shall be eaten seven 
days; and there shall no leavened bread 
be seen with thee, neither shall there 
be leaven seen with thee in all thy quar- 


ters. 

8 ¢ And thou shalt shew thy son in that 
day, saying, This is done because of that 
which the Lorp did unto me when I came 
forth out of E’-gypt. 

9 And it shall be for a sign unto thee 


the: Hit’-tites, and the - 
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upon thine hand, and for a memorial be- 
tween thine eyes, that the Lorp’s law 
may be in thy mouth: for with a strong 
hand hath the Lorp brought thee out of 


-gypt. ; 7 
10 Thou shalt therefore keep this ordi- 
nance in his season from year to year. 

11 @ And it shall be when the Lorp 
shall bring thee into the land of the Ca’- 
na-an-ites, as he sware unto thee and to 
thy fathers, and shall give it thee, 

12 That thou shalt set apart unto the 
Lorp all that openeth the matrix, and 
every firstling that cometh of a beast 
which thou hast; the males shall be the 
Lorv’s. : 

13 And every firstling of an ass thou 
shalt redeem with a lamb;:and if thou 
wilt not redeem it, then thou shalt break 
his neck: and all the firstborn of man 
among thy children shalt thou redeem. 

4 Q And it shall be when thy son 
asketh thee in time to come, saying, 
What is this? that thou shalt say unto 
him, By strength of hand the Lorp 
brought us out from £’-gypt, from the 
house of bondage: : 

15 And it came to pass, when Phar’- 
aoh would hardly let us go, that the Lorp 
slew all the firstborn in the land of £’- 
gypt, both the firstborn of man, and the 
firstborn of beast: therefore I sacrifice to 
the Lorp all that openeth the matrix, be- 
ing males; but all the firstborn of my 
children I redeem: 

16 And it shall be for a token upon 
thine hand, and for frontlets between 
thine eyes: for by strength of hand the 
Lorp brought us forth out of E’-gypt. 
_17 ¢@ And it came to pass, when Phar’- 
adh had let the people go, that God led 
them not through the way of the land of 
the Phil’-is-tines, although that was near; 
for God said, Lest peradventure the 
people repent when they see war, and 
they.return to E’-gypt: 

18 But God led the people about, 
through the way of the wilderness of the 
Red sea: and the children of is’-ra-él went 
up, harnessed out of the land of £’-gypt. 
_19 And MO’-sés took the bones of Jo’- 
séph with him: for he had straitly sworn 
the children of I8’-ra-él, saying, God will 
surely visit you; and ye shall carry up my 
bones away hence with you. 

20, ¢_And they took their journey from 
Stc’-cdth, and encamped in £’-tham, in 
the edge of the wilderness. 

1 And the Lorp went before them by 
day in a pillar of a cloud, to lead them 
the way; and by night in a pillar of fire, 
to EIS them light; to go by day and 
night: 

22 He took not away the pillar of the 
cloud by day, nor the pillar of fire by 
night, from before the people.

Chapter 14 
ND the Lorp spake unto M6’-8é§, 


Saying, 
2 Speak unto the children of i8’-ra-él, 
that they turn and encamp before Pi-ha- 
hi’-rdth, between Mig’-dol and the sea, 
over against Ba’-al—zé’-phon: before it 
shall ye encamp by the sea. 

3 For Phar’-a6h will say of the children 
of Is’-ra-él, They are entangled in the 
land, the wilderness hath shut them in. 

4 And I will harden Phar’-ach’s heart, 
that he shall follow after them; and I will 
be honoured upon Phar’-aoh, and upon 
all his host; that the E-gyp’-fians may 
know that I am the Lorp. And they did 
so. 

5 @ And it was told the king of E’-gypt 
that the people fled: and the heart of 
Phar’-ach and of his servants was turned 
against the people, and they said, Why 
have we done this, that we have let Is’-ra- 
él go from serving us? 

6 And he made ready his chariot, and 
took his people with him: 

7 And he took six hundred chosen 
chariots, and all the chariots of E’-gypt, 
and captains over every one of them. 

8 And the Lorp hardened the heart of 
Phar’-aoh king of E’-gypt, and he pur- 
sued after the children of I8’-ra-él: and 
the children of fs’-ra-é1 went out with an 
high hand. _ J 

9 But the £-gyp’-flans pursued after 
them, all the horses and chariots of Phar’- 
aoh, and his horsemen, and his army, 
and overtook them encamping by the sea, 
beside Pi-ha-hi’-rdth, before Ba’-al—zé’- 


hon. 

Pr0 g And when Phar’-aoh drew nigh, 
the children of {s’-ra-él lifted up their 
eyes,. and, behold, the £-gyp’-fians 
marched after-them; and they were sore 
afraid: and the children of 18’-ra-él cried 
out unto the Lorp. airy 

11 And they said unto M6’-sés, be- 
cause there were no graves in E’-gypt, 
hast thou taken us away to die in the 
wilderness? wherefore hast thou dealt 
thus with us, to carry us forth out of 
E’-gypt? . L 

12 Js not this the word that we did tell 
- thee in E’-gypt, saying, Let us alone, that 
we may serve the E-gyp’-fians ? For it had 
been better for us to serve the E-gyp’- 
fians, than that we should die in the wil- 
derness. 

13 And M3O’-8és said unto the people, 
Fear ye not, stand still, and see the salva- 
tion of the Lorp, which he will shew to 

ou to day: for the E-gyp’-tians whom ye 

ave seen to day, ye shall see them again 
no more for ever. 

14 The Lorp shall fight for you, and ye 
shall hold your peace. 
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15 ¢ And the Lorp said unto M6’-8é8, 
Wherefore criest thou unto me? speak 
unto the children of Is’-ra-él, that they go 
forward: 

16 But lift thou up thy rod, and stretch 
out thine hand over the sea, and divide 
it: and the children of is’-ra-él shall go on 
dry ground through the midst of the sea. 

17 And I, behold, I will harden the 
hearts of the E-gyp’-fians, and they shall 
follow them: and I will get me honour 
upon Phar’-aoh, and upon all his host, 
upon his chariots, and upon his horse- 
men. 

18 And the E-gyp’-fians shall know that 
I am the Lorp, when I have gotten me 
honour upon Phar’-aoh, upon his char- 
iots, and upon his horsemen. 

19 ¢ And the angel of God, which went 
before the camp of Is’-ra-él, removed and 
went behind them; and the pillar of the 
cloud went from before their face, and 
stood behind them: 

20 _And it came between the camp of 
the E-gyp’-fians and the camp of [g’-ra-él; 
and it was a cloud and darkness to them, 
but it gave light by night to these: so that 
aoe came not near the other all the 
night. 

21 And M@O’-sés stretched out his hand 
over the sea; and the Lorp caused the 
sea to go back by a strong east wind all 
that night, and made the sea dry Jand, 
and the waters were divided. 

22 And the children of Is’-ra-é1 went 
into the midst of the sea upon the dry 
ground: and the waters were a wall unto 
them on their right hand, and on theirleft. 

23 @ And the E-gyp’-fians pursued, and 
went in after them to the midst of the sea, 
even all Phar’-adh’s horses, his chariots, 
and his horsemen. 

24 And it came to pass, that in the 
morning watch the Lorp looked unto 
the host of the E-gyp’-tians through the 
pillar of fire and of the cloud, and trou- 
bled the host of the E-gyp’-fians, 

25 And took off their chariot. wheels, 
that they drave them heavily: so that the 
E-gyp’-tians said, Let us flee from the 
face of I8’-ra-él; for the Lorn fighteth for 
them against the E-gyp’-fians. 

26 f And the Lorp said unto M6’-sés, 
Stretch out thine hand over the sea, that 
the waters may come again upon the E- 
gyp’-tians, upon their chariots, and upon 
their horsemen. — ; 

27 And M6O’-sés stretched forth his 
hand over the sea, and the sea returned 
to his strength when the morning ap- 
peared; and the E-gyp’-fians fled against 
it; and the Lorp overthrew the E-gyp’- 
fians in the midst of the sea. 

28 Andthe waters returned,andcovered 
the chariots, and the horsemen, and all 
the host of Phar’-adh that came into the 
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sea after them; there remained not so 
much as one of them. 

29 But the children of Is’-ra-é1 walked 
upon dry Jand in the midst of the sea; and 
the waters were a wall unto them on their 
right hand, and on their left. 

30 Thus the Lorp saved is’-ra-él that 
day out of the hand of the E-gyp’-fians; 
and ig’-ra-é1 saw the E-gyp’-tians dead 
upon the sea shore. 

31 And {8’-ra-81 saw that_great work 
which the Lorp did upon the E-gyp’-tians: 
and the people feared the LorD, and be- 
lieved the Lorp, and his servant MO’-sés.

9 The enemy said, I will pursue, I will 
overtake, I will divide the spoil; my lust 
shall be satisfied upon them; I will draw 
my sword, my hand shall destroy them. 


10 Thou didst blow with thy wind, the G 


sea covered them: they sank as lead in 
the mighty waters. 

11 Who is like unto thee, O Lorn, 
among the gods? who is like thee, glori- 
ous in holiness, fearful in praises, doing 
wonders? 

12 Thou stretchedst out thy right hand, 
the earth swallowed them. 

13 Thou in thy mercy hast led forth the 

ople which thou hast redeemed: thou 
ast guided them in thy strength unto thy 
holy habitation. 

14 The people shall hear, and be afraid: 
sorrow shall take hold on the inhabitants 
of Pal-és-ti’-na. —

15 Then the dukes of E’-dom shall be 
amazed; the hes eat men of MO6’-ab, 
trembling shall take hold upon them; all 
the inhabitants of Ca’-na-an shall melt 
away.

21 And they gathered it every morning, 
every man according to his eating: and 
when the sun waxed hot, it melted.

name thereof Man’-na: and it was like 
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coriander seed, white; and the taste of it 
was like wafers made with honey. _ 

32 @ And MOd’-sés said, This is the 
thing which the Lorp commandeth, Fill 
an 6’-mér of it to be kept for your genera- 
tions; that they may see the bread where- 
with I have fed you in the wilderness, 
when I brought you forth from the land 
of E’-gypt. 

33 And MO’-8és said unto Aa’-ron, Take 
a pot, and put an 6’-mér full of man’-na 
therein, and lay it up before the LorD, to 
be kept for your generations. fue 

34 As the Lorp commanded M6O’-8és, 
so Aa’-ron laid it up before the Testimony, 
to be kept. F tL ; 

35 And the children of Is’-ra-é1 did eat 
man/’-na forty years, until they came to a 
land inhabited; they did eat man’-na, un- 
til they came unto the borders of the land 
of Ca’-na-an. 

36 Now an 6’-mér is the tenth part or 
an é’-phah.

ND all the congregation of the chil- 
dren of is’-ra-é] journeyed from the 
wilderness of Sin, after their journeys,

1 And it-came to pass, when MO’-sés 
held up his hand, that is’-ra-él prevailed: 
and when he let down his hand, Am/’-a- 
1ék prevailed. 

12 But MO’-sés” hands were heavy; and 
they took a stone, and put it under him, 
and he sat thereon; and Aa’-ron and Hur 
stayed up his hands, the one on the one 
side, and the other on the other side; and 
his hands were steady until the going 
down of the sun. a 

13 And Jésh’-t-a discomfited Am’-a-lék 
and his people with the edge of the sword. 

14 And the Lorp said unto M6O’-sés, 
Write this for a memorial in a book, and

7 @ And M@O’-sés went out to meet his 
father in law, and did obeisance, and 
kissed him; and they asked each other of 
their welfare 3 and they came into the tent. 

8 And M@O’-sés told his father in law all 
that the Lorp had done unto Phar’-aoh 
and to the E-gyp’-fians for is’-ra-él’s sake, 
and all the travail that had come upon 
them by the way, and how the Lorp de- 
livered them. 

9 And Jéth’-r5 rejoiced for all the good- 
ness which the Lorp had.done to f§’-ra- 
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él, whom he had delivered out of the 
hand of the E-gyp’-fians. 

10 And Jéth’-rd said, Blessed be the 
Lorb, who hath delivered you out of the 
hand of the E-gyp’-fians, and out of the 
hand of Phar’-aoh, who hath delivered 
the people from under the hand of the 
E-gyp’-tians. 

11 Now I know that the Lorp is greater 
than all gods: for in the thing wherein 
they dealt proudly he was above them. 

12 And Jéth’-rd, M6’-sés’ father in law, 
took a burnt offering and sacrifices for 
God: and Aa’-ron came, and all the el- 
ders of I§’-ra-él, to eat bread with M@6’- 
sés’ father in law before God. 

13 @ And it came to pass on the mor- 
row, that M6’-sés sat to judge the people: 
and the people stood by M6’-sés from 
the morning unto the evening. 

14 And when MO’-sés’ father in law 
saw all that he did to the people, he said, 
What is this thing that thou doest to the 
people? why sittest thou thyself alone, 
and all the people stand by thee from 
morning unto even? 

15 And M6O’-sés said unto his father in 
law, Because the people come unto me to 
enquire of God: 

16 When they have a matter, they come 
unto me; and I judge between one and 
another, and I do make them know the 
statutes of God, and his laws.

17. And M6O’-sés’ father in law said un- 
to him, The thing that thou doest is not

18 Thou wilt surely wear away, both 
thou, and this people that is with thee:

19 Hearken now unto my voice, I will 
give thee counsel, and God shall be with 
thee: Be thou for the people to God- 
ward, that thou mayest bring the causes 
unto God: 

20 And thou shalt teach them ordin- 
ances and laws, and shalt shew them the 
way wherein they must walk, and the 
work that they must do. ’ 

21. Moreover thou shalt provide out of 
all the people able men, such as fear God, 
men of truth, hating covetousness; and 
place such over them, to be rulers of 
thousands, and'rulers of hundreds, rulers 
of fifties, and rulers of tens: 


22. And let them judge the people at all L 


seasons: and it shall be, that every great 
matter they shall bring unto thee, but 
every small matter they shall judge: so 
shall it be easier for thyself, and they 
shall bear the burden with thee. 
_ 23 If thou shalt do this thing, and God 
-command thee so, then thou shalt be able 
to endure, and all this people shall also 
go to their place in peace. : 
24 So MO6’-sés hearkened to the voice 
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of his father in law, and did all that he 
had said. 

25, And MO’-8és chose able men out of 
all 18’-ra-é1, and made them heads over 
the people, rulers of thousands, rulers of 
ae rulers of fifties, and rulers of 
ens. 

26 And they judged the people at all 
seasons: the hard causes they brought 
unto M6’-8é8, but every small matter 
they judged themselves. 

27 @ And MO’-sés let his father in law 
separts and he went his way into his own 
and. 


Chapter 19 


N the third month, when the children 

of Is’-ra-él were gone forth out of the 

land of E’-gypt, the same day came they 
into the wilderness of Si’-nai. 

2 For they were departed from Réph’- 
i-dim, and were come to the desert of 
Si’-nai, and had_ pitched in the wilder- 
ness; and there Is’-ra-é1 camped before 
the mount. 

3 And M6’-sés went up unto God, and 
the Lorp called unto him out of the 
mountain, saying, Thus shalt thou say to 
the house of Ja’-cgb, and tell the children 
of 1s’-ra-él;

7 @ And MO6O’-sés came and called for 
the elders of the people, and laid before 
their faces all these words which the 
LorD commanded him. 

8 And all the people answered together, 
and said, All that the Lorp hath spoken 
we will do..And M6’-sés returned the 
words of the people unto the Lorp. 

9 And the LorD said unto M3O’-sés, Lo, 
I come unto thee in a thick cloud, that 
the people may hear when I speak with 
thee, and believe thee for ever. And M6’- 
8é§ told the words of the people unto the 


ORD. 
10 ¢ And the Lorp said unto M6’-sés, 
Go unto the people, and sanctify them to 
day and to morrow, and let them wash 
their clothes, 

11 And be ready against the third day: 
for the third day the Lorp will come 
down in the sight of all the people upon 
mount Si’-nai. 

12 And thou shalt set bounds unto the 
people round about, saying, Take heed 
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to yourselves, that ye go not up into the 
mount, or touch the border of it: who- 
soever toucheth the mount shall be surely 
put to death: } 

13 There shall not an hand touch it, 
but he shall surely be stoned, or shot 
through; whether it be beast or man, it 
shall not live: when the trumpet soundeth 
long, they shall come up to the mount. 

14 ¢ And M@’-sés went down from the 
mount unto the people, and sancti- 
fied the people; and they washed their 
clothes. : 

15 And he said unto the people, Be 
ready against the third day: come not at 
your Wives. ; 

16 ¢ And it came to pass on the third 
day in the morning, that there were thun- 
ders and lightnings, and a thick cloud 
upon the mount, and the voice of the 
trumpet exceeding loud; so that all the 
people that was in the camp trembled. 

17 And M6’-8és brought forth the peo- 
ple out of the camp to meet with God; 
and they stood at the nether part of the 
mount. 

18 And mount Si’-nai was altogether 
on a smoke, because the Lorp descended 
upon it in fire: and the smoke thereof 
ascended as the smoke of a furnace, and 
the whole mount quaked greatly. 

19 And when the voice of the trumpet 
sounded long, and waxed louder and 
louder, M6’-sé$ spake, and God an- 
swered him by a voice. 

20 And the Lorp came down upon 
mount Si’-ndai, on the top of the mount: 
and the Lorp called M6’-sés up to the 
top of the mount; and M6’-sés went up. 

21 And the Lorp said unto M6’-sés, 
Go down, charge the people, lest they 
break through unto the Lorp to gaze, 
and many of them perish. 

22 And let the priests also, which come 
near to the LorD, sanctify themselves, 
lest the Lorp break forth upon them. 

23 And M6’-sés said unto the Lorp, 
The people cannot come up to mount 
Si’-nai: for thou chargedst us, saying, 
Set bounds about the mount, and sanc- 


tify it. 

24 And the Lorn said unto him, Away, 
get thee down, and thou shalt come up, 
thou, and Aa’-ron with thee: but let not 
the priests and the people break through 
to come up unto the Lorn, lest he break 
forth upon them. 

25 So MO’-sés went down unto the peo- 
ple, and spake unto them. 


Chapter 20 


ND God spake all these words, say- 
ing, 
2 I am the Lorp thy God, which have 
brought thee out of the land of £’-gypt, 
out of the house of bondage. 
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The Ten Commandments 
3 Thou shalt have no other gods before 


me. 

4 Thou shalt not make unto thee any 
graven image, or any likeness of any thing 
that is in heaven above, or that is in the 
earth beneath, or that zs in the water un- 
der the earth: 

5 Thou shalt not bow down thyself to 
them, nor serve them: for I the Lorp thy 
God am a jealous God, visiting the ini- 
quity of the fathers upon the children 
unto the third and fourth generation of 
them that hate me; 

6 And shewing mercy unto thousands 
of them that love me, and keep my com- 
mandments. 

7 Thou shalt not take the name of the 
Lorp thy God in vain; for the Lorp will 
not hold him guiltless that taketh his 
name in vain. 

8 Remember the sabbath day, to keep 
it holy. 

9 Six days shalt thou labour, and do‘all 
thy work: 

10 But the seventh day is the sabbath of 
the Lorp thy God: in it thou shalt not do 
any work, thou, nor thy son, nor thy 
daughter, thy manservant, nor thy maid- 
servant, nor thy cattle, nor thy stranger 
that is within thy gates: 

11 For insix days the LORD made heaven 
and earth, the sea, and all that in them is, 
and rested the seventh day: wherefore 
the Lorp blessed the sabbath day, and 
hallowed it. 

12 ¢ Honour thy father and thy moth- 
er: that thy days may be long upon the 
poe which the Lorp thy God giveth 
thee. 

13 Thou shalt not kill. 

14 Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

15 Thou shalt not steal. 

16 Thou shalt not bear false witness 
against thy neighbour. : 

+7 Thou shalt not covet thy neighbour’s 
house, thou shalt not covet thy neigh- 
bour’s wife, nor his manservant, nor his 
maidservant, nor his ox, nor his ass, nor 
any thing that is thy neighbour’s. 

18 @ And all the people saw the thun- 
derings, and the lightnings, and the noise 
of the trumpet, and the mountain smok- 
ing: and when the people saw it, they re- 
moved, and stood afar off. 

And they said unto M6’-sés, Speak 
thou with us, and we will hear: but let 
not God speak with us, lest we die. 

And M6’-sés said unto the people, 
Fear not: for God is come to prove you, 
and that his fear may be before your 
faces, that ye sin not. 

21 And the people stood afar off, and 
MO6O’-sés drew near unto the thick dark- 
ness where God was.

23 Ye shall not make with me gods of 
silver, neither shall ye make unto you 
gods of gold. 

24 F An altar of earth thou shalt make 
unto me, and shalt sacrifice thereon thy 
burnt offerings, and thy peace offerings, 
thy sheep, and thine oxen: in all places 
where I record my name I will come unto 
thee, and I will bless thee. 

25 And if thou wilt make me an altar of 
stone, thou shalt not build it of hewn 
stone: for if thou lift up thy tool upon it, 
thou hast polluted it. 

26 Neither shalt thou go up by steps 
unto mine altar, that thy nakedness be 
not discovered thereon. 


Chapter 21 


INGO these are the judgments which 
thou shalt set before them. 

'2 If thou buy an Hé’-bréw servant, six 
years he shall serve: and in the seventh 
he shall go out free for nothing. F 

3 If he came in by himself, he shall go 
out by himself: if he were married, then 
his wife shall go out with him. 

4 If his master have given him a wife, 
and she have born him sons or daugh- 
ters; the wife and her children shall be 
her master’s, and he shall go out by him- 


self. 

5 And if the servant shall plainly say, I 
love my master, my wife, and my chil- 
dren; I will not go out free: : 

6 Then his master shall bring him unto 
the judges; he shall-also bring him to the 
door, or unto the door post; and his mas- 
ter shall bore his ear through with an 
aul; and he shall serve him for ever. 

g And if a man sell his daughter to be 
a maidservant, she shall not go out as the 
menservants do. 

8 Ifshe please not her master, who hath 
betrothed her to himself, then shall he let 
her be redeemed: to sell her unto a 
strange nation he shall have no power, 
seeing he hath dealt deceitfully with her. 

9 And if he have betrothed her unto his 
son, he shall deal with her after the man- 
ner of daughters. | . 

10 If he take him another wife; her 
_ food, her raiment, and her duty of mar- 
riage, shall he not diminish. 

11 d if he do not these three unto 
her, then shall she go out free without 
money. 

12 ¢ He that smiteth a man, so that he 
die, shall be surely put to death. 

13 And if a man lie not in wait, but 
God deliver him into his hand; then I will 
appoint thee a place whither he shall 


flee. 
14 But if a man come presumptuously 
upon his neighbour, to slay him with 
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guile; thou shalt take him from mine al- 
tar, that he may die. 

15 ¢ And he that smiteth his father, or 
his mother, shall be surely put to death. 

16 ¢ And he that stealeth a man, and 
selleth him, or if he be found in his hand, 
he shall surely be put to death. 

17 ¢ And he that curseth his father, or 
his mother, shall surely be put to death. 

18 g And if men strive together, and 
one smite another with a stone, or with 
Pe and he die not, but keepeth his 

ed: 

19 If he rise again, and walk abroad 
upon his staff, then shall he that smote 
him be quit: only he shall pay for the loss 
of his time, and shall cause him to be 
thoroughly healed. 

20 ¢ And if a man smite his servant, or 
his maid, with a rod, and he die under 
his hand; he shall be surely punished. 

21 Notwithstanding, if he continue a 
day or two, he shall not be punished: for 
he is his money. 

22 ¥ If men strive, and hurt a woman 
with child, so that her fruit depart from 
her, and yet no mischief follow: he shall 
be surely punished, according as the wo- 
man’s husband will lay-upon him; and 
he shall pay as the judges determine. 

23 And if any mischief follow, then 
thou shalt give life for life, 

4 Eye for eye; tooth for tooth, hand 
for hand, foot for foot, 

25 Burning for burning, wound for 
wound, stripe for stripe. 

26 ¢ And if a man smite the eye of his 
servant, or the eye of his maid, that it 
perish; he shall let him go free for his 
eye’s sake. 

27 And if he smite out his‘manservant’s 
tooth, or his maidservant’s tooth; he 
shall let him go free for his tooth’s sake. 

28 ¢ If an ox gore a man or a woman, 
that they die: then the ox shall be surely 
stoned, and his flesh shall not be eaten; 
but the owner of the ox shall be quit. 

29 But if the ox were wont to push with 
his horn in time past, and if hath been 
testified to his owner, and he hath not 
kept him in, but that he hath killed a 
man or a woman; the ox shall be stoned, 
and his owner also shall be put to death. 

30 If there be laid on him a sum of 
money, then he shall give for the ransom 
of his life whatsoever is laid upon him. 

31 Whether he have gored a son, or 
have gored a daughter, according to this 
judgment shall it be done unto him. 

32 If the ox shall push a manservant or 
a maidservant; he shall give unto their 
master thirty shé’-kéls of silver, and the 
ox shall be stoned. } 

33 ¢ And if a man shall open a pit, or 
if a man.shall dig a pit, and not cover 
it, and an ox or an ass fall therein; 


EXODUS 22 


34 The owner of the pit shall make it 
good, and give money unto the owner of 
them; and the dead beast shall be his. 

35 @ And if one man’s ox hurt an- 
other’s, that he die; then they shall sell 
the live ox, and divide the money of it; 
and the dead ox also they shall divide. 

36 Or if it be known that the ox hath 
used to push in time past, and his owner 
hath not kept him in; he shall surely pay 
ox for ox; and the dead shall be his 
own. 


Chapter 22 


1 a man shall steal an ox, or a sheep 
and kill it, or sell it; he shall restore 
five oxen for an ox, and four sheep for a 
sheep. : 

2 ¢ If a thief be found breaking up, 
and be smitten that he die, there shall 
no blood be shed for him. 

3 If the sun be risen upon him, there 
shall be blood shed for him; for he 
should make full restitution; if he have 
nothing, then he shall be sold for his 


theft. 

4 If the theft be certainly found in his 
hand alive, whether it be ox, or ass, or 
sheep; he shall restore double. 

5 ¢ Ifa man shall cause a field or vine- 
yard to be eaten, and shall put in his 
beast, and shall feed in another man’s 
field; of the best of his own field, and of 
best of his own vineyard, shall he make 
restitution. 

6 @ If fire break out, and catch in 
thorns, so that the stacks of corn, or the 
standing corn, or the field, be consumed 
therewith; he that kindled the fire shall 
surely make restitution. 

7 @ If a man shall deliver unto his 
neighbour money or stuff to keep, and 
it be stolen out of the man’s house; if 
the thief be found, let him pay double. 

8 If the thief be not found, then the 
master of the house shall be brought 
unto the judges, to see whether he 
have put his hand unto his neighbour’s 
goods. 

9 For all manner of trespass, whether 
it be for ox, for ass, for sheep, for rai- 
ment, or for any manner of lost thing, 
which another challengeth to be his, the 
cause of both parties shall come before 
the judges; and whom the judges shall 
condemn, he shall pay double unto his 
neighbour. 

10 If a man deliver unto his neighbour 
an ass, OF an Ox, or a sheep, or any 
beast, to keep; and it die, or be hurt, or 
driven away, no man seeing it: 

11 Then shall an oath of the Lorp be 
between them both, that he hath not 
put his hand unto his neighbour’s goods; 
and the owner of it shall accept thereof, 
and he shall not make it good. 
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12 And if it be stolen from him, he 
shall make restitution unto the owner 
thereof. 

13 If it be torn in pieces, then let him 
bring it for witness, and he shall not 
make good that which was torn. 

14 @ And if a man borrow ought of his 
neighbour, and it be hurt, or die, the 
owner thereof being not with it, he shall 
surely make it good. 

15 But if the owner thereof be with it, 
he shall not make it good: if it be an 
hired thing, it came for his hire. 

16 9 And if a man entice a maid that 
is not betrothed, and lie with her, 
he shall surely endow her to be his 


wife. 

17 If her father utterly refuse to give 
her unto him, he shall pay money ac- 
cording to the dowry of virgins. 

A Gg Thou shalt not suffer a witch to 
lve. 

19 @ Whosoever lieth with a beast shall 
surely be put to death. 

20 ¢ He that sacrificeth unto any god, 
save unto the Lorp only, he shall be 
utterly destroyed. 

21 @ Thou shalt neither vex a stranger, 
nor oppress him: for ye were strangers 
in the land of E’-gypt. 

22 ¥ Ye shall not afflict any widow, or 
fatherless child. 

23 If thou afflict them in any wise, and 
they cry at all unto me, I will surely hear 
their cry; 

24 And my wrath shall wax hot, and 
I will kill you with the sword; and your 
wives shall be widows, and your children 
fatherless. 

25 @¥ If thou lend money to any of my 
people that is poor by thee, thou shalt 
not be to him as an usurer, neither shalt 
thou lay upon him usury. 

26 If thou at all take thy neighbour’s 
raiment to pledge, thou shalt deliver 
it unto him by that the sun goeth 
down: 

27 For that is his covering only, it is 
his raiment for his skin: wherein shall 
he sleep? and it shall come to pass, when 
he crieth unto me, that I will hear; for I 
am gracious. 

28 ¢ Thou shalt not revile the gods, 
nor curse the ruler of thy people. 

29 ¢ Thou shalt not delay to offer the 
first of thy ripe fruits, and of thy liquors: 
the firstborn of thy sons shalt thou give 
unto me. 

30 Likewise shalt thou do with thine 
oxen, and with thy sheep: seven days it 
shall be with his dam; on the eighth day 
thou shalt give it me. 

31 @ And ye shall be holy men unto 
me: neither shall ye eat any flesh that is 
torn of beasts in the field; ye shall cast 
it to the dogs. :

Chapter 23 


Hoo shalt not raise a false report: 
put not thine hand with the wicked 
to be an unrighteous witness. 

2 § Thou shalt not follow a multitude 
_ to do evil; neither shalt thou speak in 
a cause to decline after many to wrest 
judgment : 

3 @ Neither shalt thou countenance a 
poor man in his cause. 

4 ¢ If thou meet thine enemy’s ox or 
his ass going astray, thou shalt surely 
bring it back to him again. 


If thou see the ass of him that hateth h 


thee lying under his burden, and wouldest 
forbear to help. him, thou shalt surely 
help with him. 

6 Thou shalt not wrest the judgment of 
thy poor in his cause. 

7 Keep thee far froma false matter; 
and the innocent and righteous slay thou 
not: for I will not justify the wicked. 

8 @ And thou shalt take no gift: for the 
gift blindeth the wise, and perverteth the 
words of the righteous. 

9 g Also thou shalt not oppress a 
- stranger: for ye know the heart of a 
stranger, seeing ye were strangers in the 
land of E’-gypt. 
~ 140 And six years thou shalt sow thy 

land, and shalt gather in the fruits 
thereof: 

11 But the seventh year thou shalt let 
it rest and lie still; that the poor of thy 
people may eat: and what they leave the 

beasts of the field shall eat. In like man- 
ner thou shalt deal with thy vineyard, 
and with thy oliveyard. 

12 Six days thou shalt do thy work, and 
on the seventh day thou shalt rest: that 
thine ox and thine ass may rest, and the 
son of thy handmaid, and the stranger, 

_ may be refreshed. ; 

13 And in all things that I have said 
unto you be circumspect: and make no 
mention of the name of other gods, 
neither let it be heard out of thy mouth. 
-14 q Three times thou shalt keep a 
feast unto me in the year. 

15 Thou shalt keep the feast of un- 
leavened bread: (thou shalt eat un- 
leavened seven days, as I commanded 

_thee, in the time appointed of the month 

K’-bib; for in it thou camest out from 

E’-gypt: and none shall appear before 

me empty:) 

16 And the feast of harvest, the first- 
fruits of thy labours, which thou hast 
sown in the field: and the feast of in- 
gathering, which is in the end of the year, 
when thou hast gathered in thy labours 
‘out of the field. | 

17 Three times in the year all thy males 
shall appear before the Lord Gop. 

18 Thou shalt not offer the blood of 
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my sacrifice with leavened bread; neither 
shall the fat of my sacrifice remain until 
the morning. 

19 The first of the firstfruits of thy land 
thou shalt bring into the house of the 
Lorpb thy God. Thou shalt not seethe a 
kid in his mother’s milk. 

20 @ Behold, I send an Angel before 
thee, to keep thee in the way, and to 
bring thee into the place which I have 
prepared. 

21 Beware of him, and obey his voice, 
provoke him not; for he will not pardon 
your transgressions: for my name is in 


im. 
22 But if thou shalt indeed obey his 
voice, and do all that I speak; then I will 
be an enemy unto thine enemies, and an 
adversary unto thine adversaries. 

23 For mine Angel shall go before thee, 
and bring thee in unto the Am’-6-rites, 
and the Hit’-tites, and the Pé-riz’-zites, 
and the Ca’-na-an-ites, the Hi’-vites, and 
the Jéb’-i-sites: and I will cut them off. 

24 Thou shalt not bow down to their 
gods, nor serve them, nor do after their 
works: but thou shalt utterly overthrow 
them, and quite break down their images. 

25 And ye shall serve the Lorp your 
God, and he shall bless thy bread, and 
thy water; and I will take sickness away 
from the midst of thee. 

26 @ There shall nothing cast their 
young, nor-be barren, in thy land: the 
number of thy days I will fulfil. 

27 I will send my fear before thee, and 
will destroy all the people to whom thou 
shalt come, and I will make all thine 
enemies turn their backs unto thee. 

28 And I will send hornets before thee, 
which shall drive out the~Hi’-vite, the 
Ca’-na-an-ite, and the Hit’-tite, from 
before thee. 

29 I will not drive them out from before 
thee in one year; lest the land become 
desolate, and the beast of the field mul- 
tiply against thee. _ A ; 

30 By little and little I will drive them 
out from before thee, until thou be in- 
creased, and inherit the land.- ~ 

31 And I will set thy bounds from the 
Red sea even unto the sea of the Phil’- 
is-tines, and from the desert unto the 
river: for I will deliver the inhabitants 
of the land into your hand; and thou 
shalt drive them out before thee. 

32 Thou shalt make no covenant with 
them, nor with their gods. 

33 They shall not dwell in thy land, 
lest they make thee sin against me: for 
if thou serve their gods, it will surely be 
a snare unto thee. 


Chapter 24 


ND he said unto M36’-s&s, Come up 
unto the Lorpb, thou, and Aa’-ron, 
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Na’-dab, and A-bi’-hi, and seventy of 
the elders of {§’-ra-é1; and worship ye 
afar off. 

2 And M6’-8é§ alone shall come near 
the Lorp: but they shall not come nigh; 
neither shall the people go up with him. 

3 — And Mo’-sés came and told the 
people all the words of the Lorp, and all 
the judgments: and all the people an- 
swered with one voice, and said, All the 
words which the LorpD hath said will we

4 And MO’-sés wrote all the words of

5 And he sent young men of the child- 
ren of {§’-ra-é], which offered burnt 
offerings, and sacrificed peace offerings 
of oxen unto the LorD. 

6 And MO’-8é§ took half of the blood, 
and put it in basons; and half of the 
blood he sprinkled on the altar. 

7 And he took the book of the cove- 
nant, and read in the audience of the 
people: and they said, All that the Lorp 
hath said will we do, and be obedient. | 

8 And M6d’-sés took the blood, and 
sprinkled it on the people, and said, 
Behold the blood of the covenant which 
the Lorp hath made with you concern- 
ing all these words. 

9 @ Then went up M6’-sés, and 
Aa’-ron, Na’-dab, and A-bi’-hi, and 
seventy of the elders of I8’-ra-él:, 

10 And they saw the God of Is’-ra-él: 
and there was under his feet as it were a 
paved work of a sapphire stone, and as 
it were the body of heaven in his clear- 
ness. 

11, And upon the nobles of the children 
of 1s’-ra-é1 he laid not his hand: also 
they saw God, and did eat and drink. 


12 ¢ And the LorpD said unto M36’-sés, - 


Come up to me into the mount, and be 
there: and I will give thee tables of stone, 
and a law, and commandments which I 
have written; that thou mayest teach 
them. 

13: And M6’-sés rose up, and his minis- 
ter Josh’-ti-a: and M36’-sés went up into 
the mount of God. 

14 And he said unto the elders, Tarry 
ye here for us, until we come again unto 
you: and, behold, Aa’-ron and Hur are 
with you: if any man have any matters 
to do, let him come unto them. 

15 And M06’-sés went up into the 
mount, and a cloud covered the mount. 

16 And the glory of the Lorp abode 
upon mount Si’-nai, and the cloud cov- 
ered it six days: and the seventh day he 
called unto M6’-sés out of the midst of 
the cloud. 

17 And the sight of the glory of the 
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Lorp was like devouring fire on the top 
of the mount in the eyes of the children 
of is’-ra-él. ' 

18 And M6’-8és went into the midst of 
the cloud, and gat him up into the 
mount: and MO’-sés was in the mount 
forty days and forty nights. 


Chapter 25 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6’-sé5, 
saying, ELISA 

2 Speak unto the children of 1I8’-ra-él, 
that they bring me an offering: of every 
man that giveth it willingly with his 
heart ye shall take my offering. 

3 And this is the offering which ye shall 
take of them; gold, and silver, and brass, 

4 And blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine linen, and goats’ hair, 

5 And rams’ skins dyed red, and 
badgers’ skins, and shit’-tim wood, 

6 Oil for the light, spices for anointing 
oil, and for sweet incense, 

7 Onyx stones, and stones to be set in 
the é’-phod, and in the breastplate. 

8 And let them make me a sanctuary; 
that I may dwell among them. 

9 According to all that I shew thee, 
after the pattern of the tabernacle, and 
the pattern of all the instruments thereof, 
even so shall ye make it. 

10 @ And they shall make an ark of 
shit’-tim wood: two cubits and a half 
shall be the length thereof, and a cubit 
and a half the breadth thereof, and a 
cubit and a half the height thereof. 

11 And thou shalt overlay it with pure 
gold, within and without shalt thou 
overlay it, and shalt*make upon it a 
crown of gold round about. 

12 And thou shalt cast four rings of 
gold for it, and put them in the four cor- 
ners thereof; and two rings shall be in 
the one side of it, and two rings in the 
other side of it. 

13: And thou shalt make staves of shit’- 
tim) wood, and overlay them with gold. 

14 And thou shalt put the staves into 
the rings by the sides of the ark, that the 
ark may be borne with them. 

15 The staves shall be in the rings of the 
ark: they shall not be taken from it. 

16 And thou shalt put into the ark the 
testimony which I shall give thee. 

17 And thou shalt make a mercy seat 
of pure gold: two cubits and a half shall 
be the length thereof, and a cubit and a 
half the breadth thereof. 

18 And thou shalt make two chér’-i- 
bims of gold, of beaten work shalt thou 
sone them, in the two ends of the mercy 
seat. 

19 And make one chér’-tib on the one 
end, and the other chér’-tib on the other 
end: even of the mercy seat shall ye make 
the chér’-d-bims on the two ends thereof. 


Materials for the Tabernacle 


20 And the chér’-t-bims shall stretch 
forth their wanes on high, covering the 
mercy seat with their wings, and their 
faces shall look one to another; toward 
the mercy seat shall the faces of the 
chér’-i-bims be. 

21 And thou shalt put the mercy seat 
above upon the ark; and in the ark thou 
shalt put the testimony that I shall give 


thee. 

22 And there I will meet with thee, and 
I will commune with thee from above 
the mercy seat, from between the two 
chér’-0-bims which are upon the ark of 
the testimony, of all things which I will 
give thee in commandment unto the 
children of Is’-ra-él. 

23 @ Thou shalt also make a table of 
shit’-tim wood: two cubits shall be the 
length thereof, and a cubit the breadth 
thereof, and a cubit and a half the height 
thereof. 
°24 And thou shalt overlay it with pure 
gold, and make thereto a crown of gold 
round about. ; 

25 And thou shalt make unto it a bor- 
der of an hand breadth round about, 
and thou shalt make a golden crown’to 
the border thereof round about. 

6 And thou shalt make for it four 
rings of gold, and put the rings in the 
four corners that are on the four feet 
thereof. 

27 Over against the border shall the 
rings be for places of the staves to bear 
the table. 

28 And thou shalt make the staves of 
shit’-tim wood, and overlay them with 
gold, that the table may be borne with 


them. 

29 And thou shalt make the dishes 
thereof, and spoons thereof, and covers 
thereof, and bowls thereof, to cover 
withal: of pure gold shalt thou make 
them. 

30 And thou shalt set upon the table 
shewbread before me alway. 

31 ¢@ And thou shalt make a candle- 
stick of pure gold: of beaten work shall 
the candlestick be made: his shaft, and 
his branches, his bowls, his knops, and 
his flowers, shall be of the same. 

32 And six branches shall come out of 
the sides of it; three branches of the 
candlestick out of the one side, and 
three branches of the candlestick out of 
the other side: ' 

3 Three bowls made like unto al- 
monds, with a knop and a flower in one 
branch; and three bowls made like al- 
monds in the other branch, with a knop 
and a flower: so in the six branches that 
come out of the candlestick. 

34 And in the candlestick shall be four 
bowls made like unto almonds, with their 
knops and their flowers. 
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35 And there shall be a knop under two 
branches of the same, and a knop under 
two branches of the same, and a knop 
under two branches of the same, accord- 
ing to the six branches that proceed out 
of the candlestick. 

36 Their knops and their branches shall 
be of the same: all it shall be one beaten 
work of pure gold. 

37 And thou shalt make the seven 
lamps thereof: and they shall light the 
lamps thereof, that they may give light 
Over against it. 

8 And the tongs thereof, and the 
snuffdishes thereof, shall be of pure gold. 

39 Of.a talent of pure gold shall he 
make it, with all these vessels. 

40 And look that thou make them 
after their pattern, which was shewed 
thee in the mount. 


Chapter 26 


OREOVER thou’ shalt make the 
tabernacle with ten curtains of fine 
twined linen, and blue, and purple, and 
scarlet: with chér’-i-bims of cunning 
work shalt thou make them. 

2 The length of one curtain shall be 
eight and twenty cubits, and the breadth 
of one curtain four cubits: and every one 
of the curtains shall have one measure. 

3 The*five curtains shall be coupled 
together one to another; and other five 
curtains shall be coupled one to another. 

4 And thou shalt make loops of blue 
upon the edge of the one curtain from 
the selvedge in the coupling; and like- 
wise shalt thou make in the uttermost 
edge of another curtain, in the coupling 
of the second. 

5 Fifty loops shalt thou»make in the 
one curtain, and fifty loops shalt. thou 
make in the edge of the. curtain that is 
in the coupling of the second; that the 
loops may take hold one of another. 

6 And thou shalt make fifty taches of 
gold, and couple the curtains together 
with the taches: and it shall be one taber- 
nacle. 

7 @ And thou shalt make curtains of 
goats’ hair to be a covering upon the ta- 


bernacle: eleven curtains shalt thou 
make. 
8 The length of one curtain shall be 


thirty cubits, and the breadth of one cur- 
tain four cubits: and the eleven curtains 
shall be all of one measure. 

9 And thou shalt couple five curtains by 
themselves, and six curtains by them- 
selves, and shalt double the sixth curtain 
in the forefront of the tabernacle. 

10 And thou shalt make fifty loops on 
the edge of the one curtain that is out- 
most in the coupling, and fifty loops in 
the edge of the curtain which coupleth 
the second. 
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11 And thou shalt make fifty taches of for places for the bars: and thou shalt 


brass, and put the taches into the loops, 
and couple the tent together, that it may 
be one. fi 

12 And the remnant that remaineth of 
the curtains of the tent, the half curtain 
that remaineth, shall hang over the back- 
side of the tabernacle. : 

13 And a cubit on the one side, and a 
cubit on the other side of that which re- 
maineth in the length of the curtains of 
the tent, it shall hang over the sides of the 
tabernacle on this side and on that side, 
to cover it. , 

14 And thou shalt make a covering for 
the tent of rams’ skins dyed red, and a 
covering above of badgers’ skins. 

15 @ And thou shalt make boards for 
the tabernacle of shit’-tim wood standing 
up. 
16 Ten cubits shall be the length of a 
board, and a cubit and a half shall be the 
breadth of one board. 

17 Two tenons shall there be in one 
board, set in order one against another: 
thus shalt thou make for all the boards 
of the tabernacle. 

18 And thou shalt make the boards for 
the tabernacle, twenty boards on the 
south side southward. 

19 And thou shalt make forty sockets 
of silver under the twenty boards; two 
sockets under one board for his two 
tenons, and two sockets under another 
board for his two tenons. 

20 And for the second side of the taber- 
nacle on the north side there shall be 
twenty boards: ’ 

21 And their forty sockets of silver ; two 
sockets under one board, and two sockets 
under another board. 

22 And for the sides of. the tabernacle 
westward thou shalt make six boards. 

23 And two boards shalt thou make for 
us corners of the tabernacle in the two 
sides. 

24 And they shall be coupled together 
beneath, and they shall be coupled to- 
gether above the head of it unto one ring: 
thus shall it be for them both; they shall 

for the two corners. 

25 And they shall be eight boards, and 
their sockets of silver, sixteen sockets; 
two sockets under one board, and two 
sockets under another board. 

26 ¥ And thou shalt make bars of shit’- 
tim wood; five for the boards of the one 
side of the tabernacle, 

And five bars for the boards of the 
other side of the tabernacle, and five bars 
for the boards of the side of the taber- 
nacle, for the two sides westward. 

28 And the middle bar in the midst of 
the boards shall reach from end to end. 

29 And thou shalt overlay the boards 
with gold, and make their rings of gold 


overlay the bars with gold. 

30 And thou shalt rear up the taber- 
nacle according to the fashion thereof 
which was shewed thee in the mount. 

31 @ And thou shalt make a vail of 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined linen of cunning work: with chér’- 
t-bims shall it be made: 

32 And thou shalt hang it upon four 
pillars of shit’-tim wood overlaid with 
gold: their hooks shall be of gold, upon 
the four sockets of silver. : 

33 @-And thou shalt hang up the vail 
under the taches, that thou mayest bring 
in thither within the vail the ark of the 
testimony: and the vail shall divide unto 
you between the holy place and the most 

oly: 

34 And thou shalt put the mercy seat 
upon the ark of the testimony in the most 
holy place. 

35 And thou shalt set the table without 
the vail, and the candlestick over against 
the table on the side of the tabernacle 
toward the south: and thou shalt put the 
table on the north side. 

36 And thou shalt make an hanging 

for the door of the tent, of blue, and pur- 
ple, and scarlet, and fine twined linen, 
wrought with needlework. 
_37 And thou shalt make for the hang- 
ing five pillars of shit’-tim wood, and over- 
lay them with gold, and their hooks shall 
be of gold: and thou shalt cast five sockets 
of brass for them. 


Chapter 27 


ND thou shalt make an altar of shit’- 

_ tim wood, five cubits long, and five 
cubits broad; the altar shall be four- 
square: and the height thereof shall be 
three cubits. 

2 And thou shalt make the horns of it 
upon the four corners thereof: his horns 
shall be of the same: and thou shalt over- 
lay it with brass. 

3. And thou shalt make his pans to re- 
ceive his ashes, and his shovels, and his 
basons, and his fleshhooks, and his fire- 
pans: all the vessels thereof thou shalt 
make of brass. 

4 And thou shalt make for it a grate of 
network of brass; and upon the net shalt 
thou make four brasen rings in the four 
corners thereof. 

5 And thou shalt put it under the com- 
pass of the altar beneath, that the net 
may be even to the midst of the altar. 

6 And thou shalt make staves for the 
altar, staves of shit’-tim wood, and over- 
lay them with brass. 

7 And the staves shall be put into the 
rings, and the staves shall be upon the 
two sides of the altar, to bear it. 

8 Hollow with boards shalt thou make 
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it: as it was shewed thee in the mount, so 
shall they make it. 

9 ¢g And thou shalt make the court of 
the tabernacle: for the south side south- 
ward there shall be hangings for the court 
of fine twined linen of an hundred cubits 
long for one side: 

10 And the twenty pillars thereof and 
their twenty sockets shall be of brass; the 
hooks of the pillars and their fillets shall 
be of silver. 

11 And likewise for the north side in 
length there shall be hangings of an hun- 
dred cubits long, and his twenty pillars 
and their twenty sockets of brass; the 
hooks of the pillars and their fillets of 
silver. 

12 ¢ And for the breadth of the court 
on the west side shall be hangings of fifty 
cubits: their pillars ten, and their sockets 
ten. 

13 And the breadth of the court on the 

~ east side eastward shall be fifty cubits. 

14 The hangings of one side of the gate 
shall be fifteen cubits: their pillars three, 
and their sockets three. 

15 And on the other side shall be hang- 
ings fifteen cubits : their pillars three, and 
their sockets three. 

16 ¢ And for the gate of the court shall 
be an hanging of twenty cubits, of blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
linen, wrought with needlework: and their 
Pilate shall be four, and their sockets 

our. 

17 All the pillars round about the court 
shall be filleted with silver; their hooks 
shall be of silver, and their sockets of 
brass. 

18 ¥ The length of the court shall be an 
hundred cubits, and the breadth fifty 
every where, and the height five cubits of 
fine twined linen, and their sockets of 


brass. 

19 All the vessels of the tabernacle in all 
the service thereof, and all the pins there- 
of, and all the pins of the court, shall be 
of brass. : 

20 ¢ And thou shalt command the chil- 
dren of {s’-ra-él, that they bring thee pure 
oil olive beaten for the light, to cause the 
lamp to burn always. 

21 In the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion without the vail, which is before the 
testimony, Aa’-ron and his sons shall 
order it from evening to morning before 
the Lorp: it shall be a statute for ever 
unto their generations on the behalf of 
the children of {8’-ra-él. 


Chapter 28 


ND take thou unto thee Aa’-ron thy 

brother, and his sons with him, from 
~ among the children of is’-ra-él, that he 
may minister unto mein the priest’s office, 
even Aa’-ron, Na’-dab and A’-bi’-hi, 
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El-é-a’-zir and ith’-4-mar, Aa’-ron’s 
sons. 

2 And thou shalt make holy garments 
for Aa’-ron thy brother for glory and for 
beauty. 

3 And thou shalt speak unto all that are 
wise hearted, whom I have filled with the 
spirit of wisdom, that they may make 
Aa’-ron’s garments to consecrate him, 
that he may minister unto me in the 
priest’s office. 

4 And these are the garments which 
they shall make; a breastplate, and an 
&é’-phod, and a robe, and a broidered 
coat, a mitre, and a girdle: and they shall 
make holy garments for Aa’-ronthy broth- 
er, and his sons, that he may minister 
unto me in the priest’s office. 

5 And they shall take gold, and blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and fine linen. 

6 ¢ And they shall make the é’-phéd of 
gold, of blue, and of purple, of scarlet, 
and fine twined linen, with cunning work. 

7 It shall have the two shoulderpieces 
thereof joined at the two edges thereof; 
and so it shall be joined together. 

8 And the curious girdle of the é’-phéd, 
which is upon it, shall be of the same, 
according to the work thereof; even of 
gold, of blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
fine twined linen. 

9 And thou shalt take two onyx stones, 
and grave on them the names of the chil- 
dren of Is’-ra-él: 

10 Six of their names on one stone, and 
the other six names of the rest on the 
other stone, according to their birth. 

11 With the work of an engraver in 
stone, like the engravings of a signet, 
shalt thou engrave the two stones with 
the names of the children of {§’-ra-él: 
thou shalt make them to be set in ouches 
of gold. 

12 And thou shalt put the two stones 
upon the shoulders of the é’-phdd for 
stones of memorial unto the children of 
18’-ra-€1: and Aa’-ron shall bear their 
names before the LorD upon his two 
shoulders for.a memorial. 

13g And thou shalt make ouches of 


gold; 

14 And two chains of pure gold at the 
ends; of wreathen work shalt thou make 
them, and fasten the wreathen chains to 
the ouches. 

15 ¢ And thou shalt make the breast- 
plate of judgment with cunning work; 
after the work of the é’-phod thou shalt 
make it; of gold, of blue, and of purple, 
and of scarlet, and of fine twined linen, 
shalt thou make it. 

16 Foursquare it shall be being doubled; 
a span shall be the length thereof, and a 
span shall be the breadth thereof. — - 

17 And thou shalt set in it settings of 
stones, even four rows of stones: the first 
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row shall be a sardius, a topaz, and a car- 
buncle: this shall be the first row. 

18 And the second row shall be an em- 
erald, a sapphire, and a diamond. 

19 And the third row a ligure, an agate, 
and an amethyst. 

20 And the fourth row a beryl, and an 
onyx, and a jasper: they shall be set in 
gold in their inclosings. : 

21 And the stones shall. be with the 
names of the children of Is’-ra-él, twelve, 
according to their names, like the engrav- 
ings of a signet; every one with his name 
shall they be according to the twelve 
tribes. 

22°q And thou shalt make upon the 
breastplate chains at the ends of wreathen 
work of pure gold. 

23 Andthoushalt make upon the breast- 
plate two rings of gold, and shalt put the 
two rings on the two ends of the breast- 


late. 

Pod And thou shalt put the two wreathen 
chains of gold in the two rings which are 
on the ends of the breastplate. 

25 And the other two ends of the two 
wreathen chains thou shalt fasten in the 
two ouches, and put them on the shoul- 
derpieces of the é’-phod before it. 

26 @ And thou shalt make two rings of 
gold, and thou shalt put them upon the 
two ends of the breastplate in the border 
thereof, which is in the side of the €’-phéd 
inward. 

27 And two other rings of gold thou 
shalt make, and shalt put them on the 
two sides of the é’-phéod underneath, to- 
ward the forepart thereof, over against 
the other coupling thereof, above the 
curious girdle of the é’-phod. 

28 And they shall bind the breastplate 
by the rings thereof unto the rings of the 
é’-phéd with a lace of blue, that 7t may be 
above the curious girdle of the é’-phod, 
and that the breastplate be not loosed 
from the é’-phod. 

29 And Aa’-ron shall bear the names of 
the children of Is’-ra-él in the breastplate 
of judgment upon’ his heart, when he 
goeth in unto the holy place, for a me- 
morial before the LORD continually. 

30 @ And thou shalt put in the breast- 
plate of judgment the U’-rim and the 
Thum/’-mim; and they shall be upon Aa’- 
ron’s heart, when he goeth in before the 
Lorp: and Aa’-ron shall bear the judg- 
ment of the children of {§’-ra-é1 upon his 
heart before the LorpD continually. 

31 @ And thou shalt make the robe of 
the é’-phod all of blue. 

32 And there shall be an hole in the top 
of it, in the midst thereof: it shall have a 
binding of woven work round about the 
hole of it, as it were the hole of an haber- 
geon, that it be not rent. 

33 @ And beneath upon the hem of it 
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thou shalt make pomegranates of blue, 
and of purple, and of scarlet, round about 
the hem thereof; and bells of gold be- 
tween them round about: 

34 A golden bell and a pomegranate, 
a golden bell and a pomegranate, upon 
the hem of the robe round about. 

35 And it shall be upon Aa’-ron to 
minister: and his sound shall be heard 
when he goeth in unto the holy place be- 
fore the Lorp, and when he cometh out, 
that he die not. 

36 g@ And thou shalt make a plate of 
pure gold, and grave upon it, like the 
engravings of a signet, HOLINESS TO 
THE LORD. 

37 And thou shalt put it on a blue lace, 
that it may be upon the mitre; upon the 
forefront of the mitre it shall be. 

38 And it shall be upon Aa’-ron’s fore- 
head, that Aa’-ron may bear the iniquity 
of the holy things, which the children of 
{§’-ra-él shall hallow in all their holy gifts; 
and it shall be always upon his forehead, 
that they may be accepted before the 
Lorb. 

39 gq And thou shalt embroider the coat 
of fine linen, and thou shalt make the 
mitre of fine linen, and thou shalt make 
the girdle of needlework. 

40 @ And for Aa‘-ron’s sons thou shalt 
make coats; and thou shalt make for 
them girdles, and bonnets shalt thou make 
for them, for glory and for beauty. 

41 And thou shalt put them upon Aa’- 
ron thy brother, and his sons with him; 
and shalt anoint them, and consecrate 
them, and sanctify them, that they may 
minister unto me in the priest’s office. 

42 And thou shalt make them linen 
breeches to cover their nakedness; from 
the loins even unto the thighs they shall 
reach: 

43 And they shall be upon Aa’-ron, and 
upon his sons, when they come in unto 
the tabernacle of the congregation, or 
when they come near unto the altar to 
minister in the holy place ; that they bear 
not iniquity, and die: it shall be a statute 
for ever unto him and his seed after him. 


Chapter 29 


ND this is the thing that thou shalt do 
y unto them to hallow them, to min- 
ister unto me in the priest’s office: Take 
one young bullock, and two rams with- 
out blemish, 

2 And unleavened bread, and cakes un- 
leavened tempered with oil, and wafers 
unleavened anointed with oil: of wheaten 
flour shalt thou make them. 

3 And thou shalt put them into one 
basket, and bring them in the basket, 
with the bullock and the two rams. 

_ And Aa’-ron and his sens thou shalt 
bring unto the door of the tabernacle of 
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the congregation, and shalt wash them 
with water. 

5 And thou shalt take the garments, and 
put upon Aa’-ron the coat, and the robe 
of the €’-phdd, and the é’-phéd, and the 
breastplate, and gird him with the curi- 
ous girdle of the é’-phdd: 

6 And thou shalt put the mitre upon 
his head, and put the holy crown upon 
the mitre. 

7 Then shalt thou take the anointing 
oil, and pour it upon his head, and anoint 


8 And thou shalt bring his sons, and 
put coats upon them. 

9 And thou shalt gird them with girdles, 
Aa’-ron and-his sons, and put the bonnets 
on them: and the priest’s office shall be 
their’s for a perpetual statute: and thou 
shalt consecrate Aa’-ron and his sons. 

10 And thou shalt cause a bullock to be 
brought before the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation: and Aa’-ron and his sons shall 
puts their hands upon the head of the bul- 
ock. 

11 And thou shalt kill the bullock before 
the Lorp, by the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation. 

, 12 And thou shalt take of the blood of 
the bullock, and put it upon the horns of 
the altar with thy finger, and pour all the 
blood beside the bottom of the altar: 

13 And thou shalt take all the fat that 
covereth the inwards, and the caul that is 
above the liver, and the two kidneys, and 
the fat that is upon them, and burn them 
upon the altar. 

14 But the flesh of the bullock, and his 
skin, and his dung, shalt thou burn with 
fire without the camp: it is a sin offering. 

15 ¥ Thou shalt also take one ram; and 
Aa’-ron and his sons shall put their hands 
upon the head of the ram. 

16 And thou shalt slay the ram, and 
thou shalt take his blood, and sprinkle it 
round about upon the altar. 

17 And thou shalt cut the ram in pieces, 
and wash the inwards of him, and his 
legs, and put them unto his pieces, and 
unto his head. 

18 And thou shalt burn the whole ram 
upon the altar: it 7s a burnt offering unto 
the LorD: it is a sweet savour, an offering 
made by fire unto the LorpD. 

19 @ And thou shalt take the other ram; 
and Aa’-ron and his sons shall put their 
hands upon the head of the ram. 

20 Then shalt thou kill the ram, and 
take of his blood, and put it upon the tip 
of the right ear of Aa’-ron, and upon the 
tip of the right ear of his sons, and upon 
the thumb of their right hand, and upon 
the great toe of their right foot, and sprin- 
kle the blood upon the altar round about. 

21 And thou shalt take of the blood 
that is upon the altar, and of the anoint- 
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ing oil, and sprinkle it upon Aa’-ron, and 
upon his garments, and upon his sons, 
and upon the garments of his sons with 
him: and he shall be hallowed, and his 
garments, and his sons, and his sons’ 
garments with him. 

22 Also thou shalt take of the ram the 
fat and the rump, and the fat that cov- 
ereth the inwards, and the caul above the 
liver, and the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is upon them, and the right shoul- 
der; for it is a ram of consecration: 

23 And one loaf of bread, and one cake 
of oiled bread, and one wafer out of thé 
basket of the unleavened bread that is 
before the LorbD: 

24 And thou shalt put all in the hands 
of Aa’-ron, and in the hands of his sons; 
and shalt wave them for a wave offering 
before the Lorp. 

25 And thou shalt receive them of their 
hands, and burn them upon the altar for 
a burnt offering, for a sweet savour be- 
fore the Lorp: it is an offering made by 
fire unto the Lorp. 

26 And thou shalt take the breast of 
the ram of Aa’-ron’s consecration, and 
wave it for a wave Offering before the 
Lorp: and it shall be thy part. 

27_And thou shalt sanctify the breast of 
the wave offering, and the shoulder of 
the heave offering, which is waved, and 
which is heaved up, of the ram of the con- 
secration, even of that which is for Aa’- 
ron, and of that which is for his sons: 

28 And it shall be Aa’-ron’s and his 
sons’ by,a statute for ever from the chil- 
dren of I8’-ra-él: for it is an heave offer- 
ing: and it shall be an heave offering from 
the children of Is’-ra-él of the sacrifice of 
their peace offerings, even their heave 
offering unto the Lorp. 

29 ¥ And the holy garments of Aa’-ron 
shall be his sons’ after him, to be anointed 
therein, and to be consecrated in them. 

30 And that son that is priest in his stead 
shall put them on seven days, when he 
cometh into the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation to minister in the holy place. 

1 @ And thou shalt take the ram of 
the consecration, and seethe his flesh in 
the holy place. 

32 And Aa’-ron and his sons shall eat 
the flesh of the ram, and the bread that is 
in the basket, by the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. : 
+33 And they shall eat those things 
wherewith the atonement was made, to 
consecrate and to sanctify them: but a 
stranger shall not eat thereof, because 
they are holy. 

34 And if ought of the flesh of the con- 
secrations, or of the bread, remain unto 
the morning, then thou shalt burn the 
remainder with fire: it shall not be eaten, 
because it is holy. 


EXODUS 30 


35 And thus shalt thou do unto Aa’-ron, 
and to his sons, according to all things 
which I have commanded thee: seven 
days shalt thou consecrate them. 

36 And thou shalt offer every day a 
bullock for a sin offering for atonement: 
and thou shalt cleanse the altar, when 
thou hast made an atonement for it, and 
thou shalt anoint it, to sanctify it. 

37 Seven days thou shalt make an atone- 
ment for the altar, and sanctify it; and it 
shall be an altar most holy: whatsoever 
toucheth the altar shall be holy. 

38 @ Now this is that which thou shalt 
offer upon the altar; two lambs of the 
first year day by day continually. — 

39 The one lamb thou shalt offer in the 
morning; and the other lamb thou shalt 
offer at even: 

40 And with the one lamb a tenth deal 
of flour mingled with the fourth part of 
an hin of beaten oil; and the fourth part 
of an hin of wine for a drink offering. 

41 And the other lamb thou shalt offer 
at even, and shalt do thereto according 
to the meat offering of the morning, and 
according to the drink offering thereof, 
for a sweet savour, an offering made by 
fire unto the LorpD. 

42 This shall be a continual burnt offer- 
ing throughout your generations at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion before the LorD: where I will meet 
you, to speak there unto thee. 

43 And there I will meet with the chil- 
dren of {s’-ra-él, and the tabernacle shall 
be sanctified by my glory. 

44 And I will sanctify the tabernacle of 
the congregation, and the altar: I will 
sanctify also both Aa’-ron and his sons, 
to minister to me in the priest’s office. 

45 ¢ And I will dwell among the chil- 
dren of {§’-ra-él, and will be their God. 

46 And they shall know that I am the 
Lorp their God, that brought them forth 
out of the land of E’-gypt, that I may 
phe among them: I am the Lorp their 

od. 


Chapter 30 


ND thou shalt make an altar to burn 
incense upon: of shit’-tim wood 
shalt thou make it. 

2 A cubit shall be the length thereof, 
and a cubit the breadth thereof; four- 
square shall it be: and two cubits shall be 
the height thereof: the horns thereof shall 
be of the same. 

3 And thou shalt overlay it with pure 
gold, the top thereof, and the sides there- 
of round about, and the horns thereof; 
and thou shalt make unto it a crown of 
gold round about. 

4 And two golden rings shalt thou make 
to it under the crown of it, by the two 
corners thereof, upon the two sides of it

shalt thou make it; and they shall be for 
places for the staves to bear it withal. 

5 And thou shalt make the staves of 
shit’-tim wood, and overlay them with 


gold. 

6 And thou shalt put it before the vail 
that is by: the ark of the testimony, be- 
fore the mercy seat that is over the testi- 
mony, where I will meet with thee. 

7 And Aa’-ron shall burn thereon sweet 
incense every morning: when he dresseth 
the lamps, he shall burn incense upon it. 

8 And when Aa’-ron lighteth the lamps 
at even, he shall burn incense upon it, a 
perpetual incense before the Lorp 
throughout your generations. 

9 Ye shall offer no strange incense 
thereon, nor burnt sacrifice, nor meat 
offering; neither shall ye pour drink of- 
fering thereon. 

10 And Aa’-ron shall make an atone- 
ment upon the horns of it once in a year 
with the blood of the sin offering of 
atonements: once in the year shall he 
make atonement upon it throughout your 
generations: it zs most holy unto the 
Lorpb. 

11. f And the Lorn spake unto M36’-sés, 
saying, 

12 When thou _takest the sum of the 
children of I8’-ra-é] after their number, 
then shall they give every man a ransom 
for his soul unto the LORD, when thou 
numberest them; that there be no plague. 
among them, when thou numberest them. 

13 This they shall give, every one that 
passeth among them that are numbered, 
half a shé’-kél after the shé’-kél of the 
sanctuary: (a shé’-kél is twenty gé’-rahs:) 
an half shé’-kél shall be the offering of 
the Lorp. 

14 Every one that passeth among them 
that are numbered, from twenty years 
old and above, shall give an offering un- 
to the Lorp. 

15 The rich shall not give more, and the 
poor shall not give less than half a shé’- 
kél, when they give an offering unto the 
LorD, to make an atonement for your 
souls. ; 

16 And thou shalt take the atonement 
money of the children of {§’-ra-él, and 
shalt appoint it for the service of the 
tabernacle of the congregation; that it 
may be a memorial unto the children of 
Is’-ra-é] before the Lorp, to make an 
atonement for your souls. 

17, f And the LorpD spake unto M36’-sé8, 
O18. Thodushstes at k 

ou shalt also make a laver o 
brass, and his foot also of brass, to wade 
withal: and thou shalt put it between the 
tabernacle of the congregation and the 
altar, and thou shalt put water therein. 

19 For Aa’-ron and his sons shall wash 
= hands and their feet-thereat:

20 When they go into the tabernacle of 

the congregation, they shall wash with 
water, that they die not; or when they 
. come near to the altar to minister, to 
burn offering made by fire unto the LorpD: 

21 So they shall wash their hands and 
their feet, that they die not: and it shall 
be a statute for ever to them, even to him 
and to his seed throughout their genera- 
tions. 

22 @ Moreover the Lorp spake unto 
MO’-sés, saying, 

23 Take thou also unto thee principal 
spices, of pure myrrh five hundred shé’- 
kéls, and of sweet cinnamon half so much, 
even two hundred and fifty shé’-kéls, and 
of sweet calamus two hundred and fifty 
shé’-kéls, 

24 And of cassia five hundred shé’-kéls 
after the shé’-kél of the sanctuary, and of 
oil olive an hin: 

25 And thou shalt make it an oil of holy 
ointment, an ointment compound after 
the art of the apothecary: it shall be an 
holy anointing oil. 

26 And thou shalt anoint the tabernacle 
of the congregation therewith, and the 
ark of the testimony, 

‘27 And the table and all his vessels, and 
the candlestick and his vessels, and the 
altar of incense, 

28 And the altar of burnt offering with 
all his vessels, and the laver and his foot. 

29 And thou shalt sanctify them, that 
they may be most holy: whatsoever 
toucheth them shall be holy. 

30 And thou shalt anoint Aa’-ron and 
his sons, and consecrate them, that they 
may minister unto me in the priest’s 
Office. 

31 And thou shalt speak unto the chil- 
dren of {s’-ra-él, saying, This shall be an 
holy anointing oil unto me throughout 
your generations. 

32 Upon man’s flesh shall it not be 
poured, neither shall ye make any other 
like it, after the composition of it: it is 
holy, and it shall be holy unto you. — 

33 Whosoever compoundeth any like 
it, or whosoever putteth any of it upon a 
stranger, shall even be cut off from his 
people. ‘ ax 

34 ¢ And the LorD said unto MO’-sé5, 
Take unto thee sweet spices, stac’-té, and 
6n’-y-cha, and gal’-ba-nim; these sweet 
spices with pure frankincense: of each 
shall there be a like weight: 

35 And thou shalt make it a perfume, a 
confection after the art of the apothecary, 
tempered together, pure and holy:

small, and put of it before the testimony 
in the tabernacle of the congregation, 
where I will meet with thee: it shall be 
unto you most holy. ; 

37 And as for the perfume which thou 
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shalt make, ye shall not make to your- 
selves according to the composition 
thereof: it shall be unto thee holy for the 
Lorp. 

38 Whosoever shall make like unto that, 
to smell thereto, shall even be cut off 
from his people. 


Chapter 31 


ND the Lorp spake unto MO’-8és, 
saying, 

2 See, I have called by name Béz’-a-léél 
the son of U’-ri, the son of Hur, of the 
tribe of- Ja’-dah: 

3 And I have filled him with the spirit 
of God, in wisdom, and in understand-

8 And the table and his furniture, and 
the pure candlestick with all his furniture, 
and the altar of incense, 

9 And the altar of burnt offering with 
a his furniture, and the laver and his 

oot, 

10 And the cloths of service, and the 
holy garments for Aa’-ron the priest, and 
the garments of his sons, to minister in 
the priest’s office, 

11 And the anointing oil, and sweet in- 
cense for the holy place: according to all 
that I have commanded thee shall they 


oO. 
12 ¢ And the Lorn spake unto MO’-sés, 


saying, 

_ 13 Speak thou also unto the children of 
Is’-ra-él, saying, Verily my sabbaths ye 
shall keep: for it is a sign between me and 
you throughout your generations; that 
ye may know that I am the Lorp that 
doth sanctify you. 

14 Ye shall keep the sabbath therefore; 
for it zs holy unto you: every one that 
defileth it shall surely be put to death: for 
whosoever doeth any work therein, that 
soul shall be cut off from among his 
people. 

15 Six days may work be done; but in 
the seventh is the sabbath of rest, holy to 
the LorpD: whosoever doeth any work in 
he acer a day, he shall surely be put to 

eath. 


EXODUS 32 
16 Wherefore the children of i8’-ra-él 


shall keep the sabbath, to observe the h 


sabbath throughout their generations, for 
a perpetual covenant. J 

17 It is a sign between me and the chil- 
dren of {s’-ra-él for ever: for in six days 
the Lorp made heaven and earth, and on 
the seventh day he rested, and was re- 
freshed. Be 

18 @ And he gave unto MO’-sés, when 
he had made an end of communing with 
him upon mount Si’-nai, two tables of 
testimony, tables of stone, written with 
the finger of God. 


Chapter 32 


AND when the people saw that M6’-sés 
delayed to come down out of the 
mount, the people gathered themselves 
together unto Aa’-ron, and said unto him, 
Up, make us gods, which shall go before 
us; for as for this MG6’-sés, the man that 
brought us up out of the land of E’-gypt, 
we wot not what is become of him. 

2 And Aa’-ron said unto them, Break 
off the golden earrings, which are in the 
ears of your wives, of your sons, and of 
your daughters, and bring them unto me. 

3 And all the people brake off the gold- 
en earrings which were in their ears, and 
brought them unto Aa’-ron. 

4 And he received them at their hand, 
and fashioned it with a graving tool, after 
he had made it a molten calf: and they 
said, These be.thy gods, O 18’-ra-él, which 
brought thee up out of the land of E’-gypt. 

5 And when Aa’-ron saw it, he built an 
altar before it; and Aa’-ron made proc- 
lamation, and said, To morrow is a 
feast to the LORD. 

6 Andthey rose up early onthe morrow, 
and offered burnt offerings, and brought 
peace offerings; and the people sat down 
to eat and to drink, and rose up,to play. 

7 ¢ And the Lorp said unto M0O’-sés, 
Go, get thee down; for thy people, which 
thou broughtest out of the land of E’- 
gypt, have corrupted themselves: 

8 They have turned aside quickly out of 
the way which I commanded them: they 
have made them a molten calf, and have 
worshipped it, and have sacrificed there- 
unto, and said, These be thy gods, O 
1s’-ra-él, which have brought thee up out 
of the land of E’-gypt. 

9 And the LorD said unto MO’-sés, I 
have seen this people, and, behold, it is a 
stiffnecked people: 

10 Now therefore let me alone, that my 
wrath may wax hot against them, and 
that I may consume them: and I will 
make of thee a great nation. 

11 And M6’-sés besought the Lorp his 
God, and said, Lorp, why doth thy wrath 
wax hot against thy people, which thou 
hast brought forth out of the land of £’- 
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sypt with great power, and with a mighty 
and? 


12 Wherefore should the E-gyp’-fans 
speak, and say, For mischief did he bring 
them out, to slay them in the mountains, 
and to consume them from the face of the 
earth? Turn from thy fierce wrath, and 
repent of this evil against thy, people. 

13 Remember A’-bra-ham, I’-saac, and 
1s’-ra-él, thy servants, to whom thou 
swarest by thine own self, and saidst un- 
to them, I will multiply your seed as the 
stars of heaven, and all this land that I 
have spoken of will I give unto your seed, 
and they shall inherit it for ever. 

14 And the Lorp repented of the evil 
which he thought to do unto his people. 

15 @ And MoO’-sés turned, and went 
down from the mount, and the two tables 
of the testimony were in his hand: the 
tables were written on both their sides; 
on the one side and on the other were 
they written. 

16 And the tables were the work of God, 
and the writing was the writing of God, 
graven upon the tables. 

17 And when Josh’-i-a heard the noise 
of the people as they shouted, he said un- 
to M6O’-sés, There is a noise of war in the 


camp. 

18 And he said, Jt is not the voice of 
them that shout for mastery, neither is it 
the voice of them that cry for being over- 
come: but the noise of them that sing do 
I hear. 

19 ¢ And it came to pass, as soon as he 
came nigh unto the camp, that he saw 
the calf, and the dancing: and M6’-sés’ 
anger waxed hot, and he cast the tables 
out of his hands, and brake them be- 
neath the mount. 

20. And he took the calf which they had 
made, and burnt it in the fire, and ground 
it to powder, and strawed it upon the 
water, and made the children of I§’-ra-é] 
drink of it. 

21 And MO’-sés said unto Aa’-ron, What 
did this people unto thee, that thou hast 
brought so great a sin upon them? 

22 And Aa’-ron said, Let not the anger 
of my lord wax hot: thou knowest the 
people, that they are set on mischief. 

23 For they said unto me, Make us 
gods, which shall go before us: for as for 
this M6’-8és, the man that brought us up 
out of the land of E’-gypt, we wot not 
what is become of him. 

24 And I said unto them; Whosoever 
hath any gold, let them break it off. So 
they gave it me: then I cast it into the 
fire, and there came out this calf. 

25 g And when M3G’-8&§ saw that the 
people were naked; (for Aa’-ron had 
made them naked unto their shame 
among their enemies:) 

26 Then MG’-sés stood:in the gate of the 
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camp, and said, Who is on the Lorp’s 
side? let him come unto me. And all the 
sons of Lé’-vi gathered themselves to- 
gether unto him. 

27_And he said unto them, Thus saith 
the Lorp God of Is’-ra-él, Put every man 
his sword by his side, and go in and out 
from gate to gate throughout the camp, 
and slay every man his brother, and 
every man his companion, and every man 
his neighbour. 

28 And thechildren of Lé’-vi did accord- 
ing to the word of M6’-sés: and there 
fell of the people that day about three 
thousand men. 

29 For M6’-sés had said, Consecrate 
yourselves to day to the LorD, even every 
man upon his son, and upon his brother; 
that he may bestow upon you a blessing 
this day. | 

30 @ Andit cameto pass on the morrow, 
that Mo’-sés said unto the people, Ye 
have sinned a great sin: and now I will 


go up unto the LORD; peradventure I M 


shall make an atonement for your sin. 
31 And MO’-sés returned unto the Lorb, 

and said, Oh, this people have sinned a 

great sin, and have made them gods of 


gold. 
-32 Yet now, if thou wilt forgive their 
sin—; and if not, blot me, I pray thee, 
out of thy book which thou hast written. 
33 And the LorpD said unto MO0O’-sés, 
Whosoever hath sinned against me, him 
will I blot out of my book. 
_ 34 Therefore now go, lead the people 
unto the place of which I have spoken 
unto thee: behold, mine Angel shall go 
before thee: nevertheless in the day when 
L-visit I will visit their sin upon them. 
35 And the Lorp plagued the people 
because they made the calf, which Aa’- 
ron made. 


Chapter 33 


AAND the Lorp said unto M3G’-sés, De- 

part, and go up hence, thou and the 
people which thou hast brought up out 
of the land of E’-gypt, unto the land which 
I sware unto A’-bra-ham, to i’-saac, and 
to Ja’-cgb, saying, Unto thy seed will I 


ve it: 
=) And I will send an angel before thee; 
and I will drive out the Ca’-na-an-ite, the 
Am’-6-rite, and the Hit’-tite, and the Pé- 
riz’-zite, the Hi’-vite, and the Jéb’-i-site: 

3 Unto-a land flowing with milk and 
honey: for I will not go up in the midst 
of thee; for thou art a stiffnecked people: 
lest I consume thee in the way. 

4 @ And when the people heard these 
evil tidings, they mourned: and no man 
did put on him his ornaments. [Ou 

5 For the Lorp had said unto MO’-sés, 
Say unto the children of {s’-ra-él, Ye are 
a stiffnecked people: I will come up into 
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the midst of thee in a moment, and con- 
sume thee: therefore now put off thy 
ornaments from thee, that I may know 
what to do unto thee. , 

6 And the children of Is’-ra-é] stripped 
themselves of their ornaments by the 
mount H6r’-éb. 

7 And MO’-8és took the tabernacle, and 
pitched it without the camp, afar off from 
the camp, and called it the Tabernacle of 
the congregation. And it came to pass, 
that every one which sought the Lorp 
went out unto the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, which was without the camp. 

8 And it came to pass, when MO6’-sés 
went out unto the tabernacle, that all the 
people rose up, and stood every man at 
his tent door, and looked after M6’-8és, 
until he was gone into the tabernacle.

17 And the LorpD said unto MO’-sés, I 
will do this thing also that thou hast 
spoken: for thou hast found grace in my 
sight, and I know thee by name. 

18' And he said, I beseech thee, shew 
me thy glory. ’ 

19 And he said, I will make all my 
goodness pass before thee, and I will pro- 
claim the name of the Lorp before thee; 
and will be gracious to whom I will be 
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gracious, and will shew mercy on whom 
I will shew mercy. 

20 And he said, Thou canst not see my 
face: for there shall no man see me, and 
live. 

21 And the Lorp said, Behold, there is 
a place by me, and thou shalt stand upon 
a rock: : 

22 And it shall come to pass, while my 
glory passeth by, that I will put thee in a 
clift of the rock, and will cover thee with 
my hand while I pass by: | 

23 And I will take away mine hand, and 
thou shalt see my back parts: but my face 
shall not be seen. 


Chapter 34 


ND the Lorp said unto M6’-sés, Hew 

thee two tables of stone like unto 

the first: and I will write upon these 

tables the words that were in the first 
tables, which thou brakest. 

2 And be ready in the morning, and 
come up in the morning unto mount Si’- 
nai, and present thyself there to me in 
the top of the mount. 

3 And no man shall come up with thee, 
neither let any man be seen throughout 
all the mount; neither let the flocks nor 
herds feed before that mount. 

4 ¢ And he hewed two tables of stone 
like unto the first; and M6’-sés rose up 
early in the morning, and went up unto 
mount Si’-nai, as the Lorp had com- 
manded him, and took in his hand the 
two tables of stone.

10 @ And he said, Behold, I make a 
covenant: before all thy people I will do 
marvels, such as have not been done in 
all the earth, nor in any nation: and all 
the people among which thou art shall 
see the work of the Lorn: for it is a 
terrible thing that I will do with thee. 
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11 Observe thou that which I command 
thee this day: behold, I drive out before 
thee the Am/’-6-rite, and the Ca’-na-an- 
ite, and the Hit’-tite, and the Pé-riz’-zite, 
and the Hi’-vite, and the Jéb’-i-Ssite.

15 Lest thou make a covenant with the 
inhabitants of the land, and they go a 
whoring after their gods, and do sacrifice 
unto their gods, and one call thee, and 
thou eat of his sacrifice; 

6 And thou take of their daughters un- 
to thy sons, and their daughters go a 
whoring after their gods, and make thy 
sons go a whoring after their gods. 

17 Thou shalt make thee no molten 


gods. 

18 ¢ The feast of unleavened bread 
shalt thou keep. Seven days thou shalt 
eat unleavened bread, as I commanded 
thee, in the time of the month A’-bib: for 
in the month A’-bib thou camest out from 
E’-gypt. : 

19 All that openeth the matrix is mine; 
and every firstling among thy cattle, 
whether ox or sheep, that is male. 

20 But the firstling of an ass thou shalt 
redeem with a lamb: and if thou redeem 
him not, then shalt thou break his neck. 
All the firstborn of thy sons thou shalt 
redeem. And none shall appear before 
me empty. 

21 @ Six days thou shalt work, but on 
the seventh day thou shalt rest: in earing 
time and in harvest thou shalt rest. 

22 f And thou shalt observe the feast 
of weeks, of the firstfruits of wheat har- 
vest, and the feast of ingathering at the 
year’send. 

23 ¢ Thrice in the year shall all your 
menchildren appear before the Lord Gop, 
the God of Is’-ra-él. 

24 For I will cast out the nations before 
thee, and enlarge thy borders: neither 
shall any man desire thy land, when thou 
shalt go up to appear before the Lorp 
thy God thrice in the year. 

25 Thou shalt not offer the blood of my 
sacrifice with leaven; neither shall the 
sacrifice of the feast of the passover be 
left unto the morning. 

26 The first of the firstfruits of thy land 
thou shalt bring unto the house of the 
Lorp thy God. Thou shalt not seethe a 
kid in his mother’s milk. 

27 And the Lorp said unto MO’-8és, 
Write thou these words: for after the 
\ 
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tenor of these words I have made a cove- 
nant with thee and with is’-ra-él. 

28 And he was there with the Lorp 
forty days and forty nights; he did neither 
eat bread, nor drink water. And he wrote 
upon the tables the words or the cove- 
nant, the ten commandments.

33 And til] MG’-sés had done speaking f 


with them, he put a vail on his face. 

34 But when MO’-sés went in before the 
Lorp to speak with him, he took the vail 
off, until he came out. And he came out, 
and spake unto the children of {8’-rq-él 
that which he was commanded. 

35 And the children of Is’-ra-él saw the 
face of MO’-sés, that the skin of M6’-sés’ 
face shone: and MO’-sés put the vail upon 
his ee again, until he went in to speak 
with him.

10 And every wise hearted among you 
shall come, and make all that the Lorp 
hath commanded; 

11 The tabernacle, his tent, and his 
covering, his taches, and his boards, his 
bars, his pillars, and his sockets, 

12 The ark, and the staves thereof, with 
the mercy seat, and the vail of the cover- 


ing, 

13 The table, and his staves, and all his 
vessels, and the shewbread, 

14 The candlestick also for the light, 
and his furniture, and his lamps, with the 
oil for the light, 

15 And the incense altar, and his staves, 
and the anointing oil, and the sweet in- 
cense, and the hanging for the door at 
the entering in of the tabernacle, 

16 The altar of burnt offering, with his 
brasen grate, his staves, and all his ves- 
sels, the laver and his foot, 

17 The hangings of the court, his pil- 
lars, and their sockets, and the hanging 
or the door of the court, 

18 The pins of the tabernacle, and the 
pins of the court, and their cords, 

19 The cloths of service, to do service in 
the holy place, the holy garments for 
Aa’-ron the priest, and the garments of 
his sons, to minister in the priest’s office. 

20 ¢ And all the congregation of the 
children of Is’-ra-é1 departed from the 
presence of M6’-sés. 

21 And they came, every one whose 
heart stirred him up, and every one 
whom his spirit made willing, and they 
brought the Lorp’s offering to the work 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and for all his service, and for the holy 
garments. 

22 And they came, both men and wo- 
men, aS many as were willing hearted, 
and brought bracelets, and earrings, and 
rings, and tablets, all jewels of gold: and 
every man that offered offered an offer- 
ing of gold unto the Lorp. 

23 And every man, with whom was 
found blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
fine linen, and goats’ hair, and red skins 
- rams, and badgers’ skins, brought 
them. 

24 Every one that did offer an offering 
of silver and brass brought the Lorp’s 
offering: and every man, with whom was 
found shit’-tim wood for any work of the 
service, brought it.

26 And all the women whose heart stir- 
red them up in wisdom spun goats’ hair. 
27 And the rulers brought onyx stones, 
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and stones to be set, for the é’-phdd, and 
for the breastplate; ¢ 

28 And spice, and oil for the light, and 
for the anointing oil, and for the sweet 
incense. Ke i 

29 The children of is’-ra-é] brought a 
willing offering unto the LorD, every 
man and woman, whose heart made them 
willing to bring for all manner of work, 
which the Lorp had commanded to be 
made by the hand of M6’-sés. F 

30 g And Mo’-sé§ said unto the chil- 
dren of {s’-ra-&1, See, the Lorp hath called 
by name Béz’-a-léél the son of U’-ri, the 
son of Hur, of the tribe of Ja’-dah; 

31 And he hath filled him with the spirit 
of God, in wisdom, in understanding, 
and in knowledge, and in all manner of 
workmanship; é 

32 And to devise curious works, to 
work in gold, and in silver, and in brass, 

33 And in the cutting of stones, to set 
them, and in carving of wood, to make 
any manner of cunning work. 

34 And he hath put in his heart that he 
may teach, both he, and A-h6’-li-ab, the 
son of A-his’-a-mach, of the tribe of Dan. 

35 Them hath he filled with wisdom of 
heart, to work all manner of work, of the 
engraver, and of the cunning workman, 
and of the embroiderer, in blue, and in 
purple, in scarlet, and in fine linen, and 
of the weaver, even of them that do any 
wort and of those that devise cunning 
work. 


Chapter 36 


HEN wrought Béz’-a-léél and A-h6’- 

li-ab, and every wise hearted man, in 
whom the Lorp put wisdom and under- 
standing to know how to work all man- 
ner of work for the service of the sanc- 
tuary, according to all that the Lorp had 
commanded. 

2 And MO’-sés called Béz’-a-léél and 
A-hOd’-li-ab, and every wise hearted man, 
in whose heart the LorpD had put wisdom, 
even every one whose heart stirred him 
up to come unto the work to do it:

5 ¢ And they spake unto MO’-sés, say- 
ing, The people bring much more than 
enough for the service of the work, which 
the Lorp commanded to make. 

6 And M6O’-sés gave commandment, 
and they caused it to be proclaimed 
throughout the camp, saying, Let neither 
man nor woman make any more work 
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for the offering of the sanctuary. So the 
people were restrained from bringing. 

7 For the stuff they had was sufficient 
for all the work to make it, and too much. 

8 ¥ And every wise hearted man among 
them that wrought the work of the taber- 
nacle made ten curtains of fine twined 
linen, and blue, and purple, and scarlet: 
with chér’-ti-bims of cunning work made 
he them. ‘ 

9 The length of one curtain was twenty 
and eight cubits, and the breadth of one 
curtain four cubits: the curtains were all 
of one size. 

10 And he coupled the five curtains one 
unto another: and the other five curtains 
he coupled one unto another. 

11 And he made loops of blue on the 
edge of one curtain from the selvedge in 
the coupling: likewise he made in the 
uttermost side of another curtain, in the 
coupling of the second. 

12 Fifty loops made he in one curtain, 
and fifty loops made he in the edge of the 
curtain which was in the coupling of the 
second: the loops held one curtain ‘to 
another. 

13 And he made fifty taches of gold, 
and coupled the curtains one unto an- 
other with the taches: so it became one 
tabernacle. 

14 g@ And he made curtains of goats’ 
hair for the tent over the tabernacle: 
eleven curtains he made them. 

15 The length of one curtain was thirty 
cubits, and four cubits was the breadth 
of one curtain: the eleven curtains were 
of one size. 

16 And he coupled five curtains by 
themselves, and six curtains by them- 
selves. 

17 And he made fifty loops upon the 
uttermost edge of the curtain in the coup- 
ling, and fifty loops made he upon the 
edge of the curtain which coupleth the 
second. 

18 And he made fifty taches of brass to 
couple the tent together, that it might be 
one. 

19 And he made a covering for the tent 
of rams’ skins dyed red, and a covering 
of badgers’ skins above that. 

20 @ And he made boards for the taber- 
nacle of shit’-tim wood, standing up. 

21 The length of a board was ten cubits, 
aie ey breadth of a board one cubit and 
a half. 

22 One board had two tenons, equally 
distant one from another: thus did he 
make for all the boards of the tabernacle. 

3 And he made boards for the taber- 
nacle; twenty boards for the south side 
southward: 

24 And forty sockets of silver he made 
under the twenty boards: two sockets 
under one board for his two tenons, and 
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two sockets under another board for his 
two tenons. 

25 And for the other side of the taber- 
nacle, which is toward the north corner, 
he made twenty boards, 

26 And their forty sockets of silver; 
two sockets under one board, and two 
sockets under another board. 

27 And for the sides of the tabernacle 
westward he made six boards. 

28 And two boards made he for the 
corners of the tabernacle in the two 
sides. 

29 And they were coupled beneath, and 
coupled together at the head thereof, to 
one ring: thus he did to both of them in 
both the corners. 

30 And there were eight boards; and 
their sockets were sixteen sockets of sil- 
ver, under every board two sockets. 

. 31 @ And he made bars of shit’-tim 
wood; five for the boards of the one side 
of the tabernacle, 

32 And five bars for the boards of the 
other side of the tabernacle, and five bars 
for the boards of the tabernacle for the 
sides westward. 

3 And he made the middle bar to 
shoot through the boards from the one 
end to the other. 

34 And he overlaid the boards with 
gold, and made their rings of gold to be 
places for the bars, and overlaid the bars 
with gold. 

35 ¢ And he made a vail of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and fine twined linen: 
with chér’--bims made he it of cunning 
work. 

36 And he made thereunto four pillars 
of shit’-tim wood, and overlaid them with 
gold: their hooks were of gold; and he 
cast for them four sockets of silver. 

7 9 And he made an hanging for the 
tabernacle door of blue, and purple, and 
eerie and fine twined linen, of needle- 
work; 

38 And the five pillars of it with their 
hooks: and he overlaid their chapiters 
and their fillets with gold: but their five 
sockets were of brass. 


Chapter 37 


ND Béz’-a-léé] made the ark of shit’- 
tim wood: two cubits and a half was 
the length of it, and a cubit and a half the 
breadth of it, and a cubit and a half the 
height of it: i? hey 
And he overlaid it with pure gold 
within and without, and made a crown 
of gold toit roundabout. | 
3 And he cast for it four rings of gold, 
to be set by the four corners of it; even 
two rings upon the one side of it, and two 
rings upon the other side of it. 
4 And he made staves of shit’-tim wood, 
and overlaid them with gold. 
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5 And he put the staves into the rings 
by the sides of the ark, to bear the ark. 

6 @ And he made the mercy seat of pure 
gold: two cubits and a half was the length 
thereof, and one cubit and a half the 
breadth thereof. 

7 And he made two chér’-i-bims of 
gold, beaten out of one piece made he 
them, on the two ends of the mercy seat; 

8 One chér’-tib on the end on this side, 
and another chér’-tib on the other end on 
that side: out of the mercy seat made he 
the chér’-0-bims on the two ends thereof, 

9 And the chér’-U-bims spread out their 
wings on high, and covered with their 
wings Over the mercy seat, with their faces 
one to another; even to the mercy seat- 
ward were the faces of the chér’-0-bims. 

10 ¢ And he made the table of shit’-tim 
wood: two cubits was the length thereof, 
and a cubit the breadth thereof, and a 
cubit and a half the height thereof: 

11 And he overlaid it with pure gold, 
and made thereunto a crown of gold 
round about. 

12 Also he made thereunto a border of 
an handbreadth round about; and made 
a crown of gold for the border thereof 
round about. 

13 And he cast for it four rings of gold, 
and put the rings upon the four corners 
that were in the four feet thereof. 

14 Over*against the border were the 
eu the places for the staves to bear the 
table. 

15 And he made the staves of shit’-tim 
wood, and overlaid them with gold, to 
bear the table. 

16 And he made the vessels which were 
upon the table, his dishes, and his spoons, 
and his bowls, and his covers to cover 
withal, of pure gold. 

17 @ And he made the candlestick of 
pure gold: of beaten work made he the 
candlestick; his shaft, and his branch, 
his bowls, his knops, and his flowers, 
were of the same: 

18 And six branches going out of the 
sides thereof; three branches of the can- 
dlestick out of the one side thereof, and 
three branches of the candlestick out of 
the other side thereof: 

19 Three bowls made after the fashion 
of almonds in one branch, a knop and a 
flower; and three bowls made like al- 
monds in another branch, a knop and a 
flower: so throughout the six branches 
going out of the candlestick. 

20 And in the candlestick were four 
bowls made like almonds, his knops, and 
his flowers: 

21 And a knop under two branches of 
the same, and a knop under two branches 
of the same, and a knop under two 
branches of the same, according to the 
six branches going out of it. 
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22. Their knops and their branches were 
of the same: all of it was one beaten work 
of pure gold. 

23 And he made his seven lamps, and 
his snuffers, and his snuffdishes, of pure 


old. 

o4 Of a talent of pure gold made he it, 
and all the vessels thereof. 

25 ¢ And he made the incense altar of 
shit’-tim wood: the length or it was a 
cubit, and the breadth of it a cubit; it was 
foursquare; and two cubits was the height 
of it; the horns thereof were of the same. 

26 And he overlaid it with pure gold, 
both the top of it, and the sides thereof 
round about, and the horns of it: also he 
made unto it a crown of gold round 
about. 2 

27 And he made two rings of gold for it 
under the crown thereof, by the two: cor- 
ners of it, upon the two sides thereof, to 
be places for the staves to bear it withal. 

28 And he made the staves of shit’-tim 
wood, and overlaid them with gold. | 

29 ¢ And he made the holy anointing 
oil, and the pure incense of sweet spices, 
according to the work of the apothecary. 


Chapter 38 


ND he made the altar of burnt offer- 

ing of shit’-tim wood: five cubits was 

the length thereof, and five cubits the 

breadth thereof; it was foursquare; and 
three cubits the height thereof. 

2 And he made the horns thereof on the 
four corners of it; the horns thereof were 
of the same: and he overlaid it with 
brass. 

3.And he made all the vessels of the 
altar, the pots, and the shovels, and the 
basons, and the fleshhooks, and the fire- 
pans: all the vessels thereof made he of 

rass. 

4 And he made for the altar a brasen 
grate of network under the compass there- 
of beneath unto the midst of it. 

5 And he cast four rings for the four 
ends of the grate of brass, to be places 
for the staves. 

6 And he made the staves of shit’-tim 
wood, and overlaid them with brass. 

7 And he put the staves into the rings 
on the sides of the altar, to bear it withal; 
he made the altar hollow with boards. 

8 ¢ And he made the laver of brass, and 
the foot of it of brass, of the looking- 
glasses of the women assembling, which 
assembled at the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation. 

9 ¢ And he made the court: on the 
south side southward the hangings of the 
court were of fine twined linen, an hun- 
dred cubits: 

10 Their pillars were twenty, and their 
brasen sockets twenty; the hooks of the 
pillars and their fillets were of silver. 
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11 And for the north side the hangings 
were an hundred cubits, their pillars were 
twenty, and their sockets of brass twenty ; 
the hooks of the pillars and: their fillets 
of silver. i i 

12 And for the west side were hangings 
of fifty cubits, their pillars ten, and their 
sockets ten; the hooks of the pillars and 
their fillets of silver. 

13 And for the.east side eastward fifty 
cubits. ; 

14 The hangings of the one side of the 
gate were fifteen cubits ; their pillars three, 
and their sockets three. 

15 And for the other side of the court 
gate, on this hand and that hand, were 
hangings of fifteen cubits; their pillars 
three, and their sockets three. 

16 All the hangings of the court round 
about were of fine twined linen. 

17 And the sockets for the pillars were 
of brass; the hooks of the pillars and 
their fillets of silver; and the overlaying 
of their chapiters of silver; and all the 
pillars of the court were filleted with 


silver. 

18 And the hanging for the gate of the 
court was needlework, of blue, and pur- 
ple, and scarlet, and fine twined linen: 
and twenty cubits was the length, and the 
height in the breadth was five cubits, 
answerable to the hangings of the 
court. 

19 And their pillars were four, and their 
sockets of brass four; their hooks of sil- 
ver, and the overlaying of their chapiters 
and their fillets of silver. i 

20 And all the pins of the tabernacle, 
om of the court round about, were of 

rass. 

21 ¢ This is the sum of the tabernacle, 
even of the tabernacle of testimony, as it 
was counted, according to the com- 
mandment of M6’-8és, for the service of 
the Lé’-vites, by the hand of Ith’-a-mar, 
son to Aa’-ron the priest. 

22 And Béz’-a-léél the son of 0’-ri, the 
son of Hur, of the tribe of Ja’-dah, made 
all that the Lorp commanded MO’-sés. 

23 And with him was A-h6’-li-ab, son 
of A-his’-4-mach, of the tribe of Dan, an 
engraver, and a cunning workman, and 
an embroiderer in blue, and in purple, 
and in scarlet, and fine linen. 

24 All the gold that was occupied for 
the work in all the work of the holy place, 
even the gold of the offering, was twenty 
and nine talents, and seven hundred and 
thirty shé’-kéls, after the shé’-kél of the 
sanctuary. 

25 And the silver of them that were 
numbered of the congregation was an 
hundred talents, and a thousand seven 
hundred and threescore and fifteen shé’- 
kéls, after the shé’-kél of the sanctuary: 

26 A bé’-kaéh for every man, that is, 
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half a shé’-kél, after the shé’-kél of the 
sanctuary, for every one that went to be 
numbered, from twenty years old and 
upward, for six hundred thousand and 
three thousand and five hundred and 
fifty men. 

27 And of the hundred talents of silver 
were cast the sockets of the sanctuary, 
and the sockets of the vail; an hundred 
sockets of the hundred talents, a talent 
for a socket. 

28 And of the thousand seven hundred 
seventy and five shé’-kéls he made hooks 
for the pillars, and overlaid their chapi- 
ters, and filleted them. 

29 d the brass of the offering was 
seventy talents, and two thousand and 
four hundred shé’-kéls. 

30 And therewith he made the sockets 
to the door of the tabernacle of the con- 
-gregation, and the brasen altar, and the 
brasen grate for it, and all the vessels of 
the altar, : 

31 And the sockets of the court round 
about, and the sockets of the court gate, 
and all the pins of the tabernacle, and all 
the pins of the court round about. 


Chapter 39 


AND of the blue, and purple, and scar- 
let, they made cloths of service, to 
do service in the holy place, and made the 
holy garments for Aa’-ron; as the Lorp 
commanded M@O’-sés. 4 

2 And he made the é’-phod of gold, 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined linen. ’ ; 

_ 3 And they did beat the gold into thin 
plates, and cut it into wires, to work it in 
the blue, and in the purple, and in the 
scarlet, and in the fine linen, with cun- 
ning work. ‘ . 

4 They made shoulderpieces for it, to 
couple it together: by the two edges was 
it coupled together. | ‘fh be 

5 And the curious girdle of his é’-phod, 
that was upon it, was of the same, accord- 
ing to the work thereof; of gold, blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
linen; as the LoRD commanded M6O’-sés. 

6 ¢ And they wrought onyx stones in- 
closed in ouches of gold, graven, as sig- 
nets are graven, with the names of the 
children of Is’-ra-él. 

7 And he put them on the shoulders of 
the é’-phéd, that they should be stones 
for a memorial to the children of Is’-ra-é1 ; 
as the LorD commanded M6O’-sés. 


8 @ And he made. the breastplate of 


cunning work, like the work of the é’- 
phéd; of gold, blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and fine twined linen. 

9 It was foursquare; they made the 
breastplate double: a span was the length 
thereof, and a span the breadth thereof, 
being doubled. 
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10 And they set in it four rows of stones: 
the first row was a sardius, a topaz, anda 
carbuncle: this was the first row. 

11 And the second row, an emerald, a 
sapphire, and a diamond. 

12 And the third row, a ligure, an agate, 
and an amethyst. 

And the fourth row, a beryl, an 
Onyx, and a jasper: they were inclosed in 
ouches of gold in their inclosings. 

And the stones were according to 
the names of the children of ig’-ra-él, 
twelve, according to their names, /ike the 
engravings of a signet, every one with his 
name, according to the twelve tribes. 

15, And they made upon the breastplate 
chains at. the ends, of wreathen work of 
pure gold. 

16 And they made two ouches of gold, 
and two gold rings; and put the two rings 
in the two ends of the, breastplate. 

17 Andthey putthetwowreathen chains 
of gold in the two rings on the ends of the 
breastplate. 

-18 And thetwoends of the two wreathen 

chains they fastened in the two ouches, 
and put them on the shoulderpieces of 
the é’-phdd, before it. 

19 And they made two rings of gold, 
and. put them on the two ends of the 
breastplate, upon the border of it, which 
was on the side of the é’-phéd inward. 

20 And.they made two other golden 
rings, and put them on the two sides of 
the é’-phod underneath, toward the fore- 
part of it, over against the other coupling 
apeteoss above the curious girdle of the 
é’-phod. 

21 And they did bind the breastplate by 
his rings unto the rings Of the é’-phéd 
with a lace of blue, that it might be above 
the curious girdle of the @-phdd, and 
that the breastplate might not be loosed 
from the é’-phéd; as the LorpD comman- 
ded MO’-sés. 

22 @ And he made the robe of the é’- 
phod of woven work, all of blue. 

23. And there was an hole in the midst 
of the robe, as the hole of an habergeon, 
with a band round about the hole, that it 
should not rend. 

24 And they made upon the hems of the 
robe pomegranates of blue, and purple, 
and scarlet, and twined linen. 

25 And they made bells of pure gold, 
and put the bells between the pomegran- 
ates upon the hem of the robe, round 
about between the pomegranates; 

26 A bell and a pomegranate, a bell and 
a pomegranate, round about the hem of 
the robe to minister in ; as the LorD com- 
manded MO’-sés. : 

27: And they made coats of fine linen 
of woven work for Aa’-ron, and for his 
sons, 

28 Anda mitre of fine linen, and goodly 
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bonnets of fine linen, and linen breeches 
of fine twined linen, : ; 

29 Anda girdle of fine twined linen, and 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, of needle- 
work; as the Lorp commanded MO’-sés. 

30 ¢ And they made the plate of the 
holy crown of pure gold, and wrote upon 
it a writing, like to the engravings of a 
signet, HOLINESS TO THE LORD. 

31 And they tied unto it a lace of blue, 
to fasten it on high upon the mitre; as 
the Lorp commanded M6’-sés. 

32 ¢ Thus was all the work of the tab- 
ernacle of the tent of the congregation 
finished: and the children of is’-ra-él did 
according to all that the LorD com- 
manded MO6’-sés, so did they. 

33 ¢ And they brought the tabernacle 
unto Mo’-sés, the tent, and all his furni- 
ture, his taches, his boards, his bars, and 
his pillars, and his sockets, . 

34 And the covering of rams’ skins dyed 
red, and the covering of badgers’ skins, 
and the the vail of the covering, 

35 The ark of the testimony, and the 
staves thereof, and the mercy seat, 

36 The table, and all the vessels thereof, 
and the shewbread, | 

37 The pure candlestick, with the lamps 
thereof, even with the lamps to be set in 
order, and all the vessels thereof, and the 
oil for light, 

38 And the golden altar, and the anoint- 
ing oil, and the sweet incense, and the 
hanging for the tabernacle door, 

39 The brasen altar, and his grate of 
brass, his staves, and all his vessels, the 
laver and his foot, 

40 The hangings of the court, his pil- 
lars, and his sockets, and the hanging for 
the court gate, his cords, and his pins, and 
all the vessels of the service of the taber- 
nacle, for the tent of the congregation, 

41 The cloths of service to do service in 
the holy place, and the holy garments for 
Aa’-ron the priest, and his sons’ gar- 
ments, to minister in the priest’s office. 

42 According to all that the Lorp com- 
manded M6’-8é8, so the children of 18’- 
ra-é] made all the work. 

3 And MO’-sés did look upon all the 
work, and, behold, they had done it as 
the Lorp had commanded, even so had 
they done it: and M6’-sés blessed them. 


Chapter 40 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6’-sés, 
saying, 

2 On the first day of the first month 
shalt thou set up the tabernacle of the 
tent of the congregation. 

3 And thou shalt put therein the ark of 
na eg ete and cover the ark with the 
vail. 

4 And thou shalt bring in the table, and 
set in order the things that are to be set in 
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order upon it; and thou shalt bring in the 
candlestick, and light the lamps thereof. 

5 And thou shalt set the altar of gold 
for the incense before the ark of the testi- 
mony, and put the hanging of the door to 
the tabernacle. 

6 And thou shalt set the altar of the 
burnt offering before the door of the tab- 
ernacle of the tent of the congregation. 

7 And thou shalt set the laver between 
the tent of the congregation and the altar, 
and shalt put water therein. 

8 And thou shalt set up the court round 
about, and hang up the hanging at the 
court gate. ; 

9 And thou shalt take the anointing oil, 
and anoint the tabernacle, and all that is 
therein, and shalt hallow it, and all the 
vessels thereof: and it shall be holy. 

10 And thou shalt anoint the altar of 
the burnt offering, and all his vessels, 
and sanctify the altar: and it shall be an 
altar most holy. 

11 And thou shalt anoint the laver and 
his foot, and sanctify it. : 

12 And thou shalt bring Aa’-ron and his 
sons unto the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, and wash them with 
water. 

13 And thou shalt put upon Aa’-ron 
the holy garments, and anoint him, and 
sanctify him; that he may minister unto 
me in the priest’s office. 

14 And thou shalt bring his sons, and 
clothe them with coats: 

15 And thou shalt anoint them, as thou 
didst anoint their father, that they may 
minister unto me in the priest’s Office: 
for their anointing shall surely be an 
everlasting priesthood throughout their 
generations. 

6 Thus did M36’-sés: according to all 
that the Lorp commanded him, so did he. 
17-¢ And it came to pass in the first 
month in the second year, on the first 
day of the month, that the tabernacle was 
reared up. 

18 And MO’-sés reared up the taber- 
nacle, and fastened his sockets, and set 
up the boards thereof, and put in the 
bars thereof, and reared up his pillars. 

19 And he spread abroad the tent over 
the tabernacle, and put the covering of 
the tent above upon it; as the LoRD com- 
manded M6O’-sés. 

_20 ¢ And he took and put the testimony 
into the ark, and set the staves on the ark, 
and put the mercy seataboveupontheark: 

21 And he brought the ark into the 
tabernacle, and set up the vail of the 
covering, and covered the ark of the testi- 
mony; as the LorD commanded M3O’-sés. 

22 ¢ And he put the table in the tent of 
the congregation, upon the side of the 
tabernacle northward, without the vail. 

3 And he set the bread in order upon 
\ 
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it before the Lorp; as the Lorp had com- 
manded M0O’-Sés. 

24 ¢ And he put the candlestick in the 
tent of the congregation, over against the 
ire on the side of the tabernacle south- 
ward. 

25 And he lighted the lamps before the 
Lorp; as the Lorp commanded MO’-8é&, 

26 ¥ And he put the golden altar in the 
tent of the congregation before the vail: 

27 And he burnt sweet incense there- 
on; as the LoRD commanded MO’-sés. 

28 ¢ And he set up the hanging at the 
door of the tabernacle. 

_29 And he put the altar of burnt offer- 
ing by the door of the tabernacle of the 
tent of the congregation, and offered up- 
on it the burnt offering and the meat of- 
fering ; as the LorD commanded MOd’-sés. 

30 @ And he set the laver between the 
tent of the congregation and the altar, 
and put water there, to wash withal. 

31 And MO6O’-sés and Aa’-ron and his 
sons washed their hands and their feet 
thereat: 
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32 When they went into the tent of the 
congregation, and when they came near 
unto the altar, they washed; as the Lorp 
commanded M6’-Sés. 

33 And he reared up the court round 
about the tabernacle and the altar, and 
set up the hanging of the court gate. So 
MO’-sés finished the work. 

34 ¥ Then a cloud covered the tent of 

the congregation, and the glory of the 
Lorp filled the tabernacle. 
_35 And M6’-8é8 was not able to enter 
into the tent of the congregation, because 
the cloud abode thereon, and the glory of 
the Lorp filled the tabernacle. 

6 And when the cloud was taken up 
from over the tabernacle, the children of 
IS’-ra-é1 went onward in all their journeys: 

37 But if the cloud were not taken up, 
then they journeyed not till the day that 
it was taken up. 

38 For the cloud of the Lorp was upon 
the tabernacle by day, and fire was on it 
by night, in the sight of all the house of 
1s’-ra-él, throughout all their journeys. 


The Third Book of Moses, called 
Leviticus 


Chapter 1 


ND the Lorp called unto M6’-8é8, 
and spake unto him out of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of f{s’-ra-él, 
and say unto them, If any man of you 
bring an offering unto the LorD, ye shall 
bring your offering of the cattle, even of 
the herd, and of the flock. . 

3 If his offering be a burnt sacrifice of 
the herd, let him offer a male without 
blemish: he shall offer it of his own volun- 
tary will at the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation before the Lorp. 

4 And he shall put his hand upon the 
head of the burnt offering; and it shall be 
accepted for him to make atonement for 


5 And he shall kill the bullock before 
the Lorp: and the priests, Aa’-ron’s sons, 
shall bring the blood, and sprinkle the 
blood round about upon the altar that is 
by the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. t 

6 And he shall flay the burnt offering, 
and cut it into his pieces. } 

_7 And the sons of Aa’-ron the priest 
shall put fire upon the altar, and lay the 
wood in order upon the fire: 

8 And the priests, Aa’-ron’s sons, shall 
lay the parts, the head, and the fat, in 


order upon the wood that is on the fire 
which is upon the altar: 

9 But his inwards and his legs shall he 
wash in water: and the priest shall burn 
all on the altar, to be a burnt sacrifice, an 
offering made by fire, of a sweet savour 
unto the Lorp. 

10 ¢ And if his offering be of the flocks, 
namely, of the sheep, or of the goats, for 
a burnt sacrifice; he shall bring it a male 
without blemish. 

11 And he shall kill it on the side of the 
altar northward before the Lorp: and 
the priests, 4a’-ron’s sons, shall sprinkle 
his blood round about upon the altar. 

12 And he shall cut it into his pieces, 
with his head and his fat: and the priest 
shall lay them in order on the wood that 
is on the fire which 7s upon the altar: 

13 But he shall wash the inwards and 
the legs with water: and the priest shall 
bring i¢ all, and burn 7¢ upon the altar: it 
is a burnt sacrifice, an offering made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unto the Lorp. 

14 ¢ And if the burnt sacrifice for his 
offering to the Lorp be of fowls, then he 
shall bring his offering of turtledoves, or 
of young pigeons. 4 ihe, 

15 And the priest shall bring it unto the 
altar, and wring off his head, and burn i¢ 
on the altar; and the blood thereof shall 
be wrung out at the side of the altar: 
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16 And he shall pluck away his crop 
with his feathers, and cast it beside the 
altar on the east part, by the place of 
the ashes: BS : 

17 And he shall cleave it with the wings 
thereof, but shall not divide it asunder: 
and the priest shall burn it upon the altar, 
upon the wood that is upon the fire: it is 
a burnt sacrifice, an offering made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unto the LorD. 


Chapter 2 


ND when any will offer a meat of- 
fering unto the Lorp, his offering 
shall be of fine flour; and he shall pour 
oil upon it, and put frankincense thereon: 
2 And he shall bring it to Aa’-ron’s sons 
the priests: and he shall take thereout 
his handful of the flour thereof, and of 
the oil thereof, with all the frankincense 
thereof; and the priest shall burn the me- 
morial of it upon the altar, to be an offer- 
ing made by fire, of a sweet savour unto 
the LorD: ; 

3 And the remnant of the meat offering 
shall be Aa’-ron’s and. his sons’: it is a 
thing most holy of the offerings of the 
LorbD made by fire. 

4 g And if thou bring an oblation of a 
meat offering baken in the oven, it shall 
be unleavened cakes of fine flour mingled 
with oil, or unleavened wafers anointed 
with oil. : 

5 @ And if thy oblation be a meat of- 
fering baken in a pan, it shall be of fine 
flour unleavened, mingled with oil. 

6 Thou shalt part it in pieces, and pour 
oil thereon: it is a meat offering. 

7 g And if thy oblation be a meat of- 
rering baken in the fryingpan, it shall be 
made of fine flour with oil. 

8 And thou shalt bring the meat offer- 
ing that is made of these things unto the 
Lorp: and when it is presented unto the 
priest, he shall bring it unto the altar. 

9 And the priest shall take from the 
meat offering a memorial thereof, and 
shall burn it upon the altar: it is an of- 
fering made by fire, of a sweet savour 
unto the LorD. 

10 And that which is left of the meat of- 
fering shall be Aa’-ron’s and his sons’: it 
is a thing most holy of the offerings of 
the LorD made by fire. 

11 No meat offering, which ye shall 
bring unto the Lorp, shall be made with 
leaven: for ye shall burn no leaven, nor 
any honey, in any offering of the Lorp 
made by fire. 

12 ¢ As for the oblation of the first- 
fruits, ye shall offer them unto the Lorp: 
but they shall not be burnt on the altar 
for a sweet savour. 

13 And every oblation of thy meat of- 
fering shalt thou season with salt; neither 
shalt thou suffer the salt of the covenant 
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of thy God to be lacking from thy meat 
offering: with all thine offerings thou 
shalt offer salt. ‘ 

14 And if thou offer a meat offering of 
thy firstfruits unto the Lorp, thou shalt 
offer for the meat offering of thy first- 
fruits green ears of corn dried by the fire, 
even corn beaten out of full ears. _ 

15 And thou shalt put oil upon it, and 
lay frankincense thereon: it is a meat of- 
fering. 

16 And the priest shall burn the me- 
morial of it, part of the beaten corn 
thereof, and part of the oil thereof, with 
all the frankincense thereof: it is an of- 
rering made by fire unto the Lorp. 


Chapter 3 


ND if his oblation be a sacrifice of 
peace offering, if he offer it of the 
herd; whether it be a male or female, he 
shall offer it without blemish before the 
LorpD. 

2 And he shall lay his hand upon the 
head of his offering, and kill it at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion: and Aa’-ron’s sons the priests shall 
sprinkle the blood upon the altar round 
about. 

3 And he shall offer of the sacrifice of 
the peace offering an offering made by 
fire unto the Lorp; the fat that cover- 
eth the inwards, and all the fat that is 
upon the inwards, 

4 And the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is on them, which is by the flanks, 
and the caul above the liver, with the kid- 
neys, it shall he take away. 

5 And Aa’-ron’s sons shall burn it on 
the altar upon the burnt sacrifice, which 
is upon the wood that is on the fire: it is 
an offering made by fire, of a sweet 
savour unto the Lorp. 

6 ¢ And if his oifering for a sacrifice of 
peace offering unto the Lorp be of the 
flock; male or female, he shall offer it 
without blemish. 

7 If he offer a lamb for his offering, 
then shall he offer it before the Lorp. 

8 And he shall lay his hand upon the 
head of his offering, and kill it before the 
tabernacle of the congregation: and Aa’- 
ron’s sons shall sprinkle the blood there- 
of round about upon the altar. 

9 And he shall offer of the sacrifice of 
the peace offering an offering made by 
fire unto the Lorp; the fat thereof, and 
the whole rump, it shall he take off hard 
by the backbone; and the fat that cover- 
eth the inwards, and all the fat that is 
upon the inwards, 

10 And the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is upon them, which is by the flanks, 
and the caul above the liver, with the 
kidneys, it shall he take way. 

11 And the priest shall burn it upon the 
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altar: it is the food of the offering made 
by fire unto the Lorp. 

12 ¢ And if his offering be a goat; then 
he shall offer it before the Lorp. 

13 And he shall lay his hand upon the 

head of it, and kill it before the taber- 
nacle of the congregation: and the sons 
of Aa’-ron shall sprinkle the blood there- 
of upon the altar round about. 
_14 And he shall offer thereof his offer- 
ing, even an offering made by fire unto 
the Lorp; the fat that covereth the in- 
wards, and all the fat that is upon the 
inwards, 

15 And the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is upon them, which is by the 
flanks, and the caul above the liver, with 
the kidneys, it shall he take away. i 

16 And the priest shall burn them upon 
the altar: it is the food of the offering 

-made by fire for a sweet savour: all the 
fat is the Lorp’s. 

17 It shall be a perpetual statute for 
your generations throughout all your 
dwellings. that ye eat neither fat nor 

ood. 


Chapter 4 


- AND the Lorp spake unto M6’-sés, 
saying, r 

2 Speak unto the children of I8’-ra-él, 
saying, If a soul shall sin through ignor- 
ance against any of the commandments 
of. the LORD concerning things which 
ought not to be done, and shall do 
against any of them: 

3 If the priest that is anointed do sin 
according to the sin of the people; then 
let him bring for his sin, which he hath 
sinned, a young bullock without blemish 
unto the Lorp for a sin offering. 

4 And he shall bring the bullock unto 
the door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation before the Lorp; and shall lay his 
hand upon the bullock’s head, and kill 
the bullock before the Lorp. 

5 And the priest that is anointed shall 
take of the bullock’s blood, and bring it 
to the tabernacle of the congregation: 

6 And the priest shall dip his finger in 
the blood, and sprinkle of the blood 
seven times before the Lorp, before the 
vail of the sanctuary. 

7 And the priest shall put some of the 
blood upon the horns of the altar of 
sweet incense before the Lorp, which is 
in the tabernacle of the congregation; 
and shall pour all the blood of the bul- 
lock at the bottom of the altar of the 
burnt offering, which is at the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

8 And he shall take off from it all the 
fat of the bullock for the sin offering ; the 
fat that covereth the inwards, and all the 
fat that is upon the inwards, : 

9 And the two kidneys, and the fat that 
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is upon them, which is by the flanks, and 
the caul above the liver, with the kidneys, 
it shall he take away, ; 

0 As it was taken off from the bullock 
of the sacrifice of peace offerings: and 
the priest shall burn them upon the altar 
of the burnt offering. 

11 And the skin of the bullock, and all 
his flesh, with his head, and with his legs, 
and his inwards, and his dung, 

12 Even the whole bullock shall he 

carry forth without the camp unto a 
clean place, where the ashes are poured 
out, and burn him on the wood with fire: 
where the ashes are poured out shall he 
be burnt. 
_13 9 And if the whole congregation of 
Is’-ra-él sin through ignorance, and the 
thing be hid from the eyes of the assem- 
bly, and they have done somewhat against 
any of the commandments of the Lorp 
concerning things which should not be 
done, and are guilty; 

14 When the sin, which they have sin- 
ned against it, is known, then the con- 
gregation shall offer a young bullock for 
the sin, and bring him before the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. 

15 And the elders of the congregation 
shall lay their hands upon the head of the 
bullOck before the Lorp: and the bul- 
lock shall be killed before the Lorp. 

16 And’the priest that is anointed shall 
bring of the bullock’s blood to the taber- 
nacle of the congregation: 

17 And the priest:shall dip his finger in 
some of the blood, and sprinkle it seven 
times beforethe LorD, even before the vail. 

18 And he shall put some of the blood 
upon the horns of the altar which is be- 
fore the LorD, that zs in the tabernacle of 
the congregation, and shall pour out all 
the blood at the bottom of the altar of 
the burnt offering, which is at the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

19 And he shall take all his fat from 
him, and burn 7t upon the altar. 

20 And he shall do with the bullock as 
he did with the bullock for-a sin offering, 
so shall he do with this: and the priest 
shall make an atonement for them, and 
it shall be forgiven them. 

21 And he shall carry forth the bullock 
without the camp,’and burn him as he 
burned the first bullock: it is a sin of- 
fering for the congregation. 

22. ¢ When a ruler hath sinned, and 
done somewhat through ignorance against 
any of the commandments of the Lorp 
his God concerning things which should 
not be done, and is guilty; ; 

23 Or if his sin, wherein he hath sinned, 
come to his knowledge; he shall bring his 
offering, a kid of the goats, a male with- 
out blemish: 

24 And he shall lay his hand upon the 
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head of the goat, and kill it in the place 


where they kill the burnt offering before t, 


he Lorp: it is a sin offering. 

OS And the priest shall take of the 
blood of the sin offering with his finger, 
and put it upon the horns of the altar of 
burnt offering, and shall pour out his 
blood at the bottom of the altar of burnt 
offering. : 

26 Ana he shall burn all his fat upon 
the altar, as the fat of the sacrifice of 
peace offerings: and the priest shall make 
an atonement for him as concerning his 
sin, and it shall be forgiven him. 

27 ¢ And if any one of the common 
people sin through ignorance, while he 
doeth somewhat against any of the com- 
mandments of the LORD concerning 
things which ought not to be done, and 
be guilty; ; 

3s Or if his sin, which he hath sinned, 
come to his knowledge: then he shall 
bring his offering, a kid of the goats, a 
female without blemish, for his sin 
which he hath sinned. | 

29 And he shall lay his hand upon the 
head of the sin offering, and slay the sin 
offering in the place of the burnt offering. 

30 And the priest shall take of the 
blood thereof with his finger, and put it 
upon the horns of the altar of burnt of- 
fering, and shall pour out all the blood 
thereof at the bottom of the altar. 

31 And he shall take away all the fat 
thereof, as the fat is taken away from off 
the sacrifice of peace offerings; and the 
priest shall burn it upon the altar for a 
sweet savour unto the Lorp; and the 
priest shall make an atonement for him, 
and it shall be forgiven him. 2 

32 And if he bring a lamb for a sin of- 
fering, he shall bring it a female without 
blemish. F 

33 And he shall lay his hand upon the 
head of the sin offering, and slay it for a 
sin offering in the place where they kill 
the burnt offering. 

34 And the priest shall take of the blood 
of the sin offering with his finger, and put 
it upon the horns of the altar of burnt 
offering, and shall pour out all the blood 
thereof at the bottom of the altar: 

35 And he shall take away all the fat 
thereof, as the fat of the lamb is taken 
away from the sacrifice of the peace of- 
ferings; and the priest shall burn them 
upon the altar, according to the offerings 
made by fire unto the Lorpb: and the 
priest shall make an atonement for his 
sin that he hath committed, and it shall 
be forgiven him. 


Chapter 5 


ND if a soul sin, and hear the voice of 
swearing, and is a witness, whether 
he hath seen or known of it ; if he do not 
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utter it, then he shall bear his iniqui- 


y- : 

2 Or if a soul touch any unclean thing, 
whether it be a carcase of an unclean 
beast, or a carcase of unclean cattle, or 
the carcase of unclean creeping things, 
and if it be hidden from him; he also 
shall be unclean, and guilty. 

3 Or if he touch the uncleanness of 
man, whatsoever-uncleanness it be that a 
man shall be defiled withal, and it be hid 
from him; when he knoweth of it, then he 
shall be guilty. : ; 

4 Or if a soul swear, pronouncing with 
his lips to do evil, or to do good, whatso- 
ever it be that a man shall pronounce 
with -an oath, and it be hid from him; 
when he knoweth of it, then he shall be 
guilty in one of these. 

5 And it shall be, when he shall be 

guilty in one of these things, that he shall 
conics: that he hath sinned in that 
t ing. 
_6 And he shall bring his trespass offer- 
ing unto the Lorp for his sin which he 
hath sinned, a female from the flock, a 
lamb or a kid of the goats, for a sin of- 
fering; and the priest shall make an 
atonement for him concerning his sin. 

7 And if he be not able to bring a lamb, 
then he shall bring for his trespass, which 
he hath committed, two turtledoves, or 
two young pigeons, unto the LORD; one 
for a sin offering, and the other for a 
burnt offering. 

8 And he shall bring them unto the 
priest, who shall offer that which is for 
the sin offering first, and wring off his 
head from his neck, but shall not divide 
it asunder: 

9 And he shall sprinkle of the blood of 
the sin offering upon the side of the altar; 
and the rest of the blood shall be wrung 
out at the bottom of the altar: it is a sin 
offering. 

10 And he shall offer the second for a 
burnt offering, according to the manner: 
and the priest shall make an atonement 
for him for his sin which he hath sinned, 
and it shall-be forgiven him. 

11 ¢ But if he be not able to bring two 
turtledoves, or two young pigeons, then 
he that sinned shall bring for his offering 
the tenth part of an é’-phah of fine flour 
for a sin offering ; he shall put no oil upon 
it, neither shall he put any frankincense 
thereon: for it is a sin offering. 

12 Then shall he bring it to the priest, 
and the priest shall take his handful of it, 
even a memorial thereof, and burn it on 
the altar, according to the offerings 
made by fire unto the Lorn: it is a sin 
offering. 

13 And the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for him as touching his sin that he 
hath sinned in one of these, and it shall 
\

be forgiven him: and the remnant shall be 
the priest’s, as a meat offering. 

_14 @ And the Lorp spake unto M6’- 

sé5, saying, ; 

~ 15 If a soul commit a trespass, and sin 
through ignorance, in the holy things of 
the Lorp; then he shall bring for his 
trespass unto the LorD a ram without 
blemish out of the flocks, with thy es- 
timation by shé’-kéls of silver, after the 
shé’-kél of the sanctuary, for a trespass 
offering: 

16 And he shall make amends for the 
harm that he hath done in the holy 
thing, and shall add the fifth part thereto, 
and give it unto the priest: and the priest 
shall make an atonement for him with 
the ram of the trespass offering, and it 
shall be forgiven him. 

17 ¢ And if a soul sin, and commit any 
-of these things which are forbidden to be 
done by the commandments of the 
Lorp; though he wist it not, yet is he 
guilty, and shall bear his iniquity. 

18 And he shall bring a ram without 
blemish out of the flock, with thy estima- 
tion, for a trespass offering, unto the 
priest: and the priest shall make an 
atonement for him concerning his ig- 
norance wherein he erred and wist it not, 
and it shall be forgiven him. 

19 It is a trespass offering: he hath 
certainly trespassed against the Lorp. 


Chapter 6 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6’-sés, 
saying, : 

. 2 Ifa soul sin, and commit a trespass 

against the LorD, and lie unto his neigh- 

bour in that which was delivered him to 

keep, or in fellowship, or in a thing taken 

away by violence, or hath deceived his 
neighbour; i 

3 Or have found that which was lost, 
and lieth concerning it, and sweareth 
falsely; in any of all these that a man 
doeth, sinning therein: 

4 Then it shall be, because he hath 
sinned, and is guilty, that he shall restore 
that which he took violently away, or 
the thing which he hath deceitfully got- 
ten, or that which was delivered him to 
keep, or the lost thing which he found. 

5 Or all that about which he hath 


sworn falsely; he shall even restore it in hol 


the principal, and shall add the fifth part 
more thereto, and give it unto him to 
whom it appertaineth, in the day of his 
trespass offering. 1 ; 

6 And he shall bring his trespass of- 
fering unto the Lorp, a ram without 
blemish out of the flock, with thy estima- 
tion, for a trespass offering, unto the 
priest: 

7 And the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for him before the Lorp: and it 
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shall be forgiven him for any thing of all 
that he hath done in trespassing there- 


in. 

8 ¢ And the Lorn spake unto M6’-sés, 

saying, 
_9 Command Aa’-ron and his sons, say- 
ing, This is the law of the burnt offering: 
It is the burnt offering, because of the 
burning upon the altar all night unto the 
morning, and the fire of the altar shall be 
burning in it. 

10 And the priest shall put on his linen 
garment, and his linen breeches shall he 
put upon his flesh, and take up the ashes 
which the fire hath consumed with the 
burnt offering on the altar, and he shall 
put them beside the altar. 

11 And he shall put off his garments, 
and put on other garments, and carry 
forth the ashes without the camp unto a 
clean place. 

12 And the fire upon the altar shall be 
burning in it; it shall not be put out: and 
the priest shall burn wood on it every 
morning, and lay the burnt offering in 
order upon it; and he shall burn thereon 
the fat of the peace offerings. 

13 The fire shall ever be burning upon 
the altar; it shall never go out. 

14 @ And this is the law of the meat of- 
fering: the sons of Aa’-ron shall offer it 
before the LorD, before the altar. 

15 And ‘he shall take of it his handful, 
of the flour of the meat offering, and of 
the oil thereof, and all the frankincense 
which is upon the meat offering, and 
shall burn it upon the altar for a sweet 
savour, even the memorial of it, unto the 
Lorp. oe 

16 And the remainder’ thereof shall 
Aa’-ron and his sons eat: with un- 
leavened bread shall it be eaten in the 
holy place; in the court of the tabernacle 
of the congregation they shall eat it. 

17 It shall not be baken with leaven. I 
have given it unto them for their portion 
of my offerings made by fire; it 7s most 
holy, as is the sin offering, and as the 
trespass offering. at ? 

18 All the males among the children of 
4a’-ron shall eat of it. It shall be a statute 
for ever in your generations concerning 
the offerings of the LorD made by fire: 
every one that toucheth them shall be 


oly. 
19 qg And the Lorp spake unto M6O’- 
8é5, saying, } 

20 This is the offering of Aa’-ron and of 
his sons, which they shall offer unto the 
LorpD in the day when he is anointed; 
the tenth part of an é’-phah of fine flour 
for a meat offering perpetual, half of 
it om the morning, and half thereof at 
night. ; : 

21 In a pan it shall be made with oil; 
and when it is baken, thou shalt bring it 
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in: and the baken pieces of the meat of- 
fering shalt thou offer for a sweet savour 
unto the Lorp. b { 

22. And the priest of his sons that is 
anointed in his stead shall offer it: it is a 
statute for ever unto the LorD; it shall be 
wholly burnt. 4 . 

23 For every meat offering for the priest 
shall be wholly burnt: it shall not be 
eaten. 

24 ¢ And the Lorp spake unto M6’- 
sé, saying, \ 

25 Speak unto Aa’-ron and to his:sons, 
saying, This is the law of the sin offering: 
In the place where the burnt offering is 
killed shall the sin offering be killed be- 
fore the LorpD: it is most holy. 

26 The priest that offereth it for sin 
shall eat it: in the holy place shall it be 
eaten, in the court of the tabernacle of 
the congregation. 

27 Whatsoever shall touch the flesh 
thereof shall be holy: and when there is 
sprinkled of the blood thereof upon any 
garment, thou shalt wash that whereon 
it was sprinkled in the holy place. 

28 But the earthen vessel wherein it is 
sodden shall be broken: and if it be sod- 
den in a brasen pot, it shall be both 
scoured; and rinsed in water. 

29 All the males among the priests shall 
eat thereof: it is most holy. 

30 And no sin offering, whereof any of 
the blood is brought into the tabernacle 
of the congregation to reconcile withal in 
the holy place, shall be eaten: it shall be 
burnt in the fire. 


Chapter 7 


IKEWISE this is the law of the tres- 

pass Offering: it'is most holy. 

2 In the place where they kill the burnt 
offering shall they kill the trespass of- 
fering: and the blood thereof: shall he 
sprinkle round about upon the altar. 

3 And he shall offer of it all the fat 
thereof; the rump, and the fat that cover- 
eth the inwards, 

4 And the two kidneys, and the fat that 
is on them, which is by the flanks, and the 
caul that is above the liver, with the kid- 
neys, it shall he take away: 

5 And the priest shall burn them upon 
the altar for an offering made by fire unto 
the LorD: it is a trespass offering. 

6 Every male among the priests shall 
eat thereof: it shall be eaten in the holy 
place: it is most holy. 

7 As the sin offering is, so is the tres- 
pass offering: there is one law for them: 
the priest that maketh atonement there- 
with shall have it. 

8 And the priest that offereth any man’s 
burnt offering, even the priest shall have 
to himself the skin of the burnt offerin, 
which he hath offered. ; 
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9 And all the meat offering that is 
baken in the oven, and all that is dressed 
in the fryingpan, and in the pan, shall be 
the priest’s that offereth it. 

10 And every ‘meat offering, mingled 
with oil, and dry, shall all the sons of 
Aa’-ron have, one as much as another. 

11 And this is the law of the sacrifice of 
peace offerings, which he shall offer unto 
the LorpD. 

12 If he offer it for a thanksgiving, then 
he shall offer with the sacrifice of thanks- 
giving unleavened cakes mingled with oil, 
and unleavened wafers anointed with 
oil, and cakes’ mingled with oil, of fine 
flour, fried. 

13>Besides the cakes, he shall offer for 
his offering leavened bread with the sac- 
rifice of thanksgiving of his peace 
offerings. 

14 And of it he shall offer one out of 
the whole oblation for an heave offering 
unto the LorD, and it shall be the priest’s 
that. sprinkleth the blood of the peace 
offerings. 

15 And the flesh of the sacrifice of his 
peace offerings for thanksgiving shall be 
eaten the same day that it is offered; he 
shall not leave any of it until the morn- 


ing. 

16 But if the sacrifice of his offering bea 
vow, or a voluntary offering, it shall be 
eaten the same day. that he offereth his 
sacrifice: and on the morrow also the re- 
mainder of it shall be eaten: 

17 But the remainder of the flesh of the 
sacrifice on the third day shall be burnt 
with fire. 

18 And if any of the flesh of the sacri- 
fice of his peace offerings be eaten at all 
on the third day, it shall not be accepted, 
neither shall it be imputed unto him that 
offereth it: it shall be an abomination, 
and the soul that eateth of it shall bear 
his iniquity. 

19 And the flesh that toucheth any un- 
clean ah shall not be eaten; it shall be 
burnt with fire: and as for the flesh, all 
that be clean shall eat thereof. 

20 But the soul that eateth of the flesh 
of the sacrifice of peace offerings, that 
pertain unto the Lorp, having his un- 
cleanness upon him, even that soul shall 
be cut off from his people. 

21 Moreover the soul that shall touch 
any unclean thing, as the uncleanness of 
man, or any unclean beast, or any abom- 
inable unclean thing, and eat of the flesh 
of the sacrifice of peace offerings, which 
pertain unto the LorpD, even that soul 
shall be cut off from his people. 

_22 ¢ And the Lorp spake unto M6d’- 
SéS, saying, 

23 Speak unto the children of ig’- 
ra-él, saying, Ye shall eat no manner of 
fat, of ox, or of sheep, or.of goat. 

\ 
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24 And the fat of the beast that dieth 
of itself, and the fat of that which is 
torn with beasts, may be used in any 
other use: but ye shall in no wise eat of 


it, 

25 For whosoever eateth the fat of the 
beast, of which men offer an offering 
made by fire unto the Lorpb, even the 
soul that eateth it shall be cut off from 
his people. 

6 Moreover ye shall eat no manner of 
blood, whether it be of fowl or of beast, 
in any of your dwellings. 

27 Whatsoever soul it be that eateth 
any manner of blood, even that soul shall 
be cut off from his people. 

28 ¢ And the Lorp spake unto M@d’- 
$és, saying, ; 

29 Speak unto the children of Is’-ra-él, 
saying, He that offereth the sacrifice of 

_his peace offerings unto the Lorp shall 
bring his oblation unto the Lorpb of the 
sacrifice of his peace offerings. 

30 His own hands shall bring the offer- 
ings of the LorD made by fire, the fat 
with the breast, it shall he bring, that the 
breast may be waved for a wave offering 
before the Lorp. 

31 And the priest shall burn the fat 
‘upon the altar: but the breast shall be 

a’-ron’s and his sons’. 
32 And the right shoulder shall ye give 
unto the priest for an heave offering of 
the sacrifices of your peace offerings. 
33. He among the sons of Aa’-ron, that 
offereth the blood of the peace offerings, 
and the fat, shall have the right shoulder 
for his part. 
34 For the wave breast and the heave 
shoulder have I taken of the children of 
1s’-ra-él from off the sacrifices of their 
peace offerings, and have given them un- 
to Aa’-ron the priest and unto his sons by 
a statute for ever from among the chil- 
dren of Is’-ra-él. 
35 @ This is the portion of the anoint- 
ing of Aa’-ron, and of the anointing of 
his sons, out of the offerings of the Lorp 
made by fire, in the day when he pre- 
sented them to minister unto the Lorp 
in the priest’s office; 
36 Which the Lorp commanded to be 
given them of the children of is’-ra-él, in 
the day that he anointed them, by a 
statute for ever throughout their gen- 
erations. 
37 This is the law of the burnt offering, 
of the meat offering, and of the sin of- 
fering, and of the trespass offering, and 
of the consecrations, and of the sacrifice 
of the peace offerings; 
38 Which the Lorp commanded M6O’- 

$é$ in mount Si’-ndi, in the day that he 
commanded the children of 18’-ra-él to 
offer their oblations unto the Lorp, in 
the wilderness of Si’-nai. 
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Chapter 8 


ND the Lorp spake unto M36’-sé5, 

saying, 

2 Take Aa’-ron and his sons with him, 
and the garments, and the anointing oil, 
and a bullock for the sin offering, and two 
rams, and a basket of unleavened bread; 

3 And gather thou all the congregation 
together unto the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation. 

4 And Mo’-8és did as the Lorp com- 
manded him; and the assembly was 
gathered together unto the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

And M6’-8sé§ said unto the congre- 
gation, This is the thing which the Lorp 
commanded to be done. 

And M6’-sés brought Aa’-ron and his 
sons, and washed them with water. 

7 And he put upon him the coat, and 
girded him with the girdle, and clothed 
him with the robe, and put the &’-phéd 
upon him, and he girded him with the 
curious girdle of the é’-phod, and bound 
it unto him therewith. 

8 And he put the breastplate upon him: 
also he put in the breastplate the U’-rim 
and the Thim’-mim. 

9 And he put the mitre upon his head; 
also-upon the mitre, even upon his fore- 
front, did he put the golden plate, the 
holy crown; as the LorpD commanded 
MO’-Sés. 

10 And Mo’-sés took the anointing oil, 
and anointed the tabernacle and all that 
was therein, and sanctified them. 

1 And he sprinkled thereof upon the 
altar seven times, and anointed the altar 
and all his vessels, both the laver and his 
foot, to sanctify them. 

12 And he poured of the anointing oil 
upon Aa’-ron’s head, and anointed him, 
to sanctify him. _ 

13 And M6O’-sés brought Aa’-ron’s sons, 
and put coats upon them, and girded 
them with girdles, and put bonnets upon 
them; as the LorD commanded M6O’-sés. 

14 And he brought the bullock for the 
sin offering: and Aa’-ron and his sons 
laid their hands upon the head of the 
bullock for the sin offering. 

15 And he slew it; and M6O’-sés took 
the blood, and put it upon the horns of 
the altar round about with his finger, and 
purified the altar, and poured the blood 
at the bottom of the altar, and sanctified 
it, to make reconciliation upon it. 

16 And he took all the fat that was up- 
on the inwards, and the caul above the 
liver, and the two kidneys, and their fat, 
and MO’-8és burned it upon the altar. | 

17 But the bullock, and his hide, his 
flesh, and his dung, he burnt with fire 
without the camp; as the LorD com- 
manded M36’-sés. 
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18 ¢ And he brought the ram for the 
burnt offering: and Aa’-ron and his sons 
laid their hands upon the head of the 


ram. 

19 And he killed it ; and M6’-sés sprin- 
kled the blood upon the altar round about. 

20 And he cut the ram into pieces ; and 
Mo’-sés burnt the head, and the pieces, 
and the fat. 

21 And he washed the inwards and the 
legs in water; and MO6d’-sés burnt the 
whole ram upon the altar: it was a burnt 
sacrifice for a sweet savour, and an of- 
fering made by fire unto the LorpD; as the 
LorpD commanded M6O’-sés. 

22 ¢ And he brought the other ram, the 
ram of consecration: and Aa’-ron and his 
sons laid their hands upon the head of the 


ram. 

23 And he slew it; and MO’-sés took of 
the blood of it, and put it upon the tip of 
Aa’-ron’s right ear, and upon the thumb 
of his right hand, and upon the great toe 
of his right foot. 

24 And he brought Aa’-ron’s sons, and 
MO’-sé8 put of the blood upon the tip of 
their right ear, and upon the thumbs of 
their right hands, and upon the great toes 
of their right feet: and M6’-sés sprinkled 
the blood upon the altar round about. 

25 And he took the fat, and the rump, 
and all the fat that was upon the inwards, 
and the caul above the liver, and the two 
kidneys, and their fat, and the right 
shoulder: 

26 And out of the basket of unleavened 
bread, that was before the Lorp, he took 
one unleavened cake, and a cake of oiled 
bread, and one wafer, and put them on 
the fat, and upon the right shoulder: 

27 And he put all upon Aa’-ron’s 
hands, and upon his sons’ hands, and 
waved them for a wave offering before 
the Lorpb. 

28 And MO’-sés took them from off 
their hands,-and burnt them on the altar 
upon the burnt offering: they were con- 
secrations for a sweet savour: it is an 
offering made by fire unto the Lorp. 

29 And M6’-sés took the breast, and 
waved it for a wave offering before the 
Lorp: for of the ram of consecration it 
was MOo’-sés’ part; as the Lorp com- 
manded M6O’-sés. 

30 And M@O’-sés took of the anointing 
oil, and of the blood which was upon the 
altar, and sprinkled it upon Aa’-ron, and 
upon his garments, and upon his sons, 
and upon his sons’ garments with him; 
and sanctified Aa’-ron, and his garments, 
and his sons, and his sons’ garments 
with him. 

31 @ And MG6’-sés said unto Aa’-ron 
and to his sons, Boil the flesh at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion: and there eat it with the bread that 
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is in the basket of consecrations, as I 
commanded, saying, Aa’-ron and his 
sons shall eat it. 

32 And that which remaineth of the 
flesh and of the bread shall ye burn with 


fire. 

33 And ye shall not go out of the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation in 
seven days, until the days of your conse- 
cration be at an end: for seven days shall 
he consecrate you. 

34 As he hath done this day, so the 
Lorp hath commanded to do, to make 
an atonement for you. 

35 Therefore shall ye abide at the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation day 
and night seven days, and keep the 
charge.of the Lorb, that ye die not: for 
so I am commanded. 

36 So Aa’-ron and his sons did all 
things which the Lorp commanded by 
the hand of M6’-sés. 


Chapter 9 


AMD it came to pass on the eighth day, 

that MO’-8és called Aa’-ron and his 
sons, and the elders of Is’-ra-él; 

2 And he said unto Aa’-ron, Take thee 
a young calf for a sin offering, and a ram 
for a burnt offering, without blemish, 
and offer them before the LorD. , 

3 And unto the children of 1Is’-ra-él 
thou shalt speak, saying, Take ye a kid of 
the goats for a sin offering; and a calf and 
a lamb, both of the first year, without 
blemish, for a burnt offering; 

4 Also a bullock and a ram for peace 
offerings, to sacrifice before the Lorp; 
and a meat offering mingled with oil: for 
to day the Lorp will appear unto you. 
_>. & And they brought that which M6’- 
sés commanded before the tabernacle of 
the congregation: and all the congrega- 
tion drew near and stood before the 
Lorpb. 

6 And MO’-8és said, This is the thing 
which the LorD commanded that ye 
should do: and the glory of the Lorp 
shall appear unto you. 

7 And M6O’-sés said unto Aa’-ron, Go 
unto the altar, and offer thy sin offering, 
and thy burnt offering, and make an 
atonement for’ thyself, and for the peo- 
ple: and offer the offering of the people, 
and make an atonement for them; as the 
LorD commanded. 

8 @ Aa’-ron therefore went unto the 
altar, and slew the calf of the sin offering, 
which was for himself. 

9 And the sons of Aa’-ron brought the 
blood unto him: and he dipped his 
finger in the blood, and put it upon the 
horns of the altar, and poured out the 
blood at the bottom of the altar: 

10 But the fat, and the kidneys, and the 
caul above the liver of the sin offering, he 
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burnt upon the altar; as the Lorp com- 
manded M6O’-sés. 

11 And the flesh and the hide he burnt 
with fire without the camp. 

12 And he slew the burnt offering ; and 
Aa’-ron’s sons presented unto him the 
blood, which he sprinkled round about 
upon the altar. 

13 And they presented the burnt of- 
fering unto him, with the pieces thereof, 
and the head: and he burnt them upon 
the altar. 

14 And he did wash the inwards and 
the legs, and burnt them upon the burnt 
offering on the altar. 

15 ¢@ And he brought the people’s of- 
fering, and took the goat, which was the 
sin offering for the people, and slew it, 
and offered it for sin, as the first. 

6 And he brought the burnt offering, 
and offered it according to the manner. 

~ 17 And he brought the meat offering, 
and took an handful thereof, and burnt 
it upon the altar, beside the burnt sacri- 
fice of the morning. 

18 He slew also the bullock and the 
ram for a sacrifice of peace offerings, 
which was for the people: and Aa’-ron’s 
sons presented unto him the blood, 

/ aba he sprinkled upon the altar round 
about, 

19 And the fat of the bullock and of the 
ram, the rump, and that which covereth 
the inwards, and the kidneys, and the 
caul above the liver: 

20 And they put the fatupon the breasts, 
and he burnt the fat upon the altar: 

21 And the breasts and the right shoul- 
der Aa’-ron waved for a wave offering be- 
fore the Lorp; as M6’-sés commanded. 

22 And Aa’-ron lifted up his hand 
toward the people, and blessed them, and 
came down from offering of the sin of- 

fering, and the burnt offering, and peace 
offerings. 7 

23 And M6’-sés and Aa’-ron went into 
the tabernacle of the congregation, and 
came out, and blessed the people: and 
the glory of the Lorp appeared unto all 
the people. 

24 And there came a fire out from be- 
fore the LorpD, and consumed upon the 
altar the burnt offering and the fat: 
which when all the people saw, they 
shouted, and fell on their faces. 


Chapter 10 


ND Na’-dab and A-bi’-ht, the sons of 
‘-ron, took either of them his 
censer, and put fire therein, and put in- 
cense thereon, and offered strange fire 
before the LorD, which he commande 
them not. 
2 And there went out fire from the 
Lorp, and devoured them, and they died 
before the LorD. i

_3 Then M6’-8é§ said unto Aa’-ron, This 
is it that the LorD spake, saying, I will 
be sanctified in them that come nigh me, 
and before all the people I will be glori- 
fied. And Aa’-ron held his peace. 
v4 And M6o’-8é$ called Mi’-sha-él1 and 
El-za’-phan, the sons of Utz’-zi-él the 
uncle of Aa’-ron, and said unto them, 
Come near, carry your brethren from be- 
fore the sanctuary out of the camp. 
_> So they went near, and carried them 
in their coats out of the camp; as M3d’- 
sés had said. 

6 And M6’-8é§ said unto Aa’-ron, and 
unto El-é-a’-zar and unto Ith’-4-mar, his 
sons, Uncover not your heads, neither 
rend your clothes; lest ye die, and lest 
wrath come upon all the people: but let 
your brethren, the whole house of I§’- 
ra-él, bewail the burning which the Lorp 
hath kindled. 

7 And ye shall not go out from the 
door of the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, lest ye die: for the anointing oil of 
the LorpD is upon you. And they did ac- 
cording to the word of MO’-sés. 

8 ¢ And the LorpD spake unto Aa’-ron, 
saying, 

9 Do not drink wine nor strong drink, 
thou, nor thy sons with thee, when ye go 
into the tabernacle of the congregation, 
lest ye die: it shall be a statute for ever 
throughout your generations: 

10 And that ye may put difference be- 
tween holy and unholy, and between un- 
clean and clean; 

11, And that ye may teach the children 
of is’-ra-é] all the statutes which the 
Lorp hath spoken unto them by the 
hand of M6O’-sés. Ky 

12 ¢ And M6o’-8és spake unto Aa’-ron, 
and unto El-é-a’-zar and unto Ith’-a- 
mar, his sons that were left, Take the 
meat offering that remaineth of the of- 
ferings of the LORD made by fire, and eat 
it without leaven beside the altar: for it 
is most holy: - 

13 And ye shall eat it in the holy place, 
because it is thy due, and thy sons’ due, 
of the sacrifices of the LorD made by 
fire: for so I am commanded. 

14 And the wave breast and heave 
shoulder shall ye eat in a clean place; 
thou, and thy sons, and thy daughters 
with thee: for they be thy due, and thy 
sons’ due, which are given out of the 
sacrifices of peace offerings of the chil- 
dren of is’-ra-él. 

15 The heave shoulder and the wave 
breast shall they bring with the offerings 
made by fire of the fat, to wave it for a 


d wave offering before the Lorp; and it 


shall be thine, and thy sons’ with thee, by 
a statute for ever; as the LorD~hath 
commanded. 

16 ¢ And M@O’-sés diligently sought the 
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goat of the sin offering, and, behold, it 
was burnt: and he was angry with El-é- 
a’-zar and ith’-4-mar, the sons of Aa’- 
ron which were left alive, saying, : 

17 Wherefore have ye not eaten the sin 
offering in the holy place, seeing it is 
most holy, and God hath given it you to 
bear the iniquity of the congregation, to 
make atonement for them before the 
LorD? 

18 Behold, the blood of it was not 
brought in within the holy place: ye 
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in the waters, that shall be an abomina- 
tion unto you. 

13 ¢ And these are they which ye shall 
have in abomination among the fowls; 
they shall not be eaten, they are an 
abomination: the eagle, and the ossi- 
frage, and the ospray, 9 

14 And the vulture, and the kite after 
his kind; 

15 Every raven after his kind; 

16 And the owl;-and the night hawk, 
and the cuckow, and the hawk after his 


should indeed have eaten it in the holy kind 


place, as 1 commanded. he) 

19 And Aa’-ron said unto M6’-8és, 
Behold, this day have they offered their 
sin offering and their burnt offering be- 
fore the Lorp; and such things have be- 
fallen me: and if I had eaten the sin of- 
fering to day, should it have been ac- 
cepted in the sight of the LorD? 

20 And when MO’-sé heard that, he 
was content. 


Chapter 11 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6’-sés and 
to Aa’-ron, saying unto them, 

2 Speak unto the children of 1s’-ra-él, 
saying, These are the beasts which ye 
shall eat among all the beasts that are on 
the earth. 

3 Whatsoever parteth the hoof, and is 
clovenfooted, and cheweth the cud, 
among the beasts, that shall ye eat. 

4 Nevertheless these shall ye not eat of 
them that chew the cud, or of them that 
divide the hoof: as the camel, because 
he cheweth the cud, but divideth not the 
hoof; he is unclean unto you. 

5 And the coney, because he cheweth 
the cud, but divideth not the hoof; he is 
unclean unto you. 

6 d the hare, because he cheweth 
the cud, but divideth not the hoof; he is 
unclean unto you. 

7 And the swine, though he divide 
the hoof, and be clovenfooted, yet he 
cheweth not the cud; he is unclean to 


you. 

8 Of their flesh shall ye not eat, and 
their carcase shall ye not touch; they are 
unclean to you. 

9 ¥. These shall ye eat of all that are in 
the waters: whatsoever hath fins and 
scales in the waters, in the seas, and in 
the rivers, them shall ye eat. 

10 And all that have not fins and 
scales in the seas, and in the rivers, of all 
that move in the waters, and of any liv- 
ing thing which is in the waters, they 
shall be an abomination unto you: 

11 They shall be even an abomination 
unto you; ye shall not eat of their flesh, 
but ye shall have their carcases in 
abomination. 

12 Whatsoever hath no fins nor scales 


nd, 
17 And the little owl, and the cormor- 
ant, and the great owl, 

18 And the swan, and the pelican, and 
the gier eagle, 

19 And the stork, the heron after her 
kind, and the lapwing, and the bat. 

20 All fowls that creep, going upon all 
four, shall be an abomination unto you. 

21 Yet these may ye eat of every avis 
creeping thing that goeth upon all four, 
which have legs above their feet, to leap 
withal upon the earth; C 

22 Even these of them ye may eat; the 
locust after his kind, and the bald locust 
after his kind, and the beetle after his 
kind, and the grasshopper after his kind. 

23 But all other flying creeping things, 
which have four feet, shall be an abom- 
ination unto you. 

24 And for these ye shall be unclean: 
whosoever toucheth the carcase of them 
shall be unclean until the even. 

25 And whosoever beareth ought of 
the carcase of them shall wash his 
clothes, and be unclean until the even. 

26 The carcases of every beast which di- 
videth the hoof, and is not clovenfooted, 
nor cheweth the cud, are unclean unto 
you: every one that toucheth them shall 
be unclean. 

27 And whatsoever goeth upon. his 
paws, among all manner of beasts that 
go on ail four, those are unclean unto 
you: whoso toucheth their carcase shall 
be unclean until the even. 

28 And he that beareth the carcase of 
them shall wash his clothes, and be un- 
clean until the even: they are unclean 
unto you. 

29 ¢ These also shall be unclean unto 
you among the creeping things that 
creep upon the earth; the weasel, and the 
mouse, and the tortoise after his kind, 

30 And the ferret, and the chameleon, 
and the lizard, and the snail, and the 
mole. 

31 These are unclean to you among all 
that creep: whosoever doth touch them 
when they be dead, shall be unclean untii 
the even. 

32 And upon whatsoever any of them, 
when they are dead, doth fall, it shall be 
unclean; whether it be any vessel of 
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wood, or raiment, or skin, or sack, what- 
soever vessel it be, wherein any work is 
done, it must be put into water, and it 
shall be unclean until the even; so it shall 
be cleansed. 

33 And every earthen vessel, whereinto 
any of them falleth, whatsoever is in it 
shall be unclean; and ye shall break it. 

34 Of all meat which may be eaten, that 
on which such water cometh shall be un- 
clean: and all drink that may be drunk in 
every such vessel shall be unclean. 

And every thing whereupon any 
part of their carcase falleth shall be un- 
clean; whether it be oven, or ranges for 
pots, they shall be broken down: for 
they are unclean, and shall be unclean 
unto you. 

36 Nevertheless a fountain or pit, 
wherein there is plenty of water, shall be 
clean: but that which toucheth their car- 

- case shall be unclean. 
37 And if any part of their carcase fall 


upon any sowing seed which is to be d 


sown, it shall be clean. 

38 But if any water be put upon the 
seed, and any part of their carcase fall 
thereon, it shal/ be unclean unto you. 

39 And if any beast, of which ye may 
eat, die; he that toucheth the carcase 
thereof shall be unclean until the even. 

40 And he that eateth of the carcase of 
it shall wash his clothes, and be unclean 
until the even: he also that beareth the 
carcase of it shall wash his clothes, and 
be unclean until the even. 

41 And every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth shall be an 
abomination; it shall not be eaten. 

42 Whatsoever goeth upon the belly, 
and whatsoever goeth upon ail four, or 
whatsoever hath more feet among all 
creeping things that creep upon the 
earth, them ye shall not eat; for they are 
an abomination. 

43 Yeshall not make your selves abomi- 
nable with any creeping thing that creep- 
eth, neither shall ye make yourselves un- 
clean with them, that ye should be de- 
filed thereby. 

44 For I am the Lorp your God: ye 
shall therefore sanctify yourselves, and 
ye shall be holy; for I am holy: neither 
shall ye defile yourselves with any man- 
ner of creeping thing that creepeth upon 
the earth. : 

45 For Iam the Lorp that bringeth you 
up out of the land of E’-gypt, to be your 
God: ye shall therefore be holy, for I am 


oly. 

46 This is the law of the beasts, and of 
the fowl, and of every living creature 
- that moveth in the waters, and of every 
creature that creepeth upon the earth: 

To make a difference between the 
unclean and the clean, and between the

beast that may be eaten and the beast 
that may not be eaten. 


Chapter 12 


ND the Lorp spake unto M@6’-sés, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of {§’-ra-él, 
saying, If a woman have conceived seed, 
and born a man child: then she shall be 
unclean seven days; according to the 
days of the separation for her infirmity 
shall she be unclean. 

3 And in the eighth day the flesh:of his 
foreskin shall be circumcised. 

4 And she shall then continue in the 
blood of her purifying three and thirty 
days; she shall touch no hallowed thing, 
nor come into the sanctuary, until the 
days of her purifying be fulfilled. 

5 But if she bear a maid child, then she 
shall be unclean two weeks, as in her sep- 
aration: and she shall continue in the 
blood of her purifying threescore and six 


ays. 
6 And when the days of her purifying 
are fulfilled, for a son, or for a daughter, 
she shall bring a lamb: of the first year 
for a burnt offering, and a young pigeon, 
or a turtledove, for a sin offering, unto 
the door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, unto the priest: 

7 Who shall offer it before the Lorp, 
and make an atonement for her; and she 
shall be cleansed from the issue of her 
blood. This is the law for her that hath 
born a male or a female. 

8 And if she be not able to bring a 
lamb, then she shall bring two turtles, or 
two young pigeons; the one for the 
burnt offering, and the other for a sin 
offering: and the priest shall make an 
atonement for her, and she shall be clean. 


Chapter 13 


ND the LorpD spake unto MO’-sés and 
Aa’-ron, saying, 

2 When a man shall have in the skin of 
his flesh a rising, a scab, or bright spot, 
and it be in the skin of his flesh like the 
plague of leprosy; then.-he shall be 
brought unto Aa’-ron the priest, or unto 
one of his sons the priests: 

3 And the priest shall look on the 
plague in the skin of the flesh: and when 
the hair in the plague is turned white, and 
the plague in sight be deeper than the 
skin of his flesh, it is a plague of leprosy: 
and the priest shall look on him, and pro- 
nounce him unclean. ady . 

4 If the bright spot be white in the skin 
of his flesh, and in sight be not deeper 
than the skin, and the hair thereof be not 
turned white; then the priest shall shut 
up him that hath the plague seven days: 

5 And the priest shall look on him the 
seventh day: and, behold, if the plague 
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in his sight be at a stay, and the plague 
spread not in the skin; then the priest 
shall shut him up seven days more: | 

6 And the priest shall look on him 
again the seventh day: and, behold, ifthe 
plague be somewhat dark, and the plague 
spread not in the skin, the priest shall 
pronounce him clean: it is but a scab: 
and he shall wash his clothes, and be 
clean. 

7 But if the scab spread much abroad 
in the skin, after that he hath been seen of 
the priest for his cleansing, he shall be 
seen of the priest again: 

8 And if the priest see that, behold, the 
scab spreadeth in the skin, then the priest 
shall pronounce him unclean: it is a 
leprosy. far 

9 ¢ When the plague of leprosy is in a 
man, then he shall be brought unto the 
priest ; 

10 And the priest shall see him: and, 
behold, if the rising be white in the skin, 
and it have turned the hair white, and 
there be quick raw flesh in the rising; 

11 It is an old leprosy in the skin of his 
flesh, and the priest shall pronounce him 
unclean, and shall not shut him up: for 
he is unclean. 

12 And ifa leprosy break out abroad in 
the skin, and the leprosy cover all the 
skin of him that hath the plague from his 
head even to his foot, wheresover the 
priest looketh; 

13 Then the priest shall consider: and, 
behold, if the leprosy have covered all 
his flesh, he shall pronounce him clean 
that hath the plague: it is all turned 
white: he is clean. 

14 But when raw flesh appeareth in 
him, he shall be unclean. 

And the priest shall see the raw 
flesh, and pronounce him to be unclean: 
for the raw flesh is unclean: it is a 
leprosy. 

16 Or if the raw flesh turn again, and 
be changed unto white, he shall come 
unto the priest; 

17 And the priest shall see him: and, 
behold, if the plague be turned into 
white; then the priest shall pronounce 
him clean that hath the plague: he is 
clean. 

18 ¢ The flesh also, in which, even in 
the skin thereof, was a boil, and is 
healed, | 

19 And in the place of the boil there be 
a white rising, or a bright spot, white, 
and somewhat reddish, and it be shewed 
to the priest; 

20 And if, when the priest seeth it, be- 
hold, it be in sight lower than the skin, 
and the hair thereof be turned white; the 
priest shall pronounce him unclean: it is 
: piaeue of leprosy broken out of the 

oil.

21 But if the priest look on it, and, be- 
hold, there be no white hairs therein, and 
if it be not lower than the skin, but be 
somewhat dark; then the priest shall 
shut him up seven days: i 

22 And if it spread much abroad in the 
skin, then the priest shall pronounce him 
unclean: it is a plague. p ‘ 

23 But if the bright spot stay in his 
place, and spread not, it is a burning boil; 
and the priest shall pronounce him clean. 

24 ¢ Or if there be any flesh, in the skin 
whereof there is a hot burning, and the 
quick flesh that burneth have a. white 
bright spot, somewhat reddish, or 
white; : 

25 Then the priest shall look upon it: 
and, behold, if the hair in the bright spot 
be turned white, and it be in sight deeper 
than the skin; it is a leprosy broken out 
of the burning: wherefore the priest shall 
pronounce him unclean: it is the plague 
of leprosy. : 

26 But if the priest look on it, and, be- 
hold, there be no white hair in the bright 
spot, and it be no lower than the other 
skin, but be somewhat dark; then the 
priest shall shut him up seven days: 

27 And the priest shall look upon him 
the seventh day: and if it be spread much 
abroad in the skin, then the priest shall 
pronounce him unclean: it is the plague 
of leprosy. 

28 And if the bright spot stay in his 
place, and spread not in the skin, but it 
be somewhat dark; it is a rising of the 
burning, and the priest shall pronounce 
him clean: for it is an inflammation of 
the burning. 

29 ¢ If a man or woman have a plague 
upon the head or the beard; 

30 Then the priest shall see the plague: 
and, behold, if it be in sight deeper than 
the skin; and there be in it a yellow thin 
hair ; then the priest shall pronounce him 
unclean: it is a dry scall, even a leprosy 
upon the head or beard. 

31 And if the priest look on the plague 
of the scall, and, behold, it be not in sight 
deeper than the skin, and that there is no 
black hair in it; then the priest shall shut 
up him that hath the plague of the scall 
seven days: 

32 And in the seventh day the priest 
shall look on the plague: and, behold, if 
the scall spread not, and there be in it no 
yellow hair, and the scall be not in sight 
deeper than the skin; 

33 He shall be shaven, but the scall 
shall he not shave; and the priest shall 
shut up him that hath the scall seven days 
more: 

34 And in the seventh day the priest 
shall look on the scall sand, behold: the 
scall be not spread in the skin, nor be in 
sight deeper than the skin; then the 
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priest shall pronounce him clean: and he 
shall wash his clothes, and be clean. 

35 But if the scall spread much in the 
_ skin after his cleansing; 

36 Then the priest shall look on him: 
and, behold, if the scall be spread in the 
skin, the priest shall not seek for yellow 
hair; he is unclean. 

37 But if the scall be in his sight at a 
stay, and that there is black hair grown 
up therein; the scall is healed, he is clean: 
and the priest shall pronounce him clean. 

38 If a man also or a woman have in 
the skin of their flesh bright spots, even 
white bright spots; 

39 Then the priest shall look: and, be- 
hold, if the bright spots in the skin of 
their flesh be darkish white; it is a 
freckled spot that groweth in the skin; 
he is clean. 
~ 40 And the man whose hair is fallen off 
his head, he is bald; yer is he clean. 

41 And he that hath his hair fallen off 
from the part of his head toward his face, 
he is forehead bald: yet is he clean. 

42 And if there be in the bald head, or 
bald forehead, a white reddish sore; it is 
a leprosy sprung up in his bald head, or 
his bald forehead. 

43 Then the priest shall look upon it: 
and, behold, if the rising of the sore be 
white reddish in his bald head, or in his 
bald forehead, as the leprosy appeareth 
in the skin of the flesh; 

44 He is a leprous man, he is unclean: 
the priest shall pronounce him utterly 
unclean; his plague is in his head. 

45 And the leper in whom the plague 
is, his clothes shall be rent, and his head 
bare, and he shall put a covering upon 
his upper lip, and shall cry, Unclean, 
unclean. E 

46 All the days wherein the plague shall 
be in him he shall be defiled; he is un- 
clean: he shall dwell alone; without the 
camp shail his habitation be. 

47 ¢ The garment also that the plague 
of leprosy is in, whether it be a woollen 
garment, or a linen garment; 

48 Whether it be in the warp, or woof; 
of linen, or of woollen ; whether in a skin, 
or in any thing made of skin; : 

49 And if the plague be greenish or 
reddish in the garment, or in the skin, 
either in the warp, or in the woof, or in 
any thing of skin; it is a plague of lep- 
rosy, and shall be shewed unto the priest: 

50 And the priest shall look upon the 
plague, and shut up it that hath the 
plague seven days: 

51 And he shall look on the plague on 
the seventh day: if the plague be spread 
in the garment, either in the warp, or in 
the woof, or in a skin, or in any work that 
is made of skin; the plague is a fretting 
leprosy; it is unclean. 
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52 He shall therefore burn that gar- 
ment, whether warp or woof, in woollen 
or in linen, or any thing of skin, wherein 
the plague is: for it is a fretting leprosy; 
it shall be burnt in the fire. 

53 And if the priest shall look, and, be- 
hold, the plague be not spread in the gar- 
ment, either in the warp, or in the woof, 
or in any thing of skin; 

54 Then the priest shall command that 
they wash the thing wherein the plague 
is, and he shall shut it up seven days 
more: 

55 And the priest shall look on the 
plague, after that it is washed: and, be- 
hold, if the plague have not changed his 
colour, and the plague be not spread; it 
is unclean; thou shalt burn it in the fire; 
it ts fret inward, whether it be bare within 
or without. 

56 And if the priest look, and, behold, 
the plague be somewhat dark after the 
washing of it; then he shall rend it out 
of the garment, or out of the skin, or out 
of the warp, or out of the woof: 

57 And if it appear still in the garment, 

either in the warp, or in the woof, or in 
any thing of skin; it is a spreading 
plague: thou shalt burn that wherein the 
plague ts with fire. 
58 And the garment, either warp, or 
woof, or whatsoever thing of skin it be, 
which thou shalt wash, if the plague 
be departed from them, then it shall 
be washed the second time, and shall be 
clean. 

59 This is the law of the plague of lep- 
rosy in a garment of woollen or linen, 
either in the warp, or woof, or any thing 
of skins, to pronounce it clean, or to pro- 
nounce it unclean. 


Chapter 14 
jee the Lorp spake unto M6’-sés, 
sayi 


ng, 

2 This shall be the law of the leper in 
the day of his cleansing: He shall be 
brought unto the priest: 

3 And the priest shall go forth out of 
the camp; and the priest shall look, and, 
behold, if the plague of leprosy be healed 
in the leper; 

4 Then shall the priest command to 
take for him that is to be cleansed two 
birds alive and clean, and cedar wood, 
and scarlet, and hyssop: 

5 And the priest shall command that 
one of the birds be killed in an earthen 
vessel over running water: 

6 As for the living bird, he shall take it, 
and the cedar wood, and the scarlet, and 
the hyssop, and shall dip them and the 
living bird in the blood of the bird. that 
was killed over the running water: 

7 And he shall sprinkle upon him that 
is to be cleansed from the leprosy seven 
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times, and shall pronounce him clean, 
and shall let the living bird loose into the 
open field. i 

8 And he that is to be cleansed shall 
wash his clothes, and shave off all his 
hair, and wash himself in water, that he 
may be clean: and after that he shall come 
into the camp, and shall tarry abroad 
out of his tent seven days. 

9 But it shall be on the seventh day, 
that he shall shave all his hair off his 
head and his beard and his eyebrows, 
even all his hair he shall shave off: and 
he shall wash his clothes, also he shall 
wash his flesh in water, and he shall be 
clean. 

10 And on the eighth day he shall take 
two he lambs without blemish, and one 
ewe lamb of the first year without blem- 
ish, and three tenth deals of fine flour for 
a meat offering, mingled with oil, and 
one log of oil. 

1 And the priest that maketh him 
clean shall present the man that is to be 
made clean, and those things, before the 
Lorp, at the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation: 

12 And the priest shall take one he 
lamb, and offer him for a trespass of- 
fering, and the log of oil, and wave them 
for a wave offering before the Lorp: 

13 And he shall slay the lamb in the 
-place where he shall kill the sin offering 
and the burnt offering, in the holy place: 
for as the sin offering is the priest’s, so is 
the trespass offering: it is most holy: 

4 And the priest shall take some of the 
blood of the trespass offering, and the 
priest shall put it upon the tip of the 
right ear of him that is to be cleansed, 
and upon the thumb of his right hand, 
and upon the great toe of his right foot: 

15 And the priest shall take some of the 
16g of oil, and pour it into the palm of 
his own left hand: 

16 And the priest shall dip his right 
finger in the oil that is in his left hand, 


and shall sprinkle of the oil with his L 


finger seven times before the Lorp: 

17 And of the rest of the oil that is in 
his hand shall the priest put upon the tip 
of the right ear of him that is to be 
cleansed, and upon the thumb of his 
right hand, and upon the great toe of his 
right foot, upon the blood of the trespass 
offering: 

18 And the remnant of the oil that is in 
the priest’s hand he shall pour upon the 
head of him that is to be cleansed: and 
the priest shall make an atonement for 
him before the Lorp. 

19 And the priest shall offer the sin of- 
fering, and make an atonement for him 
that is to be cleansed from his unclean- 
ness; and afterward he shall kill the 
burnt offering: 
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20 And the priest shall offer the burnt 
offering and the meat offering upon the 
altar: and the priest shall make an 
atonement for him, and he shall be 
clean. 

21 And if he be poor, and cannot get so 
much; then he shall take one lamb for a 
trespass offering to be waved, to make an 
atonement for him, and one tenth deal of 
fine flour mingled with oil for a meat 
offering, and a log of oil; 

22. And two turtledoves, or two young 
pigeons, such as he is able to get; and the 
one shall be a sin offering, and the other 
a burnt offering. 

23 And he shall bring them on the 
eighth. day for his cleansing unto the 
priest, unto the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation, before the Lorp. 

24 And the priest shall take the lamb of 
the trespass offering, and the log of oil, 
and the priest shall wave them for a wave 
offering before the LorpD: 

25 And he shall kill the lamb of the 
trespass offering, and the priest shall take 
some of the blood of the trespass offer- 
ing, and put it upon the tip of the right 
ear of him that is to be cleansed, and 
upon the thumb of his right hand, and 
upon the great toe of his right foot: 

26 And the priest shall pour of the oil 
into the palm of his own left hand: 

27 And the priest shall sprinkle with 
his right finger some of the oil that is in 
his left hand seven times before the 
Lorpb: 

28 And the priest shall put of the oil 
that is in his hand upon the tip of the 
right ear of him ‘that is to be cleansed, 
and upon the thumb of his right hand, 
and upon the great toe of his right foot, 
upon the place of the blood of the tres- 
pass Offering: 

29 And the rest of the oil that is in the 
priest’s hand he shall put upon the 
head of him that is to be cleansed, to 
make an atonement for him before the 
ORD. 

30 And he shall offer the one of the 
turtledoves, or of the young pigeons, 
such as he can get; 

31 Even such as he is able to get, the 
one for a sin offering, and the other for a 
burnt offering, with the meat offering: 
and the priest shall make an atonement 
for him that is to be cleansed before the 
Lorp. : 

32 This is the law of him in whom is the 
plague of leprosy, whose hand is not able 
to get that which pertaineth to his 
cleansing. 

_33 @ And the Lorp spake unto Md’- 
sés and unto Aa’-ron, saying, 

34 When ye be come into the land of 
Ca’-na-an, which I give to you for a 


. Possession, and I put the.plague of lep- 
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tosy in a house of the land of your 
possession; 

35 And he that owneth the house shall 
come and tell the priest, saying, It seem- 
eth to me there is as it were a plague in 
the house: 

36 Then the priest shall command that 
they empty the house, before the priest 
£0 into it to see the plague, that all that is 
in the house be not made unclean: and 
afterward the priest shall go in to see the 
house: 

37 And he shall look on the plague, 
and, behold, if the plague be in the walls 
of the house with hollow strakes, green- 
ish or reddish, which in sight are lower 
than the wall; 

38 Then the priest shall go out of the 
house to the door of the house, and shut 

up the house seven days: 

- 39 And the priest shall come again the 
seventh day, and shall look: and, be- 
hold, if the plague be spread in the walls 
of the house; 

40 Then the priest shall command that 
they take away the stones in which the 
plague is, and they shall cast them into 
an unclean place without the city: 

41 And he shall cause the house to be 
scraped within round about, and they 
shall pour out the dust that they scrape 
off without the city into an unclean 
place: 

42 And they shall take other stones, 
and put them in the place of those 
stones; and he shall take other morter, 
and shall plaister the house. : 

43 And if the plague come again, and 
break out in the house, after that he hath 
taken away the stones, and after he hath 
scraped the house, and after it is 
plaistered ; ; 

44 Then the priest shall come and 
look, and, behold, if the plague be 
spread in the house, it is a fretting lep- 
rosy in the house: it 7s unclean. 

45 And he shall break down the house, 
the stones of it, and the timber thereof, 
and all the morter of the house; and he 
shall carry them forth out of the city into 
an unclean place. 4 

46 Moreover he that goeth into the 
house all the while that it is shut up shall 
be unclean until the even. 

47 And he that lieth in the house shall 
wash his clothes; and he that eateth in 
the house shall wash his clothes. _ 

48 d if the priest shall come in, and 
look upon it, and, behold, the plague hath 
not spread in the house, after the house 
was plaistered: then the priest shall pro- 
nounce the house clean, because the 
plague is healed. 

49 And he shall take to cleanse the 
house two birds, and cedar wood, and 
scarlet, and hyssop: 
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_50 And he shall kill the one of the birds 
in an earthen vessel over running water: 

1 And he shall take the cedar wood, 
and the hyssop, and the scarlet, and the 
living bird, and dip them in the blood of 
the slain bird, and in the running water, 
and sprinkle the house seven times: 

52 And he shall cleanse the house with 
the blood of the bird, and with the 
running water, and with the living bird, 
and with the cedar wood, and with the 
hyssop, and with the scarlet: 

53 But he shall let go the living bird 
out of the city into the open fields, and 
make an atonement for the house: and it 
shall be clean. 

54 This is the law for all manner of 
plague of leprosy, and scall, 

55 And for the leprosy of a garment, 
and of a house, | 

56 And for a rising, and for a scab, and 
for a bright spot: 

57 To teach when it is unclean, and 
when it is clean: this is the law of 
leprosy. 


Chapter 15 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6d’-sés 
and to Aa’-ron, saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of i§’-ra-él, 
and say unto them, When any man hath 
a running issue out of his flesh, because 
of his issue he is unclean. 

3 And this shall be his uncleanness in 
his issue: whether his flesh run with his 
issue, or his flesh be stopped from his 
issue, it zs his uncleanness. 

4 Every bed, whereon he lieth that hath 
the issue, is unclean: and every thing, 
whereon he sitteth, shall be unclean. 

5 And whosoever toucheth his bed 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe himself 
in water, and be unclean until the even. 

6 And he that sitteth on any thing 
whereon he sat that hath the issue shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe himself in 
water, and be unclean until the even. 

7 And he that toucheth the flesh of him 
that hath the issue shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe himself in water, and be un- 
clean until the even. 

8 And if he that hath the issue spit up- 
on him that is clean; then he shall wash 
his clothes, and bathe himself in water, 
and be unclean until the even. 

9 And what saddle soever he rideth up- 
on that hath the issue shall be unclean. 

10 And whosoever toucheth any thing 
that was under him shall be unclean until 
the even: and he that beareth any of 
those things shall wash his clothes, and 
bathe himself in water, and be unclean 
until the.even. : 

11: And whomsoever he toucheth that 
hath the issue, and hath not rinsed his 
hands in water, he shall wash his clothes, 
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and bathe himself in water, and be un- 
clean until the even. 

12 And the vessel of earth, that he 
toucheth which hath the issue, shall be 
broken: and every vessel of wood shall 
be rinsed in water. } ; 

13 And when he that hath an issue is 
cleansed of his issue; then he shall num- 
ber to himself seven days for his cleans- 
ing, and wash his clothes, and bathe his 
flesh in running water, and shall be clean. 

14 And on the eighth day he shall take 
to him two turtledoves, or two young 
pigeons, and come before the LorpD unto 
the door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and give them unto the priest: 

15 And the priest shall offer them, the 
one for a sin offering, and the other for a 
burnt offering; and the priest shall make 
an atonement for him before the LORD 
for his issue. h 

16 And if any man’s seed of copulation 
go out from him, then he shall wash all 
his flesh in water, and be unclean until 
the even. ‘ 

17 And every garment, and every skin, 
whereon is the seed of copulation, shall 
be washed with water, and be unclean 
until the even. 

18 The woman also with whom man 
shall lie with seed of copulation, they 
shall both bathe themselves in water, and 
be unclean until the even. 

19 ¢ And ifa woman have an issue, and 
her issue in her flesh be blood, she shall 
be put apart seven days: and whosoever 
toucheth her shall be unclean until the 
even. 

20 And every thing that she lieth upon 
in her separation shall be unclean: every 
thing also that she sitteth upon shall be 
unclean. 

21 And whosoever toucheth her bed 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe himself 
in water, and be unclean until the even. 

22 And whosoever toucheth any thing 
that she sat upon shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe himself in water, and be un- 
clean until the even. 

23 And if it be on her bed, or on any 
thing whereon she sitteth, when he 
toucheth it, he shall be unclean until the 
even. 

24 And if any man lie with her at all, 
and her flowers be upon him, he shall be 
unclean seven days; and all the bed 
whereon he lieth shall be unclean. 

25 And if a woman have an issue of her 
blood many days out of the time of her 
separation, or if it run beyond the time of 
her separation; all the days of the issue 
of her uncleanness shall be as the days of 
her separation: she shall be unclean. 

26 Every bed whereon she lieth all the 
days of her issue shall be unto her as the 


bed of her separation: and whatsoever 
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she sitteth upon shall be unclean, as the 
uncleanness of her separation. 

27 And whosoever toucheth those 
things shall be unclean, and shall wash 
his clothes, and bathe himself in water, 
and be unclean until the even. y 

28 But if she be cleansed of her issue, 
then she shall number to herself seven 
days, and after that she shall be clean. 

29. And on the eighth day she shall take 
unto her two turtles, or two young 
pigeons, and bring them unto the priest, 
to the door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation. 

30 And the priest shall offer the-one for 
asin offering, and the other for a burnt 
offering; and the priest shall make an 
atonement for her before the Lorp for 
the issue of her uncleanness. 

31, Thus shall ye separate the children 
of Is’-ra-él from their uncleanness; that 
they die not in their uncleanness, when 
rel defile my tabernacle that is among 
them. 

32 This is the law of him that hath an 
issue, and of him whose seed goeth from 
him, and is defiled therewith; 

3 d of her that is sick of her 
fiowers; and of him that hath an issue, of 
the man, and of the woman, and of him 
that lieth with her that is unclean. 


Chapter 16 


jAND the Lorp spake unto M6’-8é$ 
after the death of the two sons of 
Aa’-ron, when they offered before the 
Lorp, and died; 

2 And the Lorp said unto MOd’-8és, 
Speak unto Aa’-ron thy brother, that he 
come not at all times into the holy place 
within the vail before the mercy seat, 
which is upon the ark; that he die not: 
for I will appear in the cloud upon the 
mercy seat. 

3 Thus shall, Aa’-ron come into the holy 
place: with a young bullock for a sin 
offering, and a ram for a burnt offering. 

4 He shall put on the holy linen coat, 
and he shall have the linen breeches upon 
his flesh, and shall be girded with a linen 
girdle, and with the linen mitre shall he 
be attired: these are holy garments; 
therefore shall he wash his flesh in water, 
and so put them on. 

5 And he shall take of the congregation 
of the children of is’-ra-é1 two kids of the 
goats for a sin offering, and one ram for 
a burnt offering. 

6 And Aa’-ron shall offer his bullock of 
the sin offering, which is for himself, and 
make an atonement for himself, and for 
his house. 

7 And he shall take the two goats, and 
present them before the-Lorp at the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation. 

8 And Aa’-ron shall cast lots upon the 
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two goats; one lot for the Lorp, and the 
other lot for the scapegoat. 

9 And Aa’-ron shall bring the goat 
upon which the Lorp’s lot fell, and offer 
him for a sin offering. 

10 But the goat, on which the lot fell to 
be the scapegoat, shall be presented alive 
before the LorD, to make an atonement 
with him, and to let him go for a scape- 
goat into the wilderness. 

11 And Aa’-ron shall bring the bullock 
of the sin offering, which is for himself, 
and shall make an atonement for him- 
self, and for his house, and shall kill the 
bullock of the sin offering which is for 
himself: 

12 And he shall take a censer full of 
burning coals of fire from off the altar 
before the LorpD, and his hands full of 
sweet incense beaten small, and bring it 

~ within the vail: 

13 And he shall put the incense upon 
the fire before the Lorp, that the cloud of 
the incense may cover the mercy seat 
that is upon the testimony, that he die 


not: 

14 And he shall take of the blood of the 
bullock, and sprinkle it with his finger 
upon the mercy seat eastward; and be- 
fore the mercy seat shall he sprinkle of 
the blood with his finger seven times. 

15 ¢ Then shall he kill the goat of the 
sin offering, that is for the people, and 
bring his blood within the vail, and do 
with that blood as he did with the blood 
of the bullock, and sprinkle it upon the 
mercy seat, and before the mercy seat: 

16 And he shall make an atonement for 
the holy place, because, of the unclean- 
ness of the children of I8’-ra-é], and _be- 
cause of their transgressions in all their 
sins: and so shall he do for the tabernacle 
of the congregation, that remaineth 
among them in the midst of their un- 
cleanness. : 

17 And there shall be no man in the 
tabernacle of the congregation when he 

oeth in to make an atonement in the 

oly place, until he come out, and have 
made an atonement for himself, and for 
his household, and for all the congrega- 
tion of Is’-ra-él. 

18 And he shall go out unto the altar 
that is before the Lorp, and make an 
atonement for it; and shall take of the 
blood of the bullock, and of the blood of 
the goat, and put it upon the horns of the 
altar round about. 

19 And he shall sprinkle of the blood 
upon it with his finger seven times, and 
cleanse it, and hallow it from the un- 
cleanness of the children of Is’-ra-él. 

20 @ And when he hath made an end of 
reconciling the holy place, and the taber- 
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21 And 4a’-ron shall lay both his hands 
upon the head of the live goat, and con- 
fess over him all the iniquities of the 
children of ig’-ra-él, and all their trans- 
gressions in all their sins, putting them 
upon the head of the goat, and shall send 
him away by the hand of a fit man into 
the wilderness: 

22 And the goat shall bear upon him 
all their iniquities unto a land not in- 
habited: and he shall let go the goat in 
the wilderness. 

3 And Aa’-ron shall come into the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and shall 
put off the linen garments, which he put 
on when he went into the holy place, and 
shall leave them there: 

24 And he shall wash his flesh with 
water in the holy place, and put on his 
garments, and come forth, and offer his 
burnt offering, and the burnt offering of 
the people, and make an atonement for 
himself, and for the people. 

25 And the fat of the sin offering shall 
he burn upon the altar. 

26 And he that let go the goat for the 
scapegoat shall wash his clothes, and 
bathe his flesh in water, and afterward 
come into the camp. 

27 And the bullock for the sin offering, 
and the goat for the sin offering, whose 
blood was brought in to make atone- 
ment in the holy place, shall one carry 
forth without the camp; and they shail 
burn in the fire their skins, and their 
flesh, and their dung. 

28 And he that burneth them shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe his flesh in 
water, and afterward he shall come into 
the camp. 

29 ¢ And this shall be a statute for 
ever unto you: that in the seventh month, 
on the tenth day of the month, ye shall 
afflict your souls, and do no work at all, 
whether it be one of your own country, or 
a stranger that sojourneth among you: 

30 For on that day shall the priest make 
an atonement for you, to cleanse you, 
that ye may be clean from-all your sins 
before the Lorp. 

31 It shall be a sabbath of rest unto you, 
and ye shall afflict your souls, by a stat- 
ute for ever. 

32 And the priest, whom he shall 
anoint, and whom he shall consecrate to 
minister in the priest’s office in his fa- 
ther’s stead, shall make the atonement, 
and shall put on the linen clothes, even 
the holy garments: 

33 And he shall make an atonement for 
the holy sanctuary, and he shall make an 
atonement for the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, and for the altar, and he shall 
make an atonement for the priests, and 


nacle of the congregation, and the altar, for all the people of the congregation. 


he shall bring the live’ goat: 


34 And this shall be an everlasting stat- 
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ute unto you, to make an atonement for 
the children of 1§’-ra-él for all their sins 
once a year. And he did as the LorpD 
commanded M0O’-sés. 


Chapter 17 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6O’-sés, 
saying, : 

2 Speak unto Aa’-ron, and unto his 
sons, and unto all the children of Is’- 
ra-él, and say unto them; This is the 
thing which the Lorp hath commanded, 
saying, 

3 What man soever there be of the 
house of 1s’-ra-él, that killeth an ox, or 
lamb, or goat, in the camp, or that killeth 
it out of the camp, 

4 And bringeth it not unto the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation, to 
offer an offering unto the Lorp before 
the tabernacle of the Lorp; blood shall 
be imputed unto that man; he hath shed 
blood; and that man shall be cut off 
from among his people: * 

5 To the end that the children of Is’- 
ra-él1 may bring their sacrifices, which 
they offer in the open field, even that they 
may bring them unto the LorD, unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, unto the priest, and offer them for 
peace offerings unto the Lorpb. 

6 And the priest shall sprinkle the 
blood upon the altar of the Lorpb at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, and burn the fat for a sweet savour 
unto the Lorp. 

7 And they shall no more offer their 
sacrifices unto devils, after whom they 
have gone a whoring. This shall be a 
statute for ever unto them throughout 
their generations. 

8 @ And thou shalt say unto them, 
Whatsoever man there be of the house of 
Is’-ra-él, or of the strangers which so- 
journ among you, that offereth a burnt 
offering or sacrifice, 

9 And bringeth it not unto the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation, to 
offer it unto the Lorp; even that man 
shall be cut off from among his people. 

10 ¢ And whatsoever man there be of 
the house of I8’-ra-él, or of the strangers 
that sojourn among you, that eateth any 
manner of blood; I will even set my face 
against that soul that eateth blood, and 
will cut him off from among his people. 

11 For the life of the flesh is in the 

blood: and I have given it to you upon 
the altar to make an atonement for your 
souls: for it is the blood that maketh an 
atonement for the soul. 
, 2 Therefore I said unto the children of 
1§’-ra-él, No soul of you shall eat blood, 
neither shall any stranger that sojourneth 
among you eat blood. 

13 And whatsoever man there be of the 
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children of is’-ra-él, or of the strangers 
that sojourn among you, which hunteth 
and catcheth any beast or fowl that may 
be eaten; he shall even pour out the 
blood thereof, and cover it with dust. 

4 For it is the life of all flesh; the 
blood of it is for the life thereof: there- 
fore I said unto the children of Is’- 
ra-él, Ye shall eat the blood of no man- 
ner of flesh: for the life of all flesh zs the 
blood thereof: whosoever eateth it shall 
be cut off. 

15 And every soul that eateth that 
which died of itself, or that which was 
torn with beasts, whether it be one of 
your Own country, or a stranger, he shall 
both -wash his clothes, and bathe himself 
in water, and be unclean until the even: 
then shall he be clean. 

16 But if he wash them not, nor bathe 
his flesh; then he shall bear his iniquity. 


Chapter 18 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6’-sés, 
saying, 2 

2 Speak unto the children of Is’-ra-él, 
and say unto them, I am the Lorp 
your God. 

3 After the doings of the land of 
E’-gypt, wherein ye dwelt, shall ye not 
do: and after the doings of the land of 
Ca’-na-an, whither I bring you, shall ye 
not do: neither shall ye walk in their 
ordinances. 

4 Ye shall do my judgments, and keep 
mine ordinances, to walk therein: I am 
the Lorp your God. 

5 Ye shall therefore keep my statutes, 
and my judgments: which if a man do, he 
shall live in them: I am the Lorp. 

6 @ None of you shall approach to any 
that is near of kin to him, to uncover 
their nakedness: I am the Lorp. 

7 The nakedness of thy father, or the 
nakedness of thy mother, shalt thou not 
uncover: she is thy mother; thou shalt 
not uncover her nakedness. 

The nakedness of thy father’s wife 
shalt thou not uncover: it is thy father’s 
nakedness. - 

9 The nakedness of thy sister, the 
daughter of thy father, or daughter of 
thy mother, whether she be born at home, 
or born abroad, even their nakedness 
thou shalt not uncover. 

10 The nakedness of thy son’s daugh- 
ter, or of thy daughter’s daughter, even 
their nakedness thou shalt not uncover: 
for their’s is thine own nakedness. 

11 The nakedness or thy father’s wife’s 
daughter, begotten of thy father, she is 
thy sister, thou shalt not uncover her 
nakedness. 

12 Thou shalt not uficover the naked- 
ness of thy father’s sister: she is thy fa- 
ther’s near kinswoman. 
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13 Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of thy mother’s sister: for she is thy 
mother’s near kinswoman. 

14 Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of thy father’s brother, thou shalt 
not approach to his wife: she is thine 
aunt. 

15 Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of thy daughter in law: she is thy 
son’s wife; thou shalt not uncover her 
nakedness. 

16 Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of thy brother’s wife: it is thy 
brother’s nakedness. 

17 Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of a woman and her daughter, nei- 
ther shalt thou take her son’s daughter, 
or her daughter’s daughter, to uncover 
her nakedness; for they are her near 
kinswomen: it is wickedness. 

-18 Neither shalt thou take a wife to her 
sister, to vex her, to uncover her naked- 
ness, beside the other in her life time. 

19 Also thou shalt not approach unto 
a woman to uncover her nakedness, as 
long as she is put apart for her un- 
cleanness. 

20 Moreover thou shalt not lie carnally 
with thy neighbour’s wife, to defile thy- 
self with her. 

21 And thou shalt not let any of thy 
seed pass through the fire to M6’-léch, 
neither shalt thou profane the name of 
thy God: I am the Lorp. 

22 Thou shalt not lie with mankind, as 
with womankind: it is abomination. 

23 Neither shalt thou lie with any beast 
_ to defile thyself therewith: neither shall 

any woman stand before a beast to lie 

down thereto: it is confusion. 

24 Defile not ye yourselves in any of 
these things: for in all these the nations 
are defiled which I cast out before you: 

25 And the land is defiled: therefore I 
do visit the iniquity thereof upon it, and 
the land itself vomiteth out her inhab- 
itants. 

26 Ye shall therefore keep my statutes 
and my judgments, and shall not commit 
any of these abominations; neither any of 
your own nation, nor any stranger that 
sojourneth among you: | 

27 (For all these abominations have the 
men of the land done, which were before 
you, and the land is defiled ;) 

28 That the land spue not you out also, 
when ye defile it, as it spued out the na- 
tions that were before you. 5 

29 For whosoever shall commit any of 
these abominations, even the souls that 
commit them shall be cut off from among 

-their people. ’ f 

30 Therefore shall ye keep mine ordi- 
nance, that ye commit not any one of 

these abominable customs, which were 
committed before you, and that ye de- 
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file not yourselves therein: I am the 
LorpD your God. 


Chapter 19 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6’-8é, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto all the congregation of 
the children of is’-ra-8l, and say unto 
them, Ye shall be holy: for I the Lorp 
your God am holy. 

3 ¥ Ye shall fear every man his mother, 
and his father, and keep my sabbaths: I 
am the LorpD your God. 

4 ¢ Turn ye not unto idols, nor make 
to yourselves molten gods: I am the Lorp 
your God. 

5 @ And if ye offer a sacrifice of peace 

offerings unto the Lorp, ye shall offer it 
at your own will. 
_6 It shall be eaten the same day ye offer 
it, and on the morrow: and if ought re- 
main until the third day, it shall be burnt 
in the fire. 

7 And if it be eaten at all on the third 
day, it is abominable; it shall not be 
accepted. 

8 Therefore every one that eateth it 
shall bear his iniquity, because he hath 
profaned the hallowed thing of the 
LorpD: and that soul shall be cut off from 
among his people. 

9 g And when ye reap the harvest of 
your land, thou shalt not wholly reap the 
corners of thy field, neither shalt thou 
gather the gleanings of thy harvest. 

10 And thou shalt not glean thy vine- 
yard, neither shalt thou gather every 
grape of thy vineyard; thou shalt leave 
them for the poor and stranger: I am the 
Lorp your God. 

11 @ Ye shall not steal, neither deal 
falsely, neither lie one to another. 

2 _And ye shall not swear by my 
name falsely, neither shalt thou profane 
the name of thy God: I am the Lorp. 

13 ¢ Thou shalt not defraud thy neigh- 
bour, neither rob him: the wages of him 
that is hired shall not abide with thee all 
night until the morning. __ 

14 ¥ Thou shalt not curse the deaf, nor 
put a stumblingblock before the blind, 
but shalt fear thy God: I am the Lorpb, 

15 @ Ye shall do no unrighteousness in 
judgment: thou shalt not respect the per- 
son of the poor, nor honour the person of 
the mighty: but in righteousness shalt 
thou judge thy neighbour. 

16 ¥ Thou shalt not go up and down as 
a talebearer among thy people: neither 
shalt thou stand against the blood of thy 
neighbour: I am the Lorp. ; 

17 ¢ Thou shalt not hate thy brother in 
thine heart: thou shalt in any wise_re- 
buke thy neighbour, and not suffer sin 
upon him. 

18 ¢ Thou shalt not avenge, nor bear 
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any grudge against the children of thy 
people, but thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bour as thyself: I am the Lorb. 

19 ¢ Ye shall keep my statutes. Thou 
shalt not let thy cattle gender with a di- 
verse kind: thou shalt not sow thy field 
with mingled seed: neither shall a gar- 
ment mingled of linen and woollen come 
upon thee. é t 

20 ¢ And whosoever lieth carnally with 
a woman, that is a bondmaid, betrothed 
to an husband, and not at all redeemed, 
nor freedom given her; she shall be 
scourged; they shall not be put to death, 
because she was not free. 

21 And he shall bring his trespass of- 
fering unto the Lorp, unto the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation, even 
a ram for a trespass offering. 

22 And the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for him with the ram of the tres- 
pass offering before the Lorp for his sin 
which he hath done: and the sin which 
he hath done shall be forgiven him. 

23 g@ And when ye shall come into the 
land, and shall have planted all manner 
of trees for food, then ye shall count the 
fruit thereof as uncircumcised: three 
years shall it be as uncircumcised unto 
you: it shall not be eaten of. | 

24 But in the fourth year all the fruit 
thereof shall be holy to praise the Lorp 
withal. 

25 And in the fifth year shall ye eat of 
the fruit thereof, that it may yield unto 
you the increase thereof: I am the LorpD 
your God. 

26 @ Ye shall not eat any thing with 
the blood: neither shall ye use enchant- 
ment, nor observe times. 

27 Ye shall not round the corners of 
your heads, neither shalt thou mar the 
corners of thy beard. 

28 Ye shall not make any cuttings in 
your flesh for the dead, nor print any 
marks upon you: I am the Lorp. 

29 ¢ Do not prostitute thy daughter, to 
cause her to be a whore; lest the land fall 
to whoredom, and the land become full 
of wickedness. 

30 ¥ Ye shall keep my sabbaths, and 
reverence my sanctuary: I am the Lorp. 

31 ¢ Regard not them that have fa- 
miliar spirits, neither seek after wizards, 
to be defiled by them: I am the Lorp 
your God. 

32 g@ Thou shalt rise up before the 
hoary head, and honour the face of the 
old man, and fear thy God: I am the 
Lorpb. 

33 @ And if a stranger sojourn with 
thee in your land, ye shall not vex 


im. 

34 But the stranger that dwelleth with 
you shall be unto you as one born 
among you, and thou shalt love him as

thyself; for ye were strangers in the land 
of E’-gypt: I am the Lorp your God. | 

35 ¢ Yeshall do no unrighteousness in 
judgment, in meteyard, in weight, or in 
measure. P ‘ 

36 Just balances, just weights, a just 
é’-phah, and a just hin, shall ye have: I 
am the Lorp your God, which brought 
you out of the land of E’-gypt. 

37 Therefore shall ye observe all my 
statutes, and all my judgments, and do 
them: I am the Lorpb. 


Chapter 20 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6O’-sés, 

saying, 

2 Again, thou shalt say to the children 
of is’-ra-é1, Whosoever he be of the chil- 
dren of is’-ra-él, or of the strangers that 
sojourn in Is’-ra-él, that giveth any of his 
seed unto M6O’-léch; he shall surely be 
put to death: the people of the land 
shall stone him with stones. 

3 And I will set my face against that 
man, and will cut him off from among his 
people; because he hath given of his seed 
unto M6’-léch, to defile my sanctuary, 
and to profane my holy name. 

4 And if the people of the land do any 
ways hide their eyes from the man, when 
he giveth of his seed unto Mo’-léch, and 
kill him not: 

5 Then I will set my face against that 
man, and against his family, and will cut 
him off, and all that go a whoring after 
him, to commit whoredom with M6’- 
léch, from among their people. 

6 @ And the soul that turneth after 
such as have familiar spirits, and after 
wizards, to go a whoring after them, I 
will even set my face against that soul, 
and will cut him off from among his 
people. 

7 4 Sanctify yourselves therefore, and 
be ye holy: for I am the Lorp your God. 

8 And ye shall keep my statutes, and 
do them: I am the LorD which sanctify 
you. f 

9 ¢ For every one that curseth his fa- 
ther or his mother shall be surely put to 
death: he hath cursed his father or his 
mother; his blood shail be upon him. 

10 ¢ And the man that committeth 
adultery with another man’s wife, even he 
that committeth adultery with his neigh- 
bour’s wife, the adulterer and the 
adulteress shall surely be put to death. 

1 And the man that lieth with his fa- 
ther’s wife hath uncovered his father’s 
nakedness: both of them shall surely be 
pus to death; their blood shall be upon 

em. 

12 And if a man lie with his daughter in 
law, both of them shall surely be put to 
death: they have wrought confusion; 
their blood shall be upon them. 
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13 Ifa man also lie with mankind, as he 
lieth with a woman, both of them have 
committed an abomination: they shall 
surely be put to death; their blood shail 
be upon them. 

14 And if a man take a wife and her 
mother, it is wickedness: they shall be 
burnt with fire, both he and they; that 
there be no wickedness among you. 

15 And if a man lie with a beast, he 
shall surely be put to death: and ye shall 
slay the beast. 

6 And if a woman approach unto any 
beast, and lie down thereto, thou shalt 
kill the woman, and the beast: they shall 
surely be put to death; their blood shail 
be upon them. 

17 And if a man shall take his sister, 
his father’s daughter, or his mother’s 
daughter, and see her nakedness, and she 
see his nakedness; it is a wicked thing; 
and they shall be cut off in the sight of 
their people: he hath uncovered his 
sister’s nakedness; he shall bear his 
iniquity. 

18 And if a man shall lie with a woman 
having her sickness, and shall uncover 
her nakedness; he hath discovered her 
fountain, and she hath uncovered the 
fountain of her blood: and both of them 
shall be cut off from among their people. 

19 And thou shalt not uncover the 
nakedness of thy mother’s sister, nor of 
thy father’s sister: for he uncovereth his 
near kin: they shall bear their iniquity. 

20 And if a man shall lie with his 
uncle’s wife, he hath uncovered his 
uncle’s nakedness: they shall bear their 
- sin; they shall die childless. 

21 And if aman shall take his brother’s 
wife, it is an unclean thing: he hath un- 
covered his brother’s nakedness; they 
shall be childless. 

22 @ Ye shall therefore keep all my 
statutes, and all my judgments, and do 
them: that the land, whither I bring you 
to dwell therein, spue you not out. 

23 And ye shall not walk in the man- 
ners of the nation, which I cast out be- 
fore you: for they committed all these 
things, and therefore I abhorred them. 

4 But I have said unto you, Ye shall 
inherit their land, and I will give it unto 
you to possess it, a land that floweth with 
milk and honey: I am the Lorp your 
“God, which have separated you from 
other people. 2 

25 Ye shall therefore put difference be- 
tween clean beasts and unclean, and be- 
tween unclean fowls and clean: and ye 
shall not make your souls abominable by 
beast, or by fowl, or by any manner of 
‘living thing that creepeth on the ground, 
which I have separated from you as 
unclean.’ 

26 And ye shall be holy unto me: for L 
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the LorD am holy, and have severed you 
from other people, that ye should be 
mine. 

27 ¢ Aman also or woman that hath a 
familiar spirit, or that is a wizard, shall 
surely be put to death: they shall stone 
them with stones: their blood shall be 
upon them. 


Chapter 21 


AND the Lorp said unto M6’-8é8, 
Speak unto the priests the sons of 
Aa’-ron, and say unto them, There shall 
none be defiled for the dead among his 
people: 

2 But for his kin, that is near unto him, 
that is, for his mother, and for his fa. 
ther, and for his son, and for his daugh- 
ter, and for his brother, 

3 And for his sister a virgin, that is nigh 
unto him, which hath had no husband; 
for her may he be defiled. 

4 But he shall not defile himself, being a 
chief man among his people, to profane 
himself. 

5 They shall not make baldness upon 
their head, neither shall they shave off the 
corner of their beard, nor make any cut- 
tings in their flesh. 

6 They shall be holy unto their God, 
and not. profane the name of their God: 
for the offerings of the Lorp made by 
fire, and the bread of their God, they do 
offer: therefore they shall be holy. 

7 They shall not take a wife that is a 
whore, or profane; neither shall they 
take a woman put away from her hus- 
band: for he is holy unto his God. 

8 Thou shalt sanctify him therefore: for 
he offereth the bread of thy God: he shall 
be holy unto thee: for I the Lorp, which 
sanctify you, am holy. 

9 gq And the daughter of any priest, if 
she profane herself by playing the whore, 
she profaneth her father: she shall be 
burnt with fire. 

10 And he that is the high priest among- 
his brethren, upon whose head the 
anointing oil was poured, and that is 
consecrated to put on the garments, shall 
not uncover his head, nor rend his 
clothes; 

11 Neither shall he go in to any dead 
body, nor defile himself for his father, or 
for his mother; 

12 Neither shall he go out of the sanc- 
tuary, nor profane the sanctuary of his 
God; for the crown of the anointing oil 
of his God is upon him: I am the Lorp. 

13 And he shall take a wife in her vir- 
ginity. 

14 A widow, or a divorced woman, or 
profane, or an harlot, these shall he not 
take: but he shall take a virgin of his own 
people to wife. : 

15 Neither shall he profane his seed 
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among his people: for I the Lorp do 
sanctify him. 2 

16 @ And the Lorp spake unto M6’- 
séS, saying, ; 

17 Speak unto Aa’-ron, saying, Whoso- 
ever he be of thy seed in their generations 
that hath any blemish, let him not ap- 
proach to offer the bread of his God. 

18 For whatsoever man he be that hath 
a blemish, he shall not approach: a 
blind man, or a lame, or-he that hath a 
flat nose, or any thing superfluous, 

19 Or a man that is brokenfooted, or 
brokenhanded, 

20 Or crookbackt, or a dwarf, or that 
hath a blemish in his eye, or be scurvy, 
or scabbed, or hath his stones broken; 

21 No man that hath a blemish of the 
seed of Aa’-ron the priest shall come nigh 
to offer the offerings of the Lorp made 
by fire: he hath a blemish; he shall not 
come nigh to offer the bread of his God. 

22 He shall eat the bread of his God, 
both of the most holy, and of the holy. 

23 Only he shall not go in unto the vail, 
nor come nigh unto the altar, because he 
hath a blemish; that he profane not my 
sanctuaries: for I the Lorp do sanctify 
them. ‘ 

24 And M6’-sés told it unto Aa’-ron, 
and to his sons, and unto all the children 
of {s’-ra-él. 


Chapter 22 


ND the Lorp spake unto MO’-sés, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto Aa’-ron and to his sons, 
that they separate themselves from_the 
holy things of the children of Is’-ra-él, 
and that they profane not my holy name 
in those things which they hallow unto 
me: I am the Lorp. 

3 Say unto them, Whosoever he be of 
all your seed among your generations, 
that goeth unto the holy things, which 
the chidren of IS’-ra-é]1 hallow unto the 
Lorp, having his uncleanness upon him, 
that soul shall be cut off from my pres- 
ence: I am the Lorp. 

4 What man soever of the seed of 
Aa’-ron is a leper, or hath a running 
issue; he shall not eat of the holy things, 
until he be clean. And whoso toucheth 
any thing that is unclean by the dead, or 
a man whose seed goeth from him; 

5 Or whosoever toucheth any creeping 
thing, whereby he may be made unclean, 
or a man of whom he may take unclean- 
ness, whatsoever uncleanness he hath; 

6 The soul which hath touched any 
such shall be unclean until even, and shall 
not eat of the holy things, unless he wash 
his flesh with water. 

7 And when the sun is down, he shall 
be clean, and shall afterward eat of the 
holy things; because it is his food. 
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8 That which dieth of itself, or is torn 
with beasts, he shall not eat to defile him- 
self therewith: I am the LorpD. : 

9 They shall therefore keep mine 
ordinance, lest they bear sin for it, and 
die therefore, if they profane it: I the 
Lorp do sanctify them. 

10 There shall no stranger eat of the 
holy thing: a sojourner of the priest, or 
an hired servant, shall not eat of the holy 
thing. ~ 

11 But if the priest buy any soul with 
his money, he shall eat of it, and he that 
is born in his house: they shall eat of his 
meat. 

12 If the priest’s daughter also be mar- 
ried unto a stranger, she may not eat of 
an offering of the holy things. 

13 But if the priest’s daughter be a 
widow, or divorced, and have no child, 
and is returned unto her father’s house, 
as in her youth, she shall eat of her fa- 
ther’s meat: but there shall no stranger 
eat thereof. 

14 9 And if a man eat of the holy thing 
unwittingly, then he shall put the fifth 
part thereof unto it, and shall give it unto 
the priest with the holy thing. 

15 And they shall not profane the holy 
things of the children of Is’-ra-él, which 
they offer unto the Lorp; 

16 Or suffer them to bear the iniquity of 
trespass, when they eat their holy things: 
for I the Lorp do sanctify them. 

17 ¢ And the LorpD spake unto M6’- 
sés, saying, 

18 Speak unto Aa’-ron, and to his sons, 
and unto all the children of 1§’-ra-él, and 
say unto them, Whatsoever he be of the 
house of I8’-ra-él, or of the strangers in 
Is’-ra-él, that will offer his oblation for 
all his vows, and for all his freewill of- 
ferings, which they will offer unto the 
Lorp for a burnt offering; 

19-Ye shall offer at your own will a 
male without blemish, of the beeves, of 
the sheep, or of the goats. 

20 But whatsoever hath a blemish, that 
shall ye not offer: for it shall not be ac- 
ceptable for you. 

21 And whosoever offereth a sacrifice 

of peace offerings unto the LorD to ac- 
complish his vow, or a freewill offering in 
beeves or sheep, it shall be perfect to be 
accepted; there shall be no_ blemish 
therein. 
_22 Blind, or broken, or mained, or hav- 
ing a wen, or scurvy, or scabbed, ye shall 
not offer these unto the Lorp, nor make 
an offering by fire of them upon the altar 
unto the Lorpb. 

23 Either a bullock or a lamb that hath 
any thing superfluous or lacking in his 
parts, that mayest thou offer for a free- 
will offering; but fora vow it shall not 
be accepted. 5

The Sabbath and Feasts of the Lord 


24 Ye shall not offer unto the Lorp 
that which is bruised, or crushed, or 
broken, or cut; neither shall ye make any 
offering thereof in your land. 

25 Neither from a stranger’s hand shall 
ye offer the bread of your God of any of 
these; because their corruption is in 
them, and blemishes be in them: they 
shall not be accepted for you. 

,26 @ And the Lorp spake unto M6d’- 
sés, saying, 

27 When a bullock, or a sheep, or a 
goat, is brought forth, then it shall be 
seven days under the dam; and from the 
eighth day and thenceforth it shall be ac- 
cepted for an offering made by fire unto 
the Lorp. 

28 And whether it be cow or ewe, ye 
shall not kill it and her young both in one 


ay. 
29 And when ye will offer a sacrifice

30 On the same day it shall be eaten up; 
ye shall leave none of it until the morrow: 
I am the Lorn. 

31 Therefore shall ye keep my com- 

mandments, and do them: I am the 
Lorp. 
_ 32 Neither shall ye profane my holy 
name; but I will be hallowed among the 
children of fs’-ra-é1: I am the LorpD which 
hallow you, 

33 That brought you out of the land 
of E’-gypt, to be your God: I am the 

ORD. . 


Chapter 23 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6’-8és, 
saying, i 

2 Speak unto the children of I8’-r4-él, 
and say unto them, Concerning the feasts 
of the Lorpb, which ye shall proclaim to 
be holy convocations, even these are my 
feasts. 

3, Six days shall work be done: but the 
seventh day is the sabbath of rest, an 
holy convocation; ye shall do no work 
therein: it is the sabbath of the Lorp in 
all your dwellings. 

4 @ These are the feasts of the Lorp, 
even holy convocations, which ye shall 
proclaim in their seasons. 

5 In the fourteenth day of the first 
month at even is the LorpD’s passover. 

6 And on the fifteenth day of the same 
month is the feast of unleavened bread 
unto the LorpD: seven days ye must eat 
unleavened bread. 

7 In the first day ye shall have an holy 
convocation: ye shall do no servile work 
therein. ’ 
- 8 But ye shall offer an offering made by 

fire unto the Lorp seven days: in the 
seventh day is an holy convocation: ye 
shall do no servile work therein. 
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9 ¢ And the LorD spake unto MOoO’-sés, 
saying, 

10 Speak unto the children of is’-ra-él, 
and say unto them, When ye be come in- 
to the land which I give unto you, and 
shall reap the harvest thereof, then ye 
shall bring a sheaf of the firstfruits of 
your harvest unto the priest: 

11_And he shall wave the sheaf before 
the LorD. to be accepted for you: on the 
morrow after the sabbath the priest shall 
wave it. 

12 And ye shall offer that day when ye 
wave the sheaf an he lamb without blem- 
ish of the first year for a burnt offering 
unto the Lorp. 

13 And the meat offering thereof shall 
be two tenth deals of fine flour mingled 
with oil, an offering made by fire unto 
the LorD for a sweet savour: and the 
drink offering thereof shall be of wine, 
the fourth part of an hin. 

14 And ye shall eat neither bread, nor 
parched corn, nor green ears, until the 
selfsame day that ye have brought an 
offering unto your God: it shall be a 
statute for ever throughout your genera- 
tions in all your dwellings. 

15 ¢@ And ye shall count unto you from 
the morrow after the sabbath, from the 
day that ye brought the sheaf of the wave 
na ierindnd seven sabbaths shall be com- 
plete: 

16 Even unto the morrow after the 
seventh sabbath shall ye number fifty 
days; and ye shall offer a new meat of- 
fering unto the Lorpb. 

17 Ye shall bring out of your habita- 
tions two wave loaves of two tenth deals: 
they shall be of fine flour; they shall be 
baken with leaven; they are the first- 
fruits unto the Lorp. 

18 And ye shall offer with the bread 
seven lambs without blemish of the first 
year, and one young bullock, and two 
rams: they shall be for a burnt offering 
unto the LORD, with their meat offering, 
and their drink offerings, even an offering 
made by fire, of sweet savour unto the 
Lorp. ; 

19 Then ye shall sacrifice one kid of the 
goats for a sin offering, and two lambs of 
the first year for a sacrifice of peace of- 
ferings. 

20 And the priest shall wave them with 
the bread of the firstfruits for a wave of- 
fering before the Lorp, with the two 
lambs: they shall be holy to the Lorp for 
the priest. 

21 And ye shall proclaim on the self- 
same day, that it may be an holy con- 
vocation unto you: ye shall do no servile 
work therein: it shall be a statute for ever 
in all your dwellings throughout your. 
generations. 

2 f And when ye reap the harvest of 
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your land, thou shalt not make clean 
riddance of the corners of thy field when 
thou reapest, neither shalt thou gather 
any gleaning of thy harvest: thou shalt 
leave them unto the poor, and to the 
stranger: I am the Lorp your God. 

23 @ And the Lorp spake unto M6O’- 
sés, saying, 2 A 

24 Speak unto the children of 18’-ra-él, 
saying, In the seventh month, in the first 
day of the month, shall ye have a sab- 
bath, a memorial of blowing of trumpets, 
an holy convocation. 

25 Ye shall do no servile work therein: 
but ye shall offer an offering made by 
fire unto the LorpD. 

26.9 And the Lorp spake unto M36’- 
SéS, saying, f 

27 Also on the tenth day of this seventh 
month there shall be a day of atonement: 
it shall be an holy convocation unto you; 
and ye shall afflict your souls, and offer 
an offering made by fire unto the 
Lorp. 

28 And ye shall do no work in that 
same day: for it is a day of atonement, to 
make an atonement for you before the 
Lorp your God. 

29 For whatsoever soul it be that shall 
not be afflicted in that same day, he shall 
be cut off from among his people. 

30 And whatsoever soul it be that doeth 
any work in that same day, the same soul 
will I destroy from among his people. 

31 Ye shall do no manner of work: it 
shall be a statute for ever throughout 
your generations in all your dwellings. 

32 It shall be unto you a sabbath of 
rest, and ye shall afflict your souls: in the 
ninth day of the month at even, from 
even unto even, shall ye celebrate your 
sabbath. 

33 @ And the Lorp spake unto M6o’- 
Sé8, saying, § 

34 Speak unto the children of Is’-ra-él, 
saying, The fifteenth day of this seventh 
month shall be the feast of tabernacles 
for seven days unto the Lorp. 

5 On the first day shall be an holy 
convocation: ye shall do no servile 
work therein. 

36 Seven days ye shall offer an offering 
made by fire unto the Lorp: on the 
eighth day shall be an holy convocation 
unto you; and ye shall offer an offering 
made by fire unto the LorD: it is a sol- 
emn assembly; and ye shall do no servile 
work therein. 

37 These are the feasts of the Lorn, 
which ye shall proclaim to be holy con- 
vocations, to offer an offering made by 
fire unto the LorD, a burnt offering, and 
a meat offering, a sacrifice, and drink 
offerings, every thing upon his day: 

38 Beside the sabbaths of the Lorp, 
and beside your gifts, and beside all your 
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vows, and beside all your freewill offer- 
ings, which ye give unto the LorD. 

39 Also in the fifteenth day of the 
seventh month, when ye have gathered in 
the fruit of the land, ye shall keep a feast 
unto the LorpD seven days: on the first 
day shall be a sabbath, and on the eighth 
day shall be a sabbath. 

40 And ye shall take you on the first 
day the boughs of goodly trees, branches 
of palm trees, and the boughs of thick 
trees, and willows of the brook; and ye 
shall rejoice before the Lorp your God 
seven days. 

41 And ye shall keep it a feast unto the 
LorD seven days in the year. It shall bea 
statute for ever in your generations: ye 
shall celebrate it in the seventh month. 

42 Ye shall dwell in booths seven days; 
all that are I§’-ra-él-ites born shall dwell 
in booths: 

43 That your generations may know 
that I made the children of Is’-ra-él to 
dwell in booths, when I brought them 
out of the land of £’-gypt: I am the Lorp 
your God. 

44 And MO’-sé§ declared unto the chil- 
dren of Is’-ra-él the feasts of the Lorp. 


Chapter 24 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6’-sé§&, 
saying, é 

2 Command the children of I§’-ra-él, 
that they bring unto thee pure oil olive 
beaten for the light, to cause the lamps to 
burn continually. 

3 Without the vail of the testimony, in 
the tabernacle of the congregation, shall 
Aa’-ron order it from the evening unto 
the morning before the Lorp contin- 
ually: it shall be a statute for ever in your 
generations. 

4 He shall order the lamps upon the 
pure candlestick before the Lorp con- 
tinually. 

5 ¢ And thou shalt take fine flour, and 
bake twelve cakes thereof: two tenth 


. deals shall be in one cake. 


6 And thou shalt set them in two rows, 
six ON a row, upon the pure table before 
the Lorp. 

7 And thou shalt put pure frankincense 
upon each row, that it may be on the 
bread for a memorial, even an offering 
made by fire unto the Lorp. 

8 Every sabbath he shall set it in order 
before the Lorp continually, being taken 
from the children of {8’-ra-&l by an ever- 
lasting covenant. 

9 And it shall be Aa’-ron’s and his 
sons’; and they shall eat it in the holy 
place: for it is most holy unto him of the 
offerings of the LorD made by fire by a 
perpetual statute. 

10 ¢ And the son of an {is-ra-8]-i’-tish 
woman, whose father was an £’-gyp’-fian,

went out among the children of {§’-ra-él: 
and this son of the {s-ra-él-i’-tish woman 
and a man of Is’-ra-él strove together in 
the camp; , 

11 And the Is-ra-él-i’-tish woman’s son 
blasphemed the name of the LORD, and 
cursed. And they brought him unto Mo’- 
Sé§: (and his mother’s name was Shé- 
16’-mith, the daughter of Dib’-ri, of the 
tribe of Dan:) 

12 And they put him in ward, that the 
mind of the Lorp might be shewed 


them. 
13 And the Lorp spake unto M6’-8és, 


saying, 

14 Bring forth him that hath cursed 
without the camp; and let all that heard 
him lay their hands upon his head, and 
let all the congregation stone him. 

15 And thou shalt speak unto the chil- 
dren of {8’-ra-él, saying, ‘Whosoever 
~ curseth his God shall bear his sin. 

16 And he that blasphemeth the name 
of the Lorn, he shall surely be put, to 
death, and all the congregation shall 
certainly stone him: as well the stranger, 
as he that is born in the land, when he 
blasphemeth the name of the LORD, 
shall be put to death. 

- 17 @ And he that killeth any man shall 
surely be put to death. 

18 And he that killeth a beast shall 
make it good; beast for beast. 

19 And if a man cause a blemish in his 
neighbour; as he hath done, so shall it be 
done to him; 

20 Breach for breach, eye for eye, tooth 
for tooth: as he hath caused a blemish in 
a man, so shall it be done to him again. 

21 And he that killeth a beast, he shall 
restore it: and he that killeth a man, he 
shall be put to death. 

22 Ye shall have one manner of law, as 
well for the stranger, as for one of your 
own country: for I am the Lorp your 


od. 

23 ¢ And M6O’-sés spake to the children 
of i§’-ra-él, that they should bring forth 
him that had cursed out of the camp, and 
stone him with stones. And the children 
of s’-ra-é] did as the Lorp commanded 
MO’-sés. 

Chapter 25 


AND the Lorp spake unto M6’-8é8 in 
mount Si’-n4i, saying, of 

2 Speak unto the children of Is’-ra-él, 
and say unto them, When ye come 
into the land which I give you, then 
shall the land keep'a sabbath unto the 
Lorb. 

3 Six years thou shalt sow thy field, 
and six years thou shalt prune thy vine- 
yard, and gather in the fruit thereof; 

4 But in the seventh year shall be a sab- 
bath of rest unto the land, a sabbath for 
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the Lorp: thou shalt neither sow thy 
field, nor prune thy vineyard. 

5 That which groweth of its own ac- 
cord of thy harvest thou shalt not reap, 
neither gather the grapes of thy vine un- 
Leite for it is a year of rest unto the 
and, 

6 And the sabbath of the land shall be 
meat for you; for thee, and for thy ser- 
vant, and for thy maid, and for thy hired 
servant, and for thy stranger that so- 
journeth with thee, 

7 And for thy cattle, and for the beast 
that are in thy land, shall all the increase 
thereof be meat. 

8 ¥ And thou shalt number seven sab- 
baths of years unto thee, seven times 
seven years; and the space of the seven 
sabbaths of years shall be unto thee 
forty and nine years. 

9 Then shalt thou cause the trumpet of 
the ja’-bi-lé to sound on the tenth day 
of the seventh month, in the day of 
atonement shall ye make the trumpet 
sound throughout all your land. 

10 And ye shall hallow the fiftieth year, 
and proclaim liberty throughout a// the 
land unto all the inhabitants thereof: it 
shall be a ja’-bi-lé unto you; and ye shall 
return every man unto his possession, 
and je shall return every man unto his 
family. : 

11 A jd’-bi-lé shall that fiftieth year be 
unto you: ye shall not sow, neither reap 
that which groweth of itself in it, nor 
gather the grapes in it of thy vine un- 
dressed. 

12 For it is the ji’-bi-lé; it shall be holy 
unto you: ye shall eat the increase thereof 
out of the field. ’ 

13 In the year of this jG’-bi-lé ye 
shall return every man unto his’ posses- 
sion. 

14 And if thou sell ought unto thy 
neighbour, or buyest ought of thy neigh- 
bour’s hand, ye shall not oppress one 
another: . 

15 According to the number of years 
after the ja’-bi-lé thou shalt buy of thy 
neighbour, and according. unto the num- 
ber of years of the fruits he shall sell 
unto thee: 

16 According to the multitude of years 
thou shalt increase the price thereof, and 
according to the fewness of years thou 
shalt diminish the price of it: for accord- 
ing to the number of the years of the 
fruits doth he sell unto thee. 

17 Ye shall not therefore oppress one 
another; but thou shalt fear thy God: for 
I am the Lorp your God. 

18 ¢ Wherefore ye shall do my stat- 
utes, and keep my judgments, and do 
them; and ye shall dwell in the land in 
safety. J : 

19 And the land shall yield her fruit, 
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and ye shall eat your fill, and dwell there- 
in in safety. 

20 And if ye shall say, What shall we 
eat the seventh year? behold, we shall 
not sow, nor gather in our increase: | 

21 Then I will command my blessing 
upon you in the sixth year, and it shall 
bring forth fruit for three years. 

22 And ye shall sow the eighth year, 
and eat yet of old fruit until the ninth 
year; until her fruits come in ye shall eat 
of the old store. 

23 @ The land shall not be sold for 
ever: for the land is mine; for ye are 
strangers and sojourners with me. 

24 And in all the land of your pos- 
session ye shall grant a redemption for 
the land. 

25 @ If thy brother be waxen poor, and 
hath sold away some of his possession, 
and if any of his kin come to redeem it, 
then shall he redeem that which his 
brother sold. 

26 And if the man have none to re- 
deem it, and himself be able to redeem 


1t; 

27 Then let him count the years of the 
sale thereof, and restore the overplus un- 
to the man to whom he sold it; that he 
may return unto his possession. 

28 But if he be not able to restore it to 
him, then that which is sold shall remain 
in the hand of him that hath bought it 
until the year of ja’-bi-lé: and in the ja’- 
bi-lé it shall go out, and he shall return 
unto his possession. 

29 And if a man sell a dwelling house 
in a walled city, then he may redeem it 
within a whole year after it is sold; within 
a full year may he redeem it. 

30 And if it be not redeemed within the 
space of a full year, then the house that is 
in the walled city shall be established for 
ever to him that bought it throughout his 
generations: it shall not go out in the 
ja’-bi-lé. 

31 But the houses of the villages which 
have no wall round about them shall be 
counted as the fields of the country: they 
may be redeemed, and they shall go out 
in the ja’-bi-lé. 

32 Notwithstanding the cities of the 
Lé’-vites, and the houses of the cities of 
their possession, may the Lé’-vites re- 
deem at any time. 

And if a man purchase of the Lé’- 
vites, then the house that was sold, and 
the city of his possession, shall go out in 
the year of ji’-bi-lé: for the houses of the 


cities of the Lé’-vites are their possession him 


among the children of Is’-ra-él. 

34 But the field of the suburbs of their 
cities may not be sold; for it is their per- 
petual possession. 

35 ¢ And if thy brother be waxen poor, 


and fallen in decay with thee; then thou 
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shalt relieve him: yea, though he be a 
stranger, or a sojourner; that he may 
live with thee. i , 

36 Take thou no usury of him, or in- 
crease: but fear thy God; that thy 
brother may live with thee. 

37 Thou shalt not give him thy money 
upon usury, nor lend him thy victuals for 
increase. ; 

38 I am the Lorp your God, which 
brought you forth out of the land of 
E’-gypt, to give you the land of Ca’- 
na-an, and to be your God. 

39 ¢ And if thy brother that dwelleth by 
thee be waxen poor, and be sold unto 
thee; thou shalt not compel him to serve 
as a bondservant: 

40 But as an hired servant, and as a so- 
journer, he shall be with thee, and shall 
serve thee unto the year of jii’-bi-lé: 

41 And then shall he depart from thee, 
both he and his children with him, and 
shall return unto his own family, and 
unto the possession of his fathers shall 
he return. 

42 For they are my servants, which I 
brought forth out of the land of E’-gypt: 
they shall not be sold as bondmen. 

Thou shalt not rule over him with 
rigour; but shalt fear thy God. 

44 Both thy bondmen, and thy bond- 
maids, which thou shalt have, shall be of 
the heathen that are round about you; of 
them shall ye buy bondmen and bond- 
maids. 

45 Moreover of the children of the 
strangers that do sojourn among you, of 
them shall ye buy, and of their families 
that are with you, which they begat in 
your land: and they shall be your 
possession. 

6 And ye shall take them as an in- 
heritance for your children after you, to 
inherit them for a possession; they shall 
be your bondmen for ever: but over 
your brethren the children of i§’-ra-él, ye 
shall not rule one over another with 
rigour. 

47 ¢ And if a sojourner or stranger wax 
rich by thee, and thy brother that dwell- 
eth by him wax poor, and sell himself 
unto the stranger or sojourner by thee, or 
to the stock of the stranger’s family: 

48 After that he is sold he may be re- 
deemed again; one of his brethren may 
redeem him: 

49 Either his uncle, or his uncle’s son, 
may redeem him, or any that is nigh of 
kin unto him of his family may redeem 
im; or if he be able, he may redeem 
himself. 

50 And he shall reckon with him that 
bought him from the year that he was 
sold to him unto the year of ja’-bi-lé: and 
the price of his sale shall be according 
unto the number of years, according to 
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the time of an hired servant shall it be 
with him. 

51 If there be yet many years behind, ac- 
cording unto them he shall give again the 
price of his redemption out of the money 
that he was bought for. 

52 And if there remain but few years 
unto the year of jii’-bi-lé, then he shall 
count with him, and according unto his 
years shall he give him again the price of 
his redemption. 

53 And as a yearly hired servant shall 
he be with him: and the other shall not 
rule with rigour over him in thy sight. 

54 And if he be not redeemed in these 
years, then he shall go out in the year of 
ja’-bi-lé, both he, and his children with 


55 For unto me the children of I§’-ra-él 
are servants; they are my servants whom 
I brought forth out of the land of 
-E’-gypt: I am the LorpD your God. 


Chapter 26 


VE shall make you no idols nor graven 
image, neither rear you up a standing 
image, neither shall ye set up any image 
of stone in your land, to bow down unto 
it: for I am the LorpD your God. 

_2 @ Ye shall keep my sabbaths, and 
reverence my sanctuary: I am the Lorp. 

3 ¢ If ye walk in my statutes, and keep 
my commandments, and do them; 

4 Then I will give you rain in due 
season, and the land shall yield her in- 
crease, and the trees of.the field shall 
yield their fruit. 

5 And your threshing shall reach unto 
the vintage, and the vintage shall reach 
unto the sowing time: and ye shall eat 
your bread to the full, and dwell in your 
land safely. i ‘ 

6 And I will give peace in the land, and 
ye shall lie down, and none shall make 
you afraid: and I will rid evil beasts out 
of the land, neither shall the sword go 
through your land. : 

7 And ye shall chase your enemies, and 
they shall fall before you by the sword. 

8 And five of you shall chase an hun- 
dred, and an hundred of you shall put 
ten thousand to flight: and your enemies 
shall fall before you by the sword. 

9 For I will have respect unto you, and 
make you fruitful, and multiply you, and 
establish my covenant with you. : 

10 And ye shall eat old store, and bring 
forth the old because of the new. 

11 And I will set my tabernacle among 
you: and my soul shall not abhor you. 

12 And I will walk among you, and 
will be your God, and ye shall be my 
people. , 

13 I am the Lorp your God, which 
brought you forth out of the land of 
E’-gypt, that ye should not be their bond- 
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men; and I have broken the bands of 
your yoke, and made you go upright. 

14 ¢ But if ye will not hearken unto 
me, and will not do all these command- 
ments; 

15 And if ye shall despise my statutes, 
or if your soul abhor my judgments, so 
that ye will not do all my command- 
ments, but that ye break my covenant: 

16 I also will do this unto you; I will 
even appoint over you terror, consump- 
tion, and the burning ague, that shall 
consume the eyes, and cause sorrow of 
heart: and ye shall sow your. seed in 
vain, for your enemies shall eat it. 

17 And I will set my face against you, 
and ye shall be slain before your ene- 
mies: they that hate you shall reign over 
you; and ye shall flee when none pur- 
sueth you. 

18 And if ye will not yet for all this 
hearken unto me, then I will punish you 
seven times more for your sins. 

19 And I will break the pride of your 
power; and I will make your heaven as 
iron, and your earth as brass: 

20 And your strength shall be spent in 
vain: for your land shall not yield her 
increase, neither shall-the trees of the 
land yield their fruits. 

1 ¥ And if ye walk contrary unto me, 
and will not hearken unto me; I will 
bring seven times more plagues upon you 
according-to your sins. 

22 I will also send wild beasts among 
you, which shall rob you of your chil- 
dren, and destroy your cattle, and make 
you few in number; and your high ways 
shall be desolate. 

23 And if ye will not be reformed by 
me by these things, but will walk con- 
trary unto me; 

24 Then will I also walk contrary unto 
you, and will punish you yet seven times 
for your sins. 

25 And I will bring a sword upon you, 
that shall avenge the quarrel of my 
covenant: and when ye are gathered to- 
gether within your cities, I will send the 
pestilence among you; and ye shall be 
delivered into the hand of the enemy. 

26 And when I have broken the staff of 
your bread, ten women shall bake your 
bread in one oven, and they shall de- 
liver you your bread again by weight: and 
ye shall eat, and not be satisfied. ; 

27 And if ye will not for all this 
hearken unto me, but walk contrary 
unto me; 

28 Then I will walk contrary unto you 
also in fury; and I, even I, will chastise 
you seven times for your sins. 

29 And ye shall eat the flesh of your 
sons, and. the flesh of your daughters 
shall ye-eat. , 

30 And I will destroy your high places, 
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and cut down your images, and cast your 
carcases upon the carcases of your idols, 
and my soul shall abhor you. . 

31 And I will make your cities waste, 
and bring your sanctuaries unto desola- 
tion; and I will not smell the savour of 
your sweet odours. i 

32 And I will bring the land into des- 
olation: and your enemies which dwell 
therein shall be astonished at it. 

33 And I will scatter you among the 
heathen, and will draw out a sword after 
you: and your land shall be desolate, 
and your cities waste. i 

34 Then shall the land enjoy her sab- 
baths, as long as it lieth desolate, and ye 
be in your enemies’ land: even then shall 
the land rest, and enjoy her sabbaths. 

35 As long as it lieth desolate it shall 
rest; because it did not rest in your sab- 
baths, when ye dwelt upon it. 

36 And upon them that are left alive 
of you I will send a faintness into their 
hearts in the lands of their enemies; and 
the sound of a shaken leaf shall chase 
them; and they shall flee, as fleeing from 
a sword; and they shall fall when none 
pursueth. 

37 And they shall fall one upon an- 
other, as it were before a sword, when 
none pursueth: and ye shall have no 
power to stand before your enemies. 

38 And ye shall perish among the 
heathen, and the land of your enemies 
shall eat you up. 

39 And they that are left of you shall 
pine away in their iniquity in your 
enemies’ lands; and also in the iniquities 
of their fathers shall they pine away with 


them. 

40 If they shall confess their iniquity, 
and the iniquity of their fathers, with 
their trespass which they trespassed 
against me, and that also they have 
walked contrary unto me; 

41 And that I also have walked con- 
trary unto them, and have brought them 
into the land of their enemies; if then 
their uncircumcised hearts be humbled, 
and they then accept of the punishment 
of their iniquity: 

42 Then will I remember my covenant 
with Ja’-cob, and also my covenant with 
i’-Saac, and also my covenant with 
A’-bra-ham will I remember; and I will 
remember the land. 

43 The land also shall be left of them, 
and shall enjoy her sabbaths, while she 
lieth desolate without them: and they 
shall accept of the punishment of their 
iniquity: because, even because they 
despised my judgments, and because 
their soul abhorred my statutes. 

44 And yet for all that, when they be 
in the land of their enemies, I will not 
cast them away, neither will I abhor 
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them, to destroy them utterly, and to 
break my covenant with them: for I am 
the Lorpb their God. 

45 But I will for their sakes remember 
the covenant of their ancestors, whom I 
brought forth out of the land of E’-gypt 
in the sight of the heathen, that I might 
be their God: I am the Lorp. : 

46 These are the statutes and judg- 
ments and laws, which the LorD made 
between him and the children of Is’- 
re an mount Si’-nai by the hand of 

6’-Sés. 


Chapter 27 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6’-sé8, 

saying, F 

2 Speak unto the children of Is’-ra-él, 
and say unto them, When a man shall 
make a singular vow, the persons shall be 
for the LorD by thy estimation. 

3 And thy estimation shall be of the 
male from twenty years old even unto 
sixty years old, even thy estimation shall 
be fifty shé’-kéls of silver, after the shé’- 
kél of the sanctuary. 7 

4 And if it be a female, then thy estima- 
tion shall be thirty shé’-kéls. 

5 And if it be from five years old even 
unto twenty years old, then thy estima- 
tion shall be of the male twenty shé’- 
kéls, and for the female ten shé’-kéls. 

6 And if it be from a month old even 
unto five years old, then thy estimation 
shall be of the male five shé’-kéls of sil- 
ver, and for the female thy estimation 
shall be three shé’-kéls of silver. 

7 And if it be from sixty years old and 
above; if it be a male, then thy estima- 
tion shall be fifteen shé’-kéls, and for the 
female ten shé’-kéls. 

8 But if he be poorer than thy estima- 
tion, then he shall present himself be- 
fore the priest, and the priest shall value 
him; according to his ability that vowed 
shall the priest value him. 

9 And if it be a beast, whereof men 
bring an offering unto the Lorp, all 
that any man giveth of such unto the 
Lorp shall be holy. - 

10 He shall not alter it, nor change it, a 
good fora bad, or a bad for a good: and 
if he shall at all change beast for beast, 
po it and the exchange thereof shall be 

oly. 

11 And if it be any unclean beast, of 
which they do not offer a sacrifice unto 
the Lorp, then he shall present the beast 
before the priest: 

_12 And the priest shall value it, whether 
it be good or bad: as thou valuest it, who 
art the priest, so shall it be. 

But if he will at.all redeem it, then 
he shall add a fifth part thereof unto thy 
estimation. 

4 7 And when a man shail sanctify his 
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house to be holy unto the Lorp, then the 
priest shall estimate it, whether it be 
good or bad: as the priest shall estimate 
it, so shall it stand. 

15 And if he that sanctified it will re- 
deem his haquse, then he shall add the 
fifth part of the money of thy estimation 
unto it, and it shall be his. 

16 And if a man shall sanctify unto the 
LorpD some part of a field of his pos- 
session, then thy estimation shall be ac- 
cording to the seed thereof: an hd’-mér 
of barley seed shall be valued at fifty 
shé’-kéls of silver. 

7 If he sanctify his field from the year 
of ja’-bi-lé, according to thy estimation 
it shall stand. 

18 But if he sanctify his field after the 
ja’-bi-lé, then the priest shall reckon unto 

im the money according to the years 
. that remain, even unto the year of the 

-ja’-bi-lé, and it shall be abated from thy 
estimation. 

19 And if he that sanctified the field 
will in any wise redeem it, then he shall 
add the fifth part of the money of thy 
estimation unto it, and it shall be assured 
to him. ¢ 

20 And if he will not redeem the field, 
or if he have sold the field to another 
man, it shall not be redeemed any more. 

21 But the field, when it goeth out in 
the ja’-bi-lé, shall be holy unto the Lorn, 
as a field devoted ; the possession thereof 
shall be the priest’s. __ 

22 And if a man sanctify unto the Lorp 
a field which he hath bought, which 7s not 
of the fields of his possession; 

23 Then the priest shall reckon unto 
him the worth of thy estimation, even 
unto the year of the ja’-bi-lé: and he 
shall give thine estimation in that day, as 
a holy thing unto the Lorp. 

24 In the year of the ja’-bi-lé the field 
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shall return unto him of whom it was 
bought, even to him to whom the pos- 
session of the land did belong. 

25 And all thy estimations shall be ac- 
cording to the shé’-kél of the sanctuary: 
twenty gé’-rahs shall be the shé’-kél. 

26 ¢ Only the firstling of the beasts, 
which should be the Lorp’s firstling, no 
man shall sanctify it; whether it be ox, or 
sheep: it is the Lorp’s. 

27 And if it be of an unclean beast, then 
he shall redeem it according to thine 
estimation, and shall add a fifth part of it 
thereto: or if it be not redeemed, then it 
shall be sold according to thy estimation. 

28 Notwithstanding no devoted thing, 
that a man shall devote unto the Lorp 
of all that he hath, both of man and beast, 
and of the field of his possession, shall be 
sold or redeemed: every devoted thing is 
most holy unto the Lorp. 

None devoted, which shall be de- 
voted of men, shall be redeemed; but 
shall surely be put to death. 

30 And all the tithe of the land, whether 
of the seed of the land, or of the fruit of 
the tree, is the Lorp’s: it is holy unto the 


ORD. 

31 And if a man-will at all redeem 
ought of his tithes, he shall add thereto 
the fifth part thereof. 

2 And concerning the tithe of the 
herd, or of the flock, even of whatsoever 
passeth under the rod, the tenth shall be 
holy unto the Lorp. 

33 He shall not search whether it be 
good or bad, neither shall he change it: 
and if he change it at all, then both it and 
the change thereof shall be holy; it shall 
not be redeemed. 

34 These are the cOmmandments, 
which the LorD commanded M6’-sés 
— ~ children of i8’-ra-él] in mount 

i’-nai.

11 Of Bén’-ja-min; A-bi’-dan the son of

15 Of Naph’-ta-li; A-hi’-ra the son of

16 These were the renowned of the con- 
gregation, princes of the tribes of their 
fathers, heads of thousands in Is’-ra-él. 

17 ¢ And MO6’-sés and Aa’-ron took 
these men which are expressed by their 
names: 

18 And they assembled all the congre- 
gation together on the first day of the 
second month, and they declared their 
pedigrees after their families, by the house 
of their fathers, according to the number 
of the names, from twenty years old and 
upward, by their polls. ou 

19 As the Lorp commanded M@O’-sés, 
co he numbered them in the wilderness of

20 And the children of Réu’-bén, I8’- 
ra-él’s eldest son, by their generations, 
after their families, by the house of their 
fathers, according to the number of the 
names, by their polls, every male from 
twenty years old and upward, all that 
were able to go forth to war; 

21 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Réu’-bén, were forty 
and six thousand and five hundred. 

22 @ Of the children of Sim’-é-on, by 


their generations, after their families, by d 


the house of their fathers, those that were 
numbered of them, according to the num- 
ber of the names, by their polls, every 
male from twenty years old and up- 
ward, all that were able to go forth to 
war; 

23 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Sim’-é-on, were fifty 
and nine thousand and three hundred. 


24 ¢ Of the children of Gad, by their d 


generations, after their families, by the 
house of their fathers, according to the 
number of the names, from twenty years 
old and upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war; 

25 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Gad, were forty and 
five thousand six hundred and fifty. 

26 ¢ Of the children of Ja’-dah, by their 
generations, after their families, by the 
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house of their fathers, according to the 
number of the names, from twenty years 
old and upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war; 

27 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Ja’-dah, were three- 
ries and fourteen thousand and six hun- 

red. 

28 ¥ Of the children of Is’-s4-char, by 
their generations, after their families, by 
the house of their fathers, according to 
the number of the names, from twenty 
years old and upward, all that were able 
to go forth to war; 

29 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Is’-sa-char, were fifty 
and four thousand and four hundred. 

30 ¥. Of the children of Zé-bt’-lin, by 
their generations, after their families, by 
the house of their fathers, according to 
the number of the names, from twenty 
years old and upward, all that were able 
to go forth to war; Z 

31 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Zé-bt’-lin, were fifty 
and seven thousand and four hundred. 

32 ¢ Of the children of JO’-séph, namely, 
of the children of E’-phra-im, by their 
generations, after their families, by the 
house of their fathers, according to the 
number of the names, from twenty years 
old and upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war; 

33 Those that were numbered of them, 
even Of the tribe of E’-phra-im, were forty 
thousand and five hundred. 

34 ¥ Of the children of Ma-nas’-séh, by 
their generations, after their families, by 
the house of their fathers, according to 
the number of the names, from twenty 
years old and upward, all that were able 
to go forth to war; 

35 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Ma-nas’-séh, were 
ae and two thousand and two hun- 


red. 
36 ¢ Of the children of Bén’-ja-min, by 
their generations, after their families, by 
the house of their fathers, according to 
the number of the names, from twenty 
years old and upward, all that were able 
to go forth to war; 

37 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Bén’-ja-min, were 
pies and five thousand and four hun- 
red. 

38 ¢ Of the children of Dan, by their 
generations, after their families, by the 
house of their fathers, according to the 
number of the names, from twenty years 
old and upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war; 

39 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Dan, were three- 
sore and two thousand and seven hun- 

red. 
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40 ¢ Of the children of Ash’-ér, by their 
generations, after their families, by the 
house of their fathers, according to the 
number of the names, from twenty years 
old and upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war; 

41 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Ash’-&r, were forty 
and one thousand and five hundred. 

42 7 Of the children of Naph’-ta-li, 
throughout their generations, after their 
families, by the house of their fathers, ac- 
cording to the number of the names, from 
twenty years old and upward, all that 
were able to go forth to war; 

43 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Naph’-ta-li, were fifty 
and three thousand and four hundred. 

44 These are those that were numbered, 
which MO’-sé§ and _ Aa’-ron numbered, 
and the princes of Is’-ra-él, being twelve 

. men: each one was for the house of his 
fathers. 

45 So were all those that were numbered 
of the children of Is’-ra-él, by the house 
of their fathers, from twenty years old 
and upward, all that were able to go forth 
to war in Is’-ra-él; 

46 Even all they that were numbered 
_were six hundred thousand and three 
thousand and five hundred and fifty. 

47 @ But the Lé’-vites after the tribe of 
inet fathers weré not numbered among 
them. 

48 For the Lorp had spoken unto M6d’-

49 Only thou shalt not number the tribe 
or Lé’-vi, neither take the sum of them 
among the children of Is’-ra-él: 

50 But thou shalt appoint the Lé’-vites 
over the tabernacle of testimony, and 
over all the vessels thereof, and over all 
things that belong to it: they shall bear 
the tabernacle, and all the vessels there- 
of; and they shall minister unto it, and 
shall encamp round about the taber- 
nacle. 

51 And when the tabernacle setteth for- 
ward, the Lé’-vites shall take it down: 
and when the tabernacle is to be pitched, 
the Lé’-vites shall set it up: and the stran- 
ae ba pr cometh nigh shall be put to 

eath. 

52 And the children of {s’-ra-él shall 
pitch their tents, every man by his own 
camp, and every man by his own stand- 
ard, throughout their hosts. _ 

53 But the Lé’-vites shall pitch round 
about the tabernacle of testimony, that 
there be no wrath upon the congregation 
of the children of Is’-ra-él1: and the Lé’- 
vites shall keep the charge of the taber-

54 And the children of Is’-ra-él did 
according toallthat the Lorpcommanded 
MO’-sés, so did they.

unto Aa’-ron, saying, : 

2 Every man of the children of f§’-r4-él 
shall pitch by his own standard, with the 
ensign of their father’s house: far off 
about the tabernacle of the congregation 
shall they pitch. 

And on the east side toward the rising 
of the sun shall they of the standard of 
the camp of Jia’-dah pitch throughout 
their armies: and Nah’-shén the son of 
Am-min’-a-dab shall be captain of the 
children of Ja’-dah.

8 And his host, and=those that were 
numbered thereof, were fifty and seven 
thousand and four hundred. 

9 All that were numbered in the camp 
of Ja’-dah were an hundred thousand 
and fourscore thousand and six thousand 
and four hundred, throughout their ar- 
mies. These shall first set forth. 

10 ¢ On the south side shail be the stan- 
dard of the camp of Réu’-bén according 
to their armies: and the captain of the 
children of Réu’-bén shall be E-li’-zur the 
son of Shéd’-é-ur. “ 

11 And his host, and those that were 
numbered thereof, were forty and six 
thousand and five hundred. 

12 And those which pitch by him shall 
be the tribe of Sim’-é-on: and the captain 
of the children of Sim’-é-on shall be Shé- 
1a’-mi-él the son of Zt-ri-shad’-dai. 

13 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were fifty and nine 
thousand and three hundred. 

14 Then the tribe of Gad: and the cap- 
tain of the sons of Gad shall be £-li’- 
a-saph the son of Réu’-él. 

15 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were forty and five 
thousand and six hundred and fifty. 

16 All that were numbered in the camp 
of Réu’-bén were an hundred thousand 
and fifty and one thousand and four hun- 
dred and fifty, throughout their armies. 
And they shall set forth in the second 


rank. 

17 @ Then the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation shall set forward with the camp 
of the Lé’-vites in the midst of the camp: 
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as they encamp, so shall they set forward, 
every man in his place by their standards. 

18 ¢ On the west side shall be the stand- 
ard of the camp of £’-phra-im according 
to their armies: and the captain of the 
sons of £’-phra-im_ shall be E-li’-sha-ma 
the son of Am/’-mi-hud. 

19 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were forty thousand 
and five hundred. ? ‘ 

20 And by him shall be the tribe of Ma- 
nas’-séh: and the captain of the children 
of Ma-nas’-séh shall be Ga-ma’-li-é1 the 
son of Pé-dah’-zur. 

21 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were thirty and two 
thousand and two hundred, | 

22 Then the tribe of Bén’-ja-min: and 
the captain of the sons of Bén’-ja-min 
shall be A-bi’-dan the son of Gid-é-3’-ni. 

23 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were thirty and five 
thousand and four hundred. 

24 All that were numbered of the camp 
of E’-phra-im were an hundred thousand 
and eight thousand and an hundred, 
throughout their armies. And they shall 
go forward in the third rank. i! 

25 @ The standard of the camp of Dan 
shall be on the north side by their armies: 
and the captain of the children of Dan 
shall be A-hi-é’-zér the son of Am-mi- 
shad’-dai. 

26 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were threescore and 
two thousand and seven hundred. 

27 And those that encamp by him shall 
be the tribe of Ash’-ér: and the captain of 
the children of Ash’-ér shall be Pa’-gi-él 
the son of Oc’-ran. 

28 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were forty and one 
thousand and five hundred. 

29 ¢ Then the tribe of Naph’-ta-li: and 
the captain of the children of Naph’-ta-li 
shall be A-hi’-ra the son of E’-nan. 

30 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were fifty and three 
thousand and four hundred. 

31 All they that were numbered in the 
camp of Dan were an hundred thousand 
and fifty and seven thousand and six hun- 
dred. They shall go hindmost with their 
standards. 

32 ¢ These are those which were num- 
bered of the children of I8’-ra-él by the 
house of their fathers: all those that were 
numbered of the camps throughout their 
hosts: were six hundred thousand and 
three thousand and five hundred and 


ty. 

33 But the Lé’-vites were not numbered 
among the children of Is’-ra-él; as the 
Lorp commanded M@6’-sés. 

34 And the children of {s§’-ra-81 did 
according to all that the Lorp com- 
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manded M36’-sés: so they pitched by their 
standards, and so they set forward, every 
one after their families, according to the 
house of their fathers. 


Chapter 3 


'HESE also are the generations of 

Aa’-ron and M6’-sés in the day that 

ae LorpD spake with M6’-sés in mount 
i’-nai. 

2 And these are the names of the sons 
of Aa’-ron; Na’-dab the, firstborn, and 
A-bi’-ht, El-6-a’-zar, and Ith’-a-mar. 

3 These are the names of the sons of 
Aa’-ron, the priests which were anointed, 
whom he consecrated to minister in the 
priest’s office. i 

4 And Na’-dab and A-bi’-hii died be- 
fore the Lorp, when they offered strange 
fire before the Lorp, in the wilderness of 
Si’-nai, and they had no children: and 
E]-é-4’-zar and ith’-A-mar ministered in 
the priest’s office in the sight of Aa’-ron 
their father. 

5 ¢@ And-the Lorp spake unto MO’-sés, 
saying, ; 

6 Bring the tribe of Lé’-vi near, and 
present them before Aa’-ron the priest, 
that they may minister unto him. 

7 And they shall keep his charge, and 
the charge of the whole congregation be- 
fore the tabernacle of the congregation, 
to do the service of the tabernacle. 

8 And they shall. keep all the instru- 
ments of the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, and the charge of the children of 
Is’-ra-él, to do the service of the taber- 
nacle. 

9 And thou shalt give the Lé’-vites unto 
Aa’-ron and to his sons: they are wholly 
given unto him out of the children of 
{s’-ra-él. 

10 And thou shalt appoint Aa’-ron and 
his sons, and they shall wait on their 
priest’s office: and the stranger that 
cometh nigh shall be put to death. 

11 And the Lorp spake unto M3O’-sés, 
saying, 

12 And I, behold, I have taken the Lé’- 
vites from among the children of i8’-ra-él 
instead of all the firstborn that openeth 
the matrix among the children of {§’-ra- 
él: therefore the Lé’-vites shall be mine; 

3 Because all the firstborn are mine; 
for on the day that I smote all the first- 
born in the land of £’-gypt I hallowed 
unto me all the firstborn in Is’-ra-él, both 
man and beast: mine shall they be: Iam 
the Lorp. 

_14 @ And the Lorp spake unto M6’-8&§ 
in the wilderness of Si’-ndi, saying, 

15 Number the children of Lé’-vi after 
the house of their fathers, by their families: 
every male from a month old and upward 
shalt thou number them. 

16 And MZ3’-sé§ numbered them ac- 
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cording to the word of the Lorn, as he 
was commanded. 

17 And these were the sons of Lé’-vi by 
their names; Gér’-shon, and KO’-hath, 
and Mé-rar’-i. 

18 And these are the names of the sons 
of Gér’-shon by their families; Lib’-ni, 
and Shim’-é-i. 

19 And the sons of K6’-hath by their 
families; Am/’-ram, and {i’-zé-har, Hé’- 
bron, and Uz’-zi-él. 

20 And the sons of Mé-rar’-i by their 
families; Mah’-li, and Mi’-shi. These are 
the families of the Lé’-vites according to 
the house of their fathers. 

21 Of Gér’-shon was the family of the 
Lib’-nites, and the family of the Shim’- 
ites: these are the families of the Gér’- 
shon-ites. 

22 Those that were numbered of them, 
according to the number of all the males, 

- from a month old and upward, even those 
that were numbered of them were seven 
thousand and five hundred. ; 

23 The families of the Gér’-sh6n-ites 
oe pitch behind the tabernacle west- 
ward. 

24 And the chief of the house of the 
father of the Gér’-shon-ites shall be £-li’- 
_a-saph the son of La’-él. 

25 And the charge of the sons of Gér’- 
shon in the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion shall be the tabernacle, and the tent, 
the covering thereof, and the hanging for 
the door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, 

26 And the hangings of the court, and 
the curtain for the door of the court, 
which is by the tabernacle, and by the 
altar round about, and the cords of it for 
all the service thereof. 

27 @ And of K6’-hath was the family of 
the Am’-ram-ites, and the family of the 
i’-zé-har-ites, and the family of the Hé’- 
bron-ites, and the family of the Uz-zi-é’- 
lites: these are the families of the Kd’- 
hath-ites. 

28 In the number of all the males, from 
a month old and upward, were eight 
thousand and six hundred, keeping the 
charge of the sanctuary. l 

29 The families of the sons of K6’-hath 
shall pitch on the side of the tabernacle 
southward. 

30 And the chief of the house of the 
father of the families of the K6’-hath- 
ites shall be E-li-za’-phan the son of Uz’- 


zi-él. 

31 And their charge shail be the ark, 
and the table, and the candlestick, and 
the altars, and the vessels of the sanctu- 
ary wherewith they minister, and the 
hanging, and all the service thereof. 

32 And El-é-a’-zar the son of Aa’-ron 
the priest shall be chief over the chief of 
the Lé’-vites, and have the oversight of 
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them that keep the charge of the sanctu- 


ary. 

33 @ Of Mé-rar’-i was the family of the 
Mah’-lites, and the family of the Ma’- 
shites : these are the families of Mé-rar’-i, 

34 And those that were numbered of 
them, according to the number of all the 
males, from a month old and upward, 
were six thousand and two hundred. 

35 And the chief of the house of the fa- 
ther of the families of Mé-rar’-i was Zi’- 
ri-él the son of Ab’-i-hail: these shall pitch 
on the side of the tabernacle northward. 

6 And under the custody and charge 
of the sons of Mé-rar’-i shall be the boards 
of the tabernacle, and the bars thereof, 
and the pillars thereof, and the sockets 
thereof, and all the vessels thereof, and 
all that serveth thereto, 

7 And the pillars of the court round 
about, and their sockets, and their pins, 
and their cords. 

38 ¥ But those that encamp before the 
tabernacle toward the east, even before 
the tabernacle of the congregation east- 
ward, shall be M6’-sés, and Aa’-ron and 
his sons, keeping the charge of the sanc- 
tuary for the charge of the children 
of is’-ra-é1; and the stranger that com- 
eth nigh shall be put to death. 

39 All that were numbered of the Lé’- 
vites, which M6’-sés and Aa’-ron num- 
bered at the commandment of the 
LorpD, throughout their families, all 
the males from a month old and up- 
ward, were twenty and two thousand.

all the firstlings among the cattle of the 
children of is’-ra-él. 

42 And Mb6’-sé8 numbered, as_ the 
LorD commanded him, all the firstborn 
among the children of I§’-ra-él. 

43 And all the firstborn males by the 
number of names, from a month old and 
upward, of those that were numbered of 
them, were twenty and two thousand 
two hundred and threescore and thir- 


teen. 
44 7 And the LorD spake unto M@O’-8é8, 


Saying, 

45 Take the Lé’-vites instead of all the 
firstborn among the children of {8’-ra-él, 
and the cattle of the Lé’-vites instead of 
their cattle; and the Lé’-vites shall be 
mine: I am the Lorp. 

46 And for those that are to be re- 
deemed of the two hundred and three- 
score and thirteen of the firstborn of the 
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children of f8’-ra-él, which are more than 
the Lé’-vites; 

47 Thou shalt even take five shé’-kéls 
apiece by the poll, after the shé’-kél of 
the sanctuary shalt thou take them: (the 
shé’-kél is twenty gé’-rahs:) 

48 And thou shalt give the money, 
wherewith the odd number of them is to 
be redeemed, unto Aa’-ron and to his 
sons. 

49 And M6O’-sés took the redemption 
money of them that were over and above 
them that were redeemed by the Lé’-vites: 

50 Of the firstborn of the children of 
1g’-ra-é] took he the money; a thousand 
three hundred and'threescore and five 
shé’-kéls, after the shé’-kél of the sanc- 
tuary: 

51 And M6’-sés gave the money of 
them that were redeemed unto Aa’-ron 
and to his sons, according to the word of 
pe Lorp, as the LorpD. commanded M6’- 
S$és. : 

Chapter 4 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6’-sés 
and unto Aa’-ron, saying, 

2 Take the sum of the sons of K6’-hath 
from among the sons of Lé’-vi, after their 
families, by the house of their fathers, 

3 From thirty years old and upward 
even until fifty years old, all that enter 
into the host, to do the work in the tab- 
ernacle of the congregation. 

4 This shall be the service of the sons of 
KO’-hath in the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, about the most holy things: 

5 ¢ And when the camp setteth for- 
ward, Aa’-ron shall come, and his sons, 
and they shall take down the covering 
vail, and cover the ark of testimony with 


it: 

6 And shall put thereon the covering of 
badgers’ skins, and shall spread over it a 
cloth wholly of blue, and shall put in the 
staves thereof. 

7 And upon the table of shewbread they 
shall spread:a cloth of blue, and put 
thereon the dishes, and the spoons, and 
the bowls, and covers to cover withal: 
and the continual bread shall be there- 
on: 

8 And they shall spread upon them a 
cloth of scarlet, and cover the same with 
a covering of badgers’ skins, and shall 
put in the staves thereof. 

9 And they shall take a cloth of blue, 
and cover the candlestick of’ the light, 


and his lamps, and his tongs, and his d 


snuffdishes, and all the oil vessels thereof, 
wherewith they minister unto it: 

10 And they shall put it and all the ves- 
sels thereof within a covering of badgers’ 
skins, and shall put it upon a bar. 

1 And upon the golden altar they shall 
spread a cloth of blue, and cover it witha

covering of badgers’ skins, and shall put 
to the staves thereof: : 

12 And they shall take all the instru- 
ments of ministry, wherewith they minis- 
ter in the sanctuary, and put them. in a 
cloth of blue, and cover them with a 
covering of badgers’ skins, and shall put 
them on a bar: 

-13 And they shall take away the ashes 
from the altar, and spread a purple cloth 
thereon: : 3 

14 And they shall put upon it all the 
vessels thereof, wherewith they minister 
about it, even the censers, the fleshhooks, 
and the shovels, and the basons, all the 
vessels of the altar; and they shall spread 
upon it a covering of badgers’ skins, and 
put to the staves of it. 

15 And when Aa’-ron and his sons have 
made an end of covering the sanctuary, 
and all the vessels of the sanctuary, as the 
camp is to set forward; after that, the 
sons of K6’-hath shall come to bear it: 
but they shall not touch any holy thing, 
lest they die. These things are the burden 
of the sons of K6’-hath in the tabernacle 
of the congregation. : 

16 @ And to the office of El-é-a’-zar the 
son of Aa’-ron the priest pertaineth the 
oil for the light, and the sweet incense, 
and the daily meat offering, and the 
anointing oil, and the oversight of all the 
tabernacle, and of all that therein is, in 
the sanctuary, and in the vessels thereof. 

17 ¢ And the Lorp spake unto M6’-sé§ 
and unto Aa’-ron, saying, 

18 Cut ye not off the tribe of the fami- 
lies of the K6’-hath-ites from among the 
Lé’-vites: 

19 But thus do unto them, that they ma: 
live, and not die, when they approac 
unto the most holy things: Aa’-ron and 
his sons shall go in, and appoint them 
every one to his service and to his burden: 

20 But they shall not go in to see when 
the holy things are covered, lest they die. 

21 ¢ And the Lorp spake unto M6’-8és, 
saying, 

22 Take also the sum of the sons of 
Gér’-sh6n, throughout the houses of their 
fathers, by their families; 

3 From thirty years old and upward 
until fifty years old shalt thou number 
them; all that enter in to perform the 
service, to do the work in the tabernacle 
of the congregation. 

24 This is the service of the families of 
the Gér’-sh6n-ites, to serve, and for bur- 
ens: 

25 And they shall bear the curtains of 
the tabernacle, and the tabernacle of the 
congregation, his covering, and the cov- 
ering of the badgers’ skins that is above 
upon it, and the hanging for the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 

26 And the hangings of the court, and

the hanging for the door of the gate of the 
court, which is by the tabernacle and by 
the altar round about, and their cords, 
and all the instruments of their service, 
and all that is made for them: so shall 
they serve. 

27 At the appointment of Aa’-ron and 
his sons shall be all the service of the sons 
of the Gér’-shon-ites, in all their burdens, 
and in all their service: and ye shall ap- 
point unto them in charge all their bur- 


ens. 

28 This is the service of the families of 
the sons of Gér’-shon in the tabernacle 
of the congregation: and, their charge 
shall be under the hand of ith’-4-mar the 
son of Aa’-ron the priest. 

29 @ As for the sons of Mé-rar’-i, thou 
shalt number them after their families, 
by the house of their fathers; 

30 From thirty years old and upward 
even unto fifty years old shalt thou num- 
ber them, every one that entereth into 
the service, to do the work of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. 

31. And this is the charge of their bur- 
den, according to all their service in the 
tabernacle of the congregation; the 
boards of the tabernacle, and the bars 
thereof, and the pillars thereof, and sock- 
étsthereof,  .- 

32 And the pillars of the court round 
about, and their sockets, and their pins, 
and their cords, with all their instru- 
ments, and with all their service: and by 
name ye shall reckon the instruments of 
the charge of their burden. 28 

33 This is the service of the families of 

the sons of Mé-rar’-i, according to all 
' their service, in the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, under the hand of ith’-a-mar 
the son of Aa’-ron the priest. 

34 g And M@O’-sés and Aa’-ron and the 
chief of the congregation numbered the 
sons of the Ko’-hath-ites after their 
families, and after the house of their 
fathers, 

35 From thirty years old and upward 
even unto fifty years old, every one that 
entereth into the service, for the work in 
the tabernacle of the congregation: 

36 And those that were numbered of 
them by their families were two thousand 
seven hundred and fifty. 

37 These were they that were num- 
bered of the families of the K6’-hath-ites, 
all that might do service in the tabernacle 
of the congregation, which M6’-sés and 
Aa’-ron did number according to the 
commandment of the Lorp by the hand 
of M6o’-sés. 

38 And those that were numbered of 
_ the sons of Gér’-shon, throughout their 
families, and by the house of their fathers, 

39 From thirty years old and upward 
even unto fifty years old, every one that 
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entereth into the service, for the work in 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 

40 Even those that were numbered of 
them, throughout their families, by the 
house of their fathers, were two thous- 
and and six hundred and thirty. 

41 These are they that were numbered 
of the families of the sons of Gér’-shén, 
of all that might do service in the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, whom MO’-8é§ 
and Aa’-ron did number according to the 
commandment of the Lorp. 

42 § And those that were numbered of 
the families of the sons of Mé-rar’-i, 
throughout their families, by the house 
of their-fathers, 

43 From thirty years old and upward 
even unto fifty years old, every one that 
entereth into the service, for the work in 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 

44 Even those that were numbered of 
them after their families, were three thou- 
sand and two hundred: 

45 These be those that were numbered 
of the families of the sons of Mé-rar’-i, 
whom MO6’-sé§ and Aa’-ron numbered 
according to the word of the Lorp by the 
hand of M6’-sés. 

46 All those that were numbered of the 
Lé’-vites, whom M6’-sés and Aa’-ron and 
the chief of Is’-ra-é1 numbered, after their 
families, and after the house of their 
fathers, f 

47 From thirty years old and upward 
even unto fifty years old, every one that 

ame to do the service of the ministry, 
and the service of the burden in the tab- 
ernacle of the congregation, 

48 Even those that were numbered of 
them, were eight thousand and five hun- 
dred and fourscore. ; 

49 According to the commandment of 
the Lorp they were numbered by the 
hand of M6’-sés, every one according to 
his service, and according to his burden: 
thus were they numbered of him, as the 
Lorp commanded M3G’-sés. 


Chapter 5 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6’-sés, 
saying, 

2 Command the children of {§/-ra- 
él, that they put out of the camp every 
leper, and every one that hath an 
ase and whosoever is defiled by the 


ead: 

3 Both male and female shall ye put 
out, without the camp shall ye put them; 
that they defile not their camps, in the 
midst whereof I dwell... , 

4 And the children of is’-ra-él did so, 
and put them out without the camp: as 
the LorD spake unto M6’-sés, so did the 
children of is’-ra-él. 

5 ¢ And the Lorp spake unto MO’-sés; 
saying, 
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6 Speak unto the children of {s’-ra-él, 
When a man or woman shall commit any 
sin that men commit, to do a trespass 
against the Lorp, and that person be 
guilty ; 1 2 i 

7 Then they shall confess their sin which 
they have done: and he shall recompense 
his trespass with the principal thereof, 
and add unto it the fifth part thereof, and 
give it unto him against whom he hath 
trespassed. ; 

8 But if the man have no kinsman to 
recompense the trespass unto, let the 
trespass be recompensed unto the Lorp, 
even to the priest; beside the ram of the 
atonement, whereby an atonement shall 
be made for him. 

9 And every offering of all the holy 
things of the children of is’-ra-él, which 
they bring unto the priest, shall be his. 

10 And every man’s hallowed things 
shall be his: whatosever any man giveth 
the priest, it shall be his. 

11 @ And the Lorp spake unto M60’- 
Sé5, saying, } aN 

12 Speak unto the children of Is’-ra-él, 
and say unto them, If any man’s wife go 
aside, and commit a trespass against him, 

13 Anda man lie with her carnally, and 
it be hid from the eyes of her husband, 
and be kept close, and she be defiled, and 
there be no witness against her, neither 
she be taken with the manner ; 

14 And the spirit of jealousy come up- 
on him, and he be jealous of his wife, and 
she be defiled: or if the spirit of jealousy 
come upon him, and he be jealous of his 
wife, and she be not defiled: 

15 Then shall the man bring his wife 
unto the priest, and he shall bring her 
offering for her, the tenth part of an é’- 
phiah of barley meal; he shall pour no oil 
upon it, nor put frankincense thereon; 
for it is an offering of jealousy, an offer- 
ing of memorial, bringing iniquity to re- 
membrance. 

16 And the priest shall bring her near, 
and set her before the Lorp: 

17 And the priest shall take holy water 
in an earthen vessel; and of the dust that 
is in the floor of the tabernacle the priest 
shall take, and put it into the water: 

18 And the priest shall set the woman 
before the Lorp, and uncover the wo- 
man’s head, and put the offering of me- 
morial in her hands, which is the jealousy 
offering: and the priest shall have in his 
hand the bitter water that causeth the 
curse: 

19 And the priest shall charge her by an 
Oath, and say unto the woman, If no man 
have lain with thee, and if thou hast not 
gone aside to uncleanness with another 
instead of thy husband, be thou free from 
this bitter water that causeth the curse: 

20 But if thou hast gone aside to an- 
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other instead of thy husband, and if thou 
be defiled, and some man have lain with 
thee beside thine husband: 

21 Then the priest shall charge the wo- 
man withan oath of cursing, and the priest 
shall say unto the woman, The LorRD 
make thee a curse and an oath among 
thy people, when the Lorp doth make 
thy thigh to rot, and thy belly to swell; 

22 And this water that causeth the curse 
shall go into thy bowels, to make thy 
belly to swell, and thy thigh to rot: And 
the woman shall say, A’-mén, 4’-mén. 

23 And the priest shall write these curses 
in a book, and he shall blot them out with 
the bitter water; 

24 And he shall cause the woman to 
drink the bitter water that causeth the 
curse: and the water that causeth the 
curse shall enter into her, and become 
bitter. 

25 Then the priest shall take the jeal- 
Ousy offering out of the woman’s hand, 
and shall wave the offering before the 
Lorp, and offer it upon the altar: 

26 And the priest shall take an handful 
of the offering, even the memorial there- 
of, and burn it upon the altar, and after- 
ward shall cause the woman to drink the 
water. 

27 And when he hath made her to drink 
the water, then it shall come to pass, that, 
if she be defiled, and have done trespass 
against her husband, that the water that 
causeth the curse shall enter into her, and 
become bitter, and her belly shall swell; 
and her thigh shall rot: and the woman 
shall be a curse among her people. 

28 And if the woman be not defiled, but 
be clean; then she shall be free, and shall 
conceive seed. 

29 This is the law of jealousies, when a 
wife goeth aside to another instead of her 
husband, and is defiled; 

30 Orwhen the spirit of jealousy cometh 
upon him, and he be jealous over his wife, 
and shall set the woman before the Lorp, 
and the priest shall execute upon her all 
this law. 

_ 31 Then shall the man be guiltless from 
iniquity, and this woman shall bear her 
iniquity. 


Chapter 6 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6’-sé8, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of ig’-ra-€l, 
and say unto them, When either man or 
woman shall separate themselves to vow 
a vow of a Naz’-a-rite, to separate them- 
selves unto the Lorp: 

3 He shall separate himself from wine 
and strong drink, and shall drink no vine- 
gar of wine, or vinegar of strong drink, 
neither shall he drink any liquor of grapes, 
nor eat moist grapes, or dried. 


The Law of the Nazarite 


4 All the days of his separation shall he 
eat nothing that is made of the vine tree, 
from the kernels even to the husk. 

5 All the days of the vow of his separa- 
tion there shall no razor come upon his 
head: until the days be fulfilled, in the 
which he separateth himself unto the 
Lorp, he shall be holy, and shall let the 


~ locks of the hair of his head grow. 


6 All the days that he separateth himself 
unto the LorpD he shall come at no dead 


ody. 

7 Heshall not make himself unclean for 
his father, or for his mother, for his bro- 
ther, or for his sister, when they die: be- 
cause the consecration of his God is up- 
on his head. 

8 All the days of his separation he is 
holy unto the Lorp. 

9 And if any man die very suddenly by 
him, and he hath defiled the head of his 
consecration; then he shall shave his 
head in the day of his cleansing, on the 
seventh day shall he shave it. r 

10 And on the eighth day he shall bring 
two turtles, or two young pigeons, to the 
priest, to the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation: 

11 And the priest shall offer the one for 
a sin offering, and the other for a burnt 
offering, and make an atonement for him, 
for that he sinned by the dead, and shall 
hallow his head that same day. 

_ _12 And he shall consecrate unto the 

Lorp the days of his separation, and 
_ shall bring a lamb of the first year for a 
trespass offering: but the days that were 
before shall be lost, because his separa- 
’ tion was defiled. i) 

13 ¢ And this is the law of the Naz’-a- 
rite, when the days of his separation are 
fulfilled: he shall be brought unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the congrega- 


tion: 

14 And he shall offer his offering unto 
the LorD, one he lamb of the first year 
without blemish for a burnt offering, and 
one ewe lamb of the first year without 
blemish for a sin offering, and one ram 
without blemish for peace offerings, 

15 And a basket of unleavened bread, 
cakes of fine flour mingled with oil, and 
wafers of unleavened bread anointed 
with oil, and their meat offering, and 
their drink offerings. ; 

16 And the priest shall bring them be- 
fore the Lorp, and shall offer his sin 
offering, and his burnt offering: 

17 And he shall offer the ram for a sac- 
rifice of peace offerings unto the Lorp, 
_ with the basket of unleavened bread: the 

priest shall offer also his meat offering, 
and his drink offering. 

18 And the Naz’-a-rite shall shave the 
head of his separation at the door of the 


tabernacle of the congregation, and shall- 
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take the hair of the head of his separa- 
tion, and put it in the fire which is under 
the sacrifice of the peace offerings. 

19 And the priest shall take the sodden 
shoulder of the ram, and one unleavened 
cake out of the basket, and one unleavened 
wafer, and shall put them upon the hands 
of the Naz’-a-rite, after the hair of his 
separation is shaven: 

20 And the priest shall wave them for a 
wave Offering before the Lorpb: this is 
holy for the priest, with the wave breast 
and heave shoulder: and after that the 
Naz’-a-rite may drink wine. 

21 This is the law of the Naz’-a-rite 
who hath vowed, and of his offering unto 
the Lorp for his separation, beside that 
that his hand shall get: according to the 
vow which he vowed, so he must do after 
the law of his separation. 

22 G And the Lorp spake unto Mo’- 
$és, saying, 

23 Speak unto Aa’-ron and unto his 
sons, saying, On this wise ye shall bless 
the children of Is’-ra-él, saying unto them, 

4 The Lorp bless thee, and keep thee: 

25 The Lorp make his face shine upon 
thee, and be gracious unto thee: 

26 The Lorp lift up his countenance 
upon thee, and give thee peace. 

27 And they shall put my name upon 
me children of fs’-ra-é1; and I will bless 
them. 


Chapter 7 


ND it came to pass on the day that 
MO0’-sés had fully set up the taber- 
nacle, and had anointed it, and sanctified 
it, and all the instruments thereof, both 
the altar and all the vessels thereof, and 
had anointed them, and sanctified them;

85 Each charger of silver weighing an 
hundred and thirty shé’-kéls, each bowl 
seventy: all the silver vessels weighed two 
thousand and four hundred shé’-kéls, af- 
ter the shé’-kél of the sanctuary: 

86 The golden spoons were twelve; full 
of incense, weighing ten shé’-kéls apiece, 
after the shé’-kél of the sanctuary: all the 
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gold of the spoons was an hundred and 
twenty shé’-kéls. : 

87 All the oxen for the burnt offering 
were twelve bullocks, the rams twelve, 
the lambs of the first year twelve, with 
their meat offering: and the kids of the 
goats for sin offering twelve. 5 

88 And all the oxen for the sacrifice of 
the peace offerings were twenty and four 
bullocks, the rams sixty, the he goats 
sixty, the lambs of the first year sixty. 
This was the dedication of the altar, after 
that it was anointed. i 

89 And when M6’-sés was gone into 
the tabernacle of the congregation to 
speak with him, then he heard the voice 
of one speaking unto him from off the 
mercy seat that was upon the ark of testi- 
mony, from between the two chér’-i- 
bims: and he spake unto him. 


Chapter 8 


Poe the Lorp spake unto M6’-sés, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto Aa’-ron, and say unto 
him, When thou lightest the lamps, the 
seven lamps shall give light over against 
the candlestick. 

3 And Aa’-ron did so; he lighted the 
lamps thereof over against the candle- 
stick, as the LORD commanded MO’-sés. 

4 And this work of the candlestick was 
of beaten gold, unto the shaft thereof, 
unto the flowers thereof, was beaten 
work: according unto the pattern which 
the Lorp had shewed M6O’-sés, so he 
made the candlestick. 

5 @ And the LorD spake unto M0O’-sés, 
saying, 

6 Take the Lé’-vites from among the 
children of 1s’-ra-él, and cleanse them. 

7 And thus shalt thou do unto them, to 
cleanse them: Sprinkle water of purify- 
ing upon them, and let them shave all 
their flesh, and let them wash their clothes, 
and so make themselves clean. 

8 Then let them take a young bullock 
with his meat offering, even fine flour 


mingled with oil, and another young bul- h 


lock shalt thou take for a sin offering. 

9 And thou shalt bring the Lé’-vites be- 
fore the tabernacle of the congregation: 
and thou shalt gather the whole assem- 
bly of the children of Is’-ra-él together: 

10 And thou shalt bring the Lé’-vites 
before the Lorp: and the children of {§’- 
ees shall put their hands upon the Lé’- 
vites : 

11 And Aa’-ron shall offer the Lé’-vites 
before the Lorp for an offering of the 
children of is’-ra-él, that they may exe- 
cute the service of the Lorp. 

12 And the Lé’-vites shall lay their 
hands upon the heads of the bullocks: 
and thou shalt offer the one for a sin 
offering, and the other for a burnt offer- 
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ing, unto the Lorp, to make an atone- 
ment for the Lé’-vites. 

13 And thou shalt set the Lé’-vites be- 
fore Aa’-ron, and before his sons, and 
offer them for an offering unto the Lorp. 

14 Thus shalt thou separate the Lé’- 
vites from among the children of Is’-ra-él: 
and the Lé’-vites shall be mine. 

15 And after that shall the Lé’-vites go 
in to do the service of the tabernacle of 
the congregation: and thou shalt cleanse 
them, and offer them for an offering. 

16 For they are wholly given unto me 
from among the children of Is’-ra-é1; in- 
stead of such as open every womb, even 
instead of the firstborn of all the children 
of Is’-ra-él, have I taken them unto me. 

17 For all the firstborn of the children 
of {s’-ra-él are mine, both man and beast: 
on the day that I smote every firstborn in 
the land of E-gypt I sanctified them for 
myself. 

18 And I have taken the Lé’-vites for all 
the firstborn of the children of Is’-ra-él. 

19 And I have given the Lé’-vites as a 
gift to Aa’-ron and to his sons from 
among the children of 18’-ra-él, to do the 
service of the children of Is’-ra-él in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and to 
make an atonement for the children of 
Is’-ra-él: that there be no plague among 
the children of 18’-ra-€1, when the chil- 
dren of Is’-ra-é1 come nigh unto the sanc- 
tuary. 

20 And M6O’-sés, and Aa’-ron, and all 
the congregation of the children of {s’- 
ra-él, did to the Lé’-vites according unto 
all that the Lorp commanded M6’-sés 
concerning the Lé’-vites, so did the chil- 
dren of Is’-ra-é1 unto them. 

21 And the Lé’-vites were purified, and 
they washed their clothes; and Aa’-ron 
offered them as an offering before the 
Lorp; and Aa’-ron made an atonement 
for them to cleanse them. 

2 And after that went the Lé’-vites in 
to do their service in the tabernacle of the 
congregation before Aa’-ron, and before 
is sons: as the Lorp had commanded 
MO0’-sés concerning the Lé’-vites, so did 
they unto them. 

_23 ¢ And the Lorp spake unto MO’- 
SéS, saying, 

24 This is it that belongeth unto the 
Lé’-vites: from twenty and five years old 
and upward they shall go in to wait upon 
the service of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation: 

25 And from the age of fifty years they 
shall cease waiting upon the service there- 
of, and shall serve no more: 

26 But shall minister with their breth- 
ren in the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, to keep the charge, and shall do no 
service. Thus shalt thou do unto the Lé’- 
vites touching their charge.

Chapter 9 


ASD the Lorp spake unto Mo’-8é§ in 
the wilderness of Si’-ndi, in the first 
- month of the second year after they were 
come out of the land of E£’-gypt, saying, 
2 Let the children of Is’-ra-él also keep 
the passover at his appointed season. 

3 In the fourteenth day of this month, 
at even, ye shall keep it in his appointed 
season: according to all the rites of it, 
and according to all the ceremonies there- 
of, shall ye keep it. 

4 And MO’-sés spake unto the children 
of 1s’-ra-él, that they should keep the 
passover. 

5 And they kept the passover on the 
fourteenth day of the first month at even 
in the wilderness of Si’-nai: according to 
all that the LorD commanded MO’-sés, 
so did the children of I§’-ra-él. 

6 @ And there were certain men, who 
were defiled by the dead body of a man, 
that they could not keep the passover on 
that day: and they came before M6’-sés 
and before Aa’-ron on that day: 

7 And those men said unto him, We are 
defiled by the dead body ofa man: where- 
fore are we kept back, that we may not 
offer an offering of the Lorp in his ap- 
pointed season among the children of 
{S’-ra-él? 

8 And M6O’-sés said unto them, Stand 
still, and I will hear what the Lorp will 
command concerning you. 

9 gq And the LorD spake unto M6O’-sés, 
saying, ka 

10 Speak unto the children of Is’-ra-él, 
saying, If any man of you or of your pos- 
terity shall be unclean by reason of a 
dead body, or be in a journey afar off, yet 
he shall keep the passover unto the LorbD. 

11 The fourteenth day of the second 
month at even they shall keep it, and eat 
it with unleavened bread and bitter herbs. 

12 They shall leave none of it unto the 
morning, nor break any bone of it: ac- 
cording to all the ordinances of the pass- 
over they shall keep it. ; 

13 But the man that is clean, and is not 
in a journey, and forbeareth to keep the 
passover, even the same soul shall be cut 
off from among his people: because be 
brought not the offering of the Lorp in 
his appointed season, that man shall bear 


s sin. 

14 And ifastranger shallsojournamong 
you, and will keep the passover unto the 
LORD; according to the ordinance of the 
passover, and according to the manner 
thereof, so shall he do: ye shall have one 
ordinance, both for the stranger, and for 
him that was born in the land. 

15 ¢ And on the day that the taberna- 
cle was reared up the cloud covered the 
tabernacle, namely, the tent of the testi- 
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mony: and at even there was upon the 
tabernacle as it were the appearance of 
fire, until the morning. 

_16 So it was alway: the cloud covered 
it a4 day, and the appearance of fire by 
night. 

17 And when the cloud was taken up 
from the tabernacle, then after that the 
children of Is’-ra-é] journeyed: and in the 
place where the cloud abode, there the 
children of 18’-ra-él pitched their tents. 

18 At the commandment of the Lorp 
the children of Is’-ra-él journeyed, and at 
the commandment of the Lorp they 
pitched: as long as the cloud abode upon 
the tabernacle they rested in their tents. 

19 And when the cloud tarried long up- 
on the tabernacle many days, then the 
children of Is’-ra-él kept the charge of the 
Lorp, and journeyed not. 

d so it was, when the cloud was a 
few days upon the tabernacle; according 
to the commandment of the Lorp they 
abode in their tents, and according to the 
eet esata of the Lorp they jour- 
neyed. 

21 And so it was, when the cloud abode 
from even unto the morning, and that the 
cloud was taken up in the morning, then 
they journeyed: whether it was by day or 
by night that the cloud was taken up, 
they journeyed. 

22 Or whether it were two days, or a 
month, or a year, that the cloud tarried 
upon the tabernacle, remaining thereon, 
the children of Is’-ra-é1 abode in their 
tents, and journeyed not: but when it was 
taken up, they journeyed. 

23 At the commandment of the Lorp 
they rested in the tents, and at the com- 
mandment of the Lorp they journeyed: 
they kept the charge of the Lorp, at the 
commandment of the Lorp by the hand 
of MO’-sés. 

Chapter 10 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6’-sés, 
saying, 

2 Make thee two trumpets of silver; of 
a whole piece shalt thou make them: that 
thou mayest use them for the calling of 
the assembly, and for the journeying of 
the camps. 

3 And when they shall blow with them, 
all the assembly shall assemble them- 
selves to thee at the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. 

4 And if they blow but with one trum- 
pet, then the princes, which are heads of 
the thousands of Is’-ra-él, shall gather 
themselves unto thee. 

5 When ye blow an alarm, then the 
camps that lie on the east parts shall go 
forward. 

6 When ye blow an alarm the second 
time, then the camps that lie on the south 
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side shall take their journey: they shall 
blow an alarm for their journeys. 

7 But when the congregation is to be 
gathered together, ye shall blow, but ye 
shall not sound an alarm. 

And the sons of Aa’-ron, the priests, 
shall blow with the trumpets; and they 
shall be to you for an ordinance for ever 
throughout your generations, 

9 And if ye go to war in your land 
against the enemy that oppresseth you, 
then ye shall blow an alarm with the 
trumpets; and ye shall be remembered 
before the LorpD your God, and ye shall 
be saved from your enemies. 

10 Also in the day of your gladness, 
and in your solemn days, and in the be- 
ginnings of your months, ye shall blow 
with the trumpets over your burnt offer- 
ings, and over the sacrifices of your peace 
offerings; that they may be to you for a 
memorial before your God: I am the 
Lorp your God. 

11 @ And it came to pass on the twen- 
tieth day of the second month, in the 
second year, that the cloud was taken 
up from off the tabernacle of the testi- 


mony. 3 

12 And the children of Is’-ra-él took 
their journeys out of the wilderness of 
Si’-nai; and the cloud rested in the wil- 
derness of Par’-an. 

13 And they first took their journey 
according to the commandment of the 
Lorp by the hand of MO’-sés. 

14 9 Inthe first place went the standard 
of the camp of the children of Ja-dah 
according to their armies: and_ over his 
peepee Nah’-shon the son of Am-min’- 
a-dab. 

15 And over the host of the tribe of the 
children of Is’-sa-char was Néth’-a-néél 
the son of Zt’-ar. 

16 And over the host of the tribe of the 
children of Zé-bii’-lin was E-li’-ab the 
son of Hé’-lon. 

17 And the tabernacle was taken down; 
and the sons of Gér’-shon and the sons of 
Mé-rar’-i set forward, bearing the taber- 
nacle. 

18 ¢ And the standard of the camp of 
Réu’-bén set forward according to their 
armies: and over his host was E-li’-zur 
the son of Shéd’-é-ur, 

19 And over the host of the tribe of the 
children of Sim’-é-on was Shé-la’-mi-él 
the son of Zi-ri-shad’-dai. 

20 And over the host of the tribe of the 
children of Gad was £-li’-a-saph the son 
of Déu’-él. 

21 And the K6’-hath-ites set forward, 
bearing the sanctuary: and the other. did 
set up the tabernacle against they came. 

22 ¢ And the standard of the camp of 
the children of E’-phra-im set forward 
according to their armies: and over his 
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ee was £-li’-sha-ma the son of Am’-mi- 
u 


23 And over the host of the tribe of the 
children of Ma-nas’-séh was Ga-ma’-li-él 
the son of Pé-dah’-zur. ‘ 

24 And over the host of the tribe of the 
children of Bén’-ja-min was A-bi’-dan the 
son of Gid-é-36’-ni. 

25 ¢ And the standard of the camp of 
the children of Dan set forward, which 
was the rereward of all the camps through- 
out their hosts: and over his host was A- 
hi-é’-zér the son of Am-mi-shad’-dai. 

26 And over the host of the tribe of the 
children of Ash’-ér was Pa’-gi-é] the son 
of Oc’-ran. 

27 And over the host of the tribe of the 
children of Naph’-ta-li was A-hi’-ra the 
son of B’-nan. 

28 Thus were the journeyings of the 
children of Is’-ra-é1 according to their 
armies, when they set forward. 

29 g And MO’-sés said unto HO’-bab, 
the son of Ra-gii’-él the Mid’-i-a-nite, 
MO’-sés’ father in law, We are journey- 
ing unto the place of which the Lorp 
said, I will give it you: come thou with 
us, and we will do thee good: for the 
kone hath spoken good concerning Is’- 
ra-él. 

30 And he said unto him, I will not go; 
but I will depart to mine own land, and 
to my kindred. 

31 And he said, Leave us not, I pray 
thee; forasmuch as thou knowest how 
we are to encamp in the wilderness, and 
thou mayest be to us instead of eyes. 

32 And it shall be, if thou go with us, 
yea, it shall be, that what goodness the 
LorD shall do unto us, the same will we 
do unto thee. 

33. f And they departed from the mount 
of the Lorp three days’ journey: and the 
ark of the covenant of the LorD went be- 
fore them in the three days’ journey, to 
search out a'resting place for them. 

34 And the cloud of the Lorp was upon 
them by day, when they went out of the 
camp. é f 

35 And it came to pass, when the ark 
set forward, that MO’-sés said, Rise up, 
Lorp, and let thine enemies be scattered; 
ae let them 'that hate thee flee before 

ee. 

36 And when it rested, he said, Return, 
O Lorp, unto the many thousands of 
I8’-ra-él. 

Chapter 11 — 
JAND when the people complained, it 
displeased the Lorp: and the Lorp 
heard it ; and his anger was kindled; and 
the fire of the Lorp burnt among them, 
and consumed them that were in the 
uttermost parts of the camp. 
2 And the people cried unto M36’-sés; 
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and when M@O’-sés prayed unto the Lorp, 
the fire was quenched. 

3 And he called the name of the place 
Tab’-é-rah: because the fire of the Lorp 

_burnt among them. 
4 @ And the mixt multitude that was 
among them fell a lusting: and the chil- 
dren of Is’-ra-él also wept again, and said, 
Who shall give us flesh to eat? 
5 We remember the fish, which we did 
eat in E’-gypt freely ; the cucumbers, and 
the melons, and the leeks, and the onions, 
and the garlick: 
6 But now our soul is dried away: there 
is nothing at all, beside this man’-na, be- 
fore our eyes. 
7 And the man’-na was as coriander 
seed, and the colour thereof as the colour 
of bdellium. 
8 And the people went about, and gath- 
ered it, and ground it in mills, or beat 
it in a mortar, and baked it in pans, and 
made cakes of it: and the taste of it was 
as the taste of fresh oil. 
9 And when the dew fell upon the camp 
in the night, the man’-na fell upon it. 
10 @ Then M6O’-sés heard the people 
weep throughout their families, every 
man in the door of his tent: and the anger 
of the Lorp was kindled greatly ; M6’-sés 
also was displeased. 
11 And MO’-sés said unto the Lorp, 
Wherefore hast thou afflicted thy ser- 
vant? and wherefore have I not found 
favour in thy sight, that thou layest the 
burden of all this people upon me? 
12 Have I conceived all this people? 
have I begotten them, that thou should- 
est say unto me, Carry them in thy bos- 
om, as a nursing father beareth the suck- 
ing child, unto the land which thou swar- 
est unto their fathers? 
13 Whence should I have flesh to give 
unto all this people? for they weep unto 
me, saying, Give us flesh, that we may 
eat. 
14 I am not able to bear all this people 
alone, because it is too heavy for me. 
15 And if thou deal thus with me, kill 
me, I pray thee, out of hand, if I have 
found favour in thy sight; and let me not 
see my wretchedness. Pr 
16 ¢ And the Lorp said unto M6’-sés, 
Gather unto me seventy men of the elders 
of is’-ra-é1, whom thou knowest to be the 
elders of the people, and officers over 
them; and bring them unto the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, that they may 
stand there with thee. j 
17 And I will come down and talk with 
thee there: and I will take of the spirit 
which is upon thee, and will put it upon 
- them; and they shall bear the burden of 
the people with thee, that thou bear it not 
thyself alone. 

18 And say thou unto the people, Sanc- 
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tify yourselves against to morrow, and ye 
shall eat flesh: for ye have wept in the 
ears of the LorD, saying, Who shall give 
us flesh to eat? for it was well with us in 
E’-gypt: therefore the Lorp will give you 
flesh, and ye shall eat. 

19 Ye shall not eat one day, nor two 
days, nor five days, neither ten days, nor 
twenty days; 

20 But even a whole month, until it 
come out at your nostrils, and it be loath- 
some unto you: because that ye have des- 
pised the LorpD which is among you, and 
have wept before him, saying, Why came 
we forth out of E’-gypt? 

21 And M6O’-sés said, The people among 
whom I am, are six hundred thousand 
footmen; and thou hast said, I will give 
them flesh, that they may eat a whole 
month. 

22 Shall the flocks and the herds be 
slain for them, to suffice them? or shall 
all the fish of the sea be gathered together 
for them, to suffice them? 

23 And the LorpD said unto MO’-sés, Is 
the Lorp’s hand waxed short? thou shalt 
see now whether my word shall come to 
pass unto thee or not. 

24 @ And M6O’-sés went out, and told 
the people the words of the Lorp, and 
gathered the seventy men of the elders of 
the people, and set them round about the 
tabernacle. 

25 And the Lorp came downina cloud, 
and spake unto him, and took of the 
spirit that was upon him, and gave it un- 
to the seventy elders: and it came to pass, 
that, when the spirit rested upon them, 
they prophesied, and did not cease. 

26 But there remained two of the men 
in the camp, the name of the one was 
El’-dad, and the name of the other Mé’- 
dad: and the spirit rested upon them; 
and they were of them that were written, 
but went not out unto the tabernacle: 
and they prophesied in the camp. 

27 And there ran a young man, and 
told M6’-8és, and said, El’-dad and Mé’- 
dad do prophesy in the camp. 

28 And Josh’-t-a the son-of Nun, the 
servant of MO’-sés, one of his young men, 
answered and said, My lord MO’-sés, for- 
bid them. 

29 And MO’-sés said unto him, Enviest 
thou for my sake? would God that all the 
Lorp’s people were prophets, and that 
the LorD would put his spirit upon them! 

30 And MO’-8és gat, him into the camp, 
he and the elders of Is’-ra-él. 

31 ¢@ And there went forth a wind from 
the Lorpb, and brought quails from the 
sea, and let them fall by the camp, as it 
were a day’s journey on this side, and as 
it were a day’s journey on the other side, 
round about the camp, and as it were 
two cubits high upon the face of the earth. 
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32 And the people stood up all that 
day, and all that night, and all the next 
day, and they gathered the quails: he 
that gathered least gathered ten ho’- 
mérs: and they spread them all abroad 
for themselves round about the camp. 

33 And while the flesh was yet between 
their teeth, ere it was chewed, the wrath 
of the LorpD was kindled against the peo- 
ple, and the Lorp smote the people with 
a very great plague. 

34 And he called the name of that place 
Kib’-r6th—hat-ta’-a-vah: because there 
they buried the people that lusted. ‘i 

35 And the people journeyed from Kib’- 
roth—-hat-ta’-4-vah unto Ha-zé’-roth; and 
abode at Ha-zé’-roth. 


Chapter 12 

ND Mir’-i-am and Aa’-ron spake 
against M6’-sés because of the E- 
thi-6’-pi-an woman whom he had mar- 
ried: for he had married an E-thi-6’-pi-an 

woman. : 
2 And they said, Hath the Lorp indeed 
spoken only by M@6’-sés? hath he not 
spoken also by us? And the Lorp heard 


it. 

3 (Now theman M6O’-sés was very meek, 
above all the men which were upon the 
face of the earth.) 

4 And the Lorp spake suddenly unto 
MoO’-sés, and unto Aa’-ron, and unto 
Mir’-i-am, Come out ye three unto the 
tabernacle of the congregation. And they 
three came out. 

5 And the Lorp came down in the pil- 
lar of the cloud, and stood in the door of 
the tabernacle, and called Aa’-ron and 
Mir’-i-am: and they both came forth. 

6 And he said, Hear now my words: If 
there be a prophet among you, 7 the 
LorD will make myself known unto him 
in a vision, and will speak unto him in a 
dream. 

7 My servant MO’-sés is not so, who is 
faithful in all mine house. 

8 With him willI speak mouth to mouth, 
even apparently, and notin dark speeches; 
and the similitude of the Lorpb shall he 
behold: wherefore then were ye not afraid 
to speak against my servant M6’-sés? 

9 And the anger of the Lorp was kind- 
led against them; and he departed. 

10 And the cloud departed from off the 
tabernacle; and, behold, Mir’-i-am be- 
came leprous, white as snow: and Aa’-ron 
looked upon Mir’-i-am, and, behold, she 
was leprous. 

11 And Aa’-ronsaid unto M36’-8és, Alas, 
my lord, I beseech thee, lay not the sin 
upon us, wherein we have done foolishly, 
and wherein we have sinned. 

12 Let her not be as one dead, of whom 
the flesh is half consumed when he cometh 
out of his mother’s womb. 
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13 And M6@6’-sés cried unto the Lorp, 
saying, Heal her now, O God, I beseech 


thee. 

14 ¢ And the Lorp said unto MO’-sés, 
If her father had but spit in her face, 
should she not be ashamed seven days? 
let her be shut out from the camp seven 
days, and after that let her be received in 
again. 

15 And Mir’-i-am was shut out from 
the camp seven days: and the people 
journeyed not till Mir’-i-am was brought 
in again. 

16 And afterward the people removed 
from Ha-zé’-roth, and pitched in the 
wilderness of Par’-an. 


Chapter 13 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6’-sés, 
saying, 

2 Send thou men, that they may search 
the land of Ca’-na-an, which I give unto 
the children of Is’-ra-él: of every tribe of 
their fathers shall ye send a man, every 
one a ruler among them. : 

3 And M6O’-sés by the commandment 
of the LorD sent them from the wilder- 
ness of Par’-an: all those men were heads 
of the children of Is’-ra-él. 

4 And these were their names: of the 
tribe of Réu’-bén, Sham’-mi-a the son of 
Zac’-cur. 

5 Of the tribe of Sim’-é-on, Sha’-phat 
the son of H6r’-i. 

6 Of the tribe of Ja’-dah, Ca’-léb the 
son of Jé-phin’-néh. 

7 Of the tribe of Is’-sa-char, i’-gal the 
son of J6’-séph. 

8 Of the tribe of E’-phra-im, 6-shé’-4 
the son of Nun. 

9 Of the tribe of Bén’-ja-min, Pal’-ti the 
son of Ra’-pha. 

10 Of the tribe of Zé-bt’-lin, Gad’- 
di-él the son of S6’-di. 

11 Of the tribe of J6’-séph, namely, of 
the tribe of Ma-nas’-séh, Gad’-di the son 
of Sii’-si. 

12 Of the tribe of Dan, Am/’-mi-él the 
son of Gé-mal’-li. | 

13 Of the tribe of Ash’-ér, Sé’-thur the 
son of Mi’-cha-él. 

14 Of the tribe of Naph’-ta-li, Nah’-bi 
the son of Véph’-si. 

15 Of the tribe of Gad, Géut’-él the son 
of Ma’-chi. 

16 These are the names of the men 
which M@’-8é$ sent to SPy out the land. 
And M6’-sés called G-shé’-4 the son of 
Nun Jé-hosh’-i-a. 

17 ¢ And MO’-8és sent them to spy out 
the land of Ca’-na-an, and said unto them, 
Get you up this way southward, and go 
up into the mountain: 

18 And see the land,:what it is ; and the 
people that dwelleth therein, whether 
they be strong or weak, few or many; 
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_19 And what the land is that they dwell 
in, whether it be good or bad; and what 
cities they be that they dwell in, whether 
in tents, or in strong holds; 

d what the land is, whether it be 
fat or lean, whether there be wood there- 
in, or not. d be ye of good courage, 
and bring of the fruit of the land. Now 
the time was the time of the firstripe 

apes. 

21 ¢ So they went up, and searched the 
land from the wilderness of Zin unto 
Ré’-h6b, as men come to Ha’-math. 

22 And they ascended by the south, and 
came unto Hé’-bron; where A-hi’-man, 
Shé’-shai, and Tal’-mai, the children of 
A’-nak, were. (Now. Hé’-bron was built 
seven years before Z6’-an in £’-gypt.) 
23 And they came unto the brook of 
Esh’-col, and cut down from thence a 
branch with one cluster of grapes, and 
they bare it between two upon a staff; 
and they brought of the pomegranates, 
and of the figs. Pic; 

24 The place was called the brook Esh’- 
col, because of the cluster of grapes which 
the children of Is’-ra-é1 cut down from 
thence. : 

25 And they returned from searching 
of the land after forty days. 

26 f And they went and came to MO’- 
sés, and to Aa’-ron, and to all the con- 
gregation of the children of Is’-ra-él, unto 
the wilderness of Par’-an, to Ka’-désh; 
and brought back word unto them, and 
unto all the congregation, and shewed 
them the fruit of the land. J 

27 And they told him, and said, We 
’ came unto the land whither thou sentest 
us, and surely it floweth with milk and 
honey; and this is the fruit of it. 

28 Nevertheless the people be strong 
that dwell in the land, and the cities are 
walled, and very great: and moreover we 
saw the children of A’-nak there. 

29 The A-mal’-ék-ites dwell in the land 
of the south: and the Hit’-tites, and the 
Jéb’-0-sites, and the Am’-6-rites, dwell in 
the mountains: and the Ca’-na-an-ites 
dwell by the sea, and by the coast of Jér’- 
da 


an. 

30 And Ca’-léb stilled the people before 
MO’-sés, and said, Let us go up at once, 
and possess it; for we are well able to 
overcome it. pe 

31 But the men that went up with him 
said, We be not able to go up against the 
people; for they are stronger than we. 

32 And they brought up an evil report 
of the land which they had searched unto 
the children of ig’-ra-él, saying, The land, 
. through which we have gone to search it, 
is a land that eateth up the inhabitants 
thereof; and all the people that we saw in 
it are men of a great stature. _ 

33 And there we saw the giants, the 
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sons of A’-nak, which come of the giants: 
and we were in our own sight as grass- 
hoppers, and so we were in their sight. 


Chapter 14 


ND all the congregation lifted up 
their voice, and cried; and the peo- 
ple wept that night. 2 

2 And all the children of is’-ra-1 mur- 
mured against M6’-sés and against Aa’- 
ron: and the whole congregation said 
unto them, Would God that we had died 
in the land of £’-gypt! or would God we 
had died in this wilderness! 

3 Andwherefore hath the Lorp brought 
us unto this land, to fall by the sword, 
that our wives and our children should 
be a prey? were it not better for us to re- 
turn into E’-gypt? 

4 And they said one to another, Let us 
make a captain, and let us return into 
Etgyptay vod a. 

5 Then M6’-sés and Aa’-ron fell on 
their faces before all the assembly of the 
congregation of the children of is’-ra-él. 

6 ¢ And Josh’-i-a the son of Nin, and 
Ca’-léb the son of Jé-phtn’-néh, which 
were of them that searched the land, rent 
their clothes: 

7 And they spake unto all the company 
of the-children of I8’-ra-él, saying, The 
land, which we passed through to search 
it, is an exceeding good land. 

8 If the Lorp delight in us, then he will 
bring us into this land, and give it us; 
a land which floweth with milk and 
honey. 

9 Only rebel not ye against the Lorn, 
neither fear ye the people of the land; for 
they are bread for us: their.defence is de- 
parted from them, and the Lorp is with 
us: fear them not. 

10 But all the congregation bade stone 
them with stones. And the glory of the 
LorpD appeared in the tabernacle of the 
constemedon before all the children of 
Is’-ra-él. 

11 @ And the Lorp said unto MO’-sés, 
How long will this people provoke me? 
and how long will it be ere they believe 
me, for all the signs which I have shewed 
among them? 

12 I will smite them with the pestilence, 
and disinherit them, and will make of 
thee a greater nation and mightier than 


they. 

13: f And M6O’-sés said unto the Lorp, 
Then the E-gyp’-tians shall hear it, (for 
thou broughtest up this people in thy 
might from among them;) 

14 And they will tell it to the inhabitants 
of this land: for they have heard that 
thou LoRD art among this people, that 
thou LorD art seen face to face, and that 
thy cloud standeth over them, and that 
thou goest before them, by day time ina 
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pillar of a cloud, and in a pillar of fire by 


night. 

15 ¢ Now if thou shalt kill a// this peo- 
ple as one man, then the nations which 
have heard the fame of thee will speak, 
saying, 

16 Because the LorD was not able to 
bring this people into the land which he 
sware unto them, therefore he hath slain 
them in the wilderness. 

17 Andnow, I beseech thee, let the power 
of my Lorp be great, according as thou 
hast spoken, saying, 3 

18 The Lorn is longsuffering, and of 
great mercy, forgiving iniquity and trans- 
gression; and by no means clearing the 
guilty, visiting the iniquity of the fathers 
upon the children unto the third and 
fourth generation. ash Mi 

19 Pardon, I beseech thee, the iniquity 
of this people according unto the great- 
ness of thy mercy, and as thou hast for- 
given this people, from E’-gypt even until 
now. 

20 And the Lorp said, I have pardoned 
according to thy word: | 

But as truly as I live, all the earth 
shall be filled with the glory of the Lorp. 

22 Because all those men which have 
seen my glory, and my miracles, which I 
did in E’-gypt and in the wilderness, and 
have tempted me now these ten times, 
and have not hearkened to my voice; 

23 Surely they shall not see the land 
which I sware unto their fathers, neither 
shall any of them that provoked me see 
it: 

24 But my servant Ca’-léb, because he 
had another spirit with him, and hath 
followed me fully, him will I bring into 
the land whereinto he went; and his seed 
shall possess it, 

25 (Now the A-mal’-ék-ites and the Ca’- 
na-an-ites dwelt in the valley.) To mor- 
row turn you, and get you into the wil- 
derness by the way of the Red sea. 

26 ¥ And the Lorp spake unto M36’-sés 
and unto Aa’-ron, saying, 

27 How long shall I bear with this evil 
congregation, which murmur against me? 
I have heard the murmurings of the chil- 
dren of is’-ra-é1, which they murmur 
BL res me. 

8 Say unto them; As truly as I live, 
saith the Lorp, as ye have spoken in mine 
ears, so will I do to you: 

9 Your carcases shall fall in this wil- 
derness; and all that were numbered of 
you, according to your whole number, 
from twenty years old and upward, which 
have murmured against me, 

30 Doubtless ye shall not come into the 
land, concerning which I sware to make 
you dwell therein, save Ca’-léb the son of 
pe annie and: Josh’-i-4 the son of 

un. 
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31 But your little ones, which ye said 
should be a prey, them will I bring in, 
and they shall know the land which ye 
have despised. 

32 But as for you, your carcases, they 
shall fall in this wilderness. \ 

33 And your children shall wander in 
the wilderness forty years, and bear your 
whoredoms, until your carcases be wast- 
ed in the wilderness. : 

34 After the number of the days in 
which ye searched the land, even forty 
days, each day for a year, shall ye bear 
your iniquities, even forty years, and ye 
shall know my breach of promise. 

35 I the Lorp have said, I will surely do 
it unto all this evil congregation, that are 
gathered together against me: in this wil- 
derness they shall be consumed, and there 
they shall die. 

36 And the men, which M@O’-sés sent to 
search the land, who returned, and made 
all the congregation to murmur against 
pin, by bringing up a slander upon the 
and, : 

37 Even those men that did bring up the 
evil report upon the land, died by the 
plague before the Lorp. 

38 But Josh’-i-a the son of Nun, and 
Ca’-léb the son of Jé-phtin’-néh, which 
were of the men that went to search the 
land, lived sziil. 

3 d MO’-sés told these sayings unto 
all the children of 18’-ra-é1: and the peo- 
ple mourned greatly. 

40 ¢ And they rose up early in the morn- 
ing, and gat them up into the top of the 
mountain, saying, Lo, we be here, 
and will go up unto the place which 
the Lorp hath promised: for we have 
sinned. 

41 And M6O’-sés said, Wherefore now 
do ye transgress the commandment of 
the LorpD? but it shall not prosper. 

42 Go not up, for the LorpD is not 
among you; that ye be not smitten be- 
fore your enemies. 

43 For the A-mal’-ék-ites and the Ca’- 
na-na-ites are there before you, and ye 
shall fall by the sword: because ye are 
turned away from the Lorp, therefore 
the Lorp will not be with you. 

44 But they presumed to go up unto 
the hill top: nevertheless the ark of the 
covenant of the Lorp, and M6’-sés, de- 
parted not out of the camp. 

45 Then the A-mal’-ék-ites came down, 
and the Ca’-na-an-ites which dwelt in 
that hill, and smote them, and discom- 
fited them, even unto Hér’-mah. 


Chapter 15 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6d’-sé§, 
saying, . 

2 Speak unto the children of i§’-ra-él, 

and say unto them, When ye be come in- 
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to the land of your habitations, which I 
give unto you, 

3 And will make an offering by fire un- 
to the Lorp, a burnt offering, or a sacri- 
- fice in performing a vow, or in a freewill 

offering, or in your solemn feasts, to 
make a sweet savour unto the Lorn, of 
the herd, or of the flock: 

4 Then shall he that offereth his offer- 
ing unto the Lorp bring a meat offering 
of a tenth deal of flour mingled with the 
fourth part of an hin of oil. 

5 And the fourth part of an hin of wine 
for a drink offering shalt thou prepare 
with the burnt offering or sacrifice, for 
one lamb. 

6 Or for a ram, thou shalt prepare for a 
meat offering two tenth deals of flour 
mingled with the third part of an hin of 
oil. 

_ 7 And for a drink offering thou shalt 
offer the third part of an hin of wine, for 
a sweet savour unto the Lorp. 

8 And when thou preparest a bullock 
for a burnt offering, or for a sacrifice in 
performing a vow, or peace offerings un- 
to the Lorp: 

9 Then shall he bring with a bullock a 
meat offering of three tenth deals of flour 
mingled with half an hin of oil. ' 

10 And thou shalt bring for a drink 
offering half an hin of wine, for an offer- 
ing made by fire, of a sweet savour unto 
the Lorp. 

11 Thus shall it be done for one bullock, 
or for one ram, or for a lamb, or a kid. 

12 According to the number that ye 
shall prepare, so shall ye do to every one 
according to their number. 

13 Allthat are born of the country shall 
do these things after this manner, in of- 
fering an offering made by fire, of a sweet 
savour unto the Lorp. : 

4 And if a stranger sojourn with you, 
or whosoever be among you in your gen- 
erations, and will offer an offering made 
by fire, of a sweet savour unto the LorpD; 
as ye do, so he shall do. 

15 One ordinance shall be both for you 
of the congregation, and also for the 
stranger that sojourneth with you, an 
ordinance for ever in your generations: 
as ye are, so shall the stranger be before 
the Lorpb. 

16 One law and one manner shall be 
for you, and for the stranger that so- 
journeth with you. is 

17 @ And the LorpD spake unto Md’- 
Sé5, saying, ' eT 

18 Gneals unto the children of Is’-ra-él, 
and say unto them, When ye come into 
. the land whither I bring you, 

19 Then it shall be, that, when ye eat of 
the bread of the land, ye shall offer up an 
heave offering unto the Lorp. 

20 Ye shall offer up a cake of the first 
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of your dough for an heave offering: as 
ye do the heave offering of the threshing- 
floor, so shall ye heave it. 

21 Of the first of your dough ye shall 
give unto the LorD an heave offering in 
your generations. 

2 @ And if ye have erred, and not ob- 
served all these commandments, which 
the Lorp hath spoken unto M6’-sés, 

23 Even all that the Lorp hath com- 
manded you by the hand of M6’-sés, 
from the day that the Lorp commanded 
Mo’-sés, and henceforward among your 
generations; 

24 Then it shall be, if ought be com- , 
mitted by ignorance without the knowl- 
edge of the congregation, that all the 
congregation shall offer one young bul- 
lock for a burnt offering, for a sweet 
savour unto the LorpD, with his meat 
offering, and his drink offering, accord- 
ing to the manner, and one kid of the 
goats for a sin offering. 

25 And the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for all the congregation of the chil- 
dren of Is’-ra-él, and it shall be forgiven 
them; for it is ignorance: and they shall 
bring their offering, a sacrifice made by 
fire unto the Lorp, and their sin offering 
before the Lorp, for their ignorance: 

26 And it shall be forgiven all the con- 
gregation of the children of Is’-ra-él, and 
the stranger that sojourneth among them; 
seeing all the people were in ignorance. 

27 ¢ And if any soul sin through ignor- 
ance, then he shall bring a she goat of the 
first year for a sin Offering. 

28 And the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for the soul that sinneth ignorantly, 
when he sinneth by ignorance before the 
Lorp, to make an atonement for him; 
and it shall be forgiven him. 

29 Ye shall have one law for him that 
sinneth through ignorance, both for him 
that is born among the children of Is’- 
ra-él, and for the stranger that sojourneth 
among them. 

30 ¢ But the soul that doeth ought pre- 
sumptuously, whether he be born in the 
land, or a stranger, the same reproacheth 
the LorpD; and that soul shall be cut off 
from among his people. 

31 Because he hath despised the word 
of the LorpD, and hath broken his com- 
mandment, that soul shall utterly be cut 
off; his iniquity shall be upon him. 

32 @ And while the children of I§’-ra-él 
were in the wilderness, they found a man 
that gathered sticks upon the sabbath day. 

33 And they that found him gathering 
sticks brought him unto MO’-sés and Aa’- 
ron, and unto all the congregation. 

34 And they put him in ward, because 
it was not declared what should be done 


to him. 
35 And the Lorp said unto M36’-sés, 
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e man shall be surely put to death: all 
ae congregation shall stone him with 
stones without the camp. . 

36 And all the congregation brought 
him without the camp, and stoned him 
with stones, and he died; as the LorD 
commanded M6O’-sés. oi 

37 g@ And the LorD spake unto M6O’- 
Sés 2 sa in 2 ° Vel pees 
3 Speak unto the children of Is’-ra-él, 
and bid them that they make them fringes 
in the borders of their garments through- 
out their generations, and that they put 
upon the fringe of the borders a ribband 
of blue: ji 

39 And it shall be unto you for a fringe, 
that ye may look upon it, and remember 
all the commandments of the Lorp, and 
do them; and that ye seek not after your 
own heart and your own eyes, after which 
ye use to go a whoring: 

40 That ye may remember, and do all 
my Cpe Seat and be holy unto 

our God. : 
“Ai I am the Lorp your God, which 
brought you out of the land of E’-gypt, to 
be your God: I am the Lorp your God. 


Chapter 16 
OW K6or’-a’h, the son of Iz’-har, the 
son of K6’-hath, the son of Lé’-vi, 
and Da’-than and A-bi’-ram, the sons of 
E-li’-ab, and On, the son of Pé’-léth, sons 
of Réu’-bén, took men: ie 

2 And they rose up_ before M6’-sés, 
with certain of the children of Is’-ra-él, 
two hundred and fifty princes of the as- 
sembly, famous in the congregation, men 
of renown: 

3 And they gathered themselves to- 
gether against MO’-sés and against Aa’- 
ron, and said unto them, Ye take too 
much upon you, seeing all the congrega- 
tion are holy, every one of them, and the 
Lorp is among them: wherefore then lift 
ye up yourselves above the congregation 
of the LorD? 

4 And when MO’-sés heard it, he fell 
upon his face: 

5 And he spake unto K6r’-ah and unto 
all his company, saying, Even to morrow 
the LorD will shew who are his, and who 
is holy; and will cause him to come near 
unto him: even him whom he hath chosen 
will he cause to come near unto him. 

6 This do; Take you censers, K6r’-ah, 
and all his company; 

7 And put fire therein, and put incense 
in them before the LorRD to morrow: and 
it shall be that the man whom the Lorp 
doth choose, he shall be holy: ye take too 
much upon you, ye sons of Lé’-vi. 

Mo’-sés said unto K6r’-ah, 
Hear, I pray you, ye sons of Lé’-vi: 


9 Seemeth it but.a’small thing unto you, r 


that the God of is’-ra-é1 hath separated 
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you from the congregation of I8’-ra-él, to 
bring you near to himself to do the serv- 
ice of.the tabernacle of the Lorpb, and 
to stand before the congregation to min- 
ister unto them? 

10 And he hath brought thee near to 
him, and all thy brethren the sons of Lé’- 
with thee: and seek ye the priesthood 
also? 

11 For which cause both thou and all 
thy company are gathered togetheragainst 
the Lorp: and what is Aa’-ron, that ye 
murmur against him? 

12 @ And MO’-8és sent to call Da’-than 
and A-bi’-ram, the sons of E-li’-ab: which 
said, We will not come up: 

13 Js it a small thing that thou hast 
brought us up out of a land that floweth 
with milk and honey, to kill us in the 
wilderness, except thou make thyself al- 
together a prince over us? 

14 Moreover thou hast not brought us 
into a land that floweth with milk and 
honey, or given us inheritance of fields 
and vineyards: wilt thou put out the eyes 
of these men? we will not come up. 

15 And M6’-sés was very wroth, and 
said unto the Lorp, Respect not thou 
their offering: I have not taken one ass 
from them, neither have I hurt one of 
them. 

16 And M@6’-sés said unto Kér’-ah, Be 
thou and all thy company before the 
Lorp, thou, and they, and Aa’-ron, to 
morrow: 

17 And take every man his censer, and 
put incense in them, and bring ye before 
the LORD every man his censer, two hun- 
dred and fifty censers; thou also, and 
Aa’-ron, each of you his censer. 

18 And they took every man his censer, 
and put fire in them, and laid incense 
thereon, and stood in the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation with Mo’- 
sés and Aa’-ron. 

19 And K6r’-ah gathered all the con- 
gregation against them unto the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation: and 
the glory of the Lorp appeared unto all 
the congregation. 

‘20 And the Lorp spake unto M6/-sés 
and unto Aa’-ron, saying, 

21 Separate yourselves from among this 
congregation, that I may consume them 
in a moment. 

22 And they fell upon their faces, and 
said, O God, the God of the spirits of all 
flesh, shall one man sin, and wilt thou be 
wroth with all the congregation? 

_23 ¢ And the Lorp spake unto M@d’- 
SéS, saying, 

_24 Speak unto the congregation, say- 
ing, Get you up from about the taber- 
nacle of K6r’-ah, Da‘-than, and A-bi’- 


am. 
25 And M6O’-sés rose up and went unto 
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Da’-than and A-bi’-ram; and the elders 
of Is’-ra-é1 followed him. 

26. And he spake unto the congregation, 
saying, Depart, I pray you, from the tents 
' of these wicked men, and touch nothing 
of their’s, lest ye be consumed in all their 
sins. 

27 So they gat up from the tabernacle 
of K6r’-ah, Da’-than, and A-bi’-ram, on 
every side: and Da’-than and A-bi’-ram 
came out, and stood in the door of their 
tents, and their wives, and their sons, and 
their little children. 

And M6’-sés said, Hereby ye shall 
know that the Lorp hath sent me to do 
all these works; for I have not done them 
of mine own mind. 

29 If these men die the common death 
of all men, or if they be visited after the 
visitation of all men; then the Lorp hath 
-not sent me. 

30 But if the Lorp make a new thing, 
and the earth open her mouth, and swal- 
low them up, with all that appertain unto 
them, and they go down quick into the 
pit; then ye shall understand that these 
men have provoked the Lorp. 

31 ¢ And it came to pass, as he had 
made an end of speaking all these words, 
that the ground clave asunder that was 
under them: 

32 And the earth opened her mouth, 
and swallowed them up, and their houses, 
and all the men that appertained unto 
K6r’-ah, and all their goods. 

33 They, and all that appertained to 
them, went down alive into the pit, and 
the earth closed upon them: and they 
perished from among the congregation. 

34 And all Is’-ra-él that were round 
about them fied at the cry of them: for 
they said, Lest the earth swallow us up 


also. 

35 And there came out a fire from the 
LorpD; and consumed the two hundred 
and fifty men that offered incense. 

36 @ And the Lorp spake unto MOo’- 
8éS, saying, 2 

37 Speak unto El-é-a’-zar the son of 
Aa’-ron the priest, that he take up the 
censers out of the burning, and scatter 
thou the fire yonder ; for they are hallowed. 

38 The censers of these sinners against 
their own souls, let them make them 
broad plates for a covering of the altar: 
for they offered them before the Lorp, 
therefore they are hallowed: and they 
shall be a sign unto the children of 18’- 
ra-él. 

39 And El-é-a’-zar the priest took the 
brasen censers, wherewith they that were 


-. burnt had offered; and they were made 


broad plates for a covering of the altar: 

40 To be a memorial unto the children 
of {8’-ra-él, that no stranger, which is not 
of the seed of Aa’-ron, come near to offer 
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incense before the Lorp; that he be not 
as K6r’-ah, and as his company: as 
the LorD said to him by the hand of M6’- 
Sés. 

41 ¢ But on the morrow all the con- 
gregation of the children of Is’-ra-é1 mur- 
mured against M6’-sés and against Aa’- 
ron, saying, Ye have killed the people of 
the Lorp. 

42 And it came to pass, when the con- 
gregation was gathered against M6’-sés 
and against Aa’-ron, that they looked 
toward the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion: and, behold, the cloud covered it, 
and the glory of the Lorp appeared. 

43 And Mo’-sés and 4a’-ron came be- 
fore the tabernacle of the congregation. 
_44 @ And the Lorp spake unto Md’- 
SéS, saying, 

5 Get you up from among this con- 
gregation, that I may consume them as 
in a moment. And they fell upon their 
faces. 

46 @ And M6’-sés said unto 4Aa’-ron, 
Take a censer, and put fire therein from 
off the altar, and put on incense, and go 
quickly unto the congregation, and make 
an atonement for them: for there is wrath 
gone out from the Lorp; the plague is 
begun. 

47 Afid Aa’-ron took as M6’-sé§ com- 
manded, and ran into the midst of the 
congregation; and, behold, the plague 
was begun among the people: and he put 
on incense, and made an atonement for 
the people. 

48 And he stood between the dead and 
the living; and the plague was stayed. 

49 Now they that died in the plague 
were fourteen thousand and seven hun- 
dred, beside them that died about the 
matter of K6r’-ah. 

50 And Aa’-ron returned unto M6’-sés 
unto the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation: and the plague was stayed. 


Chapter 17 


ND the Lorp spake unto M36’-sés, 
saying, | 

2 Speak unto the children of Is’-ra-él, 
and take of every one of them a rod ac- 
cording to the house of their fathers, of 
all their princes according to the house of 
their fathers twelve rods: write thou every 
man’s name upon his rod. 

3 And thou shalt write Aa’-ron’s name 
upon the rod of Lé’-vi: for one rod shall 
re for the head of the house of their fa- 
thers. 

4 And thou shalt lay them up in the tab- 
ernacle of the congregation before the 
testimony, where I will meet with you. 

5 And it shall came to pass, that the 
man’s rod, whom I shall choose, shall 
blossom: and I will make to cease from 
me the murmurings of the children of

{s’-ra-él, whereby they murmur against 


you. ‘ , 

6 @ And Mo’-sé§ spake unto the chil- 
dren of {s’-ra-él, and every one of their 
princes gave him a rod apiece, for each 
prince one, according to their fathers’ 
houses, even twelve rods: and the rod of 
Aa’-ron was among their rods. 

7 And Mo’-8é laid up the rods before 
the LorD in the tabernacle of witness. 

8 And it came to pass, that on the mor- 
row Mo’-sés went into the tabernacle of 
witness; and, behold, the rod of Aa’-ron 
for the house of Lé’-vi was budded, and 
brought forth buds, and bloomed blos- 
soms, and yielded almonds. 

9 And MOo’-sés brought out all the rods 
from before the LorpD unto all the chil- 
dren of is’-ra-él: and they looked, and 
took every man his rod. arr 

10 @ And the Lorp said unto MO’-sés, 
Bring Aa’-ron’s rod again before the testi- 
mony, to be kept for a token against the 
rebels; and thou shalt quite take away 
their murmurings from me, that they die 
not. 

11 And MOd’-8é8 did so: as the LorD 
commanded him, so did he. 

12 And the children of Is’-ra-é] spake 
unto Mo’-sés, saying, Behold, we die, we 
perish, we all perish. d 

13 Whosoever cometh any thing near 
unto the tabernacle of the LorD shall die: 
shall we be consumed with dying? 


Chapter 18 


AND the Lorp said unto Aa’-ron, Thou 
and thy sons and thy father’s house 
with thee shall bear the iniquity of the 
sanctuary: and thou and thy sons with 
thee shall bear the iniquity of your priest- 


hood. 

2 And thy brethren also of the tribe of 
Lé’-vi, the tribe of thy father, bring thou 
with thee, that they may be joined unto 
thee, and minister unto thee: but thou 
and thy sons with thee shall minister be- 
fore the tabernacle of witness. 

3 And they shall keep thy charge, and 
the charge of all the tabernacle: only they 
shall not come nigh the vessels of the 
sanctuary and the altar, that neither they, 
nor ye also, die. 

4 And they shall be joined unto thee, 
and keep the charge of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, for all the service of 
the tabernacle: and a stranger shall not 
come nigh unto you. 

5 And ye shall keep the charge of the 
sanctuary, and the charge of the altar: 
that there be no wrath any more upon the 
children of Is’-ra-él. 

6 And I, behold, I have taken your 
brethren the Lé’-vites from among the 
children of I8’-ra-él: to you they are 
given as a gift for the Lorb, to do the 
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service of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation. i 

7 Therefore thou and thy sons with thee 
shall keep your priest’s office for every 
thing of the altar, and within the vail; 
and ye shall serve: I have given your 
priest’s office unto you as a service of gift: 
and the stranger that cometh nigh shall 
be put to death. _ 

8 @ And the Lorp spake unto Aa’-ron, 
Behold, I also have given thee the charge 
of mine heave offerings of all the hal- 
lowed things of the children of 1s’-ra-él; 
unto thee have I given them by reason of 
the anointing, and to thy sons, by an 
ordinance for ever. 

9 This shall be thine of the most holy 
things, reserved from the fire: every obla- 
tion of their’s, every meat offering of 
their’s, and every sin offering of their’s, 
and every trespass offering of their’s, 
which they shall render unto me, shall 
be most holy for thee and for thy sons. 

10 Inthe most holy place shalt thou eat 
it; every male shall eat it: it shall be holy 
unto thee. 

11 And this is thine; the heave offering 
of their gift, with all the wave offerings 
of the children of Is’-ra-él: I have given 
them unto thee, and to thy sons and to 
thy daughters with thee, by a statute for 
ever: every one that is clean in thy house 
shall eat of it. 

12 All the best of the oil, and all the 
best of the wine, and of the wheat, the 
firstfruits of them which they shall offer 
unto the Lorpb, them have I given thee. 

13 And whatsoever is first ripe in the 
land, which they shall bring unto the 
Lorp, shall be thine; every one that is 
clean in thine house shall eat of it. 

14 Every thing devoted in I8’-ra-él shall 

be thine. 
_15 Every thing that openeth the matrix 
in all flesh, which they bring unto the 
LorpD, whether it be of men or beasts, 
shall be thine: nevertheless the firstborn 
of man shalt thou surely redeem, and the 
firstling of unclean beasts shalt thou re- 
deem. 

16 And those that are to be redeemed 
from a month old shalt thou redeem, 
according to thine estimation, for the 
money of five shé’-kéls, after the shé’-kél 
See sanctuary, which is twenty gé’- 
rahs. 

17 But the firstling of a cow, or the first- 
ling of a sheep, or the firstling of a goat, 
thou shalt not redeem; they are holy: 
thou shalt sprinkle their blood upon the 
altar, and shalt burn their fat for an 
offering made by fire, for a sweet savour 
unto the Lorp. 

18 And the flesh of them-shall be thine, 
as the wave breast and as the right shoul- 
der are thine. *

19 All the heave offerings of the holy 
things, which the children of {§’-ra-él 
offer unto the Lorp, have I given thee, 

- and thy sons and thy daughters with thee, 
by a statute for ever: it is a covenant of 
salt for ever before the Lorp unto thee 
and to thy seed with thee. 

20 ¥ And the Lorp spake unto Aa’-ron, 
Thou shalt have no inheritance in their 
land, neither shalt thou have any part 
among them: I am thy part and thine in- 
heritance among the children of {§’-ra-él. 

21 And, behold, I have given the chil- 
dren of Lé’-vi all the tenth in Is’-ra-él for 
an inheritance, for their service which 
they serve, even the service of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. 

22 Neither must the children of {§’-ra-él 
henceforth come nigh the tabernacle of 
ne congregation, lest they bear sin, and 

e 


23 But the Lé’-vites shall do the service 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and they shall bear their iniquity: it shall 
be a statute for ever throughout your 
generations, that among the children of 
1s’-ra-él they have no inheritance. ‘ 

24 But the tithes of the children of is’- 
ra-él, which they offer as an heave offer- 
ing unto the Lorpb, I have given to the 
Lé’-vites to inherit: therefore I have said 
unto them, Among the children of {s’- 
ra-él they shall have no inheritance. 

25 ¢ And the Lorp spake unto MOd’- 
séS, saying, 

26 Thus speak unto the Lé’-vites, and 
say unto them, When ye take of the chil- 
dren of Is’-ra-él the tithes which I have 
given you from them for your inherit- 
ance, then ye shall offer up an heave 
offering of it for the LORD, even a tenth 
part of the tithe. 

27 And this your heave offering shall be 
reckoned unto you, as though it were the 
corn of the threshingfloor, and as the 
fulness of the winepress. 

28 Thus ye also shall offer an heave 
offering unto the Lorp of all your tithes, 
which ye receive of the children of Is’- 
1a-él; and ye shall give thereof the Lorp’s 
heave offering to Aa’-ron the priest. 

29 Out of all your gifts ye shall offer 
every heave Offering of the LorRD, of all 
the best thereof, even the hallowed part 
thereof out of it. 

30. Therefore thou shalt say unto them, 
When ye have heaved the best thereof 
from it, then it shall be counted unto the 
Lé’-vites as the increase of the threshing- 
floor, and as the increase of the wine- 

. press. 

31 And ye shall eat it in every place, ye 
and your households: for it is your re- 
ward for your service in the tabernacle of 
the congregation. 5 

2 And ye shall bear no sin by reason 
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of it, when ye have heaved from it the 

best of it: neither shall ye pollute the holy 

panes of the children of {s’-ra-él, lest ye 
ie. 


Chapter 19 


yah the Lorp spake unto M36’-sé 
and unto Aa’-ron, saying, 

2 This is the ordinance of the law which 
the Lorp hath commanded, saying, 
Speak unto the children of i8’-ra-él, that 
they bring thee a red heifer without spot, 
wherein is no blemish, and upon which 
never came yoke: § 

3 And ye shall give her unto El-é-4’-zar 
the priest, that he may bring her forth 
without the camp, and one shall slay her 
before his face: 

4 El-é-a’-zar the priest shall take of her 
blood with his finger, and sprinkle of her 
blood directly before the tabernacle of 
the congregation seven times: 

5 And one shall burn the heifer in his 
sight; her skin, and her flesh, and her 
blood, with her dung, shall he burn: 

6 And the priest shall take cedar wood, 
and hyssop, and scarlet,.and cast it into 
the midst of the burning of the heifer. 

7 Then the priest shall wash his clothes, 
and he’Shall bathe his flesh in water, and 
afterward he shall come into the camp, 
and the priest shall be unclean until the 
even. 

8 And he that burneth her shall wash 
his clothes in water, and bathe his flesh 
in water, and shall be unclean until the 
even. 

9 And a man that is clean shall gather 
up the ashes of the heifer; and lay them 
up without the camp in a clean place, and 
it shall be kept for the congregation of 
the children of Is’-ra-él for a water of 
separation: it is a purification for sin. 

10 And he that gathereth the ashes of 
the heifer shall wash his clothes, and be 
unclean until the even: and it shall be un- 
to the children of Is’-ra-él, and unto the 
stranger that sojourneth among them, 
for a statute for ever. y 

11 @ He that toucheth the dead body of 
any man shall be unclean seven days. 

12 He shall purify himself with it on 
the third day, and on the seventh day he 
shall be clean: but if he purify not him- 
self the third day, then the seventh day 
he shall not be clean. 

13 Whosoever toucheth the dead body 
of any man that is dead, and purifieth not 
himself, defileth the tabernacle of the 
Lorp; and that soul shall be cut off from 
Is’-ra-é1; because the water of separation 
was not sprinkled upon him, he shall be 
unclean. his uncleanness is yet upon 

im. 

14 This is the law, when a man dieth in 
a tent: all that come into the tent, and all

that is in the tent, shall be unclean seven 


ays. 

13 And every open vessel; which hath 
no covering bound upon it, is unclean. 

16 And whosoever toucheth one that is 
slain with a sword in the open fields, or a 
dead body, or a bone of a man, or a 
grave, shall be unclean seven days. 

17 And for an unclean person they shall 
take of the ashes of the burnt heifer of 
purification for sin, and running water 
shall be put thereto in a vessel: 

18 And aclean person shall take hyssop, 
and dip it in the water, and sprinkle it 
upon the tent, and upon all the vessels, 
and upon the persons that were there, 
and upon him that touched a bone, or 
one slain, or one dead, or a grave: | 

19 And the clean person shall sprinkle 
upon the unclean on the third day, and 
on the seventh day: and on the seventh 
day he shall purify himself, and wash his 
clothes, and bathe himself in water, and 
shall be clean at even. 

20 But the man that shall be unclean, 
and shall not purify himself, that soul 
shall be cut off from among the congre- 
gation, because he hath defiled the sanc- 
tuary of the Lorp: the water of separa- 
tion hath not been sprinkled upon him; 
he is unclean. 

21 And it shall be a perpetual statute 
unto them, that he that sprinkleth the 
water of separation shall wash his clothes ; 
and he that toucheth the water of separa- 
tion shall be unclean until even. 

22 And whatsoever the unclean person 
toucheth shall be unclean; and the soul 
that toucheth it shall be unclean until 
even. 


Chapter 20 


HEN came the children of 18’-ra-él, 

even the whole congregation, into the 
desert of Zin in the first month: and the 
people abode in Ka’-désh; and Mir’-i-am 
died there, and was buried there. 

2 And there was no water for the con- 
gregation: and they gathered themselves 
together against M6’-sés and against Aa’- 
ron. 

3 And the people chode with M6’-8és, 
and spake, saying, Would God that we 
had died when our brethren died before 
the LorpD! 

4 And why have ye brought up the con- 
gregation of the LorD into this wilder- 
ness, that we and our cattle should die 
there? 

5 And wherefore have ye made us to 
come up out of E’-gypt, to bring us in 
unto this evil place? it is no place of seed, 
or of figs, or of vines, or of pomegran- 
ates ; neither is there any water to drink. 

And M6’-sés and 44’-ron went from 
the presence of the assembly unto the 
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door of the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, and they fell upon their faces: and 
the glory of the LorD appeared unto 
them. snes 

7 §¢ And the Lorp spake unto M6O’-sés, 
saying, 

8 Take the rod, and gather thou the 
assembly together, thou, and Aa’-ron thy 
brother, and speak ye unto the rock be- 
fore their eyes; and it shall give forth his 
water, and thou shalt bring forth to them 
water out of the rock: so thou shalt give 
the congregation and their beasts drink. 

9 And Mo’-sés took the rod from before 
the Lorp, as he commanded him. 

10 And Mod’-sés and Aa’-ron gathered 
the congregation together before the rock, 
and he said unto them, Hear now, ye 
rebels; must we fetch you water out of 
this rock? 

11 And M@O’-sés lifted up his hand, and 
with his rod he smote the rock twice: and 
the water came out abundantly, and the 
congregation drank, and their beasts also. 

12 ¢ And the LorpD spake unto MO’-sé§ 
and Aa’-ron, Because ye believed me not, 
to sanctify me in the eyes of the children 
of {§’-ra-él, therefore ye shall not bring 
this congregation into the land which I 
have given them. 

13 This is the water of Mér’-i-bah; be- 
cause the children of f§’-ra-él strove with 
the Lorpb, and he was sanctified in them. 

14 ¢ And MO’-sés sent messengers from 

Ka’-désh unto the king of E’-dom, Thus 
saith thy brother Is’-ra-él1, Thou knowest 
all the travail that hath befallen us: 
_15 How our fathers went down into B’- 
gypt, and we have dwelt in E’-gypt a long 
time; and the E-gyp’-fians vexed us, and 
our fathers: 

16 And when we cried unto the Lorp, 
he heard our voice, and sent an angel, 
and hath brought us forth out of E’-gypt: 
and, behold, we are in Ka’-désh, a city in 
the uttermost of thy border: 

17 Let us pass, I pray thee, through thy 
country: we will not pass through the 
fields, or through the vineyards, neither 
will we drink of the water of the wells: we 
will go by the king’s high way, we will not 
turn to the right hand nor to the left, un- 
til we have passed thy borders. 

18 And £’-dom said unto him, Thou 
shalt not pass by me, lest I come out 
against thee with the sword. 

9 And the children of {§’-ra-él said 
unto him, We will go by the high way: 
and if I and my cattle drink of thy water, 
then I will pay for it: I will only, without 
pee 3 any thing e/se, go through on my 

eet. 

20 And he said, Thou shalt not go 
through. And £’-dom came out against 
eA much people, and with a strong 

and. :

21 Thus E’-dom refused to give {s’-ra-él 
passage through his border: wherefore 
1S’-ra-él turned away from him. 

22 @ And the children of {§’-ra-él, even 

- the whole congregation, journeyed from 
Ka’-désh, and came unto mount Hor. 

23 And the Lorpb spake unto M6o’-sés 
and Aa’-ron in mount Hér, by the coast 
of the land of E’-dom, saying, 

24 Aa’-ron shall be gathered unto his 
people: for he shall not enter into the 
land which I have given unto the children 
of Is’-ra-él, because ye rebelled against 
my word at the water of Mér’-i-bah. 

25 Take Aa’-ron and El-é-a’-zar his son, 
and bring them up unto mount Hor: 

26 And strip Aa’-ron of his garments, 
and put them upon El-é-a’-zar his son: 
and Aa’-ron shall be gathered unto his 
people, and shall die there. 

.27 And M6O’-sés did as the Lorp com- 
manded: and they went up into mount 
H6r in the sight of all the congregation. 

28 And MO’-sés stripped Aa’-ron of his 
garments, and put them upon El-é-a’-zar 
his son; and Aa’-ron died there in the top 
of the mount: and MO6’-sés and El-é-a’- 
zar came down from the mount. 

29 And when all the congregation saw 
that Aa’-ron was dead, they mourned for 
Aa’-ron thirty days, even all the house of 
Is’-ra-él. 

Chapter 21 
ND when king Ar’-4d the Ca’-na-an- 
ite, which dwelt in the south, heard 
tell that 18’-ra-é] came by the way of the 
spies; then he fought against 18’-ra-él, 
and took some of them prisoners. 

2 And Is’-ra-é1 vowed a vow unto the 
Lorp, and said, If thou wilt indeed de- 
liver this people into my hand, then I 
will utterly destroy their cities. : 

3 And the Lorn hearkened to the voice 
of is’-ra-él, and delivered up the Ca’-na- 
an-ites; and they utterly destroyed them 
and their cities: and he called the name 
of the place Hor’-mah. 

4 ¢ And they journeyed from mount 
Hor by the way of the Red sea, to com- 
pass the land of £’-dom: and the soul of 
the people was much discouraged be- 
cause of the way. J 

5 And the people spake against God, 
and against M6’-sés, Wherefore have ye 
brought us up out of E’-gypt to die in the 


wilderness? for there is no bread, neither d 


is there any water; and our soul loatheth 
this light bread. 

6 And the Lorp sent fiery serpents 
among the people, and they bit the peo- 
- ple; and much people of {§’-ra-él died. 

7 ¢ Therefore the people came to MO’- 
$é$, and said, We have sinned, for we 
havespoken against the LorpD, and against 
thee; pray unto the Lorp, that he take 
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away the serpents from us. And M6’-sés 
prayed for the people. 

8 And the Lorp said unto M6’-sés, 
Make thee a fiery serpent, and set it upon 
a pole: and it shall come to pass, that 
every one that is bitten, when he looketh 
upon it, shall live. 

And M6’-sés made a serpent of brass, 
and put it upon a pole, and it came to 
pass, that if a serpent had bitten any man, 
wee he beheld the serpent of brass, he 
ived. 

10 ¢ And the children of I§’-ra-él set 
forward, and pitched in 6’-both. 

11 And they journeyed from 6’-both, 
and pitched at i’-jé—ab’-a-rim, in the wil- 
derness which is before M6’-ab, toward 
the sunrising. 

12 ¢ From thence they removed, and 
pitched in the valley of Zar’-éd. 

13 From thence they removed, and 
pitched on the other ‘side of Ar’-n6n, 
which is in the wilderness that cometh 
out of the coasts of the Am/’-6-rites: for 
Ar’-non is the border of MO’-ab, between 
M0’-ab and the Am’-6-rites. 

14 Wherefore it is said in the book of 
the wars of the Lorp, What he did in the 
Red sea, and in the brooks of Ar’-nén, 

15 And at the stream of the brooks that 
goeth-down to the dwelling of Ar, and 
lieth upon the border of MO’-ab. 

16 And from thence they went to Béér: 
that is the well whereof the Lorp spake 
unto M6’-sé$, Gather the people to- 
gether, and I will give them water. 

7 9 Then Is’-ra-é1 sang this song, 
Spring up, O well; sing ye unto it: 

18 The princes digged the well; the no- 
bles of the people digged it, by the direc- 
tion of the lawgiver, with their staves. 
And from the wilderness they went to 
Mat-ta’-nah: 

19 And from Mat-ta’-nah to Na-hal’- 
i-él: and from Na-hal’-i-él to Ba’-m6th: 

20 And from Ba’-m6th in the valley, 
that is in the country of M6’-ab, to the 
top of Pis’-gah, which looketh toward 
Jé-’shi’-mon. 

21 @ And Is’-ra-él sent messengers unto 
Si’-hon king of the Am/’-6-rites, saying, 

22 Let me pass through thy land: we 
will not turn into the fields, or into the 
vineyards; we will not drink of the waters 
of the well: but we will go along by the 
king’s high way, until we be past thy bor- 


ers. 
23 And Si’-hén would not suffer i8’- 
ra-él to pass through his border: but 
Si’-hon gathered all his people together, 
and went out against Is’-ra-él into the 
wilderness: and he came to Ja’-haz, and 
fought against I8’-ra-él. 

24 And Is’-ra-é1 smote him with the 
edge of the sword, and possessed his land 
from Ar’-non unto Jab’-bok, even unto 
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the children of Am’-mgn: for the border 
of the children of Am’-mon was strong. 

25 And {is’-ra-él took all these cities: 
and is’-ra-él dwelt in all the cities of the 
Am/’-6-rites, in Hésh’-b6n, and in all the 
villages thereof. is ie 

26 For Hésh’-bon_was the city of Si’- 
hon the king of the Am/’-6-rites, who had 
fought against the former king of M6’- 
ab, and taken all his land out of his hand, 
even unto Ar’-non. 3 

27 Wherefore they that speak in prov- 
erbs say, Come into Hésh’-bon, let the 
city of Si’-hon be built and prepared: 

28 For there is a fire gone out of Hésh’- 
bon, a flame from the city of Si’-hon: it 
hath consumed Ar of MO’-ab, and the 
lords of the high places of Ar’-non. 

29 Woe to thee, MO’-ab! thou art un- 
done, O people of Ché’-mosh: he hath 
given his sons that escaped, and _ his 
daughters, into captivity unto Si’-hon 
king of the Am/’-6-rites. cus 

30 We have shot at them; Hésh’-bon is 
perished even unto Di’-bon, and we have 
laid them waste even unto NO6d’-phah, 
which reacheth unto Mé’-dé-ba. 

31 @ Thus Is’-ra-él dwelt in the land of 
the Am/’-6-rites. 

32 And MO’-sés sent to spy out Ja-a’- 
zér, and they took the villages thereof, 
and drove out the Am/’-6-rites that were 
there. 

33 ¢ And they turned and went up by 
the way of Ba’-shan: and 6g the king of 
Ba’-shan went out against them, he, and 
all his people, to the battle at Ed’-ré-i. 

34 And the Lorp said unto M6’-sés, 
Fear him not: for I have delivered him 
into thy hand, and all his people, and his 
land; and thou shalt do to him as thou 
didst unto Si’-h6n king of the Am/’-6-rites 
which dwelt at Hésh’-bon. 

35. So they smote him, and his sons, and 
all his people, until there was none left 
him alive: and they possessed his land. 


Chapter 22 


ND the children of i§’-ra-81 set for- 
ward and pitched in the plains of 
MO’-ab on this side Jér’-dan by Jér’-i-cho. 
2 ¢ And Ba’-lak the son of Zip’-pér 
saw all that Is’-ra-él had done to the Am’- 
0-rites. 

3 And MO’-ab was sore afraid of the 
people, because they were many: and 
MO’-ab was distressed because of the

4 And MO’-ab said unto the elders of 
Mid’-i-an, Now shall this company lick 
up all that are round about us, as the ox 
licketh up the grass of the field.

5 He sent messengers therefore unto

children of his people, to call him, say- 
ing, Behold, there is a people come out 
from E’-gypt: behold, they cover the face 
of the earth, and they abide over against 
me: 

6 Come now therefore, I pray thee, 
curse me this people; for they are too 
mighty for me: peradventure I shall pre- 
vail, that we may smite them, and that I 
may drive them out of the land: for I 
wot that he whom thou blessest is blessed, 
and he whom thou cursest is cursed. 

7 And the elders of MO6’-ab and the el- 
ders of Mid’-i-an departed with the re- 
wards of divination in their hand; and 
they.came unto Ba’-laam, and spake un- 
to him the words of Ba’-lak. 

8 And he said unto them, Lodge here 
this night, and I will bring you word 
again, as the LorpD shall speak unto me: 
and the princes of M6’-ab abode with 
Ba’-laam. 

9 And God came unto Ba’-laam, and 
said, What men are these with thee? 

10 And Ba’-laam said unto God, Ba’- 
lak the son of Zip’-pér, king of Mo’-ab, 
hath sent unto me, saying, 

11 Behold, there is a people come out 
of E’-gypt, which covereth the face of the 
earth: come now, curse me them; per- 
adventure I shall be able to overcome 
them, and drive them out. 

12 And God said unto Ba’-laam, Thou 
shalt not go with them; thou shalt not 
curse the people: for they are blessed. 

13 And Ba’-laam rose up in the morn- 
ing, and said unto the princes of Ba’-lak, 
Get you into your land: for the Lorp 
refuseth to give me leave to go with, 


you. 

14 And the princes of M36’-4b rose up, 
and they went unto Ba’-lak, and said, 
Ba’-laam refuseth to come with us. 

15 @ And Ba’-lak sent yet again prin- 
ve more, and more honourable than 
they. 

16 And they came to Ba’-laam, and 
said to him, Thus saith Ba’-la4k the son 
of Zip’-pdor, Let nothing, I pray thee, 
hinder thee from coming unto me: 

17 For I will promote thee unto very 
great honour, and I will do whatsoever 
thou sayest unto me: come therefore, I 
pray thee, curse me this people. 

18 And Ba’-laam answered and said 
unto the servants of Ba’-lak, If Ba’-lak 
would give me his house full of silver and 
gold, I cannot go beyond the word of the 
LorbD my God, to do less or more. 

19 Now therefore, I pray you, tarry ye 
also here this night, that I may know 
what the Lorp will say unto me more. 

20 And God came=unto Ba’-laam at 
night, and said unto him, Ifthe men come 
to call thee, rise up, and_go with them;

but yet the word which I shall say unto 
thee, that shalt thou do. 

_21 And Ba’-laam rose up in the morn- 
ing, and saddled his ass, and went with 
the princes of MO’-ab. 

22 ¢ And God’s anger was kindled be- 
cause he went: and the angel of the Lorp 
stood in the way for an adversary against 
him. Now he was riding upon his ass, 
and his two servants were with him. 

23 And theass saw the angel of the Lorp 
standing in the way, and his sword drawn 
in his hand: and the ass turned aside out 
of the way, and went into the field: and 
Ba’-laam smote the ass, to turn her into 
the way. 

24 But the angel of the LorD stood in a 
path of the vineyards, a wall being on 
this side, and a wall on that side. 

25 And when the ass saw the angel of 
the Lorp, she thrust herself unto the 
wall, and crushed Ba’-laam’s foot against 
the wall: and he smote her again. 

26 And the angel of the Lorp went fur- 
ther, and stood in a narrow place, where 
was no way to turn either to the right 
hand or to the left. 

27 And when the ass saw the angel of 
the Lorp, she fell down under Ba’-laam: 
‘and Ba’-laam’s anger was kindled, and 
he smote the ass with a staff. 

28 And the Lorp opened the mouth of 
the ass, and she said unto Ba’-laam, What 
have I done unto thee, that thou hast 
smitten me these three times? 

29 And Ba’-laam said unto the ass, Be- 
cause thou hast mocked me: I would 
there were a sword in mine hand, for now 
would I kill thee. 

30 And the ass said unto Ba’-laam, Am 
not I thine ass, upon which thou hast 
ridden ever since J was thine unto this 
day? was I ever wont to do so unto thee? 
And he said, Nay. 

31 Then the Lorp opened the eyes o 
Ba’-laam, and he saw the angel of the 
Lorp standing in the way, and his sword 
drawn in his hand: and he bowed down 
his head, and fell flat on his face. 

32 And the angel of the LorD said unto 
him, Wherefore hast thou smitten thine 
ass these three times? behold, I went out 
to withstand thee, because thy way is 
perverse before me: 

33 And the asssaw me, and turned from 
me these three times: unless. she had 
turned from me, surely now also I had 
slain thee, and saved her alive. 

34 And Ba’-laam said unto the angel of 
the LorD, I have sinned; for I knew not 
that thou stoodest in the way against me: 
now therefore, if it displease thee, I will 
get me back again. ¢ 

35 And the angel of the Lorp said unto 
Ba’-laam, Go with the men: but only the 
word that I shall speak unto thee, that 
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thou shalt speak. So Ba’-ldaam went with 
the princes of Ba’-lak. 

36 ¢ And when Ba’-lak heard that Ba’- 
laam was come, he went out to meet him 
unto a city of M6’-ab, which is in the 
ponies of Ar’-non, which is in the utmost 
coast. 

37 And Ba’-lak said unto Ba’-laam, 
Did I not earnestly send unto thee to call 
thee? wherefore camest thou not unto 
me? am I not able indeed to promote thee 
to honour? 

38 And Ba’-laam said unto Ba’-lak, Lo, 
I am come unto thee: have I now any 
power at all to say any thing? the word 
that God putteth in my mouth, that shall 
I speak. 

39 And Ba’-lad4m went with Ba’-lak, 
and they came unto Kir’-jath—hti’-zoth. 

And Ba’-lak offered oxen and sheep, 
and sent to Ba’-laam, and to the princes 
that were with him. 

41 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that Ba’-lak took Ba’-laam, and brought 
him up into the high places of Ra’-al, 
that thence he might see the utmost part 
of the people. 


Chapter 23 


ND Ba’-laam said unto Ba’-lak, Build 
me here seven altars, and prepare 
me here seven oxen and seven rams.

I thought to promote thee unto great 
onour ; but, lo, the Lorp hath kept thee 
back from honour.

54 To many thou shalt give the more 
inheritance, and to few thou shalt give 
the less inheritance: to every one shall 
his inheritance be given according to those 
that were numbered of him. 

55 Notwithstanding the land shall be 
divided by lot: according to the names of

56 According to the lot shall the pos- 
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session thereof be divided between many 
and few. 

57 § And these are they that were num- 
bered of the Lé’-vites after their families:

58 These are the families of the Lé’- 
vites: the family of the Lib’-nites, the 
family of the Hé’-bron-ites, the family of 
the Mah’-lites, the family of the Mi’- 
shites, the family of the K6r’-a-thites. 
And K6’-hath begat Am/’-ram. 

59 And the name of Am/’-ram’s wife 
was Joch’-é-béd, the daughter of Lé’-vi, 
whom her mother bare to, Lé’-vi in E’- 
gypt: and she bare unto Am’-ram Aa’- 
ron and MO’-sé8, and Mir’-i-am their 
sister. 

60 And unto Aa’-ron was born Na’-

Chapter 27 


HEN came the daughters of Zé-l6ph’- 

é-had, the son of Heé’-phér, the son of 
Gil’-é-ad, the son of Ma’-chir, the son of 
Ma-nas’-séh, of the families of Ma-nas’- 
séh the son of JO’-séph: and these are the

6 ¢ And the Lorp spake unto MO’-sés, 
saying; 3 : 

7.The daughters of Zé-loph’-é-had 
speak right: thou shalt surely give them a 
possession of an inheritance among their 
father’s brethren; and thou shalt cause 
the inheritance: of their father to pass 
unto them. 

8 And thou shalt speak unto the chil- 
dren of is’-ra-él, saying, If a man die, and 
have no son, then ye shall cause his in- 
heritance to pass unto his daughter. 

9 And if he have no daughter, then ye 
shall give his inheritance unto his breth- 


ren. 
10 And if he have no brethren, then ye 
shall give his inheritance unto his father’s 
brethren. 
11 And if his father have no brethren, 
then ye shall give his inheritance unto his 
kinsman that is next to him of his family, 
and he shall possess it: and it shall be 
unto the children of Is’-ra-él a statute of 
judgment, as the LorD commanded M@6’- 


sés. 

12 ¢ And the Lorp said unto M6’-sés, 
Get thee up into this mount Ab’-a-rim, 
and see the land which I have given unto 
the children of {s’-ra-él. 

13 And when thou hast seen it, thou 
also shalt be gathered unto thy people, as 
Aa’-ron thy brother was gathered. 

14 For ye rebelled against my com- 
mandment in the desert of Zin, in the 
strife of the congregation, to sanctify me 
at the water before their eyes: that is the 
water of Mér’-i-bah in Ka’-désh in the 
wilderness of Zin. 

15 @ And MO’-sés spake unto the Lorp, 


saying, 
16 Let the Lorn, the God of the spirits

17 Which may go out before them, and 
which may go in before them, and which 
may lead them out, and which may bring 
them in; that the congregation of the 
Lorp be not as sheep which have no shep- 


erd. 

18 ¢ And the Lorp said unto M6’-sés, 
Take thee Jésh’-t-4 the son of Nin, a 
man in whom is the’ spirit, and lay thine 
hand upon him; 

19 And set him before El-é-a’-zir the 
priest, and before all the congregation; 
and give him a charge in their sight. 

20 And thou shalt put some of thine 
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honour upon him, that all the congrega- 
tion of the children of Is’-ra-é] may be 
obedient. i 

21 And he shall stand before El-é-a’-zar 
the priest, who shall ask counsel for him 
after the judgment of U’-rim before the 
Lorp: at his word shall they go out, and 
at his word they shall come in, both he, 
and all the children of Is’-ra-él1 with him, 
even all the congregation. 

22 And M6O’-sés did as the LorD com- 
manded him: and he took Josh’-t-a, and 
set him before El-é-a’-zar the priest, and 
before all the congregation: 

23 And he laid his hands upon him, and 
gave him a charge, as the LORD comman- 
ded by the hand of MO’-sés. 


Chapter 28 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6’-sés, 
saying, a 

2 Command the children of Is’-ra-él, 
and say unto them, My offering, and my 
bread for my sacrifices made by fire, for 
a sweet savour unto me, shall ye observe 
to offer unto me in their due season.

7 And the drink offering thereof shall 
be the fourth part of an hin for the one 
lamb: in the holy place shalt thou cause 
the strong wine to be poured unto the 
LorpD for a drink offering. 

8 And the other lamb shalt thou offer 
at even: as the meat offering of the 
morning, and as the drink offering 
thereof; thou shalt offer it, a sacrifice 
made by fire, of a sweet savour unto the 
Lorp. ; 

9 ¢ And on the sabbath day two lambs 
of the first year without spot, and two 
tenth deals of flour for a meat offering, 
mingled with oil, and the drink offering 
thereof: 

10 This is the burnt offering of every 
sabbath, beside the continual burnt of- 
fering, and his drink offering. 

11 @ And in the beginnings of your 
months ye shall offer a burnt offering 
unto the LorD; two young bullocks, and 
one ram, seven lambs. of the first year 
without spot; . 

12 And three tenth deals of flour for a

26 @ Also in the day of the firstfruits, 
when ye bring a new meat offering unto 
the Lorp, after your weeks be out, ye 
shall have an holy convocation; ye shall 
do no servile work: : 

27 But ye shall offer the burnt offering 
for a sweet savour unto the LorD; two 
young bullocks, one ram, seven lambs of 
the first year; :

20 f And on the third day eleven bull- 
ocks, two rams, fourteen lambs of the 
first year without blemish; 

1 And their meat offering and their 
drink offerings for the bullocks, for the 
rams, and for the lambs, shall be accord- 
ing to their number, after the manner: 

22 And one goat for a sin offering; be- 
side the continual burnt offering, and his 
meat offering, and his drink offering.

Chapter 30 


ND M56O”-sé§ spake unto the heads of 
y the tribes concerning the children of 
Is’-ra-él, saying, This is the thing which 
the Lorp hath commanded. 

2 Ifa man vow a vow unto the LorD, or 
swear an oath to bind his soul with a 
bond; he shall not break his word, he 
shall do according to all that proceedeth 
out of his mouth. 

3 If a woman also vow a vow unto the 
LorD, and bind herself by a bond, being 
in her father’s house in her youth; 

4 And her father hear her vow, and her 
bond wherewith she hath bound her soul, 
and her father shall hold his peace at her: 
then all her vows shall stand, and every 
bond wherewith she hath bound her soul 
shall stand. ‘ 

5 But if her father disallow her in the 
day that he heareth; not any of her vows, 
or of her bonds wherewith she hath bound 
her soul, shall stand: and the Lorp shall 
forgive her, because her father disallowed 

r 


er. 

6 And if she had at all an husband, 
when she vowed, or uttered ought out of 
her lips, wherewith she bound her soul; 

7 And her husband heard it, and held 
his peace at her in the day that he heard 
it: then her vows shall stand, and her 
pends wherewith she bound her soul shall 
stand. 

8 But if her husband:disallowed her on 
the day that he heard it; ‘then he shall 
make her vow which she vowed, and that 
\ 
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which she uttered with her lips, where- 

with she bound her soul, of none effect: 

and the Lorp shall forgive her. 
9 But every vow of a widow, and of her 

. that is divorced, wherewith they have 
bound their souls, shall stand against her. 

0 And if she vowed in her husband’s 
house, or bound her soul by a bond with 
an oath; 

11 And her husband heard it, and held 
his peace at her, and disallowed her not: 
then all her vows shall stand, and every 
pone wherewith she bound her soul shall 
stand. 

12 But ifher husband hath utterly made 
them void on the day he heard them; 
then whatsoever proceeded out of her 
lips concerning her vows, or concerning 
the bond of her soul, shall not stand: her 
husband hath made them void; and the 
LorpD shall forgive her. 

- 13 Every vow, and every binding oath 
to afflict the soul, her husband may estab- 
lish it, or her husband may make it void. 

14 But if her husband altogether hold 
his peace at her from day to day; then he 
establisheth all her vows, or all her bonds, 
which are upon her: he confirmeth them, 
because he held his peace at her in the 
day that he heard them. 

15 But if he shall any ways make them 
void after that he hath heard them ; then 
he shall bear her iniquity. 

16 These are the statutes, which the 
LorD commanded M6O’-sés, between a 
man and his wife, between the father and 
his daughter, being yet in her youth in 
her father’s house. 


Chapter 31 


ND the Lorp spake unto M3O’-sés, 
saying, é 

2 Avenge the children of Is’-ra-él of the 
Mid’-i-a-nites: afterward shalt thou be 
gathered unto thy people. 

3 And M@6’-sés spake unto the people, 
saying, Arm some of yourselves unto the 
war, and let them go against the Mid’- 
i-a-nites, and avenge the Lorp of Mid’- 
i-an. 

4 Of every tribe a thousand, through- 
out all the tribes of {§’-ra-él, shall ye send 
to the war.

6 And M6’-Sés sent them to the war, a 
thousand of every tribe, them and Phin’- 
é-has the son of El-é-a’-zar the priest, to 
the war, with the holy instruments, and 
_ the trumpets to blow in his hand. rf 

7 And they warred against the Mid’-i-a- 
nites, as the Lorp commanded M6’-8és ; 
and they slew all the males. shy: 

8 And they slew the kings of Mid’-i-an, 
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beside the rest of them that were slain; 
namely, E’-vi, and Ré’-kém, and Zur, and 
Hur, and Ré’-ba, five kings of Mid’-i-an: 
Ba’-laam also the son of Bé’-dr they slew 
with the sword. é 

9 And the children of 18’-ra-é1 took all 
the women of Mid’-i-an captives, and 
their little ones, and took the spoil of all 
their cattle, and all their flocks, and all 
their goods. 

_10 And they burnt all their cities where- 
in they dwelt, and all their goodly cast- 
les, with fire. 

1 And they took all the spoil, and all 
the prey, both of men and of beasts. 

12 And they brought the captives, and 
the prey, and the spoil, unto M6’-sés, 
and El-é-a’-zar the priest, and unto the 
congregation of the children of i§’-ra-él, 
unto the camp at the plains of M6’-ab, 
which are by Jor’-dan near, Jér’-i-chG. 

13 g And M6O’-sés, and El-é-a’-zar the 
priest, and all the princes of the congre- 
gation, went forth to meet them without 
the camp. 

14 And M6O’-sés was wroth with the 
Officers of the host, with the captains over 
thousands, and captains over hundreds, 
which came from the battle. 

15 And M@’-sés said unto them, Have 
ye saved all the women alive? 

16 Behold, these caused the children of 
s’-ra-él, through the counsel of Ba’- 
laam, to commit trespass against the 
Lorp in the matter of Pé’-6r, and there 
was a plague among the congregation of 
the Lorp. } 

17 Now therefore kill every male among 
the little ones, and kill every woman that 
hath known man by lying with him. 

18 But all the women children, that 
have not known a man by lying with him, 
keep alive for yourselves. 

19 And do ye abide without the camp 
seven days: whosoever hath killed any 
person, and whosoever hath touched any 
slain, purify both yourselves and your 
captives on the third day, and on the 
seventh day. 

20 And purify all your raiment, and all 
that is made of skins, and all work of 
goats’ hair, and all things made of wood. 

21 ¢ And El-é-a’-zar the priest said un- 
to the men of war which went to the bat- 
tle, This is the ordinance of the law which 
the Lorp commanded M6O’-sés; 

22 Only the gold, and the silver, the 
brass, the iron, the tin, and the lead, 

23 Every thing that may abide the fire, 
ye shall make it go through the fire, and 
it shall be clean: nevertheless it shall be 
purified with the water of separation: 
and all that abideth not the fire ye shall 
make go through the water. 

d ye shall wash your clothes on 
the seventh day, and ye shall be clean, 
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camp. 

25 y And the Lorp spake unto M6’- 
§és, saying, 

26 Take the sum of the prey that was 
taken, both of man and of beast, thou, 
and Bl-é-a’-zar the priest, and the chief 
fathers of the congregation: 

27 And divide the prey into two parts; 
between them that took the war upon 
them, who went out to battle, and be- 
tween all the congregation: 

28 And levy a tribute unto the Lorp of 
the men of war which went out to battle: 
one soul of five hundred, both of the per- 
sons, and of the beeves, and of the asses, 
and of the sheep: : 

29 Take it of their half, and give it unto 
El-é-a’-zar the priest, for an heave offer- 
ing of the Lorp. “ 

30 And of the children of I§’-ra-él’s 
half, thou shalt take one portion of fifty, 
of the persons, of the beeves, of the asses, 
and of the flocks, of all manner of beasts, 
and give them unto the Lé’-vites, which 
keep the charge of the tabernacle of the 
Lorb. L 

31 And M6’-sés and El-é-a’-zar the 
priest did as the Lorp commanded Mo’- 


és. 

32 And the booty, being the rest of the 
prey which the men of war had caught, 
was six hundred thousand and seventy 
thousand and five thousand sheep, 

33 And threescore and twelve thousand 
beeves, 

34 And threescore and one thousand 


asses, 

35 And thirty and two thousand per- 
sons in all, of women that had not known 
man by lying with him. 

36 And the half, which was the portion 
of them that went out to war, was in 
number three hundred thousand and 
seven and thirty thousand and five hun- 
dred sheep: 

37 And the Lorp’s tribute of the sheep 
was six hundred and threescore and fif- 
teen. 

38 And the beeves were thirty and six 
thousand; of which the Lorp’s tribute 
was threescore and twelve. 

39 And the asses were thirty thousand 
and five hundred; of which the Lorp’s 
tribute was threescore and one. 

40 And the persons were sixteen thous- 
and; of which the Lorp’s tribute was 
thirty and two persons. 

41 And MO’-sés gave the tribute, which 
was the Lorp’s heave offering, unto El-é- 
a’-zar the priest, as the Lorp commanded 
MO’-sés. 

42 And of the children of {§’-ra-él’s 
half, which M36’-sé§ divided from the men 
that warred, é 

43 (Now the half that pertained unto 
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the congregation was three hundred 
thousand and thirty thousand and seven 
thousand and five hundred sheep, 

44 And thirty and six thousand beeves, 

45 And thirty thousand asses and five 
hundred, 

46 And sixteen thousand persons;) 

47 Even.of the children of. Is’-ra-él’s 
half, M6’-sés took one portion of fifty, 
both of man and of beast, and gave them 
unto the Lé’-vites; which kept the charge 
of the tabernacle of the Lorp; as the 
LoRD commanded M@O’-Sés. 

48 @ And the officers which were over 
thousands of the host, the captains of 
thousands, and captains of hundreds, 
came near unto MO’-Ssés: 

49 And they said unto M6’-sés, Thy 
servants have taken the sum of the men 
of war which are under our charge, and 
there lacketh not one man of us. 

50 We have therefore brought an obla- 
tion for the LorD, what every man hath 
gotten, of jewels of gold, chains, and 
bracelets, rings, earrings, and tablets, to 
make an atonement for our souls before 
the Lorp. i 

51 And M6’-sés and El-é-a’-zir the 
priest took the gold of them, even all 
wrought jewels. 

52 And all the gold of the offering that 
they offered up to the Lorn, of the cap- 
tains of thousands, and of the captains of 
hundreds, was sixteen thousand seven 
hundred and fifty shé’-kéls. 

53 (For the men of war had taken spoil, 
every man for himself.) | 

54 And M6’-sés and £l-é-a’-zir the 
priest took the gold of the captains of 
thousands and of hundreds, and brought 
it into the tabernacle of the congregation, 
for a memorial for the children of f§’-rg-é1 
before the Lorp. 


Chapter 32 


Now the children of Rév’-bén and 
the children of Gad had a very 
great multitude of cattle: and when they 
saw the land of Ja’-zér, and the land of 
Gil’-é-ad, that, behold, the place was a 
place for cattle; 

The children of Gad and the children 
of Réu’-bén’ came and spake unto

6 @ And M6O’-8é§ said unto the children 
of Gad and to the children of Rét’-bén, 
_ Shall your brethren go to war, and shall 
ye sit here? 

7 And wherefore discourage ye the 
heart of the children of is’-ra-81 from go- 
ing over into the land which the Lorp 
hath given them? 

8 Thus did your fathers, when I sent 
tern from Ka’-désh—bar’-né-a to see the 

and. 

9 For when they went up unto the valley 
of Esh’-col, and saw the land, they dis- 
couraged the heart of the children of fs§’- 
ra-él, that they should not go into the 
land which the Lorp had given them. 

10 And the Lorp’s anger was kindled 
the same time, and he sware, saying, 

11 Surely none of the men that came up 
out of E’-gypt, from twenty years old and 
upward, shall see the land which I sware 
unto A’-bra-ham, unto i’-saac, and unto 
Ja’-cob; because they have not wholly 
followed me: 

12 Save Ca’-léb the son of Jé-phtin’-néh 
the Ké’-néz-ite, and Josh’-0-a the son of 
Nun: for they have wholly followed the 


RD. 

13 And the Lorp’s anger was kindled 
against Is’-ra-él, and he made them wan- 
der in the wilderness forty years, until all 
the generation, that had done evil in the 
sight of the LorD, was consumed. 

14 And, behold, ye are risen up in your 
fathers’ stead, an increase of sinful men, 
to augment yet the fierce anger of the 
Lorp toward Is’-ra-él. 

15 For if ye turn away from after 
him, he will yet again leave them in the 
wilderness; and ye shall destroy all this 


people. 

16 @ And they came near unto him, and 
said, We will build sheepfolds here for 
our cattle, and cities for our little ones: 

17 But we ourselves will go ready armed 
before the children of Is’-ra-él, until we 
have brought them unto their place: and 
our little ones shall dwell in the fenced 
elucs because of the inhabitants of the 
land. 

18 We will not return unto our houses, 
until the children of Is’-ra-é] have inher- 
ited every man his inheritance. 

19 For we will not inherit with them on 
yonder side Jér’-dan, or forward; be- 
cause our inheritance is fallen to us on 
this side J6r’-dan eastward. 

20 ¢ And MO’-s8és said unto them, If ye 
will do this thing, if ye will go armed be- 

fore the LorD to war, 

- 21 And will go all of you armed over 
Jor’-dan before the Lorp, until he hath 
driven out his enemies from before him, 

22 And the land be subdued before the 
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Lorp: then afterward ye shall return, 
and be guiltless before the Lor, and be- 
fore Is’-ra-é1; and this land shall be your 
Possession before the Lorp. 

3 But if ye will not do so, behold, ye 
have sinned against the LorpD: and be 
sure your sin will find you out. 

24 Build you cities for your little ones, 
and folds for your sheep; and do that 
which hath proceeded out of your mouth. 

25 And the children of Gad and the 
children of Réu’-bén spake unto M6’- 
Sé8, saying, Thy servants will do as my 
lord commandeth. 

26 Our little ones, our wives, our flocks, 
and ali our cattle, shall be there in the 
cities of Gil’-é-ad: 

27 But thy servants will pass over, every 
man armed for war, before the LorD to 
battle, as my lord saith. 

28 So concerning them M6’-sés_com- 
manded El-€-a’-zar the priest, and Jésh’- 
ti-a the son of Nun, and the chief fathers 
of the tribes of the children of Is’-ra-él: 

29 And M6O’-sés said unto them, If the 
children of Gad and the children of Réu’- 
bén will pass with you over Jér’-dan, 
every man armed to battle, before the 
LORD, and the land shall be subdued be- 
fore you; then ye shall give them the land 
of Gil’-é-ad for a possession: 

30 But if they will not pass over with 
you armed, they shall have possessions 
among you in the land of Ca’-na-an. 

31 And the children of Gad and the 
children of Réu’-bén answered, saying, 
As the Lorp hath said unto thy servants, 
so will we do. 

32 We will pass over armed before the 
Lorp into the land of Ca’-na-an, that the 
possession of our inheritance on this side 
J6r’-dan may be our’s. 

And M6O’-sés gave unto them, even 
to the children of Gad, and to the chil- 
dren of Réu’-bén, and unto half the tribe 
of Ma-nas’-séh the son of JO’-séph, the 
kingdom of Si’-hon king of the Am’-3- 
rites, and the kingdom of Og king of Ba’- 
shan, the land, with the cities thereof in 
the coasts, even the cities of the country 
round about. 

4 gq And the children of Gad built 
Di’-bon, and At’-a-roth, and A-ro’-ér, 

35 And At’-roth, Sho’-phan, and Ja-a’- 
zér, and Jog’-bé-hah, 

36 And Béth—nim’-rah, and Béth—har’- 
an, fenced cities: and folds for sheep. 

37 And the children of Réu’-bén built 
Hésh’-bon, and El-é-a’-léh, and Kir-ja- 
tha’-im, 

38 And Né’-b6, and Ba’-al—mé’-on, 
(their names being changed,) and Shib’- 
mah: and gave other names unto the 
cities which they builded. 

39 And the children of Ma’-chir the son 
of Ma-nas’-séh went to Gil’-é-ad, and

took it, and dispossessed the Am 
hich was in it. 
40 And M6’-8é& gave Gil’-é-ad unto 
Ma’-chir the son of Ma-nas’-séh; and he 
dwelt therein. t dk So

went and took the small towns thereof, 
and called them Ha’-voth-ja’-ir. 
42 And No’-bah went and took Ké’- 
nath, and the villages thereof, and called 
it NO’-bah, after his own name. 


Chapter 33 


'HESE are the journeys of the children

7 And they removed from E’-tham, and 
turned again unto Pi-ha-hi’-rdth, which 
is before Ba’-al—zé’-phon: and _ they 
pitched before Mig’-dol. 

8 And they departed from before Pi-— 
ha-hi’-roth, and. passed through the 
midst of the sea into the wilderness, and 
went three days’ journey in the wilder- 
ness of E’-tham, and pitched in Mar’-ah. 

9 And they removed from Mar’-ah, 
and came unto E’-lim: and in E’-lim were 
twelve fountains of water, and threescore 
and ten palm trees; and they pitched 
there. 

10 And they removed from £’-lim, and 
encamped by the Red sea. : 

11 And they removed from the Red 
eae and encamped in the wilderness of 

in. 

12 And they took their journey out of 
the wilderness of Sin, and encamped in 
Doph’-kah. 

13 And they departed from Déph’-kah, 
and encamped in A’-lish. 

14 And they removed from A’-liish, and 
encamped at Réph’-i-dim, where was no 
water for the people to drink. 

15 And they departed from Réph’-i- 
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dim, and pitched in the wilderness of 
Si’-nai. 

16 And they removed from the desert 
of Si’-nai, and pitched at Kib’-roth—hat- 
ta’-a-vah. 

17 And they departed from Kib’-r6th-— 
hat-ta’-a-vah, and encamped at Ha-zé’- 


roth. 

18 And they departed from Ha-zé’- 
roth, and pitched in Rith’-mah. . 

19 And they departed from Rith’-mah, 
and pitched at Rim’-mon—par’-éz. 

20 And they departed from Rim’-m6n- 
par’-éz, and pitched in Lib’-nah. i 

21 And they removed from Lib’-nah, 
and pitched at Ris’-sah. 

22 And they journeyed from Ris’-sah, 
and pitched in Ké-hé-la’-thah. 

23 And they went from Ké-hé-la’-thah, 
and pitched in mount Sha’-phér. 

24 And they removed from mount 
Sha’-phér, and encamped in Ha-ra’-dah, 

25 And they removed from Ha-ra’-dah, 
and pitched in Mak-hé’-16th. 

26 And they removed from Mak-hé’- 
16th, and encamped at Ta’-hath. 

27 And they departed from Ta’-hath, 
and pitched at Tar’-ah. 
2 And they removed from T4ar’-ah, 
and pitched in Mith’-cah. 

29 And they went from Mith’-cah, and 
pitched in Hash-m36’-nah. 

30 And they departed from Hash-m6’- 
nah, and encamped at MO’-sé-roth. 

31 And they departed from M6’-sé- 
roth, and pitched in Bén’-é-ja’-4-kan. 

32, And they removed from Bén/’-é-ja’- 
a-kan, and encamped at Héor—ha-gid’- 


gad. 

33 And they went from H6r-ha-gid’- 
gad, and pitched in J6ét’-ba-thah. 

34 And they removed from J6ét’-b3- 
thah, and encamped at Eb-rd’-nah. 

35 And they departed from £b-rd’-nah, 
and encamped at E’-zi-6n—ga’-bér. 

6 And they removed from £’-zi-6n— 
ga’-bér, and pitched in the wilderness of 
Zin, which is Ka’-désh. 

37 And they removed from K4’-désh, 
and pitched in mount H6r, in the edge of 
the land of £’-dom. 

38 And Aa’-ron the priest went up into 
mount Hor at the commandment of the 
Lor, and died there, in the fortieth year 
after the children of i§’-ra-€1 were come 
out of the land of £’-gypt, in the first day 
of the fifth month. 

39 And Aa’-ron was an hundred and 
twenty and three years old when he died 
in mount Hor. . 

40 And king Ar’-ad the Ca’-na-an-ite, 
Nera oe in yo oe in the land of 

a’-na-an, heard of the coming of the 
children of {§’-ra-él. i 

41 And they departed from mount Hér, 
and pitched in Zal-m6’-njh. 
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42 And they departed from Zal-m6d’- 
nah, and pitched in Pii’-non. 

43 And they departed from Pi’-n6n, 
and pitched in 6’-both. 

44 And they departed from 6’-both, 
and pitched in i’-jé—-4b’-4-rim, in the bor- 
der of M6’-ab. 

4S And they departed from f’-im, and 
pitched in Di’-b6n-gad. 

46 And they removed from _Di’-bén- 
gad, and encamped in Al’-m6n-—dib-la- 
tha’-im. 

47 And they removed from Al’-mén- 
dib-la-tha’-im, and pitched in the moun- 
tains of 4b’-4-rim, before Né’-bo. 

48 And they departed from the moun- 
tains of Ab’-a-rim, and pitched in the 
plains of M6’-ab by Jér’-dan near Jér’- 
i-cho. 

49 And they pitched by Jér’-dan, from 
Béth-jés’-i-mG6th even unto A’-bél-shit’- 
tim in the plains of M6’-ab. 

50 @ And the LorpD spake unto M6’-sés 
in the plains of M6’-ab by Jér’-dan near 
Jér’-i-ch6, saying, is 

51 Speak unto the children of Is’-ra-él, 
and say unto them, en ye are passed 
over Jor’-dan into the land of Ca’-na-an; 

52 Then ye shall drive out all the inhab- 
itants of the land from before you, and 
destroy all their pictures, and destroy all 
their molten images, and quite pluck 
down all their high places: 

53 And ye shall dispossess the inhab- 
itants of the land, and dwell therein: for 
I have given you the land to possess it. 

54 And ye shall divide the land by lot 
for an inheritance among your families: 
and to the more ye shall give the more 
inheritance, and to the fewer ye shall give 
the less inheritance: every man’s inherit- 
ance shall be in the place where his lot 
falleth; according to the tribes of your 
fathers ye shall inherit. i 

55 But if ye will not drive out the in- 
habitants of the land from before you; 
then it shall come to pass, that those 
which ye let remain of them shall be pricks 
in your eyes, and thorns in your sides, 
a shall vex you in the land wherein ye 

well. 

56 Moreover it shall come to pass, that 
I shall do unto you, as I thought to do 
unto them. 


Chapter 34 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6O’-sés, 
saying, r 
2 Command the children of I8’-ra-él, 
and say unto them, en ye come into 
the land of Ca’-na-an; (this is the land 
that shall fall unto you for an inheritance, 
even the land of Ca’-na-an with the coasts 
thereof:)

9 g And the border shall go on to 
Ziph’-ron, and the goings out of it shall 
be at Ha’-zar—é’-nan: this shall be your 
north border. 

10 And ‘ye shall point out your east 
border from Ha’-zar-é’-nan to Shé’- 


ham: 

11 And the coast shall go down from 
Shé’-pham to Rib’-lah, on the east side of 
A’-in; and the border shall descend, and 
shall reach unto the side of the sea of 
Chin’-né-réth eastward: 

12 And the border shall go down to 
Jor’-dan, and the goings out of it shall be 
at the salt sea: this shall be your land 
with the coasts thereof round about. 

13 And M6’-sés commanded the chil- 
dren of Is’-ra-él, saying; This is the land 
which ye shall inherit by lot, which the 
LorD commanded to give unto the nine 
tribes, and to the half tribe: 

14 For the tribe of the children of Réu’- 
bén according to the house of their fa- 
thers, and the tribe of the children of 
Gad according to the house of their fa- 
thers, have received their inheritance ; and 
half the tribe of Ma-nas’-séh have re- 
ceived their inheritance: 

15 The two tribes and the half tribe 
have received their inheritance on this 
side Jér’-dan near Jér’-i-cho eastward, 
toward the sunrising. Gn 

16 And the Lorp spake unto M6O’-sés, 
saying, 

17 These are the names of the men 
which shall divide the land unto you: 
El-é-a’-zar the priest, and Josh’-t-a the 
son of Nun. 

18 And ye shall take one prince of every 
tribe, to divide the land by inheritance. 

19 And the names of the men are these: 
Of the tribe of Ja’-dah, Ca’-léb the son of 
Jé-phun’-néh. 
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20 And of the tribe of the children of 
Seo e ca Shé-mii’-é] the son of Am/’- 
mi-hud. ey i 

21 Of the tribe of Bén’-ja-min, E-li’-dad 
the son of Chis’-lon. : 

22 And the prince of the tribe of the 
children of. Dan, Buk’-ki the son of 
Jog’-li. 

33 The prince of the children of JO’- 
séph, for the tribe of the children of Ma- 
nas’-séh, Han’-ni-él the son of E’-phod. 

24 And the prince of the tribe of the 
children of £’-phra-im, Ké-mit’-él the son 
of Shiph’-tan. : 

25 And the prince of the tribe of the 
children of Zé-bti’-lin, E-li-za’-phan the 
son of Par’-nach. { 

26 And the prince of the tribe of the 
children of 18’-sa-char, Pal’-ti-él the son 
of Az’-zan. 

27 And the prince of the tribe of the 
children of Ash’-ér, A-hi’-htid the son of 
Shé-10’-mi. . 

28 And the prince of the tribe of the 
children of Naph’-ta-li, Pé-dah’-él the 
son of Am’-mi-hid. 

29 These are they whom the LORD com- 
manded to divide the inheritance unto 
the children of {§’-ra-é1 in the land of 
Ca’-na-an. 


Chapter 35 


ND the Lorp spake unto M6O’-sés in 
the plains of Mo’-ab by Jor’-dan: 
near_Jér’-i-chO, saying, : 

2 Command the children of Is’-ra-él, 
that they give unto the Lé’-vites of the 
inheritance of their possession cities to 
dwell in; and ye shall give also unto the 
Lé’-vites suburbs for the cities round 
about them. 

3 And the cities shall they have to dwell 
in; and the suburbs of them shall be for 
their cattle, and for their goods, and for 
all their beasts. 

4 And the suburbs of the cities, which 
ye shall give unto the Lé’-vites, shall 
reach from the wall of the city and 
outward a thousand cubits round 
about. 

5 And ye shall measure from without 
the city on the east side two thousand 
cubits, and on the south side two thous- 
and cubits, and onthe west side two 
thousand cubits, and on the north side 
two thousand cubits; and the city shail 
be in the midst: this shall be to them the 
suburbs of the cities. 

6 And among the cities which ye shall 
give unto the Lé’-vites there shall be six 
cities for refuge, which ye shall appoint 
for the manslayer, that he may flee thith- 
er: and to them ye shall add forty and 
two cities. : 

7 So all the cities which ye shall give to 
the Lé’-vites shall be forty and eight 
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ees? them shall ye give with their sub- 
urbs. 

8 And the cities which ye shall give 
shall be of the possession of the children 
of Is’-ra-él: from them that have many ye 
shall give many; but from them that have 
few ye shall give few: every one shall give 
of his cities unto the Lé’-vites according 
to his inheritance which he inheriteth. 

9 g And the LorD spake unto MO’-sés, 
saying, ? € 

10 Speak unto the children of Is’-ra-él, 
and say unto them, When ye be come 
over JOr’-dan into the land of Ca’-na-an; 

11 Then ye shall appoint you cities to 
be cities of refuge for you; that the slayer 
may flee thither, which killeth any person 
at unawares. 

12 And they shall be unto you cities for 
refuge from the avenger; that the man- 
slayer die not, until he stand before the 
congregation in judgment. 

13 And of these cities which ye shall 
give six cities shall ye have for refuge. 

14 Ye shall give three cities on this side 
Jér’-dan, and three cities shall ye give in 
the land of Ca’-na-an, which shall be cities 
of refuge. 

15 These six cities shall be a refuge, 
both for the children of f§’-ra-él, and for 
the stranger, and for the sojourner among 
them: that every one that killeth any per- 
son unawares may flee thither. 

16 And if he smite him with an instru- 
ment of iron, so that he die, he is a mur- 
derer: the murderer shall surely be put 
to death. 

17 And if he smite him with throwing a 
stone, wherewith he may die, and he die, 
he is a murderer: the murderer shall 
surely be put to death. 

18 Or if he smite him with an hand 
weapon of wood, wherewith he may die, 
and he die, he is a murderer: the mur- 
derer‘shall surely be put to death. 

19 The revenger of blood himself shall 
slay the murderer: when he meeteth him, 
he shall slay him. 

20 But if he thrust him of hatred, or 
hurl at him by laying of wait, that he die; 

21 Or in enmity smite him with his 
hand, that he die: he that smote him shall 
surely be put 'to death; for he is a mur- 
derer: the revenger of blood shall slay 
the murderer, when he meeteth him. 

22 But if he thrust him suddenly with- 
out enmity, or have cast upon him any 
thing without laying of wait, 

23 Or with any stone, wherewith a man 
may die, seeing him not, and cast it upon 
him, that he die, and was not his enemy, 
neither sought his harm: 

24 Then the congregation shall judge 
between the slayer and the revenger of 
blood according to thése judgments: 

25 And the congregation shall deliver 
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the slayer out of the hand of the revenger 
of blood, and the congregation shall re- 
store him to the city of his refuge, whither 
he was fled: and he shall abide in it unto 
the death of the high priest, which was 
anointed with the holy oil. 

26 But if the slayer shall at any time 
come without the border of the city of 
his refuge, whither he was fled; 

27 And the revenger of blood find him 
without the borders of the city of his 
refuge, and the revenger of blood kill the 
slayer; he shall not be guilty of blood: 

28 Because he should have remained in 
the city of his refuge until the death of 
the high priest: but after the death of the 
high priest the slayer shall return into the 
land of his possession. 

29 So these things shall be for a statute 
of judgment unto you throughout your 
generations in all your dwellings. 

30 Whoso killeth any person, the mur- 
derer shall be put to death by the mouth 
of witnesses: but one witness shall not 
ne against any person to cause him to 

ie. 

31 Moreover ye shall take no satisfac- 
tion for the life of a murderer, which is 
guilty of death: but he shall be surely put 
-to death. 

32 And ye shall take no satisfaction for 
him that is fled to the city of his refuge, 
that he should come again to dwell in the 
land, until the death of the priest. 

33 So ye shall not pollute the land 
wherein ye are: for blood it defileth the 
land: and the land cannot be cleansed of 
the blood that is shed therein, but by the 
blood of him that shed it. 

34 Defile not therefore the land which 
ye shall inhabit, wherein I dwell: for I 
the at dwell among the children of 
1s’-ra-él. 


Chapter 36 


ND the chief fathers of the families of 
the children of Gil’-é-ad, the son of 
Ma’-chir, the son of Ma-nas’-séh, of the 
families of the sons of JO’-séph, came 
near, and spake before MO’-sés, and be- 
fore the princes, the chief fathers of the 
children of Is’-ra-él: 

2 And they said, The Lorp command- 
ed my lord to give the land for an inherit- 
ance by lot to the children of I8’-ra-él: 
and my lord was commanded by the 
Lorp to give the inheritance of Zé-loph’- 
é-had our brother unto his daughters. 
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3 And if they be married to any of the 
sons of the other tribes of the children of 
Is’-ra-él, then shall their inheritance be 
taken from the inheritance of our fathers, 
and shall be put to the inheritance of the 
tribe whereunto they are received: so 
shall it be taken from the lot of our in- 
heritance. 

4 And when the ji’-bi-lé of the children 
of 1s’-ra-é1 shall be, then shall their in- 
heritance be put unto the inheritance of 
the tribe whereunto they are received: so 
shall their inheritance be taken away 
from the inheritance of the tribe of our 
fathers. 

5 And, Mo’-sés commanded the chil- 
dren of Is’-ra-él according to the word of 
the Lorp, saying, The tribe of the sons of 
JO’-Séph hath said well. 

6 This is the thing which the Lorp doth 
command concerning the daughters of 
Zé-loph’-é-had, saying, Let them marry 
to whom they think best; only to the 
family of the tribe of their father shall 
they marry. 

7 So shall not the inheritance of the 
children of Is’-ra-él remove from tribe to 
tribe: for every one of the children of 
Is’-ra-él shall keep himself to the inherit- 
ance of the tribe of his fathers. 

8 And every daughter, that possesseth 
an inheritance in any tribe of the children 
of Is’-ra-él, shall be wife unto one of the 
family of the tribe of her father, that the 
children of Is’-ra-é1 may enjoy every man 
the inheritance of his fathers. 

9 Neither shall the inheritance remove 
from one tribe to another tribe; but every 
one of the tribes of the children of Is’- 
ra-él shall keep himself to his own inher- 
itance. se 

10 Even as the Lorp commanded MO’- 
8&$, so did the daughters of Zé-loph’-é- 


had: 

11 For Méh’-lah, Tir’-zah, and Hog’- 
lah, and Mil’-cah, and NO’-ah, the daugh- 
ters of Zé-loph’-é-had, were married un- 
to their father’s brothers’ sons: 

12 And they were married into the fam- 
ilies of the sons of Ma-nas’-séh the son 
of Jo’-séph, and their inheritance re- 
mained in the tribe of the family of their 
father. 

13 These are the commandments and 
the judgments, which the LorD com- 
manded by the hand of M6o’-sés unto the 
children of Is’-ra-él in the plains of M6’- 
ab by J6ér’-dan near Jér’-i-cho. 


The Fifth Book 


of Moses, called 


Deuteronomy 


Chapter 1 


HESE be the words which M6’-8é 

spake unto all Is’-ra-él on this side 
J6r’-dan in the wilderness, in the plain 
over against the Red sea, between Par’- 
an, and Td’-phél, and La’-ban, and Ha- 
zé’-roth, and Di’-za-hab. 

2 (There are eleven days’ journey from 
HO6r’-éb by the way of mount Sé’-ir unto 
Ka’-désh—-bar’-né-a.) : 

3 And it came to pass in the fortieth 
year, in the eleventh month, on the first 
day of the month, that MO’-8é spake 
unto the children of I8’-ra-él, according 
unto all that the Lorp had given him in 
commandment unto them; 

4 After he had slain Si’-hon the king of 
the Am/’-6-rites, which dwelt in Hésh/- 
boén, and 6g the king of Ba’-shan, which 
dwelt at As’-ta-roth in Ed’-ré-i: 

5 On this side J6r’-dan, in the land of 
Mo’-ab, began MO6’-sés to declare this 
law, saying, 7 

6 The Lorp our God spake unto us in 
HO6r’-éb, saying, Ye have dwelt long 
enough in this mount: : 

Turn you, and take your journey, 
and go to the mount of the Am/’-6-rites, 
and untoall the places nigh thereunto, in 
the plain, in the hills, and in the vale, 
and in the south, and by the sea side, to 
the land of the Ca’-na-4an-ites, and unto 
Léb’-a-non, unto the great river, the 
river Eu-phra’-tés. 

8 Behold, I have set the land before 
you: go in and possess the land which the 
Lorp sware unto your fathers, A’-bra- 
ham, I’-saac, and Ja’-cob, to give unto 
them and to their seed after them. 

9 ¢ And I spake unto you at that time, 
predic I am not able to bear you myself 
alone: 

10 The Lorp your God hath multiplied 
you, and, behold, ye are this day as the 
stars of heaven for multitude. 

11 (The Lord God of your fathers 
make you a thousand times so many 
more as ve are, and bless you, as he hath 
promised you!) 

12 How can I myself alone bear your 
cumbrance, and your burden, and your 
strife? 

13 Take you wise men, and under- 
standing, and known among your tribes, 
and I will make them rulers over you. 

14 And ye answered me, and said, The 


thing which thou hast spoken is good for 
us to do. } 

15 So I took the chief of your tribes, 
wise men, and known, and made them 
heads over you, captains over thousands, 
and captains over hundreds, and cap- 
tains over fifties, and captains over tens, 
and officers among your tribes. 

16 And I charged your judges at that 
time, saying, Hear the causes between 
your brethren, and judge righteously be- 
tween every man and his brother, and the 
stranger that is with him. 

17 Ye shall not respect persons in 
judgment; but ye shall hear the small as 
well as the great; ye shall not be afraid of 
the face of man; for the judgment is 
God’s: and the cause that is too hard for 
you, bring it unto me, and I willhear it. 

18 And I commanded you at that time 
all the things which ye should do, 

19 ¢ And when we departed from 
H6r’-éb, we went through all that great 
and terrible wilderness, which ye saw by 
the way of the mountain of the Am/-d- 
rites, as the Lorp our God commanded 
us; and we came to Ka’-désh—bar’-né-a. 

20 And I said unto you, Ye are come 
unto the mountain of the Am/-6-rites, 
which the Lorp our God doth give unto 


us. 

21 Behold, the Lorp thy God hath set 
the land before thee: go up and possess 
it, as the Lorp God of thy fathers hath 
said unto thee; fear not, neither be dis- 
couraged. 

22 { And ye came near unto me every 
one of you, and said, We will send men 
before us, and they shall search us out 
the land, and bring us word again by 
what way we must go up, and into what 
cities we shall come. 

23 And the saying pleased me well: and 
I took twelve men of you, one of a tribe: 

24 And they turned and went up into 
the mountain, and came unto the valley 
of Esh’-c6l, and searched it out. 

25 And they took of the fruit of the 
land in their hands, and brought it down 
unto us, and brought us word again, and 
said, It is a good land which the Lorp 
our God doth give us. 

26 Notwithstanding ye would not go 
up, but rebelled against the command- 
ment of the LorD your.God: 

27 And ye murmured in your tents, and 
said, Because the Lorn hated us, he hath

brought us forth out of the land of 
E’-gypt, to deliver us into the hand of the 
Am/’-0-rites, to destroy us. 

28 Whither shall we go up? our breth- 
ren have discouraged our heart, saying, 
The people is greater and taller than we; 
the cities are great and walled up to 
heaven; and moreover we have seen the 
sons of the An’-a-kim§ there. 

29 Then I said unto you, Dread not, 
neither be afraid of them. 

30 The Lorp your God which goeth 
before you, he shall fight for you, ac- 
cording to all that he did for you in 
E’-gypt before your eyes; 

31 And in the wilderness, where thou 
hast seen how that the Lorp thy God 
bare thee, as a man doth bear his son, in 
all the way that ye went, until ye came 
into this place. 

32 Yet in this thing ye did not believe 
the Lorp your God, 

3 Who went in the way before you, to 
search you out a place to pitch your tents 
in, in fire by night, to shew you by what 
way ye should go, and in a cloud by day. 

34 And the Lorp heard the voice of 
your words, and was wroth, and sware, 
saying, 

35 Surely there shall not one of these 
men of this evil generation see that good 
land, which I sware to give unto your fa- 
thers, 

36 Save Ca’-léb the son of Jé-phtin’- 
néh; he shall see it, and to him will I give 
the land that he hath trodden upon, and 
to his children, because he hath wholly 
followed the Lorp. 

37 Also the LorD was angry with me 
for your sakes, saying, Thou also shalt 
not go in thither. 

38 But Josh’-0-a the son of Nun, which 
standeth before thee, he shall go in 
thither; encourage him: for he shall 
cause I8’-ra-él to inherit it. : 

39 Moreover your little ones, which ye 
said should be a prey, and your children, 
which in that day had no knowledge be- 
tween good and evil, they shall go in 
thither, and unto them will I give it, and 
they shall possess it. 

40 But as for you, turn you, and take 
your journey into the wilderness by th 
way of the Red sea. ; 

41 Then ye answered and said unto me, 
We have sinned against the LORD, we 
will go up and fight, according to all that 
the LorD our God commanded us. And 
when ye had girded on every man his 
weapons of war, ye were ready to go up 
into the hill. é 

42 And the Lorp said unto me, Say 
unto them, Go not up, neither fight; for 
I am not among you; lest ye be smitten 
before your enemies. 

43 So I spake unto you; and ye would 


ie 
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not hear, but rebelled against the com- 
mandment ofthe Lorp, and went pre- 
sumptuously up into the hill. 

44 d the Am/’-6-rites, which dwelt in 
that mountain, came out against you, 
and chased you, as bees do, and de- 
stroyed you in Sé’-ir, even unto Hér’mah. 

5 And ye returned and wept before 
the Lorp; but the Lorp would not 
hearken to your voice, nor give ear unto 


you. 

46 So ye abode in Ka’-désh many days, 
bee ge 4 unto the days that ye abode 
there. 


Chapter 2 


UL BEN we turned, and took our jour- 

ney into the wilderness by the way of 

the Red sea, as the Lorp spake unto me: 

ene we compassed mount Sé’-ir many 
ays. 

2 And the Lorp spake unto me, saying, 

3 Ye have compassed this mountain 
long enough: turn you northward. 

4 And command thou the people, say- 
ing, Ye are to pass through the coast of 
your brethren the children of £’-sau, 
which dwell in Sé’-ir; and they shall be 
afraid of you: take-ye good heed unto 
yourselves therefore: 

5 Meddle not with them; for I will not 
give you of their land, no, not so much as 
a foot breadth; because I have given 
mount Sé’-ir unto E’-sau for a possession. 

6 Ye shall buy meat of them for 
money, that ye may eat; and ye shall also 
buy water of them for money, that ye 
may drink. 

7 For the Lorp thy God hath blessed 
thee in all the works of thy hand: he 
knoweth thy walking through this great 
wilderness: these forty years the Lorp 
thy God hath been with thee; thou hast 
lacked nothing. 

8 And when we passed by from our 
brethren the children of £’-sau, which 
dwelt in Sé’-ir, through the way of the 
plain from £’-lath, and from £’-zi-6n- 
ga’-bér, we turned and passed by the way 
of the wilderness of MO’-ab. 

9 And the LorD said unto me, Distress 
not the M0O6’-ab-ites, neither contend 
with them in battle: for I will not give 
thee of their land for a possession; be- 
cause I have given Ar unto the children of 
Lot for a possession. ee 

10 The E’-mims dwelt therein in times 
past,-a people great, and many, and tall, 
as the An’-a-kims; ; 

11 Which also were accounted giants, 
as the An’-4-kims; but the M6’-ab-ites 
call them E’-mims. . 

12 The Hoér’-ims also dwelt in Sé’-ir be- 
foretime; but the children of £’-saw suc- 
ceeded them, when they had destroyed 
them from before them, and dwelt in 
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their stead; as i8’-ra-é1 did unto the land 
of his possession, which the LorpD gave 
unto them. 

13 Now rise up, said I, and get you 
over the brook Zé’-réd. And we went 
over the brook Zé’-réd. __ 

14 And the space in which we came 
from K@’-désh—bar’-né-a, until we were 
come over the brook Zé’-réd, was thirty 
and eight years; until all the generation 
of the men of war were wasted out from 
among the host, as the LORD sware unto 
them. 
15 For indeed the hand of the Lorp 
was against them, to destroy them from 
among the host, until they were con- 
sumed. 

16 @ So it came to pass, when all the 
men of war were consumed and dead 
from among the people, 

_17 That the Lorp spake unto me, say- 


ing, 

18 Thou art to pass over through Ar, 
the coast of M6’-ab, this day: 

19 And when thou comest nigh over 
against the children of Am’-mon, dis- 
tress them not, nor meddle with them: 
for I will not give thee of the land of the 
children of Am’-mon any possession; be- 
cause I have given it unto the children of 
L6t for a possession. 

20 (That also was accounted a land of 
giants: giants dwelt therein in old time; 


and the Am’-mon-ites call them Zam- 


zum’-mims; 

21 A people great, and many, and tall, 
as the An’-a-kims; but the Lorp de- 
stroyed them before them; and they suc- 
ceeded them, and dwelt in their stead: 

22 As he did to the children of £’-sau, 
which dwelt in Sé’-ir, when he destroyed 
the H6r’-ims from before them; and 
they succeeded them, and dwelt in their 
stead even unto this day: 

3 And the A’-vim§ which dwelt in Ha- 
zé’-rim, even unto Az’-zah, the Caph’- 
t6-rim$, which came forth out of Caph’- 
tdr, destroyed them, and dwelt in their 
stead.) 

24 ¢F Rise ye up, take your journey, and 
pass over the river Ar’-non: behold, I 
have given into thine hand Si’-hon the 
Am’-0-rite, king of Hésh’-bén, and his 
land: begin to possess it, and contend 
with him in battle. 

25 This day will I begin to put the 
dread of thee and the fear of thee upon 
the nations that are under the whole 
heaven, who shall hear report of thee, 
and shall tremble, and be in anguish be- 
cause of thee. 

6 f And I sent messengers out of the 
wilderness of Ké’-dé-moth unto Si’-hén 
king of Hésh’-b6n with words of peace, 
saying, 

27 Let me pass through thy land: I will 
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go along by the high way, I will neither 
turn unto the right hand nor to the left. 

28 Thou shalt sell me meat for money, 
that I may eat; and give me water for 
money, that I may drink: only I will pass 
through on my feet; ay salege i 

29 (As the children of £’-s4a which 
dwell in Sé’-ir, and the MO6’-ab-ites 
which dwell in Ar, did unto me;) until I 
shall pass over Jér’-dan into the land 
which the Lorp our God giveth us, | 

30 But Si’-hén king of Hésh’-b6n 
would not let us pass by him: for the 
Lorp thy God hardened his spirit, and 
made his heart obstinate, that he might 
deliver him into thy hand, as appeareth 
this day. 

31 And the Lorp said unto me, Be- 
hold, I have begun to give Si’-hon and 
his land before thee: begin to possess, 
that thou mayest inherit his land. 

32 Then Si’-hon came out against us, 
he and all his people, to fight at Ja’-haz. 

33 And the Lorp our God delivered 
him before us; and we smote him, and 
his sons, and all his people. 

34 And we took all his cities at that 
time, and utterly destroyed the men, and 
the women, and the little ones, of every 
city, we left none to remain: 

35 Only the cattle we took for a prey 
unto ourselves, and the spoil of the 
cities which we took. 

From A-r6’-ér, which is by the 

brink of the river of Ar’-nén, and from 
the city that is by the river, even unto 
Gil’-é-ad, there was not one city too 
strong for us: the Lorp our God de- 
livered all unto us: 
_37, Only unto the land of the children of 
Am/’-mon thou camest not, nor unto any 
place of the river Jab’-bok, nor unto the 
cities in the mountains, nor unto whatso- 
ever the LorD our God forbad us. 


'Chapter 3 


"THEN we turned, and went up the way 
_ to Ba’-shan: and Og the king of Ba’- 
shan came out against us, he and all his 
people, to battle at Ed’-ré-i, 

2 And the Lorp said unto me, Fear 
him not: for I will deliver him, and all 
his people, and his land, into thy hand; 
and thou shalt do unto him as thou didst 
unto Si’-hon king of the Am/’-6-rites, 
which dwelt at Hésh’-bon. 

3 So the Lorp our God delivered into 
our hands 6g also, the king of Ba’-shan, 
and all his people: and we smote him 
until none was left to him remaining. 

And we took all his cities at that time, 
there was not a city which we took not 
from them, threescore cities, all the re- 
gion of Ar’-g6b, the kingdom of 6g in 
Ba’-shan. Ki 

5 All these cities were fenced with high 
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walls, gates, and bars; beside unwalled 
towns a great many. 

6 And we utterly destroyed them, as we 
did unto Si’-hon king of Hésh’-bon, ut- 
~ terly destroying the men, women, and 
children, of every city. 

7 But all the cattle, and the spoil of the 
cities, we took for a prey to ourselves. 

8 And we took at that time out of the 
hand of the two kings of the Am/’-6-rites 
the land that was on this side Jér’-dan, 
from the river of Ar’-nén unto mount 
Hér’-mon; 

9 (Which Hér’-mon the $i-dd’-ni-ans 
call Si’-ri-on; and the Am/’-6-rites call it 
Shé’-nir ;) 

10 All the cities of the plain, and all 
Gil’-é-ad, and all Ba’-shan, unto Sal’- 
chah and Ed’-ré-i, cities of the kingdom 
of Og in Ba’-shan. | 

11 For only Og king of Ba’-shan re- 
“mained of the remnant of giants; behold, 
his bedstead was a bedstead of iron; is it 
not in Rab’-bath of the children of Am’- 
mon? nine cubits was the length thereof, 
and four cubits the breadth of it, after 
the cubit of a man. 

12 And this land, which we possessed 
at that time, from A-r6’-ér, which is by 
the river Ar’-non, and half mount Gil’- 
é-ad, and the cities thereof, gave I unto 
the Réu’-bén-ites and to the Gad’-ites, 

13 And the rest of Gil’-é-ad, and all 
Ba’-shan, being the kingdom of Og, gave 
I unto the half tribe of Ma-nas’-seh; all 
the region of Ar’-gob, with all Ba’-shan, 
which was called the land of giants. 

14 Ja’-ir the son of Ma-nas’-séh took 
all the country of Ar’-g6b unto the coasts 
of Gé-sht’-ri and Ma-ach’-a-thi; and 
called them after his own name, Ba’- 
shan—-ha’-voth-ja’-ir, unto this day. 

15 And I gave Gil’-é-ad unto Ma’-chir. 

16 And unto the Réu’-bén-ites and un- 
to the Gad’-ites I gave from Gil’-é-ad 
even unto the river Ar’-non half the val- 
ley, and the border even unto the river 
Jab’-bok, which is the border of the chil- 
dren of Am’-mon; P 

17 The plain also, and Jér’-dan, and 
the coast thereof, from Chin’-né-réth 
even unto the sea of the plain, even the 
salt sea, under Ash’-ddth—pis’-gah east- 


ward. 

18 ¢ And I commanded you at that 
time, saying, The Lorp your God hath 
given you this land to possess it: ye shall 
pass over armed before your brethren 
the children of Is’-ra-él, all that are meet 
for the war. 

19 But your wives, and your little ones, 


and your cattle, (for I know that ye have d 


much cattle,) shall abide in your cities 
which I have given you; 

20 Until the Lorp have given rest unto 
your brethren, as well as unto you, and 
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until they also possess the land which the 
Lorp your God hath given them beyond 
J6r’-dan: and then shall ye return every 
man unto his possession, which I have 
given you. 

21 ¢ And I commanded Jésh’-i-a at 
that time, saying, Thine eyes have seen 
all that the Lorp your God hath done 
unto these two kings: so shall the Lorp 
do unto all the kingdoms whither thou 
passest. 

22 Yeshall not fear them: for the Lorp 
your God he shall fight for you. 

23 And I besought the Lorp at that 
time, saying, 

24 O Lord Gop, thou hast begun to 
shew thy servant thy greatness, and thy 
mighty hand: for what God is there in 
heaven or in earth, that can do according 
to thy works, and according to thy 
might ? 

25 I pray thee, let me go over, and see 
the good land that is beyond Jér’-dan, 
that goodly mountain, and Léb’-4-non. 

26 But the LorD was wroth with me for 
your sakes, and would not hear me: and 
the Lorp said unto me, Let it suffice 
thee; speak no more unto me of this 
matter. 

27 Get thee up into the top of Pis’-gah, 
and lift up thine eyes westward, and 
northward, and southward, and east- 
ward, and behold it with thine eyes: for 
thou shalt not go over this J6r’-dan. 

28 But charge Josh’-ii-a, and encourage 
him, and strengthen him: for he shall go 
over before this people, and he shall 
cause them to inherit the land which thou 
shalt see. 

29 So we abode in the valley over 
against Béth—pé’-6r. 


Chapter 4 


OW therefore hearken, O i8’-ra-él, 
unto the statutes and unto the 
judgments, which I teach you, for to do 
them, that ye may live, and go in and 
possess the land which the LorD God of 
your fathers giveth you. 

2 Yeshall not add unto the word which 
I command you, neither shall ye dimin- 
ish ought from it, that ye may keep the 
commandments of the Lorp your God 
which I command you. 

3 Your eyes have seen what the Lorp 
did because of Ba’-al—pé’-6r: for all the 
men that followed Ba’-al—pé’-6r, the 
Lorpb thy God hath destroyed them from 
among you. 

4 But ye that did cleave unto the Lorp 
your God are alive every one of you this 


ay. 
5 Behold, I have taught you statutes 
and judgments, even as the LorD my 
God commanded me, that ye should do 
so in the land whither ye go to possess it. 
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6 Keep therefore and do them; for this 
is your wisdom and your understanding 
in the sight of the nations, which shall 
hear all these statutes, and say, Surely 
this great nation is a wise and under- 
standing people. 

7 For what nation is there so great, who 
hath God so nigh unto them, as the Lorp 
our God is in all things that we call upon 
him for? 

8 And what nation is there so great, 
that hath statutes and judgments so 
righteous as all this law, which I set be- 
fore you this day? 

9 Only take heed to thyself, and keep 
thy soul diligently, lest thou forget the 
things which thine eyes have seen, and 
lest they depart from thy heart all the 
days of thy life: but teach them thy 
sons, and thy sons’ sons; 

10 Specially the day that thou stoodest 
before the Lorp thy God in Hor’-éb, 
when the LorD said unto me, Gather me 
the people together, and I will make them 
hear my words, that they may learn to 
fear me all the days that they shall live 
upon the earth, and that they may teach 
their children. 

d ye came near and stood under 
the mountain; and the mountain burned 
with fire unto the midst of heaven, with 
darkness, clouds, and thick darkness. 

12 And the Lorn spake unto you out of 
the midst of the fire: ye heard the voice of 
the words, but saw no similitude; only 
ye heard a voice. 

13 And he declared unto you his 
covenant, which he commanded you to 
perform, even ten commandments; and 
he wrote them upon two tables of stone. 

4 ¢ And the Lorp commanded me at 
that time to teach you statutes and judg- 
ments, that ye might do them in the land 
whither ye go over to possess it. 

15 Take ye therefore good heed unto 
yourselves; for ye saw no manner of 
similitude on the day that the Lorp 
spake unto you in Hér’-éb out of the 
midst of the fire: 

6 Lest ye corrupt yourselves, and make 
you a graven image, the similitude of any 
figure, the likeness of male or female, 

The likeness of any beast that is on 
the earth, the likeness of any winged fowl 
that flieth in the air, 

18 The likeness of any thing that creep- 
eth on the ground, the likeness of any 
fish that is in the waters beneath the 
earth: 

19 And lest thou lift up thine eyes unto 


heaven, and when thou seest the sun, h 


and the moon, and the stars, even all the 
host of heaven, shouldest be driven to 
worship them, and serve them, which the 
Lorp thy God hath divided unto all na- 
tions under the whole heaven. 
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20 But the Lorp hath taken you, and 
brought you forth out of the iron 


. furnace, even out of E£’-gypt, to be unto 


him a people of inheritance, as ye are 
this day. 

21 Furthermore the LorD was an 
with me for your sakes, and sware that 
I should not go over Jér’-dan, and that I 
should not go in unto that good land, 
which the Lorp thy God giveth thee for 
an inheritance: 

2 But I must die in this land, I must 
not go over Jér’-dan: but ye shall go 
over, and possess that good land. 

23 Take heed unto yourselves, lest ye 
forget the covenant of the Lorp your 
God, which he made with you, and make 
you a graven image, or the likeness of 
any thing, which the Lorp thy God hath 
forbidden thee. 

24 For the Lorp thy God is ‘a con- 
suming fire, even a jealous God. ! 

25 ¢ When thou shalt beget children, 
and children’s children, and ye shall have 
remained long in the land, and shall cor- 
rupt yourselves, and make a graven 
image, or the likeness of any thing, and 
shall do evil in the sight of the Lorp thy 
God, to provoke him to anger: 

26 I call heaven and earth to witness 
against you this day, that ye shall soon 
utterly perish from off the land where- 
unto ye go over Jér’-dan to possess it; ye 
shall not prolong your days upon it, but 
shall utterly be destroyed. 

27 And the Lorp shall scatter you 
among the nations, and ye shall be left 
few in number among the heathen, 
whither the LorD shall lead you. 

8 And there ye shall serve gods, the 
work of men’s hands, wood and stone, 
wa neither see, nor hear, nor eat, nor 
smell. 

29 But if from thence thou shalt seek 
the Lorp thy God, thou shalt find him 
if thou seek him with all thy heart an 
with all thy soul. 

30 When thou art in tribulation, and 
all these things are come upon thee, even 
in the latter days, if thou turn to the 
Lorp thy God, and shalt be obedient 
unto his voice; 

31 (For the Lorp thy God is a merciful 
God;) he will not forsake thee, neither 
destroy thee, nor forget the covenant of 
thy fathers which he sware unto them. 

2 For ask now of the days that are 
past, which were before thee, since the 
day that God created man upon the 
earth, and ask from the one side of 
eaven unto the other, whether there 
hath been any such thing as this great 
thing is, or hath been heard like it? 

33 Did ever people hear the voice of 
God speaking out of the midst of the fire, 
as thou hast heard, and live? 
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The Ten Commandments 


34 Or hath God assayed to go and take 
him a nation from the midst of another 
nation, by temptations, by signs, and by 
wonders, and by war, and by a mighty 
~ hand, and by a stretched out arm, and by 
great terrors, according to all that the 
LorD your God did for you in E’-gypt be- 
fore your eyes? 

35 Unto thee it was shewed, that thou 
mightest know that the Lorp he is God; 
there is none else beside him. 

36 Out of heaven he made thee to hear 
his voice, that he might instruct thee: and 
upon earth he shewed thee his great fire; 
and thou heardest his words out of the 
midst of the fire. 

37 And because he loved thy fathers, 
therefore he chose their seed after them, 
and brought thee out in his sight with his 
mighty power out of E’-gypt; 

38 To drive out nations from before 
thee greater and mightier than thou art, 
to bring thee in, to give thee their land 
for an inheritance, as it is this day. 

39 Know therefore this day, and con- 
sider it in thine heart, that the Lorp 
he is God in heaven above, and 
Spotl the earth beneath: there is none 
else. 

40. Thou shalt keep therefore his stat- 
utes, and his commandments, which I 
command thee this day, that it may go 
well with thee, and with thy children 
after thee, and that thou mayest prolong 
thy days upon the earth, which the Lorp 
thy God giveth thee, for ever. 

41 @ Then M6O’-Sés severed three cities 
on this side Jér’-dan toward the sun 
rising; 

42 That the slayer might flee thither, 
which should kill his neighbour un- 
awares, and hated him not in times past; 
and that fleeing unto one of these cities 
he might live: 

43 Namely, Bé’-zér in the wilderness, 
in the plain country, of the Réu’-bén- 
ites; and Ra’-moth in Gil’-é-ad, of the 
Gad’-ites; and G6’-lan in Ba’-shan, of 
the Ma-nas’-sites. 

44 ¢ And this is the law which M6’-sés 
set before the children of Is’-ra-él: 

45 These are the testimonies, and the 
statutes, and the judgments, which Mo’- 
$é$ spake unto the children_of Is’-ra-él, 
after they came forth out of E’-gypt, 

46 On this side Jér’-dan, in the valley 
over against Béth—pé’-6r, in the land of 
Si’-hén king of the Am/-6-rites, who 
dwelt at Hésh’-b6n, whom M6’-sés and 
the children of I8’-ra-é1 smote, after they 
were come forth out of E’-gypt: 

47 And they possessed his land, and the 
land _of 6g king of Ba’-shan, two kings of 
the Am/’-6-rites, which were on this side 
J6r’-dan toward the sun rising ; 

48 From A-r60’-ér, which is by the bank 
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of the river Ar’-nén, even unto mount 
Si’-on, which is Hér’-mon, 

49 And all the plain on this side Jér’- 
dan eastward, even unto the sea of the 
plain, under the springs of Pis’-gah. 


Chapter 5 


ND M6O’-sés called all 1§’-ra-él, and 
said unto them, Hear, O is’-ra-él, the 
statutes and judgments which I speak in 
your ears this day, that ye may learn 
them, and keep, and do them. 

2 The Lorp our God made a covenant 
with us in H6r’-éb. 

3 The Lorp made not this covenant 
with our fathers, but with us, even us, 
who are all of us here alive this day. 

4 The Lorp talked with you face to 
face in the mount out of the midst of the 


e, 

5 (1 stood between the Lorp and you 
at that time, to shew you the word of the 
Lorp: for ye were afraid by reason of the 
fire, and went not up into the mount;) 
saying, 

6 f I am the Lorp thy God, which 
brought thee out of the land of E’-gypt, 
from the house of bondage. 

7 Thou shalt have none other gods 
before me. 

8 Thou shalt not make thee any graven 
image, or any likeness of any thing that is 
in heaven above, or that is in the earth 
beneath, or that zs in the waters beneath 
the earth: 

9 Thou shalt not bow down thyself 
unto them, nor serve them: for I the 
Lorp thy God am a jealous God, visiting 
the iniquity of the fathers upon the chil- 
dren unto the third and fourth generation 
of them that hate me, 

10 And shewing mercy unto thousands 
of them that love me and keep my com- 
mandments. 

11 Thou shalt not take the name of the 
Lorp thy God in vain: for the Lorp will 
not hold him guiltless that taketh his 
name in vain. 

12 Keep the sabbath day to sanctify it, 
re the Lorp thy God hath commanded 
thee. 

13. Six days thou shalt labour, and do 
all thy work: 

14 But the seventh day is the sabbath 
of the Lorp thy God: in it thou shalt not 
do any work, thou, nor thy son, nor thy 
daughter, nor thy manservant, nor thy 
maidservant, nor thine ox, nor thine ass, 
nor any of thy cattle, nor thy stranger 
that is within thy gates; that thy man- 
servant and thy maidservant may rest as 
well as thou. 

15 And remember that thou wast a 
servant in the land of £’-gypt, and that 
the Lorp thy God brought thee out 
thence through a mighty hand and bya 
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stretched out arm: therefore the LORD 
thy God commanded thee to keep the 
sabbath day. 

16 ¢ Honour thy father and thy moth- 
er, as the Lorp thy God hath command- 
ed thee; that thy days may be prolonged, 
and that it may go well with thee, in the 
land which the Lorp thy God giveth thee. 

17 Thou shalt not kill. k 

18 Neither shalt thou commit adultery. 

19 Neither shalt thou steal. ; 

20 Neither shalt thou bear false witness 
against thy neighbour. : : 

21 Neither shalt thou desire thy neigh- 
bour’s wife, neither shalt thou covet thy 
neighbour’s house, his field, or his man- 
servant, or his maidservant, his ox, or 
his ass, or any thing that is thy neigh- 
bour’s. 

22 ¥ These words the LorpD spake unto 
all your assembly in the mount out of the 
midst of the fire, of the cloud, and of the 
thick darkness, with a great voice: and 
he added no more. And he wrote them 
in two tables of stone, and delivered 
them unto me. 

23 And it came to pass, when ye heard 
the voice out of the midst of the dark- 
ness, (for the mountain did burn with 
fire,) that ye came near unto me, even all 
the heads of your tribes, and your 
elders; 

24 And ye said, Behold, the Lorp our 
God hath sHewed us his glory and his 
greatness, and we have heard his voice 
out of the midst of the fire: we have seen 
this day that God doth talk with man, 
and he liveth. 

25 Now therefore why should we die? 
for this great fire will consume us: if we 
hear the voice of the Lorp our God any 
more, then we shall die. 

For who is there of all flesh, that 
hath heard the voice of the living God 
speaking out of the midst of the fire, as 
we have, and lived? 

27 Go thou near, and hear all that the 
Lorp our God shall say: and speak thou 
unto us all that the Lorp our God shall 
speak unto thee; and we will hear it, and 


do it. 

28 And the Lorp heard the voice of 
your words, when ye spake unto me; and 
the Lorp said unto me, I have heard the 
voice of the words of this people, which 
they have spoken unto thee: they have 
well said all that they have spoken. 

9 O that there were such an heart in 
them, that they would fear me, and keep 
all my commandments always, that it 
might be well with them, and with their 
children for ever! 

30 Go say to them, Get you into your 
tents again. 

31 But as for thee, stand thou here by 
me, and I will speak unto thee all the 
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commandments, and the statutes, and 
the judgments, which thou shalt teach 
them, that they may do them in the land 
which I give them to possess it. 

32 Ye shall observe to do therefore as 
the Lorp your God hath commanded 
you: ye shall not turn aside to the right 
hand or to the left. ; 

33 Ye shall walk in all the ways which 
the Lorp your God hath commanded 
you, that ye may live, and that it may be 
well with you, and that ye may prolong 
your days in the land which ye shall 
possess. 


Chapter 6 


OW these are the commandments, 

the statutes, and the judgments, 

which the LorpD your God commanded 

to teach you, that ye might do them in 
the land whither ye go to possess it: 

2 That thou mightest fear the Lorp thy 
God, to keep all his statutes and his 
commandments, which I command thee, 
thou, and thy son, and thy son’s son, all 
the days of thy life; and that thy days 
may be prolonged. q 

3 f Hear therefore, O I8’-ra-él, and 
observe to do it; that it may be well with 
thee, and that ye may increase mightily, 
as the Lorp God of thy fathers hath 
promised thee, in the land that floweth 
with milk and honey. 

4 Hear, O I8’-ra-él1: The Lorp our God 
is one LorRD: 

And thou shalt love the Lorp thy 
God with all thine heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy might. 

6 And these words, which I command 
thee this day, shall be in thine heart: 

7 And thou shalt teach them diligently 
unto thy children, and shalt talk of them 
when thou sittest in thine house, and 
when thou walkest by the way, and when 
thou liest down, and when thou risest up. 

8 And thou shalt bind them for a sign 
upon thine hand, and they shall be as 
frontlets between thine eyes. 

9 And thou shalt write them upon the 
posts of thy house, and on thy gates. 

10 And it shall be, when the Lorp thy 
God shall have brought thee into the 
land which he sware unto thy fathers, to 
A’-bra-ham, to i’-saac, and to Ja’-cob, to 
give thee great and goodly cities, which 
ip ees Ee aie . 

| And houses full of all good things, 
which thou filledst not, and wells digned: 
which thou diggedst not, vineyards and 
Olive trees, which thou plantedst not; 
when thou shalt have eaten and be full; 

Then beware lest thou forget the 
LorD, which brought thee forth out of 
the land of E’-g¥pt, from the house of 
bondage. “ 

13 Thou shalt fear the Lorp thy God, 
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and serve him, and shalt swear by his 
name. 

14 Ye shall not go after other gods, of 
the gods of the people which are round 


- about you; 


15 (For the Lorpb thy God is a jealous 
God among you) lest the anger of the 
Lorp thy God be kindled against thee, 
and destroy thee from off the face of the 
earth. 

16 ¢ Ye shall not tempt the Lorp your 
God, as ye tempted him in Mas’-sah. 

17 Ye shall diligently keep the com- 
mandments of the Lorp your God, and 
his testimonies, and his statutes, which 
he hath commanded thee. 

18 And thou shalt do that which is right 
and good in the sight of the Lorp: that 
it may be well with thee, and that thou 
mayest go in and possess the good 
land which the LorpD sware unto thy 
fathers, 

19 To cast out all thine enemies from 
before thee, as the Lorp hath spoken. 

20 And when thy son asketh thee in 
time to come, saying, What mean the 
testimonies, and the statutes, and the 
judgments, which the Lorp our God 
hath commanded you? 

“ 21 Then thou shalt say unto thy son, 
We were Phar’-aoh’s bondmen in 
E£’-gypt; and the Lorpb brought us out of 
E’-gypt with a mighty hand: 

22 And the Lorp shewed signs and 
wonders, great and sore, upon E’-gypt, 
upon Phar’-aoh, and upon all his house- 
hold, before our eyes: 

23 And he brought us out from thence, 
that he might bring us in, to give us the 
land which he sware unto our fathers. 

24 And the Lorp commanded us to do 
all these statutes, to fear the LoRD our 
God, for our good always, that he might 
preserve us alive, as it is at this day. __ 

25 And it shall be our righteousness, if 
we observe to do all these command- 
ments before the Lorp our God, as he 
hath commanded us. 


Chapter 7 


\ X ] HEN the Lorp thy God shall bring 

thee into the land whither thou 
goest to possess it, and hath cast out 
many nations before thee, the Hit’-tites, 
and the Gir’-ga-shites, and the Am/’-6- 
rites, and the Ca’-na-an-ites, and the Pé- 
riz’-zites, and the Hi’-vites, and the 
Jéb’-i-sites, seven nations greater and 
mightier than thou; 

2 And when the Lorp thy God shall de- 
liver them before thee; thou shalt smite 
them, and utterly destroy them; thou 
shalt make no covenant with them, nor 
shew mercy unto them: t 

3 Neither shalt thou make marriages 
with them; thy daughter thou shalt not 
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give unto his son, nor his daughter shalt 
thou take unto thy son. 

4 For they will turn away thy son from 
following me, that they may. serve other 
gods: so will the anger of the Lorp be 
kindled against you, and destroy thee 
suddenly. 

5 But thus shall ye deal with them; ye 
shall destroy their altars, and break 
down their images, and cut down their 
groves, and burn their graven images 
with fire. 

6 For thou art an holy people unto the 
LorpD thy God: the Lorp thy God hath 
chosen: thee to be a special people unto 
himself, above all people that are upon 
the face of the earth. 

7 The Lorp did not set his love upon 
you, nor choose you, because ye were 
more in number than any people; for ye 
were the fewest of all people: 

8 But because the Lorp loved you, and 
because he would keep the oath which he 
had sworn unto your fathers, hath the 
Lorp brought you out with a mighty 
hand, and redeemed you out of the house 
of bondmen, from the hand of Phar’-aoh 
king of E’-gypt. 

9 Know therefore that the Lorp thy 
God, he is God, the faithful God, which 
keepeth covenant and mercy with them 
that love him and keep his command- 
ments. to.a thousand generations; 

10 And repayeth them that hate him to 
their face, to destroy them: he will not be 
slack to him that hateth him, he will re- 
pay him to his face. 

11 Thou shalt therefore keep the com- 
mandments, and the statutes, and the 
judgments, which I command thee this 
day, to do them. 

12 9 Wherefore it shall come to pass, if 
ye hearken to these judgments, and keep, 
and do them, that the Lorp thy God 
shall keep unto thee the covenant and 
the mercy which he sware unto thy 
fathers: 

13 And he will love thee, and bless thee, 
and multiply thee: he will also bless the 
fruit of thy womb, and the fruit of thy 
land, thy corn, and thy wine, and thine 
oil, the increase of thy kine, and _ the 
flocks of thy sheep, in the land which he 
sware unto thy fathers to give thee. 

14 Thou shalt be blessed above all 
people: there shall not be male or female 
barren among you, or among your cattle. 

15 And the Lorp will take away from 
thee all sickness, and will put none of the 
evil diseases of £’-gypt, which thou 
knowest, upon thee; but will lay them 
upon all them that hate thee. 

16 And thou shalt consume all the peo- 
ple which the Lorp thy God shall de- 
liver thee; thine eye shall have no pity 
upon them: neither. shalt thou serve 
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them gods; for that will be a snare unto 
thee. 

17 If thou shalt say in thine heart, 
These nations are more than 1; how can I 
dispossess them? h 

18 Thou shalt not be afraid of them: 
but shalt well remember what the Lorp 
thy God did unto Phar’-a0h, and unto 
all E’-gypt; : : : 

19 The great temptations which thine 
eyes saw, and the signs, and the wonders, 
and the mighty hand, and the stretched 
out arm, whereby the Lorp thy God 
brought thee out: so shall the Lorp thy 
God do unto all the people of whom thou 
art afraid. k 

20 Moreover the Lorp thy God will 
send the hornet among them, until they 
that are left, and hide themselves from 
thee, be destroyed. f 

Thou shalt not be affrighted at 
them: for the Lorp thy God is among 
you, a mighty God and terrible. 

22 And the Lorp thy God will put out 
those nations before thee by little and 
little: thou mayest not consume them at 
once, lest the beasts of the field increase 
upon thee. 

23 But the Lorp thy God shall deliver 
them unto thee, and shall destroy them 
with a mighty destruction, until they be 
destroyed. 

24 And he shall deliver their kings into 


thine hand, and thou shalt destroy their 


name from under heaven: there shall no 
man be able to stand before thee, until 
thou have destroyed them. 

25 The graven images of their gods 
shall ye burn with fire: thou shalt not 
desire the silver or gold that is on them, 
nor take it unto thee, lest thou be snared 
therein: for it is an abomination to the 
Lorp thy God. 

26 Neither shalt thou bring an abom- 
ination into thine house, lest thou be a 
cursed thing like it: but thou shalt utterly 
detest it, and thou shalt utterly abhor it; 
for it is a cursed thing. 


Chapter 8 
A LL the commandments which I com- 
. mand thee this day shall ye observe 
to do, that ye may live, and multiply, and 
go in and possess the land which the 
LORD sware unto your fathers. 

2 And thou shalt remember all the way 
which the Lorp thy God led thee these 
forty years in the wilderness, to humble 
thee, and to prove thee, to know what 
was in thine heart, whether thou 
wouldest keep his commandments, or no. 

3 And he humbled thee, and suffered 
thee to hunger, and fed thee with man’- 
na, which thou knewest not, neither did 
thy fathers know; that he might make 
thee know that man doth not live by 
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bread only, but by every word that pro- 
ceedeth out of the mouth of the Lorp 
doth man live. f 

Thy raiment waxed not. old upon 
thee, neither did thy foot swell, these 
forty years. : ‘ ‘ 

5 Thou shalt also consider in thine 
heart, that; as a man chasteneth his son, 
so the Lorp thy God chasteneth thee. 

6 Therefore thou shalt keep the com- 
mandments of the Lorp thy God, to 
walk in his ways, and to fear him. 

7 For the Lorp thy God bringeth thee 
into a good land, a land of brooks of 
water, of fountains and depths that 
spring out of valleys and hills; 

8 A land of wheat, and barley, and 
vines, and fig trees, and pomegranates; a 
land of oil olive, and honey; 

9 A land wherein thou shalt eat bread 
without scarceness, thou shalt not lack 
any thing in it; a land whose stones are 
iron, and out of whose hills thou mayest 
dig brass. 

10 When thou hast eaten and-art-full, 
then thou shalt bless the Lorp thy God 
the good land which he hath given 
thee. 

11 Beware that thou forget not the 
Lorp thy God, in not keeping his com- 
mandments, and his judgments, and his 
statutes, which I command thee this day: 

12 Lest when thou hast eaten and art 
full, and hast built goodly houses, and 
dwelt theréin; 

13 And when thy herds and thy flocks 
multiply, and thy silver and thy gold is 
multiplied, and all that thou hast is 
multiplied; 

14 Then thine heart be lifted up, and 
thou forget the Lorp thy God, which 
brought thee forth out of the land of 
E’-gypt, from the house of bondage; 

15- Who led thee through that great and 
terrible wilderness, wherein were fiery 
serpents, and scorpions, and drought, 
where there was no water; who brought 
thee forth water out of the rock of flint ; 

16 Who fed thee in the wilderness with 
man’-na, which thy fathers knew not, 
that he might humble thee, and that he 
might prove thee, to do thee good at thy 
latter end; 

17 And thou say in thine heart, My 
power and the might of mine hand hath 
gotten me this wealth. 

18 But thou shalt remember the Lorp 
thy God: for it is he that giveth thee 
power to get wealth, that he may es- 
tablish his covenant which he sware unto 
thy fathers, as it is this day. 

19 And it shall be, if thou do at all for- 
get the Lorp thy God, and walk after 
other gods, and serve them, and worship 
them, I testify against you this day that 
ye shall surely perish. 
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20 As the nations which the Lorp de- 
stroyeth before your face, so shall ye 
perish; because ye would not be obe- 
dient unto the voice of the Lorp your 


God. 
Chapter 9 


H-2: O i8’-ra-€1: Thou art to pass 
over Jér’-dan this day, to go in to 
possess nations greater and mightier 
than thyself, cities great and fenced up 
to heaven, 

2 A people great and tall, the children 
of the An’-a-kims, whom thou knowest, 
and of whom thou hast heard say, Who 
can stand before the children of A’-nak! 

3 Understand therefore this day, that 
the Lorp thy God is he which goeth over 
before thee; as a consuming fire he shall 
destroy them, and he shall bring them 
down before thy face: so shalt thou drive 
them out, and destroy them quickly, as 
the Lorp hath said unto thee. 

4 Speak not thou in thine heart, after 
that the Lorp thy God hath cast them 
out from before thee, saying, For my 
righteousness the LorD hath brought me 
in to possess this land: but for the 
wickedness of these nations the Lorp 
doth drive them out from before thee. 

5 Not for thy righteousness, or for the 
uprightness of thine heart, dost thou go 
to possess their land: but for the wicked- 
ness of these nations the LorD thy God 
doth drive them out from before thee, 
and that he may perform the word which 
the Lorp sware unto thy fathers, 
A’-bra-ham, f’-saac, and Ja’-cob. 

6 Understand therefore, that the Lorp 
thy God giveth thee not this good land to 
possess it for thy righteousness; for thou 
art a stiffnecked people. 

7 ¢ Remember, and forget not, how 
thou provokedst the Lorp thy God to 
wrath in the wilderness: from the day 
that thou didst depart out of the land of 
E’-gypt, until ye came unto this place, ye 
have been rebellious against the Lorp. 

8 Also in H6r’-éb ye provoked the 
Lorp to wrath, so that the LorD was 
angry with you to have destroyed you. 

9 When I was gone up into the mount 
to receive the tables of stone, even the 
tables of the covenant which the Lorp 
made with you, then I abode in the 
mount forty days and forty nights, I 
neither did eat bread nor drink water: 

1 d the Lorp delivered unto me 
two tables of stone written with the 
finger of God; and on them was written 
according to all the words, which the 
. Lorp spake with you in the mount out of 
the midst of the fire in the day of the 
assembly. 

11 And it came to pass at the end of 
forty days and forty nights, that the 
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LorD gave me the two tables of stone, 
even the tables of the covenant. 

12 And the Lorp said unto me, Arise, 
get thee down quickly from hence; for 
thy people which thou hast brought forth 
out of £’-gypt have corrupted them- 
selves ; they are quickly turned aside out 
of the way which I commanded them; 
they have made them a molten image. 

Furthermore the Lorp spake unto 
me, saying, I have seen this people, and, 
behold, it is a stiffnecked people: 

Let me alone, that I may destroy 
them, and blot out their name from 
under heaven: and I will make of thee a 
nation mightier and greater than they. 

15 So I turned and came down from 
the mount, and the mount burned with 
fire: and the two tables of the covenant 
were in my two hands. 

16 And I looked, and, behold, ye had 
sinned against the Lorp your God, and 
had made you a molten calf: ye had 
turned aside quickly out of the way 
which the Lorp had commanded you. 

17 And I took the two tables, and cast 
them out of my two hands, and brake 
them before your eyes. 

18 And I fell down before the Lorp, as 
at the first, forty days and forty nights: I 
did neither eat bread, nor drink water, 
because of all your sins which ye sinned, 
in doing wickedly in the sight of the 
Lorp, to provoke him to anger. 

19 For I was afraid of the anger and 
hot displeasure, wherewith the Lorp 
was wroth against you to destroy you. 
But the Lorp hearkened unto me at that 
time also. 

20 And the Lorp was very angry with 
Aa’-ron to have destroyed him: and I 
prayed for Aa’-ron also the same time. 

21 And I took your sin, the calf which 
ye had made, and burnt it with fire, and 
stamped it, and ground it very small, 
even until it was as small as dust: and I 
cast the dust thereof into the brook that 
descended out of the mount. 

22 And at Tab’-é-rah, and at Mas’- 
sah, and at Kib’-rdth—hat-ta’-a-vah, ye 
provoked the Lorp to wrath. 

3 Likewise when the LorD sent you 
from K@’-désh—-bar’-né-a, saying, Go up 
and possess the land which I have given 
you; then ye rebelled against the com- 
mandment of the Lorp your God, and 
ye believed him not, nor hearkened. to 
his voice. E , 

24 Ye have been rebellious against the 
Lorp from the day that I knew you. 

25 Thus I fell down before the Lorp 
forty days and forty nights, as I fell 
down at the first; because the Lorp had 
said he would destroy you. 

26 I prayed therefore unto the Lorp, 
and said, O Lord Gop, destroy not thy 
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people and thine inheritance, which thou 
hast redeemed through thy greatness, 
which thou hast brought forth out of 
E’-gypt with a mighty hand. with tex 

27 Remember thy servants, A’-bra- 
ham, I’-8aac, and Ja’-cob; look not unto 
the stubbornness of this people, nor to 
their wickedness, nor to their sin: 

28 Lest the land whence thou brought- 
est us out say, Because the LoRD was not 
able to bring them into the land which he 
promised them, and because he hated 
them, he hath brought them out to slay 
them in the wilderness. : 

29 Yet they are thy people and thine 
inheritance, which thou broughtest out 
by thy mighty power and by thy stretched 


out arm, 
Chapter 10 


ad that time the Lorp said unto me, 
Hew thee two tables of stone like 
unto the first, and come up unto me into 
the mount, and make thee an ark of 


wood. 

2 And I will write on the tables the 
words that were in the first tables which 
thou brakest, and thou shalt put them in 
the ark. 

3 And I made an ark of shit’-tim wood, 
and hewed two tables of stone like unto 
the first, and went up into the mount, 
having the two tables in mine hand. 

4 And he wrote on the tables, accord- 
ing to the first writing, the ten com- 
mandments, which the LorD spake unto 
you in the mount out of the midst of the 
fire in the day of the assembly: and the 
LorD gave them unto me. 

5 And I turned myself and came down 
from the mount, and put the tables in 
the ark which I had made; and there 
they be, as the LoRD commanded me. 

6 § And the children of Is’-ra-é] took 
their journey from Béér’-dth of the chil- 
dren of Ja’-a-kan to M6’-sé-ra: there 
Aa’-ron died, and there he was buried; 
and El-é-a’-zar his son ministered in the 
priest’s office in his stead. 

7 From thence they journeyed unto 
Gud-g6’-dah; and from Gid-g6’-dah to 
Jot’-bath, a land of rivers of waters. 

8 ¢ At that time the LorpD separated 
the tribe of Lé’-vi, to’‘bear the ark of the 
covenant of the Lorpb, to stand before 
the LorD to minister unto him, and to 
bless in his name, unto this day. 

9 Wherefore Lé’-vi hath no part nor in- 
heritance with his brethren; the LorD is 
his inheritance, according as the Lorp 
thy God promised him. 

10 And I stayed in the mount, accord- 
ing to the first time, forty days and forty 
nights; and the LorD hearkened unto me 
at that time also, and the LorD would not 
destroy thee. 
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11 And the Lorn said unto me, Arise, 
take thy journey before the people, that 
they may go in and possess the land, 
which I sware unto their fathers to give 
unto them. B: 

12 ¢ And now, Is’-ra-@1, what doth the 
Lorp thy God require of thee, but to 
fear the Lorp thy God, to walk in all his 
ways, and to love him, and to serve the 
Lorp thy God with all thy heart and with 
all thy soul, 

13 To keep the commandments of the 
Lorp, and his statutes, which I com- 
mand thee this day for thy good? 

14 Behold, the heaven and the heaven 
of heavens is the LoRpD’s thy God, the 
earth also, with all that therein is. — 

15 Only the Lorp had a delight in thy 
fathers to love them, and he chose their 
seed after them, even you above all 
people, as it is this day. 

16: Circumcise therefore the foreskin of 
your heart, and be no more stiffnecked. 

17 For the Lorp your God is God of 
gods, and Lord of lords, a great God, a 
mighty, and a terrible, which regardeth 
not persons, nor taketh reward: 

He doth execute the judgment of the 
fatherless and widow, and loveth the 
stranger, in giving him food and raiment. 

Love ye therefore the stranger: for 
ye were strangers in the land of E’-gypt. 

20 Thou shalt fear the Lorp thy God; 
him shalt thou serve, and to him shalt 
thou cleave, and swear by his name. 

21 He is thy praise, and he is thy God, 
that hath done for thee these great and 
terrible things, which thine eyes have 
seen. 

22 Thy fathers went down into £’-gypt 
with threescore and ten persons; and 
now the Lorp thy God hath made thee as 
the stars of heaven for multitude, 


Chapter 11 


"[ HEREFORE thou shalt love the 
Lorp thy God, and keep his charge, 
and his statutes, and his judgments, and 
his commandments, alway. 

2 And know ye this day: for I speak not 
with your children which have not 
known, and which have not seen the 
chastisement of the Lorp your God, his 
greatness, his mighty hand, and his 
stretched out arm, 

3 And his miracles, and his acts, which 

he did in the midst of £’-gypt unto 
Phar’-aoh the king of £’-g¥pt, and unto 
all his land; 
4 And what he did unto the army of 
E-gypt, unto their horses, and to their 
chariots; how he made the water of the 
Red sea to overflow them as they pur- 
sued after you, and how the Lorp hath 
destroyed them unto this day; 

5 And what he did unto you in the 
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wilderness, until ye came into this 
place; 

,6 And what he did unto Da’-than and 
A-bi’-ram, the sons of E-li’-Ab, the son of 
_ Réu’-bén: how the earth opened her 
mouth, and swallowed them up, and 
their households, and their tents, and all 
the substance that was in their posses- 
sion, in the midst of all Is’-ra-él: 

7 But your eyes have seen all the great 
acts of the Lorp which he did. 

8 Therefore shall ye keep all the com- 
mandments which I command you this 
day, that ye may be strong, and goin and 
possess the land, whither ye go to 
possess it; 

9 And that ye may prolong your days 
in the land, which the Lorp sware unto 
your fathers to give unto them and to 
their seed, a land that floweth with milk 
and honey. 

10 ¢ For the land, whither thou goest 
in to possess it, is not as the land of 
E’-gypt, from whence ye came out, 
where thou sowedst thy seed, and 
wateredst it with thy foot, as a garden of 


herbs: 

11 But the land, whither ye go to pos- 
sess it, is a land of hills and valleys, and 
-drinketh water of the rain of heaven: 

12 A land which the Lorp thy God 
careth for: the eyes of the Lorp thy God 
are always upon it, from the beginning 
of the year even unto the end of the year. 

13 g And it shall come to pass, if ye 
shall hearken diligently. unto my com- 
mandments which I command you this 
day, to love the LorpD your God, and to 
serve him with all your heart and with 
all your soul, ¢ 

14 That I will give you the rain of your 
land in his due season, the first rain and 
the latter rain, that thou mayest gather 
in thy corn, and thy wine, and thine oil. 

15 And I will send grass in thy fields 
for thy cattle, that thou mayest eat and 
be full. 

16 Take heed to yourselves, that your 
heart be not deceived, and ye turn aside, 
and serve other gods, and worship them; 

17 And then the Lorp’s wrath be kin- 
dled against you, and he shut up the 
heaven, that there be no rain, and that 
the land yield not her fruit; and Jest ye 
perish quickly from off the good land 
which the LorD giveth you. 

18 @ Therefore shall ye lay up these 
my words in your heart and in your soul, 
and bind them for a sign upon your 
hand, that they may be as frontlets be- 
tween your eyes. 

19 and ye shall teach them your chil- 
dren, speaking of them when. thou 
sittest in thine house, and when thou 
walkest by the way, when thou liest 
down, and when thou risest up. 
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20 And thou shalt write them upon the 
coe posts of thine house, and upon thy 
gates: 

21 That your days may be multiplied, 
and the days of your children, in the land 
which the LorpD sware unto your fathers 
to give them, as the days of heaven upon 
the earth. 

22 ¥ For if ye shall diligently keep all 
these commandments which I command 
you, to do them, to love the Lorp your 
God, to walk in all his ways, and to 
cleave unto him; 

23 Then will the Lorp drive out all 
these nations from before you, and ye 
shall possess greater nations and mightier 
than yourselves. 

24 Every place whereon the soles of 
your feet shall tread shall be your’s: from 
the wilderness and Léb’-a-non, from the 
river, the river Eu-phra’-téS, even unto 
the uttermost sea shall:your coast be. 

25 There shall no man be able to stand 
before you: for the LorD your God shall 
lay the fear of you and the dread of you 
upon all the land that ye shall tread 
upon, as he hath said unto you. 

26 ¥ Behold, I set before you this day a 
blessing and a curse; 

27 A blessing, if ye obey the command- 
ments..of the LorD your God, which I 
command you this day: 

28 And a curse, if ye will not obey the 
commandments of the Lorp your God, 
but turn aside out of the way which I 
command you this day, to go after other 
gods, which ye have not known. 

29 And it shall come to pass, when the 
Lorp thy God hath brought thee in unto 
the land whither thou goest.to possess it, 
that thou shalt put the blessing upon 
mount Gé-ri’-zim, and the curse upon 
mount E’-bal. 

30 Are they not on the other side Jér’- 
dan, by the way where the sun goeth 
down, in the land of the Ca’-na-an-ites, 
which dwell in the champaign over. 
against Gil’-gal, beside the plains of 
MO’-réh ? 

31 For ye shall pass over J6r’-dan to go 
in to possess the land which the Lorp 
your God giveth you, and ye shall 
possess it, and dwell therein. 

32 And ye shall observe to do all the 
statutes and judgments which I set be- 
fore you this day. 


Chapter 12 


HESE are the statutes and judg- 
ments, which ye shall observe to do 
in the land, which the Lorp God of thy 
fathers giveth thee to possess it, all the 
days that ye live upon the earth. 
2 Ye shall utterly destroy all the places, 
wherein the nations which ye _ shall 
possess served their gods, upon the high 
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mountains, and upon the hills, and under 
every green tree: 

3 And ye shall overthrow their altars, 
and break their pillars, and burn their 
groves with fire; and ye shall hew down 
the graven images of their gods, and 
destroy the:names of them out of that 

lace. 
yi Ye shall not do so unto the Lorp 
your God. j 

5 But unto the place which the Lorp 
your God shall choose out of all your 
tribes to put his name there, even unto 
his habitation shall ye seek, and thither 
thou shalt come: ; 

6 And thither ye shall bring your burnt 
offerings, and your sacrifices, and your 
tithes, and heave offerings of your hand, 
and your vows, and your freewill offer- 
ings, and the firstlings of your herds and 
of your flocks: 

7 And there ye shall eat before the 
Lorp your God, and ye shall rejoice in 
all that ye put your hand unto, ye and 
your households, wherein the Lorp thy 
God hath blessed thee. 

8 Ye shall not do after all the things 
that we do here this day, every man what- 
soever is right in his own eyes. 

9 For ye are not as yet come to the rest 
and to the inheritance, which the Lorp 
your God giveth you. 5 

10 But when ye go over Jor’-dan, and 
dwell in the land which the Lorp your 
God giveth you to inherit, and when he 
giveth you rest from all your enemies 
round about, so that ye dwell in safety; 

11 Then there shall be a place which 
the Lorp your God shall choose to 
cause his name to dwell there; thither 
shall ye bring all that I command you; 
your burnt offerings, and your sacrifices, 
your tithes, and the heave offering of 
your hand, and all your choice vows 
which ye vow unto the Lorb: 

12 And ye shall rejoice before the 
LorpD your God, ye, and your sons, and 
your daughters, and your menservants, 
and your maidservants, and the Lé’-vite 
that is within your gates; forasmuch as 
he hath no part nor inheritance with you. 

13 Take heed to thyself that thou offer 
not thy burnt offerings in every place 
that thou seest: 

14 But in the place which the Lorp 
shall choose in one of thy tribes, there 
thou shalt offer thy burnt offerings, and 
Wen thou shalt do all that I command 
thee. 

15 Notwithstanding thou mayest kill 
and eat flesh in all thy gates, whatsoever 
thy soul lusteth after, according to the 
blessing of the Lorp thy God which he 
hath given thee: the unclean and the 
clean may eat thereof, as of the roebuck, 
and as of the hart. 
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16 Only ye shall not eat the blood; ye 
shall pour it upon the earth as water. 

17 ¢ Thou mayest not eat within thy 
gates the tithe of thy corn, or of thy 
wine, or of thy oil, or the firstlings of 
thy herds or of thy flock, nor any of thy 
vows which thou vowest, nor thy free- 
pallet or heave offering of thine 

and: 

18 But thou must eat them before the 
Lorp thy God in the place which the 
Lorp thy God shall choose, thou, and 
thy son, and thy daughter, and thy man- 
servant, and thy maidservant, and the 
Lé’-vite that is within thy gates: and thou 
shalt rejoice before the Lorp thy God in 
all that thou puttest thine hands unto. 

19 Take heed to thyself that thou for- 
sake not the Lé’-vite as long as thou livest 
upon the earth. 

20 f When the Lorp thy God shall en- 
large thy border, as he hath promised 
thee, and thou shalt say, I will eat flesh, 
because thy soul longeth to eat flesh; 
thou mayest eat flesh, whatsoever thy 
soul lusteth after. 

21 Ifthe place which the Lorp thy God 
hath chosen to put his name there be too 
far from thee, then thou shalt kill of thy 
herd and of thy flock, which the Lorp 
hath given thee, as I have commanded 
thee, and thou shalt eat in thy gates 
whatsoever thy soul lusteth after, 

22 Even as the roebuck and the hart is 
eaten, so thou shalt eat them: the unclean 
and the clean shall eat of them alike. 

23 Only be sure that thou eat not the 
blood: for the blood is the life; and thou 
mayest not eat the life with the flesh. 

24 Thou shalt not eat it; thou shalt 
pour it upon the earth as water. 

25 Thou shalt not eat it; that it may go 
well with thee, and with thy children after 
thee, when thou shalt do that which is 
right in the sight of the Lorp. 

26 Only thy holy things which thou 

hast, and thy vows, thou shalt take, and 
go unto the place which the Lorp shall 
choose: ‘ 
_27 And thou shalt offer thy burnt offer- 
ings, the flesh and the blood, upon the 
altar of the Lorp thy God: and the 
blood of thy sacrifices shall be poured 
out upon the altar of the Lorp thy God, 
and thou shalt eat the flesh. 

28 Observe and hear all these words 
which I command thee, that it may go 
well with thee, and with thy children 
after thee for ever, when thou doest that 
which is good and right in the sight of the 
Lorp thy God. 

29 { When the Lorp thy God shall cut 
off the nations from before thee, whither 
thou goest to possess them, and thou 
imeecenest them, and dwellest in their 

and; 
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30 Take heed to thyself that thou be 
not snared by following them, after 
that they be destroyed from before thee; 
and that thou enquire not after their 
gods, saying, How did these nations 
serve their gods? even so will I do 
likewise. 

31 Thou shalt not do so unto the Lorp 
thy God: for every abomination to the 
Lorp, which he hateth, have they done 
unto their gods; for even their sons and 
their daughters they have burnt in the 
fire to their gods. 

32 What thing soever I command you, 
Observe to do it: thou shalt not add 
thereto, nor diminish from it. 


Chapter 13 


[ there arise among you a prophet, or 
a dreamer of dreams, and giveth thee 

a sign or a wonder, 
~ 2 And the sign or the wonder come to 
pass, whereof he spake unto thee, say- 
ing, Let us go after other gods, which 
thou hast not known, and let us serve 
them; 

3 Thou shalt not hearken unto the 
words of that prophet, or that dreamer 
of dreams: for the Lorp your God 
proveth you, to know whether ye love 
the Lorp your God with all your heart 
and with all your soul. 

4 Ye shall walk after the Lorp your 
God, and fear him, and keep his com- 
mandments, and obey his voice, and ye 
shall serve him, and cleave unto him. 

5 And that prophet, or that dreamer of 
dreams, shall be put to death; because 
he hath spoken to turn you away from 
the Lorp your God, which brought you 
out of the land of E’-gypt, and redeemed 
you out of the house of bondage, to 
thrust thee. out of the way which the 
Lorp thy God commanded thee to walk 
in. So shalt thou put the evil away from 
the midst of thee. 

6 @ If thy brother, the son of thy moth- 
er, or thy son, or thy daughter, or the 
wife of thy bosom, or thy friend, which 
is as thine own soul, entice thee secretly, 
saying, Let us go and serve other gods, 
which thou hast not known, thou, nor 
thy fathers; 

7 Namely, of the gods of the people 
which are round about you, nigh unto 
thee, or far off from thee, from the one 
end of the earth even unto the other end 
of the earth; ; 

8 Thou shalt not consent unto him, nor 
hearken unto him; neither shall thine 
eye pity him, neither shalt thou spare, 
neither shalt thou conceal him: 

9 But thou shalt surely kill him; thine 
hand shall be first upon him to put him to 
death, and afterwards the hand of all the 
people. 
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10 And thou shalt stone him with 
stones, that he die; because he hath 
sought to thrust thee away from the 
Lorp thy God, which brought thee out 
of the land of E’-gypt, from the house of 
bondage. a 

11 And all Is’-ra-él shall hear, and fear, 
and shall do no more any such wicked- 
hess as this is among you. 

12 @ If thou shalt hear say in one of thy 
cities, which the Lorp thy God hath 
given thee to dwell there, saying, 

13 Certain men, the children of Bé’- 
li-al, are gone out from among you, and 
have withdrawn the inhabitants of their 
city, Saying, Let us go and serve other 
gods, which ye have not known; 

4 Then shalt thou enquire, and make 
search, and ask diligently; and, behold, 
if it be truth, and the thing certain, that 
such abomination is wrought among you; 

15 Thou shalt surely smite the inhab- 
itants of that city with the edge of the 
sword, destroying it utterly, and all that 
is therein, and the cattle thereof, with 
the edge of the sword. 

16 And thou shalt gather all the spoil of 
it into the midst of the street thereof, and 
shalt burn with fire the city, and all the 
spoil thereof every whit, for the Lorp 
thy God: and it shall be an heap for 
ever; it shall not be built again. 

17 And there shall cleave nought of the 
cursed thing to thine hand: that the 
LorD may turn from the fierceness of his 
anger, and shew thee mercy, and have 
compassion upon thee, and multiply 
thee, as he hath sworn unto thy fathers; 

18 When thou shalt hearken to the 
voice of the Lorp thy God, to keep all 
his commandments which I command 
thee this day, to do that which is right in 
the eyes of the Lorp thy God. 


Chapter 14 


VE are the children of the Lorp your 
God: ye shall not cut yourselves, nor 
make any baldness between your eyes 
for the dead. 

2 For thou art an holy people unto the 
Lorp thy God, and the Lorp hath 
chosen thee to be a peculiar people unto 
himself, above all the nations that are 
upon the earth. 

fe g Thou shalt not eat any abominable 
thing. ie cktiry t ; 

4 These are the beasts which ye shall 
eat: the ox, the sheep, and the goat, 

5 The hart, and the roebuck, and the 
fallow deer, and the wild goat, and the 
pygarg, and the wild ox, and the chamois. 

6 And every beast that parteth the 
hoof, and cleaveth the cleft into two 
claws, and cheweth the cud among the 
beasts, that ye shall eat. 

7 Nevertheless these ye shall not eat of 
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them that chew the cud, or of them that 
divide the cloven hoof; as the camel, and 
the hare, and the coney: for they chew 
the cud, but divide not the hoof; there- 
fore they are unclean unto you. 

8 And the swine, because it divideth 
the hoof, yet cheweth not the cud, it is 
unclean unto you: ye shall not eat of 
their flesh, nor touch their dead carcase. 

9 ¢ These ye shall eat of all that are in 
the waters: all that have fins and scales 
shall ye eat: 

10 And whatsoever hath not fins and 
scales ye may not eat; it is unclean 
unto you. 

11 @ Ofall clean birds ye shall eat. 

12 But these are they of which ye shall 
not eat: the eagle, and the ossifrage, and 
the ospray, p 

13 And the glede, and the kite, and the 
vulture after his kind, 

14 And every raven after his kind, 

15 And the owl, and the night hawk, 
and the cuckow, and the hawk after his 


kind, 

16 The little owl, and the great owl, 
and the swan, 

17 And the pelican, and the gier eagle, 
and the cormorant, 

18 And the stork, and the heron after 
her kind, and the lapwing, and the bat. 

19 And every creeping thing that flieth 
is unclean unto you: they shall not be 
eaten. 

20 But of all clean fowls ye may eat. 

21 ¢ Ye shall not eat of any thing that 
dieth of itself: thou shalt give it unto the 
stranger that is in thy gates, that he may 
eat it; or thou mayest sell it unto an 
alien: for thou art an holy people unto 
the Lorp thy God. Thou shalt not seethe 
a kid in his mother’s milk. 

22 Thou shalt truly tithe all the in- 
crease of thy seed, that the field bringeth 
forth year by year. 

23 And thou shalt eat before the Lorp 
thy God, in the place which he shall 
choose to place his name there, the tithe 
of thy corn, of thy wine, and of thine oil, 
and the firstlings of thy herds and of thy 
flocks ; that thou mayest learn to fear the 
Lorp thy God always. 

24 And if the way be too long for thee, 
so that thou art not able to carry it; or 
if the place be too far from thee, which 
the LorpD thy God shall choose to set his 
name there, when the Lorp thy God 
hath blessed thee: 

25 Then shalt thou turn it into money, 
and bind up the money in thine hand, 
and shalt go unto the place which the 
Lorp thy God shall choose: 

26 And thou shalt bestow that money 
for whatsoever thy soul lusteth after, for 
oxen, or for sheep,.or for wine, or for 
strong drink, or for whatsoever thy soul 
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desireth: and thou shalt eat there before 
the Lorp thy God, and thou shalt re- 
joice, thou, and thine household, — 

27 And the Lé’-vite that is within thy 
gates; thou shalt not forsake him; for he 
hath no part nor inheritance with thee. 

28 @ At the end of three years thou 
shalt bring forth all the tithe of thine 
increase the same year, and shalt lay it up 
within thy gates: 

29 And the Lé’-vite, (because he hath 
no part nor inheritance with thee,) and 
the stranger, and the fatherless, and the 
widow, which are within thy gates, shall 
come, and shall eat and be satisfied ; that 
the Lorp thy God may bless thee in all 
the work of thine hand which thou doest. 


Chapter 15 


Wee the end of every seven years thou 
shalt make a release. 

2 And this is the manner of the release: 
Every creditor that lendeth ought unto 
his neighbour shall release it; he shall 
not exact it of his neighbour, or of his 
brother; because it is called the Lorp’s 
release. 

3 Of a foreigner thou mayest exact it 
again: but that which is thine with thy 
brother thine hand shall release; 

4 Save when there shall be no poor 
among you; for the LorD shall greatly 
bless thee in the land which the Lorp thy 
God giveth thee for an inheritance to 
Possess it: 

5 Only if thou carefully hearken unto 
the voice of the Lorp thy God, to ob- 
serve to do all these commandments 
which I command thee this day. 

6 For the Lorp thy God blesseth thee, 
as he promised thee: and thou shalt lend 
unto many nations, but thou shalt not 
borrow; and thou shalt reign over many 
pr Sr but they shall not reign over 

ee. 

7 ¢ If there be among you a poor man 
of one of thy brethren within any of thy 
gates in thy land which the LorpD thy 
God giveth thee, thou shalt not harden 
thine heart, nor shut thine hand from thy 
poor brother: 

8 But thou shalt open thine hand wide 
unto him, and'shalt surely lend him suf- 
ficient for his need, in that which he 
wanteth. 

9 Beware that there be not a thought in 
thy wicked heart, saying, The seventh 
year, the year of release, is at hand; and 
thine eye be evil against thy poor brother, 
and thou givest him nought; and he cry 
unto the LorD against thee, and it be sin 
unto thee. 

10 Thou shalt surely give him, and 
thine heart shall not be grieved when 
thou givest unto him: because that for 
this thing the Lorp thy God shall bless

thee in all thy works, and in all that thou 
puttest thine hand unto. 

11 For the poor shall never cease out of 
the land: therefore I command thee, say- 
ing, Thou shalt open thine hand wide 
unto thy brother, to thy poor, and to thy 
needy, in thy land. 

2 § And if thy brother, an Hé’-bréw 
man, or an Hé’-bréw woman, be sold 
unto thee, and serve thee six years; then 
in the seventh year thou shalt let him go 
free from thee. 

13 And when thou sendest him out free 
from thee, thou shalt not let him go away 
empty: 

14 Thou shalt furnish him liberally out 
of thy flock, and out of thy floor, and out 
of thy winepress: of that wherewith the 
Lorp thy God hath blessed thee thou 
shalt give unto him. 

15 And thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in the land of E’-gypt, 
and the Lorp thy God redeemed thee: 
therefore I command thee this thing’ to 


day. 

16 And it shall be, if he say unto thee, I 
will not go away from thee; because he 
loveth thee and thine house, because he 
is well with thee; 

17 Then thou shalt take an aul, and 
thrust it through his ear unto the door, 
and he shall be thy servant for ever. And 
also unto thy maidservant thou shalt do 
likewise. 

18 It shall not seem hard unto thee, 
when thou sendest him away free from 
thee; for he hath been worth a double 
hired servant to thee, in serving thee six 
years: and the Lorp thy God shall bless 
thee in all that thou doest. 

19 ¢@ All the firstling males that come 
of thy herd and of thy flock thou shalt 
sanctify unto the Lorp thy God: thou 
shalt do no work with the firstling of thy 
bullock, nor shear the firstling of thy 
sheep. 

20 Thou shalt eat it before the Lorp 
thy God year by year in the place which 
the Lorp shall choose, thou and thy 
household. ‘ : 

21 And if there be any blemish therein, 
as if it be lame, or blind, or have any il 
blemish, thou shalt not sacrifice it unto 
the Lorp thy God. 

22 Thou shalt eat it within thy gates: 
the unclean and the clean person shall eat 
id alike, as the roebuck, and as the 

art. 

23 Only thou shalt not eat the blood 
thereof; thou shalt pour it upon the 
ground as water. 


Chapter 16 


BSERVE the month of A’-bib, and 
keep the passover unto the Lorp 
thy God: for in the month of A’-bib the 
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Lorp thy God brought thee forth out of 
E’-gypt by night. 

2 Thou shalt therefore sacrifice the 
passover unto the Lorp thy God, of the 
flock and the herd, in the place which the 
Lorp shall choose to place his name 
there. 

3 Thou shalt eat no leavened bread 
with it; seven days shalt thou eat un- 
leavened bread therewith, even the bread 
of affliction ; for thou camest forth out of 
the land of E’-gypt in haste: that thou 
mayest remember the day when thou 
camest forth out of the land of E’-gypt 
all the days of thy life. 

4 And there shall be no leavened bread 
seen with thee in all thy coast seven days; 
neither shall there any thing of the flesh, 
which thou sacrificedst the first day at 
even, remain all night until the morning. 

5 Thou mayest not sacrifice the pass- 
over within any of thy gates, which the 
Lorp thy God giveth thee: 

6 But at the place which the Lorp thy 
God shall choose to place his name in, 
there thou shalt sacrifice the passover at 
even, at the going down of the sun, at the 
season that thou camest forth out of 
E’-gypt. 

7 And thou shalt roast and eat it in the 
place which the Lorp thy God shall 
choose: and thou shalt turn in the morn- 
ing, and go unto thy tents. 

8 Six days thou shalt eat unleavened 
bread: and on the seventh day shall be a 
solemn assembly to the LorD thy God: 
thou shalt do no work therein. 

9 g Seven weeks shalt thou number 
unto thee: begin to number the seven 
weeks from such time as thou beginnest 
to put the sickle to the corn. 

10 And thou shalt keep the feast of 
weeks unto the Lorp thy God with a 
tribute of a freewill offering of thine 
hand, which thou shalt give unto the 
LORD thy God, according as the Lorp 
thy God hath blessed thee: 

11 And thou shalt rejoice before the 
Lorp thy God, thou, and thy son, and 
thy daughter, and thy manservant, and 
thy maidservant, and the Lé’-vite that is 


1 within thy gates, and the stranger, and 


the fatherless, and the widow, that are 
among you, in the place which the LorD 
thy God hath chosen to place his name 
there. 

12 And thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in £’-gypt: and thou 
shalt observe and do these statutes. 

13 @ Thou shalt observe the feast of 
tabernacles seven days, after that thou 
hast gathered in thy corn and thy wine: 

14 And thou shalt rejoice in thy feast, 
thou, and thy son, and thy daughter, and 
thy manservant, and thy maidservant, 
and the Lé’-vite, the stranger, and the 
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fatherless, and the widow, that are within 
thy gates. 

15 Seven days shalt thou keep a solemn 
feast unto the Lorp thy God in the place 
which the Lorp shall choose: because 
the Lorp thy God shall bless thee in all 
thine increase, and in all the works of 
thine hands, therefore thou shalt surely 
rejoice. 

16 @ Three times in a year shall all thy 
males appear before the Lorp thy God 
in the place which he shall choose; in 
the feast of unleavened bread, and in the 
feast of weeks, and in the feast of taber- 
nacles: and they shall not appear before 
the Lorp empty: : 

17 Every man shall give as he is able, 
according to the blessing of the Lorp 
thy God which he hath given thee. 

18 ¢ Judges and officers shalt thou 
make thee in all thy gates, which the 
Lorp thy God giveth thee, throughout 
thy tribes: and they shall judge the people 
with just judgment. J 

19 Thou shalt not wrest judgment; 
thou shalt not respect persons, neither 
take a gift: for a gift doth blind the eyes 
of the wise, and pervert the words of the 
righteous. 

20 That which is altogether just shalt 
thou follow, that thou mayest live, and 
inherit the land which the Lorp thy God 
giveth thee. 

21 ¢ Thou shalt not plant thee a grove 
of any trees near unto the altar of the 
LOR thy God, which thou shalt make 
thee. 

22 Neither shalt thou set thee up any 
irnage; which the Lorp thy God hateth. 


Chapter 17 


HOU shalt not sacrifice unto the 

Lorp thy God any bullock, or sheep, 
wherein is blemish, or any evilfavoured- 
ness: for that is an abomination unto the 
Lorp thy God. 

2 ¥ Ifthere be found among you, within 
any of thy gates which the Lorp thy God 
giveth thee, man or woman, that hath 
wrought wickedness in the sight of the 
Lorp thy God, in transgressing his 
covenant, 

3 And hath gone and served other gods, 
and worshipped them, either the sun, or 
moon, or any of the host of heaven, 
which I have not commanded; 

4 And it be told thee, and thou hast 
heard of it, and enquired diligently, and, 
behold, it be true, and the thing certain, 
that_such abomination is wrought in 
Is’-ra-él: 

5 Then shalt thou bring forth that man 
or that woman, which have committed 
that wicked thing, unto thy gates, even 
that man or that woman, and shalt stone 
them with stones, till they die. 
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6 At the mouth of two witnesses, or 
three witnesses, shall he that is worthy of 
death be put to death; but at the mouth 
of one witness he shall not be put to 
death. 

7 The hands of the witnesses shall be 
first upon him to put him to death, and 
afterward the hands of all the people. So 
thou shalt put the evil away from among 
you. ~ 
8 @ If there arise a matter too hard for 
thee in judgment, between blood and 
blood, between plea and plea, and be- 
tween stroke and stroke, being matters of 
controversy within thy gates: then shalt 
thou arise, and get thee up unto the 
place which the Lorp thy God shall 
choose; 

9 And thou shalt come unto the priests 
the Lé’-vites, and unto the judge that 
shall be in those days, and enquire; and 
they shall shew thee the sentence of 
judgment: 

10 And thou shalt do according to the 
sentence, which they of that place which 
the Lorp shall choose shall shew thee; 
and thou shalt observe to do according 
to all that they inform thee: 

11 According to the sentence of the law 
which they shall teach thee, and accord- 
ing to the judgment which they shall tell 
thee, thou shalt do: thou shalt not de- 
cline from the sentence which they shall 
ase thee, to the right hand, nor to the 
eft. 

12 And the man that will do presump- 
tuously, and will not hearken unto the 
priest that standeth to minister there be- 
fore the Lorp thy God, or unto the 
judge, even that man shall die: and thou 
shalt put away the evil from I8’-ra-él. 

13 And all the people shall hear, and 
fear, and do no more presumptuously. 

14 {When thou art come unto the 
land which the Lorp thy God giveth 
thee, and shalt possess it, and shalt dwell 
therein, and shalt say, I will set a king 
over me, like as all the nations that are 
about me; 

15 Thou shalt in any wise set him king 
over thee, whom the Lorp thy God shall 
choose: one from among thy brethren 
shalt thou set king over thee: thou may- 
est not set a stranger over thee, which is 
not thy brother. 

16 But he shall not multiply horses to 
himself, nor cause the people to return 
to E’-gypt, to the end that he should 
multiply horses: forasmuch as the LORD 
hath said unto you, Ye shall henceforth 
return no more that way. 

17 Neither shall he multiply wives to 
himself, that his heart turn not away: 
neither shall he greatly tnultiply to him- 
self silver and gold. 

18 And it shall be, when he. sitteth upon 
\

the throne of his kingdom, that he shall 
write him a copy of this law in a book 
out of that which is before the priests the 
Lé’-vites: 

19 And it shall be with him, and he 
shall read therein all the days of his life: 
that he may learn to fear the Lorp his 
God, to keep all the words of this law 
and these statutes, to do them: 

20 That his heart be not lifted up above 
his brethren, and that he turn not aside 
from the commandment; to the right 
hand, or to the left: to the end that he 
may prolong his days in his kingdom, he, 
and his children, in the midst of Is’-ra-él. 


Chapter 18 


HE priests the Lé’-vites, and all the 

tribe of Lé’-vi, shall have no part nor 
inheritance with Is’-ra-él: they shall eat 
the offerings of the LorD made by fire, 
and his inheritance. 

2 Therefore shall they have no in- 
_-heritance among their brethren: the 

Lorp is their inheritance, as he hath said 
unto them. 

3 g¢ And this shall be the priest’s due 
from the people, from them that offer 
a sacrifice, whether it be ox or sheep; and 
they shall give unto the priest the 
shoulder, and the two cheeks, and the 
maw. 

4 The firstfruit also of thy corn, of thy 
wine, and of thine oil, and the first of the 
fleece of thy sheep, shalt thou give him. 

5 For the Lorp thy God hath chosen 
him out of all thy tribes, to stand to min- 
ister in the name of the Lorp, him and 
his sons for ever. 

6 ¢ And if a Lé’-vite come from any of 
thy gates out of all Is’-ra-él, where he so- 
journed, and come with all the desire of 
his mind unto the place which the Lorp 
shall choose ; y 

7 Then he shall minister in the name of 
the Lorp his God, as all his brethren the 
Lé’-vites do, which stand there before 
the LorpD. ; 

8 They shall have like portions to eat, 
beside that which cometh of the sale of 
his patrimony. ’ 

9 @ When thou art come into the land 
which the Lorp thy God giveth thee, 
thou shalt not learn to do after the 
abominations of those nations. 

10 There shall not be found among you 
any one that maketh his son or his daugh- 
ter to pass through the fire, or that useth 
divination, or an observer of times, or 
an enchanter, or a witch, ‘ 

11 Or a charmer, or a consulter with 
_ familiar spirits, or a wizard, or a 
necromancer. 

12 For all that do these things are an 
abomination unto the Lorp: and be- 
cause of these abominations the Lorp

a God doth drive them out from before 
ee. 

13 Thou shalt be perfect with the 
Lorp thy God. 

14 For these nations, which thou shalt 
possess, hearkened unto observers of 
times, and unto diviners: but as for thee, 
the Lorp thy God hath not suffered thee 
so to do. 

15 ¢ The Lorp thy God will raise up 
unto thee a Prophet from the midst of 
thee, of thy brethren, like unto me; unto 
him ye shall hearken; 

16 According to all that thou desiredst 
of the Lorp thy God in H6r’-éb in the 
day of the assembly, saying, Let me not 
hear again the voice of the Lorp my God, 
neither let me see this great fire any 
more, that I die not. 

17 And the Lorp said unto me, They 
have well spoken that which they have 
spoken. ) 

18 I will raise them up a Prophet from 
among their brethren, like unto thee, and 
will put my words in his mouth; and he 
shall speak unto them all that I shall 
command him. 

19 And it shall come to pass, that who- 
soever will not hearken unto my words 
which he shall speak in my name, I will 
require it of him. 

20 But the prophet, which shall pre- 
sume to speak a word in my name, which 
I have not commanded him to speak, or 
that shall speak in the name of other 
gods, even that prophet shall die. 

21 And if thou say in thine heart, How 
shall we know the word which the Lorp 
hath not spoken? 

22 When a prophet speaketh in the 
name of the LorpD, if the thing follow 
not, nor come to pass, that is the thing 
which the Lorp hath not spoken, but 
the prophet hath spoken it presump- 
tuously: thou shalt not be afraid of him. 


Chapter 19 


VV HEN the Lorp thy God hath cut 
off the nations, whose land the 
Lorp thy God giveth thee, and thou 
succeedest them, and dwellest in their 
cities, and in their houses; 

2 Thou shalt separate three cities for 
thee in the midst of thy land, which the 
Lorp thy God giveth thee to possess it. 

3 Thou shalt prepare thee a way, and 
divide the coasts of thy land, which the 
Lorp thy God giveth thee to inherit, into 
three parts, that every slayer may flee 
thither. 

4 ¢ And this is the case of the slayer, 
which shall flee thither, that he may live: 
Whoso killeth his neighbour ignorantly, 
whom he hated not in time past; 

5 As when a man goeth into the wood 
with his neighbour to hew wood, and his 
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hand fetcheth a stroke with the axe to cut 
down the tree, and the head slippeth 
from the helve, and lighteth upon his 
neighbour, that he die: he shall flee unto 
one of those cities, and live: 

6 Lest the avenger of the blood pursue 
the slayer, while his heart is hot, and 
overtake him, because the way is'long, 
and slay him; whereas he was not 
worthy of death, inasmuch as he hated 
him not in time past. 5 , 

7 Wherefore I command thee, saying, 
Thou shalt separate three cities for thee. 

8 And if the Lorp thy God enlarge thy 
coast, as he hath sworn unto thy fathers, 
and give thee all the land which he 
promised to give unto thy fathers; 

9 If thou shalt keep all these command- 
ments to do them, which I command thee 
this day, to love the Lorp thy God, and 
to walk ever in his ways; then shalt thou 
add three cities more for thee, beside 
these three: 

10 That innocent blood be not shed in 
thy land, which the Lorp thy God 
giveth thee for an inheritance, and so 
blood be upon thee. 

11 ¢ But if any man hate his neigh- 
bour, and lie in wait for him, and rise up 
against him, and smite him mortally 
that he die, and fleeth into one of these 
cities: 

12 Then the elders of his city shall send 
and fetch him thence, and deliver him 
into the hand of the avenger of blood, 
that he may die. 

13 Thine eye shall not pity him, but 
thou shalt put away the guilt of innocent 
blood from {s’-ra-él, that it may go well 
with thee. 

14 ¢ Thou shalt not remove thy neigh- 
bour’s landmark, which they of old time 
have set in thine inheritance, which thou 
shalt inherit in the land that the Lorp 
thy God giveth thee to possess it. 

15 ¢@ One witness shall not rise up 
against a man for any iniquity, or for any 
sin, in any sin that he sinneth: at the 
mouth of two witnesses, or at the mouth 
of three witnesses, shall the matter be 
established. 

16 @ If a false witness rise up against 
any man to testify against him that which 
is wrong; 

17 Then both the men, between whom 
the controversy is, shall stand before the 
LorD, before the priests and the judges, 
which shall be in those days; 

18 And the judges shall make diligent 
inquisition: and, behold, ifthe witness be 
a false witness, and hath testified falsely 
against his brother; 

19 Then shall ye do unto him, as he 
had thought to have done unto his 
brother: so shalt thou put the evil away 
from among you. 
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20 And those which remain shall hear, 
and fear, and shall henceforth commit 
no more any such evil among you. 

21 And thine eye shall not pity; but 
life shall go for life, eye for eye, tooth for 
tooth, hand for hand, foot for foot. 


Chapter 20 


VV HEN thou goest out to battle 

against thine enemies, and _ seest 
horses, and chariots, and a people more 
than thou, be not afraid of them: for the 
Lorp thy God is with thee, which 
brought thee up out of the land of 
E’-gypt. 

2 And it shall be, when ye are come 

nigh unto the battle, that the priest shall 
approach and speak unto the people, 
,3 And shall say unto them, Hear, O 
Is’-ra-él, ye approach this day unto 
battle against your enemies: let not your 
hearts faint, fear not, and do not 
tremble, neither be ye terrified because 
of them; 

4 For the Lorp your God is he that 
goeth with you, to fight for you against 
your enemies, to save you. 

5 ¢ And the officers shall speak unto 
the people, saying, What man is there 
that hath built a new house, and hath not 
dedicated it? let him go and return to his 
house, lest he die in the battle, and an- 
other man dedicate it. 

6 And what man is he that hath planted 
a vineyard, and hath not yer eaten of it? 
let him also go and return unto his 
house, lest he die in the battle, and an- 
other man eat of it. 

7 And what man is there that hath be- 
trothed a wife, and hath not taken her? 
let him go and return unto his house, lest 
he die in the battle, and another man 
take her. 

8 And the officers shall speak further 
unto the people, and they shall say, What 
man is there that is fearful and faint- 
hearted? let him go and return unto his 
house, lest his brethren’s heart faint as 
well as his heart. 

9 And it shall be, when the officers have 
made an end of speaking unto the people, 
that they shall make captains of the 
armies to lead the people. 

10 ¢ When thou comest nigh unto a 
city to fight against it, then proclaim 
peace unto it. 

11 And it shall be, if it make thee 
answer of peace, and open unto thee, 
then it shall be, that all the people that is 
found therein shall be tributaries unto 
thee, and they shall serve thee. 

12 And if it will make no peace with 
thee, but will make war against thee, then 
thou shalt besiege it: 

13 And when the Lorp thy God hath 
delivered it into thine hands, thou shalt 
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smite every male thereof with the edge of 
the sword: 

14 But the women, and the little ones, 
and the cattle, and all that is in the city, 
even all the spoil thereof, shalt thou take 
unto thyself; and thou shalt eat the 
spoil of thine enemies, which the Lorp 
thy God hath given thee. 

15 Thus shalt thou do unto all the cities 
which are very far off from thee, which 
are not of the cities of these nations. 

16 But of the cities of these people, 
which the Lorp thy God doth give thee 
for an inheritance, thou shalt save alive 
nothing that breatheth: 

17 But thou shalt utterly destroy them; 
namely, the Hit’-tites, and the Am/’-3- 
rites, the Ca’-na-an-ites, and the Pé- 
riz’-zites, the Hi’-vites, and the Jéb’-0- 
Sites; as the Lorp thy God hath com- 
manded thee: 

18 That they teach you not to do after 
all their abominations, which they have 
done unto their gods; so should ye sin 
against the Lorp your God. ; 

9 g When thou shalt besiege a city a 
long time, in making war against it to 
take it, thou shalt not destroy the trees 
thereof by forcing an axe against them: 
for thou mayest eat of them, and thou 
shalt not cut them down (for the tree of 
the field is man’s life) to employ them 
in the siege: A 

20 Only the trees which thou knowest 
that they be not trees for meat, thou 
shalt destroy and cut them down; and 
thou shalt build bulwarks against the 
city that maketh war with thee, until it be 
subdued. 


Chapter 21 


F one be found slain in the land which 

the Lorp thy God giveth thee to pos- 

sess it, lying in the field, and it be not 
known who hath slain him: 

2 Then thy elders and thy judges shall 
come forth, and they shall measure unto 
the cities which are round about him 
that is slain: . ox 

3 And it shall be, that the city which is 
next unto the slain man, even the elders 
of that city shall take an heifer, which 
hath not been wrought with, and which 
hath not drawn in the yoke; 

4 And the elders of that city shall 
bring down the heifer unto a rough 
valley, which is neither eared nor sown, 
and shall strike off the heifer’s neck there 
in the valley: B 

5 And the priests the sons of Lé’-vi 
shall come near; for them the Lorp thy 
God hath chosen to minister unto him, 
~ and to bless in the name of the Lorp; 
and by their word shall every contro- 
versy and every stroke be tried: 

6 And all the elders of that city, that are 
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next unto the slain man, shall wash their 
hands over the heifer that is beheaded in 
the valley: 

7 And they shall answer and say, Our 
hands have not shed this blood, neither 
have our eyes seen it. 

,8 Be merciful, O Lorp, unto thy people 
Is’-ra-€1, whom thou hast redeemed, and 
lay, not innocent blood unto thy people 
of Is’-ra-él’s charge. And the blood shall 
be forgiven them. 

_9 So shalt thou put away the guilt of 
innocent blood from among you, when 
thou shalt do that which is right in the 
sight of the Lorp. 

10 @ When thou goest forth to war 
against thine enemies, and the Lorp thy 
God hath delivered them into thine 
hands, and thou hast taken them cap- 
tive, 

11 And seest among the captives a 
beautiful woman, and hast a desire unto 
her, that thou wouldest have her to thy 


wife ; 

12 Then thou shalt bring her home to 
thine house; and she shall shave her 
head, and pare her nails; 

13 And she shall put the raiment of her 
captivity from off her,and shall remain 
in thine house, and bewail her father and 
her mother a full month: and after that 
thou shalt go in unto her, and be her hus- 
band, and she shall be thy wife. 

14 And it shall be, if thou have no de- 
light in her, then thou shalt let her go 
whither she will; but thou shalt not sell 
her at all for money, thou shalt not make 
merchandise of her, because thou hast 
humbled her. 

15 ¢ If a man have two wives, one be- 
loved, and another hated;and they have 
born him children, both the beloved and 
the hated; and if the firstborn son be 
her’s that was hated: 

16 Then it shall be, when he maketh 
his sons to inherit that which he hath, 
that he may not make the son of the be- 
loved firstborn before the son of the 
hated, which is indeed the firstborn: 

17 But he shall acknowledge the son of 
the hated for the firstborn, by giving him 
a double portion of all that he hath: for 
he is the beginning of his strength; the 
right of the firstborn is his. 

18 9 If a man have a stubborn and re- 
bellious son, which will not obey the 
voice of his father, or the voice of his 
mother, and that, when they. have 
chastened him, will not hearken unto 


them: 

19 Then shall his father and his mother 
lay hold on him, and bring him out unto 
the elders of his city, and unto the gate 
of his place; 

20 And they shall say unto the elders of 
his city, This our son is stubborn and 
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rebellious, he will not obey our voice; he 
is a glutton, and a ard: Yv 

21 And all the men of his city shall 
stone him with stones, that he die: so 
shalt thou_put evil away from among 
you; and all Is’-ra-él shall hear, and fear. 

22 ¢ And if a man have committed a 
sin worthy of death, and he be to be put 
to death, and thou hang him on a tree: 

23 His body shall not remain all night 
upon the tree, but thou shalt in any wise 
bury him that day; (for he that is hanged 
is accursed of God) that thy land be not 
defiled, which the Lorp thy God giveth 
thee for an inheritance. 


Chapter 22 


HOU shalt not see thy brother’s ox or 

his sheep go astray, and hide thyself 
from them: thou shalt in any case bring 
them again unto thy brother. | 

2 And if thy brother be not nigh unto 
thee, or if thou know him not, then thou 
shalt bring it unto thine own house, and 
it shall be with thee until thy brother seek 
after it, and thou shalt restore it to him 
again. ; ; 

3 In like manner shalt thou do with his 
ass; and so shalt thou do with his rai- 
ment; and with all lost. thing of thy 
brother’s, which he hath lost, and thou 
hast found, shalt thou do likewise: thou 
mayest not hide thyself. 

4 ¢ Thou shalt not see thy brother’s 
ass or his ox fall down by the way, and 
hide thyself from them: thou shalt surely 
help him to lift them up again. 

5S ¢ The woman shall not wear that 
which pertaineth unto a man, neither 
shall a man put on a woman’s garment: 
for all that do so are abomination unto 
the Lorp thy God. 

6 ¢ If a bird’s nest chance to be before 
thee in the way in any tree; or on the 
ground, whether they be young ones, or 
eggs, and the dam sitting upon the 
young, or upon the eggs, thou shalt not 
take the dam with the young: 

7 But thou shalt in any wise let the 
dam go, and take the young to thee; that 
it may be well with thee, and that thou 
mayest prolong thy days. 

8 @ When thou buildest a new house, 
then thou shalt make a battlement for 
thy roof, that thou bring not blood upon 
thine house, if any man fall from thence. 

9 ¢ Thou shalt not sow thy vineyard 
with divers seeds: lest the fruit of thy 
seed which thou hast sown, and the 
fruit of thy vineyard, be defiled. 

10 @ Thou shalt not plow with an ox 
and an ass together. 

11 ¢ Thou shalt not wear a garment of 
divers sorts, as of woollen and linen to- 
gether. 


12 ¢ Thou shalt make thee fringes him 
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upon the four quarters of thy vesture, 
wherewith thou coverest thyself. ¢ 

13 ¢ If any man take a wife, and go in 
unto her, and hate her, 

And give occasions of speech 
against her, and bring up an evil name 
upon her, and say, I took this woman, 
and when I came to her, I found her not 
a maid: 

15 Then shall the father of the damsel, 
and her mother,.take and bring forth 
the tokens of the damsel’s virginity unto 
the elders of the city in the gate: 

16 And the damsel’s father shall say 
unto the elders, I gave my daughter unto 
this man to wife, and he hateth her; 

17 And, lo, he hath given occasions of 
speech against her, saying, I found not 
thy daughter a maid; and yet these are 
the tokens of my daughter’s virginity. 
And they shall spread the cloth before 
the elders of the city. 

18 And the elders of that city shall take 
that man and chastise him; 

19 And they shall amerce him in an 
hundred shé’-kéls of silver, and give 
them unto the father of the damsel, be- 
cause he hath brought up an evil name 
upon a virgin of is’-ra-él: and she shall 
be his wife; he may not put her away all 
his days. j 

20 But if this thing be true, and the 
tokens of virginity be not found for the 
damsel: 

21 Then they shall bring out the damsel 
to the door of her father’s house, and the 
men of her city shall stone her with 
stones that she die: because she hath 
wrought folly in {s’-ra-él, to play the 
whore in her father’s house: so shalt 
thou put evil away from among you. 

2 ¢ If a man be found lying with a 
woman married to an husband, then 
they shall both of them die, both the man 
that lay with the woman, and the 
woman: so ‘shalt thou put away evil 
from Is’-ra-él. 

23 ¢ If a damsel that is a virgin be be- 
trothed unto an husband, and a man 
find her in the city, and lie with her; 

24 Then ye shall bring them both out 
unto the gate of that city, and ye shall 
stone them with stones that they die; the 
damsel, because she cried not, being in 
the city; and the man, because he hath 
humbled his neighbour’s wife: so thou 
shalt put away evil from among you. 

25 ¢ But if a man find a bethrothed 
damsel in the field, and the man force 
her, and lie with her: then the man only 
that lay with her shall die: 

26 But unto the damsel thou shalt do 
nothing; there is in the damsel no sin 
worthy of death: for as when a man 
riseth against his neighbour, and slayeth 
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27 For he found her in the field, and 
the betrothed damsel cried, and there was 
none to save her. 

28 ¢ If a man find a damsel that is a 
virgin, which is not betrothed, and lay 
~ hold on her, and lie with her, and they 
be found; 

29 Then the man that lay with her shall 
give unto the damsel’s father fifty 
shé’-kéls of silver, and she shall be his 
wife; because he hath humbled her, he 
may not put her away all his days. 

30 ¢ A man shall not take his father’s 
wife, nor discover his father’s skirt. 


Chapter 23 


E that is wounded in the stones, or 
hath his privy member cut off, shall 
not enter into the congregation of the 


Lorp. 

2 A bastard shall not enter into the 
-congregation of the LorpD; even to his 
tenth generation shall he not enter into 
the congregation of the Lorp. 

3 An Am/’-mon-ite or M6’-ab-ite shall 
not enter into the congregation of the 
LorpD; even to their tenth generation 
shall they not enter into the congregation 
of the Lorp for ever: 

_ 4 Because they met you not with bread 
and with water in the way, when ye came 
forth out of E’-gypt; and because they 
hired against thee Ba’-laam the son of 

é’-6r of Pé’-thér of Més-6-p6-ta’-mi-a, 
to curse thee. 

5 Nevertheless the Lorp thy God 
would not hearken unto Ba’-laam; but 
the Lorp thy God turned the curse into 
a blessing unto thee, because the Lorp 
thy God loved thee. 

6 Thou shalt not seek their peace nor 
their prosperity all thy days for ever. 

7 § Thou shalt not abhor an E’-dom- 
ite; for he zs thy brother: thou shalt not 
abhor an E-gyp’-tian; because thou wast 
a stranger in his land. 

8 The children that are begotten of 
them shall enter into the congregation of 
the Lorp in their third generation. | 

9 ¢ When the host goeth forth against 
thine enemies, then keep thee from every 
wicked thing. 

10 ¢ If there be among you any man, 
that is not clean by reason of uncleanness 
that chanceth him by night, then shall he 
go abroad out of the camp, he shall not 
come within the camp: : 

11 But it shall be, when evening com- 
eth on, he shall wash himself with water: 
and when the sun is down, he shall come 
into the camp again. ; 

12 ¢ Thou shalt have a place also with- 
- out the camp, whither thou shalt go 

forth abroad: 

13 And thou shalt have a paddle upon 
thy weapon; and it shall be, when thou 
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wilt ease thyself abroad, thou shalt dig 
therewith, and shalt turn back and cover 
that which cometh from thee: 

14 For the Lorp thy God walketh in 
the midst of thy camp, to deliver thee, 
and to give up thine enemies before thee; 
therefore shall thy camp be holy: that he 
see no unclean thing in thee, and turn 
away from thee. 

15 ¢ Thou shalt not deliver unto his 
master the servant which is escaped from 
his master unto thee: 

16 He shall dwell with thee, even 
among you, in that place which he shall 
choose in one of thy gates, where it 
pee him best: thou shalt not oppress 


17 @ There shall be no whore of the 
daughters of i8’-rd-é], nor a sodomite of 
the sons of Is’-ra-él. 

18 Thou shalt not bring the hire of a 
whore, or the price of a dog, into the 
house of the Lorp thy God for any vow: 
for even both these are abomination unto 
the Lorp thy God. 

19 ¢ Thou shalt not lend upon usury to 
thy brother; usury of money, usury of 
victuals, usury of any thing that is lent 
upon usury: 

20 Unto a stranger thou mayest lend 
upon usury; but unto thy brother thou 
shalt not lend upon usury: that the Lorp 
thy God may bless thee in all that thou 
settest thine hand to in the land whither 
thou goest to possess it. 

21 @ When thou shalt vow a vow unto 
the Lorp thy God, thou shalt not slack 
to pay it: for the Lorp thy God will 
surely require it of thee; and it would be 
sin in thee. 

22 But if thou shalt forbear to vow, it 
shall be no sin in thee. 

23 That which is gone out of thy 
lips thou shalt keep and perform; even 
a freewill offering, according as thou 
hast vowed unto the Lorp thy God, 
which thou hast promised with thy 
mouth. 

24 f When thou comest into thy neigh- 
bour’s vineyard, then thou mayest eat 
grapes thy fill at thine own pleasure; but 
thou shalt not put any in thy vessel. 

25. When thou comest into the standing 
corn of thy neighbour, then thou mayest 
pluck the ears with thine hand; but thou 
shalt not move a sickle unto thy neigh- 
bour’s standing corn. : 


Chapter 24 


HEN a man hath taken a wife, and 

married her, and it come to pass 
that she find no favour in his eyes, be- 
cause he hath found some uncleanness 
in her: then let him write her a bill of 
divorcement, and give it in her hand, and 
send her out of his house. 
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2 And when she is departed out of his 
house, she may go and be another man’s 


wye. 

3 And if the latter husband hate her, 
and write her a bill of divorcement, and 
giveth it in her hand, and sendeth her out 
of his house; or if the latter husband die, 
which took her to be his wife; 

4 Her former husband, which sent her 
away, may not take her again to be his 
wife, after that she is defiled; for that is 
abomination before the Lorp: and thou 
shalt not cause the land to sin, which the 
Lorp thy God giveth thee for an in- 
heritance. ) 

5 ¥ When a man hath taken a new wife, 
he shall not go out to war, neither shall 
he be charged with any business: but he 
shall be free at home one year, and shall 
cheer up his wife which he hath taken. 

6 ¥ No man shall take the nether or the 
upper millstone to pledge: for he taketh 
a man’s life to pledge. i 

7 ¢ If a man be found stealing any of 
his brethren of the children of [§’-ra-él, 
and maketh merchandise of him, or sell- 
eth him; then that thief shall die; and 
thou shalt put evil away from among 

ou. 
¥3 gq Take heed in the plague of leprosy, 
that thou observe diligently, and do ac- 
cording to all that the priests the Lé’- 
vites shall teach you: as I commanded 
them, so ye shall observe to do. 

9 Remember what the Lorp thy God 
did unto Mir’-i-am by the way, after that 
ye were come forth out of E’-gypt. 

10 { When thou dost lend thy brother 
any thing, thou shalt not go into his 
house to fetch his pledge. 

11 Thou shalt stand abroad, and the 
man to whom thou dost lend shall bring 
out the pledge abroad unto thee. 

12 And if the man be poor, thou shalt 
not sleep with his pledge: 

In any case thou shalt deliver him 
the pledge again when the sun goeth 
down, that he may sleep in his own rai- 
ment, and bless thee: and it shall be 
righteousness unto thee before the Lorp 
thy God. 

14 ¢ Thou shalt not oppress an hired 
servant that is poor and needy, whether he 
be of thy brethren, or of thy strangers 
that are in thy land within thy gates: 

15 At his day thou shalt give him his 
hire, neither shall the sun go down upon 
it; for he is poor, and setteth his heart 
upon it: lest he cry against thee unto the 
Lorp, and it be sin unto thee. 

16 The fathers shall not be put to death 
for the children, neither shall the chil- 
dren be put to death for the fathers: 
every nran shall be put to death for his 
Own sin. 

17 ¢ Thou shalt not pervert the judg- 
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ment of the stranger, nor of the father- 
less; nor take a widow’s raiment ‘to 
pledge: 

18 But thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in £’-gypt, and the 
Lorp thy God redeemed thee thence: 
Healt I command thee to do this 
thing. 

19 ° When thou cuttest down thine 
harvest in thy field, and hast forgot a 
sheaf in the field, thou shalt not go again 
to fetch it: it shall be for the stranger, for 
the fatherless, and for the widow: that 
the Lorp thy God may bless thee in all 
the work of thine hands. 

20 When thou beatest thine olive tree, 
thou shalt not go over the boughs again: 
it shall be for the stranger, for the father- 
less, and for the widow. 

21 When thou gatherest the grapes of 
thy vineyard, thou shalt not glean it 
afterward: it shall be for the stranger, 
for the fatherless, and for the widow. | 

2 And thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in the land of £’-gypt: 
pr ebetess I command thee to do this 
thing. 


Chapter 25 


es there be a controversy between men, 
and they come unto judgment, that 
the judges may judge them; then they 
shall justify the righteous, and condemn 
the wicked. 

2 And it shall be, if the wicked man be 
worthy to be beaten, that the judge shall 
cause him to lie down, and to be beaten 
before his face, according to his fault, by 
a certain number. 

3 Forty stripes he may give him, and 
not exceed: lest, if he should exceed, and 
beat him above these with many stripes, 
oe thy brother should seem vile unto

4-¢ Thou shalt not muzzle the ox when 
he treadeth out the corn. 

5 ¢ If brethren dwell together, and one 
of them die, and have no child, the wife 
of the dead shall not marry without unto 
a stranger: her husband’s brother shall 
go in unto her, and take her to him to 
wife, and perform the duty of an hus- 
band’s brother unto her. 

6 And it shall be, that the firstborn 
which she beareth shall succeed in the 
name of his brother which is dead, that 
his name be not put out of f§’-ra-él, 

7 And if the man like not to take his 
brother’s wife, then let his brother’s wife 
go up to the gate unto the elders, and say, 
My husband’s brother refuseth to raise 
up unto his brother a name in ig’-ra-é1, he 
will not perform the duty of my hus- 
band’s brother. 

8 Then the elders of his city shall call 
him, and speak unto him: and if he 
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stand to it, and say, I like not to take 


er; 

9 Then shall his brother’s wife come 
unto him in the presence of the elders, 
_ and loose his shoe from off his foot, and 
spit in his face, and shall answer and say, 
So shall it be done unto that man that will 
not build up his brother’s house. ; 

10 And his name shall be called in Is’- 
ra-él, The house of him that hath his 
shoe loosed. 

11 ¢ When men strive together one 
with another, and the wife of the one 
draweth near for to deliver her husband 
out of the hand of him that smiteth him, 
and putteth forth her hand, and taketh 
him by the secrets: 

12 Then thou shalt cut off her hand, 
thine eye shall not pity her. 

13 @ Thou shalt not have in thy bag 
divers weights, a great and a small. 

- 14 Thou shalt not have in thine house 
divers measures, a great and a small. 

15 But thou shalt have a perfect and 
just weight, a perfect and just measure 
shalt thou have: that thy days may be 
lengthened in the land which the Lorp 
thy God giveth thee. 

16 For all that do such things, and all 
that do unrighteously, are an abomina- 
tion unto the Lorp thy God. | 

7 ¢ Remember what Am/’-a-lék did 
unto thee by the way, when ye were 
come forth out of E’-gypt; 

18 How he met thee by the way, and 
smote the hindmost of thee, even all that 
were feeble behind thee, when thou wast 
faint and weary; and he feared not God. 

19 Therefore it shall be, when the Lorp 
thy God hath given thee rest from all 
thine enemies round about, in the land 
which the Lorp thy God giveth thee for 
an inheritance to possess it, that thou 
shalt blot out the remembrance of 
Am/-a-lék from under heaven; thou shalt 
not forget it. 


Chapter 26 


‘AND it shall be, when thou art come in 
unto the land which the Lorp thy 
God giveth thee for an inheritance, and 
possessest it, and dwellest therein ; 

2 That thou shalt take of the first of all 
the fruit of the earth, which thou shalt 
bring of thy land that the Lorp thy God 
giveth thee, and shalt put it in a basket, 
and shalt go unto the place which the 
Lorp thy God shall choose to place his 
name there. ;

And the E’-gyp’-tians evil entreated 
us, and afflicted us, and laid upon us 
hard bondage: 

7 d when we cried unto the Lorp 
God of our fathers, the Lorp heard our 
voice, and looked on our affliction, and 
our labour, and our oppression: 

8 And the Lorp brought us forth out 
of £’-gypt with a mighty hand, and with 
an outstretched arm, and with great 
terribleness, and with signs, and with 
wonders: 

9 And he hath brought us into this 
place, and hath given us this land, even a 
land that floweth with milk and honey. 

10 And now, behold, I have brought 

the firstfruits of the land, which thou, O 
Lorp, hast given me. And thou shalt set 
it before the Lorp thy God, and worship 
before the Lorp thy God: 
11 And thou shalt rejoice in every good 
thing which the Lorp thy God hath given 
unto thee, and unto thine house, thou, 
and the Lé’-vite, and the stranger that is 
among you. 

12 Y When thou hast made an end of 
tithing all the tithes of thine increase the 
third year, which is the year of tithing, 
and hast given it unto the Lé’-vite, the 
stranger, the fatherless, and the widow, 
that they may eat within thy gates, and 
be filled; 

13 Then thou shalt say before the 
Lorp thy God, I have brought away the 
hallowed things out of mine house, and 
also have given them unto the Lé’-vite, 
and unto the stranger, to the fatherless, 
and to the widow, according to all thy 
commandments which thou hast com- 
manded me: I have not transgressed thy 
ODE RTGINUEES: neither have I forgotten 
them: gore 

14 I have not eaten thereof in my 
mourning, neither have I taken away 
ought thereof for any unclean use, nor 
given ought thereof for the dead: but I 
have hearkened to the voice of the Lorp 
my God, and have done according to all 
that thou hast commanded me. 

15 Look down from thy holy habita- 
tion, from heaven, and bless thy people 
Is’-ra-él, and the land which thou hast 
given us, as thou swarest unto our fa- 
thers, a land that floweth with milk and 
honey. 

16 ¢ This day the Lorp thy God-hath 
commanded thee to do these statutes and 
judgments: thou shalt therefore keep and 
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do them with all thine heart, and with all 
thy soul. i 

17 Thou hast avouched the Lorp this 
day to be thy God, and to walk in his 
ways, and to keep his statutes, and his 
commandments, and his judgments, and 
to hearken unto his voice: 

18 And the Lorp hath avouched thee 
this day to be his peculiar people, as he 
hath promised thee, and that thou 
shouldest keep all his commandments; 

19 And to make thee high above all na- 
tions which he hath made, in praise, and 
in name, and in honour; and that thou 
mayest be an holy people unto the Lorp 
thy God, as he hath spoken.

And all the 
people shall say, A’-mén. 

18 Cursed be he that maketh the blind 
to wander out of the way. And all the 
people shall say, A’-mén. 

19 Cursed be he that perverteth the 
judgment of the stranger, fatherless, and 
widow. And all the people shall say, 
A’-mén. 

20 Cursed be he that lieth with his fa- 
ther’s wife; because he uncovereth - his 
father’s skirt. And all the people shall 
say, A’-mén. 

21 Cursed be he that lieth with any 
manner of beast. And all the people shall 
say, A’-mén. 

22 Cursed be he that lieth with his sis- 
ter, the daughter of his father, or the 
daughter of his mother, And all the 
people shall say, A’-mén. 

23 Cursed be he that lieth with his 
mother in law. And all the people shall 
say, A’-mén. 

24 Cursed be he that smiteth his neigh- 
bour secretly. And all the people shall 
say, A’-mén. 

25 Cursed be he that taketh reward to 
slay an innocent person. And all the 
people shall say, A’-mén. 

Cursed be he that confirmeth not all 
the words of this law to do them. And all 
the people shall say, A’-mén.

. Blessed shall be thy basket and thy 
store. 

6 Blessed shalt thou be when thou 
comest in, and blessed shalt thou be 
when thou goest out. 

7 The Lorp shall cause thine enemies 
that rise up against thee to be smitten be- 
fore thy face: they shall come out against 
thee one way, and flee before thee seven 
ways. 

8 The Lorp shall command the bless- 
ing upon thee in thy storehouses, and in 
all that thou settest thine hand unto; and 
he shall bless thee in the land which the 
Lorp thy God giveth thee. 

9 The Lorp shall establish thee an 
holy people unto himself, as he hath 
sworn unto thee, if thou shalt keep the 
commandments of the Lorp thy God, 
and walk in his ways. : 

10 And all people of the earth shall 
see that thou art called by the name of 
the Lorp; and they shall be afraid of 


thee. 

11, And the Lorp shall make thee 
plenteous in goods, in the fruit of thy 
body, and in the fruit of thy cattle, and 
in the fruit of thy ground, in the land 
which the LORD sware unto thy fathers 
to give thee. 

12 The Lorp shall open unto thee his 
good treasure, the heaven to give the 
rain unto thy land in his season, and to 
bless all the work of thine hand: and 
thou shalt lend unto many nations, and 
thou shalt not borrow. 

13 And the Lorp shall make thee the 
head, and not the tail; and thou shalt be 
above only, and thou shalt not be be- 
neath; if that thou hearken unto the 
commandments of the Lorp thy God, 
which I command thee this day, to 
observe and to do them:

18 Cursed shall be the fruit of thy body, 
and the fruit of thy land, the increase of 
thy kine, and the flocks of thy sheep. 


19 Cursed shalt thou be when thow 
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comest in, and cursed shalt thou be when 
thou goest out. 

0 The Lorp shall send upon thee 
cursing, vexation, and rebuke; in all that 
thou settest thine hand unto for to do, 
until thou be destroyed, and until thou 
perish quickly; because of the wicked- 
ness of thy doings, whereby thou hast 
forsaken me. 

21 The Lorp shall make the pestilence 
cleave unto thee, until he have con- 
sumed thee from off the land, whither 
thou goest to possess it. 

22 The Lorp shall smite thee with a 
consumption, and with a fever, and with 
an inflammation, and with an extreme 
burning, and with the sword, and with 
blasting, and with mildew; and they shall 
pursue thee until thou perish. 

23 And thy heaven that is over thy 
head shall be brass, and the earth that is 
under thee shall be iron. 

24 The Lorn shall make the rain of thy 
land powder and dust: from heaven shall 
it come down upon thee, until thou be 
destroyed. 

25 The Lorp shall cause thee to be 
smitten before thine enemies: thou shalt 
go out one way against them, and flee 
seven ways before them: and shalt be 
removed into all the kingdoms of the 
earth. 

26 And thy carcase shall be meat unto 
all fowls of the air, and unto the beasts of 
the earth, and no man shall fray them 


away. 

27 The Lorp will smite thee with the 
botch of £’-gypt, and with the emerods, 
and with the scab, and with the itch, 
whereof thou canst not be healed. 

28 The LorpD shall smite thee with mad- 
Fp and blindness, and astonishment of 

eart: 

29 And thou shalt grope at noonday, 
as the blind gropeth in darkness, and 
thou shalt not prosper in thy ways: and 
thou shalt be only oppressed and spoiled 
evermore, and no man shall save thee. 

30 Thou shalt betroth a wife, and an- 
other man shall lie with her: thou shalt 
build an house, and thou shalt not dwell 
therein: thou shalt plant a vineyard, and 
shalt not gather the grapes thereof. _ 

31 Thine ox shall be slain before thine 
eyes, and thou shalt not eat thereof: 
thine ass shall be violently taken away 
from before thy face, and shall not be 
restored to thee: thy sheep shall be 
given unto thine enemies, and thou 
shalt have none to rescue them. 

32 Thy sons and thy daughters shall be 
given unto another people, and thine 
eyes shall look, and fail with longing 
for them all the day long: and there shail 
be no might in thine hand. 

33 The fruit of thy land, and all thy 
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labours, shall a nation which thou know- 
est not eat up; and thou shalt be only op- 
pressed and crushed alway: 

34 So that thou shalt be mad for the 
sight of thine eyes which thou shalt see. 

35 The Lorp shall smite thee in the 
knees, and in the legs, with a sore botch 
that cannot be healed, from the sole of 
thy foot unto the top of thy head. 

36 The Lorp shall bring thee, and thy 
king which thou shalt set over thee, unto 
a nation which neither thou nor thy fa- 
thers have known; and there shalt thou 
serve other gods, wood and stone. 

37. And thou shalt become an astonish- 
ment, a proverb, and a byword, among 
all nations whither the Lorp shall lead 


hee. 

38 Thou shalt carry much seed out into 
the field, and shalt gather but little in; for 
the locust shall consume it. 

39 Thou shalt plant vineyards, and 
dress them, but shalt neither drink of the 
wine, nor gather the grapes; for the 
worms shall eat them. 

40 Thou shalt have olive trees through- 
out all thy coasts, but thou shalt not 
anoint thyself with the oil; for thine olive 
shall cast his fruit. 

41 Thou shalt beget sons and daugh- 
ters, but thou shalt not enjoy them; for 
they shall go into captivity. 

42 All thy trees and fruit of thy land 
shall the locust consume. 

43 The stranger that is within thee shall 
get up above thee very high; and thou 
shalt come down very low. 

44 He shall lend to thee, and thou shalt 
not lend to him: he shall be the head, and 
thou shalt be the tail. 

45 Moreover all these curses shall 
come upon thee, and shall pursue thee, 
and overtake thee, till thou be destroyed; 
because thou hearkenedst not unto the 
voice of the Lorp thy God, to keep his 
commandments and his statutes which 
he commanded thee: 

46 And they shall be upon thee for a 
sign and for a wonder, and upon thy seed 
for ever. 
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which shall not regard the person of the 
old, nor shew favour to the young: 

51 And he shall eat the fruit of thy 
cattle, and the fruit of thy land, until thou 
be destroyed: which also shall not leave 
thee either corn, wine, or oil, or the in- 
crease of thy kine, or flocks of thy sheep, 
until he have destroyed thee. 

52 And he shall besiege thee in all thy 
gates, until thy high and fenced walls 
come down, wherein thou trustedst, 
throughout all thy land: and he shall be- 
siege thee in all thy gates throughout all 
thy land, which the Lorp thy God hath 
given thee. , : 

53 And thou shalt eat the fruit of thine 
own body, the flesh of thy sons and of 
thy daughters, which the Lorp thy God 
hath given thee, in the siege, and in the 
straitness, wherewith thine enemies shall 
distress thee: 

54 So that the man that is tender among 
you, and very delicate, his eye shall be 
evil toward his brother, and toward the 
wife of his bosom, and toward the rem- 
nant of his children which he shall leave: 

55 So that he will not give to any of 
them of the flesh of his children whom he 
shall eat: because he hath nothing left 
him in the siege, and in the straitness, 
wherewith thine enemies shall distress 
thee in all thy gates. 

56 The tender and delicate woman 
among you, which would not adventure 
to set the sole of her foot upon the 
ground for delicateness and tenderness, 
her eye shall be evil toward the husband 
of her bosom, and toward her son, and 
toward her daughter, 

57 And toward her young one that 
cometh out from between her feet, and 
toward her children which she shall 
bear: for she shall eat them for want of 
all things secretly in the siege and 
straitness, wherewith thine enemy shall 
distress thee in thy gates. 

58 If thou wilt not observe to do all the 
words of this law that are written in this 
book, that thou mayest fear this glorious 
and fearful name, THE LORD THY 


47 Because thou servedst not the Logrp GOD 


thy God with joyfulness, and with glad- 
ness of heart, for the abundance of all 
things ; 

48 Therefore shalt thou serve thine 
enemies which the Lorp shall send 
against thee, in hunger, and in thirst, and 
in nakedness, and in want of all things: 
and he shall put a yoke of iron upon thy 
neck, until he have destroyed thee. 

49 The Lorp shall bring a nation 
against thee from far, from the end of the 
earth, as swift as the eagle flieth; a na- 
tion whose tongue thou shalt not under- 
stand; 

50 A nation of fierce countenance, 


59 Then the Lorp will make thy 
plagues wonderful, and the plagues of 
thy seed, even great plagues, and of long 
continuance, and sore sicknesses, and of 
long continuance. | 

60 Moreover he will bring upon thee all 
the diseases of E’-gypt, which thou wast 
afraid of; and they shall cleave unto thee. 

Also every sickness, and ever. 
plague, which is not written in the boo 
of this law, them will the Lorp bring 
upon thee, until thou be destroyed. 

62 And ye shall be left few in number, 
whereas ye were as the stars of heaven 
for multitude; because thou wouldest

not obey the voice of the Lorp thy 


od. 

63 And it shall come to pass, that as the 
LorD rejoiced over you to do you good, 
and to multiply you; so the Lorp will 
rejoice over you to destroy you, and to 
bring you to nought; and ye shall be 
plucked from off the land whither thou 
goest to possess it. 

64 And the Lorp shall scatter thee 
among all people, from the one end of 
the earth even unto the other; and there 
thou shalt serve other gods, which 
neither thou nor thy fathers have known, 
even wood and stone. 

65 And among these nations shalt thou 
find no ease, neither shall the sole of thy 
foot have rest: but the Lorp shall give 
thee there a trembling heart, and failing 
of eyes, and sorrow of mind: 

66 And thy life shall hang in doubt be- 
fore thee; and thou shalt fear day and 
night, and shalt have none assurance of 
thy life: é; 

67 In the morning thou shalt say, 
Would God it were even! and at even 
thou shalt say, Would God it were 
morning! for the fear of thine heart 
wherewith thou shalt fear, and for the 
sight of thine eyes which thou shalt see. 

68 And the Lorp shall bring thee into 
E’-sypt again with ships, by the way 
whereof I spake unto thee, Thou shalt see 
it no more again: and there ye shall be 
sold unto your enemies for bondmen 
and bondwomen, and no man shall 
buy you. 


Chapter 29 


HESE are the words of the covenant, 
which the Lorp commanded MO’- 
$é$ to make with the children of Is’-ra-él 
in the land of M6’-ab, beside the cov- 
enant which he made with them in 
HO6r’-éb. , 

2 ¢ And MO’-sés called unto all I8’- 
ra-él, and said unto them, Ye have seen 
all that the Lorp did before your eyes in 
the land of E’-gypt unto Phar’-aoh, and 
re all his servants, and unto all his 
and; 

3 The great temptations which thine 
eyes have seen, the signs, and those 
great miracles: 

4 Yet the Lorp hath not given you an 
heart to perceive, and eyes to see, and 
ears to hear, unto this day. 

5 And I have led you forty years in the 
wilderness: your clothes are not waxen 
old upon you, and thy shoe is not waxen 
old upon thy foot. 

Ye have not eaten bread, neither 
have ye drunk wine or strong drink: 
that ye might know that I am the LorD 
your God. F 

7 And when ye came unto this place, 
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Si’-hon the king of Hésh’-bén, and dg 
the king of Ba’-shan, came out against us 
unto battle, and we smote them: 

8 And we took their land, and gave it 
for an inheritance unto the Réu’-bén- 
ites, and to the Gad’-ites, and to the half 
tribe of Ma-nas’-séh. 

9 Keep therefore the words of this 
covenant, and do them, that ye may 
prosper in all that ye do. 

10 ¢@ Ye stand this day all of you be- 
fore the Lorp your God; your captains 
of your tribes, your elders, and your 
officers, with all the men of {8’-ra-él, 

11 Your little ones, your wives, and 
thy stranger that is in thy camp, from 
the hewer of thy wood unto the drawer of 
thy water: 

12 That thou shouldest enter into 
covenant with the LorpD thy God, and 
into his oath, which the Lorp thy God 
maketh with thee this day: 

13 That he may establish thee to day 
for a people unto himself, and that he 
may be unto thee a God, as he hath said 
unto thee, and as he hath sworn unto thy 
fathers, to A’-bra-ham, to i’-Saac, and to 
Ja’-cob. 

14 Neither with you only do I make 
this covenant and this oath; 

15 But with him that standeth here with 
us this day before the LorpD our God, and 
also with him that is not here with us 
this day: - 

16 (For ye know how we have dwelt in 
the land of E’-gypt; and how we came 
through the nations which ye passed by; 

17 And ye have seen their abomina- 
tions, and their idols, wood and stone, 
silver and gold, which were among 
them:) 

18 Lest there should be among you 
man, or woman, or family, or tribe, 
whose heart turneth away this day from 
the Lorp our God, to go and serve the 
gods of these nations; lest there should 
be among you a root that beareth gall 
and wormwood; 

19 And it come to pass, when he hear- 
eth the words of this curse, that he bless 
himself in his heart, saying, I shall have 
peace, though I walk in the imagination 
omy mine heart, to add drunkenness to 
thirst: 

20 The Lorp will not spare him, but 
then the anger of the Lorp and his 
jealousy shall smoke against that man, 
and all the curses that are written in this 
book shall lie upon him, and the Lorp 
shall blot out his name from under 
heaven. 

21 And the Lorp shall separate him 
unto evil out of all the tribes of is’-ra-él, 
according, to all the curses of the cove- 
pet that are written in this book of the 
aw: 
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22 So that the generation to come of 
your children that shall rise up after you, 
and the stranger that shall come from a 
far land, shall say, when they see the 
plagues of that land, and the sicknesses 
which the Lorp hath laid upon it; 

23 And that the whole land thereof is 
brimstone, and salt, and burning, that it 
is not sown, nor beareth, nor any grass 
groweth therein, like the overthrow of 
Sdd’-om, and Gd-mor’-rah, Ad’-mah, 
and Zé-b6d’-im, which the LORD over- 
threw in his anger, and in his wrath: 

24 Even all nations shall say, Where- 
fore hath the Lorp done thus unto this 
land? what meaneth the heat of this great 
anger? 

25 Then men shall say, Because they 
have forsaken the covenant of the Lorp 
God of their fathers, which he made 
with them when he brought them forth 
out of the land of E’-gypt: 

26 For they went and served other 
gods, and worshipped them, gods whom 
they knew not, and whom he had not 
given unto them: 

27 And the anger of the LorRD was 
kindled against this land, to bring upon 
it all the curses that are written in this 
book: 

28\And the Lorp rooted them out of 
their land in anger, and in wrath, and in 
great indignation, and cast them into 
another land, as it is this day. 

9 The secret things belong unto the 
Lorp our God: but those things which 
are revealed belong unto us and to our 
children for ever, that we may do all the 
words of this law. 


Chapter 30 


SAR? it shall come to pass, when all 
these things are come upon thee, the 
blessing and the curse, which I have set 
before thee, and thou shalt call them to 
mind among all the nations, whither the 
Lorp thy God hath driven thee, 

2 And shalt return unto the Lorp thy 
God, and shalt obey his voice according 
to all that I command thee this day, thou 
and thy children, with all thine heart, and 
with all thy soul; 

3 That then the Lorp thy God will 
turn thy captivity, and have compassion 
upon thee, and will return and gather 
thee from all the nations, whither the 
Lorp thy God hath scattered thee. 

4 If any of thine be driven out unto the 
outmost parts of heaven, from thence 
will the Lorp thy God gather thee, and 
from thence will he fetch thee: 

5 And the Lorp thy God will bring 
thee into the land which thy fathers 
possessed, and thou shalt possess it; and 
he will do thee good, and multiply thee 
above thy fathers. 
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6 And the Lorp thy God will circum- 
cise thine heart, and the heart of thy 
seed, to love the Lorp thy God with all 
thine heart, and with all thy soul, that 
thou mayest live. i 

7 And the Lorp thy God will put all 
these curses upon thine enemies, and on 
them that. hate thee, which persecuted 
thee. 

8 And thou shalt return and obey the 
voice of the Lorp, and do all his com- 
egos which I command thee this 

ay. 

9 And the Lorp thy God will make 
thee plenteous in every work of thine 
hand, in the fruit of thy body, and in the 
fruit of thy cattle, and in the fruit of thy 
land,-for good: for the Lorp will again 
rejoice over thee for good, as he rejoiced 
over thy fathers: 

10 If thou shalt hearken unto the voic- 
of the Lorp thy God, to keep his come 
mandments and his statutes which are 
written in this book of the law, and if 
thou turn unto the Lorp thy God with 
all thine heart, and with all thy soul. 

11 ¢ For this commandment which I 
command thee this day, it is not hidden 
from thee, neither is it far off. 

12 It is not in heaven, that thou 
shouldest say, Who shall go up for us to 
heaven, and bring it unto us, that we may 
hear it, and do it? 

13 Neither is it beyond the sea, that 
thou shouldest say, Who shall go over 
the sea for us, and bring it unto us, that 
we may hear it, and do it? 

14 But the word is very nigh unto thee, 
in thy mouth, and in thy heart, that thou 
mayest do it. 

15 ¢ See, I have set before thee this day 
life and good, and death and evil; 

16 In that I command thee this day to 
love the Lorp thy God, to walk in his 
ways,.and to keep his commandments 
and his statutes and his judgments, that 
thou mayest live and multiply: and the 
Lorp thy God shall bless thee in the 
land whither thou goest to possess it. 

17 But if thine heart turn away, so that 
thou wilt not hear, but shalt be drawn 
pra and worship other gods, and serve 

em; 

18 I denounce unto you this day, that 
ye shall surely perish, and that ye shall 
not protons your days upon the land, 
whither thou passest over Jér’-dan to go 
to possess it. 

19 I call heaven and earth to record 
this day against you, that I have set be- 
fore you life and death, blessing and 
cursing: therefore choose life, that both 
thou and thy seed may live: 

20 That thou mayest love the Lorp 
thy God, and that thou mayest obey his 
voice, and that thou Ses! cleave unto 
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him: for he is thy life, and the length of 

thy days: that thou mayest dwell in the 

land which the Lorp sware unto thy 

fathers, to A’-bra-ham, to i’-saac, and to 
Ja’-cob, to give them. 


Chapter 31 


ND M6’-8é3 went and spake these 
words unto all [s’-ra-él. 

2 And he said unto them, I am an 
hundred anc twenty years old this day; I 
can no more go out and come in: also 
the Lorp hath said unto me, Thou shalt 
not go over this Jér’-dan. 

3 The Lorp thy God, he will go over 
before thee, and he will destroy these na- 
tions from before thee, and thou shalt 
possess them: and Josh’-0-a, he shall 
go hee before thee, as the Lorp hath 
said. 

4 And the Lorp shall do unto them as 
he did to Si’-hén and to 6g, kings of the 
Am/’-6-rites, and unto the land of them, 
whom he destroyed. 

5 And the Lorp shall give them up be- 
fore your face, that ye may do unto them 
according unto all the commandments 
which I have commanded you. 

6 Be strong and of a good courage, fear 
not, nor be afraid of them: for the Lorp 
thy God, he it is that doth go with thee; 
he will not fail thee, nor forsake thee. 

71@ d Mo’-sés called unto Jésh’- 
i-a, and said unto him in the sight of all 
{§’-ra-él, Be strong and of a good cour- 
age: for thou must’ go with this people 
unto the land which the Lorp hath 
sworn unto their fathers to give them; 
_ and thou shalt cause them to inherit it. 

8 And the Lorp, he it is that doth go 
before thee; he will be with thee, he will 
not fail thee, neither forsake thee: fear 
not, neither be dismayed. 

9 ¢ M6O’-sés wrote this law, and 
delivered it unto the priests the sons of 

é’-vi, which bare the ark of the 
covenant of the Lorp, and unto all the 
elders of is’-ra-él. 

10 Mo’-sés commanded them, 
saying, At the end of every seven years, 
in the solemnity of the year of release, in 
the feast of tabernacles, 

11 When all is’-ra-é1 is come to appear 
before the Lorp thy God in the place 
which he shall choose, thou shalt read 
this law before all Is’-ra-él in their 
hearing. 

12-Gather the people together, men, 
and women, and children, and thy 
stranger that is within thy gates, that 
they may hear, and that they may learn, 
and fear the Lorp your God, and observe 
- to do all the words of this law: | 

13 And that their children, which have 
not known any thing, may hear, and 
learn to fear the LorpD your God, as long 
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as ye live in the land whither ye go over 
J6r’-dan to possess it. 

14 ¢ And the Lorp said unto M6’-sé8, 
Behold, thy days approach that thou 
must die: call Jésh’-t-4, and present 
yourselves in the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, that I may give him a charge. 

d M6o’-8és and Jésh’-t-4 went, and 
presented themselves in the tabernacle of 
the congregation. 

15 And the Lorp appeared in the taber- 
nacle in a pillar of a cloud: and the 
pillar of the cloud stood over the door of 
the tabernacle. 

16 ¢ And the Lorn said unto MOd’-sés, 
Behold; thou shalt sleep with thy fa- 
thers ; and this people will rise up, and go 
a whoring after the gods of the strangers 
of the land, whither they go to be among 
them, and will forsake me, and break my 
covenant which I have made with them. 

17 Then my anger shall be kindled 
against them in that day, and I will for- 
sake them, and I will hide my face from 
them, and they shall be devoured, and 
many evils and troubles shall befall 
them; so that they will say in that day, 
Are not these evils come upon us, be- 
cause our God is not.among us? 

18 And I will surely hide my face in 
that day for all the evils which they shall 
have wrought, in that they are turned un- 
to other gods. 

19 Now therefore write ye this song for 
you, and teach it the children of {§’- 
ra-él1: put it in their mouths, that this 
song may. be a witness for me against the 
children of I8’-ra-él. 

20 For when I shall have brought them 
into the land which I sware unto their 
fathers, that floweth with milk and 
honey, and they shall have eaten and 
filled themselves, and waxen fat; then 
will they turn unto other gods, and serve 
them, and provoke me, and break my 
covenant. 

21 And it shall come to pass, when 
many evils and troubles are befallen 
them, that this song shall testify against 
them as a witness; for it shall not be for- 
gotten out of the mouths of their seed: 
for I know their imagination which they 
go about, even now, before I have 
brought them into the land which I 
sware. y. ? 

22  MO’-sés therefore wrote this song 
the same day, and taught it the children 
of Is’-ra-él. 

23 And he gave Josh’-i-a the son of 
Nun a charge, and said, Be strong and of 
a good courage: for thou shalt bring the 
children of 18’-ra-él into the land which I 
ents unto them; and I will be with 
thee. 

24 ¢ And it came to pass, when M6’- 
sés had made an end of writing the words 
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of this law in a book, until they were 
finished, © 

25 That Mo’-sé8 commanded the Lé’= 
vites, which bare the ark of the covenant 
of the Lorpb, saying, i 

26 Take this book of the law, and put it 
in the side-of the ark of the covenant of 
the Lorp your God, that it may be there 
for a witness against thee. — 

27 For I know thy rebellion, and thy 
stiff neck: behold, while I am yet alive 
with you this day, ye have been re- 
bellious against the Lorp; and how 
much more after my death? 

28 ¢ Gather unto me all the elders of 
your tribes, and your officers, that I may 
speak these words in their ears, and 
ne heaven and earth to record against 
them. 

29 For I know that after my death ye 
will utterly corrupt yourselves, and turn 
aside from the way which I have com- 
manded you; and evil will befall you in 
the latter days; because ye will do evil in 
the sight of the LorpD, to provoke him 
to anger through the work of your 
hands. 

30 And MO’-sés spake in the ears of all 
the congregation of Is’-ra-él the words of 
this song, until they were ended. 


Chapter 32 


IVE ear, O ye heavens, and I will 
speak ; and hear, O earth, the words 
of my mouth, 

2 My doctrine shall drop as the rain, 
my speech shall distil as the dew, as the 
small rain upon the tender herb, and as 
the showers upon the grass: 

3 Because I will publish the name of the 
Lorp: ascribe ye greatness unto our 


God. 

4 He is the Rock, his work is perfect: 
for all his ways are judgment: a God of 
ruth and without iniquity, just and right 
is he. 

5 They have corrupted themselves, 

their spot is not the spot of his children: 
they are a perverse and crooked gen- 
eration. 
_6 Do ye thus requite the Lorp, O fool- 
ish people and unwise? is not he thy fa- 
ther that hath bought thee? hath he not 
made thee, and established thee? 

7 & Remember the days of old, con- 
sider the years of many generations: ask 
thy father, and he will shew thee; thy 
elders, and they will tell thee. 

8 When the Most High divided to the 
nations their inheritance, when he sep- 
arated the sons of Ad’-am, he set the 
bounds of the people according to the 
number of the children of {§’-ra-él. 

9 For the Lorp’s portion is his people; 
Ja’-cob is the lot of his inheritance. 

10 He found him in a desert land, and 
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in the waste howling wilderness; he led 
him about, he instructed him, he kept 
him as the apple of his eye. 

11 As an eagle stirreth up her nest, 
fluttereth over her young, spreadeth 
abroad her wings, taketh them, beareth 
them on her wings: : : 

12 So the Lorp alone did lead him, and 
there was no strange god with a. 

13 He made him ride on the high 
places of the earth, that he might eat the 
increase of the fields ; and he made him to 
suck honey out of the rock, and oil out 
of the flinty rock; 

14 Butter of kine, and milk of sheep, 
with fat of lambs, and rams of the breed 
of Ba’-shan, and goats, with the fat of 
kidneys of wheat; and thou didst drink 
the pure blood of the grape. 

15 @ But Jé-shi’-rin waxed fat, and 
kicked: thou art waxen fat, thou art 
grown thick, thou art covered with fat- 
ness; then he forsook God which made 
him, and lightly esteemed the Rock of 
his salvation. — - 

16 They provoked him to jealousy 
with strange gods, with abominations 
provoked they him to anger. 

17 They sacrificed unto devils, not to 
God; to gods whom they knew not, to 
new gods that came newly up, whom 
your fathers feared not. 

18 Of the Rock that begat thee thou art 
unmindful, and hast forgotten God that 
formed thee. 

19 And when the LorpD saw it, he ab- 
horred them, because of the provoking of 
his sons, and of his daughters. 

20 And he said, I will hide my face 
from them, I will see what their end 
shall be: for they are a very froward 
generation, children in whom is no 
faith. 

21 They have moved me to jealousy 
with that which is not God; they have 
provoked me to anger with their vanities: 
and I will move them to jealousy with 
those which are not a people; I will pro- 
yoke them to anger with a foolish na- 

ion. 

22 For a fire is kindled in mine anger, 
and shall burn unto the lowest hell, and 
shall consume the earth with her in- 
crease, and set on fire the foundations of 
the mountains. 

23 I will heap mischiefs upon them; I 
will spend mine arrows upon them. 

24 They shall be burnt with hunger, and 

devoured with burning heat, and with 
bitter destruction: I will also send the 
teeth of beasts upon them, with the 
poison of serpents of the dust. 
_ 25 The sword without, and terror with- 
in, shall destroy both the young man and 
the virgin, the suckling a/so-with the man 
of gray hairs.

26 I said, I would scatter them into 
corners, I would make the remembrance 
of them to cease from among men: 

27 Were it not that I feared the wrath of 
the enemy, lest their adversaries should 
' behave themselves strangely, and lest 

they should say, Our hand is high, and 
the Lorp hath not done all this. 

28 For they are a nation void of coun- 
sel, neither is there any understanding in 
them. 

29 O that they were wise, that they 
understood this, that they would con- 
sider their latter end! 

0 How should one chase a thousand, 
and two put ten thousand to flight, ex- 
cept their Rock had sold them, and the 
Lorp had shut them up? 

31 For their rock is not as our Rock, 
even our enemies themselves being 
judges. 

32 For their vine is of the vine of 
Sod’-om, and of the fields of G6-mor’- 
rah: their grapes are grapes of gall, their 

‘clusters are bitter: 

3 Their wine is the poison of dragons, 
and the cruel venom of asps. 

34 Is not this laid up in store with me, 
and sealed up among my treasures? 

35 To me belongeth vengeance, and 
recompence; their foot shall slide in due 
time: for the day of their calamity is at 
hand, and the things that shall come 

_ upon them make haste. 

36. For the Lorp shall judge his people, 
and repent himself for his servants, when 
he seeth that their power is gone, and 
there is none shut up, or left. 

37 And he shall say, Where are their 
gods, their rock in whom they trusted, | 

38 Which did eat the fat of their sacri- 
fices, and drank the wine of their drink 
offerings ? let them rise up and help you, 
and be your protection. 

39 See now that I, even I, am he, and 
there is no god with me: I kill, and I 
make alive; I wound, and I heal: neither 
is there any that can deliver out of my 


and. 

40 For I lift up my hand to heaven, and 
say, I live for ever. 

41 If I whet my glittering sword, and 
mine hand take hold on judgment; I will 
render vengeance to mine enemies, and 
will reward them that hate me. ; 

42 I will make mine arrows drunk with 
blood, and my sword shall devour flesh; 
and that with the blood of the slain and 
of the captives, from the beginning of 
revenges upon the enemy.  —_ 

43 Rejoice, O ye nations, with his peo- 

_ple: for he will avenge the blood of his 
servants, and will render vengeance to his 
adversaries, and will be merciful unto his 
land, and to his people. 

44 g And M6’-sés came and spake all 
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the words of this song in the ears of the 
people, he, and H6-shé’-a the son of Nun. 
_45 And M6’-8é3 made an end of speak- 
ing all these words to all is’-ra-él: 

46 And he said unto them, Set your 
hearts unto all the words which I testify 
among you this day, which ye shall com- 
mand your children to observe to do, all 
the words of this law. 

7 For it is not a vain thing for you; 
because it is your life: and through this 
thing ye shall prolong your days in the 
land, whither ye go over Jér’-dan to 
possess it. 

48 And the Lorp spake unto MO’-sé§ 
that selfsame day, saying, is 
_49 Get thee up into this mountain Ab’- 
a-rim, unto mount Né’-bd, which is in the 
land of M6O’-ab, that is over against Jér’- 
i-ch6; and behold the land of Ca’-na-an, 
which I give unto the children of jg’- 
ra-é1 for a possession: ’ 

50 And die in the mount whither thou 
goest up, and be gathered unto thy 
people; as Aa’-ron thy brother died in 
mount Hor, and was gathered unto his 
people: 

51 Because ye trespassed against me 
among the children- of Is’-ra-él at the 
waters of Mér’-i-bah—Ka’-désh, in the 
wilderness of Zin; because ye sanctified 
me not in the midst of the children of 
Is’-ra-él. 

52 Yet thou shalt see the land before 
thee ; but thou shalt not go thither unto 
the Sate which I give the children of 
Is’-ra-él. 


Chapter 33 


ND this is the blessing, wherewith 
MO’-sés the man of God blessed the 
children of Is’-ra-él before his death. 

2 And he said, The Lorp came from 
Si’-ndi, and rose up from Sé’-ir unto 
them; he shined forth from mount 
Par’-an, and he came with ten thousands 
of saints: from his right hand went a 
fiery law for them. 

3 Yea, he loved the people; all his 
saints are in thy hand: and they sat 
down at thy feet; every one shall receive 
of thy words. 

4 Mo’-sés commanded us a law, even 
the inheritance of the congregation of 
Ja’-cob. fhent P 

5 And he was king in Jé-shi’-run, 
when the heads of the people and the 
tribes. of I8’-ra-él1 were gathered to- 
gether. : ; 

6 § Let Réuv’-bén live, and not die; and 
let not his men be few. ° 

7 @ And this is the blessing of Ja’-dah: 
and he said, Hear, Lorp, the voice of 
Ja’-dah, and bring him unto his people: 
let his hands be sufficient for him; and 
be thou an help to him from his enemies. 


DEUTERONOMY 34 


8 g And of Lé’-vi he said, Let thy 
Thim/’-mim and thy 0’-rim be with thy 
holy one, whom thou didst prove at 
Mas’-sah, and with whom thou didst 
strive at the waters of Mér’-i-bah; : 

9 Who said unto his father and to his 
mother, I have not seen him; neither did 
he acknowledge his brethren, nor knew 
his own children: for they have observed 
thy word, and kept thy covenant. | 

10 They shall teach Ja’-cob thy judg- 
ments, and is’-ra-él thy law: they shall 
put incense before thee, and whole burnt 
sacrifice upon thine altar. 

11 Bless, Lorp, his substance, and ac- 
cept the work of his hands: smite through 
the loins of them that rise against him, 
and of them that hate him, that they rise 
not again. 

12 ¢ And of Bén’-ja-min he said, The 
beloved of the Lorp shall dwell in safety 
by him; and the LORD shall cover him 
all the day long, and he shall dwell be- 
tween his shoulders. 

13 @ And of Jd’-séph he said, Blessed 
of the Lorn be his land, for the precious 
things of heaven, for the dew, and for the 
deep that coucheth beneath, 

14 And for the precious fruits brought 
forth by the sun, and for the precious 
things put forth by the moon, 

15 And for the chief things of the 
ancient mountains, and for the precious 
things of the lasting hills, 

16 And for the precious things of the 
earth and fulness thereof, and for the 
good will of him that dwelt in the bush: 
let the blessing come upon the head 
of Jd’-séph, and upon the top of the 
head of him that was separated from 
his brethren. 

17 His glory is like the firstling of his 
bullock, and his horns are like the horns 
of unicorns: with them he shall push the 
people together to the ends of the earth: 
and they are the ten thousands of 
E’-phra-im, and they are the thousands of 
Ma-nas’-séh. 

_18 @_And of Zé-biti’-lin he said, Re- 
joice, Zé-bii’-lun, in thy going out; and, 
{s’-sa-char, in thy tents. 

19 They shall call the people unto the 
mountain; there they shall offer sacri- 
fices of righteousness: for they shall 
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22 ¢ And of Dan he said, Dan is a 
— whelp: he shall leap from Ba’- 
shan. 

23 @ And of Naph’-ta-li he said, O 
Naph’-ta-li, satisfied with favour, and 
full with ‘the blessing of the LORD: 
possess thou the west and the south. 

24 @ And of Ash’-ér he said, Let Ash’- 
ér be blessed with children; let him be ac- 
ceptable to his brethren, and let him dip 
his foot in oil. ~ 

25 Thy shoes shall be iron and brass; 
and as thy days, so shall thy strength 


be. 

26 @ There is none like unto the God of 
Jé-sht’-rin, who rideth upon the heaven 
ae thy help, and in his excellency on the 
sky. 

27 The eternal God is thy refuge, and 
underneath are the everlasting arms: and 
he shall thrust out the enemy from be- 
fore thee ; and shall say, Destroy them. 

28 is’-ra-é1 then shall dwell in safety 
alone: the fountain of Ja’-cob shall be 
upon a land of corn and wine; also his 
heavens shall drop down dew. 

29 Happy art thou, O I8’-ra-€1: who is 
like unto thee, O people saved by the 
Lorp, the shield of thy help, and who is 
the sword of thy excellency! and thine 
enemies shall be found liars unto thee; 
me thou shalt tread upon their high 
places. 


Chapter 34 


ND M60’-sés went up from the plains 
of M6d’-ab unto the mountain of 
Né’-bG, to the top of Pis’-gah, that is 
over against Jér’-i-cho. And the Lorp 
shewed him all the land of Gil’-é-ad, 
unto Dan. 
_2 And all Naph’-ta-li, and the land of

5 @ So M6O’-sés the servant of the

9 ¢ And Josh’-i-a the son of Nin was 
full of the spirit of wisdom; for M6’-sés 
had laid his hands upon him: and the 
children of is’-ra-é] hearkened unto him, 
and did as the Lorp commanded 
MoO’-sés. 

10 ¢ And there arose not a prophet 
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JOSHUA 1, 2 
since in I8’-ra-é] like unto Mo’-8&8, whom 
the Lorp knew face to face, 

11 In all the signs and the wonders, 
which the Lorp sent him to do in the 
land of E’-gypt to Phar’-aoh, and to all 
his servants, and to all his land, 

12 And in all that mighty hand, and in 
all the great terror which M6’-sé 
shewed in the sight of all 18’-ra-él.

Joshua 


Chapter 1 


OW after the death of M6’-sés the 

servant of the Lorp it came to pass, 

that the Lorp spake unto Josh’-t-a the 
son of Nun, M6’-sés’ minister, saying, 

2 MO6’-sés my servant is dead; now 
therefore arise, go over this J6r’-dan, 
thou, and all this people, unto the land 
which I do give to them, even to the chil- 
dren of Is’-ra-él. 

3 Every place that the sole of your foot 
shall tread upon, that have I given unto 
you, as I said unto MO’-sés. 

4 From the wilderness and this Léb’- 
a-non even unto the great river, the river 
f£u-phra’-tés, all the land of the Hit’-tites, 
and unto the great sea toward the going 
down of the sun, shall be your coast. 

5 There shall not any man be able to 
stand before thee all the days of thy life: 
as I was with MOo’-sés, so I will be with 
thee: I will not fail thee, nor forsake thee. 

6 Be strong and of a good courage: for 
unto this people shalt thou divide for an 
inheritance the land, which I sware unto 
their fathers to give them. 

7 Only be thou strong and very cour- 
ageous, that thou mayest observe to do 
according to all the law, which M6O’-sés 
my servant commanded thee: turn not 
from it to the right hand or fo the left, 
that thou mayest prosper whithersoever 
thou goest. 

8 This book of the law shall not depart 
out of thy mouth; but thou shalt medi- 
tate therein day and night, that thou 
mayest observe to do according to all 
that is written therein: for then thou 
shalt make thy way prosperous, and then 
thou shalt have good success. 

9 Have not I commanded thee? Be 
strong and of a good courage; be not 
afraid, neither be thou dismayed: for the 
Lorp thy God is with thee whithersoever 

thou goest. | ts 
~ 10 ¢ Then Jésh’-0-4 commanded the 
officers of the people, saying, 

11 Pass through the host, and com- 
mand the people, saying, Prepare you 


victuals; for within three days ye shall 
pass over this Jor’-dan, to goin to possess 
the land, which the Lorp your God giveth 
you to possess it. 

12 ¢ And to the Réi’-bén-ites, and to 
the Gad’-ites, and to half the tribe of 
Ma-nas’-séh, spake Jésh’--a, saying, 

13 Remember the word which M6O’-sés 
the servant of the Lorp commanded 
you, saying, The Lorp your God hath 
Aue you rest, and hath given you this 
and. 

14 Your wives, your little ones, and 
your cattle, shall remain in the land which 
Mo’-sés gave you on this side Jor’-dan; 
but ye shall pass before your brethren 
armed, all the mighty men of valour, and 
help them; 

15 Until the Lorp have given your 
brethren rest, as he hath given you, and 
they also have possessed the land which 
the Lorp your God giveth them: then ye 
shall return unto the land of your posses- 
sion, and enjoy it, which M6’-sés the 
Lorp’s servant gave you on this side 
J6ér’-dan toward the sunrising. 

16 ¢ And they answered Joésh’-0-a, say- 
ing, All that thou commandest us we will 
do, and whithersoever thou sendest us, 
we will go. 

17 According as we hearkened unto 
MO’-sés in all things, so will we hearken 
unto thee: only the Lorp thy God be 
with thee, as he was with M6’-sés. 

18 Whosoever he be that doth rebel 
against thy commandment, and will not 
hearken unto thy words in all that thou 
commandest him, he shall be put to 
death: only be strong and of a good 
courage. 


Chapter 2 


ND Josh’-0-a the son of Nin sent out 
of Shit’-tim two men to spy secretly, 
saying, Go view the land, even Jér’-i- 
cho. And they went, and came intoan har- 
ib house, named R4a’-hab, and lodged 
there. 
2 And it was told the king of Jér’-i-cho, 
saying, Behold, there came men in hither

to night of the children of f8’-ra-é1 to 
search out the country. 2 

3 And the king of Jér’-i-cho sent unto 
Ra’-hab, saying, Bring forth the men that 
are come to thee, which are entered into 
thine house: for they be come to search 
out all the country. 

4 And the woman took the two men, 
and hid them, and said thus, There came 
men unto me, but I wist not whence they 
were. \ 

5 And it came to pass about the time of 
shutting of the gate, when it was dark, 
that the men went out: whither the men 
went I wot not: pursue after them quickly ; 
for ye shall overtake them. 

6 But she had brought them up to the 
roof of the house, and hid them with the 


stalks of flax, which she had laid in order h 


upon the roof. 

7 And the men pursued after them the 
way to Jér’-dan unto the fords: and as 
soon as they which pursued after them 
were gone out, they shut the gate. 

8 @ And before they were laid down, 
she came up unto them upon the 
roof; 

9 And she said unto the men, I know 
that the Lorp hath given you the land, 
and that your terror is fallen upon us, 
and that all the inhabitants of the land 
faint because of you. 

10 For we have heard how the Lorp 
dried up the water of the Red sea for you, 
when ye came out of E’-gypt; and what 
ye did unto the two kings of the Am/’-6- 
rites, that were.on the other side Jér’-dan, 
Si’-hon and Og, whom ye utterly de- 
stroyed. 

11 And as soon as we had heard these 
things, our hearts did melt, neither did 
there remain any more courage in any 
man, because of you: for the Lorp your 
God, he is God in heaven above, and in 
earth beneath. 

12 Now therefore, I pray you, swear 
unto me by the LorD, since [ have shewed 
you kindness that ye will also shew kind- 
ness unto my father’s house, and give me 
a true token: 

13 And that ye will save alive my father, 
and my mother, and my brethren, and 
my sisters, and all that they have, and 
deliver our lives from death. 

14 And the men answered her, Our life 
for your’s, if ye utter not this our busi- 
ness. And it shall be, when the Lorp hath 
given us the land, that we will deal kindly 
and truly with thee. 

15 Then she let them down by a cord 
through the window: for her house was 
upon the town wall, and she dwelt upon 
the wall. 

16 And she said unto them, Get you to 
the mountain, lest the pursuers meet you; 
and hide yourselves there three days, un- 
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til the pursuers be returned: and after- 
ward may ye go your way. ; 

17 And the men said unto her, We will 
be blameless of this thine oath which thou 
hast made us swear. f 

18 Behold, when we come into the land, 
thou shalt bind this line of scarlet thread 
in the window which thou didst let us 
down by: and thou shalt bring thy father, 
and thy mother, and thy brethren, and 
all thy father’s household, home unto 
thee. 

19 And it shall be, that whosoever shall 
go out of the doors of thy house intothe 
street, his blood shall be upon his head, 
and we will be guiltless: and whosoever 
shall be with thee in the house, his blood 
shall be on our head, if any hand be upon 


im. 

20 And if thou utter this our business, 
then we will be quit of thine oath which 
thou hast made us to swear. 

21 And she said, According unto your 
words, so be it. And she sent them away, 
and they departed: and she bound the 
scarlet line in the window. 

22 And they went, and came unto the 
mountain, and abode there three days, 
until the pursuers were returned: and the 
pursuers sought them throughout all the 
way, but found them not. 

23 ¢ So the two men returned, and de- 
scended from the mountain, and passed 
over, and came to Jésh’-t-a the son of 
Nun, and told him all things that befell 


them: 

24 And they said unto Josh’-0-a, Truly 
the LorpD hath delivered into our hands 
all the land; for even all the inhabitants 
of the country do faint because of us. 


Chapter 3 


ND Jésh’-i-a rose early in the morn- 
ing; and they removed from Shit’- 
tim, and came to Jér’-dan, he and all the 
children of 18’-ra-é1, and lodged there be- 
fore they passed over. 
And it came to pass after three days, 
that the officers went through the host; 

3 And they commanded the people, 
saying, When ye see the ark of the cove- 
nant of the Lorp your God, and the 
priests the Lé’-vites bearing it, then ye 
shall remove from your place, and go 
after it. 

4 Yet there shall be a space between 
you and it, about two thousand cubits by 
measure: come not near unto it, that ye 
may know the way by which ye must go: 
ee ye have not passed this way hereto- 

ore. 

5 And Josh’-ii-a said unto the people, 
Sanctify yourselves: for to morrow the 
Lorp will do wonders among you. 

6 And Jésh’-ii-a4 spake unto the priests, 
saying, Take up the ark of the covenant, 
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and pass over before the people. And 
they took up the ark of the covenant, and 
went before the people. 

7 ¢ And the Lorp said unto Jésh’-0-a, 
This day will I begin to magnify thee in 

‘the sight of all Is’-ra-él, that they may 
know that, as I was with M6’-Sés, so I 
will be with thee. 

8 And thou shalt command the priests 
that bear the ark of the covenant, saying, 
When ye are come to the brink of the 
water of Jér’-dan, ye shall stand still in 
J6r’-dan. 

9 @ And Jésh’-i-a said unto the chil- 
dren of Is’-ra-é1, Come hither, and hear 
the words of the Lorp your God. 

10 And Josh’-t-a said, Hereby ye shall 
know that the living God is among you, 
and that he will without fail drive out 
from before you the Ca’-na-an-ites, and 
the Hit’-tites, and the Hi’-vites, and the 
Pé-riz’-zites, and the Gir’-ga-shites, and 
Am/-6-rites, and the Jéb’-i-sites. 

11 Behold, the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord of all the earth passeth over bé- 
fore you into J6ér’-dan. 

12 Now therefore take you twelve men 

out of the tribes of Is’-ra-él, out of every 
tribe a man. 
13 And it shall come to pass, as soon as 
the soles of the feet of the priests that 
bear the ark of the Lorp, the Lord of all 
the earth, shall rest in the waters of Jér’- 
dan, that the waters of J6r’-dan shall be 
cut off from the waters that come down 
from above; and they shall-stand upon 
an heap. 

14 @ And it came to pass, when the 
people removed from their tents, to 
pass over J6ér’-dan, and the priests bear- 
ing the ark of the covenant before the 
people; 

15 And as they that bare the ark were 
come unto Jor’-dan, and the feet of the 
priests that bare the ark were dipped in 
the brim of the water, (for J6r’-dan over- 
panels all his banks all the time of har- 
vest, 

16 That the waters which came down 

from above stood and rose up upon an 
heap very far from the city Ad’-am, that 
is beside Zar’-é-tan: and those that came 
down toward the sea of the plain, even 
the salt sea, failed, and were cut off: and 
ee people passed over right against Jér’- 
i-cho 
17 And the priests that bare the ark of 
the covenant of the Lorp stood firm on 
dry ground in the midst of Jor’-dan, and 
all the {§’-ra-él-ites passed over on dry 
ground, until all the people were passed 
clean over J6r’-dan. 


Chapter 4 


ND it came to pass, when all the peo- 
ple were clean passed over Jér’-dan, 
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that the Lorp spake unto Jésh’--a, say- 
ing, 

2 Take you twelve men out of the peo- 
ple, out of every tribe a man, 

3 And command ye them. saying, Take 
you hence out of the midst of Jér’-dan, 
out of the place where the priests’ feet 
stood firm, twelve stones, and ye shall 
carry them over with you, and leave them 
in the lodging place, where ye shall lodge 
this night. 

4 Then Joésh’-i-a called the twelve men, 
whom he had prepared of the children of 
1s’-ra-él, out of every tribe a man: 

5 And Josh’-i-a said unto them, Pass 
over before the ark of the Lorp your 
God into the midst of Jo6r’-dan, and take 
you up every man of you a stone upon 
his shoulder, according unto the number 
of the tribes of the children of 18’-ra- 


él: 

6 That this may be a sign among you, 
that when your children ask their fathers 
in time to come, saying, What mean ye 
by these stones? 

7 Then ye shall answer them, That the 
waters of JOr’-dan were cut off before the 
ark of the covenant of the LoRD; when it 
passed over J6r’-dan, the waters of Jér’- 
dan were cut off: and these stones shall 
be for a memorial unto the children of 
{s’-ra-él for ever. F 

8 And the children of Is’-ra-é1 did so as 
Jésh’-0-4~ commanded, and took up 
twelve stones out of the midst of Jér’- 
dan, as the Lorp spake unto Josh’-i-a, 
according to the number of the tribes of 
the children of [s’-ra-él, and carried them 
Over with them unto the place where they 
lodged, and laid them down there. 

9 And Josh’-i-a set up twelve stones in 
the midst of Jér’-dan, in the place where 
the feet of the priests which bare the ark 
of the covenant stood: and they are there 
unto this day. 

10 @ For the priests which bare the ark 
stood in the midst of Jér’-dan, until every 
thing was finished that the LORD com- 
manded Josh’-0-a to speak unto the peo- 
ple, according to all that M06’-sés com- 
manded Jésh’-0-a: and thé people hasted 
and passed over. 

11 And it came to pass, when all the 
people were clean passed over, that the 
ark of the Lorp passed over, and the 
priests, in the presence of the people. 

12 And the children of Réu’-bén, and 
the children of Gad, and half the tribe of 
Ma-nas’-séh passed over armed before 
the children of Is’-ra-él, as MG’-sés spake 
unto them: 

13 About forty thousand prepared for 
war passed over before the Lorp unto 
battle, to the plains of Jér’-i-cho. 

14 ¢ On that day the Lorp magnified 
Josh’-0-a in the sight of all Is’-ra-él; and 
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they feared him, as they feared M6’-sés, 
all the days of his life. noe 

15 And the Lorn spake unto Josh’-0-a, 
saying, 

16 Command the priests that bear the 
ark of the testimony, that they come up 
out of Jér’-dan. 

17 Jésh’-ti-a therefore commanded the 
priests, saying, Come ye up out of Jér’- 


an. ; 

18 And it came to pass, when the priests 
that bare the ark of the covenant of the 
LORD were come up out of the midst of 
Jor’-dan, and the soles of the priests’ feet 
were lifted up unto the dry land, that the 
waters of J6ér’-dan returned unto their 
place, and flowed over all his banks, as 
they did before. 

19 @ And the people came up out of 
J6r’-dan on the tenth day of the. irst 
month, and encamped in Gil’-gal, in the 
east border of Jér’-i-cho. f 

20 And those twelve stones, which they 
took out of Jér’-dan, did Joésh’-0-a pitch 
in Gil’-gal. f 

21 And he spake unto the children of 
{s’-ra-él, saying, When your children shall 
ask their fathers in time to come, saying, 
What mean these stones? 

22 Then ye shall let your children know, 
saying, Is’-ra-é1 came over this Jér’-dan 
on dry land. P 

23 For the Lorp your God dried up 
the waters of Jor’-dan from before you, 
until ye were passed over, as the Lorp 
your God did to the Red sea, which he 
dried up from before us, until we were 
gone Over: 

24 That all the people of the earth 
might know the hand of the Lorp, that 
it is mighty: that ye might fear the Lorp 
your God for ever. 


Chapter 5 


ND it came to pass, when all the 
kings of the Am’-0-rites, which were 
on the side of J6r’-dan westward, and all 
the kings of the Ca’-na-an-ites, which 
were by the sea, heard that the Lorp had 
dried up the waters of Jor’-dan from be- 
fore the children of Is’-ra-él, until we 
were passed over, that their heart melted, 
neither was there spirit in them any more, 
because of the children of i§’-ra-él. > 


2 @ At that time the Lorp said unto h 


Josh’-t-a, Make thee sharp knives, and 
circumcise again the children of is’-ra-él 
the second time. 

3 And Jésh’-ii-a made him sharp knives, 
and circumcised the children of i§’-ra-él 
at the hill of the foreskins. 

4 And this is the cause why Jésh’-0-a 
did circumcise: All the people that came 
out of E’-gypt, that were males, even all 
the men of war, died in the wilderness by 
the way, after they came out of E’-gypt. 
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5. Now all the people that came out 
were circumcised: but all the people that 
were born in the wilderness by the way 
as they came forth out of E’-gypt, them 
they had not circumcised, 

6 For the children of Is’-ra-é1 walked 
forty years in the wilderness, till all the 
people that were men of war, which came 
out of E’-gypt, were consumed, because 
they obeyed not the voice of the Lorp: 
unto whom the LorpD sware that he would 
not shew them the land, which the Lorp 
sware unto their fathers that he would 
give us, 'a land that floweth with milk and 
honey. 

7 And their children, whom he raised 
up in their stead, them Jéosh’-0-a circum- 
cised: for they were uncircumcised, be- 
cause they had not circumcised them by 
the way. 

8 And it came to pass, when they had 
done circumcising all the people, that 
they abode in their places in the camp, 
till they were whole. 

9 And the Lorp said unto Jésh’-i-a, 
This day have I rolled away the reproach 
of E’-gypt from off you. Wherefore. the 
name of the place is called Gil’-gal unto 
this day. 3 

10 @ And the children of I8’-ra-él en- 
camped in Gil’-gal, and kept the passover 
on the fourteenth day of the month at: 
even in the plains of Jér’-i-cho. 

11 And they did eat of the old corn of 
the land on the morrow after the pass- 
over, unleavened cakes, and parched 
corn in the selfsame day. 

12 @ And the man’-na ceased on the 
morrow after they had eaten of the old 
corn of the land; neither had the children 
of Is’-ra-é1 man’-na any more; but they 
did eat of the fruit of the land of Ca’- 
na-an that year. 

13 @ And it came to pass, when Jésh’- 
u-a was by Jér’-i-ch6, that he lifted up 
his eyes and looked, and, behold, there 
stood'a man over against him with his 
sword drawn in his hand: and Jésh’-i-4 
went unto him, and said unto him, Art 
thou for us, or for our adversaries? 

14 And he said, Nay; but as captain of 
the host of the Lorp am I now come. 
And Josh’-t-a fell on his face to the 
earth, and did worship, and said unto 
im, What saith my lord unto his ser- 
vant? 

15 And the captain of the Lorp’s host 
said unto Josh’-i-a, Loose thy shoe from 
off thy foot; for the place whereon' thou 
standest is holy. And Jésh’-ii-a did so. 


Chapter 6 


OW Jér’-i-ch6 was straitly shut u 
because of the children of {§’-ra-él: 
none went out, and none came in. 
2 And the Lorp said unto Jésh’-i-a, 
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See, I have given into thine hand Jér’- 
i-ch6, and the king thereof, and the 
mighty men of valour. 

3 And ye shall compass the city, all ye 

_men of war, and go round about the city 
once. Thus shalt thou do six days. 

4 And seven priests shall bear before 
the ark seven trumpets of rams’ horns: 
and the seventh day ye shall compass the 
city seven times, and the priests shall 
blow with the trumpets. 

5 And it shall come to pass, that when 
they make a long blast with the ram’s 
horn, and when ye hear the sound of the 
trumpet, all the people shall shout with a 
great shout; and the wall of the city shall 
fall down flat, and the people shall ascend 
up every man straight before him. 

6 f And Josh’-t-a the son of Nin 
called the priests, and said unto them, 
Take up the ark of the covenant, and let 
seven priests bear seven trumpets of 
rams’ horns before the ark of the Lorp. 

7 And he said unto the people, Pass on, 
and compass the city, and let him that is 
armed pass on before the ark of the 
Lorp. 

8 @ And it came to pass, when Josh’- 
t-a had spoken unto the people, that the 
seven priests bearing the seven trumpets 
of rams’ horns passed on before the 
Lorp, and blew with the trumpets: and 
the ark of the covenant of the Lorp 
followed them. 

9 ¢ And the armed men went before 
the priests that blew with the trumpets, 
and the rereward came after the ark, the 
priests going on, and blowing with the 

- trumpets. 

10 And Joésh’-0-4 had commanded the 
people, saying, Ye shall not shout, nor 
make any noise with your voice, neither 
shall any word proceed out of your 
mouth, until the day I bid you shout; 
then shall ye shout. 

11 So the ark of the LorD compassed 
the city, going about it once: and they 
came into the camp, and lodged in the 


camp. 

12 % And Josh’-t-a rose early in the 
morning, and the priests took up the ark 
of the Lorp. 

13 And seven priests bearing seven 
trumpets of rams’ horns before the ark 
of the Lorp went on continually, and 
blew with the trumpets: and the armed 
men went before them; but the rereward 
came after the.ark of the LorD, the priests 
going on, and blowing with the trumpets. 

14 And the second day they compassed 
the city once, and returned into the camp: 
so they did six days. 

~ 15 And it came to pass on the seventh 
day, that they rose early about the dawn- 
ing of the day, and compassed the city 
after the same manner seven times: only. 
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on that day they compassed the city seven 
times. 

16 And it came to pass at the seventh 
time, when the priests blew with the 
trumpets, Josh’-0-a said unto the people, 
serail for the Lorp hath given you the 
city. 

17 @ And >the city shall be accursed, 
even it, and all that are therein, to the 
Lorp: only Ra’-hab the harlot shall live, 
she and all that are with her in the house, 
because she hid the messengers that we 
sent. 

18 And ye, in any wise keep yourselves 
from the accursed thing, lest ye make 
yourselves accursed, when ye take of the 
accursed thing, and make the camp of 
1s’-ra-é] a curse, and trouble it. 

19 But all the silver, and gold, and ves- 
sels of brass and iron, are consecrated 
unto the Lorp: they shall come into the 
treasury of the Lorp. 

20: So the people shouted when the 
priests blew with the trumpets: and it 
came to pass, when the people heard the 
sound of the trumpet, and the people 
shouted with a great shout, that the wall 
fell down flat, so that the people went up 
into the city, every man straight before 
him, and they took the city. 

21 And they utterly destroyed all that 
was in the city, both man and woman, 
young and old, and ox, and sheep, and 
ass, with the edge of the sword. 

22 But Josh’-0-a had said unto the two 
men that had spied out the country, Go 
into the harlot’s house, and bring out 
thence the woman, and all that she hath, 
as ye sware unto her. 

23 And the young men that were spies 
went in, and brought out Ra’-hab, and 
her father, and her mother, and her 
brethren, and all that she had; and they 
brought out all her kindred, and left 
them without the camp of Is’-ra-él. 

24 And they burnt the city with fire, 
and all that was therein: only the silver, 
and the gold, and the vessels of brass and 
of iron, they put into the treasury of the 
house of the Lorp. 

25 And Josh’-t-a saved Ra’-hab the 
harlot alive, and her father’s household, 
and all that she had; and she dwelleth in 
1s’-ra-él even unto this day; because she 
hid the messengers, which Josh’-i-a sent 
to spy out Jér’-i-cho. 

26 @ And Josh’-t-a adjured them at 
that time, saying, Cursed be the man 
before the Lorp, that riseth up and 
buildeth this city Jér’-i-ch6: he shall lay 
the foundation thereof in his firstborn, 
and in his youngest son shall he set up 
the gates of it. y a 

27 Sothe Lorn was with Josh’-i-a;-and 
his fame was noised throughout all the 
country. 
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Chapter 7 


Bo the children of Is’-ra-é1 committed 

a trespass in the accursed thing: for 
A’-chan, the son of Car’-mi, the son of 
Zab’-di, the son of Zé’-rah, of the tribe of 
Ja’-dah, took of the accursed thing: and 
the anger of the Lorp was kindled against 
the children of f§’-ra-él. 

2 And Jésh’-0-4 sent men from Jér’- 
i-cho to A’-i, which is beside Béth—a’-vén, 
on the east side of Béth’-é€l, and spake 
unto them, saying, Go up and view the 
country. And the men went up and 
viewed A’-i. ; hk 

3 And they returned to Josh’-i-a, and 
said unto him, Let not all the people go 
up; but let about two or three thousand 
men go up and smite A’-i; and make not 
all the people to labour thither; for they 
are but few. 

4 So there went up thither of the people 
about three thousand men: and they fled 
before the men of A’-i. 

5 And the men of A’-i smote of them 
about thirty and six men: for they chased 
them from before the gate even unto 
Shéb’-a-rim, and smote them in the going 
down: wherefore the hearts of the people 
melted, and became as water. 

6 ¢ And Josh’-i-a rent his clothes, and 
fell to the earth upon his face before the 
ark of the LorpD until the eventide, he and 
the elders of I8’-ra-él, and put dust upon 
their heads. 

7 And Josh’-G-a said, Alas, O Lord 
Gop, wherefore hast thou at all brought 
this people over Jor’-dan, to deliver us 
into the hand of the Am/-G6-rites, to de- 
stroy us? would to God we had been 
pone and dwelt on the other side J6ér’- 

an! 

8 O Lord, what shall I say, when Is’- 
ra-é] turneth their backs before their 
enemies! 

9 For the Ca’-na-an-ites and all the in- 
habitants of the land shall hear of it, and 
shall environ us round, and cut off our 
name from the earth: and what wilt thou 
do unto thy great name? 

10 fAnd the Lorn said unto Jésh’-t-a, 
Get thee up; wherefore liest thou thus 
upon thy face? 

11 Is’-ra-é] hath sinned, and they have 
also transgressed my covenant which I 
commanded them: for they have even 
taken of the accursed thing, and have al- 
so stolen, and dissembled also, and they 
have put it even among their own stuff. 

12 Therefore the children of 1§’-ra-él 
could not stand before their enernies, but 
turned their backs before their enemies, 
because they were accursed: neither will 
I be with you any more, except ye destroy 
the accursed from among you. 

13 Up, sanctify the people, and say, 
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Sanctify yourselves against to morrow: 
for thus saith the Lorp God of Is’-ra-él, 
There is an accursed thing in the midst of 
thee, O is’-ra-él: thou canst not stand 
before thine enemies, until ye take away 
the accursed thing from among you. 

14 In the morning therefore ye shall be 
brought according to your tribes: and it 
shall be, that the tribe which the LorpD 
taketh shall come according to the fami- 
lies thereof; and-the family which the 
Lorp shall take shall come by house- 
holds ; and the household which the LorpD 
shall take shall come man by man. 

15 And it shall be, that he that is taken 
with the accursed thing sha.: be burnt 
with fire, he and all that he hath: be- 
cause-he hath transgressed the covenant 
of the Lorn, and because he hath wrought 
folly in Is’-ra-él. 

16 @ So Jésh’-0-a rose up early in the 
morning, and brought Is’-ra-él by their 
tribes ; and the tribe of Ja’-dah was taken: 

17 And he brought the family of Jia’- 
dah; and he took the family of the Zar’- 
hites: and he brought the family of the 
Zar’-hites man by man; and Zab’-di was 


taken: 

18 And he brought his household man 
by man; and A’-chan, the son of Car’- 
mi, the son of Zab’-di, the son of Zé’-rah, 
of the tribe of Ja’-dah, was taken. 

19 And Josh’-t-4 said unto A’-chan, 
My son, give, I pray thee, glory to the 
Leorp God of Is’-ra-él, and make confes- 
sion unto him; and tell me now what 
thou hast done; hide it not from me. 

20 And A’-chan answered Jdsh’-0-a, 
and said, Indeed I have sinned against the 
Lorp God of Is’-ra-él, and thus and thus 
have I done: 

21 When I saw among the spoils a 
goodly Bab-y-l6’-nish garment, and two 
hundred shé’-kéls of silver, and a wedge 
of gold of fifty shé’-kéls weight, then I 
coveted therm, and took them; and, be- 
hold, they are hid in the earth in the midst 
of my tent, and the silver under it. 

22 ¥ So Josh’-0-a sent messengers, and 
they ran unto the tent; and, behold, it 
was hid in his tent, and the silver under 


it. 

23 And they took them out of the midst 
of the tent, and brought them unto Jésh’- 
u-a, and unto all the children of i8’-r4-él, 
and laid them out before the Lorn. 

24 And Josh’-0-a, and all is’-ra-é1 with 
him, took A’-chan the son of Zé’-rah, and 
the silver, and the garment, and the 
wedge of gold, and his sons, and his 
daughters, and his oxen, and his asses, 
and his sheep, and his tent, and all that 
he had: and they brought them unto the 
valley of A’-chér. 

25 And Joésh’-0-a said, Why hast thou 
troubled us? the Lorn shall trouble thee 
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this day. And all Is’-ra-&l stoned him with 
stones, and burned them with fire, after 
they had stoned them with stones. 

26. And they raised over him a great 
heap of stones unto this day. So the Lorp 
_ turned from the fierceness of his anger. 
Wherefore the name of that place was 
cane, The valley of A’-chér, unto this 

ay. 


Chapter 8 


ND the Lorp said unto Jésh’-i-a, 

Fear not, neither be thou dismayed: 

take all the people of war with thee, and 

arise, go up to A’-i: see, I have given into 

thy hand the king of A’-i, and his people, 
and his city, and his land: 

2 And thou shalt do to 4’-iand her king 
as thou didst unto Jér’-i-cho and her 
king: only the spoil thereof, and the cat- 
tle thereof, shall ye take for a prey unto 
yourselves: lay thee an ambush for the 
city behind it. 

3 ¢ So Jésh’-i-a arose, and all the peo- 
ple of war, to go up against A’-i: and 
Josh’-U-a chose out thirty thousand 
mighty men of valour, and sent them 
away by night. 

4 And he commanded them, saying, 
Behold, ye shail lie in wait against the 
city, even behind the city: go not very far 
from the city, but be ye all ready: 

5 And I, and all the people that are with 
me, will approach unto the city: and it 
‘ shall come to pass, when they come out 

against us, as at the first, that we will flee 

before them, 

6 (For they will come out after us) till 

. we have drawn them from the city; for 
they will say, They flee before us, as at 
the first: therefore we will flee before 
them. 

7 Then ye shall rise up from the am- 
bush, and seize upon the city: for the 
per? your God will deliver it into your 
hand. 

8 And it shall be, when ye have taken 
the city, that ye shall set the city on fire: 
according to the commandment of the 
Lorp shall ye do. See, I have command- 
ed you, 

9 ¢ Josh’-i-a therefore sent them forth: 
and they went to lie in ambush, and 
abode between Béth’—él and A’-i, on the 
west side of A’-i: but Josh’-i-a lodged 
that night among the people. . 

10 And Josh’-t-a rose up early in the 
morning, and numbered the people, and 
went up, he and the elders of 18’-ra-é1, be- 
fore the people to A’-i. 

11 And all the people, even the people 
of war that were with him, went up, and 
‘drew nigh, and came before the city, and 
pitched on the north side of A’-i: now 
there was a valley between them and A’-i. 

12 And he took about five thousand 
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men, and set them to lie in ambush be- 
tween Béth’—él and A’-i, on the west side 
of the city. 

13 And when they had set the people, 
even all the host that was on the north of 
the city, and their liers in wait on the west 
of the city, Jésh’-i-4 went that night into 
the midst of the valley. 

14 @ And it came to pass, when the 
king of A’-i saw it, that they hasted and 
rose up early, and the men of the city 
went out against Is’-ra-él to battle, he and 
all his people, at a time appointed, before 
the plain; but he wist not that there were 
licts in ambush against him behind the 
city. 

15 And Jésh’-i-a and all is’-ra-é1 made 
as if they were beaten before them, and 
fled by the way of the wilderness. 

16 And all the people that were in A’-i 
were called together to pursue after them: 
and they pursued after Jésh’-i-a, and 
were drawn away from the city. 

17_And there was not a man left in A’-i 
or Béth’—él, that went not out after {8’- 
ra-él: and they left the city open, and 
pursued after [s’-ra-él. 

18 And the Lorp said unto Jésh’-0-a, 
Stretch out the spear that is in thy hand 
toward A’-i; for I will give it into thine 
hand. And Josh’-0-4 stretched out the 
spear that he had in his hand toward the 
city. 

19 And the ambush arose quickly out 
of their place, and they ran as soon as he 
had stretched out his hand: and they 
entered into the city, and took it, and 
hasted and set the city on fire. 

20 And when the men of A’-i looked be- 
hind them, they saw, and, behold, the 
smoke of the city ascended up to heaven, 
and they had no power to flee this way or 
that way: and the people that fled to the 
wilderness turned. back upon the pur- 
suers. ‘ 

21 And when Josh’-i-a and all is’-ra-él 
saw that the ambush had taken the city, 
and that the smoke of the city ascended, 
shen they turned again, and slew the men 
of A’-i. 

22 And the other issued out of the city 
against them; so they were in the midst 
of i8’-ra-él, some on this side, and some 
on that side: and they smote them, so 
that they let none of them remain or 
escape. 

23 And the king of A’-i they took alive, 
and brought him to Jésh’-i-a._ 

24 And it came to pass, when I8’-ra-él 
had made an end of slaying all the in- 
habitants of A’-i in the field, in the wilder- 
ness wherein they chased them, and when 
they were all fallen on the edge of the 
sword, until they were consumed, that all 
the is’-ra-él-ites returned unto A’-i, and 
smote it with the edge of the sword. 
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25 And so it was, that all that fell that 
day, both of men and women, were 
twelve thousand, even all the men of A’-i. 

26 For Jésh’-t-4 drew not his hand 
back, wherewith he stretched out the 
spear, until he had utterly destroyed all 
the inhabitants of A’-i. . 

27 Only the cattle and the spoil of that 
city is’-ra-él took for a prey unto them- 
selves, according unto the word of the 
Lorp which he commanded Jésh’-0-a, 

28 And Jésh’-t-a burnt A’-i, and made 
it an heap for ever, even a desolation un- 
to this day. be 

29 And the king of A’-i he hanged on a 
tree until eventide: and as soon as the 
sun was down, Josh’-0-4 commanded 
that they should take his carcase down 
from the tree, and cast it at the entering 
of the gate of the city, and raise thereon a 
great heap of stones, that remaineth unto 
this day. ; 

30 ¢ Then Jésh’-i-a built an altar unto 

the Lorp God of {§’-ra-é1 in mount E’- 
bal, 
31 As M@O’-8és the servant of the LorD 
commanded the children of I8’-ra-él, as it 
is written in the book of the law of M6’- 
$és, an altar of whole stones, over which 
no man hath lift up any iron: and they 
offered thereon burnt offerings unto the 
Lorp, and sacrificed peace offerings. 

32 ¢ And he wrote there upon the 
stones a copy of the law of MO6’-sé8, 
which he wrote in the presence of the chil- 
dren of I8’-ra-él. 

33 And all i8s’-ra-él, and their elders, 
and officers, and their judges, stood on 
this side the ark and on that side before 
the priests the Lé’-vites, which bare the 
ark of the covenant of the LorD, as well 
the stranger, as he that was born among 
them; half of them over against mount 
Gé-ri’-zim, and half of them over against 
mount E’-bal; as M6’-sés the servant of 
the Lorp had commanded before, that 
they should bless the people of fs’-ra-él. 

34 And afterward he read all the words 
of the law, the blessings and cursings, 
according to all that is written in the 
book of the law. 

35 There was not a word of all that 
M6’-sés commanded, which Josh’-0-a 
read not before all\the congregation of 
Is’-ra-él, with the women, and the little 
ones, and the strangers that were con- 
versant among them. 


Chapter 9 


ND it came to pass, when all the kings 
which were on this side Jér’-dan, in 

the hills, and in the valleys, and in all the 
coasts of the great sea over against Léb’- 
a-non, the Hit’-tite, and the Am’-6-rite, 
the Ca’-na-an-ite, the Pé-riz’-zite, the Hi’- 
vite, and the Jéb’-ii-site, heard thereof; 
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2 That they gathered themselves togeth- 
er, to fight with Jésh’-0-4 and with I8’- 
ra-él, with one accord. : 

3 ¢ And when the inhabitants of Gib’- 
é-on heard what Jésh’-0-a4 had done unto 
Jér’-i-cho and to A’-i, 

4 They did work wilily, and went and 
made as if they had been ambassadors, 
and took old sacks upon their asses, and 
wine bottles, old, and rent, and bound 


up; . 

> And old shoes and clouted upon their 
feet, and old garments upon them; and 
all the bread of their provision was dry 
and mouldy. 3 jf 

6 And they went to Jésh’-t-4 unto the 
camp at Gil’-gal, and said unto him, and 
to the men of I8’-ra-él, We be come from 
a far country: now therefore make ye a 
league with us. “ 

7 And the men of Is’-ra-él said unto the 
Hi’-vites, Peradventure ye dwell among 
us; and how shall we make a league with 
you? 

8 And they said unto Jésh’-i-a, We 
are thy servants. And Jésh’-0-a said unto 
them, Who are ye? and from whence 
come ye? 

9 And they said unto him, From a very 
far country thy servants are come be- 
cause of the name of the LorD thy God: 
for we have heard the fame of him, and 
all that he did in E’-gypt, 

10 And all that he did to the two kings 
of the Am/’-6-rites, that were beyond J6r’- 
dan, to Si’-h6n king of Hésh’-bon, and to 
Og king of Ba’-shan, which was at Ash’- 
ta-roth. 

11 Wherefore our elders and all the in- 
habitants of our country spake to us, 
saying, Take victuals with you for the 
journey, and go to meet them, and say 
unto them, We are your servants: there- 
fore now make ye a league with us. 

12 This our bread we took hot for our 
provision out of our houses on the day 
we came forth to go unto you; but now, 
behold, it is dry, and it is mouldy: 

3 And these bottles of wine, which we 
filled, were new; and, behold, they be 
rent: and these our garments and our 
shoes are become old by reason of the 
very long journey. 

14 And the men took of their victuals, 
and asked not counsel at the mouth of 
the Lorp. | 

15 And Josh’-0-a4 made peace withthem, 
and made a league with them, to let 
them live: and the princes of the congre- 
gation sware unto them. 

16 ¢@ And it came to pass at the end of 
three days after they had made a league 
with them, that they heard that they were 
their neighbours, and that they dwelt 
among them. . 

17 And the children of i8’-rd-é] jour- 
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The Sun and the Moon Stand Still 


neyed, and came unto their cities on the 
third day. Now their cities were Gib’-é- 
on, and Ché-phi’-rah, and Béér’-dth, and 
Kir’-jath—jé’-a-rim. : 

18 And the children of is’-rd-é1 smote 


_ them not, because the princes of the con- 


gregation had sworn unto them by the 
Lorp God of I8’-ra-é]. And all the con- 
gregation murmured against the princes. 

19 But all the princes said unto all the 
congregation, We haye sworn unto them 
by the Lorp God of Is’-ra-é1: now there- 
fore we may not touch them. 

20 This we will do to them; we will even 
let them live, lest wrath be upon us, be- 
cause of the oath which we sware unto 


them. 

21 And the princes said unto them, Let 
them live ; but let them be hewers of wood 
and drawers of water unto all the congre- 
gation; as the princes had promised them. 
~ 22 @ And Josh’-ii-a called for them, 
and he spake unto them, saying, Where- 
fore have ye beguiled us, saying, We are 
very far from you; when ye dwell among 
us? 

23 Now therefore ye are cursed, and 
there shall none of you be freed from be- 
ing bondmen, and hewers of wood and

24 And they answered Joésh’-0-a4, and 
said, Because it was certainly told thy 
servants, how that the Lorp thy God 
commanded his servant M6’-sés to give 
you all the land, and to destroy all the 
inhabitants of the land from before you, 
therefore we were sore afraid of our 
lives because of you, and have done this 
thing. 

25 ean now, behold, we are in thine 
hand: as it seemeth good and right unto 
thee to do unto us, do. 

26 And so did he unto them, and de- 
livered them out of the hand of the chil- 
dren of {8’-ra-él, that they slew them not. 

27 And Josh’-i-a made them that day 
hewers of wood and drawers of water for 
the congregation, and for the altar of the 
Lorp, even unto this day, in the place 
which he should choose. 


Chapter 10 


OW it came to pass, when Ad’-6-ni- 
zé’-déc king of Jé-rai’-sa-lém had 
heard how Jésh’-t-a had taken A’-i, and 
had utterly destroyed it; as he had done 
to Jér’-i-ch6 and her king, so he had done 
to A’-i and her king; and how the in- 
habitants of Gib’-é-on had made peace 
with is’-ra-él, and were among them; 
2 Thatthey feared greatly, because Gib’- 
 é-on was a great city, as one of the royal 
cities, and because it was greater than 
A’-i, and all the men thereof were mighty. 
3 Wherefore Ad’-6-ni-zé’-déc king of

chish, and unto Dé’-bir king of £g’-l6n, 
saying, 

4 Come up unto me, and help me, that 
we may smite Gib’-é-on: for it hath made 
peace with Josh’-i-a and with the chil- 
dren of Is’-ra-él. 

5 Therefore the five kings of the Am’-3- 
rites, the king of Jé-ra’-sa-lém, the king 
of Hé’-bron, the king of Jar’-mith, the 
king of La’-chish, the king of Eg’-l6n, 
gathered themselves together, and went 
up, they and all their hosts, and encamped 
before Gib’-é-on, and made war against 


it. 

6 ¢ And the men of Gib’-é-on sent un- 
to Josh’-0-a to the camp to Gil’-gal, say- 
ing, Slack not thy hand from thy ser- 
vants; come up to us quickly, and save 
us, and help us: for all the kings of the 
Am/’-6-rites that dwell in the mountains 
are gathered together against us. 

7 So Jésh’-ii-a ascended from Gil’-gal, 
he, and all the people of war with him, 
and all the mighty men of valour. 

8 ¢ And the Lorp said unto Jésh’-i-a, 
Fear them not: for I have delivered them 
into thine hand; there shall not a man of 
them stand before thee. 

9 Josh’-0-a4 therefore came unto them 
exddesiyy and went up from Gil’-gal all 
night. 

10 And the Lorp discomfited them be- 
fore Is’-ra-él, and slew them with a great 
slaughter at Gib’-é-on, and chased them 
along the way that goeth up to Béth- 
hor’-on, and smote them to A-zé’-kah, 
and unto Mak-ké’-dah. 

11 And it came to pass, as they fled 
from before Is’-ra-él, and were in the go- 
ing down to Béth-hér’-6n, that the Lorp 
cast down great stones from heaven upon 
them unto A-zé’-kah, and they died: they 
were more which died with hailstones 
than they whom the children of is’-rd-é] 
slew with the sword. 

12 ¢ Then spake Josh’-i1-4 to the Lorp 
in the day when the Lorp- delivered up 
the Am/’-6-rites before the children of is’- 
ra-él, and he said in the sight of I8’-ra-él, 
Sun, stand thou still upon Gib’-8-on; and 
thou, Moon, in the valley of Aj’-a-l6n. 

13 And the sun stood still, and the 
moonstayed, until the people had avenged 
themselves upon their enemies. Js not 
this written in the book of Jash’-ér? So 
the sun stood still in the midst of heaven, 
and hasted not to go down about a whole 


ay. 
14 And there was no day like that be- 
fore it or after it, that the Lorp hearken- 
ed unto the voice of a man: for the Lorp 
fought for Is’-ra-él. 
15 ¢ And Josh’-t-a returned, and all 
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{g/-ra-é1 with him, unto the camp to Gil’- 


al. f 
er6 But these five kings fied, _and hid 
themselves in a cave at Mak-ké’-dah. 

17 And it was told Josh’-U-a, saying, 
The five kings are found hid in a cave at 
Mak-ke’-dah. : 

18 And Jésh’-7-a said, Roll great stones 
upon the mouth of the cave, and set men 
by it for to keep them: 

19 And stay ye not, but pursue after 
your enemies, and smite the hindmost of 
them; suffer them not to enter into their 
cities: for the LorD your God hath de- 
livered them into your hand. oni yn, 

20 And it came to pass, when Josh’-i-a 
and the children of is’-ra-é] had made an 
end of slaying them with a very great 
slaughter, till they were consumed, that 
the rest which remained of them entered 
into fenced cities. 

21 And all the people returned to the 
camp to Jésh’-t-4 at. Mak-ké’-dah in 
peace: none moved his tongue against 
any of the children of is’-ra-él. 

22 Then said Josh’-0-4, Open the mouth 
of the cave, and bring out those five 
kings unto me out of the cave. 

23 And they did so, and brought forth 
those five kings unto him out of the cave, 
the king of Jé-ra’-sa-lém, the king of 
He’-bron, the king of Jar’-math, the king 
of La’-chish, and the king of Eg’-lon. 

24 And it came to pass, when they 
brought out those kings unto Josh’-0-a, 
that Josh’-0-a called for all the men of 
is’-ra-él, and said unto the captains of 
the men of war which went with him, 
Come near, put your feet upon the necks 
of these kings. And they came near, 
and put their feet upon the necks of 
them. ee 

25 And Jésh’-t-a said unto them, Fear 
not, nor be dismayed, be strong and of 
good courage: for thus shall the Lorp 
do to all your enemies against whom ye 


ght. 

26 And afterward Jdésh’-0-a smote 
them, and slew them, and hanged them 
on five trees: and they were hanging 
upon the trees until the evening. 

27 And it came to pass at the time of 
the going down of the sun, that Josh’- 


-a commanded, and they took them ki 


down off the trees, and cast them into the 
cave wherein they had been hid, and laid 
great stones in the cave’s mouth, which 
remain until this very day. 

28 ¢ And that day Josh’-ii-a took Mak- 
ké’-dah, and smote it with the edge of the 
sword, and the king thereof he utterly 
destroyed, them, and all the souls that 
were therein; he let none remain: and he 


did to the king of Mak-ké’-dah as he did é 


unto the king of Jér’-i-cho. 
29 Then J6ésh’-0-a passed from Mak- 
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ké’-dah, and all is’-ra-é1 with him, unto 
Lib’-nah, and fought against Lib’-nah: 

30 And the Lorp delivered it also, and 
the king thereof, into the hand of Is’-ra- 
él; and he smote it with the edge of the 
sword, and all the souls that were therein; 
he let none remain in it; but did unto the 
king thereof as he did unto the king of 
Jér’-i-cho. 2 

31 ¢ And Jésh’-t-a passed from Lib’- 
nah, and all is’-ra-é1 with him, unto La’- 
chish, and encamped against it, and 
fought against it: 

32 And the Lorp delivered La’-chish 
into the hand of Is’-ra-él, which took it 
on the second day, and smote it with the 
edge of the sword, and all the souls that 
were therein, according to all that he had 
done to Lib’-nah. : 

33 Q@ Then Ho6r’-am king of Gé’-zér 
came up to help La’-chish; and Josh’-0-a 
smote him and his people, until he had 
left him none remaining. 

34 Q And. from La’-chish Jésh’-i-a 
passed unto Eg’-lon, and all Is’-ra-él with 
him; and they encamped against it, and 
fought against it: 

35 And they took it on that day, and 
smote it with the edge of the sword, and 
all the souls that were therein he utterly 
destroyed that day, according to all that 
he had done to La’-chish. a 

36 And Jésh’-t-a went up from Eg’-l6n, 
and all is’-ra-él with him, unto Hé’-bron; 
and they fought against it: 

37 And they took it, and smote it with 
the edge of the sword, and the king 
thereof, and all the cities thereof, and all 
the souls that were therein; he left none 
remaining, according to all that he had 
done to Eg’-lon; but destroyed it utterly, 
and all the souls that were therein. 

,38 & And Jésh’-i-a returned, and all 
1s’-ra-él with him, to Dé’-bir; and fought 
against it: 

39 And he took it, and the king thereof, 
and all the cities thereof; and they smote 
them with the edge of the sword, and 
utterly destroyed all the souls that were 
therein; he left none remaining: as he 
had done to-Hé’-bron, so he did to Dé’- 
bir, and to the king thereof; as he 
had done also to Lib’-nah, and to her 


ng. 
40 @¥ So Josh’-t-a smote all the country 
of the hills, and of the south, and of the 
vale, and of the springs, and all their 
kings: he left none remaining, but utterly 
destroyed all that breathed, as the Lorp 
God of Is’-ra-é1 commanded. 

41 And Josh’-i-a smote them from Ka’- 
désh—bar’-né-a even unto Ga’-za, and all 
the country of GO’-shén, even unto Gib’- 


-On. 
42 And all these kings and their land 
did Joésh’-i-a take: at one time, because 
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the Lorp God of is’-ra-8l fought for 
I8’-ra-él. 

43 And Josh’-0-a returned, and all fs’- 
ra-€] with him, unto the camp to Gil’-gal. 


Chapter 11 


NDit came to pass, when Ja’-bin king 
of Ha’-zér had heard those things, 
that he sent to JO’-bab king of Ma’-dén, 


' and to the king of Shim/’-r6én, and to the 


’ king of Ach’-shaph, 

2 And to the kings that were on the 
north of the mountains, and of the plains 
south of Chin’-né-roth, and in the valley, 
and in the borders of Dér on the west, 

3 And to the Ca’-na-an-ite on the east 
and on the west, and to the Am/-6-rite, 
and the Hit’-tite, and the Pé-riz’-zite, and 
the Jéb’-ii-site in the mountains, and to 
the Hi’-vite under Hér’-mon in the land 
of Miz’-péh. 

-4 And they went out, they and all their 
hosts with them, much people, even as 
the sand that is upon the sea shore in 

' multitude, with horses and chariots very 
many. 

5 And when all these kings were met 
together, they came and pitched together 
at the waters of Mé’-rom, to fight against 
Is’-ra-él. 

6 ¢ And the LorD said unto Jésh’-i-a, 
Be not afraid because of them: for to 
morrow about this time will I deliver 
them up all slain before Is’-ra-él: thou 
shalt hough their horses, and burn their 
chariots with fire. 

7 So Josh’-w-a came, and all the people 
of war with him, against them by the wa- 

- ters of Mé’-r6m suddenly; and they fell 
upon them. : 

8 And the Lorp delivered them into 
the hand of fs’-ra-é1, who smote them, 
and chased them unto great Zi’-don, and 
unto Mis’-ré-photh-ma’-im, and unto 
the valley of Miz’-péh eastward; and they 
smote them, until they left them none 
remaining. 

9 And Jésh’-i-a did unto them as the 
Lorp bade him: he houghed their horses, 
and burnt their chariots with fire. 

10 ¢ And Josh’-t-a at that time turned 
back, and took Ha’-zér, and smote the 
king thereof with the sword: for Ha’-zér 
beforetime was the head of all those 
kingdoms. 

11 And they smote all the souls that 
were therein with the edge of the sword, 
utterly destroying them: there was not 
any left to breathe: and he burnt Ha’- 
zor with fire. ‘ 

12 And all the cities of those kings, and 
all the kings of them, did Josh’-i-a take, 

“and smote them with the edge of the 
sword, and he utterly destroyed them, as 
Mo’-sé8 the servant of the LorD com- 
manded. ; 
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13 But as for the cities that stood still in 
their strength, 18’-ra-é1 burned none of 
them, save Ha’-zér only; that did Jésh’- 
t-a burn. 

14 And all the spoil of these cities, and 
the cattle, the children of I8’-ra-é1 took 
for a prey unto themselves; but every 
man they smote with the edge of the 
sword, until they had destroyed them, 
neither left they any to breathe. 

15 @ As the LorD commanded M6’-88§ 
his servant, so did Mo’-8&§ command 
Jésh’-i-a, and so did Jésh’-i-a; he left 
nothing undone of all that the Lorp com- 
manded M60’-Sés. 

16 So Jésh’-i-a took all that land, the 
hills, and all the south country, and all 
the land of G6’-shén, and the valley, and 
the plain, and the mountain of i§/-ra-él, 
and the valley of the same; 

17 Even from the mount Ha’-lak, that 
goeth up to Sé’-ir, even unto Ba’-al-gad 
in the valley of Léb’-a-non under mount 
Hér’-mon: and all their kings he took, 
and smote them, and slew them. 

18 Josh’-U-4 made war a long time with 
all those kings. 

19 There was not a city that made peace 
with the children of [8*-ra-él, save the 
Hi’-vites the inhabitants of Gib’-é-on: 
all other they took in battle. 

For it was of the Lorp to harden 
their hearts, that they should come against 
Is’-ra-él in: battle, that he might destroy 
them utterly, and that they might have no 
favour, but that he might destroy them, 
as the Lorp commanded M6’-Sés. 

21 @ And at that time came Jésh’-i-a, 
and cut off the An’-a-kim§ from the 
mountains, from Hé’-bron, from Dé’- 
bir, from A’-nab, and from all the moun- 
tains of Ja/-dah, and from all the moun- 
tains of I8’-ra-él: Josh’-0-a destroyed 
them utterly with their cities. | 

22 There was none of the An’-a-kims 
left in the land of the children of fs’-ra-&1: 
only in Ga’-za, in Gath, and in Ash’-déd, 
there remained. 

23 So Joésh’-ti-a took the whole land, 
according to all that the LorD said unto 
M6O’-sés ; and JOsh’-i-a gave it for an in- 
heritance unto I$’-ra-él according to their 
divisions by their tribes. And the land 
rested from war.

OW these are the kings of the land,

5 And reigned in mount Hér’-mon, and 
in Sal’-cah, and in all Ba’-shan, unto the 
border of the Gé-shii’-rites and the Ma- 
ach’-a-thites, and half Gil’-é-ad, the bor- 
der of Si’-hén king of Hésh’-bon. 

6 Them did M6’-sés the servant of the 
Lorp and the children of Is’-ra-él smite: 
and MO’-sés the servant of the Lorp gave 
it for a possession unto.the Réu’-bén-ites, 
and the Gad’-ites, and the half tribe of 
Ma-nas’-séh. : 

7 @ And these are the kings of the 
country which Jésh’-ii-a and the children 
of {s’-ra-é1 smote on this side J6r’-dan on 
the west, from Ba’-al-gad in the valley of 
Léb’-a-non even unto the mount Ha’-lak, 
that goeth up to Sé’-ir; which Jésh’- 
ti-a gave unto the tribes of I8’-ra-él for 
a possession according to their divi- 
sions ; 

8 In the mountains, and in the valleys, 
and in the plains, and in the springs, and 
in the wilderness, and in the south coun- 
try ; the Hit’-tites, the Am/’-6-rites, and the 
Ca’-na-an-ites, the Pé-riz’-zites, the Hi’- 
vites, and the Jéb’-ii-sites: 

9 @ The king of Jér’-i-ch6, one; the 
king of A’-i, which is beside Béth’-él, 
one;

11 The king of Jar’-mith, one; the king 
of La’-chish, one; 

12 The king of Eg’-lon, one; the king of 
Gé’-zér, one; 

13 The king of Dé’-bir, one; the king 
of Gé’-dér, one; 

14 The king of Hor’-mah, one; the king 
of Ar’-ad, one; : 

15, The king of Lib’-nah, one; the king 
of A-dul’-lam, one; . 

16 The king of Mak-ké’-dah, one; the 
king of Béth’-€l, one;

Chapter 13 


OW Josh’-t-a was old and stricken 

in years; and the LorD said unto 

him, Thou art old and stricken in years, 

and there remaineth yet very much land 
to be possessed. 

2 This is the land that yet remaineth: all 
the borders of the Phil’-is-tines, and all 
Gé-shit’-ri, 

3 From Si’-hér, which is before E’-gypt, 
even unto the borders of Ek’-ron north- 
ward, which is counted to the Ca’-na-an- 
ite: five lords of the Phil’-is-tines; the 
Ga’-za-thites, and the Ash’-do-thites, the 
Esh’-ka-lon-ites, the Git’-tites, and the 
Ek’-ron-ites; also the A’-vites: 

4 From the south, all the land of the 
Ca’-na-an-ites, and Mé-ar’-ah that is be- 
side the Si-dd’-ni-ans unto A’-phék, to 
the borders of the Am/’-6-rites: 

5 And the land of the Gib’-lites, and all 
Léb’-a-non, toward the sunrising, from 
Ba’-al-gad under mount Hér’-mon unto 
the entering into Ha’-math. 

6 All the inhabitants of the hill country 
from Léb’-a-non unto Mis’-ré-photh— 
ma’-im, and all the Si-dd’-ni-ans, them 
will I drive out from before the children 
of {s’-ra-él: only divide thou it by lot un- 
to the 18’-ra-él-ites for an inheritance, as 
I have commanded thee. 

7 Now therefore divide this land for an 
inheritance unto the nine tribes, and the 
half tribe of Ma-nas’-séh, 

8 With whom the Réu’-bén-ites and the 
Gad’-ites have received their inheritance, 
which MO’-8é8 gave them, beyond Jér’- 
dan eastward, even as MO’-8é§ the ser- 
vant of the LorD gave them; 

9 From A-rd’-ér, that is upon the bank 
of the river Ar’-non, and the city that is 
in the midst of the river, and all the plain 
of Mé’-dé-ba unto Di’-bon; 

10 And all the cities of Si’-hén king of 
the Am/’-6-rites, which reigned in Hésh’- 
bon, unto the border of the children of 
Am’-mon; 

11 And Gil’-é-ad, and the border of the 
Gé-shii’-rites and Ma-ach’-a-thites, and 
all mount Hér’-mon, and all Ba’-shan 
unto Sal’-cah; 2 

12 All the kingdom of 6g in Ba’-shan, 
which reigned in Ash’-ta-roth and in Ed’- 
ré-i, who remained of the remnant of the 
giants: for these did M6’-sé§ smite, and 
cast them out. 

13 Nevertheless the children of {8’-ra-él 
expelled not the Gé-shii’-rites, nor the 
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Ma’-ach’-a-thites: but the Gé-shii’-rites 
and the Ma-ach’-a-thites dwell among the 
18’-rd-él-ites until this day. 

4 Only unto the tribe of Lé’-vi he gave 
hone inheritance; the sacrifices of the 
_ Lorp God of Is’-ra-é1 made by fire are 
' their inheritance, as he said unto them. 

15 % And M6’-sés gave unto the tribe 
of the children of Réu’-bén inheritance 
_ according to their families. i 

6 And their coast was from A-r6’-ér, 
that is on the bank of the river Ar’-non, 
and the city that is in the midst of the 
river, and all the plain by Mé’-dé-ba; 

17 Hésh’-bon, and all her cities that are 
in the plain; Di’-b6n, and Ba’-mdth—ba’- 
al, and Béth—ba’-al—mé’-on, 

18 And Ja-ha’-za, and Ké’-dé-m3oth, 
and Méph’-a-ath, 

19 And Kir-ja-tha’-im, and Sib’-mah, 
_and Zar’-éth-sha’-har in the mount of 
the valley, f 

20 And Béth—pé’-6r, and Ash’-ddth- 
pis’-gah, and Béth—jésh’-i-m6th, ; 

21 And all the cities of the plain, and 
all the kingdom of Si’-hon king of the 
Am/-6-rites, which reigned in Hésh’-b6n, 
whom M6O’-sés smote with the princes of 
Mid’-i-an, E’-vi, and Ré’-kém, and Zur, 
and Hur, and Ré’-ba, which were dukes 
of Si’-hon, dwelling in the country. 

22 ¢ Ba’-laam also the son of Bé’-6r, 
the soothsayer, did the children of Is’-ra- 
él slay with the sword among them that 
’ were slain by them. é 

23 And the border of the’children of 
Rév’-bén was Jér’-dan, and the border 
thereof. This was the inheritance of the 
- children of Réu’-bén after their families, 
the cities and the villages thereof. 

24 And MO’-sés gave inheritance unto 
the tribe of Gad, even unto the children 
of Gad according to their families. 

25 And their coast was Ja’-zér, and all 
the cities of Gil’-é-ad, and half the land 
of the children of Am’-mon, unto A-rd’- 
ér that is before Rab’-bah; ji 

26 And from Hésh’-bon unto Ra’- 
math-miz’-péh, and Bét’-d-nim; and 
from Ma-ha-na’-im unto the border of 
Dé’-bir ; aie EDTA 

27 And in the valley, Béth—ar’-am, and 
Béth-nim’-rah, and Suc’-coth, and Za’- 
phon, the rest of the kingdom of Si’-hon 
king of Hésh’-bon, J6r’-dan and his 
border, even unto the edge of the sea of 
Chin’-né-réth on the other side J6r’-dan 
eastward. . y l 

28 This is the inheritance of the chil- 
dren of Gad after their families, the 
cities, and their villages. i 

9 ¢ And MO’-sés gave inheritance un- 
‘to the half tribe of Ma-nas’-séh: and this 
was the possession of the half tribe of the 
children of Ma-nas’-séh by their families. 

30 And their coast was from Ma-ha- 
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na’-im, all Ba’-shan, all the kingdom of 
Og king of Ba’-shan, and all the towns of 
Ja’-ir, which are in Ba’-shan, threescore 
cities: 

31 And half Gil’-é-ad, and Ash’-ta-roth, 
and Ed’-ré-i, cities of the kingdom of 6g 
in Ba’-shan, were pertaining unto the chil- 
dren of Ma’-chir the son of Ma-nas’-séh, 
even to the one half of the children of 
Ma’-chir by their families. 

32 These are the countries which Mo’- 
$é§ did distribute for inheritance in the 
plains of M6’-ab, on the other side Jér’- 
dan, by Jér’-i-ch6, eastward. 

33 But unto the tribe of Lé’-vi Md’-8é§ 
gave not any inheritance: the Lorp God 
of I8’-ra-él was their inheritance, as he 
said unto them. 


Chapter 14 


ND these are the countries which the 
children of Is’-ra-él inherited in the 
land of Ca’-na-an, which El-é-a’-za4r the 
priest, and Josh’-0-a the son of Nin, and 
the heads of the fathers of the tribes of 
the children of 1s’-ra-él, distributed for 
inheritance to them. 

2 By lot was their inheritance, as the 
LorD commanded by the hand of M6’-

tribe. 

3 For M6O’-sés had given the inheritance 
of two tribes and an half tribe on the 
other side Jor’-dan: but unto the Lé’- 
vites he gave none inheritance among 
them. 

4 For the children of J6’-séph were two 
tribes, Ma-nas’-séh and #/-phra-im: 
therefore they gave no part unto the Lé’- 
vites in the land, save cities to dwell in, 
with their suburbs for their cattle and for 
their substance. 

5 As the Lorp commanded M@’-8é8, so 
the children of Is’-ra-él did, and they di- 
vided the land. 

6 ¢ Then the children of Ja’-dah came 
unto Josh’-i-a in Gil’-gal: and Ca’-léb 
the son of Jé-phun’-néh the Ké’-néz-ite 
said unto him, Thou knowest the thing 
that the LorpD said unto MG’-sés the man 
of God concerning me and thee in Ka’- 
désh—bar’-né-a. 

7 Forty years old was I when MO’-sé$ 
the servant of the Lorp sent me from 
Ka’-désh—bar’-né-a to espy out the land; 
and I brought him word again as it was 
in mine heart. 

8 Nevertheless my brethren that went 
up with me made the heart of the people 
ue but I wholly followed the Lorp my 

od. 

9 And MO’-sés sware on that day, say- 
ing, Surely the land whereon thy feet 
have trodden shall be thine inheritance, 
and thy children’s for ever, because thou 
hast wholly followed the Lorp my God. 
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10 And now, behold, the Lorp hath 
kept me alive, as he said, these forty and 
five years, even since the LorD spake this 
word unto Mo’-sés, while the children of 
{s’-ra-é] wandered in the wilderness: and 
now, lo, I am this day fourscore and five 
years old. - ; 

11 As yet I am as strong this day as I 
was in the day that M6’-sés sent me: as 
my strength was then, even so is my 
strength now, for war, both to go out, 
and to come in. ; 

12 Now therefore give me this moun- 
tain, whereof the Lorp spake in that day; 
for thou heardest in that day how the 
Kn/-A-kimS were there, and that the cities 
were great and fenced: if so be the LORD 
will be with me, then I shall be able to 
drive them out, as the Lorn said. 

13 And Josh’-ii-a blessed him, and gave 
unto Ca’-léb the son of Jé-phtin’-néh Hé’- 
bron for an inheritance. i 

14 Hé’-bron therefore became the in- 
heritance of Ca’-léb the son of Jé-phin’- 
néh the Ké’-néz-ite unto this day, because 
that ripen followed the Lorp God of 
js’-ra-él. 

15 And the name of Hé’-brén before 
was Kir’-jath—ar’-ba; which Ar’-ba was a 
great man among the An’-a-kims. And 
the land had rest from war. 


Chapter 15 


ie then was the lot of the tribe of 
the children of Ja’-dah by their fami- 
lies; even to the border of E’-dom the 
wilderness of Zin southward was the ut- 
termost part of the south coast. 

2, And their south border was from the

10 And they drave not out the Ca’-na- 
an-ites that dwelt in Gé’-zér : but the Ca’- 
na-an-ites dwell among the £’-phra- 
im-ites unto this day, and serve under

Chapter 17 


Bel was also a lot for the tribe of 
Ma-nas’-seh; for he was the firstborn 
of Jo’-séph; to wit, for Ma’-chir the first- 
born of Ma-nas’-séh, the father of Gil’- 
é-4d: because he was a man of war, there- 
fore he had Gil’-é-ad and Ba’-shan. 

2 There was also a Jot for the rest of the 
children of Ma-nas’-séh by their families ;

8 Now Ma-nas’-séh had the land of 
Tap’-pt-ah: but Tap’-pt-ah on the bor- 
der of Ma-nas’-séh belonged to the chil- 
dren of £’-phra-im; 

9 And the coast descended unto the 
river Ka’-nah, southward of the river: 
these cities of E’-phra-im are among the 
cities of Ma-nas’-sth: the coast of Ma- 
nas’-séh also was on the north side of the 
river, and the outgoings of it were at the 
sea: 

10 Southward it was E’-phra-im’s, and 
northward it was Ma-nas’-sth’s, and the 
sea is his border; and they met together

11 And _,Ma-nas’-séh had in Is’-sa-char 
and in Ash’-ér Béth-shé’-an and her 
towns, and {b’-lé-4m and her towns, and 
the inhabitants of Dor and her towns, 
and the inhabitants of En’—dér and her 
towns, and the inhabitants of Ta’-a-nach 
and her towns, and the inhabitants of 
Mé-gid’-dd and her towns, even three 
countries. . 

12 Yet the children of Ma-nas’-séh 
could not drive out the inhabitants of 
those cities; but the Ca’-na-an-ites would 
dwell in that land. 

13 Yet, it came to pass, when the chil- 
dren of Is’-ra-é1 were waxen strong, that 
they put the Ca’-na-an-ites to tribute; 
but did not utterly drive them out. 

14 And the children of JO’-séph spake 
unto Jésh’-i-a, saying, Why hast thou 
given me but one lot and one portion to 
inherit, seeing I am a great people, foras- 
much as the LorD hath blessed me hither- 


0? - 

15 And Joésh’-i-a answered them, If 
thou be a great people, then get thee up to 
the wood country, and cut down for thy- 
self there in the land of the Pé-riz’-zites 
and of the giants, if mount E’-phra-im be 
too narrow for thee. 

16 And the children of J6’-séph said, 
The hill is not enough for us: and all the

7 But the Lé’-vites have no part among 
you; for the priesthood of the Lorn is 
their inheritance: and Gad, and Réw’- 
bén, and half the tribe of Ma-nas’-séh, 
have received their inheritance beyond 
J6r’-dan on the east, which Mo’-sés the 
servant of the LorD gave them. 

8 ¢ And the men arose, and went 
away: and Josh’-0-a charged them that 
went to describe the land, saying, Go and 
walk through the land, and describe it, 
and come again to me, that I may here 
cast lots for you before the Lorp in 
Shi’-lGh. 

9 And the men went and passed through 
the land, and described it by cities into 
seven parts in a book, and came again to 
Josh’-U-a to the host at Shi’-loh. 

10 @ And Josh’-0-a cast lots for them 
in Shi’-Ioh before the Lorp: and there 
JOsh’-i-a divided the land unto the chil- 
dren of {8’-ra-é1 according to their divi- 
_ sions. 

11° ¢ And the lot of the tribe of the chil- 
dren of Bén’-ja-min came up according to 
their families: and the coast of their lot 
came forth between the children of Ju’- 
’ dah and the children of J6’-Séph. 

12 And their border on the north side 
was from J6ér’-dan; and the border went 
up to the side of Jér’-i-chd on the north 
side, and went up through the mountains 
westward; and the goings out thereof 
were at the wilderness of Béth—a’-vén.

_20 And Rab’-bith, and Kish’-ion, and

_21 AndRém’-éth, andEn-gan’-nim, and 
En—had’-dah, and Béth—paz’-zéz; 

22 And the coast reacheth to Ta’-bor, 
and Sha-ha-zi’-mah, and  Béth-shé’- 
mésh; and the outgoings of their border 
were at Jor’-dan: sixteen cities with their 
villages. 

23 This is the inheritance of the tribe of 
the children of Is’-sa-char according to 
their families, the cities and their villages. 

24 ¢ And the fifth lot came out for the 
tribe of the children of Ash’-ér according 
to their families. 

25 And their border was Hél’-kath, and 
Ha’-li, and Bé’-tén, and Ach’-shaph, 

26 And A-lam’-mé-léch, and A’-mad, 
and Mi’-shé-al; and reacheth to Car’- 
mél westward, and:to Shi’-hér-lib’-nath ; 

27 And turneth toward the sunrising to 
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Béth—-da’-gon, and reacheth to, Zé-bu’- 
lin, and to the valley of J iph’-thah-él to- 
ward the north side of Béth-é’-mék, and 
Néi’-él, and goeth out to Ca’-bil on the 
left hand, % 

28 And Hé’-bron, and Ré’-hdb, and 
Ham/’-m6n, and Ka’-nah, even unto great 
Zi’-don; 

29 And then the coast turneth to Ra’- 
mah, and to the strong city Tyre; and the 
coast turneth to H6’-sah; and the out- 
goings thereof are at the sea from the 
the coast to Ach’-zib: ie 

30 tUm/’-mah also, and A’-phék, and 
Ré’-hdb: twenty and two cities with their 
villages. 

31 This is the inheritance of the tribe of 
the children of Xsh’-ér according to their 
families, these cities with their villages. 

32 @ The sixth lot came out to the chil- 
dren of Naph’-ta-li, even for the children 
of Naph’-ta-li according to their families. 

33 And their coast was from Hé’-léph, 
from Al’-lén to Za-a-nan’-nim, and Ad’- 
a-mi, Né’-kéb, and Jab’-néel, unto La’- 
kim; and the outgoings thereof were at 
Jor’-dan: 

34. And then the coast turneth westward 
to Az’-noth-ta’-b6ér, and goeth out from 
thence to Hitk’-k6k, and reacheth to Zé- 
bi’-lin on the south side, and reacheth 
to Ash’-€r on the west side, and to Ji’- 
dah upon Jér’-dan toward the sunrising. 

35 And the fenced cities are Zid’-dim, 
Zér, and Ham’-math, Rak’-kath, and 
Chin’-né-réth, 

36 And Ad’-a-mah, and Ra’-mah, and

39 This is the inheritance of the tribe of 
the children of Naph’-ta-li according 
to their families, the cities and their vil- 


lages. 

40 ¢ And the seventh lot came out for 
the tribe of the children of Dan according 
to their families. 

41 And the coast of their inheritance 
was Zor’-ah, and Esh’-ta-61, and ir—shé’- 


soe d Sha-a-lab’-b 
n a-a-lab’-bin, and Aj’-a-l6 
and Jéth’-lah, steer 
.43 And £’-lon, and Thim’-na-thah, and 
Ek’-ron, . 

44 And El’-té-kéh,. and Gib’-bé-thén, 
and Ba’-a-lath, 

45 And Jé’-hud, and Bén’-é—bé’-rak, 
and Gath-rim’-mon, 

46 And Mé-jar’-koén, and Rak’-k6n, 
with the border before Ja’-phs. 

47 And the coast of the children of Dan 
went out too little for them; therefore the 
children of Dan went up to fight against 
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The Six Cities of Refuge 
Lé’-shém, and took it, and smote it with 
the edge of the sword, and possessed it, 
and dwelt therein, and called Lé’-shém, 
Dan, after the name of Dan their father. 
_ 48 This is the inheritance of the tribe of 
the children of Dan according to their 
families, these cities with their villages. 

49 ¢ When they had made an end of 
dividing the land for inheritance by their 
coasts, the children of {8’-ra-él gave an 
inheritance to Joésh’-0-4 the son of Nun 
among them:

son of Nun, and the heads of the fathers 
of the tribes of the children of i§’-ra-él, 
‘divided for an inheritance by lot in Shi’- 
10h before the Lorp, at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. So they 
made an end of dividing the country. 


Chapter 20 


HE Lorp also spake unto Jésh’-i-a, 
saying, F 
_2 Speak to the children of i8’-rd-él, say- 
ing, Appoint out for you cities of refuge, 
whereof I spake unto you by the hand of 
MO’-sés: 

3 That the slayer that killeth any person 
unawares and unwittingly may flee thith- 
er: and they shall be your refuge from the 
avenger of blood. 

4 And when he that doth flee unto one 
of those cities shall stand at the entering 
of the gate of the city, and shall declare 
his cause in the ears of the elders of that 
city, they shall take him into the city un- 
to them, and give him a place, that he 
may dwell among them.

6 And he shall dwell in that city, until 
he stand before the congregation for 
judgment, and until the death of the high 
priest that shall be in those days: then 
shall the slayer return, and come unto his 
own city, and unto his own house, unto 
the city from whence he fled. e 

7 & And they appointed Ké’-désh in 
Gal’-i-lé€ in mount Naph’-ta-li, and Shé’- 
chém in mount £’-phra-im, and Kir’- 
jath—ar’-ba, which is Hé’-bron, in the 
mountain of Jai’-dah. io) 

8 And on the other side Jér’-dan_by 

_ Jér’-i-ch6 eastward, they assigned Bé’- 

zér in the wilderness upon the plain out 
of the tribe of Rén’-bén, and Ra’-moth 
in Gil’-é-ad out of the tribe of Gad, and 
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G6’-lan in Ba’-shan out of the tribe of 
Ma-nas’-séh. 

9 These were the cities appointed for all 
the children of {§’-ra-é1, and for the 
stranger that sojourneth among them, 
that whosoever killeth any person at un- 
awares might flee thither, and not die by 
the hand of the avenger of blood, until he 
stood before the congregation. 


Chapter 21 


THEN came near the heads of the fa- 
thers of the Lé’-vites unto £l-é-a’-zar 
the priest, and unto Jésh’-0-a the son of 
Nun, and unto the heads of the fathers of 
the tribes of the children of {§’-ra-él; 

_2 And they spake unto them at Shi’-loh 
in the land of Ca’-na-an, saying, The 
LoRD commanded by the hand of Mo’- 
Sé$ to give us cities to dwell in, with the 
suburbs thereof for our cattle. 

3 And the children of ig’-rd-él gave un- 
to the Lé’-vites out of their inheritance, 
at the commandment of the Lorpb, these 
cities and their suburbs. 

4 And the lot came out for the families 
of the K6’-hath-ites: and the children of 
Aa’-ron the priest, which were of the Lé’- 
vites, had by lot out of the tribe of Jia’- 
dah, and out of the tribe of Sim’-é-on, 
and out of the tribe of Bén’-ja-min, thir- 
teen Cities. 

5 And the rest of the children of K6’- 
hath had by lot out of the families of the 
tribe of E’-phra-im, and out of the tribe 
of Dan, and out of the half tribe of Ma- 
nas’-séh, ten cities. 

6 And the children of Gér’-shén had by 
lot out of the families of the tribe of is’- 
sa-char, and out of the tribe of Ash’-ér, 
and out of the tribe of Naph’-ta-li, and 
out of the half tribe of Ma-nas’-séh in Ba’- 
shan, thirteen cities. 

7 The children of Mé-rar’-i by their 
families had out of the tribe of Rév’-bén, 
and out of the tribe of Gad, and out of 
the tribe of Zé-bii’-lin, twelve cities. 

8 And the children of Is’-ra-él gave by 
lot unto the Lé’-vites these cities with 
their suburbs, as the Lorp commanded 
by the hand of MOo’-sés. 

9 g And they gave out of the tribe of 
the children of Ja’-dah, and out of the 
tribe of the children of Sim’-é-on, these 
cities which are here mentioned by name, 

10 Which the children of 4a’-ron, being 
of the families of the K6’-hath-ites, who 
were of the children of Lé’-vi, had: for 
their’s was the first lot. ; i 

And they gave them the city of Ar’- 
ba the father of A’-nak, which city is Hé’- 
bron, in thé hill country of Ja’-dah, with 
the suburbs thereof round about it. ; 

12 But the fields of the city, and the vil- 
lages thereof, gave they to Ca’-léb the 
son of Jé-phun’-néh for his possession. 
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13 ¢ Thus they gave to the children of 
&a’-ron the priest Hé’-bron with her sub- 
urbs, to be a city of refuge for the slayer; 
and Lib’-nah with her suburbs, 

14 And Jat’-tir with her suburbs, and 
Esh-té-m0’-a, with her suburbs, 

15 And H6’-l6n with her suburbs, and 
Dé’-bir with her suburbs, | 

16 And A’-in with her suburbs, and 
Jit’-tah with her suburbs, and Béth-shé’- 
mésh with her suburbs; nine cities out of 
those two tribes. Ele 

17 And out of the tribe of Bén’-ja-min, 
Gib’-é-on with her suburbs, Gé’-ba with 
her suburbs, 

18 An’-4-thdth with her suburbs, and 
Al’-mon with her suburbs; four cities. 

19 All the cities of the children of Aa’- 
ron, the priests, were thirteen cities with 
their suburbs. i 

20 ¢ And the families of the children of 
Ko’-hath, the Lé’-vites which remained 
of the children of K6’-hath, even they 
had the cities of their lot out of the tribe 
of E’-phra-im. . 

21 For they gave them Shé’-chém with 
her suburbs in mount E’-phra-im, to be a 
city of refuge for the slayer; and Gé’-zér 
with her suburbs, 

22 And Kib’-za-im with her suburbs, 
and Béth-hor’-6n with her suburbs; four 
cities. 

23 And out of the tribe of Dan, El’-té- 
kéh with her suburbs, Gib’-bé-thon with 
her suburbs, 

24 Ai’-ja-lon with her suburbs, Gath- 
rim’-mon with her suburbs; four cities. 

25 And out of the half tribe of Ma-nas’- 
seh, Ta’-nach with her suburbs, and 
Gath-rim’-mon with her suburbs; two 
cities. 

26 All the cities were ten with their sub- 
urbs for the families of the children of 
K6’-hath that remained. : 

27 ¢ And unto the children of Gér’- 
shon, of the families of the Lé’-vites, out 
of the other half tribe of Ma-nas’-séh 
they gave GO’-lan in Ba’-shan with her 
suburbs, to be a city of refuge for the 
slayer; and Bé-ésh’—té’-rah with her sub- 
urbs; two cities. f 

28 And out of the tribe of Is’-sa-char, 
Ki’-shon with her suburbs, Dab/’-a-réh 
with her suburbs, : 

29 Jar’-mith with her suburbs, En- 
gan’-nim with her suburbs; four cities. 

30 And out of the tribe of Ash’-ér, Mi’- 
shal with her suburbs, Ab’-d6n with her 
suburbs, | 

31 Hél’-kath with her suburbs, and Ré’- 
hob with her suburbs; four cities. 

32 And out of the tribe of Naph’-ta-li, 
Ké’-désh in Gal’-i-léé with her suburbs, 
to be a city of refuge for the slayer; and 
Ham’-moth-dor with her suburbs, and 
Kar’-tan with her suburbs; three cities. 
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33 All the cities of the Gér’-shén-ites 
according to their families were thirteen 
cities with their suburbs. . 

34 @ And unto the families of the chil- 
dren of Mé-rar’-i, the rest of the Lé’- 
vites, out of the tribe of Zé-bii’-lin, Jok’- 
né-am with her suburbs, and Kar’-tah 
with her suburbs, . 

35 Dim/’-nah with her suburbs, Na’-ha- 
1al with her suburbs; four cities. 

36 And out of the tribe of Réu’-bén, 
Bé’-zér with her suburbs, and Ja-ha’-zah 
with her suburbs, 

37 Ké’-dé-m6th with her suburbs, and 
Méph’-a-ath with her suburbs; four 
cities. 

38 And out of the tribe of Gad, Ra’- 
moth in Gil’-é-ad with her suburbs, to be 
a city of refuge for the slayer; and Ma- 
ha-na’-im with her suburbs, 

39 Hésh’-b6n with her suburbs, Ja’-zér 
with her suburbs; four cities in all. 

40 So all the cities for the children of 
Mé-rar’-i by their families, which were 
remaining of the families of the Lé’-vites, 
were by their lot twelve cities. 

41 All the cities of the Lé’-vites within 
the possession of the children of Is’-ra-él 
were forty and eight cities with their sub- 


urbs. 

42 These cities were every one with 
their suburbs round about them: thus 
were all these cities. i 

43 @ And the Lorp gave unto Is’-ra-él 
all the land which he sware to give unto 
their fathers; and they possessed it, and 
dwelt therein. 

44 And the Lorp gave them rest round 
about, according to all that he sware un- 
to their fathers: and there stood not a 
man of all their enemies before them; the 
Lorp delivered all their enemies into 
their hand. 

45 There failed not ought of any good 
thing-which the Lorp had spoken unto 
the house of 'Is’-ra-é1; all came to pass. 


Chapter 22 


HEN Josh’-ti-a called the Réu’-bén- 
ites, and the Gad’-ites, and the half 
tribe of Ma-nas’-séh, 

2 And said unto them, Ye have kept all 
that M0’-sés 'the servant of the Lorp 
commanded you, and have obeyed my 
voice in all that I commanded you: 

3 Ye have not left your brethren these 
many days unto this day, but have kept 
the charge of the commandment of the 
Lorp your God. 

4 And now the Lorp your God hath 
given rest unto your. brethren, as he 
promised them: therefore now return ye, 
and get you unto your tents, and unto the 
land of your possession, which M6’-sé§ 
the servant of the LorD gaye you on the 
other side Jér’-dan. 
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_--5 But take diligent heed to do the com- 

mandment and the law, which M6’-8&§ 
the servant of the Lorp charged you, to 
love the Lorp your God, and to walk in 
all his ways, and to keep his command- 
_ Inents, and to cleave unto him, and to 
serve him with all your heart and with all 
your soul. P 

6 So Jésh’-t-a blessed them, and sent 
; Eom away: and they went unto their 

ents. 

7, % Now to the one half of the tribe of 
Ma-nas’-séh MO’-Sés had given possession 
in Ba’-shan: but unto the other half there- 
of gave Josh’-t-4 among their brethren 
on this side Jér’-dan westward. And 
when Josh’-ii-a sent them away also unto 
their tents, then he blessed them, 

he spake unto them, saying, Re- 
turn with much riches unto your tents, 
and with very much cattle, with silver, 
and with gold, and with brass, and with 
iron, and with very much raiment: divide 
the spoil of your enemies with your 
brethren. 

9 ¢ And the children of Rét’-bén and 
the children of Gad and the half tribe of 
Ma-nas’-séh returned, and departed from 
the children of I8’-ra-é] out of Shi’-ldh, 
which is in the land of Ca’-na-an, to go 
unto the country of Gil’-é-ad, to the land 
of their possession, whereof they were 
Possessed, according to the word of the 
Lorp by the hand of M6’-sés. 

10 ¢ And when they came unto the 
borders of Jor’-dan, that are-in the land 
' of Ca’-na-an, the children of Rév’-bén 
and the children of Gad and the half 
_ tribe of Ma-nas’-séh built there an altar 
by Jér’-dan, a great altar to see to. 

11 ¢ And the children of Is’-ra-é1 heard 
say, Behold, the children of P.éu’-bén and 
the children of Gad and the half tribe of 
Ma-nas’-séh have built an altar over 
against the land of Ca’-na-an, in the bor- 
ders of Jor’-dan, at the passage of the 
children of I8’-ra-€l. ithe 

12 And when the children of I8’-ra-é] 
heard of it, the whole congregation of the 
children of 1§’-ra-é1 gathered themselves 
together at Shi’-lodh, to go up to war 
against them. tA 

13 And the children of Is’-ra-él sent un- 
_ to the children of Réu’-bén, and to the 
children of Gad, and to the half tribe of 
Ma-nas’-séh, into the land of Gil’-é-ad, 
Phin’-é-hag the son of El-é-a-’zar the 
priest, : Z 

14 And with him ten princes, of each 
chief house a prince throughout all the 
tribes of is’-ra-é1; and each one was an 
- head of the house, of their fathers among 
‘the thousands of Is’-ra-él. 5 

15 @ And they came unto the children 
of Réu’-bén, and to the children of Gad, 
and to the half tribe of Ma-nas’-séh, unto 
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the land of Gil’-é-4d, and they spake with 
them, saying, 

6 Thus saith the whole congregation 
of the Lorp, What trespass is this that ye 
have committed against the God of {8’- 
ra-él, to turn away this day from follow- 
ing the Lor», in that ye have builded you 
an altar, that ye might rebel this day 
against the Lorp? 

17 Is the iniquity of Pé’-6r too little for 
us, from which we are not cleansed until 
this day, although there was a plague in 
the congregation of the Lorp, 

18 But that ye must turn away this day 
from following the LorpD? and it will be, 
seeing ye rebel to day against the Lorn, 
that to morrow he will be wroth with the 
whole congregation of Is’-ra-él. 

19 Notwithstanding, if the land of your 
possession be unclean, then pass ye over 
unto the land of the possession of the 
LorpD, wherein the Lorp’s tabernacle 
dwelleth, and take possession among us: 
but rebel not against the Lorp, nor rebel 
against us, in building you an altar beside 
the altar of the Lorp our God. 

20 Did not A’-chan the son of Zé’-rah 
commit a trespass in the accursed thing, 
and wrath fell on all the congregation of 
I§’-ra-€1? and that man perished not a- 
lone in his iniquity. 

21 @ Then the children of Rév’-bén 
and the children of Gad and the half 
tribe of Ma-nas’-séh answered, and said 
oe the heads of the thousands of ig’- 
ra-él, 

22 The Lorp God of gods, the Lorp 
God of gods, he knoweth, and Is’-ra-é] he 
shall know;; if it be in rebellion, or if in 
transgression against the Lorp, (save us 
not this day,) 

23 That we have built us an altar to 
turn from following the Lorp, or if to 
offer thereon burnt offering or meat offer- 
ing, or if to offer peace offerings thereon, 
let the LorpD himself require it; 

24 And if we have not rather done it for 
fear of this thing, saying, In time to come 
your children might speak unto our chil- 
dren, saying, What have ye to do with the 
Lorp God of Is’-ra-él? 

25 For the Lorp hath made Jér’-dan a 
border between us and you, ye children 
of Réu’-bén and children of Gad; ye have 
no part in the LorD: so shall your chil- 
dren make our children cease from fear- 
ing the Lorp. 

26 Therefore we said, Let us now pre- 
pare to build us an altar, not for burnt 
offering, nor for sacrifice: 

27 But that it may be a witness between 
us, and you, and our generations after us, 
that we might do the service of the Lorp 
before him with our burnt offerings, and 
with our sacrifices, and with our peace 
offerings ; that your children may not say 
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to our children in time to come, Ye have 
no part in the LorD. i 

28 Therefore said we, that it shall be, 
when they should so say to us or to our 
generations in time to come, that we may 
say again, Behold the pattern of the altar 
of the LorD, which our fathers made, not 
for burnt offerings, nor for sacrifices; 
but it is a witness between us and you. 

29 God forbid that we should rebel 
against the Lorp, and turn this day from 
following the Lorp, to build an altar for 
burnt offerings, for meat offerings, or for 
sacrifices, beside the altar of the LoRD 
our God that is before his tabernacle. 

30 @ And when Phin’-é-has the priest, 
and the princes of the congregation and 
heads of the thousands of Is’-ra-é1 which 
were With him, heard the words that the 
children of Réu’-bén and the children of 
Gad and the children of Ma-nas’-séh 
spake, it pleased them. 4 

31 And Phin’-é-has the son of El-é-a’- 
zar the priest said unto the children of 
Réuv’-bén, and to the children of Gad, 
and to the children of Ma-nas’-séh, This 
day we perceive that the LorD is among 
us, because ye have not committed this 
trespass against the LorD: now ye have 
delivered the children of 18’-ra-él out of 
the hand of the Lorpb. a 

32 @ And Phin’-é-has the son of El-é-a’- 
zar the priest, and the princes, returned 
from the children of Réu’-bén, and from 
the children of Gad, out of the land of 
Gil’-é-ad, unto the land of Ca’-na-an, 
to the children of I8’-ra-él, and brought 
them word again. 

33 And the thing pleased the children 
of 1s’-ra-é1; and the children of 18’-ra-él 
blessed God, and did not intend to go up 
against them in battle, to destroy the land 
wherein the children of Réu’-bén and 
Gad dwelt. ; 

34 And the children of Réu’-bén and 
the children of Gad called the altar Ed: 
for it shall be a witness between us that 
the Lorpb is God. 


Chapter 23 


ND it came to pass a long time after 
J that the Lorp had given rest unto 
Is’-ra-é1 from all their enemies round 
about, that Josh’-0-a waxed old and 
stricken in age. 

2 And Jésh’-t-a called for all I8’-ra-él; 
and for their elders, and for their heads, 
and for their judges, and for their officers, 
and said unto them, I am old and stricken 
in age: 

3 And ye have seen all that the Lorp 
your God hath done unto all these na- 
tions because of you; for the Lorp your 
God is he that hath fought for you. 

4 Behold, I have divided unto you by 
lot these nations that remain, to be an 
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inheritance for your tribes, from Jdér’- 
dan, with all the nations that I have cut 
off, even unto the great sea westward. 

5 And the Lorp your God, he shall ex- 
pel them from before you, and drive them 
from out of your sight; and ye shall pos- 
sess their land, as the LorD your God 
hath promised unto you. 

6 Be ye therefore very courageous to 
keep and to do all that is written in the 
book.of the law of Mo’-sés, that ye turn 
not aside therefrom fo the right hand or 
to the left; 

7 That ye come not among these na- 
tions, these that remain among you; 
neither make mention of the name of 
their gods, nor cause to swear by them, 
neither serve them, nor bow yourselves 
unto them: 

8 But cleave unto the LorpD your God, 
as ye have done unto this day. 

9 For the LorpD hath driven out from 
before you great nations and strong: but 
as for you, no man hath been able to 
stand before you unto this day. 

10 One man of you shall chase a thous- 
and: for the LorpD your God, he it is.that 
fighteth for you, as he hath promised you. 

11 Take good heed therefore unto your- 
selves, that ye love the LorpD your God. 

12 Else if ye do in any wise go back, 
and cleave unto the remnant of these na- 
tions, even these that remain among you, 
and shall make marriages with them, and 
go in unto them, and they to you: ~ 

13 Know for a certainty that the Lorp 
your God will no more drive out any of 
these nations from before you; but they 
shall be snares and traps unto you, and 
scourges in your sides, and thorns in your 
eyes, until ye perish from off this good 
land which the LorD your God: hath 
given you. 

14 And, behold, this day I am going the 
way of all the earth: and ye know in all 
your hearts and in all your souls, that not 
one thing hath failed of all the good 
things which the Lorp your God spake 
concerning you; all are come to pass un- 
to you, and not one thing hath failed 
thereof. ’ 

15 Therefore it shall come to pass, that 
as all good things are come upon you, 
which the LorD your God promised you; 
so shall the LorD bring upon you all evil 
things, until he have destroyed you from 
off this good land which the Lorp your 
God hath given you. 

16 When ye have transgressed the cove- 
nant of the LorpD your God, which he 
commanded you, and have gone and 
served other gods, and bowed yourselves 
to them; then shall the anger of the Lorp 
be kindled against you, and ye shall 
perish quickly from “off the good land 
which he hath given unto you. 
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Chapter 24 


ND Josh’-0-4 gathered all the tribes 

j of 18’-rd-él to Shé’-chém, and called 
_for the elders of {§’-ra-&l, and for their 

heads, and for their judges, and for their 

officers; and they presented themselves 
before God. 
_ 2 And Joésh’-i-a said unto all the peo- 
ple, Thus saith the Lorp God of ig’-ra-él, 
_ Your fathers dwelt on the other side of 
the flood in old time, even Té’-rah, the 
father of A’-bra-h4am, and the father of 
Na’-chor: and they served other gods. 

3 And I took your father A’-bra-ham 
from the other side of the flood, and led 
him throughout all the land of Ca’-na-an, 
and multiplied his seed, and gave him 
i’-sdac. 4 
_4 And I gave unto i’-saac Ja’-cob and 
E’-s4t: and I gave unto £’-s4u mount 
Sé’-ir, to possess it; but Ja’-cob and his 
children went down into £’-g¥pt. 

5 Isent M6’-sés also and Aa’-ron, and I 
plagued E’-gypt, according to that which 

did among them: and afterward I 
brought you out. 

6 And I brought your fathers out of 
E’-gypt: and ye came unto the sea; and 
the E-gyp’-fians pursued after your fa- 
thers with chariots and horsemen unto 
the Red sea. 

7 And when they cried unto the Lorp, 
he put darkness between you and the £- 
' gyp’-fians, and brought the sea upon 
them, and covered them; and your eyes 
have seen what I have done in £’-gypt: 
and ye dwelt in the wilderness a long 
» season. 

8 And I brought you into the land of 
the Am/-6-rites, which dwelt on the other 
side J6r’-dan; and they fought with you: 
and I gave them into your hand, that ye 
might possess their land; and I destroyed 
them from before you. ‘ciel 

9 Then Ba’-lak the son of Zip’-pér, king 
of MOo’-ab, arose and warred against is’- 
ra-él, and sent and called Ba’-laam the 
son of Bé’-6r to curse you: 

10 But I would not hearken unto Ba’- 
laam; therefore he blessed you still: so I 
delivered you out of his hand. 

11 And ye went over Jér’-dan, and came 
unto Jér’-i-ch6: and the men of Jér’-i-cho 
fought against you, the Am’-6-rites, and 
the Pé-riz’-zites, and the Ca-’na-an-ites, 
and the Hit’-tites, and the Gir’-ga-shites, 
the Hi’-vites, and the Jéb’-ii-sites; and I 
delivered them into your hand. 

12 And I sent the hornet before you, 
which drave them out from before you, 
even the two kings of the Am’-6-rites ; but 
not with thy sword, nor with thy bow. 

13 And I have given you a land for 
which ye did not labour, and cities which 
ye built not, and ye dwell in them; of 
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the vineyards and oliveyards which ye 
planted not do ye eat. 

14 @ Now therefore fear the Lorp, and 
serve him in sincerity and in truth: and 
put away the gods which your fathers 
served on the other side of the flood, and 
in E’-gypt; and serve ye the Lorp. 

15_And if it seem evil unto you to serve 
the Lorp, choose you this day whom ye 
will serve; whether the gods which your 
fathers served that were on the other side 
of the flood, or the gods of the Am/’-6- 
rites, in whose land ye dwell: but as for 
me and my house, we will serve the Lorp. 

16 And the people answered and said, 
God forbid that we should forsake the 
LorD, to serve other gods; 

17 For the Lorp our God, he it is that 
brought us up and our fathers out of the 
land of E’-gypt, from the house of bond- 
age, and which did those great signs in 
our sight, and preserved us in all the way 
wherein we went, and among all the peo- 
ple through whom we passed: 

18 And the Lorp drave out from be- 
fore us all the people, even the Am/’-6-rites 
which dwelt in the land: therefore will we 
also serve the Lorp; for he is our God. 

19 And Jésh’-0-a said unto the people, 
Ye cannot serve the Lorp: for he is an 
holy God; he is a jealous God; he will 
not forgive your transgressions nor your 
sins. 

20 If ye forsake the Lorpb, and serve 
strange gods, then he will turn and do 
you hurt, and consume you, after that he 
hath done you good. 

21 And the people said unto Jésh’-0-a, 
Nay; but we will serve the Lorp. 

22 And Josh’-i-a said unto the people, 
Ye are witnesses against yourselves that 
ye have chosen you the Lorp, to serve 
him. And they said, We are witnesses. 

23 Now therefore put away, said he, 
the strange gods which are among you, 
and incline your heart unto the Lorp 
God of Is’-ra-él. ; 

24 And the people said unto Jésh’-i-a, 
The Lorp our God will we serve, and his 
voice will we obey. , 

25 So Josh’-i-a made a covenant with 
the people that day, and set them a stat- 
ute and an ordinance in Shé’-chém. 

26 ¢ And Jésh’-i-a wrote these words 
in the book of the law of God, and took 
a great stone, and set it up there under an 
oak, that was by the sanctuary of the 
Lorp. g . 

27 And Josh’-0-a said unto all the peo- 
ple, Behold, this stone shall be a witness 
unto us; for it hath heard all the words of 
the LorD which he spake unto us: it shall 
be therefore a witness unto you, lest ye 
deny your God. 

28 So Jésh’-i-a let the people depart, 
every man unto his inheritance.

29 ¢ And it came to pass after these 
things, that Josh’-0-a the son of Nun, the 
servant of the Lorp, died, being an hun- 
dred and ten years old. 

30 And they buried him in the border 
of his inheritance in Tim/-nath-sé’-rah, 
which is in. mount E£’-phra-im, on the 
north side of the hill of Ga’-ash. 

31 And ig’-ra-é] served the Lorp all the 
days of Jésh’-0-a, and all the days of the 
elders that overlived Josh’-0-a, and which 
had known all the works of the Lorpb, 
that he had done for {s’-ra-él. 
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32 ¢ And the bones of J6’-séph, which 
the children of {§’-ra-l brought up out of 
£’-gypt, buried they in Shé’-chém, in a 
parcel of ground which Ja’-cob bought 
of the sons of Ha’-mor the father of Shé’- 
chém for an hundred pieces of silver: and 
it became the inheritance of the children 
of J6’-séph. 

33 And £l-é-a’-z4ér the son of Aa’-ron 
died; and they buried him in a hill 
that pertained. to-~ Phin’-é-has his son, 
which was given him in mount £’-phra- 
im.

Chapter 1 


OW after the death of Josh’-i-a it 
came to pass, that the children of 
{s’-ra-é1 asked the Lorp, saying, Who 
shall go up for us against the Ca’-na-an- 
ites first, to fight against them? 

2 And the Lorn said, Ji’-dah shall go 
up: behold, I have delivered the land into 
his hand. : 

3 And Jia’-dah said unto Sim’-é-on his 
brother, Come up with me into my lot, 
that we may fight against the Ca’-na-an- 
ites; and I likewise will go with thee into 
thy lot. So Sim’-é-on went with him. 

4 And Ja’-dah went up; and the LorD 
delivered the Ca’-na-an-ites and the Pé- 
riz’-zites into their hand: and they slew 
of them in Bé’-zék ten thousand men. 

5 And they found Ad’-d-ni—-bé’-zék in 
Be’-zék: and they fought against him, 
and they slew the Ca’-na-an-ites and the 
Pé-riz’-zites. 

6 But Ad’-6-ni—bé’-zék fled; and they 
pursued after him, and caught him, and 
cut off his thumbs and his great toes. 

7 And Ad’-6-ni—bé’-zék said, Threescore 
and ten kings, having their thumbs and 
their great toes cut off, gathered their 
meat under my table: as I have done, so 
God hath requited me. And they brought 
him to Jé’-ri’-sa-lém, and there he died. 

8 Now the children of Jai’-dah had 
fought against Jé-ra’-sa-lém, and had 
taken it, and smitten it with the edge of 
the sword, and set the city on fire. 

9 g And afterward the children of Ja’- 
dah went down to fight against the Ca’- 
na-an-ites, that dwelt in the mountain, 
and in the south, and in the valley. 

10 And Ja’-dah went against the Ca’- 
na-an-ites that dwelt in Hé’-bron: (now 
the name of Hé’-brén before was Kir’- 
jath—ar’-ba:) and they slew Shé’-shai, and 
A-hi’-man, and Tal’-mai. 

11 And from thence he went against 


the inhabitants of Dé’-bir: and the name 
on _ Dé’-bir before was Kir’-jath—sé’- 
phér: 

12 And Ca’-léb said, He that smiteth 
Kir’-jath-sé’-phér, and taketh it, to him 
will I give Ach’-sah my daughter to wife. 

13 And Oth’-ni-él the son of Ké’-naz, 
Ca’-léb’s younger brother, took it: and 
beveaNe him Ach’-sah his daughter to 
wife. 

14 And it came to pass, when she came 
to him, that she moved him to ask of her 
father a field: and she lighted from off 
her ass; and Ca’-léb said unto her, What 
wilt thou? 

15 And she said unto him, Give me a 
blessing: for thou hast given me a south 
land; give me also springs of water. And 
Ca’-léb gave her the upper springs and 
the nether springs. 

16 ¢@ And the children of the Ké’-nite, 
M6O’-sés’ father in law, went up out of the 
city of palm trees with the children of 
Ja’-dah into the wilderness of Ja’-dah, 
which Jieth in the south of Ar’-4d; and 
they went and dwelt among the people. 

17 And Ja’-dah went with Sim’-é-on his 
brother, and they slew the Ca’-na-an-ites 
that inhabited Zé’-phath, and utterly 
destroyed it. And the name of the city 
was called Hér’-mah. 

18 Also Ja’-dah took Ga’-za with the 
coast thereof, and As’-ké-lon with the 
coast thereof, and Ek’-ron with the coast 
thereof. 

19 And the Lorp was with Ja’-dah; 
and he drave out the inhabitants of the 
mountain; but could not drive out the 
inhabitants of the valley, because they 
had chariots of iron. 

20 And they gave Hé’-brén unto Ca’- 
léb, as MOo’-sés said: and he expelled 
thence the three sons of A’-nak. 

21 And the children of Bén’-ja-min did 
not drive out the Jéb’-t-sites that in- 
habited Jé-ra’-sa-lém; but the Jéb’-i- 
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Sites dwell with the children of Bén’-ja- 
min in Jé-ra’-sa-lém unto this day. 
22 ¢ And the house of JO’-séph, they 
also went up against Béth’-é1: and the 
_ LORD was with them. 
' 23 And the house of JO’-séph sent to 
descry Béth’-él. (Now the name of the 
_ city before was Luz.) 

24 And the spies saw a man come forth 
out of the city, and they said unto him, 
Shew us, we pray thee, the entrance into 
the city, and we will shew thee mercy. 

And when he shewed them the 
entrance into the city, they smote the city 
with the edge of the sword; but they let 
go the man and all his family. 

26 And the man went into the land of 
the Hit’-tites, and built a city, and called 
the name thereof Liz: which is the name 
thereof unto this day. 

27 ¢ Neither did Ma-nas’-séh drive 
out the inhabitants of Béth-shé’-Aan and 
her towns, nor Ta’-4-nach and her towns, 
nor the inhabitants of Dér and her 
towns, nor the inhabitants of fb’-lé-4m 
and her towns, nor the inhabitants of 
Mé-gid’-d6 and her towns: but the Ca’- 
na-an-ites would dwell in that land. 

28 And it came to pass, when {s’-ra-é] 
was strong, that they put the Ca’-na-an- 
ites to tribute, and did not utterly drive 
them out. 

29 ¢ Neither did E’-phra-im drive out 
the Ca’-na-an-ites that dwelt in Gé’-zér; 
but: the Ca’-na-an-ites dwelt in Gé’-zér 
among them. 

30 ¢ Neither did Zé-bi’-lin drive out 
the inhabitants of Kit’-rén, nor the in- 
- habitants of Na’-ha-16l; but the Ca’- 
na-an-ites dwelt among them, and be- 
came tributaries. | 

31 @ Neither did Ash’-ér drive out the 
inhabitants of Ac’-chd, nor the inhab- 
itants of Zi’-d6n, nor of Ah’-lab, nor of 
Ach’-zib, nor of Hél’-bah, nor of A’-phik, 
nor of Ré’-hob: 

32 But the Ash’-ér-ites dwelt among the 
Ca’-na-an-ites, the inhabitants of the 
land: for they did not drive them out. 

33 @ Neither did Naph’-ta-li drive out 
the inhabitants of Béth-shé’-mésh, nor 
the inhabitants of Béth’—a-nath; but he 
dwelt among the Ca’-na-an-ites, the in- 
habitants of the land: nevertheless the 
inhabitants of Béth-shé’-mésh and of 
Béth’”—a-nath became tributaries unto 


them. 

34 And the Am/’-6-rites forced the 
children of Dan into the mountain: for 
they would not suffer them to come down 
to the valley: ; 

35 But_the Am’-6-rites would dwell in 
mount Hé’-rés in Ai’-ja-lon, and in 
Sha-al’-bim: yet the hand of the house of 
J6’-séph prevailed, so that they became 
tributaries. 
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36 And the coast of the, Am’-6-rites 
was from the going up to Ak-rab’-bim, 
from the rock, and upward. 


Chapter 2 


ND an angel of the Lorp came up 
from Gil’-gal to Bd’-chim, and 
said, I made you to go up out of £’-gypt, 
and have brought you unto the land 
which I sware unto your fathers; and I 
said, I will never break my covenant 
with you. 

2 And ye shall make no league with the 
inhabitants of this land; ye shall throw 
down their altars: but ye have not obeyed 
my voice: why have ye done this? 

3 Wherefore I also said, I will not 
drive them out from before you; but 
they shall be as thorns in your sides, and 
their gods shall be a snare unto you. 

4 And it came to pass, when the angel 
of the Lorp spake these words unto all 
the children of is’-ra-él, that the people 
lifted up their voice, and wept. 

5 And they called the name of that 
place BO’-chim: and they sacrificed there 
unto the Lorp. 

6 @ And when Jésh’-i-a had let the 
people go, the children of is’-ra-é1 went 
every man unto his inheritance to possess 
the land. 

7 And the people served the Lorp all 
the days of Josh’-0-a, and all the days of 
the elders that outlived Jésh’-0-4, who 
had seen all the great works of the 
Lorp, that he did for fs’-ra-él. 

8 And Josh’-0-a the son of Nin, the 
servant of the Lorp, died, being an 
hundred and ten years old. 

9 And they buried him in-the border of 
his inheritance in Tim’-nath-hé’-rés, in 
the mount of £’-phra-im, on the north 
side of the hill Ga’-Ash. 

10 And also all that. generation 
were gathered unto their fathers: and 
there arose another generation after 
them, which knew not the Lorp, nor 
Se works which he had done for {§’- 
ra-él. 

11 ¢ And the children of i§’-ra-él did 
evil in the sight of the Lorpb, and served 
Ba’-a-lim: 

12 And they forsook the Lorp God of 
their fathers, which brought them out of 
the land of E’-gypt, and followed other 
gods, of the gods of the people that were 
round about them, and bowed them- 
selves unto them, and provoked the 
Lorp to anger. 

13 And _ they forsook the Lorp, and 
served Ba’-al and Ash’-ta-roth. 

14 ¢ And the anger of the Lorp was 
hot against {8’-ra-él, and he delivered 
them into the hands of spoilers that 
spoiled them, and he sold them into the 
hands of their enemies round about, so

that they could not any longer stand be- 
fore their enemies. 

15 Whithersoever they went out, the 
hand of the Lorp was against them for 
evil, as the Lorp had said, and as the 
Lorp had sworn unto them: and they 
were greatly distressed. : 

16 ¢ Nevertheless the Lorp raised up 
judges, which delivered them out of the 
hand of those that spoiled them. 

17 And yet they would not hearken 
unto their judges, but they went a whor- 
ing after other gods, and bowed them- 
selves unto them: they turned quickly 
out of the way which their fathers walked 
in, obeying the commandments of the 
Lorp; but they did not so. 

18 And when the Lorn raised them up 
judges, then the LORD was with the 
judge, and delivered them out of the 
hand of their enemies all the days of the 
judge: for it repented the LorD because 
of their groanings by reason of them that 
oppressed them and vexed them. | 

19 And it came to pass, when the judge 
was dead, that they returned, and cor- 
rupted themselves more than their fa- 
thers, in following other gods to serve 
them, and to bow down unto them; they 
ceased not from their own doings, nor 
from their stubborn way. 

20 ¢ And the anger of the LORD was 
hot against I§’-ra-él1; and he said, Be- 
cause that this people hath transgressed 
my covenant which I commanded their 
fathers, and have not hearkened unto 
my voice; 

21 Lalso will not henceforth drive out 

any from before them of the nations 
which Jésh’-i-a left when he died: 
_22 That through them I may prove 
18’-ra-él, whether they will keep the way 
of the Lorp to walk therein, as their fa- 
thers did keep it, or not. 

23 Therefore the Lorn left those na- 
tions, without driving them out hastily; 
neither delivered he them into the hand 
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of Jésh’-t-a. 
Chapter 3 


OW these are the nations which the 

Lorp left, to prove {8’-ra-él by 

them, even as many of Is’-ra-é] as had not 
known all the wars of Ca’-na-an; 

2 Only that, the generations of the 
children of Is’-ra-él might know, to 
teach them war, at the least such as be- 
fore knew nothing thereof; 

3 Namely, five lords of the Phil’-is- 
tines, and all the Ca’-na-an-ites, and the 
Si-dd’-ni-ans, and the Hi’-vites that 
dwelt in mount Léb’-a-non, from mount 
Ba’-al—hér’-mon unto the entering in of 
Ha’-math. 

4 And they were ‘to prove I8’-ra-él by 
them, to know whether they would

hearken unto the commandments of the 
Lorp, which he commanded their fa- 
thers by the hand of M6’-sés. 

5 q@ And the children of Is’-ra-é1 dwelt 
among the Ca’-na-an-ites, Hit’-tites, and 
Km/’-o-rites, and Pé-riz’-zites, and Hi’- 
vites, and Jéb’-i-sites: 

6 And they took their daughters to be 
their wives, and gave their daughters to 
their sons, and_served their gods. 

7 And the children of I8’-ra-él did evil 
in the sight of the Lorp, and forgat the 
Lorp their God, and served Ba’-a-lim 
and the groves. 

8 @. Therefore the anger of the LorpD 
was hot against {§’-ra-él, and he sold 
them into the hand of Chi’-shan-rish-a- 
tha’-im king of Més-6-p6-ta’-mi-a: and 
the children of {§’-ra-é1 served Chi’- 
shan-rish-a-tha’-im eight years. , 

9 And when the children of I8’-ra-él 
cried unto the Lorb, the LorpD raised up 
a deliverer to the children of {§’-ra-él, 
who delivered them, even Oth’-ni-él the 
son of Ké’-naz, Ca’-léb’s' younger 
brother. 

10 And the Spirit of the,LorD came 
upon him, and he judged Is’-ra-él, and 
went out to war: and the Lorp delivered 
Chi’-shan-rish-a-tha’-im king of Més- 
6-p6-ta’-mi-a into his hand; and his hand 
prevailed against Chia’-shan-rish-a-tha’- 


im. 

11 And the land had rest forty years. 
And Oth’-ni-él the son of Ké’-naz died. 

12 ¢ And the children of 18’-ra-él did 
evil again in the sight of the Lorp: and 
the LorpD strengthened _Eg’-lon the king 
of MO’-ab against Is’-ra-él, because they 
had done evil in the sight of the Lorp. 

13 And he gathered unto him the chil- 
dren of Am’-mon and Am/’-a-lék, and 
went and smote Is’-ra-él, and possessed 
the.city of palm trees. 

.14 So the children of I8’-ra-él served 
Eg’-lon the king of M6’-ab eighteen 
years. 

15 But when the children of is’-ra-él 
cried unto the Lorp, the Lorp raised 
them up a deliverer, E’-hid the son of 
Gé’-ra, a Bén’-ja-mite, a man left- 
handed: and by him the children of Is’- 
ra-él sent a present unto Eg’-l6n the king 
of MO’-ab. | 

16 But E’-htd made him a dagger which 
had two edges, of a cubit length; and he 
did gird it under his raiment upon his 
right thigh. 

_17 And he brought the present unto 
Eg’-lon king of MO’-ab: and Eg’-lén was 
a very fat man. 

18 And when he had made an end to 
offer the present, he sent away the people 
that bare the present... 

19 But he himself turned again from 
the quarries that were by Gil’-gal, and 
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said, I have a secret errand unto thee, O 
king: who said, Keep silence. And all 
that stood_by him went out from him. 

20 And £’-hid came unto him; and he 
_ was sitting in a summer parlour, which 
- he had for himself alone. And £’-hid 

_ said, I have a message from God unto 
thee. And he arose out of his seat. 

_ 21 And £’-hid put forth his left hand, 
~ and took the dagger from his right thigh, 

- and thrust it into his belly: 

22 And the haft also went in after the 
blade; and the fat closed upon the blade, 
so that he could not draw the dagger out 
of his belly; and the dirt came out. 

Then E’-hid went forth through the 
porch, and shut the doors of the parlour 
upon him, and locked them. 

4 When he was gone out, his servants 
came; and when they saw that, behold, 
the doors of the parlour were locked, 
they said, Surely he covereth his feet in 
his summer chamber. 

25 And they tarried till they were 
ashamed: and, behold, he opened not 
the doors of the parlour; therefore they 
took a key, and opened them: and, be- 
hold, their lord was fallen down dead on 
the earth. 

26 And £’-htd escaped while they tar- 
ried, and passed beyond the quarries, and 
escaped unto Sé-i’-rath. 

27 And it came to pass, when he was 
come, that he blew a trumpet in the 
mountain of E’-phra-im, and the children 
of is’-ra-é1 went down with him from the 
mount, and he before them. 

28 And he said unto them, Follow after 
- me: for the Lorp hath delivered your 
enemies the MO’-ab-ites into your hand. 
And they went down after him, and took 
the fords of Jér’-dan toward M6O’-ab, 
and suffered not a man to pass over. 

29 And they slew of MOo’-ab at that 
time about ten thousand men, all lusty, 
and all men of valour; and there es- 
caped not a man. 

So MO’-ab was subdued that day 
under the hand of Is’-ra-él. And the land 
had rest fourscore years. | & 

31 ¢ And after him was Sham’-gar the 
son of A’-nath, which slew of the 
Phil’-is-tines six hundred men with an ox 
goad: and he also delivered Is’-ra-él. 


Chapter 4 

ND the children of i8’-ra-él again did 

evil in the sight of the LORD, when 
E’-hud was dead. , 

2 And the Lorp sold them into the 
hand of Ja’-bin king of Ca’-na-an, that 
reigned in Ha’-z6r; the captain of whose 
host was Sis’-é-ra, which dwelt in Ha-rd’- 
shéth of the Gén’-tiles. ti , 

3 And the children of 1s’-ra-él cried 
unto the Lorb: for he had nine hundre

chariots of iron; and twenty years he 
ea, oppressed the children of 
Is’-ra-él. 

4 @ And Déb’-6-rah, a prophetess, the 
wife of Lap’-i-ddth, she judged fs’-ra-él 
at that time. 

5 And she dwelt under the palm tree of 
Déb’-6-rah between Ra’-mah and Béth’— 
él in mount £’-phra-im: and the children 
of 18’-ra-é1 came up to her for judgment. 

6 And she sent and called Bar’-ak the 
son of A-bin’-6-4m out of Ké’-désh— 
naph’-ta-li, and said unto him, Hath not 
the Lorp God of {s’-ra-é1 commanded, 
saying, Go and draw toward mount 
Ta’-bor, and take with thee ten thousand 
men of the children of Naph’-ta-li and of 
the children of Zé-bi’-lin? 

7 And I will draw unto thee to the 
river Ki’-shon Sis’-é-ra, the captain of 
Ja’-bin’s-army, with his chariots and his 
multitude; and I will.deliver him into 
thine hand. 

8 And Bar’-ak said unto her, If thou 
wilt go with me, then I will go: but if 
thou wilt not go with me, then I will not 


go. 

9 And she said, I will surely go with 
thee: notwithstanding the journey that 
thou takest shall not be for thine honour; 
for the-LorD shall sell Sis’-é-ra into the 
hand of a woman. And Déb’-6-rah arose, 
and went with Bar’-ak to Ké’-désh. 

10 @ And Bar’-ak called Zé-bii’-lin and 
Naph’-ta-li to Ké’-désh; and he went up 
with ten thousand men at his feet: and 
Déb’-6-rah went up with him. 

11 Now Hé’-bér the Ké’-nite, which was 
of the children of H6’-bab the father in 
law of MO6’-sés, had severed himself from 
the Ké’-nites, and pitched his tent unto 
the plain of Za-a-na’-im, which is by 
Ké’-désh. 

12 And they shewed Sis’-é-ra that 
Bar’-ak the son of A-bin’-6-4m was gone 
up to mount Ta’-bor. 

13 And Sis’-é-ra gathered together all 
his chariots, even nine hundred chariots 
of iron, and all the people that were with 
him, from Ha-rd’-shéth .of the Gén’- 
tiles unto the river of Ki’-shon. 

14 And Déb’-6-rah said unto Bar’-ak, 
Up; for this is the day in which the Lorp 
hath delivered Sis’-é-ra into thine hand: 
is not the LorD gone out before thee? 
So Bar’-ak went down from mount 
Ta’-bér, and ten thousand men after 


m. 

15 And the Lorn discomfited Sis’-é-ra, 
and all his chariots, and all his host, with 
the edge of the sword before Bar’-ak; so 
that Sis-é-ra lighted down off his chariot, 
and fied away on his feet. 

16 But Bar’-ak pursued after -the 
chariots, and after the host, "ee 

an 
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all the host of Sis’-é-ra fell upon the edge 
of the sword; and there was not a man 
left. , 

17 Howbeit Sis’-é-ra fled away on his 
feet to the tent of Ja’-él the wife of Hé’- 
bér the Ké’-nite: for there was peace be- 
tween Ja’-bin the king of Ha’-z6r and the 
house of Hé’-bér the Ké’-nite. i 

18 ¢ And Ja’-él went out to meet Sis’- 
é-ra, and said unto him, Turn in, my 
lord, turn in to me; fear not. And when 
he had turned in unto her into the tent, 
she covered him with a mantle. 

19 And he said unto her, Give me, I 
pray thee, a little water to drink; for I 
am thirsty. And she opened a bottle of 
milk, and gave him drink, and covered 
him. 

20 Again he said unto her, Stand in the 
door of the tent, and it shall be, when 
any man doth come and enquire of thee, 
and say, Is there any-man here? that 
thou shalt say, No. : 

21 Then Ja’-é1 Hé’-bér’s wife took a 
nail of the tent, and took an hammer in 
her hand, and went softly unto him, and 
smote the nail into his temples, and 
fastened it into the ground: for he was 
fast asleep and weary. So he died. 

22 And, behold, as Bar’-ak pursued 
Sis’-é-ra, Ja’-él came out to meet him, 
and said unto him, Come, and I will 
shew thee the man whom thou seekest. 
And when he came into her tent, be- 
hold, Sis’-é-ra lay dead, and the nail was 
in his temples. 

23 So God subdued on that day Ja’- 
bin the king of .Ca’-na-an before the 
children of I8’-ra-él. 

24 And the hand of the children of Is’- 
ra-é1 prospered, and_prevailed against 
Ja’-bin the king of Ca’-na-an, until they 
had destroyed Ja’-bin king of Ca’- 
na-an. 


Chapter 5 
HEN sang ,Déb’-6-rah and _ Bar’-ak 
the son of A-bin’-6-am on that day, 
saying, 

2 .Praise ye the Lorp for the avenging 
of is’-ra-él, when the people willingly of- 
fered themselves. 

3 Hear, O ye kings; give ear, O ye 
princes; I, even I, will sing unto the 
Lorp; I will sing praise to the Lorp God 
of {s’-ra-él. 

4 Lorp, when thou wentest out of Sé’- 
ir, when thou marchedst out of the field 
of £’-dom, the earth trembled, and the 
heavens dropped, the clouds also drop- 
ped water. 

5 The mountains melted from before 
the Lorp, even that Si’-nai from before 
the Lorp God of Is’-ra-él. 

_6 In the days of Sham/-gar the son of 
A’-nath, in the days of Ja’-él, the high- 
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ways were unoccupied, and the travellers 
walked through byways. 

7 The inhabitants of the villages ceased, 
they ceased in {8’-ra-él, until that I 
Déb’-6-rah arose, that I arose a mother 
in 18’-ra-él. 

8 They chose new gods; then was war 
in the gates: was there a shield or spear 
seen among forty thousand in Is’-ra-él? 
_9 My heart is toward the governors of 
ig’-ra-él, that offered themselves will- 
ingly among the people. Bless ye the 
LORD. 

10 Speak, ye that ride on white asses, 
ye that sit in judgment, and walk by the 


way. 

11 They that are delivered from the 
noise of archers in the places of drawing 
water, there shall they rehearse the 
righteous acts of the LORD, even the 
righteous acts tgward the inhabitants of 
his villages in Is’-ra-él: then shall the 
people of the Lorp go down to the gates. 

12. Awake, awake, Déb’-6-rah: awake, 
awake, utter a song: arise, Bar’-ak, and 
lead thy captivity captive, thou son of 
A-bin’-6-am. 

13 Then he made him that remaineth 
have dominion over the nobles among 
the people: the Lorp made me have do- 
minion over the mighty. 

14 Out of E’-phra-im_ was there a root 
of them against Am’-a-lék; after thee, 
Bén’-ja-min, among thy people; out of 
Ma’-chir came down governors, and out 
of Zé-bi’-luin they that handle the pen of 
the writer. [ 

15 And the princes of Is’-sa-char were 
with Déb’-6-rah; even Is’-sa-char, and 
also Bar’-ak: he was sent on foot into 
the valley. For the divisions of Réu’-bén 
there were great thoughts of heart. 

16 Why abodest thou among the sheep- 
folds, to hear the bleatings of the flocks? 
For the divisions of Réu’-bén there 
were great searchings of heart. 

17 Gil’-€-ad abode beyond Jér’-dan: 
and why did Dan remain in ships? 
Ash’-ér continued on the sea shore, and 
abode in his breaches. 

18 Zé-bi’-lin and Naph’-ta-li were a 
people that jeoparded their lives unto the 
death in the high places of the field. 

19 The kings came and fought, then 
fought the kings of Ca’-na-an in Ta’- 
a-nach by the waters of Mé-gid’-d6; they 
took no gain of money. 

_20 They fought from heaven; the stars 
in their courses fought against Sis’-é-ra. 

21 The river of Ki’-shon swept them 
away, that ancient river, the river Ki’- 
shon. O my soul, thou hast trodden down 
strength. 

22 Then were the horsehoofs broken 
by the means of the pransings, the 
pransings of their mighty ones. 
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23 Curse ye Mé’-r6éz, said the angel of 
the Lorp, curse ye bitterly the inhab- 
itants thereof; because they came not to 
the help of the Lorp, to the help of the 
Lorp against the mighty. 

24 Blessed above women shall Ja’-&l the 
wife of Hé’-bér the Ké’-nite be, blessed 
shall she be above women in the tent. 

25 He asked water, and she gave him 
; She brought forth butter in a 
lordly dish. 

26 She put her hand to the nail, and her 
right hand to the workmen’s hammer; 
and with the hammer she smote Sis’- 
é-ra, she smote off his head, when she 
had pierced and stricken through his 
temples. 

27 At her feet he bowed, he fell, he lay 
down: at her feet he bowed, he fell: 
where he bowed, there he fell down 
dead. 

.28 The mother of Sis’-é-ra looked out 
at a window, and cried through the lat- 
tice, Why is his chariot so long in com- 
ing? why tarry the wheels of his chariots? 

29 Her wise ladies answered her, yea, 
she returned answer to herself, 

30 Have they not sped? have they not 
divided the prey; to every man a damsel 
or two; to Sis’-é-ra a prey of divers 
colours, a prey of divers colours of 
needlework, of divers colours of needle- 
work on both sides, meet for the necks 
of them that take the spoil? 

- _31 So let all thine enemies perish, O 

Lorp: but Jet them that love him be as 
the sun when he goeth forth in his might. 
And the land had rest forty years. 


Chapter 6 


ND the children of i8’-ra-él did evil in 

the sight of the Lorp: and the 

Lorp delivered them into the hand of 
Mid’-i-an seven years. k 

2 And the hand of Mid’-i-an prevailed 
against is’-ra-8l1: and because of the 
Mid’-i-a-nites the children of I8’-ra-él 
made them the dens which are in the 
mountains, and caves, and strongholds. 

3. And so it was, when Is’-ra-él had 
sown, that the Mid’-i-a-nites came up, 
and the A-mAal’-ék-ites, and the children 
of the east, even they came up against 
them; ; 

4 And they encamped against them, 
and destroyed the increase of the earth, 
till thou come unto Ga’-za, and left no 
sustenance for {f§’-ra-él, neither sheep, 
nor Ox, nor ass. 

5 For they came up with their cattle 
and their tents, and they came as grass- 
. hoppers for multitude; for both they and 
‘their camels were without number: and 
they entered into the land to destroy it. 

6 And {is’-ra-él was greatly impover- 
ished because of the Mid’-i-a-nites; and 
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the children of {§’-ra-él cried unto the 
Lorp. 

7_¢ And jt came to pass, when the 
children of Is’-ra-él cried unto the Lorp 
because of the Mid’-i-a-nites, 

8 That the Lorp sent a prophet unto 
the children of I8’-ra-él, which said unto 
them, Thus saith the Lorp God of {é’- 
ra-él, I brought you up from £’-gypt, and 
brought you forth out of the house of 
bondage; 

9 And I delivered you out of the hand 
of the E-gyp’-fians, and out of the hand 
of all that oppressed you, and drave 
them out from before you, and gave you 
their land; 

10 And I said unto you, I am the Lorp 
your God; fear not the gods of the Am’- 
O-rites, in whose land ye dwell: but ye 
have not obeyed my voice. 

11 @ And there came an angel of the 
Lorp, and sat under an oak which was 
in Oph’-rah, that pertained unto Jd’-Ash 
the A’-bi—éz’-rite: and his son Gid’-é-on 
threshed wheat by the winepress, to hide 
it from the Mid’-i-4-nites. 

12 And the angel of the Lorp ap- 
peared unto him, and said unto him, The 
Lorp is with thee, thou-mighty man of 
valour. 

13 And Gid’-é-on said unto him, Oh 
my Lord, if the Lorp be with us, why 
then is all this befallen us? and where be 
all his miracles which our fathers told us 
of, saying, Did not the Lorn bring us up 
from E’-gypt? but now the Lorp hath 
forsaken us, and delivered us into the 
hands of the Mid’-i-4-nites. 

14 And the Lorp looked upon him, 
and said, Go in this thy might, and thou 
shalt save Is’-ra-él from the hand of the 
Mid’-i-a-nites: have not I sent thee? 

15 And he said unto him, Oh my Lord, 
wherewith shall I save fs’-ra-é1? behold, 
my family is poor in Ma-nas’-séh, and I 
am the least in my father’s house. 

16 And the Lorp said unto him, Surely 
I will be with thee, and thou shalt smite 
the Mid’-i-a-nites as one man. 

17 And he said unto him, If now I have 
found grace in thy sight, then shew me a 
sign that thou talkest with me. 

18 Depart not hence, I pray thee, until 
I come unto thee, and bring forth my 
present, and set it before thee. And he 
said, I will tarry until thou come again. 

19 ¢ And Gid’-é-on went in, and made 
ready a kid, and unleavened cakes of an 
é’-phah of flour: the flesh he put in a 
basket, and he put the broth ina pot, and 
brought it out unto him under the oak, 
and presented it. 

20 And the angel of God said unto 
him, Take the flesh and the unleavened 
cakes, and lay them upon this rock, and 
pour out the broth. And he did so. 
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21 @ Then the angel of the Lorp put 
forth the end of the staff that was in his 
hand, and touched the flesh and the un- 
leavened cakes; and there rose up fire out 
of the rock, and consumed the flesh and 
the unleavened cakes. Then the angel 
of the Lorp departed out of his sight. 

22 And when Gid’-é-on perceived that 
he was an angel of the Lorp, Gid’-é-on 
said, Alas, O Lord Gop! for because I 
have seen an angel of the Lorp face to 


face. 2 : 

23 And the Lorp said unto him, Peace 
be unto thee; fear not: thou shalt not die. 

24 Then Gid’-é-on built an altar there 
unto the Lorp, and called it Jé-ho’-vah- 
sha’-lom: unto this day it is yet in 
Oph’-rah of the A’-bi-éz’-rites. 

25 g And it came to pass the same 
night, that the Lorp said unto him, Take 
thy father’s young bullock, even the sec- 
ond bullock of seven years old, and 
throw down the altar of Ba’-al that thy 
father hath, and cut down the grove that 


is by it: 

26 And build an altar unto the Lorp 
thy God upon the top of this rock, in the 
ordered place, and take the second 
bullock, and offer a burnt sacrifice with 
the wood of the grove which thou shalt 
cut down. E 

27 Then Gid’-é-on took ten men of his 
servants, and did as the Lorp had said 
unto him: and so it was, because he 
feared his father’s household, and the 
men of the city, that he could not do it by 
day, that he did it by night. : 

28 ¢ And when the men of the city 
arose early in the morning, behold, the 
altar of Ba’-al was cast down, and the 
grove was cut down that was by it, and 
the second bullock was offered upon the 
altar that was built. 

29 And they said one to another, Who 
hath done this thing ? And when they en- 
quired and asked, they said, Gid’-é-on 
the son of J6’-ash hath done this thing. 

30 Then the men of the city said unto 
J6’-ash, Bring out thy son, that he may 
die: because he hath cast down the’altar 
of Ba’-al, and because he hath cut down 
the grove that was by it. 

31 And J6’-ash said unto all that stood 
against him, Will ye plead for Ba’-al? 
will ye save him? he\that will plead for 
him, let him be put to death whilst it is 
yet morning: if he be a god, let him plead 
for himself, because one hath cast down 
his altar. 

32 Therefore on that day he called him 
Jér-ub-ba’-al, saying, Let Ba’-al plead 
against him, because he hath thrown 
down his altar. 

33 ¢ Then all the Mid’-i-a-nites and 
the A-mal’-ék-ites and the children of the 
east were gathered together, and went 
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oven} and pitched in the valley of Jéz’- 
e. 


réél. 
34 But the Spirit of the Lorp came up- 
on Gid’-é-on, and he blew a trumpet; 
and A’-bi-é’-zér was gathered after him. 

35 And he sent messengers throughout 
all Ma-nas’-séh; who also was gathered 
after him: and he sent messengers unto 
Ash’-ér, and unto Zé-bii’-lun, and unto 
Naph’-ta-li; and they came up to meet 


them. 

36 ¢ And Gid’-é-on said unto God, If 
thou wilt save Is’-ra-él1 by mine hand, as 
thou hast said, | 4 

37 Behold, I will put a fleece of wool in 
the floor; and if the dew be on the fleece 
only, and it be dry upon all the earth 
beside, then shall I know that thou wilt 
sake Is’-ra-él by mine hand, as thou hast 
said. 

38 And it was so: for he rose up early 
on the morrow, and thrust the fleece to- 
gether, and wringed the dew out of the 
fleece, a bowl full of water. 

39 And Gid’-é-on said unto God, Let 
not thine anger be hot against me, and I 
will speak but this once: let me prove, I 
pray thee, but this once with the fleece; 
let it now be dry only upon the fleece, 
and upon all the ground let there be dew. 

40 And God did so that night: for it 
was dry upon the fleece only, and there 
was dew on all the ground. 


Chapter 7 
HEN Jér-tb-ba-’al, who is Gid’-é-on, 
and all the people that were with him 
rose up early, and pitched beside the wel 
of Har’-6d: so that the host of the Mid’- 
i-a-nites were on the north side of them, 
by the hill of M6’-réh, in the valley. 

2 And the Lorp said unto Gid’-é-on, 
The people that are with thee are too 
many for me to give the Mid’-i-a-nites 
into their hands, lest Is’-ra-é1 vaunt them- 
selves against me, saying, Mine own 
hand hath saved me. 

3 Now therefore go to, proclaim in the 
ears of the people, saying, Whosoever is 
fearful and afraid, let him return and de- 
part early from mount Gil’-é-ad. And 
there returned of the people twenty and 
two thousand; and there remained ten 
thousand. 

4 And the Lorp said unto Gid’-é-on, 
The people are yet too many; bring them 
down unto the water, and I will try them 
for thee there: and it shall be, that of 
whom I say unto thee, This shall go with 
thee, the same shall go with thee; and 
of whomsoever I say unto thee, This 
shall not go with thee, the same shall not 


go. 
5 So he brought down the people unto 


the water: and the Lorp said unto Gid’- 
é-on, Every one that lappeth of the water 
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with his tongue, as a dog lappeth, him 
shalt thou set by himself; likewise every 
one that boweth down upon his knees to 
drink. 
6 And the number of them that lapped, 
‘ putting their hand to their mouth, were 
three hundred men: but all the rest of the 
people bowed down upon their knees to 
drink water. 
» _7 And the Lorp said unto Gid’-é-on, 

- By the three hundred men that lapped 
will I save you, and deliver the Mid’-i-a- 
nites into thine hand: and let all the 
other people go every man unto his 
place. 

8 So the people took victuals in their 

hand, and their trumpets: and he sent 
all the rest of I8’-ra-é1 every man unto his 
tent, and retained those three hundred 
men: and the host of Mid’-i-an was be- 
neath him in the valley. 
-9 @ And it came to pass the same night, 
that the LorpD said unto him, Arise, get 
thee down unto the host; for I have de- 
livered it into thine hand. ; 

10 But if thou fear to go down, go thou 
with Pht’-rah thy servant down to the 


host: 

11 And thou shalt hear what they say; 
and afterward shall thine hands be 
strengthened to go down unto the host. 
Then went he down with Phi’-rah his 
servant unto the outside of the armed 
men that were in the host. 

12 And the Mid’-i-a-nites and the 
A-mal’-ék-ites and all the children of the 
east lay along in the valley like grass- 
hoppers for multitude; and their camels 
were without number, as the sand by the 
' sea side for multitude. 

13 And when Gid’-é-on was come, be- 
hold, there was a man that told a dream 
unto his fellow, and said, Behold, I 
dreamed a dream, and, lo, a cake of bar- 
ley bread tumbled into the host of Mid’- 
i-an, and came unto a tent, and smote it 
that it fell, and overturned it, that the 
tent lay along. ’ 

14 And his fellow answered and said, 
This is nothing else save the sword of 
Gid’-é-on the son of JO’-ash, a man of 
18’-ra-él: for into his hand hath God de- 
livered Mid’-i-an, and all the host. 

15 ¢ And it was so, when Gid’-é-on 
heard the telling of the dream, and the in- 
terpretation thereof, that he worshipped, 
and returned into the host of 1Is’-ra-él, 
and said, Arise; for the LorpD hath de- 
livered into your hand the host of 
Mid’-i-an. 

16 And he divided the three hundred 
men into three companies, and he put a 

‘trumpet in every man’s hand, with 
empty pitchers, and lamps within the 
pitchers. 

17 And he said unto them, Look on 
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me, and do likewise: and, behold, when 
I come to the outside of the camp, it 
shall be that, as I do, so shall ye do. 

18 When I blow with a trumpet, I and 
all that are with me, then blow ye the 
trumpets also on every side of all the 
camp, and say, The sword of the Lorp, 
and of Gid’-é-on. 

19 ¢ So Gid’-é-on, and the hundred 
men that were with him, came unto the 
outside of the camp in the beginning of 
the middle watch; and they had but 
newly set the watch: and they blew the 
trumpets, and brake the pitchers that 
were in their hands. 

20 And the three companies blew the 
trumpets, and brake the pitchers, and 
held the lamps in their left hands, and 
the trumpets in their right hands to blow 
withal: and they cried, The sword of the 
Lorp, and of Gid’-é-on. 

21 And they stood every man in his 
place round about the camp: and all the 
host ran, and cried, and fied. 

22 And the three hundred blew the 
trumpets, and the LorD set every man’s 
sword against his fellow, even through- 
out all the host: and the host fled to 
Béth-shit’-tah in Zér’-é-rath, and to the 
Border of A’-bél—mé-hOd’-lah, unto Tab’- 

ath. 

23 And the men of {s’-r4-él gathered 
themselves together out of Naph’- 
ta-li, and out of Ash’-ér, and out of all 
Ma-nas’-séh, and pursued after the 
Mid’-i-a-nites. 

24 ¢ And Gid’-é-on sent messengers 
throughout all mount E’-phra-im, say- 
ing, Come down against the Mid’-i-a- 
nites, and take before them the waters 
unto Béth-bar’-ah and Jér’-dan. Then 
all the men of £’-phra-im gathered them- 
selves together, and took the waters unto 
Béth—bar’-ah and J6ér’-dan. 

25 And they took two princes of the 
Mid’-i-a-nites, Or’-éb and Zééb; and 
they slew Or’-éb upon the rock 6r’-&b, 
and Zééb they slew at the winepress of 
Zééb, and pursued Mid’-i-an, and 
brought the heads of 6r’-éb and Zééb to 
Gid’-é-on on the other side Jér’-dan. 


Chapter 8 


ND the men of £’-phra-im said unto 

him, Why hast thou served us thus, 

that thou calledst us not, when thou 

wentest to fight with the Mid’-i-a-nites? 
And they did chide with him sharply. 

2 And he said unto them, What have I 
done now in comparison of you? Js not 
the gleaning of the grapes of E’-phra-im 
better than the vintage of A’-bi—é’-zér ? 

3 God hath delivered into your hands 
the princes of Mid’-i-an, G6r’-éb and 
Zééb:.and what was I able to do in com- 
parison of you?

4 gq And Gid’-é-on came to Jér’-dan, 
and passed over, he, and the three hun- 
dred men that were with him, faint, yet 
pursuing them. , 

5 And he said unto the men of Stc’- 
coth, Give, I pray you, loaves of bread 
unto the people that follow me; for they 
be faint, and I am pursuing after Zé’- 
bah and Zal-mun’-na, kings of Mid’- 


i-an. 

6 @ And the princes of Stc’-c6th said, 
Are the hands of Zé’-bah and Zal-mun’- 
na now in thine hand, that we should 
give bread unto thine army? 

7 And Gid’-é-on said, Therefore when 
the Lorp hath delivered Zé’-bah_ and 
Zal-miin’-na into mine hand, then I will 
tear your flesh with the thorns of the 
wilderness and with briers. 

8 9 And he went up thence to Pén’- 
u-él, and spake unto them likewise: and 
the men of Pén’-t-él answered him as the 
men of Sic’-coOth had answered him. 

9 And.he spake also unto the men of 
Pén’-i-él, saying, When I come again in 
peace, I will break down this tower. | 

10 @ Now Zé’-bah and Zal-min’-na 
were in Kar’-kér, and their hosts with 
them, about fifteen thousand men, all 
that were left of all the hosts of the chil- 
dren of the east: for there fell an hundred 
and twenty thousand men that drew. 


sword. 

11 @ And Gid’-é-on went up by the 
way of them that dwelt in tents on the 
east of NO’-bah and Jog’-bé-hah, and 
smote the host: for the host was secure. 

12 And when Zé’-bah and Zal-mutn’-na 
fled, he pursued after them, and took the 
two. kings of Mid’-i-an, Zé’-bah and 
Zal-mitn’-na, and discomfited all the host. 

13 @ And Gid’-é-on the son of JO’-ash 
returned from battle before the sun was up, 

14 And caught a young man of the men 
of Suc’-c6th, and enquired of him: and 
he described unto him the princes of 
Stc’-c6th, and the elders thereof, even 
threescore and seventeen men. 

15 And he came unto the men of Stc’- 
coth, and said, Behold Zé’-bah and Zal- 
mun’-na with whom ye did upbraid me, 
saying, Are the hands of Zé’-bah and 
Zal-mun’-na now in thine hand, that we 
should give bread unto thy men that are 
weary? 

16 And he took the elders of the city, 
and thorns of the wilderness and briers, 
eae with them he taught the men of Siic’- 
coth. 

17 And he beat down the tower of 
Pén’-t-él, and slew the men of the city. 

18 ¢ Then said he unto Zé’-bah and 
Zal-mun’-na, What manner of men 
were they whom ye slew at Ta’-b6r? And 
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they answered, As thou art, so were 
they; each one resembled the children of 
a king. 

19 And he said, They were my breth- 
ren, even the sons of my mother: as the 
Lorp liveth, if ye had saved them alive, 
I would not slay you. : 

20 And he said unto Jé’-thér his first- 
born, Up, and slay them. But the youth 
drew not his sword: for he feared, be- 
cause.he was yet.a youth. S ot’ 

21 Then Zé’-bah and Zal-mun’-na said, 
Rise thou, and fall upon us: for as the 
man is, so is his strength. And Gid’-é-on 
arose, and slew Zé’-bah and Zal-mun/’- 
na, and took away the ornaments that 
were on their camels’ necks. 

22 ¥ Then the men of Is’-ra-él said unto 
Gid’-é-on, Rule thou over us, both thou, 
and thy son, and thy son’s son also: for 
thou hast delivered us from the hand of 
Mid’-i-an. 

23 And Gid’-é-on said unto them, I 
will not rule over you, neither shall my 
son rule over you: the LorD shall rule 
Over you. : 

24 ¢ And Gid’-é-on said unto them, I 
would desire a request of you, that ye 
would give me every man the earrings of 
his prey. (For they, had golden earrings, 
because they were Ish’=ma-é-lites.) 

25 And they answered, We will will- 
ingly give them. And they spread a gar- 
ment, and did cast therein every man the 
earrings of his prey. 

26 And the weight of the golden ear- 
rings that he requested was a thousand 
and seven hundred shé’-kéls of gold; be- 
side ornaments, and collars, and purple 
raiment that was on the kings of Mid’- 
i-an, and beside the chains that were 
about their camels’ necks. 

27 And Gid’-é-on made an é’-phéd 
thereof, and put it in his city, even in 
Oph’-rah: and all Is’-ra-él went thither a 
whoring after it: which thing became a 
snare unto Gid’-é-on, and to his house. 

8 ¢ Thus was Mid’-i-an subdued be- 
fore the children of {s’-ra-él, so that they 
lifted up their heads no more. And the 
country was _in quietness forty years in 
the days of Gid’-é-on. 

29 ¢. And Jér-iib-ba’-al the son of Jd’- 
ash went and dwelt in his own house. 

30 And Gid’-é-on had threescore and 
ten sons of his body begotten: for he had 
many wives. 

31 And his concubine that was in Shé’- 
chém, she also bare him a son, whose 
name he called A-bim’-é-léch. 

32 ¢ And Gid’-é-on the son of J6’-Ash 
died in a good old age, and was buried 
in the sepulchre of JO’-ash his father, in 
Oph’-rah of the A’-bi-éz’-rites. 

33 And it came to pass, as soon as Gid’- 
é-on was dead, that the children of {§’- 
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Jotham’s Parable of the Trees 


zt and went a whoring 
after Ba’-a-lim, and made Ba’-al—be’- 
rith their god. ' 

34 And the children of {§’-ra-&l re- 
membered not the Lorp their God, who 
had delivered them out of the hands of 
all their enemies on every side: 

35 Neither shewed they kindness to the 
_ house of Jér-iib-ba’-al, namely, Gid’-é- 
_ on, according to all the goodness which 
he had shewed unto Is’-ra-él. 


Chapter 9 


ND A-bim’-é-léch the son of Jér- 

uib-ba’-al went to Shé’-chém unto 

his mother’s brethren, and communed 

with them, and with all the family of the 
house of his mother’s father, saying, 

2 Speak, I pray you, in the ears of all 
the men of Shé’-chém, Whether is better 
for you, either that all the sons of Jér- 
ub-ba’-al, which are threescore and ten 
persons, reign over you, or that one 
reign over you? remember also that I am 
your bone and your flesh. 

3 And his mother’s brethren spake of 
him in the ears of all the men of Shé’- 
chém all these words: and their hearts 
inclined to follow A-bim’-é-léch; for 
they said, He is our brother. 

4 And they gave him threescore and 
ten pieces of silver out of the house of 
Ba’-al—bé’-rith, wherewith A-bim’-é-léch 
hired vain and light persons, which fol- 
’ lowed him. ‘ 

5 And he went unto his father’s house 
at Oph’-rah, and slew his brethren the 
sons of Jér-ub-ba’-al, being threescore 
and ten persons, upon one stone: not- 
withstanding yet JO’-tham the youngest 
son of Jér-ub-ba’-al was left; for he hid 


himself. 

6 And all the men of Shé’-chém gath- 
ered together, and all the house of Mil’- 
10, and went, and made A-bim’-é-léc 
king, by the plain of the pillar that was in 
Shé’-chém. nowt 

7 ¢ And when they told it to JO’-tham, 
he went and stood in the top of mount 
Gé-ri’-zim, and lifted up his voice, and 
cried, and said unto them, Hearken un- 
to me, ye men of Shé’-chém, that God 
_ may hearken unto you. i 

8 The trees went forth on a time to 
anoint a king over them; and they said 
unto the olive tree, Reign thou over us. 

9 But the olive tree said unto them, 
Should I leave my fatness, wherewith by 
me they honour God and man, and go to 
be promoted over the trees? 

0 And the trees said to the fig tree, 
Come thou, and reign over us. 
11 But the fig tree said unto them, 
Should I forsake my sweetness, and my 
good fruit, and go to be promoted over 
the trees? 
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12 Then said the trees unto the vine, 
Come thou, and reign over us. 

13 And the vine said unto them, Should 
I leave my wine, which cheereth God and 
pen, 3 and go to be promoted over the 

Tees? 

14 Then said all the trees unto the 
bramble, Come thou, and reign over us. 

15 And the bramble said unto the trees, 
If in truth ye anoint me king over you, 
then come and put your trust in my 
shadow: and if not, let fire come out of 
the bramble, and devour the cedars of 
Léb’-a-non. 

16 Now therefore, if ye have done 
truly and sincerely, in that ye have made 
A-bim’-é-léch king, and if ye have dealt 
well with Jér-tib-ba’-4l and his house, 
and have done unto him according to 
the deserving of his hands; 

17 (For my father fought for you, and 
adventured his life far, and delivered you 
out of the hand of Mid’-i-an: 

18 And ye are risen up against my fa- 
ther’s house this day, and have slain his 
sons, threescore and ten persons, upon 
one stone, and have made A-bim’-é-léch, 
the son of his maidservant, king over the 
men of Shé’-chém, because he is your 
brother ;) 

19 If ye then have dealt truly and sin- 
cerely with Jér-iib-ba’-al and with his 
house this day, then rejoice ye in A-bim’- 
é-léch, and let him also rejoice in you: 
.20 But if not, let fire come out from 
A-bim’-é-léch, and devour the men of 
Shé’-chém, and the house of Mil’-13; and 
let fire come out from the men of Shé’- 
chém, and from the house of Mil’-15, and 
devour A-bim’-é-léch. 

21 And J6’-tham ran away, and fied, 
and went to Béér, and dwelt there, for 
fear of A-bim’-é-léch his brother. 

22 ¢ When A-bim’-é-léch had reigned 
three years over Is’-ra-él, 

23 Then God sent an evil spirit be- 
tween A-bim’-é-léch and the men of 
Shé’-chém; and the men of Shé’-chém 
dealt treacherously with A-bim/’-é-léch: 

24 That the cruelty done.to the three- 
score and ten sons of Jér-iib-ba’-4l might 
come, and their blood be laid upon 
A-bim’-é-léch their brother, which slew 
them; and upon the men of Shé’-chém, 
which aided him in the killing of his 
brethren. 

25 And the men of Shé’-chém set liers 
in wait for him in the top of the moun- 
tains, and they robbed all that came 
along that way by them: and it was told 
A-bim’-é-léch. a 
26 And Ga’-al the son of E’-béd came 
with his brethren, and went over to Shé’- 
chém: and the men of Shé’-chém put their 
confidence in him. F 

7 And they went out into the fields, 
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and gathered their vineyards, and trode 
the grapes, and made merry, and went 
into the house of their god, and did eat 
and drink, and cursed A-bim’-é-léch. . 

28 And Ga’-al the son of £’-béd said, 
Who is A-bim’-é-léch, and who is Shé’- 
chém, that-we should serve him? is not 
he the son of Jér-tb-ba’-al? and Zé’-bul 
his officer? serve the men of Ha’-m6r the 
father of Shé’-chém: for why should we 
serve him? ; 

29 And would to God this people were 
under my hand! then would I remove 
K-bim’-€-léch. And he said to A-bim’- 
é-léch, Increase thine army, and come 


out. 

30 ¢ And when Zé’-bul the ruler of the 
city heard the words of Ga’-al the son of 
E’-béd, his anger was kindled. 

31 And he sent messengers unto 
A-bim’-é-léch privily, saying, Behold, 
Ga’-al the son of E’-béd and his brethren 
be come to Shé’-chém; and, behold, they 
fortify the city against thee. 

32 Now therefore up by night, thou 
and the people that is with thee, and lie 
in wait in the field: 

33 And it shall be, that in the morning, 
as soon as the sun is. up, thou shalt rise 
early, and set upon the city: and, behold, 
when he and the people that is with him 
come out against thee, then mayest thou 
do to them as thou shalt find occasion. 

34 — And A-bim’-é-léch rose up, and 
all the people that were with him, by 
night, and they laid wait against Shé’- 
chém in four companies. 

35 And Ga’-al the son of £’-béd went 
out, and stood in the entering of the gate 


of the city: and A-bim’-é-léch rose up, d 


and the people that were with him, from 
lying in wait. 6 

36 And when Ga’-al saw the people, he 
said to Zé’-bul, Behold, there come 
people down from the top of the moun- 
tains. And Zé’-bul said unto him, Thou 
seest the shadow of the mountains as if 
they were men. 

37 And Ga’-al spake again and said, 
See there come people down by the 
middle of the land, and another company 
come along by the plain of Mé-0’- 
né-nim. 

38 Then said Zé’-bul unto him, Where 
is now thy mouth, wherewith thou saidst, 
Who is A-bim’-é-léch, that we should 
serve him? is not this the people that 
thou hast despised? go out, I pray now, 
and fight with them. 

39 And Ga’-al went out before the men 
on enks hém, and fought with A-bim’- 


40 And A-bim’-é-léch chased him, and 
he fied before him, and many were over- 
thrown and wounded, even unto the 
entering of the gate. 
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41 And k-bim’-é-léch dwelt_at A-ri’- 
mah: and Zé’-bil thrust out Ga’-al and 
his brethren, that they should not dwell 
in Shé’-chém. 

42 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that the people went out into the field; 
and they told A-bim’-é-léch. pe 

43 And he took the people, and divided 
them into three companies, and laid wait 
in the field, and looked, and, behold, the 
people were come forth out of the city; 
and he rose up against them, and smote 
them. s 

44 And A-bim’-é-léch, and the com- 
pany that was with him, rushed forward, 
and stood in the entering of the gate of 
the city: and the two other companies 
ran upon all the people that were in the 
fields, and slew them. 

45 And A-bim/’-é-léch fought against 
the city all that day ; and he took the city, 
and slew the people that was therein, and 
beat down the city, and sowed it with 


salt. 

46 @ And when all the men of the 
tower of Shé’-chém heard that, they 
entered into an hold of the house of the 
god Bé’-rith. 2 

47 And it was told A-bim’-é-léch, that 
all the men of the tower of Shé’-chém 
were gathered together. 

48 And A-bim’-é-léch gat him up to 
mount Zal’-mon, he and all the people 
that were with him; and A-bim’-é-léch 
took an axe in his hand, and cut down a 
bough from the trees, and took it, and 
laid it on his shoulder, and said unto the 
people that were with him, What ye have 
seen me do, make haste, and do as I have 


one. 

49 And all the people likewise cut 
down every man his bough, and fol- 
lowed A-bim’-é-léch, and put them to the 
hold, and set the hold on fire upon them; 
so that all the men of the tower of Shé’- 
chém died also, about a thousand men 
and women. 4 

50 ¢ Then went A-bim’-é-léch to Thé’- 
béz, and encamped against Thé’-béz, and 
took it. 

51 But there was a strong tower within 
the city, and thither fled all the men and 
women, and all they of the city, and shut 
it to them, and gat them up to the top of 
the tower. | 

52 And A-bim/’-é-léch came unto the 
tower, and fought against it, and. went 
hard unto the door of the tower to burn 
it with fire. 

53 And a certain woman cast a piece of 
a millstone upon A-bim’-é-léch’s head, 
and all to brake his skull. 

54 Then he called hastily unto the 
young man his armourbearer, and said 
unto him, Draw thy sword, and slay me, 
that men say not of me, A woman slew 
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him. And his young man thrust him 
through, and he died. : 

> And when the men of ig’-ra-é1 saw 
that A-bim’-é-léch was dead, they de- 

-parted every man unto his place. 

6 @ Thus God rendered the wicked- 
ness of A-bim’-é-léch, which he did unto 
his father, in slaying his seventy breth- 


. ren: 


_ 57 And all the evil of the men of Shé’- 
chém did God render upon their heads: 
and upon them came the curse of Jo’- 
tham the son of Jér-tib-ba’-al. 


Chapter 10 


ND after A-bim’-é-léch there arose to 
defend is’-ra-é] T6’-l4 the son of 
Pi’-ah, the son of Dd’-d6, a man of fs’- 
sa-chér; and he dwelt in Sha’-mir in 
mount E’-phra-im. , 

2 And he judged Is’-ra-él twenty and 
three years, and died, and was buried in 
Sha’-mir. 

3 ¢ And after him arose Ja’-ir, a Gil’- 
é-ad-ite, and judged Is’-ra-él twenty and 
two years. 

4 And he had thirty sons that rode on 
thirty ass colts, and they had thirty 
cities, which are called Ha’-voth-ja’-ir 
unto this day, which are in the land of 
Gil’-é-ad. 

5 And Ja’-ir died, and was buried in 
Ca’-mon. A 
_ 6 § And the children of 18’-ra-él did 

evil-again in the sight of the Lorn, and 
served Ba’-a-lim, and Ash’-ta-roth, and 
the gods of Syr’-i-a, and the gods of Zi’- 
don, and the gods of M6’-ab, and the 
- gods of the children of Am’-mon, and 
the gods of the Phil’-is-tines, and forsook 
the Lorp, and served not him. 

7 And the anger of the Lorp was hot 
against is’-ra-él, and he sold them into 
the hands of the Phil’-is-tines, and into 
the hands of the children of Am’-mon. 

8 And that year they vexed and op- 
pressed the children of Is’-ra-él: eighteen 
years, all the children of I8’-ra-é] that 
were on the other side Jor’-dan in the 
land of the Am/-6-rites, which is in 
Gil’-é-ad. ; iy 

9 Moreover the children of Am’-mon 
- passed over J6r’-dan to fight also 
against Jai’-dah, and against Bén’-ja- 
min, and against the house of E’-phra-im; 
so that is’-ra-él was sore distressed. _ 

10 ¢ And the children of Is’-ra-él cried 
unto the LorD, saying, We have sinned 
against thee, both because we have for- 
saken our God, and also served Ba’- 


a-lim. 

11 And the Lorp said unto the children 
of is’-ra-é1, Did not I deliver you from the 
E-gyp’-tians, and from the Am/’-6-rites, 
from the children of Am’-mon, and from 
the Phil’-is-tines ? 
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,12 The Zi-dG’-ni-ans also, and the 
A-mal’-ék-ites, and the Ma’-6n-ites, did 
oppress you; and ye cried to me, and I 
delivered you out of their hand. 

13 Yet ye have forsaken me, and served 
other gods: wherefore I will deliver you 
no more. 

14 Go and cry unto the gods which ye 
have chosen; let them deliver you in the 
time of your tribulation. _, 

15 ¢ And the children of {§’-ra-8] said 
unto the Lorp, We have sinned: do thou 
unto us whatsoever seemeth good unto 
thee; deliver us only, we pray thee, this 


ay. 

16 And they put away the strange gods 
from among them, and served the Lorp: 
and pis saat was grieved for the misery of 
1s’-ra-él. 

17 Then the children of Am’-mon were 
gathered together, and encamped in 
Gil’-é-ad. And the children of {§’-ra-él 
assembled themselves together, and en- 
camped in Miz’-péh. 

18 And the people and princes of Gil’- 
é-ad said one to another, What man is he 
that will begin to fight against the chil- 
dren of Am’-mon? he shall be head over 


all the inhabitants of Gil’-é-ad. 


Chapter 11 
OW Jéph’-thah the Gil’-é-4d-ite was 
a mighty man of valour, and he was 
the son of an harlot: and Gil’-é-ad begat 
Jéph’-thah. 

2 And Gil’-é-ad’s wife bare him sons; 
and his wife’s sons grew up, and they 
thrust out Jéph’-thah, and said unto 
him, Thou shalt not inherit in our fa- 
ther’s house; for thou art-the son of a 
strange woman. . 

3 Then Jéph’-thah fied from his 
brethren, and dwelt in the land of Téb: 
and there were gathered vain men to 
Jéph’-thah, and went out with him. 

4 ¢ And it came to pass in process of 
time, that the children of Am’-mon made 
war against Is’-ra-él. 

5 And it was so, that when the children 
of Am’-mon made war against {8’-ra-él, 
the elders of Gil’-é-ad went to fetch 
Jéph’-thah out of the land of Tob: 

6 they said unto Jéph’-thah, 
Come, and be our captain, that we may 
fight with the children of Am’-mon. 

7 And Jéph’-thah said unto the elders 
of Gil’-é-ad, Did not ye hate me, and ex- 
pel me out of my father’s house? and 
why are ye come unto me now when ye 
are in distress? 

8 And the elders of Gil’-é-4d said unto 
Jéph’-thah, Therefore we turn again to 
thee now, that thou mayest go with us, 
and fight against the children of Am/- 
mon, and be our head over all the in- 
habitants of Gil’-é-ad.

9 And Jéph’-thah said unto the elders 
of Gil’-é-ad, If ye bring me home again 
to fight against the children of Am’- 
mon, and the Lorp deliver them before 
me, shall I be your head? j 

10 And the elders of Gil’-é-4d said unto 
Jéph’-thah, The Lorp be witness be- 
tween us, if we do not so according to 
thy words. 3 

11 Then Jéph’-thah went with the 
elders of Gil’-é-ad, and the people made 
him head and captain over them: and 
Jéph’-thah uttered all his words before 
the LorpD in Miz’-péh. 

12 ¢ And Jéph’-thah sent messengers 

unto the king of the children of Am’- 
mon, saying, What hast thou to do with 
me, that thou art come against me to 
fight in my land? 
.13. And the king of the children of 
Am/’-mon answered unto the messengers 
of Jéph’-thah, Because {8’-ra-é1 took 
away my land, when they came up out of 
£’-gypt, from Ar’-ndn even unto Jab’- 
bok, and unto Jér’-dan: now therefore 
restore those /Jands again peaceably. 

14 And Jéph’-thah sent messengers 
again unto the king of the children of 
Am’-mon: 

15 And said unto him, Thus saith 
Jéph’-thah, {8’-ra-é1 took not away the 
land of Mo’-ab, nor the land of the 
children of Am’-mon: 

16 But when {§’-ra-é1 came up from 
£/-gypt, and walked through the wilder- 
ness unto the Red sea, and came to 
Ka’-désh; , 

17 Then Is’-ra-é] sent messengers unto 
the king of E’-dom, saying Let me, I pray 
thee, pass through thy land: but the king 
of £’-dom would not hearken thereto. 
And in like manner they sent unto the 
king of M6’-ab: but he would not con- 
sent: and 1§’-ra-él abode in Ka’-désh. 

18 Then they went along through the 
wilderness, and compassed the land of 
E’-dom, and the land of M6’-ab, and 
came by the east side of the land of M6’- 
ab, and pitched on the other side of Ar’- 
non, but came not within the border of 
MO’-ab: for Ar’-non was the border of 
MOo’-ab.  .. 

19 And Is’-ra-é1 sent messengers unto 
Si’-hon king of the Am’-6-rites, the king 
of Hésh’-bon; and i§’-ra-€l said unto 
him, Let us pass, we pray thee, through 
thy land into my place. y 

20 But Si’-hon trusted not I8’-ra-él to 
pass through his coast: but Si’-hon 
gathered all his people together, and 
pitched in Ja’-haz, and fought against 
1s’-ra-él. f 

21 And the Lorp God of Is’-ra-él de- 
livered Si’-hén and all his people into the 
hand of i8’-ra-él, and they smote them: 


so 18’-ra-él posesssed all the land of the

Xm/-d-rites, the inhabitants of that 
country. 

22 And they possessed all the coasts of 
the Am/’-6-rites, from Ar’-non even unto 
Jab’-bok, and from the wilderness even 
unto Jor’-dan. OPN 

23 So now the Lorp God of is’-ra-él 
hath dispossessed, the Am’-G-rites from 
before his people {s’-ra-él, and shouldest 
thou possess it? Y 

24 Wilt not thou possess that which 
ché’-mdésh thy god giveth thee to 
possess? So whomsoever the LorpD our 
God shall drive out from before us, 
them will we possess. ; 

25 And now art thou any thing better 
than Ba’-lak the son of Zip’-pér, king of 
Mo’-ab? did he ever strive against ISs’- 
ra-él, or did he ever fight against them, 

26 While {s’-ra-é1 dwelt in Hésh’-bon 
and her towns, and in A-r6d’-ér and her 
towns, and in all the cities that be along 
by the coasts of Ar’-n6én, three hundred 
years? why therefore did ye not recover 
them within that time? i 

27 Wherefore I have not sinned against 
thee, but thou doest me wrong to war 
against me: the Lorp the Judge be judge 
this day between the children of Is’-ra-él 
and the children of Am’-mon. 

_28 Howbeit the king of the children of 
Am/-mon hearkened not unto the words 
of Jéph’-thah which he sent him. 

29 ¢ Then the Spirit of the LoRD came 
upon Jéph’-thah, and he passed over 
Gil’--ad, and Ma4-nas’-séh, and passed 
over Miz’-péh of Gil’-é-ad, and from 
Miz’-péh of Gil’-é-A4d he passed over 
unto the children of Am’-mon. 

30 And Jéph’-thah vowed a vow unto 
the Lorn, and said, If thou shalt without 
fail deliver the children of Am’-mon into 
mine hands, 

31 Then it shall be, that whatsoever 
cometh forth of the doors of my house to 
meet me, when I return in peace from the 
children of Am’-mon, shall surely be the 
Lorp’s, and I will offer it up for a burnt 
offering. 

32 ¢ So Jéph’-thah passed over unto 
the children of Am’-mon to fight against 
them; and the Lorp delivered them into 
his hands. - 

33 And he smote them from A-r0’-ér, 
even till thou come to Min’-nith, even 
twenty cities, and unto the plain of the 
vineyards, with a very great slaughter. 
Thus the children of Am’-mon were sub- 
dued before the children of. I8’-ra-él. 

34 @ And Jéph’-thah came to Miz’- — 
péh unto his house, and, behold, his 
daughter came out to meet him with 
timbrels and with dances: and she was 
his only child; beside her he had neither 
son nor daughter. \ 

5 And it came to pass, when he saw 
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her, that he rent his clothes, and said, 
Alas, my daughter! thou hast brought 
me very low, and thou art one of them 
that trouble me: for I have opened my 
_Mouth unto the Lorn, and I cannot go 


back. 

36 And she said unto him, My father, 
if thou hast opened thy mouth unto the 
Lorp, do to me according to that which 
hath proceeded out of thy mouth; foras- 
much as the Lorp hath taken vengeance 
for thee of thine enemies, even of the 
children of Am’-mon. 

37 And she said unto her father, Let 
this thing be done for me: let me alone 
two months, that I may go up and down 
upon the mountains, and bewail my vir- 
ginity, I and my fellows. 

38 he said, Go. And he sent her 
away for two months: and she went with 
her companions, and bewailed her vir- 
ginity upon the mountains. 

39 And it came to pass at the end of 
two months, that she returned unto her 
father, who did with her according to his 
vow which he had vowed: and she knew 
no man. And it was a custom in {s’-ra-él, 

40 That the daughters of Is’-ra-é1 went 
yearly to lament the daughter of Jéph’- 
thah the Gil’-é-ad-ite four days in a 
year. 


Chapter 12 
ND the men of £’-phra-im gathered 
themselves together, and went 


northward, and said unto Jéph’-thah, 
Wherefore passedst thou, over to fight 
against the children of Am’-mon, and 
. didst not call us to go with thee? we will 
burn thine house upon thee with fire. 

2 And Jéph’-thah said unto them, I and 
my people were at great strife with the 
children of Am’-mon; and when I called 
you, ye delivered me not out of their 
hands. 

3 And when I saw that ye delivered me 
not, I put my life in my hands, and 
passed over against the children of Am’- 
mon, and the Lorp delivered them into 
my hand: wherefore then are ye come up 
unto me this day, to fight against me? 

4 Then Jéph’-thah gathered together 
_ all the men of Gil’-é-ad, and fought with 
E’-phra-im: and the men of Gil’-é-ad 
smote E’-phra-im, because they said, Ye 
Gil’-e-ad-ites are fugitives of E’-phra-im 
among the E’-phra-im-ites, and among 
the Ma-nas’-sites._. 

5 And the Gil’-€-ad-ites took the pas- 
sages of Jor’-dan before the E’-phra-im- 
ites: and it was so, that when those 
E’-phra-im-ites which were escaped said, 
‘Let me go over; that the men of Gil’-é-ad 
said unto him, Art thou an E’-phra-im- 
ite? If he said, Nay; ; 

6 Then said they unto him, Say now 
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Shib’-b6-léth: and he said Sib’-b6-léth: 
for he could not frame to pronounce it 
right. Then they took him, and slew him 
at the passages of Jér’-dan: and there 
fell at that time of the £’-phra-im-ites 
forty and two thousand. 6 

7 And _ Jéph’-thah judged {8’-ra-é1_six 
years. Then died Jéph’-thah the Gil’- 
€-ad-ite, and was buried in one of the 
cities of Gil’-é-ad. 

8 ¢@ And after him fb’-zan of Béth’-lé- 
hém judged Is’-ra-él. 

And he had thirty sons, and thirty 
daughters, whom he sent abroad, and 
took in thirty daughters from abroad for 
his sons. And he judged {s’-ra-é1 seven 
years. ‘ 

10 Then died fb’-zan, and was buried 
at Béth’—lé-hém. 

11 @ And after him £’-lén, a Zé-bi’- 
lon-ite, judged is’-ré-é1; and he judged 
Is’-ra-él. ten years. 

12 And &’-lon the Zé-bii’-lon-ite died, 
and was buried in Ai’-ja-lén in the 
country of Zé-bii’-lin, 

13 ¢ And after him Ab’-dén the son of 
nel a Pi-ra’-thon-ite, judged is’- 
ra-él. 

14 And he had forty sons and thirty 
nephews, that rode on threescore and 
ten ass-colts: and he judged {is’-ra-él 
eight years. 

15 And Ab’-don the son of Hil’-lél the 
Pi-ra’-thon-ite died, and was buried in 
Pi-ra’-thon in the land of E’-phra-im, in 
the mount of the A-mal’-ék-ites. 


Chapter 13 


ND the children of Is’-ra-él did evil 

again in the sight of the Lorp; and 

the Lorp delivered them into the hand of 
the Phil’-is-tines forty years. 

2 ¢ And there was a certain man of 
Zor’-ah, of the family of the Dan’-ites, 
whose name was Ma-no’-ah; and his 
wife was barren, and bare not. 

3 And the angel of the Lorp appeared 
unto the woman, and said unto her, Be- 
hold now, thou art barren, and bearest 
not: but thou shalt conceive, and bear 
a son.

7 But he said unto me, Behold, thou 
shalt conceive, and bear a son; and now 
drink no wine nor strong drink, neither 
eat any unclean thing: for the child shall 
be a Naz’-a-rite to God from the womb 
to the day of his death. 

8 @ Then Ma-no’-ah ‘intreated the 
Lorp, and said, O my Lord, let the man 
of God which thou didst send come again 
unto us, and teach us what we shall do 
unto the child that shall be born. | 

9 And God hearkened to the voice of 
Ma-no’-ah; and the angel of God came 
again unto the woman as she sat in the 
field: but Ma-no’-ah her husband was 
not with her. 

10 And the woman made haste, and 
ran, and shewed her husband, and said 
unto him, Behold, the man hath ap- 
peared unto me, that came unto me the 
other day. 

11 And Ma-n6d’-ah arose, and went 
after his wife, and came to the man, and 
said unto him, Art thou the man that 
spakest unto the woman?

12 And Ma-nd’-ah said, Now let thy 
words come to pass.

13 And the angel of the Lorp said unto 
Ma-no’-ah, Of all that I said unto the 
woman let her beware. 

14 She may not eat of any thing that 
cometh of the vine, neither let her drink 
wine or strong drink, nor eat any un- 
clean thing: all that I commanded her let 
her observe. 

15 @ And Ma-nod’-ah said unto the 
angel of the Lorp, I pray thee, let us de- 
tain thee, until we shall have made ready 
a kid for thee. 

16 And the angel of the Lorn said unto 
Ma-no’-ah, Though thou detain me, I 
will not eat of thy bread: and if thou wilt 
offer a burnt offering, thou must offer it 


unto the Lorp. For Ma-no’-ah knew not h 


that he was an angel of the Lorpb. 

17 And Ma-nO’-ah said unto the angel 
of the Lorp, What is thy name, that 
when thy sayings come to pass we may 
do thee honour? 

18 And the angel of the LorpD said unto 
him, Why askest thou thus after my 
name, seeing it is secret? 

19 So Ma-no’-ah took a kid with a 
meat offering, and offered it upon a rock 
unto the LorpD: and the angel did won- 
derously; and Ma-no’-ah and his wife 
looked on. 

20 For it came to pass, when the flame 
went up toward heaven from off the 
altar, that the angel of the Lorp 
ascended in the flame of the altar. And 
Ma-no’-ah and his wife looked on it, and 
fell on their faces to the ground. 

21 But the angel of the Lorp did no 
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more appear to Ma-nod’-ah and to his 
wife. Then Ma-no’-ah knew that he was 
an angel of the Lorp. ‘ ; 
22 And Ma-no’-ah said unto his wife, 
We shall surely die, because we have seen 


od. 

23 But his wife said unto him, If the 
Lorp were pleased to kill us, he would 
not have received a burnt offering and a 
meat offering at our hands, neither 
would:he have shewed us all these things, 
nor would as at this time have told us 
such things as these. 

24 ¢ And the woman bare a son, and 
called his name Sam’-son: and the child 
grew, and the Lorp blessed him. 

25 And the Spirit of the Lorp began to 
move him at times in the camp of Dan 
between Zo6r’-ah and Esh’-ta-ol. 


Chapter 14 


ND S&m/’-son went down to Tim’- 
nath, and saw a woman in Tim’- 
nath of the daughters of the Phil’-is-tines. 
2 And he came up, and told his father 
and his mother, and said, I have seen a 
woman in Tim’-nath of the daughters of 
the Phil’-is-tineS: now therefore get her 
for me to wife.

9 And he took thereof in his hands, and 
went on eating, and came to his father 
and mother, and he gave them, and they

10 ¢ So his father went down unto the 
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woman: and Sam’-son made there a 

feast; for so used the young men to do. 
11 And it came to pass, when they saw

12 ¢ And Sam’-son said unto them, I 

' will now put forth a riddle unto you: if 
ye can certainly declare it me within the 
seven days of the feast, and find it out, 
then I will give you thirty sheets and 
thirty change of garments: 

3 But if ye cannot declare it me, then 
shall ye give me thirty sheets and thirty 
change of garments. And they said unto 
him, Put forth thy riddle, that we may 
hear it. 

14 And he said unto them, Out of the 

eater came forth meat, and out of the 
strong came forth sweetness. And they 
could not in three days expound the 
riddle. 
- 15 And it came to pass on the seventh 
day, that they said unto Sam’-son’s wife, 
Entice thy husband, that he may declare 
unto us the riddle, lest we burn thee and 
thy father’s house with fire: have ye 
called us to take that we have? is it not 
SO! 

16 And Sam/’-son’s wife wept before 
him, and said, Thou dost but hate me, 
and lovest me not: thou hast put forth 
a riddle unto the children of my people, 
and hast not told it me. And he said unto 
her, Behold, I have not told it my father 
nor my mother, and shall I tell it thee? 

17 And she wept before: him the seven 
days, while their feast lasted: and it came 
to pass on the seventh day, that he told 
. her, because she lay sore upon him: and 
she told the riddle to the children of her 
people. 

18 And the men of the city said unto 
him on the seventh day before the sun 
went down, What is sweeter than honey? 
and what is stronger than a lion? And he 
said unto them, If ye had not plowed 
with my heifer, ye had not found out my 
riddle. f 

19 ¢ And the Spirit of the Lorp came 
upon him, and he went down to Ash’- 
ké-lon, and slew thirty men of them, and 
took their spoil, and gave change of gar- 
ments unto them which expounded the 
riddle. And his anger was kindled, and 
he went up to his father’s house. 

20 But Sam’-son’s wife was given to his 
companion, whom he had used as his 
friend. 


Chapter 15 


UT it came to pass within a while 
after, in the time of wheat harvest, 

’ that Sam/’-son visited his wife with a kid; 
and he said, I will go in to my wife into 
the chamber. But her father would not 
suffer him to go in.

And the 
Phil’-is-tines came up, and burnt her and 
her father with fire. 

7 Y And Sam/’-son said unto them, 
Though ye have done this, yet will I be 
avenged of you, and after that I will 
cease. 

8 And he smote them hip and thigh 
with a great slaughter: and he went down 
and dwelt in the top of the rock E’-tam: 

9 ¢ Then the Phil’-is-tines went up, and 
pitched in Ja’-dah, and spread them- 
selves in Lé’-hi. 

10 And the men of Ja’-dah said, Why 
are ye come up against us? And they 
answered, To bind’ Sam’-son are we 
come up, to do to him as he hath done 


to us. 

11 Then three thousand men of Ja’-dah 
went to the top of the rock £’-tam, and 
said to Sam/’-son, Knowest thou not 
that the Phil’-is-tines are rulers over us? 
what is this that thou hast done unto us? 
And he said unto them, As they did unto 
me, so have I done unto them. 

12 And they said unto him, We are 
come down to bind thee, that we may de- 
liver thee into the hand of-the Phil’-is- 
tines. And Sam/’-son said unto them, 
Swear unto me, that ye will not fall upon 
me yourselves. E ‘ 

13 And they spake unto him, saying, 
No; but we will bind thee fast, and de- 
liver thee into their hand: but surely we 
will not kill thee.

14 @ And when he came unto Lé’-hi; 
the Phil’-is-tines shouted against him: 
and the Spirit of the LorD came mightily 
upon him, and the cords that were upon 
his arms became ‘as flax that was burnt 
with fire, and his bands loosed from off 
his hands. 
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15 And he found a new jawbone of an 
ass, and put forth his hand, and took it, 
and slew a thousand men therewith. 

16 And Sam/’-son said, With the jaw- 
bone of an ass, heaps upon heaps, with 
the jaw of an ass have I slain a thousand 
men. ; 

17 And it came to pass, when he had 
made an end of speaking, that he cast 
away the jawbone out of his hand, and 
called that place Ra’-math-lé’-hi. 

18 @ And he was sore athirst, and 
called on the Lorp, and said, Thou hast 
given this great deliverance into the hand 
of thy servant: and now shall I die for 
thirst, and fall into the hand of the un- 
circumcised ? 

19 But God clave an hollow place that 
was in the jaw, and there came water 
thereout; and when he had drunk, his 
spirit came again, and he revived; where- 
fore he called the name thereof En—hak- 
kér’-€, which is in Lé’-hi unto this day. 

20 And he judged is’-ra-él in the days of 
the Phil’-is-tines twenty years. 


Chapter 16

2 And it was told the Ga’-zites, saying, 
Sam/’-son is come hither. And they com-

7 And Sam’-son said unto her, If they 
bind me with seven green withs that 
were never dried, then shall I be weak, 
and be as another man. 

8 Then the lords of the Phil’-is-tines 
brought up to her seven green withs 
which had not been dried, and she 
bound him with them. 
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9 Now there were men lying in wait, 
abiding with her in the chamber. And 
she said unto him, The Phil’-is-tines be 
upon thee, Sam’-son. And he brake the 
withs, as a thread of tow is broken when 
it toucheth the fire. So his strength was 
not known. ) ; ¥ 

10 And Dé-li’-lah said unto Sam’-son, 
Behold, thou hast mocked me, and told 
me lies: now tell me, I pray thee, where- 
with thou mightest be bound. i 

11 And he said unto her, If they bind 
me fast with new ropes that never were 
occupied, then shall I be weak, and be as 
another man. 

12 Dé-li’-lah therefore took new ropes, 
and bound him therewith, and said unto 
him, The Phil’-is-tines be upon thee, 
Sam’-son. And there were liers in wait 
abiding in the chamber. And he brake 
them from off his arms like a thread. 

13 And Dé-li’-lah said unto Sam’-son, 
Hitherto thou hast mocked me, and told 
me lies: tell me wherewith thou mightest 
be bound. And he said unto her, If thou 
weavest the seven locks of my head with 
the web. 

14 And she fastened it with the pin, 
and said unto him, The Phil’-is-tines be 
upon thee, Sam’-son.

16 And it came to pass, when she 
pressed him daily with her words, and 
urged him, so that his soul was vexed 
unto death; 

17 That he told her all his heart, and 
said unto her, There hath not come a 
razor upon mine head; for I have been a 
Naz’-a-rite unto God from my mother’s 
womb: if I be shaven, then my strength 
will go from me, and I shall become 
weak, and be like any other man. 

18 And when Dé-li’-lah saw that he had 
told her all his heart, she sent and called 
for the lords of the Phil’-is-tines, saying, 
Come up this once, for he hath shewed 
me all his heart. Then the lords of the 
Phil’-is-tines came up unto her, and 
brought money in their hand. 

19 And she made him sleep upon her 
knees ; and she called for a man, and she 
caused him to shave off the seven locks 
of his head; and she began to afflict him, 
and his strength went from him. 

20 And she said, The Phil’-is-tines be 
upon thee, Sam’-son. And he awoke out 
of his sleep, and said, I will go out as at 
other times before, and shake myself.

8 And the man departed out of the city 
from Béth’-lé-hém-ja’-dah to sojourn 
where he could find a place: and he came 
to mount £’-phra-im to the house of 
Mi’-cah, as he journeyed. 

9 And Mi’-cah said unto him, Whence 
comest thou? And he said unto him, I am 
a Lé’-vite of Béth’—-lé-hém-jii’-dah, and I 
go to sojourn where I may find a place. 

And Mi’-cah said unto him, Dwell 
with me, and be unto me a father and a 
priest, and I will give thee ten shé’-kéls of 
silver by the year, and a suit of apparel, 
and thy victuals.

11 And the Lé’-vite was content to 
dwell with the man; and the young man 
was unto him as one of his sons.

Then said the priest unto 
them, What do ye? ! 

19 And they said unto him, Hold thy 
peace, lay thine hand upon thy mouth, 
and go with us, and be to us a father and 
a priest: is it better for thee to be a priest 
unto the house of one man, or that thou 
be a priest unto a tribe and a family in 
18’-ra-él? 

20 And the priest’s heart was glad, and 
he took the é’-phod, and the tér’-a- 
phim, and the graven image, and went'in 
the midst of the people. 

21 So they turned and departed, and 
put the little ones and the cattle and th 
carriage before them. 

22 ¢ And when they were a good way 
from the house of Mi’-cah, the men that 
were in the houses near to Mi’-cah’s 
house were gathered together, and over- 
took the children of Dan. 

23 And they cried unto the children of 
Dan. And they turned their faces, and 
said unto Mi’-cah, What aileth thee, that 
thou comest with such a company? 

24 And he said, Ye have taken away 
my gods which I made, and the priest, 
and ye are gone away: and what have I 
more? and what is this that ye say unto 
me, What aileth thee? 

25 And the children of Dan said unto 
him, Let not thy voice be heard among 
us, lest angry fellows run upon thee, and 
thou lose thy life, with the lives of thy 
household. . i 

26 And the children of Dan went their 
way: and when Mi’-cah saw that they 
were too strong for him, he turned and 
went back unto his house. 

27 And they took the things which Mi’- 

cah had. made, and the priest which he 
had, and came unto La’-ish, unto a peo- 
ple that were at quiet and secure: and 
they smote them with the edge of the 
sword, and burnt the city with fire. 
_28 And there was no deliverer, because 
it was far from Zi’-don, and they had no 
business with any man; and it was in the 
valley that lieth by Béth-ré’-hob. And 
they built a city, and dwelt therein. 

29 And they called the name of the city 
Dan, after the name of Dan their father, 
who was born unto I8’-ra-é1: howbeit the 
name of the city was-La’-ish at the first. 

30 ¢ And the children of Dan set up 
the graven image: and Joén’-a-than, the 
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son of Gér’-shém, the son of M&-nas’- 
sth, he and his sons were priests to the 
tribe of Dan until the day of the cap- 
tivity of the land. 

~ 31 And they set them up Mi’-cah’s 
graven image, which he made, all the 
time that the house of God was in 
Shi’-loh. 


Chapter 19 


ND it came to pass in those days, 

when there was no king in is’-ra-él, 

that there was a certain Lé’-vite sojourn- 

ing on the side of mount E’-phra-im, who 

took to him a concubine out of Béth’— 
1é-hém-—jii’-dah: 

2 And his concubine played the whore 
against him, and went away from him 
unto her father’s house to Béth’-lé-hém- 
ja’-dah, and was there four whole 
months. 

3 And her husband arose, and went 
after her, to speak friendly unto her, and 
to bring her again, having his servant 
with him, and a couple of asses: and she 
brought him into her father’s house: and 
when the father of the damsel saw him, 
he rejoiced to meet him. 

4 And his father in law, the damsel’s 
father, retained him; and he abode with 
him three days: so they did eat and 
drink, and lodged there. 

5 @ And it came to pass on the fourth 
day, when they arose early in the morn- 
ing, that he rose up to depart: and the 
damsel’s father said unto his son in law, 
Comfort thine heart with a morsel of 

bread, and afterward go your way. 

“ 6 And they sat down, and did eat and 
drink both of them together: for the 
damsel’s father had said unto the man, 

Be content, I pray thee, and tarry all 
night, and let thine heart be merry. 

7 And when the man rose up to depart, 
his father in law urged him: therefore he 
lodged there again. ( 

8 And he arose early in the morning on 
the fifth day to depart: and the damsel’s 
father said, Comfort thine heart, I pray 
thee. And they tarried until afternoon, 
and they did eat both of them. 

9 And when the man rose up to depart, 
he, and his concubine, and his servant, 
his father in law, the damsel’s father, said 
unto him, Behold, now the day draweth 
toward evening, I pray you tarry all 
night: behold, the day groweth to an end, 
lodge here, that thine heart may be 
merry; and to morrow get you early on 
your way, that thou mayest go home. 

10 But the man would not tarry that 
night, but he rose up and departed, and 
came over against Jé’-bus, which is Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém; and there were with him two 
asses saddled, his concubine also was 
with him. 
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11 And when they were by Jé’-bus, the 
day was far spent; and the servant said 
unto his master, Come, I pray thee, and 
let us turn in into this city of the Jéb’- 
U-Sites, and lodge in it. 

i2 And his master said unto him, We 
will not turn aside hither into the city of 
a stranger, that is not of the children of 
I8’-ra-él; we will pass over to Gib’-é-ah. 

13 And he said unto his servant, Come, 
and let us draw near to one of these 
places to lodge all night, in Gib’-é-ah, or 
in R&’-mah. 

14 And they passed on and went their 
way; and the sun went down upon them 
when they were by Gib’-é-ah, which be- 
longeth to Bén’-ja-min. 

15 And they turned aside thither, to go 
in and to lodge in Gib’-é-ah: and when he 
went in, he sat him down in a street of 
the city: for there was no man that took 
them into his house to lodging. 

16 ¢ And, behold, there came an old 
man from his work out of the field at 
even, which was also of mount £’-phra- 
im; and he sojourned in Gib’-é-a4h: but 
the men of the place were Bén’-ja-mites. 

17 And when he had lifted up his eyes, 
he saw a wayfaring man in the street of 
the city: and the old man said, Whither 
goest thou? and whence comest thou? 

18 And he said unto him, We are pass- 
ing from Béth’-lé-hém-ji’-dah toward 
the side of mount £&’-phra-im; from 
thence am I: and I-went to Béth’-lé-hém— 
ja’-dah, but I am now going to the house 
of the Lorp; and there is no man that 
receiveth me to house. 

19 Yet there is both straw and proven- 
der for our asses; and there is bread and 
wine also for me, and for thy handmaid, 
and for the young man which is with thy 
servants: there is no want of any thing, 

20 And the old man said, Peace be with 
thee; howsoever /e¢ all thy wants Jie upon 
me; only lodge not in the street. 

21 So he brought him into his house, 
and gave provender unto the asses: and 
ae washed their feet, and did eat and 


ink. 

22. 9 .Now. as they were making their 
hearts merry, behold, the men of the city, 
certain sons of Bé’-li-al, beset the house 
round about, and beat at the door, and 
spake to the master of the house, the old 
man, saying, Bring forth the man that 
came into thine house, that we may know 


23 And the man, the master of the 
house, went out unto them, and said un- 
to them, Nay, my brethren, nay, I pray 
you, do not so wickedly; seeing that this 
pee is come into mine house, do not this 

olly. 

24 Behold, here is my daughter a 
maiden, and his concubine; them I will 
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bring out now, and humble ye them, and 
do with them what seemeth good unto 
you: but unto this man do not so vile 


a thing. 

25 But the men would not hearken to 
him: so the man took his concubine, and 
brought her forth unto them; and they 
knew her, and abused her all the night 
until the morning: and when the day 
began to spring, they let her go. 

6 Then came the woman in the dawn- 
ing of the day, and fell down at the door 
of the man’s house where her lord was, 
till it was light. 

27 And her lord rose up in the morn- 
ing, and opened the doors of the house, 
and went out to go his way: and, be- 
hold, the woman his concubine was 
fallen down at the door of the house, and 
her hands were upon the threshold. 

28 And he said unto her, Up, and let us 
be going. But none answered. Then the 
man took her up upon an ass, and the 
man rose up, and gat him unto his 


place. : } 

29 @ And when he was come into his 
house, he took a knife, and laid hold on 
his concubine, and divided her, together 
with her bones, into twelve pieces, and 
sent her into all the coasts of Is’-ra-él. 

30 And it was so, that all that saw it 
said, There was no such deed done nor 
seen from the day that the children of 
1s’-ra-€1 came up out of the land of 
£’-gypt unto this day: consider of it, take 
advice, and speak your minds. 


Chapter 20 


HEN all the children of Is’-ra-é1 went 

out, and the congregation was 
gathered together as one man, from Dan 
even to Béer-shé’-ba, with the land of 
Gil’-é-ad, unto the Lorp in Miz’-péh. 

2 And the chief of all the people, even of 
all the tribes of I8’-ra-él, presented them- 
selves in the assembly of the people of 
God, four hundred thousand footmen 
that drew sword. — 

3 (Now the children of, Bén’-ja-min 
heard that the children of Is’-ra-él were 
gone up to Miz’-péh.) Then said the chil- 
dren of i§’-ra-él, Tell us, how was this 
wickedness ? \ 

4 And the Lé’-vite, the husband of th 
woman that was slain, answered and 
said, I came into Gib’-é-ah that belongeth 
ease ga I and my concubine, to 
odge. 

5 And the men of Gib’-é-ah rose 
against me, and beset the ‘house round 
about upon me by night, and thought to 
have slain me: and my concubine have 
they forced, that she is dead. 

6 And I took my concubine, and cut 
her in pieces, and sent her throughout 
all the country of the inheritance of is’- 
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ra-él: for they have committed lewdness 
and folly in is’-ra-él. Bt 

7 Behold, ye are all children of I8’-ra-€1; 
give here your advice and counsel. 

8 @ And all the people arose as one 
man, saying, We will not any of us go to 
his tent, neither will we any of us turn 
into his house. é é 

9 But now this shall be the thing which 
we will do to Gib’-é-4h; we will go up by 
lot against it; 

10 And we will take ten men of an 
hundred throughout all the tribes of I8’- 
ra-él, and an hundred of a thousand, and 
a thousand out of ten thousand, to fetch 
victual for the people, that-they may do, 
when. they come to Gib’-é-ah of Bén’- 
ja-min, according to all the folly that they 
have wrought in I8’-ra-él. , 

11 So all the men of Is’-ra-él were 
gathered against the city, knit together 
as one man. ’ 

12 @ And the tribes of I8’-ra-él sent men 
through all the tribe of Bén’-ja-min, say- 
ing, What wickedness is this that is done 
among you? 

13 Nowtherefore deliver us the men, the 
children of Bé’-li-al, which are in Gib’- 
é-ah, that we may put them to death, and 
put away evil from fs’-ra-él. But the chil- 
dren of Bén’-ja-min would not hearken 
to the voice of their brethren the children 
of Is’-ra-él: 

14 But the children of Bén’-ja-min 
gathered themselves together out of the 
cities unto Gib’-é-ah, to go out to battle 
against the children of Is’-ra-él. 

15 And the children of Bén’-ja-min 
were numbered at that time out of the 
cities twenty and six thousand men that 
drew sword, beside the inhabitants of 
Gib’-é-ah, which were numbered seven 
hundred chosen men. 

16-Among all this people there were 
seven hundred chosen men lefthanded; 
every one could sling stones at an hair 
breadth and not miss. , 

17 And the men of I8’-ra-él, beside 
Bén’-ja-min, were numbered four hun- 
dred thousand men that drew sword: all 
these were men of war. 

18 ¢@ And the children of Is’-ra-él arose, 
and went up to the house of God, and 
asked counsel of God, and said, Which 
of us shall go up first to the battle 
against the children of Bén’-ja-min? And 
the Lorp said, Ja’-dah shail go up first. 
_19 And the children of Is’-ra-é] rose up 
in the morning, and encamped against 
Gib’-é-ah. 3 

20 And the men of I8’-ra-él went out to 
battle against Bén’-ja-min; and the men 
of I§’-ra-é1 put themselves in array to 
fight against them at-Gib’-é-ah. 

21 And the children of Bén’-ja-min 
came forth out of Gib’-é-ah, and de- 
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stroyed down to the ground of the {é’- 
ra-él-ites that day twenty and two 
thousand men. 

22 And the people the men of {§’-ra-é] 
- encouraged themselves, and set their 


battle again in array in the place where 


they put themselves in array, the first day. 

23 (And the children of {s§’-ra-é] went 
up and wept before the Lorp until even, 
and asked counsel of the Lorn, saying, 
Shall I go up again to battle against the 
children of Bén’-ja-min my brother? 
And the Lorn said, Go up, against him.) 

24 And the children of is’-ra-é1 came 
near against the children of Bén’-ja-min 
the second day. 

25 And Bén’-ja-min went forth against 
them out of Gib’-é-ah the second day, 
and destroyed down to the ground of the 
children of Is’-ra-él again eighteen thou- 
sand men; all these drew the sword. 

26 ¢ Then all the children of {§’-ra-él, 
and all the people, went up, and came 
unto the house of God, and wept, and 
sat there before the Lorp, and fasted 
that day until even, and offered burnt 
offerings and peace offerings before the 
Lorp. : 

27 And the children of I§’-ra-é1 en- 
quired of the Lorp, (for the ark of the 
covenant of God was there in those 


days, 2 

28 And Phin’-é-has, the son of E]-é-a’- 
. zar, the son of Aa’-ron, stood before it in 
those days,) saying, Shall I yet again go 
out to battle against the children of 
Bén’-ja-min my brother, or shall I cease? 
And the Lorp said, Go up; for to mor- 
’ row I will deliver them into thine hand. 

29 And Is’-ra-él set liers in wait round 
about Gib’-é-ah. - 

30 And the children of I8’-ra-é1 went up 
against the children of Bén’-ja-min on 
the third day, and put themselves in ar- 
ray against Gib’-é-ah, as at other times. 

31 And the children of Bén’-ja-min 
went out against the people, and were 
drawn away from the city; and they be- 
gan to smite of the people, and kill, as at 
other times, in the highways, of which 
one goeth up to the house of God, and 
the other to Gib’-é-ah in the field, about 
* thirty men of [s’-ra-él. Z 

32 And the children of Bén’-ja-min 
said, They are smitten down before us, 
as at the first. But the children of I§’-ra- 
él said, Let us flee, and draw them from 
the city unto the highways. 

33 And all the men of Is’-ra-é1 rose up 
out of their place, and put themselves in 
array at Ba’-al-ta’-mar: and the liers in 
wait of Is’-ra-é1 came forth out of their 
places, even out of the meadows of 
Gib’-é-ah. s 

34 And there came against Gib’-é-4h 
ten thousand chosen men out of all is’- 
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ra-él, and the battle was sore: but they 
knew not that evil was near them. 

35 And the Lorp smote Bén’-ja-min 
before {s’-ra-él: and the children of i§’- 
ra-él destroyed of the Bén’-ja-mites that 
day twenty and five thousand and an 
hundred men: all these drew the sword. 

36 So the children of Bén’-ja-min saw 
that they were smitten: for the men of 
I8’-ra-él gave place to the Bén’-ja-mites, 
because they trusted unto the liers in 
wait which they had set beside Gib’-é-4h. 

37 And the liers in wait hasted, and 
rushed upon Gib’-é-ah; and the liers in 
wait drew themselves along, and smote 
all the city with the edge of the sword. 

Now there was an appointed sign 
between the men of ig’-ra-él and the liers 
in wait, that they should make a great 
flame with smoke rise up out of the city. 

39 And when the men of {§’-rd-él ‘re- 
tired in the battle, Bén’-j4-min began\ to 
smite and kill of the men of {§’-ratél 
about thirty persons: for they said, 
Surely they are smitten down before us, 
as in the first battle. 

40 But when the flame began to arise 
up out of the city with a pillar of smoke, 
the Bén’-ja-mites looked behind them, 
and, behold, the flame of the city as- 
cended up to heaven. 

41 And when the men of: {§’-ra-él 
turned again, the men of Bén-ja-min 
were amazed: for they saw that evil was 
come upon them. 

42 Therefore they turned their backs 
before the men of Is’-ra-é] unto the way of 
the wilderness; but the battle overtook 
them; and them which came out of the 
cities they destroyed in the midst of 
them. 

43 Thus they inclosed the Bén’-ja-mites 
round about, and chased them, and trode 
them down with ease over against Gib’- 
é-ah toward the sunrising. 

44 And there fell of Bén’-ja-min eight- 
een thousand men; all these were men 
of valour. 

45 And they turned and fled toward the 
wilderness unto the rock of Rim’-mon: 
and they gleaned of them in the highways 
five thousand men; and pursued hard 
after them unto Gi’-d6ém, and slew two 
thousand men of them. 

46 So that all which fell that day of 
Bén’-ja-min were twenty and five thous- 
and men that drew the sword; all these 
were men of valour. 

But six hundred men turned and 
fled to the wilderness unto the rock 
Rim’-mon, and abode in the rock Rim’- 
mon four months. ‘ 

48 And the men of i§’-ra-él turned 
again upon the children of Bén’-ja-min, 
and smote them with the edge of the 
sword, as well the men of every city, as 
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the beast, and all that came to hand: also 
they set on fire all the cities that they 
came to. 


Chapter 21 


OW the men of is’-ra-é] had sworn in 

Miz’-péh, saying, There shall not 

any of us give his daughter unto Bén’- 
ja-min to wife. 

2 And the people came to the house of 
God, and abode there till even before 
God, and lifted up their voices, and wept 
sore; ie es 

3 And said, O Lorp God of Is’-ra-él, 
why is this come to pass in is’-ra-él, that 
there should be to day one tribe lacking 
in {§’-ra-él? 

4 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that the people rose early, and built 
there an altar, and offered burnt offer- 
ings and peace offerings. | : 

5 And the children of is’-ra-él said, 
Who is there among all the tribes of 18’- 
ra-él that came not up with the congre- 
gation unto the Lorp? For they had 
made a great oath concerning him that 
came not up to the Lorp to Miz’-péh, 
saying, He shall surely be put to death. 

6 And the children of Is’-ra-él _re- 
pented them for Bén’-ja-min_ their 
brother, and said, There is one tribe cut 
off from 18’-ra-él this day. 

7 How shall we do for wives for them 
that remain, seeing we have sworn by 
the Lorp that we will not give them of 
our daughters to wives? 

8 ¢ And they said, What one is there of 
the tribes of Is’-ra-él that came not up to 
Miz’-péh to the Lorp? And, behold, 
there came none to the camp from Ja’- 
bésh-gil’-é-4d to the assembly. 

9 For the people were numbered, and, 
behold, there were none of the inhabi- 
tants of Ja’-bésh-gil’-é-ad there. 

10 And the congregation sent thither 
twelve thousand men of the valiantest, 
and commanded them, saying, Go and 
smite the inhabitants of Ja’-bésh-gil’- 
é-ad with the edge of the sword, with the 
women and the children. 

11 And this is the thing that ye shall 
do, Ye shall utterly destroy every male, 
and every woman that hath lain by 


man. 

12 And they found among the in- 
habitants of Ja’-bésh-gil’-é-ad four hun- 
dred young virgins, that had known no 
man by lying with any male: and they 
brought them unto the camp to Shi’- 
16h, which is in the land of Ca’-na-an. 
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13 And the whole congregation sent 
some to speak to the children of Bén’- 
ja-min that were in the rock Rim’-mon, 
and to call peaceably unto them. 

14 And Bén’-ja-min came again at that 
time; and they gave them wives whic 
they had saved alive of the women of 
Ja’-bésh-gil’-é-ad: and yet so they suf- 
ficed them not. 

15 And the people repented them for 
Bén’-ja-min, because that the Lorp had 
made a breach in the tribes of Is’-ra-él. 

16 ¥ Then the elders of the congrega- 
tion said, How shall we do for wives for 
them that remain, seeing the women are 
destroyed out of Bén’-ja-min? 

17 And they said, There must be an in- 
heritance for them that be escaped of 
Bén’-ja-min, that a tribe be not de- 
stroyed out of Is’-ra-él. 

18 Howbeit we may not give them 
wives of our daughters: for the children 
of ig’-ra-é] have sworn, saying, Cursed be 
he that giveth a wife to Bén’-ja-min. 

19 Then they said, Behold, there is a 
feast of the Lorp in Shi’-loh yearly in.a 
place which is on the north side of Béth’— 
él, on the east side of the highway that 
goeth up from Béth’-él to Shé’-chém, 
and on the south of Lé-b6’-nah. 

20 Therefore they commanded the 
children of Bén’-ja-min, saying, Go and 
lie in wait in the vineyards; 

21 And see, and, behold, if the daugh- 
ters of Shi’-loh come out to dance in 
dances, then come ye out of the vine- 
yards, and catch you every man his wife 
of the daughters of Shi’-l6h, and go to 
the land of Bén’-ja-min. 

22. And it shall be, when their fathers or 
their brethren come unto us to complain, 
that we will say unto them, Be favour- 
able unto them for our sakes: because 
we reserved not to each man his wife in 
the war: for ye did not give unto them at 
this time, that ye should be guilty. 

23 And the children of Bén’-ja-min did 
so, and took them wives, according to 
their number, of them that danced, 
whom they caught: and they went and 
returned unto their inheritance, and re- 
paired the cities, and dwelt in them. 

24 And the children of I8’-ra-él de- 
parted thence at that time, every man to 
his tribe and to his family, and they went 
out from thence every man to his in- 
heritance. 

a) In those days there was no king in 
Is’-ra-él: every man did that which was 
right in his own eyes.

Chapter 1 


IN aX it came to pass in the days when 
the judges ruled, that there was a 
famine in the land.

6 @ Then she arose with her daughters 
in law, that she might return from the 
country of Mo’-ab: for she had heard in 
the country of MO’-ab how that the Lorp 
had visited his people in giving them 
bread. 

7 Wherefore she went forth out of the 
place where she was, and her two daugh- 
ters in law with her; and they went on 
the way to return unto the land of Ji’- 
dah 


ah. 

8 And Na’-d-mi said unto her two 
daughters in law, Go, return each to her 
mother’s house: the Lorp deal kindly 
with you, as ye have dealt with the dead, 
and with me. 

9 The LorD grant you that ye may find 
rest, each of you in the house of her hus- 
band. Then she kissed them; and they 
lifted up their voice, and wept. 

10 And they said unto her, Surely we 
will return with thee unto thy people. 

11 And Na’-6-mi said, Turn again, my 
daughters: why will ye go with me? are 
there yet any more.sons in my womb, that 
they may be your husbands? 

12 Turn again, my daughters, go your 
way; for I am too old to have an hus- 
band. If I should say, I have hope, if I 
should have ar. husband also to night, 
and should also bear sons; . 

13 Would ye tarry for them till they 
were grown? would ye stay for them from 
having husbands? nay, my daughters; 


for it grieveth me much for your sakes 
that the hand of the Lorp is gone out 
against me. 

14 And they lifted up their voice, and 
wept again: and Or’-pah kissed her moth- 
er in law; but Rdith clave unto her. 

15 And she said, Behold, thy sister in 
law is gone back unto her people, and 
unto her gods: return thou after thy sister 
in law. 

16 And Rith said, Intreat me not to 
leave thee, or to return from following 
after thee: for whither thou goest, I will 
go; and where thou lodgest, I will lodge: 
thy people shall be my people, and thy 
God my God: 

17 Where thou diest, will I die, and 
there will I be buried: the LorpD do so to 
me, and more also, if ought but death 
part thee and me. 

18 When she saw that she was sted- 
fastly minded to go with her, then she 
left speaking unto her. 

19 ¢ So they two went until they came 
to Béth’-lé-hém. And it came to pass, 
when. they were come to Béth’—lé-hém, 
that all the city was moved about them, 
and they said, Is this Na’-0-mi? 

20 And she said unto them, Call me not 
Na’-6-mi, call me Mar’-a: for the Al- 
mighty hath dealt very bitterly with me. 

21 I went out full, and the Lorp hath 
brought me home again empty: why then 
call ye me Na’-6-mi, seeing the Lorp 
hath testified against me, and the Al- 
mighty hath afflicted me? 

22 So Na’-G-mi returned, and Rith the 
Mo6O-ab-i-téss, her daughter in law, with 
her, which returned out of the country of 
M0O’-ab: and they came to Béth’—lé-hém 
in the beginning of barley harvest. 


Chapter 2 


ND Na’-6-mi had a kinsman of her 

husband’s, a mighty man of wealth, 

of the family of E-lim’-é-léch; and his 
name was BO’-az. 

2 And Raith the Mo-ab-i’-téss said unto 
Na’-6-mi, Let me now go to the field, and 
glean ears of corn after him in whose sight 
I shall find grace. And she said unto her, 
Go, my daughter. 

3 And she went, and came, and gleaned 
in the field after the reapers: and her hap 
was to light on a part of the field belong- 
ing unto BO’-az, who was of the kindred 
of E-lim’-é-léch. “ 

4 ¢ And, behold, B6’-az came from 
Béth’-lé-hém, and said unto the reapers, 
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The Lorp be with you. And they an- 
swered him, The Lorp bless thee. 

5 Then said Bo’-az unto his servant that 
was set over the reapers, Whose damsel 
is this? 

6 And the servant that was set over the 
reapers answered and said, It is the Mo- 
&Ab-i’-tish damsel that came back with 
Na’-d-mi out of the country of M6’-ab: 

7 And she said, I pray you, let me glean 
and gather after the reapers among the 
sheaves: so she came, and hath continued 
even from the morning until now, that 
she tarried a little in the house. 

8 Then said Bo’-az unto Raith, Hearest 
thou not, my daughter? Go not to glean 
in another field, neither go from hence, 
but abide here fast by my maidens: 

9 Let thine eyes be on the field that they 
do reap, and go thou after them: have I 
not charged the young men that they 
shall not touch thee? and when thou art 
athirst, go unto the vessels, and drink of 
that which the young men have drawn. 

10 Then she fell on her face, and bowed 
herself to the ground, and said unto him, 
Why have I found grace in thine eyes, 
that thou shouldest take knowledge of 
me, seeing I am a stranger? 

11 And Bo’-az answered and said unto 
her, It hath fully been shewed me, all that 
thou hast done unto thy mother in law 
since the death of thine husband: and 
how thou hast left thy father and thy 
mother, and the land of thy nativity, and 
art come unto a people which thou knew- 
est not heretofore. 

12 The Lorp recompense thy work, 
and a full reward be given thee of the 
Lorp God of I8’-ra-él, under whose wings 
thou art come to trust. 

13 Then she said, Let me find favour in 
thy sight, my lord; for that thou hast 
comforted me, and for that thou hast 
spoken friendly unto thine handmaid, 
though I be not like unto one of thine 
handmaidens. 

14 And Bo’-az said unto her, At meal- 
time come thou hither, and eat of the 
bread, and dip thy morsel in the vinegar. 
And she sat beside the reapers: and he 
reached her parched corn, and she did 
eat, and was sufficed, and left. ‘ 

15 And when she was risen up to glean, 
Bo’-4z commanded his young men, say- 
ing, Let her glean even among the sheaves, 
and reproach her not: 

16 And let fall also some of the hand- 
fuls of purpose for her, and leave them, 
that she may glean them, and rebuke her 


not. 

17 So she gleaned in the field until even, 
and beat out that she had gleaned: and it 
was about an é’-phah of barley. 

18 @ And she took it up, and went into 
the city: and her mother in law saw what 
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she had gleaned: and she brought forth, 
and gave to her that she had reserved 
after she was sufficed. 

19 And her mother in law said unto her, 
Where hast thou gleaned to day? and 
where wroughtest thou? blessed be he 
that did take knowledge of thee. And she 
shewed her mother in law with whom she 
had wrought, and said, The man’s name 
with whom I wrought to day is BO’-az. 

20 And Na’-o-mi said unto her daugh- 
ter in law, Blessed be he of the Lorp, 
who hath not left off his kindness to the 
living and to the dead. And Na’-0-mi 
said unto her, The man is near of kin 
unto us, one of our next kinsmen. 

21 And Rath the M6-ab-i’-téss said, 
He said unto me also, Thou shalt keep 
fast by my young men, until they have 
ended all my harvest. 

22 And Na’-6-mi said unto Rath her 
daughter in law, It is good, my daughter, 
that thou go out with his maidens, that 
they meet thee not in any other field. 

23 So she kept fast by the maidens of 
Bo’-az to glean unto the end of barley 
harvest and of wheat harvest; and dwelt 
with her mother in law. 


Chapter 3 


HEN Na’-o-mi_ her mother in law 

said unto her, My daughter, shall I 
not seek rest for thee, that it may be well 
with thee? 

2 And now is not BOo’-az of our kind- 
red, with whose maidens thou wast? Be- 
hold, he winnoweth barley to night in the 
threshingfloor. 

3 Wash thyself therefore, and anoint 
thee, and put thy raiment upon thee, and 
get thee down to the floor: but make not 
thyself known unto the man, until he 
shall have done eating and drinking. 

4-And it shall be, when he lieth down, 
that thou shalt mark the place where he 
shall lie, and thou shalt go in, and un- 
cover his feet, and lay thee down; and he 
will tell thee what thou shalt do. 

5 And she said unto her, All that thou 
sayest unto me I will do. 

6@ And she went down unto the floor, 
and did according to all that her mother 
in law bade her. 

7 And when B6o’-az had eaten and 
drunk, and his heart was merry, he went 
to lie down at the end of the heap of corn: 
and she came softly, and uncovered his 
feet, and laid her down. 

8 gAnd it came to pass at midnight, 
that the man was afraid, and turned him- 
colt : and, behold, a woman lay at his 

eet. 

9 And he said, Who art thou? And she 
answered, I am Ruth. thine handmaid: 
spread therefore thy skirt over thine 
handmaid; for thou art a near kinsman. 
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10 And he said, Blessed be thou of the 
LORD, my daughter: for thou hast shewed 
more kindness in the latter end than at 
the beginning, inasmuch as thou fol- 

: wrote not young men, whether poor or 
rich. 

11 And now, my daughter, fear not; I 
will do to thee all that thou requirest: for 

» all the city of my people doth know that 
thou art a virtuous woman. 

12 And now it is true that I am thy near 

insman: howbeit there is a kinsman 
nearer than I. 

13 Tarry this night, and it shall be in the 
morning, that if he will perform unto thee 
the part of a kinsman, well; let him do the 
kinsman’s part: but if he will not do the 
part of a kinsman to thee, then will I do 
the part of a kinsman to thee, as the 
Lorp liveth: lie down until the morn- 


ing. 

14 @ And she lay at his feet until the 
morning: and she rose up before one 
could know another. And he said, Let it 
not be known that a woman came into 
the floor. 

15 Also he said, Bring the vail that thou 
hast upon thee, and hold it. And when 
she held it, he measured six measures of 
barley, and laid it on her: and she went 
into the city. 3 

16 And when she came to her mother in 
law, she said, Who art thou, my daugh- 
ter? And she told her all that the man had 
done to her. ae 

17 And she said, These six measures of 
barley gave he me; for he said to me, Go 

not empty unto thy mother in law. 

‘ 18 Then said she, Sit still, my daughter, 
until thou know how the matter will fall: 
for the man will not be in rest, until he 
have finished the thing this day. 


Chapter 4 


HEN went BOo’-az up to the gate, and 

sat him down there: and, behold, the 
kinsman of whom B6’-az spake came by; 
unto whom he said, Ho, such a one! turn 
aside, sit down here. And he turned aside, 
and sat down. 

2 And he took ten men of the elders of 
the city, and said, Sit ye down here. And 
they sat down. 

3 And he said unto the kinsman, Na’- 
6-mi, that is come again out of the coun- 
try of M6’-ab, selleth a parcel of land, 
which was our brother E-lim’-é-léch’s: 

4 And I thought to advertise thee, say- 

ing, Buy it before the inhabitants, and be- 
fore the elders of my people. If thou wilt 
redeem it, redeem it: but if thou wilt not 
redeem it, then tell me, that I may know: 
for there is none to redeem it beside thee ; 
and I am after thee. And he said, I will 
redeem it. 

5 Then said B6’-az, What day thou 
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buyest the field of the hand of Na’-6-mi, 
thou must buy it also of Raith the Mo- 
ab-i’-téss, the wife of the dead, to raise up 
the name of the dead upon his inherit- 
ance. 

6 @ And the kinsman said, I cannot 
redeem it for myself, lest I mar mine own 
inheritance : redeem thou my right to thy- 
self; for I cannot redeem it. 

7 Now this was the manner in former 
time in Is’-ra-él1 concerning redeeming 
and concerning changing, for to confirm 
all things; a man plucked off his shoe, 
and gave it to his neighbour: and this was 
a testimony in {§’-ra-él. 

_8 Therefore the kinsman said unto Bo’- 
Be Buy it for thee. So he drew off his 
shoe. 

9 ¢ And B6’-az said unto the elders, 
and unto all the people, Ye are witnesses 
this day, that I have bought all that was 
E-lim’-€-léch’s, and all that was chi’-li- 
On’s and Mah’-lén’s, of the hand of Na’- 
6-mi. 

10 Moreover Raith the M6-ab-i’-téss, 
the wife of Mah’-lon, have I purchased 
to be my wife, to raise up the name of the 
dead upon his inheritance, that the name 
of the dead be not cut off from among his 
brethren, and from the gate of his place: 
ye are-witnesses this day. 

11 And all the people that were in the 
gate, and the elders, said, We are wit- 
nesses. The LorpD make the woman that 
is come into thine house like Ra’-chél 
and like Lé’-ah, which two did build the 
house of I8’-ra-él: and do thou worthily 
in Eph’-ra-tah, and be famous in Béth’”— 
lé-hém: 

12 And let thy house be like the house 
of Phar’-éz, whom Ta’-mar bare unto 
Ja’-dah, of the seed which the Lorn shall 
give thee of this young woman. 

13 ¢ So BO’-az took Rith, and she was 
his wife: and when he went in unto her, 
the Lorp gave her conception, and she 
bare a son. 

14 And the women said unto Na’-d-mi, 
Blessed be the Lorn, which hath not left 
thee this day without a kinsman, that his 
name may be famous in is’-ra-él. 

15 And he shall be unto thee a restorer 
of thy life, and a nourisher of thine old 
age: for thy daughter in law, which loveth 
thee, which is better to thee than seven 
sons, hath born him. 

16 d Na’-G-mi took the child, and 
laid it'in her bosom, and became nurse 
unto it. 

17 And the women her neighbours gave 
it a name, saying, There is a son born to 
Na’-6-mi; and they called his name 6’- 
béd: he is the father of Jés’-sé, the father 
of Da’-vid. 

18 ¢ Now these are the generations of 
Phar’-éz: Phar-éz begat Héz’-ron, 
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19. And Héz’-ron begat Ram, and Ram 

begat Am-min’-a-dab, ; 
20 And Am-min’-4-dab begat Nah’- 

shon, and Nah’-shén begat Sal’-mon, 
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21 And Sal’-mén begat BGO’-az, and 
Bo’-az begat 0’-béd, ‘ 
22 And 0’-béd begat Jés’-sé, and Jés’- 
sé begat Da’-vid. 


The First Book of 
Samuel 


OTHERWISE CALLED THE FIRST BOOK OF THE KINGS 


Chapter 1 


Nie there was a certain man of Ra- 

ma-tha’-im-z0’-phim, of mount E’- 
phra-im, and his name was El-ka’-nah, 
the son of Jé-rd’-ham, the son of E-li’-ht, 
the son of To’-hi, the son of Zuph, an 
Eph’-ra-thite: 

2 And he had two wives; the name of 
the one was Han’-nah, and the name of 
the other Pé-nin’-nah: and Pé-nin’-nah 
had children, but Han’-nah had no chil- 
dren. 

3 And this man went up out of his city 
yearly to worship and _ to sacrifice unto 
the Lorp of hosts in Shi’-loh.. And the 
two sons of £’-li, Hoph’-ni and Phin’-é- 
has, the priests of the LorD, were there. 

4 q And when the time was that E]-ka’- 
nah offered, he gave to Pé-nin’-nah his 
wife, and to all her sons and her daugh- 
ters, portions: 

5 But unto Han’-nah he gave a worthy 
portion; for he loved Han’-nah: but the 
Lorp had shut up her womb. i 

6 And her adversary also provoked her 
sore, for to make her fret, because the 
Lorp ‘had shut up her womb. 

7 And as he did so year by. year, when 
she went up to the house of the LorD, so 
she provoked her; therefore she wept, 
and did not eat. . 

8 Then said El-ka’-nah her husband to 
her, Han’-nah, why weepest thou? and 
why eatest thou not? and why is thy 
heart grieved? am not I better to thee 
than ten sons? 

9 @ So Han’-nah rose up after they had 
eaten in Shi’-loh, and after they had 
drunk. Now £’-li the priest sat upon a 
seat by a post of the temple of the Lorp. 

10°And she was in bitterness of soul, 
and prayed unto the Lorp, and wept 


sore. 

11 And she vowed a vow, and said, O 
Lorp of hosts, if thou wilt indeed look 
on the affliction of thine handmaid, and 
remember me, and not forget thine hand- 
maid, but wilt give unto thine handmaid 
a man child, then I will give him unto the 
Lorp all the days of his life, and there 
shall no razor come upon his head. 

12 And it came to pass, as she contin- 


ued praying before the’ Lorp, that E’-li 
marked her mouth. . 

13 Now Han’-nah, she spake in her 
heart; only her lips moved, but her voice 
was not heard: therefore E’-li thought 
she had been drunken. 

14 And £’-li said unto her, How long 
wilt thou be drunken? put away thy wine 
from thee. 

15 And. Han’-nah: answered and said, 
No, my. lord, I am a woman of a sorrow- 
ful spirit: I have drunk neither wine nor 
strong drink, but have poured out my 
soul before the Lorp. 

16 Count not thine handmaid for a 
daughter of Bé’-li-al: for out of the abun- 
dance of my complaint and grief have I 
spoken hitherto. 

17 Then E’-li answered and said, Go in 
peace: and the God of I8’-ra-él grant thee 
thy petition that thou hast asked of him. 

18 And she said, Let thine handmaid 
find grace in thy sight. So the woman 
went her way, and did eat, and her coun- 
tenance was no more sad. 

19 ¢ And they rose up in the morning 
early, and worshipped before the Lorp, 
and returned, and came to their house to 
Ra’-mah: and El-ka’-nah knew Han’-nah 
ms wife; and the Lorp remembered 

er. 

20 Wherefore it came to pass, when the 
time was come about after Han’-nah had 
conceived, that she bare a son, and called 
his name Sam/’-t-él, saying, Because I 
have asked him of the Lorp. 

21 And the man El-ka’-nah, and all his 
house, went up to offer unto the Lorp 
the yearly sacrifice, and his vow. 

22 But Han’-nah went not up; for she 
said unto her husband, I will not go up 
until the child be weaned, and then I will 
bring him, that he may appear before 
the Lorpb, and there abide for ever. 

23 And El-ka’-nah her husband said 
unto her, Do what seemeth thee good; 
tarry until thou have weaned him; only 
the Lorp establish his word. So the wo- 
man abode, and gave her son suck until 
ey. noone him. 

nd when she had weaned hi 
she took him up with her, with three bull. 
ocks, and one é’-phah of flour, and a 
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bottle of wine, and brought him unto the 
house of the Lorp in Shi’-loh: and the 
child was young. 

25 And they slew a bullock, and brought 
the child to E’-li. 

26 ‘And she said, Oh my lord, as thy 
soul liveth, my lord, I am the woman that 
stood by thee here, praying unto the 


RD. 

27 For this child I prayed; and the 

Lorp hath given me my petition which I 
asked of him: 

28 Therefore also I have lent him to the 
Lorp; as long as he liveth he shall be 
lent to the Lorp. And he worshipped the 
Lorp there. 


Chapter 2 
ND Han’-nah prayed, and said, My 
heart rejoiceth in the Lorp, mine 
horn is exalted in the LorD: my mouth is 
enlarged over mine enemies; because I 
rejoice in thy salvation. 

2 There is none holy as the Lorp: for 
there is none beside thee: neither is there 
any rock like our God. 4 

3 Talk no more so exceeding proudly; 
let not arrogancy come out of your 
mouth: for the Lorp is a God of knowl- 
edge, and by him actions are weighed. 

4 The bows of the mighty men are brok- 
en, and they that stumbled are girded 
with strength. f 

5 They that were full have hired out 
’ themselves for bread; and they that were 

hungry ceased: so that the barren hath 

born seven; and she that hath many chil- 

dren is waxed feeble. F 
- 6 The Lorp killeth, and maketh alive: 

he bringeth down to the grave, and bring- 

eth up. 

7 The Lorp maketh poor, and maketh 
rich: he bringeth low, and lifteth up. 

8 He raiseth up the poor out of the dust, 
and lifteth up the beggar from the dung- 
hill, to set them among princes, and to 
make them inherit the throne of glory: 
for the pillars of the earth are the Lorp’s, 
and he hath set the world upon them. 

9 He will keep the feet of his saints, and 
the wicked shall be silent in darkness; for 
by strength shall no man prevail. 

~~ 10. The adversaries of the LorpD shall be 
broken to pieces; out of heaven shall he 
thunder upon them: the LorD shall judge 
the ends of the earth; and he shall give 
strength unto his king, and exalt the horn 
of his anointed. ' 

11 And £l-ka’-nah went to Ra’-mah to 
his house. And the child did minister un- 
to the Lorp before £’-li the priest. 

’ 12 9 Now the sons of E’-li were sons of 

Bé’-li-al; they knew not the Lorp. 

13 And the priests’ custom with the 
people was, that, when any man offered 


sacrifice, the priest’s servant came, while. 
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the flesh was in seething, with a fleshhook 
of three teeth in his hand; 

14 And he struck it into the pan, or 
kettle, or caldron, or pot; all that the 
fleshhook brought up the priest took for 
himself. So they did in Shi’-ldh, unto all 
the fs’-ra-él-ites that came thither. 

15 Also before they burnt the fat, the 
priest’s servant came, and said to the man 
that sacrificed, Give flesh to roast for the 
priest; for he will not have sodden flesh 
of thee, but raw. 

16 And if any man said unto him, Let 
them not fail to burn the fat presently, 
and then take as much as thy soul de- 
sireth; then he would answer him, Nay ; 
but thou shalt give it me now: and if not, 
I will take it by force. 

17 Wherefore the sin of the young men 
was very great before the Lorp: for men 
abhorred the offering of the Lorp. 

18 ¢ But Sam/’-i-él ministered before 
the LorpD. being a child, girded with a 
linen é’-phéd. 

19 Moreover his mother made him a 
little coat, and brought it to him from 
year to year, when she came up with her 
husband to offer the yearly sacrifice. 

20 ¢ And E’-li blessed El-ka’-nah and 
his wife, and said, The Lorp give thee 
seed ofthis woman for the loan which is 
lent to the Lorp. And they went unto 
their own home. 

21 And the Lorp visited Han’-nah, so 
that she conceived, and bare three sons 
and two daughters. And the child Sam’- 
U-él grew before the Lorp. 

22 { Now E’-li was very old, and heard 
all that his sons did unto all is’-ra-él; and 
how they lay with the women that assem- 
bled at the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

23 And he said unto them, Why do ye 
such things? for I hear of your evil deal- 
ings by all this people. 

Nay, my sons; for it is no good re- 
port that I hear: ye make the Lorp’s 
people to transgress. _ 

25 If one man sin against another, the 
judge shall judge him: but-if a man sin 
against the LorpD, who shall intreat for 
him? Notwithstanding they hearkened 
not unto the voice of their father, be- 
cause the LORD would slay them. 

26 And the child Sam/’-u-él grew on, 
and was in favour both with the Lorp, 
and also with men. 

27 @.And there came a man of God 
unto E’-li, and said unto him, Thus saith 
the Lorpb, Did I plainly appear unto the 
house of thy father, when they were in 
E’-gypt in Phar’-aoh’s house? 

28 And_ did I choose him out of all the 
tribes of Is’-ra-él to be my priest, to offer 
upon mine altar, to burn incense, to wear 
an é’-phod before me? and did I give un- 
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to the house of thy father all the offerings 
made by fire of the children of is’-ra-€1? 

29 Wherefore kick ye at my sacrifice 
and at mine offering, which I have com- 
manded in my habitation; and honourest 
thy sons above me, to make yourselves 
fat with the chiefest of all the offerings of 
is’-ra-é1 my people? eek te 

30 Wherefore the Lorp God of is’-ra-él 
saith, I said indeed that thy house, and 
the house of thy father, should walk be- 
fore me for ever: but now the LORD 
saith, Be it far from me; for them that 
honour me I will honour, and they that 
despise me shall be lightly esteemed. _ 

31 Behold, the days come, that I will 
cut off thine arm, and the arm of thy fa- 
ther’s house, that there shall not be an 
old man in thine house. 

32 And thou shalt see an enemy in my 
habitation, in all the wealth which God 
shall give is’-ra-é1: and there shall not be 
an old man in thine house for ever. 

33 And the man of thine, whom I shall 
not cut off from mine altar, shall be to 
consume thine eyes, and to grieve thine 
heart: and all the increase of thine house 
shall die in the flower of their age. 

34 And this shall be a sign unto thee, 
that shall come upon thy two sons, on 
Hoph’-ni and Phin’-é-has; in one day 
they shall die both of them. 

35 And I will raise me up a faithful 
priest, that shall do according to that 
which is in mine heart and in my mind: 
and I will build him a sure house; and he 
shall walk before mine anointed for ever. 

36 And it shall come to pass, that every 
one that is left in thine house shall come 
and crouch to him for a piece of silver 
and a morsel of bread, and shall say, Put 
me, I pray thee, into one of the priests’ 
offices, that I may eat a piece of bread. 


Chapter 3 


ND the child Sam/’-0-é1 ministered 
unto the Lorp before E’-li. And the 
word of the LorD was precious in those 
days; there was no open vision. 
2 And it came to pass at that time, when 
E’-li was laid down in his place, and his 
eyes began to wax dim, that he could not 


see; 

3 And ere the lamp of God went out in 
the temple of the Lorp, where the ark of 
God was, and Sam/-t-él was laid down 
to sleep; 

4 That the Lorp called Sam’-t-él: and 
he answered, Here am I. 

5 And he ran unto E’-li, and said, Here 
am 1; for thou calledst me. And he said, I 
called not; lie down again. And he went 
and lay down. 

6 And the Lorn called yet again, Sam/’- 
u-él. And Sam’-0-él arose and went to 
E’-li, and said, Here am I; for thou didst 
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call me. And he answered, I called not, 
my son; lie down again. 

7 Now Sam/’-i-él did not yet know the 
Lorp, neither was the word of the LorD 
yet revealed unto him. _, ; 

8 And the Lorn called Sam’-t-él again 
the third time. And he arose and went to 
£’-li, and said, Here am I; for thou didst 
call me. And £&’-li perceived that the 
Lorp had called the child. " 

9 Therefore £’-li said unto Sam’-0-él. 
Go, lie down: and it shall be, if he call 
thee, that thou shalt say, Speak, Lorp; 
for thy servant heareth. So Sam’-0-él 
went and lay down in his place. 

10 And the Lorp came, and stood. and 
called as at other times, Sam’-0-él, Sam’- 
u-él. Then Sam/’-u-él answered, Speak; 
for thy servant heareth. 

11 ¢ And the Lorp said to,Sam’-0-él, 

Behold, I will do a thing in Is’-ra-él, at 
which both the ears of every one that 
heareth it shall tingle. 
_12 In that day I will perform against 
E’-li all things which I have spoken-con- 
cerning his house: when I begin, I will 
also make an end. 

13 For I have told him that'I will judge 


his house for ever for the iniquity which 


he knoweth; because his sons made them- 
selves vile, and he restrained them not. 

14 And therefore I have sworn unto the 

house of E’-li, that the iniquity of E’-li’s 
house shall not be purged with sacrifice 
nor offering for ever. 
15 ¢ And SAm/’-0-él lay until the morn- 
ing, and opened the doors of the house of 
the Lorp. And Sam/’-i-él feared to shew 
E’-li the vision. 

16 Then £’-li called Sam’-0-€l, and said, 
Sam/’-0-é1, my son. And he answered, 
Here am I. 

17 And he said, What is the thing that 
the LORD hath said unto thee? I pray 
thee hide it not from me: God do so to 
thee, and more also, if thou hide any 
thing from me of all the things that he 
said unto thee. 

18 And Sam’-0-él told him every whit, 
and hid nothing from him. And he said, 
It is the Lorn: let him do what seemeth 
him good. 

19 % And Sam’-0-él grew, and the Lorp 
was with him, and did let none of his 
words fall to the ground. 

20 And all i§’-ra-é1 from Dan even to 
Béér-shé’-ba knew that Sam’-0-él was 
established to be a-prophet of the Lorp. 

21 And the LorpD appeared again in 
Shi -loh : for the Lorp revealed himself 
to Sam/’-t-él in Shi’-l6h by the word of 
the Lorn. 


Chapter 4 


ND the word of Sam’-t-él came to all 
1s’-ra-é1. Now i8’-ra-€1 went out 
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against the Phil’-is-tines to battle, and 
pitched beside Eb’-én-é’-zér: and the 
Phil’-is-tines pitched in A’-phék,. 

_2 And the Phil’-is-tines put themselves 

‘Im array against I8’-ra-é1: and when they 

joined battle, fs’-ra-€1 was smitten before 
the Phil’-is-tines: and they slew of the 
army in the field about four thousand 
men. 
_3 @ And when the people were come 
into the camp, the elders of i8’-ra-é1 said, 
Wherefore hath the Lorp smitten us to 
day before the Phil’-is-tines? Let us fetch 
the ark of the covenant of the Lorp out 
of Shi’-loh unto us, that, when it cometh 
among us, it may save us out of the hand 
of our enemies. 

4 So the people sent to Shi’-ldh, that 
they might bring from thence the ark of 
the covenant of the Lorn of hosts, which 
dwelleth between the chér’-i-bims: and 
the two sons of E’-li, Héph’-ni and Phin’- 
é-has, were there with the ark of the cove- 
nant of God. ; 

5 And when the ark of the covenant o 
the LorD came into the camp, all ig’-ra-é1 
shouted with a great shout, so that the 
earth rang again. 

6 And when the Phil’-is-tines heard the 
noise of the shout, they said, What 
meaneth the noise of this great shout in 
the camp of the Hé’-bréws? And they 
understood that the ark of the Lorp was 
come into the camp. 

7 And the Phil’-is-tines were afraid, for 
they said, God is come into the camp. 
And they said, Woe unto us! for there 

hath not been such a thing heretofore. 

* 8 Woe unto us! who shall deliver us out 
of the hand of these mighty Gods? these 
are the Gods that smote the £-gyp’-tians 
with all the plagues in the wilderness. 

9 Be strong, and quit yourselves like 
men, O ye Phil’-is-tines, that ye be not 
servants unto the Hé’-bréws, as they have 
been to you: quit yourselves like men, 
and fight. 

10 ¢ And the Phil’-is-tines fought, and 
is’-ra-é1 was smitten, and they fled every 
man into his tent: and there was a very 
great slaughter, for there fell of {8’-ra-él 
thirty thousand footmen. 

11 And the ark of God was taken; and 
the two sons of £’-li, Hoph’-ni and Phin’- 
é-has, were slain. 

12 ¢ And there ran a man of Bén’-ja- 
min out of the army, and came to Shi’- 
16h the same day with his clothes rent, 
and with earth upon his head. 

13 And when he came, lo, E’-li sat upon 
a seat by the wayside watching: for his 

heart trembled for the ark of God. And 
when the man came into the city, and 
told it, all the city cried out. . 

14 And when £’-li heard the noise of 
the crying, he said, What meaneth the 
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noise of this tumult? And the man came 
in hastily, and told &’-1i. 

15 Now E’-li was ninety and eight years 
old; and his eyes were dim, that he could 
not see. 

16 And the man said unto £’-li, I am he 
that came out of the army, and I fled to 
day out of the army. And he said, What 
is there done, my son? 

17 And the messenger answered and 
said, I8’-ra-él is fled before the Phil’-is- 
tines, and there hath been also a great 
slaughter among the people, and thy two 
sons also, Héph’-ni and Phin’-é-has, are 
dead, and the ark of God is taken. 

18 And it came to pass, when he made 
mention of the ark of God, that he fell 
from off the seat backward by the side of 
the gate, and his neck brake, and he 
died: for he was an old man, and heavy. 
And he had judged is’-ra-él forty years. 

19 ¢ And his daughter in law, Phin’- 
é-has’ wife, was with child, near to be 
delivered: and when she heard the tid- 
ings that the ark of God was taken, and 
that her father in law and her husband 
were dead, she bowed herself and tra- 
vailed; for her pains came upon her. 

20 And about the time of her death the 
women that stood by her said unto her, 
Fear not; for thou hast born a son. But 
she answered not, neither did she regard 


1t. 

21 And she named the child i’-cha-bdd, 
saying, The glory is departed from {é’- 
ra-él: because the ark of God was taken, 
and because of her father in law and her 
husband. : 

22 And she said, The glory is departed 
oe 18’-ra-é1: for the ark of God is 
taken. 


Chapter 5 


ND the Phil’-is-tines took the ark of 
God, and brought it from £b’-én— 
é’-zér unto Ash’-dod. 

2 When the Phil’-is-tines took the ark 
of God, they brought it into the house of 
Da’-gon, and set it by Da’-gon. | 

3 ¢ And when they of Ash’-dé6d arose 
early on the morrow, behold, Da’-gon 
was fallen upon his face to the earth be- 
fore the ark of the Lorp. And they took 
Da’-g6n, and set him in his place again. 

4 And when they arose early on the 
morrow morning, behold, Da’-gon was 
fallen upon his face to the ground before 
the ark of the Lorp; and the head of Da’- 
gon and both the palms of his hands were 
cut off upon the threshold; only the 
stump of Da’-gon was left to him. 

> Therefore neither the priests of Da’- 
gon, nor any that come into Da’-g6n’s 
house, tread on the threshold of Da’-gon 
in Ash’-d6éd unto this day. 

6 But the hand of the Lorp was heavy 
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upon them of Ash’-déd, and he destroyed 
them, and smote them with emerods, 
even Ash’-dod and the coasts thereof. 

7 And when the men of Ash’-dod saw 
that it was so, they said, The ark of the 
God of {§’-ra-él shall. not abide with us: 
for his hand is sore upon us, and upon 
Da’-g6n our god. 

8 They sent therefore and gathered all 
the lords of the Phil’-is-tines unto them, 
and said, What shall we do with the ark 
of the God of 1s’-ra-é1? And they an- 
swered, Let the ark of the God of is’-ra-él 
be carried about unto Gath. And they 
carried the ark of the God of is’-ra-él 
about thither. 

9 And it was so, that, after they had 
carried it about, the hand of the LorRD 
was against the city with a very great de- 
struction: and he smote the men of the 
city; both small and great, and they had 
emerods in their secret parts. 

10 Therefore they sent the ark of God 
to Ek’-r6n. And it came to pass, as the 
ark of God came to Ek’-ron, that the Ek’- 
ron-ites cried out, saying, They have 
brought about the ark of the God of I8’- 
ra-é] to us, to slay us and our people. 

11 So they sent and gathered together 
all the lords of the Phil’-is-tines, and said, 
Send away the ark of the God of Is’-ra-él, 
and let it go again to his own place, that 
it slay us not, and our people: for there 
was a deadly destruction throughout all 
be city; the hand of God was very heavy 
there. 

12 And the men that died not were 
smitten with the emerods: and the cry of 
the city went up to heaven. 


Chapter 6 


ND the ark of the Lorp was in the 
country of the Phil’-is-tines seven 
months. ' 

2 And the Phil’-is-tines called for the 
priests and the diviners, saying, What 
shall we do-to the ark of the Lorn? tell 
us wherewith we shall send it to his place. 

3 And they said, If ye send away the 
ark of the God of Is’-ra-él, send it not 
empty; but in any wise return him a tres- 
pass offering : then ye shall be healed, and 
it shall be known to you why his hand is 
not removed from you. 

4 Then said they, What shall be the 
trespass offering which we shall return to 
him? They answered, Five golden emer- 
ods, and five golden mice, according to 
the number of the lords of the Phil’-is- 
tines: for one plague was on you all, and 
on your lords. 

5 Wherefore ye shall make images of 
your emerods, and images of your mice 
that mar the land; and ye shall give glory 
unto the God of I8’-ra-él: peradventure 
he will lighten his hand from off you, and 
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il off your gods, and from off your 
land. 

6 Wherefore then do ye harden your 
hearts, as the £-gyp’-flans and Phar’-aoh 
hardened their hearts? when he had 
wrought wonderfully among them, did 
they not let the people go, and they de- 
parted? 

7 Now therefore make a new cart, and 
take two milch kine, on which there hath 
come no yoke, and tie the kine to the 
cart, and bring their calves home from 


them: 

8 And take the ark of the Lorp, and 
lay it upon the cart; and put the jewels of 
gold, which ye return him for a trespass 
offering, in a coffer by the side thereof; 
and send it away, that it may go. 

9 And see, if it goeth up by the way of 
his own coast to Béth-shé’-mésh, then he 
hath done us this great evil: but if not, 
then we shall know that it is not his hand 
that smote us: it was a chance that hap- 
pened to us. 

10 @ And the men did so; and took two 
milch kine, and tied them to the cart, and 
shut up their calves at home: 

11 And they laid the ark of the Lorp 
upon the cart, and the coffer with the 
mice of gold and the images of their 
emerods. 

12 And the kine took the straight way 
to the way of Béth’—-shé’-mésh, and went 
along the highway, lowing as they went, 
and turned’not aside to the right hand or 
to the left; and the lords of the Phil’-is- 
tines went after them unto the border of 
Béth-shé’-mésh. 

13 And they of Béth-shé’-mésh were 
reaping their wheat harvest in the valley: 
and they lifted up their eyes, and saw the 
ark, and rejoiced to see it. 

14 And the cart came into the field of 
Jésh’-i-4, a Béth-shé’-mite, and stood 
there, where there was a great stone: and 
they clave the wood of the cart, and of- 
fered the kine a burnt offering unto the 
Lorp. 

15. And the Lé’-vites took down the ark 
of the Lorn, and the coffer that was with 
it, wherein the jewels of gold were, and 
put them on the great stone: and the men 
of Béth-shé’-mésh offered burnt offer- 
ings and sacrificed sacrifices the same day 
unto the Lorp. 

_16 And when the five lords of the Phil’- 
is-tines had seen it, they returned to Bk’- 
ron the same day. 

17 And these are the golden emerods 
which the Phil’-is-tines returned for a 
trespass offering unto the LorD; for Ash’- 
déd one, for Ga’-za one, for As’-ké-lon 
one, for Gath one, for Ek’-rén one; 

18 And the golden mice, according to 
the number of all the cities of the Phil’-is- 
tines belonging to the five lords, both of

fenced cities, and of country villages, 
even unto the great stone of A’-bél, where- 
on they set down the ark of the Lorp: 
which stone remaineth unto this day in 
the field of Josh’-0-a, the Béth—-shé’-mite. 

19 ¢ And he smote the men of Béth— 
shé’-mésh, because they had looked into 
the ark of the Lorp, even he smote of the 
people fifty thousand and threescore and 
ten men: and the people lamented, be- 
cause the LorpD had smitten many of the 
people with a great slaughter. 

20 And the men of Béth—shé’-mésh 

said, Who is able to stand before this 
holy Lorp God? and to whom shall he 
go up from us? 
_21 @ And they sent messengers to the 
inhabitants of Kir’-jath-jé’-a-rim, saying, 
The Phil’-is-tines have brought again the 
ark of the LorD; come ye down, and 
fetch it up to you. 


Chapter 7 
ND the men of Kir’-jath-jé’-a-rim 
came, and fetched up the ark of the 
Lorp, and brought it into the house of 
A-bin’-4-dab in the hill, and sanctified 
El’-é-a’-zar his son to keep the ark of the 
Lorp. 
2 And it came to pass, while the ark 
abode in Kir’-jath-jé’-a-rim, that the 
time was long; for it was twenty years: 
and all the house of Is’-ra-é1 lamented 
after the Lorp. 

3 -@ And Sam’-i-él spake unto all the 
house of Is’-ra-él, saying, If ye do return 
unto the LorD with all your hearts, then 
put away the strange gods and Ash’-ta- 
- r6Oth from among you, and prepare your 

hearts unto the LorpbD, and serve him 

only: and he will deliver you out of the 
hand of the Phil’-is-tines, 

4 Then the children of I8’-ra-él did put 
away Ba’-a-lim and Ash’-ta-roth, and 
served the LorD only. "I 

5 And Sam/’-i-él said, Gather all Is’- 
ra-é] to Miz’-péh, and I will pray for you 
unto the Lorp: 

6 And they gathered together to Miz’- 
péh, and drew water, and poured it out 
before the Lorp, and fasted on that day, 
and said there, We have sinned against 
the Lorn, And Sam’-t-él judged the chil- 
dren of {S8’-ra-é] in Miz’-péh. 

7 And when the Phil’-is-tines heard 
that the children of Is’-ra-él were ga- 
thered together to Miz’-péh, the lords of 
the Phil’-is-tines went up against I$’-ra-él. 
And when the children of Is’-ra-él heard 
it, they were afraid of the Phil’-is-tines. 

8 And the children of Is’-ra-él said to 

_Sam/-i-él, Cease not to cry unto the 

Lorp our God for us, that he will save us 

out of the hand of the Phil’-is-tines. _ 

9 g And Sam/’-i-él took a sucking 
lamb, and offered it for a burnt offering 
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wholly unto the Lorp:, and Sam’-i-él 
cried unto the Lorp for I8’-ra-él; and the 
Lorp heard him. 

10 And as Sam’-t-él was offering up 
the burnt offering, the Phil’-is-tines drew 
near to battle against I8’-ra-él: but the 
Lorp thundered with a great thunder on 
that day upon the Phil’-is-tines, and dis- 
comfited them; and they were smitten 
before Is’-ra-él. ‘ 

11 And the men of i§’-ra-é1 went out of 
Miz’-péh, and pursued the Phil’-is-tines, 
and smote them, until they came under 
Béth-car. 

12 Then Sam/’-i-él took a stone, and 
set it between Miz’-péh and Shén, and 
called the name of it Eb’-én—é’-zér, say- 
ing, Hitherto hath the Lorp helped us. 

13 ¥ So the Phil’-is-tine$§ were subdued, 
and they came no more into the coast of 
ISs’-ra-él: and the hand of the Lorp was 
against the Phil’-is-tines all the days of 
Sam/-0-él. 

14 And the cities which the Phil’-is- 
tines had taken from {§’-ra-é1 were re- 
stored to Is’-ra-él, from Ek’-r6n even un- 
to Gath; and the coasts thereof did fs’- 
ra-él deliver out of the hands of the Phil’- 
is-tines. And there was peace between 
I§’-ra-é1 and the Am’-0-rites. , 

15 And Sam/’-i-él judged I8’-ra-él all 
the days of his life. 

16 And he went from year to year in 
circuit to Béth’—él, and Gil’-gal, and 
Miz’-péh, and judged Is’-ra-él in all those 
places. 

17 And his return was to Ra’-mah; for 
there was his house; and there he judged 
1s’-ra-é1; and there he built an altar unto 
the Lorp. 


Chapter 8 
ND it came to pass, when Sam’-i-él 
was old, that he made his sons 
judges over IS’-ra-él. 

2 Now the name of his firstborn was 
Jo’-él; and the name of his second, A-bi’- 
ah: they were judges in Béér—shé’-ba. 

3 And his sons walked not in his ways, 
but turned aside after lucre, and took 
bribes, and perverted judgment. 

4 Then all the elders of Is’-rad-él ga- 
thered themselves together, and came to 
Sam/-0-él unto Ra’-mah, 

5_ And said unto him, Behold, thou art 
old, and thy sons walk not in thy ways: 
now make us a king to judge us like all 
the nations. 3 

6 @ But the thing displeased Sam’-0-él, 
when they said, Give us a king to judge 
us. And Sam/’-0-él prayed unto the Lorp. 

7 And the LorD said unto Sam’-i-él, 
Hearken unto the voice of the people in 
all that they say unto thee: for they have 
not rejected thee, but they have rejected 
me, that I should not reign over them. 
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8 According to all the works which they 
have done since the day that I brought 
them up out of E£’-gypt even unto this 
day, wherewith they have forsaken me, 
and served other gods, so do they also 
unto thee. f 

9 Now therefore hearken unto their 
voice: howbeit yet protest solemnly unto 
them, and shew them the manner of the 
king that shall reign over them. 

10 @ And Sam/’-i-él told all the words 
of the Lorp unto the people that asked 
of him a king. 

11 And he said, This will be the manner 
of the king that shall reign over you: He 
will take your sons, and appoint them for 
himself, for his chariots, and to be his 
horsemen; and some shall run before his 
chariots. J : 

12 And he will appoint him captains 
over thousands, and captains over fifties ; 
and will set them to ear his ground, and 
to reap his harvest, and to make his in- 
struments of war, and instruments of his 
chariots. 

13 And he will take your daughters to 
be confectionaries, and to be cooks, and 
to be bakers. 

14 And he will take your fields, and 
your vineyards, and your oliveyards, 
even the best of them, and give them to 
his servants. 

15 And he -will take the tenth of your 
seed, and of your vineyards, and give to 
his officers, and to his servants. 

16 And he will take your menservants, 
and your maidservants, and your good- 
liest young men, and your asses, and put 
them to his work. 

17 He will take the tenth of your sheep: 
and ye shall be his servants. 

18 And ye shall cry out in that day be- 
cause of your king which ye shall have 
chosen you; and the Lorp will not hear 
you in that day. 

19 ¢ Nevertheless the people refused to 
obey the voice of Sam’-i-él; and they 
said, Nay; but we will have a king over 


us; 

20 That we also may be like all the na- 
tions; and that our king may judge us, 
an go out before us, and fight our bat- 

es. 

21 And Sam/-0-él heard all the words 
of the people, and he rehearsed them in 
the ears of the Lorp. 

22 And the Lorp said to Sam/’-t-él, 
Hearken unto their voice, and make them 
a king. And Sam’-t-él said unto the men 
oF Is’-ra-él1, Go ye every man unto his 
city. 


Chapter 9 


OW there was a man of Bén’-ja-min, 
J whose name was Kish, the son of 
A-bi’-él, the son of Zé’-rér, the son of 
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Bé-chd’-rath, the son of A-phi’-ah, a 
Bén’-ja-mite, a mighty man of power. 

2 And he had a son, whose name was 
Saul, a choice young man, and a goodly: 
and there was not among the children of 
{s’-ra-él1 a goodlier person than he: from 
his ee te he was higher 
than any of the people. 

3 ‘And-the asses of Kish Saul’s father 
were lost. And Kish said to Saul his son, 
Take now one of the servants with thee, 
and arise, go seek the asses. iF 

4 And he passed through mount £’- 
phra-im, and passed through the land of 
Shal’-i-sha, but they found them not: 
then they passed through the land of 
Sha’-lim, and there they were not: and he 
passed through the land of the Bén’-ja- 
mites, but they found them not. 

5 And when they were come to the land 
of Zuph, Saul said to his servant that was 
with him, Come, and let us return; lest 
my father leave caring for the asses, and 
take thought for us. 

6 And he said unto him, Behold-now, 
there is in this city a man of God, and he 
is an honourable man; all that he saith 
cometh surely to pass: now let us go 
thither ; peradventure he can shew us our 
way that we should go. 

7 Then said Saul to his servant, But, be- 
hold, if we go, what shall we bring the 
man? for the bread is spent in our ves- 
sels, and there is not a present to bring to 
the man of God: what have we? 

8 And the servant answered Saul again, 
and said, Behold, I have here at hand the 
fourth part of a shé’-kél of silver: that 
will I give to the man of God, to tell us 
our way. Re 

9 (Beforetime in Is’-ra-é1, when a man 
went to enquire of God, thus he spake, 
Come, and let us go to the seer: for he 
that is now called a Prophet was before- 
time called a Seer.) 

10 Then said Saul to his servant, Well 
said; come, let us go. So they went unto 
the city where the man of God was. 

11 ¥ And as they went up the hill to the 
city, they found young maidens going 
out to draw water, and said unto them, 
Is the seer here? 

12 And they answered them, and said, 
He is; behold, he is before you: make 
haste now, for he came to day to the city; 
for there is a sacrifice of the people to day 
in the high place: 

3 As soon as ye be come into the city, 
ye shall straightway find him, before he 
go up to the high place to eat: for the 
people will not eat until he come, because 
he doth bless the sacrifice; and after- 
wards they eat that be bidden. Now 
therefore get you up; for about this time 
ye shall find him. . 

14 And they went up into the city: and 
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when they were come into the city, be- 
hold, Sam/’-ii-é1 came out against them, 
for to go up to the high place. 

15. f Now the Lorp had told Sam’-i-é1 
in his ear a day before Saul came, saying, 

16 To morrow about this time I will 
send thee a man out of the land of Bén’- 
ja-min, and thou shalt anoint him to be 
_ captain over my people Is’-ra-él, that he 

may save my people out of the hand of 
the Phil’-is-tines: for I have looked upon 
my people, because their cry is come un- 
to me. 

17 And when Sam’-0-él saw Saul, the 
Lorp said unto him, Behold the man 
whom I spake to thee of! this same shall 
reign over my people. 

18 Then Saul drew near to Sam’-i-él in 
the gate, and said, Tell me, I pray thee, 
where the seer’s house is. 

19 And Sam/’-t-él answered Saul, and 
said, I am the seer: go up before me unto 
the high place; for ye shall eat with me to 
day, and to morrow I will let thee go, and 
will tell thee all that is in thine heart. 

20 And as for thine asses that were lost 
three days ago, set not thy mind on them; 
for they are found. And on whom is all 
the desire of Is’-ra-él? Js it not on thee, 
and on all thy father’s house? 

21 d Saul answered and said, Am 
not I a Bén’,ja-mite, of the smallest of 
the tribes of Is’-ra-él? and my family the 
least of all the families of the tribe of 
’ Bén’-ja-min? wherefore then speakest 
thou so to me? 

22 And Sam/’-i-él took Satl and his 
servant, and brought them into the par- 
lour, and made them sit in the chiefest 
place among them that were bidden, 
which were about thirty persons. 

23 And SAm/’-ii-él said unto the cook, 
Bring the portion which I gave thee, of 
which I said unto thee, Set it by thee. 

24 And the cook took up the shoulder, 
and that which was upon it, and set it 
before Saul. And Sam/’-ii’él said, Behold 
that which is left! set it before thee, and 
eat: for unto this time hath it been kept 
for thee since I said, I have invited the 
people. So Saul did eat with Sam’-i-él 
that day. 

- 25 q And when they were come down 

from the high place into the city, Sam’- 
a-é1 communed with Saul upon the top 
of the house. ; 

26 And they arose early: and it came to 
pass about the spring of the day, that 
Sam/’-i-é1 called Saul to the top of the 
house, saying, Up, that I may send thee 
away. And Saul arose, and they went out 
both of them, he and Sam’-0-él, abroad. 

27 And as they were going down to the 
end of the city, Sam/’-t-él said to Saul, 
Bid the servant pass on before us, (and 
he passed on,) but stand thou still a 
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se that I may shew thee the word of 
od. 


Chapter 10 


HEN Sam’-i-él took a vial of oil, and 

A poured it upon his head, and kissed 
him, and said, /s it not. because the Lorp 
hath anointed thee to be captain over his 
inheritance? 

2 When thou art departed from me to 
day, then thou shalt find two men by 
Ra’-chél’s sepulchre in the border of 
Bén’-ja-min at Zél’-zah; and they will say 
unto thee, The asses which thou wentest 
to seek are found: and, lo, thy father hath 
left the care of the asses, and sorroweth 
for you, saying, What shall I do for my 
son: 

3 Then shalt thou go on forward from 
thence, and thou shalt come to the plain 
of Ta’-b6ér, and there shall meet thee 
three men going up to God to Béth-él, 
one carrying three kids, and another 
carrying three loaves of bread, and an- 
other carrying a bottle of wine: 

4 And they will salute thee, and give 
thee two loaves of bread; which thou 
shalt receive of their hands. 

5 After that thou shaltcome to the hill 
of God, where is the garrison of the 
Phil’-is-tines: and it shall come to pass, 
when thou art come thither to the city, 
that thou shalt meet a company of proph- 
ets coming down from the high place 
with a psaltery, and a tabret, and a pipe, 
and a harp, before them; and they shall 
prophesy: 

6 And the Spirit of the Lorp will come 
upon thee, and thou shalt prophesy with 
them, and shalt be turned into another 
man. 

7 And let it be, when these signs are 
come unto thee, that thou do as occasion 
serve thee; for God is with thee. 

8 And thou shalt go down before me to 
Gil’-gal; and, behold, I will come down 
unto thee, to offer burnt offerings, and to 
sacrifice sacrifices of peace offerings: 
seven days shalt thou tarry, till I come to 
pnees and shew thee what thou shalt 


O. 

9 ¢ And it was so, that when he had 
turned his back to go from Sam/’-i-él, 
God gave him another heart: and all 
those signs came to pass that day. 

10 And when they came thither to the 
hill, behold, a company of prophets met 
him; and the Spirit of God came upon 
him, and he prophesied among them. 

11 And it came to pass, when all that 
knew him beforetime saw that, behold, 
he prophesied among the prophets, then 
the people said one to another, What ts 
this that is come unto the son of Kish? 
Is Saul also among the prophets? 

12 And one of the same place answered 
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and said, But who is their father ? There- 
fore it became a proverb, Js Saul also 
among the prophets? 

13 And when he had made an end of 
prophesying, he came to the high place. 

14 ¢ And Saul’s uncle said unto him 
and to his servant, Whither went ye? And 
he said, To seek the asses: and when we 
saw that they were no where, we came to 
Sam/-t-él. j 

15 And Saul’s uncle said, Tell me, I 
pray thee, what Sam/’-t-él said unto you. 

16 And Saul said unto his uncle, He 
told us plainly that the asses were found. 
But of the matter of the kingdom, where- 
of Sam/’-u-él spake, he told him not. 

17 @ And Sam/’-t-él called the people 
together unto the Lorp to Miz’-peh; 

18 And said unto the children of I8’-ra- 
él, Thus saith the Lorp God of I8’-ra-él, 
I brought up I8’-ra-él out of E’-gypt, and 
delivered you out of the hand of the E’- 
gyp’-tians, and out of the hand of all 
kingdoms, and of them that oppressed 


you: ; 

19 And ye have this day rejected your 
God, who himself saved you out of all 
your adversities and your tribulations; 
and ye have said unto him, Nay, but set a 
king over us. Now therefore present 
yourselves before the LorpD by your 
tribes, and by your thousands. 

20 And when Sam’-t-él had caused all 
the tribes of Is’-ra-é1 to come near, the 
tribe of Bén’-ja-min was taken. 

21 When he had caused the tribe of 
Bén’-ja-min to come near by their fa- 
milies, the family of Ma’-tri was taken, 
and Saul the son of Kish was taken: and 
when they sought him, he could not be 
found. 

22 Therefore they enquired of the LorpD 
further, if the man should yet come thith- 
er. And the Lorp answered, Behold, he 
hath hid himself among the stuff. 

23 And they ran and fetched him 
thence: and when he stood among the 
people, he was higher than any of the 
people from his shoulders and upward. 

24 And Sam/’-t-él said to all the people, 
See ye him whom the LorpD hath chosen, 
that there is none like him among all the 
people? And all the people shouted, and 
said, God save the king. 

25 Then Sam/’-t-él told the people the 
manner of the kingdom, and wrote it ina 
book, and laid it up before the Lorp. 
And Sam/’-i-él sent all the people away, 
every man to his house. 

26 ¢ And Saul also went home to Gib’- 
é-ah; and there went with him a band of 
men, whose hearts God had touched. 

27 But the children of Bé’-li-al said, 
How shall this man save us? And they 
despised him, and brought him no pres- 
ents. But he held his peace. 
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Chapter 11 
HEN Na’-hash the Am’-mon-ite came 
up and encamped against Ja’-bésh— 
gil’-é-ad: and all the men of Ja’-bésh said 
unto Na’-hash, Make a covenant with 
us, and we will serve thee. 

2 And Na’-hash the Am’-mon-ite an- 
swered them, On this condition will I 
make a covenant with you, that I may 
thrust out all your right eyes, and lay it 
for a reproach upon all is’-ra-él. 

3 And the elders of Ja’-bésh said unto © 
him, Give us seven days’ respite, that we 
may send messengers unto all the coasts 
of is’-ra-él: and then, if there be no man 
to save us, we will come out to thee. 

4 ¢ Then came the messengers to Gib’- 
é-4h of Saul, and told the tidings in the 
ears of the people: and all the people 
lifted up their voices, and wept. 

5 And, behold, Saul came after the herd 
out of the field; and Saul said, What 
aileth the people that they weep? And 
they told him the tidings of the men of 
Ja’-bésh. : 

6 And the Spirit of God came upon 
Saul when he heard those tidings, and his 
anger was kindled greatly. 

7 And he took a yoke of oxen, and 
hewed them in pieces, and sent them 
throughout all the coasts of Is’-ra-él by 
the hands of messengers, saying, Whoso- 
ever cometh not forth after Saul and after 
Sam/’-t-él, so shall it be done unto his 
oxen. And the fear of the Lorn fell on 
the people, and they came out with one 
consent. 

8 And when he numbered them in Bé’- 
zék, the children of Is’-ra-él1 were three 
hundred thousand, and the men of Ja’- 
dah thirty thousand. 

9 And they said unto the messengers 
that came, Thus shall ye say unto the men 
of Ja’-bésh-gil’-é-ad, To morrow, by 
that time the sun be hot, ye shall have 
help. And the messengers came and 
shewed it to the men of Ja’-bésh; and 
they were glad. 

10 Therefore the men of Ja’-bésh said, 
To morrow _we will come out unto you, 
and ye shall do with us all that seemeth 
good unto you. 

11 And it was so on the morrow, that 
Saul put the people in three companies; 
and they came into the midst of the host 
in the morning watch, and slew the Am/’- 
mon-ites until the heat of the day: and 
it came to pass, that they which remained 
were scattered, so that two of them were 
not left together. 

_12 @ And the people said unto Sam’- 
u-él, Whe, is he at said, pnall Saul reign 
over us? bring the men, that we ma t 
them to death. : ae 
13 And Saul said, There shall not a 
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- man be put to death this day: for to day 
ated hath wrought salvation in j§’- 
ra-él. 

14 Then said Sam’-t-él to the people, 
Come, and let us go to Gil’-gal, and re- 
' new the kingdom there. 

15 And all the people went to Gil’-gal; 
and there they made Saul king before the 
- Lorp in Gil’-gal; and there they sacri- 
ficed sacrifices of peace offerings before 
the Lorp; and there Saul and all the men 
of Is’-ra-él rejoiced greatly. 


Chapter 12 
ND Sam’--él said unto all 1§’-ra-é1, 
Behold, I have hearkened unto your 
voice in all that ye said unto me, and 
have made a king over you. 

2 And now, behold, the king walketh 
before you: and I am old and gray- 
headed; and, behold, my sons are with 
you: and I have walked before you from 
my childhood unto this day. 

3 Behold, here I am: witness against me 
‘before the Lorpb, and before his anoint- 
ed: whose ox have I taken? or whose ass 
have I taken? or whom have I defrauded? 
whom have I oppressed? or of whose 
hand have I received any bribe to blind 
mine eyes therewith? and I will restore 


it you. 

4 And they said, Thou hast not de- 
frauded us, nor oppressed us, neither 
hast thou taken ought of any man’s 
' hand. 
5 And he said unto them, The Lorp is 
* witness against you, and his anointed is 

witness this day, that ye have not found 
- ought in my hand. And they answered, 

He is witness. 

6 @ And Sam’-i-él said unto the peo- 
ple, /t is the Lorb that advanced M6’-sés 
and Aa’-ron, and that brought your fa- 
thers up out of the land of £’-gypt. 

7 Now therefore stand still, that I may 
reason with you before the Lorp of all 
the righteous acts of the Lorp, which he 
did to you and to your fathers. _ 

8 When Ja’-cob was come into E’-gypt, 
and your fathers cried unto the Lorp, 
then the Lorp sent M6O’-sés and Aa’-ron, 
which brought forth your fathers out of 

. —’-gypt, and made them dwell in this 
place. 

9 And when they forgat the Lorp their 
God, he sold them into the hand of Sis’- 
é-ra, captain of the host of Ha’-z6r, and 
into the hand of the Phil’-is-tines, and 
into the hand of the king of M6’-ab, and 
they fought against them. 

10 And they cried unto the Lorpb, and 
’ said, We have sinned, because we have 
forsaken the Lorp, and have served Ba’- 
a-lim and Ash’-ta-rdth: but now deliver 
us out of the hand of our enemies, an 
we will serve thee. 
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11 And the Lorp sent Jér-iib-ba’-al, 
and Bé’-dan, and Jéph’-thah, and Sam’- 
t-él, and delivered you out of the hand 
of your enemies, on every side, and ye 
dwelled safe. 

12 And when ye saw that Na’-hash the 
king of the children of Am’-mon came 
against you, ye said unto me, Nay; but a 
king shall reign over us: when the Lorp 
your God was your king. 

13 Now therefore behold the king 
whom ye have chosen, and whom ye have 
desired! and, behold, the Lorp hath:set a 
king over you. 

14 If ye will fear the Lorp, and serve 
him, and obey his voice, and not rebel 
against the commandment of the Lorp, 
then shall both ye and also the king that 
reigneth over you continue following the 
Lorp your God: 

15 But if ye will not obey the voice of 
the Lorp, but rebel against the com- 
mandment of the Lorpb, then shall the 
hand of the Lorp be against you, as it 
was against your fathers. 

16 ¢ Now therefore stand and see this 
great thing, which the Lorp will do be- 
fore your eyes. 

17 Is it not wheat harvest to day? I will 
call unto the Lorp, and he shall send 
thunder.and rain; that ye may perceive 
and see that your wickedness is great, 
which ye have done in the sight of the 
Lorp, in asking you a king. 

18 So Sam’-i-él called unto the Lorp; 
and the LorpD sent thunder and rain that 
day: and all the people greatly feared the 
Lorp and Sam’-it-él. 

19 And all the people said unto Sam/’- 
ti-él, Pray for thy servants unto the LorD 
thy God, that we die not: for we have 
added unto all our sins this evil, to ask us 


a king. 

20 ¢ And Sam/’-0-él said unto the peo- 
ple, Fear not: ye have done all this wick- 
edness: yet turn not aside from following 
the LorpD, but serve the LorpD with all 
your heart; 

21 And turn ye not aside: for then 
should ye go after vain things; which can- 
not profit nor deliver; for they are 
vain. 

22 For the Lorp will not forsake his 
people for his great name’s sake: because 
it hath pleased the LorpD to make you his 
people. 

23 Moreover as for me, God forbid 
that I should sin against the LorD in ceas- 
ing to pray for you: but I will teach you 
the good and the right way: ; 

24 Only fear the Lorp, and serve him 
in truth with all your heart: for consider 
how great things he hath done for you. 

25 But if ye shall still do wickedly, ye 


d shall be consumed, both ye and your 


king. 


I SAMUEL 13, 14 


Chapter 13 


SAUL reigned one year; and when he 
had reigned two years over {s’-ra-él, 
2 Saul chose him three thousand men 
of is’-ra-él; whereof two thousand were 
with Saul in Mich’-mash and in mount 
Béth’-él, and a thousand were with Jon’- 
4-than in Gib’-é-a4h of Bén’-ja-min: and 
the rest of the people he sent every man 
to his tent, Y ‘ 

3 And Jén’-4-than smote the garrison 
of the Phil’-is-tines that was in Gé’-ba, 
and the Phil’-is-tines heard of it. And 
Saul blew the trumpet throughout all the 
land, saying. Let the Hé’-bréws hear. 

4 And all i8’-ra-é1 heard say that Saul 
had smitten a garrison of the Phil’-is- 
tines, and that I8’-ra-é1_ also was had in 
abomination with the Phil’-is-tines. And 
the people were called together after Saul 
to Gil’-gal. : 

5 q And the Phil’-is-tines gathered 
themselves together to fight with fs’-ra-él, 
thirty thousand chariots, and six thous- 
and horsemen, and people as the Sand 
which is on the sea shore in multitude: 
and they came up, and pitched in Mich’- 
mash, eastward from Béth-a’-vén. 

6 When the men of Is’-ra-é1 saw that 
they were in a strait, (for the people were 
distressed,) then the people did hide 
themselves in caves, and in thickets, and 
in rocks, and in high places, and in pits. 

7 And some of the Hé’-bréws went over 
Jér’-dan to the land of Gad and Gil’- 
é-ad. As for Saul, he was yet in Gil’-gal, 
and all the people followed him tremb- 


ling. 

8 @ And he tarried seven days, accord- 
ing to the set time that Sam/’-0-él had 
appointed: but Sam/’-t-él came not to 
Gil’-gal; and the people were scattered 
from him. 

9 And Saul said, Bring hither a burnt 
offering to me, and peace offerings. And 
he offered the burnt offering. 

10 And it came to pass, that as soon as 
he had made an end of offering the burnt 
offering, behold, Sam/’-i-é] came; and 
Saul went out to meet him, that he might 
salute him. 

11 @ And Sam/’-0-él said, What hast 
thou done? And Saul said, Because I saw 
that the people were scattered from me, 


and that thou camest not within the days C 


appointed, and that the Phil’-is-tines ga- 
nae themselves together at Mich’- 
mash; : 

12 Therefore said I, The Phil’-is-tines 
will come down now upon me to Gil’-gal, 
and I have not made supplication unto 
the Lorp: I forced myself therefore, and 
offered a burnt offering. 

13 And Sam’-0-él said to Saul, Thou 
hast done foolishly: thou hast not kept 
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the commandment of the Lorp thy God, 
which he commanded thee: for now 
would the Lorp have established thy 
kingdom upon f§’-ra-él for ever. 

14 But now thy kingdom shall not con- 
tinue: the Lorp hath sought him a man 
after his own heart, and the Lorp hath 
commanded him to be captain over his 
people, because thou hast not kept that 
which the Lorp commanded thee. | 

15 And Sam’-t=él arose, and gat him up 
from Gil’-gal unto Gib’-é-ah of Bén’-ja- 
min. And S4ul numbered the people that 
were present with him, about six hundred 


men. 

16 And Saul, and Jén’-a-than his son, 
and the people that were present with 
them; abode in Gib’-é-ah of Bén’-ja-min: 
but the Phil’-is-tine$ encamped in Mich’- 


mash. 

17 @ And the spoilers came out of the 
camp of the Phil’-is-tines in three com- 
panies: one company, turned unto the 
way that leadeth to Oph’-rah, unto the 
land. of Shi’-al: : 

18 And another company turned the 
way to Béth—-hér’-on: and another com- 
pany turned to the way of the border that 
looketh to the valley of Zé-b6’-im to- 
ward the wilderness. 

19 @ Now there was no smith found 
throughout all the land of Is’-ra-él: for 
the Phil’-is-tines said, Lest the Hé’-bréws 
make them swords or spears: 

20 But all the I§’-ra-él-ites went down 
to the Phil’-is-tines, to sharpen every 
man his share, and his coulter, and his 
axe, and his mattock. 

21 Yet they had a file for the mattocks, 
and for the coulters, and for the forks, 
and for the axes, and to sharpen the 
goads. — 

22 So it came to pass in the day of bat- 
tle, that there was neither sword nor 
spear found in the hand of any of the 
people that’ were with Saul and Jon’-a- 
than: but with Saul and with Jén’-a-than 
his son was there found. 

23 And the garrison of the Phil’-is-tines 
went out to the passage of Mich’-mash. 


Chapter 14 


IN oe it came to pass upon a day, that 

Jon’-a-than the son of Saul said un- 
to the young man that bare his armour, 
-ome, and let us go over to the Phil’-is- 
tines’ garrison, that is on the other side. 
But he told not his father. 

2 And Saul tarried in the uttermost part 
of Gib’-é-4h under a pomegranate tree 
which is in Mig’-ron: and the people that 
were with him were about six hundred 
men: 

,3 And A-hi’-ah, the son of A-hi’-tib, 
I’-cha-béd’s brother, the.son of Phin’- 
é-has, the son of E£’-li, the Lorp’s priest in 
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Shi’-16h, wearing an é’-phéd. And the peo- 
ple knew not that Jon’-a-than was gone. 
4 ¢ And between the passages, by 
which Jon’-a-than sought to go over unto 
the Phil’-is-tines’ garrison, there was a 
_ sharp rock on the one side, and a sharp 
rock on the other side: and the name of 
the one was B6’-zéz, and the name of the 
- other Sén’-éh. 
_ 5 The forefront of the one was situate 
northward over against Mich’-mash, and 
ae other southward over against Gib’-é- 


ah. 

6 And Jon’-a-than said to the young 
man that bare his armour, Come, and 
let us go over unto the garrison of these 
uncircumcised: it may be that the Lorp 
will work for us: for there is no restraint 
to the Lorp to save by many or by few. 

7 And his armourbearer said unto him, 
Do all that is in thine heart: turn thee; 
behold, I am with thee according to thy 
heart. A 

8 Then said Jon’-a-than, Behold, we 
will pass over unto these men, and we will 
discover ourselves unto them. 

9 If they say thus unto us, Tarry until 
we come to you; then we will stand still 
in our place, and will not go up unto 


them. 

10 But if they say thus, Come up unto 
us ; then we will go up: for the LorD hath 
delivered them into our hand: and this 
. shall be a sign unto us. 

11° And both of them discovered them- 
selves unto the garrison of the Phil’-is- 
tines: and the Phil’-is-tines said, Behold, 
the Hé’-bréws come forth out of the holes 
’ where they had hid themselves. 

12 And the men of the garrison an- 
swered Jon’-a-than and his armour- 
bearer, and said, Come up to us, and we 
will shew you a thing. And Jon’-a-than 
said unto his armourbearer, Come up 
after me: for the Lorp hath delivered 
them into the hand of Is’-ra-él. 

13 And Jon’-a-than climbed up upon 
his hands and upon his feet, and his ar- 
mourbearer after him: and they fell be- 
fore J6n’-a-than; and his armourbearer 
slew after him. 

14 And that first slaughter, which Jon’- 
~ a-than and his armourbearer made, was 
about twenty men, within as it were an 
half acre of land, which a yoke of oxen 
might plow. Ao 

15 And there was trembling in the host, 
in the field, and among all the people: 
the garrison, and the spoilers, they also 
trembled, and the earth quaked: so it was 
a very great trembling. 

16 And the watchmen of Saul in Gib’- 
é-ah of Bén’-ja-min looked; and, behold, 
the multitude melted away, and they 
went on beating down one another. 

17 Then said Saul unto the people that 
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were with him, Number now, and see 
who is gone from us. And when they had 
numbered, behold, Jén’-4-than and his 
armourbearer were not there. 

18 And Saul said unto A-hi’-4h, Bring 
hither the ark of God. For the ark of God 
was et that time with the children of f§’- 
Ta-él. 

19 @ And it came to pass, while Saul 
talked unto the priest, that the noise that 
was in the host of the Phil’-is-tines went 
on and increased: and Saul said unto the 
priest, Withdraw thine hand. 

20 And Saul and all the people that 
were with him assembled themselves, and 
they came to the battle: and, behold, 
every man’s sword was against his fel- 
low, and there was a very great discom- 
fiture. 

21 Moreover the Hé’-bréws that were 
with the Phil’-is-tines before that time, 
which went up with them into the camp 
from the country round about, even they 
also turned to be with the {is’-ra-él-ites 
that were with Saul and Jon’-a-than. 

22 Likewise all the men of {s’-ra-é] 
which had hid themselves in mount E£’- 
phra-im, when they heard that the Phil’- 
is-tines fled, even they also followed hard 
after them in the battle. 

23 So'the Lorp saved Is’-rd-él that day: 
and the battle passed over unto Béth— 
a’-vén. 

24 ¢ And the men of I8’-ra-él were dis- 
tressed that day: for Saul had adjured 
the people, saying, Cursed be the man 
that eateth any food until evening, that I 
may be avenged on mine enemies. So 
none of the people tasted any food. 

25 And all they of the land came to a 
wood; and there was honey upon the 
ground, 

26 And when the people were come in- 
to the wood, behold, the honey dropped; 
but no man put his hand to his mouth: 
for the people feared the oath. 

7 But Jon’-a-than heard not when his 
father charged the people with the oath: 
wherefore he put forth the end of the rod 
that was in his hand, and dipped it in an 
honeycomb, and put his hand to his 
mouth; and his eyes were enlightened. 

28 Then answered one of the people, 
and said, Thy father straitly charged the 
people with an oath, saying, Cursed be 
the man that eateth any food this day. 
And the people were faint. 

29 Then said Jon’-a-than, My father 
hath troubled the land: see, I pray you, 
how mine eyes have been enlightened, 
because I tasted a little of this honey. 

30 How much more, if haply the people 
had eaten freely to day of the spoil of 
their enemies which they found? for had 
there not been now a much greater slaugh- 
ter among the Phil’-is-tines ? 
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31 And they 
that day from 


smote the Phil’-is-tines 
Mich’-mash to Ai’-ja-lon: 
and the people were very faint. i 

32 And the people flew upon the spoil, 
and took sheep, and oxen, and calves, 
and slew them on the ground: and the 
people did eat them with the blood. 

33 @ Then they told Saul, saying, Be- 
hold, the people sin against the LorD, in 
that they eat with the blood. And he said, 
Ye have transgressed: roll.a great stone 
unto me this day. : 

34 And Saul said, Disperse yourselves 
among the people, and say unto them, 
Bring me hither every man his ox, and 
every man his sheep, and slay them here, 
and eat; and sin not against the LorD in 
eating with the blood. And all the people 
brought every man his ox with him that 
night, and slew them there. 

35 And Saul built an altar unto the 
Lorp: the same was the first altar that 
he built unto the LorbD. 

36 @ And Saul said, Let us go down 
after the Phil’-is-tines by night, and spoil 
them until the morning light, and let us 
not leave a man of them. And they said, 
Do whatsoever seemeth good unto thee. 
Then said the priest, Let us draw near 
hither unto God. 

37 And Saul asked counsel of God, 
Shall I go down after the Phil’-is-tines? 
wilt thou deliver them into the hand of 
{s’-ra-@1? But he answered him not that 


day. 

38 And Saul said, Draw ye near hither, 
all the chief of the people: and know and 
see wherein this sin hath been this day. 

39 For, as the Lorp liveth, which 
saveth {8’-ra-él, though it be in Jon’-a- 
than my son, he shall surely die. But 
there was not a man among all the people 
that answered him. ie 

40 Then said he unto all 1s’-ra-él, Be ye 
on one side, and I and Jon’-a-than my 
son will be on the other side. And the 
people said unto Saul, Do what seemeth 
good unto thee. 

41 Therefore Saul said unto the Lorp 
God of i8’-ra-él, Give a perfect Jot. And 
S4ul and Jon’-a-than were taken: but the 
people escaped. | 

42 And Saul said, Cast lots between 
me and Jon’-4-than.my son. And Jon’- 
a-than was taken. 

43 Then Saul said to J6n’-a-than, Tell 
me what thou hast done. And Jon’-a- 
than told him, and said, I did but taste a 
little honey with the end of the rod that 
was in mine hand, and, lo, I must die. 

44 And Saul answered, God do so and 
more also: for thou shalt surely die, Jon’- 
4-than. 

45 And the people said unto Saul, Shall 
Jén’-a-than die, who hath wrought this 
great salvation in Is’-ra-é1? God forbid: 
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as the Lorp liveth, there shall not one 
hair of his head fall to the ground; for he 
hath wrought with God this day. So the 
people rescued Jén’-a-than, that he died 


not. 

46 Then Séul went up from following 

the Phil’-is-tines: and the Phil’-is-tines 
went to their own place. 
47 & So Saul took the kingdom over 
1s’-ra-él, and fought against all his en- 
emies.on every side, against M6’-ab, and 
against the children of Am’-mon, and 
against E’-dom, and against the kings of 
Zo’-bah, and against the Phil’-is-tines: 
and whithersoever he turned himself, he 
vexed them. 

48 And he gathered an host, and smote 
the A-mAal’-ék-ites, and delivered Is’-ra-él 
out of the hands of them that spoiled 
them. 

49 Now the sons of Saul were J6n’-a- 
than, and ish’-i-i, and Mél’-chi-shi’-a: 
and the names of his two daughters were 
these; the name of the firstborn Mé’-rab, 
and the name of the younger Mi’-chal: 
_50 And the name of Saul’s wife was 
A-hin’-6-am, the daughter of A-hi’-ma-az: 
and the name of the captain of his host 
was Ab’-nér, the son of Nér, Saul’s uncle. 

51 And Kish was the father of Saul; 
and Nér the father of Ab’-nér was the son 
of A-bi’-él. 

52 And there was sore war against the 
Phil’-is-tines all the days of Saul: and 
when Saul saw any strong man, or any 
valiant man, he took him unto him. 


Chapter 15 


Am’-U-EL also said unto Saul, The 

) LorD sent me to anoint thee to be 
king over his people, over I8’-ra-él: now 
therefore hearken thou unto the voice of 
the words of the Lorp. 

2 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, I re- 
member that which Am/-a-lék did to Is’- 
ra-él, how he laid wait for him in the way, 
when he came up from E£’-gypt. 

3 Now go and smite Am/’-a-lék, and 
utterly destroy all that they have, and 
spare them not; but slay both man 
and woman, infant and suckling, ox 
and sheep, camel and ass. 

4 And Saul gathered the people to- 
gether, and numbered them in Té-la’-im, 
two hundred thousand footmen, and ten 
thousand men of Ja’-dah. 

5 And Saul came to a city of Am’-a-lék, 
and laid wait in the valley. 

6 ¢ And Saul said unto the Ké’-nites, 
Go, depart, get you down from among 
the A-mal’-ék-ites, lest I destroy you with 
them: for ye shewed kindness to all the 
children of I8’-ra-é1, when they came up 
out of E’-gypt. So the Ké’-nites departed 
from among the A-mal’-ék-ites. 

7 And Saul smote the A-mal’-ék-ites 
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: from Hav’-i-lah until thou comest to 
Shur, that is over against £’-gypt. 
,8 And he took A’-gag the king of the 
A-mal’-ék-ites alive, and utterly destroyed 
all the people with the edge of the sword. 
' 9 But Saul and the people spared A’- 
gag, and the best of the sheep, and of the 
oxen, and of the fatlings, and the lambs, 
- and all that was good, and would not 


'_utterly destroy them: but every thing 


that was vile and refuse, that they de- 
stroyed utterly. 

10 ¢ Then came the word of the Lorp 
unto Sam’-0-él, saying, 

11 It repenteth me that I have set up 
Saul to be king: for he is turned back 
from following me, and hath not per- 
formed my commandments. And _it 
grieved Sam’-i-él; and he cried unto the 
Lorp all night. 

12 And when Sam/’-t-él rose early to 
meet Saul in the morning, it was told 
Sam/’-0-él, saying, Saul came to Car’- 
mél, and, behold, he set him up a place, 
and is gone about, and passed on, and 
gone down to Gil’-gal. 

13 And Sam/’-t-él came to Saul: and 
Saul said unto him, Blessed be thou of 
the Lorp: I have performed the com- 
mandment of the Lorp. 

14 And Sam/’-t-él said, What meaneth 
then this bleating of the sheep in mine 
ears, and the lowing of the oxen which I 
_ hear? 

15 And Saul said, They have brought 
them from the A-mal’-ék-ites: for the 
“ people spared the best of the sheep and 

of the oxen, to sacrifice unto the LorD 
‘ thy God; and the rest we have utterly de- 

stroyed. an 

16 Then Sam’-0-él said unto Saul, Stay, 
and I will tell thee what the LorD hath 
said to me this night. And he said unto 
him, Say on. ; 

17 And Sam/’-v-él said, When thou 
wast little in thine own sight, wast thou 
not made the head of the tribes of Is’-ra- 
él, and the Lorp anointed thee king over 
18’-ra-él ? ; 

18 And the LorD sent thee on a jour- 
ney, and said, Go and utterly destroy the 
sinners the A-mal’-ék-ites, and fight 

- against them until they be consumed. 

19 Wherefore then didst thou not obey 
the voice of the Lorn, but didst fly upon 
the spoil, and didst evil in the sight of the 
LorpD? . 

20 And Saul said unto Sam’-t-él, Yea, 
J have obeyed the voice of the Lorp, and 
have gone the way which the Lorn sent 
me, and have brought A’-gag the king of 
Am/’-a-lék, and have utterly destroyed the 
A-mal’-ék-ites. ’ 

21 But the people took of the spoil, 
sheep and oxen, the chief of the things 
which should have been utterly de- 
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stroyed, to sacrifice unto the Lorp thy 
God in Gil’-gal. 

22 And Sam’-t-él said, Hath the Lorp 
as great delight in burnt offerings and 
sacrifices, as in obeying the voice of the 
Lorp? Behold, to obey ts better than sac- 
rifice, and to hearken than the fat of rams. 

23 For rebellion is as the sin of witch- 
craft, and stubbornness is as iniquity and 
idolatry. Because thou hast rejected the 
word of the Lorp, he hath also rejected 
thee from being king. 

24 G And Saul said unto Sam’-i-él, I 
have sinned: for I have transgressed the 
commandment of the Lorb, and thy 
words: because I feared the people, and 
obeyed their voice. 

25 Now therefore, I pray thee, pardon 
my sin, and turn again with me, that I 
may worship the Lorp. 

26 And Sam’-0-él said unto Saul, I will 
not return with thee: for thou hast re- 
jected the word of the Lorp, and the 
LorD hath rejected thee from being king 
over Is’-ra-él. 

27 And as Sam’-i-él turned about to go 
away, he laid hold upon the skirt of his 
mantle, and it rent. 

28 And Sam/’-0-él said‘unto him, The 
Lorp hath rent the kingdom of Is’-ra-él 
from thee this day, and hath given it toa 
Benbous of thine, that is better than 
thou. 

29 And also the Strength of Is’-ra-él 
will not lie nor repent: for he is not a 
man, that he should repent. 

30 Then he said, I have sinned: yet 
honour me now, I pray thee, before the 
elders of my people, and before Is’-ra-él, 
and turn again with me, that I may wor- 
ship the LorpD thy God. ~~ 1 

31 So Sam/’-i-él turned again after 
Saul; and Saul worshipped the Lorp. 

32 @ Then said Sam’-t-él, Bring ye 
hither to me A’-gag the king of the A- 
mal’-ék-ites. And _A’-gag came unto him 
delicately. And A’-gag said, Surely the 
bitterness of death is past. 

33 And Sam/’-t-él said, As thy sword 
hath made women childless; so shall thy 
mother be childless among women. And 
Sam’-0-él hewed A’-gag in pieces before 
the Lorp in Gil’-gal. 9 

34 ¢ Then Sam’-i-él went to Ra’-mah; 
and Saul went up to his house to Gib’-é- 
ah of Saul. 

35 And Sam/’-0-él came no more to see 
Saul until the day of his death: neverthe- 
less Sam/’-t-él mourned for Saul: and the 
Lorp repented that he had made Saul 
king over Is’-ra-él. 


Chapter 16 


ND the Lorp said unto Sam’-0-él, 
How long wilt thou mourn for Saul, 
seeing I have rejected him from reigning 
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over I§’-ra-él? fill thine horn with oil, and 
go, I will send thee to Jés’-sé the Béth’- 
Jé-hém-ite: for I have provided me a king 
among his sons. ; ; 

2 And Sam’-i-él said, How can I go? if 
Saul hear it, he will kill me. And the 
Lorp said, Take an heifer with thee, and 
say, lam come to sacrifice to the LORD. 

3 ‘And call Jés’-sé to the sacrifice, and I 
will shew thee what thou shalt do: and 
thou shalt anoint unto me him whom I 
name unto thee. : 

4 And Sam/’-u-él did that which the 

Lorp spake, and came to Béth’-lé-hém. 
And the elders of the town trembled at 
He coming, and said, Comest thou peace- 
ably ? 
5 And he said, Peaceably: lam come to 
sacrifice unto the Lorp: sanctify your- 
selves, and come with me to the sacrifice. 
And he sanctified Jés’-sé and his sons, 
and called them to the sacrifice. 

6 @ And it came to pass, when they 
were come, that he looked on E-li’-ab, 
and said, Surely the Lorp’s anointed is 
before him. 

7 But the Lorp said unto Sam’-i-él, 
Look not on his countenance, or on the 
height of his stature; because I have re- 
fused him: for the LORD. seeth not as 
man seeth; for man looketh on the out- 
ward appearance, but the Lorp looketh 
on the heart. ‘ 

8 Then Jés’-sé called A-bin’-a-dab, and 
made him pass before Sam/-i-él. And he 
said, Neither hath the Lorp chosen this. 

9 Then Jés’-sé made Sham’-mah to 
pass by. And he said, Neither hath the 
Lorp chosen this. 

10 Again, Jés’-sé made scven of his sons 
to pass before Sam/’-0-él. And Sam’-0-él 
said unto Jés’-sé, The Lorp hath not 
chosen these. 

11 And Sam/-0-él said unto Jés’-sé, Are 
here all thy children? And he said, There 
remaineth yet the youngest, and, behold, 
he keepeth the sheep. And Sam’-i-él said 
unto Jés’-sé, Send and fetch him: for we 
will not sit down till he come hither. 

12 And he sent, and brought him in. 
Now he was ruddy, and withal of a beau- 
tiful countenance, and goodly to look to. 
And the Lorp said, Arise, anoint him: 
for this is he. . 

13 Then Sam’-0-él took the horn of oil, 
and anointed him in the midst of his 
brethren: and the Spirit of the Lorp 
came upon Da’-vid from that day for- 
ward. So Sam’-i-él rose up, and went to 
Ra’-mah. 

14 ¢@ But the Spirit of the Lorp de- 
parted from Saul, and an evil spirit from 
the Lorp troubled him. 

15 And Saul’s servants said unto him, 
Behold now, an evil spirit from God 
troubleth thee. 
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16 Let our lord now command th 
servants, which are before thee, to see 
out a man, who is a cunning player on an 
harp: and it shall come to pass, when the 
evil spirit from God is upon thee, that he 
shall play with his hand, and thou shalt 
be_ well. ‘ 

17 And ‘Saul said unto his servants, 
Provide me now a man that can play well, 
and bring him to me. 

18 Then answered one of the servants, 
and said, Behold, I have seen a son of 
Jés’-sé the Béth’—lé-hém-ite, that is cun- 
ning in playing, and a mighty valiant 
man, and a man of war, and prudent in 
matters, and a comely person, and the 
Lorp is with him. 

19 @ Wherefore Saul sent messengers 
unto Jés’-sé, and said, Send me Da’-vid 
thy son, which is with the sheep. ‘ 

20 And Jés’-sé took an ass Jaden with 
bread, and a bottle of wine, andakid, and 
sent them by Da’-vid his son unto Saul. 

21 And Da’-vid came to Saul, and stood 
before him: and he loved him greatly; 
and he became his armourbearer. _. 

22 And Saul sent to Jés’-sé, saying, Let 
Da’-vid, I pray thee, stand before me; 
for he hath found favour in my sight. 

23 And it came to pass, when the evil 
spirit from God was upon Saul, that Da’- 
vid took an harp, and played with his 
hand: so Saul was refreshed, and was well, 
and the evil spirit departed from hi 


Chapter 17 


OW the Phil’-is-tines gathered to- 
gether their armies to battle, and 
were gathered together at Sh6’-choh, 
which belongeth to Ja’-dah, and pitched 
between Sho’-chth and A-zé’-kah, in E’- 
phés—dam’-min. 2 

2 And Saul and the men of Is’-ra-él were 
gathered together, and pitched by the 
valley of E’-lah, and set the battle in array 
against the Phil’-is-tines. 

3 And the Phil’-is-tines stood on a 
mountain on the one side, and is’-ra-él 
stood on a mountain on the other side: 
and there was a valley between them. 

4 F And there went out a champion out 
of the camp of the Phil’-is-tines, named 
Go-li’-ath, of Gath, whose height was 
six cubits and a span. 

5S And he had an helmet of brass upon 
his head, and he was armed with a coat of 
mail; and the weight of the coat was five 
thousand shé’-kéls of brass. 

6 And he had greaves of brass upon his 
legs, and a target of brass between his 
shoulders. 

7 And the staff of his spear was like a 
weaver’s beam; and his spear’s head 
weighed six hundred shé’-kéls of iron: 
and one bearing a shield went before him. 

8 And he stood and cried unto the ar- 
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mies of i§’-ra-8l, and said unto them, 
Why are ye come out to set your battle in 
array? am not I a Phil’-is-tine, and ye 
servants to Saul? choose you a man for 
“you, and let him come down to me. 
: If he be able to fight with me, and to 
kill me, then will we be your servants: 
but if I prevail against him, and kill him, 
- then shall ye be our servants, and serve 


us. 

10 And the Phil’-is-tine said, I defy the 
armies of I8’-ra-él this day; give me a 
man, that we may fight together. 

11 When Saul and all is’-ra-é] heard 

those words of thé Phil’-is-tine, they were 
dismayed, and greatly afraid. 
,12 ¢ Now Da’-vid was the son of that 
Eph’-ra-thite of Béth’—lé-hém-—ja’-dah, 
whose name was Jés’-sé; and he had 
eight sons: and the man went among men 
for an old man in the days of Saul. 

13 And the three eldest sons of Jés’-sé 
went and followed Saul to the battle: and 
the names of his three sons that went to 
the battle were E’-li-ab the firstborn, and 
next unto him A-bin’-a-dab, and the 
third Sham/’-mah. 

14 And Da’-vid was the youngest: and 
the three eldest followed Saul. 

‘(15 But Da’-vid went and returned from 
Saul to feed his father’s sheep at Béth’— 
1é-hém. 

16 And the Phil’-is-tine drew near 
, morning and evening, and presented him- 
self forty days. fis , 

17 And Jés’-sé said unto Da’-vid his 
son, Take now for thy brethren an é’- 
phah of this parched corn, and these ten 
* loaves, and run to the camp to thy breth- 


ren; 

18 And carry these ten cheeses unto the 
captain of their thousand, and look how 
thy brethren fare, and take their pledge. 

19 Now Saul, and they, and all the men 
of is’-ra-él, were in the valley of E’-lah, 
fighting with the Phil’-is-tines. ; 

20 ¢ And Da’-vid rose up early in the 
morning, and left the sheep with a keep- 
er, and took, and went, as Jés’-sé had 
commanded him; and he came to the 
trench, as the host was going forth to the 
fight, and shouted for the battle. : 

21 For is’-ra-é1 and the Phil’-is-tines 
had put the battle in array, army against 
army. 

22 aaa Da’-vid left his carriage in the 
hand of the keeper of the carriage, and 
ran into the army, and came and saluted 
his brethren. : 

23. And as he talked with them, behold, 
there came up the champion, the Phil’- 
is-tine of Gath, G6-li’-ath by name, out 
of the armies of the Phil’-is-tines, and 
spake according to the same words: and 
Da’-vid heard them. be 

24 And all the men of Is’-ra-él, when 
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they saw the man, fied from him, and 
were sore afraid. 2 

25 And the men of is’-ra-él said, Have 
ye seen this man that is come up? surely 
to defy IS’-ra-él is he come up: and it shall 
be, that the man who killeth him, the 
king will enrich him with great riches, 
and will give him his daughter, and make 
his father’s house free in fs’-ra-él. 

26 And Da’-vid spake to the men that 
stood by him, saying, What shall be done 
to the man that killeth this Phil’-is-tine, 
and taketh away the reproach from {8’- 
ra-él? for who is this uncircumcised Phil’- 
is-tine, that he should defy the armies of 
the living God? 

27 And the people answered him after 
this manner, saying, So shall it be done 
to the man that killeth him. 

28 @ And E-li’-Ab his eldest brother 
heard when he spake unto the men; and 
E-li’-ab’s anger was kindled against Da’- 
vid, and he said, Why camest thou down 
hither? and with whom hast thou left 
those few sheep in the wilderness? I 
know thy pride, and the naughtiness of 
thine heart ; for thou art come down that 
thou mightest see the battle. 

29 And Da’-vid said, What have I now 
done? Is there not a cause? 

30 ¢-And he turned from him toward 
another, and spake after the same man- 
ner: and the people answered him again 
after the former manner. 

1 And when the words were heard 
which Da’-vid spake, they rehearsed them 
before Saul: and he sent for him. 

32 ¢ And Da’-vid said to Saul, Let no 
man’s heart fail because of him; thy serv- 
ant will go and fight with this Phil’-is- 
tine. 

33 And Saul said to Da’-vid, Thou art 
not able to go against this Phil’-is-tine to 
fight with him: for thou art but a youth, 
and he a man of war from his youth. 

34 And Da’-vid said unto Saul, Thy 
servant kept his father’s sheep, and there 
came a lion, and a bear, and took a lamb 
out of the flock: 

35 And I went out after him, and smote 
him, and delivered it out of his mouth: 
and when he arose againsi me, I caught 
him by his beard, and smote him, and 
slew him. 

36 Thy servant slew both the lion and 
the bear: and this uncircumcised Phil’- 
is-tine shall be as one of them, seeing he 
hath defied the armies of the living God. 

37 Da’-vid said moreover, The Lorp 
that delivered me out of the paw of the 
lion, and out of the paw of the bear, he 
will deliver me out of the hand of this 
Phil’-is-tine. And Saul said unto Da’-vid, 
Go, and the Lorp be with thee. 

38 ¢ And Saul armed Da’-vid with his 
armour, and he put an helmet of brass 
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upon his head; also he armed him with a 
coat of mail. ; ; 

39 And Da’-vid girded his sword upon 
his armour, and he assayed to go; for he 
had not proved it. And Da’-vid said unto 
Saul, I cannot go with these; for I have 
not proved them. And Da’-vid put them 
off him. : cae 

40 And he took his staff in his hand, 
and chose him five smooth stones out of 
the brook, and put them in a shepherd’s 
bag which he had, even in a scrip; and 
his sling was in his hand: and he drew 
near to the Phil’-is-tine. 

41 And the Phil’-is-tine came on and 
drew near unto Da’-vid; and the man 
that bare the shield went before him. 

42 And when the Phil’-is-tine looked 
about, and saw Da’-vid, he disdained 
him: for he was but a youth, and ruddy, 
and of a fair countenance. 

43 And the Phil’-is-tine said unto Da’- 
vid, Am 1 a dog, that thou comest to me 
with staves? And the Phil’-is-tine cursed 
Da’-vid by his gods. t 

44 And the Phil’-is-tine said :to Da’-vid, 
Come to me, and I will give thy flesh un- 
to the fowls of the air, and to the beasts 
of the field. 

45 Then said Da’-vid to the Phil’-is- 
tine, Thou comest to me with a sword, 
and with a spear, and witha shield: but I 
come to thee in the name of the Lorp of 
hosts, the God of the armies of Is’-ra-él, 
whom thou hast defied. 

46 This day will the Lorp deliver thee 
into mine hand; and I will smite thee, and 
take thine head from thee; and I will give 
the carcases of the host of the Phil’-is- 
tines this day unto the fowls of the air, 
and to the wild beasts of the earth; that 
all the earth may know that there is a 
God in Is’-ra-él. 

47 And all this assembly shall know 
that the Lorp saveth not with sword and 
spear: for the battle is the Lorp’s, and 
he will give you into our hands. 

48 And it came to pass, when the Phil’- 
is-tine arose, and came and drew nigh to 
meet Da’-vid, that Da’-vid hasted, and 
ran toward the army to meet the Phil’-is- 
tine. 

49 And Da’-vid put his hand in his bag, 
and took thence a stone, and slang it, and 
smote the Phil’-is-tine in his forehead, 
that the stone sunk into his forehead; 
and he fell upon his face to the earth. 

50 So Da’-vid prevailed over the Phil’- 
is-tine with a sling and with a stone, and 
smote the Phil’-is-tine, and slew him; but 
ere was no sword in the hand of Da’- 
vid. 

51 Therefore Da’-vid ran, and stood 
upon the Phil’-is-tine, and took his sword, 
and drew it out of the sheath thereof, and 
slew him, and cut off his head therewith. 
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And when the Phil’-is-tines saw their 
champion was dead, they fled. ; 

52. And the men of i8’-ra-él and of Ja’- 
dah arose, and shouted, and pursued the 
Phil’-is-tines, until thou come to the val- 
ley, and to the gates of Ek’-ron. And the 
wounded of the Phil’-is-tines fell down 
by the way to S$ha-a-ra’-im, even unto 
Gath, and unto Ek’-ron. ‘ 

53 And the children of Is’-ra-él re- 
turned from chasing after the Phil’-is- 
tines, and they spoiled their tents. 

54 And Da’-vid took the head of the 
Phil’-is-tine, and brought it to Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém; but he put his armour in his tent. 

55 @ And when Saul saw Da’-vid go 
forth against the Phil’-is-tine, he said un- 
to Ab’-nér, the captain of the host, Ab’- 
nér, whose son is this youth? And Ab’- 
nér said, As thy soul liveth, O king, I 
cannot tell. 

56 And the king said, Enquire thou 
whose son the stripling is. 

57 And as Da’-vid returned from the 
slaughter of the Phil’-is-tine, Ab’-nér took 
him, and brought him before Saul with 
the head of the Phil’-is-tine in his hand. 

58 And Saul said to him, Whose son 
art thou, thou young man? And Da’-vid 
answered, I am the son of thy servant 
Jés’-sé the Béth’-lé-hém-ite. 


Chapter 18 


ND it came to pass, when he had 

made an end of speaking unto Saul, 

that the soul of Jon’-a-than was knit with 

the soul of Da’-vid, and J6n’-a-than 
loved him as his own soul. 

2 And Saul took him that day, and 
would let him go no more home to his 
father’s house. 

3 Then Jon’-a-than and Da’-vid made a 
covenant, because he loved him as his 
own soul. | 

4 And Jon’-a-than stripped himself of 
the robe that was upon him, and gave it 
to Da’-vid, and his garments, even to his 
sword, and to his bow, and to his girdle. 

5 @ And Da’-vid went out whitherso- 
ever Saul sent him, and behaved himself 
wisely: and Saul set him over the men of 
war, and he was accepted in the sight of 
all the people, and also in the sight of 
Saul’s servants. 

And it came to pass as they came, 
when Da’-vid was returned from the 
slaughter of the Phil’-is-tine, that the 
women came out of all cities of {8’-ra-él, 
singing and dancing, to meet king Saul, 
with tabrets, with joy, and with instru- 
ments of musick. 

7 And the women answered one another 
as they played, and said, Saul hath slain 
his thousands, and Da‘-vid his ten thous- 


ands. 
8 And Saul was very wroth, and the 


Saul Seeks to Kill David 
saying displeased him; and he said, They 
have ascribed unto Da’-vid ten thous- 
ands, and to me they have ascribed but 
thousands: and what can he have more 
_but the kingdom? 

9 And Saul eyed Da’-vid from that day 
' and forward. 
10 ¢ And it came to pass on the mor- 


_. row, that the evil spirit from God came 


upon Saul, and he prophesied in the 

midst of the house: and Da’-vid played 
with his hand, as at other times: and there 
was a javelin in Saul’s hand. 

11 And Saul cast the javelin; for he 
said, I will smite Da’-vid even to the wall 
with it. And Da’-vid avoided out of his 
presence twice. 

12 g And Saul was afraid of Da’-vid, 
because the LorD was with him, and was 
departed from Saul. 

13 Therefore Saul removed him from 
him, and made him his captain over a 
thousand; and he went out and came in 
before the people. / 

14 And Da’-vid behaved himself wisely 
in all his ways; and the LorpD was with 


him. 

15 Wherefore when Saul saw that he 
behaved himself very wisely, he was 
afraid of him. 

16 But all Is’-ra-é1 and Ja’-dah loved 
Da’-vid, because he went out and came 
in before them. 

17 ¢ And Saul said to Da’-vid, Behold 
' my elder daughter Mé’-rab, her will I 
give thee to wife: only be thou valiant 
for me, and fight the Lorp’s battles. For 
Saul said, Let not mine hand be upon 
' him, but let the hand of the Phil’-is-tines 
be upon him. ‘3 

18 And Da’-vid said unto Saul, Who 
am 1? and what is my life, or my father’s 
family in is’-ra-él, that I should be son in 
law to the king? ; 

19 But it came to pass at the time when 
Mé’-rab Saul’s daughter should have been 
given to Da’-vid, that she was given unto 
A’-dri-él the Mé-hO’-la-thite to wife. 

20 And Mi’-chal Saul’s daughter loved 
Da’-vid: and they told Saul, and the thing 
pleased him. a is : 

21 And Saul said, I will give him her, 
that she may be a snare to him, and that 
the hand of the Phil’-is-tines may be 
against him. Wherefore Saul said to Da’- 
vid, Thou shalt this day be my son in law 
in the one of the twain. , 

22 ¢ And Saul commanded his serv- 
ants, saying, Commune with Da’-vid 
secretly, and say, Behold, the king hath 
delight in thee, and all his servants love 
thee: now therefore be the king’s son in 


law. 

23 And Saul’s servants spake those 
words in the ears of Da’-vid. And Da’- 
vid said, Seemeth it to you a light thing 
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to be a king’s son in law, seeing that I am 
a poor man, and lightly esteemed ? 

24 And the servants of Saul told him, 

saying, On this manner spake Da’-vid. 

> And Saul said, Thus shall ye say to 
Da’-vid, The king desireth not any 
dowry, but an hundred foreskins of the 
Phil’-is-tines, to be avenged of the king’s 
enemies. But Saul thought to make Da’- 
vid fall by the hand of the Phil’-is-tines. 

6 And when his servants told Da’-vid 
these words, it pleased Da’-vid well to be 
the king’s son in law: and the days were 
not expired. 

27 Wherefore Da’-vid arose and went, 
he and his men, and slew of the Phil’-is- 
tines two hundred men; and Da’-vid 
brought their foreskins, and they gave 
them in full tale to the king, that he 
might be the king’s son in law. And Saul 
gave him Mi’-chal his daughter to wife. 

28 f And Saul saw and knew that the 
LorD was with Da’-vid, and that Mi’- 
chal Saul’s daughter loved him. 

29 And Saul was yet the more afraid of 
Da’-vid; and Saul became Da’-vid’s 
enemy continually. 

30 Then the princes of the Phil’-is-tines 
went forth: and it came to pass, after 
they went forth, that Da’-vid behaved 
himself more wisely than all the servants 
ee Saul; so that his name was much set 

y. 


Chapter 19 


ND Saul spake to Jon’-a-than his son, 
and to all his servants, that they 
should kill Da’-vid. 

2 But Jon’-a-than Saul’s son delighted 
much in Da’-vid: and Jon’-a-than told 
Da’-vid, saying, Saul my father seeketh 
to kill thee: now therefore, I pray thee, 
take heed to thyself until the morning, 
and abide in a secret place, and hide thy- 


self: 

3 And I will go out and stand beside my 
father in the field where thou art, and I 
will commune with my father of thee; 
and what I see, that I will tell thee. 

4 q And Jon’-a-than spake good of 
Da’-vid unto Saul his father, and said 
unto him, Let not the king sin against his 
servant, against Da’-vid; because he hath 
not sinned against thee, and because his 
works have been to thee-ward very good: 

5 For he did put his life in his hand, and 
slew the Phil’-is-tine, and the Lorp 
wrought a great salvation for all Is’-ra-él: 
thou sawest it, and didst rejoice: where- 
fore then wilt thou sin against innocent 
blood, to slay Da’-vid without a cause? 

6 And Saul hearkened unto the voice of 
Jon’-a-than: and Saul sware, As the 
Lorp liveth, he shall not be slain.

°3 g And there was war again: and Da’- 
vid went out, and fought with the Phil’- 
is-tines, and slew them with a great 
slaughter; and they fied from him. 

9 And the evil spirit from the LorD was 
upon Saul, as he sat in his house with his 
javelin in his hand: and Da’-vid played 
with his hand. a T8 hat: 

10 And Saul sought to smite Da’-vid 
even to the wall with the javelin; but he 
slipped away out of Saul’s presence, and 
he smote the javelin into the wall: and 
Da’-vid fled, and escaped that night. 

11 Saul also sent messengers unto Da’- 
vid’s house, to watch him, and to slay 
him in the morning: and Mi’-chal Da’- 
vid’s wife told him, saying, If thou save 
not thy life to night, to morrow thou 
shalt be slain. 

12 ¢ So Mi’-chal let Da’-vid down 
through a window: and he went, and 
fled, and escaped. ; 

13 And Mi’-chal took an image, and 
laid it in the bed, and put a pillow of 
goats’ hair for his bolster, and covered it 
with a cloth. 

14 And when Saul sent messengers to 
take Da’-vid, she said, He is sick. 

15 And Saul sent the messengers again 
to see Da’-vid, saying, Bring him up to 
me in the bed, that I may slay him. 

16 And when the messengers were come 
in, behold, there was an image in the bed, 
with a pillow of goats’ hair for his bol- 
ster. 

17 And Saul said unto Mi’-chal, Why 
hast thou deceived me so, and sent away 
mine enemy, that he is escaped? And 
Mi’-chal answered Saul, He said unto 
me, Let me go; why should I kill thee? 

18 @ So Da’-vid fled, and escaped, and 


came to Sam’-i-él to Ra’-mah, and told hi 


him all that Saul had done to him. And 
he and Sam/-t-él went and dwelt in Nai’- 


Oth. 

19 And it was told Saul, saying, Be- 
hold, Da’-vid is at Nai’-dth in Ra’-mah. 

20 And Saul sent messengers to take 
Da’-vid: and when they saw the company 
of the prophets prophesying, and Sam/’- 
0-él standing as appointed over them, the 
Spirit of God was upon the messengers of 
Saul, and they also prophesied. 

21 And when it was told Saul, he sent 
other messengers, and they prophesied 
likewise. And Saul sent messengers again 
the third time, and they prophesied also. 

22 Then went he also to Ra’-mah, and 
came to a great well that zs in Sé’-chi:

ND Da’-vid fled from Nai’-6th in 
Ra’-mah, and came and said before 
Jon’-a-than, What have I done? what is 
mine iniquity ? and what is my sin before 
thy father, that he seeketh my life? 

2 And he said unto him, God forbid; 
thou shalt not die: behold, my father will 
do nothing either great or small, but that 
he will shew it me: and why should my 
father hide this thing from me? it is not so. 

3 And Da’-vid sware moreover, and 
said, Thy father certainly knoweth that I 
have found grace in thine eyes; and he 
saith, Let not Jon’-a-than know this, lest 
he be grieved: but truly as the Lorp 
liveth, and as thy soul liveth, there is but 
a step between me and death.

nd J6n’-a-than said unto Da’-vid, 
O Lorp God of {§’-ra-él, when I have 
sounded my father about to_morrow any 
time, or the third day, and, behold, if

send not unto thee, and shew it thee; 

13 The Lorp do so and much more to 
J6n’-a-than: but if it please my father to 
- do thee evil, then I will shew it thee, and 
send thee away, that thou mayest go in 
peace: and the Lorp be with thee, as he 
hath been with my father. 

» 14 And thou shalt not only while yet I 
live shew me the kindness of the Lorp, 
that I die not:

16 So Jon’-a-than made a covenant with 
the house of Da’-vid, saying, Let the 
Lorb even require it at the hand of Da’- 
vid’s enemies.

If I express- 
ly say unto the lad, Behold, the arrows 
are on this side of thee, take them; then 
come thou: for there is peace to thee, and 
- no hurt; as the Lorp liveth. 

22 But If I say thus unto the young 
man, Behold, the arrows are beyond 
thee; go thy way: for the Lorp hath sent 
thee away. : 

23 And as touching the matter which 
thou and I have spoken of, behold, the 
Lorp be between thee and me for ever. 

24 ¢ So Da’-vid hid himself in the field: 
and when the new moon was come, the 
king sat him down to eat meat. 

25 And the king sat upon his seat, as at 
other times, even upon a seat by the wall: 
and Joén’-a-than arose, and Ab’-nér sat by 
Saul’s side, and Da’-vid’s place was 


empty. 

26. Nevertheless Satl spake not any 
thing that day: for he thought, Some- 
thing hath befallen him, he is not clean; 
surely he is not clean. 

27 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
which was the second day of the month, 
that Da’-vid’s place was empty: and Saul 
said unto Jon’-a-than his son, Wherefore 
cometh not the son of Jés’-sé to meat, 
neither yesterday, nor to day?

_ Chapter 22 
A’-VID therefore departed thence,

11 Moreover, my father, see, yea, see 
the skirt of thy robe in my hand: for in 
that I cut off the skirt of thy robe, and 
killed thee not, know thou and see that 
there is neither evil nor transgression in 
mine hand, and I have not sinned against 
thee; yet thou huntest my soul to take it. 

12 The Lorp judge between me and 
thee, and the LorD avenge me of thee: 
ut mine hand shall not be upon thee. 
13 As saith the proverb of the ancients, 
Wickedness proceedeth from the wicked: 
but mine hand shall not be upon thee. 

14 After whom is the king of. 18’-ra-él 

come out? after whom dost thou pursue? 
after a dead dog, after a flea. 
_15 The Lorp therefore be judge, and 
judge between me and thee, and see, and 
plead my cause, and deliver me out of 
thine hand. 

16 ¢ And it came to pass, when Da’-vid 
had made an end of speaking these words 
unto Saul, that Saul said, Js this thy voice, 
my son Da’-vid? And Saul lifted up his 
voice, and wept. i 

17 And he said to Da’-vid, Thou art 
more righteous than I: for.thou hast re- 
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warded me good, whereas I have re- 
warded thee evil. 
18 And thou hast shewed this day how 


_ that thou hast dealt well with me: foras- 


much as when the Lorp had delivered 
me into thine hand, thou killedst me not. 

19 For if a man find his enemy, will he 
let him go well away? wherefore the 
Lorp reward thee good for that thou 
hast done unto me this day. 

d now, behold, I know well that 
thou shalt surely be king, and that the 
kingdom of Is’-ra-él shall be established 
in thine hand. 

21 Swear now therefore unto me by the 
Lorp, that thou wilt not cut off my seed 
after me, and that thou wilt not destroy 
my name out of my father’s house. 

22 And Da’-vid sware unto Saul. And 
Saul went home; but Da’-vid and his 

~ men gat them up unto the hold. 


Chapter 25 
ND Sam/’-t-él died; and all the Is’-ra- 
él-ites were gathered together, and 
lamented him, and buried him in his 
house at Ra’-mah. And Da’-vid arose,

8 Ask thy young men, and they will 
shew thee. Wherefore let the young men 
find favour in thine eyes: for we come in 
a good day: give, I pray thee, whatsoever 
cometh to thine hand unto thy servants, 
and to thy son Da’-vid. 

9 And when Da’-vid’s young men came, 
they spake to Na’-bal according to all 
those words in the name of Da’-vid, and 
ceased. : 
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10 ¢ And Na’-bal answered Da’-vid’s 
servants, and said, Who is Da’-vid? and 
who is the son of Jés’-s&? there be many 
servants now a days that break away 
every man from his master. 

11 Shall I then take my bread, and my 
water, and my fiesh that I have killed for 
my shearers, and give it unto men, whom 
I know not whence they be? 

So Da’-vid’s young men turned their 
way, and went again, and came and told 
him all those sayings. 

13 And Da’-vid said unto his men, Gird 

ye on every man his sword. And they 
girded on every man his sword; and Da’- 
vid also girded on his sword: and there 
went up after Da’-vid about four hun- 
died men; and two hundred abode by the 
stuff. 
_14 ¢ But one of the young men told 
Ab’-i-gail, Na’-bal’s wife, saying, Behold, 
Da’-vid sent messengers out of the wil- 
derness to salute our master; and he 
railed on them. 

15 But the men were very good unto us, 
and we were not hurt, neither missed we 
any thing, as long as we were conversant 
with them, when we were in the fields:

17 Now therefore know and consider 
what thou wilt do; for evil is determined 
against our master, and against all his 
household: for he is such a son of Bé’- 
li-al, that a man cannot speak to him. 

18 ¢ Then Ab’-i-gail made haste, and 
took two hundred loaves, and two bot- 
tles of wine, and five sheep ready dressed, 
and five measures of parched corn, and 
an hundred clusters of raisins, and two 
hundred cakes of figs, and laid them on 
asses. 

19 And she said unto her servants, Go 
on before me; behold, I come after you. 
But she told not her husband Na’-bal.. 

20 And it was so, as she rode on the ass, 
that she came down by the covert of the 
hill, and, behold, Da’-vid and his men 
came down against her; and she met 
them. 

21 Now Da’-vid had said, Surely in 
vain have I kept all that this fellow hath 
in the wilderness, so that nothing was 
missed of all that pertained unto him: and 
he hath requited me evil for good. 

22 So and more also do God unto the 
enemies of Da’-vid, if I leave of all that 
pertain to him by the morning light any 
that pisseth against the wall. 

23 And when Ab’-i-gail saw Da’-vid, 
she hasted, and lighted off the ass, and

24 And fell at his feet, and said, Upon 
me, my lord, upon me let this iniquity be: 
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and let thine handmaid, I pray thee, 
speak in thine audience, and hear the 
words of thine handmaid. 

25 Let not my lord, I pray thee, regard 
this man of Bé’-li-al, even Na’-bal: for as 
his name is, so is he; Na’-bal is his name, 
and folly is with him: but I thine hand- 
maid saw not the young men of my lord, 
whom thou didst send. 

26 Now therefore, my lord, as the 
Lorp liveth, and as thy soul liveth, seeing 
the Lorp hath withholden thee from 
coming to shed blood, and from avenging 
thyself with thine own hand, now let 
thine enemies, and they that seek evil to 
my lord, be as Na’-bal. | ; i 

37 And now this blessing which thine 
handmaid hath brought unto my lord, 
let it even be given unto the young men 
that follow my lord. 

28 I pray thee, forgive the trespass of 
thine handmaid: for the Lorp will cer- 
tainly make my lord a sure house; be- 
cause my lord fighteth the battles of the 
Lorp, and evil hath not been found in 
thee al/ thy days. _ 

29 Yet a man is risen to pursue thee, 
and to seek thy soul: but the soul of my 
lord shall be bound in the bundle of life 
with the Lorp thy God; and the souls of 
thine enemies, them shall he sling out, as 
out of the middle of a sling. 

30 And it shall come to pass, when the 
Lorp shall have done to my lord accord- 
ing to all the good that he hath spoken 
concerning thee, and shall have appoint- 
ed thee ruler over Is’-ra-él; 

31 That this shall be no grief unto thee, 
nor offence of heart unto my lord, either 
that thou hast shed blood causeless, ‘or 
that my lord hath avenged himself: but 
when the Lorp shall have dealt well with 
my lord, then remember thine handmaid. 

32 ¢ And Da’-vid said to Ab’-i-gail, 
Blessed be the Lord God of. {s’-ra-él, 
which sent thee this day to meet me: 

33 And blessed be thy advice, and 
blessed be thou, which hast kept me this 
day from coming to shed blood, and 
from avenging myself with mine own

34 For in very deed, as the Lorp God 
of Is’-ra-él] liveth, which hath kept’ me 
back from hurting thee, except thou hadst 
hasted and come to meet me, surely there 
had not been left unto Na’-bal by the 
morning light any that pisseth against 
the wall.

44 ¢ But Saul had given Mi’-chal his 
daughter, Da’-vid’s wife, to Phal’-ti the 
son of La’-ish, which was of Gal’-lim. 


Chapter 26

nd: 
19 Now therefore, I pray thee, let my

vant. If the Lorp have stirred thee up 
against me, let him accept an offering: 
but if they be the children of men, cursed 
be they before the Lorp; for they have 
driven me out this day from abiding in 
the inheritance of the Lorn, saying, Go, 
serve other gods. 

20 Now therefore, let not my blood fall 
to the earth before the face of the Lorp:

return, my son Da’-vid: for I will no 
more do thee harm, because my soul was 
precious in thine eyes this day: behold, I 
have played the fool, and have erred ex- 
ceedingly. 

22 And Da’-vid answered and said, Be- 
hold the king’s spear!:and let one of the 
young men come over and fetch it. 

23 The Lorp render to every man his 
righteousness and his faithfulness: for 
the Lorp delivered thee into my hand to 
day, but I would not stretch forth mine 
hand against the Lorp’s anointed. 

24 And, behold, as thy life was much set 
by this day in mine eyes, so let my life be 
much-set by in the eyes of the Lorp, and 
let him deliver me out of all tribulation. 

25 Then Saul said to Da’-vid, Blessed 
be thou, my son Da’-vid: thou shalt both 
do great things, and also shalt still pre- 
vail.

8 @ And Da’-vid said unto A’-chish, 
But what have I done? and what hast 
thou found in thy servant so long as I 
have been with thee unto this day, that I 
may not go fight against the enemies of 
my lord the king? 

9 And A’-chish answered and said to 
Da’-vid, I know that thou art good in my 
sight, as an angel of God: notwithstand- 
ing the princes of the Phil’-is-tines have 
said, He shall not go up with us to the 
battle. 

10 Wherefore now rise up early in the 
morning with thy master’s servants that 
are come with thee: and as soon as ye be 
up early in the morning, and have light, 
depart. 

11 So Da’-vid and his men rose up 
early to depart in the morning, to return 
into the land of the Phil’-is-tines. And 
the Phil’-is-tines went up to Jéz’-réél. 


Chapter 30 


NDit came to pass, when Da’-vid and 
his men were come to Zik’-lag on 
the third day, that the A-mal’-ék-ites had 
invaded the south, and Zik’-lag, and 
smitten Zik’-lag, and burned it with fire; 
2 And had taken the women captives, 
that were therein: they slew not any, 
either great or small, but carried them 
away, and went on their way. 

3 ¥ So Da’-vid and his men came to the 
city, and, behold, it was burned with fire;

every man for his sons and for his daugh- 
ters: but Da’-vid encouraged himself in 
the Lorp his God. y 

7, And Da’-vid said to A-bi’-a-thar the 
priest, A-him’-é-léch’s son, I pray thee, 
bring me hither the é’-phod. And A-bi’- 
a-thar brought thither the é’-phdd to 
Da’-vid. 

8 And Da’-vid enquired at the Lorp, 
saying, Shall I pursue after this troop? 
shall I overtake them? And he answered 
him, Pursue: for thou shalt surely over- 
take them, and without fail recover all. 

9 So Da’-vid went, he and the six hun- 
dred men that were with him, and came 
to the brook Bé’-sér, where those that 
were left behind stayed. 
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10 But Da’-vid pursued, he and four 
hundred men: for two hundred abode 
behind, which were so faint that they 
could not go over the brook Bé’-sér. _ 

11 ¢@ And they found an E-gyp‘-fian in 
the field, and brought him to Da’-vid, 
and gave him bread, and he did eat; and 
they made him drink water; 

12 And they gave him a piece of a cake 
of figs, and two clusters of raisins: and 
when he had eaten, his spirit came again 
to him: for he had eaten no bread, nor 
drunk any water, three days and three 


nights. ; : 

13 And Da’-vid said unto’ him, To 
whom belongest thou? and whence art 
thou? And he said, I am a young man of 
E/-gypt, servant to an A-mal’-ék-ite; and 
my master left me, because three days 
agone I fell sick. 

14 We made an invasion upon the south 
of the Chér’-é-thites, and upon the coast 
which belongeth to Ja’-dah, and upon the 
south of Ca’-léb; and we burned Zik’-lag 
with fire. 

15 And Da’-vid said to him, Canst thou 
bring me down to this company? And he 
said, Swear unto me by God, that thou 
wilt neither kill me, nor deliver me into 
the hands of my master, and I will bring 
thee down to this company. 

16 @ And when he had brought him 
down, behold, they were spread abroad 
upon all the earth, eating and drinking, 
and dancing, because of all the great 
spoil that they had taken out of the land 
of the Phil’-is-tines, and out of the land 
of Ja’-dah. 

17 And Da’-vid smote them from the 
twilight even unto the evening of the next 
day: and there escaped not a man of 
them, save four hundred young men, 
which rode upon camels, and fled. 

_18 And Da’-vid recovered all that the 
A-mal’-ék-ites had carried away: and 
Da’-vid rescued his two wives. 

19 And there was nothing lacking to 
them, neither small nor great, neither 
sons nor daughters, neither spoil, nor any 
thing that they had taken to them: Da’- 
vid recovered all. 

20 And Da’-vid took all the flocks and 
the herds, which they drave before those 
ae cattle, and said; This is Da’-vid’s 
spoil. 

21 ¢ And Da’-vid came to the two hun- 
dred men, which were so faint that they 
could not follow Da’-vid, whom they had 
made also to abide at the brook Bé’-sor: 
and they went forth-to meet Da’-vid, and 
to meet the people that were with him: 
and when Da’-vid came near to the peo- 
ple, he saluted them. 

2 Then answered all the wicked men 
and men of Bé’-li-al, of those that went 
with Da’-vid, and said, Because they went 
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not with us, we will not give them ought 
of the spoil that we have recovered, save 
to every man his wife and his children, 
that they may lead them away, and de- 
part. 

23 Then said Da’-vid, Ye shall not do 
so, my brethren, with that which the 
Lorp hath given us, who hath preserved 
us, and delivered the company that came 
against us into our hand. 

24 For who will hearken unto you in 
this matter? but as his part is that goeth 
down to the battle, so shall his part be 
pie tarrieth by the stuff: they shall part 
alike. 

25 And it was so from that day forward, 
that he made it a statute and an ordi- 
nance for {§’-ra-é] unto this day. 

26 @ And when Da’-vid came to Zik’- 
lag, he sent of the spoil unto the elders of 
Ja’-dah, even to his friends, saying, Be- 
hold a present for you of the spoil of the 
enemies of the LorD; 

27 To them which were in Béth’—él, and 
to them which were in south Ra’-moth, 
and to them which were in Jat’-tir, 

28 And to them which were in A-r6’-ér, 
and to them which were in Siph’-m6th, 
and to them which were in Esh-té-m0’-a, 

29. And to them which were in Ra’-chal, 
and to them which were in the cities of the 
Jé-raih’-méel-ites, and to them which were 
in the cities of the Ké’-nites, 

d to them which were in H6r’- 
mah, and to them which were in Chér- 
ash’-an, and to them which were in A’- 
thach, 

31 And to them which were in Hé’- 
bron, and to all the places where Da’-vid 
ee and his men were wont to 

aunt. 


Chapter 31 
OW the Phil’-is-tines fought against 
Is’-ra-él: and the men of {8/-ra-él 
fled from before the Phil’-is-tines, and 
fell down slain in mount Gil-bd’-4 


upon Saul and upon his sons; and the 
Phil’-is-tines. slew J6n’-a-than, and A- 
bin’-a-dab, and Mél’-chi-shii’-4, Saul’s 


sons. 

3 And the battle went sore against Saul, 
and the archers hit him; and he was sore 
wounded of the archers. 

4 Then said Saul unto his armour- 
bearer, Draw thy sword, and thrust me 
through therewith; lest these uncircum- 
cised come _and thrust me through, and 
abuse me. But his armourbearer would 
not ; for he was sore afraid.’ Therefore 
Saul took a sword, and fell upon it. 

5. And when his armourbearer saw that 
Saul was dead, he fell likewise upon his 
sword, and died with him. ~ 

6 So Saul died, and his three sons, and 
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his armourbearer, and all his men, that 
same day together. : 

7 @ And when the men of I8’-ra-él that 
were on the other side of the valley, and 
- they that were on the other side Jér’-dan, 
saw that the men of I8’-ra-el fled, and 
that Saul and his sons were dead, they 
forsook the cities, and fled; and the Phil’- 
is-tines came and dwelt in them. 

d it came to pass on the morrow, 
when the Phil’-is-tines came to strip the 
slain, that they found Saul and his three 
sons fallen in mount Gil-b6’-a. 

9 And they cut offhis head, and stripped 
off his armour, and sent into the land of 
the Phil’-is-tines round about, to pub- 
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lish it in the house of their idols, and 
among the people. 

0 And they put his armour in the 
house of Ash’-ta-roth: and they fastened 
his body to the wall of Béth’—shan. 

11 ¢ And when the inhabitants of Ja’- 
bésh-gil’-é-ad heard of that which the 
Phil’-is-tines had done to Saul; 

12 All the valiant men arose, and went 
all night, and took the body of Saul and 
the bodies of his sons from the wall of 
Béth’-shan, and came to Ja’-bésh, and 
burnt them there. 

13 And they took their bones, and 
buried them under a tree at Ja’-bésh, and 
fasted seven days.

Samuel 


OTHERWISE CALLED THE ‘SECOND BOOK OF THE KINGS 


Chapter 1 


OW it came to pass after the death of 
Saul, when Da’-vid .was returned 
from the slaughter of the A-mal’-ék-ites, 
and Da’-vid had abode two days in Zik’- 
lag; 

2 It came even to pass on the third day, 
that, behold, a man came out of the 
camp from Saul with his clothes rent, 
and earth upon his head: and so it was, 
when he came to Da’-vid, that he fell to 
the earth. and did obeisance. 

3 And Da’-vid said unto him, From 
whence comest thou? And_he said unto 
him, Out of the camp of Is’-ra-é1 am I 
escaped. : 

4 And Da’-vid said unto him, How 
went the matter ? I pray thee, tell me. And 
he answered, That the people are fied 
from the battle, and many of the people 
also are fallen and dead; and Saul and 
Jén’-a-than his son are dead also. 

5 And Da’-vid said unto the young man 
that told him, How knowest thou that 
Saul and J6n’-a-than his son be dead? 

6 And the young man that told him 
said, As I happened by chance upon 
mount Gil-bd’-a, behold, Saul leaned 
upon his spear; and, lo, the chariots and 
horsemen followed hard after him. 

7 And when he looked behind him, he 
saw me, and called unto me. And I 
answered, Here am I. 

8 And he said unto me, Who art thou? 
And I answered him, I am an A-mal’- 
ék-ite. : 

9 He said unto me again, Stand, I pray 
thee, upon me, and slay me: for anguish 
is come upon me, because my life is ye 
whole in me. ‘ 


10 So I stood upon him, and slew him, 
because I was sure that he could not live 
after that he was fallen: and I took the 
crown that was upon his head, and the 
bracelet that was on his arm, and have 
brought them hither unto my lord. 

1 Then Da’-vid took hold on his 
clothes, and rent them; and likewise all 
the men that were with him: 

12 And they mourned, and wept, and 
fasted until even, for Saul, and for Jén’- 
a-than his son, and for the people of the 
Lorp, and for the house of {8’-ra-é1; be- 
cause they were fallen by the sword. 

13 g And Da’-vid said unto the young 
man that told him, Whence art thou? 
And he answered, I am the son of a 
stranger, an A-mal’-ék-ite. 

4 And Da’-vid said unto him, How 
wast thou not afraid to stretch forth 
thine hand to destroy the Lorp’s 
anointed? 3 

15 And Da’-vid called one of the 
young men, and said, Go near, and fall up- 
on him. And he smote him that he died. 

16 And Da’-vid said unto him, Thy 
blood be upon thy head; for thy mouth 
hath testified against thee, saying, I have 
slain the Lorp’s anointed. : 

17 ¢ And Da’-vid lamented with this 
lamentation over Saul and over Jon’-a- 
than his son: : 

18 (Also he bade them teach the chil- 
dren of Ja’-dah the use of the bow: be- 
hold, it is written in the book of Jash’-ér.) 

19 The beauty of I8’-ra-él is slain upon 
thy high places: how are the mighty 
fallen! P z 

20 Tell it not in Gath, publish i¢ not in 
the streets of As’-ké-lon; lest the daugh- 
ters of the Phil’-is-tines rejoice, lest the 
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daughters of the uncircumcised triumph. 

21 Ye mountains of Gil-b6’-a, let there 
be no dew, neither Jet there be rain, upon 
you, nor fields of offerings: for there the 
shield of the mighty is vilely cast away, 
the shield of Saul, as though he had not 
been anointed with oil. ‘ 

22 From the blood of the slain, from 
the fat of the mighty, the bow of Jon’- 
a-than turned not back, and the sword of 
Saul returned not empty, 

23 Saul and Jon’-a-than were lovely 
and pleasant in their lives, and in their 
death they were not divided: they were 
swifter than eagles, they were stronger 
than lions. : 

24 Ye daughters of Is’-ra-él, weep over 
Saul, who clothed you in scarlet, with 
other delights, who put on ornaments of 
gold upon your apparel. 

25 How are the mighty fallen in the 
midst of the battle! O Jon’-a-than, thou 
wast slain in thine high places. 

26 I am distressed for thee, my brother 
Jon’-a-than: very pleasant hast thou been 
unto me: thy love to me was wonderful, 
passing the love of women. 

27 How are the mighty fallen, and the 
weapons of war perished! 


Chapter 2 


ND it came to pass after this, that 

Da’-vid enquired of the Lorp, say- 

ing, Shall I go up into any of the cities of 

Ja’-dah? And the Lorp said unto him, 

Go up. And Da’-vid said, Whither shall 
I go up? And he said, Unto Hé’-bron. 

2 So Da’-vid went up thither, and his 
two wives also, A-hin’-6-am the. Jéz- 
réél-i’-téss, and Ab’-i-gail Na’-bal’s wife 
the Car’-mél-ite. 

3 And his men that were with him did 
Da’-vid bring up, every man with his 
household: and they dwelt in the cities of 
Hé’-bron. 

4 And the men of Ja’-dah came, and 
there they anointed Da’-vid king over the 
house of Ja’-dah. And they told Da’-vid, 
saying, That the men of Ja’-bésh-gil’-é- 
ad were they that buried Saul. 

5 ¢ And Da’-vid sent messengers unto 
the men of Ja’-bésh-gil’-é-ad, and said 
unto them, Blessed be ye of the Lorp, 
that ye have shewed this kindness unto 
your lord, even unto. Saul, and have 
buried 

6 And now the Lorp shew kindness 


and truth unto you: and I also will re- hi 


quite you this kindness, because ye have 
done this thing. 

7 Therefore now let your hands be 
strengthened, and be ye valiant: for 
your master Saul is dead, and also the 
house of Ja’-dah have anointed me king 
over them, 

8 ¢ But Ab’-nér theson of Nér, captain 
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of Saul’s host, took fsh—-bésh’-éth the 
son of Saul, and brought him over to 
Ma-ha-na’-im ; _ 

9 And made him king over Gil’-é-ad, 
and over the Ash’-t-rites, and over Jéz’- 
réél, and over £’-phra-im, and over 
Bén’-ja-min, and over all is’-ra-él. 

10 ish—bdsh’-éth Saul’s son was forty 
years old when he began to reign over 
18’-ra-él, and reigned two years. But the 
house of Ja’-dah followed Da’-vid. | 

11 And the time that Da’-vid was king 
in Hé’-bron over the house of Jia’-dah 
was seven years and six months. 

12 ¢ And Ab’-nér the son of Nér, and 
the servants of Ish—bdsh’-éth the son of 
Saul, went out from Ma-ha-na’-im to 
Gib’-é-on. 

13 And Jod’-ab the son of Zér-i-i’-ah, 
and the servants of Da’-vid, went out, 
and met together by the pool of Gib’-é- 
on: and they sat down, the one on the 
one side of the pool, and the other on the 
other side of the pool. 

14 And Ab’-nér said to JO’-ab, Let the 
young men now arise, and play before 
us. And J6’-ab said, Let them arise. 

15 Then there arose and went over by 
number twelve of Bén’-ja-min, which 
pertained to Ish-bosh’-éth the son of 
Saul, and twelve of the servants of 
Da’-vid. 

16 And they caught every one his fellow 
by the head, and thrust his sword in his 
fellow’s side; so they fell down together: 
wherefore that place was called Hél’- 
kath—haz-zil’-rim, which is in Gib’-é-on. 

17 And there was a very sore battle 
that day; and Ab’-nér was beaten, and 
the men of Js’-ra-él, before the servants 
of Da’-vid. 

18 ¢ And there were three sons of 
Zér-0-i’-ah there, JO’-ab, and Ab’-i-shai, 
and As’-a-hél: and As’-a-hél was as light 
of foot as a wild roe. 

19 And As’-a-hél pursued after Ab’-nér ; 
and in going he turned not to the right 
hand nor to the left from following 
Ab’-nér, | 

20 Then Ab’-nér looked behind him, 
and said, Art thou As’-a-hél? And he 
answered, I am. 

21 And Ab’-nér said to him, Turn thee 
aside to thy right hand or to thy left, and 
lay thee hold on one of the young men, 
and take thee his armour. But As’-a-hél 
would not turn aside from following of 


m. 
22 And Ab’-nér said again to As’-4-hél, 
Turn thee aside from following me: 
wherefore should I smite thee to the 
ground? how then should I hold up my 
face to JO’-ab thy brother? 

23 Howbeit he refused to turn aside: 
wherefore Ab’-nér with the hinder end of 
the spear smote him under the fifth rib, 
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that the spear came out behind him; and 
he fell down there, and died in the same 
place: and it came to pass, that as man 
as came to the place where As’-a-hél fe 
down and died stood still. 

24 J6’-ab also and Ab’-i-shai pursued 
after Ab’-nér: and the sun went down 
when they were come to the hill of Am’- 
mah, that lieth before Gi’-ah by the way 
of the wilderness of Gib’-é-on. 

25 ¢ And the children of Bén’-ja-min 
gathered themselves together after Ab’- 
nér, and became one troop, and stood on 
the top of an hill. 3, 

26 Then Ab’-nér called to J6’-ab, and 
said, Shall the sword devour for ever? 
knowest thou not that it will be bitter- 
ness in the latter end? how long shall it 
be then, ere thou bid the people return 
from following their brethren? 

27 And J6’-ab said, As God liveth, un- 
less thou hadst spoken, surely then in the 
‘morning the people had gone up every 
one from following his brother. 

28 So Jd’-Ab blew a trumpet, and all 
the people stood still, and pursued after 
is’-ra-él no more, neither fought they any 


more. 

29 And Ab’-nér and his men walked all 
that night through the plain, and passed 
over J6r’-dan, and went through all 
Bith’-r6n, and they came to Ma-ha- 


na’-im. 

30 And Jd’-ab returned from following 
Ab’-nér: and when he had gathered all 
the people together, there lacked of Da- 
vid’s servants nineteen men and As’- 
a-hél., ns 

31 But the servants of Da’-vid had 
smitten of Bén’-ja-min, and of Ab’-nér’s 
men, so that three hundred and three- 
score men died. ae 

32 @ And they took up As’-a-hél, and 
buried him in the sepulchre of his father, 
which was in Béth’-lé-hém. And J6’-ab 
and his men went all night, and they 
came to Hé’-bron at break of day. 


Chapter 3 


INS there was long war between the 

house of Saul and the house of Da’- 
vid: but Da’-vid waxed stronger and 
stronger, and the house of Saul waxed 
weaker and weaker. 

2 ¢ And unto Da’-vid were sons born 
in Hé’-bron: and his firstborn was Am/’- 
non, of A-hin’-6-4m the Jéz-réeél-i’-téss ;

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Da’-vid’s wife. These were born to Da’- 
vid in Hé’-bron. 

6 ¢ And it came to pass, while there 
was war between the house of Saul and 
the house of Da’-vid, that Ab’-nér made 
himself strong for the house of Saul. 

7 And Saul had a concubine, whose 
name was Riz’-pah, the daughter of 
Ai’-ah: and Ish—bésh’-éth said to Ab’-nér, 
Wherefore hast thou gone in unto my fa- 
ther’s concubine? 

8 Then was Ab’-nér very wroth for the 
words of Ish—bésh’-éth, and said, Am1la 
dog’s head, which against Ja’-dah do 
shew kindness this day unto the house of 
Saul thy father, to his brethren, and to 
his friends, and have not delivered thee 
into the hand of Da’-vid, that thou 
chargest me to day with a fault concern- 
ing this woman? | 

9 So do God to Ab’-nér, and more also, 
except, as the Lorp hath sworn to Da’- 
vid, even so I do to him; 

0 To translate the kingdom from the 
house of Saul, and to set up the throne of 
Da’-vid over Is’-ra-él and over Ji’-dah, 
from Dan even to Béér-shé’-ba, 

11 And he could not answer Ab’-nér a 
word again, because he feared hi 

2 f And Ab’-nér sent messengers to 
Da’-vid on his behalf, saying, Whose is 
the land? saying also, Make thy league 
with me, and, behold, my hand shall be 
with thee, to bring about all Is’-ra-él 
unto thee: 

13 ¢ And he said, Well; I will make a 
league with thee: but one thing I require 
of thee, that is, Thou shalt not see 
my face, except thou first bring Mi’- 
chal Saul’s daughter, when thou comest 
to see my face. ns 
, 14 d Da’-vid sent messengers to 
Ish—bosh’-éth Saul’s son, saying, Deliver 
me my wife Mi’-chal, which I espoused to 
me for an hundred foreskins of the 
Phil’-is-tines. 

15 And ish-bosh’-éth sent, and took 
her from her husband, even from Phal’- 
ti-él the son of La’-ish. 

16 And her husband went with her 
along weeping behind her-to Ba-hii’-rim. 
Then said Ab’-nér unto him, Go, return. 
And he returned. 

17. q And Ab’-nér had communication 
with the elders of Is’-ra-él, saying, Ye 
sought for Da’-vid in times past to be 
king over you: 

18 Now then do it: for the Lorp hath 
spoken of Da’-vid, saying, By the hand 
of my servant Da’-vid I will save my 
people {s’-ra-él out of the hand of the 
Phil’-is-tines, and out of the hand of all 
their enemies. 

19 And Ab’-nér also spake in the ears 
of Bén’-ja-min: and Ab’-nér went also to 
speak in the ears of Da’-vid in Hé’-br6n 
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all that seemed good to Is’-ra-él, and that 
seemed good to the whole house of Bén’- 
ja-min. 

50 So Ab’-nér came to Da’-vid to Hé’- 
bron, and twenty men with him. An 
Da’-vid made Ab’-nér and the men that 
were with him a feast. buh 

21 And Ab’-nér said unto Da’-vid, I 
will arise and go, and will gather all is’- 
ra-él unto my lord the king, that they may 
make a league with thee, and that thou 
mayest reign over all that thine heart 
desireth. And Da’-vid sent Ab’-nér away; 
and he went in peace. 

22 ¥ And, behold, the servants of Da’- 
vid and Jo’-ab came from pursuing a 
troop, and brought in a great spoil with 
them: but Ab’-nér was not with Da’-vid 
in Hé’-brén; for he had sent him away, 
and he was gone in peace. 

23 When Jo’-ab and all the host that 
was with him were come, they told J6’- 
ab, saying, Ab’-nér the son of Nér came 
to the king, and he hath sent him away, 
and he is gone in peace. 7 

24 Then JO’-ab came to the king, and 
said, What hast thou done? behold, 
Ab’-nér came unto thee; why is it that 
thou hast sent him away, and he is quite 
gone? % 

25 Thou knowest Ab’-nér the son of 
Nér, that he came to deceive thee, and to 
know thy going.out and thy coming in, 
and to know all that thou doest. 

26 And when J6d’-ab was come out 
from Da’-vid, he sent messengers after 
Ab’-nér, which brought him again from 
the well of Si’-rah: but Da’-vid knew it 


not. ; 

27 And when Ab’-nér was returned to 
Hé@’-bron, J6’-ab took him aside in the 
gate to speak with him quietly, and 
smote him there under the fifth rib, that 
he died, for the blood. of As’-a-hél his 
brother. 

28 @ And afterward when Da’-vid 
heard it, he said, I and my kingdom are 
guiltless before the Lorp for ever from 
the blood of Ab’-nér the son of Nér: 

29 Let it rest on the head of JO’-ab, and 
on all his father’s house; and let there 
not fail from the house of J6’-Ab one that 
hath an issue, or that is a leper, or that 
leaneth on a staff, or that falleth on the 
sword, or that lacketh bread, 

30 So Jo’-ab and Ab’-i-sh4i his brother 
slew Ab’-nér, because he had slain their 
brother As’-a-hél at Gib’-é-on in the 
battle. 

31 ¢ And Da’-vid said to Jd’-ab, and to 
all the people that were with him, Rend 
your clothes, and gird you with sack- 
cloth, and mourn before Ab’-nér. And 
king Da’-vid himself followed the bier. 

32 And they buried Ab’-nér in He’- 
br6n: and the king lifted up his voice, 
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and wept at the grave of Ab’-nér; and all 
the people wept. o i) 

33 And the king lamented over Ab’- 
nér, and said, Died Ab’-nér as a fool 


d dieth? 


34 Thy hands were not bound, nor thy 
feet put into fetters: as a man falleth be- 
fore wicked men, so fellest thou. And all 
the people wept again over him. 

35 And when all the people came to 
cause Da’-vid to eat meat while it was 
yet day, Da’-vid-sware, saying, So do 
God to me, and more also, if I taste 
bread, or ought else, till the sun be down. 

36 And all the people took notice of it, 
and it pleased them: as whatsoever the 
king did pleased all the people. , 

37 For all the people and all Is’-ra-él 
understood that day that it was not of 
the king to slay Ab’-nér the son of Nér. 

38 And the king said unto his servants, 
Know ye not that there is a prince and a 
great man fallen this day in Is’-ra-él? 

And I am this day weak, though 
anointed king; and these men the sons of 
Zér-0-i’-ah be too hard for me: the 
Lorp shall reward the doer of evil ac- 
cording to his wickedness.

6 And they came thither into the midst 
of the house, as though they would have 
fetched wheat; and they smote him 
under the fifth rib: and Ré’-chab and 
Ba’-a-nah his brother escaped. | 

7 For when they came into the house, 
he lay on his bed in his bedchamber, and 
they smote him, and slew him, and be- 
headed him, and took his head, and gat 
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them away through the plain all night. 

8 And they brought the head of fsh- 
bosh’-éth unto Da’-vid to Hé’-bron, and 
said to the king, Behold the head of ish- 
bosh’-éth the son of Saul thine enemy, 
- which sought thy life; and the Lorp 
hath avenged my lord the king this day 
of Saul, and of his seed. 

9 @ And Da’-vid answered Ré’-chab 
and Ba’-a-nah his brother, the sons of 
Rim’-mon the Béér’-6-thite, and said un- 
to them, As the Lorp liveth, who hath 
redeemed my soul out of all adversity, 

10 When one told me, saying, Behold, 
Saul is dead, thinking to have brought 
good tidings, I took hold of him, and 
slew him in Zik’-lag, who thought that I 
would have given him a reward for his 
tidings: 

11. How much more, when wicked men 
have slain a righteous person in his own 
_house upon his bed? shall I not therefore 
now require his blood of your hand, and 
take you away from the earth? 

12 And Da’-vid commanded his young 
men, and they slew them, and cut off 
their hands and» their feet, and hanged 
them up over the pool in Hé’-bron. But 
they took the head of Ish—bdsh’-éth, and 
buried i¢ in the sepulchre of Ab’-nér in 
Hé’-bron: 


Chapter 5 


HEN came all the tribes of Is’-ra-él to 

Da’-vid unto Hé’-bron, and spake; 

eaves Behold, we are thy bone and thy 
esh. 

2 Also in time past, when Saul was king 
over us, thou wast he that leddest out and

6 @ And the king and his men went to 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém unto the Jéb’-0-sites, the 
inhabitants of the land: which spake un- 
to Da’-vid, saying, Except thou take 
away the blind and the lame, thou shalt 
not come in hither: thinking, Da’-vid 
cannot come in hither. 

7 Nevertheless Da’-vid took the strong 
hold of Zi’-on: the same is the city of 
Da’-vid. ‘ 

8 And Da’-vid said on that day, Who- 
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soever getteth up to the gutter, and 
smiteth the Jéb’-i-sites, and the lame and 
the blind, that are hated of Da’-vid’s 
soul, he shall be chief and captain. Where- 
fore they said, The blind and the lame 
shall not come into the house. 

So Da’-vid dwelt in the fort, and 
called it the city of Da’-vid. And Da’-vid 
built round about from Mil’-I6 and 
inward.

13 ¢ And Da’-vid took him more con- 
cubines and wives out of Jé-ri’-sa-lém, 
after he was come from Hé’-bron:. and 
there were yet sons and daughters born 
to Da’-vid. 

14 And these be the names of those that 
were born unto him in Jé-rd’-sa-lém; 
Sham/’-mt-ah, and Shod’-bab, and Na’- 
than, and Sol’-6-men, 

15 Itb’-har also, and. E-li’-sha-a, and 
Néph*ég, and Ja-phi’-a, 
16 And. £-li’-sha-ma, 

and E-liph’-a-lét. 

17 @ But when the Phil’-is-tines heard 
that they had anointed Da’-vid king over 
Is’-ra-él, all the Phil’-is-tines came up to 
seek Da’-vid; and Da’-vid heard of it, 
and went down to the hold. 

18 The Phil’-is-tines also came and 
spread themselves in the valley of Réph’- 


a-im. 
19 And Da’-vid enquired of the Lorp, 
saying, Shall I go up to the Phil’-is-tines ? 
wilt thou deliver them into mine hand? 
And the Lorp said unto Da’-vid, Go up: 
for I will doubtless deliver the Phil’-is- 
tines into thine hand. ; 

20 And Da’-vid came to Ba’-al—pé-ra’- 
zim, and Da’-vid smote them there, and 
said, The Lorp hath broken forth upon 
mine enemies before me, as the breach of 
waters.

7 And the anger of the Lorp was 
kindled against Uz’-zah; and God smote 
him there for his error; and there he died 
by the ark of God. 

8 And Da’-vid was displeased, because 
the Lorp had made a breach upon tz’- 
zah: and he called the name of the place 
Pé’-réz—tz’-zah to this day. 

9 And Da’-vid was afraid of the Lorp 
that day, and said, How shall the ark of 
the LoRD come to me? 


10 So Da’-vid would not remove the h 


ark of the LorpD unto him into the city of 
Da’-vid: but Da’-vid carried it aside into 
the house of 6’-béd-é’-dom the Git’-tite. 

11 And the ark of the Lorp continued 
in the house of 6’-béd-€’-dom the Git’- 
tite three months: and.the Lorp blessed 
0’-béd-é’-dom, and all his household. 
_12 ¢ And it was told king Da’-vid, say- 
ing, The Lorp hath blessed the house of 
O’-béd-é’-dom, and all that pertaineth 
unto him, because of the ark of God. So 
Da’-vid went and brought up the ark of 
God from the house of 6’-béd-é’-dom 
into the city of Da’-vid with gladness. 

13 And it was so, that when they that 
bare the ark of the Lorp had gone six 
paces, he sacrificed oxen and fatlings. 
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14 And Da’-vid danced before the 
Lorp with all his might; and Da’-vid 
was girded with a linen é’-phdd.

19 And he dealt among all the people, 
even among the whole multitude of {§’- 
ra-él, as well to the women as men, to 
every one a cake of bread, and a good 
piece of flesh, and a flagon of wine. So 
Sirs the people departed every one to his 

ouse. 

20 ¢ Then Da’-vid returned to bless his 
household. And Mi’-chal the daughter of 
Saul came out to meet Da’-vid, and said, 
How glorious was the king of f§’-ra-él to 
day, who uncovered himself to day in the 
eyes of the handmaids of his servants, as 
one of the vain fellows shamelessly un- 
covereth himself! 

21 And Da’-vid said unto Mi’-chal, It 
was before the LorpD, which chose me be- 
fore thy father, and before all his house, 
to appoint me ruler over the people of 
the Lorp, over I8’-ra-él: therefore will I 
play before the Lorn.

7 In all the places wherein I have 
walked with all the children of 18’-ra-él 
spake I a word with any of the tribes of 
Is’-ra-€1, whom I commanded to feed my 
people is’-ra-él, saying, Why build ye not 
me an house of cedar?

7 And Da’-vid took the shields of gold 
that were on the servants of Had-a-dé’- 
zér, and brought them to Jé-ra’-sa-lém.

9 @ Then the king called to Zi’-ba, 
Saul’s servant, and said unto him, I 
have given unto thy master’s son all 
that pertained to Saul and to all his 
house. 

10 Thou therefore, and thy sons, and 

thy servants, shall till the land for him, 
and thou shalt bring in the fruits, that thy 
master’s son may have food to eat: but 
Mé-phib’-6-shéth thy master’s son 
shall eat bread alway at my table.

“6 @ And when the children of Am/’- 
mon saw that they stank before Da’-vid, 
the children of Am’-mon sent and hired 
the Syr’-i-ans of Béth—ré’-hob, and the 
Syr’-i-ans of Zd’-ba, twenty thousand 
footmen, and of king Ma’-a-cah a 
thousand men, and of Ish’-tob twelve 
thousand men. 

7 And when Da’-vid heard of it, he 
- gent JO’-ab, and all the host of the mighty 


men. 

8 And the children of Am’-mon came 
out, and put the battle in array at the 
entering in of the gate: and the Syr’-i-ans 
of Z6’-ba, and of Ré’-hdb, and Ish’-tob, 
ang Ma’-a-cih, were by themselves in the 

eld. 

9 When Jo’-ab saw that the front of the 
battle was against him before and be- 
hind, he chose of all the choice men of 
18’-ra-él, and put them in array against 
the Syr’-i-ans: 

10 And the rest of the people he de- 
livered into the hand of Ab’-i-shai his 
brother, that he might put them in array 
against the children of Am’-mon. 

11 And he said, If the Syr’-i-ans be too 
strong for me, then thou shalt help me: 
but if the children of Am’-mon be too 
strong for thee, then I will come and help 


thee. 
12 Be of good courage, and let us play 
'_ the men for our people, and for the cities 
of our God: and the Lorp do that which

13 And Jd’-ab drew nigh, and the peo- 
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ple that were with him, unto the battle 
against the Syr’-i-ans: and they fied be- 
fore him. 

14 And when the children of Am’-mon 
saw that the Syr’-i-ans were fied, then 
fled they also before Ab’-i-shai, and 
entered into the city. So Jo’-ab returned 
from the children of Am’-mon, and came 
to Jé-ra’-sa-lém. 

15 ¢ And when the Syr’-i-ans saw that 
they were smitten before Is’-ra-él, they 
gathered themselves together. 

16 And Had-a-ré’-zér sent, and brought 
out the Syr’-i-ans that were beyond the 
river: and they came to Hé’-lam; and 
Sh0’-bach the captain of the host of 
Had-a-ré’-zér went before them. 

17 And when it was told Da’-vid, he 
gathered all 1s’-ra-él together, and passed 
over Jor’-dan, and came to Hé’-lam. And 
the Syr’-i-ans set themselves in array 
against Da’-vid, and fought with him., 

18 And the Syr’-i-ans fled before Is’- 
ra-él; and Da’-vid slew the men of seven 
hundred chariots of the Syr’-i-ans, and 
forty thousand horsemen, and smote 
Sh6’-bach the captain of their host, who 
died there. 

19 And when all the kings that were 
servants to Had-a-ré’-zér saw that they 
were smitten before I8’-ra-él, they made 
peace with Is’-ra-él, and served them. So 
the Syr’-i-ans feared to help the children 
of Am’-mon any more. 


Chapter 11 


ND it came to pass, after the year was 
expired, at the time when kings go 
forth to battle, that Da’-vid sent JO’-ab, 
and his servants with him, and all Is’-ra- 
él; and they destroyed the children of 
Am/’-mon, and besieged» Rab’-bah.

And J6’- 
ab sent U-ri’-ah to Da’-vid. 

7 And when U-ri’-ah was come. unto 
him, Da’-vid demanded of him how J3o’- 
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ab did, and how the people did, and how 
the war prospered. | © Oss 

8 And Da’-vid said to U-ri’-ah, Go 
down to thy house, and wash thy feet. 
And 0-ri’-ah departed out of the king’s 
house, and there followed him a mess of 
meat from the king. 

9 But U-ri’-ah slept at the door of the 
king’s house with all the servants of his 
lord, and went not down to his house. 

10 And when they had told Da’-vid, 
saying, U-ri’-ah went not down unto his 
house, Da’-vid said unto U-ri’-ah, Cam- 
est thou not from thy journey? why then 
didst thou not go down unto thine 
house? ‘ : Uae 

11 And 0-ri’-ah said unto Da’-vid, The 
ark, and Is’-ra-él, and Ja’-dah, abide in 
tents; and my lord J6’-ab, and the 
servants of my lord, are encamped in the 
open fields; shall I then go into mine 
house, to eat and to drink, and to lie 
with my wife? as thou-livest, and as thy 
soul liveth, I will not do this thing. 

12 And Da’-vid said to U-ri’-4h, Tarry 
here to day also, and to morrow I will let 
thee depart. So U-ri’-ah abode in Jé- 
ri’-sa-lém that day, and the morrow. 

3 And when Da’-vid had called him, 
he did eat and drink before him; and he 
made him drunk: and at even he went 
out to lie on his bed with the servants of 
his lord, but went not down to his house. 

14 ¢ And it came to pass in the morn- 
ing, that Da’-vid wrote a letter to JO’-ab, 
and sent it by the hand of U-ri’-ah. 

15 And he wrote in the letter, saying, 
Set ye U-ri’-ah in the forefront of the 
hottest battle, and retire ye from him, 
that he may be smitten, and die. 

16 And it came to pass, when Jd’-ab 
observed the city, that he assigned 
U-ri’-ah unto a place where he knew that 
valiant men were. 

17 And the men of the city went out, 
and fought with J6d’-ab: and there fell 
some of the people of the servants of 
Lf and U-ri’-ah the Hit’-tite died 
also. 

18 Then J6’-ab sent and told Da’-vid 
all the things concerning the war; 

d charged the messenger, saying, 
When thou hast made an end of telling 
the matters of the war unto the king, 

20 And if so be that the king’s wrath 
arise, and he say unto thee, Wherefore 
approached ye so nigh unto the city 
when ye did fight? knew ye not that they 
would shoot from the wall? 

.Who smote A-bim’-é-léch the son of 
Jé-rub’-bé-shéth? did not a woman cast a 
piece of a millstone upon him from the 
wall, that he died in Thé’-béz? why went 
ye nigh the wall? then say thou, Thy serv- 
ant U-ri’-ah the Hit’-tite is dead also, 

22 ¢ So the messenger went, and came 
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and shewed Da’-vid all that J6’-ab had 
sent him for. ; 

23 And the messenger said unto Da’- 
vid, Surely the men prevailed against us, 
and came out unto us into the field, and 
we were upon them even unto the enter- 
ing of the gate. 

24 And the shooters shot from off the 
wall upon'thy servants; and some of the 
king’s servants be dead, and thy servant 
U-ri’-ah the Hit’-tite is dead also. 

25 Then Da’-vid said unto the messen- 
ger, Thus shalt thou say unto J6’-ab, 
Let not this thing displease thee, for the 
sword devoureth one as well as another: 
make thy battle more strong against the 
city,'and overthrow it: and encourage 
thou him. ; 

26 ¢ And when the wife of UG-ri’-ah 
heard that U-ri’-ah her husband was 
dead, she mourned for her husband. 

7 And when the mourning was past, 
Da’-vid sent and fetched her to his 
house, and she became his wife, and 
bare him a son. But the thing that Da’- 
vid had done displeased the Lorp.-

9 Wherefore hast thou despised the 
commandment of the LorpD, to do evil in 
his Sight? thou hast killed’ 0-ri’-ah the 
Hit’-tite with the sword, and hast taken 
his wife to be thy wife, and hast slain ] him 
with the sword of the children of Am’- 
mon. 

10 Now therefore the sword shall never 
depart from thine house; because thou 
hast despised, me, and hast taken the 
wife of U-ri’-ah the Hit’-tite to be thy 


e. 

11 Thus saith the Lorp, Behold, I will 
raise up evil against thee out of thine own 
house, and I will take thy wives before 
thine eyes, and give them unto thy neigh- 
bour, and he shall lie with thy wives in 
the sight of this sun. 

12 For thou didst it secretly: but I will 
do this thing before all {s’-ra-él, and be- 
fore the sun. 

13 And Da’-vid said unto Na’-than, I 
have sinned against the Lorp. And Na’- 
than said unto Da’-vid, The Lorp also 
hath put away thy sin; thou shalt not die. 

14 Howbeit, because by this deed thou 
hast given great occasion to the enemies 
of the LorpD to blaspheme, the child also 
that is born unto thee shall surely die. 

15 ¢ And Na’-than departed unto his 
house. And the Lorp struck the child 
that U-ri’-ah’s wife bare unto Da’-vid, 
and it was very sick. 

16 Da’-vid therefore besought God for 
the child; and Da’-vid fasted, and went 
in, and lay all night upon the earth. 

17 And the elders of his house arose, 
and went to him, to raise him up from the 
earth: but he would not, neither did he 
eat bread with them. 

8 And it came to pass on the seventh 
day, that the child died. And the servants 
of Da’-vid feared to tell him that the 
child was dead: for they said, Behold, 
while the child was yet alive, we spake 
unto him, and he would not hearken un- 
to our voice: how will he then vex him- 
self, if we tell him that the child is dead? 

19 But when Da’-vid saw that his 
servants whispered, Da’-vid perceived 
that the child was dead: therefore Da’- 
vid said unto his servants, Is the child 
dead?

20 Then Da’-vid arose from the earth, 
and washed, and anointed himself, and 
changed his apparel, and came into the 
house of the Lorp, and worshipped:

when he required, they set bread before 
him, and he did eat. 

21 Then said his servants unto him, 
What thing is this that thou hast done? 
thou didst fast and weep for the child, 
while it was alive; but when the child was 
dead, thou didst rise and eat bread. 

22 And he said, While the child was yet 
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alive, I fasted and wept: for I said, Who 
can tell whether Gop will be gracious to 
me, that the child may live? 

But now he is dead, wherefore 
should I fast? can I bring him back 
again? I shall go to him, but he shall not 
return to me. 

24 ¢ And Da’-vid comforted Bath’- 
shé-ba his wife, and went in unto her, and 
lay with her: and she bare a son, and he 
called his name S6l’-6-mon: and the 
Lorp loved him. 

25 And he sent by the hand of Na’- 
than the prophet ; and he called his name 
Jéd-i-di’-ah, because of the Lorp. 

26 GAnd Jo’-ab fought, against Rab’- 
bah of the children of Am’-mon, and 
took the royal city. 

d JO’-ab sent messengers to Da’- 
vid, and said, I have fought against 
Rab’ -bah, and have taken the city of 
waters. 

28 Now therefore gather the rest of the 
people together, and encamp against the 
city, and take it: lest I take the city, and 
it be called after my name. 

29 And Da’-vid gathered all the people 
together, and went to Rab’-bah, and 
fought against it, and took it. 

30 And he took their king’s crown from 
off his head, the weight whereof was a 
talent of gold with the precious stones: 
and it was set on Da’-vid’s head. And he 
brought forth the spoil of the city in 
great abundance. 

31 And he brought forth the people 
that were therein, and put them under 
saws, and under harrows of iron, and 
under axes of iron, and made them pass 
through the brick kiln: and thus did he 
unto all the cities of the children of 
Am/-mon. So Da’-vid and all the people 
returned unto Jé-rai’-sa-lém.

7 Then Da’-vid sent home to Ta’-mar, 
saying, Go now to thy brother Am/’- 
non’s house, and dress him meat. | 

8 So Ta’-mdr went to her brother Am’- 
non’s house; and he was laid down. And 
she took flour, and kneaded it, and made 
cakes in his sight, and did bake the cakes. 

9 And she took a pan, and poured them 
out before him; but he refused to eat. 
And Am/-non said, Have out all men 
from me. And they went out every man 
from him. | 

10 And Am/’-non said unto Ta’-mar, 
Bring the meat into the chamber, that I 
may eat of thine hand. And Ta’-mar took 
the cakes which she had made, and 
brought them into the chamber to Am/’- 
non her brother. 

11 And when she had brought them 
unto him to eat, he took hold of her, and 
said unto her, Come lie with me, my 
sister. 

12 And she answered him, Nay, my 
brother, do not force me; for no such 
thing ought to be done in Is’-ra-él: do not 
thou this folly. 

13 And I, whither shall I cause my 
shame to go? and as for thee, thou shalt 
be as one of the fools in I8’-ra-él.

18 And she had a garment of divers 
colours upon her: for with such robes 
were the king’s daughters that were vir- 
gins apparelled. Then his servant brought 
her out, and bolted the door after her. 

19 g And Ta’-mar put ashes on her 
head, and rent her, garment of divers 
colours that was on her, and laid her

28 ¢ Now Ab’-sa-lom had commanded 
his servants, saying, Mark ye now when 
Am/-non’s heart is merry with wine, and 
when I say unto you, Smite Am/’-non; 
then kill him, fear not: have not I com- 
manded you? be courageous, and be 
valiant. 

29 And the servants of Ab’-sa-lom did 
unto Am’-non as Ab’-sa-lom had com- 
manded. Then all the king’s sons arose, 
and every mani gat him up upon his mule, 
and fled. 

30 @ And it came to pass, while they 
were in the way, that tidings came to 
Da’-vid, saying, Ab’-sa-lom hath slain 
all the king’s sons, and there is not one 
of them left.

27 And unto Ab’-sa-lom there were 
born three sons, and one daughter, 
whose name was Ta’-mar: she was a 
woman of a fair countenance. 

28 ¥@ So Ab’-sa-lom dwelt two full years 
- Jé-rii’-sa-lém, and saw not the king’s 

ace, 

29 Therefore Ab’-sa-lom sent for J6’- 
ab, to have sent him to the king; but he 
would not come to him: and when he 
sent again the second time, he would not 
come. 

30 Therefore he said unto his servants, 

See, JO’-ab’s field is near mine, and he 
hath barley there; go and set it on fire. 
And Ab’-sa-lom’s servants set the field 
on fire. 
_31 Then J6’-ab arose, and came to 
Ab’-sa-lom unto his house, and said unto 
him, Wherefore have thy servants set my 
field on fire? | 

32 And Ab’-sa-lom answered J6’-ab, 
Behold, I sent unto thee, saying, Come 
hither that I may send thee to the king, to 
say, Wherefore am I come from Gé’- 
shur? it had been good for me to have 
been there still: now therefore let me see 
the king’s face; and\ if there be any 
iniquity in me, let him kill me. 

33. So J6’-4b came to the king, and told 
him: and when he had called for Ab’-sa- 
lom, he came to the king, and bowed 
himself on his face to the ground before 


the king: and the king kissed Ab’-sa-lom. b 


Chapter 15 


AY it came to pass after this, that 
Ab’-sa-lom prepared him chariots and 
horses, and fifty men to run before him. 
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2 And Ab’-sa-lom rose up early, and 
stood beside the way of the gate: and it 
was so, that when any man that had a 
controversy came to the king for judg- 
ment, then Ab’-sa-lom called unto him, 
and said, Of what city art thou? And he 
said, Thy servant is of one of the tribes 
of {s’-ra-él. i 

3 And Ab’-sa-lom said unto him, See, 
thy matters are good and right; but there 
no man deputed of the king to hear 
thee. 

4 Ab’-sa-lom said moreover, Oh that I 
were made judge in the land, that every 
man which hath any suit or cause might 
come unto me, and I would do him 
justice! 

5 And it was so, that when any man 
came nigh to him to do him obeisance, 
he put forth his hand, and took him, and 
kissed him. * 

6 And on this manner did Ab’-sa-lom to 
all Is’-ra-é1 that came to the king for 
judgment: so Ab’-sa-lom stole the hearts 
of the men of {s’-ra-él. 

7 @ And it came to pass after forty 
years, that Ab’-sa-lom said unto the king, 
I pray thee, let me go and pay my vow, 
which I have vowed unto the Lorp, in 
Hé’-bron. 

8 For thy servant vowed a vow while I 
abode at Gé’-shur in Syr’-i-a, saying, If 
the Lorp shall bring me again indeed to 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém, then I will serve the Lorp. 

9 And the king said unto him, Go in 
peace. So he arose, and went to Hé’- 
bron. 54 

10 ¢ But Ab’-sa-lom sent spies through- 
out all the tribes of fs’-ra-él, saying, As 
soon as ye hear the sound of the trumpet, 
then ye shall say, Ab’-sa-lom reigneth in 
Hé’-bron. a 

11 And with Ab’-sa-lom went two hun- 

dred men out of Jé-rii’-sa-lém, that were 
called; and they went in their simplicity, 
and they knew not any thing. 
_12 And Ab’-sa-lom sent for X-hith’- 
0-phél the Gi’-l6-nite, Da’-vid’s coun- 
sellor, from his city, even from Gi’-ldh, 
while he offered sacrifices. And the 
conspiracy was strong; for the people 
increased continually with Ab’-sa-lom. 

13 ¢ And there came a messenger to 
Da’-vid, saying, The hearts of the men of 
18’-ra-él are after Ab’-sa-lom. 

4 And Da’-vid said unto all his serv- 
ants that were with him at Jé-ra’-sa-lém, 
Arise, and let us flee ; for we shall not else 
escape from Ab’-sa-lom: make speed to 
depart, lest he overtake us suddenly, and 

ring evil upon us, and smite the city 
with the edge of the sword. 

15 And the king’s servants said unto 
the king, Behold, thy servants are ready 
to do whatsoever my lord the king shail 
appoint. %

16 And the king went forth, and all his 
household after him. And the king left 
ten women, which were concubines, to 
keep the house. 

17 And the king went forth, and all the 
people after him, and tarried in a place 
that was far off. 

18 And all his servants passed on be- 
side him; and all the Chér’-é-thites, and 
all the Pél’-é-thites, and all the Git’- 
tites, six hundred men which came after 
pun from Gath, passed on before the 

ing. 

19 @ Then said the king to it-ta’-i the 
Git’-tite, Wherefore goest thou also with 
us? return to thy place, and abide with 
the king: for thou art a stranger, and 
also an exile. 

20 Whereas thou camest but yesterday, 
should I this day make thee go up and 
down with us? seeing I go whither I may, 
return thou, and take back thy brethren: 
mercy and truth be with thee. 

21 And iIt-ta’-i answered the king, and 
said, As the LorD liveth, and as my lord 
the king liveth, surely in what place my 
lord the king shall be, whether in death 
or life, even there also will thy servant be. 

22 And Da’-vid said to It-ta’-i, Go and 
pass over. And. It-ta’-i the Git’-tite 
passed over, and all his men, and all the 
little ones that were with him. 

23 And all the country wept with a 
loud voice, and all the people passed 
over: the king also himself passed over 
the brook Ki’-dr6én, and_all the people 
passed over, toward the way of the 
wilderness. 

24 ¢ And lo Za’-d6k also, and all the 
Lé’-vites were with him, bearing the ark 
of the covenant of God: and they set 
down the ark of God; and A-bi’-a-thar 
went up, until all the people had done 
passing out of the city. 5 

25 And the king said unto Za’-dok, 
Carry back the ark of God into the city: 
if I shall find favour in the eyes of the 
Lorp, he will bring me again, and shew 
me both it, and his habitation: [ 

26 But if he thus say, I have no delight 
in thee; behold, here am I, let him do to 
me as seemeth good unto him. | 

27 The king said also unto Za’-dok the 
priest, Art not thou a seer? return into 
the city in peace, and your two sons with 
you, A-hi’-ma-az thy son, and Jon’-a- 
than the son of A-bi’-a-thar. 

28 See, I will tarry in the plain of the 
wilderness, until there come word from 
you to certify me. gamer otis 

29 Za’-dok therefore and A-bi’-a-thar 
carried the ark of God again to Jé-ra’- 
sa-lém: and they tarried there. 

30 9 And Da’-vid went up by the ascent 
of mount Ol’-i-vét, and wept as he went 
up, and had his head covered, and he 
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went barefoot: and all the people that 
was with him covered every man his 
head, and they went up, weeping as they 
went up. 

v3 @ And one told Da’-vid, saying, 
A-hith’-6-phél is among the conspirators 
with Ab’-sa-lom. And Da’-vid said, O 
Lorp, I pray thee, turn the counsel of 
A-hith’-6-phél into foolishness. 

32 @ And it came to pass, that when 
Da’-vid was come to the top of the mount, 
where he worshipped God, behold, Ht’- 
shai the Ar’-chite came to meet him with 
his coat rent, and earth upon his head: 

Unto whom Da’-vid said, If thou 
passest'on with me, then thou shalt be a 
burden unto me: 

34 But if thou return to the city, and 
say unto Ab’-sa-lom, I will be thy servant, 
O king; as I have been thy father’s serv- 
ant hitherto, so will I now also be thy 
servant: then mayest thou for me defeat 
the counsel of A-hith’-6-phél. 

35 And hast thou not there with thee 
Za’-dok and A-bi’-a-thar the priests? 
therefore it shall be, that what thing so- 
ever thou shalt hear out of the king’s 
house, thou shalt tell it to Za’-dok and 
A-bi’-a-thar the priests. 

36 Behold, they have there with them 
their two sons, A-hi’-ma-az Za’-d6k’s 
son, and Jon’-a-than A-bi’-a-thar’s son; 
and by them ye shall send unto me every 
thing that: ye can hear. 

37 So Hi’-shai Da’-vid’s friend came 
into the city, and Ab’-sa-lom came into 
Jé-ra’-sa-lém. 


Chapter 16 


ND when Da’-vid was a little past the 
top of the hill, beheld, Zi’-ba the 
servant of Mé-phib’-d-shéth met him, 
with a couple of asses saddled, and upon 
them two hundred loaves of bread, and 
an hundred bunches of raisins, and an 
hundred of summer fruits, and a bottle 
of wine. 

2 And the king said unto Zi’-ba, What 
meanest thou by these? And Zi’-ba said, 
The asses be for the king’s household to 
ride on; and the bread and summer fruit 
for the young men to eat; and the wine, 
that such as be faint in the wilderness 
may drink.

4 Then said the king to Zi’-ba, Behold, 
thine are all that pertained unto Mé- 
phib’-6-shéth. And Zi’-ba said, I humbly 
beseech thee that I may find grace in thy 
sight, my lord, O king. 

5 ¢ And when king Da’-vid came to 
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Ba-hii’-rim, behold, thence came out a 
man of the family of the house of Saul, 
whose name was Shim’-é-i, the son of 
Gé’-ra: he came forth, and cursed still as 
he came. 

6 And he cast stones at Da’-vid, and at 
all the servants of king Da’-vid: and all 
the people and all the mighty men were 
on his right hand and on his left. 

7 And thus said Shim’-é-i when he 
cursed, Come out, come out, thou 
bloody man, and thou man of Bé’-li-al: 

8 The Lorp hath returned upon thee 
all the blood of the house of Saul, in 
whose stead thou hast reigned; and the 
Lorp hath delivered the kingdom into 
the hand of Ab’-sa-lom thy son: and, be- 
hold, thou art taken in thy mischief, be- 
cause thou art a bloody man. 

9 ¢ Then said Ab’-i-shai the son of Zér- 
t-i’-ah unto the king, Why should this 
dead dog curse my lord the king? let me 
go over, I pray thee, and take off his 


head. ° 

10 And the king said, What have I to do 
with you, ye sons of Zér-U-i’-ah? so let 
him curse, because the Lorp hath said 
unto him, Curse Da’-vid. Who shall then 
say, Wherefore hast thou done so? 

11 And Da’-vid said to Ab’-i-shai, and 
to all his servants, Behold, my son, 
which came forth of my bowels, seeketh 
my life: how much more now may this 
Bén’-ja-mite do it? let him alone, and let 
him curse; for the Lorp hath bidden 


m. 
12 It may be that the Lorn will look on 
mine affliction, and that the Lorp will 
requite me good for his cursing this day. 
3 And as Da’-vid and his men went by 
the way, Shim’-é-i went along on the 
hill’s side over against him, and cursed as 
he went, and threw stones at him, and 
cast dust. 

14 And the king, and all the people that 
were with him, came weary, and re- 
freshed themselves there. 

15 ¢ And Ab’-sa-lom, and all the peo- 
ple the men of Is’-ra-él, came to Jé-ra’- 
sa-lém, and A-hith’-0-phél with him. 

16 And it came to pass, when Hi’-shai 
the Ar’-chite, Da’-vid’s friend, was come 
unto Ab’-sa-lom, that Hi’-shai said unto 
Ab’-sa-lom, God save the king, God save 
the king. | 

17 And Ab’-sa-lom said to Hii’-shai, Is 
this thy kindness to thy friend? why 
wentest thou not with thy friend? 

18 And Hi’-sh@ said unto Ab’-sa-lom, 
Nay; but whom the Lorp, and this peo- 
ple, and all the men of {8’-ra-él, choose, 
his will I be, and with him will I abide. 

19 And again, whom should I serve? 
Should I not serve in the presence of his 
son? as I have served in thy father’s pres- 
ence, so will I be in thy presence. 
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20 @ Then said Ab’-sa-lom to A-hith’- 
6-phél, Give counsel among you what we 
shall do. | x . 

21 And A-hith’-6-phél said unto Ab’- 
sa-lom, Go in unto thy father’s concu- 
bines, which he, hath left to keep the 
house; and all Is’-ra-é] shall hear that 
thou art abhorred of thy father: then 
shall the hands of all that are with thee 
be strong. napa 

22 So they spread Ab/’-sa-lom a tent 
upon the top of the house; and Ab’-sa- 
lom went in unto his father’s concubines 
in the sight of all Is’-rd-el. 

23 And the counsel of A-hith’-6-phél, 
which he counselled in those days, was 
as if a man had enquired at the oracle of 
God:-so was all the counsel of A-hith’- 
6-phél both with Da’-vid and with 
Ab’-sa-lom. 


Chapter 17 
OREOVER A-hith’-6-phél said un- 
to Ab’-sa-lom, Let me now choose 
out twelve thousand men, and I will 
arise and pursue after Da’-vid this night: 

2 And I will come upon him while he 
is weary and weak handed, and will make 
him afraid: and all the people that are 
with him shall flee; and I will smite the 
king only: | 

3 And I will bring back all the people 
unto thee: the man whom thou seekest is 
as if all returned: so all the people shall 
be in peace. , 

4 And the saying pleased Ab’-sa-lom 
well, and all the elders of is’-ra-él. 

5 Then said Ab’-sa-lom, Call now Hi’- 
shai the Ar’-chite also, and let us hear 
likewise what he saith. 

6 And when Hi’-shdi was come to Ab’- 
sa-lom, Ab’-sa-lom spake unto him, say- 
ing, A-hith’-6-phél hath spoken after this 
manner: shall we do after his saying? if 
not; speak thou. 

7 And Hi’-shai said unto Ab’-sa-lom, 
The counsel that A-hith’-6-phél hath 
given is not good at this time. 

8 For, said Hii’-shai, thou knowest thy 

father and his men, that they be mighty 
men, and they be chafed in their minds, 
as a bear robbed of her whelps in the 
field: and thy father is a man of war, and 
will not lodge with the people. 
_9 Behold, he is hid now in some pit, or 
in some other place: and it will come to 
pass, when some of them be overthrown 
at the first, that whosoever heareth it will 
say, There is a slaughter among the 
people that follow Ab’-sa-lom. 

10 And he also that is valiant, whose 
heart is as the heart of a lion, shall utterly 
melt: for all Is’-ra-é1 knoweth that thy fa- 
ther is a mighty man, and they which be 
with him are valiant men. 

11 Therefore I counsel that all {§’-ra-é1 
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be generally gathered unto thee, from 
Dan even to Béér—-shé’-ba, as the sand 
that is by the sea for multitude; and that 
thou go to battle in thine own person. 

12 So shall we come upon him in some 
place where he shall be found, and we 
will light upon him as the dew falleth on 
the ground: and of him and of all the 
men that are with him there shall not be 
left so much as one. 

13 Moreover, if he be gotten into a city, 
then shall all is’-ra-é1 bring ropes to that 
city, and we will draw it into the river, 
until there be not one small stone found 
there. 2. 

_14 And Ab’-sa-lom and all the men of 
is’-ra-él said, The counsel of Hiti’-shai the 
Ar’-chite is better than the counsel of 
A-hith’-6-phél. For the Lorp had ap- 
pointed to defeat the good counsel of 
X-hith’-6-phél, to the intent that the 
- Lorp might bring evil upon Ab’-sa-lom. 

15 @ Then said Hi’-shai unto Za’-dok 
and to A-bi’-a-thar the priests, Thus and 
thus did A-hith’-d-phél counsel Ab’-sa- 
lom and the elders of Is’-ra-é1; and thus 
have I counselled. 

16 Now therefore send quickly, and 
tell Da’-vid, saying, Lodge not this night 

_in the plains of the wilderness, but 
speedily pass over; lest the king be swal- 
lowed up, and all the people that are 
with him. f 

17 Now J6n’-a-than and A-hi’-ma-az 
stayed by En-ro’-gél; for they might not 
be seen to come into the city: and a 
wench went and told them; and they 
went and told king Da’-vid. 

18 Nevertheless a lad saw them, and 
told Ab’-sa-lom: but they went both of 
them away quickly, and came to a man’s 
house in Ba-hi’-rim, which had a well in 
his court; whither they went down. 

19 And the woman took and spread a 
covering over the well’s mouth, and 
spread ground corn thereon; and the 
thing was not known. | 

20 And when Ab’-sa-lom’s servants 
came to the woman to the house, they 
said, Where is A-hi’-ma-az and Jon’-a- 
than? And the woman said unto them, 
They be gone over the brook of water. 
And when they had sought and could not 
find them, they returned to Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

21 And it came to pass, after they were 
departed, that they came up out of the 
well, and went and told king Da’-vid, 
and said unto Da’-vid, Arise, and pass 

uickly over the water: for thus hath 
Shith’-6-phél counselled against you. 

22 Then Da’-vid arose, and all the peo- 
ple that were with him, and they passed 
over Jér’-dan: by the morning light there 
lacked not one of them that was not gone 
over Jér’-dan. % s 

23 g And when A-hith’-6-phél saw 
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that his counsel was not followed, he 
saddled his ass, and arose, and gat him 
home to his house, to his city, and put 
his household in order, and hanged him- 
self, and died, and was buried in the 
sepulchre of his father. 

24 Then Da’-vid came to Ma-ha-na’- 
im. And Ab’-sa-lom passed over Jér’- 
dan, he and all the men of {s’-ra-él with 


m. 

25 ¢ And Ab’-sa-lom made A-ma’-sa 
captain, of the host instead of JO’-ab: 
which A-ma‘-sa was a man’s son, whose 
name was Iith’-ra an I8’-ra-él-ite, that 
went in to Ab’-i-gail the daughter of 
Na’-hash, sister to Zér-t-i’-ah J6’-ab’s 
mother. , if 

26 So Is’-ra-él and Ab’-sa-lom pitched 
in the land of Gil’-é-ad. 

27 @ And it came to pass, when Da’- 
vid was come to Ma-ha-na’-im, that 
Sh6’-bi the son of Na’-hash of Rab’-bah 
of the children of Am’-mon, and Ma’- 
chir the son of Am/’-mi-él of L6’—dé-bar, 
and Bar-zil-la’-i the Gil’-é-ad-ite of RG’- 
gé-lim, 

28 Brought beds, and basons, and 
earthen vessels, and wheat, and barley, 
and flour, and parched corn, and beans, 
and lentiles, and parched pulse, 

29 And honey, and butter, and sheep, 
and-cheese of kine, for Da’-vid, and for 
the people that were with him, to eat: for 
they said, The people is hungry, and 
weary, and thirsty, in the wilderness. 


Chapter 18 


ND Da’-vid numbered the people 

that were with him, and set captains 

of thousands and captains of hundreds 
over them. = 

2 And Da’-vid sent forth a third part of 
the people under the hand of J6’-ab, and 
a third part under the hand of Ab’-i-shai 
the son of Zér-0-i’-ah, JO’-ab’s brother, 
and a third part under the hand of It- 
ta’-i the Git’-tite. And the king said unto 
the people, I will surely go forth with you 
myself also.

5 And the king commanded Jo’-ab and 
Ab’-i-shai and _ it-ta’-i, saying, Deal 
gently for my sake with the young man, 
even with Ab’-sa-lom. And all the people 
heard when the king gave all the captains 
charge concerning Ab’-sa-lom. 
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6 ¢ So the people went out into the 
field against is’-ra-él1: and the battle was 
in the wood of £’-phra-im; | 

7 Where the people of Is’-ra-él were 
slain before the servants of Da’-vid, and 
there was there a great slaughter that day 
of twenty thousand men. 

8 For the battle was there scattered 
over the face of all the country: and the 
wood devoured more people that day 
than the sword devoured. 

9 @ And Ab’-sa-lom met the servants of 
Da’-vid. And Ab’-sa-lom rode upon a 
mule, and the mule went under the thick 
boughs of a great oak, and his head 
caught hold of the oak, and he was taken 
up between the heaven and the earth; and 
the mule that was under him went away. 

10 And a certain man saw it, and told 
J6’-ab, and said, Behold, I saw Ab’-sa- 
lom hanged in an oak. 

11 And Jd’-ab said unto the man that 
told him, And, behold, thou sawest him, 
and why didst thou not smite him there 
to the ground? and I would have given 
thee ten shé’-kéls of silver, and a girdle. 

12 And the man said unto Jo’-ab, 
Though I should receive a thousand 
shé’-kéls of silver in mine hand, yet 
would I not put forth mine hand against 
the’ king’s son: for in our hearing the 
king charged thee and Ab’-i-shai and 
It-ta’-i, saying, Beware that none touch 
the young man Ab’-sa-lom. 

13 Otherwise I should have wrought 
falsehood against mine own life: for 
there is no matter hid from the king, and 
thou thyself wouldest have set thyself 
against me. 

14 Then said J6’-ab, I may not tarry 
thus with thee. And he took three darts 
in his hand, and thrust them through the 
heart of Ab’-sa-lom, while he was yet 
alive in the midst of the oak. 

15 And ten young men that bare Jd’- 
ab’s armour compassed about and 
smote Ab’-sa-lom, and slew him. 

16 And J6’-ab' blew the trumpet, and 
the people returned from pursuing after 
Is’-ra-€l: for JO’-ab held back the people. 

17 And they took Ab’-sa-lom, and cast 
him into a great pit in the wood, and 
laid a very great heap of stones upon 
him: and all fs’-ra-él fled every one to 
his tent. sed 

18 ¢ Now Ab’-sa-lom in his lifetime 
had taken and reared up for himself a 
pillar, which is in the king’s dale: for he 
said, I have no son to keep my name in 
remembrance: and he called the pillar 
after his own name: and it is called unto 
this day, Ab’-sa-lom’s place. 

19 ¢ Then said A-hi’-ma-az the son of 
Za’-d6k, Let me now run, and bear the 
king tidings, how that the Lorp hath 
avenged him of his enemies. 
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20 And Jé’-ab said unto him, Thou 
shalt not bear tidings this day, but thou 
shalt bear tidings another day: but this 
day thou shalt bear no tidings, because 
the king’s son is dead. 

21 Then said JO’-ab to Ct’-shi, Go tell 
the king what thou hast seen. And Ct’- 
shi bowed himself unto J6’-ab, and ran. 

Then said A-hi’-ma-az the son of 
Za’-dok yet again to JO’-ab, But howso- 
ever, let me, I pray thee, also run after 
Cii’-shi. And Jo’-ab said, Wherefore wilt 
thou run, my son, seeing that thou hast 
no tidings ready ? 

23 But howsoever, said he, let me run. 
And he said unto him, Run. Then 
A-hi’-ma-az ran by the way of the plain, 
and overran Ci’-shi. 

24 And Da’-vid sat between the two 
gates: and the watchman went up to the 
roof over the gate unto the wall, and 
lifted up his eyes, and looked, and be- 
hold a man running alone. 

25 And the watchman cried, and told 
the king. And the king said, If he be 
alone, there is tidings in his mouth. And 
he came apace, and drew near. 

26 And the watchman saw another man 
running: and the watchman called unto 
the porter, and said, Behold another man 
running alone. And the king said, He 
also bringeth tidings. 

27 And the watchman said, Me think- 
eth the running of the foremost is like 
the running of A-hi’-ma-az the son of 
Za’-dok. And the king said, He is a good 
man, and cometh with good tidings. 

28 And A-hi’-ma-az called, and said un- 
to the king, All is well. And he fell down 
to the earth upon his face before the king, 
and said, Blessed be the Lorp thy God, 
which hath delivered up the men that 
lifted up their hand against my lord the 


ng. 
_29 And the king said, Is the young man 
Ab’-sa-lom safe? And. A-hi’-ma-az an- 
swered, When J6’-ab sent the king’s 
servant, and me thy servant, I saw a great 
tumult, but I knew not what it was. 

30 And the king said unto him, Turn 
aside, and stand here. And he turned 
aside, and stood still. 

31 And, behold, Ci’-shi came; and 
Ci’-shi said, Tidings, my lord the king: 
for the Lorp hath avenged thee this day 
of all them that rose up against thee. 

32 And the king said unto Ci’-shi, Is 
the young man Ab’-sa-lom safe? And 
Cu’-shi answered, The enemies of my 
lord the king, and all that rise against 
thee to do thee hurt, be as that young 
man is. 

33 ¢ And the king was much moved,

Chapter 19

4 But the king covered his face, and the 
king cried with a loud voice, O my son 
Ab’-sa-lom, O Ab’-sa-lom, my _ son, 
my son! ; 

5 And J6’-ab came into the house to 
the king, and said, Thou hast shamed 
_this day the faces of all thy servants, 
which this day have saved thy life, and 
the lives of thy sons and of thy daugh- 
ters, and the lives of thy wives, and the 
lives of thy concubines ; 

6 In that thou lovest thine enemies, and 
hatest thy friends. For thou hast de- 
clared this day, that thou _ regardest 
neither princes nor servants: for this day 
I perceive, that if Ab’-sa-lom had lived, 
and all we had died this day, then it had 
pleased thee well. 

7 Now therefore arise, go forth, and 
speak comfortably unto thy servants: for 
I swear by the Lorp, if thou go not 
forth, there will not tarry one with thee 
this night: and that will be worse unto 
thee than all the evil that befell thee from 
thy youth until now. : 

8 Then the king arose, and sat in the 
gate. And they told unto all the people, 
saying, Behold, the king doth sit in the 
gate. And all the people came before the 
king: for 18’-ra-él1 had fled every man to 
his tent. 

9 ¢ And all the people were at strife 
throughout all the tribes of IS’-ra-él, say- 
ing, The king saved us out of the hand 
of our enemies, and he delivered us out 
of the hand of the Phil’-is-tines ; and now 
he is fled out of the land for Ab’-sa-lom. 

10 And Ab’-sa-lom, whom we anointed 
over us, is dead in battle. Now therefore 
why speak ye not a word of bringing the 
king back? ° 

11 ¢ And king Da’-vid sent to Za’-dok 
and to A-bi’-a-thar the priests, saying, 
Speak unto the elders of Ja’-dah, saying, 
Why are ye the last to bring the king 
back to his house? seeing the speech of all 
1s’-ra-él is come to the king, even to his 
house. 

12 Ye are my brethren, ye are my bones 
and my flesh: wherefore then are ye the 
last to bring back the king? 
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13 And say ye to A-ma’-sa, Art thou 
not of my bone, and of my flesh? God 
do so to me, and more also, if thou be 
not captain of the host before me con- 
tinually in the room of Jd’-ab. 

14 And he bowed the heart of all the 
men of Ji’-dah, even as the heart of one 
man; so that they sent this word unto 
the king, Return thou, and all. thy 
servants. 

15 So the king returned, and came to 
J6ér’-dan. And Ja’-dah came to Gil’-gal, 
to go to meet the king, to conduct the 
king over J6r’-dan. 

16 ¢ And Shim’-é-i the son of Gé’-ra, a 
Bén’-ja-mite, which was of Ba-hii’-rim, 
hasted and came down with the men of 
Ja’-dah to meet king Da’-vid. 

17 And there were a thousand men of 
Bén’-ja-min with him, and. Zi’-ba the 
servant of the house of Saul, and _ his 
fifteen sons and his twenty servants with 
him; and they went over Jor’-dan before 
the king. 

18 And there went over a ferry boat to 
carry over the king’s household, and to 
do what he thought good. And Shim’-é-i 
the son of Gé’-ra fell down before the 
king, as he was come over J6r’-dan; 

19 And said unto the king, Let not my 
lord impute iniquity unto me, neither do 
thou*remember that which thy servant 
did perversely the day that my lord the 
king went out of Jé-ra’-sa-lém, that the 
king should take it to his heart. 

20 For thy servant doth know that I 
have sinned: therefore, behold, I am 
come the first this day of all the house of 
J6’-séph to go down to meet my lord the 


king. 

21 But Ab’-i-shai the son of Zér-t-i’-ah 
answered and said, Shall not Shim/’-é-i 
be put to death for this, because he 
cursed the Lorp’s anointed? 

22 And Da’-vid said, What have I to. do 
with you, ye sons of Zér-U-i’-ah, that ye 
should this day be adversaries unto me? 
shall there any man be put to death this 
day in Is’-ra-él? for do not I know that I 
am this day king over I8’-ra-él? 

23 Therefore the king said unto Shim’- 
é-i, Thou shalt not die. And the king 
sware unto him. 

24 G And Mé-phib’-6-shéth the son of 
Saul came down to meet the king, and 
had neither dressed his feet, nor trimmed 
his beard, nor washed his clothes, from 
the day the king departed until the day he 
came again in peace. 

25 And it came to pass, when he was 
come to Jé-ri’-sa-lém to meet the king, 
that the king said unto him, Wherefore 
wentest not thou with me, Mé-phib’-0- 
shéth? Saeiey 

26 And he answered, My lord, O king, 
my servant deceived me: for thy servant 
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said, I will saddle me an ass, that I may 
ride thereon, and go to the king; because 
thy servant is lame. 

27 And he hath slandered thy servant 
unto my lord the king; but my lord the 
king is as an angel of God: do therefore 
what is good in thine eyes. 

28 For all of my father’s house were but 
dead men before my lord the king: yet 
didst thou set thy servant among them 
that did eat at thine own table. What 
right therefore have I yet to cry any more 
unto the king? ‘ 

29 And the king said unto him, Why 
speakest thou any more of thy matters? I 
have said, Thou and Zi’-ba divide the 
land. 

30 And Mé-phib’-6-shéth said unto the 
king, Yea, let him take all, forasmuch as 
my lord the king is come again in peace 
unto his own house. c 

31 g And Bar-zil-la’-i the Gil’-é-ad-ite 
came down from R6O’-gé-lim, and went 
over J6r’-dan with the king, to conduct 
him over J6r’-dan. 

32 Now Bar-zil-la’-i was a very aged 
man, even fourscore years old: and he 
had provided the king of sustenance 
while he lay at Ma-ha-na’-im; for he was 
a very great man. 

33 And the king said unto Bar-zil-la’-i, 
Come thou over with me, and I will feed 
thee with me in Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

34 And Bar-zil-la’-i said unto the king, 
How long have I to live, that I should go 
up with the king unto Jé-ri’-sa-lém ? 

35 I am this day fourscore years old: 
and can I discern between good and evil? 
can thy servant taste what I eat or what I 
drink? can I hear any more the voice of 
singing men and singing women? where- 
fore then should thy servant be yet a 
burden unto my lord the king? 

36 Thy servant will go a little way over 
J6r’-dan with the king: and why should 
the king recompense it me with such a 
reward? 

37 Let thy servant, I pray thee, turn 
back again, that I may die in mine own 
city, and be buried by the grave of my fa- 
ther and of my mother. But behold thy 
servant Chim’-ham; let him go over with 
my lord the king; and do to him what 
shall seem good unto thee: 

38 And the king answered, Chim’-ham 
shall go over with me, and I will do to 
him that which shall seem good unto 
thee: and whatsoever thou shalt require 
of me, that will I do for thee. 

39 And all the people went over Jér’- 
dan. And when the king was come over, 
the king kissed Bar-zil-la’-i, and blessed 
him; and he returned unto his own 
place. 

40 Then the king went on to Gil’-gal, 
and Chim’-ham went. on with him: and 
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all the people of Ja’-dah conducted the. 
eras and also half the people of {8’- 
ra-él. 

41 ¢ And, behold, all the men of fs’- 
ra-él came to the king, and said unto the 
king, Why have our brethren the men of 
Ja’-dah stolen thee away, and have 
brought the king, and his household, and 
me Da’-vid’s men with him, over J6ér’- 

an? 

42 And all the men of Ja’-dah an- 
swered the men of is’-ra-é1, Because the 
king is near of kin to us: wherefore then 
be ye angry for this matter? have we 
eaten at all of the king’s cost? or hath he 
given us any gift? s 

3 And the men of I8’-ra-é1 answered 
the men of Ja’-dah, and said, We have 
ten parts in the king, and we have also 
more right in Da’-vid than ye: why then 
did ye despise us, that our advice should 
not be first had in bringing back our 
king? And the words of the men of Ja’- 
dah were fiercer than the words of the 
men of Is’-ra-él. 


Chapter 20 


yee there happened to be there a man 
of Bé’-li-al, whose name was Shé’- 
ba, the son of Bich’-ri, a Bén’-ja-mite: 
and he blew a trumpet, and said, We 
have no part in Da’-vid, neither have we 
inheritance in the son of Jés’-sé: every 
man to his tents, O {s’-ra-él. 

2 So every man of -{s’-ra-81 went up 
from after Da’-vid, and followed Shé’-ba 
the son of Bich’-ri: but the men of Ja’- 
dah clave unto their king, from Jér’-dan 
even to Jé-rii’-sa-lém.

So A-ma’-sa went to-assemble the men 
of Ja’-dah: but he tarried longer than the 
set time which he had appointed him. 

6 And Da’-vid said to Ab’-i-shai, Now 

shall Shé’-ba the son of Bich’-ri do us 
more harm than did Ab’-sa-lom: take 
thou thy lord’s servants, and pursue 
after him, lest he get him fenced Cities, 
and escape us. 
_/ And there went out after him Jo’- 
ab’s men, and the Chér’-é-thites, and the 
Pél’-é-thites, and all the mighty men: and 
they went out of Jé-ri’-s4-lém, to pursue 
after Shé’-ba the son of Bich’-ri. 

8 When they were at the great stone 
which is in Gib’-é-on, A-ma’-s4 went be- 
fore them. And Jo’-4b’s garment that he 
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had put on was girded unto him, and 
upon it a girdle with a sword fastened 
upon his loins in the sheath thereof; and 
as he went forth it fell out. 

9 And J6’-ab said to A-ma’-sa, Art thou 
- in health, my brother? And J6’-ab took 
A-ma’-sa by the beard with the right 
hand to kiss him, 

10 But A-ma’-sa took no heed to the 
sword that was in JO’-ab’s hand: so he 
smote him therewith in the fifth rib, and 
shed out his bowels to the ground, and 
struck him not again; and he died. So 
JO’-ab and Ab’-i-shai his brother pursued 
after Shé’-ba the son of Bich’-ri. 

11 And one of J6d’-ab’s men stood by 
him, and said, He that favoureth Jd’-ab, 
_ pe that is for Da’-vid, let him go after 

0’-ab. 

12 And A-ma’-sa wallowed in blood in 
the midst of the highway. And when the 
-man saw that all the people stood still, he 
removed A-ma’-sa out of the highway 
into the field, and cast a cloth upon him, 
when he saw that every one that came by 
him stood still. 

13 When he was removed out of the 
highway, all the people went on after 
Jd’-ab, to pursue after Shé’-ba the son of 
Bich’-ri. ; 

14 ¢ And he went through all the tribes 
of 1§’-ra-é1 unto A’-bél, and to Béth— 
m4a’-a-chah, and all the Bé’-rites: and 
they were gathered together, and went 
also after him. F 6: 

15 And they came and besieged him in 
R’-bél of Béth-—ma’-a-chah, and they 
cast up a bank against the city, and it 
stood in the trench: and all the people 
that were with J6’-ab battered the wall, 
to throw it down. 

16 @ Then cried a wise woman out of 
the city, Hear, hear; say, I pray you, un- 
to JO’-ab, Come near hither, that I may 
speak with thee. 

17 And when he was come near unto 
her, the woman said, Art thou JO’-ab? 
And he answered, I am he. Then she said 
unto him, Hear the words of thine hand- 
maid. And he answered, I do hear. 

18 Then she spake, saying, They were 
wont to speak in old time, saying, They 
shall surely ask counsel at A’-bél: and so 
they ended the matter. 

19 I am one of them that are peaceable 
and faithful in 1s’-ra-él: thou seekest to 
destroy a city and a mother in Is’-ra-él: 
why wilt thou swallow up the inheritance 
of the LorD? ( 

20 And J6d’-ab answered and said, Far 
be it, far be it from me, that I should 
swallow up or destroy. 

21 The matter is not so: but a man of 
mount £’-phra-im, Shé’-ba the son of 
Bich’-ri by name, hath lifted up his hand 
against the king, even against Da’-vid: 
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deliver him only, and I will depart from 
the city. And the woman said unto Jo’- 
ab, Behold, his head shall be thrown to 
thee over the wall. ; 

Then the woman went unto all the 
people in her wisdom. And they cut off 
the head of Shé’-ba the son of Bich’-ri, 
and cast it out to JO’-ab. And he blew a 
trumpet, and they retired from the city, 
every man to his tent. And Jd’-ab re- 
turned to Jé-ri’-sa-lém unto the king.

and Jé-hésh’-a-phat the son of A-hi’-lid 
was recorder: 

25 And _Shé’-va was scribe: and Za’- 
dok and A-bi’-a-thiar were the priests: 

26 And i’-ra also the Ja’-ir-ite was a 
chief ruler about Da’-vid. 


Chapter 21 


“[EBEN there was a famine in the days 
of Da’-vid three years, year after 
year; and Da’-vid enquired of the Lorp. 
And the Lorp answered, It is for Saul, 
and for his bloody house, because he slew 
the Gib’-é-on-ites. 

2 And the king called the Gib’-é-on-

6 Let seven men of his sons be delivered 
unto us, and we will hang them up unto 
the LorpD in Gib’-é-ah of Saul, whom the 
Lorp did choose. And the king said, I 
will give them. 

7 But the king spared Mé-phib’-6- 
shéth, the son of Jon’-a-than the son of 
Saul, because of the LorD’s oath that was 
between them, between Da’-vid and 
Jon’-a-than the son of Saul. 

8 But. the king took the two sons of 
Riz’-pah the daughter of Ai’-ah, whom 
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she bare unto Saul, Ar-m6’-ni and Mé- 
phib’-6-shéth; and the five sons of Mi’- 
chal the daughter of Saul, whom_she 
brought up for A’-dri-él the son of Bar- 
zil-la’-i the Mé-h6’-la-thite: 

9 And he delivered them into the hands 
of the Gib’-é-on-ites, and they hanged 
them in the: hill before the Lorp: and 
they fell all seven together, and were put 
to death in the days of harvest, in the 
first days, in the beginning of barley 
harvest. & 

10 ¢ And Riz’-pah the daughter of 
Ai’-ah took sackcloth, and spread it for 
her upon the rock, from the beginning of 
harvest until water dropped upon them 
out of heaven, and suffered neither the 
birds’ of the air to rest on them by day, 
nor the beasts of the field by night. 

11 And it was told Da’-vid what Riz’- 
pah the daughter of Ai’-ah, the concubine 
of Saul, had done. 

12 ¢ And Da’-vid went and took th 
bones of Saul and the bones of Jon’-a- 
than his son from the men of Ja’-bésh— 
gil’-é-ad, which had stolen them from the 
street of Béth’-shan, where the Phil’-is- 
tines had hanged them, when the Phil’-is- 
tines had slain Saul in Gil-bd’-a: 

13 And he brought up from thence the 
bones of Saul and the bones of Jon’-a- 
than his son; and they gathered the 
bones of them that were hanged. 

14 And the bones of Saul and Jon’-a- 
than his son buried they in the country of 
Bén’-ja-min in Zé’-lah, in the sepulchre 
of Kish his father: and they performed 
all that the king commanded. And after 
that God was intreated for the land. 

15 @ Moreover the Phil’-is-tines had 
yet war again with Is’-ra-él; and Da’-vid 
went down, and his servants with him, 
and fought against the Phil’-is-tines: and 
Da’-vid waxed faint. 

16 And Ish’-bi—bé’-ndb, which was of 
the sons of the giant, the weight of whose 
spear weighed three hundred shé’-kéls 
of brass in weight, he being girded 
with a new sword, thought to have slain 
Da’-vid. | 

17 But Ab’-i-shai the son of Zér-t- 
i’-ah succoured him, and smote the 
Phil’-is-tine, and killed him. Then the 
men of Da’-vid sware unto him, saying, 
Thou shalt go no more out with us to 
battle, hee thou quench not the light of 
Is’-ra-él. 

18 And it came to pass after this, that 
there was again a battle with the’ Phil’- 
is-tines at Gob: then Sib’-bé-chai the 
Hii’-sha-thite slew Saph, which was of 
the sons of the giant. 

19 And there was again a battle in Gdb 
with the Phil’-is-tines, where £]-ha’-nan 
the son of Ja’-a-ré—6r’-é-gim, a Béth’— 
lé-hém-ite, slew the brother of Go-li’- 
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ath the Git’-tite, the staff of whose spear 
was like a weaver’s beam. ‘ 
20 And there was yet a battle in Gath, 
where was a man of great stature, that 
had on every hand six fingers, and on 
every foot six toes, four and twenty in 
number; and he also was born to the 
jant. 
oy And when he defied is’-ra-él, Jon’- 
a-than the son of Shim’-é-ah the brother 
of Da’-vid slew him. ; ’ 
22 These four were born to the giant in 
Gath, and fell by the hand of Da’-vid,

17 He sent from above, he took me; he 
drew me out of many waters;

20 He brought me forth also into a 
large place: he delivered me, because he 
delighted in me.

27 With the pure thou wilt shew thy- 
self pure; and with the froward thou wilt 
shew thyself unsavoury. 

28 And the afflicted people thou wilt 
save: but thine eyes are upon the 
haughty, that thou mayest bring them 
down. 

29 For thou art my lamp, O LorbD: and 
the Lorn will lighten my darkness. 

30 For by thee I have run through a 
troop: by my God have I leaped over a 


wall. 

31 As for God, his way is perfect; the 
word of the LorD is tried: he is a buckler 
to all them that trust in him. 

32 For who is God, save the LorD? and 
who is a rock, save our God? 

33 God is my strength and power: and 
he maketh my way perfect. 

34 He maketh my feet like hinds’ feet: 
and setteth me upon my high places. 

35 He teacheth my hands to war; so 
that a bow of steel is broken by mine 


arms. 

36 Thou hast also given me the shield 
of thy salvation: and thy gentleness hath 
made me great. 

37 Thou hast enlarged my steps under 
me; so that my feet did not slip. 

38 I have pursued mine enemies, and 
destroyed them; and turned not again 
until I had consumed them. 

39 And I have consumed them, and 
wounded them, that they could not arise: 
yea, they are fallen under my feet. 
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40 For thou hast girded me with 
strength to battle: them that rose up 
against me hast thou subdued under me. 

41 Thou hast also given me the necks 
of mine enemies, that I might destroy 
them that hate me. 

42 They looked, but there was none to 
save; even unto the Lorp, but he 
answered them not. 

43 Then did I beat them as small as the 
dust of the earth, I did stamp them as the 
mire of the street, and did spread them 
abroad. 

44 Thou also hast delivered me from 
the strivings of my people, thou hast 
kept me to be head of the heathen: a 
people which I knew not shall serve me. 

45 Strangers shall submit themselves 
unto me: as soon as they hear, they shall 
be obedient unto me. 

46 Strangers shall fade away, and they 
shall be afraid out of their close places. 

47 The Lorp liveth;'and blessed be my 
rock; and exalted be the God of the rock 
of my salvation. 

48 It is God that avengeth me, and that 
bringeth down the people under me, 

49 And that bringeth me forth from 
mine enemies: thou also hast lifted me 
up on high above them that rose up 
against me: thou hast delivered me from 
the violent man. 

50 Therefore I will give thanks unto 
thee, O LorpD, among the heathen, and I 
will sing praises unto thy name. 

51 He is the tower of salvation for his 
king: and sheweth mercy to his anointed, 
unto Da’-vid, and to his seed for ever-

OW these be the last words of Da’- 

vid.

FE g But the sons of Bé’-li-al shall be all 
of them as thorns thrust away, because 
they cannot be taken with hands: 
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7 But the man that shall touch them 
must be fenced with iron and the staff of 
a spear; and they shall be utterly burned 
with fire in the same place. ; 

8 @ These be the names of the mighty 
men whom Da’-vid had: The Tach’-m6- 
nite that sat in the seat, chief among the 
captains; the same was Ad’-i-no the Ez’- 
nite: he lift up his spear against eight 
hundred, whom he slew at one time. 

9 And after him was El-é-a’-zar the son 
of Do’-d6 the A-hd’-hite, oné of the three 
mighty men with Da’-vid, when they de- 
fied the Phil’-is-tines that were there 
gathered together to battle, and the men 
of is’-ra-é1 were gone away: 

10 He arose, and smote the Phil’-is- 
tines until his hand was weary, and his 
hand clave unto the sword: and the 
Lorp wrought a great victory that day; 
and the people returned after him only to 


spoil. 

at And after him was-Sham’-mah the 
son of A’-gé@ the Har’-a-rite. And the 
Phil’-is-tines were gathered together into 
a troop, where was a piece of ground full 
of lentiles: and the people fied from the 
Phil’-is-tines. : : 

12 But he stood in the midst of the 
ground, and defended it, and slew the 
Phil’-is-tines: and the Lorp wrought a 
great victory. { 

13 And three of the thirty chief went 
down, and came to Da’-vid in the harvest 
time unto the cave of A-dul’-lam: and the 
troop of the Phil’-is-tines pitched in the 
valley of Réph’-a-im. 

14 And Da’-vid was then in an hold, 
and the garrison of the Phil’-is-tines was 
then in Béth’—lé-hém. 

15 And Da’-vid longed, and said, Oh 
that one would give me drink of the 
water of the well of Béth’-lé-hém, which 
is by the gate! 

16 And the three mighty men brake 
through the host of the Phil’-is-tines, and 
drew water out of the well of Béth’-lé- 
hém, that was by the gate, and took it, 
and brought it to Da’-vid: nevertheless 
he would not drink thereof, but poured it 
out unto the Lorp. 

7 And he said, Be it far from me, O 

Lorp, that I should do this: is not this 
the blood of the men that went in 
jeopardy of their lives? therefore he 
would not drink it. These things did 
these three mighty men. 
_18 And Ab’-i-sh&i, the brother of Jo’- 
ab, the son of Zér-t-i’-ah, was chief 
among three. And he lifted up his spear 
against three hundred, and slew them, 
and had the name among three. 

19 Was he not most honourable of 
three? therefore he was their captain: 
Rout he attained not unto the frst 

ee. : 
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20, And Bé-n4i’-ah the son of Jé-hoi’- 
4-da, the son of a valiant man, of Kab’- 
zéél, who had done many acts, he slew 
two lionlike men of MO6’-ab: he wen. 
down also and slew a lion in the midst of 
apitintime ofsnow: _ | y) 

21 And he slew an £’-gyp’-tian, a 
goodly man: and the E-gyp’-ftian had a 
spear in his hand; but he went down to 
him with a staff, and plucked the spear 
out of the E-gyp’-fian’s hand, and slew 
him with his own spear. i 

22 These things did Bé-nai’-ah the son 
of Jé-hoi’-a-da, and had the name among 
three mighty men. 

23 He was more honourable than the 
thirty, but he attained not the the first 
three. And Da’-vid set him over his 


guard. 

24 As’-a-hél the brother of JO’-ab was 
one of the thirty; El-ha’-nan the son of 
Dod’-dd of Béth’-lé-hém, iz 

Sham’-mah the Har’-dd-ite, E-li’- 
ka the Har’-od-ite, 
26 Hé’-léz the Pal’-tite, i’-ra the son of 
Ik’-késh the Té-k0’-ite, : 

27 A-bi-é’-zér the An-é-th6’-thite, Mé- 
bin’-nai the Hi’-sha-thite, 

28 Zal’-m6n the A-h6’-hite, Ma’-ha- 
rai the Né-toph’-a-thite, 

29 Hé’-léb the son of Ba’-a-nah, a Né- 
toph’-a-thite. It-ta’-i the son of Ri-ba’-i 
out of Gib’-é-ah of the children of Bén’- 
ja-min, 

30 Bé-nai’-ah the Pi-ra’-thon-ite, Hid- 
da’-i of the brooks of Ga’-ash, 

31 A’-bi-al’-b6n the Ar’-ba-thite, Az- 
ma’-véth the Bar-hii’-mite, 

32 E-li-ah’-ba the Sha-al-bd’-nite, of 
the sons of Jash’-én, Jén’-4-than, 

_33 Sham’-mah the Har’-a-rite, A-hi’- 
am the son of Shar’-dr the Har’-a-rite, 

34 E-liph’-é-lét the son of A-ha8’-bai, 
the son of the Ma-ach’-a-thite, E-li’-Am 
bes son of A-hith’-6-phél the Gi’-16- 
nite, :

Chapter 24 


5A aes again the anger, of the LorD was 
kindled _against 18’-ra-él, and he 
moved Da’-vid against them to say, Go, 
number Is’-ra-él and Ja’-dah. 

2 For the king said to J6’-ab the cap- 
tain of the host, which was with him, Go 
now through all the tribes of {§’-ra-&l, 
from Dan even to Béér-shé’-ba, and

number ye the people, that I may know 
the number of the people. 

3 And J6’-ab said unto the king, Now 
the Lorp thy God add unto the people, 
how many soever they be, an hundred- 
fold, and that the eyes of my lord _ the 
king may see it: but why doth my lord 
the king delight in this thing? 

4 Notwithstanding the king’s word pre- 
vailed against JO’-ab, and against the 
captains of the host. And J6O’-ab and the 
captains of the host went out from the 
presence of the king, to number the 
people of is’-ra-él. 

And they passed over Jdér’-dan, 
and pitched in A-ro’-ér, on the right side 
of the city that lieth in the midst of the 
river of Gad, and toward Ja’-zér: 

6 Then they came to Gil’-é-ad, and to 
the land of Tah’-tim—hdd’-shi; and they 
came to Dan-ja’-an, and about to 
Zi’-don, 

7 And came to the strong hold of Tyre, 
and to all the cities of the Hi’-vites, and 
of the Ca’-na-an-ites: and they went out 
to the south of Ja’-dah, even to Béér— 
shé’-ba. 

8 So when they had gone through all 
the land, they came to Jé-ri’-sa-lém at 
the end of nine months and twenty days. 

9 And J6d’-ab gave up the sum of the 
number of the people unto the king: and 
there were in Is’-ra-él] eight. hundred 
thousand valiant men that drew the 
sword; and the men of Ji’-dah were five 
hundred thousand men, L 

10 ¢ And Da’-vid’s heart smote him 
after that he had numbered the people. 
And Da’-vid said unto the Lorp, I have 
sinned greatly in that I have done: and 
now, I beseech thee, O LorpD, take away 
the iniquity. of thy servant; for I have 
done very foolishly. 

11 For when Da’-vid was up in the 
morning, the word of the LorD came 
unto the prophet Gad, Da’-vid’s ‘seer, 
saying, : 

12 Go and say unto Da’-vid, Thus saith 
the Lorp, I offer thee three things; 
choose thee one of them, that I may do it 
unto thee. 

13 So Gad came to Da’-vid, and. told 
him, and said unto him, Shall seven years 
of famine come.unto thee in thy land? or 
wilt thou flee three months before thine 
enemies, while they pursue thee? or that 
there be three days’ pestilence in thy 
land? now advise, and see what answer 
I shall return to him that sent me. 

14 And Da’-vid said unto Gad, I am 
in a great strait: let us fall now into the 
hand of the Lorp; for his mercies are 
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great: and let me not fall into the hand of 
man. 

15 ¢ So the Lorp sent a pestilence 
upon I8’-rd-é] from the morning even to 
the time appointed: and there died of the 
people from Dan even to Béér—shé’-ba 
seventy thousand men. 

16 And when the angel stretched out 
his hand upon Jé-ra’-sa-lém to destroy 
it, the Lorp repented him of the evil, and 
said to the angel that destroyed the 
people, It is enough: stay now thine 
hand. And the angel of the Lorp was by 
the threshingplace of A-rau’-nah the 
Jéb’-i1-site. 

17 And Da’-vid spake unto the Lorp 
when he saw the angel that smote the 
people, and said, Lo, I have sinned, and 
I have done wickedly: but these sheep, 
what have they done? let thine hand, I 
pray thee, be against me, and against my 
father’s house. 

18 @ And Gad came that day to Da’- 
vid, and said unto him, Go up, rear an 
altar unto the Lorp in the threshingfloor 
of A-rau’-nah the Jéb’-i-site. 

_19 And Da’-vid, according to the say- 
ing of Gad, went up as the Lorp 
commanded. 

20. And A-rau’-nah looked, and saw the 
king and his servants coming on toward 

im:.-and A-rau’-nah went out, and 
bowed himself before the king on his 
face upon the ground. 

21 And A-rau’-nah said, Wherefore is 
my lord the king come to his servant? 
And Da’-vid said, To buy the threshing- 
floor of thee, to build an altar unto the 
Lorp, that the plague may be stayed 
from the people. 

22 And A-rau’-nah said unto Da’-vid, 
Let my lord the king take and offer up 
what seemeth good unto him: behold, 
here be oxen for: burnt sacrifice, and 
threshing instruments and other instru- 
ments of the oxen for wood. 5 

23 All these things did A-rau’-nah, as 
a king, give unto the king. And A-rau’- 
nah said unto the king, The Lorp thy 
God accept thee. ¥4 

24 And the king said unto A-rat’-nah, 
Nay; but I will surely buy it of thee at a 
price: neither will I offer burnt offerings 
unto the Lorp my God of that which 
doth cost me nothing. So Da’-vid 
bought the threshingfloor and the oxen 
for fifty shé’-kéls of silver. 

25 And Da’-vid built there an altar un- 
to the LorD, and offered burnt offerings 
and peace offerings. So the LORD was 
intreated for the, land, and the plague 
was stayed from Is’-ra-él.

Kings 


COMMONLY CALLED THE THIRD BOOK OF THE KINGS 


Chapter 1 


Ws king Da’-vid was old and strick- 

en in years; and they covered him 
with clothes, but he gat no heat. ; 

2 Wherefore his servants said unto him, 
Let there be sought for my lord the king 
a young virgin: and let her stand before 
the king, and let her cherish him, and let 
her lie in thy bosom, that my lord the 
king may get heat. : 

3 So they sought for a_ fair damsel 
throughout all the coasts of 18’-ra-él, and 
found Ab’-i-shag a Shi-nam’-mite, and 
brought her to the king. 

4 And the damsel was very fair, and 
cherished the king, and. ministered to 
him: but the king knew her not. 4 

5 @ Then Ad-6-ni’-jah the son of Hag’- 
gith exalted himself, saying, I will be 
king: and he prepared him chariots and 
horsemen, and fifty men to run before 


m. 

6 And his father had not displeased him 
at any time in saying, Why hast thou 
done so? and he also was a very goodly 
man; and his mother bare him after Ab’- 
sa-lom. 

7 And he conferred with JO’-ab the son 
of Zér-0-i’-ah, and with A-bi’-a-thar the 
priest: and they following Ad-6-ni’-jah 
helped him. 

8 But Za’-dok the priest, and Bé-nai’- 
ah the son of Jé-hoi’-a-da, and Na’-than 
the prophet, and Shim/’-é-i, and Ré’-i, 
and the mighty men which belonged to 
Da’-vid, were not with Ad-6-ni’-jah. 

9 And Ad-6-ni’-jah slew sheep and oxen 
and fat cattle by the stone of Z6’-hé-léth, 
which is by En-ro’-gél, and called all his 
brethren the king’s sons, and all the men 
of Ja’-dah the king’s servants: 

10 But Na’-than the prophet, and Bé- 
nai’-ah, and the mighty men, and SOol’- 
6-mon his brother, he called not. 

11 @ Wherefore Na’-than spake unto 
Bath’-shé-ba the mother of S6l’-6-mon, 
saying, Hast thou not heard that Ad-6- 
ni’-jah the son of Hag’-gith doth reign, 
and Da’-vid our lord knoweth it not? 

12 Now therefore come, let me, I pray 
thee, give thee counsel, that thou mayest 
save thine own life, and the life of thy 
son SOol’-6-mon. 

13 Go and get thee in unto king Da’- 
vid, and say unto him, Didst not thou, 
my lord, O king, swear unto thine hand- 


maid, saying, Assuredly Sol’-6-mon thy 
son shall reign after me, and he shall sit 
upon my throne? why then doth Ad-6- 
ni’-jah reign? 

14 Behold, while thou yet talkest there 
with the king, I also will come in after 
thee, and confirm thy words. 

15 ¢_And Bath’—shé-ba went in unto 
the king into the chamber: and the king 
was very old; and Ab’-i-shag the Shi- 
nam’-mite ministered unto the king. 

16 And Bath’-shé-ba bowed, and did 
obeisance unto the king. And the king 
said, What wouldest thou? 

17 And she said unto him, My lord, 
thou swarest by the Lorp thy God unto 
thine handmaid, saying, Assuredly Sol’- 
6-mon thy son shall reign after me, and 
he shall sit upon my throne. 

18 And now, behold, Ad-6-ni’jah reign- 
eth; and now, my lord the king, thou 
knowest it not: 

19 And he hath slain oxen and fat cattle 
and sheep in abundance, and hath called 
all the sons of the king, and A-bi’-a-thar 
the priest, and JO’-ab the captain of the 
host: but Sol’-6-mon thy servant hath he 
not called. 

20 And thou, my lord, O king, the eyes 
of all Is’-ra-él are upon thee, that thou 
shouldest tell them who shall sit on the 
throne of my lord the king after him. 

21 Otherwise it shall come to pass, 
when my lord the king shall sleep with 
his fathers, that Iand my son S6l’-6-mon 
shall be counted offenders. 

22 ¢ And, lo, while she yet talked with 
the king, Na’-than the prophet also came 


in. 

23 And they told the king, saying, Be- 
hold Na’-than the prophet. And when he 
was come in before the king, he bowed 
himself before the king with his face to 
the ground. ‘ 

24 And Na’-than said, My lord, O king 
hast thou said, Ad-36-ni’-jah shall reign 
after me, and he shall sit upon my 
throne ? 

25 For he is gone down this day, and 
hath slain oxen and fat cattle and sheep 
in abundance, and hath called all the 
king’s sons, and the captains of the host, 
and A-bi’-a-thar the priest; and, behold, 
they eat and drink before him, and say, 
God save king Ad-6-ni’~jah. 

26 But me, even me thy servant, and 
Za’-d6k the priest, and Bé-nai’-ah the 
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son of Jé-hoi’-a-da, and thy servant Sol’- 
6-mon, hath he not called. 

27 Is this thing done by my lord the 
king, and thou hast not shewed it unto 
thy servant, who should sit on the throne 
of my lord the king after him? 

28 ¢ Then king Da’-vid answered and 
said, Call me Bath’-shé-ba. And she came 
into the king’s presence, and stood be- 
fore the king. 

29 And the king sware, and said, As the 
Lorp liveth, that hath redeemed my soul 
out of all distress, 

30 Even as I sware unto thee by the 
Lorp God of Is’-ra-él, saying, Assuredly 
S6l’-6-mon thy son shall reign after me, 
and he shall sit upon my throne in my 
stead; even so will I certainly do this day. 

31 Then Bath’-shé-ba bowed with her 
face to the earth, and did reverence to the 
king, and said, Let my lord king Da’-vid 
live for ever. 

32 g@ And king Da’-vid said, Call me 
Za’-dok the priest, and Na’-than the 
prophet, and Bé-nai’-ah the son of Jé- 
hoi’-a-da. And they came before the king. 

33 The king also said unto them, Take 
with you the servants of your lord, and 
cause SOl’-6-mon my son to ride upon 
mine own mule, and bring him down to 
Gi’-hon: ¥ : 

34 And let Za’-dok the priest and Na’- 
than the prophet anoint him there king 
over Is’-ra-él: and blow ye with the trum- 
pet, and say, God save king S6]’-6-mon. 

35 Then ye shall come up after him, 
that he may come and sit upon my throne; 
for he shall be king in my stead: and I 
have appointed him to be ruler over is’- 
ra-él and over Ja’-dah. Be. 

36 And Bé-nai’-ah the son of Jé-hdi’-a- 
da answered the king, and said, A’-mén: 
the LorD God of my lord the king say so 


too. 

37_As the Lorp hath been with my lord 
the king, even so be he with Sol’-6-mon, 
and make his throne greater than the 
throne of my lord king Da’-vid. i 

38 So Za’-dok the priest, and Na’-than 
the prophet, and Bé-ndai’-ah the son of 
Jé-hoi’-a-da and the chér’-é-thites, and 
the Pél’-é-thites, went down, and cause 
S6l’-6-mon to ride upon king Da’-vid’s 
mule, and brought him to Gi’-hon. 

39 And Za’-dok the priest took an horn 
of oil out of the tabernacle, and anointed 
S6I’-6-mon. And they blew the trumpet; 
and all the people said, God save king 
Sol’-6-mon. 

40 And all the people came up after 
him, and the people piped with pipes, 
and rejoiced with great joy, so that the 
earth rent with the sound of them. 

41 ¢ And Ad-6-ni’-jah and all the 

ests that were with him heard it as they 
fad made an end of eating. And when 
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J6’-ab heard the sound of the trumpet, he 
said, Wherefore is this noise of the city 
being in an uproar? 

42 And while he yet spake, behold, 
J6n’-a-than the son of A-bi’-4-thar the 
priest came: and Ad-6-ni’-jah said unto 

, Come in; for thou arta valiant man, 
and bringest good tidings. 

43 And Jon’-a-than answered and said 
to Ad-6-ni’-jah, Verily our lord king Da’- 
vid hath made Sol’-6-mon king. 

44 And the king hath sent with him 
Za’-dok the priest, and Na’-than the 
prophet, and Bé-nai’-ah the son of Jé- 
hoi’-a-da, and the Chér’-é-thites, and the 
Pél’-é-thites, and they have caused him 
to ride upon the king’s mule: 

45 And Za’-dok the priest and Na’-than 
the prophet have anointed him king in 
Gi’-hon: and they are come up from 
thence_rejoicing, so that the city rang 
again. This zs the noise that ye have heard. 

46 And also Sol’-6-mon sitteth on the 
throne of the kingdom. 

47 And moreover the king’s servants 
came to bless our lord king Da’-vid, say- 
ing, God make the name of Sol’-6-mon 
better than thy name, and make his 
throne greater than thy throne. And the 
king bowed himself upon the bed. 

48 And also thus said the king, Blessed 
be the Lorp God of Is’-ra-él, which hath 
given one. to sit on my throne this day, 
mine eyes even seeing zt. 

49 And all the guests that were with 
Ad-6-ni’-jah were afraid, and rose up, 
and went every man his way. 

50 ¢ And Ad-o-ni’-jah feared because 
of S6l’-6-mon, and arose, and went, and 
caught hold on the horns.of the altar. 

51 And it was told S6l’-6-mon, saying, 
Behold, Ad-6-ni’-jah feareth king Sol’-6- 
mon: for, lo, he hath caught hold on the 
horns of the altar, saying, Let king Sol’- 
6-mon swear unto me to day that he will 
not slay his servant with the sword. 

52 And S6l’-6-mon said, If he will shew 
himself a worthy man, there shall not. an 
hair of him fall to the earth: but if wick- 
edness shall be found in him, he shall die. 

53 So king S6l’-6-mon sent, and they 


d brought him down from the altar. And 


he came and bowed himself to king S6l’- 
6-mon: and S6l’-6-mon said unto him, 
Go to thine house. 


Chapter 2 

INS the days of Da’-vid drew nigh 
that he should die; and he charged 

S6l’-6-mon his son, saying, 
2 I go the way of all the earth: be thou 
strong therefore, and shew thyself a man; 
3 And keep the charge of the Lorpb thy 
God, to walk in his ways, to keep his 
statutes, and his commandments, and his 
judgments, and his testimonies, as it is 
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written in the law of M6’-sés, that thou 
mayest prosper in all that thou doest, and 
whithersoever thou turnest, thyself: 

4 That the Lorp may continue his word 
which he spake concerning me, saying, 
If thy children take heed to their way, to 
walk before. me in truth with all their 
heart and with all their soul, there shall 
not fail thee (said he) a man on the throne 
of 1§’-ra-él. 

5 Moreover thou knowest also what 
Jd’-ab the son of Zér-t-i’-ah did to me, 
and what he did to the two captains of 
the hosts of is’-ra-él, unto Ab’-nér the son 
of Nér, and unto A-ma’-sa the son of Jé’- 
thér, whom he slew, and shed the blood 
of war in peace, and put the blood of war 
upon his girdle that was about his loins, 
and in his shoes that were on his feet. 

6 Do therefore according to thy-wis- 
dom, and let not his hoar head go down 
to the grave in peace. 

7 But shew kindness unto the sons of 
Bar-zil-la’-i the Gil’-é-ad-ite, and let them 
be of those that eat at thy table: for so 
they came to me when I fled because of 
Ab/-sa-lom thy ‘brother. 

8 And, behold, thou hast with thee 
Shim’-é-i the son of Gé’-ra, a Bén’-ja- 
mite of Ba-ht’-rim, which cursed me with 
a grievous curse in the day when I went 
to Ma’-ha-na’-im: but he came down to 
meet me at Jér’-dan, and I sware to him 
by the LorpD, saying, I will not put thee 
to death with the sword: 

9 Now therefore hold him not guiltless: 
for thou art a wise man, and knowest 
what thou oughtest to do unto him; but 
his hoar head bring thou down to the 
grave with blood. 

10 So Da’-vid slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in the city of Da’-vid. 

11 And the days that Da’-vid reigned 
over IS’-ra-él were forty years: seven years 
reigned he in Hé’-bron, and thirty and 
three years reigned he in Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

12 Then sat S6l’-6-mon upon the 
throne of Da’-vid his father; and his 
kingdom was established greatly. 

13. And Ad-6-ni’-jah the son of Hag’- 
gith came to Bath’-shé-ba the mother of 
Sol’-6-mon. And she said, Comest thou 
peaceably? And he said, Peaceably. 

14. He said moreover} I have somewhat 
to say unto thee. And she said, Say on. 

15 And he said, Thou knowest that the 
kingdom was mine, and that all {8’-ra-é] 
set their faces on me, that I should reign: 
howbeit the kingdom is turned about, 
and is become my brother’s: for it was 
his from the Lorp. 

16 And now I ask one petition of thee, 
deny me not. And she said unto him, Say 


on. 
17 And he said, Speak, I pray thee, un- 
to Sol’-6-mon ‘the king, (for he will not 
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say thee nay,) that he give me Ab’-i-shag 
the Shi-nam’-mite to wife. ; 

18 And Bath’—shé-ba said, Well; I will 
speak for thee unto the king. 

19 @ Bath’-shé-ba therefore went unto 
king S6l’-6-mon, to speak unto him for 
Ad-6-ni’-jah. And the king rose up to 
meet her, and bowed himself unto ker, 
and sat down on his throne, and caused 
a seat to be set for the king’s mother; and 
she sat on his right:hand. 

20 Then she said, I desire one small 
petition of thee; J pray thee, say me not 
nay. And the king said unto her, Ask on, 
my mother: for I will not say thee nay. 

21 And she said, Let Ab’-i-shag the 
Shii-nam/’-mite. be given to Ad-6-ni‘jah 
thy brother to wife. 

22 And king S6l’-6-mon answered and 
said unto his mother, And why dost thou 
ask. Ab’-i-shag the Shi-nam/’-mite for 
Ad-6-ni’-jah? ask for him the kingdom 
also; for he is mine elder brother; even 
for him, and for A-bi’-a-thar the priest, 
and for J6O’-ab the son of Zér-t-i’-ah. 

23 Then king Sol’-6-mon sware by the 
Lorp, saying, God do so to me, and more 
also, if Ad-6-ni’-jah have not spoken this 
word against his own life. 

24 Now therefore, as the: Lorp: liveth, 
which hath established me, and set: me on 
the throne of Da’-vid my father, and who 
hath made me an house, as he promised, 
Ad-6-ni’-jah shall be put to death this 


day. 

25° And king S6l’-6-mon sent by the 
hand of Bé-nai’-ah the son of Jé’-hoi’-a- 
da; and he fell upon him that he died. 

26 ¢ And unto A-bi’-4-thar the priest 
said the king, Get thee to An’-4-thoth, 
unto thine own fields; for thou art 
worthy of death: but I will not at this 
time put thee to death, because thou 
barest the ark of the Lord Gop before 
Da’-vid my father, and because thou hast 
been afflicted in all wherein my father 
was afflicted. 

27 So S6l’-6-mon thrust out A-bi’-4- 
thar from being priest unto the Lorp; 
that he might fulfil the word of the Lorp, 
which he spake concerning the house of 
E’-li in Shi’-loh. 

28 @ Then tidings came to J6’-ab: for 
Jo’-ab ‘had turned after Ad-6-ni’-jah, 
though he turned not after Ab’-sa-lom. 
And J6’-ab fied unto the tabernacle of 
the Lorp, and caught hold on the horns 
of the altar. 

29 And it was told king S6l’-6-mon 
that JO’-ab was fled unto the tabernacle 
of the Lorn; and, behold, he is by the 
altar. Then S6l’-6-mon ‘sent Bé-nai’-ah 
the son of Jé-hdi’-a-da, saying, Go, fall 
upon him. : at 

30 And Bé-néi’-ah came to the taber- 
nacle of the Lorp, and said unto him, 
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Thus saith the king, Come forth: And he 
said, Nay; but I will die here. And Bé- 
nai’-ah brought the king word again, 
saying; Thus said J6’-ab, and thus he 
_ answered me. — 

31 And the king said unto him, Do as 
he hath said, and fall upon him, and bury 
him; that thou mayest take away the in- 
nocent blood, which J6O’-ab shed, from 
me, and from the house of my father. 

32 And the LorD shall return his blood 
upon his own head, who fell upon two 
men more righteous and better than he, 
and slew them with the sword, my father 
Da’-vid not knowing thereof, to wit, Ab’- 
nér the son of Nér, captain of the host of 
js’-ra-él, and A-ma’-sa the son of Jé’-thér, 
captain of the host of Ji’-dah. 

33 Their blood shall therefore return 
upon the head of J6’-ab, and upon the 
head of his seed for ever: but upon Da’- 
‘vid, and upon his seed, and upon his 
house, and upon his throne, shall there 
be peace for ever from the Lorp. : 

34 So Bé-nai’-ah the son of Jé-h6éi’-a-da 
went up, and fell upon him, and slew him: 
and he was buried in his own house in 
the wilderness. | § 

35 9 And the king put Bé-nai’-ah the 
son of Jé-hoi’-a-da in his room over the 


host: and Za’-d6k the priest did the king d. 


put in the room of A-bi’-a-thar. 

36 @ And the king sent and called for 
Shim/’-é-i, and said unto him, Build thee 
anhouse in Jé-ra’-sa-lém, and dwell there, 
and go not forth thence any whither. 

37 For it shall be, that on the day thou 
goest out, and passest over the brook 
Ki’-dron, thou shalt know for certain 
that thou shalt surely die: thy blood shall 
be upon thine own head. ; 

38 And Shim’-é-i said unto the king, 
The saying is good: as my lord the king 
hath said, so will thy servant do. And 
Shim’-é-i dwelt in Jé-ri’-sa-lém many 
days. 

39 And it came to pass at the end of 
three years, that two of the servants of 
Shim’-é-i ran away unto A’-chish son of 
Ma’-a-chah king of Gath. And they told 
Shim/’-é-i, saying, Behold, thy servants be 
in Gath. 

40 And Shim/’-é-i arose, and. saddled 
his ass, and went to Gath to A’-chish to 
seek his servants: and Shim’-é-i went, 
and brought his servants from Gath. 

41 And it was told Sol’-o-mon that 
Shim’-é-i had gone from Jé-ri’-sa-lém to 
Gath, and was come again. 

42 And the king sent and called for 
Shim’-é-i, and said unto him, Did I not 
make thee to swear by the Lorp, and 
protested unto thee, saying, Know for a 
certain, on the day thou goest out, and 
walkest abroad any whither, that thou 
shalt surely die? and thou saidst unto 
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me, The word that I have heard is good. 

43 Why then hast thou not kept the 
oath of the Lorp, and the commandment 
that I have charged thee with? 

44 The king said moreover to Shim’- 
€-i, Thou knowest all the wickedness 
which thine heart is privy to, that thou 
didst to Da’-vid my father: therefore the 
Lorp shall return thy wickedness upon 
thine own head; 

45 Andking Sol’-6-mon shall be blessed, 
and the throne of Da’-vid shall be estab- 
lished before the Lorp for ever. 

46 So the king commanded Bé-ndi’-ah 
the son of Jé-hoi’-a-da; which went out, 
and fell upon him, that he died. And the 
kingdom was established in the hand of 
Sol’-6-mon. 


Chapter 3 
ND SOol’-6-mon made affinity with 
Phar’-aoh king of E’-gypt, and took 
Phar’-a0h’s daughter, and brought her 
into the city of Da’-vid, until he had 
made an end of building his own house, 
and the house of the LorD, and the wall of 

Jé-ra’-sa-lém round about. 
2 Only the people sacrificed in high 
places, because there was no house built 
unto the name of the Lorp, until those 


ays. . 

3 And S6l’-6-mon loved the Lorp, 
walking in the statutes of Da’-vid his 
father: only he sacrificed and burnt in- 
cense in high places. 

4 And the king went to Gib’-é-on to 
sacrifice there ; for that was the great high 
place: a thousand burnt offerings did 
S6l’-6-mon offer upon that altar. 

5S @¢ In Gib’-é-on the Lorp appeared to 
Sol’-6-mon in a dream by hight: and God 
said, Ask what I shall give thee. 

6 And Sol’-0-mon said, Thou hast 
shewed unto thy servant Da’-vid my fa- 
ther great mercy, according as he walked 
before thee in truth, and in righteous- 
ness, and in uprightness of heart with 
thee; and thou hast kept for him this 
great kindness, that thou hast given him 
a son to sit on his throne, as it is this day. 

7 And now, O LorpD my God, thou hast 
made thy servant king instead of Da’-vid 
my father: and I am but a little child: I 
know not how to go out or come in. 

8 And thy servant is in the midst of thy 
people which thou hast chosen, a great 
people, that cannot be numbered nor 
counted for multitude. 

9 Give therefore thy servant an under- 
standing heart to judge thy people, that I 
may discern between good and bad: for 
who is able to judge this thy so great a 
people? 

10 And the speech pleased the Lord, 
that Sol’-6-mon had asked this thing. 

11 And God said unto him, Because 
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thou hast asked this thing, and hast not 
asked for thyself long life; neither hast 
asked riches for thyself, nor hast asked 
the life of thine enemies; but hast asked 
for thyself understanding to discern judg- 


ment: 

12 Behold, I have done according to thy 
words: lo, I have given thee a wise and an 
understanding heart; so that there was 
none like thee before thee, neither after 
thee shall any arise like unto thee. 

13 And I have also given thee that 
which thou hast not asked, both riches, 
and honour: so that there shall not be 
any among the kings like unto thee all 
thy days. ; ‘ 

14 And if thou wilt walk in my ways, to 
keep my statutes and my commandments, 
as thy father Da’-vid did walk, then I will 
lengthen thy days. 

15 And S6ol’-6-mon awoke; and, be- 
hold, it was a dream. And he came to 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém, and stood before the ark 
of the covenant of the LorbD, and offered 
up burnt offerings, and offered peace 
offerings, and made a feast to all his ser- 
vants. 

16 @ Then came there two women, that 
were harlots, unto the king, and stood 
before him. 

17 And the one woman said, O my lord, 
Iand this woman dwell in one house ; and 
I was delivered of a child with her in the 
house. 

18 And it came to pass the third day 
after that I was delivered, that this wo- 
man was delivered also: and we were 
together; there was no stranger with us 
in the house, save we two in the house. 

19 And this woman’s child died in the 
night; because she overlaid it. 

20 And she arose at midnight, and took 
my son from beside me, while thine hand- 
maid slept, and laid it in her bosom, and 
laid her dead child in my bosom. 

21 And when I rose in the morning to 
give my child suck, behold, it was dead: 
but when I had considered it in the morn- 
ing, behold, it was not my son, which I 
did bear. 

22 And the other woman said, Nay; 
but the living is my son, and the dead is 
thy son. And this said, No; but the dead 
is thy son, and the living is my son. Thus 
they spake before the king. 

23 Then said the king, The one saith, 
This is my son that liveth, and thy son is 
the dead: and the other saith, Nay; but 
thy son is the dead, and my son is the 


iving. 
24 And the king said, Bring me.a sword. 
And they brought a sword before the 


king. 

25 And the king said, Divide the living 
child in two, and give half to the one, and 
half to the other. ; 
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26 Then spake the woman whose the 
living child was unto the king, for her 
bowels yearned upon her son, and she 
said, O my lord, give her the living child, 
and in no wise slay it. But the other said, 
Let it be neither mine nor thine, but 
divide it. ; 

27 Then the king answered and said, 
Give her the living child, and in no wise 
slay it: she isthe mother thereof. _ 

28 And all Is’-ra-él heard of the judg- 
ment which the king had judged; and 
they feared the king: for they saw that 
the wisdom of God was in him, to do 
judgment. 


Chapter 4 


O king S6l’-6-mon was king over all 
Is’-ra-él, ‘ 

2 And these were the princes which he 
had; Az-a-ri’-ah the son of Za’-dok the 
priest, + y 

3 £-li-hér’-éph and A-hi’-ah, the sons of 
Shi’-sha, scribes ; Jé-hésh’-a-phat the son 
of A-hi’-lud, the recorder. 

4 And Bé-n4i’-ah the son of Jé-hoi’-a- 
da was over the host: and Za’-dok and 
A-bi’-a-thar were the priests: 

5 And Az-a-ri’-ah the son of Na’-than 
was over the officers: and Za’-bid the 
son of Na’-than was principal officer, and 
the king’s friend: 

6 And A-hi’-shar was over the house- 
hold: and Ad-6-ni’-ram the son of Ab’-da 
was over the tribute. 

7 Y And Sol’-6-mon had twelve officers 
over all is’-ra-él, which provided victuals 
for the king and his household: each man 
his month in a year made provision. 

8 And these are their names: The son 
of Hur, in mount E’-phra-im: 

_9 The son of Dé’-kar, in Ma’-kaz, and 
in Sha-al’-bim, and Béth-shé’-mésh, and 
E’-lon—béth—-ha’-nan: A 

10 The son of Hé’-séd, in A-ri’-both; to 
him pertained 'S6’-choh, and all the land 
of Hé’-phér: ui 

11 The son of A-bin’-a-dab, in all the 
region of Dor; which had Ta’-phath the 
daughter of Sol’-6-mon to wife: 

12 Ba’-a-na the son of A-hi’-lud; to him 
pertained Ta’-a-nach and Mé-gid’-do, 
and all Béth—-shé’-an, which is by Zar-ta’- 
nah beneath Jéz’-réél, from Béth-shé’-an 
to A’-bél—-mé-h6’-lah, even unto the place 
that is beyond Jok’-né-4m: 

13 The son of Gé’-bér, in Ra’-méth— 
gil’-€-ad ; to him pertained the towns of 
Ja’-ir the son of Ma-nas’-séh, which are 
in Gil’-é-ad; to him also pertained the 
region of Ar’-g6b, which is in Ba’-shan, 
threescore great cities with walls and 
brasen bars: 

14 A-hin’-4-dab the son of id’-dd had 
Ma-ha-na’-im: : 

15 A-hi’-ma-az was in Naph’-ta-li; he 
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also took Bas’-math the daughter of S6l’- 
6-mon to wife: 

_16 Ba’-a-nah the son of Hi’-shéi was in 
Ash’-ér and in A’-l6th: 

17, Jé-hésh’-a-phat the son of Pa’-ra-ah, 
in Is’-sa-char: 

_18 Shim’-é-i the son of £’-lah, in Bén’- 
ja-min: 

19 Gé’-bér the son of U’-ri was in the 
country of Gil’-é-ad, in the country of Si’- 
hon king of the Am’-G-rites, and of 6g 
king of Ba’-shan; and he was the only 
officer which was in the land. 

20 @ Ja’-dah and Is’-ra-él were many, 
as the sand which is by the sea in multi- 


tude, eating and drinking, and making i 


merry. 

21 And Sol’-6-mon reigned over all 
kingdoms from the river unto the land of 
the Phil’-is-tines, and unto the border of 
E’-gypt: they brought presents, and 
‘served SOol’-0-mon all the days of his life. 

22 ¢ And SOl’-6-mon’s provision for 
one day was thirty measures of fine flour, 
and threescore measures of meal, 

23 Ten fat oxen, and twenty oxen out of 

the pastures, and an hundred sheep, be- 
side harts, and roebucks, and fallowdeer, 
and fatted fowl. 
*24 For he had dominion over all the 
region on this side the river, from Tiph’- 
sah even to Az’-zah, over all the kings on 
this side the river: and he had peace on 
all sides round about him. 

25 And Ja’-dah and Is’-ra-él dwelt safe- 
ly, every man under his vine and under 
his fig tree, from Dan even to Béér—shé’- 
ba, all the days of Sol’-6-mon. 

26 @ And Sol’-6-mon had forty thou- 
sand stalls of horses for his chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen. 

27 And those officers provided victual 
for king S6l’-6-mon, and for all that 
came unto king S6l’-6-mon’s table, every 
man in his month: they lacked nothing. 

28 Barley also and straw for the horses 
and dromedaries brought they unto the 
place where the officers were, every man 
according to his charge. | . 

29 ¢ And God gave SOl’-6-mon wis- 
dom and understanding exceeding much, 
and largeness of heart, even as the sand 
that is on the sea shore. 

30 And S6ol’-6-mon’s wisdom excelled 
the wisdom of all the children of the east 
country, and all the wisdom of £’-gypt. 

31 For he was wiser than all men; than 
E’-than the Ez’-ra-hite, and Hé’-man, and 
chal’-c6l, and Dar’-da, the sons of Ma’- 
hol: and his fame was in all nations 
round about. 

_ 32 And he spake three thousand prov- 
erbs: and his songs were a thousand and 


five. 
33 And he spake of trees, from the ce- 
dar tree that is in Léb’-a-non even unto 
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the hyssop that springeth out of the wall: 
he spake also of beasts, and of fowl, and 
of creeping things, and of fishes. 

34 And there came ofall people to hear 
the wisdom of S6l’-6-mon, from_all 
kings of the earth, which had heard of his 
wisdom. 


Chapter 5 


ND Hi’-ram king of Tyre sent his serv- 
ants unto Sol’-6-mon; for he had 
heard that they had anointed him king in 
the room of his father: for Hi’-ram was 
ever a lover of Da’-vid. 
2 And Sol’-6-mon sent to Hi’-ram, say- 


ing, 

3 Thou knowest how that Da’-vid my 
father could not build an house unto the 
name of the Lorp his God for the wars 
which were about him on every side, un- 
til the LorpD put them under the soles of 
his feet. ; 

4 But now the Lorp my God hath given 
me rest on every side, so that there is 
neither adversary nor evil occurrent. 

5 And, behold, I purpose to build an 
house unto the name of the Lorp my 
God, as the Lorp spake unto Da’-vid 
my father, saying, Thy son, whom I will 
set upon thy throne in thy room, he shall 
build an house unto my name. 

6 Now therefore command thou that 
they hew me cedar trees out of Léb’-a- 
non; and‘my servants shall be with thy 
servants: and unto thee will I give hire 
for thy servants according to all that thou 
shalt appoint: for thou knowest that 
there is not among us any that can skill 
to hew timber like unto the Si-d6’-ni-ans. 

7 @ And it came to pass, when Hi’-ram 
heard the words of Sol’-6-mon, that he 
rejoiced greatly, and said, Blessed be the 
Lorp this day, which hath given unto 
Da’-vid a wise son over this great people. 

8 And Hi’-ram sent to Sol’-o-mon, say- 
ing, I have considered the things which 
thou sentest to me for: and I will do all 
thy desire concerning timber of cedar, 
and concerning timber of fir. 

9 My servants shall bring them down 
from Léb’-a-non unto the sea: and I will 
convey them by sea in floats unto the 
place that thou shalt appoint me, and 
will cause them to be discharged there, 
and thou shalt receive them: and thou 
shalt accomplish my desire, in giving 
food for my household. 

10 So Hi’-ram gave S6l’-o-mon cedar 
trees and fir trees according to all his 
desire. 4 

11 And Sol’-6-mon gave Hi’-ram twen- 
ty thousand measures of wheat for food 
to his household, and twenty measures 
of pure oil: thus gave Sol’-d-mon to 
Hi’ram year by year. ‘ } 
12 And the Lorp gave Sol’-6-mon wis- 
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dom, as he promised him: and there was 
peace between Hi’-ram and Sol’-6-mon; 
and they two made a league together. 

13 g And king S6ol’-6d-mon raised a 
levy out of all 18’-ra-él; and the levy was 
thirty thousand men. ch 

4 And he sent them to Léb’-a-non, ten 
thousand a month by courses: a month 
they were in Léb’-a-non, and two months 
at home: and Ad-6-ni’-ram was over the 
levy. ; 

15 And S6l’-6-mon had threescore and 
ten thousand that bare burdens, and 
etek thousand hewers in the moun- 
tains; 

16 Beside the chief of Sol’-o-mon’s 
officers which were over the work, three 
thousand and three hundred, which ruled 
over the people that wrought in the 


work. 

17 And the king commanded, and they 
brought great stones, costly stones, and 
hewed stones, to lay the foundation of 
the house. 

18 And S6ol’-6-mon’s builders and Hi’- 
ram’s builders did hew them, and the 
stonesquarers: so they prepared timber 
and stones to build the house. 


Chapter 6 


ND it came to pass in the four hun- 
dred and eightieth year after the 
children of {8’-ra-é] were come out of the 
land of E’-gypt, in the fourth year of 
S6l’-6-mon’s reign over Is’-ra-él, in the 
month Zif, which is the second month, 
that he began to build the house of the 
Lorp. 

2 And the house which king S6l’-6- 
mon built for the Lorp, the length there- 
of was threescore cubits, and the breadth 
thereof twenty cubits, and the height 
thereof thirty cubits. 

3 And the porch before the temple of 
the house, twenty cubits was the length 
thereof, according to the breadth of the 
house; and ten cubits was the breadth 
thereof before the house. 

4 And for the house he made windows 
of narrow lights. 

5 @ And against the wall of the house 
he built chambers round about, against 
the walls of the house round about, both 
of the temple and of the oracle: and he 
made chambers round about: 

6 The nethermost chamber was five cu- 
bits broad, and the middle was six cubits 
broad, and the third was seven cubits 
broad: for without in the wall of the 
house he made narrowed rests round 
about, that the beams should not be fast- 
ened in the walls of the house. 

_7 And the house, when it was in build- 
ing, was built of stone made ready before 
it was brought thither: so that there was 
neither hammer nor axe nor any tool of 
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iron heard in the house, while it was in 
building. 

8 The door for the middle chamber was 
in the right side of the house: and they 
went up with winding stairs into the mid- 
dle chamber, and out of the middle into 
the third. id ; 

9 So he built the house, and finished it; 
and covered the house with beams and 
boards of cedar. i 

10 And then he built chambers against 
all the house, five cubits high: and they 
rested on the house with timber of cedar. 

11. @ And the word of the Lorp came 
to Sol’-6-mon, saying, ! 

12 Concerning this house which thou 
art in building, if thou wilt walk in my 
statutes, and execute my judgments, and 
keep all my commandments to walk in 
them; then will I perform my word with 
thee, which I spake unto Da’-vid thy 
father: 2 

13 And I will dwell among the children 
of Is’-ra-él, and will not forsake my peo- 
ple {8’-ra-él. E 

14 So Sdl’-6-mon built the house, and 
finished it. 

15 And he built the walls of the house 
within with boards of cedar, both the 
floor of the house, and the walls of the 
cieling : and he covered them on the inside 
with wood, and covered the floor of the 
house with planks of fir. 

16 And he built twenty cubits on the 
sides of the house, both the floor and the 
walls with boards of cedar: he even built 
them for it within, even for the oracle, 
even for the most holy place. 

17 And the house, that is, the temple 
before it, was forty cubits Jong. 

18 And the cedar of the house within 
was carved with knops and open flowers: 
all was cedar; there was no stone seen. 

19 And the oracle he prepared in the 
house within, to set there the ark of the 
covenant of the Lorp. 

20 And the oracle in the forepart was 
twenty cubits in length, and twenty cubits 
in breadth, and twenty cubits in. the 
height thereof: and he overlaid it with 
pure gold; and so covered the altar 
which was of cedar. 

21 So S6l’-6-mon overlaid the house 
within with pure gold: and he made a 
partition by the chains of gold before the 
oracle; and he overlaid it with gold. 

22 And the whole house he overlaid 
with gold, until he had finished all the 
house: also the whole altar that was by 
the oracle he overlaid with gold. 

23 ¢ And within the oracle he made 
two chér’-ii-bims of olive tree, each ten 
cubits high. . 

24 And five cubits was the one wing of: 
the chér’-tb, and five cubits the other 
wing of the chér’-iib: from the uttermost

part of the one wing unto the uttermost 
part of the other were ten cubits. 

25 And the other chér’-tb was ten cu- 
bits: both the chér’-i-bims were of one 
“ measure and one size. 

26 The height of the one chér’-ub was 
ten cubits, and so was it of the other 
chér’-ub. 

27 And he set the chér’-t-bims within 
the inner house: and they stretched forth 
the wings of the chér’-t-bims, so that the 
wing of the one touched the one wall, and 
the wing of the other chér’-ub touched 
the other wall; and their wings touched 
one another in the midst of the house. 

28 And he overlaid the chér’-i-bims 
with gold. 

29 And he carved all the walls of the 
house round about with carved figures of 
chér’-t-bims and palm trees and open 
flowers, within and without. 

30 And the floor of the house he over- 
laid with gold, within and without. 

1 @ And for the entering of the oracle 
he made doors of olive tree: the lintel and 
side posts were a fifth part of the wall. 

32 The two doors also were of olive 
tree; and he carved upon them carvings 
of chér’-G-bims and palm trees and open 
flowers, and overlaid them with gold, and 
spread gold upon the chér’-t-bims, and 
upon the palm trees. 

33 So also made he for the door of the 
temple posts of olive tree, a fourth part 
of the wall. ict 

34 And the two doors were of fir tree: 
the two leaves of the one door were fold- 
ing, and the two leaves of the other door 
were folding. 

35 And he carved thereon chér’-0-bims 
and palm trees and open flowers: and 
covered them with gold fitted upon the 
carved work: 

36-9 And he built the inner court with 
three rows of hewed stone, and a row of 
cedar beams. 

37 @ In the fourth year was the founda- 
tion of the house of the Lorp laid, in the 
month Zif: 

38 And in the eleventh year, in the 
month Bul, which is the eighth month, 
was the house finished throughout all the 
parts thereof, and according to all the 
fashion of it. So was he seven years in 
building it. 

Chapter 7 
UT S6l’-6-mon was building his own 
house thirteen years, and he finished 
all his house. 

2 @& He built also the house of the forest 
- of Léb’-4-non; the length thereof was an 
hundred cubits, and the breadth thereof 
fifty cubits, and the height thereof thirty 
cubits, upon four rows of cedar pillars, 
with cedar beams upon the pillars. 
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3 And it was covered with cedar above 
upon the beams, that /ay on forty five 
pillars, fifteen in a row. 

4 And there were windows in three 
rows, and light was against light in three 
ranks. 

5 And all the doors and posts were 
square, with the windows: and light was 
against light in three ranks. 

6 ¢ And he made a porch of pillars; 
the length thereof was fifty cubits, and 
the breadth thereof thirty cubits: and the 
porch was before them: and the other 
pillars and the thick beam were before 


them. 

7 @ Then he made a porch for the 
throne where he might judge, even the 
porch of judgment: and it was covered 
with cedar from one side of the floor to 
the other. 

8 @ And his house where he dwelt had 
another court within the porch, which 
was of the like work. S6l’-6-mon made 
also an house for Phar’-adh’s daughter, 
whom he had taken fo wife, like unto this 
porch. ; 

9 Allthese were of costly stones, accord- 
ing to the measures of hewed stones, 
sawed with saws,-within and without, 
even from the foundation unto the cop- 
ing, and so on the outside toward the 
great court. 

10 And the foundation was of costly 
stones, even great stones, stones of ten 
cubits, and stones of eight cubits. 

11 And above were costly stones, after 
the measures of hewed stones, and cedars. 

12 And the great court round about 
was with three rows of hewed stones, and 
a row of cedar beams, both for the inner 
court of the house of the Lorpb, and for 
the porch of the house. 

13 @ And king SOol’-o-mon sent and 
fetched Hi’-ram out of Tyre. 

14 He was a widow’s son of the tribe of 
Naph’-ta-li, and his father was a man of 
Tyre, a worker in brass: and he was filled 
with wisdom, and understanding, and 
cunning to work all works in-brass. And 
he came to king Sol’-6-mon, and wrought 
all his work. 

15 For he cast two pillars of brass, of 
eighteen cubits high apiece: and a line of 
twelve cubits did compass either of them 
about. 

16 And he made two chapiters of mol- 
ten brass, to set upon the tops of the pil- 
lars: the height of the one chapiter was 
five cubits, and the height of the other 
chapiter was five cubits: 

17 And nets of checker work, and 
wreaths of chain work, for the chapiters 
which were upon the top of the pillars; 
seven for the one chapiter, and seven 
for the other chapiter. 

18 And he made the pillars; and two 
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rows round about upon the one net- 
work, to cover the chapiters that were 
upon the top, with pomegranates: and so 
did he for the other chapiter. 

19 And the chapiters that were upon 
the top of the pillars were of lily work in 
the porch, four cubits. 3 

20 And the chapiters upon the two pil- 
lars had pomegranates also above, over 
against the belly which was by the net- 
work: and the pomegranates were two 
hundred in rows round about upon the 
other chapiter. 4 

21 And he set up the pillars in the porch 
of the temple: and he set up the right 
pillar, and called the name thereof Ja’- 
chin: and he set up the left pillar, and 
called the name thereof BO’-az.. 

22 And upon the top of the pillars was 
lily work: so was the work of the pillars 
finished. 

23 g And he made a molten sea, ten 
cubits from the one brim to the other: it 
was round all about, and his height was 
five cubits: and a line of thirty cubits did 
compass it round about. 

24 And under the brim of it round 
about there were knops compassing it, 
ten in a cubit, compassing the sea round 
about: the knops were cast in two rows, 
when it was cast. 

25 It stood upon twelve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, and three look- 
ing toward the west, and three looking 
toward the south, and three looking to- 
ward the east: and the sea was set above 
upon them, and all their hinder parts 
were inward. 

26 And it was an hand breadth thick, 
and the brim thereof was wrought like 
the brim of a cup, with flowers of lilies: 
it contained two thousand baths. 

27 ¢ And he made ten bases of brass; 
four cubits was the length of one base, 
and four cubits the breadth thereof, and 
three cubits the height of it. 

28 And the work of the bases was on 
this manner: they had borders, and the 
borders were between the ledges: 

29 And on the borders that were be- 
tween the ledges were lions, oxen, and 
chér’-t-bims: and upon the ledges there 
was a base above: and beneath the lions 
and oxen were certain additions made of 
thin work. 

30 And every base had four brasen 
wheels, and plates of brass: and the four 
corners thereof had undersetters: under 
the laver were undersetters molten, at the 
side of every addition. 

31 And the mouth of it within the 
chapiter and above was a cubit: but the 
mouth thereof was round after the work 
of the base, a cubit and an half: and also 
upon the mouth of it were gravings with 
their borders, foursquare, not round. 
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32 And under the borders were four 
wheels; and the axletrees of the wheels 
were joined to the base: and the height of 
a wheel was a cubit and half/a cubit._ 

33 And the work of the wheels was like 
the work of a chariot wheel: their axle- 
trees, and their naves, and their felloes, 
and their spokes, were all molten. 

34 And there were four undersetters to 
the four corners_of one base: and the 
undersetters were of the very base itself. 

35 And in the top of the base was there 
around compass of half a cubit high: and 
on the top of the base the ledges thereof 
and the borders thereof were of the same. 

36 For on the plates of the ledges there- 
of, and on the borders thereof, he graved 
chér’-U-bims, lions, and palm trees, ac- 
cording to the proportion of every one, 
and additions round about. 

37 After this manner he made the ten 
bases: all of them had one casting, one 
measure, and one size. 

38 @ Then made he ten lavers of brass: 
one laver contained forty baths: and 
every laver was four cubits: and upon 
every one of the ten bases one laver. 

39 And he put five bases on the right 
side of the house, and five on the left side 
of the house: and he set the sea on the 
right side of the house eastward over 
against the south. 

40 ¢ And Hi’-ram made the lavers, and 
the shovels, and the basons. So Hi’-ram 
made an end of doing all the work that he 
made king S6l’-6-mon for the house of 
the Lorp: 

41 The two pillars, and the two bowls 
of the chapiters that were on the top of 
the two pillars; and the two networks, to 
cover the two bowls of the chapiters 
which were upon the top of the pillars; 

42 And four hundred pomegranates for 
the-two networks, even two rows of 
pomegranates for one network, to cover 
the two bowls of the chapiters that were 
upon the pillars; 

43 And the ten bases, and ten lavers on 
the bases; 

44 And one sea, and twelve oxen under 
the sea; 

45 And the pots, and the shovels, and 
the basons: and all these vessels, which 
Hi’-ram made to king S6l’-6-mon for the 
house of the Lorb, were of bright brass. 

46 In the plain of J6r’-dan did the king 
cast them, in the clay ground between 
Suc’-coth and Zar’-than. 

47 And S6l’-6-mon left all the vessels 
unweighed, because they were exceeding 
many: neither was the weight of the brass 
found out. 

48 And Sol’-6-mon made all the vessels 
that pertained unto the house of the 
Lorp: the altar of gold, and-the table of 
gold, whereupon the shewbread was, 
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49 And the candlesticks of pure gold, 
five on the right side, and five on the left, 
before the oracle, with the flowers, and 

the lamps, and the tongs of gold, 

’ 50 And the bowls, and the snuffers, and 
the basons, and the spoons, and the cen- 
sers of pure gold; and the hinges of gold, 
both for the doors of the inner house, the 
most holy place, and for the doors of the 
house, to wit, of the temple. 

51 So was ended all the work that king 
S6l’-6-mon made for the house of the 
Lorp. And S6ol’-6-mon brought in the 
things which Da’-vid his father had dedi- 
cated; even the silver, and the gold, and 
the vessels, did he put among the treas- 
ures of the house of the Lorp. 


Chapter 8 


jie S6l’-6-mon assembled the el- 
ders of Is’-ra-él, and all the heads of 
the tribes, the chief of the fathers of the 
children of Is’-ra-él, unto king Sol’-6- 
mon in Jé-ra’-sa-lém, that they might 
bring up the ark of the covenant of the 
Lorp out of the city of Da’-vid, which is 


Zi’-on. : 

2 And all the men of Is’-ra-él assembled 
themselves unto king Sol’-6-mon at the 
feast in the month Eth’-a-nim, which is 
the seventh month. ; 

3 And all the elders of Is’-ra-é1 came, 
and the priests took up the ark. 

4 And they brought up the ark of the 
Lorp, and the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and all the holy vessels that were 
in the tabernacle, even those did the 
priests and the Lé’-vites bring up. 

5 And king S6l’-6-mon, and all the con- 
gregation of Is’-ra-él, that were assembled 
unto him, were with him before the ark, 
sacrificing sheep and oxen, that could not 
be told nor humbered for multitude. 

6 And the priests brought in the ark of 
the covenant of the Lorp unto his place, 
into the oracle of the house, to the most 
holy place, even under the wings of the 
chér’-t-bims. 

7 For the chér’-t-bims spread forth 
their two wings over the place of the ark, 
and the chér’-U-bims covered the ark and 
the staves thereof above. 

8 And they drew out the staves, that the 
ends of the staves were seen out in the 
holy place before the oracle, and they 
were not seen without: and there they 
are unto this day. 

9 There was nothing in the ark save the 
two tables of stone, which M6’-sés put 
there at Hor’-éb, when the LorD, made a 
covenant with the children of Is’-ra-él, 
' when they came out of the land of E’- 


gypt. 

10 And it came to pass, when the priests 
were come out of the holy place, that the 
cloud filled the house of the Lorp, 
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11 So that the priests could not stand 
to minister because of the cloud: for the 
glory of the Lorp had filled the house of 
the Lorpb. 

12 ¢ Then spake S6l’-6-mon, The 
Lorp said that he would dwell in the 
thick darkness. 

13 I have surely built thee an house to 
dwell in, a settled place for thee to abide 
in for ever. 

14 And the king turned his face about, 
and blessed all the congregation of is’- 
ra-él: (and all the congregation of {8’- 
Ta-él stood;) 

15 And, he said, Blessed be the Lorp 
God of Is’-ra-él, which spake with his 
mouth unto Da’-vid my father, and hath 
with his hand fulfilled it, saying, 

16 Since the day that I brought forth 
my people Is’-ra-él out of E’-gypt, [chose 
no city out of all the tribes of I§’-ra-él to 
build an house, that my name might be 
therein; but I chose Da’-vid to be over 
my people Is’-ra-él. 

17 And it was in the heart of Da’-vid 
my father to build an house for the name 
of the Lorp God of I8’-ra-él. 

18 And the LorpD said-unto Da’-vid my 
father, Whereas it was in thine heart to 
build an house unto my name, thou didst 
well that it was in thine heart. 

19 Nevertheless thou shalt not build 
the house; but thy son that shall come 
forth out of thy loins, he shall build the 
house unto my name. 

20 And the Lorp hath performed his 
word that he spake, and I am risen up in 
the room of Da’-vid my father, and sit on 
the throne of IS’-ra-él, as the LoRD prom- 
ised, and have built an—house for the 
name of the Lorp God of ig’-ra-él. 

21 And I have set there a place for the 
ark, wherein is the covenant of the Lorp, 
which he made with our fathers, when 
he brought them out of the land of £’- 


gypt. 

22 ¥ And Sol’-6-mon stood before the 
altar of the Lorp in the presence of all 
the congregation of Is’-ra-él,and spread 
forth his hands toward heaven: | 

23 And he said, Lorp God of Is’-ra-él, 
there is no God like thee, in heaven 
above, or on earth beneath, who keepest 
covenant and mercy with thy servants 
that walk before thee with all their heart: 

24 Who hast kept with thy servant Da’- 
vid my father that thou promisedst him: 
thou spakest also with thy mouth, and 
hast fulfilled it with thine hand, as it is 
this day. A 

25 Therefore now, Lorp. God of Is’- 
ra-él, keep with thy servant Da’-vid my 
father that thou promisedst him, saying, 
There shall not fail thee a man in my 
sight to sit on the throne of Is’-ra-él; so 
that thy children take heed to their way, 
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that they walk before me as thou hast 
walked before me. a 

26 And now, O God of Is’-ra-él, let thy 
word, I pray thee, be verified, which thou 
spakest unto thy servant Da’-vid my fa- 
ther. 

27 But will God indeed dwell on the 
earth? behold; the heaven and heaven of 
heavens cannot contain thee; how much 
less this house that I have builded? 

28 Yet have thou respect unto the 
prayer of thy servant, and to his suppli- 
cation, O Lorp my God, to hearken un- 
to the cry and to the prayer, which thy 
servant prayeth before thee to day: 

29 That thine eyes may be open toward 
this house night and day, even toward the 
place of which thou hast said, My name 
shall be there: that thou mayest hearken 
unto the prayer which thy servant shall 
make toward this place. . 

30 And hearken thou to the supplica- 
tion of thy servant, and of thy people 
1s’-ra-él, when they shall pray toward 
this place: and hear thou in heaven thy 
dwelling place: and when thou hearest, 
forgive. ; , 

31 ¢ If any man trespass against his 
neighbour, and an oath be laid upon him 
to cause him to swear, and the oath come 
before thine altar in this house: 

32 Then hear thou in heaven, and do, 
and judge thy servants, condemning the 
wicked, to bring his way upon his head; 
and justifying the righteous, to give him 
according to his righteousness. 

33 Q When thy people Is’-ra-él be smit- 
ten down before the enemy, because they 
have sinned against thee, and shall turn 
again to thee, and confess thy name, and 
pray, and make supplication unto thee 
in this house: 

34 Then hear thou in heaven, and for- 
give the sin of thy people Is’-ra-él, and 
bring them again unto the land which 
thou gavest unto their fathers. 

35 @ When heaven is shut up, and there 
is no rain, because they have sinned 
against thee; if they pray toward this 
place, and confess thy name, and turn 
from their sin, when thou afflictest them: 

36 Then hear thou in heaven, and for- 
give the sin of thy servants, and of thy 
people Is’-ra-él, that thou teach them the 
good way wherein they should walk, and 
give rain upon thy land, which thou hast 
given to thy people for an inheritance. 

37 @ If there be in the land famine, if 
there be pestilence, blasting, mildew, 
locust, or if there be caterpiller; if their 
enemy besiege them in the land of their 
cities; whatsoever plague, whatsoever 
sickness there be; 

38 What ‘prayer and supplication so- 
ever be made by any man, or by all thy 
people Is’-ra-él, which shall know every 
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man the plague of his own heart, and 
spread forth his hands toward this house: 

39 Then hear thou in heaven thy dwell- 
ing place, and forgive, and do, and give 
to every man according to his ways, 
whose heart thou knowest; (for thou, 
even thou only, knowest the hearts of all 
the children of men;) 

40 That they may fear thee all the days 
that they live in-the land which thou 
gavest unto our fathers. 

41 Moreover concerning ,a stranger, 
that is not of thy people Is’-ra-él, but 
cometh out of a far country for thy 
name’s sake; 

42 (For they shall hear of thy great 
name,and of thy strong hand, and of thy 
stretched out arm;) when he shall come 
and pray toward this house; 

43 Hear thou in heaven thy dwelling 
place, and do according to all that the 
stranger calleth to thee for: that all peo- 
ple of the earth may know thy name, to 
fear thee, as do thy people Is’-ra-él; and 
that they may know that this house, 
which I have builded, is called by thy 
name. 

44 q If thy people go out to battle 
against their enemy, whithersoever thou 
shalt'send them, and shall pray unto the 
Lorp toward the city which thou hast 
chosen, and toward the house that I have 
built for thy name: 

45 Then hear thou in heaven their 
prayer and their supplication, and main- 
tain their cause. 

46 If they sin against thee, (for there is 
no man that sinneth not,) and thou be 
angry with them, and deliver them to the 
enemy, so that they carry them away cap- 
tives unto the land of the enemy, far or 
near; 

47 Yet if they shall bethink themselves 
in the land whither they were carried cap- 
tives, and repent, and make supplication 
unto thee in the land of them that carried 
them captives, saying, We have sinned, 
and have done perversely, we have com- 
mitted wickedness; ; 

48 And so return unto thee with all 
their heart, and with all their soul, in the 
land of their enemies, which led: them 
away captive, and pray unto thee toward 
their land, which thou gavest unto their 
fathers, the city which thou hast chosen, 
and the house which I have built for thy 
name: 

49 Then hear thou their prayer and 
their supplication in heaven thy dwelling 
place, and maintain their cause, 

50 And forgive thy people that have 
sinned against thee, and all their trans- 
gressions wherein they have transgressed 
against thee, and give them compassion 
before them who carried them captive, 
that they may ‘have compassion on them: 
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_51 For they be thy people, and thine 
inheritance, which thou broughtest forth 
out of E’-gypt, from the midst of the fur- 
nace of iron: 

52 That thine eyes may be open unto 
the supplication of thy servant, and unto 
the supplication of thy people is’-ra-él, to 
hearken unto them in all that they call for 
unto thee. 

53 For thou didst separate them from 
among all the people of the earth, to be 
thine inheritance, as thou spakest by the 
hand. of M6’-sés thy servant, when thou 
broughtest our fathers out of E’-gypt, O 
Lord Gop. 

54 And it was so, that when S6l’-6-mon 
had made an end of praying all this prayer 
and supplication unto the Lorp, he arose 
from before the altar of the Lorp, from 
kneeling on his knees with his hands 
spread up to heaven. 

55 And he stood, and blessed all the 
congregation of {s’-ra-él with a lou 
voice, saying, r 

56 Blessed be the Lorp, that hath given 
rest unto his people Is’-ra-él, according to 
all that he promised: there hath not 
failed one word of all his good promise, 
which he promised by the hand of M6’- 
sés his servant. 

57 The Lorp our God be with us, as ‘he 
was with our fathers: let him not leave us, 
nor forsake us: 

58 That he may incline our hearts unto 
him, to walk in all his ways, and to keep 
his commandments, and his statutes, and 
his judgments, which he commanded our 
fathers. 

59 And let these my words, wherewith 
I have made supplication betore the 
Lorp, be nigh unto the Lorp our God 
day and night, that he maintain the cause 
of his servant, and the cause of his people 
{s’-ra-él at all times, as the matter shall 
require: 

60 That all the people of the earth may 
know that the Lorp is God, and that 
there is none else. 

1 Let your heart therefore be perfect 
with the Lorp our God, to walk in his 
statutes, and to keep his commandments, 
as at this day. x F 

62 @ And the king, and all Is’-ra-él with 
him, offered sacrifice before the Lorp. 

63 And Sol’-6-mon offered a sacrifice 
of peace offerings, which he offered unto 
the LorpD, two and twenty thousand ox- 
en, and an hundred and twenty thousand 
sheep. So the king and all the children of 
{s’-ra-é] dedicated the house of the Lorp. 

64 The same day did the king hallow 
- the middle of the court that was before 
the house of the Lorp: for there he of- 
fered burnt offerings, and meat offerings, 
and the fat of the peace offerings: be- 
cause the brasen altar that was before the 
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LorD was too little to receive the burnt 
offerings, and meat offerings, and the fat 
of the peace offerings. 

65 And at that time S6l’-6-mon held a 
feast, and all Is’-ra-é1 with him, a great 
congregation, from the entering in of 
Ha’-math unto the river of £’-gypt, be- 
fore the Lorp our God, seven days and 
seven days, even fourteen days. 

66 On the eighth day he sent the people 
away: and they blessed the king, and 
went unto their tents joyful and glad of 
heart for all the goodness that the Lorp 
had done for Da’-vid his servant, and for 
18’-ra-él his people. 


Chapter 9 


ND it came to pass, when S6l’-6-mon 
had finished the building of the 
house of the Lorp, and the king’s house, 
and all Sol’-6-mon’s desire which he was 
pleased to do, 

2 That the Lorp appeared to S6l’-6- 
mon the second time, as he had appeared 
unto him at Gib’-é-on. 

3 And the Lorp said unto him, I have 
heard thy prayer and thy supplication, 
that thou hast made before me: I have 
hallowed this house, which thou hast 
built, to put my name there for ever; and 
mine,¢yes and mine heart shall be there 
perpetually. 

4 And if thou wilt walk before me, as 
Da’-vid thy father walked, in integrity of 
heart, and in uprightness, to do accord- 
ing to all that I have commanded thee, 
and wilt keep my statutes and my judg- 
ments: 

5 Then I will establish the throne of thy 
kingdom upon Is’-ra-él for ever, as I 
promised to Da’-vid thy father, saying, 
There shall not fail thee a man upon the 
throne of Is’-ra-él. 

6 But if ye shall at all turn from follow- 
ing me, ye or your children, and will not 
keep my commandments and my statutes 
which I have set before you, but go and 
serve other. gods. and worship them: 

7 Then will I cut off Is’-ra-él out of the 
land which I have given them; and this 
house, which I have hallowed for my 
name, will I cast out of my sight; and 
Is’-ra-é] shall be a proverb and a byword 
among all people: 

8 And at this house, which is high, every 
one that passeth by it shall be astonished, 
and shall hiss; and they shall say, Why 
hath the Lorp done thus unto this land, 
and to this house? 

9 And they shall answer, Because they 
forsook the Lorp their God, who brought 
forth their fathers out of the land of E’- 
gypt, and have taken hold upon other 
gods, and have worshipped them, and 
served them: therefore hath the’ Lorp 
brought upon them all this evil. 
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10 @ And it came to pass at the end of 
twenty years, when Sol’-6-mon had built 
the two houses, the house of the Lorpb, 
and the king’s house, 

11 (Now Hi’-ram the king of Tyre had 
furnished S6l’-d-mon with cedar trees 
and fir trees, and with gold, according to 
all his desire,) that then king. Sol’-6-mon 
gave Hi’-ram twenty cities in the land of 
Gal’-i-léé. 

12 And Hi’-ram came out from Tyre to 
see the cities which Sol’-6-mon had given 
him; and they pleased him not. 

13 And he said, What cities are these 
which thou hast given me, my brother? 
And he called them the land of Ca’-bial 
unto this day. 

14 And Hi’-ram sent to the king six- 
score talents of gold. 

5 ¢ And this is the reason of the levy 
which king S6ol’-6-mon raised; for to 
build the house of the Lorpb, and his own 
house, and Mil’-l6, and the wall of Jé’- 
ri’-sa-lém, and Ha’-zor, and Mé-gid’- 
do, and Gé’-zér. 

16 For Phar’-aoh king of E’-gypt had 
gone up, and taken Gé’-zér, and burnt it 
with fire, and slain the Ca’-na-an-ites 
that dwelt in the city, and given it fora 
Dissent unto his daughter, Sol’-o-mon’s 
wife. 

17 And Sol’-6-mon built Gé’-zér, and 
Béth-ho6r’-6n the nether, 

18 And Ba’-a-lath, and Tad’-m6r in the 
wilderness, in the land, 

19 And all the cities of store that Sol’-6- 
mon had, and cities for his chariots, and 
cities for his horsemen, and that which 
Sol’-6-mon desired to build in Jé-rii’-sa- 
lém, and in Léb’-a-non, and in all the 
land of his dominion. 

20 And all the people that were left of 
the Am/’-6-rites, Hit’-tites, Pé-riz’-zites, 
Hi’-vites, and Jéb’-i-sites, which were 
not of the children of {8’-ra-él, 

21 Their children that were left after 
them in the land, whom the children of 
Is’-ra-é1 also were not able utterly to de- 
stroy, upon those did S6l’-6-mon levy a 
tribute of bondservice unto this day. 

22 But of the children of {s’-ra-él did 
Sol’-6-mon make no bondmen: but they 
were men of war, and his servants, and 
his princes, and his captains, and rulers 
of his chariots, and his horsemen. 

23 These were the chief of the officers 
that were over SOl’-6-mon’s work, five 
hundred and fifty, which bare rule over 
the people that wrought in the work. 


24 ¥ But Phar’-aoh’s daughter came up b 


out of the city of Da’-vid unto her house 
which S6l’-6-mon had built for her: then 
did he build Mil’-16. 

_25 ¥ And three times in a year did S6l’- 
0-mon offer burnt offerings and peace 
offerings upon the altar which he built 
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unto the Lorp, and he burnt incense up- 
on the altar that was before the LorbD. So 
he tinished the house. 

26 @ And king Sol’-6-mon made.a navy 
of ships in E’-zi-6n—gé’-bér, which is be- 
side E’-loth, on the shore of the Red sea, 
in the land of E’-dom. i 

27 And Hi’-ram sent in the navy his 
servants, shipmen that had knowledge of 
the sea, with the servants of S6l’-6-mon. 

28 And they came to O’-phir, and 
fetched from thence gold, four hundred 
and twenty talents, and brought it to king 
Sol’-6-mon. 


Chapter 10 


ND when the queen of Shé’-ba heard 

of the fame of Sol’-6-mon concern- 

ing the name of the Lorp, she came to 
prove him with hard questions. 

2 And she came to Jé-rii’-sa-lém with a 
very great train, with camels that bare 
spices, and very much gold, and’precious 
stones: and when she was come to Sol’-6- 
mon, she communed with him of all that 
was in her heart. , 

3 And SOol’-6-mon told her all her'ques- 
tions: there was not any thing hid from 
the king, which he told her not. 

4 And when the queen of Shé’-ba had 
seen all SOl’-6-mon’s wisdom, and the 
house that he had built, 

5 And the meat of his table, and the 
sitting of his servants, and the attendance 
of his ministers, and their apparel, and 
his cupbearers, and his ascent by which 
he went up unto the house of the Lorp; 
there was no more spirit in her. 

6 And she said to the king, It was a true 
report that I heard in mine own land of 
thy acts and of thy wisdom. 

7 Howbeit I believed not the words, un- 
til I came, and mine eyes had seen it: 
and, behold, the half was not told me: 
thy wisdom and prosperity exceedeth the 
fame which I heard. 

8 Happy are thy men, happy are these 
thy servants, which stand continually be- 
fore thee, and that hear thy wisdom. 

9 Blessed be the Lorp thy God, which 
delighted in thee, to set thee on the throne 
of ¥s’-ra-é1: because the Lorp loved i8’- 
ra-él for ever, therefore made he thee 
king, to do judgment and justice. 

10 And she gave the king an hundred 

and twenty talents of gold, and of spices 
very great store, and precious stones: 
there came no more such abundance of 
spices as these which the queen of Shé’- 
a gave to king Sol’-6-mon. 
11 And the navy also of Hi’-ram, that 
brought gold from 6’-phir, brought in 
from O’-phir great plenty of al’-miug trees, 
and precious stones. 

12 And the king made of-the al’-mug 
trees pillars for the house of the Lorp, 
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and for the king’s house, harps also and 
psalteries for singers: there came no such 
al’-mug trees, nor were seen unto this 


day. 

13 And king Sol’-6-mon gave unto the 
queen of Shé’-ba all her desire, whatso- 
ever she asked, beside that which S6l’-6- 
mon gave her of his royal bounty. So she 
turned and went to her own country, she 
and her servants. 

14 ¢ Now the weight of gold that came 
to Sol’-6-mon in one year was six hun- 
dred threescore and six talents of gold, 

15 Beside that he had of the merchant- 
men, and of the traffick of the spice mer- 
chants, and of all the kings of A-ra’-bi-a, 
and of the governors of the country. 

16 f And king Sol’-6-mon made two 
hundred targets of beaten gold: six hun- 
dred shé’-kéls of gold went to one target. 

17 And he made three hundred shields 
‘of beaten gold; three pound of gold went 
to one shield: and the king put them in 
the house of the forest of Léb’-a-non., 

18 ¢ Moreover the king made a great 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with the 
best gold. 

19 The throne had six steps, and the 
top of the throne was round behind: and 
there were stays on either side on the 
place of the seat, and two lions stood be- 
side the stays. 

20 And twelve lions stood there on the 
one side and on the other upon the six 
steps: there was not the like made in any 
kingdom. : at 2 

21. ¢ And all king Sol’-6-mon’s drink- 
ing vessels were of gold, and all the ves- 
sels of the house of the forest of Léb’-a- 
non were of pure gold; none were of sil- 
ver: it was nothing accounted of in the 
days of Sol’-o-mon. 

22 For the king had at sea a navy of 
Thar’-shish with the navy of Hi’-ram: 
once in three years came the navy of 
Thar’-shish, bringing gold, and silver, 
ivory, and apes, and peacocks. 

23 So king Sol’-6-mon exceeded all the 
kings of the earth for riches and for wis- 
dom. 

24 ¥ And all the earth sought to Sol’-6- 
mon, to hear his wisdom, which God had 
put in his heart. ' 

25 And they brought every man his 
present, vessels of silver, and vessels of 
gold, and garments, and armour, and 
spices, horses, and mules, a rate year by 

ear. 
56 g And S6l’-0-mon gathered together 
chariots and horsemen: and he had a 
thousand and four hundred chariots, and 
_ twelve thousand horsemen, whom he be- 

stowed in the cities for chariots, and with 
the king at Jé-ri’-sa-lém. ; 

27 And the king made silver to be in Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém as stones, and cedars made he 
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to be as the sycomore trees that are in the 
vale, for abundance. 

28 ¢ And _ S6l’-6-mon had _ horses 
brought out of E’-gypt, and linen yarn: 
the king’s merchants received the linen 
yarn at a price. 

29_And a chariot came up and went out 
of E’-gypt for six hundred shé’-kéls of 
silver, and an horse for an hundred and 
fifty: and so for all the kings of the Hit’- 
tites, and for the kings of Syr’-i-a, did 
they bring them out by their means. 


Chapter 11 


UT. king S6l’-6-mon loved many 
strange women, together with the 
daughter of Phar’-adh, women of the 
MO’-ab-ites, Am’-mon-ites, E’-dom-ites, 
Zi-d0’-ni-ans, and Hit’-tites; 

2 Of the nations concerning which the 
Lorp said unto the children of is’-ra-él, 
Ye shall not go in to them, neither shall 
they come in unto you: for surely they 
will turn away your heart after their gods: 
Sol’-6-mon clave unto these in love. 

3 And he had seven hundred wives, 
princesses, and three hundred concu- 
bines: and his wives turned away his 
heart. 

4 For it came to pass, when S6l’-6-mon 
was old, that his wives turned away his 
heart after other gods: and his heart was 
not perfect with the LorD his God, as 
was. the heart of Da’-vid his father. 

5 For Sol’-6-mon went after Ash’-td- 
réth the goddess of the Zi-d6’-ni-ans, and 
after Mil’-cOm the abomination of the 
Am/’-mon-ites. 

6 And Sol’-6-mon did evil in the sight 
of the LORD, and went not fully after the 
Lorp, as did Da’-vid his father. 

7 Then did Sol’-6-mon build an high 
place for Ché’-mosh, the abomination of 
MO’-ab, in the hill that is before Jé-ra’- 
sa-lém, and for MO’-léch, the abomina- 
tion of the children of Am’-mon. 

8 And likewise did he for all his strange 
wives, which burnt incense and sacrificed 
unto their gods. 

9 ¥ And the LorpD was angry with S6l’- 
O-mon, because his heart was turned 
from the Lorp God of Is’-ra-él,. which 
had appeared unto him twice, 

10 And had commanded him concern- 
ing this thing, that he should not go after 
other gods: but he kept not that which 
the LoRD commanded. 

11 Wherefore the Lorp said unto S6l’- 
0-mon, Forasmuch as this is done of thee, 
and thou hast not kept my covenant and 
my statutes, which I have commanded 
thee, I will surely rend the kingdom from 
thee, and will give it to thy servant. _ 

12 Notwithstanding in thy days FE will 
not do it for Da’-vid thy father’s sake: 
butI will rend it out of the hand of thy son. 
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13. Howbeit I will not rend away all the 
kingdom; but will give one tribe to thy 
son for Da’-vid my servant’s sake, and 
for Jé-ra’-sa-lém’s sake which I have 


chosen. J 

14 @ And the Lorp stirred up an ad- 
versary unto S6l’-6-mon,:Ha’-dad the 
£’-dom-ite: he was of the king’s seed in 
E’-dom. 1 

15 For it came to pass, when Da’-vid 
was in £’-dom, and Jo’-ab the captain of 
the host was gone up to bury the slain, 
after he had smitten every male in E’-dom; 

16 (For six months did JO’-ab remain 
there with all i8’-ra-él, until he had cut 
off every male in E’-dom:) . 

17 That Ha’-dad fled, he and certain 
E’-dom-ites of his father’s servants with 
him, to go into E’-gypt; Ha’-dad being 
yet a little child. 3 

18 And they arose out of Mid’-i-an, and 
came to Par’-an: and they took men with 
them out of Par’-an, and they came to 
£’-gypt, unto Phar’-aoh king of E’-gypt; 
which gave him an house, and appointed 
him victuals, and gave him land. 

19 And Ha’-dad found great favour in 
the sight of Phar’-aoh, so that he gave 
him to wife the sister of his own wife, the 
sister of Tah’-pén-és the queen. 

20 And the sister of Tah’-pén-és bare 
him Gé-nii’-bath his son, whom Tah’- 
pén-é§ weaned in Phar’-aoh’s house: and 
Gé-nii’-bath was in Phar’-a0h’s house- 
hold among the sons of Phar’-ach. 

21 And when Ha’-dad heard in E’-gypt 
that Da’-vid slept with his fathers, and 
that Jo’-Ab the captain of the host was 
dead, Ha’-dad said to Phar’-aoh, Let me 
depart, that I may go to mine own coun- 


try. 

22 Then Phar’-aoh said unto him; But 
what hast thou lacked with me, that, be- 
hold, thou seekest to go to thine own 
country? And he answered, Nothing: 
howbeit let me go in’ any wise. 

23 9 And God stirred him up another 
adversary, Ré’-zon the son of E-li’-a-dah, 
which fled from his lord Had-a-dé’-zér 
king of Z6’-bah: : 

24 And he gathered men unto him, and 
became captain over a band; when Da’- 
vid slew them of Zo’-bah: and they went 
to Da-mAas’-clls, and dwelt therein, and 
reigned in Da-mas’-cus. rs 

25 And he was an adversary to IS’-ra-él 
all the days of Sol’-6-mon, beside the mis- 
chief that Ha’-dad did: and he abhorred 
18’-ra-él, and reigned over Syr’-i-a. 

26 ¢ And Jér-6-b60’-4m the son of Né’- 
bat, an Eph’-ra-thite of Zér’-é-da, S6l’-6- 
mon’s servant, whose mother’s name was 
Zé-ri’-ah, a widow woman, even he lifted 
up his hand against the king. 

27 And this was the cause that he lifted 
up his hand against the king: Sol’-6-mon 
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built Mil’-16, and repaired the breaches of 
the city of Da’-vid his father. | 

28 And the man Jér-6-b0’-am was a 
mighty man of valour: and Sol’-o-mon 
seeing the young man that he was indus- 
trious, he made him ruler-over all the 
charge of the house of Jo’-séph. , 

29 And ‘it came to pass at that time 
when Jér-6-bd’-4m went out of Jé-ri’-sa- 
lém, that the prophet A-hi’-jah the Shi’- 
16-nite found him in the way; and he had 
clad himself with a new garment; and 
they two were alone in the field: 

30 And A-hi’-jah caught the new gar- 
ment’ that was on him, and rent it in 
twelve pieces: 

31 And he said to Jér-6-b6’-am, Take 
thee ten pieces: for thus saith the Lorp, 
the God of {8’-ra-é1, Behold, I will rend 
the kingdom out of the hand of S6l’-6- 
mon, and will give ten tribes to thee: 

32 (But he shall have one tribe for my 
servant Da’-vid’s sake, and for Jé-rii’-sa- 
lém’s sake, the city which I have chosen 
out of all the tribes of Is’-ra-él:) —- 

33 Because that they have forsaken me, 
and have worshipped Ash’-td-réth the 
goddess of the Zi-d6’-ni-ans, Ché’-mosh 
the god of the MO’-ab-ites, and Mil’-com 
the god of the children of Am’-mon, and 
have not walked in my ways, to do that 
which is right in mine eyes, and to keep 
my statutes and my judgments, as did 
Da’-vid his father. 

34 Howbeit I will not take the whole 
kingdom out of his hand: but I will make 
him prince all the days of his life for Da’- 
vid my servant’s sake, whom I chose, be- 
cause he kept my commandments and 
my statutes: 

35 But I will take the kingdom out of 
his son’s hand, and will give it unto thee; 
even ten tribes. 

36_And unto his son will I give one 
tribe, that Da’-vid my servant may have 
a light alway before mein Jé-rii’-sa-lém, 
the city which I have chosen me to put 
my name there. 

37 And ‘I will take thee, and thou shalt 
reign according to all that thy soul de- 
sireth, and shalt be king over Is’-ra-él. 

38 And it shall be, if thou wilt hearken 
unto all that I command thee, and wilt 
walk in my ways, and do that is right in 
my sight, to keep my statutes and my 
commandments, as Da’-vid my servant 
did; that I will be with thee, and build 
thee a sure house, as I built for Da’-vid, 
and will give Is’-ra-él unto thee. 

39 And I will for this afflict the seed of 
Da’-vid, but not for ever. 

40 Sol’-6-mon sought therefore to kill 
Jér-0-b6’-am. And Jér-6-b6’-am_ arose, 
and fled into E’-gypt, unto Shi’-shak king 
of E’-gypt, and was in E£’-gypt until the 
death of Sol’-6-mon. 
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41 @ And the rest of the acts of S6l’-6- 
mon, and all that he did, and his wisdom, 
are they not written in the book of the 

acts of Sol’-6-mon? 

- 42 And the time that S6l’-6-mon reigned 
in Jé-ra’-sa-lém over all I8’-ra-él was 
forty years. 

43 And Sol’-6-mon slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried in the city of Da’- 
vid his father: and Ré-h6-bd’-am his son 
reigned in his stead. 


Chapter 12 


ND_ Ré-h6-b6’-4m_ went to Shé’- 
chém: for all Is’-ra-é1 were come to 
Shé’-chém to make him king. 

2 And it came to pass, when Jér-6-bd’- 
am the son of Né’-bat, who was yet in 
E’-gypt, heard of it, (for he was fled from 
the presence of king S6l’-6-mon, and 
_Jér-0-b6’-am dwelt in E’-gypt;) 

3 That they sent and called him. And 
Jér-6-b0’-am and all the congregation of 
Is’-ra-é] came, and spake unto Ré-h6-bd’- 
am, saying, 

4 Thy father made our yoke grievous: 
now therefore make thou the grievous 
service of thy father, and his heavy yoke 
which he put upon us, lighter, and we will 
serve thee. 

5 And he said unto them, Depart yet 
for three days, then come again to me. 
And the people departed. 

6 9 And king Ré-h6-bd’-4m consulted 
with the old men, that stood before S6l’- 
6-mon his father while he yet lived, and 
said, How do ye advise that I may an- 
swer this people? 

7 And they spake unto him, saying, If 
thou wilt be a servant unto this people 
this day, and wilt serve them, and answer 
them, and speak good words to them, 
then they will be thy servants for ever. 

8 But he forsook the counsel of the old 
men, which they had given him, and con- 
sulted with the young men that were 
grown up with him, and which stood be- 
fore him: 

9 And he said unto them, What counsel 
give ye that we may answer this people, 
who have spoken to me, saying, Make 
the yoke which thy father did put upon 
us lighter ? 

10 And the young men that were grown 
up with him spake unto him, saying, 
Thus shalt thou speak unto this people 
that spake unto thee, saying, Thy father 
made our yoke heavy, but make thou it 
lighter unto us; thus shalt thou say unto 
them, My little finger shall be thicker 
than my father’s loins. 
- 11 And now whereas my father did 

lade you with a heavy yoke, I will add to 
your yoke: my father hath chastised you 
with whips, but I will chastise you with 
scorpions. 
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12 ¥ So Jér-6-bd’-4m and all the people 
came to Ré-h0-b0’-am the third day, as 
the king had appointed, saying, Come to 
me again the third day. 

13 And the king answered the people 
roughly, and forsook the old men’s coun- 
sel that they gave him; 

14 And spake to them after the counsel 
of the young men, saying, My father 
made your yoke heavy, and I will add to 
your yoke: my father also chastised you 
with whips, but I will chastise you with 
scorpions. 

15 Wherefore the king hearkened not 
unto the people; for the cause was from 
the Lorp, that he might perform his say- 
ing, which the Lorp spake by A-hi’-jah 
the Shi’-10-nite unto Jér-6-b6’-am the son 
of Né’-bat. 

16 ¢ So when all is’-r4-é1 saw that the 
king hearkened not unto them, the peo- 
ple answered the king,’ saying, What por- 
tion have we in Da’-vid? neither have we 
inheritance in the son of Jés’-sé: to your 
tents, O Is’-ra-él: now see to thine own 
house, Da’-vid. So Is’-ra-é1 departed un- 
to their tents. 

17 But as for the children of {§’-rg-8] 
which dwelt in the cities of Ja’-dah, Ré- 
ho-b0’-am reigned over them. 

18 Then king Ré-h6-bd’-Am sent A- 
dér’-am, who was over the tribute; and 
all IS’-ra-él stoned him with stones, that 
he died. Therefore king Ré-h6-bo’-am 
made speed to get him up to his chariot, 
to flee to Jé-ra’-sa-lém. 

19 So Is’-ra-él rebelled against the house 
of Da’-vid unto this day. 

20 And it came to pass, when all fs’-ra- 
él heard that Jér-6-b0’-4m was come 
again, that they sent and called him unto 
the congregation, and made him king 
over all Is’-ra-é1: there was none that fol- 
lowed the house of Da’-vid, but the tribe 
of Ja’-dah only. 

21 9 And when Ré€é-ho-b6’-A4m was 
come to Jé-rii’-sa-lém, he assembled all 
the house of Ja’-dah, with the tribe of 
Bén’-ja-min, an hundred and fourscore 
thousand chosen men, which were war- 
riors, to fight against the house of {s’- 
ra-él, to bring the kingdom again to Ré- 
h6-b0’-am the son of S6l’-6-mon. 

22 But the word of God came unto 
Shém-4i’-ah the man of God, saying, 

23 Speak unto Ré-ho-b6’-am, the son 
of Sol’-6-mon, king of Ja’-dah, and unto 
all the house of Ja’-dah and Bén’-ja-min, 
and to the remnant of the people, saying, 

24 Thus saith the Lorn, Ye shall not go 
up, nor fight against your brethren the 
children of Is’-ra-él: return every man to 
his house; for this thing is from me. They 
hearkened therefore to the word of the 
Lorp, and returned to depart, according 
to the word of the Lorp. 
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25 @ Then Jér-6-bd’-Am built Shé’- 
chém in mount £’-phra-im, and dwelt 
therein; and went out from thence, and 
built Pén’-i-él. iF SH¥ 

26 And Jér-6-bd’-am said in his heart, 
Now shall the kingdom return to the 
house of Da’-vid: ‘ f 

27 If this people go up to do sacrifice in 
the house of the Lorp at Jé-ri’-sa-lém, 
then shall the heart of this people turn 
again unto their lord, even unto R6é-ho- 
bo’-am king of Ja’-dah, and they shall 
kill me, and go again to Ré-h6-bd’-am 
king of Ja’-dah. 

28 Whereupon the king took counsel, 
and made two calves of gold, and said 
unto them, It is too much for you to go 
up to Jé-rii’-sa-lém: behold thy gods, O 
1s’-ra-é1, which brought thee up out of 
the land of E’-6ypt. f 

29 And he set the one in Béth’—él, and 
the other put he in Dan. 

30 And this thing became a sin: for the 
people went to worship before the one, 
even unto Dan. 

31 And he made an house of high 
places, and made priests of the lowest of 
the people, which were not of the sons of 
Lé’-vi. 

32 And Jér-6-b6’-am ordained a feast 
in the eighth month, on the fifteenth day 
of the month, like unto the feast that is 
in Ja’-dah, and he offered upon the altar. 
So did he in Béth’—él, sacrificing unto the 
calves that he had made: and he placed 
in Béth’—él the priests of the high places 
which he had made. 

33 So he offered upon the altar which 
he had made in Béth’—él the fifteenth day 
of the eighth month, even in the month 
which he had devised of his own heart; 
and ordained a feast unto the children of 
1§’-ra-é1: and he offered upon the altar, 
and burnt incense. 


Chapter 13 


ND, behold, there came a man of 

God out of Ja’-dah by the word of 

the Lorp unto Béth’-él: and Jér-6-b3’- 
am stood by the altar to burn incense. 

2 And he cried against the altar in the 
word of the Lorn, and said, O altar, al- 
tar, thus saith the Lorp; Behold, a child 
shall be born unto theshouse of Da’-vid, 
J6-si’-ah by name; and upon thee shall 
he offer the priests of the high places that 
burn incense upon thee, and men’s bones 
shall be burnt upon thee. 

3 And he gave a sign the same day, say- 
ing, This is the sign which the Lorp hath 
spoken; Behold, the altar shall be rent, 
and the ashes that are upon it shall be 
poured out. 

_4 And it came to pass, when king Jér- 
0-b0’-am heard the saying of the man of 
God, which had cried against the altar in 
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Béth’-2l, that he put forth his hand from 
the altar, saying, Lay hold on him. And 
his hand, which he put forth against him, 
dried up, so that he could not pull it in 
again to him. 

5 The altar also was rent, and the ashes 
poured out from the altar, according to 
the sign which the man of God had given 
by the word of the Lorp. 

6 And the king answered and said unto 
the man of God, Intreat now the face of 
the Lorp thy God, and pray for me, that 
my hand may be restored me again. And 
the man of God besought the Lorp, and 
the king’s hand was restored him again, 
and became as it was before. 

7 And the king said unto the man of 
God, Come home with me, and refresh 
thyself, and I will give thee a reward. 

8 And the man of God said unto the 
king, If thou wilt give me half thine 
house, I will not go in with thee, neither 
will I eat bread nor drink water in this 
place: 

9 For so was it charged me by the word 
of the Lorpb, saying, Eat no bread, nor 
drink water, nor turn again by the same 
way that thou camest. 

10 So he went another way, and re- 
turned not by the way that he came to 
Béth’-él. 

11 @ Now there dwelt an old prophet in 
Béth’—él; and his sons came and told him 
all the works that the man of God had 
done that day in Béth’-él: the words 
which he had spoken unto the king, them 
they told also to their father. 

12 And their father said unto them, 
What way went he? For his sons had 
seen what way the man of God went, 
which came from Jii’-dah. 

13 And he said unto his sons, Saddle 
me the ass. So they saddled him the ass: 
and-he rode thereon, 

14 And went after the man of God, and 
found him sitting under an oak: and he 
said unto him, Art thou the man of God 
that camest from Ja’-dah? And he said, I 
am. ) 

15 Then he said unto him, Come home 
with me, and eat bread. 

16 And he said, I may not return with 
thee, nor go in with thee: neither will I 
eat bread nor drink water with thee in 
this place: 

17 For it was said to me by the word of 
the Lorp, Thou shalt eat no bread nor 
drink water there, nor turn again to go 
by the way that thou camest. 

He said unto him, I am a prophet 
also as thou art; and an angel spake unto 
me by the word of the Lorp, saying, 
Bring him back with thee into thine 
house, that he may eat-bread and drink 
water. But he lied unto him: 

19 So he went back with him, and 
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nek eat bread in his house, and drank 
water. 
20 ¢ And it came to pass, as they sat at 
the table, that the word of the Lorp came 
unto the prophet that brought him back: 
. 21 And he cried unto the man of God 
that came from_Jia’-dah, saying, Thus 
saith the Lorp, Forasmuch as thou hast 
disobeyed the mouth of the Lorn, and 
’ hast not kept the commandment which 
the Lorp thy God commanded thee, 

22 But camest back, and hast eaten 
bread and drunk water in the place, of 
the which the Lorp did say to thee, Eat no 
bread, and drink no water; thy carcase 
shall not come unto the sepulchre of thy 
fathers. 

23. ¢ And it came to pass, after he had 
eaten bread, and after he had drunk, that 
he saddled for him the ass, to wit, for the 
prophet whom he had brought back. 
-24 And when he was gone, a lion met 
him by the way, and slew him: and his 
carcase was cast in the way, and the ass 
stood by it, the lion also stood by the 
carcase. 

25 And, behold, men passed by, and 
saw the carcase cast in the way, and the 
lion standing by the carcase: and they 
came and told it in the city where the old 
prophet dwelt. 

26 And when the prophet that brought 
him back from the way heard thereof, he 
said, It is the man of God, who was dis- 
‘ obedient unto the word of the Lorpb: 

therefore the Lorp hath-delivered him 
unto the lion, which hath torn him, and 
slain him, according to the word of the 
LorD, which he spake unto him. ; 

7 And he spake to his sons, saying, 
Saddle me the ass. And they saddled 


im. 

28 And he went and found his carcase 
cast in the way, and the ass and the lion 
standing by the carcase: the lion had not 
eaten the carcase, nor torn the ass. 

29 And the prophet took up the carcase 
of the man of God, and laid it upon the 
ass, and brought it back: and the old 
prophet came to the city, to mourn and 
to bury him. "agit 

30 And he laid his carcase in his own 
grave; and they mourned over him, say- 
ing, Alas, my brother! 

1 And it came to pass, after he had 
buried him, that he spake to his sons, 
saying, When I am dead, then bury me in 
the sepulchre wherein the man of God is 
buried; lay my bones beside his bones: 

32. For the saying which he cried by the 
word of the Lorpb against the altar in 
Béth’-él, and against all the houses of the 

‘high places which are in the cities of Sa- 
mar’-i-a, shall surely come to pass. 

33 @ After this thing Jér-0-b6’-am re- 
turned not from his evil way, but made 
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again of the lowest of the people priests 
of the high places: whosoever would, he 
consecrated him, and he became one of 
the priests of the high places. 

34 And this thing became sin unto the 
house of Jér-6-b3’-am, even to cut it off, 
and Le destroy it from off the face of the 
earth. 


Chapter 14 


T that time A-bi’-jah the son of Jér-6- 
bd’-am fell sick. 

2 And Jér-6-bd’-am said to his wife, 
Arise, I pray thee, and disguise thyself, 
that thou be not known to be the wife of 
Jér-6-b6’-am; and get thee to: Shi’-loh: 
behold, there is A-hi’-jah the prophet, 
which told me that J should be king over 
this people. 

3 And take with thee ten loaves, and 
cracknels, and a cruse of honey, and go 
to him: he shall tell thee what shall be- 
come of the child. 

4 And Jér-6-b6’-am’s wife did so, and 
arose, and went to Shi’-loh, and came to 
the house of A-hi’-jah. But A-hi’-jah 
could not see; for his eyes were set by 
reason Of his age. g 

5 f And the Lorp said unto A-hi’-jah, 
Behold, the wife of Jér-6-b0’-4m cometh 
to ask a-thing of thee for her son; for he 
is Sick: thus and thus shalt thou say unto 
her: for it shall be, when she cometh in, 
that she shall feign herself to be another 
woman. r4 

6 And it was so, when A-hi’-jah heard 
the sound of her feet, as she came in at 
the door, that he said, Come in, thou 
wife of Jér-0-b6’-am; why feignest thou 
thyself to be another? for I am sent to 
thee with heavy tidings.

8 And rent the kingdom away from the 
house of Da’-vid, and gave it thee: and 
yet thou hast not been as my servant 
Da’-vid, who kept my commandments, 
and who followed me with.all his heart, 
to do that only which was right in mine 


eyes; 
9 But hast done evil above all that were 
before thee: for thou hast gone and made 
thee other gods, and molten images, to 
provoke me to anger, and hast cast me 
behind thy back: " ; 
10 Therefore, behold, I will bring evil 
upon the house of Jér-6-b6’-am, and will 
cut off from Jér-6-b6’-am him that pis- 
seth against the wall, and him that is shut 
up and left in Is’-ra-él, and will take away 
the remnant of the house of Jér-6-b6’- 
am, as a man taketh away dung, till it be 
all gone. 2 eee! 
11 Him that dieth of Jér-6-b6’-am in 
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the city shall the dogs eat; and him that 
dieth in the field shall the fowls of the air 
eat: for the Lorp hath spoken it. 

12 Arise thou therefore, get thee to 
thine own house: and when thy feet enter 
into the city, the child shall die. ; 

13 And ail is’-ra-&l shall mourn for him, 
and bury him: for he only of Jér-6-bo’- 
am shall come to the grave, because in 
him there is found some good thing to- 
ward the Lorp God of I8’-ra-é] in the 
house of Jér-6-b6’-4m. \ ; 

14 Moreover the LorD shall raise him 
up a king over I8’-ra-él, who shall cut off 
the house of Jér-6-b6’-am that day: but 
what? even now. ; 

15 For the Lorp shall smite Is’-ra-él, as 
a reed is shaken in the water, and he shall 
root up Js’-ra-él out of this good land, 
which he gave to their fathers, and shall 
scatter them beyond the river, because 
they havé made their groves, provoking 
the Lorp to anger. 3 

16 And he shall give Is’-ra-él up be- 
cause of the sins of Jér-6-bd’-am, who 
did sin, and who made I8’-ra-él to sin. 

17 ¢ And Jér-6-b6’-am’s wife arose, 
and departed, and came to Tir’-zah: and 
when she came to the threshold of the 
door, the child died; 

18 And they buried him; and all Is’-ra- 
él mourned for him, according to the 
word of the Lorp, which he spake by. 
the hand of his servant A-hi’-jah the 
prophet. 

19 And the rest of the acts of Jér-6-b0’- 
am, how he warred, and how he reigned, 
behold, they are written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of Is’-ra-él. 

20 And the days which Jér-6-b0’-am 
reigned were two and twenty years: and 
he slept with his fathers, and Na’-dab his 
son reigned in his stead. 

21 ¢ And Ré-h6-b0’-am the son of Sol’- 
6-mon reigned in Ji’-dah. Ré-h6-b0’-am 
was forty and one years old when he be- 
gan to reign, and he reigned seventeen 
years in Jé-rii’-sa-lém, the city which the 
Lorp did choose out of all the tribes of 
Is’-ra-él, to put his name there. And his 
mother’s name was Na’-a-mah an Am- 
mon-i-téss. 

22 And Ja’-dah did evil in the sight of 
the LorpD, and they provoked him to 
jealousy with their sins which they had 
committed, above all that their fathers 
had done. 

23 For they also built them high places, 
and images, and groves, on every high 
hill, and under every green tree. 

24 And there were also sodomites in the 
land: and they did according to all the 
abominations of the nations which the 
Pon cast out before the children of I8’- 
ra-él. 

25 ¢ And it came to pass in the fifth 
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year of king R6-h6-b6’-am, that Shi’- 
shak king of E’-Sypt came up against Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém: 

26 And he took away the treasures of 
the house of the Lorpb, and the treasures 
of the king’s house; he even took away 
all: and he took away all the shields of 
gold which Sdl’-6-mon had made. : 

27 And king R6é-h6-b0’-4m made in 
their stead brasen-shields, and committed 
them unto the hands of the chief of the 
guard, which kept the door of the king’s 
house. , 

28 And it was so, when the king went 
into the house of the Lorp, that the 
guard bare them, and brought them back 
into the guard chamber. 

29 ¥ Now the rest of the acts of Ré-ho- 
bo’-4m, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles of 
the kings of Ja’-dah? as 

0 And there was war between Ré-ho- 
bo’-am and Jér-6-b0’-am all their days. 

31 And Ré€-h6-bd’-am slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his fathers 
in the city of Da’-vid. And his mother’s 
name was Na’-a-mah an Am-mon-i’-téss. 
aad) A-bi’-jam his son reigned in his 
stead. 


Chapter 15 


OW in the eighteenth year of king 
Jér-6-b0’-am the son of Né’-bat 
reigned A-bi’-jam over Ja’-dah. 

2 Three years reigned he in Jé-ri’-sa- 
lém. And his mother’s name was Ma’-a- 
chah, the daughter of A-bi’-sha-lom. 

3 And he walked in all the sins of his 
father, which he had done before him: 
and his heart was not perfect with the 
Lorp his God, as the heart of Da’-vid 
his father. 

4 Nevertheless for Da’-vid’s sake did 
the Lorp his God give him a lamp in Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém, to set up his son after him, 
and to establish Jé-ra’-sa-lém: 

5 Because Da’-vid did that which was 
right in the eyes of the LorpD, and turned 
not aside from any thing that he com- 
manded him all the days of his life, save 
only in the matter of U-ri’-ah the Hit’-tite. 

6 And there was war between R6-ho- 
bO’-am and Jér-6-bG’-am all the days of 
his life. 

7 Now the rest of the acts of A-bi’-j4m, 
and all that he did, are they not written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Ja’-dah? And there was war between A- 
bi’-jam_and Jér-6-b3’-am. 

8 And 4A-bi’-jam slept with his fathers; 
and they buried him in the city of Da’- 
vid: and A’-sa his son reigned in his stead. 

9 ¢ And in the twentieth year of Jér-6- 
bo’-am king of I8’-ra-él reigned A’-sa over 
Ja’-dah. » 

10 And forty and one years reigned he 
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in Jé-rii’-sa-lém. And his mother’s name 
was Ma’-a-chah, the daughter of A-bi’- 

sha-lom. 

~ 11 And A’-sa did that which was right in 

- the eyes of the Lorn, as did Da’-vid his 
' father. 

12 And he took away the sodomites out 
of the land, and removed all the idols 
that his fathers had made. 

13 And also Ma’-a-chih his mother, 
even her he removed from being queen, 
because she had made an idol in a grove; 
and A’-sa destroyed her idol, and burnt 
it by the brook Ki’-dron. 

14 But the high places were not re- 
moved: nevertheless A’-sa’s heart was 
perfect with the LorD all his days. 

15 And he brought in the things which 
his father had dedicated, and the things 
which himself had dedicated, into the 
‘house of the LorD, silver, and gold, and 
vessels. 

16 @ And there was war between A’-sa 
and Ba-ash’-a king of Is’-ra-él all their 
days. wl 3 - 

17 And Ba-ash’-a king of Is’-ra-él went 
up against Ja’-dah, and built Ra’-mah, 
that he might not suffer any to go out or 
come in to A’-sa king of Ja’-dah. 

18 Then A’-sa took all the silver and the 
gold that were left in the treasures of the 
house of the LorD, and the treasures of the 
king’s house, and delivered them into the 
hand of his servants: and king A’-sa sent 
them to Bén-ha’-dad, the son of Tab- 
rim’-on, the son of Hé’-zi-6n, king of Syr’- 
i-a, that dwelt at Da-mas’-cis, saying, 

19 There is a league between me and 
thee, and between my father and thy fa- 
ther: behold, I have sent unto thee a pres- 
ent of silver and gold; come and break 
thy league with Ba-ash’-a king of Is’-ra- 
él, that he may depart from me. 

20 So Bén—ha’-dad hearkened unto king 
A’-sa, and sent the captains of the hosts 
which he had against the cities of I8’-ra- 
él and smote i’-j6n, and Dan and A’-bél-— 
béth-ma’-a-chah, and all Cin’-né-roth, 
with all the land of Naph’-ta-li. q 

21 And it came to pass, when Ba-ash’- 
4 heard thereof, that he left off building 
of Ra’-mah, and dwelt in Tir’-zah. 

22 Then king A’-sa made a proclama- 
tion throughout all Ji’-dah; none was 
exempted: and they took away the stones 
of Ra’-mah, and the timber thereof, 
wherewith Ba-ash’-4 had builded; and 
king A’-sa built with them Gé’-ba of 
Bén’-ja-min, and Miz’-pah. 

23 The rest of all the acts of A’-sa, and 
_ all his might, and all that he did, and the 
cities which he built, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Ja’-dah? Nevertheless in the time of 
his old age he was diseased in his feet. - 

24 And A’-sa slept with his fathers, and 
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was buried with his fathers in the city of 
Da’-vid his father: and Jé-hésh’-a-phat 
his son reigned in his stead. 

.25 And Na’-dab the son of Jér-6-bo’- 
am began to reign over is’-ra-él in the 
second year of A’-sa king of Ja’-dah, and 
reigned over Is’-ra-él two years. 

26 And he did evil in the sight of the 

Lorp, and walked in the way of his fa- 
ther, and in his sin wherewith he made 
18’-ra-él to sin. 
_27 4 And Ba-ash’-a the son of A-hi’- 
jah, of the house of is’-sa-char, conspired 
against him; and Ba-ash’-a smote him at 
Gib’-bé-th6n, which belonged to the 
Phil’-is-tines ; for Na’-dab and all {s’-ra- 
él laid siege to Gib’-bé-thon. 

28 Even in the third year of A’-sa king 
of Ja’-dah did Ba-ash’-4 slay him, and 
reigned in his stead. 

29 And it came to pass, when he reign- 
ed, that he smote all the house of Jér-6- 
bo’-am; he left not to Jér-6-bd’-4m any 
that breathed, until he had destroyed 
him, according unto the saying of the 
Lorp, which he spake by his servant A- 
hi’-jah the Shi’-16-nite: 

30 Because of the sins of Jér-6-bd’-am 
which he sinned, and which he made is’- 
ra-él sin, by his provocation wherewith 
he provoked the Lorp God of ig’-ra-él to 
anger. 

31 ¢@ Now the rest of the acts of Na’- 
dab, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles of 
the kings of Is’-ra-él? 

32 And there was war between A’-sa 
aud Ba-ash’-a king of Is’-ra-él all their 

ays. 3 

33 In the third year of A’-sa king of Ji’- 
dah began Ba-ash’-a the son of A-hi’-jah 
to reign over all is’-ra-él in Tir’-zah, 
twenty and four years. 

34 And he did evil in the sight of the 
Lorp, and walked in the way of Jér-6- 
b6’-am, and in his sin wherewith he made 
Is’-ra-él to sin. 


Chapter 16 


HEN the word of the LorD came to 
Jé’-hi the son of Ha-na’-ni against 
Ba-ash’-a, saying, 

2 Forasmuch as I exalted thee out of 
the dust, and made thee prince over my 
people Is’-ra-él; and thou hast walked in 
the way of Jér-6-b6’-4m, and hast made 
my people Is’-ra-él to sin, to provoke me 
to anger with their sins; 

3 Behold, I will take away the posterity 
of Ba-ash’-4, and the posterity of his 
house; and will make thy house like the 
house of Jér-6-b6’-am the son of Né’-bat. 

4 Him that dieth of Ba-ash’-a in the city. 
shall the dogs eat; and him that dieth of 
his in the fields shall the fowls of the air 
eat. 
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5. Now the rest of the acts of Ba-ash’-a, 
and what he did, and his might, are they 
not written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of i8’-ra-él? | : 

6 So Ba-ash’- slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in Tir’-zah: and 5’-lah 
his son reigned in his stead. 

7 And also by the hand of the prophet 
Jé’-hi the son of Ha-na’-ni, came the 
word of the Lorp against Ba-ash’-a, and 
against his house, even for all the evil that 
he did in the sight of the Lorp, in pro- 
voking him to anger with the work of his 
hands, in being like the house of Jér-o- 
bo’-am; and because he killed him. 

8 ¢ In the twenty and sixth year of 
A’-sa king of Ja’-dah began E’-lah the son 
of Ba-ash’-a to reign over {s’-ra-él in Tir’- 
zah, two years. 

9 And his servant Zim/’-ri, captain of 
half his chariots, conspired against him, 
as he was in Tir’-zah, drinking himself 
drunk in the house of Ar’-za steward of 
his house in Tir’-zah. 

10 And Zim/’-ri went in and smote him, 
and killed him, in the twenty and seventh 
year of A’-sa king of Ja’-dah, and reigned 
in his stead. 

11. @ And it came to pass, when he be- 
gan to reign, as soon as he sat on his 
throne, that he slew all the house of Ba- 
ash’-a: he left him not one that pisseth 
against a wall, neither of his kinsfolks, 
nor of his friends. 

12 Thus did Zim/’-ri destroy all the 
house of Ba-ash’-a, according to the 
word of the LorD, which he spake against 
Ba-ash’-a by Jé’-hii the prophet, 

13 For all the sins of Ba-ash’-a, and the 
sins of E’-lah his son, by which they sin- 
ned, and by which they made Is’-ra-él 
to sin, in provoking the Lorp God of 
Is’-ra-él to anger with their vanities. 

14 Now the rest of the acts of £’-lah, 
and all that he did, are they not written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Is’-ra-él? 

15 _@ In the twenty and seventh year of 
A’-sa king of Ja’-dah did Zim/’-ri reign 
seven days in Tir’-zah. And the people 
were encamped against Gib’-bé-thon, 
which belonged to the Phil’-is-tines. 

16 And the people that were encamped 
heard say, Zim’-ri hath conspired, and 
hath also slain the king: wherefore all 
Is’-ra-é1 made Om’-ri, the captain of the 
host, king over Is’-ra-é] that day in the 
camp. ¥ 

17 And Om’-ri went up from Gib’-bé- 
thon, and all Is’-ra-é1 with him, and they 
besieged Tir’-zah. 

18 And it came to pass, when Zim’-ri 
saw that the city was taken, that he went 
into the palace of the king’s house, and 
burnt the king’s house over him with fire, 
and died, 
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19 For his sins which he sinned in do- 
ing evil in the sight of the LorD, in walk- 
ing in the way of Jér-6-b0’-am, and in 
his sin which he did, to make Is’-ra-él to 


sin. 

20 Now the rest of the acts of Zim/-ri, 
and his treason that he wrought, are they 
not written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of 18’-ra-él? = 

21 % Then were-the people of Is’-ra-él 
divided into two parts: half of the people 
followed Tib’-ni the son_of Gi’-nath to 
make him king; and half followed Om’-ri. 

22 But the people that followed Om’-ri 
prevailed against the people that follow- 
ed Tib’-ni the son of Gi’-nath: so Tib’-ni 
died, and 6m’-ri reigned. " 

23 ¢ In'the thirty and first year of A’-sa 
king of Ja’-dah began Om’-ri to reign 
over Is’-ra-él, twelve years: six years 
reigned he in Tir’-zah. 

24 And he bought the hill Sa-mar’-i-a 
of Shé’-mér for two talents of silver, and 
built on the hill, and called the name of 
the city which he built, after the name of 
Shé’-mér, owner of the hill, Sa-mar’-i-a. 

25 ¢ But Om’-ri wrought evil in the eyes 
of the Lorp, and did worse than all that 
were before him. 

26 For he walked in all the way of Jér- 
6-bd’-am the son of Né’-bat, and in his 
sin wherewith he made I§’-ra-él to sin, to 
provoke the Lorp God of Is’-ra-él to an- 
ger with their vanities. : 

27 Now the rest of the acts of Om/’-ri 
which he did, and his might that he 
shewed, are they not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of is’-ra-él? 

28 So Om/’-ri slept with his fathers, and 
was buried in Sa-mar’-i-4: and A’-hab his 
son reigned in his stead. 

9 7 And in the thirty and eighth year 
of A’-sa king of Ja’-dah began A’-hab the 
son of Om’-ri to reign over I8’-ra-él: and 
A’-hab the son of Om’-ri reigned over Is’- 
ra-é] in Sa-mar’-i-a twenty and two years. 

30 And A’-hab the son of Om/’-ri did 
evil in the sight of the LorpD above all that 
were before him. 

1 And it came to pass, as if it had been 
a light thing for him to walk in the sins of 
Jér-6-b5’-am the son of Né’-bat, that he 
took to wife Jéz’-é-bél the daughter of 
Eth-ba’-al king of the Zi-d6’-ni-ans, and 
went and served Ba’-al, and worshipped 


him. 

_ 32. And he reared up an altar for Ba’-al 
in the house of Ba’-al, which he had built 
in Sa-mar’-i-a. 

33 And A’-hab made a grove; and A’- 
hab. did more to provoke the Lorp God 
of is’-ra-é] to anger than all the kings of 
Is’-ra-él that were before him. 

_34 -¢ In his days did Hi’-él the Béth’—-éI- 

ite build Jér’-i-cho: he laid the founda- 

tion thereof in A-bi’-ram«his firstborn, 
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and set up the gates thereof in his young- 

est son Sé’-gub, according to the word of 

the Lorp, which he spake by Jésh’-1-a 
_the son of Nun. 


Chapter 17 
ND E£-li’-jah the Tish’-bite, who was of 
the inhabitants of Gil’-é-ad, said un- 
to A’-hab, As the Lorp God of is’-ra-él 
liveth, before whom I stand, there shall 
not be dew nor rain these years, but ac- 
cording to my word. 

2 And the word of the LorpD came unto 
him, saying, 

3 Get thee hence, and turn thee east- 
ward, and hide thyself by the brook Ché’- 
rith, that is before Jor’-dan. 

4 And it shall be, that thou shalt drink 

of the brook; and I have commanded the 
ravens to feed thee there. 
-5 So he went and did according unto 
the word of the Lorp: for he went and 
dwelt by the brook Ché’-rith, that is be- 
fore J6r’-dan. 

6 And the ravens brought him bread 
and flesh in the morning, and bread and 
flesh in the evening; and he drank of the 
brook. 

_1 And it came to pass after a while, that 
the brook dried up, because there had 
been no rain in the land. 

8 @ And the word of the LorD came 
unto him, saying, , , 

9 Arise, get thee to Zar’-é-phath, which 
belongeth to Zi’-don, and dwell there: 
behold, I have commanded a widow wo- 
man there to sustain thee. f 
- 10 So he arose and went to Zar’-é- 

phath. And when he came to the gate of 
the city, behold, the widow woman was 
there gathering of sticks: and he called to 
her, and said, Fetch me, I pray thee, a 
little water in a vessel, that I may drink. 

11 And as she was going to fetch it, he 
called to her, and said, Bring me, I pray 
thee, a morsel of bread in thine hand. 

12 And she said, As the Lorp thy God 
liveth, I have not a cake, but an handful 
of meal in a barrel, and a little oil in a 
cruse: and, behold, I am gathering two 
sticks, that I may go in and dress it for me 
and my son, that we may eat it, and die. 

13 And £-li’-jah said unto her, Fear 
not; go and do as thou hast said: but 
make me thereof a little cake first, and 
bring it unto me, and after make for thee 
and for thy son. Ls 

14 For thus saith the Lorp God of Is’- 
ra-él, The barrel of meal shall not waste, 
neither shall the cruse of oil fail, until the 
- day that the Lorn sendeth rain upon the 

earth. 

15 Ana she went and did according to 
the saying of E-li’-jah: and she, and he, 
and her house, did eat many days. 

16 And the barrel of meal wasted not, 
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neither did the cruse of oil fail, according 
to the word of the Lorn, which he spake 
by E-li’-jah. 

17 @ And it came to pass after these 
things, that the son of the woman, the 
mistress of the house, fell sick; and his 
sickness was so sore; that there was no 
breath left in him. 

18 And she said unto E-li’-jah, What 
have I to do with thee, O thou man of 
God? art thou come unto me to call my 
sin to remembrance, and to slay my son? 

19 And he said unto her, Give me thy 
son. And he took him out of her bosom, 
and carried him up into a loft, where he 
abode, and laid him upon his own bed. 

20 And he cried unto the Lorp, and 
said, O LorpD my God, hast thou also 
brought evil upon the widow with whom 
I sojourn, by slaying her son? 

21 And-he stretched himself upon the 
child three times, and ‘cried unto the 
Lorp, and said, O Lorp my God, I pray 
thee, let this child’s soul come into him 
again. 

22, And the Lorp heard the voice of E- 
li’-jah; and the soul of the child came in- 
to him again, and he revived. 

23 And E-li’-jah took the child, and 
brought him down out of the chamber 
into the house, and delivered him unto 
his mother: and E-li’-jah said, See, thy 
son liveth. 

24 f And the woman said to E-li’-jah, 
Now by this I know that thou art a man 
of God, and that the word of the Lorp in 
thy mouth is truth. 


Chapter 18 


Ue it came to pass afte? many days, 
that the word of the LorpD came to 
E-li’-jah in the third year, saying, Go, 
shew thyself unto A’-hab; and I will send 
rain upon the earth. 

2 And E-li’-jah went to shew himself 
unto A’-hab. And there was.a sore famine 
in Sa-mar’-i-a. 

3 And A’-hab called 6-ba-di’-ah, which 
was the governor of his house. (Now O6- 
ba-di’-ah feared the LorD greatly: 

4 For it was so, when Jéz’-é-bél cut off 
the prophets of the Lorp, that 6-ba-di’- 
4h took an hundred prophets, and hid 
them by fifty in a cave, and fed them with 
bread and water.) 

5 And A’-hab said unto 6-ba-di’-ah, Go 
into the land, unto all fountains of water, 
and unto all brooks: peradventure we 
may find grass to save the horses and 
mules alive, that we lose not all the 
beasts. 

6 So they divided the land between 
them to pass throughout it: A’-hab went 
one way by himself, and 0-ba-di’-ah 
went another way by himself. 

7 ¢ And as O-ba-di’-ah was in the way, 
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behold, £-li’-jah met him: and he knew 
him, and fell on his face, and said, Art 
thou that my lord E-li’-jah? 

8 And he answered him, I am: go, tell 
thy lord, Behold, E-li’-jah is here. 

9 And he said, What have I sinned, that 
thou wouldest deliver thy servant into the 
hand of A’-hab, to slay me? 7 

10 As the Lorp thy God liveth, there is 
no nation or kingdom, whither my lord 
hath not sent to seek thee: and when they 
said, He is not there; he took an oath of 
the kingdom and nation, that they found 
thee not. 

11 And now thou sayest, Go, tell thy 
lord, Behold, E-li’-jah is here. 

12 And it shall come to pass, as soon as 
Iam gone from thee, that the Spirit of the 
Lorp shall carry thee whither I know 
not; and so when I come and tell A’-hab, 
and he cannot find thee, he shall slay me: 
but I thy servant fear the Lorp from my 
youth. 

13 Was it not told my lord what I did 
when Jéz’-é-bél slew the prophets of the 
Lorp, how I hid an hundred men of the 
Lorp’s prophets by fifty in a cave, and 
fed them with bread and water? 

14 And now thou sayest, Go, tell thy 
lord, Behold, E-li’-jah is here : and he shall 
slay me. 

15 And E-li’-jah said, As the Lorp of 
hosts liveth, before whom I stand, I will 
surely shew myself unto him to day. 

16 So 0-ba-di’-Ah went to meet A’-hab, 
and told him: and A’-hab went to meet 
E-li’-jah. 

17 @ And it came to pass, when A’-hab 
saw E-li’-jah, that A’-hab said unto him, 
Art thou he that troubleth Is’-ra-él? 

18 And heanswered, I have not troubled 
Is’-ra-él; but thou, and thy father’s house, 
in that ye have forsaken the command- 
ments of the LorpD, and thou hast fol- 
lowed Ba’-a-lim. 

19 Now therefore send, and gather to 
me all ig’-ra-é1 unto mount Car’-mél, and 
the prophets of Ba’-al four hundred and 
fifty, and the prophets of the groves four 
hundred, which eat at Jéz’-é-bél’s table. 

20 So A’-hab sent unto all the children 
of Is’-ra-él, and gathered the prophets to- 
gether unto mount Car’-mél. 

21 And £-li’-jah came unto all the peo- 
ple, and said, How long halt ye between 
two opinions? if the Lorp be God, fol- 
low him: but if Ba’-al, then follow him. 
And the people answered him not a word. 

22 Then said E-li’-jah unto the people, 
I, even I only, remain a prophet of the 
Lorp; but Ba’-al’s prophets are four 
hundred and fifty men. 

3 Let them therefore give us two bull- 
ocks; and let them choose one bullock 
for themselves, and‘cut it in pieces, and 
lay it on wood, and put no fire under : and 
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I will dress the other bullock, and lay it 
on wood, and put no fire under: 

24 And call ye on the name of your 
gods, and I will call on the name of the 
Lorp: and the God that answereth by 
fire, let him be God. And all the people 
answered and said, It is well spoken. 

25 And £:-li’-jah said unto the prophets 
of Ba’-4l, Choose you one bullock for 
yourselves, and dress it first; for ye are 
many; and call on the name of your gods, 
but put no fire under. 5 

26 And they took the bullock which 
was given them, and they dressed it, an 
called on the name of Ba’-al from morn- 
ing even until noon, saying, O Ba’-al, 
hear us. But there was no voice, nor any 
that answered. And they leaped upon the 
altar which was made. 2 

27 And it came to pass at noon, that E- 
li’-jah mocked them, and said, Cry aloud: 
for he is a god; either he is talking, or he 
is pursuing, or he is in a journey, or per- 
adventure he sleepeth, and must be a- 
waked. : 

28 And they cried aloud, and cut them- 
selves after their manner with knives and 
lancets, till the blood gushed out upon 
them. 

29 And it came to pass, when midday 
was past, and they prophesied until the 
time of the offering of the evening sacri- 
fice, that there was neither voice, nor any 
to answer, nor any that regarded. 

30 And E-li’-jah said unto all the peo- 
ple, Come near unto me. And all the 
people came near unto him. And he re- 
paired the altar of the LorpD that was 
broken down. 

31 And E-li’-jah took twelve stones, ac- 

cording to the number of the tribes of the 
sons of Ja’-cob, unto whom the word of 
the Lorp came, saying, Is’-ra-él shall be 
thy-name: 
_32. And with the stones he built an altar 
in the name of the LorD: and he made a 
trench about the altar, as great as would 
contain two measures of seed. 

33 And he put the wood in order, and 
cut the bullock in pieces, and laid him on 
the wood, and said, Fill four barrels with 
water, and pour it on the burnt sacrifice, 
and on the wood. 

34 And he said, Do it the second time. 
And they did it the second time. And he 
said, Do it the third time. And they did 
it the third time. 

35 And the water ran round about the 
altar; and he filled the trench also with 
water. j 

36 And it came to pass at the time of the 
offering of the evening sacrifice, that E-li’- 
jah the prophet came near, and said, 
Lorp God of A’-bra-ham, i’-saac, and of 
1§’-ra-él, let it be known this day that thou 
art God in I8’-ra-él, and that I am thy 
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servant, and that I have done all these 
things at thy word. 

Hear me, O Lorp, hear me, that this 
people may know that thou art the Lorp 
- God, and that thou hast turned their 


' heart back again. 


38 Then the fire of the Lorp fell, and 
consumed the burnt sacrifice, and the 
wood, and the stones, and the dust, and 
licked up the water that was in the 
trench. 

39 And when all the people saw it, they 
fell on their faces: and they said, The 
Borns he is the God; the Lorn, he is the 


od. 

40 And E-li’-jah said unto them, Take 
the prophets of Ba-’al; let not one of 
them escape. And they took them: and 
E-li’-jah brought them down to the brook 
Ki’-shon, and slew them there. 

41 @ And E-li’-jah said unto A’-hab, 
Get thee up, eat and drink; for there isa 
sound of abundance of rain. 

42 So A’-hab went up to eat and to 
drink. And E-li’-jah went up to the top of 
Car’-mél; and he cast himself down upon 
the earth, and put his face between his 
knees, 

43 And said to his servant, Go up now, 
look toward the sea. And he went up, and 
looked, and said, There is nothing. And 
he said, Go again seven times. 

44 And it came to pass at the seventh 
time, that he said, Behold, there ariseth 
a little cloud out of the sea, like a man’s 
hand. And he said, Go up, say unto A’- 
hab, Prepare thy chariot, and get thee 
down, that the rain stop thee not. 

45 And it came to pass in the mean 
while, that the heaven was black with 
clouds and wind, and there was a great 
rain. And A’-hab rode, and went to Jéz’- 


réel. 

46 And the hand of the Lorp was on 
E-li’-jah; and he girded up his loins, and 
ran before A’-hab to the entrance of Jéz’- 
réel. 


Chapter 19 


ND A’-hab told Jéz’-é-bél all that E- 
li’-jah had done, and withal how he 
had slain all the prophets with the sword. 
2 Then Jéz’-é-bél sent a messenger unto 
E-li’-jah, saying, So let the gods do to me, 
and more also, if J make not thy life as 
the life of one of them by to morrow 
about this time. 

3 And when he saw that, he arose, and 
went for his life, and came to Béer-shé’- 
ba, which belongeth to Ji’-dah, and left 
his servant there. F 
_ 4 Q@ But he himself went a day’s journey 

into the wilderness, and came and sat 
down under a juniper tree: and he re- 
quested for himself that he might die; 
and said, It is enough; now, O Lorp, 
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take away my life; for I am not better 
than my fathers. 

5 And as he lay and slept under a juni- 
per tree, behold, then an angel touched 
him, and said unto him, Arise and eat. 

6 And he looked, and, behold, there 
was a cake baken on the coals, and a 
cruse of water at his head. And he did 
eat and drink, and laid him down again. 

7 And the angel of the Lorp came again 
the second time, and touched him, and 
said, Arise and eat; because the journey 
is too great for thee. 

8 And he arose, and did eat and drink, 
and went in the strength of that meat 
forty days and forty nights unto Hér’-éb 
the mount of God. 

9 ¢ And he came thither unto a cave, 
and lodged there; and, behold, the word 
of the LORD came to him, and he said un- 
to him, What doest thou here, E-li’-jah? 

10 And he said, I have been very jeal- 
ous for the Lorp God of hosts: for the 
children of Is’-ra-é1 have forsaken thy 
covenant, thrown down thine altars, and 
slain thy prophets with the sword; and I, 
even I only, am left; and they seek my 
life, to take it away. 

11 And he said, Go forth, and stand 
upon the mount before the Lorp. And, 
behold; the Lorp passed by, and a great 
and strong wind rent the mountains, and 
brake in pieces the rocks before the Lorp; 
but the LORD was not in the wind: and 
after the wind an earthquake; but the 
LorD was not in the earthquake: 

12 And after the earthquake a fire; but 
the Lorp was not in the fire: and after 
the fire a still small voice. [ 

13 And it was so, when _E-li’-jah heard 
it, that he wrapped his face in his mantle, 
and went out, and stood in the entering 
in of the cave. And, behold, there camea 
voice unto him, and said, What doest 
thou here, E-li’-jah? 

14 And he said, I have been very jeal- 
ous for the Lorp God of hosts: because 
the children of Is’-ra-él have forsaken thy 
covenant, thrown down thine altars, and 
slain thy prophets with the sword; and I, 
even I only, am left; and they seek my 
life, to take it away. 

15 And the LorpD said unto him, Go, 
return on thy way to the wilderness of 
Da-mas’-cis: and when thou comest, 
anoint Ha-za’-él to be king over Syr’-i-a: 

16 And Jé’-hii the son of Nim’-shi shalt 
thou anoint to be king over Is’-ra-él: and 
E-li’-sha the son of Sha’-phat of A’-bél- 
mé-h0’-lah shalt thou anoint to be proph- 
et in thy room. : 

17 And it shall come to pass, that him 
that escapeth the sword of Ha-za’-él shall 
Jé’-hii slay: and him that escapeth from 
the sword of Jé’-hi shall E-li’-sha slay. 

18 Yet I have left me seven thousand in 
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{g’-ra-él, all the knees which have not 
bowed unto Ba’-al, and every mouth 
which hath not kissed him. 

19 ¢ So he departed thence, and found 
E-li’-sha the son of Sha’-phat, who was 
plowing with twelve yoke of oxen before 
him, and he with the twelfth: and E-li’-jah 
passed by him, and cast his mantle upon 


him. 

20. And he left the oxen, and ran after 
£-li’-jah, and said, Let me, I pray thee, 
kiss my father and my mother, and then 
I will follow thee. And he said unto him, 
Go back again: for what have I done to 
thee? 

21 And he returned back from him, and 
took a yoke of oxen, and slew them, and 
boiled their flesh with the instruments of 
the oxen, and gave unto the people, and 
they did eat. Then he arose, and went 
after E-li’-jah, and ministered unto him. 


Chapter 20 
ND Bén-ha’-dad the king of Syr’-i-a 
gathered all his host together: and 
there were thirty and two kings with him, 
and horses, and chariots: and he went up 
and besieged Sa-mar’-i-a, and warred 
against it. EAL 

2 And he sent messengers to A’-hab 
king of is’-ra-él into the city, and said un- 
to him, Thus saith Bén—ha’-dad, 

3 Thy silver and thy gold is mine; thy 
wives also and thy children, even the 
goodliest, are mine. 

4 And the king of Is’-ra-él answered and 
said, My lord, O king, according to thy 
saying, I am thine, and all that I have. 

5 And the messengers came again, and 
said, Thus speaketh Bén-ha’-dad, saying, 
Although I have sent unto thee, saying, 
Thou shalt deliver me thy silver, and thy 
gold, and thy wives, and thy children; 

6 Yet I will send my servants unto thee 
to morrow about this time, and they shall 
search thine house, and the houses of thy 
servants; and it shall be, that whatsoever 
is pleasant in thine eyes, they shall put it 
in their hand, and take it away. 

7 Then the king of Is’-ra-él called all the 
elders of the land, and said, Mark, I pray 
you, and see how this man seeketh mis- 
chief: for he sent unto me for my wives, 
and for my children,.and for my silver, 
and for my gold; and I denied him not. 

8 And all the elders and all the people 
said unto him, Hearken not unto him, nor 
consent. 

9 Wherefore he said unto the messen- 
gers of Bén-ha’-dad, Tell my lord the 
king, All that thou didst send for to thy 
servant at the first I will do: but this 
thing I may not do. And the messengers 
departed, and brought him word again. 

10 And Bén-ha’-dad sent unto him, 
and said, The gods do so unto me, and 
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more also, if the dust of Sa-mar’-i-a shall 
suffice for handfuls for all the people that 
follow me. . 

11 And the king of Is’-ra-él answered 
and said, Tell him, Let not him that gird- 
eth on his harness boast himself as he that 
putteth it off. 

12 And it came to pass, when Bén—ha’- 
dad heard this message, as he was drink- 
ing, he and the kings in the pavilions, 
that he said unto-his servants, Set your- 
selves in array. And they set themselves in 
array against the city. 

13 ¢ And behold, there came a prophet 
unto A’-hab king of Is’-ra-él, saying, Thus 
saith the Lorp, Hast thou seen all this 
great multitude? behold, I will deliver it 
into thine hand this day; and thou shalt 
know that I am the Lorp. 

14 And A’-hab said, By whom? And he 
said, Thus saith the Lorp, Even by the 
young men of the princes of the prov- 
inces. Then he said, Who shall order-the 
battle? And he answered, Thou. 

15: Then he numbered the young men 
of the princes of the provinces, and they 
were two hundred and thirty two: and 
after them he numbered all the people, 
even all the children of {8’-ra-él, being 
seven thousand. 

16 And they went out at noon. But 
Bén—-ha’-dad was drinking himself drunk 
in the pavilions, he and the kings, the 
thirty and two kings that helped him. 

17 And the young men of the princes of 
the provinces went out first; and Bén— 
ha’-dad sent out, and they told him, say- 
ing, There are men come out of Sa-mar’- 


i-a. 
18 And he said, Whether they be come 
out for peace, take them alive ; or whether 
they be come out for war, take them alive. 
19 So these young men of the princes of 
the provinces came out of the city, and 
the army which followed them. 

20 And they slew every one his man: 
and the Syr’-i-ans fled; and {8’-ra-él pur- 
sued them: and Bén-ha’-dad the king of 
Syr’-i-a escaped on an horse with the 
horsemen. 

21 And the-king of is’-ra-él went out, 
and smote the horses and chariots, 
and slew the Syr’-i-ans with a great 
slaughter. 

22, And the prophet came to the king 

of is’-ra-él, and said unto him, Go, 
strengthen thyself, and mark, and see 
what thou doest: for at the return of the 
year the king of Syr’-i-4 will come up 
against thee. 
_23 And the servants of the king of S¥r’- 
i-a said unto him, Their gods are gods of 
the hills; therefore they were stronger 
than we; but let us fight against them in 
the plain, and surely we shall be stronger 
than they. 
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24 And do this thing, Take the kings 
away, every man out of his place, and put 
captains in their rooms: 

25 And number thee an army, like the 
. army that thou hast lost, horse for horse, 


' and chariot for chariot: and we will fight 


against them in the plain, and surely we 
shall be stronger than they. And he 
hearkened unto their voice, and did so. 

26 And it came to pass at the return of 
the year, that Bén—ha’-dad numbered the 
Syr’-i-ans, and went up to A’-phék, to 
fight against is’-ra-él. ; 

27 And the children of Is’-ra-é1 were 
numbered, and were all present, and 
went against them: and the children of 
Is’-ra-él pitched before them like two 
little flocks of kids; but the Syr’-i-ans 
filled the country. 

28 @ And there came a man of God, 
and spake unto the king of Is’-ra-él, and 
‘said, Thus saith the Lorp, Because the 
Syr’-i-ans have said, The Lorp is God of 
the hills, but he is not God of the valleys, 
therefore will I deliver all this great mul- 
titude into thine hand, and ye shall know 
that I am the Lorp. 

29 And they pitched one over against 
the other seven days. And so it was, that 
in the seventh day the battle was joined: 
and the children of Is’-ra-él slew of the 
Syr’-i-ans an hundred thousand footmen 
in one day. 

30 But the rest fled to A’-phék, into the 
city; and there a wall fell upon twenty 
and seven thousand of the men that were 
left. And Bén—-ha’-dad fled, and came into 
the city, into an inner chamber. 

31 ¢@ And his servants said unto him, 
Behold now, we have heard that the kings 
of the house of Is’-ra-él are merciful 
kings: let us, I pray thee, put sackcloth 
on our loins, and ropes upon our heads, 
and go out to the king of IS’-ra-él: per- 
adventure he will save thy life. 

32 So they girded sackcloth on their 
loins, and put ropes on their heads, and 
came to the king of Is’-ra-él, and said, 
Thy servant Bén-ha‘-dad saith, I pray 
thee, let me live. And he said, Js he yet 
alive? he is my brother. 

33 Now the men did diligently observe 
whether any thing would come from him, 
and did hastily catch it: and they said, 
Thy brother Bén-ha’-dad. Then he said, 
Go ye, bring him. Then Bén—-ha’-dad 
came forth to him; and he caused him to 
come up into the chariot. : 

34 And Bén-ha’-dad said unto him, The 
cities, which my father took from thy fa- 
ther, I will restore; and thou shalt make 
streets for thee in Da-mas’-cts, as my 
father made in Sa-mAar’-i-a. Then said 

’‘-hab, I will send thee away with this 
covenant. So he made a covenant with 
him, and sent him away. 
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35 ¢ And a certain man of the sons of 
the prophets said unto his neighbour in 
the word of the Lorp, Smite me, I pray 
thee. And the man refused to smite him. 

36 Then said he unto him, Because thou 
hast not obeyed the voice of the Lorn, 
behold, as soon as thou art departed 
from me, a lion shall slay thee. And as 
soon as he was departed from him, a lion 
found him, and slew him. 

37 Then he found another man, and 
said, Smite me, I pray thee. And the man 
smote him, so that in smiting he wound- 
ed him. 

38 So.the prophet departed, and waited 
for the king by the way, and disguised 
himself with ashes upon his face. 

39 And as the king passed by, he cried 
unto the king: and he said, Thy servant 
went out into the midst of the battle; and, 
behold, a man turned aside, and brought 
a man unto me, and said, Keep this man: 
if by any means he be missing, then shall 
thy life be for his life, or else thou shalt 
pay a talent of silver. 

40 And as thy servant was busy here 
and there, he was gone. And the king of 
Is’-ra-é1 said unto him, So shal] thy judg- 
ment be; thyself hast decided it. 

41 And he hasted, and took the ashes 
away from his face; and the king of fs’- 
ra-é] discerned him that he was of the 
prophets. 

42 And he said unto him, Thus saith 
the Lorp, Because thou hast let go out of 
thy hand a man whom I appointed to 
utter destruction, therefore thy life shall 
go for his life, and thy people for his peo- 


ple. 2 

43 And the king of Is’-ra-él went to his 
house heavy and displeased, and came to 
Sa-mar’-i-a. 


Chapter 21 


ND it came to pass after these things, 
that Na’-both the Jéz’-réél-ite had a 
vineyard, which was in Jéz’-réél, hard by 
the palace of A’-hab king of Sa-mAr’-i-a. 
2 And A’-hab spake unto Na’-both, 
saying, Give me thy vineyard, that I may 
have it for a garden of herbs, because it 
is near unto my house: and I will give 
thee for it a better vineyard than it; or, if 
it seem good to thee. I will give thee the 
worth of it in money. 

3 And Na’-both said to A’-hab, The 
Lorp forbid it me, that I should give the 
inheritance of my fathers unto thee.

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5 ¢ But Jéz’-é-bél his wife came to him, 
and said unto him, Why is thy spirit so 
sad, that thou eatest no bread? 

6 And he said unto her, Because I spake 
unto Na’-both the Jéz’-réél-ite, and said 
unto him, Give me thy vineyard for 
money; or else, if it please thee, I will 
give thee another vineyard for it: and he 
answered, I will not give thee my vine- 


ard. 

"9 And Jéz’-é-bél his wife said unto him, 
Dost thou now govern the kingdom of 
i8’-ra-él? arise, and eat bread, and let 
thine heart be merry: I will give thee the 
vineyard of Na’-béth the Jéz’-réel-ite. 

8 So she wrote letters in A’-hab’s name, 
and sealed them with his seal, and sent 
the letters unto the elders and to the no- 
bles that were in his city, dwelling with 
Na’-both. es 

9 And she wrote in the letters, saying, 
Proclaim a fast, and set. Na’-both on high 
among the people: , 

10 And set two men, sons of Bé’-li-al, 
before him, to bear witness against him, 
saying, Thou didst blaspheme God and 
the king. And then carry him out, and 
stone him, that he may die. 

11 And the men of his city, even the 
elders and the nobles who were the in- 
habitants in his city, did as Jéz’-é-bél had 
sent unto them, and as it was written in 
the letters which she had sent unto them. 

12 They proclaimed a fast, and set Na’- 
both on high among the people. 

13 And there came in two men, children 
of Bé’-li-al, and sat before him: and the 
men of Bé’-li-al witnessed against him, 
even against Na’-both, in the presence of 
the people, saying, Na’-both did blas- 
pheme God and the king. Then they car- 
ried him forth out of the city, and stoned 
him with stones, that he died. 

14 Then they sent to Jéz’-é-bél, saying, 
Na’-both is stoned, and is dead. 

15 g And it came to pass, when Jéz’-é- 
bél heard that Na’-both was stoned, and 
was dead, that Jéz’-é-bél said to A’-hab, 
Arise, take possession of the vineyard of 
Na’-both the Jéz’-réél-ite, which he re- 
fused to give thee for money: for Na’- 
both is not alive, but dead. 

16 And it came to pass, when A’-hab 
heard that Na’-both.was dead, that A’- 
hab rose up to go down to the vineyard 
of Na’-both the Jéz’-réél-ite, to take pos- 
session of it. 

17 @ And the word of the Lorp came 
to E-li’-jah the Tish’-bite, saying, 

18 Arise, go down to meet A’-hab king 
of is’-ra-él, which is in Sa-mar’-i-a: be- 
hold, he is in the vineyard of Na’-béth, 
whither he is gone down to possess it. 
_19 And thou shalt speak unto him, say- 
ing, Thus saith the Lorp, Hast thou 
killed, and also taken possession? And 
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thou shalt speak unto him, saying, Thus 
saith the Lorn, In the place where dogs 
licked the blood of Na’-both shall dogs 
lick thy blood, even thine. | 

20.And A’-hab said to E-li’-jah, Hast 
thou found me, O mine enemy? And he 
answered, I have found thee: because 
thou hast sold thyself to work evil in the 
sight of the LORD. 

21 Behold, I will bring evil upon thee, 
and will take away. thy posterity, and will 
cut off from A’-hab him that pisseth 
against the wall, and him that is shut up 
and left in Is’-ra-él, 

22 And will make thine house like the 
house of Jér-6-b3’-am the son of Né’-bat, 
and like the house of Ba-ash’-a the son of 
A-hi’-jah, for the provocation wherewith 
thou hast provoked me to anger, and 
made fs’-ra-él to sin. 

23 And of Jéz’-é-bél also spake the 
LorD, saying, The dogs shall eat Jéz’-é- 
bél by the wall of Jéz’-réél. 

24 Him that dieth of A’-hab in the city 
the dogs shall eat; and him that dieth in 
the field shall the fowls of the air eat. 

25 @ But there was none like unto A’- 
hab, which did sell himself to work wick- 
edness in the sight of the Lorp, whom 
Jéz’-é-bél his wife stirred up. 

26 And he did very abominably in fol- 
lowing idols, according to all things as 
did the Am’-6-rites, whom the LorD cast 
out before the children of Is’-ra-él. 

27 And it came to pass, when A’-hab 
heard those words, that he rent his 
clothes, and put sackcloth upon his flesh, 
and Tasteds and lay in sackcloth, and went 
softly. 

_28 And the word of the Lorp came to 
E-li’-jah the Tish’-bite, saying, 

29 Seest thou how A’-hab humbleth 
himself before me? because he humbleth 
himself before me, I will not bring the 
evil in his days: but in his son’s days will 
I bring the evil upon his house. 


Chapter 22 


ND they continued three years with- 
Out war between Syr’-i-a and jfs’- 
ra-él. : 

2 And it came to pass in the third year, 
that Jé-hésh’-a-phat the king of Ja’-dah 
came down to the king of is’-ra-él. 

3 And the king of I8’-ra-él said unto his 
servants, Know ye that Ra’-moth in Gil’- 
é-ad is our’s, and we be still, and take it 
not out of the hand of the king of Syr’-

4 And he said unto Jé-hésh’-a-phat, 
Wilt thou go with me to battle to Ra’- 
moth-gil’-é-ad?

5 And Jé-hdsh’-a-phat said unto the

king of I8’-ra-é1, Enquire, J pray thee, at 
the word of the Lorp to day. 

6 Then the king of Is’-ra-é] gathered the 
prophets together, about four hundred 
-men, and said unto them, Shall I go 
against Ra’-moth-gil’-é-ad to battle, or 
shall I forbear? And they said, Go up; 
for the Lord shall deliver it into the hand 
of the king. 

7 And Jé-hosh’-a-phat said, Is there not 
here a prophet of the Lorp besides, that 
we might enquire of him? 

8 And the king of Is’-ra-él said unto Jé- 
hdsh’-a-phat, There is yet one man, Mi- 
cai’-ah the son of Im’-lah, by whom we 
may enquire of the LorpD: but I hate him; 
for he doth not prophesy good concern- 
ing me, but evil. And Jé-hdésh’-a-phat 
said, Let not the king say so. 

Then the king of Is’-ra-él called an 
. officer, and said, Hasten hither Mi-cai’- 
ah the son of Im’-lah.  , 

10 And the king of Is’-ra-él and Jé- 
hosh’-a-phat the king of Ji’-dah sat each 
on his throne, having put on their robes, 
in a void place in the entrance of the gate 
of Sa-mar’-i-a; and all the prophets 
prophesied before them. 

11 And Zéd-é-ki’-4h the son of Ché- 
na’-a-nah made him horns of iron: and 
he said, Thus saith the LorD, With these 
shalt thou push the Syr’-i-ans, until thou 
have consumed them. 

12 And all the prophets prophesied so, 
saying, Go up to Ra’-moth-gil’-é-ad, and 
prosper: for the LorpD shall deliver it into 
the king’s hand. 

13 And the messenger that was gone to 
* call Mi-cdi’-ah spake unto him, saying, 
Behold now, the words of the prophets 
declare good unto the king with one 
mouth: let thy word, I pray thee, be like 
the word of one of them, and speak that 
which is good. 

14 And Mi-cdi’-ah said, As the Lorp 
liveth, what the LorD saith unto me, that 
will I speak. : 

15 ¢ So he came to the king. And the 
king said unto him, Mi-cai’-ah, shall we 
go against Ra’-moth-gil’-é-ad to battle, 
or shall we forbear? And he answered 
him, Go, and prosper: for the LorD shall 
deliver it into the hand of the king. 

16 And the king said unto him, How 
many times shall I adjure thee that thou 
tell me nothing but that which is true in 
the name of the LorD? ‘ 

17 And he said, I saw all Is’-ra-él scat- 
tered upon the hills,.as sheep that have 
not a shepherd: and the Lorp said, These 
have no master: let them return every 
- man to his house in peace. . 

18 And the king of Is’-ra-él said unto 
Jé-hésh’-a-phat, Did I not tell thee that 
he would prophesy no good concerning 
me, but evil? 4 
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19 And he said, Hear thou therefore the 
word of the Lorp: I saw the Lorn sitting 
on his throne, and all the host of heaven 
standing by him on his right hand and 
on his left. 

20 And the Lorp said, Who shall per- 
suade A’-hab, that he may go up and fall 
at Ra’-moth-gil’-é-ad? And one said on 
this manner, and another said on that 
manner. 

21 And there came forth a spirit, and 
stood before the Lorn, and said, I will 
persuade him. 

22 And the LorpD said unto him, Where- 
with? And he said, I will go forth, and I 
will be a lying spirit in the mouth of all 
his prophets. And he said, Thou shalt 
persuade him, and prevail also: go forth, 
and do so. 

23 Now therefore, behold, the Lorp 
hath put a lying spirit in the mouth of all 
these thy prophets, and the Lorp hath 
spoken evil concerning thee. 

24 But Zéd-é-ki’-ah the son of ché-na’- 
a-nah went near, and smote Mi-cai’-ah 
on the cheek, and said, Which way went 
the Spirit of the Lorp from me to speak 
unto thee ? 

25 And Mi-cai’-ah said, Behold, thou 
shalt see in that day, when thou shalt go 
into aminner chamber to hide thyself. 

26 And the king of Is’-ra-él said, Take 
Mi-cai’-ah, and carry him back unto A’- 
mon the governor of the city, and to JO’- 
ash the king’s son; 

27 And say, Thus saith the king, Put 
this fellow in the prison, and feed him 
with bread of affliction and with water of 
affliction, until I come in peace. 

28 And Mi-cai’-ah said, Jf thou return 
at all in peace, the LorpD hath not spoken 
by me. And he said, Hearken, O people, 
every one of you. , 

29 So the king of Is’-ra-él and Jé-hdsh’- 
a-phat the king of Ji’-dah went up to 
Ra’-moth-gil’-é-ad. _, 

30 And the king of Is’-ra-é1 said unto 
Jé-hosh’-a-phat, I will disguise myself, 
and enter into the battle; but put thou on 
thy robes. And the king of Is’-ra-él dis- 
guised himself, and went into the battle. 

1 But the king of Syr’-i-a commanded 
his thirty and two captains that had rule 
over his chariots, saying, Fight neither 
with small nor great, save only with the 
king of Is’-ra-él. 

32 And it came to pass, when the cap- 
tains of the chariots saw Jé-hdsh’-a-phat, 
that they said, Surely it is the king of Is’- 
ra-él. And they turned aside to fight 
against him: and Jé-hodsh’-a-phat cried 
out. 

33 And it came to pass, when the cap- 
tains of the chariots perceived that it was 
not the king of Is’-ra-él, that they turned 
back from pursuing him. 
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34 And a certain man drew a bow at a 
venture, and smote the king of f8’-ra-él 
between the joints of the harness: where- 
fore he said unto the driver of his chariot, 
Turn thine hand, and carry me out of the 
host; for I am wounded. 

35 And the battle increased that day: 
and the king was stayed up in his chariot 
against the Syr’-i-ans, and died at even: 
and the blood ran out of the wound into 
the midst of the chariot. ; 

36 And there went a proclamation 
throughout the host about the going 
down of the sun, saying, Every man to 
his city, and every man to his own coun- 
try. 

3 g@ So the king died, and was brought 
to Sa-mar’-i-a; and they buried the king 
in Sa-mar’-i-a. ih: 

38 And one washed the chariot in the 
pool of Sa-mar’-i-a; and the dogs licked 
up his blood; and they washed his ar- 
mour; according unto the word of the 
Lorp which he spake. 

39 Now the rest of the acts of A’-hab, 
and all that he did, and the ivory house 
which he made, and all the cities that he 
built, are they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of {s’-ra-él? 

40 So A’-hab slept with his fathers; and 
A-ha-zi’-ah his son reigned in his stead. 

41 @ And Jé-hdsh’-a-phat the son of 
A’-sa began to reign over Jia’-dah in the 
fourth year of A’-hab king of {§’-ra-él. 

42 Jé-hdsh’-a-phat was thirty and five 
years old when he began to reign; and he 
reigned twenty and five years in Jé-ra’- 
sa-lém. And his mother’s name was A- 
zu’-bah the daughter ‘of Shil’-hi. 

43 And he walked in all the ways of 
A’-sa his father; he turned not aside from 
it, doing that which was right in the eyes 
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of the Lorpb: nevertheless the high places 
were not taken away; for the people of- 
fered and burnt incense yet in the high 
places. ae eee 

44 And Jé-hdsh’-a-phat made peace 
with the king of I8’-ra-él. 

45 Now the rest of the acts of Jé-hésh’- 
a-phat, and his might that he shewed, and 
how he warred, are they not written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Ja’-dah? 

46 And the remnant of the sodomites, 
which remained in the days of his father 
A’-sa, he took out of the land. 

47 There was then no king in E’-dom: a 
deputy was king. | 

48 Jé-hdsh’-a-phat made ships of Thar’- 
shish to go to O’-phir for gold: but they 
went not; for the ships were broken at 
E’-zi-On—gé’-bér. 

49 Then said A-ha-zi’-ah the son of A’- 
hab unto Jé-hdsh’-a-phat, Let my ser- 
vants go with thy servants in the ships. 
But Jé-hdésh’-a-phat would not. 

50 ¢ And Jé-hosh’-a-phat slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his fathers 
in the city of Da’-vid his father: and Jé- 
hor’-am his son reigned in his stead. 

51 @ A-ha-zi’-ah the son of A’-hab be- 
gan to reign over Is’-ra-é] in Sa-mAar’-i-a 
the seventeenth year of Jé-hdsh’-a-phat 
king of Ja’-dah, and reigned two years 
over Is’-ra-él. 

52 And he did evil in the sight of the 
Lorpb, and walked in the way of his fa- 
ther, and in the way of his mother, and in 
the way of Jér-6-b36’-Am the son of Né’- 
bat, who made {§’-rd-él to sin: 

53 Forhe served Ba’-al, and worshipped 
him, and provoked to anger the Lorp 
God of I8’-ra-él, according to all that his 
father had done.

COMMONLY CALLED THE FOURTH BOOK OF THE KINGS 


Chapter 1 


HEN MdO’-ab rebelled against {s’- 
ra-él after the death of A’-hab. 

2 And A-ha-zi’-ah fell down through a 
lattice in his upper chamber that was in 
Sa-mar’-i-a, and was sick: and he sent 
messengers, and said unto them, Go, 
enquire of Ba’-al-zé’-bib the god of 
Ek’-ron whether I shall recover of this 
disease. 

3 But the angel of the Lorp said to 
E-li’-jah the Tish’-bite, Arise, go up to 
meet the messengers of the king of Sa- 
mar’-i-a, and say unto them, Js it not be- 


cause there is not a God in {8’-ra-él, that 
ye go to enquire of Ba’-al—zé’-btb the 
god of Ek’-ron? 

4 Now therefore thus saith the Lorn, 
Thou shalt not come down from that bed 
on which thou art gone up, but shalt 
surely die. And E-li’-jah departed. 

5 ¢@ And when the messengers turned 
back unto him, he said unto them, Why 
are ye now turned back? 

6 And they said unto him, There came 
a man up to meet us, and said unto us, 
Go, turn again unto the king that sent 
you, and say unto him, Thus saith the 
LorD, Is it not because there is not a God

in Is’-ra-él, that thou sendest to inquire of 
Ba’-al—zé’-bub the god of Ek’-r6én? there- 
fore thou shalt not come down from 
that bed on which thou art gone up, but 
shalt surely die. 

7 And he said unto them, What manner 
of man was he which came up to meet 
you, and told you these words? 

_And they answered him, He was an 
hairy man, and girt with a girdle of 
leather about his loins. And he said, It 
is E-li’-jah the Tish’-bite. 

9 Then the king sent unto him a cap- 
tain of fifty with his fifty. And he went up 
to him: and, behold, he sat on the top of 
an hill. And he spake unto him, Thou 
man of God, the king hath said, Come 
down. 

10 And E-li’-jah answered and said to 
the captain of fifty, If I be a man of God, 
then let fire come down from heaven, 

-and consume thee and thy fifty. And 
there came down fire from heaven, and 
consumed him and his fifty. ‘ 

11 Again also he sent unto him another 

captain of fifty with his fifty. And he 
answered and said unto him, O man of 
God, thus hath the king said, Come 
down quickly. 
, 12 And E-li’-jah answered and said un- 
to them, If I be a man of God, let fire 
come down from heaven, and consume 
thee and thy fifty. And the fire of God 
came down from heaven, and consumed 
him and his fifty. 

13 9 And he sent again.a captain of the 
third fifty with his fifty. And the third 
captain of fifty went up, and came and 
fell on his knees before E-li’-jah, and be- 
sought him, and said unto him, O man of 
God, I pray thee, let my life, and the life 
of these fifty thy servants, be precious in 
thy sight. 

14 Behold, there came fire down from 
heaven, and burnt up the two captains of 
the former fifties with their fifties: there- 
iors let my life now be precious in thy 
sight. | 

15 And the angel of the LorD said un- 
to £-li’-jah, Go down with him: be not 
afraid of him. And he arose, and went 
down with him unto the king. 

16 And he said unto him, Thus saith 
the Lorp, Forasmuch as thou hast sent 
messengers to enquire of Ba’-al—zé’-bub 
the god of Ek’-ron, is it not because 
there is no God in {s’-ra-él to enquire of 
his word? therefore thou shalt not come 
down off that bed on which thou art 
gone up, but shalt surely die. 

17 ¢ So he died according to the word 

of the LorpD which E-li’-jah had spoken. 
' And Jé-hér’-4m reigned in his stead in 
the second year of Jé-hér’-4m the son of 
Jé-hosh’-a-phat king of Ji’-dah; because 
he had no son. 
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18 Now the rest of the acts of A-ha- 
zi’-ah which he did, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the 
kings of Is’-ra-él? 


Chapter 2 


Ane it came to pass, when the Lorp 
would take up E-li’-jah into heaven 
by a whirlwind, that E-li’-jah went with 
E-li’-sha from Gil’-gal. 

2 And E£-li’-jah said unto £E-li’-sha, 
Tarry here, I pray thee; for the Lorp 
hath sent me to Béth’-él. And £-li’-sha 
said unto him, As the Lorp liveth, and as 
thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee. So 
they went down to Béth’-él. 

3 And the sons of the prophets that 
were at Béth’—él came forth to £-li’-sha, 
and said unto him, Knowest thou that 
the LorpD will take away thy master from 
thy head to day? And he said, Yea, I 
know it; hold ye your, peace. 

4 And E£-li’-jah said unto him, E-li’-sha, 
tarry here, I pray thee; for the LorpD hath 
sent me to Jér’-i-ch6. And he said, As the 
Lorp liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I will 
not leave thee. So they came to Jér’- 
i-cho. 

5 And the sons of the prophets that 
were at Jér’-i-cho came to E-li’-sha, and 
said unto him, Knowest thou that the 
Lorp will take away thy master from 
thy head to day? And he answered, Yea, 
I know it; hold ye your peace. 

6 And £E-li’-jah said unto him, Tarry, I 
pray thee, here; for the Lorp hath sent 
me to J6ér’-dan. And he said, As the 
Lorp liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I will 
not leave thee. And they two went on. 

7 And fifty men of the sons of the 
prophets went, and stood to view afar 
off: and they two stood by Joér’-dan. 

8 And £E-li’-jah took his mantle, and 
wrapped it together, and smote the 
waters, and they were divided hither and 
thither, so that they two went over on 
dry ground. 

9 ¢ And it came to pass, when they 
were gone over, that E-li’-jah said unto 
E-li’-sha, Ask what I shall do for thee, 
before I be taken away from thee. d 
E-li’-sha said, I pray thee, let a double 
portion of thy spirit be upon me. 

10 And he said, Thou hast asked a hard 
thing: nevertheless, if thou see me when I 
am taken from thee, it shall be so unto 
thee; but if not, it shall not be so. : 

d it came to pass, as they still 
went on, and talked, that, behold, there 
appeared a chariot of fire, and horses of 
fire, and parted them both asunder; and 
E-li’-jah went up by a whirlwind into 
heaven. 3 ; 

12 @ And E-li’-sha saw it, and he cried, 
My father, my father, the chariot of is’- 
ra-él, and the horsemen thereof. And he 
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saw him no more: and he took hold of his 
own clothes, and rent them in two pieces. 

13 He took up also the mantle of E-li’- 
jah that fell from him, and went back, 
and stood by the bank of Jér’-dan; | 

14 And he took the mantle of E-li’-jah 
that fell from him, and smote the waters, 
and said, Where is the LorD God of 
E-li’-jah? and when he also had smitten 
the waters, they parted hither and 
thither: and E-li’-sha went over. 

15 And when the sons of the prophets 
which were to view at Jér’-i-cho saw him, 
they said, The spirit of E-li’-jah doth rest 
on E-li’-sha. And they came to meet him, 
and bowed themselves to the ground be- 
fore him. f ; 

16 ¢ And they said unto him, Behold 
now, there be with thy servants fifty 
strong men; let them go, we pray thee, 
and seek thy master: lest peradventure 
the Spirit of the Lorp hath taken him 
up, and cast him upon some mountain, 
or into some valley. And he said, Ye shall 
not send. : 

17 And when they urged him till he 
was ashamed, he said, Send. They sent 
therefore fifty men; and they sought 
three days, but found him not. 

18 And when they came again to him, 
(for he tarried at Jér’-i-chG,) he said unto 
them, Did I not say unto you, Go not? 

19 @ And the men of the city said unto 
E-li’-sha, Behold, I pray thee, the situa- 
tion of this city is pleasant, as my lord 
seeth: but the water is naught, and the 
ground barren. 

20 And he said, Bring me a new cruse, 
and put salt therein. And they brought it 
to him. 

21 And he went forth unto the spring of 
the waters, and cast the salt in there, and 


said, Thus saith the Lorp, I have healed h 


these waters; there shall not be from 
thence any more death or barren Jand. 

22 So the waters were healed unto this 
day, according to the saying of E-li’-sha 
which he spake. 

23. ¢ And he went up from thence unto 
Béth’-él: and as he was going up by the 
way, there came forth little children 
out of the city, and mocked him, and 
said unto him, Go up, thou bald head; 
go up, thou bald head. 

24 And he turned back, and looked on 
them, and cursed them in the name of 
the Lorp. And there came forth two she 
bears out of the wood, and tare forty 
and two children of them. 

25 And he went from thence to mount 
Car’-mél, and from thence he returned to 
Sa-mar’-i-a. 


Chapter 3 


OW Jé-hoér’-am the son of A’-hab 
began to reign over I8’-ra-él in Sa- 
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mar’-i-a the eighteenth year of Jé-hosh’- 
a-phat king of Ja’-dah, and reigned 
twelve years. Tete ; 

2 And he wrought evil in the sight 
of the Lorp; but not like his father, 
and like his mother: for he put away 
the image of Ba’-al that his father had 


made. 

3 Nevertheless he cleaved unto the sins 
of Jér-6-bd’.am_ the son of Né’-bat, . 
which. made Is’-ra-él to sin; he departed 
not therefrom.

4 @ And Mé’-sha king of M6’-ab was a 
sheepmaster, and rendered unto the king 
of Is’-ra-é1 an hundred thousand lambs, 
and an hundred thousand rams, with 
the wool. ma 16 

5 But it came to pass, when A’-hab was 
dead, that the king of M6’-ab rebelled 
against the king of Is’-ra-él. 

6 @ And king Jé-hér’-am went out of 
Sa-mar’-i-a the same time, and num- 
bered all Is’-ra-él. 

7 And he went and sent to Jé-hésh’-a- 
phat the king of Ja’-dah, saying, The 
king of M6’-ab hath rebelled against 
me: wilt thou go with me against M6’-ab 
to battle? And he said, I will go up: lam 
as thou art, my people as thy people, and 
my horses as thy horses. 

8 And he said, Which way shall we go 
up? And he answered, The way through 
the wilderness of E’-dom. 

9 So the king of I8’-ra-él went, and the 
king of Ja’-dah, and the king of E’-dom: 
and they fetched a compass of seven 
days’ journey: and there was no water 
for the host, and for the cattle that 
followed them. 8 

10 And the king of Is’-ra-él said, Alas! 

that the Lorp hath called these three 
kings together, to deliver them into the 
and of Mo’-ab! ‘ 
11 But Jé-hdsh’-a-phat said, Js there 
not here a prophet of the Lorp, that we 
may enquire of the Lorp by him? And 
one of the king of Is’-ra-él’s servants an- 
swered and said, Here is E-li’-sha the son 
of Sha’-phat, which poured water on the 
hands of £-li’-jah. 

12 And Jé-hosh’-a-phat said, The word 
of the Lorp is with him. So the king of 
Is’-ra-€l and Jé-hdsh’-a-phat and the king 
of E’-dom went down to him. 

, 13 And E-li’-sha said unto the king of 
I§’-ra-é1, What have I to do with thee? 
get thee to the prophets of thy father, and 
to the prophets of thy mother. And the 
king of is’-ra-él said unto him, Nay: for 
the Lorp hath called these three kings 
foegets to deliver them into the hand of 
(@) = 


14 And £-li’-sha said, As the Lorp of 
hosts liveth, before whom I stand, 
surely, were it not that I regard the pres- 
ence of Jé-hdsh’-a-phat the king of Jia’- 
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dah, I would not look toward thee, nor 
see thee. 

15 But now bring me a minstrel. And 
it came.to pass, when the minstrel 
played, that the hand of the Lorp came 
upon . 

6 And he said, Thus saith the Lorpb, 
Make this valley full of ditches. 

17 For thus saith the Lorpb, Ye shall 
not see wind, neither shall ye see rain; yet 
that valley shall be filled with water, that 
ye may drink, both ye, and your cattle, 
and your beasts. 

18 And this is but a light thing in the 
sight of the Lorp: he will deliver the 
M6’-ab-ites also into your hand. 

19 And ye shall smite every fenced city, 

and every choice city, and shall fell every 
good tree, and stop all wells of water, 
and mar every good piece of land with 
stones. 
- 20 And it came to pass in the morning, 
when the meat offering was offered, that, 
behold, there came water by the way of 
E’-dom, and the country was filled with 
water. 

21 ¢ And when all the M6d’-ab-ites 
heard that the kings were come up to 
fight against them, they gathered all that 
were able to put on armour, and upward, 
and stood in the border. 

22 And they rose up early in the morn- 
ing, and the sun shone upon the water, 
and the M6’-ab-ites saw the water on the 
other side as red as blood: 

23 And they said, This’ is blood: the 
kings are surely slain, and they have 
smitten one another: now therefore, 
M0O’-ab, to the spoil. 

24 And when they came to the camp of 
{s’-ra-él, the i8/-ra-él-ites rose up and 
smote the MO’-ab-ites, so that they fled 
before them: but they went forward 
smiting the M06’-ab-ites, even in their 


country. 

25 And they beat down the cities, and 
on every good piece of land cast every 
man his stone, and filled it; and they 
stopped all the wells of water, and felled 
all the. good trees: only in Kir—har’-a- 
séth left they the stones thereof; howbeit 
the slingers went about it, and smote 


it. 

26 ¢ And when the king of M36’-ab 
saw that the battle was too sore for him, 
he took with him seven hundred men 
that drew swords, to break through even 
unto the king of E’-dom: but they could 


not. 

27 Then he took his eldest son. that 
should have reigned in his stead, and 
_ offered him for a burnt offering upon 
the wall. And there was great indigna- 
tion against {§’-ra-é1: and they departed 
a him, and returned to their own

Ne there cried a certain woman of 
the _wives of the sons of the proph- 
ets unto E-li’-sha, saying, Thy servant my 
husband is dead; and thou knowest that 
thy servant did fear the Lorp: and the 
creditor is come to take unto him my two 
sons to be bondmen. 

2 And £-li’-sha said unto her, What 
shall I do for thee? tell me, what hast 
thou in the house? And she said, Thine 
handmaid hath not any thing in the 
house, save a pot of oil. 

3 Then he said, Go, borrow thee vessels 
abroad of all thy neighbours, even empty 
vessels; borrow not a few. 

4 And when thou art come in, thou 
shalt shut the door upon thee and upon 
thy sons, and shalt pour out into all 
those vessels, and thou shalt set aside 
that which is full. 

So she went from him, and shut the 
door upon her and upon her sons, who 
brought the vessels to her; and she 
poured out. 

6 And it came to pass, when the vessels 
were full, that she said unto her son, 
Bring me yet a vessel. And he said unto 
her, There is not a vessel more. And the 
oil stayed. 

7 Then she came and told the man of 
God. And he said, Go, sell the oil, and 
pay thy débt, and live thou and thy chil- 
dren of the rest. 

8 ¢ And it fell ona day, that E-li’-sha 
passed to Shi’-ném, where was a great 
woman; and she constrained him to eat 
bread. And so it was, that as oft-as he 
passed by, he turned in thither to eat 
bread. 

9 And she said unto her husband, Be- 
hold now, I perceive that this is an holy 
man of God, which passeth by us con- 
tinually. 

10. Let us make a little chamber, I pray 
thee, on the wall; and let us set for him 
there a bed, and a table, and a stool, and 
a candlestick: and it shall be, when he 
cometh to us, that he. shall turn in 
thither. 

11 And it fell on a day, that he came 
thither, and he turned into the chamber, 
and lay there. 

12 And he said to Gé-ha’-zi his servant, 
Call this Shi-nam/’-mite. And when he 
had called her, she stood before him. 

13 And he said unto him, Say now unto 
her, Behold, thou hast been careful for 
us with all this care; what is to be done 
for thee? wouldest thou be spoken for to 
the king, or to the captain of the host? 
And she answered, I dwell among mine 
own people. 

14 And he said, What then is to be done 
for her? And Gé-ha’-zi answered, Verily, 
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she hath no child, and her husband is

15 And he said, Call her. And when he 
had called her, she stood in the door. 

16 And he said, About this season, ac- 
cording to the time of life, thou shalt em- 
brace a son. And she said, Nay, my lord, 
thou man of God, do not lie unto thine 
handmaid. f 

17 And the woman conceived, and bare 
asonat that season that E-li’-sha had said 
unto her, according to the time of life. 

18 ¢ And when the child was grown, it 
fell on a day, that he went out to his fa- 
ther to the reapers. s 

19 And he said unto his father, My 
head, my head. And he said to a lad, 
Carry him to his mother. j 

20 And when he had taken him, and 
brought him to his mother, he sat on her 
knees till noon, and then died. 

21 And she went up,. and laid him on 
the bed of the man of God, and shut the 
door upon him, and went out. 

22 And she called unto her husband, 
and said, Send me, I pray thee, one of the 
young men, and one of the asses, that I 
may run to the man of God, and come 


again. 

23 And he said, Wherefore wilt thou go 
to him to day? it is neither new moon, 
aa sabbath. And she said, It shall be 
well. 

24 Then she saddled an ass, and said to 
her servant, Drive, and go forward; slack 
not thy riding for me, except I bid thee. 

25 So she went and came unto the man 
of God to mount Car’-mél. And it came 
to pass, when the man of God saw her 
afar off, that he said to Gé-ha’-zi his 
servant, Behold, yonder is that Shi- 
nam/-mite: 

26 Run now, I pray thee, to meet her, 
and say unto her, Js it well with thee? is 
it well with thy husband? is it well with 
the child? And she answered, Jt is well. 

27 And when she came to the man of 
God to the hill, she caught: him by the 
feet: but Gé-ha’-zi came near to thrust 
her away. And the man of God said, Let 
her alone; for her soul is vexed within 
her: and the Lorp hath hid it from me, 
and hath not told me. 

28 Then she said, Did I desire a son of 
my lord? did I not say, Do not deceive 


me? 

29 Then he said to Gé-ha’-zi, Gird up 
thy loins, and take my staff in thine 
hand, and go thy way: if thou meet any 
man, salute him not; and if any salute 
thee, answer him not again: and lay my 
staff upon the face of the child. 

0 And the mother of the child said, As 
the Lorp liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I 
will not leave thee, And he arose, and 
followed her. 
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31 And Gé-ha’-zi passed on before 
them, and laid the staff upon the face of 
the child; but there was neither voice, nor 
hearing. Wherefore he went again to 
meet him, and told him, saying, The child 
is not awaked. zs i 

32 And when E-li’-sha was come into 
the house, behold, the child was dead, 
and \aid upon his bed. 

3 He went in therefore, and shut the 
door upon them twain, and prayed unto 
the Lorpb. 

34 And he went up, and lay upon the 
child, and put his mouth upon his 
mouth, and his eyes upon his eyes, and 
his hands upon his hands: and he 
stretched himself upon the child; and the 
flesh-of the child waxed warm. 

35 Then he returned, and walked in 
the house to and fro; and went up, and 
stretched himself upon him: and the 
child sneezed seven times, and the child 
opened his eyes. 

36 And he called Gé-ha’-zi, and said, 
Call this Sha-nam/-mite. So he called her. 
And when she was come in unto him, he 
said, Take up thy son. 

37 Then she went in, and fell at his feet, 
and bowed herself to the ground, and 
took up her son, and went out. 

38 ¢ And E-li’-sha came again to Gil’- 
gal: and there was a dearth in the land; 
and the sons of the prophets were sitting 
before him: and he said unto his servant, 
Set on the great pot, and seethe pottage 
for the sons of the prophets. 

39 And one went out into the field 
to gather herbs, and found a wild vine, 
and gathered thereof wild gourds his 
lap full, and came and shred them into 
the pot of pottage: for they knew them 


not. 

40 So they poured out for the men to 
eat. And it came to pass, as they were eat- 
ing of the pottage, that they cried out, 
and said, O'thou man of God, there is 
death in the pot. And they could not eat 
thereof. 

41 But he said, Then bring meal. And 

he cast it into the pot; and he said, Pour 
out for the people, that they may eat. 
And there was no harm in the pot. 
42 ¢ And there came a man from Ba’- 
al-shal’-i-sha, and brought the man of 
God bread of the firstfruits, twenty 
loaves of barley, and full ears of corn in 
the husk thereof. And he said, Give unto 
the people, that they may eat. 

43 And his servitor said, What, should 
I set this before an hundred men? He 
said again, Give the people, that they 
may eat: for thus saith the Lorp, They 
shall eat, and shall leave thereof. 

44 So he set it before them, and they did 
eat, and left thereof, ‘according to the 
word of the Lorp.

OW Na’-a-man, captain of the host 

of the king of Syr’-i-a, was a great 
~man with his master, and honourable, 
because by him the Lorp had given de- 
liverance unto Sjyr’-i-a: he was also a 
mighty man in valour, but he was a leper. 

2 And the Syr’-i-ans had gone out by 
companies, and had brought away 
captive out of the land of I8’-ra-él a little 
maid; and she waited on Na’-4-man’s 
wife.

6 And he brought the letter to the king 
of Is’-ra-él, saying, Now when this letter 
is come unto thee, behold, I have there- 
with sent Na’-a-man my servant to thee, 
that thou mayest recover him of his 
leprosy. | 
,./ And it came to pass, when the king of 
18’-ra-él had read the letter, that he rent 
his. clothes, and said, Am I God, to kill 
and to make alive, that this man doth 
send unto me to recover a man of his 
leprosy ? wherefore consider, I pray you, 
and see how he seeketh a quarrel against 


me. 

8 ¢ And it was so, when E-li’-sha the 
man of God had heard that the king of 
1s’-ra-él had rent his clothes, that he sent 
to the king, saying, Wherefore hast thou 
rent thy clothes? let him come now to me, 
and he shall know that there is a prophet 
in f§’-ra-él. 

9 So Na’-a-man came with his horses 
and with his chariot, and stood at the 
door of the house of E-li’-sha. 

10 And E-li’-sha sent a messenger unto 
him, saying, Go and wash in Jor’-dan 
seven times, and thy’ flesh shall come 
again to thee, and thou shalt be clean. 

11 But Na’-a-man was wroth, and went 
away, and said, Behold, I thought, He 
will surely come out to me, and stand, 
and call on the name of the LorD his 
God, and strike his hand over the place, 
and recover the leper. | a 

12 Are not Ab’-a-na and Phar’-par, 
_ rivers of Da-mas’-cis, better than all the 
waters of {s’-ra-€1? may I not wash in 
them, and be clean? So he turned and 
went away in a rage. 

3 And his servants came near, and 
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spake unto him, and said, My father, if 
the prophet had bid thee do some great 
thing, wouldest thou not have done it? 
how much rather then, when he saith to 
thee, Wash, and be clean? 

14 Then went he down, and dipped 
himself seven times in Jér’-dan, accord- 
ing to the saying of the man of God: 
and his flesh came again like unto the 
flesh of a little child, and he was clean. 

15 @ And he returned to the man of 
God, he and all his company, and came, 
and stood before him: and he said, Be- 
hold, now I know that there is no God in 
all the earth, but in [§’-ra-él1; now there- 
fore, I pray thee, take a blessing of thy 
servant. 

16 But he said, As the Lorp liveth, be- 
fore whom I stand, I will receive none. 
And he urged him to take it; but he 
refused. 

17 And Na’-a-man said, Shall there not 
then, I pray thee, be given to thy servant 
two mules’ burden of earth? for thy 
servant will henceforth offer neither 
burnt offering nor sacrifice unto other 
gods, but unto the Lorp. 

18 In this thing the Lorp pardon thy 
servant, that when my master goeth into 
the house of Rim’-mon to worship 
there, and he leaneth on my hand, and I 
bow myself in the house of Rim’-mon: 
when I bow down myself in the house of 
Rim’-mon, the Lorp pardon thy servant 
in this thing. 

19 And he said unto him, Go in peace. 
So he departed from him a little way. 

20 ¢ But Gé-ha’-zi, the servant of E-li’- 
sha the man of God, said, Behold, my 
master hath spared Na’-a-man_ this 
Syr’-i-an, in not receiving at his hands 
that which he brought: but, as the Lorp 
liveth, I will run after him, and take 
somewhat of him. 

So Gé-ha’-zi followed after Na’- 
a-man. And when Na’-a-man saw him 
running after him, he lighted down from 
the chariot to meet him, and said, Is 
all well? 

22 And he said, All is well. My master 
hath sent me, saying, Behold, even now 
there be come to me from mount 
E’-phra-im two young men of the sons of 
the prophets: give them, I pray thee, a 
talent of silver, and two changes of 
garments. 

23 And Na’-a-man said, Be content, 
take two talents. And he urged him, and 
bound two talents of silver in two bags, 
with two changes of garments, and laid 
them upon two of his servants; and they

24 And when he came to the tower, he 
took them from their hand, and~ be- 
stowed them in the house: and he let the 
men go, and they departed. 
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25 But he went in, and stood before his 
master. And. E-li’-sha said unto him, 
Whence comest thou, Gé-ha’-zi? And he 
said, Thy servant went no whither. 

26 And he said unto him, Went not 
mine heart with thee, when the man 
turned again from his chariot to meet 
thee? Js it a time to receive money, and 
to receive garments, and oliveyards, and 
vineyards, and sheep, and oxen, and 
menservants, and,maidservants? — | 

27 The leprosy therefore of Na‘-a-man 
shall cleave unto thee, and unto thy seed 
for ever. And he went out from his pres- 
ence a leper as white as snow. 


Chapter 6 


ND the sons of the prophets said 

unto. E-li’-sha, Behold now, the 

place where we dwell with thee is too 
strait for us. i 

2 Let us go, we pray thee, unto Jér’- 
dan, and take thence every man a beam, 
and let us make us a place there, where 
we may dwell. And he answered, Go ye. 

3 And one said, Be content, I pray thee, 
and go with thy servants. And he an- 
swered, I will go. 

4. So he went with them. And when they 
came to Jor’-dan, they cut down wood. 

5 But as. one was felling a beam, the 
axe head’ fell into the water: and he 
cried, and said, Alas, master! for it was 
borrowed.

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14 Therefore sent he thither horses, and 
chariots, and a great host: and they came 
by night, and compassed the city about. 

15 And when the servant of the man of 
God was risen early, and gone forth, be- 
hold,-an host compassed the city both 
with horses and chariots. And his serv- 
ant said unto him, Alas, my master! how 
shall we do? 

16 And he answered, Fear -not: for 
they that be with.us are more than they 
that be with them. 

17 And E-li’-sha prayed, and _ said, 
Lorp, I pray thee, open his eyes, that he 
may see. And the Lorp opened the eyes 
of the young man; and he saw: and, be- 
hold, the mountain was full of horses and 
chariots of fire round about E-li’-sha. 

18 And when they came down to: him, 
E-li’-sha prayed unto the Lorp, and said, 
Smite this people, I pray thee, with blind- 
ness. And he smote them with blindness 
according to the word of E-li’-sha. 

19 q, And £E-li’-sha said unto them, 
This is not the way, neither is this the 
city: follow me, and I will bring you to 
the man whom ye seek. But he led them 
to Sa-mar’-i-a. 

20 And it came to pass, when they were 
come into Sa-mar’-i-a, that E-li’-sha said, 
LorpD, open the eyes of these men, that 
they may see. And the LorD opened 
their eyes, and they saw; and, behold, 
they were in the midst of Sa-mar’-i-a. 

21 And the king of Is’-ra-él said unto. 
E-li’-sha, when he:saw them, My father, 
shall I smite them? shall I smite them? 

22 And he answered, Thou shalt. not 
smite them: wouldest thou smite those 
whom thou hast taken captive with thy 
sword and with thy bow? set bread and 
water before them, that they may eat and 
drink, and go to their master. 

23 And he prepared great provision for 
them: and when they had eaten and 
drunk, he sent them away, and they went 
to their master. So the bands of Syr’-i-a 
came no more into the land of {§’-ra-él. 

24 Q And it came to pass after this, 
that Bén—ha’-dad king of Syr’-i-a gath- 
ered all his host, and went up, and be- 
sieged Sa-mar’-i-a.

28 And the king said unto her, What 
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aileth thee? And she answered, This 
woman said unto me, Give thy son, that 
we may eat him to day, and we will eat 
my son to morrow. 
_.29 So we boiled my son, and did eat 
him: and I said unto her on the next day, 
Give thy son, that we may eat him: and 
she hath hid her son. 

30 g And it came to pass, when the 
king heard the words of the woman, that 
he rent his clothes; and he passed by up- 
on the wall, and the people looked, and, 
behold, he had sackcloth within upon 
his flesh. 

31 Then he said, God do so and more 
also to. me, if the head of E-li’-sha the son 
of Sha’-phat shall stand on him this day. 

32 But E-li’-sha sat in his house, and the 
elders sat with him; and the king sent a 
man from before him: but ere the mes- 
senger came to him; he said to the elders, 
See ye how this son of a murderer hath 
sent to take away mine head? look, 
when the messenger cometh, shut. the 
door, and hold him fast at the door: is 
ae the sound of his master’s feet behind 

m? 

33 And while he yet talked with them, 
behold, the messenger came down unto 
him: and he said, Behold, this evil is of 
the LorpD; what should I wait for the 
LorD any longer? 


Chapter 7 


HEN E-li’-sha said, Hear ye the word 

of the Lorp; Thus saith the Lorp, 
To morrow about this time shall a meas- 
ure of fine flour be sold for a shé’-kél, and 
two measures of barley for a shé’-kél, in 
the gate of Sa-mar’-i-a. 

2 Then a lord on whose hand the king 
leaned answered the man of God, and 
said, Behold, if the LorD would make 
windows in heaven, might this thing be?

5 And they rose up in the twilight, to 
go unto the camp of the Syr’-i-ans: an 
when they were come to the uttermost 
part of the camp of Syr’-i-a, behold, 
there was no man there. 

6 For the Lord had made the host of 
the Syr’-i-ans to hear a noise of chariots, 
and a noise of horses, even the noise of a 
great host: and they said one to an- 
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other, Lo, the king of {§’-ra-él hath hired 
against us the kings of the Hit’-tites, and 
the kings of the E-gyp’-fians, to come 
upon us. 

7 Wherefore they arose and fied in the 
twilight, and left their tents, and their 
horses, and their asses, even the camp as 
it was,:and fled for their life. 

8 And when these lepers came to the 
uttermost part of the camp, they went in- 
to one tent, and did eat and drink, and 
carried thence silver, and gold, and rai- 
ment, and went and hid it; and came 
again, and entered into another tent, and 
carried thence also, and went and hid it.

10 So they came and called unto the 
porter of the city: and they told them, 
saying, We came to the camp of the Syr’-

17 ¢ And the king appointed the lord 
on whose hand he leaned to have the 
charge of the gate: and the people trode 
upon him in the gate, and he died, as the 
man of God had said, who spake when 
the king came down to him. 
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18 And it came to pass as the man of 
God had spoken to the king, saying, 
Two measures of barley for a shé’-kél, 
and a measure of fine flour for a shé’- 
kél, shall be to morrow about this time 
in the gate of Sa-mar’-i-a: 

19 And that lord answered the man of 
God, and said, Now, behold, if the Lorp 
should make windows in heaven, might 
such a thing be? And he said, Behold, 
thou shalt see it with thine eyes, but 
shalt not eat thereof. 

20 And so it fell out unto him: for the 
people trode upon him in the gate, and 
he died. 


Chapter 8 


HEN spake E-li’-sha unto the wom- 

an, whose son he had restored to life, 
saying, Arise, and go thou and thine 
household, and sojourn wheresoever 
thou canst sojourn: for the Lorp hath 
called for a famine; and it shall also come 
upon the land seven years. 

2 And the woman arose, and did after 
the saying of the man of God: and she 
went with her household, and sojourned 
in the land of the Phil’-is-tines seven 
years.

7 ¢ And E-li’-sha came to Da-mas’- 
cus; and Bén-ha’-dad the king of Syr’- 
i-a was sick; and it was told him, saying, 
The man of God is come hither. 

8 And the king said unto Ha-za’-él, 
Take a present in thine hand, and go, 
meet the man of God, and enquire of the 
Lorp by him, saying, Shall I recover of 
this disease ? 

9 So Ha-za’-él went to meet him, and 
took a present with him, even of every 
good thing of Da-mas’-cus, forty camels’ 
burden, and came and stood before him, 
and said, Thy son Bén-ha’-dad king of 
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Syr’-i-a hath sent me to thee, saying, 
Shall I recover of this disease? _ 

10 And £E-li’-sha said unto him, Go, 
say unto him, Thou mayest. certainly re- 
cover: howbeit the Lorp hath shewed 
me that he shall surely die. 

11 And he settled his countenance sted- 
fastly, until he was ashamed: and the 
man of God wept. 

12 And Ha-za’-él said, Why weepeth 
my lord? And he answered, Because I 
know the evil that thou wilt do unto the 
children of I8’-ra-él: their strong holds 
wilt thou set on fire, and their young 
men wilt thou slay with the sword, and 
wilt dash their children, and rip up their 
women with child. 

13 And Ha-za’-él said, But what, is thy 
servant a dog, that he should do this 
great thing ? And E-li’-sha answered, The 
Lorp hath shewed me that thou shalt be 
king over Syr’-i-a. ia t 

14 So he departed from E-li’-sha, and 
came to his master; who said to him, 
What said E-li’-sha to thee? And he an- 
swered, He told me that thou shouldest 
surely recover. 

15 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that he took a thick cloth, and dipped it 
in water, and spread it on his face, so 
that he died: and Ha-za’-él reigned in 
his stead. 

16 ¢ And in the fifth year of Jér’-am 
the son of A’-hab king of Is’-ra-él, Jé- 
hdésh’-a-phat being then king of Ja’-dah, 
Jé-hér’-am the son of Jé-hdsh’-a-phat 
king of Ja’-dah began to reign. 

17 Thirty and two years old was he 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
eight years in Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

18 And he walked in the way of the 
kings of I8’-ra-él, as did the house of 
A’-hab: for the daughter of A’-hab was 
his wife: and he did evil in the sight of 
the-Lorp. 

19 Yet the. Lorp would not destroy 
Ja’-dah for Da’-vid his servant’s sake, as 
he promised him to give him alway a 
light, and to his children. 

20 @ In his days E’-dom revolted from 
under the hand of Ja’-dah, and made a 
king over themselves. 

21 So J6r’-4m went over to Za’-ir, and 
all the chariots with him: and he rose b 
night, and smote the E’-dom-ites whic 
compassed him about, and the captains 
of the chariots: and the people fied into 
their tents. 

22 Yet £’-dom revolted from under the 
hand of Ja’-dah unto this day. Then 
Lib’-nah revolted at the same time. 

And the rest of the acts of Jér’-am, 
and all that he did, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Ja’-dah? | » 

24 And Jér’-am slept with his fathers, 
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- and was buried with his fathers in the 
city of Da’-vid: and A-ha-zi’-ah his son 
reigned in his stead. 

25 @¢ In the twelfth year of Jér’-A4m the 

son of A’-hab king of Is’-ra-él did A-ha- 
' zi’-ah the son of Jé-hér’-am king of Ja’- 
dah begin to reign. 
_26 Two and twenty years old was 
_ K-ha-zi’-ah when he began to reign; and 
he reigned one year in Jé-rii’-sa-lém. And 
his mother’s name was Ath-a-li’-ah, the 
daughter of 6m/’-ri king of I§’-ra-él. 

27 And he walked in the way of the 

house of A’-hab, and did evil in the sight 
of the Lorpb, as did the house of A’-hab: 
for he was the son in law of the house of 
A’-hab. 
28 § And he went with Jér’-4m the son 
of A’-hab to the war against Ha-za’-él 
king of Syr’-i-a in Ra’-moth-gil’-é-ad; 
and the Syr’-i-ans wounded Jér’-am. 

‘29 And king Jér’-Am went back to be 
healed in Jéz’-réél of the wounds which 
the Syr’-i-ans had given him at Ra’-mah, 
when he fought against Ha-za’-él king of 
Syr’-i-a. And A-ha-zi’-ah the son of Jé- 
hor’-am king of Jai’-dah went down to 
see J6r’-am the son of A’-hab in Jéz’- 
réél, because he was sick. 


Chapter 9 


ND E-li’-sha the prophet called one

And 
Jé’-hii said, Unto which of all us? And 
he said, To thee, O captain. : 

6 And he arose, and went into the 
house; and he poured the oil on his 
head, and said unto him, Thus saith the 
Lorp God of Is’-ra-él, I have anointed 
thee king over the people of the Lorn, 
even over Is’-ra-él. 

7 And thou shalt smite the house of 
K’-hab thy master, that I may avenge the 
blood of my servants the prophets, and 
the blood of all the servants of the 
Lorp, at the hand of Jéz’-é-bél. 
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8 For the whole house of A’-hab shall 
perish: and I will cut off from A’-hab 
him that pisseth against the wall, and 
him that is shut up and left in is’-ra-él: 

9 And I will make the house of A’-hab 
like the house of Jér-6-b6’-4m the son of 
Né’-bat, and like the house of Ba-ash’-4 
the son of A-hi’-jah: 

10 And the dogs shall eat Jéz’-é-bél in 
the portion of Jéz’-réél, and there shall be 
none to bury her. And he opened the 
door, and fled. 

11 ¢ Then Jé’-ht came forth to the 
servants of his lord: and one said unto 
him, Js all well? wherefore came this 
mad fellow to thee? And he said unto 
them, Ye know the man, and his com- 
munication. 

12 And they said, Jt is false; tell us 
now. And he said, Thus and thus spake 
he to me, saying, Thus saith the Lorn, I 
have anointed thee king. over Is’-ra-él. 

13 Then they hasted, and took every 
man his garment, and put it under him 
on the top of the stairs, and blew with 
trumpets, saying, Jé’-hii is king. 

14 So Jé’-hi the son of Jé-hdésh’-a- 
phat the son of Nim/’-shi conspired 
against Jor’-am. (Now Jér’-am had kept 
Ra’-moth-gil’-é-ad, he and all i§’-ra-él, 
because-of Ha-za’-él king of Syr’-i-a. 

15 But king J6r’-am was returned to be 
healed in Jéz’-réél of the wounds which 
the Syr’-i-ans had given him, when he 
fought with Ha-za’-él king of Syr’-i-a.) 
And Jé’-hi said, If it be your minds, 
then let none go forth nor escape out of 
the city to go to tell it in Jéz’-réél. 

So Jé’-hi_ rode in a chariot, and 
went to Jéz’-réél; for Jér’-am lay there. 
And A-ha-zi’-ah king of Ja’-dah was 
come down to see Jér’-am. 

17 And there stood a watchman on the 
tower in Jéz’-réél, and he spied the 
company of Jé’-hi as he came, and said, I 
see a company. And Joér’-am said, Take 
an horseman, and send to meet them, 
and let him say, Is it peace? 

18 So there went one on horseback to 
meet him, and said, Thus saith the king, 
Is it peace? And Jé’-ht said, What hast 
thou to do with peace? turn thee behind 
me. And the watchman told, saying, The 
messenger came to them, but he cometh 
not again. 

19 Then he sent out a second on horse- 
back, which came to them, and said, 
Thus saith the king, [Is it peace? And 
Jé’-hii answered, What hast thou to do 
with peace? turn thee behind me. 

20 And the watchman told, saying, He 
came even unto them, and cometh not 
again: and the driving is like the driving 
of Jé’-hi the son of Nim’-shi; for he 
driveth furiously. 

21 And Jér’-am said, Make ready. And 
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his chariot was made ready. And Jér’-am 
king of i§’-ra-é] and A-ha-zi’-ah king of 
Ja’-dah went out, each in his chariot, and 
they went out against Jé’-hi, and met 
him in the portion of Na’-both the Jéz’- 
réél-ite. it 8 

22 And it came to pass, when Jér’-am 
saw Jé’-hu, that he said, [s it peace, Jé’- 
hau? And he answered, What peace, so 
long as the whoredoms of thy mother 
Jéz’-é-bél and her witchcrafts are so 
many? } 

23 And Jér’-am turned his hands, and 
fled, and said to A-ha-zi’-ah, There is 
treachery, O A-ha-zi’-ah. f ‘ 

24 And Jé’-hi drew a bow with his full 
strength, and smote Jé-hdr’-am between 
his arms, and the arrow went out at his 
heart, and he sunk down in his chariot. 

25 Then said Jé’-hii to Bid’-kar his cap- 
tain, Take up, and cast him in the portion 
of the field of Na’-both the Jéz’-réél-ite: 
for remember how that, when I and thou 
rode together after A’-hab his father, the 
Lorp laid this burden upon him; 

26 Surely I have seen yesterday the 
blood of Na’-both, and the blood of his 
sons, saith the Lorp; and I will requite 
thee in this plat, saith the Lorp. Now 
therefore take and cast him into the plat 
of ground, according to the word of the 
LORD. | 

27 @ But when A-ha-zi’-ah the king of 
Ja’-dah saw this, he fled by the way of 
the garden house. And Jé’-hii followed 
after him, and said, Smite him also in the 
chariot. And they did so at the going up 
to Gur, which is by Ib’-lé-am. And he 
fied to Mé-gid’-d6, and died there. 

28 And his servants carried him in a 
chariot to Jé-ra’-sa-lém, and buried him 
in his sepulchre with his fathers in the 
city of Da’-vid. 

29 And in the eleventh year of J6r’-am 
the son of A’-hab began A-ha-zi’-ah to 
reign over Ji’-dah. 

30 @ And when Jé’-hii was come to 
Jéz’-réél, Jéz’-é-bél heard of it; and she 
painted her face, and tired her head, and 
looked out at a window. 

31 And as Jé’-hi entered in at the gate, 
she said, Had Zim’-ri peace, who slew 
his master? . 

32 And he lifted up his face to the win- 
dow, and said, Who is on my side? who? 
And there looked out to him two or three 
eunuchs. 

3 And he said, Throw her down. So 
they threw her down: and some of her 
blood was sprinkled on the wall, and on 
the horses: and he trode her under foot. 

34 And when he was come in, he did 
eat and drink, and said, Go, see now 
this cursed woman, and bury her: for she 
is a king’s daughter. 

35 And they went to bury her: but 
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they found no more of her than the skull, 
and the feet, and the palms of her hands. 

36 Wherefore they came again, and 
told him. And he said, This zs the word 
of the Lorp, which he spake by his 
servant E-li’-jah the Tish’-bite, saying, In 
the portion of Jéz’-réél shall dogs eat the 
flesh of Jéz’-é-bél: 

37 And the carcase of Jéz’-é-bél shall 
be as dung upon the face of the field in 
the portion of Jéz’-réél; so that they shall 
not say, This is Jéz’-é-bél. 


Chapter 10 


ND A’-hab had seventy sons in Sa- 
mar’-i-a. And Jé’-hi wrote letters, 
and sent to Sa-mar’-i-a, unto the rulers of 
Jéz’-réel, to the elders, and to them that 
brought up A’-hab’s children, saying, 
2 Now as soon as this letter cometh to 
you, seeing your master’s sons are with 
you, and there are with you chariots and 
horses, a fenced city also, and armour; 
3 Look even out the best and meetest of 
your master’s sons, and set him on his 
father’s throne, and fight for your 
master’s house. 

4 But they were exceedingly afraid, and 
said, Behold, two kings stood not before 
him: how then shall we stand? 

5 And he that was over the house, and 
he that was over the city, the elders also, 
and the bringers up of the children, sent 
to Jé’-hu, saying, We are thy servants, 
and will do all that thou shalt bid us; we 
will not make any king: do thou that 
which is good in thine eyes. 

6 Then he wrote a letter the second 
time to them, saying, If ye be mine, and 
if ye will hearken unto my voice, take ye 
the heads of the men your master’s sons, 
and come to me to Jéz’-réél by to morrow 
this time. Now the king’s sons, being 
seventy persons, were with the great men 
of the city, which brought them up. 

7 And it came to pass, when the letter 
came to them, that they took the king’s 
sons, and slew seventy persons, and put 
their heads in baskets, and sent him them 
to Jéz’-réél. 

8 ¢ And there came a messenger, and 
told him, saying, They have brought the 
heads of the king’s sons. And he said, 
Lay ye them in two heaps at the entering 
in of the gate until the morning. 

9 And it came to pass in the morning, 
that he went out, and stood, and said to 
all the people, Ye be righteous: behold, I 
conspired against my master, and slew 
him: but who slew all these? 

10 Know now that there shall fall unto 
the earth nothing of the word of the 
Lorp, which the Lorp spake concerning 
the house of A’-hab: for the Lorp hath 
ae ee which he spake by his servant 

-li’-jah. 
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_ 11 So Jé’-hii slew all that remained of 
the house of A’-hab in Jéz’-réél, and all 
his great men, and his kinsfolks, and his 

priests, until he left him none remaining. 

12 ¢ And he arose and departed, and 
_ came to Sa-mar’-i-a. And as he was at the 
shearing house in the way, 

_13_ Jé’-hii met with the brethren of 

A-ha-zi’-ah king of Ja’-dah, and said, 

* Who are ye? And they answered, We are 

the brethren of A-ha-zi’-ah; and we go 

down to salute the children of the king 
and the children of the queen. 

14 And he said, Take them alive. And 
they took them alive, and slew them at 
the pit of the shearing house, even two and 
forty men; neither left he any of them. 

15 @ when he was departed 
thence, he lighted on Jé-hén’-4-dab the 
son of Ré’-chab coming to meet him: 
and he saluted him, and said to him, Is 
thine heart right, as my heart is with thy 
heart? And Jé-hon’-a-dab answered, It 
is. If it be, give me thine hand. And he 
gave him his hand; and he took him up 
to him into the chariot. 

16 And he said, Come with me, and 
see my zeal for the Lorp. So they made 
him ride in his chariot. 

17 And when he came to Sa-mar’-i-a, 
he slew all that remained unto A’-hab in 
Sa-mar’-i-a, till he had destroyed him, 
according to the saying of the Lorp, 
which he spake to E-li’-jah. 

18 @ And Jé’-hi gathered all the people 
together, and said unto them, A’-hab 
served Ba’-al a little; but Jé’-hii shall 
serve him much. 

_ 19 Now therefore call unto me all the 
prophets of Ba’-al, all his servants, and 

all his priests; let none be wanting: for I 

have a great sacrifice to do to Ba’-al; 

whosoever shall be wanting, he shall not 
live. But Jé’-ht did it in subtilty, to the 
intent that he might destroy the wor- 

shippers of Ba’-al.. p 
20 And Jé’-hi said, Proclaim a solemn 

assembly for Ba’-al. And they pro- 

claimed it. ts 

21 And Jé’-hi sent through all Is’- 
ra-él: and all the worshippers of Ba’-al 
came, so that there was not a man left 
that came not. And they came into the 
house of Ba’-4l; and the house of Ba’-al 
was full from one end to another. 

22 And he said unto him that was over 
the vestry, Bring forth vestments for all 
the worshippers of Ba’-al. And he 
brought them forth vestments., | | 

23 And Jé’-hi went, and Jé-hon’-a-dab 
the son of Ré’-chab, into the house of 
- Ba’-al, and said unto the worshippers of 
‘Ba’-al, Search, and look that there be 
here with you none of the servants of the 
Lorp, but the worshippers of Ba’-al 


only. 
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24 And when they went in to offer sac- 
rifices and burnt offerings, Jé’-hii ap- 
pointed fourscore men without, and 
said, If any of the men whom I have 
brought into your hands escape, he that 
vari him go, his life shall be for the life 
of him. 


25 And it came to pass, as soon as he 
had made an end of offering the burnt 
offering, that Jé’-hi said to the guard and 
to the captains, Go in, and slay them; let 
none come forth. And they smote them 
with the edge of the sword; and the 
guard and the captains cast them out, and 
went to the city of the house of Ba’-al. 

26 And they brought forth the images 
out of the house of Ba’-al, and burned 
them. 

27 And they brake down the image of 
Ba’-al, and brake down the house of 
Ba’-al, and made it a draught house unto 
this day. 

,28 Thus Jé’-hi destroyed Ba’-al out of 
Is’-ra-él. 

29 ¢ Howbeit from the sins of Jér-6- 
bo’-4m the son of Né’-bat, who made 
Is’-ra-él to sin, Jé’-hti' departed not from 
after them, to wit, the golden calves that 
were in Béth’-él, and that were in Dan. 

30 And the Lorp said unto Jé’-hi, Be- 
cause thou hast done well in executing 
that which is right in mine eyes, and hast 
done unto the house of A’-hab according 
to all that-was in mine heart, thy chil- 
dren of the fourth generation shall sit on 
the throne of Is’-ra-él. 

31 But Jé’-hi took no heed to walk in 
the law of the Lorp God of f8’-ra-él with 
all his heart: for he departed not from the 
sins of Jér-6-b6’-am, which made I8’-ra- 
él to sin. 

32 .f In those days the Lorp began to 
cut 18’-ra-él short: and Ha-za’-él smote 
them in all the coasts of Is’-ra-él; 

33 From Jér’-dan eastward, all the land 
of Gil’-é-ad, the Gad’-ites, and the 
Réu’-bén-ites, and the Ma-nas’-sites, 
from A-r6’-ér, which is by the river Ar’- 
non, even Gil’-é-ad and Ba’-shan. 

34 Now the rest of the acts of Jé’-hi, 
and all that he did, and all his might, are 
they not written in the, book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Is’-ra-él ? 

35 And Jé’-hi slept with his fathers: 
and they buried him in Sa-mar’-i-a. And 
Jé-h60’-a-haz his son reigned in his 
stead. 

36 And the time that Jé’-hi' reigned 
over Is’-ra-él in Sa-mdar’-i-a was twenty 
and eight years. 


Chapter 11 


ND when Ath-a-li’-Ah the mother of 

A-ha-zi’-ah saw that her son was 

dead, she arose and destroyed all the 
seed royal. 


II KINGS 12 


2 But Jé-hésh’-é-ba, the daughter of 
king Jér’-am, sister_of A-ha-zi’-ah, took 
Jo’-ash the son of A-ha-zi’-ah, and stole 
him from among the king’s sons which 
were slain; and they hid him, even him 
and his nurse, in the bedchamber from 
Ath-a-li’-ah, so that he was not slain. 

3 And he was with her hid in the house 
of the Lorp six years. And Ath-a-li’-ah 
did reign over the land. gerat 

4 q@ And the seventh year Jé-hoi’-a-da 
sent and fetched the rulers over hun- 
dreds, with the captains and the guard, 
and brought them to him into the house 
of the Lorp, and made a covenant with 
them, and took an oath of them in the 
house of the LorpD, and shewed them the 
king’s son. I 

5 And he commanded them, saying, 
This is the thing that ye shall do; A 
third part of you that enter in on the 
sabbath shall even be keepers of the 
watch of the king’s house; 

6 And a third part shall be at the gate of 
Sur; and a third part at the gate behind 
the guard: so shall ye keep the watch of 
the house, that it be not broken down. 

7 And two parts of all you that go forth 
on the sabbath, even they shall keep the 
watch of the house of the Lorp about 
the king. ; 

8 And ye shall compass the king round 
about, every man with his weapons in 
his hand: and he that cometh within the 
ranges, let him be slain: and be ye with 
the king as he goeth out and as he cometh 


in. 

9 And the captains over the hundreds 
did according to all things that Jé-hoi’- 
a-da the priest commanded: and they 
took every man his men that were to 
come in on the sabbath, with them that 
should go out on the sabbath, and came 
to Jé-hoi’-a-da the priest. 

10 And to the captains over hundreds 
did the priest give king Da’-vid’s spears 
and shields, that were in the temple of 
the Lorp. 

11 And the guard stood, every man 
with his weapons in his hand, round 
about the king, from the right corner of 
the temple to the left corner of the 
temple, along by the altar and the temple. 

12 And he brought forth the king’s 
son, and put the crown upon him, and 
ave him the testimony; and they made 

im king, and anointed him; and they 
clapped their hands, and said, God save 
the king. g 

13 @ And when Ath-a-li’-Ah heard the 
noise of the guard and of the people, she 
came to the people into the temple of the 


Lorp. 

14 And when she looked, behold, the 
king stood by a pillar, as the manner was, 
and the princes and the trumpeters by 
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the king, and all the people of the land 
rejoiced, and blew with trumpets: and 
Ath-a-li’-Ah rent her clothes, and cried, 
Treason, Treason, _, ; 

15 But Jé-hoi’-a-da the priest com- 
manded the captains of the hundreds, 
the officers of the host, and said unto 
them, Have her forth without the ranges: 
and him that followeth her kill with the 
sword. For the priest had said, Let her 
not be slain in the house of the Lorb. 

16 And they laid hands on her; and she 
went by the way by the which the horses 
came into the king’s house: and there 
was she slain. 

17 ¢@ And Jé-hoi’-a-da made a covenant 
between the Lorp and the king and the 
people, that they should be the Lorp’s 
people; between the king also and the 
people. 

18 And all the people of the land went 
into the house of Ba’-al, and brake it 
down; his altars and his images brake 
they in pieces thoroughly, and slew 
Mat’-tan the priest of Ba’-al before the 
altars. And the priest appointed officers 
over the house of the Lorp. 

19 And he took the rulers over hun- 
dreds, and the captains, and the guard, 
and all the people of the land; and they 
brought down the king from the house of 
the LorD, and came by the way of the 
gate of the guard to the king’s house. 
And he sat on the throne of the kings. 

20 And all the people of the land re- 
joiced, and the city was in quiet: and 
they slew Ath-a-li’-ah with the sword be- 
side the king’s house. 

21 Seven years old was Jé-h6d’-Ash when 
he began to reign. 


Chapter 12 


& the seventh year of Jé’-hii Jé-hd’-ash 
began to reign; and forty years 
reigned he in Jé-rai’-sa-lém. And _ his 
mother’s name was Zi’-bi-ah of Béér— 
shé’-ba. 

2 And Jé-ho’-ash did that which was 
right in the sight of the Lorp all his days 
wherein Jé-hoi’-a-da the priest in- 
structed him. 

3 But the high places were not taken 
away: the people still sacrificed and 
burnt incense in the high places. 

4 ¢ And Jé-h6’-ash said to the priests, 
All the money of the dedicated things 
that is brought into the house of the 
LorbD, even the money of every one that 
passeth the account, the money that 
every man is set at, and all the money 
that cometh into any man’s heart to bring 
into the house of the Lorp, 

5 Let the priests take it to them, every 
man of his acquaintance: and let them 
repair the breaches ofthe house, where- 
soever any breach shall be-found.

6 But it was so, that in the three and 
twentieth year of king Jé-hd’-ash the 
priests had not repaired the breaches of 
the house. 
__7 Then king Jé-hd’-ash called for Jé- 

hoi’-a-da the priest, and the other 
priests, and said unto them, Why repair 
ye not the breaches of the house? now 
therefore receive no more money of your 
acquaintance, but deliver it for the 
breaches of the house. 

8 And the priests consented to receive 
no more money of the people, neither to 
repair the breaches of the house. 

9 But Jé-hoi’-a-da the priest took a 
chest, and bored a hole in the lid of it, 
and set it beside the altar, on the right 
side as one cometh into the house of the 
Lorp: and the priests that kept the door 
put therein all the money that was 
brought into the house of the Lorp. 
~ 10 And it was so, when they saw that 
there was much money in the chest, that 
the king’s scribe and the high priest came 
up, and they put up in bags, and told the 
money that was found in the house of 
the Lorp. 

11 And they gave the money, being 
told, into the hands of them that did the 
work, that had the oversight of the house 
of the Lorn: and they laid it out to the 
carpenters and builders, that wrought 
upon the house of the Lorpb, 

And to masons, and hewers of stone, 
and to buy timber and hewed stone to 
repair the breaches of the house of the 
Lorp, and for all that was laid out for 
the house to repair it.

15 Moreover they reckoned not with 
the men, into whose hand they delivered 
the money to be bestowed on workmen:

16 The trespass money and sin money 
was not brought into the house of the 
Lorp: it was the priests’. | ole 

17 ¢ Then Ha-za’-él king of Syr’-i-a 
went up, and fought against Gath, and 
took it: and Ha-za’-él set his face to go 
up to Jé-ra’-sa-lém. doe 

18 And Jé-hd’-ash king of Ja’-dah took 
all the hallowed things that Jé-hosh’-a- 
phat, and Jé-hér’-4m, and A-ha-zi’-ah, 
his fathers, kings of Ja’-dah, had dedi- 
~ cated, and his own hallowed things, and 
all the gold that was found in the treas- 
ures of the house of the Lorp, and in the 
king’s house, and sent it to Ha-za’-él 
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king of Syr’-i-a: and he went away from 
Jé-rai’-sa-lém. 

_19 @ And the rest of the acts of Jd’- 
ash, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Ja’-dah? 

20 And his servants arose, and made a 
conspiracy, and slew JO’-ash in the house 
of Mil’-16, which goeth down to Sil’-1a. 

21 For J6’-za-char the son of Shim/’- 
é-ath, and Jé-hd’-za-bad the son of 
Shd’-mér, his servants, smote him, and 
he died; and they buried him with his 
fathers in the city of Da’-vid: and Am- 
a-zi’-ah his son reigned in his stead. 


Chapter 13 


ee the three and twentieth year of J6’- 
_ ash the son of A-ha-zi’-ah king of Ja’- 
dah Jé-h6’-a-haz the son of Jé’-ht' began 
to reign over I8’-ra-él in Sa-mAar’-i-a, and 
reigned seventeen years. 

2 And he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorp, and followed the sins 
of Jér-6-b6’.am the son of Né’-bat, 
which made Is’-ra-él to sin; he departed 
not therefrom.

7 Neither did he leave of the people to 
Jé-hd’-a-haz but fifty horsemen, and ten 
chariots, and ten thousand footmen; for 
the king of Syr’-i-a had destroyed them, 
and had made them like the dust by 
threshing. 

8 @ Now the rest of the acts of Jé- 
h6d’-a-haz, and all that he did, and his 
might, are they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of Is’-ra-él? 

9 And Jé-h6’-a-haz slept with his fa- 
thers; and they buried him in Sa-mar’- 
i-a: and J6O’-ash his son reigned in his 
stead. 

10 @ In the thirty and seventh year of 
J6’-ash king of Ji’-dah began Jé-hd’-ash 
the son of Jé-h6’-4-haz to reign over I§’- 
ra-é] in Sa-mar’-i-a, and reigned sixteen 
years.

15 And £-li’-sha said- unto’ him, Take 
bow and arrows. And he took unto him 
bow and arrows. 7 

16 And he said to the king of Is’-ra-él, 
Put thine hand upon the bow. And he 
put his hand upon it: and £-li’-sha put 
his hands upon the king’s hands.

19 And the man of God was wroth 
with him, and said, Thou shouldest have 
smitten five or six times; then hadst thou 
smitten Syr’-i-a till thou hadst consumed 
it: whereas now thou shalt smite Syr’- 
i-4 but thrice. see 

20 @ And E-li’-sha died, and they bur- 
ied him. And the bands of the M6’-ab- 
ites invaded the land at the coming in of 
the year. 

21 And it came to pass, as they were 
burying a man, that, behold, they spied 
a band of men; and they cast the man 
into the sepulchre of E-li’-sha: and when 
the man _was let down, and touched the 
bones of E-li’-sha, he revived, and stood 
up on his feet.

Béth-shé’-mésh, and came to Jé-ri’-sa-

14 And he took all the gold and silver, 
and all the vessels that were found in the 
house of the Lorp, and in the treasures 
of the king’s house, and hostages, and 
returned to Sa-mar’-i-a.

18 And the rest of the acts of Am-a- 
zi’-ah, are they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of Ja’-dah? 

19 Now they made a conspiracy against 
him in Jé-ri’-sa-lém: and_ he fied to La’- 
chish; but they sent after him to La’- 
chish, and slew him there. © 

. 20 And they brought him on horses: 
and he was buried at Jé’-rd-sa-lém with 
his fathers in the city of Da’-vid. 

21 ¢ And all the people of Ja’-dah took 
Az-a-ri’-ah, which was sixteen_years old, 
and made him king instead of his father 
Am-a-zi’-ah. 3 

22 He built £’-lath, and restored it to 
Ja’-dah, after that the king slept with his 
fathers. SCORE 

23 @ In the fifteenth year of Am-a- 
zi’-ah the son of JO’-ash king of Ji’-dah 
Jér-6-b0’-am the son of JO’-ash king of

17 In the nine and thirtieth year of 
Az-a-ri’-ah king of Ja’-dah began Mén’- 
a-hém the son of Ga’-di to reign over 
{s’-ra-él, and reigned ten years in Sa- 
mar’-i-a. an 

18 And he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorp: he departed not all 
his days from the sins of Jér-6-b3d’-am 
the son of Né’-bat, who made I8’-ra-él to 


sin. 

19 And Pil the king of As-syr’-i-4 came 
against the land: and Mén’-a-hém gave 
Pul a thousand talents of silver, that his 
hand might be with him to confirm the 
kingdom in his hand. 

20 And Mén’-4-hém exacted the money 
of {g’-ra-él, even of all the mighty men of 
wealth, of each man fifty shé’-kéls of sil- 
ver, to give to the king of As-syr’-i-a.

23 @ In the fiftieth year of Az-a-ri’-ah 
king of Ja’-dah Pék-a-hi’-ah the, son of 
Mén’-a-hém began to reign over Is’-ra-él 
in Sa-mar’-i-a, and reigned two years. 

24 And he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorp: he departed not from 
the sins of Jér-6-b6’-am the son of Né’- 
bat, who made I8s’-ra-él to sin. 

25 But Pé’-kah the son of Rém-a-li’-ah, 
a captain of his, conspired against him, 
and smote him in Sa-mar’-i-a, in the 
palace of the king’s house, with Ar’-gdb 
and Ar’-i-éh, and with him fifty men of 
the Gil’-é-ad-ites: and he killed him, and 
reigned in his room. 

26 And the rest of the acts of Pék-a- 
hi’-ah, and all that he did, behold, they

27 ¢ In the two and fiftieth year of 
Az-a-ri’-ah king of Ja’-dah Pé’-kah the 
son of Rém-a-li’-ah began to reign over 
1s’-ra-él1 in Sa-mar’-i-a, and reigned 
twenty years. 

28 And he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorp: he departed not from 
the sins of Jér-6-b6’-am the son of Né’- 
bat, who made I§’-ra-él to sin. _, 

29 In the days of Pé’-kah king of I8’-ra- 
él came Tig’-lath—pi-lé’-sér king of As- 
syr’-i-a, and took i’-jon, and A’-bél- 
béth-ma4’-a-chah, and Ja-n6d’-ah, and 
Ké’-désh, and Ha’-z6r, and Gil’-é-ad, 
and Gal’-i-léé, all the land of Naph’-ta- 
li, and carried them captive to As-syr’- 
i-a.

5 Q Then Ré’-zin king of Syr’-i-A and 
Pé’-kah son of Rém-a-li’-4h king of {§’- 
ra-é1 came up to Jé-ri’-sa-lém to war: 
and they besieged A’-haz, but could not 
overcome him. 

6 At that time Ré’-zin king of Syr’-i-a 
recovered E’-lath to Syr’-i-a, and drave 
the Jéws from E’-lath: and the Syr’-i-ans 
pe to E’-lath, and dwelt there unto this 

ay. 

._ 7 So A’-haz sent messengers to Tig’- 
lath—pi-lé’-sér king of As-syr’-i-a, saying, 
I am thy servant and thy son: come up, 
and save me out of the hand of the king 
of Syr’-i-a, and out of the hand of the 
king of f8’-ra-é], which rise up against me. 

8 And A’-haz took the silver and gold 
that was found in the house of the Lorp, 
and in the treasures of the king’s house, 
and sent it for a present to the king of 
As-syr’-i-a. : 

9 And the king of As-syr’-i-a hearkened 
unto him: for the king of As-syr’-i-a went 
up against Da-mas’-cus, and took it, and 
carried the people of it captive to Kir, and 
slew Ré’-zin. Te 

10 @ And king A’-haz went to Da-mas’- 
cus to meet Tig’-lath—pi-lé’-sér king of 
As-syr’-i-a, and saw an altar that was at 
Da-mas’-cts: and king A’-haz sent to 
U-ri’-jah the priest the fashion of the 
altar, and the pattern of it, according to 
all the workmanship thereof. : 

11 And U-ri’-jah the priest built an 
altar according to all that king A’-haz 
had sent from Da-mas’-cis: so U-ri’-jah 
the priest made it against king A’-haz 
came from Da-mas’-cus. 

12 And when the king was come from 
D4-mas’-cts, the king saw the altar: and 
the king approached to the altar, and 
offered thereon. . 

13 And he burnt his burnt offering and 
his meat offering, and poured his drink 
offering, and sprinkled the blood of his 
peace offerings, upon the altar. 

14 And he brought also the brasen 
altar, which was before the LorD, from 
the forefront of the house, from between 
the altar and the house of the Lorp, and 
_ put it on the north side of the altar. f 

- 15 And king A’-haz commanded U-ri’- 
jah the priest, saying, Upon the great 
altar burn the morning burnt offering, 
and the evening meat offering, and the 
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king’s burnt sacrifice, and his meat offer- 
ing, with the burnt offering of all the 
people of the land, and their meat offer- 
ing, and their drink offerings; and 
sprinkle upon it all the blood of the 
burnt offering, and all the blood of the 
sacrifice: and the brasen altar shall be 
for me to enquire by. 

16 Thus did U-ri’-jah the priest, ac- 
cording to all that king A’-haz com- 
manded. 

17 @ And king A’-haz cut off the 
borders of the bases, and removed the 
laver from off them; and took down the 
sea from off the brasen oxen that were 
under it and put it upon a pavement of 
stones. 

18 And the covert for the sabbath that 
they had built in the house, and the 
king’s entry without, turned he from the 
house of the Lorp for the king of 
As-syr’-i-a. 

19 ¢ Now the rest of the acts of 
A’-haz which he did, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Ja’-dah? 

20 And A’-haz slept with his fathers, 
and was buried with his fathers in the 
city of Da’-vid: and Héz-é-ki’-ah his son 
reigned in his stead. 


Chapter 17 


N the twelfth year of A’-haz king of Ji’- 

dah began Ho6-shé’-a the son of 

E’-lah to reign in Sa-mar’-i-a over Is’- 
ra-él nine years. 

2 And he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the LorpD, but not as the kings of 
is’-ra-él that were before him. 

3 q Against him came up Shal-man- 
é’-sér king of As-syr’-i-a;-and H6-shé’-a 
became his servant, and gave him 
presents. Ce g 

4 And the king of As-syr’-i-a found 
conspiracy in HO-shé’-a: for he had sent 
messengers to SO king of E’-gypt, and 
brought no present to the king of As- 
syr’-i-a, as he had done year by year: 
therefore the king of As-syr’-i-a shut him 
up, and bound him in prison. 

5 @ Then the king of ASs-syr’-i-a came 
up throughout all the land, and went up 
to Sa-mar’-i-a, and besieged it three 
years. 

6 @ In the ninth year of H6-shé’-a the 
king of As-syr’-i-a took Sa-mar’-i-a, and 
carried I§’-ra-él away into As-syr’-i-a, and 
placed them in Ha’-lah and in Ha’-bor by 
the river of GO’-zan, and in the cities of 
the Médes. 

7 For so it was, that the children of 
1s’-ra-é1 had sinned against the Lorp 
their God, which had brought them up 
out of the land of £’-gypt, from under 
the hand of Phar’-aoh king of E’-gypt, 
and had feared other gods, 
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8 And walked in the statutes of the 
heathen, whom the Lorp cast out from 
before the children of {8’-ra-él, and of the 
kings of is’-ra-él, which they had made. 

9 And the children of I8’-ra-él did 
secretly those things that were not right 
against the Lorp their God, and they 
built them high places in all their cities, 
from the tower of the watchmen to the 
fenced city. ‘ 

10 And they set them up images and 
groves in every high hill, and under every 
green tree: i } 

11° And there they burnt incense in all 
the high places, as did the heathen whom 
the LorpD carried away before them; and 
wrought wicked things to provoke the 
Lorp to anger: 

12 For they served idols, whereof the 
Lorp had said unto them, Ye shall not 
do this thing. Red } you 

13 Yet the Lorp testified against Is’- 
ra-él, and against Jai’-dah, by all the 
prophets, and by all the seers, saying, 
Turn ye from your evil ways, and keep 
my commandments and my statutes, ac- 
cording to all the law which I com- 
manded your fathers, and which I sent 
to you by my servants the prophets. 

14 Notwithstanding they would not 
hear, but hardened their necks, like to 
the neck of their fathers, that did not be- 
lieve in the Lorp their God. 

15 And they rejected his statutes, and 
his covenant that he made with their fa- 
thers, and his testimonies which he 
testified against them; and they followed 
vanity, and became vain, and went after 
the heathen that were round about them, 
concerning whom the Lorp had charged 
them, that they should not do like them. 

16 And they left all the:commandments 
of the Lorp their God, and made them 
molten images, even two calves, and 
made a grove, and worshipped all the 
host of heaven; and served Ba’-al. 

17 And they caused their sons and their 
daughters to pass through the fire, and 
used divination and enchantments, and 
sold themselves to do evil in the sight of 
the Lorpb, to provoke him to anger. 

18 Therefore the LorD was very angry 
with Is’-ra-él, and removed them out of 
his sight: there was none left but the 
tribe of Ja’-dah only: 

19 Also Ja’-dah kept not the command- 
ments of the Lorp their God, but 
walked in the statutes of Is’-ra-é1 which 
they made. 

20, And the Lorp rejected all the seed 
of Is’-ra-él, and afflicted them, and de- 
livered them into the hand of spoilers, 
until he had cast them out of his sight. 

21 For he rent is’-ra-él from the house 


of Da’-vid; and they made Jér-6-bd’-am fi 


the son of Né’-bat king: and Jér-6-bd’- 
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Am drave 18’-ra-él from’ following the 
Lorp, and made them sin a great sin. 

22 For the children of 1§’-ra-€1 walked 
in all the sins of. Jér-6-b6’-am, which he 
did; they departed not from them; 

23 Until the. Lorp removed Is’-ra-él 
out of his sight, as he had said by all his 
servants the prophets. So was Is’-ra-él 
carried away out of their own land to 
As-syr’-i-a unto this day. 8 

24 @ And the king of As-syr’-i-a 
brought men from Bab’-y-lon, and from 
Ci’-thah, and from A’-va, and from -Ha’- 
math, and from Sé-phdar-va’-im, and 
placed them in the cities of Sa-mar’-i-a 
instead of the children of I8’-ra-él: and 
they possessed Sa-mar’-i-a, and dwelt in 
the cities thereof. 

25. And so it was at the beginning of 
their dwelling there, that they feared not 
the Lorp: therefore the LorD sent lions 
among them, which slew some of them. 
,26 Wherefore they spake to the king of 
As-syr’-i-a, saying, The nations which 
thou hast removed, and placed in the 
cities of Sa-mAar’-i-a, know not the man- 
ner of the God of the land: therefore he 
hath sent lions among them, and, be- 
hold, they slay them, because they know 
not the manner of the God of the land. 

27 Then. the king of As-syr’-i-A com- 
manded, saying, Carry thither one of the 
priests whom ye brought from thence; 
and let them go and dwell there, and let 
him teach them the manner of the God 
of the land. 

28 Then one of the priests whom they 
had carried away from Sa-mAar’-i-4 came 
and dwelt in Béth’—él, and taught them 
how they should fear the Lorp. 

29 Howbeit every nation made gods of 
their own, and put them in the houses of 
the high places which the Sa-mar’-i-tans 
had made, every nation in their cities 
wherein they dwelt. 

30 And the men of Bab’-y-lon made 
Sitc’-c6th—bé’-nGth, and the men of Cuith 
made Nér’-gal, and the men of Ha’-math 
made A-shi’-ma, 

31 And the A’-vites made Nib’-haz and 
Tar’-tak, and the Sé-phar’-vites burnt 
their children in fire to A-dram’-mé-léch 
and A-nam/’-mé-léch, the gods of Sé- 
phar-va’-im. 

32 So they feared the Lorp, and made 
unto themselves of the lowest of them 
priests of ‘the high places; which sacri- 
ficed for them in the houses of the high 
places. ! 

33 They feared the Lorn, and served 
their own gods, after the manner of the 
nations whom they carried away from 
thence. 

34 Unto this day they do after the 
ormer manners: they fear not the Lorp, 
neither do they after their statutes, or

after their ordinances, or after the law 
and commandment which the Lorp 
commanded the, children of Ja’-cob, 
whom he named Is’-ra-él; 
_ 35 With whom the Lorp had made a 
covenant, and charged them, saying, Ye 
shall not fear other gods, nor bow your- 
selves to them, nor serve them, nor sac- 
rifice to them: 

36 But the Lorp, who brought you up 
out of the land of E’-gypt with great 
power and a stretched out arm, him shall 
ye fear, and him shall ye worship, and to 
him shall ye do sacrifice. 

37 And the statutes, and the ordin- 
ances, and the law, and the command- 
ment, which he wrote for you, ye shall 
observe to do for evermore; and ye shall 
not fear other gods. 

38 And the covenant that I have made 
with you ye shall not forget; neither 

-shall ye fear other gods. 

39 But the Lorp your God ye shall 
fear; and he shall deliver you out of the 
hand of all your enemies. 

40 Howbeit they did not hearken, but 
they did after their former manner. 

41 So these nations feared the Lorp, 
and served their graven images, both 
their children, and their children’s chil- 
dren: as did their fathers, so do they unto 
this day. 


Chapter 18 


i] OW it came to pass in the third year 
of H6-shé’-a son of £’-lah king of 
18’-ra-él, that Héz-é-ki’-ah the son of 
A’-haz king of Ji’-dah began to reign. 

2 Twenty and five years old was he 
when he began to reign; and he reigned 
twenty and nine years in Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 
His mother’s name also was A’-bi, the 
daughter of Zach-a-ri’-ah. 

3 And he did that which was right in the 
sight of the Lorpb, according to all that 
Da’-vid his father did. 

4 ¢ He removed the high places, and 
brake the images, and cut down the 
groves, and brake in pieces the brasen 
serpent that Mo’-sés had made: for unto 
those days the children of Is’-ra-él did 
burn incense to it: and he called it Né- 
hush’-tan. dl 

5 He trusted in the Lorp God of Is’- 
ra-él; so that after him was none like him 
among all the kings of Ja’-dah, nor any 
that were before him. 

6 For he clave to the Lorp, and de- 
parted not from following him, but kept 
his commandments, which the Lorp 
commanded M6O’-sés. ; 

7 And the LorpD was with him; and he 
prospered whithersoever he went forth: 
and he rebelled against the king of As- 
syr’-i-a, and served him not. 

8 He smote the Phil’-is-tines, even unto 
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Ga’-za, and the borders thereof, from 
une tower of the watchmen to the fenced 
city. 

9 g And it came to pass in the fourth 
year of king Héz-é-ki’-ah, which was the 
seventh year of H6-shé’-a son of £’-lah 
king of \I8’-ra-él, that Shal-man-é’-sér 
king of As-syr’-i-a came up against Sa- 
mar’-i-a, and besieged it. 

10 And at the end of three years they 
took it: even in the sixth year of Héz-é- 
ki’-ah, that is the ninth year of H6-shé’-a 
king of i8’-ra-é1, Sa-mar’-i-4 was taken. 

11 And the king of As-syr’-i-a did 
carry away Is’-ra-él unto As-syr’-i-a, and 
put them in Ha’-lah and in Ha’-boér by 
the river of Gd’-zan, and in the cities of 
the Médes: 

12 Because they obeyed not the voice of 
the Lorp their God, but transgressed his 
covenant, and all that MO’-Sés the servant 
of the LorD commanded, and would not 
hear them, nor do them. 

13 ¢ Now in the fourteenth year of 
king Héz-é-ki’-ah did Sén-nach’-ér-ib 
king of As-syr’-i-a come up against all the 
fenced cities of Ja’-dah, and took them. 

And Héz-é-ki’-ah king of Ja’-dah 
sent to the king of As-syr’-i-a to La’- 
chish, saying, I have offended; return 
from me: that which thou puttest on me 
will I bear. And the king of As-syr’-i-a 
appointed unto Héz-é-ki’-ah king of 
Ja’-dah three hundred talents of silver 
and thirty talents of gold. 

15 And Héz-é-ki’-ah gave him all the 
silver that was found in the house of the 
Lorp, and in the treasures of the king’s 


house. 

16 At that time did Héz-é-ki’-ah cut 
off the gold from the doors of the temple 
of the Lorpb, and from the pillars which 
Héz-é-ki’-ah king of Ja’-dah had over- 
laid, and gave it to the king of As- 
syr’-i-a. PR 

17 @ And the king of As-syr’-i-a sent 
Tar’-tan and Rab’-sa-ris and Rab’— 
sha-kéh from La’-chish to king Héz-é-ki’- 
ah with a great host against Jé-ri’-sa- 
lém. And they went up and came to Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém. And when they were come up, 
they came and stood by the conduit of 
the upper pool, which is in the highway 
of the fuller’s field. 

18 And when they had called to the 
king, there came out to them E-li’-a-kim 
the son of Hil-ki’-ah, which was over the 
household, and Shéb’-na the scribe, and 
Jd’-ah the son of A’-saph the recorder. 

19 And Rab’-sha-kéh said unto them, 
Speak ye now to Héz-é-ki’-ah, Thus saith 
the great king, the king of As-syr-i-a, 
What confidence is this wherein thou 
trustest ? : 

20 Thou sayest, (but they are but vain 
words,) I have counsel and strength for 
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the war. Now on whom dost thou trust, 
that thou rebellest against me? 

21 Now, behold, thou trustest upon the 
staff of this bruised reed, even upon 
£’-gypt, on which if a man lean, it will 
go into his hand, and pierce it: so is 
Phar’-aoh king of E’-gypt unto all that 
trust on him. j 

22 But if ye say unto me, We trust in 
the Lorp our God: is not that he, whose 
high places and whose altars Héz-é- 
ki’-4h hath taken away, and hath said to 
Ja’-dah and Jé-rii’-sa-lém, Ye shall wor- 
ship before this altar in Jé-ri’-sa-lém ? 

23 Now therefore, I pray thee, give 
pledges to my lord the king of As-syr’- 
i-a, and I will deliver thee two thousand 
horses, if thou be able on thy part to set 
riders upon them. 

24 How then wilt thou turn away the 
face of one captain of the least of my 
master’s servants, and.put thy trust on 
E’-gypt for chariots and for horsemen? 

25.Am I now come up without the 
Lorp against this place to destroy it ? The 
Lorp said to me, Go up against this 
land, and destroy it. 

26 Then said E-li’-a-kim the son of 
Hil-ki’-ah, and Shéb’-na, and J6’-ah, un- 


to Rab’-sha-kéh, Speak, I pray thee, to L 


thy servants in the Syr’-i-an language; 
for we understand it: and talk not with 
us in the Jéws’ language in the ears of the 
people that are on the wall. 

27 But Rab’-sha-kéh said unto them, 
Hath my master sent me to thy master, 
and to thee, to speak these words? hath 
he not sent me to the men which sit on 
the wall, that they may eat their own 
dung, and drink their own piss with you? 

28 Then Rab’-sha-kéh stood and cried 
with a loud voice in the Jéws’ language, 
and spake, saying, Hear the word of the 
great king, the king of As-syr’-i-a: 

29 Thus saith the king, Let not Héz- 
6-ki’-ah deceive you: for he shall not be 
able to deliver you out of his hand: 

30 Neither let Héz-é-ki’-ah make you 
trust in the LorD, saying, The Lorp will 
surely deliver us, and this city shall not 
be delivered into the hand of the king of 
As-syr’-i-a. 

31 Hearken not to Héz-é-ki’-ah: for 
thus saith the king of As-s¥r’-i-4, Make 
an agreement with me by a present, and 
come out to me, and then eat ye every 
man of his own vine, and every one of 
his fig tree, and drink ye every one the 
waters of his cistern: 

32. Until I come and take you away to 
a land like your own land, a land of corn 
and wine, a land of bread and vineyards, 
a land of oil olive and of honey, that ye 
may live, and not die: and hearken not 
unto Héz-é-ki’-ah, when he persuadeth 
you, saying, The Lorp will deliver us.

33 Hath any of the gods of the nations 
delivered at all his land out of the hand of 
the king of As-syr’-i-a? is TA 

34 Where are the gods of Ha’-math, 
and of Ar’-pad? where are the gods of 
Sé-phar-va’-im, Hé’-na, and i’-vah? have 
they delivered Sa-mar’-i-a out of mine 
hand? 

35 Who are they among all the gods of 
the countries, that have delivered their 
country out of mine hand, that the LorD 
should deliver Jé-ri’-sa-lém out of mine 
hand? ‘ 

36 But the people held their peace, and 
answered him not a word: for the king’s 
commandment was, saying, Answer him 
not. 

37 Then came £-li’-a-kim the son of 
Hil-ki’-ah, which was over the house- 
hold, and Shéb’-na the scribe, and Jo’- 
ah the son of A’-saph the recorder, to 
Héz-é-ki’-ah with their clothes rent, and 
told him the words of Rab’—sha-kéh. 


Chapter 19 


ND it came to pass, when king Héz- 
é-ki’-ah heard it, that he rent his 
clothes, and covered: himself with sack- 
cloth, and went into the house of the 
ORD. 

2 And he sent E-li’-a-kim, which was 
over the household, and Shéb’-na the 
scribe, and the elders of the priests, 
covered with sackcloth, to 1-sai’-ah the 
prophet the son of A’-m6z. 

3 And they said unto him, Thus saith 
Héz-é-ki’-ah, This day is a day of 
trouble; and of rebuke, and blasphemy: 
for the children are come to the birth, 
and there is not strength to bring forth. 

4 It may be the Lorp thy God will hear 
all the words of Rab’-sha-kéh, whom the 
king of As-syr’-i-a his master hath sent to 
reproach the living God; and will re- 
prove the words which the Lorp thy God 
hath heard: wherefore lift up thy prayer 
for the remnant that are left. 

5 So the servants of king Héz-é-ki’-ah 
came to I-8ai’-ah. 

6 ¢ And i-sai’-4h said unto them, Thus 
shall ye say to your master, Thus saith 
the Lorp, Be not afraid of the words 
which thou hast heard, with which the 
servants of the king of As-syr’-i-A have 
blasphemed me. 

7 Behold, I will send a blast upon him, 
and he shall hear a rumour, and shall re- 
turn to his own land;and I will cause him 
to fall by the sword in his own land. 

8 ¢ So Rab’-sha-kéh returned, and 
found the king of As-syr’-i-A warring 
against Lib’-nah: for he had heard that 
he was departed from La’-chish: 

9 And when he heard say of Tir-ha’- 
kah king of E-thi-d’-pi-a, Behold, he is 
come out to fight against thee: he sent

messengers again unto Héz-é-ki’-ah, 
saying, 

10 Thus shall ye speak to Héz-é-ki’-ah 
king of Ja’-dah, saying, Let not thy God 
in whom thou trustest deceive thee, say- 

ing, Jé-ri’-sa-lém shall not be delivered 
into the hand of the king of As-syr’-i-a. 

11 Behold, thou hast heard what the 
kings of As-syr’-i-a have done to all lands, 
by destroying them utterly: and shalt 
thou be delivered? 

12 Have the gods of the nations de- 
livered them which my fathers have 
destroyed; as G6O’-zan, and Har’-an, and 
Ré’-zéph, and the children of £’-dén 
which were in Thél’-a-sar? 

13 Where is the king of Ha’-math, and 
the king of Ar’-pad, and the king of the 
city, of Sé-phar-va’-im, of Hé’-na, and 
I’-vah? 

14 ¢ And Hé€z-é-ki’-4h. received the 
letter of the hand of the messengers, and 
read it: and Héz-é-ki’-Ah went up into 
the house of the Lorp, and spread it be- 
fore the Lorpb. 

15 And Héz-é-ki’-ah prayed before the 
Lorp, and said, O Lorp God of is’- 
ra-él, which dwellest between the chér’- 
t-bims, thou art the God, even thou 
alone, of all the kingdoms of the earth; 
thou hast made heaven and earth. 

6 LorD, bow down thine ear, and 
hear: open, Lorp, thine eyes, and see: 
and hear the words of Sén-nach’-ér-ib, 
which hath sent him to reproach the liv- 


ing God. ; 

17 Of a truth, Lorn, the kings of As- 
syr’-i-a have destroyed the nations and 
their lands, 

18 And have cast their gods into the 
fire: for they were no gods, but the work 
of men’s hands, wood and stone: there- 
fore they have destroyed them. 

19 Now therefore, O Lorp our God, I 
beseech thee, save thou us out of his 
hand, that all the kingdoms of the earth 
may know that thou art the Lorp God, 
even thou only, | 'D ity 

20 @ Then i-sai’-ah the son of A’-m6z 
sent to Héz-é-ki’-ah, saying, Thus saith 
the Lorp God of Is’-ra-€l, That which 
thou hast prayed to me against Sén- 
nach’-ér-ib king of As-syr’-i-a I have 
heard. 

21 This is the word that the Lorp hath 
spoken concerning him; The virgin the 
daughter of Zi’-on hath despised thee, 
and laughed thee to scorn; the daughter 
of Jé-rii’-sa-lém hath shaken her head at 
thee. 

22 Whom hast thou reproached and 
blasphemed? and against whom hast 
_ thou exalted thy voice, and lifted up 
thine eyes on high? even against the 
Holy One of is’-ra-él. 

23 By thy messengers thou hast re- 
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proached the Lord, and hast said, With 
the multitude of my chariots I am come 
up to the height of the mountains, to the 
sides of Léb’-a-non, and will cut down 
the tall cedar trees thereof; and the 
choice fir trees thereof: and I will enter 
into the lodgings of his borders, and into 
the forest of his Car’-mél. 

24 I have digged and drunk strange 
waters, and with the sole of my feet have 
I dried up all the rivers of besieged places. 

25 Hast thou not heard long ago how I 
have done it, and of ancient times that I 
have formed it ? now have I brought it to 
pass, that thou shouldest be to lay waste 
fenced cities into ruinous heaps. 

6 Therefore their inhabitants were of 
small power, they were dismayed and 
confounded ; they were as the grass of the 
field, and as the green herb, as the grass 
on the house tops, and as corn blasted 
before it be grown up. 

27 But I know thy abode, and thy going 
out, and thy coming in, and thy rage 
against me. 

28 Because thy rage against me and thy 
tumult is come up into mine ears, there- 
fore I will put my hook in thy nose, and 
my bridle in thy lips, and I will turn thee 
back by the way by which thou camest. 

29 And this shall be a sign unto thee, 
Ye shall eat this year such things as grow 
of themselves, and in the second year 
that which springeth of the same; and in 
the third year sow ye, and reap, and plant 
vineyards, and eat the fruits thereof. 

30 And the remnant that is escaped of 
the house of Ja’-dah shall yet again take 
root downward, and bear fruit upward. 

31 For out of Jé-ri’-sa-lém shall go 
forth a remnant, and they that escape 
out of mount Zi’-on: the zeal of the 
Lorp of hosts shall do this. 

32 Therefore thus saith the Lorp con- 
cerning the king of As-syr’-i-a, He shall 
not come into this city, nor shoot an ar- 
row there, nor come before it with shield, 
nor cast a bank against it. 

33 By the way that he came, by the 
same shall he return, and shall not come 
into this city, saith the Lorp. ; 

34 For I will defend this city, to save it, 
for mine own sake, and for my servant 
Da’-vid’s sake. . 

35 ¢ And it came to pass that night, 
that the angel of the Lorp went out, and 
smote in the camp of the As-syr’-i-ans an 
hundred fourscore and five thousand: 
and when they arose early in the morn- 
ing, behold, they were all dead corpses. 

36 So Sén-nach’-ér-ib king of As-syr’- 
i-a departed, and went and returned, and 
dwelt at Nin’-é-véh. 

37 And it came to pass, as he was wor- 
shipping in the house of Nis’-roch his 
god, that A-dram’-mé-léch and Sha- 
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ré’-zér his sons smote him with the 
sword: and they escaped into the land of 
Ar-mé’-ni-a. And E-sar-had’-don his son 
reigned in his stead. 


Chapter 20 


is those days was Héz-é-ki’-ah sick un- 
to death. And the prophet 1-8ai’-ah 
the son of A’-m6éz came to him, and said 
unto him, Thus saith the Lorn, Set thine 
house in order; for thou shalt die, and 
not live. ; 

2 Then he turned his face to the wall, 
and prayed unto the LorD, saying, 

3 I beseech thee, O Lorp, remember 
now how I have walked before thee in 
truth and with a perfect heart, and have 
done that which is good in thy sight. And 
Héz-é-ki’-ah wept sore. rene iat 

4 And it came to pass, afore i-sai’-ah 
was gone out into the middle court, that 
the word of the Lorp came to him, say- 
Ing, 

5 Turn again, and tell Héz-é-ki’-ah the 
captain of my people, Thus saith the 
Lorp, the God of Da’-vid thy father, I 
have heard thy prayer, I have seen thy 
tears: behold, I will heal thee: on the 
third day thou shalt go up unto the house 
of the Lorb. 

6 And I will add unto thy days fifteen 
years; and I will deliver thee and this city 
out of the hand of the king of As-syr’-i-a; 
and I will defend this city for mine own 
sake, and for my servant Da’-vid’s sake. 

7 And 1-S8ai’-ah said, Take a lump of 
figs. And they took and laid it on the 
boil, and he recovered. ¥ 

8 @ And Héz-é-ki’-ah said unto i-8ai’- 
ah, What shall be the sign that the Lorp 
will heal me, and that I shall go up into 
the house of the LorpD the third day? 

9 And 1i-sai’-ah said, This sign shalt 
thou have of the Lorp, that the Lorp 


will do the thing that he hath spoken: | 


shall the shadow go forward ten degrees, 
or go back ten degrees? 

10 And Héz-é-ki’-ah answered, It is a 
light thing for the shadow to go down 
ten degrees: nay, but let the shadow re- 
turn backward ten degrees. 

11 And I-sai’-ah the prophet cried unto 
the LorpD: and he brought the shadow 
ten degrees backward, by which it had 
gone down in the dial of A’-haz. 

12 q At that time Bér-3d’-dach—bal’-a- 
dan, the son of Bal’-a-dan, king of Bab’- 
y-lon, sent letters and a present unto 
Héz-é-ki’-ah: for he had heard that Héz- 
é-ki’-ah had been sick. 

13 And Héz-é-ki’-ah hearkened unto 
them, and shewed them all the house of 
his precious things, the silver, and the 
gold, and the spices, and the precious 
ointment, and ail] the house of his ar- 
mour, and all that was found in his treas- 
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ures: there was nothing in his house, nor 


in all his dominion, that Héz-é-ki’-a 
shewed them not. ss 

14 ¢ Then came i-84i’-ah the prophet 
unto king Héz-é-ki’-ah, and said unto 
him, What said these men? and from 
whence came they unto thee? And Héz- 
é-ki’-4h said, They are come from a far 
country, even from Bab’-y-lon. 

15 And he said,-What have they seen in 
thine house ? And Héz-é-ki’-ah answered, 
All the things that are in mine house 
have they seen: there is nothing among 
my treasures that I have not shewed 
them. 

16 And {f-sai’-ah said unto Héz-é-ki’- 
ah, Hear the word of the Lorp. 

17 Behold, the days come, that all that 
is in thine house, and that which thy fa- 
thers have laid up in store. unto this day, 
shall be carried into Bab’-y-lon: nothing 
shall be left, saith the Lorp. 

18 And of thy sons that shall issue from 
thee, which thou shalt beget, shall they 
take away; and they shall be eunuchs in 
the palace of the king of Bab’-y-lon. 

19 Then said Héz-é-ki’-ah unto 1-sdai’- 
ah, Good is the word of the Lorp which 
thou hast spoken. And he said, Js it not 
good, if peace and truth be in my days? 

20 ¢ And the rest of the acts of Héz- 
é-ki’-ah, and all his might, and how he 
made a pool, and a conduit, and brought 
water into the city, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Ja’-dah? ‘ 

21 And Héz-é-ki’-ah slept with his fa- 
thers: and Ma-nas’-séh his son reigned 
in his stead. 


Chapter 21 


A-NAS’-SEH was twelve years old 
when he began to reign, and 
reigned fifty and five years in Jé-ri’-sa- 
ém. And his mother’s name was Héph’- 
zi-bah. 

2 And he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorn, after the abominations 
of the heathen, whom the Lorp cast out 
before the children of {§’-ra-él, 

3 For he built up again the high places 
which Héz-é-+ki’-ah his father had de- 
stroyed ; and he reared up altars for Ba’- 
al, and made a grove, as did A’-hab king 
of 18’-ra-é1; and worshipped all the host 
of heaven, and served them. 

4 And he built altars in the house of the 
LorD, of which the Lorp said, In Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém will I put my name. 

5 And he built altars for all the host of 
heaven in the two courts of the house of 
oF Lo ce 

nd he made his son pass through 
the fire, and observed times, and used end 
chantments, and dealt with familiar spir- 
its and wizards: he wrought much wick- 
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edness’in the sight of the Lorpb, to pro- 
voke him to anger. 

7 And he set a graven image of the 
grove that he had made in the house, of 
which the Lorp said to Da’-vid, and to 
S6l’-6-mon his son, In this house, and in 
Jé-ri’-sa-lém, which I have chosen out of 
all tribes of Is’-ra-él, will I put my name 
for ever: fi 

8 Neither will I make the feet of Is’- 
ra-é1 move any more out of the land 


which I gave their fathers; only if they L 


will observe to do according to all that I 
have commanded them, and according 
to all the law that my servant M6’-sé§ 
commanded them. 

9 But they hearkened not: and Ma- 
nas’-séh seduced them to do more evil 
than did the nations whom the Lorp de- 

stroyed before the children of Is’-ra-él. 

- 10 @ And the Lorp spake by his serv- 
ants the prophets, saying, 

11 Because Ma-nas’-séh king of Ji’- 
dah hath done these abominations, and 
hath done wickedly above all that the 
Am/’-6-rites did, which were before him, 
and hath made Ja’-dah also to sin with 
his idols: 

. 12 Therefore thus saith the LorpD God 
of i§’-ra-él, Behold, I am bringing such 
evil upon Jé-ra’-sa-lém and Ja’-dah, that 
whosoever heareth of it, both his ears 
shall tingle. be 

13 And I will stretch over Jé-ra’-sa-lém 
the line of Sa-mAr’-i-4, andthe plummet 
of the house of A’-hab: and I will wipe 
Jé-ri’-sa-lém as a man wipeth a dish, 
wiping it, and turning it upside down. 

14 And I will forsake the remnant of 
mine inheritance, and deliver them into 
the hand of their enemies ; and they shall 
become a prey and a spoil to all their 
enemies; 

15 Because they have done that which 
was evil in my sight, and have provoked 
me to anger, since the day their fathers 
came forth out of E’-gypt, even unto this 
day. ene ans ee ; 

16 Moreover Ma-nas’-séh shed inno- 
cent blood very much, till he had filled 
Jé-rai’-sa-lém from one end to another; 
beside his sin wherewith he made Ji’- 
dah to sin, in doing that which was evil in 
the sight of the LorD. i 

17 ¢ Now the rest of the acts of Ma- 
nas’-séh, and all that he did, and his sin 
that he sinned, are they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Ja’-dah? | f , 

18 And Ma-nas’-séh slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried in the garden of his 
own house, in the garden of Uz’-za: and 
%’-m6n his son reigned in his stead. 

19 @ A’-mOn was twenty and two years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned two years in Jé-ri’-sa-lém. And

his mother’s name was Mé-shitl’-lé- 
potty the daughter of Har’-tiz of Jot’- 
a 


20 And he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorn, as his father Ma-nas’- 
séh did. 

21 And he walked in all the way that his 
father walked in, and served the idols that 
his father served, and worshipped them: 

22 And he forsook the Lorp God of his 
fathers, and walked not in the way of the 


ORD. 

23 ¢ And the servants of A’-m6n con- 
spired against him, and slew the king in 
his own house. 

24 And the people of the land slew all 
them that had conspired against king 
A’-mon; and the people of the land made 
JG-si’-ah his son king in his stead. 

25 Now the rest of the acts of A’-mon 
which he did, are they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Ju’-dah? 

26 And he was buried in his sepulchre 
in the garden of Uz’-za: and J6-si’-ah his 
son reigned in his stead. 


Chapter 22 


6-si’-AH was eight years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned thirty 
and-one years in Jé-ri’-sa-lém. And his 
mother’s name _ was Jé-di’-dah, the 
daughter of A-dai’-ah of Bos’-cath. 

2 And he did that which was right in the 
sight of the Lorp, and walked in all the 
way of Da’-vid his father, and turned 
not aside to the right hand or to the left. 

3 ¢ And it came to pass in the eight- 
eenth year of king J6-si’-ah, that the king 
sent Sha’-phan the son of Az-a-li’-ah, the 
son of Mé-shul’-lam, the scribe, to the 
house of the LorD, saying, 

4 Go up to Hil-ki’-ah the high priest, 
that he may sum the silver which is 
brought into the house of the Lorp, 
which the keepers of the door have 
gathered of the people: 

5 And let them deliver it into the hand 
of the doers of the work, that have the 
oversight of the house of the Lorp: and 
let them give it to the doers of the work 
which is in the house of the LorD, to re- 
pair the breaches of the house, 

6 Unto carpenters, and builders, and 
masons, and to buy timber and hewn 
stone to repair the house. 

7 Howbeit there was no reckoning 
made with them of the money that was 
delivered into their hand, because they 
dealt faithfully. — 

8 @ And Hil-ki’-ah the high priest said 
unto Sha’-phan the scribe, I have found 
the book of the law in the house of the 
Lorp. And Hil-ki’-4h gave the book to 
Sha’-phan, and he read it. 

9 And Sha’-phan the scribe came to the 
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king, and brought the king word again, 
and said, Thy servants have gathered the 
money that was found in the house, and 
have delivered it into the hand of them 
that do the work, that have the oversight 
of the house of the Lorp. y 

10 And Sha’-phan the scribe shewed 
the king, saying, Hil-ki’-ah the priest 
hath delivered me a book. And Sha’- 
phan read it before the king. ‘ 

11 And it came to pass, when the king 
had heard the words of the book of the 
law, that he rent his clothes. 

12 And the king commanded Hil-ki’- 
ah the priest, and A-hi’-kam the son of 
Sha’-phan, and Ach’-bor the son of Mi- 
chai’-4h, and Sha’-phan the scribe, and 
As-a-hi’-ah a servant of the king’s, 
saying, 

13 Go ye, enquire of the Lorp for me, 
and for the people, and for all Ja’-dah, 
concerning the words of this book that is 
found: for great is the wrath of the LorpD 
that is kindled against us, because our 
fathers have not hearkened unto the 
words of this book, to do according unto 
all that which is written concerning us. 

14 So Hil-ki’-ah the priest, and A-hi’- 
kam, and Ach’-bér, and Sha’-phan, and 
As-a-hi’-ah, went unto Hul’-dah the 
prophetess, the wife of Shal’-lim the son 
of Tik’-vah, the son of Har’-has, keeper 
of the wardrobe; (now she dwelt in Jé- 
ru’-sa-lém in the college ;) and they com- 
muned with her. 

15 ¢ And she said unto them, Thus 
saith the Lorp God of I8’-ra-él, Tell the 
man that sent you to me, 

16 Thus saith the Lorp, Behold, I will 
bring evil upon this place, and upon the 
inhabitants thereof, even all the words of 
peared s which the king of Ja’-dah hath 
read: 

17 Because they have forsaken me, and 
have burned incense unto other gods, 
that they might provoke me to anger with 
all the works of their hands; therefore 
my wrath shall be kindled against this 
place, and shall not be quenched. 

18 But to the king of Ja’-dah which 
sent you to enquire of the Lorp, thus 
shall ye say to him, Thus saith the Lorp 
God of Is’-ra-él, As touching the words 
which thou hast heard; 

19 Because thine heart was tender, and 
thou hast humbled thyself before the 
Lorp, when thou heardest what I spake 
against this place, and against the in- 
habitants thereof, that they should be- 
come a desolation and a curse, and hast 
rent thy clothes, and wept before me; I 
also have heard thee, saith the Lorp. 

20 Behold therefore, I will gather thee 
unto thy fathers, .and thou shalt be 
gathered into thy grave in peace; and 
thine eyes shall not see all the evil which 
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I will bring upon this place. And they 
brought the king word again. 


Chapter 23 


ND the king sent, and they gath- 
ered unto him all the elders of Ja- 
dah and of Jé-ra’-sa-lém. 

2 And the king went up into the house 
of the LorpD, and all the men of Ji’-dah 
and_all the inhabitants of Jé-ri’-sa-lém 
with him, and the priests, and the proph- 
ets, and all the people, both small and 
great: and he read in their ears all the 
words of the book of the covenant which 
was found in the house of the Lorpb. 

3 ¢ And the king stood by a pillar, and 
made-a covenant before the LorRD, to 
walk after the Lorp, and to keep his 
commandments and his testimonies and 
his statutes with all their heart and all 
their soul, to perform the words of this 
covenant that were written in this book. 
And all the people stood to the covenant. 

4 And the king commanded Hil-ki’-4h 
the high priest, and the priests of the sec- 
ond order, and the keepers of the door, 
to bring forth out of the temple of the 
Lorp all the vessels that were made for 
Ba’-al, and for the grove, and for all the 
host of heaven: and he burned them 
without Jé-ra’-sa-lém in the fields of Ki’- 
dron, and carried the ashes of them unto 
Béth’-él. 

5 And he put down the idolatrous 
priests, whom the kings of Ji’-dah had 
ordained to burn incense in the high 
places in the cities of Ja’-dah, and in the 
places round about Jé-ra’-sa-lém; them 
also that burned incense unto Ba’-al, to 
the sun, and to the moon, and to the 
planets, and to all the host of heaven. 

6 And he brought out the grove from 
the house of the Lorpb, without Jé-riaj’- 
sa-lém, unto the brook Ki’-drén, and 
burned it at the brook Ki’-drén, and 
stamped it small to powder, and cast 
the powder thereof upon the graves of 
the children of the people. 

7 And he brake down the houses of the 
sodomites, that were by the house of the 
LorpD, where the women wove hangings 
for the grove.' 

8 And he brought all the priests out of 
the cities of Ja’-dah, and defiled the high 
places where the priests had burned in- 
cense, from Gé’-ba to Béér—-shé’-ba, and 
brake down the high places of the gates 
that were in the entering in of the gate of 
J6ésh’-0-4 the governor of the city, which 
were On a man’s left hand at the gate of 
the city. 

9 Nevertheless the priests of the high 
places came not up to the altar of the 
Lorp in Jé-ra’-sa-lém, but_they did eat 
of the unleavened bread among their 
brethren. , 
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.10 And he defiled T6’-phéth, which is 
in the valley of the children of Hin’- 
nom, that no man might make his son or 
bis daughter to pass through the fire to 
: 0’-léch. 

11 And he took away the horses that 
the kings of Ja’-dah had given to the sun, 
at the entering in of the house of the 
Lorp, by the chamber of Na’-than-— 


mé’-léch the chamberlain, which was in d 


the suburbs, and burned the chariots of 
the sun with fire. 

12 And the altars that were on the top 
of the upper chamber of A’-haz, which 
the kings of Ja’-dah had made, and the 
altars which Ma-nas’-séh had made in 
the two courts of the house of the Lorp, 
did the king beat down, and brake them 
down from thence, and cast the dust of 
them into the brook Ki’-dron. 

13 And the high places that were before 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém, which were on the right 
hand of the mount of corruption, which 
Sol’-6-mon the king of is’-ra-él had 
builded for Ash’-t6-réth the abomination 
of the Zi-d6’-ni-ans, and for Ché’-mosh 
the abomination of the M6’-ab-ites, and 
for Mil’-cOm the abomination of the 
children of Am’-mon, did the king defile. 

14 And he brake in pieces the images, 
and cut down the groves, and filled their 
places with the bones of men. 

15 @ Moreover the altar that was at 
Béth’—él, and the high place which Jér- 
6-b0’-am the son of Né’-bat, who made 
Is’-ra-él to sin, had made, both that altar 
and the high place he brake down, and 
burned the high place, and stamped it 
small to powder, and burned the grove. 

16 And as Jo-si’-ah turned himself, he 
spied the sepulchres that were there in the 
mount, and sent, and took the bones out 
of the sepulchres, and burned them upon 
the altar, and polluted it, according to 
the word of the LorD which the man of 
God proclaimed, who proclaimed these 
words. : 

17 Then he said, What title is that that 
I see? And the men of the city told him, 
It is the sepulchre of the man of God, 
which came from Ji’-dah, and pro- 
claimed these things that thou hast done 
against the altar of Béth’—él. 

18 And he said, Let him alone; let no 
man move his bones. So they let his 
bones alone, with the bones of the 
prophet that came out of Sa-mar’-i-a. 

19 And all the houses also of the high 
places that were in the cities of Sa-mar’- 
i-4, which the kings of 18’-ra-él had made 
to provoke the Lorp to anger, JO-si’-ah 
took away, and did to them according to 
all the acts that he had done in Béth’-él. 

20 And he slew all the priests of 
the high places that were there upon 
the altars, and burned men’s bones 
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upon them, and returned to Jé-rii’-sa-lém. 

21 @ And the king commanded all the 
people, saying, Keep the passover unto 
the Lorp your God, as it is written in the 
book of this covenant. 

22 Surely there was not holden such a 
passover from the days of the judges that 
judged I8’-ra-él, nor in all the days of the 
kines of Is’-ra-él, nor of the kings of Ja’- 


an; 

23 But in the eighteenth year of king 
JG-si’-ah, wherein this passover was 
holden to the Lorp in Jé-rii’-sa-lém. 

24 ¢ Moreover the workers with fa- 
miliar spirits, and the wizards, and the 
images, and the idols, and all the abom- 
inations that were spied in the land of 
Ja’-dah and in Jé-ri’-sa-lém, did J6-si’- 
ah put away, that he might perform the 
words of the law which were written in 
the book that Hil-ki’-ah the priest found 
in the house of the Lorp. 

25. And like unto him was there no king 
before him, that turned to the LorpD with 
all his heart, and with all his soul, and 
with all his might, according to all the 
law of MO’-sés; neither after him arose 
there any like him. sf 

26 @ Notwithstanding the Lorp turned 
not from the fierceness of his great 
wrath; wherewith his anger was kindled 
against Ja’-dah, because of all the provo- 
cations that Ma-nas’-séh had provoked 
him withal. 

27 And the Lorp said, I will remove 
Ja’-dah also out of my sight, as I_have 
removed Is’-ra-él, and will cast off this 
city Jé-ri’-sa-lém which I have chosen, 
and the house of which I said, My name 
shall be there. eer 

28 Now the rest of the acts of JG-si’-ah, 
and all that he did, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Ja’-dah? 

29 ¢ In his days Phar’-aoh—né’-choh 
king of E’-gypt went up against the king 
of As-syr’-i-a to the river Eu-phra’-tés: 
and king J6-si’-ah went against him;.and 
he slew him at Mé-gid’-d6, when he had 
seen him. 

30 And his servants carried him in a 
chariot dead from Mé-gid’-d6d, and 
brought him to Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and. buried 

im in his own sepulchre. And the peo- 
ple of the land took Jé-h6’-a-haz the son 
of J6-si’-ah, and anointed him, and made 
him king in his father’s stead. 

31 @ Jé-hd’-a-haz was twenty and three 
years old when he began to reign: and he 
reigned three months in Jé-réi’-sa-lém. 
And his mother’s name was Ha-mi’- 
tal, the daughter of Jér-é-mi’-ah of 
Lib’-nah. 

32 And he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorp, according to all that 
his fathers had done. 


Il KINGS 24, 25 
33 And Phar’-ach-né’-choh put him in 
bands at Rib’-lah in the land of Ha’- 
math, that he might not reign in Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém; and put the land to a tribute of 
an hundred talents of silver, and a talent 
of gold. ) 

34 And Phar’-aoh—né’-choh made E-li’- 
4-kim the son of J6-si’-ah king in the 
room of Jé-si’-ah his father, and turned 
his name to Jé-hoi’-4-kim, and took Jé- 
hO’-4-haz away: and he came to E’-gypt, 
and died there. ; 

35 And Jé-hdi’-a-kim gave the silver 
and the gold to Phar’-a0h; but he taxed 
the land to give the money according to 
the commandment of Phar’-adh: he ex- 
acted the silver and the gold of the people 
of the land, of every one according to his 
taxation, to give it unto Phar’-aoh- 
né’-choh. 

36 @ Jé-hoi’-a-kim was twenty and five 
years old when he began to reign; and he 
reigned eleven years in Jé-ra’-sa-lém. 
And his mother’s name was Zé-bii’-dah, 
the daughter of Pé-dai’-ah of Rd’-mah. 

37 And he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorpb, according to all that 
his fathers had done. 


Chapter 24 

|e! his days Néb-i-chad-néz’-zar king of 
Bab’-y-lon came up, and Jé-hoi’-a- 
kim became his servant three years: 
then he turned and rebelled against him. 
2 And the Lorp sent against him bands 
of the chal’-déés, and bands of the Syr’- 
i-ans, and bands of the MO’-ab-ites, and 


bands of the children of Am’-mon, and | 


sent them against Jai’-dah to destroy it, 
according to the word of the Lorp, 
which he spake by his servants the 
prophets. 

3 Surely at the commandment of the 
LorD came this upon Ja’-dah, to remove 
them out of his sight, for the sins of Ma- 
nas’-s¢h, according to all that he did; 

4 And also for the innocent blood that 
he shed: for he filled Jé-ra’-sa-lém with 
innocent blood; which the Lorp would 
not pardon. 

5 f Now the rest of the acts of Jé-hoi’- 
a-kim, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles of 
the kings of Ja’-dah? 

6 So Jé-hoi’-a-kim slept with his fa- 
thers: and Jé-hoi’-a-chin his son reigned 
in his stead. 

7 And the king of E’-gypt came not 
again any more out of his land: for the 
king of Bab’-y-lon had taken from the 
river of £’-gypt unto the river Eu- 
phra’-tés all that pertained to the king of 
E’-gypt. 

8 ¢ Jé-hoi’-a-chin was eighteen years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned in Jé-rii’-sa-lém three months. 
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And his mother’s name was Né-hish’- 
ta, the daughter of El-na’-than of Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém. 

9 And he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorpb, according to all that 
his father had done. 

10 @ At that time the servants of Néb- 
t-chad-néz’-zar king of Bab’-y-lon came 
up against Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and the city was 
besieged. - 

11 And Néb-t-chad-néz’-zar king of 
Bab’-y-lon came against the city, and his 
servants did besiege it. 

And Jé-hoi’-a-chin the king of Ji’- 
dah went out to the king of Bab’-y-lon, 
he, and his mother, and his servants, and 
his princes, and his officers: and the king 
of Bab’-y-lon took him in the eighth 
year of his reign. 

13 And he carried out thence all the 
treasures of the house of the Lorp, and 
the treasures of the king’s house, and cut 
in pieces all the vessels of gold which 
S6l’-6-mon king of Is’-ra-é] had made in 
the temple of the Lorp, as the Lorp 
had said. 

14 And he carried away all Jé-rj’-sa- 
lém, and all the princes, and all the 
mighty men of valour, even ten thousand 
captives, and all the craftsmen and 
smiths: none remained, save the poorest 
sort of the people of the land. 

15 And he carried away Jé-hdi’-4-chin 
to Bab’-y-lon, and the king’s mother, and 
the king’s wives, and his officers, and the 
mighty of the land, those carried he into 


v 


captivity from Jé-ri’-sa-lém to Bab’-y- 


on. 
16 And all the men of might, even seven 
thousand, and craftsmen and smiths a 
thousand, all that were strong and apt for 
war, even them the king of Bab’-y-lon 
brought captive to Bab’-y-lon. 5 

7 ¥ And the king of Bab’-y-lon made 
Mat-ta-ni’-ah his father’s brother king 
in his stead, and changed his name to 
Zéd-é-ki’-ah. 

18 Zéd-é-ki’-Ah was twenty and one 
years old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned eleven years in Jé-ra’-sa-lém. 
And his mother’s name was Ha-mi’-tal, 
the daughter of Jér-é-mi’-ah of Lib’-nah. 

19 And he did that which was evil in the 

sight of the Lorp, according to all that 
Jé-hoi’-a-kim had done. 
_20 For through the anger of the Lorp 
it came to pass in Jé-rii’-sa-lém and Jia’- 
dah, until he had cast them out from his 
presence, that Zéd-é-ki’-Ah rebelled 
against the king of Bab’-y-lon. 


Chapter 25 


ND it came to pass in the ninth year 

of his reign, in the tenth month, in 

the tenth day of the month, that Néb-i- 

chad-néz’-zar king of Bab’-¥-lon came, 
\ 
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he, and all his host, against Jé-ri’-sa- 

lém, and pitched against it; and they 

built forts against it round about. 

And the city was besieged unto the 

~ eleventh year of king Zéd-é-ki’-ah. 

3 And on the ninth day of the fourth 
month the famine prevailed in the city, 
and there was no bread for the people of 
the land. 

4 @ And the city was broken up, and 
all the men of war fled by night by the 
way of the gate between two walls, which 
is by the king’s garden: (now the chal’- 
déés were against the city round about:) 
and the king went the way toward the 
plain. 

5 And the army of the chal’-déés pur- 
sued after the king, and overtook him in 
the plains of Jér’-i-ch6: and all his army 
were scattered from him. 

- 6 So they took the king, and brought 
him up to the king of Bab’-y-lon to Rib’- 
lah; and they gave judgment upon him. 

7 And they slew the sons of Zéd-é-ki’- 
ah before his eyes, and put out the eyes 
of Zéd-é-ki’-ah, and bound him with fet- 
gers of brass, and carried him to Bab’- 
y-ion. 

_8 @ And in the fifth month, on the 
seventh day of the month, which is the 
nineteenth year of king Néb-t-chad-néz’- 
zar king of Bab’-y-lon, came Néb-t’- 
zar—ad’-an, captain of the guard, a serv- 
ant of the king of Bab’-y-lon, unto Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém: a 

9 And he burnt the house of the Lorn, 
and the king’s house, and all the houses 
of Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and every great man’s 
house burnt he with fire. 4 

10 And all the army of the chal’-déés, 
that were with the captain of the guard, 
brake down the walls of Jé-ri’-sa-lém 
round about. 

1 Now the rest of the people that were 
left in the city, and the fugitives that fell 
away to the king of Bab’-y-lon, with the 
remnant of the multitude, did Néb-t’- 
zar—ad’-an the captain of the guard 
carry away. 

12 But the captain of the guard left of 
the poor of the land to be vinedressers 
and husbandmen. j 

13 And the pillars of brass that were in 
the house of the Lorp, and the bases, 
and the brasen sea that was in the house 
of the Lorp, did the Chal’-déés break in 
pieces, and carried the brass of them to 
Bab’-y-lon. 

14 And the pots, and the shovels, and 
the snuffers, and the spoons, and all the 
vessels of brass wherewith they min- 
istered, took they away. 

15 And the firepans, and the bowls, and 
such things as were of gold, in gold, and 
of silver, in silver, the captain of the 
guard took away. i 
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16 The two pillars, one sea, and the 
bases which Sol’-6-mon had made for the 
house of the LorD;; the brass of all these 
vessels was without weight. 

17 The height of the one pillar was 
eighteen cubits, and the chapiter upon it 
was brass: and the height of the chapiter 
three cubits ; and the wreathen work, and 
pomegranates upon the chapiter round 
about, all of brass: and like unto these 
had the second pillar with wreathen 
work. 

18 ¢ And the captain of the guard took 
Sé-rai’-ah the chief priest, and Zéph-a- 
ni’-ah the second priest, and the three 
keepers of the door: 

9 And out of the city he took an 
officer that was set over the men of war, 
and five men of them that were in the 
king’s presence, which were found in the 
city, and the principal scribe of the host, 
which mustered the people of the land, 
and threescore men of the people of the 
land that were found in the city: 

20 And Néb-i’-zar—ad’-an captain of 
the guard took these, and brought them 
to the king of Bab’-y-lon to Rib’-lah: 

21 And the king of Bab’-y-lon smote 
them, and slew them at Rib’-lah in the 
land of Ha’-math. So Ji’-dah was carried 
away-out of their land. 

2 9 And as for the people that re- 
mained in the land of Ja’-dah, whom 
Néb-i-chad-néz’-zar king of Bab’-y-lon 
had left, even over them he made Géd- 
4-li’-ah the son of A-hi’-kam, the son of 
Sha’-phan, ruler. 

23 And when all the captains of the 
armies, they and their men, heard that 
the king of Bab’-y-lon had-made Géd-a- 
li’-ah governor, there came to Géd-a- 
li’-Ah to Miz’-pah, even Ish’-ma-él the 
son of Néth-a-ni’-ah, and J6-ha’-nan the 
son of Ca-ré’-ah, and Sé-rai’-ah the son 
of Tan-hii’-méth the Né-toph’-a-thite 
and Ja-az-a-ni’-ah the son of a Ma-ach’- 
4-thite, they and their men. 

24 And Géd-a-li’-ah sware to them, and 
to their men, and said unto them, Fear 
not to be the servants of the Chal’-déés: 
dwell in the land, and serve the king of 
Bab’-y-lon; and it shall be well with you. 

25 But it came to pass in the sevent 
month, that Ish’-ma-él the son of Néth-a- 
ni’-ah, the son of E-li’-sha-ma, of the 
seed royal, came, and ten men with him, 
and smote Géd-a-li’-ah, that he died, and 
the Jews and the Chal’-déés that were 
with him at Miz’-pah. 

26 And all the people, both small and 
great, and the captains of the armies, 
arose, and came to E’-gypt: for they 
were afraid of the chal’-déés. 

27 ¢ And it came to pass in the seven 
and thirtieth year of the captivity of Jé- 
hoy’-a-chin king of Ja’-dah, in the twelfth 
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month, on the seven and twentieth day of kings that were with him in Bab’-y-lon; 


the month, that E’-vil—-mér’-6-dach king 
of Bab’-y-lon in the year that he began to 
reign did lift up the head of Jé-hoi’-a- 
chin king of Ja’-dah out of prison; 

28 And he spake kindly to him, and set 
his throne above the throne of the 


29 And changed his prison garments: 
and he did eat bread continually before 
him all the days of his life. ‘ 

30 And his allowance was a continual 
allowance given him of the king, a daily 
rate for every day, all the days of his life.

5 @ The sons of Ja’-phéth; Go’-mér, 
and Ma’-g6g, and Ma’-dai, and Ja’-van, 
and Ti’-bal, and Mé’-shéch, and Ti’-ras. 

6 And the sons of G6o’-mér; Ash-ché’- 
naz, and Ri’-phath, and T0’-gar’-mah. 

7 And the sons of Ja’-van; £-li’-shah, 
and Tar’ shish, Kit’-tim, and D6o’-da- 
nim. 

8 @ The sons of Ham; Cish, and Miz’- 
ra-im, Put, and Ca’-na-an.

19 And Shal’-lim the son of K6r’-é, the 
son of E-bi’-a-saph, the son of K6r’-ah, 
and his brethren, of the house of his fa- 
ther, the K6r’-a-hites, were over the work 
of the service, keepers of the gates of the 
tabernacle: and their fathers, being over 
pe host of the LorD, were keepers of the 
entry. . 

20 And Phin’-é-has the son of El-é-a’- 
zar was the ruler over them in time past, 
and the LorD was with him. 

21 And Zéch-a-ri’-ah the son of Mé- 
shél-é-mi’-ah was porter of the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

22 All these which were chosen to be 
porters in the gates were two hundred 
and twelve. These were reckoned by their 
genealogy in their villages, whom Da’-vid 
and Sam/’-i-él the seer did ordain in their 
set office. 

23 So they and their children had the 
oversight of the gates of the house of the 
LorpD, namely, the house of the taber- 
nacle, by wards. 

24 In four quarters were the porters, to- 
ward the east, west, north, and south. 

25 And their brethren, which were in 
their villages, were to come after seven 
days from time to time with them. 

26 For these Lé’-vites, the four chief 
porters, were in their set office, and were 
over the chambers and treasuries of the 
house of God. 3 

27 ¢ And they lodged round about the 
house of God, because the charge was 
upon them, and the opening thereof every 
morning pertained to them. 

28 And certain of them had the charge 
of the ministering vessels, that they 
should bring them in and out by tale.. 

29 Some of them also were appointed 
to oversee the vessels, and all the instru- 
ments of the sanctuary, and the fine 
flour, and the wine, and the oil, and the 
frankincense, and the spices. 

0 And some of the sons of the priests 
made the ointment of the spices. 

31 And Mat-ti-thi’-ah, one of the Lé’- 
vites, who was the firstborn of Shal’-lum 
the K 6r’-a-hite, had the set office over the 
things that were made in the pans. 

32 And other of their brethren, of the 
sons of the K6’-hath-ites, were over the 
shewbread, to prepare it every sabbath. 

33 And these are the singers, chief of 
the fathers of the Lé’-vites, who remaining 
in the chambers were free: for they-were 
employed in that work day and night. 

34 These chief fathers of the Lé’-vites 
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were chief throughout their generations ; 
these dwelt at Jé-rai’-sa-lém. 

35 g And in Gib’-é-on dwelt the father 
of Gib’-é-on, Jé—-hi’-él, whose wife’s

1 ¢ And when all Ja’-bésh-gil’-é-ad 
heard all that the Phil’-is-tines had done 
to Saul, 

12 They arose, all the valiant men, and 
took away the body of Saul, and the 
bodies of his sons, and brought them to 
Ja’-bésh, and buried their bones under 
ue oak in Ja’-bésh, and fasted seven

13 @ So Saul died for his transgression 
which he committed against the Lorp, 
even against the word of the LorD, which 
he kept not, and also for asking counsel 
of one that had a familiar spirit, to en- 
quire of it;

Chapter 11 


HEN all ig’-ra-é1 gathered themselves 
to Da’-vid unto, Hé’-bron, saying, 
Behold, we are thy bone and thy flesh.

therefore they called it the city of Da’-vid. 

And he built the city round about, 
even from Mil’-15 round about: and Jd’- 
ab repaired the rest of the city.

10 ¢@ These also are the chief of the 
mighty men whom Da’-vid had, who 
strengthened themselves with him in his 
kingdom, and with all {s’-ra-él, to make 
- him king, according to the word of the 
LorRD concerning Is’-ra-él. 

11 And this is the number of the mighty 
men whom Da’-vid had; Ja-sh6b’-é-4m, 
an Hach’-m0-nite, the chief of the cap- 
tains: he lifted up his spear against three 
hundred slain by him at one time. 

12 And after him was El-é-a’-zér the 
son of Dd’-dd, the A-h6’-hite, who was 
one of the three mighties. 

3 He was with Da’-vid at: Pas—dam’- 
mim, and there the Phil’-is-tines were 
gathered together to battle, where was a 
parcel of ground full of barley; and the 
people fled from before the Phil’-is-tines. 

14 And they set themselves in the midst 
of that parcel, and delivered it, and slew 
the Phil’-is-tines; and the Lorp saved 
them by a great deliverance. 

15 ¥ Now three of the thirty captains 
went down to the rock to Da’-vid, into 
the cave of A-dul’-lam; and the host of 
the Phil’-is-tines encamped in the valley 
of Réph’-a-im. 

16 And Da’-vid was then in the hold, 
and the Phil’-is-tines’ garrison was then 
at Béth’—lé-hém. 

17 And Da’-vid longed, and said, Oh 
that one would give me drink of the wa- 
ter of the well of Béth’—-lé-hém, that is 
at the gate! 

18 And the three brake through the 
host of the Phil’-is-tines, and drew water 
out of the well of Béth’—lé-hém, that was 
by the gate, and took it, and brought it 
to Da’-vid: but Da’-vid would not drink

and answered and said unto them, If ye 
be come peaceably unto me to help me, 
mine heart shall be knit unto you: but if 
ye be come to betray me to mine enemies, 
seeing there is no wrong in mine hands, 
the God of our fathers look thereon, and 
rebuke it. 

18 Then the spirit came upon A-ma’- 
sai, who was chief of the captains, and he 
said, Thine are we, Da’-vid, and on thy 
side, thou son of Jés’-sé: peace, peace be 
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unto thee, and peace be to thine helpers; 
for thy God helpeth thee. Then Da’-vid 
received them, and made them captains 
of the band. SenOboar 

19 And there fell some of Ma-nas’-séh 
to Da’-vid, when he came with the Phil’- 
is-tines against Saul to battle: but they 
helped them not: for the lords of the 
Phil’-is-tines upon advisement sent him 
away, saying, He will fall to his master 
Saul to the jeopardy of our heads. 

20 As he went to Zik’-lag, there fell to 
him of Ma-nas’-séh, Ad’-nah, and Jo’- 
za-bad, and Jéd-i-a’-él, and Mi’-cha-él, 
and Jod’-za-bad, and E-li’-ht, and Zil’- 
thai, captains of the thousand that were 
of Ma-nas’-séh. 

21 And they helped Da’-vid against the 
band of the rovers: for they were all 
mighty men of valour, and were captains 
in the host. 

22 For at that time day by day there 
came to Da’-vid to help him, until it was 
a great host, like the host of God. 

23 @ And these are the numbers of the 
bands that were ready armed to the war, 
and came to Da’-vid to Hé’-bron, to turn 
the kingdom of Saul to him, according to 
the word of the Lorpb. 

24 The children of Ja’-dah that bare 
shield and spear were six thousand and 
eight hundred, ready armed to the war. 

25 Of the children of Sim’-é-on, mighty 
men of valour for the war, seven thou- 
sand and one hundred. 

26 Of the children of Lé’-vi four thou- 
sand and six hundred. 

27 And Jé-hoi’-a-da was the leader of 
the Aa’-ron-ites, and with him were three 
thousand and seven hundred; 

28 And Za’-d6k, a young man mighty 
of valour, and of his father’s house 
twenty and two captains. 

29. And of the children of Bén’-ja-min, 
the kindred of Saul, three thousand: for 
hitherto the greatest part of them had 
kept the ward of the house of Saul. 

30 And of the children of £’-phra-im 
twenty thousand and eight hundred, 
mighty men of valour, famous through- 
out the house of their fathers. 

31 And of the half tribe of Ma-nas’-séh 
eighteen thousand, which were expressed 
by name, to come and make Da’-vid 


ing. 
32 And of the children of is’-sa-char, 
which were men that had understanding 
of the times, to know what is’-ra-él ought 
to do; the heads of them were two hun- 
dred; and all their brethren were at their 
commandment. 

33 Of Zé-bii’-lun, such as went forth to 
battle, expert in war, with all instruments 
of war, fifty thousand,.which could keep 
rank: they were not of double heart. 

34 And of Naph’-ta-li a thousand cap- 
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tains, and with them with shield and 
spear thirty and seven thousand. 

35 And of the Dan’-ites expert in war 
mventy) and eight thousand and six hun- 


ed. 
36 And of Ash’-ér, such as went forth to 

battle, expert in war, forty thousand. 
7_And on the other side of Jér’-dan, of 
the Réu’-bén-ites, and the Gad’-ites, and 
of the half tribe of Ma-nas-séh, with all 
manner of instruments of war for the 
battle, an hundred and twenty thousand. 
38 All these men of war, that could 
keep rank, came with a perfect heart to 
Hé@’-brén, to make Da’-vid king over all 
Is’-ra-él: and all the rest also of {§’-ra-él 
were of one heart to make Da’-vid 


ng. 

39 And there they were with Da’-vid 
three days, eating and drinking: for their 
brethren had prepared for them. 

’ 40 Moreover they that were nigh them, 
even unto Is’-sa-char and Zé-bi’-lin and 
Naph’-ta-li, brought bread on asses, and 
on camels, and on mules, and on oxen, 
and meat, meal, cakes of figs, and bunches 
of raisins, and wine, and oil, and oxen, 
and sheep abundantly: for there was joy 
in {s’-ra-él. 


Chapter 13 


ND Da’-vid consulted with the cap- 
tains of thousands and hundreds, 
and with every leader. 

2 Da’-vid said unto all the congre- 
gation of [8’-ra-él, If it seem good unto 
you, and that it be of the Lorp our God, 
let us send abroad unto our brethren 
every where, that are left in all the land 
of 1s’-ra-él, and with them also to the 
priests and Lé’-vites which are in their 
cities and suburbs, that they may gather 
themselves unto us:

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teries, and with timbrels, and with cym- 
bals, and with trumpets. 

g And when they came unto the 
threshingfloor of chi’-doén, tz’-za put 
forth his hand to hold the ark; for the 
oxen stumbled. 

10 And the anger of the LorpD was 
kindled against Uz’-za, and he smote him, 
because he put his hand to the ark: and 
there he died before God. 

11 And Da’-vid was displeased, be- 
cause the Lorp had made a breach upon 
Uz’-za: wherefore that place is called Pé’- 
réz—uz’-za to this day. 

12 And Da’-vid was afraid of God that 
day, saying, How shall I bring the ark of 
God home to me? 

13 So Da’-vid brought not the ark home 
to himself to the city of Da’-vid, but car- 
ried it aside into the house of 6’-béd-@’- 
dom the Git’-tite. 

14 And the ark of God remained with 
the family of 6’-béd—é’-dom in his house 
three months. And the Lorp blessed the 
pouse of 0’-béd-é’-dom, and all that he

OW Hi’-ram king of Tyre sent mes- 

sengers.to Da’-vid, and timber of

8 @ And when the Phil’-is-tines heard 
that Da’-vid was anointed king over all 
1s’-ra-él, all the Phil’-is-tines went up to 
seek Da’-vid. And Da’-vid heard of it, 
and went out against them. 

9 And the Phil’-is-tines came and spread 
themselves in the valley of Réph’-a-im. 

10 And Da’-vid enquired of God, say- 
ing, Shall I go up against the Phil’-is- 
tines? and wilt thou deliver them into 
mine hand? And the LorpD said unto him, 
Go up; for I will deliver them into thine 
hand.

9 Of the sons of Hé’-bron; #£-li’-é] 
the chief, and his brethren fourscore: 

_ 10 Of the sons of Uz’-zi-é1; Am-min’- 
a-dab the chief, and his brethren an hun- 
dred and twelve. 

11 And Da’-vid called for Za’-d6k and 
4-bi’-a-thar the priests, and for the Lé’- 
vites, for U’-ri-él, A-sai’-ah, and Jo’-él, 
Saran and E-li’-él, and Am-min/’- 
a-dab, 

12 And said unto them, Ye are the chief 
of the fathers of the Lé’-vites: sanctify 
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yourselves, both ye and your brethren, 


pé- that ye may bring up the ark of the Lorp 


God of ig’-ra-é1 unto the place that I have 
prepared for it. 

13 For because ye did it not at the first, 
the Lorp our God made a breach upon 
us, for that we sought him not after the 
due order.

15 And the children of the Lé’-vites 
bare the ark of God upon their shoulders

16 And Da’-vid spake to the chief of 
the Lé’-vites to appoint their brethren to 
be the singers with instruments of mu- 
sick, psalteries and harps and cymbals, 
sounding, by lifting up the voice with joy. 

17 So the Lé’-vites appointed Hé’-man 
the son of JO’-é1; and of his brethren, 
A’-saph the son of Bér-é-chi’-ah; and of 
the sons of Mé-rar’-i their brethren, £’- 
than the son of Kt-shai’-ah; 

18 And with them their brethren of the 
second degree, Zéch-a-ri’-ah, Bén, and 
Ja-a’-zi-él, and Shé-mi’-ra-moth, and Jé- 
hi’-él, and Un’-ni, £-li’-ab, and Bé-nai’- 
ah, and Ma-a-séi’-ah, and Mat-ti-thi’-ah, 
and E-liph’-é-léh, and Mik-néi’-ah, and 
0’-béd-e’-dom, and Jé-i’-él, the porters. 

19 So the singers, Hé’-man, A’-saph, 
and E’-than, were appointed to sound with 
cymbals of brass; 

20 And Zéch-a-ri’-ah, and A’-zi-él, and 
Shé-mi’-ra-mGth, and Jé-hi’-él, and tin’- 
ni, and £-li’-ab, and Ma-a-séi’-ah, and 
Bé-nai’-ah, with psalteries on Al’-a- 
moth; 

21 And Méat-ti-thi’-ah, and £-liph’-é- 
léh, and Mik-néi’-ah, and 6’-béd-€’- 
dom, and Jé-i’-él, and Az-a-zi’-ah, with 
harps on the Shém’-in-ith to excel. 

22. And chén-a-ni’-ah, chief of the Lé’- 
vites, was for song: he instructed about 
the song, because he was skilful. 

23 And Bér-é-chi’-Ah and £l-ka’-nah 
were doorkeepers for the ark. 

4 And Shéb-a-ni’-ah, and Jé-hdsh’-a- 
phat, and Néth’-a-néél, and A-ma’-sdi, 
and Zéch-a-ri’-ah, and Bé-néi’-4h, and 
El-i-é’-zér, the priests, did blow with the 
trumpets before the ark of God: and 6’- 
béd-€’-dom and Jé-hi’-Ah were door- 
keepers for the ark. 

25 _¢ So Da’-vid, and the elders of is’- 
ra-él, and the captains over thousands, 
went to bring up the ark of the covenant 
of the Lorp out of the house of 5’-béd— 
&’-dom with joy. 

26 d it came to pass, when God 
helped the Lé’-vites that bare the ark of 
the covenant of the Lorp, that they of- 
fered seven bullocks and seven rams.

25 For great is the Lorn, and greatly to 
be praised: he also is to be feared above 
all gods. 

26 For all the gods of the people are 
idols:-but the Lorp made the heavens. 

27 Glory and honour are in his pres- 
ence; strength and gladness are in his 
place. 

28 Give unto the Lorn, ye kindreds of 
the people, give unto the Lorp glory and 
strength. 

29 Give unto the Lorp the glory due 
unto his name: bring an offering, and 
come before him: worship the Lorp in 
the beauty of holiness. 

30 Fear before him, all the earth: the 
world also shall be stable, that it be not 
moved. 

31 Let the heavens be glad, and let the 
earth rejoice: and let men say among the 
nations, The Lorp reigneth. 

32 Let the sea roar, and the fulness 
thereof: let the fields rejoice, and all that 
is therein. 

33 Then shall the trees of the wood sing 
out at the presence of the LorbD, because 
he cometh to judge the earth. 

34 O give thanks unto the Lor»; for he 
is good; for his mercy endureth for ever.

36 Blessed be the Lorp God of i8’-ra-él 
for ever and ever. And all the people said, 
A’-mén, and praised the Lorb.

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tinually, as every day’s work required: 

38 And 0’-béd—é’-dom with their breth- 
ren, threescore and eight ; 0’-béd—é’-dom 
also the son of Jé-dti’-thiun and H6’-sah 
to be porters: 

39 And Za’-dok the priest, and his

41 And with them Hé’-man and Jé-di’- 
thin, and the rest that were chosen, who 
were expressed by name, to give thanks 
to the Lorpb, because his mercy endureth 
for ever; 

42 And with them Hé’-man and Jé-dt’- 
thin with trumpets and cymbals for those 
that should make a sound, and with mu- 
sical instruments of God. And the sons 
of Jé-di’-thin were porters. 

43 And all the people departed every 
man to his house: and Da’-vid returned 
to bless his house. 


Chapter 17 


OW it came to pass, as Da’-vid sat in 

his house, that Da’-vid said to Na’- 

than the prophet, Lo, I dwell in an house 

of cedars, but the ark of the covenant of 
the LorD remaineth under curtains. 

2 Then Na’-than said unto Da’-vid, Do 
at that is in thine heart; for God is with 
thee. 

3 ¢ And it came to pass the same night, 
that the word of God came to Na’-than, 
saying, 

4 Go and tell Da’-vid my servant, Thus 
saith the Lorp, Thou shalt not build me 
an house to dwell in: 

5 For I have not dwelt in an house 

since the day that I brought up Is’-ra-él 
unto this day; but have gone from tent 
to tent, and from one tabernacle to an- 
other. 
_6 Wheresoever I have walked with all 
Is’-ra-é€l, spake I a word to any’ of the 
judges of {s’-ra-él, whom I commanded 
to feed my people, saying, Why have ye 
not built me an house of cedars? 

7 Now therefore thus shalt thou say un- 
to my servant Da’-vid, Thus saith the 
Lorp of hosts, I took thee from the 
sheepcote, even from following the sheep, 
that thou shouldest be ruler over my 
people Is’-ra-él: 

8 And I have been with thee whitherso- 
ever thou hast walked, and have cut off 
all thine enemies from before thee, and 
have made thee a name like the name of 
the great men that are in the earth. 

9 Also I will ordain a place for my peo-. 
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ple {§’-ra-él, and will plant them, and they 
shall dwell in their place, and shall be 
moved no more; neither shall the chil- 
dren of wickedness waste them-any more, 
as at the beginning, 

10 And since the time that I command- 
ed judges to be over my people I8’-ra-él. 
Moreover I will subdue all thine enemies. 
Furthermore I tell thee that the Lorp 
will build thee an house. 

11 @ And it shall come to pass, when 
thy days be expired that thou must go to 
be with thy fathers, that I will] raise up thy 
seed after thee, which shall be of thy 
sons; and I will establish his kingdom. 

12 He shall build me an house, and I 
will stablish his throne for ever. 

13 I will be his father, and he shall be 
my son: and I will not take my mercy 
away. from him, as I took it from him 
that was before thee: 

14 But I will settle him in mine house 
and in my kingdom for ever: and his 
throne shall be established for evermore. 

15 According to all these words, -and 
according to all this vision, so did Na’- 
than speak unto Da’-vid. 

16 ¥ And Da’-vid the king came and 
sat before the Lorp, and said, Who am I, 
O Lorp God, and what is mine house, 
that'thou hast brought me hitherto? 

17 And yet this was a small thing in 
thine eyes, O God; for thou hast also 
spoken of thy servant’s house for a great 
while to come, and hast regarded me ac- 
cording to the estate of a man of high 
degree, O Lorp God. 

18 What can Da’-vid speak more to thee 
for the honour of thy servant? for thou 
knowest thy servant. 

19 O Lorp, for thy servant’s sake, and 
according to thine own heart, hast thou 
done all this greatness, in making known 
all these great things. 

20 O LorD, ‘there is none like thee, nei- 
ther is there any God beside thee, accord- 
ing to all that we have heard with our 
ears. 

21 And what one nation in the earth is 
like thy people Is’-ra-é1, whom God went 
to redeem to be his own people, to make 
thee a name of\greatness and terribleness, 
by driving out nations from before thy 
people, whom thou hast redeemed out of 
E’-gypt? ; 

22 For thy people is’-ra-é1 didst thou 
make thine own people for ever; and 
thou, Lorp, becamest their God. 

23 Therefore now, Lorp, let the thing 
that thou hast spoken concerning thy 
servant and concerning his house be 
poe n S for ever, and do as thou hast 
said. 

24 Let it even be established, that thy 
name may be magnified for ever, saying, 
The Lorn of hosts is the God of {s’-ra-él, 

\ 
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even a God to {8’-ra-él: and Jet the house 
of Da’-vid thy servant be established be- 
fore thee. 

25 For thou, O my God, hast told thy 

_ servant that thou wilt build him an house: 
therefore thy servant hath found in his 
heart to pray before thee. 

And now, Lorp, thou art God, and 
hast promised this goodness unto thy 
servant: 

27 Now therefore-let it please thee to 
bless the house of thy servant, that it may 
be before thee for ever: for thou blessest, 

Lorp, and it shall be blessed for ever.

and subdued them, and took Gath and 
her towns out of the hand of the Phil’- 
is-tines. 

-2 And he smote M6’-ab; and the Mo’- 
ab-ites became Da’-vid’s servants, and 
brought gifts. ; 

3 ¢ And Da’-vid smote Had-a-ré’-zér 
king of Z6’-bah unto Ha’-math, as he 
went to stablish his dominion by the river 
Eu-phra’-tés. 

4 And Da’-vid took from him a thou- 
sand chariots, and seven thousand horse- 
men, and twenty thousand footmen: 
Da’-vid also houghed all the chariot 
horses, but reserved of them an hundred 
chariots. % 

5S And when the Syr’-i-ans of Da-mas’- 
cus came to help Had-a-ré’-zér king of 
Z0’-bah, Da’-vid slew of the Syr’-i-ans 
two and twenty thousand men. ¥ 

6 Then Da’-vid put garrisons in Syr’-i- 
a-da-mas’-cts; and the Syr’-i-ans be- 
came Da’-vid’s servants, and brought 
gifts. Thus the Lorp preserved Da’-vid 
whithersoever he went. 

7 And Da’-vid took the shields of gold 
that were on the servants of Had-a-ré’- 
zér, and brought them to Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

8 Likewise from Tib’-hath, and from 
Chun, cities of Had-a-ré’-zér, brought 
Da’-vid very much brass, wherewith Sdl’- 
6-mon made the brasen sea, and the pil- 
lars, and the vessels of brass. é 

9 ¥ Now when TO’-t king of Ha’-math 
heard how Da’-vid had smitten all the 
host of Had-a-ré’-zér king of Z6’-bah; 

10 He sent Ha-d6ér’-am his son to king 
Da’-vid, to enquire of his welfare, and to 
congratulate him, because he had fought 
against Had-a-ré’-zér, and smitten him; 
(for Had-a-ré’-zér had war with T6’-1;) 
and with him all manner of vessels of gold 
and silver and brass. ; 

11 ¢ Them also king Da’-vid dedicated 
unto the Lorp, with the silver and the 
gold that he brought from all these na- 
tions; from E’-dom, and from M6’-ab, 
and from the children of Am’-mon, and 
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12 Moreover Ab’-i-shai the son of Zér- 
U-i’-ah slew of the £’-dom-ites in the val- 
ley of salt eighteen thousand. 

3 ¢ And he put garrisons in £’-dom; 
and all the E’-dom-ites became Da’-vid’s 
servants. Thus the Lorp preserved Da’- 
vid whithersoever he went. 

14 ¢ So Da’-vid reigned over all is’- 
ra’-é], and executed judgment and justice 
among all his people. 

15 And Jd’-ab the son of Zér-i-i’-4h 
was Over the host; and Jé-hdésh’-4-phat 
the son of A-hi’-lid, recorder. | 

16 And Za’-d6k the son of A-hi’-tib, 
and A-bim’-é-léch the son of A-bi’-4-thar, 
were the priests; and Shav’-sha was 
scribe ; 

17 And Bé-ndai’-ah the son of Jé-hoi’-a- 
da was over the Chér’-é-thites and the 
Pél’-é-thites; and the sons of Da’-vid 
were chief about the king. 


Chapter 19 


INOW it came to pass after this, that 
i Na’-hash the king of the children of 
Erk oe died, and his son reigned in his 
stead. 

2 And Da’-vid said, I will shew kind- 
ness unto Ha’-nin the son of Na’-hash, 
because his father shewed kindness to 
me. And Da’-vid sent messengers to com- 
fort him concerning his father. So the 
servants of Da’-vid came into the land of 
the children of Am’-mon to Ha’-nin, to 
comfort him. 

3 But the princes of the children of 
Am/’-mon said to Ha’-ntin, Thinkest thou 
that Da’-vid doth honour thy father, that 
he hath sent comforters’ unto thee? are 
not his servants come unto thee for to 
search, and to overthrow, and to spy out 
the land? 

4 Wherefore Ha’-nun took Da’-vid’s 
servants, and shaved them, and cut off 
their garments in the midst hard by their 
buttocks, and sent them away. 

5 Then there went certain, and told 
Da’-vid how the men were served. And 
he sent to meet them: for the men were 
greatly ashamed. And the king. said, 
Tarry at Jér’-i-ch6 until your beards be 
grown, and then return. rs 

6 ¢ And when the children of Am’-mon 
saw that they had made themselves odi- 
ous to Da’-vid, Ha’-nun and the children 
of Am’-mon sent a thousand talents of 
silver to hire them chariots and horsemen 
out of Més-6-po-ta’-mi-a, and_out of 
Syr’-i-a—ma’-a-chah, and out of Z6’-bah. 

7 So they hired thirty and two thou- 
sand chariots, and the king of Ma’-a- 
chah and ‘his people, who came -and 
pitched before Mé’-dé-ba. And the chil- 
dren of Am’-mon gathered themselves 
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together from their cities, and came to 
battle. 

8 And when Da’-vid heard of it, he sent 
Jo’-ab, and all the host of the mighty 


men. 

9 And the children of Am’-mon came 
out, and put the battle in array before the 
gate of the city: and the kings that were 
come were by themselves in the field. 

10 Now when J6’-ab saw that the battle 
was set against him before and behind, he 
chose out of all the choice of I8’-ra-él, and 
put them in array against the Syr’-i-ans. 

11 And the rest of the people he deliver- 
ed unto the hand of Ab’-i-shai his brother, 
and they set themselves in array against 
the children of Am’-mon. . 

12 And he said, If the Syr’-i-ans be too 
strong for me, then thou shalt help me: 
but if the children of Am’-mon be too 
strong for thee, then I will help thee. 

13 Be of good courage, and let us be- 
have ourselves valiantly for our people, 
and for the cities of our God: and let the 
Lorp do that which is good in his sight. 

14 So J6’-ab and the people that were 
with him drew nigh before the Syr’-i-ans 
unto the battle; and they fled before him. 

15 And when the children of Am’-mon 
saw that the Syr’-i-ans were fled, they 
likewise fled before Ab’-i-shdai his brother, 
and entered into the city. Then JO’-ab 
came to Jé-rii’-sa-lém. 

16 9 And when the Syr’-i-ans saw that 
they were put to the worse before {s’- 
ra-él, they sent messengers, and drew 
forth the Syr’-i-ans that were beyond the 
river: and Sh6’-phach the captain of the 
host of Had-a-ré’-zér went before them. 

17 And it was told Da’-vid; and he ga- 
thered all Is’-ra-él, and passed over Jér’- 
dan, and came upon them, and set the 
battle in array against them. So when 
Da’-vid had put the battle in array against 
the Syr’-i-ans, they fought with him. 

18 But the Syr’-i-ans fled before Is’-rq- 
él; and Da’-vid slew of the Syr’-i-ans 
seven thousand men which fought in char- 
iots, and forty thousand footmen, and 
killed Sh6’-phach the captain of the host. 

19 And when the servants of Had-4-ré’- 
zér saw that they were put to the worse 
before is’-ra-é], they made peace with 
Da’-vid, and became. his servants: nei- 
ther would the Syr’-i-ans help the chil- 
dren of Am’-mon any more. 


Chapter 20 


ND it came to pass, that after the 
year was expired, at the time that 


kings go out to battle, JG’-ab led forththe dr 


power of the army, and wasted the coun- 
try of the children of Am’-mon, and came 
and besieged Rab’-bah. But Da’-vid tar- 
ried at Jé-ri’-sa-lém. And Jd’-Ab smote 
Rab’-bah, and destroyed it. 
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2 And Da’-vid took the crown of their 
king from off his head, and found it to 
weigh a talent of gold, and there were 
precious stones in it; and it was set upon 
Da’-vid’s head: and he brought also ex- 
ceeding much spoil out of the city. 

3 And he brought out the people that 
were in it, and cut them with saws, and 
with harrows of iron, and with axes. 
Even so dealt Da’-vid with all the cities of 
the children of Am’-mon. And Da’-vid 
aaa all the people returned to Jé-ri’-sa- 

ém. 

4 ¢ And it came to pass after this, that 
there arose war at Gé’-zér with the Phil’- 
is-tines; at which time Sib’-bé-chai the 
Hu’-sha-thite slew Sip’-pa-i, that was of 
the children of the giant: and they were 
subdued. 

5 And there was war again with the 
Phil’-is-tines; and El-ha’-nan the son of 
Ja’-ir slew Lah’-mi the brother of G6-li’- 
ath the Git’-tite, whose spear staff was 
like a weaver’s beam. 

6 And yet again there was war at Gath, 
where was a man of great stature, whose 
fingers and toes were four and twenty, 
six on each hand, and six on each foot: 
and he also was the son of the giant. 

7, But when he defied 18’-ra-él, JOn’-a- 
than the son of Shim/’-é-a Da’-vid’s 
brother slew him. 

8 These were born unto the giant in 
Gath; and they fell by the hand of Da’- 
vid, and by the hand of his servants. 


Chapter 21 
ND Sa’-tan stood up against Is’-ra-él, 
£ \ and provoked Da’-vid to number 
Is’-ra-él. 

2 And Da’-vid said to J6’-ab and to the 
rulers of the people, Go, number I8’-ra-él 
from Béér-shé’-ba even to Dan; and 
bring the number of them to me, that I 
may know it. 

3 And Jo’-ab answered, The Lorp make 
his people an hundred times so many 
more as they be: but, my lord the king, 
are they not all my lord’s servants? why 
then doth my lord require this thing? 
why: will he be a cause of trespass to i§’- 
ra-él? 

4 Nevertheless the king’s word pre- 
vailed against J6’-Ab. Wherefore Jd’-4b 
departed, and went throughout all {§’- 
ra-él, and came to Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

5 @ And Jd’-ab gave the sum of the 
number of the people unto Da’-vid. And 
all they of Is’-ra-él were a thousand thou- 
sand and an hundred thousand men that 
ew sword: and Ja’-dah was four hun- 
dred threescore and ten thousand men 
that drew sword. 

6 But Lé’-vi and Bén’-ja-min counted 
he not among them: for the king’s word 
was abominable to Jd’-ab.

The Altar in the Threshingfloor 


7 And God was displeased with this 
thing; therefore he smote {§’-ra-él. 

8 And Da’-vid said unto God, I have 
sinned greatly, because I have done this 
_ thing: but now, I beseech thee, do away 
the iniquity of thy servant; for I have 
_ done very foolishly. 

9 g And the Lorp spake unto Gad, 
Da’-vid’s seer, saying, 

10 Go and tell Da’-vid, saying, Thus 
saith the Lorp, I offer thee three things : 
choose thee one of them, that I may do 
it unto thee. 

11 So Gad came to Da’-vid, and said 
Lata him, Thus saith the Lorp, Choose 
thee : 

12 Either three years’ famine; or three 
months to be destroyed before thy foes, 
while that the sword of thine enemies 
overtaketh thee; or else three days the 
sword of the Lorpb, even the pestilence, 
in the land, and the angel of the Lorp de- 
stroying throughout all the coasts of is’- 
ra’-él. Now therefore advise thyself what 
word I shall bring again to him that sent 


me. 

13 And Da’-vid said unto Gad, I am in 
a great strait: let me fall now into the 
hand of the LorD; for very great are his 
mercies: but let me not fall into the hand 
of man. 

14 ¢@ So the Lorp sent pestilence upon 
ig’-ra-él: and there fell of {8’-ra-él seventy 
thousand men. 

15 And God sent an angel unto Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém to destroy it: and-as he was de- 
stroying, the Lorp beheld, and he re- 
pented him of the evil, and said to the 
- angel that destroyed, It is enough, stay 
now thine hand. And the angel of the 
Lorp stood by the threshingfloor of 6r’- 
nan the Jéb’-t-site. 

16 And Da’-vid lifted up his eyes, and 
saw the angel of the Lorpb stand between 
the earth and the heaven, having a 
drawn sword in his hand stretched out 
over Jé-rii’-sa-lém. Then Da’-vid and the 
elders of 15’-ra-21, who were clothed in 
sackcloth, fell upon their faces. 

17 And Da’-vid said unto God, Js it not 
I that commanded the people to be num- 
bered? even I it is that have sinned and 
done evil indeed; but as for these sheep, 
what have they done? let thine hand, I 
pray thee, O Lorp my God, be on me, 
ahd on my father’s house; but not on thy 
people, that they should be plagued. 

18 @ Then the angel of the LoRD com- 
manded Gad to say to Da’-vid, that Da’- 
vid sbould go up, and set up an altar un- 
to the Lorp in the threshingfloor of Or’- 
nan the Jéb’-i-site. é 

19 And Da’-vid went up at the saying 
of Gad, which he spake in the name of 
the Lorp. 

20 And Or’-nan turned back, and saw 
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the angel; and his four sons with him hid 
themselves. Now Or’-nan was threshing 
wheat. 

21 And as Da’-vid came to 6r’-nan, Or’- 
nan looked and saw Da’-vid, and went 
out of the threshingfloor, and bowed 
himself to Da’-vid with his face to the 
ground. 

22 Then Da’-vid said to 6r’-nan, Grant 
me the place of this threshingfloor, that I 
may build an altar therein unto the Lorp: 
thou shalt grant it me for the full price: 
that the plague may be stayed from the 
people. 

23 And Or’-nan said unto Da’-vid, 
Take it to thee, and let my lord the king 
do that which is good in his eyes: lo, I 
give thee the oxen also for burnt offerings, 
and the threshing instruments for wood, 
and the wheat for the meat offering; I 
give it all. 

24 And king Da’-vid said to Or’-nan, 
Nay; but I will verily buy it for the full 
price: for I will not take that which is 
thine for the Lorp, nor offer burnt of- 
ferings without cost. 

25 So Da’-vid gave to Or’-nan for the 
place six hundred shé’-kéls of gold by 
weight. 

26 And Da’-vid built there an altar un- 
to the. LorD, and offered burnt offerings 
and peace offerings, and called upon the 
Lorp; and he answered him from heaven 
by fire upon the altar of burnt offer- 
ing. 

27 And the Lorp commanded the an- 
gel; and he put up his sword again into 
the sheath thereof. 

28 ¢ At that time when Da’-vid saw 
that the Lorp had answered him in the 
threshingfloor of Or’-nan the Jéb’-i-site, 
then he sacrificed there. 

29 For the tabernacle of the Lorp, 
which Mo’-sés made in the wilderness, 
and the altar of the burnt offering, were 
at that season in the high place at Gib’- 


é-on. 
30 But Da’-vid could not go before it to 

enquire of God: for he was afraid be- 

coe of the sword of the-angel of. the 
ORD. 


Chapter 22 


HEN Da’-vid said; This is the house 
of the Lorp God, and this is the altar 
of the burnt offering for Is’-ra-él. 

2 And Da’-vid commanded to gather 
together the strangers that were in the 
land of Is’-ra-él1; and he set masons to 
hew wrought stones to build the house of 

od. 

3 And Da’-vid prepared iron in abund- 
ance for the nails for the doors of the 
gates, and for the joinings; and brass in 
abundance without weight; 

4 Also cedar trees in abundance: for 
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the Zi-dd’-ni-ans and they_of Tyre 
brought much cedar wood to Da’-vid. 

5 And Da’-vid said, Sol’-o-mon my son 
is young and tender, and the house that 
is to be builded for the LoRD must be ex- 
ceeding magnifical, of fame and of glory 
throughout all countries: I will therefore 
now make preparation for it. So Da’-vid 
prepared abundantly before his death. | 

6 @ Then he called for Sdl’-6-mon his 
son, and charged him.to build an house 
for the Lorp God of is’-ra-él, 

7 And Da’-vid said to S6l’-6-mon, My 
son, as for me, it was in my mind to build 
= — unto the name of the LoRD my 


od: 

8 But the word of the Lorp came to 
me, saying, Thou hast shed blood abun- 
dantly, and hast made great wars: thou 
shalt not build an house unto my name, 
because thou hast shed much blood upon 
the earth in my sight. 

9 Behold, a son shall be born to thee, 
who shall be a man of rest; and I will give 
him rest from all his enemies round 
about: for his name shall be S6l’-6-mon, 
and I will give peace and quietness unto 
Is’-ra-él in his days. 

10 He shall build an house for my 
name; and he shall be my son, and I will 
be his father; and I will establish the 


throne of his kingdom over {8’-ra-él for. 


ever. 

11 Now, my son, the Lorp be with 
thee; and prosper thou, and build the 
house of the Lorp thy God, as he hath 
said of thee. : 

12 Only the Lorn give thee wisdom and 
understanding, and give thee charge con- 
cerning {s’-ra-él, that thou mayest keep 
the law of the Lorp thy God. 

13 Then shalt thou prosper, if thou 
takest heed to fulfil the statutes and judg- 
ments which the Lorp charged M6’-sés 
with concerning Is’-ra-él: be strong, and 
of good courage; dread not, nor be dis- 
mayed. 

14 Now, behold, in my trouble I have 
prepared for the house of the Lorp an 
hundred thousand talents of gold, and a 
thousand thousand talents of silver; and 
of brass and iron without weight ; for it.is 
in abundance: timber also and stone have 
I prepared ; and thou mayest add thereto. 

15 Moreover there are workmen with 
thee in abundance, hewers and workers 
of stone and timber, and all manner of 
cunning men for every manner of work. 

16 Of the gold, the silver, and the brass, 
and the iron, there is no number. Arise 
therefore, and be doing, and the Lorp be 
with thee. 

17 ¢ Da‘-vid also commanded all the 
princes of ig’-ra-é1 to help S6l’-6-mon his 
son, saying, 

18 Js not the Lorp your God with you? 
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and hath he not given you rest on every 
side? for he hath given the inhabitants of 
the land into mine hand; and the land is 
subdued before the LorD, and before his 
people. 

19 Now set your heart and your soul to 
seek the LorD your God; arise therefore, 
and build ye the sanctuary of the LorD 
God, to bring the ark of the covenant of 
the Lorp, and the holy vessels of God, 
into the house that is to be built to the 
name of the LORD. 


Chapter 23 


O when Da’-vid was old and full of 
days, he made S6l’-d-mon his son 
king over {8’-ra-él. 

2 ¢ And he gathered together all the 
princes of i8’-ra-é1, with the priests and 
the Lé’-vites. 

3 Now the Lé’-vites were numbered 
from the age of thirty years and upward: 
and their number by their polls, man by 
man, was thirty and eight thousand. 

4 Of which, twenty and four thousand 
were to set forward the work of the house 
of the Lorp; and six thousand were of- 
ficers and judges: 

5 Moreover four thousand were por- 
ters; and four thousand praised the LorD 
with the instruments which I made, said 
Da’-vid, to praise therewith. 

6 And Da’-vid divided them into 
courses among the sons of Lé’-vi, name- 
ly, Gér’-shon, K6’-hath, and Mé-rar’-i. 

7 ¢ Of the Gér’-shén-ites were, La’-a- 
dan, and Shim’-é-i. 

8 The sons of La’-a-dan; the chief was 
Jé-hi’-é], and Zé’-tham, and J6’-él, three, 

9 The sons of Shim’-é-i; Shé-16’-mith, 
and Ha’-zi-él, and Har’-an, three. These 
were the chief of the fathers of La’-a-dan. 

10 And the sons of Shim’-é-i were Ja’- 
hath, Zi’-na, and Jé’-ush, and Bé-ri’-ah. 
These four were the sons of Shim’-é-i. 

ii And Ja’-hath was the chief, and Zi’- 
zah the second: but Jé’-tsh and Bé-ri’-ah 
had not many sons; therefore they were 
in one reckoning, according to their fa- 
ther’s house. 

12 ¢ The sons of K6/-hath; Am’-ram, 
iz’-har, Hé’-bron, and Uz’-zi-él, four. 

13 The sons of Am’-ram; Aa’-ron and 
MO’-sé$: and Aa’-ron was separated, that 
he should sanctify the most holy things, 
he and his sons for ever, to burn incense 
before the LorD, to minister unto him, 
and to bless in his name for ever. 

14 Now concerning MO’-8é3 the man of 
Silat sons were named of the tribe of 

é’-vi. 

15 The sons of M6’-88 were, Gér’- 
shom, and El-i-é’-zér... 

16 Of the sons of Gér’-shém, Shé-bii’- 
él was the chief. 

17 And the sons of E]-i-é/-zér were, R&- 
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ha-bi’-ah the chief. And #l-i-é’-zér had 
none other sons; but the sons of Ré-ha- 
bi’-ah were very many. 

18 Of the sons of iz’-har; Shé-15’-mith 
the chief. 

19 Of the sons of Hé’-brén; Jé-ri’-ah 
the first, Am-a-ri’-4h the second, Ja-ha’- 
zi-él the third, and Jé-kam’-é-am the 
fourth. a] 

20 Of the sons of Uz’-zi-é1; Mi’-cah the 
first, and Jé-si’-a4h the second. 

21 Q The sons of Mé-rar’-i; Mah’-li, 
and Mi’-shi. The sons of Mah’-li; £l-é- 
a’-zar, and Kish. 

22 And El-é-a’-zar died, and had no 
sons, but daughters: and their brethren 
the sons of Kish took them. 

23 The sons of Mi’-shi; Mah’-li, and 
E’-dér, and Jér’-é-mGth, three. 

24 @ These were the sons of Lé’-vi after 

‘the house of their fathers; even the chief 
of the fathers, as they were counted by 
number of names by their polls, that did 
the work for the service of the house of 
the Lorp, from the age of twenty years 
and upward. 

,2) For Da’-vid said, The Lorp God of 
Is’-ra-él hath given rest unto his people, 

Athat they may dwell in Jé-ra’-sa-lém for 
ever: 

26 And also unto the Lé’-vites; they 
shall no more carry the tabernacle, nor 
any vessels of it for the service thereof. 

27 For by the last words of Da’-vid the 
Lé’-vites were numbered from twenty 
years old and above: 

28 Because their office was to wait on 
the sons of Aa’-ron for the service of the 
house of the LorD, in the courts, and in 
the chambers, and in the purifying of all 
holy things, and the work of the service 
of the house of God; 

29 Both for the shewbread, and for the 
fine flour for meat offering, and for the 
unleavened cakes, and for that which is 
baked in the pan, and for that which is 
fried, and for all manner of measure and 
size ; 

30 And to stand every morning to 
thank and praise the Lorp, and likewise 
at even; 

31 And to offer all burnt sacrifices unto 
the Lorp in the sabbaths, in the new 
moons, and on the set feasts, by number, 
according to the order commanded unto 
them, continually before the LorpD: 


32 And that they shouldkeepthecharge ah 


of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and the charge of the holy place, and 
the charge of the sons of Aa’-ron their 
brethren, in the service of the house 
of the Lorpb. 


Chapter 24 


OW these are the divisions of the 
sons of Aa’-ron: The sons of Aa’- 
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ron;, Na’-dab, and A-bi’-hi, £l-é-a’-zar, 
and Ith’-a-mar. : 

2 But Na’-dab and A-bi’-hii died before 
their father, and had_no children: there- 
fore El-é-a’-zar and Ith’-4-mar executed 
the priest’s office. 

3 And Da’-vid distributed them, both 
Za’-d6k of the sons of El-€-a’-zar, and 
A-him’-é-léch of the sons of ith’-4-mar, 
according to their offices in their service. 

4 And there were more chief men found 
of the sons of El-é-a’-zar than of the sons 
of Ith’-a-mar ; and thus were they divided. 
Among the sons of El-é-a’-zar there were 
sixteen chief men of the house of their 
fathers, and eight among the sons of ith’- 
a-mdar according to the house of their 
fathers. 

5 Thus were they divided by lot, one 
sort with another; for the governors of 
the sanctuary, and governors of the house 
of God, were of the sons of £l-é-a’-zar, 
and of the sons of Ith’-a-miar. 

6 And Shém-ai’-ah the son of Néth’-a- 
néeél the scribe, one of the Lé’-vites, wrote 
them before the king, and the princes, 
and Za’-d6k the priest, and A-him/’-é- 
léch the son of A-bi’-4-thar, and before 
the chief of the fathers of the priests and 
Lé’-vites: one principal household being 
taken for El-é-a’-zar, and one taken for 
Ith’-a-mar. 

7 Now’the first lot came forth to Jé- 
hoi’-a-rib, the second to Jé-dai’-4h, 

8 The third to Har’-im, the fourth to 
Sé-6r’-im, . 

9 The fifth to Mal-chi’-jah, the sixth to 
Mi’-ja-min, 

10, The seventh to Hak’-k6z, the eighth 
to A-bi’-jah, ‘ 

11 The ninth to Jésh’-t-ah, the tenth to 
Shéc-a-ni’-ah, 

12 The eleventh to E-li-Ash’-ib, the 
twelfth to Ja’-kim, 

13 The thirteenth to Hup’-pah, the

7 The sons of Shém-ai’-ah; Oth’-ni, and 
Réph’-a-él, and 60’-béd, El-za’ -bad, whose 
brethren were strong men, E-li’ -hi, and 
Sém-a-chi’-ah. 

8 All these of the sons of 6’-béd-é’- 
dom: they and their sons and their breth- 
ren, able men for strength for the service, 
were threescore and two of 0’-béd-é’- 
dom. 7 

9 And Mé-shél-é-mi’-ah had sons and 
brethren, strong men, eighteen. 

10 Also H6O’-sah, of the children of Mé- 
rar’-i, had sons; ‘Sim’-ri the chief, (for 
though he was not the firstborn, yet his 
father made him the chief;) 

11 Hil-ki’-ah the second, Téb-a-li’-ah 
the third, Zéch-a-ri’-ah the fourth: all the 
sons and brethren of H6’-sah were thir- 
teen. 

12 Among these were the divisions of 
the porters, even among the chief men, 
having wards one against another, to 
minister in the house of the Lorp. 

13 @ And they cast lots, as well the 
small as the great, according to the house 
of their fathers, for every gate. 

14 And the lot eastward fell to Shél-é- 
mi’-ah. Then for Zéch-a-ri-ah his son, a 
wise counsellor, they cast lots; and his 
lot came out northward. 

15 To 0’-béd-—é’-dom southward ; and 
to his sons the house of A-sup ‘-pim. 

16 To Shuip’-pim and H6’-sah the lot 
came forth westward, with the gate Shal’- 
1é-chéth, by the causeway of the going 
up, ward against ward. 

17 Eastward were six Lé’-vites, north- 
ward four a day, southward four a day, 
and toward A-sup ‘-pim two and two. 

18 At Par’-bar westward, four at the 
causeway, and two at Par’ -bar.

22 The sons of Jé-hi-é’-li; Zé’-tham, 
and Jo’-él his brother, which were over 
the treasures of the house of the Lorp. 

23 Of the Am’-ram-ites, and the f Iz-har’- 
hee the Hé’-bron-ites, and the Uz-zi-é’- 
ites: 

24 And Shé-bii’-él the son of Gér’- 
shom, the son of MO6’-sé8, was ruler of the 
treasures. 

25 And his brethren by El-i-é’-zér; Ré- 
ha-bi’-ah his son, and Jé-shai’-ah his son, 
and Jér’-am his son, and Zich’-ri his son, 
and Shé-ld’-mith his son. 

26 Which Shé-l6’-mith and his breth- 
ren were over all the treasures of the ded- 
icated things, which Da’-vid the king, 
and the chief fathers, the captains over 
thousands and hundreds, and the cap- 
tains of the host, had dedicated. 

27 Out of the spoils won in battles did 
they-dedicate to maintain the house of 
the LorpD. 

28 And. all that Sam’-t-él the seer, and 
Saul the son of Kish, and Ab’-nér the son 
of Nér, and J6’-ab the son of Zér-0-i’-ah, 
had dedicated ; and whosoever had dedi- 
cated any thing, it was under the hand of 
Shé-16’-mith, and of his brethren. 

29 Fg Of the iz-har’ -ites, Chén-a-ni’-ah 
and his sons were for the outward busi- 
ness over i8’-ra-él, for officers and judges. 

30 And of the He’ -bron-ites, Hash-a- 
bi’-ah and his brethren, men of valour, a 
thousand and seven hundred, were offi- 
cers among them of i Is’-ra-él on this side 
Jor’-dan westward in all the business of 
the LorpD, and in the service of the king, 

31 Among the Hé’-bron-ites was Jé-ri’- 
jah the chief, even among the Hé’-brén- 
ites, according to the generations of his 
fathers. In the fortieth year of the reign 
of Da’-vid they were sought for, and 
there were found among them mighty 
men of valour at Ja’-zér of Gil’-é-ad.

9 The sixth captain for the sixth month 
was i’-ra the son of Ik’-késh the Té-k6’- 
ite: and in his course were twenty and 
four thousand. 

10 The seventh captain for the seventh 
month was Hé’-léz the Pé’-16-nite, of the 
children of E’-phra-im: and in his course 
were twenty and four thousand. 

11 The eighth captain for the eighth 
month was Sib’-bé-cai the Hiti’-sha-thite, 
of the Zar’-hites: and in his course were 
twenty and four thousand. 

12 The ninth captain for the ninth 
month was A-bi-é’-zér the An-é-t6’-thite, 
of the Bén’-ja-mites: and in his course 
were twenty and four thousand. 

13 The tenth captain for the tenth 
month was Ma’-ha-rai the Né-t6ph’-a- 
thite, of the Zar’-hites: and in his course 
were twenty and four thousand. 

14 The eleventh captain for the eleventh 
month was Bé-nai’-ah the Pi-ra’-thon-ite,

22 Of Dan, Az’-a-réél the son of Jé-r6’- 
ham. These were the princes of the tribes

23 @ But Da’-vid took not the number 
of them from twenty years old and un- 
der: because the Lorp had said he would 
increase Is’-ra’-él like to the stars of the 
heavens. . 

24 Jo’-ab the son of Zér-t-i’-ah began 
to number, but he finished not, because 
there fell wrath for it against IS’-ra-él; 
neither was the number put in the ac- 
count of the chronicles of king Da’-vid. 

25 @ And over the king’s treasures was 
Az-ma’-véth the son of Ad’-i-él: and over 
the storehouses in the fields, in the cities, 
and in the villages, and in the castles, was 
Jé-hon’-a-than the son of Uz-zi’-ah: 

26 And over them that did the work of 
the field for tillage of the ground was Ez’- 
ri the son of Ché’-lub: 

27 And over the vineyards was Shim/’- 
é-i the Ra’-math-ite: over the increase of 
the vineyards for the wine cellars was 
Zab’-di the Shiph’-mite: 

28 And over the olive trees and the 
sycomore trees that were in the low 
plains was Ba’-al—ha’-nan the Gé-dé’-rite: 
and over the cellars of oil was J6’-ash: 

29 And over the herds that fed in Shar’- 
on was Shit-ra’-i the Shar’-on-ite: and 
over the herds that were in the valleys was 
Sha’-phat the'son of Ad-la’-i: 

, 30 Over the camels also was 6’-bil the 
Ish’-ma-él-ite: and over the asses was 
Jéh-déi’-4h the Mé-r6’-n6G-thite: 

31 And over the flocks was Ja’-ziz the 
Ha-gé’-rite. All these were the rulers of 
the substance which was king Da’-vid’s. 

32 Also J6én’-a-than Da’-vid’s uncle 
was a counsellor, a wise man, and a 
scribe: and Jé-hi’-é1 the son of Hach- 
m06’-ni was with the king’s sons: 

33 And A-hith’-6-phél was the king’s 
counsellor: and Hii’-shai the Ar’-chite 
was the king’s companion: 

34 And after A-hith’-6-phél was Jé-hoi’-

Chapter 28 


ND Da’-vid assembled all the princes 

of {s’-ra-él, the princes of the tribes, 

and the captains of the companies that 

ministered to the king by course, and the 

captains over the thousands, and cap- 

tains over the hundreds, and the stewards 

over all the substance and possession of 

the king, and of his sons, with the officers, 

and with the mighty men, and with all 
the valiant men, unto Jé-rii’-sa-lém.

father he liked me to make me king over 
all Is’-ra-él: 

5 And of all my sons, (for the Lorp 
hath given me many sons,) he hath chos- 
en Sol’-6-mon my son to sit upon the 
het ie the kingdom of the LorD over 
Is’-ra-él. 

6 And he said unto me, Sol’-6-mon thy 
son, he shall build my house and my 
courts: for I have chosen him to be my 
son, and I will be his father. 

7 Moreover I will establish his kingdom 
for ever, if he be constant to do my com- 
tear yey and my judgments, as at this 

ay. Ve 

8 Now therefore in the sight of all Is’- 
ra’-él the congregation of the LorpD, and 
in the audience of our God, keep and 
seek for all the commandments of the 
Lorp your God: that ye may possess this 
good land, and leave it for an inheritance 
for your children after you for ever. 

9 ¢ And thou, Sol’-6-mon my son, 
know thou the God of thy father, and 
serve him with a perfect heart and witha 
willing mind: for the LorD searcheth all 
hearts, and understandeth all the imagi- 
nations of the thoughts: if thou seek him, 
he will be found of thee; but if thou for- 
sake him, he will cast thee off for ever. 

10 Take heed now; for the Lorpb hath 
chosen thee to build an house for the 
sanctuary: be strong, and do it. | 

11 ¢ Then Da’-vid gave to S6l’-6-mon 
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his son the pattern of the porch, and of 
the houses thereof, and of the treasuries 
thereof, and of the upper chambers 
thereof, and of the inner parlours there- 
of, and of the place of the mercy seat, 

12 And the pattern of all that he had by 
the spirit, of the courts of the house of 
the Lorp, and of all the chambers round 
about, of the treasuries of the house of 
God, and of the treasuries of the dedi- 
cated things: 

13 Also for the courses of the priests 
and the Lé’-vites, and for all the work of 
the service of the house of the Lorp; and 
for all the vessels of service in the house 
of the Lorp. 

14 He gave of gold by weight for things 
of gold, for all instruments of all manner 
of service; silver also for all instruments 
of silver by weight, for all instruments of 
every kind of service: 

15 Even the weight for the candlesticks 
of gold, and for their lamps of gold, by 
weight for every candlestick, and for the 
lamps thereof: and for the candlesticks 
of silver by weight, both for the candle- 
stick, and also for the lamps thereof, ac- 
cording to the use of every candlestick. 

16 And by weight he gave gold for the 
tables of shewbread, for every table; and 
likewise silver for the tables of silver: 

17 Also. pure gold for the fleshhooks, 
and the bowls, and the cups: and for the 
golden basons he gave gold by weight for 
every bason; and /ikewise silver by weight 
for every bason of silver: 

18 And for the altar of incense refined 
gold by weight; and gold for the pattern 
of the chariot of the chér’-t-bims, that 
spread out their wings, and covered the 
ark of the covenant of the Lorp. 

19 All this, said Da’-vid, the LorD made 
me understand in writing by his hand 
upon me, even all the works of this pat- 
tern. 

20 And Da’-vid said to S6l’-6-mon his 
son, Be strong and of good courage, and 
do it: fear not, nor be dismayed: for the 
Lorp God, even my God, will be with 
thee; he will not fail thee, nor forsake 
thee, until thou hast finished all the work 
for the service of the house of the Lorp. 

21 And, behold, the courses of the 
priests and the Lé’-vites, even they shall 
be with thee for all the service of the house 
of God: and there shall be with thee for 
all manner of workmanship every willing 
skilful man, for any manner of service: 
also the princes and all the people wi/l be 
wholly at thy commandment. 


Chapter 29 
URTHERMORE Da’-vid the king 
said unto all the congregation, Sol’- 
6-mon my son, whom alone God hath 
chosen, is yet young and tender, and the 
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work is great: for the palace is not for 
man, but for the LorpD God. | 

2 Now I have prepared with all my 
might for the house of my God the gold 
for things to be made of gold, and the sil- 
ver for things of silver, and the brass for 
things of brass, the iron for things of iron, 
and wood for things of wood; onyx 
stones, and stones to be set, glistering 
stones, and of divers colours, and all 
manner of precious stones, and marble 
stones in abundance. 

3 Moreover, because I have set my af- 
fection to the house of my God, I have 
of mine own proper good, of gold and 
silver, which I have given to the house of 
my God, over and above all that I have 
prepared for the holy house, 

4 Even three thousand talents of gold, 
of the gold of 0’-phir, and seven thou- 
sand talents of refined silver, to overlay 
the walls of the houses withal: 

5 The gold for things of gold, and the 
silver for things of silver, and for all 
manner of work to be made by the hands 
of artificers. And who then is willing to 
consecrate his service this day unto the 
LorD? 

6 @ Then the chief of the fathers and 
princes of the tribes of Is’-ra-él, and the 
captains of thousands and of hundreds, 
with the rulers of the king’s work, offered 
willingly, 

7 And gave for the service of the house 
of God of gold five thousand talents and 
ten thousand drams, and of silver ten 
thousand talents, and of brass eighteen 
thousand talents, and one hundred thou- 
sand talents of iron. 

8 And they with whom precious stones 
were found gave them to the treasure of 
the house of the Lorpb, by the hand of 
Jé-hi’-él the Gér’-shon-ite. 

9 Then the people rejoiced, for that 
they offered willingly, because with per- 
fect heart they offered willingly to the 
Lorp: and Da’-vid the king also rejoiced 
with great joy. 

10 @ Wherefore Da’-vid blessed the 
Lorp before all the congregation: and 
Da’-vid said, Blessed be thou, Lorp God 
of 1s’-ra-él our father, for ever and ever. 

11 Thine, O Lorp, 1s the greatness, and 
the power, and the glory, and the victory, 
and the majesty: for all that is in the 
heaven and in the earth is thine ; thine is 
the kingdom, O LorD, and thou art ex- 
alted as head above all. 

12 Both riches and honour come of 
thee, and thou reignest over all; and in 
thine hand is power and might; and in 
thine hand it is to make great, and to give 
strength unto all. 

13 Now therefore; our God, we thank 
thee, and praise thy glorious name. 

14 But who am I, and what is my peo- 
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ple, that we should be able to offer so 
willingly after this sort? for all things 
come of thee, and of thine own have we 
given thee. 

15 For we are strangers before thee, 
and sojourners, as were all our fathers: 
our days on the earth are as a shadow, 
and there is none abiding. 

16 O LorpD our God, all this store that 
we have prepared to build thee an house 
for thine holy name cometh of thine hand, 
and is all thine own. ‘ 

17 I know also, my God, that thou tri- 
est the heart, and hast pleasure in up- 
rightness. As for me, in the uprightness 
of mine heart I have willingly offered all 
these things: and now have I seen with 
joy thy people, which are present here, to 
offer willingly unto thee. 

18 O LorpD, God of A’-bra-ham, If’- 
saac, and of Is’-ra-él, our fathers, keep 
this for ever in the imagination of the 
thoughts of the heart of thy people, and 
prepare their heart unto thee: : 

19 And give unto S6l’-6-mon my son a 
perfect heart, to keep thy command- 
ments, thy testimonies, and thy statutes, 
and to do all these things, and to build 
the palace, for the which I have made 
provision. 

20 ¢ And Da’-vid said to all the con- 
gregation, Now bless the Lorp your 
God. And all the congregation blessed 
the Lorp God of their fathers, and bowed 
down their heads, and worshipped the 
Lorp, and the king. 

21 And they sacrificed sacrifices unto 
the LorD, and offered burnt offerings un- 
to the LorpD, on the morrow after that 
day, even a thousand bullocks, a thou- 
sand rams, and a thousand lambs, with 
their drink offerings, and sacrifices in 
abundance for all {s’-ra-él: 

22 And did eat and drink before the 
Lorp on that day with great gladness. 
And they made S6l’-6-mon the son of 
Da’-vid king the second time, and anoint- 
ed him unto the Lorp to be the chief 
governor, and Za’-dok to be priest. 

23 Then S6l’-6-mon sat on the throne 
of the LorpD as king instead of Da’-vid 
his father, and prospered; and all 1§’-ra- 
él obeyed him. 

24 And all the princes, and the mighty 
men, and all the sons likewise of king 
Da’-vid, submitted themselves unto S6l’- 
0-mon the king. © 

25 And the Lorp magnified S6l’-6- 
mon exceedingly in the sight of all is’- 
ra’-él, and bestowed upon him such royal 
majesty as had not been on any king be- 
fore him in {s’-ra-él. 

26 ¢ Thus Da’-vid.the son of Jés’-sé 
reigned over all is’-ra-él. ~ 
é 27 And the time that he reigned over 
Is’-ra-él was forty years}: seven years 
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reigned he in Hé’-brén, and thirty and 
three years reigned he in Jé-ra’-s4-lém. 
28 And he died in a good old age, full 
of days, riches, and honour: and S6l’-6- 
* mon his scn reigned in his stead. : 
29 Now the acts of Da’-vid the king, 
first and last, behold, they are written in 
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the book of Sam/-i-él the seer, and in the 
book of Na’-than the prophet, and in the 
book of Gad the seer, 

30 With all his reign and his might, and 
the times that went over him, and over 
Is’-ra-él, and over all the kingdoms of the 
countries. 


The Second Book of the 
Chronicles 


Chapter 1 
ND Sol’-6-mon the son of Da’-vid 
was strengthened in his kingdom, 
and the Lorp his God was with him, and 
magnified him exceedingly. i 
. 2 Then Sol’-6-mon spake unto all is’- 
ta-él, to the captains of thousands and of 
hundreds, and to the judges, and to every 
governor in all Is’-ra-él, the chief of the 
fathers. 

3 So Sol’-6-mon, and all the congrega- 
tion with him, went to the high place that 
was at Gib’-é-on; for there was the taber- 
nacle of the congregation of God, which 
M6O’-sés the servant of the Lorp had 
made in the wilderness. 

4 But the ark of God had Da’-vid 
brought up from Kir’-jath-jé’-a-rim to 
the place which Da’-vid had prepared for 
it: for he had pitched a tent-for it at Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém. 

5 Moreover the brasen altar, that Béz’- 
a-léél the son of 0’-ri, the son of Hur had 
made, he put before the tabernacle of the 
Lorp: and Sol’-6-mon and the congre- 
gation sought unto it. } 

6 And S6ol’-6-mon went up thither to 
the brasen altar before the Lorp, which 
was at the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and offered a thousand burnt offerings 
upon it. 

7 @ In that night did God appear unto 
Sol’-0-mon, and said unto him, Ask what 
I shall give thee. ; 

8 And Sol’-6-mon said unto God, Thou 
hast shewed great mercy unto Da’-vid 
my father, and hast made me to reign in 
his stead. , 

9 Now, O Lorp God, let thy promise 
unto Da’-vid my father be established: 
for thou hast made me king over a people 
like the dust of the earth in multitude. 

Give me now wisdom and knowl- 
edge, that I may go out and come in be- 
fore this people: for who can judge this 

thy people, that is so great? | 
- 11 And God said to Sol’-6-mon, Be- 
cause this was in thine heart, and thou 
hast not asked riches, wealth, or honour, 
nor the life of thine enemies, neither yet 
hast asked long life; but hast asked wis- 


dom and knowledge for thyself, that 
thou mayest judge my people, over 
whom I have made thee king: 

12 Wisdom and knowledge is granted 
unto thee; and I will give thee riches, and 
wealth, and honour, such as none of the 
kings have had that have been before 
thee, neither shall there any after thee 
have the like. 

13 @ Then S6l’-6-mon came from his 
journey to the high place that was at 
Gib’-é-on to Jé-rii’-sa-lém, from before 
the tabernacle of the congregation, and 
reigned over Is’-ra-él. 

14 And Sol’-6-mon gathered chariots 
and horsemen: and he had a thousand 
and four hundred chariots, and twelve 
thousand horsemen, which he placed in 
the chariot cities, and with the king at 
Jé-ra’-sa-lém. 

15 And the king made silver and gold 
at Jé-ri’-sa-lém as plenteous as stones, 
and cedar trees made he as the sycomore 
trees that are in the vale for abundance. 

16 And Sol’-6-mon had horses brought 
out of E’-gypt, and linen yarn: the king’s 
merchants received the linen yarn at a 
price. 

17 And they fetched up, and brought 
forth out of E’-gypt a chariot for six 
hundred shé’-kéls of silver, and an horse 
for an hundred and fifty: and so brought 
they out horses for all the kings of the 
Hit’-tites, and for the kings of Syr’-i-a, 
by their means. 


Chapter 2 


ND. Sol’-6-mon determined to build 
an house for the name of the Lorp, 
and an house for his kingdom. 

2 And S6l’-6-mon told out threescore 
and ten thousand men to bear burdens, 
and fourscore thousand to hew in the 
mountain, and three thousand and six 
hundred to oversee them. 3 

3 ¢ And SOl’-6-mon sent to Hit’-ram 
the king of Tyre, saying, As thou didst 
deal with Da’-vid my father, and didst 
send him cedars to build him an house to 
dwell.therein, even so deal with me. 

4 Behold, I build_an house to the name 
of the Lorp my God, to dedicate it to 
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him, and to burn before him sweet in- 
cense, and for the continual shewbread, 
and for the burnt offerings morning and 
evening, on the sabbaths, and on the new 
moons, and on the solemn feasts of the 
Lorp our God. This is an ordinance for 
ever to {s’-ra-él. ; 

5 And the house which I build is great: 
for great is our God above all gods. 

But who is able to build him an 
house, seeing the heaven and heaven of 
heavens cannot contain him? who am I 
then, that I should build him an house, 
save only to burn sacrifice before him? 

7 Send me now therefore a man cun- 
ning to work in gold, and in silver, and 
in brass, and in iron, and in purple, and 
crimson, and blue, and that can skill to 
grave with the cunning men that are with 
me in Jd’-dah and in Jé-ri’-sa-lém, 
whom Da’-vid my father did provide. 

8 Send me also cedar trees, fir trees, and 
al’-gim trees, out of Léb’-a-non: for I 
know that thy servants can skill to cut 
timber in Léb’-a-non; and, behold, my 
servants shall be with thy servants, 

9 Even to prepare me timber in 
abundance: for the house which I am 
about to build shall be wonderful great. 

10 And, behold, I will give to thy serv- 
ants, the hewers that cut timber, twenty 
thousand measures of beaten wheat, and 
twenty thousand measures of barley, and 
twenty thousand baths of wine, and 
twenty thousand baths of oil. 

11 ¢ Then Hi’-ram the king of Tyre 
answered in writing, which he sent to 
Sol’-6-mon, Because the Lorp hath 
loved his people, he hath made thee king 
over them. 

12 Hi’-ram said moreover, Blessed be 
the Lorp God of {s’-ra-él, that made 
heaven and earth, who hath given to 
Da’-vid the king a wise son, endued with 
prudence and understanding, that might 
build an house for the Lorp, and an 
house for his kingdom. 

3 And now I have sent a cunning man, 
endued with understanding, of Hii’-ram 
my father’s, 

14 The son of a woman of the daugh- 
ters of Dan, and his father was a man of 
Tyre, skilful to work in gold, and in sil- 
ver, in brass, in iron, in stone, and in tim- 
ber, in purple, in blue, and in fine linen, 
and in crimson; also to grave any man- 
ner of graving, and to find out every de- 
vice which shall be put to him, with thy 
cunning men, and with the cunning men 
of my lord Da’-vid thy father. 

15 Now therefore the wheat, and the 
barley, the oil, and the wine, which my 
lord hath spoken of, let him send unto 
his servants: ; 

_16 And we will cut wood out of Léb’- 
a-ngn, as much as thou shalt need: and 
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we will bring it to thee in flotes by sea to 
Jop’-pa; and thou shalt carry it up to 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém. 

17 ¢ And S6l’-6-mon numbered all the 
strangers that were in the land of i8’- 
ra-él, after the numbering wherewith 
Da’-vid his father had numbered them; 
and they were found an hundred and 
fifty thousand and three thousand and 
six hundred. ; 

18 And he set threescore and ten 
thousand of them to be bearers of 
burdens, and fourscore thousand to be 
hewers in the mountain, and three 
thousand and six hundred overseers to 
set the people a work. 


Chapter 3 


HEN S6l’-6-mon began to build the 

house of the Lorp at Jé-ra’-sa-lém in 
mount Mo6-ri’-ah, where the LORD ap- 
peared unto Da’-vid his father, in the 
place that Da’-vid had prepared in the 
threshingfloor of 6r’-nan the Jéb’-i- 
Site. ; 

2 And he began to build in the second 
day of the second month, in the fourth 
year of his reign. 

*3 f Now these are the things wherein 
S6l’-6-mon was instructed for the build- 
ing of the house of God. The length by 
cubits after the first measure was three- 
score cubits, and the breadth twenty 
cubits. 

4 And the porch that was in the front of 
the house, the length of it was according 
to the breadth of the house, twenty 
cubits, and the height was an hundred and 
twenty: and he overlaid it within with 
pure gold. 

5 And the greater house he cieled with 
fir tree, which he overlaid with fine gold, 
and set thereon palm trees and chains. 

6 And he garnished the house with 
precious stones for beauty: and the gold 
was gold of Par-va’-im. 

7 He overlaid also the house, the 
beams, the posts, and the walls thereof, 
and the doors thereof, with gold; and 
graved chér’-U-bims on the walls. 

8 And he made the most holy house, 
the length whereof was according to the 
breadth of the house, twenty cubits, and 
the breadth thereof twenty cubits: and 
he overlaid it with fine gold, amounting to 
six hundred talents. 

9_And the weight of the nails was fifty 
shé’-kéls of gold. And he overlaid the 
upper chambers with gold. 

0 And in the most holy house he made 
two chér’-0-bims of image work, and 
overlaid them with gold. 

11 ¢ And the wings of the chér’-ti-bims 
were twenty cubits long: one wing of the 
one chér’-iib was five cubits, reaching to 
the wall of the house: and the other wing 
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was likewise five cubits, reaching to the 
wing of the other chér’-ub. 

And one wing of the other chér’-tib 
was five cubits, reaching to the wall of the 
_~ house: and the other wing was five cubits 

also, joining to the wing of the other 
chér’-ub. 

13 The wings of these chér’-t-bims 
spread themselves forth twenty cubits: 
and they stood on their feet, and their 
faces were inward. 

14 ¢ And he made the vail of blue, and 
purple, and crimson, and fine linen, and 
wrought chér’-0-bims thereon. 

15 Also he made before the house two 
pillars of thirty and five cubits high, and 
the chapiter that was on the top of each 
of them was five cubits. 

16 And he made chains, as in the or- 
acle, and put them on the heads of the 
pillars; and made an hundred pome- 
granates, and put them on the chains. 

17 And he reared up the pillars be- 
fore the temple, one on the right hand, 
and the other on the left; and called 
the name of that on the right hand Ja’- 
chin, and the name of that on the left 
BO’-az. 

Chapter 4 


OREOVER he made an altar of 

brass, twenty cubits the length there- 
of, and twenty cubits the breadth there- 
of, and ten cubits the height thereof. 

2 ¢ Also he made a molten sea of ten 
cubits from brim’ to brim, round in 
compass, and five cubits the height 
thereof; and a line of thirty cubits did 
compass it round about. Jt 

3 And under it was the similitude of 
oxen, which did compass it round about: 
ten in a cubit, compassing the sea round 
about. Two rows of oxen were cast, when 
it was cast. 

4 It stood upon twelve oxen, three look- 
ing toward the north, and three looking 
toward the west, and three looking to- 
ward the south, and three looking toward 
the east: and the sea was set above upon 
them, and all their hinder parts were 


inward. 

5 And the thickness of it was an hand- 
breadth, and the brim of it like the work 
of the brim of a cup, with flowers of 
lilies; and it received and held three 
thousand baths. 

6 @ He made also ten lavers, and put 
five on the right hand, and five on the 
left, to wash in them: such things as they 
offered for the burnt offering they 
washed in them; but the sea was for the 
- priests to wash in. 

7 And he made ten candlesticks of 
gold according to their form, and set 
them in the temple, five on the right hand; 
and five on the left. 
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8 He made also ten tables, and placed 
them in the temple, five on the right side, 
and five on the left. And he made an 
hundred basons of gold. 

9 ¥ Furthermore he made the court of 
the priests, and the great court, and doors 
for the court, and overlaid the doors of 
them with brass. 

10 And he set the sea on the right side 
of the east end, over against the south. 

11 And Hit’-ram made the pots, and 
the shovels, and the basons. And Hi’- 
ram finished the work that he was to 
make for king Sol’-6-mon for the house 
of God; 

12 To wit, the two pillars, and the pom- 
mels, and the chapiters which were on the 
top of the two pillars, and the two 
wreaths to cover the two pommels of the 
upiters which were on the top of the 
pillars ; 

13 And four hundred pomegranates on 
the two wreaths; two rows of pome- 
granates on each wreath, to cover the 
two pommels of the chapiters which were 
upon the pillars. 

4 He made also bases, and lavers 
made he upon the bases; 

15 One sea, and twelve oxen under it. 

16 The pots also, and the shovels, and 
the fleshhooks, and all their instruments, 
did Hi’-ram his father. make to king 
Sol’-6-mon for the house of the Lorp 
of bright brass. 

17 In the plain of Jér’-dan did the king 
cast them, in the clay ground between 
Suc’-coth and Zér-é-da’-thah. 

18 Thus Sol’-6-mon made all these ves- 
sels in great abundance: for the weight of 
the brass could not be found out. 

19 g And SOol’-6-mon made all the 
vessels that were for the house of God, 
the golden altar also, and the tables 
whereon the shewbread was set; 

‘20 Moreover the candlesticks with 
their lamps, that they should burn after 
the manner before the oracle, of pure 


gold; 

21 And the flowers, and the lamps, and 
the tongs, made he of gold, and that per- 
fect gold; 

22 And the snuffers, and the basons, 
and the spoons, and the censers, of pure 
gold: and the entry of the house, the in- 
ner doors thereof for the most holy 
place, and the doors of the house of the 
temple, were of gold. 


Chapter 5 


HUS all the work that Sol’-d-mon 

made for the house of the LorpD was 
finished: and Sol’-6-mon brought in all 
the things that Da’-vid his father had ded- 
icated; and the silver, and the gold, and 
all the instruments, put he among the 
treasures of the house of God. 
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2 @ Then. Sdl’-6-mon assembled the 
elders of Is’-ra-él, and all the heads of the 
tribes, the chief of the fathers of the 
children of {§’-ra-él, unto Jé’-ra’-sa-lém, 
to bring up the ark of the covenant of the 
Lorp out of the city of Da’-vid, which is 
Zi’-on. i 

3 Whereiote all the men of I8’-ra-él as- 
sembled themselves unto the king in the 
feast which was in the seventh month. 

4 And all the elders of Is’-ra-é] came; 
and the Lé’-vites took up the ark. 

5 And they brought up the ark, and the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and all 
the holy vessels that were in the taber- 
nacle, these did the priests and the Lé’- 
vites bring up. 

6 Also king S6l]’-6-mon, and all the 
congregation of is’-ra-él that were as- 
sembled unto him before the ark, sacri- 
ficed sheep and oxen, which could not be 
told nor numbered for multitude. 

7 And the priests brought in the ark of 
the covenant of the LorpD unto his place, 
to the oracle of the house, into the most 
holy place, even under the wings of the 
chér’-t-bims: 

8 For the chér’-t-bims spread forth 
their wings over the place of the ark, and 
the chér’-U-bims covered the ark and the 
staves thereof above. 

9 And they drew out the staves of the 
ark, that the ends of the staves were seen. 
from the ark before the oracle; but they 
were not seen without. And there it is 
unto this day. 

10 There was nothing in the ark save 
the two tables which M6O’-sés put therein 
at H6r’-éb, when the LorD made a cov- 
enant with the children of 18’-ra-él, when 
they came out of E’-gypt. 

11 @ And it came to pass, when the 
priests were come out of the holy place: 
(for all the priests that were present 
were sanctified, and did not then wait by 
course: 

12 Also the Lé’-vites which were the 
singers, all of them of A’-saph, of Hé’- 
man, of Jé-dt’-thtin, with their sons and 
their brethren, being arrayed in white 
linen, having cymbals and psalteries and 
harps, stood at the east end of the altar, 
and with them an hundred and twenty 
priests sounding with trumpets :) 

13 It came even to pass, as the trumpet- 
ers and singers were as one, to make one 
sound to be heard in praising and thank- 
ing the Lorp; and when they lifted up 
their voice with the trumpets and cym- 
bals and instruments of musick, and 
praised the LorD, saying, For he is good; 
for his mercy endureth for ever: that 
then the house was filled with a cloud, 
even the house of the Lorp; 

14 So that the priests could not stand 
to minister by reason of the cloud: for 
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the glory of the Lorp had filled the 
house of God. 


Chapter 6 
HEN said S6l’-6-mon, The Lorp 
hath said that he would dwell in the 
thick darkness. : 

2 But I have built an house of habita- 
tion for thee, and a place for thy dwelling 
for ever. é 

3 And the king turned his face, and 
blessed the whole congregation of Is’- 
ra-él: and all the congregation of Is’- 
ra-él stood. 

4 And he said, Blessed be the Lorp 
God of ig’-ra-é1, who hath with his hands 
fulfilled that which he spake with his 
mouth to my father Da’-vid, saying, 

5 Since the day that I brought forth my 
people out of the land of £’-gypt I chose 
no city among all the tribes of Is’-ra-él to 
build an house in, that my name might be 
there; neither chose I any man to be a 
ruler over my people Is’-ra-él: 

6 But I have chosen Jé-rii’-sa-lém; that 
my name might be there; and have 
a Da’-vid to be over my people fs’- 
ra-él. 

7 Now it was in the heart of Da’-vid 
my father to build an house for the name 
of the Lorp God of I8’-ra-él. 

8 But the Lorp said to Da’-vid my fa- 
ther, Forasmuch as it was in thine heart 
to build an house for my name, thou 
didst well in that it was in thine heart: 

Notwithstanding thou shalt not build 
the house; but thy son which shall come 
forth out of thy loins, he shall build the 
house for my name. 

10 The Lorp therefore hath performed 
his word that he hath spoken: for I am 
risen up in the room of Da’-vid my fa- 
ther, and am set on the throne of I§’- 
ra-él, as the LorRD promised, and have 
built the house for the name of the Lorp 
God of Is’-ra-él. 

11 And in it have I put the ark, wherein 
is the covenant of the Lorp, that he made 
with the children of i§’-ra-él. 

12.9 And he stood before the altar of 
the Lorp in the, presence of all the 
congregation , of is’-ra-él, and spread 
forth his hands: 

3 For S6l’-6-mon had made a brasen 
scaffold, of five cubits long, and five 
cubits broad, and three cubits high, and 
had set it in the midst of the court: and 
upon it he stood, and kneeled down upon 
his knees before all the congregation of 
Is’-ra-él, and spread forth his hands 
toward heaven, 

14 And said, O Lorp God of {is’-ra-él, 
there is no God like thee in the heaven, 
nor in the earth; which:keepest covenant, 
and shewest mercy unto thy servants, 
that walk before thee with all their hearts: 
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15 Thou which hast kept with thy serv- 
ant Da’-vid my father that which thou 
hast promised him; and spakest with thy 

mouth, and hast fulfilled it with thine 
hand, as it is this day. 

16 Now therefore, O Lorp God of Is’- 
ra-él, keep with thy servant Da’-vid my 
father that which thou hast promised 

’ him, saying, There shall not fail thee a 
“man in my sight to sit upon the throne 
of Is’-ra-él1; yet so that thy children take 
heed to their way to walk in my law, as 
thou hast walked before me. 

17 Now then, O Lorp God of {8’- 
ra-él, let thy word be verified, which thou 
hast spoken unto thy servant Da’-vid. 

18 But will God in very deed dwell with 
men on the earth? behold, heaven and 
the heaven of heavens cannot contain 
thee; how much less this house which I 
have built! 

19 Have respect therefore to the prayer 
of thy servant, and to his supplication, O 
LorpD my God, to hearken unto the cry 
and the prayer which thy servant prayeth 
before thee: 

20 That thine eyes may be open upon 
this house day and night, upon the place 
whereof thou hast said that thou would- 
est put thy name there; to hearken unto 
the prayer which thy servant prayeth 
toward this place. 

21 Hearken therefore unto the suppli- 
cations of thy servant, and of thy people 

‘Is’-ra-él, which they shall. make toward 
this place: hear thou from thy dwelling 
place, even from heaven; and when thou 
hearest, forgive. 

22 QV Ifa man sin against his neighbour, 
and an oath be laid upon him to make 
him swear, and the oath come before 
thine altar in this house; 

23 Then hear thou from heaven, and 
do, and judge thy servants, by requiting 
the wicked, by recompensing his way 
upon his own head; and by justifying the 
righteous, by giving him according to his 
righteousness. : 

24 ¢ And if thy people Is’-ra-él be put 
to the worse before the enemy, because 
they have sinned against thee; and shall 
return and confess thy name, and pray 
and make supplication before thee in this 
house; 

25 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
and forgive the sin of thy people Is’- 
ra-él, and bring them again unto the land 
which thou gavest to them and to their 
fathers. 

26 9 When the heaven is shut up, and 
- there is no rain, because they have sinned 
against thee; yet if they pray toward this 
place, and confess thy name, and turn 
from their sin, when thou dost afflict 
them; 

27 Then hear thou from heaven, and 
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forgive the sin of thy servants, and of thy 
people Is’-ra-é1, when thou hast taught 
them the good way, wherein they should 
walk; and send rain upon thy land, which 
thou hast given unto thy people for an 
inheritance. 

28 Q If there be dearth in the land, if 
there be pestilence, if there be blasting, 
or mildew, locusts, or caterpillers; if 
their enemies besiege them in the cities of 
their land; whatsoever sore or whatso- 
ever sickness there be: 

29 Then what prayer or what supplica- 
tion soever shall be made of any man, or 
of all thy people Is’-ra-él, when every one 
shall know his own sore and his own 
grief, and shall spread forth his hands in 
this house: 

30 Then hear thou from heaven thy 
dwelling place, and forgive, and render 
unto every man according unto all his 
ways, whose heart thou knowest; (for 
thou only knowest the hearts of the chil- 
dren of men:) 

31 That they may fear thee, to walk in 
thy ways, so long as they live in the land 
which thou gavest unto our fathers. 

32 ¢ Moreover concerning the stran- 
ger, which is not of thy people Is’-ra-él, 
but is come from a far country for thy 
great name’s sake, and thy mighty hand, 
and thy stretched out arm; if they come 
and pray in this house; 

33 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
even from thy dwelling place, and do ac- 
cording to all that the stranger calleth 
to thee for; that all people of the earth 
may know thy name, and fear thee, as 
doth thy people 18’-ra-él, and may know 
that this house which I~have built is 
called by thy name. 

34 If thy people go out to war against 
their enemies by the way that thou shalt 
send them, and they pray unto thee 
toward this city which thou hast chosen, 
and the house which I have built for thy 
name; 

35 Then hear thou from the heavens 
their prayer and their supplication, and 
maintain their cause. 

36 If they sin against thee, (for there is 
no man which sinneth not,) and thou be 
angry with them, and deliver them over 
before their enemies, and they carry them 
away captives unto a land far off or near; 

37 Yet if they bethink themselves in the 
land whither they are carried captive, and 
turn and pray unto thee in the land of 
their captivity, saying, We have sinned, 
we have done amiss, and have dealt 
wickedly ; 

38 If they return to thee with all their 
heart and with all their soul in the land of. 
their captivity, whither they have carried 
them captives, and pray toward their 
land, which thou gavest unto their fa-

thers, and toward the city which thou 
hast chosen, and toward the house which 
I have built for thy name: 

39 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
even from _ thy dwelling place, their 
prayer and their supplications, and 
maintain their cause, and forgive thy 
people which have sinned against thee. 

40 Now, my God, let, I beseech thee, 
thine eyes be open, and /et thine ears be 
attent unto the prayer that is made in this 

lace. 

Pa Now therefore arise, O Lorp God, 
into thy resting place, thou, and the ark 
of thy strength: let thy priests, O LorRpD 
God, be clothed with salvation, and let 
thy saints rejoice in goodness. 

42 OLorpD God, turn not away the face 
of thine anointed: remember the mercies 
of Da’-vid thy servant. 


Chapter 7 


y 


OW when Sol’-6-mon had made an 
end of praying, the fire came down 
from heaven, and: consumed the burnt 
offering and the sacrifices; and the glory 
of the Lorp filled the house. 

2 And the priests could not enter into 
the house of the LorpD, because the glory 
of the Lorp had filled the Lorp’s house. 

3 And when all the children of Is’- 
ra-él1 saw how the fire came down, and 
the glory of the Lorp upon the house; 
they bowed themselves with their faces 
to the ground upon the pavement, and 
worshipped, and praised the LorpD, say- 
ing, For he is good; for his mercy en- 
dureth for ever. 

4 Then the king and all the people of- 
fered sacrifices before the Lorp. 

5 And king S6l’-6-mon offered a sacri- 
fice of twenty and two thousand oxen, 
and an hundred and twenty thousand 
sheep: so the king and all the people ded- 
icated the house of God. 

6 And the priests waited on their 
offices: the Lé’-vites also with instru- 
ments of musick of the LorD, which Da’- 
vid the king had made to praise the 
LorpD, because his mercy endureth for 
ever, when Da’-vid praised by their min- 
istry; and the priests sounded trumpets 
before them, and allJs’-ra-él stood. 

7 Moreover SOl’-6-mon hallowed: the 
middle of the court that was before the 
house of the Lorp: for there he offered 
burnt offerings, and the fat of the peace 
offerings, because the brasen altar which 
S6l’-6-mon had made was not able to re- 
ceive the burnt offerings, and the meat 
offerings, and the fat. 

8 ¢ Also at the same time S6l’-6-mon 
kept the feast seven days, and all {§’- 
ra-€l with him, a very great congrega- 
tion, from the entering in of Ha’-math 
unto the river of E-gypt. 
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9 And in the eighth day they made a 
solemn assembly: for they kept the 
dedication of the altar seven days, and 
the feast seven days. ; 

10 And on the three and twentieth day 
of the seventh month he sent the people 
away into. their tents, glad and merry in 
heart for the goodness that the Lorp had 
shewed unto Da’-vid, and to Sol’-6-mon, 
and to Is’-ra-él his people. 

11 Thus Sol’-6-mon finished the house 
of the Lorp, and the king’s house: and 
all that came into S6l’-6-mon’s heart to 
make in the house of the Lorp, and in 
his own house, he prosperously effected. 

12 @ And the LorpD appeared to S6l’- 
O-mon by night, and said unto him, I 
have heard thy prayer, and have chosen 
this place to myself for an house of 
sacrifice. 

13 If I shut up heaven that there be no 
rain, or if I command the locusts to de- 
vour the land, or if I send pestilence 
among my people; j 

14 If my people, which are called by 
my name, shall humble themselves, and 
pray, and seek my face, and turn from 
their wicked ways; then will I hear from 
heaven, and will forgive their sin, and 
will heal their land. 

15 Now mine eyes shall be open, and 
mine ears attent unto the prayer that is 
made in this place. 

16 For now have I chosen and sancti= 
fied this house, that my name may: be 
there for ever: and mine eyes and mine 
heart shall be there perpetually. 

7 And as for thee, if thou wilt walk be- 
fore me, as Da’-vid thy father walked, 
and do according to all that I have com- 
manded thee, and shalt observe my 
statutes and my judgments; 

18 Then will I stablish the throne of thy 
kingdom, according as I have covenanted 
with Da’-vid thy father, saying, There 
shall not fail thee a man to be ruler in 
18’-ra-él. 

19 But if ye turn away, and forsake my 
statutes and my commandments, which I 
have set before you, and shall go and 
serve other gods, and worship them; 

20 Then will I pluck them up by the 
roots out of my land which I have given 
them; and this house, which I have 
sanctified for my name, will I cast out of 
my sight, and will make it to be a proverb 
and a byword among all nations. 

21 And this house, which is high, shall 
be an astonishment to every one that 
passeth by it; so that he shall say, Why 
hath the Lorp done thus unto this land, 
and unto this house? 

22 And it shall be answered, Because 
they forsook the Lord God of their fa- 
thers, which brought them forth out of the 
land of £’-gypt, and laid.hold on other 
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gods, and worshipped them, and served 
them: therefore hath he brought all this 
evil upon them. 


Chapter 8 


ND it came to pass at the end of 

twenty years, wherein S6l’-6-mon 

had built the house of the Lorn, and his 
own house, 

2 That the cities which Hi’-ram had re- 
stored to S6l’-6-mon, S6l’-6-mon built 
them, and caused the children of {§’- 
ra-él to dwell there. 

3 And S6l’-6-mon went to Ha’-math- 
z0’-bah, and prevailed against it. 

4 And he built Tad’-m6r in the wilder- 
ness, and all the store cities, which he 
built in Ha’-math. 

5 Also he built Béth—hér’-6n the upper, 
and Béth-hér’-6n the nether, fenced 
cities, with walls, gates, and bars; 

6 And Ba’-a-lath, and all the store 
cities that Sol’-6-mon had, and all the 
chariot cities, and the cities of the horse- 
men, and all that Sol’-6-mon desired to 
build in Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and in Léb’-a- 
non, and throughout all the land of his 
dominion. 

‘1 ¥& As for all the people that were left of 
the Hit’-tites, and the Am/’-G6-rites, and 
the Pé-riz’-zites, and the Hi’-vites, and 
the Jéb’-0-sites, which were not of 
Is’-ra-él, 

8 But of their children, who were left 
after them in the land, whom the chil- 
dren of 18’-ra-é] consumed not, them did 
Sol’-6-mon make to pay tribute until 
this day. . : 

9 But of the children of Is’-ra-é] did 
S6l’-6-mon make no servants for his 
work; but they were men of war, and 
chief of his captains, and captains of his 
chariots and horsemen. , : 

10 And these were the chief of king 
Sol’-6-mon’s officers, even two hundred 
and fifty, that bare rule over the people. 

11 @ And S6l’-6-mon brought up the 
daughter of Phar’-aoh out of the city of 
Da’-vid unto the house that he had built 
for her: for he said, My wife shall not 
dwell in the house of Da’-vid king of Is’- 
ra-é], because the places are holy, where- 
unto the ark of the LorpD hath come. 

12 ¢ Then S6l’-6-mon offered burnt of- 
ferings unto the Lorp on the altar of the 
Lorp, which he had built before the 


porch, : 

13 Even after a certain rate every day, 
offering according to the commandment 
of M6o’-sés, on the sabbaths, and on the 
new moons, and on the solemn feasts, 
~ three times in the year, even in the feast 
of unleavened bread, and in the feast of 
weeks, and in the feast of tabernacles. 

14 ¢ And he appointed, according to 
the order of Da’-vid his father, the 
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courses of the priests to their service, and 
the Lé’-vites to their charges, to praise 
and minister before the priests, as the 
duty of every day required: the porters 
also by their courses at every gate: for 
so had Da’-vid the man of God com- 
manded. 

15 And they departed not from the 
commandment of the king unto the 
priests and Lé’-vites concerning any mat- 
ter, or concerning the treasures. 

16 Now all the work of S6l’-6-mon was 
prepared unto the day of the foundation 
of the house of the LorD, and until it was 
finished. So the house of the Lorp was 
perfected. 

17 ¢ Then went SOol’-6-mon to £’-zi- 
On-gé’-bér, and to E’-loth, at the sea side 
in the land of E’-dom. 

18 And Hii’-ram sent him by the hands 
of his servants ships, and servants that 
had knowledge of the sea; and they went 
with the servants of S6l’-6d-mon to 
O’-phir, and took thence four hundred 
and fifty talents of gold, and brought 
them to king SOol’-6-mon. 


Chapter.9 


ND when the queen of Shé’-ba heard 

of the fame of S6l’-6-mon, she came 

to prove Sol’-6-mon with hard questions 

at Jé-ri’-sa-lém, with a very great 

company,-and camels that bare spices, 

and gold in abundance, and precious 

stones: and when she was come to S6l’- 

6-mon, she communed with him of all 
that was in her heart. 

2 And Sol’-6-mon told her all her ques- 
tions: and there was nothing hid from 
S6l’-6-mon which he told-her not. 

3 And when the queen of Shé’-ba had 
seen the wisdom of Sol’-0-mon, and the 
house that he had built, 

4 And the meat of his table, and the 
sitting of his servants, and the attendance 
of his ministers, and their apparel; his 
cupbearers also, and their apparel; and 
his ascent by which he went up into the 
house of the LorpD; there was no more 
spirit in her. 

5 And she said to the king, Jt was a 
true report which I heard in mine own 
land of thine acts, and of thy wisdom: 

6 Howbeit I believed not their words, 
until I.came, and mine eyes had seen it: 
and, behold, the one half of the great- 
ness of thy wisdom was not told me: for 
thou exceedest the fame that I heard. 

7 Happy are thy men, and happy are 
these thy servants, which stand contin- 
ually before thee, and hear thy wisdom. 

8 Blessed be the Lorp thy God, which 
delighted in thee to set thee on his throne, 
to be king for the Lorp thy God: because 
thy God loved Is’-ra-él, to establish them 
for ever, therefore made he thee king 
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over them, to do judgment and justice. 

9 And she gave the king an hundred 
and twenty talents of gold, and of spices 
great abundance, and precious stones: 
neither was there any such spice as the 
queen of Shé’-ba gave king S6l’-6-mon. 

10 And the servants also of Ht’-ram, 
and the servants of S6l’-6-mon, which 
brought gold from 0’-phir, brought al’- 
gum trees and precious stones. | 

11 And the king made of the al’-gum 
trees terraces to the house of the LorpD, 
and to the king’s palace, and harps and 
psalteries for singers: and there were 
none such seen before in the land of 
Ja’-dah. Syict 

12 And king Sol’-6-mon gave to the 
queen of Shé’-ba all her desire, whatso- 
ever she asked, beside that which she had 
brought unto the king. So she turned, 
and went away to her own land, she and 
her servants. 

13 @ Now the weight of gold that came 
to Sdol’-6-mon in one year was six hun- 
dred and threescore and six talents of 


old; 
eA Beside that which chapmen and 
merchants brought. And all the kings of 
A-ra’-bi-4 and governors of the country 
brought gold and silver to Sol’-6-mon. 

15 @ And king Sol’-o-mon made two 
hundred targets of beaten gold: six 
hundred shé’-kéls of beaten gold went to 
one target. t 

16 And three hundred shields made he 
of beaten gold: three hundred shé’-kéls of 
gold went to one shield. And the king 
put them in the house of the forest of 
Léb’-a-non. ‘ 

17 Moreover the king made a great 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with pure 


gold. 

18 And there were six steps to the 
throne, with a footstool of gold, which 
were fastened to the throne, and stays on 
each side of the sitting place, and two 
lions standing by the stays: 

19 And twelve lions stood there on the 
one side and on the other upon the six 
steps. There was not the like made in any 
kingdom. 

20 ¢ And all the drinking vessels of 
king S6l’-6-mon were of gold, and all the 
vessels of the house ofthe forest of Léb’- 
a-non were of pure gold: none were of 
silver; it was not any thing accounted of 
in the days of SOl’-o-mon. 

21 For the king’s ships went to Tar’- 
shish with the servants of Hit’-ram: 
every three years once came'the ships of 
Tar’-shish bringing gold, and_ silver, 
ivory, and apes, and peacocks. 

22 And king S6l’-6-mon passed all the 
kings of the earth in riches and wisdom. 

23 ¢ And all the kings of the earth 
sought the presence of Sd6l’-6-mon, to 
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heen his wisdom, that God had put in his 
eart. 

24 And they brought every man his 
present, vessels of silver, and vessels of 
gold, and raiment, harness, and spices, 
horses, and mules, a rate year by year. 

25 ¢ And Sol’-o-mon had four thous- 
and stalls for horses and chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen; whom he be- 
stowed in the chariot cities, and with the 
king at Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

26 ¥¢ And he reigned over all the kings 
from the river even unto the land of the 
Phil’-is-tines, and to the border of 
E’-gypt. : ee 

27 And the king made silver in Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém as stones, and cedar trees made he 
as the sycomore trees that are in the low 
plains in abundance. 

And they brought unto S6l’-6-mon 
horses out of E’-gypt, and out of all lands. 

29 ¢ Now the rest of the acts of S6l’- 
6-mon, first and last, are they not written 
in the book of Na’-than the prophet, and 
in the prophecy of A-hi’-jah the -Shi’- 
16-nite, and in the visions of Id’-dd the 
seer against Jér-0-b0’-am the son of 
Né’-bat? 

30 And S6l’-6-mon reigned in Jé-rii’- 
sa-lém over all I8’-ra-él forty years. 

31 And SOl’-6-mon slept with his fa- 
thers, and he was buried in the city of 
Da’-vid his father: and Ré-h6-bd’-4m 
his son reigned in his stead. 


Chapter 10 
ND_ R6-h6-b6’-4m went to Shé’- 
y chém: for to Shé’-chém were all 
18’-ra-é1 come to. make him king. 

2 And it came to pass, when Jér-6-bd’- 
am the son of Né’-bat, who was in 
E’-gypt, whither he had fied from the 
presence of Sol’-6-mon the king, heard 
it, that Jér-0-bd’-Am returned out of 
E -gypt. ) 

3 And they sent and called him. So 
Jér-6-b60’-am and all I8’-rd-é1 came and 
spake to Ré-h6-b6’-am, saying, 

4 Thy father made our yoke grievous: 
now therefore ease thou somewhat the 
grievous servitude of thy father, and his 
heavy yoke that he put upon us, and we 
will serve thee. 

3 And he said unto them, Come again 
unto me after three days. And the people 
departed. 

6 @ And king Ré-h6-bd’-Am_ took 
counsel with the old men that had stood 
before S6l’-6-mon his father while he 
yet lived, saying, What counsel give ye 
me to return answer to this people? 

7 And they spake unto him, saying, If 
thou be kind to this people, and please 
them, and speak good words to them, 
they will be thy servants for ever. 

8 But he forsook the counsel which the 
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old men gave him, and took counsel with 
the young men that were brought up with 
him, that stood before him. 
9 And he said unto them, What advice 
’ give ye that we may return answer to this 
people, which have spoken to me, say- 
ing, Ease somewhat the yoke that thy 
father did put upon us? 
10 And the young men that were 
brought up with him spake unto him, 
saying, Thus shalt thou answer the 
people that spake unto thee, saying, Thy 
father made our yoke heavy, but make 
thou it somewhat lighter for us; thus 
shalt thou say unto them, My little finger 
shall be thicker than my father’s loins. 
11 For whereas my father put a heavy 
yoke upon you, I will put more to your 
yoke: my father chastised you with 
whips, but I will chastise you with 
scorpions. 
12 So Jér-6-b6’-4m and all the people 
came to Ré-h6-b6’-am on the third day, 
as the king bade, saying, Come again to 
me on the third day. 
13 And the king answered them 
roughly ; and king Ré-h6-b6’-am forsook 
the counsel of the old men, 
14 And answered them after the advice 
of the young men, saying, My father 
made your yoke heavy, but I will add 
thereto: my father chastised you with 
whips, but I will chastise you with 
scorpions. 
15 So the king hearkened not unto the 
people: for the cause was of God, that 
the LorD might perform his word, which 
_ he spake by the hand of A-hi’-jah the 
Shi’-16-nite to Jér-6-b36’-am the son of 
Né’-bat. = 

16 ¢ And when all Is’-ra-él saw that the 
king would not hearken unto them, the 
people answered the king, saying, What 
portion have we in Da’-vid? and we have 
none inheritance in the son of Jés’-sé: 
every man to your tents, O Is’-ra-él: and 
now, Da’-vid, see to thine own house. So 
all is’-ra-é1 went to their tents. | 

17 But as for the children of _Is’-ra-él 
that dwelt in the cities of Ji’-dah, Ré- 
h6-bd’-4m reigned over them. : 

18 Then king Ré-h6-b6’-am sent Ha- 
dér’-am that was over the tribute; and 
the children of {s’-ra-él stoned him with 
stones, that he died. But king Ré-ho- 
bo’-am made speed to get him up to his 
chariot, to flee to Jé-ri’-sa-lém, | 

And i§8/-ra-él rebelled against the 

house of Da’-vid unto this day. 


Chapter 11 
ND when Ré-h6-b6’-4m was come to 
Jé-ri’-sa-lém, he gathered of the 
house of Ja-dah and Bén’-ja-min an 
hundred and fourscore thousand chosen 
men, which were warriors, to fight against 
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Is’-ra-él, that he might bring the kingdom 
again to Ré-h6-b6d’-4m. 

2 But_ the word of the Lorp came to 
Shém-di’-ah the man of God, saying, 

3 Speak unto Ré-h6-bd’-4m the son of 
Sol-o-mon, king of Ja’-dah, and to all 
Is’-ra-€1 in Ja’-dah and Bén’-ja-min, 
saying, 

4 Thus saith the Lorp, Ye shall not go 
up, nor fight against your brethren: re- 
turn every man to his house: for this 
thing is done of me. And they obeyed the 
words of the Lorp, and returned from 
going against Jér-6-bd’-am. 

5 @ And R6-h6-bd’-4m dwelt in Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém, and built cities for defence in 
Ja’-dah. 

6 He built even Béth’-lé-hém, and 
E’-tam, and Té-k0’-a. 

,/ And Béth’-zur, and Sh6’-cd, and 
A-dul’-lam, 

8 And Gath, and Ma-ré’-shaih, and 
Ziph, 


A-ze’-kah, 

10 And Zé6r’-ah, and Ai’-ja-lon, and 
Hé’-bron, which are in Ja’-dah and in 
Bén’-ja-min fenced cities. 

11 And he fortified the strong holds, 
and put captains in them, and store of 
victual, and of oil and wine. 

12 And in every several city he put 
shields and spears, and made them ex- 
ceeding strong, having Ja’-dah and Bén’- 
ja-min on his side. 

13 ¢ And the priests and the Lé’-vites 
that were in all 1s’-ra-él resorted to him 
out of all their coasts. 

14 For the Lé’-vites left their suburbs 
and their possession, and’ came to Ji’- 
dah and Jé-ri’-sa-lém: for Jér-6-bd’-A4m 
and his sons had cast them off from exe- 
cuting the priest’s office unto the Lorb: 

15. And he ordained him priests for the 
high places, and for the devils, and for 
the calves which he had made. 

16 And after them out of all the tribes 
of {s’-ra-él such as set their hearts to seek 
the Lorp God of Is’-ra-él came to Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém, to sacrifice unto the Lorp God 
of their fathers. 

17 So they strengthened the kingdom 
of Ja’-dah, and made Ré-h6-b6’-am the 
son of Sol’-6-mon strong, three years: 
for three years they walked in the way of 
Da’-vid and Sol’-o-mon. 

18 @ And Ré€-h6-b0’-am took him 
Ma’-ha-lath the daughter of Jér’-i-moth 
the son of Da’-vid to wife, and Ab’-i-hail 
the daughter of E-li’-ab the son of Jés’-sé; 

19 Which bare him children; Jé’-ush, 
and Sham-a-ri’-ah, and Za’-ham. | 

20 And after her he took Ma’-a-chah 
the daughter of Ab’-sa-lom; which bare 
him A-bi’-jah, and At-ta’-i, and Zi’-z2, 
and Shé-16’-mith. 
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21 And Ré-h6-b6’-4m loved Maéa’-a- 
chah the daughter of Ab’-sa-lom above 
all his wives and his concubines: (for he 
took eighteen wives, and threescore 
concubines; and begat twenty and eight 
sons, and threescore daughters.) Ah 

22 And Ré-h6-bd’-am made A-bi’-jah 
the son of Ma’-a-chiah the chief, to be 
ruler among his brethren: for he thought 
to make him king. | 7 

23 And he dealt wisely, and dispersed 
of all his children throughout all the 
countries of Ja’-dah and Bén’-ja-min, un- 
to every fenced city: and he gave them 
victual in abundance. And he desired 
many wives. 


Chapter 12 


ND it came to pass, when R6-hé- 
bd’-am had established the king- 
dom, and had strengthened himself, whe 
forsook the law of the Lorp, and all I8’- 
ra-él with him. ‘ 

2 And it came to pass, that in the fifth 

ear of king Ré-h6-b6’-am_Shi’-shak 
bing of E’-gypt came up against Jé-rii’- 
sa-lém, because they had transgressed 
against the Lorpb, i 

3 With twelve hundred chariots, and 
threescore thousand horsemen: and the 
people were without number that came 
with him out of £’-gypt; the Li’-bims, 
the Suk’-ki-ims, and the E-thi-d’-pi-ans. 

4 And he took the fenced cities which 
pertained to Jia’-dah, and came to Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém. i 

5 ¢ Then came Shém-ai’-ah the proph- 
et to Ré-h6-bd’-am, and to the princes 
of Ja’-dah, that were gathered together to 
Jé-rti’-sa-lém because of Shi’-shak, and 
said unto them, Thus saith the Lorp, Ye 
have forsaken me, and therefore have I 
also left you in the hand of Shi’-shak. 

6 Whereupon the princes of {§’-ra-él 
and the king humbled themselves; and 
they said, The Lorp is righteous. 

7 And when the Lorp saw that they 
humbled themselves, the word of the 
LorpD came to Shém-4i’-ah, saying, They 
have humbled themselves; therefore I 
will not destroy them, but I will grant 
them some deliverance; and my wrath 
shall not be poured out upon Jé-rii’-sa- 
lém by the hand of Shi’-shak. 

8 Nevertheless they shall be his serv- 
ants; that they may know my service, 
and the service of the kingdoms of the 
countries, = if 

9 So Shi’-shak king of E’-gypt came up 
against Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and took away the 
treasures of the house of the Lorp, and 
the treasures of the king’s house; he 
took all: he carried away also the shields 
of gold which S6l’-6-mon had made. 


10 Instead of which king Ré-hd-bo’- h 


am made shields of brass, and com- 
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mitted them to the hands of the chief of 
the guard, that kept the entrance of the 
king’s house. ; , 

11 And when the king entered into the 
house of the Lorp, the guard came and 
fetched them, and brought them again 
into the guard chamber. : 

And when he humbled himself, the 
wrath of the Lorp turned from him, that 
he would not destroy him altogether: and 
also in Ja’-dah things went well. 

13 ¢ So king Ré-h6-b36’-am strength- 
ened himself in Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and 
reigned: for Ré-h6-bd’-A4m was one and 
forty years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned seventeen years in Jé-ra’- 
sa-lém, the city which the Lorp had 
chosen out of all the tribes of ig’-rd-él, to 
put his name there. And his mother’s 
name was Na’-a-mah an Am-mon-i’-téss. 

14 And he did evil, because he pre- 
pared not his heart to seek the Lorp. — 

15 Now the acts of Ré-hd-b6’-am, first 
and last, are they not written in the book 
of Shém-di’-ah the prophet, and of fd’- 
do the seer concerning genealogies? And 
there were wars between Ré-h6-bo’-4m 
and Jér-6-b6’-4m continually. 

“16 And R&é-h6-bd’-4m slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried in the city of Da’- 
eS My A-bi’-jah his son reigned in his 
stead. 


Chapter 13 


Now in the eighteenth year of king 
Jér-6-b6’-A4m began -bi’-jah to 
reign over Ji’-dah. 

2 He reigned three years in Jé-ri’-sa4- 
lém. His mother’s name also was Mi- 
chai’-ah the daughter of 0’-ri-él of Gib’- 
é-ah. And there was war between X-bi’- 
jah and Jér-6-bd’-am. 

3 And A-bi’-jah set the battle in array 
with an army of valiant men of war, even 
four hundred thousand chosen men: 
Jér-6-bd’-4m also set the battle in array 
against him with eight hundred thousand 
chosen men, being mighty men of valour. 

4 qQ And A-bi’-jah stood up upon 
mount Zém-a-ra’-im, which is in mount 
E’-phra-im, and said, Hear me, thou 
Jér-6-b6’-am, and all {§’-ra-é1; 

5 Ought ye not to know that the Lorp 
God of is’-ra-él gave the kingdom over 
Is’-ra-€l to Da’-vid for ever, even to him 
and to his sons by a covenant of salt? 

6 Yet Jér-6-bd’-4m the son of Né’-bat, 
the servant of Sol’-6-mon the son of Da’- 
vid, is risen up, and hath rebelled 
against his lord. 

7 And there are gathered unto him vain 
men, the children of Bé’-li-al, and have 
strengthened themselves against Ré-ho- 
bd’-4m the son of S6l’-d-mon, when Ré- 

0-b3d’-4m was young and tenderhearted, 
and could not withstand them. 

\ 
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8 And now ye think to withstand the 
kingdom of the Lorp in the hand of the 
sons of Da’-vid; and ye be a great multi- 
tude, and there are with you golden 

a is which Jér-6-b6’-4m made you for 
gods. 

9 Have ye not cast out the priests of the 
LorpD, the sons of Aa’-ron, and the Lé’- 
vites, and have made you priests after the 
manner of the nations of other lands? so 
that whosoever cometh to consecrate 
himself with a young bullock and seven 
rams, the same may be a priest of them 
that are no gods. 

10 But as for us, the Lorpb is our God, 
and we have not forsaken him; and the 
priests, which minister unto the Lorp, 
are the sons of Aa’-ron, and the Lé’- 
vites wait upon their business: 

11 And they burn unto the LorpD every 
morning and every evening burnt sacri- 
fices and sweet incense: the shewbread 
also set they in order upon the pure table; 
and the candlestick of gold with the 
lamps thereof, to burn every evening: for 
we keep the charge of the LorD our God; 
but ye have forsaken him. 

12 And, behold, God himself is with us 
for our captain, and his priests. with 
sounding trumpets to cry alarm against 
you. O children of Is’-ra-él, fight ye not 
against. the Lorp God of your fathers; 
for ye shall not prosper. 

13 ¢ But Jér-6-b30’-4am caused an am- 
bushment to come about. behind them: 
so they were before Ja’-dah, and the am- 
bushment was behind them. _ 

14 And when Ji’-dah looked back, be- 
hold, the battle was before and behind: 
and they cried unto the Lorp, and the 
priests sounded with the trumpets. 

15 Then the men of Ji’-dah gave a 
shout: and as the men of Jd’-dah 
shouted, it came to pass, that God smote 
Jér-6-b6’-am and all {s’-ra-él before 
A-bi’-jah and Ja’-dah. 

16 And the children of Is’-ra-él fled be- 
fore Ji’-dah: and God delivered them 
into their hand. ; 

17 And A-bi’-jah and his people slew 
them with a great slaughter: so there fell 
down slain of is’-ra-él five hundred 
thousand chosen men. 2 

18 Thus the children of Is’-ra-é1 were 
brought under at that time, and the 
children of Jai’-dah prevailed, because 
they relied upon the Lorp God of their 
fathers. | u 

19 And A-bi’-jah pursued after Jér- 
6-b6d’-am, and took cities from him, 
Béth’—él with the towns thereof, and Jé- 
sha’-nah with the towns thereof, and 
E’-phra-in with the towns thereof. 

20 Neither did Jér-6-b6’-4m_, recover 
strength again in the days of A-bi’-jah: 
and the Lorp struck him, and he died. 
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21 @ But A-bi’-jah waxed mighty, and 
married fourteen wives, and begat twenty 
and two sons, and sixteen daughters. 

22 And the rest of the acts of A-bi’-jah, 
and his ways, and his sayings, are written 
in the story of the prophet fd’-do. 


Chapter 14 


O A-bi’-jah slept with his fathers, and 
they buried him in the city of Da’- 
vid: and A’-sa his son reigned in his stead. 
In his days the land was quiet ten years. 
2 And A’-sa did that which was good 
and right in the eyes of the Lorpb his God: 
3 For*he took away the altars of the 
strange gods, and the high places, and 
brake down the images, and cut down 
the groves: 

4 And commanded Jii’-dah to seek the 
LorpD God of their fathers, and to do the 
law and the commandment. 

5 Also he took away out of all the cities 
of Ja’-dah the high places and the 
images: and the kingdom was quiet be- 
fore him. 

6 ¢ And he built fenced cities in Ja’- 
dah: for the land had rest, and he had no 
war in those years ; because the Lorp had 
given him rest. 

7 Therefore he said unto Ja’-dah, Let 
us build these cities, and make about 
them walls, and towers, gates, and bars, 
while the land is yet before us; because 
we have sought the Lorp our God, we 
have sought him, and he hath given us 
rest on every side. So they built and 
prospered. 

8 And A’-sa had an army of men that 
bare targets and spears, out of Ja-dah 
three hundred thousand;~and out of 
Bén’-ja-min, that bare shields and drew 
bows; two hundred and  fourscore 
thousand: all these were mighty men of 
valour. 

9 q And there came out against them 
Zé’-rah the E-thi-6’-pi-an with an host of 
a thousand thousand, and three hundred 
chariots; and came unto Ma-ré’-shah. 

10 Then A’-sa went out against him, 
and they set the battle in array in the val- 
ley of Zéph’-a-thah at Ma-ré’-shah. 

11 And A’-sa cried unto the Lorp his 
God, and said, Lorp, it is nothing with 
thee to help, whether with many, or with 
them that have no power: help us, O 
Lorp our God; for we rest on thee, and 
in thy name we go against this multitude. 
O Lorp, thou art our God; let not man 
prevail against thee. 

12 So the Lorp smote the E-thi-36’-pi- 
ans before A’-sa, and before Ja’-dah; and 
the E-thi-6’-pi-ans fled. 

13 And A’-sa and the people that were 
with him pursued them unto Gé’-rar: 
and the E-thi-6’-pi-ans were overthrown, 
that they could not recover themselves: 
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for they were destroyed before the Lorp, 
and before iiss ehves) i and they carried 
away very much spoil. wits 

14 And thes smote all the cities round 
about Gé’-rar; for the fear of the LorD 
came upon them: and they spoiled all 
the cities; for there was exceeding much 
spoil in them. 

m5 They smote also the tents of cattle, 
and carried away sheep and camels in 
abundance, and returned to Jé-ri’-sa- 
lém. 


Chapter 15 


ND the Spirit of God_ came upon Az- 
a-ri’-ah the son of O’-déd: | 

2 And he went out to meet A’-sa, and 
said unto him, Hear ye me, A’-sa, and all 
Ja’-dah and Bén’-ja-min; The Lorp is 
with you, while ye be with him; and if ye 
seek him, he will be found of you; but 
if ye forsake him, he will forsake you. 

3 Now for a long season 18’-ra-él hath 
been without the true God, and without 
a teaching priest, and without law. é 

4 But when they in their trouble did 
turn unto the Lorp God of Is’-ra-él, and 
sought him, he was found of them. 

5 And in those times there was no peace 
to him that went out, nor to him that 
came in, but great vexations were upon 
all the inhabitants of the countries. _ 

6 And nation was destroyed of nation, 
and city of city: for God did vex them 
with all adversity. 

7 Be ye strong therefore, and let not 
your hands be weak: for your work shall 
be rewarded. 

8 And when A’-sa heard these words, 
and the prophecy of 60’-déd the prophet, 
he took courage, and put away the 
abominable idols out of all the land of 
Ja’-dah and Bén’-ja-min, and out of the 
cities which he had taken from mount 
E’-phra-im, and renewed the altar of the 
Lorp, that was before the porch of the 
Lorp. 

9 And he gathered all Ja’-dah and Bén’- 
ja-min, and the strangers with them out 
of E’-phra-im and Ma-nias’-séh, and out 
of Sim’-é-on: for they fell to him out of 
is’-ra-é1 in abundance, when they saw 
that the Lorp his God was with him. ° 

10 So they gathered themselves to- 
gether at Jé-ri’-sa-lém in the third 
rae in the fifteenth year of the reign 
of A’-sa. 


11 And they offered unto the Lorp the B 


same time, of the spoil which they had 
brought, seven hundred oxen and seven 
thousand sheep. 

12 And they entered into a covenant to 
seek the Lorp God of their fathers with 
all their heart and with all their soul; 

That whosoever would not seek the 


Lorp God of is’-r4-81 should be put to h 
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death, whether small or great, whether 
man or woman. 

14 And they sware unto the Lorp with 
a loud voice, and with shouting, and with 
trumpets, and with cornets. 

15 And all Ja’-dah rejoiced at the oath: 
for they had sworn with all their heart, 
and sought him with their whole desire; 
and he was found of them: and the Lorp 
gave them rest round about. F 

16 ¢ And also concerning Ma’-4-chah 
the mother of A’-sa the king, he removed 
her from being queen, because she had 
made an idol in a grove: and A’-sa cut 
down her idol, and stamped it, and burnt 
it at the brook Ki’-dron. 

17 But the high places were not taken 
away out of Is’-ra-él: nevertheless the 
heart of A’-sa was perfect all his days. 

18 ¢ And he brought into the house of 
God the things that his father had dedi- 
cated, and that he himself had dedicated, 
silver, and gold, and vessels. 

9 And there was no more war unto the 
five and thirtieth year of the reign of 
A’-sa. 


Chapter 16 


fe the six and thirtieth year of the reign 
of A’-sa Ba-ash’-A king of {§’-ra-é] 
came up against Ja’-dah, and built. Ra’- 
mah, to the intent that he might let none 
go out or come in to A’-sa king of 
Ja’-dah. : 

2 Then A’-sa brought out silver and 
gold out of the treasures of the house of 
the Lorp and of the king’s house, and 
sent to Bén-ha’-dad king of Syr’-i-4, 
that dwelt at Da-mas-cis, saying, 

There is a league between me and 
thee, as there was between my father and 
thy father: behold, I have sent thee silver 
and gold; go, break thy league with Ba- 
ash’-a king of {8’-ra-él,; that he may de- 
part from me. 

4 And Bén-ha’-dad hearkened unto 
king A’-sa, and sent the captains of his 
armies against the cities of i§’-ra-é1: and 
they smote f’-jén, and Dan, and A’-bél- 
ma’-im, and all the store cities of 
Naph’-ta-li. 

5 And it came to pass, when Ba-ash’-4 
heard it, that he left off building of Ra’- 
mah, and let his work cease. 

Then A’-sa the king took all Ja’-dah; 
and they carried away the stones of Ra’- 
mah, and the timber thereof, wherewith 

a-ash’-4 was building; and he built 
therewith Gé’-ba and Miz’-pah. 

7 ¥ And at that time Ha-na’-ni the seer 
came to A’-sa king of Ja’-dah, and said 
unto him, Because thou hast relied on the 
king of Syr’-i-a, and not relied on the 
Lorp thy God, therefore is the host of 
the ing of Syr’-i-4 escaped out of thine 

and. 4 
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8 Were not the E-thi-3’-pi-ans and the 
Li’-bims a huge host, with very many 
chariots and horsemen? yet, because 
thou didst rely on the Lorn, he delivered 

- them into thine hand. 

9 For the eyes of the Lorp run to and 
fro throughout the whole earth, to shew 
himself strong in the behalf of them 


» whose heart is perfect toward him. Here- 


in thou hast done foolishly: therefore 
from henceforth thou shalt have wars. 

10 Then A’-sa was wroth with the seer, 
and put him in a prison house; for he 
was in‘a rage with him because of this 
thing. And A’-sa oppressed some of the 
people the same time. 

11 ¢ And, behold, the acts of A’-sa, 

first and last, lo, they are written in the 
book of the kings of Ja’-dah and Is’- 
ra-él. 
_12 And A’-sa in the thirty and ninth 
year of his reign was diseased in his feet, 
until his disease was exceeding great: yet 
in his disease he sought not to the LORD, 
but to the physicians. 2 ; 

13 ¢ And A’-sa slept with his fathers, 
and died in the one and fortieth year of 
his reign. : oo cas 

14 And they buried him in his own 
sepulchres, which he had made for him- 
self in the city of Da’-vid, and laid him in 
the bed which was filled with sweet 
odours and divers kinds of spices pre- 
pared by the apothecaries’ art: and they 
made a very great burning for him. 


Chapter 17 
ND Jé-hésh’-a-phat his son reigned in 
his stead, and strengthened himself 
against Is’-ra-él. 

2 And he placed forces in all the fenced 
cities of Ja’-dah, and set garrisons in the 
land of Jia’-dah, and in the cities of 
E’-phra-im, which A’-sa his father had 
taken. : tape bh 

3 And the Lorp was with Jé-hdsh’-a- 
phat, because he walked in the first ways 
of his father Da’-vid, and sought not un- 
to Ba’-a-lim; : 

4 But sought to the Lorp God of his 
father, and walked in his command- 
ments, and not after the doings of I8’- 


ra-él. 

5 Therefore the Lorp stablished the 
kingdom in his hand; and all Ja’-dah 
brought to Jé-hésh’-a-phat presents ; and 
he had riches and honour in abundance. 

6 And his heart was lifted up in the 
ways of the Lorp: moreover he took 
away the high places and groves out of 
Ja’-dah. hens 
_ 7 @ Also in the third year of his reign he 

sent to his princes, even to Bén’—hail, and 
to 6-ba-di’-ah, and to Zéch-a-ri’-ah, and 
to Néth’-a-néel, and to Mi-chai’-ah, to

teach in the cities of Ja’-dah. 
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8 And with them he sent Lé’-vites, 
even Shém-ai’-ah, and Néth-a-ni’-ah, and 
Zéb-a-di’-ah, and As’-a-hél, and Shé-mi’- 
ra-mOoth, and Jé-hdn’-a-than, and Ad- 
O-ni’-jah, and T6-bi’-jah, and »Tdb- 
ad-6-ni’-jah, Lé’-vites; and with them 
E-li’-sha-ma and Jé-h6r’-am, priests, 

9 And they taught in Ja’-dah, and had 
the book of the law of the Lorp with 
them, and went about throughout all the 
cities of Ji’-dah, and taught the people. 

10 @ And the fear of the Lorn fell upon 
all the kingdoms of the lands that were 
round about Ji’-dah, so that they made 
no war against Jé-hosh’-a-phat. 

Also some of the  Phil’-is-tines 
brought Jé-hdsh’-a-phat presents, and 
tribute silver; and the A-ra’-bi-ans 
brought him flocks, seven thousand and 
seven hundred rams, and seven thousand 
and seven hundred he goats. 

12 ¢ And Jé-hésh’-4-phat waxed great 
exceedingly; and he built in Ja’-dah 
castles, and cities of store. 

3. And he had much business: in the 
cities of Ji’-dah: and the men of war, 
mighty men of valour, were in Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém. L 

14 And these are.the numbers-of them 
according to the house of their fathers: 
Of Ja’-dah, the captains of thousands; 
Ad’-nah the chief, and with him mighty 
men of valour three hundred thousand. 

15. And next to him was Jé-h6-ha’-nan 
the captain, and with him two hundred 
and fourscore thousand., 

16 And next him was Am-a-si’-ah the 
son of Zich’-ri, who willingly -offered 
himself unto the LorpD; and with hi 
two hundred thousand mighty men of 
valour. J eas 

17 And .of Bén’-ja-min; E-li’-a-da a 
mighty man of valour, and with hi 
armed men with bow and shield two 
hundred thousand. 

8 And next him was Jé-hd’-za-bad, 
and with him an hundred and fourscore 
thousand ready prepared for the war. 

19 These waited on the king, beside 
those whom the king put in the fenced 
cities throughout all Ja’-dah. 


Chapter 18 


OW Jé-hosh’-a-phat had riches and 
honour in abundance, and joined 
affinity with A’-hab. 

2 And after certain years he went down 
to A’-hab to Sa-mar’-i-a. A’-hab 
killed sheep and oxen for him in abun- 
dance, and for the people that he had 
with him, and persuaded him to go up 
with him_to Ra’-moth-gil’-é-ad. | 

3 And A’-hab king of I8’-ra-é1 said unto 
Jé-hosh’-a-phat king of Ja’-dah, Wilt 
thou go with me to Ra’-moth-gil’-é-ad? 
And he answered him, I am as thou art, 
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and my people as thy people; and we will 
be with thee in the war, | ; 

4 q And Jé-hosh’-a-phat said unto the 
king of {s’-ra-él, Enquire, I pray thee, at 
the word of the LorD to day. _ | 

5. Therefore the king of Is’-ra-él gath- 
ered together of prophets four hundred 
men, and:said unto them, Shall we go to 
Ra’-moth-gil’-é-ad to battle, or shall I 
forbear? And they said, Go up; for God 
will deliver it into the king’s hand. 

6 But Jé-hosh’-a-phat said, Is there not 
here a prophet of the Lorn besides, that 
we might enquire of him? : 

7 And the king’ of Is’-ra-él said unto 
Jé-hosh’-a-phat, There is yet one man, by 
whom we may enquire of the Lorpb: but 
I hate him; for he never prophesied good 
unto me, but always evil: the same is Mi- 
cai’-ah the son of im/’-la. And Jé-hdésh’- 
a-phat said, Let not the king say so. 

8 And the king of Is’-ra-él called for one 
of his_ officers, and said, Fetch quickly 
Mi-cai’-ah the son of im’-1a. i 

9 And the king of Is’-ra-él and Jé-hdésh’- 
a-phat king of Ja’-dah sat either of them 
on his throne, clothed in their robes, and 
they sat in a void place at the entering 
in of the gate of Sa-mAr’-i-4; and all the 
prophets prophesied before them. 

0 And Zéd-é-ki’-ah the son of Ché- 
na’-a-nah had made him horns of iron, 
and said, Thus saith the Lorp, With 
these thou shalt push Syr’-i-a until they 
be consumed. 

11 And all the prophets prophesied so, 
saying, Go up to Ra’-moth-gil’-é-4d, and 
prosper : for the Lorpb shall deliver it into 
the hand of the king. 

12 And the messenger that went to call 
Mi-cai’-ah spake to him, saying, Behold, 
the words of the prophets declare good to 
the king with one assent; let thy word 
therefore, I pray thee, be like one of 
their’s, and speak thou good. 

13 And Mi’-cai’-ah said, As the Lorp 
liveth, even what my God saith, that will 
I speak. 

14 And when he was come to the king, 
the king said unto him, Mi-cai’-4h, shall 
we go to Ra’-moth-gil’-é-4d to battle, or 
shall I forbear? And he said, Go ye up, 
and prosper, and they shall be delivered 
into your hand. : 

15 And the king said to him, How 
many times shall I adjure thee that thou 
say nothing but the truth to me in the 
name of the Lorp? 


16 Then he said, I did see all ig’-ra-é1 j 


scattered upon the mountains, as sheep 
that have no shepherd: and the Lorp 
said, These have no master; let them re- 
turn therefore every man to his house in 
peace. b 

17 And the king of I8’-ra-él said to Jé- 
hdsh’-a-phat, Did I not tell thee that he 
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nad not prophesy good unto me, but 
evil? 

18 Again he said, Therefore hear the 
word of the LorD; I saw the Lorp sitting 
upon his throne, and all the host of 
heaven standing on his right hand and on 
his left. 

19 And the Lorp said, Who shall en- 
tice A’-hab king of I§’-ra-él, that he may 
go up and fall at Ra’-moth-gil’-é-4ad? 
And one spake saying after this manner, 
and another saying after that manner. 

20 Then there came out a spirit, and 
stood before the Lorp, and said, I will 
entice him. And the LorD said unto him, 
Wherewith? 

21 And he said, I will go out, and be a 
lying spirit in the mouth of all his proph- 
ets. And the LorpD said, Thou shalt en- 
tice him, and thou shalt also prevail: go 
out, and do even so. 

22 Now therefore, behold, the Lorp 
hath put a lying spirit in the mouth of 
these thy prophets, and the Lorp hath 
spoken evil against thee. : 

23 Then Zéd-é-ki’-ah the son of ché- 
na’-a-nah came near, and smote Mi- 
cai’-ah upon the cheek, and said, Which 
way went the Spirit of the Lorp from 
me to speak unto thee? 

4 And Mi’-cai’-ah said, Behold, thou 
shalt see on that day when thou shalt go 
into an inner chamber to hide thyself. 

25_ Then the king of I8’-ra-él said, Take 
ye Mi-cai’-ah, and carry him back to 
A’-mon the governor of the city, and to 
JO’-ash the king’s son; 

26 And say, Thus saith the king, Put 
this fellow in the prison, and feed him 
with bread of affliction and with water of 
affliction, until I return in peace. 

27 And Mi-cai’-ah said, If thou cer- 
tainly return in peace, then hath not the 
Lorp spoken by me. And he said, 
Hearken, all, ye people. 
_28 So the king of Is’-ra-é1 and Jé-hdsh’- 
a-phat the king of Ja’-dah went up to 
Ra’-moth-gil’-é-ad. é 

29 And the king of Is’-ra-él said unto 
Jé-hésh’-a-phat, I will disguise myself, 
and will go to the battle; but, put thou on 
thy robes. So the king of i§’-ra-&] dis- 
guised himself; and they went to the 
battle. 

30 Now the king of Syr’-i-&A had com- 
manded the captains of the chariots that 
were with him, saying, Fight ye not with 
small oF great, save only with the king of 
$’-ra-él. 

31 And it came to pass, when the cap- 
tains of the chariots saw Jé-hésh’-a- 
phat, that they said, It is the king of {§’- 
ra-él. Therefore they compassed about 
him to fight: but Jé-hdsh’-a-phat cried 
out, and the Lorp helped him; and God 
moved them to depart from him. 
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32 For it came to pass, that, when the 
captains of the chariots perceived that it 
was not the king of Is’-ra-él, they turned 

back again from pursuing him. 

- 33 And a certain man drew a bow 


- at a venture, and smote the king of 


Is’-ra-él between the joints of the harness: 
therefore he said to his chariot man, 
Turn thine hand, that thou mayest carry 
me out out of the host; for I am 
wounded. 

34 And the battle increased that day: 
howbeit the king of I§’-ra-él stayed him- 
self up in his chariot against the Syr’-i- 
ans until the even: and about the time of 
the sun going down he died. 


Chapter 19 
ND Jé-hosh’-a-phat the king of Jia’- 
dah returned to his house in peace 
to Jé-ra’-sa-lém. 

2 And Jé’-hii the son of Ha-na’-ni the 
seer went out to meet him, and said to 
king Jé-hosh’-a-phat, Shouldest thou 
help the ungodly, and love them that 
hate the LorpD? therefore is wrath upon 
thee from before the Lorp. 

3 Nevertheless there are good things 
found in thee, in that thou hast taken 
away the groves out of the land, and hast 
prepared thine heart to seek God. 

4 And Jé-hosh’-a-phat dwelt at Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém: and he went out again through 
the people from Béér—shé’-ba to mount 
E’-phra-im, and brought them back unto 
the Lorp God of their fathers. 

5S gq And he set judges in the land 
throughout all the fenced cities of Ja’- 
dah, city by city, 

6 And said to the judges, Take heed 
what ye do: for ye judge not for man, but 
for the Lorp, who is with you in the 
judgment. 

7 Wherefore now let the fear of the 
Lorp be upon you; take heed and do it: 
for there is no iniquity with the LorD our 
God, nor respect of persons, nor taking 
of gifts. : 4 

8 @ Moreover in Jé-ri’-sa-lém did Jé- 
hdsh’-a-phat set of the Lé’-vites, and of 
the priests, and of the chief of the fathers 
of Is’-ra-él, for the judgment of the Lorp, 
and for controversies, when they re- 
turned to Jé-rii’-sa-lém. 7 

9 And he charged them, saying, Thus 
shall ye do in the fear of the Lorp, faith- 
fully, and with a perfect heart. 

10 And what cause soever shall come to 
you of your brethren that dwell in their 
cities, between blood and blood, between 
law and commandment, statutes and 
- judgments, ye shall even warn them that 
they trespass not against the Lorp, and 
so wrath come upon you, and upon your 
brethren: this do, and ye shall not tres- 
pass. 
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11 And, behold, Am-a-ri’-4h the chief 
priest is over you in all matters of the 
Lorp; and Zéb-a-di’-4h the son of Ish’- 
ma-él, the ruler of the house of Ja’-dah, 
for all the king’s matters: also the Lé’- 
vites shall be officers before you. Deal 
courageously, and the Lorp shall be 
with the good. 


Chapter 20 


Be came to pass after this also, that the 
children of M6’-ab, and the children 
of Am’-mon, and with them other beside 
the Am’-mon-ites, came against Jé-hdsh’- 
a-phat.to battle. 

2 Then there came some that told Jé- 
hosh’-a-phat, saying, There cometh a 
great multitude against thee from beyond 
the sea on this side Syr’-i-a; and, behold, 
they be in Haz’-a-zon-ta’-mar, which is 
En-gé’-di. 

3 And Jé-hésh’-a-phat feared, and set 
himself to seek the LorbD, and proclaimed 
a fast throughout all Ja’-dah. 

4 And Ja’-dah gathered themselves to- 
gether, to ask help of the LORD: even out 
of all the cities of Ja’-dah they came to 
seek the Lorpb. 

5 @ And Jé-hosh’-a-phat stood in the 
congregation of Ji’-dah and Jé-ri’-sa- 
lém, in the house of the Lorp, before the 
new court, 

6 And said, O Lorp God of our fa- 
thers, art not thou God in heaven? and 
rulest not thou over all the kingdoms of 
the heathen? and in thine hand is there 
not power and might, so that none is able 
to withstand thee? 

7 Art not thou our God, who didst 
drive out the inhabitants of this land be- 
fore thy people Is’-ra-él, and gavest it to 
the seed of A’-bra-ham thy friend for 
ever? 

8 And they dwelt therein, and have 
built thee a sanctuary therein for thy 
name, saying, 

9 If, when evil cometh upon us, as the 
sword, judgment, or pestilence, or fam- 
ine, we stand before this house, and in 
thy presence, (for thy name is in this 
house,) and cry unto thee in our afflic- 
tion, then thou wilt hear and help. 

10 And now, behold, the children of 
Am’-mon and MO’-ab and mount Sé’-ir, 
whom thou wouldest not let fs’-ra-él in- 
vade, when they came out of the land of 
E’-gypt, but they turned from them, and 
destroyed them not; 

11 Behold, J say, how they reward us, 
to come to cast us out of thy possession, 
which thou ‘hast given us to inherit. 

12 O our God, wilt thou not judge 
them? for we have no might against this 
great company that cometh against us; 
neither know we what to do: but our 
eyes are upon thee. 
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13 And all Ja’-dah stood before the 
LorD, with their little ones, their wives, 
and their children. 

14 ¢ Then upon Ja-ha’-zi-él the son of 
Zéch-a-ri’-ah, the son of Bé-nai’-ah, the 
son of Jé-i’-él, the son of Mat-ta-ni’-ah, a 
Lé’-vite of the sons of A’-saph, came the 
Spirit of the Lorp in the midst of the 
congregation; es 

15 And he said, Hearken ye, all Ja’- 
dah, and ye inhabitants of Jé-ri’-sa-lém, 
and thou king Jé-hdésh’-a-phat, Thus 
saith the LorD unto you, Be not afraid 
nor dismayed by reason of this great 
multitude; for the battle is not your’s, 
but God’s. } 

16 To morrow go ye down against 
them: behold, they come up by the cliff 
of Ziz; and ye shall find them at the 
end of the brook, before the wilderness 
of Jé-ri’-él. : ; 

17 Ye shall not need to fight in this 
battle: set yourselves, stand ye still, and 
see the salvation of the LorpD with you, 
O Jd’-dah and Jé-ri’-sa-lém: fear not, 
nor be dismayed; to morrow go out 
against them: for the Lorp will be 
with you. {pine : 

18 And Jé-hdsh’-a-phat bowed his head 
with his face to the ground: and all Ji’- 
dah and the inhabitants of Jé-ra’-sa-lém 
fell before the LorD, worshipping the 
Lorp. 

19 And the Lé’-vites, of the children of 
the K6’-hath-ites, and of the children of 
the Kor’-hites, stood up to praise the 
Lorp God of I8’-ra-él with a loud voice 
on high. i 

20 @ And they rose early in the morn- 
ing, and went forth into the wilderness of 
Té-k6’-a: and as they went forth, Jé- 
hdsh’-a-phat stood and said, Hear me, O 
Ja’-dah, and ye inhabitants of Jé-rii’-sa- 
lém; Believe in the Lorp your God, so 
shall ye be established; believe his proph- 
ets, so shall ye prosper. 

21 And when he had consulted with the 
people, he appointed singers unto the 
Lorb, and that should praise the beauty 
of holiness, as they went out before the 
army, and to say, Praise the Lorp; for 
his mercy endureth for ever. 

22 4 And when they began to sing and 
to praise, the Lorp\set_ ambushments 
against the children of Am’-mon; Mo’- 
ab, and mount Sé’-ir, which were come 
against Ja’-dah; and they were smitten. 

23 For the children of Am’-mon and 
MO’-ab stood up against the inhabitants 
of mount Sé’-ir utterly to slay and de- 
stroy them: and when they had made an 
end of the inhabitants of Sé’-ir, every one 
helped to destroy another. 

24 And when Ja’-dah came toward the 
watch tower in the wilderness, they 
looked unto the multitude, and, behold, 
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they were dead bodies fallen to the earth, 
and none escaped. ec ; 

25 And when Jé-hésh’-a-phat and _his 
people came to take away the spoil of 
them, they found among them in 
abundance both riches with the dead 
bodies, and precious jewels, which they 
stripped off for themselves, more than 
they could carry away: and they were 
three days in gathering of the spoil, it 
was sO much. 

26 ¢ And on the fourth day they as- 
sembled themselves in the valley of Bé- 
ra’-chah; for there they blessed the 
Lorp: therefore they name of the same 
place was called, The valley of Bé-ra’- 
chah, unto this day. 

7 Then they returned, every man of 
Ja’-dah and Jé-ra’-sa-lém, and Jé-hdésh’- 
a-phat in the forefront of them to go 
again to Jé-ri’-sa-lém with joy; for the 
Lorp had made them to rejoice over 
their enemies. 

28 And they came to Jé-ra’-sa-lém 
with psalteries and harps and trumpets 
unto the house of the Lorp. 

29 And the fear of God was on all the 
kingdoms of those countries, when they 
had heard that the Lorp fought against 
the enemies of Is’-ra-él. 

30 So the realm of Jé-hdsh’-4-phat was 
quiet: for his God gave him rest round 


about. ii s 

31 ¢ And Jé-hésh’-a-phat reigned over 
Ja’-dah: he was thirty and five years old 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
twenty and five years in Jé-rii’-sa-lém. 
And his mother’s name was 4-zu’-bah 
the daughter of Shil’-hi. 

32 And he walked in the way of A’-sa 
his father, and departed not from it, do- 
ing that which was right in the sight of 
the Lorp. 

33. Howbeit the high places were not 

taken away: for as yet the people had not 
prepared their hearts unto the God of 
their fathers. 
_ 34 Now the rest of the acts of Jé-hésh’- 
a-phat, first and last; behold, they are 
written in the book of Jé’-hii the son of 
H2-na’-ni, who is mentioned in the book 
of the kings of I§’-ra-él, 

35 @ And after this did Jé-hésh’-a- 
phat king of Ja’-dah join himself with 
A-ha-zi’-ah king of I8’-ra-81, who did very 
wickedly: 

36 And he joined himself with him to 
make ships to go to Tar’-shish: and they 
made the ships in E’-zi-6n-ga’-bér. 

37 Then £l-i-é’-zér the son of Dd’-da- 
vah of Ma-ré’-shah prophesied against 
Jé-hésh’-4-phat, saying, Because thou 
hast joined thyself with A-ha-zi’-ah, the 
Lorp hath broken thy works. And the 
ships were broken, that they were not 
able to go to Tar’-shish. 
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Chapter 21 
OW Jé-hoésh’-a-phat slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his 
‘fathers in the city of Da’-vid. And Jé- 
hor’-am his son reigned in his stead. 


2 And he had brethren the sons of Jé- di 


hdsh’-a-phat, Az-a-ri’-ah, and_Jé-hi’-él, 
* and Zéch-a-ri’-ah, and Az-a-ri’-ah, and 


_. Mi’-cha-él, and Shéph-a-ti-ah: all these 


were the sons of Jé-hésh’-a-phat king of 
{S8’-ra-él. 

3 And their father gave them great 
gifts of silver, and of gold, and of pre- 
cious things, with fenced cities in Ja’- 
dah: but the kingdom gave he to Jé- 
h6ér’-am; because he was the firstborn. 

4 Now when Jé-hér’-am was risen up to 
the kingdom of his father, he strength- 
ened himself, and slew all his brethren 
with the sword, and divers also of the 
princes of I8’-ra-él. 

5 ¢ Jé-hér’-am was thirty and two 
years old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned eight years in Jé-rii’-sa-lém. 

6 And he walked in the way of the 
kings of Is’-ra-él, like as did the house 
of A’-hab: for he had the daughter of 
A’-hab to wife: and he wrought that 
which was evil in the eyes of the Lorp. 

7 Howbeit the Lorp would not de- 
stroy the house of Da’-vid, because of 
the covenant that he had made with 
Da’-vid, and as he promised to give a 
light to him and to his sons for ever. 

8 @ In his days the E’-dom-ites re- 
volted from under the dominion of Ji’- 
dah, and made themselves a king. 

9 Then Jé-h6r’-4m went forth with his 
princes, and all his chariots with him: 
and he rose up by night, and smote the 
E’-dom-ites which compassed him in, 
and the captains of the chariots. 

10 So the E’-dom-ites revolted from 
under the hand of Ja’-dah unto this day. 
The same time also did Lib’-nah revolt 
from under his hand; because he had 
forsaken the Lorp God of his fathers. 

11 Moreover he made high places in the 
mountains of Ja’-dah, and caused the in- 
habitants of Jé-ri’-sa-lém_ to commit 
fornication, and compelled Jd’-dah 
thereto. Bead 4 

12 ¢ And there came a writing to him 
from E-li’-jah the prophet, saying, Thus 
saith the Lorp God of Da’-vid thy fa- 
ther, Because thou hast not walked in 
the ways of Jé-hosh’-a-phat thy father, 
nor in the ways of A’-sa king of Ja’-dah, 
13 But hast walked in the way of the 
kings of I8’-ra-é1, and hast made Ja’-dah 
- and the inhabitants of Jé-rii’-sa-lém to 
go a whoring, like to the whoredoms of 
the house of A’-hab, and also hast slain 
thy brethren of thy father’s house, which 
were better than thyself: 
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14 Behold, with a great plague will the 
Lorp smite thy people, and thy children, 
and thy wives, and all thy goods: 

15 And thou shalt have great sickness 
by disease of thy bowels, until thy bowels 
fall out by reason of the sickness day by 


ay. 
16 @ Moreover the Lorp stirred up 
against Jé-hdr’-am the spirit of the 
Phil’-is-tines, and of the A-ra’-bi-ans, 
that were near the E-thi-0’-pi-ans: 

17 And they came up into Ji’-dah, and 
brake into it, and carried away all the 
substance that was found in the king’s 
house, and his sons also, and his wives; so 
that there was never a son left him, save 
Jé-h6’-a-haz, the youngest of his sons. 

18 @ And after all this the Lorp smote 
him in his bowels with an incurable 
disease. 

19 And it came to pass, that in process 
of time, after the end of two years, his 
bowels fell out by reason of his sickness: 
so he died of sore diseases. And his 
people made no burning for him, like 
the burning of his fathers. 

20 Thirty and two years old was he 
when he began to reign; and he reigned 
in Jé-ri’-sa-lém eight years, and de- 
parted without being desired. Howbeit 
they buried him in the city of Da’-vid, 
but not in the sepulchres of the kings. 


Chapter 22 


ND the inhabitants of Jé-ra’-sa-lém 
made A-ha-zi’-ah his youngest son 
king in his stead: for the band of men 
that came with the A-ra’-bi-ans to the 
camp had slain all the eldest. So A-ha- 
zi’-ah the son of Jé-hér’-am king of Ji’- 
dah reigned. 

2 Forty and two years old was A-ha- 
zi’-ah when he began to reign, and he 
reigned one year in Jé-ri’-sa-lém. His 
mother’s name also was Ath-a-li’-ah the 
daughter of Om’-ri. 

3 He also walked in the ways of the 
house of A’-hab: for his mother was his 
counsellor to do wickedly. ~ - 

4 Wherefore he did evil in the sight of 
the Lorp like the house of A’-hab: for 
they were his counsellors after the death 
of his father to his destruction. 

5 ¢ He walked also after their counsel, 
and went with Jé-hdr’-am the son of 
A’-hab king of I8’-ra-él to war against 
Ha-za’-é] king of Syr’-i-a at Ra-moth- 
gil’-é-ad: and the Syr’-i-ans smote Jér’- 


am. 

6 And he returned to be healed in Jéz’- 
réél because of the wounds which were 
given him at Ra’-mah, when he fought 
with Ha-za’-él king of Syr’-i-a. And Az- 
a-ri’-ah the son of Jé-hér’-am king of Ja’- 
dah went down tosee Jé-hdr’-4m the son 
of A’-hab at Jéz -réél, because he was sick. 
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7 And ‘the destruction of A-ha-zi’-ah 
was of God by coming to Jér’-am: for 
when he was come, he went out with Jé- 
hor’-Am against Jé’-ht the son of Nim’- 
shi, whom the Lorp had anointed to cut 
off the house of A’-hab. id 

8 And it came to pass, that, when Jé’- 
hii was executing judgment upon the 
house of A’-hab, and found the princes 
of Ja’-dah, and the sons of the brethren 
of A-ha-zi’-ah, that ministered to A-ha- 
zi’-ah, he slew them. | | 

9 And he sought A-ha-zi’-ah: and they 
caught him, (for he was hid in Sa-mAar’- 
i-a,) and brought him to Jé’-hi: and 
when they had slain him, they buried 
him: Because, said they, he is the son of 
Jé-hosh’-a-phat, who sought the Lorp 
with all his heart. So the house of A-ha- 
zi‘-ah had no power to keep still the 
kingdom. BC Dg OTe 

10 ¢ But when Ath-a-li’-ah the mother 
of A-ha-zi’-ah saw that her son was dead, 
she arose and destroyed all the seed 
royal of the house of Ja’-dah. 

11 But Jé-hd-shab’-é-ath, the daughter 
of the king, took J6’-ash the son of 
A-ha-zi’-ah, and stole him from among 
the king’s sons that were slain, and put 
him and his nurse in a bedchamber. So 
Jé-h6-shab’-é-ath, the daughter of king 


7 


Jé-hér’-am, the wife of Jé-hdi’-a-da the 


priest, (for she was the sister of A-ha-zi’- ki 


ah,) hid him from Ath-a-li’-Ah, so that 
she slew him not. 

12 And he was with them jid in the 
house of God six years: and Ath-a-li’-ah 
reigned over the land. 


Chapter 23 


ae in the seventh year Jé-hoi’-4-da 
strengthened himself, and took the 
captains of hundreds, Az-a-ri’-ah the son 
of Jé-rd’-ham, and {sh’-ma-él the son of 
Jé-ho-ha’-nan, and Az-a-ri’-ah the son 
of 0’-béd, and Ma-a-séi’-ah the son of 
A-dai’-ah, and £-li-sha’-phat the son of 
Zich’-ri, into covenant with him. 

2 And they went about in Ja’-dah, and 
gathered the Lé’-vites out of all the cities 
of Ja’-dah, and the chief of the fathers of 
18’-ra-él, and they came to Jé-ra’-sa-lém. 

3 And all the congregation made a 
covenant with the king in the house of 
God. And he said unto them, Behold, 
the king’s son shall reign, as the Lorp 
hath said of the sons of Da’-vid. 

4 This is the thing that ye shall do; A 
third part of you entering on the sabbath, 
of the priests and of the Lé’-vites, shall be 
porters of the doors; 

5 And a third part shall be at the king’s 
house ; and a third part at the gate of the 
foundation: and all the people shail be 
in the courts of the house of the Lorp. 

6 But let none come into the house of 
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the LorD, save the priests, and they that 
minister of the Lé’-vites ; they shall go in, 
for they are holy: but all the people shall 
keep the watch of the Lorp. 

7 And the Lé’-vites shall compass the 
king round about, every man with his 
weapons in his hand; and whosoever 
else cometh into the house, he shall be 
put to death: but be ye with the king when 
he cometh in, and when he goeth out. 

8 So the Lé’-vites and all Ja’-dah did 
according to all things that Jé-hoi’-a-da 
the priest had commanded, and took 
every man his men that were to come in 
on the sabbath, with them that were to 
go out on the sabbath: for Jé-hoi’-a-da 
the. priest dismissed not the courses. 

9 Moreover Jé-h6i’-a-da the priest de- 
livered to the captains of hundreds 
spears, and bucklers, and shields, that 
had been king Da’-vid’s, which were in 
the house of God. 

10 And he set all the people, every man 
having his weapon in his hand, from the 
right side of the temple to the left side of 
the temple, along by the altar and the 
temple, by the king round about. 

11 Then they brought out the king’s 
son, and put upon him the crown, and 
gave him the testimony, and made him 
king. And Jé-hoi’-a-da and his sons 
anointed him, and said, God save the 


ng. 
12 Now when Ath-a-li’-ah heard the 
noise of the people running and praising 
the king, she came to the people into the 
house of the Lorp: 

13 And she looked, and, behold, the 
king stood at his pillar at the entering in, 
and the princes and the trumpets bythe 
king: and all the people of the land re- 
joiced, and sounded with trumpets, also 
the singers with instruments of musick, 
and such as taught to sing praise. Then 
Ath-a-li’-ah rent her clothes, and said, 
Treason, Treason. 

14 Then Jé-hoi’-a-da the priest brought 
out the captains of hundreds that were 
set over the host, and said unto them, 
Have her forth of the ranges: and whoso 
followeth her, let him be slain with the 
sword. For the priest said, Slay her not 
in the house of the Lorp. 

15 So they laid hands on her; and when 
she was come to the entering of the horse 
gate by the king’s house, they slew her 
there. 

16 @ And Jé-hoi’-a-da made a cove- 
nant between him, and between all the 
people, and between the king, that they 
should be the Lorp’s people. 

17 Then all the people went to the 
house of Ba’-al, and brake it down, and 
brake his altars and his images in pieces, 
and slew Mat’-tan the priest of Ba’-4l be- 
fore the altars. rer 
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18 Also Jé-h6i’-A-da appointed the 
offices of the house of the Lorp by the 
hand of the priests the Lé’-vites, whom 
Da’-vid had distributed in the house of 
’ the Lorp, to offer the burnt offerings of 
the Lorp, as it is written in the law of 
MO’-sé8, with rejoicing and with sing- 
ing, as it was ordained by Da’-vid. 

19 And he set the porters at the gates of 
the house of the Lorn, that none which 
was unclean in any thing should enter in. 

20 And he took the captains of hun- 
dreds, and the nobles, and the governors 
of the people, and all the people of the 
land, and brought down the king from 
the house of the Lorp: and they came 
through the high gate into the king’s 
house, and set the king upon the throne 
of the kingdom. 

_21 And all the people of the land re- 
-joiced: and the city was quiet, after that 
they had slain Ath-a-li’-ah with the 


sword. 
Chapter 24 


G’-ASH was seven years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned forty 
years in Jé-rai’-sa-lém. His mother’s 
name also was Zi’-bi-ah of Béér—shé’-ba. 
2 And J6’-ash did that which was right 
in the sight of the LorD all the days of 
Jé-hoi’-4-da the priest. . 

3 And Jé-hoi’-4-da took for him two 
wives; and he begat sons and daughters. 

4 ¢ And it came to pass after this, that 
J6O’-ash was minded to repair the house 
of the Lorp. 

5 And he gathered together the priests 
and the Lé’-vites, and said to them, Go 
out unto the cities of Ja’-dah, and gather 
of all 1g’-ra-é1 money to repair the house 
of your God from year to year, and see 
that ye hasten the matter. Howbeit the 
Lé’-vites hastened it not. g uhis 

6 And the king called for Jé-hoi’-a-da 
the chief, and said unto him, Why hast 
thou not required of the Lé’-vites to 
bring in out of Ja’-dah and out of Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém the collection, according to the 
commandment of MO’-sés the servant of 
the Lorp, and of the congregation of 
is’-ra-él, for the tabernacle of witness? 

7 For the sons of Ath-a-li’-ah, that 
wicked woman, had broken up the house 
of God: and also all the dedicated things 
of the house of the Lorp did they bestow 
upon Ba’-a-lim. 

8 And at the king’s commandment 
they made a chest, and set it without at 
the gate of the house of the LorD. | 

9 And they made a_ proclamation 
through Ja’-dah and Jé-ri’-sa-lém, to 
bring in to the Lorp the collection that 
Mo’-sés the servant of God /aid upon 
is’-ra-€1 in the wilderness. 

10 And all the princes and all the 
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people rejoiced, and brought in, and 
cast into the chest, until they had made 
an end. 

11 Now it came to pass, that at what 
time the chest was brought unto the 
king’s office by the hand of the Lé’- 
vites, and when they saw that there was 
much money, the king’s scribe and the 
high priest’s officer came and emptied 
the chest, and took it, and carried it to 
his place again. Thus they did day by 
day, and gathered money in abundance. 

12 And the king and Jé-hoi’-4-da gave 
it to such as did the work of the service 
of the house of the Lorp, and hired 
masons and carpenters to repair the 
house of the Lorp, and also such as 
wrought iron and brass to mend the 
house of the Lorp. 

13 So the workmen wrought, and the 
work was perfected by them, and they 
set the house of God in his state, and 
strengthened it. 

14 And when they had finished it, they 
brought the rest of the money before the 
king and Jé-hoi’-a-da, whereof were 
made vessels for the house of the Lorp, 
even vessels to minister, and to offer 
withal, and spoons, and vessels of gold 
and silver. And they offered burnt offer- 
ings in the house of the LorD continually 
all the days of Jé-hoi’-4-da. 

15 @ But Jé-hoi’-a-da waxed old, and 
was full of days when he died; an hun- 
dred and thirty years old was he when 
he died. : 

16 And they buried him in the city of 
Da’-vid among the kings, because he had 
done good in Is’-ra-él, both toward God, 
and toward his house. . ~~ 

17 Now after the death of Jé-hoi’-a-da 
came the princes of Ja’-dah, and made 
obeisance to the king. Then the king 
hearkened unto them. 

18 And they left the house of the Lorp 
God of their fathers, and served groves 
and idols: and wrath came upon Jia’-dah 
and Jé-ri’-sa-lém for this their trespass. 

19 Yet he sent prophets to them, to 
bring them again unto the Lorp; and 
they testified against them: but they 
would not give ear. 

20 And the Spirit of God came upon 
Zéch-a-ri’-ah the son of Jé-hoi’-a-da the 
priest, which stood above the people, 
and said unto them, Thus saith God, 
Why transgress ye the commandments of 
the Lorp, that ye cannot prosper? be- 
cause ye have forsaken the Lorpb, he 
hath also forsaken you. i 

21 And they conspired against him, and 
stoned him with stones at the command- 
ment of the king in the court of the house 
of the Lorp. 

22 Thus J6’-ash the king remembered 
not the kindness which Jé-h6oi’-a-da his 
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father had done to him, but slew his son. 
And when he died, he said, The Lorp 
look upon it, and require it. 

23 ¢ And it came to pass at the end of 
the year, that the host of Syr’-i-a came up 
against him; and they came to Ji’-dah 
and Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and destroyed all the 
princes of the people from among the 
people, and sent all the spoil of them un- 
to the king of Da-mas’-cus. | 

24 For the army of the Syr’-i-ans came 
with a small company of men, and the 
Lorp delivered a very great host into 
their hand, because they had forsaken 
the Lorp God of their fathers. So they 
executed judgment against J6’-ash. 

5 And when they were departed from 
him, (for they left him in great diseases,) 
his own servants conspired against him 
for the blood of the sons of Jé-hoi’-a-da 
the priest, and slew him on his bed, and 
he died: and they buried him in the city 


of Da’-vid, but they buried him not inthe h 


sepulchres of the kings. ! 

26 And these are they that conspired 
against him; Za’-bad the son of Shim’-é- 
ath an Am-mon-i’-téss, and Jé-hd’-za- 
bad the son of Shim’-rith a M6-ab-i’-téss. 

27 ¥& Now concerning his sons, and the 
greatness of the burdens Jaid upon him, 
and the repairing of the house of God, 
behold, they are written in the story of 
the book of the kings. And Am-a-zi’- 
his son reigned in his stead. 


Chapter 25 


M-A-ZI’-AH was twenty and five 

years old when he began to reign, 

and he reigned twenty and nine years in 

Jé-rii’-sa-lém. And his mother’s name 
was Jé-h6-ad’-dan of Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

2 And he did that which was right in the 
sight of the Lorb, but not with a perfect 

eart. 

3.9 Now it came to pass, when the 
kingdom was established to him, that he 
slew his servants that had killed the king 
his father. 

4 But he slew not their children, but 
did as it is written in the law in the book 
of MO’-sés, where the Lorp commanded, 
saying, The fathers shall not die for the 
children, neither shall the children die 
for the fathers, but every man shall die 
for his own sin. 

> %, Moreover Am-a-zi’-4h gathered 
Ja’-dah together, and made them cap- 
tains over thousands, and captains over 
hundreds, according to the houses of 
their fathers, throughout all Ja’-dah and 
Bén’-ja-min: and he numbered them 
from twenty years old and above, and 
found them three hundred thousand 
choice men, able to go forth to war, that 
could handle spear and shield. 

6 He hired also an hundred thousand 
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mighty men of valour out of {§’-ra-él for 
an hundred talents of silver. 

7 But there came a man of God to 
him, saying, O king, let not the army of 
18’-ra-él go with thee; for the Lorp is not 
with i8’-ra-él, to wit, with all the children 
of £-phra-im. 

8 But if thou wilt go, do it, be strong 
for the battle: God shall make thee fall 
before the enemy : for God hath power to 
help, and to cast down. 

9 And Am’-a-zi’-ah said to the man of 
God, But what: shall we do for the 
hundred talents which I have given to the 
army of is’-ra-€1? And the man of God 
answered, The Lorp is able to give thee 
much more than this. 

0 Then Am-a-zi’-4h separated them, 

to wit, the army that was come to him 
out of E’-phra-im, to go home again: 
wherefore their anger was greatly kin- 
dled against Ja’-dah, and they returned 
ome in great anger. 
11 @ And Am-a-zi’-Ah_ strengthened 
himself, and led forth his people, and 
went to the valley of salt, and smote of 
the children of Sé’-ir ten thousand. 

12 And other ten thousand left alive did 
the children of Ja’-dah carry away cap- 
tive, and brought them unto the top of 
the rock, and cast them down from the 
top of the rock, that they all were 
broken in pieces. 

13 ¢ But the soldiers of the army 

which Am-a-zi’-ah sent back, that they 
should not go with him to battle, fell 
upon the cities of Ja’-dah, from Sa-mar’- 
i-a even unto Béth-hér’-6n, and smote 
mony thousand of them, and took much 
spoil. 
_14 & Now it came to pass, after that 
Am-a-zi’-ah was come from the slaughter 
of the E’-dom-ites, that he brought the 
gods of the children of Sé’-ir, and set 
them up to be:his gods, and bowed down 
himself before them, and burned incense 
unto them. 

15 Wherefore the anger of the Lorp 
was kindled against Am-&-zi’-ah, and he 
sent unto him a prophet, which said unto 
him, Why hast thou sought after the 
gods of the people, which could not de- 
liver their own people out of thine hand? 

16 And it came to pass, as he talked 
with him, that the king said unto him, 
Art thou made of the king’s counsel? for. 
bear; why shouldest thou be smitten? 
Then the prophet forbare, and said, I 
know that God hath determined to de- 
stroy thee, because thou hast done this, 
and hast not hearkened unto my counsel. 

7 ¢ Then Am-a-zi’-ah king of Ja’-dah 
took advice, and sent to J6d’-ash, the son 
of Jé-hd’-a-haz, the son of Jé’-hi, king 
of Is -ra-él, saying, Come, lét us see one 
another in the face. : 
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,18 And Jd’-ash king of f8’-ra-é1 sent to 
Am-a-zi’-ah king of Ja’-dah, saying, The 
thistle that was in Léb’-a-non sent to the 
‘cedar that was in Léb’-a-non, saying, 
- Give thy daughter to my son to wife: and 
there passed by a wild beast that was in 
Léb’-a-non, and trode down the thistle. 

19 Thou sayest, Lo, thou hast smitten 
the E’-dom-ites; and thine heart lifteth 
thee up to boast: abide now at home; 
why shouldest thou meddle to thine 
hurt, that thou shouldest fall, even thou, 
and Ja’-dah with thee? 

But Am-a-zi’-ah would not hear; 
for it came of God, that he might deliver 
them into the hand of their enemies, be- 
cause they sought after the gods of 
E’-dom. i . 

21 So J6’-ash the king of Is’-ra-él went 
up; and they saw one another in the 

face, both he and Am-a-zi’-ah king of 
Ja’-dah, at Béth-shé’-mésh, which be- 
longeth to Ja’-dah. 

22 And Ja’-dah was put to the worse 
before Is’-ra-él, and they fled every man 
to his tent. | ‘ 

.23 And Jo’-ash the king of 18’-ra-él took 
Am-a-zi’-ah king of Ja’-dah, the son of 
Jd’-ash, the son of Jé-h6’-a-haz, at Béth— 
‘shé’-mésh, and brought him to Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém, and brake down the wall of Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém from the gate of E’-phra-im to 
the corner gate, four hundred cubits. 

24 And he took all the gold and the 
silver, and all the vessels that were found 
in the house of God with 0’-béd-é’-dom, 
and the treasures of the king’s house, the 
hostages also, and returned to Sa-mar’- 


i-a. 

25 ¢ And Am-a-zi’-ah the son of J6’- 
ash king of Ja’-dah lived after the death 
of Jd’-Ash son of Jé-h6’-a-haz king of 
is’-ra-é1 fifteen years. Ov ah 

26 Now the rest of the acts of Am-a- 
zi’-ah, first and last, behold, are they not 
written in the book of the kings of Ja’- 
dah and {s’-ra-él? Dad 

27 ¢ Now after the time that Am-a-zi’- 
ah did turn away from following the 
Lorp they made a conspiracy against 
him in Jé-ra’-sa-lém; and he fled to La’- 
chish: but they sent to La’-chish after 
him, and slew him there. 

28 And they brought him upon horses, 
and buried him with his fathers in the 
city of Ja’-dah. 


Chapter 26 


HEN all the people of Ji’-dah took 

Uz-zi’-ah, who was sixteen years old, 
and made him king in the room of his 
father Am-a-zi’-ah. . 

2 He built £’-l6th, and restored it to 
Ja’-dah, after that the king slept with his 
fathers. if $ 

3 Sixteen years old was Uz-zi’-ah when 
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he began to reign, and he reigned fifty 
and two years in Jé-ra’-sa-lém. His 
mother’s name also was Jéc-6-li’-ah of 
Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

4 And he did that which was right in the 
sight of the Lorp, according to all that 
his father Am-a-zi’-ah did. 

5 And he sought God in the days of 
Zéch-a-ri’-ah, who had understanding in 
the visions of God: and as long as he 
sought the Lorp, God made him to 
prosper. 

6 And he went forth and warred 
against the Phil’-is-tines, and brake 
down the wall of Gath, and the wall of 
Jab’-néh, and the wall of Ash’-d6éd, and 
built cities about Ash’-déd, and among 
the Phil’-is-tines. 

7 And God helped him against the 
Phil’-is-tines, and against the A-ra’-bi- 
ans that dwelt in Gur—ba’-al, and the 
Mé-hii’-nims. | 
_8 And the Am’-mon-ites gave gifts to 
Uz-zi’-ah: and his name spread abroad 
even to the entering in of E’-gypt; for he 
strengthened himself exceedingly. 

9 Moreover Uz-zi’-ah built towers in 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém at the corner gate, and at 
the valley gate, and at the turning of the 
wall, and fortified them. 

10 Also he built towers in the desert, 
and digged many wells: for he had much 
cattle, both in the low country, and in 
the plains: husbandmen also, and vine 
dressers in the mountains, and in Car’- 
mél: for he loved husbandry. 

11 Moreover Uz-zi’-ah had an host of 
fighting men, that went out to war by 
bands, according to the number of their 
account by the hand of Jé-i’-él the scribe 
and Ma-a-séi’-ah the ruler, under the 
hand of Han-a-ni’-ah, one of the king’s 
captains. ’ 

12 The whole number of the chief of 
the fathers of the mighty men of valour 
were two thousand and six hundred. 

13 And under their hand was an army, 
three hundred thousand and _ seven 
thousand and five hundred, that made 
war with mighty power, to help the king 
against the enemy. 

14 And Uz-zi’-ah prepared for them 
throughout: all the host shields, and 
spears, and helmets, and habergeons, 
and bows, and slings to cast stones. 

15 And he made in Jé-ri’-sa-lém en- 
gines, invented by cunning men, to be on 
the towers and upon the bulwarks, to 
shoot arrows and great stones withal. 
And his name spread far abroad; for he 
was marvellously helped, till he was 
strong. ‘ 

16 ¢ But when he was strong, his heart 
was lifted up to his destruction: for he 
transgressed against the Lorp his God, 
and went into the temple of the LorD to 
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burn incense upon the altar of incense. 

17 And Az-a-ri’-ah the priest_ went in 
after him, and with him fourscore 
priests of the Lorb, that were valiant 


men: i aa inne aa 

18 And they withstood Uz-zi’-ah_ the 
king, and said unto him, /t appertaineth 
not unto thee, Uz-zi’-ah, to burn incense 
unto the Lorp, but to the priests the 
sons of Aa’-ron, that are consecrated to 
burn incense: go out of the sanctuary; 
for thou hast trespassed; neither shall it 
be for thine honour from the Lorp God. 

19 Then Uz-zi’-ah was wroth, and hada 
censer in his hand to burn incense: and 
while he was wroth with the priests, the 
leprosy even rose up in his forehead be- 
fore the priests in the house of the Lorb, 
from beside the incense altar. _ 

20 And Az-a-ri’-4h the chief priest, and 
all the priests, looked upon him, and, be- 
hold, he was leprous in his forehead, and 
they thrust him out from thence; yea, 
himself hasted also to go out, because the 
Lorp had smitten him. 

21 And Uz-zi’-ah the king was a leper 
unto the day of his death, and dwelt ina 
several house, being a leper; for he was 
cut off from the house of the Lorp: and 
Jo’-tham his son was over the king’s 
house, judging the people of the land. 

22 ¢ Now the rest of the acts of Uz-zi’- 
ah, first and last, did I-Sai’-ah the proph- 
et, the son of A’-m0z, write. 

3 So Uz-zi’-ah slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him with his fathers in 
the field of the burial which belonged to 
the kings; for they said, He is a leper: 
and Jd’-tham his son reigned in his stead. 


Chapter 27 


0’-THAM was twenty and five years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned sixteen years in Jé-rii’-sa-lém. 
His mother’s name also was Jé-rii’-shah, 
the daughter of Za’-dok. 

2 And he did that which was right in the 
sight of the Lorp, according to all that 
his father Uz-zi’-ah did: howbeit he 
entered not into the temple of the Lorp.

7_¢% Now the rest of the acts of JO’- 
tham, and all his wars, and his ways, lo, 
they are written in the book of the kings 
of ¥§’-ra-é1 and Ja’-dah. 

8 He was five and twenty years old 
when he began to reign, and reigned six- 
teen years in Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

9 ¢ And Jd’-tham slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the city of Da’- 
vid gene A’-haz his son reigned in his 
stead. 


Chapter 28 


‘APBAZ was twenty years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned six- 
teen years in Jé-rd’-sa-lém: but he did 
not that which was right in the sight of 
the LorD, like Da’-vid his father: 

2 For he walked in the ways of the 
kings of {§’-ra-él, and made also molten 
images for Ba’-a-lim. 54 

3 Moreover he burnt incense in the 
valley of the son of Hin’-nom, and burnt 
his children in the fire, after the abom- 
inations of the heathen whom the LorD 
pe out before the children of is’- 
ra-él. 

4 He sacrificed also and burnt incense 
in the high places, and on the hills, and 
under every green tree. 

5 Wherefore the Lorp his God de- 
livered him into the hand of the king of 
Syr’-i-a; and they smote him, and carried 
away a great multitude of them captives, 
and brought them to Da-mas’-cis. And 
he was also delivered into the hand of the 
king of 1§’-ra-é1, who smote him with a 
great slaughter. 

6 ¢ For Pé’-kah the son of Rém-a-li’-ah 
slew in Ja’-dah an hundred and twenty 
thousand in: one day, which were all 
valiant men; because they had forsaken 
the Lorp God of their fathers. 

_7 And Zich’-ri, a. mighty man of 
E’-phra-im, slew Ma-a-séi’-ah the king’s 
son, and Az-ri’-kam the governor of the 
house, and El-ka’-nah that was next to the 


king. 

8 And the children of I8’-ra-é1 carried 
away captive of their brethren two hun- 
dred thousand, women, sons, and daugh- 
ters, and took also away much spoil 

rom them, and brought the spoil to Sa- 
Mar -l-a. 

9 But a prophet of the Lorn was there, 
whose name was 0’-déd: and he went out 
before the host that came to Sa-mar’-i-a, 
and said unto them, Behold, because the 
Lorp God of your fathers was wroth 
with Ja’-dah, he hath delivered them into 
your hand, and ye have slain them in a 
rage that reacheth up unto heaven. 

10 And now ye purpose to keep under 
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the children of Ja’-dah and Jé-ri’-sa- 
lém for bondmen and bondwomen unto 
you: but are there not with you, even with 
- you, sins against the Lorp your God? 

11 Now hear me therefore, and deliver 
the captives again, which ye have taken 
captive of your brethren: for the fierce 
wrath of the LorpD is upon you. 

12 Then certain of the heads of the 
children of £’-phra-im, Az-a-ri’-ah the 
son of J6-ha’-nan, Bér-é-chi’-ah the son 
of Mé-shil’-lé-mdth, and Jé-hiz-ki’-ah 
the son of Shal’-lum, and A-ma’-sa the 
son of Had-la’-i, stood up against them 
that came from the war, 

13 And said unto them, Ye shall not 
bring in the captives hither: for whereas 
we have offended against the LORD al- 
ready, ye intend to add more to our sins 

and to our trespass: for our trespass 
is great, and there is fierce wrath against 
{§’-ra-él. 

14 So the armed men left the captives 
and the spoil before the princes and all 
the congregation. 

15 And the men which were expressed 
by name rose up, and took the captives, 
and with the spoil clothed all that were 
‘naked among them, and arrayed them, 
and shod them, and gave them to eat 
and to drink, and anointed them, and 
carried all the feeble of them upon asses, 
and brought them to Jér’-i-cho, the city 
of palm trees, to their brethren: then they 
returned to Sa-mar’-i-a.~ ‘ 

16 ¢ At that time did king A’-haz send 
unto the kings of As-syr’-i-a to help him. 

17 For again the E’-dom-ites had come 
and smitten Ja’-dah, and carried away 
captives. 

18 The Phil’-is-tines also had invaded 
the cities of the low country, and of the 
south of Ja’-dah, and had taken_Béth— 
shé’-mésh, and Aj’-a-lon, and Gé-dé’- 
roth, and Shod’-cho with the vil- 
lages thereof, and Tim’-nah with the 
villages thereof, Gim’-zO also and the 
villages thereof: and they dwelt there. 

19 For the Lorp brought Ja’-dah low 
because of A’-haz king of Is’-ra-él; for he 
made Jia’-dah naked, and transgressed 
sore against the Lorp. \ 4 

20 And Til’-gath-pil-né’-sér king of 
As-syr’-i-a came unto him, and dis- 
tressed him, but strengthened him not. 

21 For A’-haz took away a portion out 
of the house of the Lorp, and out of the 
house of the king, and of the princes, and 
gave it unto the king of As-syr’-i-a: but 
he helped him not. ee 1 

22 ¢ And in the time of his distress did 
he trespass yet more against the LorD: 
this is that king A’-haz. 

23 For he sacrificed unto the gods of 
Da-mas’-cus, which smote him: and_he 
said, Because the gods of the, kings of 
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Syr’-i-4 help them, therefore will I sacri- 
fice to them, that they may help me. But 
oe were the ruin of him, and of all i8’- 
ra-él. 

24 And A’-haz gathered together the 
vessels of the house of God, and cut in 
pieces the vessels of the house of God, 
and shut up the doors of the house of the 
Lorpb, and he made him altars in every 
corner of Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

25 And in every several city of Ja’-dah 
he made high places to burn incense unto 
other gods, and provoked to anger the 
Lorp God of his fathers. 

26 Y Now the rest of his acts and of all 
his ways, first and last, behold, they are 
written in the book of the kings of Ja’- 
dah and Is/-ra-él. 

27 And A’-haz slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the city, even in 
Jé-ra’-sa-lém: but they brought him. not 
into the sepulchres of the kings of IS’- 
ra-él: and Héz-é-ki’-ah his son reigned in 
his stead. 


3 _ Chapter 29 
EZ-E-KI’-AH began to reign when he 
was five and twenty years old, and 
he reigned nine and twenty years in Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém. And his mother’s name was 
A-bi’-jah, the daughter of Zéch-a-ri’-ah. 

2 And he did that which was right in the 
sight of the Lorpb, according to all that 
Da’-vid his father had done. 

3 @ He in the first year of his reign, in 
the first month, opened the doors of the 
house of the Lorb, and repaired them. 

4 And he brought in the priests and the 
Lé’-vites, and gathered them together 
into the east: street, 4G 

5 And said unto them, Hear me, ye 
Lé’-vites, sanctify now yourselves, and 
sanctify the house of the Lorp God of 
your fathers, and carry forth the filthi- 
ness out of the holy place. 

6 For our fathers have trespassed, and 
done that which was evil in the eyes of the 
Lorp our God, and have forsaken him, 
and have turned away their faces from 
the habitation of the Lorp, and turned 
their backs. 

7 Also they have shut up the doors of 
the porch, and put out the lamps, and 
have not burned incense nor offered 
burnt offerings in the holy place unto the 
God of Is’-ra-él. 

8 Wherefore the wrath of the LorpD 
was upon Ja’-dah and Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and 
he hath delivered them to trouble, to 
astonishment, and to hissing, as ye see 
with your eyes. 

9 For, lo, our fathers have fallen by the 
sword, and our sons and our daughters 
and our wives are in captivity for this. 

10 Now it is in mine heart to make a 
covenant with the Lorp God of Is’-ra-él, 


II CHRONICLES 29 
that:his fierce wrath may turn away from 


us. 

11 My sons, be not now negligent: for 
the Lorp hath chosen you to stand be- 
fore him, to serve him, and that ye 
should minister unto him, and burn in- 
cense. 

12 @ Then the Lé’-vites arose, Ma’- 
hath the son of A-ma’-sai, and J6’-él, the 
son of Az-a-ri’-ah, of the sons of the K6’- 
hath-ites: and of the sons of Mé-rar’-i, 
Kish the son of Ab’-di, and Az-a-ri’-ah 
the son of Jé-hal’-é-lél: and of the Gér’- 
shon-ites; JO’-ah the son of Zim’-mah, 
and E£’-dén the son of JO’-ah: Q 

13 And of the sons of E-li-za’-phan; 
Shim’-ri, and Jé-i’-él: and of the sons of 
Asaph; Zéch-a-ri’-ah, and Mat-ta- 


ni’-ah: 

14 And of the sons of Hé’-man; Jé-hi’- 
él, and Shim’-é-i: and of the sons of Jé- 
dii’-thin; Shém-4i’-ah, and Uz’-zi-él. 

15 And they gathered their brethren, 
and sanctified themselves, and came, ac- 
cording to the commandment of the 
king, by the words of the Lorp, to 
cleanse the house of the Lorp. 

16 And the priests went into the inner 
part of the house of the Lorp, to cleanse 
it, and brought out all the uncleanness 
that they found in the temple of the 
LorpD into the court of the house of the 
Lorp. And the Lé’-vites took it, to carry 
it out abroad into the brook Ki’-dron. 

17 Now they began on the first day of 
the first month to sanctify, and on the 
eighth day of the month came they to the 
porch of the LorD: so they sanctified the 
house of the LorpD in eight days; and in 
the sixteenth day of the first month they 
made an end. 

18 Then they went in to Héz-é-ki’-ah 

the king, and said, We have cleansed all 
the house of the Lorp, and the altar of 
burnt offering, with all the vessels there- 
of, and the shewbread table, with all the 
vessels thereof. 
_19 Moreover all the vessels, which king 
A’-haz in his reign did cast away in his 
transgression, have we prepared and 
sanctified, and, behold, they are before 
the altar of the Lorp. 

20 @ Then Héz-é-ki’-ah the king rose 
early, and gathered the rulers of the city, 
and went up to the house of the Lorp. 

21 And they brought seven bullocks, 
and seven rams, and seven lambs, and 
seven he goats, for a sin offering for the 
kingdom, and for the sanctuary, and for 
Ja’-dah. And he commanded the priests 
the sons of Aa’-ron to offer them on the 
altar of the Lorb. 

22 So they killed the bullocks, and the 
priests received the:blood, and sprinkled 
it on the altar: likewise, when they had 
killed the rams, they sprinkled the blood 
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upon the altar: they killed also the 
lambs, and they sprinkled the blood upon 
the altar. 

23 And they brought forth the he goats 
for the sin offering before the king and 
the congregation; and they laid their 
hands upon them: 

24 And the priests killed them, and 
they made reconciliation with their blood 
upon the altar, to make an atonement for 
all {§’-ra-él: for the king commanded 
that the burnt offering and the sin offer- 
ing should be made for all I8s’-ra-él. 

25 And he set the Lé’-vites in the house 
of the Lorp with cymbals, with psal- 
teries, and with harps, according to the 
commandment of Da’-vid, and of Gad 
the king’s seer, and Na’-than the proph- 
et: for so was the commandment of the 
Lorp by his prophets. 

26 And the Lé’-vites stood with the in- 
struments of Da’-vid, and the priests 
with the trumpets. 

27 And Héz-é-ki’-Ah commanded to 
offer the burnt offering upon the altar. 
And when the burnt offering began, the 
song of the Lorp began. also with the 
trumpets, and with the instruments or- 
dained by Da’-vid king of f§’-ra-él. 

28 And all the congregation wor- 
shipped, and the singers sang, and the 
trumpeters sounded: and all this con- 
tinued until the burnt offering was 
finished. 

29 And when they had made an end of 
offering, the king and all that were pres- 
ent with him bowed themselves, and 
worshipped. 

30 Moreover Héz-é-ki’-ah the king and 
the princes commanded the Lé’-vites to 
sing praise unto the LorpD with the words 
of Da’-vid, and of A’-saph the seer. And 
they sang praises with gladness, and they 
bowed their heads and worshipped. 

31 Then Héz-é-ki’-ah answered and 
said, Now ye have consecrated your- 
selves unto the Lorp, come near and 
bring sacrifices and thank offerings into 
the house of the Lorp. And the congre- 
gation brought in sacrifices and thank 
offerings ; and as many as were of a free 
heart burnt offerings. 

_ 32 And the number of the burnt offer- 
ings, which the congregation brought, 
was threescore and ten bullocks, an 
hundred rams, and two hundred lambs: 
all these were for a burnt offering to the 
ee And th 

nd the consecrated things were six 
hundred oxen and three thousand sheep. 

34 But the priests were too few, so that 
they could not flay all the burnt offer- 
ings: wherefore their brethren the Lé’- 
vites did help them, till the work was 
ended, and until the other priests had 
sanctified themselves: for: the Lé’-vites

were more upright in heart to sanctify 
themselves than the priests. 

35. And also the burnt offerings were in 
abundance, with the fat of the peace of- 
ferings, and the drink offerings for every 
burnt offering. So the service of the 
house of the LorpD was set in order. 

36 And Héz-é-ki’-ah rejoiced, and all 
the people, that God had prepared the 
people: for the thing was done suddenly. 


Chapter 30 
ND Héz-é-ki’-ah sent to all 18’-ra-él 
\ and Ja’-dah, and wrote letters also 
to E’-phra-im and Ma-nas’-séh, that they 
should come to the house of the LorD at 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém, to keep the passover unto 
the Lorp God of I8’-ra-él. 
2 For the king had taken counsel, and 
_ his princes, and all the congregation in 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém, to keep the passover in the 
second month. 

3 For they could not keep it at that 
time, because the priests had not sancti- 
fied themselves sufficiently, neither had 
the people gathered themselves together 
to Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

4 And the thing pleased the king and 

‘ all the congregation. 

5 So they established a decree to make 
proclamation throughout all_Is’-ra-él, 
from Béér—shé’-ba even to Dan, that 
they should come to keep the passover 
unto the Lorp Ged of Is’-ra-él at Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém: for they had not done it of a 
long time in such sort as it was written. 

6 So the posts went with the letters 
from the king and his princes throughout 
all 1g’-ra-é] and Ja’-dah, and according to 
the commandment of the king, saying, 
Ye children of i8’-ra-él, turn again unto 
the Lorp God of A’-bra-ham, i’-saac, 
and is’-ra-él, and he will return to the 
remnant of you, that are escaped out of 
the hand of the kings of As-syr’-i-a. 

7 And be not ye like your fathers, and 
like your brethren, which trespassed 
against the Lorp God of their fathers, 
who therefore gave them up to desola- 
tion, as ye see. 

8 Now be ye not stiffnecked, as your 
fathers were, but yield yourselves unto 
the Lorp, and enter into his sanctuary, 
which he hath sanctified for ever: and 
serve the Lorp your God, that the 
fierceness of his wrath may turn away 
from you. f 

9 For if ye turn again unto the Lorp, 
your brethren and your children shall 
find compassion before them that lead 
them captive, so that they shall come 
again into this land: for the LoRD your 
God is gracious and merciful, and will 
not turn away his face from you, if ye re- 
turn unto him. ? x 

10 So the posts passed from city to city 
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through the country of E’-phra-im and 
Ma-nas’-séh even unto Zé-bi’-lun: but 
they laughed them to scorn, and mocked 
them. 

11 Nevertheless: divers of Ash’-ér and 
Ma-nas’-séh and of Zé-bti’-lun humbled 
themselves, and came to Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

12 Also in Ja’-dah the hand of God was 
to give them one heart to do the com- 
mandment of the king and of the princes, 
by the word of the Lorp. 

13 @ And there assembled at Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém much people to keep the feast of 
unleayened bread in the second month, a 
very great congregation. 

14 And they arose and took away the 
altars that were in Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and all 
the altars for incense took they away, and 
cast them into the brook Ki’-dron. 

15 Then they killed the passover on the 
fourteenth day of the second month: and 
the priests and the Lé’-vites were 
ashamed, and sanctified themselves, and 
brought in the burnt offerings into the 
house of the Lorp. : 

16 And they stood in their place after 
their manner, according to the law of 
MO’-sés the man -of “God: the priests 
sprinkled the blood, which they re- 
ceived-of the hand of the Lé’-vites. 

7 For there were many in the congre- 
gation that were not sanctified: therefore 
the Lé’-vites had the charge of the killing 
of the passovers for every one that was 
not clean, to sanctify them unto the 
Lorp. 

18 For a multitude of the people, even 
many of E’-phra-im, and Ma-nas’-séh, 
Is’-sa-char, and Zé-bi’-lun, had not 
cleansed themselves, yet did they eat the 
passover otherwise than it was written. 
But Héz-é-ki’-ah prayed for them, say- 
ing, The good Lorp pardon every one 

19 That prepareth his heart to seek 
God, the Lorp God of his fathers, 
though he be not cleansed according_to 
the purification of the sanctuary. 

20 And the Lorp hearkened to Héz- 
é-ki’-ah, and healed the people. 

21 And the children of {§’-ra-él that 
were present at Jé-ri’-sa-lém kept the 
feast of unleavened bread seven days 
with great gladness: and the Lé’-vites 
and the priests praised the Lorp day by 
day, singing with loud instruments unto 
the Lorp. 

22. And’ Héz-é-ki’-ah spake comfort- 
ably unto all the Lé’-vites that taught the 
good knowledge of the Lorp: and they 
did eat throughout the feast seven days, 
offering peace offerings, and making 
aig to the Lorp God of their fa- 
thers. 

23 And the whole assembly took coun- 
sel to keep other seven days: and they 
kept other seven days with gladness. 


I! CHRONICLES 31 
24 For Héz-é-ki’-ah king of Ja’-dah did 
give to the congregation a thousand 
bullocks and seven thousand sheep; and 
the princes gave to the congregation a 
thousand bullocks and ten thousand 
sheep: and a great number of priests 
sanctified themselves. : sage 

25 And all the congregation of Ja’-dah, 
with the priests and the Lé’-vites, and all 
the congregation that came out of {§’- 
ra-él, and the strangers that came out of 
the land of I8’-ra-él, and that dwelt in 
Ja’-dah, rejoiced. ; } ic 

26 So there was great joy in Jé-rii’- 
sa-lém: for since the time of S6I’-6-mon 
the son of Da’-vid king of Is’-ra-€1 there 
was not the like in Jé-ra’-sa-lém. 

27 @ Then the priests the Lé’-vites 
arose and blessed the people: and their 
voice was heard, and their prayer came 
up to his holy dwelling place, even unto 
heaven. : 


Chapter 31 


N&yY when all this was finished, all 
is‘-ra-él that were present went out 
to the cities of Ja’-dah, and brake the im- 
ages in pieces, and cut down the groves, 
and threw down the high places and the 
altars out of all Ja’-dah and Bén’-j4-min, 
in E’-phra-im also and Ma-nas’-séh, until 
they had utterly destroyed them all, Then 
all the children of 18’-ra-él returned, 
every man to his possession, into their 
Own cities. 

2 ¢ And Hé€z-é-ki’-ah appointed the 
courses of the priests and the Lé’-vites 
after their courses, every man according 
to his service, the priests and Lé’-vites 
for burnt offerings and for peace offer- 
ings, to minister, and to give thanks, and 
to praise in the gates of the tents of the 
Lorp. 

3 He appointed also the king’s portion 
of his substance for the burnt offerings, 
to wit, for the morning and evening burnt 
offerings, and the burnt offerings for the 
sabbaths, and for the new moons, and 
for the set feasts, as it is written in the 
law of the Lorn, 

4 Moreover he commanded the people 
that dwelt in Jé-ra’-sa-lém to give the 
portion of the priests and the Lé’-vites, 


that they might be encouraged in the law’ 


of the Lorp. 

5 @ And as soon as the commandment 
came abroad, the children of {g’-ra-é] 
brought in abundance the firstfruits of 
corn, wine, and oil, and honey, and of 
all the increase of the field; and the tithe 
of all things brought they in abundantly. 

nd concerning the children of {§’- 
ra-él and Ja’-dah, that dwelt in the cities 
of Ja’-dah, they also brought in the tithe 
of oxen and sheep, and the tithe of holy 
things which were consecrated unto the 
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Lorp their God, and laid them by heaps. 

7 In the third month they began to lay 
the foundation of the heaps, and finished 
them in the seventh month. 

8 And when Héz-é-ki’-Ah and the 
princes came and saw the heaps, they 
Disssedt the Lorp, and his people ig§’- 
ra-él. 

9 Then Héz-é-ki’-4h questioned with 
the priests and the Lé’-vites concerning 
the heaps. | 

10 And Az-a-ri’-4h the chief priest of 
the house of Za’-d6k answered him, and 
said, Since the people began to bring the 
offerings into the house of the Lorp, we 
have had enough to eat, and have left 
plenty: for the Lorp hath blessed his 
people ; and that which is left is this great 
store. 

11 @ Then Héz-é-ki’-4h commanded to 
prepare chambers in the house of the 
Lorp; and they prepared them, 

12 And brought in the praabese i and the 
tithes and the dedicated things faithfully: 
over which C6-n6-ni’-a4h the Lé’-vite was 
ruler, and Shim’-é-i his brother was the 
next. 

13. And Jé-hi‘-él, and Az-&-zi’-th, and 
Na’-hath, and As’-a-hél, and Jér’-i-mOth, 
and J0d’-za-bad, and £-li’-8l, and js. 
ma-chi’-ah, and Ma’-hath, and Bé-nai’- 
ah, were overseers under the hand of Cé- 
no-ni’-ah and Shim/’-é-i his brother, at 
the commandment of Héz-é-ki’-ah ‘the 
king, and. Az-a-ri’-4h the ruler of the 
house of God. F 

14 And K6r’-é the son of Im/’-nah the 
Lé’-vite, the porter toward the east, was 
over the freewill offerings of God, to 
distribute the oblations of the Lorp, and 
the most holy things. 

> And next him were E’-dén, and 
Min-i’-4-min, and Jésh’-0-4, and Shém- 
ai’-4h, Am-a-ri’-ah, and Shéc-a-ni’-ah, in 
the cities of the priests, in their set Office, 
to give to their brethren by courses, as 
well to the great as to the small: 

16 Beside their genealogy of males, 
from three years old and upward, even 
unto every one that entereth into the 
house of the Lorp, his daily portion for 
their service in their charges according to 
peer peareea 

oth to the genealogy of the priests 
by the house of their fathers, and the 
Lé’-vites from twenty years old and up- 
ward, in their charges by their courses; 

18 And to the genealogy of all their 
little ones, their wives, and their sons, 
and their daughters, through all the 
congregation: for in their set office they 
sanctified themselves in holiness: 

19 Also of the sons of Aa’-ron_ the 
Priests, which were in the fields of the 
suburbs of their cities, in every several 
city, the men that were expressed by 
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name, to give portions to all the males 
among the priests, and to all that were 
pekoss by genealogies among the Lé’- 
vites. 

~ 20 @. And thus did  Héz-é-ki’-ah 
throughout all Ja’-dah, and wrought 
that which was good and right and truth 
before the Lorp his God. 

21 And in every work that he began in 
the service of the house of God, and in 
the law, and in the commandments, to 
seek his God, he did it with all his heart, 
and prospered. 


Chapter 32 


FTER these things, and the establish- 

. ment thereof, Sén-nach’-ér-ib king 
of As-syr’-i-a came, and entered into Ji’- 
dah, and encamped against the fenced 
cities, and thought to win them for 
-himself. 

2 And when Héz-é-ki’-ah saw that Sén- 
nach’-ér-ib was come, and that he was 
purposed to fight against Jé-rii’-sa-lém, 

3 He took counsel with his princes and 

his mighty men to stop the waters of the 
fountains which were without the city: 
and they did help him. 
_4 So there was gathered much people 
together, who stopped all the fountains, 
and the brook that ran through the midst 
of the land, saying, Why should the kings 
of As-syr’-i-a come, and find much 
water ? 

5 Also he strengthened himself, and 
built up all the wall that was broken, and 
raised it up to the towers, and another 
wall without, and repaired Mil’-16 in the 
city of Da’-vid, and made darts and 
shields in abundance. 

6 And he set captains of war over the 
people, and gathered them together to 
him in the street of the gate of the city, 
and spake comfortably to them, saying, 

7 Be strong and courageous, be not 
afraid nor dismayed for the king of As- 
syr’-i-a, nor for all the multitude that is 
with him: for there be more with us than 
with him: t 

8 With him is an arm of flesh; but with 
us is the LorD our God to help us, and to 
fight our battles. And the people rested 
themselves upon the words of Héz-é- 
ki’-ah king of Ja’-dah. | 46S. 

9 g After this did Sén-nach’-ér-ib king 
of As-syr’-i-a send his servants to Jé-ra’- 
sa-lém, (but he himself laid siege against 
La’-chish, and all his power with ; 
unto Héz-é-ki’-ah king of Ja’-dah, and 
unto all Ja’-dah that were at Jé-ri’-sa- 
lém, Sa. ing, # otis ‘3 

10 Thus saith Sén-nach’-ér-ib king of 
ks-syr’-i-a, Whereon do ye trust, that ye 
abide in the siege in Jé-ra’-sa-lém ? 

11 Doth not Héz-é-ki’-ah persuade you 
to give over yourselves to die by famine 
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and by thirst, saying, The Lorp our God 
shall deliver us out of the hand of the 
king of As-syr’-i-a? 

12 Hath not the same Héz-é-ki’-ah 
taken away his high places and _ his 
altars, and commanded Ji’-dah and Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém, saying, Ye shall worship be- 
ee one altar, and burn incense upon 
Ww: 

13 Know ye not what I and my fathers 
have done unto all the people of other 
lands? were the gods of the nations of 
those lands any ways able to deliver their 
lands out of mine hand? 

14 Who was there among all the gods 
of those nations that my fathers utterly 
destroyed, that could deliver his people 
out of mine hand,.that your God should 
be able to deliver you out of mine hand? 

15 Now therefore let not Héz-é-ki’-ah 
deceive you, nor persuade you on this 
manner, neither yet believe him: for no 
god of any nation or kingdom was able 
to deliver his people out of mine hand, 
and out of the hand of my fathers: how 
much less shall your God deliver you 
out of mine hand? 

16 And his servants-spake yet more 
against the Lorp-God, and against his 
servant Héz-é-ki’-ah. 

17 He wrote also letters to rail on the 
Lorp God of fs’-ra-él, and to speak 
against him, saying, As the gods of the 
nations of other lands have not delivered 
their people out of mine hand, so shall 
not the God of Héz-é-ki’-ah deliver his 
people out of mine hand. 

8 Then they cried with a loud voice in 
the Jéws’ speech unto the people of Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém that were on the wall, to af- 
fright them, and to trouble them; that 
they might take the city. 

19 And they spake against the God of 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém, as against the gods of the 
people of the earth, which were the work 
of the hands of man. 

20 And for this cause Héz-é-ki’-ah the 
king, and the prophet I-sai’-ah the son of 
A’-m6z, prayed and cried to. heaven. 

21 ¢ And the Lorp sent an angel, 
which cut off all the mighty men of 
valour, and the leaders and captains in 
the camp of the king of As-syr’-i-a. So he 
returned with shame of face to his own 
land. And when he was come into the 
house of his god, they that came forth 
of his own bowels slew him there with 


) the sword. 


22 Thus the Lorp saved Héz-é-ki’-ah 
and the inhabitants of Jé-ra’-sa-lém from 
the hand of Sén-nach’-ér-ib the king of 
As-syr’-i-a, and from the hand of all 
other, and guided them on every side. 

23 d many brought gifts unto the 
Lorp to Jé-rii’-sa-lém, and presents to 
Héz-é-ki’-ah king of Ja’-dah: so that he 
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was magnified in the sight of all nations 
from thenceforth. a 2 

24 F In those days Héz-é-ki’-ah was 
sick to the death, and prayed unto the 
LorpD: and he spake unto him, and he 

ave him a sign. ! 
oh But Héz-é-ki’-ah rendered not again 
according to the benefit done unto him; 
for his heart was lifted up: therefore 
there was wrath upon him, and upon Ji’- 
dah and Jé-ra’-sa-lém. Leet 

26 Notwithstanding Héz-é-ki’-4h hum- 
bled himself for the pride of his heart, 
both he and the inhabitants of Jé-ra’-sa- 
lém, so that the wrath of the Lorp came 
not upon them in the days of Héz-é- 
ki’-ah. 

27-¢ And Héz-é-ki’-ah had exceeding 
much riches and honour: and he made 
himself treasuries for silver, and for 
gold, and for precious stones, and for 
spices, and for shields, and for all manner 
of pleasant jewels; 

28 Storehouses also for the increase of 
corn, and wine, and oil; and stalls for all 
manner of beasts, and cotes for flocks. 

29 Moreover he provided him cities, 
and possessions of ‘flocks and herds in 
abundance: for God had given him sub- 
stance very much. : 

30 This same Héz-é-ki’-4h also stopped 
the upper watercourse of Gi’-hén, and 
brought it straight down to the west side 
of the city of Da’-vid. And Héz-é-ki’-4h 
prospered in all his works. 

1 9 Howbeit in the business of the am- 
bassadors of the princes of Bab’-¥-lon, 
who sent unto him to enquire of the 
wonder that was done in the land, God 
left him, to try him, that he might know 
all that was in his heart. 

32, ¥ Now the rest of the acts of Héz-é- 
ki’-ah, and his goodness, behold, they 
are written in the vision of i-sai/-ah the 
prophet, the son of A’-m6z, and in the 
peck of the kings of Ja’-dah and {§’: 
ra-él. 

33 And Héz-é-ki’-4h slept with his fa- 
thers, and they buried him in the chiefest 
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broken down, and he reared up altars 
for Ba’-a-lim, and made groves, and 
worshipped all the host of heaven, and 
served them. 

4 Also he built altars in the house of the 
Lorp, whereof the Lorp had said, In 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém shall my name be for ever, 

5 And he built altars for all the host of 
heaven in the two courts of the house of 
the Lorp. : 

6 And he caused his children to pass 
through the fire in the valley of the son of 
Hin’-nom: also he observed times, and 
used enchantments, and used witchcraft, 
and dealt with a familiar spirit, and with 
wizards: he wrought much evil in the 
sight of the Lorp, to provoke him to 
anger. 

7 And he set a carved image, the idol 
which he had made, in the house of God, 
of which God had said to Da’-vid and to 
Sol’-6-mon his son, In this house, and in 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém, which I have chosen be- 
fore all the tribes of {§’-ra-él, will I put 
my name for ever: ‘ 

8 Neither will I any more remove the 

foot of I8’-ra-é1 from out of the land 
which I have appointed for your fathers; 
so that they will take heed to do all that I 
have commanded them, according to the 
whole law and the statutes and the 
ordinances by the hand of MO’-sés. 
2 So Ma-nas’-séh made Ja’-dah and the 
inhabitants of Jé-ra’-sa-lém to err, and to 
do worse than the heathen, whom the 
Lorp had destroyed before the children 
of Is’-ra-él. 

10 And the Lorp spake to Ma-nas’- 
sth, and to his people: but they would 
not hearken. 

11 { Wherefore the Lorp brought up- 
on them the captains of the host of the 
king of As-syr’-i-4, which took Ma-nas’- 
séh-among the thorns, and bound him 
yeas fetters, and carried him to Bab’- 
y-ion. 

12 And when he was in affliction, he 
besought the Lorp his God, and humbled 
himself greatly before the God of his

Chapter 33 


A-NAS’-SEH was twelve years old 

when he began to reign, and he 

reigned fifty and five years in Jé-rij’- 
sa-lém: 

2 But did that which was evil in the sight 
of the Lorp, like unto the abominations 
of the heathen, whom the Lorp had cast 
out before the children of is’-ra-él, 

'3 ¢ For he built again the high places 
which Héz-é-ki’-ah his father had 


athers, 

13 And prayed unto him: and he was 
intreated of him, and heard his supplica- 
tion, and brought him again to Jé-ra’- 
sa-lém into his kingdom. Then Ma-nas’- 
séh knew that the Lorp he was God. 

14 Now after this he built a wall with- 
Out the city of Da’-vid, on the west side 
of Gi’-h6n, in the valley, even to the en- 
tering in at the fish gate, and compassed 
about 6’-phél, and raised it up a very 
great height, and put captains of war in 
all the fenced cities of Ja’-dah. 

15 And he took away the strange gods, 
and the idol out of the house of the 
Lorp, and all the altars that he had built 
in the mount of the house of the Lorp, 
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and in Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and cast them out of 
the city. 

16 And he repaired the altar of the 
Lorp, and sacrificed thereon peace offer- 
ings and thank offerings, and com- 


'. manded Jia’-dah to serve the Lorp God 


of 18’-ra-él. 

17 Nevertheless the people did sacri- 
fice still in the high places, yet unto the 
Lorp their God only. 

18 @ Now the rest of the acts of Ma- 
nas’-séh, and his prayer unto his God, 
and the words of the seers that spake to 
him in the name of the Lorp God of 
1s’-ra-él, behold, they are written in the 
book of the kings of Is’-ra-él. 

19 His prayer also, and how God was 
intreated of him, and all his sins, and his 
trespass, and the places wherein he built 
high places, and set up groves and graven 
images, before he was humbled: behold, 
they are written among the sayings of the 
seers. 

20 ¢ So Ma-nas’-séh slept with his fa- 
thers, and they buried him in his own 
house: and A’-m6n his son reigned in his 
stead. 

21 ¥¢ A’-mOn was two and twenty years 
old when he began to reign, and reigned 
two years in Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

22 But he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorp, as did Ma-nas’-séh 
his father: for A’-mon sacrificed unto all 
the carved images which Ma-nas’-séh 
his father had made, and served them; 

23 And humbled not himself before the 
Lorp, as Ma-nas’-séh his father had 
humbled himself; but A’-mon trespassed 
more and more. 

24 And his servants conspired against 
him, and slew him in his own house. 
25 @ But the people of the land slew 
all them that had conspired against king 
A’-mon; and the people of the land made 
J6-si’-ah his son king in his stead. 


Chapter 34 


breeds was eight years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned in Jé- 
Ta’-sa-lém one and thirty years. | 

2 And he did that which was right in the 
sight of the Lorp, and walked in the 
ways of Da’-vid his father, and declined 
neither to the right hand, nor to the left. 

3 ¢ For in the eighth year of his reign, 
while he was yet young, he began to seek 
after the God of Da’-vid his father: and 
in the twelfth year he began to purge Ji’- 
dah and Jé-ri’-sa-lém from the high 
places, and the groves, and the carved 
images, and the molten images. 
. 4 And they brake down the altars of 

Ba’-a-lim in his presence; and. the 
images, that were on high above them, he 
cut down; and the groves, and the carved 
images, and the molten images, he brake 
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in pieces, and made dust of them, and 
strowed it upon the graves of them that 
had sacrificed unto them. 

5 And he burnt the bones of the priests 
upon their altars, and cleansed Ji’-dah 
and Jé-ra’-sa-lém. 

6 And so did he in the cities of Ma-nas’- 
sth, and E’-phra-im, and Sim’-é-on, even 
unto Naph’-ta-li, with their mattocks 
round about. 

7 And when he had broken down the 
altars and the groves, and had beaten the 
graven images into powder, and cut 
down all the idols throughout all the 
land of i8’-ra-él, he returned to Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém. 

8 ¢ Now in the eighteenth year of his 
reign, when he had purged the land, and 
the house, he sent Sha’-phan the son of 
Az-a-li’-ah, and Ma-a-séi’-ah the gover- 
nor of the city, and JO’-ah the son of Jo’- 
4-haz the recorder, to repair the house of 
the Lorp his God. 

9 And when they came to Hil-ki’-ah the 
high priest, they delivered the money that 
was brought into the house of God, 
which the Lé’-vites that kept the doors 
had gathered of the hand of Ma-nas’-séh 
and E’-phra-im, and of all the remnant of 
1s’-ra-él, and of all Ja’-dah and Bén’- 
ja-min; and they returned to Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém. 

10 And they put zt in the hand of the 
workmen that had the oversight of the 
house of the Lorp, and they gave it to 
the workmen that wrought in the house 
of the Lorp, to repair and amend the 
house: 

11 Even to the artificers and builders 
gave they it, to buy hewn stone, and 
timber for couplings, and to floor the 
houses which the kings of Ja’-dah had 
destroyed. 

12 And the men did the work faith- 
fully: and the overseers of them were 
Ja’-hath and 6-ba-di’-ah, the Lé’-vites, of 
the sons of Mé-rar’-i; and Zéch-a-ri’-ah 
and Mé-shul’-lam, of the sons of the K6’- 
hath-ites, to set it forward; and other of 
the Lé-vites, all that could’skill of instru- 
ments of musick. 

13 Also they were over the bearers 
of burdens, and were overseers of all 
that wrought the work in any manner 
of service: and of the Lé’-vites there 
were scribes, and officers, and porters. 

14 @ And when they brought out the 
money that was brought into the house 
of the Lorp, Hil-ki’-ah the priest found 
a book of the law of the LorD given by 
MO’-sés. ; 

15 And Hil-ki’-4h answered and said 
to Sha’-phan the scribe, I have found the 
book of the law in the house of the Lorp. 
And Hil-ki’-ah delivered the book to 
Sha’-phan. 
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16 And Sha’-phan carried the book to 
the king, and brought the king word 
back again, saying, All that was com- 
mitted to thy servants, they do it. 

17 And they have gathered together 
the money that was found in the house of 
the Lorp,; and have delivered it into the 
hand of the overseers, and to the hand of 
the workmen. ' 

18 Then Sha’-phan the scribe told the 
king, saying, Hil-ki’-ah the priest hath 
given me a book. And Sha’-phan read it 
before the king. 4 

19 And it came to pass, when the king 
had heard the words of the law, that he 
rent his clothes. i 

20 And the king commanded _Hil- 
ki’-ah, and A-hi’-kam the son of Sha’- 
phan, and Ab’-d6én the son of Mi’-cah, 
and Sha’-phan the scribe, and A-sai’-ah a 
servant of the king’s, saying, 

21 Go, enquire of the.Lorp for me, and 
for them that are left in Is’-ra-él and in 
Ja’-dah, concerning the words of the 
book that is found: for great is the wrath 
of the Lorp that is poured out upon us, 
because our fathers have not kept the 
word of the Lorpb, to do after all that is 
written in this book. 

22 And Hil-ki’-ah, and they that the 
king had appointed, went to Hul’-dah the 
prophetess, the wife of Shal’-lim the son 
of Tik’-vath, the son of Has’-rah, keeper 
of the wardrobe; (now she dwelt in Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém in the college :) and they spake 
to her to that effect. 

23 @ And she_answered them, Thus 
saith the Lorp God of Is’-ra-él, Tell ye 
the man that sent you to me, 

24 Thus saith the Lorp, Behold, I will 
bring evil upon this place, and upon the 
inhabitants thereof, even all the curses 
that are written in the book which they 
have read before the king of Ja’-dah: 

25 Because they have forsaken me, and 
have burned incense unto other gods, 
that they might provoke, me to anger 
with all the works of their hands; there- 
fore my wrath shall be poured out upon 
this place, and shall not be quenched. 

26 And as for the king of Ja’-dah, who 
sent you to enquire of the Lorp, so shall 
ye say unto him, Thus saith the Lorp 
God of 18’-ra-é1 concerning the words 
which thou hast heard; 

27 Because thine heart was tender, and 
thou didst humble thyself before God, 
when thou heardest his words against 
this place, and against the inhabitants 
thereof, and humbledst thyself before 
me, and didst rend thy clothes, and weep 
before me; I have even heard thee also, 
saith the Lorp. 

28 Behold, I will gather thee to thy fa- 
thers, and thou shalt be gathered to thy 
grave in peace, neither shall thine eyes 
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see all the evil that I will bring upon this 
place, and upon the inhabitants of the 
same. So they brought the king word 
again. 

29 ¢ Then the king sent and gathered 
together all the elders of Ja’-dah and Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém. 

30 And the king went up into the house 
of the Lorp, and all the men of Ja’-dah, 
and the inhabitants of Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and 
the priests, and the Lé’-vites, and all the 
people, great and small: and he read in 
their ears all the words of the book of the 
covenant that was found in the house of 
the Lorp. 

31 And the king'stood in his place, and 
made a covenant before the Lorpb, to 
walk after the Lorp, and to keep his 
commandments, and his testimonies, and 
his statutes, with all his heart, and with 
all his soul, to perform the words of the 
covenant which are written in this book. 

2 And he caused all that were present 
in Jé-rii’-sa-lém and Bén’-ja-min to stand 
to it. And the inhabitants of Jé-rd’-sa- 
lém did according to the covenant of 
God, the God of their fathers. 

33 And J6-si’-Ah took away all the 
abominations out of all the countries 
that pertained to the children of {§’-ra-el, 
and. made all that were present in Is’- 
ra-él to serve, even to serve the Lorp 
their God. And all his days they departed 
not from following the Lorp, the God of 
their fathers. 


Chapter 35 


OREOVER Jo-si’-ah kept a_pass- 

over unto the Lorp in Jé-rii’-sa- 

lém: and they killed the passover on the 
fourteenth day of the first month. 

2 And he set the priests in their charges, 
and encouraged them to the service of 
the house of the Lorp, 

3 And said unto the Lé’-vites that 
taught all is’-ra-é1, which were holy unto 
the LorD, Put the holy ark in the house 
which S6l’-6-mon the son of Da’-vid 
king cf I8’-ra-él did build; it shall not bea 
burden upon your shoulders: serve now 
the Lorp your God, and his people 
Is’-ra-él, 

4 And prepare yourselves by the houses 
of your fathers, after your courses, ac- 
cording to the writing of Da’-vid king of 
Is’-ra-€l, and according to the writing of 
Sol’-6-mon his son. : 

5 And stand in the holy place according 
to the divisions of the families of the fa- 
thers of your brethren the people, and 
after the division of the families of the 
Lé’-vites. 

6 So kill the passover, and sanctify 
yourselves, and prepare your brethren, 
that they may do according to the word 
of the Lorp by the hand of MO’-sé§. 
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7 And Jo-si’-ah gave to the people, of 
the flock, lambs and kids, all for the 
Passover offerings, for all that were pres- 
ent, to the number of thirty thousand, 
_ and three thousand bullocks: these were 

of the king’s substance. 

And his princes gave willingly unto 
the people, to the priests, and to the Lé’- 
vites; Hil-ki’-Ah and Zéch-a-ri’-ah and 
Jé-hi’-él, rulers of the house of God, gave 
unto the priests for the passover offer- 
ings two thousand and six hundred 
small cattle, and three hundred oxen. 

9 Co-na-ni’-ah also, and Shém-4ai’-4h 
and Néth’-a-néél, his brethren, and 
Hash-a-bi’-4h and Jé-i’-é1 and Jd’-za- 
bad, chief of the Lé’-vites, gave unto 
the Lé’-vites for passover offerings five 
thousand small cattle, and five hundred 
oxen. 

10 So the service was prepared, and the 
priests stood in their place, and the Lé’- 
vites in their courses, according to the 

ing’s commandment. ’ 

11 And they killed the passover, and 
the priests sprinkled the blood from their 
hands, and the Lé’-vites flayed them. 

12 And they removed the burnt offer- 
ings, that they might give according to 
the divisions of the families of the 
people, to offer unto the Lorp, as it is 
written in the book of M6’-sés. And so 
did they with the oxen. 

13 And they roasted the passover with 
fire according to the ordinance: but the 
other holy offerings sod they in pots, and 
in caldrons, and in pans, and divided 
them speedily among all the people. 

14 And afterward they made ready for 
themselves, and for the priests: because 
the priests the sons of Aa’-ron were 
busied in offering of burnt offerings and 
the fat until night ; therefore the Lé’-vites 
prepared for themselves, and for the 
priests the sons of Aa’-ron. lt, 

15 And the singers the sons of A’-saph 
were in their place, according to the com- 
mandment of Da’-vid, and A’-saph, and 
Hé’-man, and Jé-dt’-thin the king’s 
seer ; and the porters waited at every gate; 
they might not depart from their service; 
for their brethren the Lé’-vites prepared 
for them. 

16 So all the service of the LorpD was 
prepared the same day, to keep the 
passover, and to offer burnt offerings 
upon the altar of the Lorn, according to 
the commandment of king J6-si’-ah. 

17 And the children of Is’-ra-é1 that 
were present kept the passover at ‘that 
time, and the feast of unleavened bread 
seven days. . 

- 18 And there was no passover like to 
that kept in I8’-ra-€1 from the days of 
Sam’-i-é] the prophet ; neither did all the 
kings of I8’-ra-é] keep such a passover as 
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J6-si’-ah kept, and the priests, and the 
Lé’-vites, and all Ja’-dah and {§’-ra-él 
that were present, and the inhabitants of 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém. 

19 In the eighteenth year of the reign of 
J6-si’-ah was this passover kept. 

20 ¢ After all this, when J6-si’-4h had 
prepared the temple, Né’-chd king of 
E’-gypt came up to fight against Char- 
ché’-mish by f£u-phra’-tés: and Jo-si’-ah 
went out against him. 

21 But he sent ambassadors to him, 
saying, What have I to do with thee, thou 
king of JG’-dah? J come not against thee 
this day. but against the house wherewith 
I have war: for God commanded me to 
make haste: forbear thee from meddling 
with God, who is with me, that he destroy 
thee not. 

22 Nevertheless J6-si’-Ah would not 
turn his face from him, but disguised 
himself, that he might fight with him, and 
hearkened not unto the words of Né’-cho 
from the mouth of God, and came to 
fight in the valley of Mé-gid’-do. 

23 And the archers shot at king J6-si’- 
ah; and the king said to his servants, 
Have me away; for I am sore wounded. 

24 His servants therefore took him out 
of that chariot, and put him in the second 
chariot-that he had; and they brought 
him to Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and he died, and 
was buried in one of the sepulchres of his 
fathers. And all Ja’-dah and Jé-ri’-sa- 
lém mourned for J6-si’-ah: 

25 ¢ And Jér-é-mi’-4h lamented for 
J6-si’-ah: and all the singing men and the 
singing women spake of JO-si’-4h in their 
lamentations to this day, and made them 
an ordinance in I8’-ra-él:. and, behold, 
they are written in the lamentations. 

26 Now the rest of the acts of J6-si’-ah, 
and his goodness, according to that 
which was written in the law of the Lorp, 

27 And his deeds, first and last, behold, 
they are written in the book of the kings 
of Is’-ra-él1 and Ja’-dah. 


Chapter 36 


Osten the people of the-land took Jé- 
h6’-a-haz the son of Jo-si’-ah, and 
made him king in his father’s stead in Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém. 

2 Jé-h6’-a-haz was twenty and three 
years old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned three months in Jé-rii’-sa-lém. 

3 And the king of E’-gypt put him down 
at Jé-rai’-sa-lém, and condemned the 
land in an hundred talents of silver and a 
talent of gold. , 

4 And the king of £’-gypt made £-li’- 
a-kim his brother king over Jia’-dah and 
Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and turned his name to 
Jé-héi’-a-kim. And Né’-chid took~ Jé- 
ho’-a-haz his brother, and carried him to 
E’-gypt. 
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5 7 Jé-hoi’-4-kim was twenty and five 
years old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned eleven years in J é-ra’-sa-lém: and 
he did that which was evil in the sight of 
the Lorp his God. 

6 Against him came up Néb-i-chad- 
néz’-zar king of Bab’-y-lon, and bound 
pane in fetters, to carry him to Bab’- 
y-lon. : 

7 Néb-t-chad-néz’-zar also carried of 
the vessels of the house of the LorD to 
Bab’-y-lon, and put them in his temple at 
Bab’-y-lon. dh 

8 Now the rest of the acts of Jé-hoi’-a- 
kim, and his abominations which he did, 
and that which was found in him, be- 
hold, they, are written in the book of the 
kings of Is’-ra-€1 and Ja’-dah: and Jé- 
hoi’-a-chin his son reigned in his stead. 

9 ¢ Jé-hoi’-a-chin was eight years old 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
three months and ten days in Jé-ra’- 
sa-lém: and he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lorp. i 

10 And when the year was expired, 
king Néb--chad-néz’-zar sent, and 
brought him to Bab’-y-lon, with the 
goodly vessels of the house of the Lorp, 
and made Zéd-é-ki’-ah his brother king 
over Ja’-dah and Jé-rii’-s4-lém. 

q Zéd-é-ki’-ah was one and twenty 
years old when he began to reign, and 
reigned eleven years in Jé-rii’-sa-lém. 

12 And he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorp his God, and humbled 
not himself before Jér-é-mi’-4h the 
prophet speaking from the mouth of the 
Lorp. 

13 And he also rebelled against king 
Néb-t-chad-néz’-zar, who had made him 
swear by God: but he stiffened his neck, 
and hardened his heart from turning un- 
to the Lorp God of {§’-ra-él, 

14 Moreover all the chief of the 
priests, and the people, transgressed very 
much after all the abominations of the 
heathen; and polluted the house of the 
LorD which he had hallowed in Jé-rii’- 
sa-lém. 

15 And the Lorp God of their fathers 
sent to them by his messengers, rising up 
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betimes, and sending; because he had 
compassion on his people, and on his 
dwelling place: 

16 But they mocked the messengers of 
God, and despised his words, and mis- 
used his prophets, until the wrath of the 
LorD arose against his people, till there 
was no remedy. 

17 Therefore he brought upon them the 
king of the chal’-déés, who slew their 
young men with the sword in the house 
of their sanctuary, and had no com- 
passion upon young man or maiden, old 
man, or him that stooped for age: he 
gave them all into his hand. 

18 And all the vessels of the house of 
God, great and small, and the treasures 
of the house of the Lorp, and the treas- 
ures of the king, and of his princes; all 
these he brought to Bab’-¥-lon. 

9 And they burnt the house of God, 
and brake down the wall of Jé-rii’-sa- 
lém, and burnt all the palaces thereof 
with fire, and destroyed all the goodly 
vessels thereof. ; 

20 And them that had escaped from the 
sword carried he away to Bab’-y-lon; 
where they were servants to him and his 
sons until the reign of the kingdom of 
Pér’-sia: 

21 To fulfil the word of the Lorp by the 
mouth of Jér-€-mi’-a4h, until the land had 
enjoyed her sabbaths: for as long as she 
lay desolate she kept sabbath, to fulfil 
threescore and ten years. 

2 % Now in the first year of cy’-ris 
king of Pér’-sia, that the word of the 
LorD spoken by the mouth of Jér-é-mi’. 
ah might be accomplished, the Lorp 
stirred up the spirit of Cy’-riis king of 
Pér’-sia, that he made a proclamation 
throughout all his kingdom, and put it 
also in writing, saying, 

23-Thus saith cy’-riis king of Pér’-3ia, 
All the kingdoms of the earth hath the 
Lorp God of heaven given me; and he 
hath charged me to build him an house 
in Jé-ra’-sa-lém, which is in Jia’-dah.

The Lorp his God be with him, and let 
him go up.

64. The whole congregation together 
was forty and two thousand three hun- 
dred and threescore, 

65 Beside their servants and their 
maids, of whom there were seven thou- 
sand three hundred thirty and seven: and 
there were among them two hundred 
singing men and singing women. 

66 Their horses were seven hundred 
thirty and six; their mules, two hundred 
forty and five; : 

67 Their camels, four hundred thirty 
and five; their asses, six thousand seven 
hundred and twenty. 

68 ¢ And some of the chief of the fa- 
thers, when they came to the house of the 
LorpD which is at Jé-ra’-sa-lém, offered 
freely for the house of God to set it up in 
s place: 

69 They gave after their ability unto the 
treasure of the work three score and one 
thousand drams of gold, and five thou- 
sand pound of silver, and one hundred 
priests’ garments. 

70 So the priests, and the Lé’-vites, and 
some of the people, and the singers, and 
the porters, and the Néth’-i-nims, dwelt 
iy thetk cities, and all is’-ra-él in their 
cities, 


Chapter 3 


ANY when the seventh month was 
come, and the children of is’-ra-él 
were in the cities, the people gathered 
themselves together as one man to Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém. 

2 Then stood up Jésh’-ii-4 the son of 
J6’-za-dak, and his brethren the priests, 
and Zé-rib’-ba-bél the son of Shé-al’-ti- 
él, and his brethren, and builded the altar 
of the God of is’-ra-él, to offer burnt 
offerings thereon, as it is written in the 
law of M6O’-8és the man of God. 

3 And they set the altar upon his bases; 
for fear was upon them because of the 
people of those countries: and they of- 
fered burnt offerings thereon unto the 
LorD, even burnt offerings morning and 
evening. 

4 They kept also the feast of taberna- 
cles, as it is written, and offered the daily 
burnt offerings by number, according to 
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the custom, as the duty of every day re- 
quired ; 

5 And afterward offered the continual 
burnt offering, both of the new moons, 
and of all the set feasts of the Lorn that 
_- were consecrated, and of every one that 

' willingly offered a freewill offering unto 
the Lorp. 

6 From the first day of the seventh 
month began they to offer burnt offerings 
unto the Lorp. But the foundation of the 
temple of the LorD was not yer laid. 

7 They gave money also unto the ma- 
sons, and to the carpenters; and meat, 
and drink, and oil, unto them of Zi’-d6n, 
and to them of Tyre, to bring cedar trees 
from Léb’-a-non to the sea of Jop’-pa, 
according to the grant that they had of 
cy’-rus king of Pér’-sia. 

8 @ Now in the second year of their 
coming unto the house of God at Jé-rii’- 
sa-lém, in the second: month, began Zé- 
rub’-ba-bél the son of Shé-al’-ti-él, and 
Jésh’-0-a the son of J6’-za-dak, and the 
remnant of their brethren the priests and 
the Lé’-vites, and all they that were come 
out of the captivity unto Jé-ri’-sa-lém; 
and appointed the Lé’-vites, from twenty 
years old and upward, to set forward the 
work of the house of the Lorp. 

9 Then stood Jésh’-0-a with his sons 
and his brethren, Kad’-mi-él and his 
sons, the sons of Ja’-dah, together, to set 
forward the workmen in the house of 
God: the sons of Hén-a’-dad, with their 
sons and their brethren the Lé’-vites. 

10 And when the builders laid the 
foundation of the temple of the Lorp, 
they set the priests in their apparel with 
trumpets, and the Lé’-vites the sons of 
A’-saph with cymbals, to praise the Lorp, 
after the ordinance of Da’-vid king of 
1§’-ra-él. , 

11 And they sang together by course in 
praising and giving thanks unto the 
Lorp; because he is good, for his mercy 
endureth for ever toward Is’-ra-él. And 
all the people shouted with a great shout, 
when they praised the Lorp, because the 
fonngauign of the house of the LoRD was 
laid. 

12 But many of the priests and Lé’- 
vites and chief of the fathers, who were 
ancient men, that had seen the first house, 
when the foundation of this house was 
laid before their eyes, wept with _a loud 
voice; and many shouted aloud for joy: 

13 So that the people could not discern 
the noise of the shout of joy from the 
noise of the weeping of the people: for 
the people shouted with a loud shout, and 
the noise was heard afar off. 


Chapter 4 


OW when the adversaries of Ja’-dah 
and Bén’-ja-min heard that the chil- 
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dren of the captivity builded the temple 
unto the Lorp God of fs’-ra-él; 

2 Then they came to Zé-rib’-ba-bél, 
and to the chief of the fathers, and said 
unto them, Let us build with you: for we 
seek your God, as ye do; and we do 
sacrifice unto him since the days of E’- 
sdr—had’-don king of As’-sur, which 
brought us up hither. 

3 But Zé-rib’-ba-bél, and Jésh’-i-a, 
and the rest of the chief of the fathers of 
18’-ra-él, said unto them, Ye have nothing 
to do with us to build an house unto our 
God; but we ourselves together will build 
unto the Lorp God of Is’-ra-él, as king 
cy -rus*the king of Pér’-sia hath com- 
manded us. 

4 Then the people of the land weakened 
the hands of the people of Ja’-dah, and 
troubled them in building, 

5 And hired counsellors against them, 
to frustrate their purpose, all the days of 
cy’-rus king of Pér’-sia, even until the 
reign of Da-ri’-us king of Pér’-s1a. 

6 And in the reign of A-has-0-é’-ris, in 
the beginning of his reign, wrote they 
unto him an accusation against the in- 
habitants of Ja’-dah and Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

7 Q And in the days.of Ar-ta-xérx’-é§ 
wrote Bish’-lam, Mith’-ré-dath, Tab’-éél, 
and the rest of their companions, unto 
Ar-ta<xérx’-€§ king of Pér’-5ia; and the 
writing of the letter was written in the 
Syr’-i-an tongue, and interpreted in the 
Syr’-i-an tongue. 

8 Reé’-hum the chancellor and Shim/’- 
shai the scribe wrote a letter against Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém to Ar-ta-xérx’-€§ the king in 
this sort: 

9 Then wrote Ré’-hum the chancellor, 
and Shim’-shai the scribe,-and the rest of 
their companions; the Di’-na-ites, the 
A-phar-sath’-chites, the Tar’-pé-lites, the 
A-phar’-sites, the Ar’-ché-vites, the Bab- 
y-16’-ni-ans, the Si-san’-chites, the Dé- 
ha’-vites, and the E’-lam-ites, 

10 And the rest of, the nations whom 
the great and noble As-nap’-pér brought 
over, and set in the cities of Sa-mar’-i-a, 
and the rest that are on this side the river, 
and at such a time. : 

11 ¢ This is the copy of the letter that 
they sent unto him, even unto Ar-ta- 
xérx’-és the king; Thy servants the men 
on this side the river, and at such a time. 

12 Be it known unto the king, that the 
Jéws which came up from thee to us are 
come unto Jé-ri’-sa-lém, building the 
rebellious and the bad city, and have set 
up the walls thereof, and joined the foun- 
dations. : 

13 Be it known now unto the king, that, 
if this city be builded, and the walls set up 
again, then will they not pay toll, tribute, 
and custom, and so thou shalt endamage 
the revenue of the kings. 
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14 Now because we have maintenance 
from the king’s palace, and it was not 
meet for us to see the king’s dishonour, 
therefore have we sent and certified the 
king; : 

15° That search may be made in the 
book of the records of thy fathers: so 
shalt thou find in the book of the records, 
and know that this city is a rebellious 
city, and _hurtful unto kings and prov- 
inces, and that they have moved sedition 
within the same of old time: for which 
cause was this city destroyed. =. 

16 We certify the king that, if this city 
be builded again, and the walls thereof 
set up, by this means thou shalt have no 
portion on this side the river. 

17 ¢ Then sent the king an answer unto 
Ré’-hum the chancellor, and to Shim’- 
shai the scribe, and fo the rest of their 
companions that dwell in Sa-mar’-i-a, 
and unto the rest beyond the river, Peace, 
and at such a time. 

18 The letter which ye sent unto us hath 
been plainly read before me. 

9 And I commanded, and search hath 
been made, and it is found that this city 
of old time hath made insurrection 
against kings, and that rebellion and sedi- 
tion have been made therein. 

20 There have been mighty kings also 
over Jé-rii’-sa-lém, which have ruled over 
all countries beyond the river; and toll, 
tribute, and custom, was paid unto them. 

21 Give ye now commandment to cause 
these men to cease, and that this city be 
not builded, until another commandment 
shall be given from me. 

22 Take heed now that ye fail not to do 
this: why should damage grow to the 
hurt of the kings? 

3 @ Now when the copy of king Ar’- 
ta-xérx’-és’ letter was read before Ré’- 
hum, and Shim’-shai the scribe, and their 
companions, they went up in haste to 
Jé-r’-sa-lém unto the Jews, and made 
them to cease by force and power. 

24 Then ceased the work of the house 
of God which is at Jé-ri’-s4-lém. So it 
ceased unto the second year of the reign 
of Da-ri’-ts king of Pér’-sia. 


Chapter 5 


"TEN the prophets, Hag’-gai the ch 


,4 prophet, and Zéch-a-ri’-4h the son of 
Id’-dd, prophesied unto the Jéws that 
were in Ja’-dah and Jé-ri’-sa-lém in the 
name of the God of Is’-ra-él, even unto 
them. 

2 Then rose up Zé-rib’-ba-bél the son 
of Shé-al’-ti-él, and Jésh’-0-4 the son of 
J6’-za-dak, and began to build the house 
of God which is at Jé-ri’-sa-lém: and 
with them were the prophets of God 
helping them. 


3 @ At the same time came to them 
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Tat’-nai, governor on this side the river, 
and Shé’-thar—boz’-nai, and their com- 
panions, and said thus unto them, Who 
hath commanded you to build this house, 
and to make up this wall? 

4 Then said we unto them after this 
manner, What are the names of the men 
that make this building? : 

5 But the eye of their God was upon the 
elders of the Jéws, that they could not 
cause them to cease, till the matter came 
to Da-ri’-us: and then they returned 
answer by letter concerning this matter. 

6 ¢ The copy of the letter that Tat’- 
nai, governor on this side the river, and 
Shé’-thar—b6z’-nai, and his companions 
the A-phar’-sa-chites, which were on this 
on the river, sent unto Da-ri’-ts thé 

ing: 

7 They sent a letter unto him, wherein 
was written thus; Unto Da-ri’-ts the 
king, all peace. 

Be it known unto the king, that we 
went into the province of Ji-dé’-a, to the 
house of the great God, which is builded 
with great stones, and timber is laid in 
the walls, and this work goeth fast on, 
and prospereth in their hands. 

9 Then asked we those elders, and said 
unto them thus, Who commanded you to 
build this house, and to make up these 
walls? 

10 We asked their names also, to certify 
thee, that we might write the names of the 
men that were the chief of them. 

11 And thus they returned us answer, 
saying, We are the servants of the God of 
heaven and earth, and build the house 
that was builded these many years ago, 
ee a great king of I8’-ra-él builded and 
set up. 

12 But after that our fathers had pro- 
voked the God of heaven unto wrath, he 
gave them into the hand of Néb-t-chad- 
néz’-zar the king of Bab’-¥-lon, the Chal- 
dé’-an, who destroyed this house, and 
carried the people away into Bab’-y-lon. 

13 But in the first year of Cy’-riis the 
king of Bab’-¥-lon the same king cy’-ris 
made a decree to build this house of 


od. 

14 And the vessels also of gold and sil- 
ver of the house of God, which Neb te 
ad-néz’-zar took out of the temple that 
was in Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and brought them 
into the temple of Bab’-¥-lon, those did 
Cy’-rus the king take out of the temple of 

ab’-y-lon, and they-were delivered unto 
one, whose name was Shésh-baz’-zar, 
whom he had made governor; 

15 And said unto him, Take these ves- 
sels, go, carry them into the temple that 
is in Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and let the house of 
God be builded in his place. 

16 Then came the same Shésh-baz’-zir, 
and laid the foundation of the house of 
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God which is in Jé-ri’-sa-lém: and since 
that time even until now hath it been in 
building, and yet it is not finished. 
17 Now therefore, if it seern good to the 
king, let there be search made in the 
' king’s treasure house, which is there at 
Bab’-y-lon, whether it be so, that a de- 
cree was made of cy’-ris the king to 
build this house of God at Jé-ra’-sa-lém, 
and let the king send his pleasure to us 
concerning this matter. 


Chapter 6 


“T HEN Da-ri’-us the king made a de- 

cree, and search was made in the 
house of the rolls, where the treasures 
were laid up in Bab’-y-lon. | 

2 And there was found at Ach-mé’-tha, 
in the palace that is in the province of the 
Médes, a roll, and therein was a record 
thus written: 

3 In the first year of Cy’-rus the king 
the same Cy’-rus the king made a decree 
concerning the house of God at Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém, Let the house be builded, the 
place where they offered sacrifices, and 
let the foundations thereof be strongly 
laid ; the height thereof threescore cubits, 
Us the breadth thereof threescore cu- 

its; 

4 With three rows of great stones, anda 
row of new timber: and let the expenses 
be given out of the king’s house: 

5 And also let the golden and silver 
vessels of the house of God, which Néb- 
U-chad-néz’-zér took forth out of the 
temple which is at Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and 
brought unto Bab’-y-lon, be restored, 
and brought again unto the temple which 
is at Jé-rii’-sa-lém, every one to his place, 
and place them in the house of God. 

6 Now therefore, Tat’-nai, governor be- 
yond the river, Shé’-thar—boz’-ndi, and 
your companions the A-phar’-sa-chites, 
which are beyond the river, be ye far from 
thence: 

7 Let the work of this house of God 
alone; let the governor of the Jews and 
the elders of the Jews build this house of 
God in his place. 

8 Moreover I make a decree what ye 
shall do to the elders of these Jews for the 
building of this house of God: that of the 
king’s goods, even of the tribute beyond 
the river, forthwith expenses be given 
unto these men, that they be not hin- 


ered. 

9 And that which they have need of, 
both young bullocks, and rams, an 
lambs, for the burnt offerings of the God 
of heaven, wheat, salt, wine, and oil, ac- 
_ cording to the appointment of the priests 
which are at Jé-ri’-sa-lém, let it be given 
them day by day without fail: — 

10 That they may offer sacrifices of 
sweet savours unto the God of heaven, 
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and pray for the life of the king, and of 
his sons. 

11 Also I have made a decree, that who- 
soever shall alter this word, let timber be 
pulled down from his house, and being 
set up, let him be hanged thereon; and 
let his house be made a dunghill for this. 

12 And the God that hath caused his 
name to dwell there destroy all kings and 
people, that shall put to their hand to 
alter and to destroy this house of God 
which is at Jé-ra’-sa-lém. I Da-ri’-ts have 
made a decree; let it be done with speed. 

13 ¢ Then Tat’-nai, governor on this 
side the river, Shé’-thar—b6z’-na@i, and 
their companions, according to that 
which Da-ri’-us the king had sent, so they 
did speedily. 

14 And the elders of the Jéws builded, 
and they prospered through the prophesy- 
ing of Hag’-gai the prophet and Zéch-a- 
ri’-ah the son of Id’-d6., And they builded, 
and finished it, according to the com- 
mandment of the God of I8’-ra-él, and 
according to the commandment of cy’- 
rus, and Da-ri’-us, and Ar’-ta-xérx’-é§ 
king of Pér’-sia. 

15 And this house was finished on the 
third day of the month*A’-dar, which was 
in the sixth year of the reign of Da-ri’-is 
the king. x " 

16 @ And the children of Is’-ra-él, the 
priests, and the Lé’-vites, and the rest of 
the children of the captivity, kept the 
dedication of this house of God with joy, 

17 And offered at the dedication of this 
house of God an hundred bullocks, two 
hundred rams, four hundred lambs; and 
for a sin offering for all Is’-ra-él, twelve he 
goats, according to the number of the 
tribes of Is’-ra-él. "| 

18 And they set the priests in their divi- 
sions, and the Lé’-vites in their courses, 
for the service of God, which is at Jé-ra’- 
sa-lem; as it is written in the book of 
MO’-sés. 

19 And the children of the captivity 
kept the passover upon the fourteenth 
day of the first month. 

20 For the priests andthe Lé’-vites 
were purified together, all of them were 
pure, and killed the passover for all the 
children of the captivity, and for their 
brethren the priests, and for themselves. 

21 And the children of Is’-ra-él, which 
were come again out of captivity, and all 
such as had separated themselves unto 
them from the filthiness of the heathen of 


d_ the land, to seek the Lorp God of is’-ra- 


él, did eat, 

22 And kept the feast of unleavened 
bread seven days with joy: for the Lorp 
had made them joyful, and turned the 
heart of the king of As-syr’-i-a unto them, 
to strengthen their hands in the work of 
the house of God, the God of Is’-ra-él. 
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Chapter 7 


OW after these things, in the reign of 

Ar-ta-xérx’-€8 king of Pér’-sia, Ez’- 

ra the son of Sé-ra)’-ah, the son of Az-a- 
ri’-ah, the son of Hil-ki’-ah, 

2. The son of Shal’-lim, the son of Za’- 
dok, the son of A-hi’-tub, 

3 The son of Am-a-ri’-ah, the son of 
Az-a-ri’-ah, the son of Mé-rai’-oth, 

4 The son of Zér-a-hi’-ah, the son of 
Uz’-zi, the son of Buk’-ki, 

5 The son of A-bi’-shi-a, the son of 
Phin’-é-has, the son of El-é-a’-zar, the 
son of Aa’-ron the chief priest: | 

6 This Ez’-ra went up from Bab’-y-lon ; 
and he was a ready scribe in the law of 
MOd’-sés, which the Lorp God of Is’-ra-él 
had given: and the king granted him all 
his request, according to the hand of the 
Lorp his God upon him. ; 

7 And there went up.some of the chil- 
dren of Is’-ra-él, and of the priests, and 
the Lé’-vites, and the singers, and the 
porters, and the Néth’-i-nims, unto Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém, in the seventh year of Ar-ta- 
xérx’-és the king. 

8 And he came to Jé-ré’-sa-lém in the 
fifth month, which was in the seventh 
year of the king. 

9 For upon the first day of the first 
month began he to go up from Bab’-y- 
lon, and on the first day of the fifth 
month came he to Jé-réi’-sa-lém, accord- 
ing to the good hand of his God upon him. 

10 For Ez’-ra had prepared his heart to 
seek the law of the Lorp, and to do it, 
and to teach in I8’-ra-él statutes and 
judgments. 

11 @ Now this is the copy of the letter 
that the king Ar-ta-xérx’-€s gave unto 
Ez’-ra the priest, the scribe, even a scribe 
of the words of the commandments of 
the Lorn, and of his statutes to Is’-ra-él. 
_12 Ar-ta-xérx’-é8, king of kings, unto 
£z’-ra the priest, a scribe of the law of the 
God of heaven, perfect peace, and at 
such a time. 

13 I make a decree, that all they of the 
people of Is’-ra-él, and of his priests and 
Lé’-vites, in my realm, which are minded 
of their own freewill to go up to Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém, go with thee. 

14 Forasmuch as thou art sent of the 
king, and of his seven counsellors, to 
enquire concerning Ji’-dah and Jé-rij’- 
sa-lém, according to the law of thy God 
which is in thine hand; 


15 And to carry the silver and gold, 1é 


which the king and his counsellors have 
freely offered unto the God of i8’-ra-él, 
whose habitation is in Jé-ri’-sa-lém, 

16 And all the silver and gold that thou 
canst find in all the province of Bab’-y- 
lon, with the freewill offering of the peo- 
ple, and of the priests, offering willingly 
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for the house of their God which is in 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém: : ‘ 

17 That thou mayest buy speedily with 
this money bullocks, rams, lambs, with 
their meat offerings and their drink offer- 
ings, and offer them upon the altar of the 
pause of your God which is in Jé-rii’-sa- 

m. 

18 And whatsoever shall seem good to 
thee, and to thy brethren, to do with the 
rest of the silver.and the gold, that do 
after the will of your God. 

19 The vessels also that are given thee 
for the service of the house of thy God, 
those deliver thou before the God of Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém. 

20 And whatsoever more shall be need- 
ful for.the house of thy God, which thou 
shalt have occasion to bestow, bestow it 
out of the king’s treasure house. — 

21 And I, even I Ar-ta-xérx’-és the king, 
do make a decree to all the treasurers 
which are beyond the river, that whatso- 
ever Ez’-ra the priest, the scribe of the 
law of the God of heaven, shall require 
of you, it be done speedily, : 

22 Unto an hundred talents of silver, 
and to an hundred measures of wheat, 
and to.an hundred baths of wine, and to 
an hundred baths of oil, and salt without 
prescribing how much. 

3. Whatsoever is commanded by the 
God of heaven, let it be diligently done 
for the house of the God of heaven: for 
why should there be wrath against the 
realm of:the king and his sons? 

24 Also we certify you, that touching 
any of the priests and Lé’-vites, singers, 
porters, Néth’-i-nims, or ministers of this 
house of God, it shall not be lawful to 
impose toll, tribute, or custom, upon 
them. ‘ 

25 And thou, Ez’-ra, after the wisdom 
of thy God, that is in thine hand, set 
magistrates and judges, which may judge 
all the people that are beyond the river, 
all such as know the laws of thy God; 
and teach ye them that know them not. 

26 And whosoever will not do the law 
of thy God, and the law of the king, let 
judgment be.executed speedily upon him, 
whether it be unto death, or to banish- 
ment, or to confiscation of goods, or to 
imprisonment. 

27 ¢ Blessed be the Lorp God of our 
fathers, which hath put such a thing as 
this in the king’s heart, to beautify the 
house of the LorD which is in Jé-rii’-sa- 

m: 

28 And hath extended mercy unto me 
before the king, and his counsellors, and 
before all the king’s mighty princes. And 
I was strengthened as the hand of the 
Lorp my God was upon me, and I 
gathered together out of i8’-ra-é1 chief 
men to go up with me. —_~ 
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Chapter 8 


c[ HESE are now the chief of their fa- 
thers, and this is the genealogy of them 
_that went up with me from Bab’-y-lon, in 
the reign of Ar-ta-xérx’-és the king.

5 Of the sons of Shéch-a-ni-ah; the son 
of Ja-ha’-zi-é]1, and with him three hun- 
dred males. 

6 Of the sons also of A’-din; E£’-béd the 
son of Jon’-a-than, and with him fifty 
males. 

7 And of the sons of £’-lam; Jé-shai’-4h 
the son of Ath-a-li’-ah, and with him 
seventy males. 

8 And of the sons of Shéph-a-ti’-4h; 
Zéb-a-di’-ah the son of Mi’-cha-él, and 
with him fourscore males. 

9 Of the sons of J6’-ab ; 6-ba-di’-4h the 
son of Jé-hi’-él, and with him two hun- 
dred and eighteen males. 

10 And of the sons of Shé-16’-mith; the 
son of J6és-i-phi’-ah, and with him an 
hundred and threescore males. . 

’ 11. And of the sons of Bé-ba’-i; Zéch-a- 
ri’-ah the son of Bé-ba’-i,. and with him 

twenty and eight males. , r 

12 And of the sons of Az’-gad; J6-ha’- 
nan the son of Hak’-ka-tan, and with him 
an hundred and ten males. ? 

13 And of the last sons of Ad-6-ni’- 
kam, whose names are these, E-liph’-é- 
lét, Jé-i’-é€l, and Shém-4i’-ah, and with 
them threescore males. e 

14 Of the sons also of Big-va’-i; U’- 
thai, and Zab’-bud, and with them seven- 
ty males. 

15 ¢ And I gathered them together to 
the river that runneth to A-ha’-va; and 
there abode we in tents three days: and I 
viewed the people, and the priests, and 
found there none of the sons of Lé’-vi. 

16 Then sent I for El-i-é’-zér, for Ar’-i- 
él, for Shém-ai’-ah, and for El-na’-than, 
and for Jar’-ib, and for El-na’-than, and 
for Na’-than, and for Zéch-a-ri’-ah, and 
for Mé-shil’-lam, chief men; also for 
Joi’-a-rib, and for El-na’-than, men of 
understanding. ’ 

17 And I sent them with. command- 
ment unto id’-do the chief at the place 
- Cas-i-phi’-4, and I told them what they 
‘should say unto Id’-d6, and to his breth- 
ren the Néth’-i-nims, at the place Cas-i- 
phi’-a, that they should bring unto us 

ministers for the house of our God. 
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18 And by the good hand of our God 
upon us they brought us a man of under- 
standing, of the sons of Mah’-li, the son 
of Lé’-vi, the son of is’-ra-é1; and Shér-é- 
bi’-ah, with his sons and his brethren, 
eighteen; 

19 And Hash-a-bi’-4h, and with him 
Jé-shai’-ah of the sons of Mé-rar’-i, his 
brethren and their sons, twenty; 

20 Also of the Néth’-i-nims, whom 
Da’-vid and the princes had appointed 
for the service of the Lé’-vites, two hun- 
dred and twenty Néth’-i-nims: all of them 
were expressed by name. 

21 ¢ Then I proclaimed a fast there, at 
the river of A-ha’-va, that we might afflict 
ourselves before our God, to seek of him 
a right way for us, and for our little ones, 
and for all our substance. 

22 For I was ashamed to require of the 
king a band of soldiers and horsemen to 
help us against the enemy in the way: be- 
cause we had spoken unto the king, say- 
ing, The hand of our God is upon all 
them for good that seek him; but his 
power and his wrath is against all them 
that forsake him. 

23 So we fasted and besought our God 
for this: and he was intreated of us. 

24 ¢ Then I separated twelve of the 
chief of. the priests, Shér-é-bi’-ah, Hash- 
axbicBhs and ten of their brethren with 
them, 

25, And weighed unto them the silver, 
and the gold, and the vessels, even the 
offering of the house of our God, which 
the king, and, his counsellors, and _his 
lords, and all Is’-ra-él there present, had 
offered: 

26 I even weighed unto their hand six 
hundred and fifty talents of silver, and 
silver vessels an hundred talents, and of 
gold an hundred talents; 

27 Also twenty basons of gold, of a 
thousand drams; and two vessels of fine 
copper, precious as gold. 

28 And I said unto them, Ye are holy: 
unto the LorD; the vessels are holy also; 
and the silver and the gold are a freewill 
offering unto the Lorp God of your fa- 
thers. 

29 Watch ye, and keep them, until ye 
weigh them before the chief of the priests 
and the Lé’-vites, and chief of the fathers 
of Is’-ra-él, at Jé-’r’-sa-lém, in the cham- 
bers of the house of the Lorp. 

30 So took the priests and the Lé’-vites 
the weight of the silver, and the gold, and 
the vessels, to bring them to Jé-ra’-sa-lém 
unto the house of our God. 

31 ¢ Then we departed from the river 
of A-ha’-va on the twelfth day of the first 
month, to go unto Jé-rii’-sa-lém: and the 
hand of our God was upon us, and he 
delivered us from the hand of the enemy, 
and of such as lay in wait by the way. 
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32 And we came to Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and 
abode there three days. 

Now on the fourth day was 
the silver and the gold and the vessels 
weighed in the house of our God by the 
hand of Mér’-é-m6th the son of 0’-ri’-ah 
the priest; and with him was El-é-a’-zar 
the son of Phin’-é-has; and with them 
was J6’-za-bad the son of Jésh’-t-a, and 
N6-a-di’-ah the son of Bin’-nt-i, Lé’-vites ; 

34 By number and by weight of every 
one: and all the weight was written at 
that time. 

35 Also the children of those that had 
been carried away, which were come out 
of the captivity, offered burnt offerings 
unto the God of I8’-ra-él, twelve bullocks 
for all Is’-ra-él, ninety and six rams, 
seventy and seven lambs, twelve he goats 
for a sin offering: all this was a burnt of- 
fering unto the Lorp. 

6 ¢ And they delivered the king’s com- 
missions unto the king’s lieutenants, and 
to the governors on this side the river: 
and they furthered the people, and the 
house of God. 


Chapter 9 


Nee when these things were done, 
the princes came to me, saying, The 
people of Is’-ra-él, and the priests, and 
the Lé’-vites, have not separated them- 
selves from the people of the lands, doing 
according to their abominations, even of 
the Ca’-na-an-ites, the Hit’-tites, the Pé- 
Tiz’-zites, the Jéb’-0-sites, the ‘-mon- 
ites, the M6’-ab-ites, the £-gyp’-fians, 
and the Am’-6-rites. 

2 For they have taken of their daugh- 
ters for themselves, and for their sons: 
so that the holy seed have mingled them- 
selves with the people of those lands: yea, 
the hand of the princes and rulers hath 
been chief in this trespass. 

3 And when I heard this thing, I rent 
my garment and my mantle, and plucked 
off the hair of my head and of my beard, 
and sat down astonied. 

4 Then were assembled unto me every 
one that trembled at the words of the 
God of Is’-ra-é1, because of the trans- 
gression of those that had been carried 
away; and I sat astonied until the even- 
ing sacrifice, ‘ 

5 ¢ And at the evening sacrifice I arose 
up from my heaviness; and having rent 
my garment and my mantle, I fell upon 
my knees, and spread out my hands unto 
the Lorp my God, 

6 And said, O my God, I am ashamed 
and blush to lift up my face to thee, my 
God: for our iniquities are increased over 
our head, and our trespass is grown up 
unto the heavens. 

7 Since the days of our fathers have we 
been in a great trespass unto this day; 
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and for our iniquities have we, our kings, 
and our priests, been delivered into the 
hand of the kings of the lands, to the 
sword, to captivity, and to a spoil, and 
to confusion of face, as it is this day. 

8 And now for a little space grace hath 
been shewed from the Lorp our God, to 
leave us a remnant to escape, and to give 
us a nail in his holy place, that our God 
may lighten our eyes, and give us a little 
reviving in our bondage. 

For we were bondmen; yet our God 
hath not forsaken us in our bondage, but 
hath extended mercy unto us in the sight 
of the kings of Pér’-sia, to give us a re- 
viving, to set up the house of our God, 
and to repair the desolations thereof, and 
to give us a wall in Ja’-dah and in Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém. ; 

10 And now, O our God, what shall we 
say after this? for we have forsaken thy 
commandments, 

11 Which thou hast commanded by thy 
servants the prophets, saying, The land, 
unto which ye go to possess it, is an un- 
clean land with the filthiness of the peo- 
ple of the lands, with their abominations, 
which have filled it from one end to an- 
other with their uncleanness. 

12 Now therefore give not your daugh- 
ters unto their sons, neither take their 
daughters unto your sons, nor seek their 
peace or their wealth for ever: that ye 
may be strong, and eat the good of the 
land, and leave it for an inheritance to 
your children for ever. 

13 And after all that is come upon us 
for our evil deeds, and for our great tres- 
pass, seeing that thou our God hast 
punished us less than our iniquities de- 
serve, and hast given us such deliverance 
as this; 

14 Should we again break thy com- 
mandments, and join in affinity with the 
people of these abominations? wouldest 
not thou be angry with us till thou hadst 
consumed us, so that there should be no 
remnant nor escaping? 

15 O Lorp God of ig’-ra-él, thou art 
righteous: for we remain yet escaped, as 
it is this day: behold, we are before thee 
in our trespasses: for we cannot stand be- 
fore thee because of this. 


Chapter 10 


OW when Ez’-ra had prayed, and 

when he had confessed, weeping 

and casting himself down before the 

house of God, there assembled unto him 

out of I8’-ra-él a very great congregation 

of men and women and children: for the 
people wept very sore. 

2 And Shéch-a-ni’-4h the son of Jé-hi’- 
él, one of the sons of £’-lam, answered 
and said unto Ez’-ra, We have trespassed 
against our God, and have taken strange 
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wives of the people of the land: yet now 
ery is hope in {8’-ra-él concerning this 
ing. 

3 Now therefore let us make a covenant 
~ with our God to put away all the wives, 
and such as are born of them, according to 
the counsel of my lord, and of those that 
tremble at the commandment of our God; 
and let it be done according to the law. 

4 Arise; for this matter belongeth unto 
thee; we also will be with thee: be of good 
courage, and do it. 

5 Then arose Ez’-ra, and made the chief 
priests, the Lé’-vites, and all {s’-ra-él, to 
swear that they should do according to 
this word. And they sware. 

6 ¢ Then Ez’-ra rose up from before the 
house of God, and went into the chamber 
of J6-ha’-nan the son of E-li-ash’-ib: and 
when he came thither, he did eat no bread, 
nor drink water: for he mourned because 
of the transgression of them that had 
been carried away. 

7 Andtheymadeproclamationthrough- 
out Ja’-dah and Jé-rii’-sa-lém unto all 
the children of the captivity, that they 
should gather themselves together unto 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém ; 

8 And that whosoever would not come 
within three days, according to the coun- 
sel of the princes and the elders, all his 
substance should be forfeited, and him- 
self separated from the congregation of 
those that had been carried away. 

9 -q Then all the men of Ji’-dah and 
Bén’-ja-min gathered themselves together 
unto Jé-ra’-sa-lém within three days. It 
was the ninth month, on the twentieth 
day of the month; and all the people sat 
in the street of the house of God, trem- 
bling because of this matter, and for the 
great rain, 

10 And £z’-ra the priest stood up, and 
said unto them, Ye have transgressed, 
and have taken strange wives, to increase 
the trespass of Is’-ra-él. ’ 

1 Now therefore make confession un- 
to the Lorp God of your fathers, and do 
his pleasure: and separate yourselves 
from the people of the land, and from the 
strange wives. 

12 Then all the congregation answered 
and said with a loud voice, As thou hast 
said, so must we do. 

13 But the people are many, and it isa 
time of much rain, and we are not able 
to stand without, neither is this a work of 
one day or two: for we are many that 
have transgressed in this thing. 

14 Let now our rulers of all the con- 
gregation stand, and let all them which 
have taken strange wives in our cities 
_ come at appointed times, and with them 
the elders of every city, and the judges 
thereof, until the fierce wrath of our God 
for this matter be turned from us. 
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15 @ Only Jén’-4-than the son of As’-a- 
hél and Ja-ha-zi’-ah the son of Tik’-vah 
were employed about this matter: and 
Mé-shul’-lam and Shab’-bé-thai the Lé’- 
vite helped them. 

6 And the children of the captivity did 
so. And Ez’-ra the priest, with certain 
chief of the fathers, after the house of 
their fathers, and all of them by their 
names, were separated, and sat down in 
the first day of the tenth month to exa- 
mine the matter. 

17 And they made an end with all the 
men that had taken strange wives by the 
first day of the first month. 

18 ¢ And among the sons of the priests 
there were found that had taken strange 
wives: namely, of the sons of Jésh’-i-4 
the son of J6’-za-dak, and his brethren; 
Ma-a-séi’-ah, and El-i-é’-zér, and Jar’-ib, 
and Géd-a-li’-ah. 

19 And they gave their hands that they 
would put away their wives; and being 
guilty, they offered a ram of the flock for 
their trespass. 2 

20 And of the sons of Im’-mér; Ha-na’- 
ni, and Zéb-a-di’-ah. 

21 And of the sons of Har’-im; Ma-a- 
séi’-ah, and £-li’-jah, and Shém-ai’-ah, 
and Jé-hi’-él, and Uz’-zi’-ah. : 

22 And of the sons of Pash’-ur; El-i-3- 
é’-nai, Ma-a-séi’-ah, Ish’-ma-él, Néth’-a- 
néél, JO’-za-bad, and El-a’-sah. 

23 Also of the Lé’-vites; J6’-za-bad, 
and Shim’-é-i, and Ké-l4i’-ah, (the same 
is Ké-li’-ta,) Péth-a-hi’-ah, Ja’-dah, and 
EI-i-é’-zér. 2 

24 Of the singers also; E-li-ash’-ib: and 
of the porters; Shal’-lam, and Té’-lém,

25 Moreover of Is’-ra-é1: of the sons of 
Par’-Osh; Ra-mi’-ah, and Jé-zi’-ah, and 
Mal-chi’-ah, and Mi’-a4-min, and El-é-a’- 
zar, and Mal-chi’-jah, and Bé-n4i’-4h.

Chapter 1 


HE words of Né-hém-i’-ah the son of 

Hach-a-li’-ah. And it came to pass in 
the month Chis’-léu, in the twentieth 
year, as I was in Shi’-shan the palace, 

2 That Ha-na’-ni, one of my brethren, 
came, he and certain men of Ji’-dah; and 
I asked them concerning the Jéws that 
had escaped, which were left of the cap- 
tivity, and concerning Jé’-rii’-sa-lém. 

3 And they said unto me, The remnant 
that are left of the captivity there in the 
province are in great affliction and re- 
proach: the wall of Jé-ri’-sa-lém also is 
broken down, and the gates thereof are 
burned with fire. 

4 q And it came to pass, when I heard 
these words, that I sat down and wept, 
and mourned certain days, and fasted, 
and prayed before the God of heaven, 

5) d said, I beseech thee, O Lorp 
God of heaven, the great and terrible 
God, that keepeth covenant and mercy 
for them that love him and observe his 
commandments: 

6 Let thine ear now be attentive, and 
thine eyes open, that thou mayest hear 
the prayer of thy servant, which I pray 
before thee now, day and night, for the 
children of Is’-ra-é1 thy. servants, and 
confess the sins of the children of 


is’-ra-é1, which we have sinned against fi 


thee: both I and my father’s house have 
sinned. 

7 We have dealt very corruptly against 
thee, and have not kept the command- 
ments, nor the statutes, nor the judg- 
ments, which thou commandedst thy 
servant MO’-sés. 

8 Remember, I beseech thee, the word 
that thou commandedst thy servant 
MO’-sé8, saying, If ye transgress, I will 
scatter you abroad among the nations: 

9 But if ye turn unto me, and keep my 
commandments, and do them; though 
there were of you cast out unto the 
uttermost part of the heaven, yer will I 


gather them from thence, and will bring 
them unto the place that I have chosen 
to set my name there. 

10 Now these are thy servants and thy 
people, whom thou hast redeemed by 
thy great power, and by thy strong hand. 

1 Lord, I beseech thee, let now 
thine ear be attentive to the prayer of 
thy servant, and to the prayer of thy 
servants, who desire to fear thy name: 
and prosper, I pray thee, thy servant 
this day, and grant him mercy in the 
sight of this man. For I was the king’s 
cupbearer. 


Chapter 2 


ND it came to pass in the month 
{1 _Ni’-san, in the twentieth year of 
Ar-ta-xérx’-€s the king, that wine was 
before him: and I took up the wine, and 
gave it unto the king. Now I had not 
been beforetime sad in his presence. 

erefore the king said unto me, 
Why is thy countenance sad, seeing thou 
art not sick? this is nothing else but 
sorrow of heart.

9 @ Then I came to the governors 
beyond the river, and gave them the 
king’s letters. Now the king had sent 
captains of the army and horsemen with 


me. 

10 When San-bal’-lat the Hé6r’-dn-ite, 
and T6-bi’-ah the servant, the Am/’- 
mon-ite, heard of it, it grieved them 
exceedingly that there was.come a man 
to seek the welfare of the children of 
18’-ra-él. * 

11 So I came to Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and was 
there three days. : 

12 ¢ And I arose in the night, I and 
some few men with me; neither told I 
any man what my God had put in my 
heart to do at Jé-ri’-sa-lém: neither was 
there any beast with me, save the beast 
that I rode upon. 

13 And I went out by night by the gate 
of the valley, even before the dragon 
well, and to the dung port, and viewed 

the walls of Jé-ri’-sa-lém, which were 
‘ broken down, and the gates thereof were 
consumed with fire. 

Then I went. on to the gate of the 
fountain, and to the king’s pool: but 
there was no place for the beast that was 
under me to pass. . 

15 Then went I up in the night by the 
brook, and viewed the wall, and turned 
back, and entered by the gate of the 
valley, and so returned. . 

6 And the rulers knew not whither I 
went, or what I did; neither had I as yet 
told it to the Jéws, nor to the priests, 
nor to the nobles, nor to the rulers, nor 
to the rest. that did the work. 

17 ¢ Then said I unto them, Ye see 
the distress that we are in, how Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém lieth waste, and the gates thereof 
are burned with fire: come, and let us 
build up the wall of Jé-rai’-sa-lém, that 
we be no more a reproach. 

18 Then I told them of the hand of my 
God which was good upon me; as also 
the king’s words that he had spoken 
unto me. And they said, Let us rise up 
and build.

6 Moreover the old gate repaired Jé- 
hoi’-a-da the son of Pa-sé’-ah, and Mé- 
shul’-lam the son of Bés-6-déi’-4h; they 
laid the beams thereof, and set up the 
doors thereof, and the locks thereof, and 
the bars thereof. 

7 And next unto them repaired Mél- 
a-ti’-ah the Gib’-é-on-ite; and Ja’-don 
the Mé-r6’-no-thite, the men of Gib’-é- 
on, and of Miz’-pah, unto the throne of 
the governor on this side the river. 

8 Next unto him repaired tz’-zi-él the 
son of Har-hai’-ah, of the goldsmiths.

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13 The valley gate repaired Ha’-nin, 
and the inhabitants of Za-n6’-ah; they 
built it, and set up the doors thereof, the

14 But the dung gate repaired Mal- 
chi’-4h the son of Ré’-chab, the ruler of 
part of Béth—hac’-cé-rém; he built it, 
and set up the doors thereof, the locks 
thereof, and the bars thereof. : 

15 But the gate of the fountain re- 
paired Shal’-lun the son of C6l—h6’-zéh, 


the ruler of part of Miz’-pah; he built it, g 


and covered it, and set up the doors 
thereof, the locks thereof, and the bars 
thereof, and the wall of the pool of 
Si-16’-ah by the king’s garden, and unto 
the stairs that go down from the city of 
Da’-vid. 4 

16 After him repaired Né-hém-i’-4h 
the son of Az’-buk, the ruler of the half 
part of Béth’=zur, unto the place over 
against the sepulchres of Da’-vid, and 
to the pool that was made, and unto the 
house of the mighty. __ 

17 After him repaired the Lé’-vites, 
Ré’-hum the son of Ba’-ni. Next unto 
him repaired Hash-a-bi’-ah, the ruler of 
the half part of Ké-i’-lah, in his part. 

18 After him repaired their brethren, 
Ba-va’-i the son of Hén-a’-dad, the ruler 
of the half part of Ké-i’-lah. 

19 And next to him repaired £’-zér the 
son of Jésh’-0-a, the ruler of Miz’-pah, 
another piece over against the going up 
to the armoury at the turning of the wail. 

20 After him Bar’-tich the son of Zab- 
ba’-i earnestly repaired the other piece, 
from the turning of the wall unto the 
door of the house of E-li-ash’-ib the 
high priest. 

21 After him repaired Mér’-é-mGth the 
son of U-ri’-jah the son of K6z another 
piece, from the door of the house of 
E-li-ash’-ib even to the end of the house 
of E-li-ash’-ib. 

22 And after him repaired the priests, 
the men of the plain. 

23 After him repaired Bén’-ja-min and 
Hash’-ub over against their house. After 
him repaired Az-a-ri’-ah the son of Ma- 
a-séi’-ah the son of An-a-ni’-ah by his 
house. 

24 After him repaired Bin’-nt-i the son 
of Hén-a’-dad another piece, from the 
house of Az-a-ri’-ah unto the turning of 
the wall, even unto the corner. 

25 Pa’-lal the son of U/’-z4i, over 
against the turning of the wail, and the 
tower which lieth out from the king’s 
high house, that was by the court of the 
prison. After him Pé-d4i’-4h the son of 
Par’-6sh. 

_26 Moreover the Néth’-i-nims dwelt in 
0’-phél, unto the place over against the 
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water gate toward the east, and the 
tower that lieth out. . 

27 After them the Té-k6’-ites repaired 
another piece, over against the great 
tower that lieth out, even unto the wall 
of 0’-phél. ; 

28 From above the horse gate repaired 
the priests, every one over against his 
house. le 

29 After them repaired Za’-dok the son 
of im’-mér over against his house. After 
him repaired also Shém-4i’-ah the son of 
Shéch-a-ni’-ah, the keeper of the east 
ate. 

30 After him repaired Han-a-ni’-ah the 
son of Shél-€-mi’-ah, and Ha’-nun the 
sixth son of Za’-laph, another piece. 
After him repaired Mé-shul’-lam the son 
of Bér-é-chi’-ah over against his chamber. 

31 After him repaired Mal-chi’-ah the 
goldsmith’s son unto the place of the 
Néth’-i-nims, and of the merchants, over 
against the gate Miph’-kad, and to the 
going up of the corner. 

32 And between the going up of the 
corner unto the sheep gate repaired the 
goldsmiths and the merchants. 


Chapter 4 


UT it came to pass, that when San- 
bal’-lat heard that we builded the 

wall, he was wroth, and took great in- 
dignation, and mocked the Jéws. 

2 And he spake before his brethren and 
the army of Sa-mar’-i-a, and said, What 
do these feeble Jews? will they fortify 
themselves? will they sacrifice? will they 
make an end in a day? will they revive 
the stones out of the heaps of the rub- 
bish which are burned? | 

3 Now T6-bi’-4h the Am’-mon-ite was 
by him, and he said, Even that which 
they build, if a fox go up, he shall even 
break down their stone wall. 

4 Hear, O our God; for we are des- 
pised: and turn their reproach upon their 
own head, and give them for a prey in 
the land of captivity: 

And cover not their iniquity, and let 
not their sin be blotted out from before 
thee: for they have provoked thee to 
anger before the builders. 

6 So built we the wall; and all the wall 
was joined together unto the half there- 
of: for the people had a mind to work. 

7 ¢ But it came to pass, that when San- 
bal’-lat, and T6-bi’-ah, and the A-ra’-bi- 
ans, and the Am’-mon-ites, and the Ash’- 
do-dites, heard that the walls of Jé-ra’- 
sa-lém were. made up, and that the 
breaches began to be stopped, then they 
were very wroth, 

8 And conspired all of them together to 
come and to fight against Jé-ri’-sa-lém, 
and to hinder it. 

9 Nevertheless we made our prayer

~ unto our God, and set a watch against 
them day and night, because of them. 
10 And Jid’-dah said, The strength of 
the bearers of burdens is decayed, and 
‘there is much rubbish; so that we are not 


able to build the wall. 


11 And our adversaries said, They shall 
not know, neither see, till we come in the 
» midst among them, and slay them, and 
cause the work to cease. 

12 And it came to pass, that when the 
Jéws which dwelt by them came, they 
said unto us ten times, From all places 
whence ye shall return unto us they will 
be upon you. 

13 @ Therefore set I in the lower places 
behind the wall, and on the higher places, 
I even set the people after their families 
with their swords, their spears, and their 


Ows. 
-14 And T looked, and rose up, and said 
unto the nobles, and to the rulers, and to 
the rest of the people, Be not ye afraid of 
them: remember the Lord, which is 
great and terrible, and fight for your 
brethren, your sons, and your daughters, 
your wives, and your houses. 

15 And it came to pass, when our 
enemies heard that it was known unto 
us, and God had brought their counsel 
to nought, that we returned all of us to 
the wall, every one unto his work. 

16 And it came to pass from that time 
. forth, that the half of my servants 
wrought in the work, and the other half 
of them held both the spears, the shields, 
and the bows, and the habergeons; and 
the rulers were behind all the house of 
* Ja’-dah. i 

17 They which builded on the wall, and 
they that bare burdens, with those that 
laded, every one with one of his hands 
wrought in the work, and with the other 
hand held a weapon. I 

18 For the builders, every one had his 
sword girded by his side, and so builded. 
And he that sounded the trumpet was by 


me. 

19 @ And I said unto the nobles, and 
to the rulers, and to the rest of the 
people, The work is great and large, and 
we are separated upon the wall, one far 
from another. 

20 In what place therefore ye hear the 
sound of the trumpet, resort ye thither 
unto us: our God shall fight for us. 

21 So we laboured in the work: and 
half of them held the spears from the ris- 
ing of the morning till the stars appeared. 

22 Likewise at the same time said I 
unto the people, Let every one with his 

servant lodge within Jé-rii’-sa-lém, that 
in the night they may be a guard to us, 
and labour on the day. 

23 So neither I, nor my brethren, nor 
my servants, nor the men of the guard 
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which followed me, none of us put off 
our clothes, saving that every one put 
them off for washing. 


Chapter 5 


oe there was a great cry of the 
people and of their wives against 
their brethren the Jéws. 

2 For there were that said, We, our 
sons, and our daughters, are many: 
therefore we take up corn for them, that 
we may eat, and live. 

3 Some also there were that said, We 
have mortgaged our lands, vineyards, 
and houses, that we might buy corn, 
because of the dearth. 

4 There were also that said, We have 
borrowed money for the king’s tribute; 
and that upon our lands and vineyards. 

Yet now our flesh is as the flesh of 
our brethren, our children as _ their 
children: and, lo, we bring into bondage 
our sons and our daughters to be ser- 
vants, and some of our daughters are 
brought unto bondage already: neither 
is it in Our power to redeem them; for 
other men have our lands and vineyards. 

6 ¢ And I was very angry when I 
heard their cry and these words. 

7 Then I consulted with myself, and I 
rebuked the nobles, and the rulers, and 
said unto them, Ye exact usury, every 
one of his brother. And I set a great 
assembly against them. 

And I said unto them, We after our 
ability have redeemed our brethren the 
Jéws, which were sold unto the heathen; 
and will’ ye even sell your brethren? or 
shall they be sold unto us? Then held 
they their peace, and found nothing to 
answer. 

9 Also I said, It is not good that ye do: 
ought ye not to walk in the fear of our 
God because of the reproach of the 
heathen our enemies? 

10 I likewise, and my brethren, and my 
servants, might exact of them money and 
corn: I pray you, let us leave off this 


usury. 

11 Restore, I pray you, to them, even 
this day, their lands, their vineyards, 
their oliveyards, and their houses, also 
the hundredth part of the money, and of 
the corn, the wine, and the oil, that ye 
exact of them. 

12 Then said they, We will restore 
them, and will require nothing of them; 
so will we do as thou sayest. Then I 
called the priests, and took an oath of 
them, that they should do according to 
this promise. 

13 Also I shook my lap, and said, So 
God shake out every man from his 
house, and from his labour, that -per- 
formeth not this promise, even thus be 
he shaken out, and emptied. And all the 
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congregation said, A’-mén, and praised 
the Lorn. And the people did according 
to this promise. i 

14 @ Moreover from the time that I 
was appointed to be their governor in 
the land of Ji’-dah, from the twentieth 
year even unto the two and thirtieth 
year of Ar-ta-xérx’-és the king, that is, 
twelve years, I and my brethren have 
not eaten the bread of the governor. 

15 But the former governors that had 
been before me were chargeable unto the 
people, and had taken of them bread 
and wine, beside forty shé’-kéls of silver; 
yea, even their servants bare rule over 
the people: but so did not I, because of 
the fear of God. 

16 Yea, also I continued in the work 
of this wall, neither bought we any land: 
and all my servants were gathered 
thither unto the work. 

17 Moreover there were at my table an 
hundred and fifty of the Jews and rulers, 
beside those that came unto us from 
among the heathen that are about us. 

18 Now that which was prepared for 
me daily was one ox and six choice 
sheep; also fowls were prepared for me, 
and once in ten days store of all sorts 
of wine: yet for all this required not I 
the bread of the governor, because the 
bondage was heavy upon this people. 

19 Think upon me, my God, for good, 


according to all that I have done for this’ 


people. 
Chapter 6 


OW it came to pass when San-bal’- 

lat, and To-bi’-ah, and Gé’-shém 
the A-ra’-bi-an, and the rest of our 
enemies, heard that I had builded the 
wall, and that there was no breach left 
therein; (though at that time I had not 
set up the doors upon the gates;) 

2 That San-bal’-lat and Gé’-shém sent 
unto me, saying, Come, let us meet to- 
gether in some one of the villages in the 
plain of O’-nd. But they thought to do 
me mischief. 

3 And I sent messengers unto them, 
saying, I am doing a great work, so that 
I cannot come down: why should the 
work cease, whilst I leave it, and come 
down to you? \ 

4 Yet they sent unto me four times 
after this sort; and I answered them after 
the same manner. 

5 Then sent San-bal’-lat his servant 
unto me in like manner the fifth time 
with an open letter in his hand; 

herein was written, It is reported 
among the heathen, and Gash’-mii saith 
it, that thou and the Jews think to rebel: 
for which cause thou buildest the wall, 
that thou mayest be‘their king, according 
to these words. 
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7 And thou hast also appointed proph- 
ets to preach of thee at Jé-ri’-sa-lém, 
saying, There is a king in Ja’-dah: and 
now shall it be reported to the king ac- 
cording to these words. Come now there- 
fore, and let us take counsel together. 

8 Then I sent unto him, saying, There 
are no such things done as thou sayest, 
but thou feignest them out of thine own 

eart. 

9 For they all made us afraid, saying, 
Their hands shall be weakened from the 
work, that it be not done. Now therefore, 
O God, strengthen my hands. 

10 Afterward I came unto the house of 
Shém-ai’-ah the son of Dél-ai’-ah the 
son of Mé-hét’-a-béel, who was shut up; 
and he said, Let us meet together in the 
house of God, within the temple, and let 
us shut the doors of the temple: for they 
will come to slay thee; yea, in the night 
will they come to slay thee. 

11 And I said, Should such a man as 
I flee? and who is there, that, being as I 
am, would go into the temple to save his 
life? I will not go in. 

12 And, lo, I perceived that God had 
not sent him; but that he pronounced 
this prophecy against me: for T6-bi’-ah 
and San-bal’-lat had hired him. 

13. Therefore was he hired, that I 
should be afraid, and do so, and sin, and 
that they might have matter for an evil 
report, that they might reproach me. 

14 My God, think thou upon T6-bi’-ah 
and San-bal’-lat according to these their 
works, and on the prophetess N6-a-di’- 
ah, and the rest of the prophets, that 
would have put me in fear. 

15 @ So the wall was finished in the 
twenty and fifth day of the month E’-lul, 
in fifty and two days. 

16 And it came to pass, that when all 
our enemies heard thereof, and all the 
heathen that were about us saw these 
things, they were much cast down in their 
own eyes: for they perceived that this 
work was wrought of our God. 

17_@ Moreover in those days the nobles 
of Ja’-dah sent many letters unto Té- 
bi’-ah, and the letters of TO-bi’-Ah came 
unto them. 

18 For there were many in Ji’-dah 
sworn unto him, because he was the son 
in law of Shéch-a-ni’-ah the son of 
Ar’-ah; and his son JO-ha’-nan had taken 
the daughter of Mé-shul’-lam the son of 
Bér-é-chi’-ah. 

19 Also they reported his good deeds 
before me, and uttered my words to him. 
re T6-bi’-4h sent letters to put me in

70 : And some of the chief of the 
fathers gave unto the work. The Tir’- 
sha-tha gave to the treasure a thousand 
drams of gold, fifty basons, five hundred 
and thirty priests’ garments. 

71 And some of the chief of the fathers 
gave to the treasure of the work twenty 
thousand drams of gold, and two thou- 
sand and two hundred pound of silver. 

72 And that which the rest of the 
people gave was twenty thousand drams 
of gold, and two thousand pound of 
silver, and threescore and seven priests’ 
garments. 

73 So the priests, and the Lé’-vites, and 
the porters, and the singers, and some of 
the people, and the Néth’-i-nims, and all 
Is’-ra-él, dwelt in their cities; and when 
the seventh month came, the children of 
Is’-ra-él were in their cities. 


Chapter 8 


ND all the people gathered themselves 

together as one man into the street 

that was before the water gate; and they 

spake unto Ez’-ra the scribe to bring the 

book of the law of M6’-8é8, which the 
Lorp had commanded to {s’-ra-él. 

2 And Ez’-ra the priest brought the law 
before the congregation both of men and 
women, and all that could hear with 
understanding, upon the first day of the 
seventh month. 

3 And he read therein before the street 
that was before the water gate from the 
morning until midday, before the men 
and the women, and those that could 
understand ; and the ears of all the people 
were attentive unto the book of the iaw. 

4 And Ez’-ra the scribe stood upon a 
pulpit of wood, which they had made 
for the purpose; and beside him stood 
Mat-ti-thi’-ah, and Shé’-ma, and A-nai’- 
ah, and U-ri’-jah, and Hil-ki’-ah, and 
Ma-a-séi’-ah, on his right hand; and on 
his left hand, Pé-dai’-ah, and Mi’-sha-él, 
and Mal-chi’-ah, and Hash’-tm, and 
Hash-ba-da’-na, Zéch-a-ri’-ah, and Mé- 
shil’-lam, 

5 And £z’-ra opened the book in the 
sight of all the people; (for he was above 
all the people;) and when he opened it, 
all the people stood up: 

6 And £z’-ra blessed the Lorp, the 
great God. ta all the people answered, 
A’-mén, A’-mén, with lifting up their 
hands: and they bowed their heads, and 
worshipped the Lorp with their faces 
to the ground. 
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7 Also Jésh’-0-4, and Ba’-ni, and 
Shér-é-bi’-ah, Ja’-min, Ak’-kub, Shab’- 
bé-thai, H6-di’-jah, Ma-a-séi’-ah, Ké- 
li’-ta, Az-a-ri’-ah, J6’-za-bad, Ha’-nan, 
_ Pé-1ai’-ah, and the Lé’-vites, caused the 
people to understand the law: and the 
people stood in their place. 

8 So they read in the book in the law of 
God distinctly, and gave the sense, and 
caused them to understand the reading. 

9 ¢@ And Né-hém-i’-ah, which is the 
Tir’-sha-tha, and Ez’-ra the priest the 
scribe, and the Lé’-vites that taught the 
people, said unto all the people, This day 
is holy unto the Lorp your God; mourn 
not, nor weep. For all the people wept, 
when they heard the words of the law. 

10 Then he said unto them, Go your 
way, eat the fat, and drink the sweet, 
and send portions unto them for whom 
nothing is prepared: for this day is holy 
‘unto our Lord: neither be ye sorry; for 
the joy of the Lorn is your strength. 

11 So the Lé’-vites stilled all the people, 
saying, Hold your peace, for the day is 
holy; neither be ye grieved. 

12 And all the people went their way 
to eat, and to drink, and to send por- 
tions, and to make great mirth, because 
they had understood the words that 
were declared unto them. 

13 @ And on the second day were 
gathered together the chief of the fathers 
of all the people, the priests, and the 
Lé’-vites, unto Ez’-ra the scribe, even to 
understand the words of the law. 

14 And they found written in the law 
which the Lorp had commanded by 
Mo’-sé8, that the children of {s’-ra-él 
should dwell in booths in the feast of 
the seventh month: ? 

15 And that they should publish and 
proclaim in all their cities, and in Jé-ra’- 
sa-lém, saying, Go forth unto the mount, 
and fetch olive branches, and pine 
branches, and myrtle branches, and 
palm branches, and branches of thick 
trees, to make booths, as it is written. 

16 @ So the people went forth, and 
brought them, and made themselves 
booths, every one upon the roof of his 
house, and in their courts, and in the 
courts of the house of God, and in the 
street of the water gate, and in the street 
of the gate of £’-phra-im. _ 

17 And all the congregation of them 
that were come again out of the cap- 
tivity made booths, and sat under the 
booths: for since the days of Jésh’-i-a 
the son of Nin unto that day had not 
the children of Sa ipo so. And 
there was very great gladness. 

18 Also day by day, from the first da 
unto the last day, he read in the boo 
of the law of God. And they kept the 
feast seven days; and on the eighth day 
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was a solemn assembly, according unto 
the manner. 


Chapter 9 


Lp! in the twenty and fourth day of 
this month the children of {s’-ra-él 
were assembled with fasting, and with 
sackclothes, and earth upon them. 

2 And the seed of Is’-ra-é1 separated 
themselves from all strangers, and stood 
and confessed their sins, and the iniq- 
uities of their fathers. 

3 And they stood up in their place, and 
read in the book of the law of the Lorp 
their God one fourth part of the day; and 
another fourth part they confessed, and 
worshipped the Lorp their God. 

4 ¢ Then stood up upon the stairs, of 
the Lé’-vites, Jésh’-0-a, and Ba’-ni, Kad’- 
mi-él, Shéb-a-ni’-ah, Bun’-ni, Shér-é-bi’- 
ah, Ba’-ni, and Ché-na’-ni, and cried with 
a loud voice unto the Lorp their God. 

5 Then the Lé’-vites, Jésh’-t-a, and 
Kad’-mi-él, Ba’-ni, Hash-ab-ni’-ah, Shér- 
6-bi’-ah, H6-di’-jah, Shéb-a-ni’-ah, and 
Péth-a-hi’-ah, said; Stand up and bless 
the Lorp your God for ever and ever: 
and blessed be thy glorious name, which 
is exalted above all blessing and praise. 

‘hou, even thou, art Lorp alone; 
thou hast made heaven, the heaven of 
heavens, with all their host, the earth, 
and all things-that are therein, the seas, 
and all that is therein, and thou preserv- 
est them all; and the host of heaven wor- 
shippeth thee. 

7 Thou art the Lorp the God, who 
didst choose A’-bram, and_ broughtest 
him forth out of Ur of the chal’-déés, and 
gavest him the name of A’-bra-ham; 

8 And foundest his heart faithful before 
thee, and madest a covenant with him to 
give the land of the Ca’-na-an-ites, the 
Hit’-tites, the Am/’-G-rites, and the Pé- 
riz’-zites, and the Jéb’-i-sites, and the 
Gir’-ga-shites, to give it, I say, to his 
seed, and hast performed thy words; for 
thou art righteous: : 

9 And didst see the affliction of our fa- 
thers in E’-gypt, and heardest their cry by 
the Red sea; ; 

10 And shewedst signs and wonders 
upon Phar’-aoh, and on all his servants, 
and on all the people of his land: for thou 
knewest that they dealt proudly against 
them. So didst thou get thee a name, as 
it is this day. ; 

11 And thou didst divide the sea before 
them, so that they went through the midst 
of the sea on the dry land; and their per- 
secutors thou threwest into the deeps, as 
a stone into the mighty waters. 

12 Moreover thou leddest them in the 
day by a.cloudy pillar; and in the night 
by a pillar of fire, to give them light in the 
way wherein they should go. 
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13 Thou camest down also upon mount 
Si’-n4i, and spakest with them from 
heaven, and gavest them right judgments, 
and true laws, good statutes and com- 
mandments: 

14 And madest known unto them thy 
holy sabbath, and commandedst them 
precepts, statutes, and laws, by the hand 
of Mo’-sés thy servant: 

15 And gavest them bread from heaven 
for their hunger, and. broughtest forth 
water for them out of the rock for their 
thirst, and promisedst them that they 
should go in to possess the land which 
thou hadst sworn to give them. 

16 But they and our fathers dealt proud- 
ly, and hardened their necks, and heark- 
ened not to thy commandments, 

17 And refused to obey, neither were 
mindful of thy wonders that thou didst 
among them; but hardened their necks, 
and in their rebellion appointed a cap- 
tain to return to their bondage: but thou 
art a God ready to pardon, gracious and 
merciful, slow to anger, and of great 
kindness, and forsookest them not. 

18 Yea, when they had made them a 
molten calf, and said, This is thy God 
that brought thee up out of E’-gypt, and 
had wrought great provocations; 

19 Yet thou in thy manifold mercies 
forsookest them not in the wilderness: 
the pillar of the cloud departed not from 
them by day, to lead them in the way; 
neither the pillar of fire by night, to shew 
them light, and the way wherein they 
should go. 

20 Thou gavest also thy good spirit to 
instruct them, and withheldest not thy 
man/’-na from their mouth, and gavest 
them water for their thirst. 

21 Yea, forty years didst thou sus- 
tain them in the wilderness, so that they 
lacked nothing; their clothes waxed not 
old, and their feet swelled not. 

22 Moreover thou gavest them king- 
doms and nations, and didst divide them 
into corners: so they possessed the land 
of Si’-hon, and the land of the king of 
Hésh’-bon, and the land of 6g king of 
Ba’-shan. 

23 Their children also multipliedst thou 
as the stars of heaven, and broughtest 
them into the land, concerning which 
thou hadst promised to their fathers, that 
they should go in to possess it. 

24 Sothe children went in and possessed 
the land, and thou subduedst before them 
the inhabitants of the land, the Ca’-na- 
an-ites, and gavest them into their hands, 
with their kings, and the people of the 
land, that they might do with them as 
they would. 

25 And they took strong cities, and a 
fat land, and possessed houses full of all 
goods, wells digged, vineyards, and olive- 
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yards, and fruit trees in abundance: so 
they did eat, and were filled, and became 
fat, and delighted themselves in thy grea 
goodness. : Biot 

26 Nevertheless they were disobedient, 
and rebelled against thee, and cast thy 
law behind their backs, and slew thy 
prophets which testified against them to 
turn them to thee, and they wrought 
great provocations. t 

27 Therefore thou deliveredst them in- 
to the hand of their enemies, who vexed 
them: and in the time of their trouble, 
when they cried unto thee, thou heardest 
them from heaven; and according to thy 
manifold mercies thou gavest them sa- 
viours, who saved them out of the hand 
of their enemies. 

28 But after they had rest, they did evil 
again before thee: therefore leftest thou 
them in the hand of their enemies, so that 
they had the dominion over them: yet 
when they returned, and cried unto thee, . 
thou heardest them from heaven; and 
many times didst thou deliver them ac- 
cording to thy mercies; : 

29 And testifiedst against them, that 
thou mightest bring them again unto thy 
law: yet they dealt proudly, and heark- 
ened not unto thy commandments, but 
sinned against thy judgments, (which 
if a man do, he shall live in them;) and 
withdrew the shoulder, and hardened 
their neck, and would not hear. 

30 Yet many years didst thou forbear 
them, and testifiedst against them by thy 
spirit in thy prophets: yet would they not 
give ear: therefore gavest thou them into 
the hand of the people of the lands. 

31 Nevertheless for thy great mercies’ 
sake thou didst not utterly consume them, 
nor forsake them; for thou art a gracious 
and merciful God. 

32 Now therefore, our God, the great, 
the mighty, and the terrible God, who 
keepest covenant and mercy, let not all 
the trouble seem little before thee, that 
hath come upon us, on our kings, on our 
princes, and on our priests, and on our 
prophets, and on our fathers, and on all 
thy people, since the time of the kings of 
AS-syr’-i-a unto this day. 

33 Howbeit ithou art just in all that. is 
brought upon us; for thou hast done 
right, but we have done wickedly: 

34 Neither have our kings, our princes, 
Our priests, nor our fathers, kept thy law, 
nor hearkened unto thy commandments 
and thy testimonies, wherewith thou 
didst testify against them. 

35 For they have not served thee in 
their kingdom, and in thy great goodness 
that thou gavest them, and in the large 
and fat land which thou gavest before 
them, neither turned=they from. their 
wicked works. : 
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_- .36 Behold, we are servants this day, and 

for the land that thou gavest unto our 
fathers to eat the fruit thereof and the 
good thereof, behold, we are servants in 


it: 
-.- 37 And it yieldeth much increase unto 
‘the kings whom thou hast set over us be- 
cause of our sins: also they have domin- 
ion over our bodies, and over our cattle, 
’ at their pleasure, and we are in great 
distress. 

38 And because of all this we make a 
sure covenant, and write it; and our 
princes, Lé’-vites, and priests, seal unto 
ut. 
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OW those that sealed were, Né-hém- 
i’-ah, the Tir’-sha-tha, the son of 
Hach-a-li’-ah, and Zid-ki’-jah,

29 They clave to their brethren, their 
nobles, and entered into a curse, and into 
an oath, to walk in God’s law, which was 
given by MO’-sé& the servant of God, and 
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to observe and do all the command- 
ments of the Lorp our Lord, and his 
judgments and his statutes; 

30 And that we would not. give our 
daughters unto the people of the land, 
nor take their daughters for our sons: 

31 And if the people of the land bring 
ware or any victuals on the sabbath day 
to sell, that we would not buy it of them 
on the sabbath, or on the holy day: and 
that we would leave the seventh year, and 
the exaction of every debt. 

32 Also we made ordinances for us, to 
charge ourselves yearly with the third 
part of a shé’-kél for the service of the 
house of our God; 

3 For the shewbread, and for the con- 
tinual meat offering, and for the contin- 
ual burnt offering, of the sabbaths, of the 
new moons, for the set feasts, and for the 
holy things, and for the sin offerings to 
make an atonement for Is’-ra-él, and for 
all the work of the house of our God. 

34 And we cast the lots among the 
priests, the Lé’-vites, and the people, for 
the wood offering, to bring it into the 
house of our God, after the houses of our 
fathers, at times appointed year by year, 
to burn upon the altar_of the LORD our 
God, as it is written in the law: 

35 And to bring the firstfruits of our 
ground, and the firstfruits of all fruit of 
all trees, year by-year, unto the house of 
the Lorp: 

36 Also the firstborn of our sons, and 
of our cattle as it is written in the law, 
and the firstlings of our herds and of our 
flocks, to bring to the house of our God, 
unto the priests that minister in the house 
of our God: 

37 And that we should. bring the first- 
fruits of our dough, and our offerings, 
and the fruit of all manner of trees, of 
wine and of oil, unto the priests, to the 
chambers of the house of our God; and 
the tithes of our ground unto the Lé’- 
vites, that the same Lé’-vites might have 
the tithes in all the cities of our tillage. ~ 

38 And the priest the son of Aa’-ron 
shall be with the Lé’-vites, when the Lé’- 
vites take tithes: and the Lé’-vites shall 
bring up the tithe of the tithes unto the 
house of our God, to the chambers, into 
the treasure house. . 

39 For the children of Is’-ra-é1 and the 
children of Lé’-vi shall bring the offering 
of the corn, of the new wine, and the oil, 
unto the chambers, where are the vessels 
of the sanctuary, and the priests that 
minister, and the porters, and the singers: 
ond We will not forsake the house of our

S6l’-6-mon’s servants. 

4 And at Jé-ra’-sa-lém dwelt certain of 
the children of Ja’-dah, and of the chil- 
dren of Bén’-ja-min. Of the children of 
Ja’-dah; A-thai’-ah the son of z-zi’-ah, 
the son of Zéch-a-ri’-ah, the son of Am- 
a-ri’-ah, the son of Shéph-a-ti’-ah, the

27 @ And at the dedication of the wall 
of Jé-rii’-sa-lém they sought the Lé’-vites 
out of all their places, to bring them to 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém, to keep the dedication with 
gladness, both with thanksgivings, and 
with singing, with cymbals, psalteries, 
with harps. 

8 And the sons of the singers gathered 
foerdel together, both out of the 
plain country round about Jé-ra’-sa-lém, 
and from the villages of Né- toph’-a-thi; 

29 Also from the house of Gil’-gal, and 
out of the fields of Gé’-ba and Az-ma’- 
véth: for the singers had builded them 
villages round about Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

30 And the priests and the Lé’-vites 
purified themselves, and purified the peo- 
ple, and the gates, and the wall. 

31 Then I brought up the princes of 
Ja’-dah upon the wall, and appointed 
two great companies. of-them that gave 
thanks, whereof one went on the right 
hand upon the wall toward the dung 
gate: * 

32 And after them went H6-shai’-ah, 
and half of the princes of Ja’ -dah, 

33 And Az-a-ri’-ah, Ez’-ra, and Mé- 
shul’-lam 

34 Ja ‘dah, and Bén/’-ja-min, and Shém- 
ai’-ah, and Jér-é-mi’ -ah, 

35 And certain of the priests’ sons with 
trumpets; namely, Zéch-a-ri’-ah the son 
of Jon “4 than, the son of Shém-ai’-ah, 
the son of Mat-ta-ni’ -ah, the son of Mi- 
chai’ re the son of Zac’-cur, the son of 
A’-sap. 

_36, aid his brethren, Shém-ai’-ah, and 
Az-a-ra’-él, Mil’-a-14i, Gil’ -a-lai, Ma-a ’-1, 
Néth’-a-néel, and Jd’-dah, Ha-na’ -ni, 
with the musical instruments of Da’-vid 
the man of God, and Ez’. ra the scribe 
before them. 

37 And at the fountain gate, which was 
over against them, they went up by the 
stairs of the city of Da’-vid, at the going 
up of the wall, above the house of Da’- 
vid, even unto the water gate eastward. 

38 And the other company of them that 
gave thanks went over against them, and 
I after them, and the half of the people 
upon the wall, from beyond the tower of 
the furnaces even unto the broad wall; 

39 And from above the gate of E ‘phra- 
im, and above the old gate, and above 
the fish gate, and the tower of Han’-a- 
néél, and the tower of Mé’-ah, even unto 
the sheep gate: and they stood still in the 
prison gate. 


NEHEMIAH 13 


40 So stood the two companies of them 
that gave thanks in the house of God, 
and I, and the half of the rulers with me: 

41 And the priests; E-li’-a-kim, Ma-a- 
séi’-ah, Min-i’-4-min, Mi-ch4i’-ah, El-i- 
3-é’-nAi, Zéch-a-ri’-ah, and Han-a-ni’-ah, 
with trumpets; xy fh 

42 And Ma-a-séi’-ah, and Shém-4i-ah, 
and El-é-a’-zar, and Uz’-zi, and _Jé-h6- 
ha’-nan, and Mal-chi’-jah, and E’-lam, 
and £’-zér. And the singers sang loud, 
with Jéz-ra-hi’-ah their overseer. 

43 Also that day they offered great 
sacrifices, and rejoiced: for God had 
made them rejoice with great joy: the 
wives also and the children rejoiced: so 
that the joy of Jé-ri’-sa-lém was heard 
even afar off. 

44 @ And at that time were some ap- 
pointed over the chambers for the treas- 
ures, for the offerings, for the firstfruits, 
and for the tithes, to: gather into them 
out of the fields of the cities the portions 
of the law for the priests and Lé’-vites: 
for Ja’-dah rejoiced for the priests and 
for the Lé’-vites that waited. 

45 And both the singers and the porters 
kept the ward of their God, and the ward 
of the purification, according to the com- 
mandment of Da’-vid, and of S6ol’-6- 
mon his son. 

46 For in the days of Da’-vid and A’- 
saph of old there were chief of the singers, 
and songs of praise and thanksgiving 
unto God. , ; 

47 And all Is’-ra-él in the days of Zé- 
rub’-ba-bél, and in the days of Né-hém- 
i’-ah, gave the portions of the singers and 
the porters, every day his portion: and 
they sanctified holy things unto the Lé’- 
vites; and the Lé’-vites sanctified them 
unto the children of Aa’-ron. 


Chapter 13 


ON that day they read in the book of 
MO’-sés in the audience of the peo- 
ple; and therein was found written, that 
the Am’-mon-ite and the M06’-ab-ite 
should not come into the congregation 
of God for ever; 

,2 Because they met not the children of 
Is’-ra-é1 with bread and with water, but 
hired Ba’-laam against them, that he 
should curse them: howbeit our God 
turned the curse into a blessing. 

3 Now it came to pass, when they had 
heard the law, that they separated from 
18’-ra-é] all the mixed multitude. 

4 @ And before this, E-li-Ash’-ib the 
priest, having the oversight of the cham- 
ber of the house of our God, was allied 
unto T6-bi’-ah: 

5 And he had prepared for him a great 
chamber, where aforetime they laid the 
meat offerings, the frankincense, and the 
vessels, and the tithes of the corn, the 
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new wine, and the oil, which was com- 
manded fo be given to the Lé’-vites, and 
the singers, and the porters; and the of- 
ferings of the priests. : 

6 But in all this time was not I at Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém; for in the two and thirtieth year 
of Ar-ta-xérx’-és king of Bab’-¥-lon came 
I unto the king, and after certain days 
obtained I leave of the king: 

7 And I came to Jé-ré’-sa-lém, and un- 
derstood of the-evil that E-li-ash’-ib did 
for T6-bi’-ah, in preparing him a cham- 
ber in the courts of the house of God. 

8 And it grieved me sore: therefore I 
cast forth all the household stuff of T6- 
bi’-ah out of the chamber. 

9 Then Icommanded, and they cleansed 
the chambers: and thither brought I 
again the vessels of the house of God, 
with the meat offering and the frankin- 
cense. 

10 g_And I perceived that the portions 
of the Lé’-vites had not been given them: 
for the Lé’-vites and the singers, that did 
the work, were fied every one to his field. 

Then contended I with the rulers, 
and said, Why is the house of God for- 
saken? And I gathered them together, 


and set them in their place. 


12 Then brought all Ja’-dah the tithe of 
the corn and the new wine and the oil 
unto the treasuries. 

13 And I_made treasurers over the 
treasuries, Shél-é-mi’-ah the priest, and 
Za’-d6k the scribe, and of the Lé’-vites, 
Pé-dai’-ah: and next to them was Ha’- 
nan the son of Zac’-cur, the son of Mat- 
ta-ni’-ah: for they were counted faithful 
and their office was to distribute unto 
their brethren. 

14 Remember me, O my God, con- 
cerning this, and wipe not out my good 
deeds that I have done for the house of 
my God, and for the offices thereof. 

15 In those days saw I in Ja’-dah 
some treading wine presses on the sab- 
bath, and bringing in sheaves, and lading 
asses ; as also wine, grapes, and figs, and 
all manner of burdens, which they brought 
into Jé-ri’-sa-lém on the sabbath day: 
and I testified against them in the day 
wherein they sold victuals. 

_16 There dwelt men of Tyre also there- 
in which brought fish, and all manner of 
ware, and sold on the sabbath unto the 
children of Ja’-dah, and in Jé-ra’-s4-lém. 

17 Then I contended with the nobles of 
Ja’-dah, and said unto them, What evil 
thing is this that ye do, and profane the 
sabbath day? 

18 Did not your fathers thus, and did 
not our God bring all this evil upon us, 
and upon this city? yet ye bring more 
live 4 ‘upon is’-ra-81 by profaning the 


19 And it came to pass, that when the 
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gates of Jé-rii’-sa-lém began to be dark 
before the sabbath, I commanded that 
the gates should be shut, and charged 
that they should not be opened till after 
the sabbath: and some of my servants set 
lat the gates, that there should no burden 
be brought in on the sabbath day. 

20 So the merchants and sellers of all 
kind of ware lodged without Jé-rii’-sa- 
lém once or twice. 

21 Then I testified against them, and 
said unto them, Why lodge ye about the 
wall? if ye do so again, I will lay hands on 
you. From that time forth came they no 
more on the sabbath. 

22 And I commanded the Lé’-vites that 
they should cleanse themselves, and that 
they should come and keep the gates, to 
sanctify the sabbath day. Remember me, 
O my God, concerning this also, and 
spare me according to the greatness of 
thy mercy. 

23 ¥ In those days also saw I Jéws that 
had married wives of Ash’-dod, of Am/- 
mon, and of MO’-ab: 

24 And their children spake half in the 
speech of Ash’-dod, and could not speak 
in the Jéws’ language, but according to 
the language of each people. 

25 And I contended with them, and 
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cursed them, and smote certain of them, 
and plucked off their hair, and made 
them swear by God, saying, Ye shall not 
give your daughters unto their sons, nor 
take their daughters unto your sons, or 
for yourselves. 

26 Did not S6l’-6-mon king of I8’-ra-él 
sin by these things? yet among many na- 
tions was there no king like him, who was 
beloved of his God, and God made him 
king over all I8’-ra-é1: nevertheless even 
him did outlandish women cause to sin. 

27 Shall we then hearken unto you to 
do all this great evil, to transgress against 
our God in marrying strange wives? 

28 And one of the sons of J0i’-a-da, the 
son of E-li-ash’-ib the high priest, was son 
in law to San-bal’-lat the Hor’-6n-ite: 
therefore I chased him from me. 

29 Remember them, O my God, be- 
cause they have defiled the priesthood, 
and the covenant of the priesthood, and 
of the Lé’-vites. 

30. Thus cleansed I them from all strang- 
ers, and appointed the wards of the 
priests and the Lé’-vites, every one in 
his business ; 

31 And for the wood offering, at times 
appointed, and for the firstfruits. Re- 
member me, O my God, for good.

Chapter 1 


OW it came to pass in the days of 
A-has-0-é’-rus, (this is A-has-0-é’-rus 
which reigned, from In’-di-a even unto 
E-thi-d’-pi-a, over an hundred and seven 
and twenty provinces:) 

2 That in those days, when the king 
A-has-i-é’-riis sat on the throne of his 
kingdom, which was in Shi’-shan the 
palace, 

3 Inthe third year of his reign, he made 
a feast unto all his princes and his ser- 
vants; the power of Pér’-sia and Mé’-di- 
a, the nobles and princes of the provinces, 
being before him: ; 

4 When he shewed the riches of his 
glorious kingdom and the honour of his 
excellent majesty many days, even an 
hundred and fourscore days. ; 

5 And when these days were expired, 
the king made a feast unto all the people 
that were present in Sha’-shan the palace, 
both unto great and small, seven days, in 
the court of the garden of the king’s 
’ palace; 

6 Where were white, green, and blue, 
hangings, fastened with cords of fine linen 
and purple to silver rings and pillars of 


marble: the beds were of gold and silver, 
upon a pavement of red, and blue, and 
white, and black, marble. 

7 And they gave them drink in vessels 
of gold, (the vessels being diverse one 
from another,) and royal wine in abun- 
dance, according to the state of the king. 

8 And the drinking was according to 
the law; none did compel: for so the king 
had appointed to all the officers of his 
house, that they should do according to 
every man’s pleasure. 

9 Also Vash’-ti the queen made a feast 
for the women in the royal house which 
belonged to king A-has-i-é’-rus. 

10 @ On the seventh day, when the 
heart of the king was merry with wine, he 
commanded Mé-hii’-man, Biz’-tha, Har- 
bo’-na, Big’-tha, and A-bag’-tha, Zé’- 
thar, and Car’-cas, the seven chamber- 
lains that served in the presence of A- 
has-t-é’-rus the king, 

11 To bring Vash’-ti the queen before 
the king with the crown royal, to shew 
the people and the princes her beauty: 
for she was fair to look on. 

12 But the queen Vash’-ti refused to 
come at the king’s commandment by his 
chamberlains: therefore was the king

very wroth, and his anger burned in 


m. 

13 ¢ Then the king said to the wise 
men, which knew the’times, (for so was 
the king’s manner toward all that knew 
law and judgment: z bye a tay 

14 And the next unto him was Car-shé’- 
na, Shé’-thar, Ad-ma’-tha, Tar’-shish, 
Mé’-rés, Mar’-sé’-na, and Mé-mii’-can, 
the seven princes of Pér’-sia and Mé’- 
di-a; which saw the king’s face, and 
which sat the first in the kingdom;) 

15 What shall we do unto the queen 
Vash’-ti according to law, because she 
hath not performed the commandment 
of the king A-has-0-é’-riis by the cham- 
berlains ? 

16 And Mé-mi’-can answered before 
the king and the princes, Vash’-ti the 
queen hath not done wrong to the king 
only, but also to all the princes, and to 
all the people that are in all the provinces 
of the king A-has-t-é’-rus. 

17 For this deed of the queen shall 
come abroad unto all women, so that 
they shall despise their husbands in their 
eyes, when it shall be reported, The king 
A-has-0-é’-rus commanded _Vash’-ti the 
queen to be brought in before him, but 
she came not. 

18 Likewise shall the ladies of Pér’-Sia 
and Mé’-di-a say this day unto all the 
king’s princes, which have heard of the 
deed of the queen. Thus shall there arise 
too much contempt and wrath. 

19 If it please the king, let there go a 
royal commandment from him, and let it 
be written among the laws of the Pér’- 
sians and the Médes, that it be not al- 
tered, That Vash’-ti come no more be- 
fore king A-has-0-é’-rus; and let the king 
give her royal estate unto another that is 
better than she. 

20 And when the king’s decree which 
he shall make shall be published through- 
out all his empire, (for it is great,) all the 
wives shall give to their husbands honour, 
both to great and small. 

21 And the saying pleased the king and 
the princes; and the king did according 
to the word of Mé-mii’-can: 

22 For he sent letters into all the king’s 
provinces, into every province according 
to the writing thereof, and to every peo- 
ple after their language, that every man 
should bear rule in his own house, and 
that it should be published according to 
the language of every people. 


Chapter 2 


FTER these things, when the wrath 
of king A-ha8-t-é’-ris was appeased, 

he remembered Vash’-ti, and what she 
had done, and what was decreed against 


er. ; 
2 Then said the king’s servants that 
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ministered unto him, Let there be fair 
young virgins sought for the king: | 

3 And let the king appoint officers in all 
the provinces of his kingdom, that they 
may gather together all the fair young 
virgins unto Shii’-shan the palace, to the 
house of the women, unto the custody of 
Hé’-gé the king’s chamberlain, keeper of 
the women; and let their things for puri- 
fication be given them: 

4 And let the maiden which pleaseth 
the king be queen instead of Vash’-ti. 
ane the thing pleased the king; and he 

id so. 

5 ¢ Now in Shi’-shan the palace there 
was a certain Jew, whose name was Mor- 
dé-ca’-i, the son of Ja’-ir, the son of 
Shim’-é-i, the son of Kish, a Bén’-ja- 
mite; 

6 Who had been carried away from Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém with the captivity which had 
been carried away with Jéc-0-ni’-ah king 
of Ja’-dah, whom Néb-i-chad-néz’-zar 
the king of Bab’-y-lon had carried away. 

7 And he brought up Ha-das’-sah, that 
is, Es’-thér, his uncle’s daughter: for she 
had neither father nor mother, and the 
maid was fair and beautiful; whom Mo6r- 
dé-ca’-i, when her father and mother were 
dead, took for his own daughter. 

8 ¢ So it came to pass, when the king’s 
commandment and his decree was heard, 
and when many maidens were gathered 
together unto Shi’-shan the palace, to 
the custody of Hé’-gd4i, that Es’-thér was 
brought also unto the king’s house, to the 
custody of Hé’-gai keeper of the women. 

9 And the maiden pleased him, and she 
obtained kindness of him; and he speedi- 
ly gave her her things for purification, 
with such things as belonged to her, and 
seven maidens, which were meet to be 
given her, out of the king’s house: and he 
preferred her and her maids unto the 
best place of the house of the women. 

10 Es’-thér had not shewed her people 
nor her kindred: for Mé6r’-dé-ca’-i had 
charged her that she should not shew it. 

1 And M6r’-dé-ca’-i walked every day 
before the court of the women’s house, to 
know how Es’-thér did, and what should 
become of her. 

12 @ Now when every maid’s turn was 
come to go in to king A-has-0-é’-ris, af- 
ter that she had been twelve months, ac- 
cording to the manner of the women, 
(for so were the days of their purifications 
accomplished, to wit, six months with oil 
of myrrh, and six months-with sweet 
odours, and with other things for the 
purifying of the women;) 

13 Then thus came every maiden unto 
the king; whatsoever she desired was 
given her to go with her out of the house 
of the women unto the king’s house. 

14 In the evening she went, and on the 
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morrow she returned into the second 
house of the women, to the custody of 
Sha-ash’-gaz, the king’s chamberlain, 
which kept the concubines: she came in 
unto the king no more, except the king 
‘delighted in her, and that she were called 
by name. yi 

15 @ Now when the turn of £s’-thér, 
the daughter of Ab’-i-hail the uncle of 
Mor-dé-ca’-i, who had taken her for his 
daughter, was come to go in unto the 
king, she required nothing but what Hé’- 
gai the king’s chamberlain, the keeper of 
the women, appointed. And Es’-thér ob- 
tained favour in the sight of all them that 
looked upon _her. 

16 So Es’-thér was taken unto king A- 
has-0-é’-ris into his house royal in the 
tenth month, which is the month Té’- 
béth, in the seventh year of his reign. 

17 And the king loved Es’-thér above 
all the women, and she obtained grace 
and favour in his sight more than all the 
virgins; so that he set the royal crown 
upon her head, and made her queen in- 
stead of Vash’-ti. 

18 Then the king made a great feast un- 
to all his princes and his servants, even 
Es’-thér’s feast; and he made a release to 
the provinces, and gave gifts, according 
to the state of the king. 

19 And when the virgins were gathered 
together the second time, then M6r-dé- 
ca’-i sat in the king’s gate. 

20 #s’-thér had not yet shewed her 
kindred nor her people; as Mér-dé-ca’-i 
had charged her: for Es’-thér did the 
commandment of Mor-dé-ca’-i, like as 
when she was brought up with him. 

21 ¢ In those days, while M6ér-dé-ca’-i 
sat in the king’s gate, two of the king’s 
chamberlains, Big’-than and Té’-résh, of 
those which kept the door, were wroth, 
and sought to lay hand on the king A- 
has-i-é’-ris. 

22 And the thing was known to Mér- 
dé-ca’-i, who told it unto Es’-thér the 
queen; and Es’-thér certified the king 
thereof in M6r-dé-ca’-i’s name. 

23 And when inquisition was made of 
the matter, it was found out; therefore 
they were both hanged on a tree: and it 
was written in the book of the chronicles 
before the king. 


Chapter 3 

FTER these things did king A-has-0- 
é’-riis promote Ha’-man the son of 
Ham-mé-da’-tha the Ag’-a-gite, and ad- 
vanced him, and set his seat above all the 

princes that were with him. 
2 And all the king’s servants, that were 
-in the king’s gate, bowed, and reverenced 
Ha’-man: for the king had so command- 
ed concerning him. But M6r-dé-ca’-i 

bowed not, nor did him reverence. 
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_3 Then the king’s servants, which were 
in the king’s gate, said unto Mér-dé-ca’-i, 
Why transgressest thou the king’s com- 
mandment ? 

4 Now it came to pass, when they spake 
daily unto him, and he hearkened not 
unto them, that they told Ha’-man, to 
see whether MO6r-dé-ca’-i’s matters would 
ae for he had told them that he was a 

éw. 

5. And when Ha’-man saw that Mér- 
dé-ca’-i bowed not, nor did him rever- 
ence, then was Ha’-man full of wrath. 

6 And he thought scorn to lay hands on 
MO6r-dé-ca’-i alone; for they had shewed 
him the people of Mo6r-dé-ca’-i: where- 
fore Ha’-man sought to destroy all the 
Jéws that were throughout the whole 
kingdom of A-has-i-é’-ris, even the peo- 
ple of M6r-dé-ca’-i. 

7 @_In the first month, that is, the 
month Ni’-san, in the twelfth year of king 
A-has-i-é’-rus, they cast Pur, that is, the 
lot, before Ha’-man from day to day, and 
from month to month, to the twelfth 
month, that is; the month A’-dar. 

8 @ And Ha’-man said unto king A- 
has--é’-rus, There is a certain people 
scattered abroad and dispersed among 
the people in all the provinces of thy 
kingdom; and their laws are diverse from 
all people; neither keep they the king’s 
laws: therefore it is not for the king’s 
profit to suffer them. 

9 If it please the king, let it be written 
that they may be destroyed: and I will 
pay ten thousand talents of silver to the 
hands of those that have the charge of 
the business, to bring it into the king’s 
treasuries. 

10 And the king took his-ring from his 
hand, and gave it unto Ha’-man, the son 
of Ham-mé-da’-tha the Ag’-a-gite, the 
Jews’ enemy. 

11 And the king said unto Ha’-man, 
The silver is given to thee, the people 
also, to do with them as it seemeth good 
to thee. j 

12 Then were the king’s scribes called 
on the thirteenth day of the first month, 
and there was written according to all 
that Ha’-man had commanded unto the 
king’s lieutenants, and to the governors 
that were over every province, and to the 
rulers of every people of every province 
according to the writing thereof, and 
to every people after their language; 
in the name of king A-has-i-é’-rus was 
it written, and sealed with the king’s 


ring. 

13 And the letters were sent by posts 
into all the king’s provinces, to destroy, 
to kill, and to cause to perish, all Jéws, 
both young and old, little children and 
women,.in one day, even upon the thir- 
teenth day of the twelfth month, which is 
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the month A’-dar, and to take the spoil 
of them for a prey. é 

14 The copy of the writing for a com- 
mandment to be given in every province 
was published unto all people, that they 
should be ready against that day. 

15 The posts went out, being hastened 
by the king’s commandment, and the de- 
cree was given in Shi’-shan the palace. 
And the king and Ha’-man sat down to 
drink; but the city Sha’-shan was per- 
plexed. 


Chapter 4 
HEN Mb6r-dé-ca’-i perceived all 
that was done, MO6r-dé-ca’-i rent 
his clothes, and put on sackcloth with 
ashes, and went out into the midst of the 
city, and cried with a loud and a bitter 
cry; 
2 And came even before the king’s gate: 
for none might enter into the king’s gate 
clothed with sackcloth. 

3. And in every province, whithersoever 
the king’s commandment and his decree 
came, there was great mourning among 
the Jews, and fasting, and weeping, and 
wailing; and many lay in sackcloth and 
ashes. | 

4 ¢ So Es’-thér’s maids and her cham- 
berlains came and told it her. Then was 
the queen exceedingly grieved; and she 
sent raiment to clothe M6r-dé-ca’-i, and 
to take away his sackcloth from him: but 
he received it not. _ 

5 Then called Es’-thér for Ha’-tach, one 
of the king’s chamberlains, whom he had 
appointed to attend upon her, and gave 
him a commandment to Mér-dé’-ca-’1, to 
know what it was, and why it was. 

6 So Ha’-tach went forth to Mor-dé- 
ca’-i unto the street of the city, which was 
before the king’s gate. 

7 And Mor-dé-ca’-i told him of all that 
had happened unto him, and of the sum 
of the money that Ha’-man had prom- 
ised to pay to the king’s treasuries for the 
JEws, to destroy them. 

8 Also he gave him the copy of the 
writing of the decree that was given at 
Shi’-shan_to destroy them, to shew it 
unto Es’-thér, and to declare it unto her, 
and to charge her that she should go in 
unto the king, to make supplication unto 
him, and to make request before him for 
her people. | mos 

9 And Ha’-tach came and told Es’-thér 
the words of Mor-dé-ca’-i. 

10 ¢ Again Es’-thér spake unto Ha- 
tach, and gave him commandment unto 
Mor-dé-ca’-i; 

11 All the king’s servants, and the peo- 
ple of the king’s provinces, do know, that 
whosoever, whether man or woman, shall 
come unto the king into the inner court, 
who is not called, there is one law of his 
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to put him to death, except such to whom 
the king shall hold out the golden scep- 
tre, that he may live: but I have not been 
called to come in unto the king these 
thirty days. yi ¥ 
12 And they told to Mor-dé-ca’-i Es’- 
thér’s words. 

13 Then. MO6r-dé-ca’-i commanded to 
answer Es’-thér, Think not with thyself 
that thou shalt escape in the king’s house, 
more.than all the Jews. 

14 For if thou altogether holdest thy 
peace at this time, then shall there en- 
largement and deliverance arise to the 
Jéws from another place; but thou and 
thy father’s house shall be destroyed: 
and who knoweth whether thou art come 
to the kingdom for such a time as this? 

15 @. Then Es’-thér bade them return 
MoOr-dé-ca’-i this answer, 

16 Go, gather together all the Jéws that 
are present in Shid’-shan, and fast ye for 
me, and neither eat nor drink three days, 
night or day: Ialso and my maidens will 
fast likewise; and so will I go in unto the 
king, which is not according to the law: 
and if I perish, I perish. 

17 So Mor-dé-ca’-i went his way, and 
did according to all that Es’-thér had 
commanded him. 


Chapter 5 


Ne it came to pass on the third day, 
that Es’-thér put on her royal ap- 
parel, and stood in the inner court of the 
king’s house, over against the king’s 
house: and the king sat upon his royal

14 ¢ Then said Zé’-résh his wife and all 
his friends unto him, Let a gallows be 
made of fifty cubits high, and to morrow 
speak thou unto the king that Mér-dé- 
ca’-i may be hanged thereon: then go 
thou in merrily with the king unto the 
banquet. And the thing pleased Ha’- 
ye and he caused the gallows to be

8 Then the king returned out of the 
palace garden into the place of the ban- 
quet of wine; and Ha’-man was fallen 
upon the bed whereon Es’-thér was. Then 
said the king, Will he force the queen also 
before me in the house?

8 Write ye also for the Jéws, as it liketh 
you, in the king’s name, and seal it with 
the king’s ring: for the writing which is 
written in the king’s name, and sealed 
with the king’s ring, may no man reverse. 

9 Then were the king’s scribes called at 
that time in the third month, that is, the 
month Si’-van, on the three and twentieth 
day thereof; and it was written according 
to all that Mor-dé-ca’-i commanded un- 
to the Jéws, and to the lieutenants, and 
the deputies and rulers of the provinces 
which are from in’-di-A unto E-thi-6’- 
pi-a, an hundred twenty and seven provy- 
inces, unto every province according to 
the writing thereof, and unto every peo- 
ple after their language, and to the Jews 
according to their writing, and according 
to their language. : 

10 And he wrote in the king A-has-0-é’- 
rus’ name, and sealed it with the king’s 
ring, and sent letters by posts on horse- 
back, and riders on mules, camels, and 
young dromedaries: 

11 Wherein the king granted the Jews 
which were in every city to gather them- 
selves together, and to stand for their 
life, to destroy, to slay, and to cause to

12 Upon one day in all the provinces of 
king A-ha§-0-é’-rus, namely, upon the 
thirteenth day of the twelfth month, 
which is the: month A’-dar. 

13 The copy of the writing for a com- 
mandment to be given in every province 
was published unto all people, and that 
the Jews should be ready against that day 
to avenge themselves on their enemies. 

14 So the posts that rode upon mules 
and camels went out, being hastened and 
pressed on by the king’s commandment. 
And the decree was given at Shi’-shan 
the palace. 

15 ¢ And Mo6r-dé-ca’-i went out from 
the presence of the king in royal apparel 
of blue and white, and with a great 
crown of gold, and with a garment of 
e linen and purple: and the city of 
Shi’-shan rejoiced and was glad. 

16 The Jews had light, and gladness, 
and joy, and honour. 

17 And in every province, and in every 
city, whithersoever the king’s command- 
ment and his decree came, the Jéws had 
\ 
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joy and gladness, a feast and a good day. 
And many of the people of the land be- 
came Jéws; for the fear of the Jéws fell 
~ upon them. 


Chapter 9 


OW in the twelfth month, that is, 

the month A’-dar, on the thirteenth 

day of the same, when the king’s com- 

mandment and his decree drew near to be 

put in execution, in the day that the en- 

emies of the Jews hoped to have power 

over them, (though it was turned to the 

contrary, that the Jéws had rule over 
them that hated them;) 

2 The Jéws gathered themselves to- 
gether in their cities throughout all the 
provinces of the king A-has-U-é’-ris, to 
lay hand on such as sought their hurt:

4 For MoOr-dé-ca’-i was great in the 
king’s house, and his fame went out 
throughout all the provinces: for this 
man MbO6r-dé-ca’-i waxed greater and 
greater. 

5 Thus the Jews smote all their enemies 
with the stroke of the sword, and slaugh- 
ter, and destruction, and did what they 
would unto those that hated them. 

6 And in Sht’-shan the palace the 
Jéws slew and destroyed five hundred 
men. 

7 And Par-shan-da’-tha, and Dal’- 
phon, and As-pa’-tha, , 

.8 And Por-a’-tha, and A-da’-li-a, and 
Ar-i-da’-tha, r 
.9 And Par-mash’-ta, and Ar’-i-sai, and 
Ar’-i-dai, and Va-jéz’-a-tha, 

10 The ten sons of Ha’-man the son of 
Ham-mé-da’-tha, the enemy of the Jéws, 
slew they; but on the spoil laid they not 
their hand. 

11 On that day the number of those 
that were slain in Shi’-shan the palace 
was brought before the king. ke, 

2 g And the king said unto Es’-thér 
the queen, The Jéws have slain and de- 
stroyed five hundred men in Shi’-shan 
the palace, and the ten sons of Ha’-man; 
what have they done in the rest of the 
king’s provinces? now what is thy peti- 
tion? and it shall be granted thee: or 
what is thy request further? and it shall 
be done. a fo ; 

13 Then said Es’-thér, If it please the 
king, let it be granted to the Jews which 
are in Shi’-shan to do to morrow also 
according unto this day’s decree, and let 
Ha’-man’s ten sons be hanged upon the 
gallows.

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14 And the king commanded it so to be 
done: and the decree was given at Sha’- 
shan; and they hanged Ha’-man’s ten 
sons. 

15 For the Jéws that were in Sha’-shan 
gathered themselves together on the four- 
teenth day also of the month A’-dar, and 
slew three hundred men at Shii’-shan; 
but on the prey they laid not their hand. 

16 But the other Jéws that were in the 

king’s provinces gathered themselves to- 
gether, and stood for their lives, and had 
rest from their enemies, and slew of their 
foes seventy and five thousand, but they 
laid not their hands on the prey, 
_17 On the thirteenth day of the month 
A’-dar; and on the fourteenth day of the 
same rested they, and made it a day of 
feasting and gladness. 

18 But the Jéws that were at Sha’-shan 
assembled together on the thirteenth day 
thereof, and on the fourteenth thereof; 
and on the fifteenth day of the same they 
rested, and made it a day of feasting and 
gladness. 

19 Therefore the Jéws of the villages, 
that dwelt in the unwalled towns, made 
the fourteenth day of the month A’-dar a 
day of gladness and feasting, and a good 
day, and of sending portions one to an- 
other. 

20 ¢ And Mor-dé-ca’-i wrote these 
things, and sent letters unto all the Jéws 
that were in all the provinces of the king 
A-has-t-é’-rus, both nigh and far, 

21 To stablish this among them, that 
they should keep the fourteenth day of 
the month A’-dar, and the fifteenth day 
of the same, yearly, 

22 As the days wherein the Jéws rested 
from their enemies, and the month which 
was turned unto them from sorrow to 
joy, and from mourning into a good day: 
that they should make them days of 
feasting and joy, and of sending portions 
one to another, and gifts to the poor. 

23 And the Jéws undertook to do as 
they had begun, and as Mo6r-dé-ca’-i had 
written unto them; 

24 Because Ha’-man the son of Ham- 
mé-da’-tha, the Ag’-a-gite, the enemy of 
all the Jews, had devised against the Jews 
to destroy them, and had cast Pur, that is, 
the lot, to consume them, and to destroy 
them; Geet 

25 But when Es’-thér came before the 
king, he commanded by letters that his 
wicked device, which he devised against 
the Jéws, should return upon his own 
head, and that he and his sons should be 
hanged on the gallows. 

26 Wherefore they called these days 
Pu’-rim after the name of Pur. Therefore 
for ail the words of this letter, and of 
that which they had seen concerning this 
matter, and which had come unto them, 


JOB 1 

27 The Jéws ordained, and took upon 
them, and upon their seed, and upon all 
such as joined themselves unto them, so 
as it should not fail, that they would keep 
these two days according to their writing, 
and according to their appointed time 
every year; 

28 And that these days should be re- 
membered and kept throughout every 
generation, every family, every province, 
and every city; and that these days of Pi’- 
rim should not fail from among the Jéws, 
nor the memorial of them perish from 
their seed. 

29 Then £s’-thér the queen, the daugh- 
ter of Ab’-i-hail, and M6r-dé-ca’-i the 
Jéw, wrote with all authority, to confirm 
this second letter of Pi’-rim. 

And he sent the letters unto all the 
Jews, to the hundred twenty and seven 
provinces of the kingdom of A-has-t-é’- 
tls, with words of peace and truth, 

To confirm these days of Pii’-rim in 
their times appointed, according as M6r- 
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dé-ca’-i the Jew and Es’-thér the queen 
had enjoined them, and as they had de- 
creed for themselves and’ for their seed, 
the matters of the fastings and their cry. 

32 And the decree of Es’-thér confirmed 
these matters of Pi’-rim; and it was 
written in the book.

19 The small and great are there; and 
the servant is free from his master. 

20 Wherefore is light given to him that 
is in misery, and life unto the bitter in 


soul; 

21 Which long for death, but it cometh 
not; and dig for it more than for hid 
treasures; 

22 Which rejoice exceedingly, and are 
glad, when they can find the grave? 

23 Why is light given to a man whose 
way is hid, and whom God hath hedged 
in? 

24 For my sighing cometh before I eat, 
and my roarings are poured out like the 
waters.

26 I was not in safety, neither had I 
rest, neither was I quiet; yet trouble 
came.

18 He is swift as the waters; their por- 
tion is cursed in the earth: he beholdeth 
not the way of the vineyards. 

19 Drought and heat consume the snow 
waters: so doth the grave those which

11 I will teach you by the hand of God: 
that which is with the Almighty will I not 
conceal. 

12 Behold, all ye yourselves have seen 
it; why then are ye thus altogether vain? 

13 This is the portion of a wicked man 
with God, and the heritage of oppres- 
sors, which they shall receive of the Al- 
mighty. evi sts 

14 If his children be multiplied, iz is 
for the sword: and his offspring shall not 
be satisfied with bread. 

15 Those that remain of him shall be 
buried in death: and his widows shall not 


weep. 

16 Though he heap up silver as the 
dust, and prepare raiment as the clay; 

17 He may prepare it, but the just shall 
put it on, and the innocent shall divide 
the silver. 

18 He buildeth his house as a moth, 
and as a booth that the keeper maketh. 

19 The rich man shall lie down, but he 
shall not be gathered: he openeth his 
eyes, and he is not. 

20 Terrors take hold on him as waters, 
a tempest stealeth him away in the night. 

21 The east wind carrieth him away, 
and he departeth: and as a storm hurleth 
him out of his place, ‘ 

22 For God shall cast upon him, and 
not spare: he would fain flee out of his 
hand. 

23 Men shall clap their hands at him, 
and shall hiss him out of his place. 


Chapter 28 


Ss there is a vein for the silver, 
and a place for gold where they 
fine it. 

2 Iron is taken out of the earth, and 
brass is molten out of the stone. 

3 He setteth an end to darkness, and

14 The depth saith, It is not in me: and 
the sea saith, Jt is not with me. 

15 It cannot be gotten for gold, neither 
shall silver be weighed for the price 
thereof. 

16 It cannot be valued with the gold of 
O’-phir, with the precious onyx, or the 
sapphire. 

17 The gold and the crystal cannot 
equal it: and the exchange of it sha// not 
be for jewels of fine gold. 

18 No mention shall be made of coral, 
or of pearls: for the price of wisdom is 
above rubies. 

19 The topaz of £-thi-d’-pi-A shall not 
equal it, neither shall it be valued with 
pure gold. 

20 Whence then cometh wisdom? and 
where is the place of understanding ? 

21 Seeing it is hid from the eyes of all 
living, and kept close from the fowls of 
the air. 

22 Destruction and death say, We have 
heard the fame thereof with our ears. 

23 God understandeth the way thereof, 
and he knoweth the place thereof. 

24 For he looketh to the ends of the 
earth, and seeth under the whole heaven; 

To make the weight for the winds; 
and he weigheth the waters by measure. 

26 When he made a decree for the rain, 
and a way for the lightning of the 
thunder:

Poe When I looked for good, then evil 
came unto me: and when I waited for 
light, there came darkness. 

27 My bowels boiled, and rested not: 
the days of affliction prevented me. 

I went mourning without the sun: I 

stood up, and I cried in the congregation. 

29 I am a brother to dragons, and a 
companion to owls. 

30. My skin is black upon me, and my 
bones are burned with heat. : 

31 My harp also is turned to mourning, 
and my organ into the voice of them that 


weep. 
I MADE a covenant with mine eyes; 
why then should I think upon a maid? 

2 For what portion of God is there 
from above? and what inheritance of the 
Almighty from on high? 

3 Is not destruction to the wicked? and 
a strange punishment to the workers of 
iniquity ?

30. Neither have I suffered my mouth to 
sin by wishing a curse to his soul.

4 For truly my words shall not be 
false: he that is perfect in knowledge is 
with thee. ) ‘ 

5° Behold, God is mighty, and despiseth 
not any: he is mighty in strength and 
wisdom. : 

6 He preserveth not the life of the 
wicked: but giveth right to the poor. 
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7 He withdraweth not his eyes from the 
righteous: but with kings are they on the 
throne; yea, he doth establish them for 
ever, and they are exalted. 

8 And if they be bound in fetters, and be 
holden in cords of affliction; 

Then he sheweth them their work, 
and their transgressions that they have 
exceeded. 

10 He openeth also their ear to dis- 
cipline, and commandeth that they re- 
turn from iniquity. 

11 If they obey and serve him, they 
shall spend their days in prosperity, and 
their years in pleasures. 

12 But if they obey not, they shall per- 
ish by the sword, and they shall die with- 
out knowledge. 

13 But the hypocrites in heart heap up 
wrath: they cry not when he bindeth 
them. : 

14 They die in youth, and their life is 
among the unclean.

20 Desire not the night; when people 
are cut off in their place. 

21 Take heed, regard not iniquity: for 
this hast thou chosen rather than af- 
fliction. 

22 Behold, God exalteth by his power: 
who teacheth like him? ; 

Who hath enjoined him his way? or 
who can say, Thou hast wrought iniqui-

ty? 

24 Remember that thou magnify his 
work, which men behold. 

25 Every man may see it; man may be- 
hold it afar off. 

26 Behold, God is great, and we know 
him not, neither can the number of his 
years be searched out. 

27 For he maketh small the drops of 
water: they pour down rain according to 
the vapour thereof: 

28 Which the clouds do drop and 
distil upon man abundantly. 

29 Also can any understand the spread- 
ings of the clouds, or the noise of. his 
tabernacle? ; 

30 Behold, he spreadeth his light upon 
it, and covereth the bottom of the sea.

9 The Lorp hath heard my supplica- 
tion; the LorpD will receive my prayer. 

10 Let all mine enemies be ashamed 
and sore vexed: let them return and be 
ashamed suddenly.

Shig-gai’-6n of Da’-vid, which he sang unto the 
LORD, concerning the words of Ctsh the 
Bén’-j4-mite. 

O LORD my God, in thee do I put

13 Keep back thy servant also from pre- 
sumptuous sins; let them not have do- 
minion over me: then shall-I be upright, 
and I shall be innocent from the great 
transgression. 

14 Let the words of my mouth, and the 
meditation of my heart, be acceptable in 
thy sight, O LorpD, my strength, and my 
redeemer.

18 And they tempted God in their 
heart by asking meat for their lust. 

19 Yea, they spake against God; they 
said, Can God furnish a table in the wil- 
derness ? 

20 Behold, he smote the rock, that the 
waters gushed out, and the streams over- 
flowed; can he give bread also? can he 
provide flesh for his people? 

21 Therefore the Lorp heard this, and 
was wroth: so a fire was kindled against 
Ja’-cob, and anger also came up against 
Is’-ra-él; 

22 Because they believed not in God, 
and trusted not in his salvation: 

23 Though’ he had commanded the 
clouds from above, and opened the doors 
of heaven, 

24 And had rained down man’-na upon 
them to eat, and had given them of the 
corn of heaven. 

25 Man did eat angels’ food: he sent 
them meat to’ the full. 

6 He caused an east wind to blow in 
the heaven: and by his power he brought 
in the south wind. 

27 He rained flesh also upon them as 
dust, and feathered fowls like as the sand 
of the sea: 

28 And he let it fall in the midst of their 
camp, round about their habitations. 

29 So they did eat, and were well filled: 
for he gave them their own desire; 

0 They were not estranged from their 
lust. bt while their meat was yet in their 
mouths, 
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God Smites the Disobedient 


31 The wrath of God came upon them, 
and slew the fattest of them, and smote 
down the chosen men of I§’-ra-él. 

32 For all this they sinned still, and be- 
lieved not for his wondrous works. 

_33 Therefore their days did he consume 
in vanity, and their years in trouble. 

34 When he slew them, then they sought 
him: and they returned and enquired 
early after God. 

35 And they remembered that God was 
their rock, and the high God their re- 
deemer. 

36 Nevertheless they did flatter him 
with their mouth, and they lied unto him 
with their tongues. 

37 For their heart was not right with 
him, neither were they stedfast in his 
covenant. 

38 But he, being full of compassion, 
forgave their iniquity, and destroyed 
them not: yea, many a time turned he his 
anger away, and did not stir up all his 
wrath. . 

39 For he remembered that they were 
but flesh; a wind that passeth away, and 
cometh not again. 

40 How oft did they provoke him in 
the wilderness, and grieve him in the 
desert! 

41 Yea, they turned back and tempted 
oe and limited the Holy One of i§’- 
ra-él. 

42 They remembered not his hand, nor 
the day when he delivered them from the 
enemy. 

43 How he had wrought his signs in £’- 
gypt, and his wonders in the field of 
Z0’-an. 

44 And had turned their rivers into 
blood; and their floods, that they could 
not drink. 

45 He sent divers sorts of flies among 
them, which devoured them; and frogs, 
which destroyed them. 

46 He gave also their increase unto the 
caterpiller, and their labour unto the 
locust. 

47 He destroyed their vines with hail, 
and their sycomore trees with frost. 

48 He gave up their cattle also to the 
hail, and their flocks to hot thunderbolts. 

He cast upon them the fierceness of 
his anger, wrath, and indignation, and 
peuel by sending evil angels among 
them. 

50 He made a way to his anger; he 
spared not their soul from death, but 
gave their life over to the pestilence; _ 

51 And smote all the firstborn in E’- 
gypt; the chief of their strength in the ta- 

bernacles of Ham. 

- 52 But made his own people to go forth 
like sheep, and guided them in the wil- 
derness like a flock. 

53 And ‘he led them on safely, so that 
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they feared not: but the sea overwhelmed 
their enemies. 

54 And he brought them to the border 
of his sanctuary, even to this mountain, 
which his right hand had purchased. 

He cast out the heathen also before 
them, and divided them an inheritance by 
line, and made the tribes of fs’-ra-él to 
dwell in their tents. 

56 Yet they tempted and provoked the 
most high God, and kept not his testi- 
monies: 

57 But turned back, and dealt unfaith- 
fully like their fathers: they were turned 
aside like a deceitful bow. 

58 For they provoked him to anger 
with their high places, and moved him to 
jealousy with their graven images. 

59 When God heard this, he was wroth, 
and greatly abhorred Is’-ra-él: 

60 So that he forsook the tabernacle of 
Shi’-loh, the tent which he placed among 


men; 

61 And delivered his strength into cap- 

tivity, and his gloryinto theenemy’s hand. 

He gave his people over also unto 
the sword; and was wroth with his in- 
heritance. 

63 The fire consumed their young men; 
and their maidens were not given to 
marriage. 

64 Their priests fell by the sword; and 
their widows made no lamentation. 

65 Thenthe Lord awaked as one out of 
sleep, and like a mighty man that shout- 
eth by reason of wine. 

66’ And he smote his enemies in the 
hinder parts: he put them to a perpetual 
reproach. 

67 Moreover he refused the tabernacle 
of J6’-séph, and chose not the tribe of 
E’-phra-im: f 

68 But chose the tribe of Ja’-dah, the 
mount Zi’-on which he loved. 

69 And he built his sanctuary like high 
palaces, like the earth which he hath 
established for ever. ; 

70 He chose Da’-vid also his servant, 
and took him from the sheepfolds: 

71 From following the ewes great with 
young he brought him to feed Ja’-cob his 
people, and is’-ra-él his inheritance. _ 

72 So he fed them according to the in- 
tegrity of his heart; and guided them by 
the skilfulness of his hands. 


Psalm 79 
A Psalm of A’-saph. 
GOD, the heathen are come into 
thine inheritance; thy holy temple 
have they defiled; they have laid Jé-ra’- 
sa-lém on heaps. 

2 The dead bodies of thy servants have 
they given to be meat unto the fowls of 
the heaven, the flesh of thy saints unto 
the beasts of the earth.

22 Bless the Lorp, all his works in all 
places of his dominion: bless the Lorp, 
O my soul.

17 He sent a man before them, even 
Jd’-séph, who was sold for a servant: 

18 Whose feet they hurt with fetters: 
he was laid in iron: 

19 Until the time that his word came: 
the word of the Lorp tried him. 

20 The king sent and loosed him; even 
the ruler of the people, and let him go free. 

21 He made him lord of his house, and 
ruler of all his substance: 

22 To bind his princes at his pleasure; 
and teach his senators wisdom. | 

23 {8’-ra-él also came into E’-gypt; and 
Ja’-cob sojourned in the land of Ham. 

24 And he increased his people greatly ; 
and made them stronger than their en- 
emies. hs 

25 He turned their heart to hate his 
people, to deal subtilly with his servants. 

26 He sent MO6d’-sés his servant; and 
Aa’-ron whom he had chosen. 

27 They shewed his signs among them, 
and wonders in the land of Ham. 

28 He sent darkness, and made it dark; 
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and they rebelled not against his word. 
29 He turned their waters into blood, 

and slew their fish. ; 
30 Their land brought forth frogs in 

abundance, in the chambers of their 


kings. 

31 He spake, and there came divers 
sorts of flies, and lice in all their coasts. 

32 He gave them hail for rain, and 
flaming fire in their land. ’ 

33 He smote their vines also and their 
fig trees; and brake the trees of their 
coasts. 

34 He spake, and the locusts came, and 
caterpillers, and that without number, 

35 And did eat up all the herbs in their 
land, and devoured the fruit of their 
ground. f 

36 He smote also all the firstborn in 
their land, the chief of all their strength. 

37 He brought them forth also with 
silver and gold: and there was not one 
feeble person among their tribes. 

38 E£’-gypt was glad when they depart- 
ed: for the fear of them fell upon them. 

39 He spread a cloud for a covering; 
and fire to give light in the night. 

40 The people asked, and he brought 
quails, and satisfied them with the bread 
of heaven. 

41 He opened the rock, and the waters 
gushed out; they ran in the dry places 
like a river. 

42 For he remembered his holy prom- 
isé, and A’-bra-ham his servant. 

43 And ‘he brought forth his people 
with joy, and his chosen with gladness: 

And gave them the lands of the 
heathen: and they inherited the labour 
of the people; 

45 That they might observe his statutes; 
and keep his laws. Praise ye the Lorp.

23 Therefore he said that he would de- 
stroy them, had not M6’-sé§ his chosen 
stood before him in the breach, to turn 
oy his wrath, lest he should destroy 
them. 

24 Yea, they despised the pleasant land, 
they believed not his word:

37 Yea, they sacrificed their sons and

11 The rich man js wise in his own con- 
ceit; but the poor that hath understand- 
ing searcheth him out. 

12 When righteous men do rejoice, 
there is great glory: but when the wicked 
rise, a man is hidden. 

13 He that covereth his sins shall not 
prosper: but whoso.confesseth and for- 
saketh them shall have mercy. 

14 Happy is the man that feareth al- 
way: but he that hardeneth his heart 
shall fall into mischief. 

15 As a’roaring lion, and a ranging 
bear; so is a wicked ruler over the poor 
people. 

16 The prince that wanteth under- 
standing is also a great oppressor: but 
he that hateth covetousness shall pro- 
long his days. 

17 A man that doeth-violence to the 
blood of any person shall flee to the pit; 
let no man stay him. 

18 Whoso walketh uprightly shall be 
saved: but he that is perverse in his ways 
shall fall at once. 

19 He that tilleth his land shall have 
plenty of bread: but he that followeth 
after vain persons shall have poverty 


enough. 

20 A faithful man shall abound with 
blessings: but he that maketh haste to be 
rich shall not be innocent. 

21 To have respect of persons is not 
good: for for a piece of bread that man 
will transgress. 

22 He that hasteth to be rich hath an 
evil eye, and considereth not that poverty 
shall come upon him. 

23 He that rebuketh a man afterwards 
shall find more favour than he that flat- 
tereth with the tongue. 

24 Whoso robbeth his father or his 
mother, and saith, /t is no transgression; 
the same is the companion of a destroyer. 

25 He that is of a proud heart stirreth 
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up strife: but he that putteth his trust in 
the LorD shall be made fat. : 

26 He that trusteth in his own heart is a 
fool: but whoso walketh wisely, he shall 
be delivered. 

27 He that giveth unto the poor shall 
not lack: but he that hideth his eyes shall 
have many a curse. , ' 

28 When the wicked rise, men hide 
themselves: but when they perish, the 
righteous increase. 


Chapter 29 


HE that being often reproved harden- 
eth his neck, shall suddenly be de- 
stroyed, and that without remedy. __ 

2 When the righteous are in authority, 
the people rejoice: but when the wicked 
beareth rule, the people mourn. 2 

3 Whoso loveth wisdom rejoiceth his 
father: but he that keepeth company 
with harlots spendeth his substance. 

4 The king by judgment establisheth 
the land: but he that receiveth gifts over- 
throweth it. 

5 A man that flattereth his neighbour 
spreadeth a net for his feet. 

6 In the transgression of an evil man 
there is a snare: but the righteous doth 
sing and rejoice. 

7 The righteous considereth the cause 
of the poor: but the wicked regardeth not 
to know it. 

8 Scornful men bring a city into a 
snare: but wise men turn away wrath. 

9 If a wise man contendeth with a fool- 
ish man, whether he rage or laugh, there 
is no rest. ; 

10 The bloodthirsty hate the upright: 
but the just seek his soul. 

1 A fool uttereth all his mind: but a 
wise man keepeth it in till afterwards. 

12 If a ruler hearken to lies, all his 
servants are wicked. 

The poor and the deceitful man 
meet together: the Lorp lighteneth both 
their eyes. | 

14 The king that faithfully judgeth the 
poor, his throne shall be established for 


ever. 

15 The rod and reproof give wisdom: 
but a child left to himself bringeth his 
mother to shame. 

16 When the wicked are multiplied, 
transgression increaseth: but the right- 
eous shall see their fall. 

17 Correct thy son, and he shall give 
thee rest; yea, he shall give delight unto 
thy soul. 

18 Where there is no vision, the people 
perish: but he that keepeth the law, 
happy is he. 

19 A servant will not be corrected by 
words: for though he understand he wiil 
not answer. 

20 Seest thou a man that is hasty in his 
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words? there is more hope of a fool than 
re) 4 

21 He that delicately bringeth up his 
servant from a child shall have him be- 
come his son at the length. ! 

22 An angry man stirreth up strife, and 
a furious man aboundeth in _trans- 
gression, ° 

23 A man’s pride shall bring him low: 
but honour shall uphold the humble in 
spirit; * 

24 Whoso is partner with a thief 
hateth his own soul: he heareth cursing, 
and bewrayeth it not. 

25 The fear of man bringeth a snare: 
but whoso putteth his trust in the Lorp 
shall be safe. 

26 Many seek the ruler’s favour; but 
every man’s judgment cometh from the 
Lorp. 

27 An unjust man is an abomination to 
the just: and he that is upright in the way 
is abomination to the wicked.

OR, THE PREACHER 


Chapter 1 


HE words of the Preacher, the son of 
Da’-vid, king in Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

2 Vanity of vanities, saith the Preacher, 
vanity of vanities; all is vanity. i 

3 What profit hath a man of all his 
labour which he taketh under the sun? 

4 One generation passeth away, and 
another generation cometh: but the earth 
abideth for ever. 

5 The sun also ariseth, and the sun 
goeth down, and hasteth to his, place 
where he arose. 

6 The wind goeth toward the south, 
and turneth about unto the north; it 
whirleth about continually, and the wind 
returneth again according to his circuits. 

7 All the rivers run into the sea; yet the 
sea is not full; unto the place from 
whence the rivers come, thither they re- 
turn again. 

8 All things are full of labour; man can- 
not utter it: the eye is not satisfied with 
seeing, nor the ear filled with hearing. 

9 The thing that hath been, it is that 
which shall be; and that which is done 
is that which shall be done: and there is 
no new thing under the sun. 

10 Is there any thing whereof it may be 
said, See, this is new? it hath been al- 
ready of old time, which was before us. 

11 There is no remembrance of former 
things; neither shall there be any re- 
membrance of things that are to come 
with those that shall come after. A 

12 ¢ I the Preacher was king over Is’- 
ra-él in Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

13 And I gave my heart to seek and 
search out by wisdom concerning all 
things that are done‘under heaven: this 
sore travail hath God given to the sons of 
man to be exercised therewith. 

14 I have seen all the works that are 
done under the sun; and, behold, all is 
vanity and vexation of spirit. 

15_ That which is crooked cannot be 
made straight: and that which is wanting 
cannot be numbered. 

16 I communed with mine own heart, 
saying, Lo, I am come to great estate, 
and have gotten more wisdom than all 


they that have been before me in Jé-rii’- 
sa-lém: yea, my heart had great exper- 
ience of wisdom and knowledge. 

17 And I gave my heart to know wis- 
dom, and to know madness and folly: I 
perceived that this also is vexation of 
spirit. 

18 For in much wisdom is much grief: 
and he that increaseth knowledge in- 
creaseth sorrow. 


Chapter 2 
I SAID in mine heart, Go to now, I will 
prove thee with mirth, therefore enjoy 
pleasure: and, behold, this also is vanity. 

2 I said of laughter, Jt is mad: and of 
mirth, What doeth it? 

3 I sought in mine heart to give myself 
unto wine, yet acquainting mine heart 
with wisdom; and to lay hold on folly, 
till I might see what was that good for 
the sons of men, which they should do 
under the heaven all the days of their life. 

4 I made me great works; I builded me 
houses; I planted me vineyards: 

5. I made me gardens and orchards, and 
I planted trees in them of all kind of 
fruits: 

6 I made me pools of water, to water 
Pierenau the wood that bringeth forth 
Trees: 

7 I got me servants and maidens, and 
had servants born in my house; also I 
had great possessions of great and small 
cattle above all that were in Jé-rii’-s4-lém 
before me: 

8 I gathered me also silver and gold, 
and the peculiar treasure of kings and of 
the provinces: I gat me men singers and 
women singers, and the delights of the 
sons of men, as musical instruments, and 
that of all sorts. 

9 So I was great, and increased more 
than all that were before me in Jé-ra’- 
sa-lém: also my wisdom remained with 


me. 
10 And whatsoever mine eyes desired I 
kept not from them, I withheld not my 
heart from any joy; for my heart re- 
joiced in all my labour: and this was my 
portion of all my labour. 
11 Then I looked on all the works that

my hands had wrought, and on the la- 


bour that I had laboured to do: and, be- This 


hold, all was vanity and vexation of 
spirit, and there was no profit under the 


sun. 

12 ¢ And I turned myself to behold 
wisdom, and madness, and folly: for 
what can the man do that cometh after 
the king? even that which hath been al- 
ready done. 

3 Then I saw that wisdom excelleth 
folly, as far as light excelleth darkness. 

14 The wise man’s eyes are in his head; 
but the fool walketh in darkness: and I 
myself perceived also that one event 
happeneth to them all. 

15 Then said I in my heart, As it hap- 

peneth to the fool, so it happeneth even 
to me; and why was I then more wise? 
Then I said in my heart, that this also is 
vanity. 
- 16 For there is no remembrance of the 
wise more than of the fool for ever; see- 
ing that which now is in the days to come 
shall all be forgotten. And how dieth 
the wise man? as the fool. 

17 Therefore I hated life; because the 
work that is wrought under the sun is 
grievous unto me: for all is vanity and 
vexation of spirit. Bie 

18 ¢ Yea, I hated all my labour which I 
had taken under the sun: because I 
should leave it unto the man that shall be 
after me. 

19 And who knoweth whether he shall 
be a wise man or a fool? yet shall he have 
Tule over all my labour wherein I have 
laboured, and wherein I have shewed my- 
self wise under the sun. This is also 
vanity. 

20 Therefore I went about to cause my 
heart to despair of all the labour which I 
took under the sun. 

21 For there is a man whose labour is 
in wisdom, and in knowledge, and in 
equity; yet to a man that hath not la- 
boured therein shall he leave it for his 
portion. This also is vanity and a great 


evil. 

22 For what hath man of all his la- 
bour, and of the vexation of his heart, 
wherein he hath laboured under the sun? 

23 For all his days are sorrows, and his 
travail grief; yea, his heart taketh not 
rest in the night. This is also vanity. 

24 Q There is nothing better for a man, 
than that he should eat and drink, and 
that he should make his soul enjoy good 
in his labour. This also I saw, that it was 
from the hand of God. 

25 For who can eat, or who else can 
hasten hereunto, more than I? : 

26 For God giveth to a man that is 
good in his sight wisdom, and knowl- 
edge, and joy: but to the sinner he giveth 
travail, to gather and to heap up, that he 
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may give to him that is good before God. 
also is vanity and vexation of spirit, 


Chapter 3 


O every thing there is a season, anda 
time to every purpose under the 
heaven: 

2 A time to be born, and a time to die; 
a time to plant, and a time to pluck up 
that which is planted; 

3 A time to kill, and a time to heal; a 
time to break down, and a time to build 


up; 

4 A time to weep, and a time to laugh; 
a time to mourn, and a time to dance; 

5 A time to cast away stones, and a 
time to gather stones together; a time to 
embrace, and a time to refrain from em- 
bracing ;

11 He hath made every thing beautiful 
in his time: also he hath set the world 
in their heart, so that no man can find 
out the work that God maketh from the 
beginning to the end. 

12 I know that there is no good in 
them, but for a man to rejoice, and to do 
good in his life. 

13 And also that every man should eat 
and drink, and enjoy the good of ail his 
labour, it is the gift of God. 

14 I know that, whatsoever God doeth, 
it shall be for ever: nothing can be put to 
it, nor any thing taken from it: and God 
doeth it, that men should fear before him, 

15 That which hath been is now; and 
that which is to be hath already been; 
and God requireth that which is past. 

16 ¢ And moreover I saw under the 
sun the place of judgment,. that wicked- 
ness was there; and the place of right- 
eousness, that iniquity was there. 

17 I said in mine heart, God shall judge 
the righteous and the wicked: for there is 
a time there for every purpose and for 
every work, 

18 I said in mine heart concerning the 
estate of the sons of men, that God might 
manifest them, and that they might see 
that they themselves are beasts. 

19 For that which befalleth the sons of 
men befalleth beasts ; even one thing be- 
falleth them: as the one dieth, so dieth 
the other; yea, they have all one breath; 
so that a man hath no preeminence above 
a beast: for all is vanity. 
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20 All go unto one place; all are of the 
dust, and all turn to dust again. 

21 Who knoweth the spirit of man that 
goeth upward, and the spirit of the beast 
that goeth downward to the earth? F 

22 Wherefore I perceive that there is 
nothing better, than that a man should 
rejoice in his own works; for that is his 
portion: for who shall bring him to see 
what shall be after him? 


Chapter 4 


O I returned, and considered all the 
oppressions that are done under the 
sun: and behold the tears of such as were 
oppressed, and they had no comforter; 
and on the side of their oppressors there 
was power; but they had no comforter. 
2 Wherefore I praised the dead which 
are already dead more than the living 
which are yet alive. 

3 Yea, better is he. than both they, 
which hath not yet been, who hath not 
seen the evil work that is done under the 
sun.

5 The fool foldeth his hands together, 
and eateth his own flesh. ; 

6 Better is an handful with quietness, 
than both the hands full with travail and 
vexation of spirit. : 

7 ¥ Then I returned, and I saw vanity 
under the sun. 

8 There is one alone, and there is not a 
second; yea, he hath neither child nor 
brother: yet is there no end of all his 
labour; neither is his eye satisfied with 
riches; neither saith he, For whom do I 
labour, and bereave my soul of good? 
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16 There is no end of all the people, 
even of all that have been before them: 
they also that come after shall not rejoice 
in him. Surely this also is vanity and vex- 
ation of spirit. 


Chapter 5 


ke thy foot when thou goest to the 
house of God, and be more ready to 
hear, than to give the sacrifice of fools:

6 Suffer not thy mouth to cause thy 
flesh to sin; neither say thou before the 
angel, that it was an error: wherefore 
should God be angry at thy voice, and 
destroy the work of thine hands? 

7 For in the multitude of dreams and 
many words there are also divers vani- 
ties: but fear thou God. 

8 ¢ If thou seest the oppression of the 
poor, and violent perverting of judg- 
ment and justice in a province, marvel 
not at the matter: for he that is higher 
than the highest regardeth; and there be 
higher than they. 

9 ¢ Moreover the profit of the earth is 
for all: the king himself is served by the 

eld. 


This is also vanity, yea, it is a sore field 


travail. 
9 ¥ Two are better than one; because 
they have a good reward for their la- 


bour. 

10 For if they fall, the one will lift up 
his fellow: but woe to him that is alone 
when he falleth; for he hath not another 
to help him up.

12 And if one prevail against him, two hi 


shall withstand him; and a threefold 
cord is not quickly broken. 

3 ¢ Better is a poor and a wise child 
than an old and foolish king, who will no 
more be admonished. 

14 For out of prison he cometh to 
reign ; whereas also he that is born in his 
kingdom becometh poor. 


15 I considered all the living which h 


walk under the sun, with the second 
child that shall stand up in his stead, 


10 He that loveth silver shall not be 
satisfied with silver; nor he that loveth 
abundance with increase: this is also 
vanity. 

11 When goods increase, they are in- 
creased that eat them: and what good is 
there to the owners thereof, saving the 
beholding of them with their eyes? 

12 The sleep of a labouring man is 
sweet, whether he eat little or much: but 
the abundance of the rich will not suffer 
m to sleep. 

13 There is a sore evil which I have seen 
under the sun, namely, riches kept for the 
owners thereof to their hurt. 

14 But those riches perish by evil tra- 
vail: and he begetteth a son, and there is 
nothing in his hand. 
5 As he came forth of his mother’s 
womb, naked shall he return to go as 
€ came, and shall take nothing of his 
Lona he may carry away in 

s hand.

16 And this also is a sore evil, that in 
all points as he came, so shall he go: and 
what profit hath he that hath laboured 
for the wind? 

17 All his days also he eateth in dark- 
ness, and he hath much sorrow and wrath 
with his sickness. 

18 § Behold that which I have seen: it 
is good and comely for one to eat and to 
drink, and to enjoy the good of all his 
labour that he taketh under the sun all 
the days of his life, which God giveth 
him: for it is his portion. 

19 Every man also to whom God hath 
given riches and wealth, and hath given 
him power to eat thereof, and to take his 
portion, and to rejoice in his labour; this 
is the gift of God. 

20 For he shall not much remember the 
days of his life; because God answereth 
him in the joy of his heart. 


Chapter 6 


HERE is an evil which I have seen 
under the sun, and it is common 
among men: 

2 A man to whom God hath given 
riches, wealth, and honour, so that he 
wanteth nothing for his soul of all that he 
desireth, yet God giveth him not power 
to eat thereof, but a stranger eateth it: 
this is vanity, and it is an evil disease. 

3 ¥§ Ifa man beget an hundred children, 
and live many years, so that the days of 
his years be many, and his soul be not 
filled with good, and also that he have no 
burial; I say, that an untimely birth is 
better than he. 

. 4 For he cometh in with vanity, and de- 
parteth in darkness, and his name shall 
be covered with darkness. 

5 Moreover he hath not seen the sun, 
nor known any thing : this hath more rest 
than the other. 

6 f Yea, though he live a thousand 
years twice told, yet hath he seen no 
good: do not all go to one place? 

7 All the labour of man is for his 
mouth, and yet the appetite is not filled. 

8 For what hath the wise more than the 
fool? what hath the poor, that knoweth 
to walk before the living? 

9 ¢ Better is the sight of the eyes than 
the wandering of the desire: this is also 
vanity and vexation of spirit. 

10 That which hath been is named al- 
ready, and it is known that it is man: 
neither may he contend with him that is 
mightier than he. ; 

11 ¢ Seeing there be many things that 
increase vanity, what is man the better? 

12 For who knoweth what is good for 

~man in this life, all the days of his vain 
life which he spendeth as a shadow? for 
who can tell a man what shall be after 
him under the sun? 
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Chapter 7 


Vk oetard name is better than precious 
ointment; and the day of death 
than the day of one’s birth. 

2 @ It is better to go to the house of 
mourning, than to go to the house of 
feasting: for that is the end of all men; 
and the living will lay it to his heart. 

3 Sorrow is better than laughter: for by 
the sadness of the countenance the heart 
is made better. 

4 The heart of the wise is in the house 
of mourning; but the heart of fools is in 
the house of mirth. 

5 It is better to hear the rebuke of the 
wise, than for a man to hear the song of 
fools. 

6 For as the crackling of thorns under 
a pot, so is the laughter of the fool: this 
also is vanity. 

7 ¢ Surely oppression maketh a wise 
man mad; and a gift destroyeth the heart. 

8 Better is the end of a thing than the 
beginning thereof: and the patient in 
spirit ts better than the proud in spirit. 

Be not hasty in thy spirit to be angry: 
for anger resteth in the bosom of fools. 

10 Say not thou, What is the cause that 
the former days were better than these? 
for thou dost not enquire wisely con- 
cerning this. 

11 Y Wisdom is good with an inherit- 
ance: and by it there is profit to them 
that see the sun. 

12 For wisdom is a defence, and money 
is a defence: but the excellency of knowl- 
edge is, that wisdom giveth life to them 
that have it. 

13 Consider the work of God: for who 
can make that straight, which he hath 
made crooked? 

4 In the day of prosperity be joyful, 
but in the day of adversity consider: God 
also hath set the one over against the 
other, to the end that man should find 
nothing after him. 

15 All things have I seen in the days of 
my vanity: there is a just man that perish- 
eth in his righteousness, and there is a 
wicked man that prolongeth his life in his 
wickedness. 

16 Be not righteous over much; neither 
make thyself over wise: why shouldest 
thou destroy thyself? 

17 Be not over much wicked, neither 
be thou foolish: why shouldest thou die 
before thy time? 

18 It is good that thou shouldest take 
hold of this; yea, also from this withdraw 
not thine hand: for he that feareth God 
shall come forth of them all. ' 

19 Wisdom strengtheneth the wise 
more than ten mighty men which are in 
the city. 

20 For there is not a just man upon 
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earth, that doeth good, and sinneth not. 

21 Also take no heed unto all words 
that are spoken; lest thou hear thy serv- 
ant curse thee: f 

22 For oftentimes also thine own heart 
knoweth that thou thyself likewise hast 
cursed others. F 

23 ¢ All this have I proved by wisdom: 
I said, I will be wise; but it was far from 


me. 

24 That which is far off, and exceeding 
deep, who can find it out? 

25 Lapplied mine heart to know, and to 
search, and to seek out wisdom, and the 
reason of things, and to know the wicked- 
ness of folly, even of foolishness and 
madness: 

26 And I find more bitter than death 
the woman, whose heart is snares and 
nets, and her hands as bands: whoso 
pleaseth God shall escape from her; but 
the sinner shall be taken by her. | 

27 Behold, this have I found, saith the 
preacher, counting one by one, to find out 
the account: 

28 Which yet my ‘soul seeketh, but I 
find not: one man among a thousand 
have I found; but a woman among all 
those have I not found. 

9 Lo, this only have I found, that God 
hath made man upright; but they have 
sought out many inventions. 


Chapter 8 


HO is as the wise man? and who 
knoweth the interpretation of a 
thing? a man’s wisdom maketh his face 
to shine, and the boldness of his face 
shall be changed. 

2 I counsel thee to keep the king’s com- 
mandment, and that in regard of the 
oath of God. 

3 Be not hasty to go out of his sight: 
stand not in an evil thing; for he doeth 
whatsoever pleaseth ‘him. 

4 Where the word of a king is, there is 
power: and who may say unto him, 
What doest thou? 

5 Whoso keepeth the commandment 
shall feel no evil thing: and a wise man’s 
heart discerneth both time and judgment. 

6 ¥ Because to every purpose there is 
time and judgment, therefore the misery 
of man is great upon him. 

7 For he knoweth not that which shall 
be: for who can tell him when it shall be? 

8 There is no man that hath power over 
the spirit to retain the spirit; neither hath 
he power in the day of death: and there is 
no discharge in that war; neither shall 
wickedness deliver those that are given 


to it. 

9 All this have I seen, and applied my 
heart unto every work that is done under 
the sun: there is a time wherein one man 
ruleth over another to his own hurt.’ 
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10 And so I saw the wicked buried, who 
had come and gone from the place of the 
holy, and they were forgotten in the city 
where they had so done: this is also 
vanity, } : : 

11 Because sentence against an evil 
work is not executed speedily, therefore 
the heart of the sons of men is fully set in 
them to do evil. 

12 ¢ Though a sinner do evil an hun- 
dred times, and -his days be prolonged, 
yet surely I know that it shall be well with 
oe that fear God, which fear before 


-13 But it shall not be well with the 
wicked, neither: shall he prolong his 
days, which are as a shadow; because he 
feareth not before God. 

14 There is a vanity which is done up- 
on the earth; that there be just. men, 
unto whom it happeneth according 
to the work of the. wicked; again, 
there be wicked men, to whom it hap- 
peneth according to the work of 
the righteous: I said that this also is van- 


ity. 

15 Then I commended mirth, because a 
man hath no better thing under the sun, 
than to eat, and to drink, and to be 
merry: for that shall abide with him of 
his labour the days of his life; which God 
giveth him under the sun. 

16 ¢ When I applied mine heart to 
know wisdom, and to see the business 
that is done upon the earth: (for also 
there is that neither day nor night seeth 
sleep with his eyes:) 

17 Then I beheld all the work of God, 
that a man cannot find out the work that 
is done under the sun: because though a 
man labour to seek it out, yet he shall 
not find it; yea farther; though a wise 
man think to know it, yet shall he not be 
able to find it. 


Chapter 9 


OR all this I considered in my heart 

L even to declare all this, that the 
righteous, and the wise, and their works, 
are in the hand of God: no man knoweth 
oe love or hatred by all that is before 

em. 

2 All things come alike to all: there is 
one event to the righteous, and to the 
wicked ; to the good and to the clean, and 
to the unclean; to him that sacrificeth, 
and to him that sacrificeth not: as is the 
good, so is the sinner; and he that swear- 
eth, as he that feareth an oath. 

3 This is an evil among all things that 
are done under the sun, that there is one 
event unto all: yea, also the heart of the 
sons of men is full of evil, and madness 
is in their heart while they live, and after 
that they go td the dead. 

4 ¢ For to him that is joined to all the 
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Directions for Charity 
living there is hope: for a living dog is 
better than a dead lion. 

3 For the living know that they shall 
die: but the dead know not any thing, 
neither have they any more a reward; for 
the memory of them is forgotten; 

6 Also their love, and their hatred, and 
their envy, is now perished; neither have 
they any more a portion for ever in any 
thing that is done under the sun. 

7 @ Go thy way, eat thy bread with joy, 
and drink thy wine with a merry heart; 
for God now accepteth thy works. 

8 Let thy garments be always white; 
and let thy head lack no ointment. 

9 Live joyfully with the wife whom 
thou lovest all the days of the life of thy 
vanity, which he hath given thee under 
the sun, all the days of thy vanity: for 
that is thy portion in this life, and in thy 
labour which thou takest under the sun. 
- 10 Whatsoever thy hand findeth to do, 
do it with thy might; for there is no work, 
nor device, nor knowledge, nor wisdom, 
in the grave, whither thou goest. ; 

11 @ I returned, and saw under the sun, 
that the race is not to the swift, nor the 
battle to the strong, neither yet bread to 
the wise, nor yet riches to men of under- 
standing, nor yet favour to men of skill; 
ut time and chance happeneth to them 
all. 

12 For man also knoweth not his time: 
as the fishes that are taken in an evil net, 
and as the birds that are caught in the 
snare; so are the sons of men snared in an 
Fie time, when it falleth suddenly upon 
them. 

13 ¥ This wisdom have I seen also un- 
der the sun, and it seemed great unto me: 

14 There was a little city, and few men 
within it; and there came a great king 
against it, and besieged it, and built 
great bulwarks against it: ; 

15 Now there was found in it a poor 
wise man, and he by his wisdom de- 
livered the city; yet no man remembered 
that same poor man. 

16 Then said I, Wisdom is better than 
strength: nevertheless the poor man’s 
wisdom is despised, and his words are 
not heard. : 

17 The words of wise men are heard in 
quiet more than the cry of him that 
Truleth among fools. 

18 Wisdom is better than weapons of 
war: but one sinner destroyeth much 
good. 


Chapter 10 


EAD flies cause the ointment of the 
apothecary to send forth a stinking 
- savour: so doth a little folly him that is in 
reputation for wisdom and honour. | 
2 A wise man’s heart is at his right 
hand; but a fool’s heart at his left. 
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3. Yea also, when he that is a fool walk- 
eth by the way, his wisdom faileth him, 
ane he saith to every one that he is a 

ool. 

4 Ifthe spirit of the ruler rise up against 
thee, leave not thy place; for yielding 
pacifieth great offences. 

5 There is an evil which I have seen 
under the sun, as an error which proceed- 
eth from the ruler: 

6 Folly is set in great dignity, and the 
rich sit in low place. 

7, [have seen servants upon horses, and 
PEIBCOS walking as servants upon the 
earth. 

8 He that diggeth a pit shall fall into it; 
and whoso breaketh an hedge, a serpent 
shall bite him. 

9 Whoso removeth stones shall be 
hurt therewith; and he that cleaveth 
wood shall be endangered thereby. 

10 If the iron be blunt, and he do not 
whet the edge, then must he put to more 
strength: but wisdom is profitable to 


direct. 

11 Surely the serpent will bite without 
enchantment; and a babbler is no better. 

12 The words of a wise man’s mouth 
are gracious; but the lips of a fool will 
swallow up himself. 

13 The beginning of the words of his 
mouth js foolishness: and the end of his 
talk is mischievous madness. 

14 A fool also is full of words: a man 
cannot tell what shall be; and what shall 
be after him, who can tell him? 

15 The labour of the foolish wearieth 
every one of them, because he knoweth 
not how to go to the city. 

16 @ Woe to thee, O land, when thy 
king is a child, and thy princes eat in the 
morning! 

17 Blessed art thou, O land, when thy 
king is the son of nobles, and thy princes 
eat in due season, for strength, and not 
for drunkenness! 

18 ¢ By much slothfulness the building 
decayeth; and through idleness of the 
hands the house droppeth through. 

19 q A feast is made for laughter, and 
wine maketh merry: but money answer- 
eth all things. 

20 ¥ Curse not the king, no not in thy 
thought; and curse not the rich in thy 
bedchamber: for a bird of the air shall 
carry the voice, and that which hath 
wings shall tell the matter. 


Chapter 11 


AST thy bread upon the waters: for 

thou shalt find it after many days. 

2 Give a portion to seven, and also to 

eight; for thou knowest not what evil 
shall be upon the earth. , 

3 If the clouds be full of rain, they 

empty themselves upon the earth: and if

4 He that observeth the wind shall not 
sow; and he that regardeth the clouds 
shall not reap.

even so thou knoweth not the works of 
God who maketh all. ; 

6 In the morning sow thy seed, and in 
the evening withhold not thine hand: for 
thou knowest not whether shall prosper, 
either this or that, or whether they both 
shall be alike good. 

7 Q Truly the light is sweet, and a 
pleasant thing it is for the eyes to behold 
the sun: 

8 But if a man live many years, and re- 
joice in them all: yet let him remember 
the days of darkness;.for they shall be 
many. All that cometh is vanity. 

9 ¢ Rejoice, O young man, in thy 
youth; and let thy heart cheer thee in the 
days of thy youth, and walk in the ways 
of thine heart, and in the sight of thine 
eyes: but know thou, that for all these 
things God will bring thee into judgment. 

10 Therefore remove sorrow from thy 
heart, and put away evil from thy flesh: 
for childhood and youth are vanity. 


Chapter 12 


Reeves now thy Creator in the 
days of thy youth, while the evil 
days come not, nor the years draw nigh, 
when thou shalt say, I have no pleasure 
in them;

8 @ Vanity of vanities, saith the 
preacher ; all is vanity. 

9 And moreover, because the preacher 
was wise, he still taught the people 
knowledge; yea, he gave good heed, and 
sought out, and set in order many 
proverbs. 

10 The preacher sought to find out ac- 
ceptable words: and that which was writ- 
ten was upright, even words of truth. 

11 The words of the wise are as goads, 
and as nails fastened by the masters of 
assemblies, which are given from one 
shepherd. ’ 

12 And further, by these, my son, be 
admonished: of making many books 
there is no end; and much study is a 
weariness of the flesh. 

13 @ Let us hear the conclusion of the 
whole matter: Fear God, and keep his 
commandments: for this is the whole 
duty of man. 

_14 For God shall bring every work into 
judgment, with every secret thing, 
whether it be good, or whether it be evil.

10 Thy cheeks are comely with rows of 
jewels, thy neck with chains of gold.

12 ¢ While the king sitteth at his table, 
my spikenard sendeth forth the smell 
thereof. 

13 A bundle of myrrh is my well- 
beloved unto me; he shall lie all night be- 
twixt my breasts. 

14 My beloved is unto me as a cluster of 
eamphire in the vineyards of En-gé’-di. 

15 Behold, thou art fair, my love; be- 
hold, thou art fair; thou hast doves’ eyes.

11 Sol’-6-mon had a vineyard at Ba’- 
al—ha’-mon;; he let out the vineyard unto 
keepers; every one for the fruit thereof 
was to bring a thousand pieces of silver. 

12 My vineyard, which is mine, is be- 
fore me: thou, O S6l’-6-mon, must have 
a thousand, and those that keep the 
fruit thereof two hundred.

HE vision of i-sai’-ah the son_ of 
A’-m6z, which he saw concerning Ji’- 
dah and Jé-rii’-sa-lém in the days of Uz- 
zi’-ah, JO’-tham, A’-haz, and Héz-é-ki’- 
4h, kings of Ja’-dah. : 

2 Hear, O heavens, and give ear, O 
earth: for the Lorp hath spoken, I have 
nourished and brought up children, and 
they have rebelled against me. 

3 The ox knoweth his owner, and the 
ass his master’s crib: but 18’-ra-é1 doth 
not know, my people doth not consider. 

4 Ah sinful nation, a people laden with 
iniquity, a seed of evildoers, children 
that are corrupters: they have forsaken 
the Lorp, they have provoked the Holy 
One of is’-ra-él unto anger, they are gone 
away backward. 

5 9 Why should ye be stricken any 
more? ye will revolt more and more: the 
whole head is sick, and the whole heart 
faint. 

6 From the sole of the foot even unto 
the head there is no soundness in it; but 
wounds, and bruises, and putrifying 
sores: they have not been closed, neither 
bound up, neither mollified with oint- 
ment. 

7 Your country is desolate, your cities 
are burned with fire: your land, strangers 
devour it in your presence, and it is 
desolate, as overthrown by strangers. 

8 And the daughter of Zi’-on is left asa 
cottage in a vineyard, as a lodge in a 
garden of cucumbers, as a besieged city. 

9 Except the Lorp of hosts had left un- 
to us a very small remnant, we should 
have been as Sdd’-om, and we should 
have been like unto GO-mor’-rah. 

10 ¢ Hear the word of the Lorp, ye 
rulers of Sod’-om; give ear unto the law 
. of our God, ye people of Gd-mor’-rah. 

11 To what purpose is the multitude of 
your sacrifices unto me? saith the Lorb: 
I am full of the burnt offerings of rams, 
and the fat of fed beasts; and I delight 
not in the blood of bullocks, or of 
lambs, or of he goats. 

12 When ye come to appear before me, 
who hath required this at your hand, to 
tread my courts? 

13 Bring no more vain oblations; in- 
cense is an abomination unto me; the 
new moons and sabbaths, the calling of 


assemblies, I cannot away with; it is 
iniquity, even the solemn meeting. | 

14 Your new moons and your appoint- 
ed feasts my soul hateth: they are a 
trouble unto me; I am weary to bear 
them. 

15 And when ye spread forth your 
hands, I will hide mine eyes from you: 
yea, when ye make many prayers, I will 
not hear: your hands are full of blood. 

16 @ Wash you, make you clean; put 
away the evil of your doings from before 
mine eyes; cease to do evil; 

17 Learn to do well; seek judgment, re- 
lieve the oppressed, judge the fatherless, 
plead for the widow. 

18 Come now, and let us reason to- 
gether, saith the Lorp: though your sins 
be as scarlet, they shall be as white as 
snow; though they be red like crimson, 
they shall be as wool. 

19 If ye be willing and obedient, ye 
shall eat the good of the land: 

20 But if ye refuse and rebel, ye shall be 
devoured with the sword: for the mouth 
of the Lorp hath spoken it. 

21 & How is the faithful city become an 
harlot! it was full of judgment; right- 
eousness lodged in it; but now mur- 
derers. 

22 Thy silver is become dross, thy wine 
mixed with water: 

23 Thy princes are rebellious, and com- 
panions of thieves: every one loveth 
gifts;and followeth after rewards: they 
judge not the fatherless, neither doth the 
cause of the widow come unto them. 

24 Therefore saith the Lord, the Lorp 
of hosts, the mighty. One of i8’-ra-él, Ah, 
I will ease me of mine adversaries, and 
avenge me of mine enemies: 

25 ¢ And I will turn my hand upon 
thee, and purely purge away thy dross, 
and take away all thy tin: 

26 And I will restore thy judges as at 
the first, and thy counsellors as at the be- 
ginning: afterward thou shalt be called, 
me city of righteousness, the faithful 
city. 

27 Zi’-on shall be redeemed with judg- 
ment, and her converts with righteous- 
ness. 

28 @ And the destruction of the trans- 
gressors and of the sinners shail be to- 
gether, and they that forsake the Lorp 
shall be consumed. 
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Why God Forsakes Judah 


29 For they shall be ashamed of the 
oaks which ye have desired, and ye shall 
be confounded for the gardens that ye 
have chosen. 

30 For ye shall be as an oak whose leaf 
fadeth, and as a garden that hath no 
water. 

31 And the strong shall be as tow, and 
the maker of it as a spark, and they shall 
both burn together, and none shall 
quench them. 


Chapter 2 


HE word that i-sai’-ah the son of 
A’-m06z saw concerning Ji’-dah and 
Jé’-ri’-sa-lem. 

2 And it shall come to pass in the last 
days, that the mountain of the Lorp’s 
house shall be established in the top of 
the mountains, and shall be exalted 
_ above the hills; and all nations shall flow 

unto it. 

3 And many people shall go and say, 
Come ye, and let us go up to the moun- 
tain of the LorD, to the house of the God 
of Ja’-cob; and he will teach us of his 
ways, and we will walk in his paths: for 
out of Zi’-on shall go forth the law, and 
the word of the Lorp from Jé-ri’- 

* sa-lém. 

4 And he shall judge among the na- 
tions, and shall rebuke many people: and 
they shall beat their swords into plow- 
shares, and their spears into pruning- 
hooks: nation shall not lift up sword 
against nation, neither shall they learn 
war any more. 

5 O house of Ja’-cob, come ye, and let 
us walk in the light of the Lorp. 

6 § Therefore thou hast forsaken thy 
people the house of Ja’-cob, because they 
be replenished from the east, and are 
soothsayers. like the Phil’-is-tines, and 
they please themselves in the children of 
strangers. q 

7 Their land also is full of silver and 
gold, neither is there any end of their 
treasures; their land is also full of horses, 
neither is there any end of their chariots: 

8 Their land also is full of idols; they 
worship the work of their own hands, 
that which their own fingers have made: 

9 And the mean man boweth down, 
and the great man humbleth himself: 
therefore forgive them not. : 

10 ¢ Enter into the rock, and hide thee 
in the dust, for fear of the LorD, and for 
the glory of his majesty. 

11 The lofty looks of man shall be hum- 
bled, and the haughtiness of men shall be 
bowed down, and the Lorp alone shall 
be exalted in that day. 

12 For the day of the Lorp of hosts 
shall be upon every one that is proud and 
lofty, and upon every one that is lifted 
up; and he shall be brought low: 
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13 And upon all the cedars of Léb’-a- 
non, that are high and lifted up, and up- 
on all the oaks of Ba’-shan, 

14 And upon all the high*mountains, 
and upon all the hills that are lifted up, 

15 And upon every high tower, and up- 
on every fenced wall, 

16 And upon all the ships of Tar’- 
shish, and upon all pleasant pictures. 

17 And the loftiness of man shall be 
bowed down, and the haughtiness of 
men shall be made low: and the’ Lorp 
alone shall be exalted in that day. 

8 And the idols he shall utterly 
abolish. 

19 And they shall go into the holes of 
the rocks, and into the caves of the earth, 
for fear of the Lorp, and for the glory of 
his majesty, when he ariseth to shake 
terribly the earth. 

20 In that day a man shall cast his 
idols of silver, and ‘his idols of gold, 
which they made each one for himself to 
worship, to the moles and to the bats; 

21 To go into the clefts of the rocks, 
and into the tops of the ragged rocks, for 
fear of the Lorp, and for the glory of his 
majesty, when he ariseth to shake ter- 
tibly the earth. 

22 Cease ye from man, whose breath is 
in his-nostrils: for wherein is he to be ac- 
counted of? 


Chapter 3 


OR, behold, the Lord, the Lorp of 

hosts, doth take away from Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém and from Ji’-dah the stay and the 
staff, the whole stay of bread, and the 
whole stay of water, 

2 The mighty man, and the man of 
war, the judge, and the prophet, and the 
prudent, and the ancient, j 

3. The captain of fifty, and the honour- 
able man, and the counsellor, and the 
cunning artificer, and the eloquent 
orator. 

4 And I will give children to be their 
princes, and babes shall rule over them. 

5 And the people shall be oppressed, 
every one by another, and every one by 
his neighbour: the child shall behave 
himself proudly against the ancient, and 
the base against the honourable. 

6 When a man shall take hold of his 
brother of the house of his father, say- 
ing, Thou hast clothing, be thou our 
ruler, and Jer this ruin be under thy hand: 

7 In that day shall he swear, saying, I 
will not be an healer; for in my house is 
neither bread nor clothing: make me not 
a ruler of the people. ; 

8 For Jé-rii’-sa-lém is ruined, and Ji’- 
dah is fallen: because their tongue and 
their doings are against the Lorp, to 
provoke the eyes of his glory. 

9 g The shew of their countenance 
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doth witness against them; and they de- 
clare their sin as S6d’-om, they hide it 
not. Woe unto their soul! for they have 
rewarded evil unto themselves. _ 

10 Say ye to the righteous, that it shall 
be well with him: for they shall eat the 
fruit of their doings. ‘ 

11 Woe unto the wicked! it shall be ill 
with him: for the reward of his hands 
shall be given him. " 

2 g As for my people, children are 
their oppressors, and women rule over 
them. O my people, they which lead thee 
cause thee to err, and destroy the way of 
thy paths. 

13 The Lorn standeth up to plead, and 
standeth to judge the people. | 

14 The Lorp will enter into judgment 
with the ancients of his people, and the 
princes thereof: for ye have eaten up the 
vineyard; the spoil of the poor is in your 
houses. 

15 What mean ye that ye beat my 
people to pieces, and grind the faces of 
the poor? saith the Lord Gop of hosts. 

16 @ Moreover the Lorp saith, Be- 
cause the daughters of Zi’-on are 
haughty, and walk with stretched forth 
necks and wanton eyes, walking and 
mincing as they go, and making a 
tinkling with their feet: 

17 Therefore the Lord will smite with a 
scab the crown of the head of the daugh- 
ters of Zi’-on, and the LORD will discover 
their secret parts. 

18 In that day the Lord will take away 
the bravery of their tinkling ornaments 
about their feet, and their cauls, and their 
round tires like the moon, 

The chains, and the bracelets, and 
the mufflers, 

20 The bonnets, and the ornaments of 
the legs, and the headbands, and the tab- 
lets, and the earrings, 

21 The rings, and nose jewels, 

22 The changeable suits of apparel, and 
the mantles, and the wimples, and the 
crisping pins, 

The glasses, and the fine linen, and 
the hoods, and the vails. 

24 And it shall come to pass, that in- 
stead of sweet smell there shall be stink; 
and instead of a girdle a rent; and in- 
stead of well set hair baldness; and in- 
stead of a stomacher a girding of sack- 
cloth; and burning instead of beauty. 

5 Thy men shall fall by the sword, and 
thy mighty in the war. 

26 And her gates shall lament and 
mourn; and she being desolate shall sit 
upon the ground. 


Chapter 4 


AND in that day seven women shall 
& take hold of one man, saying, We 
will eat our own bread, and wear our own 
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apparel: only let us be called by thy 
name, to take away our reproach. 

2 In that day shall the branch of the 
Lorp be beautiful and glorious, and the 
fruit of the earth shall be excellent and 
comely for them that are escaped of 
18’-ra-él. 

3 And it shall come to pass, that he that 
is left in Zi’-on, and he that remaineth in 
Jé-ri’-sa-lém, shall be called holy, even 
every one that is written among the living 
in Jé-ra’-sa-lém:

vineyard. My wellbeloved hath a vine- 
yard in a very fruitful hill: 

2 And he fenced it, and gathered out 
the stones thereof, and planted it with 
the choicest vine, and built a tower in 
the midst of it, and also made a wine- 
press therein: and he looked that it 
should bring forth grapes, and it 
brought forth wild grapes. 

3 And now, O inhabitants of Jé-ra’- 
sa-lém, and men of Jia’-dah, judge, I 
pray you, betwixt me and my vineyard.

7 For the vineyard of the Lorp of 
hosts is the house of {8’-ra-él, and the 
men of Ja’-dah his pleasant plant: and 
he looked for judgment, but behold op- 
Pessoa) for righteousness, but behold 

cry. ~ 
8 @ Woe unto them that join house to 
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house, that lay field to field, till there be 
lace, that they may be placed alone 

e midst of the earth! 

In mine ears said the Lorp of hosts, 
Of a truth many houses shall be des- 
olate, even great and fair, without in- 
habitant. 

10 Yea, ten acres of vineyard shall 
yield one bath, and the seed of an ho’- 
meér shall yield an é’-phah. 

11 _f Woe unto them that rise up early 
in the morning, that they may follow 
strong drink; that continue until night, 
till wine inflame them! 

12 d the harp, and the viol, the 
tabret, and pipe, and wine, are in their 
feasts: but they regard not the work of 
the Lorp, neither consider the opera- 
tion of his hands. 

13 ¢ Therefore my people are gone in- 
to captivity, because they have no 
‘knowledge: and their honourable men 
are famished, and their multitude dried 
up with thirst. , 

14 Therefore hell hath enlarged her- 

self, and opened her mouth without 
measure: and their glory, and their mul- 
titude, and their pomp, and he that re- 
joiceth, shall descend into it. 
- 15 And the mean man shall be brought 
down, and the mighty man shall be 
humbled, and the eyes of the lofty shall 
be humbled: 

16 But the Lorp of hosts shall be ex- 
alted in judgment, and God that is holy 
shall be sanctified in righteousness. _ 

17 Then shall the lambs feed after their 
manner, and the waste places of the fat 
ones shall strangers eat. re 

18 Woe unto them that draw iniquity 
with cords of vanity, and sin as it were 
with a cart rope: ‘ 

19 That say, Let him make speed, and 
hasten his work, that we may see it: and 
let the counsel of the Holy One of is’- 
ra-é] draw nigh and come, that we may 
know it! ‘ 

20 ¥ Woe unto them that call evil good, 
and good evil; that put darkness for 
light, and light for darkness; that put 
bitter for sweet, and sweet for bitter! 

21 Woe unto them that are wise in their 
own eyes, and prudent in their own sight! 

22 Woe unto them that are mighty to 
drink wine, and men of strength to 
mingle strong drink: i 

23 Which justify the wicked for re- 
ward, and take away the righteousness of 
the righteous from him! 

24 Therefore as the fire devoureth the 
stubble, and the flame consumeth the 
chaff, so their root shall be as rotten- 
’ ness, and their blossom shall go up as 
dust: because they have cast away the 
law of the Lorp of hosts, and despised 
the word of the Holy One of is’-ra-él. 
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25 Therefore is the anger of the Lorp 
kindled against his people, and he hath 
stretched forth his hand against them, 
and hath smitten them: and the hills did 
tremble, and their carcases were torn in 
the midst of the streets. For all this his 
anger is not turned away, but his hand is 
stretched out still. 

26 ¢ And he will lift up an ensign to the 
nations from far, and will hiss unto them 
from the end of the earth: and, behold, 
they shall come with speed swiftly: 

27 None shall be weary nor stumble 
among them; none shall slumber nor 
sleep; neither shall the girdle of their 
loins be loosed, nor the latchet of their 
shoes be broken: 

28 Whose arrows are sharp, and all 
their bows bent, their horses’ hoofs shall 
be counted like flint, and their wheels 
like a whirlwind. 

29 Their roaring shall be like a lion, 
they shall roar like young lions: yea, 
they shall roar, and lay hold of the prey, 
and shall carry it away safe, and none 
shall deliver it. 

30 And in that day they shall roar 
against them like the roaring of the sea: 
and if one look unto the land, behold 
darkness and sorrow, and the light is 
darkened in the heavens thereof. 


Chapter 6

7 And he laid it upon my mouth, and 
said, Lo, this hath touched thy lips; and 
thine analy is taken away, and thy sin 
purged. 

8 Also I heard the voice of the Lord, 
saying, Whom shall I send, and who will 
go for us? Then said I, Here am I; 
send me. 
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9 @ And he said, Go, and tell this peo- 
ple, Hear ye indeed, but understand not; 
and see ye indeed, but perceive not. 

10 Make the heart of this people fat, 
and make their ears heavy, and shut 
their eyes; lest they see with their eyes, 
and hear with their ears, and understand 
with their heart, and convert, and be 
healed.

7 Thus saith the Lord Gop; It shall not 
stand, neither shall it come to pass. 

8 For the head of Syr’-i-a is Da-mas’- 
cus, and the head of Da-mas’-cus is 
Ré’-zin; and within threescore and five 
years shall E’-phra-im be broken, that it 
be not a people. 

9 And the head of £’-phra-im is) Sa- 
mar’-i-a, and the head of Sa-mAar’-i-a is 
Rém-a-li’-ah’s son. If ye will not believe, 
surely ye shall not be established. 

10 ¢ Moreover, ‘the LorD spake again 
unto A’-haz, saying, 
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11 Ask thee a sign of the Lorp thy 
God; ask it either in the depth, or in the 
height above. : 

12 But A’-haz said, I will: not ask, 
neither will I tempt the Lorp. 

13 And he said, Hear ye now, O house 
of Da’-vid; Is it a small thing for you to 
ree men, but will ye weary my God 
also? 

14 Therefore the Lord himself shall 
give you a sign; Behold, a virgin shall 
conceive, and bear a son, and shall call 
his name Im-man’-i-él; 

15 Butter and honey shall he eat, that 
he may know to refuse the evil, and 
choose the good. 

16 For before the child shall know to 
refuse the evil, and choose the good, the 
land that thou abhorrest shall be for- 
saken of both her kings. 

17 @ The Lorp shall bring upon thee, 
and upon thy people, and upon thy ‘fa- 
ther’s house, days that have not come, 
from the day that £’-phra-im departed 
from .Jai’-dah; even the king of As- 
syr’-i-a. 

18 And it shall come to. pass in that 
day, that the LorD shall hiss for the fly 
that is in the uttermost part of the rivers 
of £’-gypt, and for the bee that is in the 
land of As-syr’-i-a. 

19 And they shall come, and shall rest 
all of them in the desolate valleys, and in 
the holes of the rocks, and upon all 
thorns, and upon all bushes. 

20 In the same day shall the Lord shave 
with a razor that is hired, namely, by 
them beyond the river, by the king of 
As-syr’-i-a, the head, and the hair of the 
feet: and it shall also consume the beard. 

21 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that a man shall nourish a young 
cow, and two sheep; 

22 And it shall come to pass, for the 
abundance of milk that they shall give he 
shall eat butter: for butter and honey 
shall every one eat that is left in the land. 

23. And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that every place-shall be, where there 
were a thousand vines at. a thousand 
silverlings, it shall even be for briers 
and thorns. 

24 With arrows and with bows shall 
men come thither; because all the land 
shall become briers and thorns. 

25 And on all hills that shall be digged 
with the mattock, there shall not come 
thither the fear of briers and thorns: but 
it shall be for the sending forth of oxen, 
and for the treading of lesser cattle. 


Chapter 8 


AICREOVER the Lorp said unto me, 
7 eae thee a great roll, and wre in 
it with a man’s pen concernin a’- 
hér-shal’-al-hash’ baz. sa 
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2 And I took unto me faithful wit- 
nesses to record, U-ri’-ah the priest, and 
Zéch-a-ri’-ah the son of Jé-bér-é-chi’-ah. 

3 And I went unto the prophetess; and 
she conceived, and bare a son. Then said 
the LorpD to me, Call his name Ma’-hér- 
shal’-al—hash’—baz. 

4 For before the child shall have knowl- 
edge to cry, My father, and my mother, 
the riches of Da-mas’-cus and the spoil of 
Sa-mar’-i-a shall be taken away before 
the king of As-syr’-i-a. 

5 ¢ The Lorp spake also unto me 
again, saying, 

6 Forasmuch as this people refuseth 
the waters of Shi’-16’-ah that go softly, 
and rejoice in Ré’-zin and Rém-a-li’-ah’s 
son; 

7 Now therefore, behold, the Lord 
bringeth up upon them the waters of the 
river, strong and many, even the king of 
As-syr’-i-a, and all his glory: and he shall 
come up over all his channels, and g 
over all his banks: j 

8 And he shall pass through Ji’-dah; 
he shall overflow and go over, he shall 
reach even to the neck; and the stretch- 
ing out of his wings shall fill the breadth 
of thy land, O Im-man/’-i-él. 

‘9 ¢ Associate yourselves, O ye people, 
and ye shall be broken in pieces; and 
give ear, all ye of far countries: gird 
yourselves, and ye shall be broken’ in 
pieces; gird yourselves, and ye shall be 
broken in pieces. 

10 Take counsel together, and it shall 
come to nought; speak the word, and it 
shall not stand: for God is with us. 

11 @ For the Lorp spake thus to me 
with a strong hand, and instructed me 
that I should not walk in the way of this 
people, saying, 

Say ye not, A confederacy, to all 
them to whom this people shall say, A 
confederacy; neither fear ye their fear, 
nor be afraid. i 

13 Sanctify the Lorp of hosts himself; 
and Jet him be your fear, and /et him be 
your dread. 

14 And he shall be for a sanctuary; but 
for a stone of stumbling and for a rock 
of offence to both the houses of Is’-ra-él, 
for a gin and for a snare to the inhab- 
itants of Jé-ra’-sa-lém. 

15 And many among them shall stum- 
ble, and fall; and be broken, and be 
snared, and be taken. 

16 Bind up the testimony, seal the law 
among my disciples. 

17 And I will wait upon the Lorp, 
that hideth his face from the house of 
. Ja’-cob, and I will look for him. 

18 Behold, I and the children whom 
the Lorn hath given me are for signs and 
for wonders in Is’-ra-é]1 from the LorD of 
hosts, which dwelleth in mount’ Zi’-on: 
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19 ¢ And when they shall say unto you, 
Seek unto them that have familiar spirits, 
and unto wizards that peep, and that 
mutter: should not a people seek unto 
their God? for the living to the dead? 

20 To the law and to the testimony: if 
they speak not according to this word, it 
is because there is no light in them. 

21 And they shall pass through it, 
hardly bestead and hungry: and it shall 
come to pass, that when they shall be 
hungry, they shall fret themselves, and 
curse their king and their God, and look 
upward. 

22 And they shall look unto the earth; 
and behold trouble and darkness, dim- 
ness of anguish; and they shall be driven 
to darkness. 


Chapter 9 


EVERTHELESS the dimness shail 
not be such as was in her vexation, 
when at the first’ he lightly afflicted the 
land of Zé-bi’-lun and the land of 
Naph’-ta-li, and afterward did more 
grievously afflict her by the way of the 
sea, beyond Jér’-dan, in Gal’-i-leé of the 
nations. 

2 The people that walked in darkness 
have seen a great light: they that dwell in 
the land of the shadow of death, upon 
them hath the light shined. 

3 Thou hast multiplied the nation, and 
not increased the joy: they joy before 
thee according to the joy in harvest, and 
as hie rejoice when they divide the 
spoil. 

4 For thou hast broken the yoke of his 
burden, and the staff of his shoulder, the 
rod of his oppressor, asin the day of 
Mid’-i-an. 

5 For every battle of the warrior is with 
confused noise, and garments rolled in 
blood; but this shall be with burning and 
fuel of fire. 

6 For unto us a child is born, unto us a 
son is given: and the government shall 
be upon his shoulder: and his name shall 
be called Wonderful, Counsellor, The 
mighty God, The everlasting Father, The 
Prince of Peace. 

7 Of the increase of his government and 
peace there shall be no end, upon the 
throne of Da’-vid, and upon his king- 
dom, to order it, and to establish it with 
judgment and with justice from hence- 
forth even for ever. The zeal of the LorD 
of hosts will perform this. 

8 g The Lord sent a word, into Ja’- 
cob, and it hath lighted upon I8’-ra-él. 

9 And all the people shall know, even 
E’-phra-im and the inhabitant of Sa- 
mar’-i-a, that say in the pride and stout- 
ness of heart, 

10 The bricks are fallen down, but we 
will build with hewn stones: the syco- 
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mores are cut down, but we will change 
them into cedars. 

11 Therefore the LorpD shall set up the 
adversaries of Ré’-zin against him, and 
join his enemies together ; 

12 The Syr’-i-ans before, and_ the 
Phil’-is-tines behind; and they shall de- 
vour {s’-ra-é] with open mouth. For all 
this his anger is not turned away, but his 
hand is stretched out still. 

13 ¢@ For the people turneth not unto 
him that smiteth them, neither do they 
seek the Lorp of hosts. 

14 Therefore the Lorp will cut off 
from {g’-ra-é] head and tail, branch and 
rush, in one day. 

15 The ancient and honourable, he is 
the head; and the prophet that teacheth 
lies, he is the tail. 

16 For the leaders of this people cause 
them to err; and they that are led of them 
are destroyed. 

17 Therefore the Lord shall have no 
joy in their young men, neither shall 
have mercy on their fatherless and wid- 
ows: for every one is an hypocrite and an 
evildoer, and every mouth speaketh 
folly. For all this his anger is not turned 
away, but his hand is stretched out still. 

18 @ For wickedness burneth as the 
fire: it shall devour the briers and thorns, 
and shall kindle in the thickets of the 
forest, and they shall mount up /ike the 
lifting up of smoke. 

19 Through the wrath of the Lorp of 
hosts is the land darkened, and the peo- 
ple shall be as the fuel of the fire: no man 
shall spare his brother. 

20 And he shall snatch on the right 
hand, and be hungry; and he shall eat on 
the left hand, and they shall not be satis- 
fied: they shall eat every man the flesh of 
his own arm: 

21 Ma-nas’-séh, £’-phra-im; and £’- 
phra-im, Ma-nas’-séh: and they together 
shall be against Ja’-dah. For all this his 
anger is not turned away, but his hand is 
stretched out still. 


Chapter 10 


OE unto them that decree un- 
righteous decrees, and that write 
grievousness which they have prescribed ; 
To turn aside the needy from judg- 
ment, and to take away the right from the 
poor of my people, that widows may be 
their prey, and that they may rob the 
fatherless! 

3 And what will ye do in the day of 
visitation, and in the desolation which 
shall come from far? to whom will ye 
flee for help? and where will ye leave 
your glory? 

4 Without me they shall bow down 
under the prisoners, and they shall fall 
under the slain. For all this his anger is 
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not turned away, but his hand is 
stretched out still. : 

5 @ O As-syr’-i-an, the rod of mine 
anger, and the staff in their hand is mine 
indignation. it 

6 I will send him against an hypocriti- 
cal nation, and against the people of my 
wrath willl give hima charge, to take the 
spoil, and to take the prey, and to tread 
them down like the mire of the streets. 

7 Howbeit he meaneth not so, neither 
doth his heart think so; but it is in his 
heart to destroy and cut off nations not 
a few. 

8 For he saith, Are not my princes alto- 
gether kings? 

9 Is not Cal’-nd as Car-ché’-mish? is 
not Ha’-math as Ar’-pad? is not Sa- 
mar’-i-a as Da-mas’-cus? 

10 As my hand hath found the king- 
doms of the idols, and whose graven im- 
ages did excel them of Jé-ra’-sa-lém and 
of Sa-mar’-i-a ; 

11 Shall I not, as I have done unto Sa- 
mar’-i-a and her idols, so do to Jé-ra’- 
sa-lém and her idols? 

12 Wherefore it shall come to pass, 
that when the Lord hath performed his 
whole work upon mount Zi’-on and on 
Jé-ri’-sa-lém, I will punish the fruit of 
the stout heart of the king of As-syr’-i-a, 
and the glory of his high looks. 

13 For he saith, By the strength of my 
hand I have done it, and by my wisdom; 
for I am prudent: and I have removed 
the bounds of the people, and have 
robbed their treasures, and I have put 
down the inhabitants like a valiant man: 

14 And my hand hath found as a nest 
the riches of the people: and as one 
gathereth eggs that are left, have I 
gathered all the earth; and there was 
none that moved the wing, or opened 
the mouth, or peeped. 

15 Shall the axe boast itself against 
him that heweth therewith? or shall the 
saw magnify itself against him that 
shaketh it ? as if the rod should shake it- 
self against them that lift it up, or as if 
the staff should lift up itself, as if it were 
no wood. 

16 Therefore shall the Lord, the Lord of 
hosts, send among his fat ones leanness; 
and under his glory he shall kindle a 
burning like the burning of a fire. 

17 And the light of is’-ra-&1 shall be for 
a fire, and his Holy One for a flame: and 
it shall burn and devour his thorns and 
his briers in one day; 

18 And shall consume the glory of his 
forest, and of his fruitful field, both soul 
and body: and they shall be as when a 
standardbearer fainteth. 

19 And the rest of the trees of his 
forest shall be few, that a child may 
write them. 
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20 ¢ And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the remnant of {§’-ra-él, and 
such as are escaped of the house of Ja’- 
cob, shall no more again stay upon him 
that smote them; but shall stay upon the 
Lorp, the Holy One of I8’-ra-él, in truth. 

21 The remnant shall return, even the 
remnant of Ja’-cob, unto the mighty 


God. 

22 For though thy people is’-ra-él be as 
the sand of the sea, yet a remnant of 
them shall return: the consumption de- 
creed shall overflow with righteousness. 

23 For the Lord Gop of hosts shall 
make a consumption, even determined, 
in the midst of all the land. 

24 ¢ Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop of hosts, O my-people that dwellest 
in Zi’-on, be not afraid of the As-syr’- 
i-an: he shall smite thee with a rod, and 
shall lift up his staff against thee, after the 
manner of E’-gypt. 

25 For yet a very little while, and the in- 
dignation shall cease, and mine anger in 
their destruction. 

26 And the Lorp of hosts shall stir up 

a scourge for him according to the 
slaughter of Mid’-i-an at the rock of 
Or’-éb: and as his rod was upon the sea, 
so shall he lift it up after the manner of 
E’-gypt. 
27 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that his burden shall be taken away 
from off thy shoulder, and his yoke from 
off thy neck, and the yoke shall be de- 
stroyed because of the anointing. 

28 He is come to Ai’-ath, he is passed 
to Mig’-ron; at Mich’-mash he hath laid 
up his carriages: 

29 They are gone over the passage: 
they have taken up their lodging at Gé’- 
ba; Ra’-mah is afraid; Gib’-é-ah of 
Saul is fled. - ; 

30 Lift up thy voice, O daughter of 
Gal’-lim: cause it to be heard unto 
La’-ish, O poor An’-a-thoth. 

1 Mad-mé’-nah is removed; the in- 
habitants of Gé’-bim gather themselves 


to flee. 

32 As yet shall he remain at Nob that 
day: he shall shake his hand against the 
mount of the daughter of Zi’-on, the hill 
of Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

33 Behold, the Lord, the Lorp: of 
hosts, shall lop the bough with terror: 
and the high ones of stature shall be 
hewn down, and the haughty shall be 
humbled. , 

34 And he shall cut down the thickets 
of the forest with iron, and Léb’-a-non 
shall fall by a mighty one. 


Chapter 11 


ND there shall come forth a rod out 
of the stem of Jés’-sé, and a Branch 
shall grow out of his roots: - 
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2 And the spirit of the Lorp shall rest 
upon him, the spirit of wisdom and 
understanding, the spirit of counsel and 
might, the spirit of knowledge and of the 
fear of the Lorp; 

3 And shall make him of quick under- 
standing in the fear of the Lorp: and he 
shall not judge after the sight of his eyes, 
neither reprove after the hearing of his 
ears: 

4 But with righteousness shall he judge 
the poor, and reprove with equity for 
the meek of the earth: and he shall smite 
the earth with the rod of his mouth, and 
with the breath of his lips shall he slay 
the wicked. 

5_And righteousness shall be the girdle 
of his loins, and faithfulness the girdle of 
his reins. 

6 The wolf also shall dwell with the 
lamb, and the leopard shall lie down with 
the kid; and the calf and the young lion 
and the fatling together; and a little 
child shall lead them. 

7 And the cow and the bear shall feed; 
their young ones shall lie down together: 
and the lion shall eat straw like the ox. 

8 And the sucking child shall play on 
the hole of the asp, and the weaned child 
shall put his hand on the cockatrice’ den. 

9 They shall not hurt nor destroy in all 
my holy mountain: for the earth shall be 
full of the knowledge of the Lorp, as the 
waters cover the sea. 

0 ¢ And in that day there shall be a 
root of Jés’-sé, which shall stand for an 
ensign of the people; to it shall the 
Gén’-tileS seek: and his rest shall be 
glorious. 

11 And it shall come to pass in that day, 
that the Lord shall set his hand again the 
second time to recover the remnant of 
his people, which shall be left, from As- 
syr’-i-a, and from £&’-gypt, and from 
Path’-ros, and from Cush, and from 
E’-lam, and from Shi’-nar, and from Ha’- 
math, and from the islands of the sea. 

12 And he shall set up an ensign for the 
nations,, and shall assemble the out- 
casts of Is’-ra-él, and gather together the 
dispersed of Ja’-dah from the four 
corners of the earth. y 

13 The envy also of £’-phra-im shall 
depart, and the adversaries of Jai’-dah 
shall be cut off: E’-phra-im shall not envy 
Ja’-dah, and Jid’-dah shall not vex 
&’-phra-im. 

14 But they shall fly upon the shoulders 
of the Phil’-is-tines toward the west ; they 
shall spoil them of the east together: 
they shall lay their hand upon E’-dom 
and M6d’-ab; and the children of Am’- 
mon shall obey them. 

15 And the Lorp shall utterly destroy 
the tongue of the E’-gyp’-fian sea; and 
with his mighty wind shall he shake his 
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hand over the river, and shall smite it in 
the seven streams, and make men go 
over dryshod. : 

16 And there shall be an highway for 
the remnant of his people, which shall 
be left, from As-syr’-i-a; like as it was to 
{8’-ra-é1 in the day that he came up out 
of the land of £’-gypt. 


Chapter 12 


ND in that day thou shalt say, O 
Lorp, I will praise thee: though 
thou wast angry with me, thine anger is 
turned away, and thou comfortedst me. 
2 Behold, God is my salvation; I will 
trust, and not be afraid: for the LorD 
JE-HO’-VAH is my strength and my song; 
he also is become my salvation. 

3 Therefore with joy shall ye draw 
water out of the wells of salvation. 

4 And in that day shall ye say, Praise 
the Lorpb, call upon his name, declare 
his doings among the people, make men- 
tion that his name is exalted. 

5 Sing unto the Lorp; for he hath done 
ae things: this is known in all the 
earth. 

6 Cry out and shout, thou inhabitant of 
Zi’-on: for great is the Holy One of Is’- 
ra-él in the midst of thee. 


Chapter 13 


HE burden of Bab’-y-lon, which 
i-8ai’-ah the son of A’-m6z did see. 

2 Lift ye up a banner upon the high 
mountain, exalt the voice unto them, 
shake the hand, that they may’ go into 
the gates of the nobles. 

3 I have commanded my sanctified 
ones, I have also called my mighty ones 
for mine anger, even them that rejoice in 
my highness. 

4 The noise of a multitude in the moun- 
tains, like as of a great people; a tu- 
multuous noise of the kingdoms of na- 
tions gathered together: the Lorp of 
hosts mustereth the host of the battle. 

5 They come from a far country, from 
the end of heaven, even the Lorb, and 
the weapons of his indignation, to 
destroy the whole land. 

6 ¥ Howl ye; for the day of the LorD is 
at hand; it shall come as a destruction 
from the Almighty. 

7 Therefore shall all hands be faint, 
and every man’s heart shall melt: 

8 And they shall be afraid: pangs and 
sorrows shall take hold of them; they 
shall be in pain as a woman that 
travaileth: they shall be amazed’ one at 
another ; their faces shall be as flames. 

9 Behold, the day of the Lorp cometh, 
cruel both with wrath and fierce anger, 
to lay the land desolate: and he shall 
destroy the sinners thereof out of it. 

10 For the stars of heaven and the con- 
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stellations thereof shall not give their 
light: the sun shall be darkened in his 
going forth, and the moon shall not 
cause her light to shine. 

And I will punish the world for 
their evil, and the wicked for their 
iniquity; and I will cause the arrogancy 
of the proud to cease, and will lay low 
the haughtiness of the terrible. J 

2 I will make a man more precious 
than fine gold; even a man than the 
golden wedge of 6’-phir. 

13 Therefore I will shake the heavens, 
and the earth shall remove out of her 
place, in the wrath of the Lorn of hosts, 
and in the day of his fierce anger. 

14 And it shall be as the chased roe, and 
as a sheep that no man taketh up: they 
shall every man turn to his own people, 
and flee every one into his own land. 

15 Every one that is found shall be 
thrust through; and every one that is 
joined unto them shall fall by the sword. 

16 Their children also shall be dashed 
to pieces before their eyes; their houses 
shall be spoiled, and their wives ravished. 

17 Behold, I will stir up the Médes 
against them, which shall not regard 
silver; and as for gold, they shall not 
delight in it. 

18 Their bows also shall dash the 
young men to pieces; and they shall have 
no pity on the fruit of the womb; their 
eye shall not spare children. 

19 ¢ And Bab’-y-lon, the glory of king- 
doms, the beauty of the Chal’-déés’ ex- 
cellency, shall be as when God overthrew 
Sé6d’-om and G6-mor’-rah. 

20 It shall never be inhabited, neither 
shall it be dwelt in from generation to 
generation: neither shall the A-ra’-bi-an 
pitch tent there; neither shall the shep- 
herds make their fold there. 

21 But wild beasts of the desert shall lie 
there; and their houses shall be full of 
doleful creatures; and owls shall dwell 
there, and satyrs shall dance there. 

22 And the wild beasts of the islands 
shall cry in their desolate houses, an 
dragons in their pleasant palaces: and 
her time is near to come, and her days 
shall not be prolonged. 


Chapter 14 


| ape the Lorp will have mercy on Ja’- 
cgb, and will yet choose is’-ra-él, and 
set them in their own land: and the 
strangers shall be joined with them, and 
they shall cleave to the house of Ja’-cob. 

_ And the people shall take them, and 
bring them to their place: and the house 
of {s’-ra-é1 shall possess them in the land 
of the Lorp for servants and handmaids: 
and they shall take them captives, whose 
captives they were; and they shall rule 
over their oppressors. 
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3 And it shall come to pass in the day 
that the Lorp shall give thee rest from 
thy sorrow, and from thy fear, and from 
the hard bondage wherein thou wast 
- made to serve, 

4 7 That thou shalt take up this 
proverb against the king of Bab’-y-lon, 
and say, How hath the oppressor ceased! 
the golden city ceased! 

5 The Lorn hath broken the staff of the 
wicked, and the sceptre of the rulers, 

6 He who smote the people in wrath 
with a continual stroke, he that ruled the 
nations in anger, is persecuted, and none 
hindereth. 

7 The whole earth is at rest, and is 
quiet: they break forth into singing. 

8 Yea, the fir trees rejoice at thee, and 
the cedars of Léb’-a-non, saying, Since 
thou art laid down, no feller is come up 
against us. 

9 Hell from beneath is moved for thee 
to meet thee at thy coming: it stirreth up 
the dead for thee, even all the chief ones 
of the earth; it hath raised up from their 
thrones all the kings of the nations. 

10 All they shall speak and say unto 
thee, Art thou also become weak as we? 
art thou become like unto us? 

11 Thy pomp is brought down to the 
grave, and the noise of thy viols: the 
worm is spread under thee, and the 
worms cover thee. 

12 How art thou fallen from heaven, O 
Li’-ci-fér, son of the morning! how art 
thou cut down to the ground, which 
didst weaken the nations! 

13 For thou hast said in thine heart, I 
will ascend into heaven, I will exalt my 
throne above the stars of God: I will sit 
also upon the mount of the congrega- 
tion, in the sides of the north: 

4 I will ascend above the heights of 
the clouds; I will be like the most High. 

15 Yet thou shalt be brought down to 
hell, to the sides of the pit. 

16 They that see thee shall narrowly 
look upon thee, and consider thee, say- 
ing, Is this the man that made the earth to 
tremble, that did shake kingdoms; 

17 That made the world as a wilder- 
ness, and destroyed the cities thereof; 
that. opened not the house of his 
prisoners ? 

18 All the kings of the nations, even all 
of them, lie in glory, every one in his 
own house. 

19 But thou art cast out of thy grave 
like an abominable branch, and as the 
raiment of those that are slain, thrust 
through with a sword, that go down to 
the stones of the pit; as a carcase trodden 
under feet. 

20 Thou shalt not be joined with them 
in burial, because thou hast destroyed 
thy land, and slain thy people: the seed 
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of evildoers shall never be renowned. 

21 Prepare slaughter for his children 
for the iniquity of their fathers; that they 
do not rise, nor possess the land, nor 
fill the face of the world with cities. 

22 For I will rise up against them, saith 
the Lorp of hosts, and cut off from 
Bab’-y-lon the name, and remnant, and 
son, and nephew, saith the Lorp.

24 ¢ The Lorp of hosts hath sworn, 
saying,-Surely as I have thought, so shall 
it come to pass; and as I have purposed, 
so shall it stand: i 

That I will break the As-syr’-i-an in 
my land, and upon my mountains tread 
him under foot: then shall his yoke de- 
part from off them, and his burden de- 
part from off their shoulders. 

26 This is the purpose that is purposed 
upon the whole earth: and this is the 
hand that is stretched out upon all the 
nations. 

27 For the Lorp of hosts hath pur- 
posed, and who shall disannul it? and 
his hand is stretched out, and who shall 
turn it back? 

28 Inthe year that king A’-haz died was 
this burden. | 

29 § Rejoice not thou, whole Pal-és- 
ti’-na, because the rod of him that smote 
thee is broken: for out of the serpent’s 
root shall come forth a cockatrice, and 
his fruit shall be a fiery flying serpent. 

30. And the firstborn of the poor shall 
feed, and the needy shall lie down in 
safety: and I will kill thy root with 
famine, and he shall slay thy remnant. 

31 Howl, O gate; cry, O city; thou, 
whole Pal-és-ti’-na, art dissolved: for 
there shall come from the north a smoke, 
and none shall be alone in his appointed 
times. 

32 What shall one then answer the mes- 
sengers of the nation? That the Lorp 
hath founded Zi’-on, and the poor of his 
people shall trust in it.

8 For the cry is gone round about the 
borders of M6’-ab; the howling thereof 
unto £g’-ld-im, and the howling thereof 
unto Beér-é’-lim. i 

9 For the waters of Di’-m6n shall be 
full of blood: for I will bring more upon 
Di’-mon, lions upon him that escapeth 
of et and upon the remnant of the 
land. 


Chapter 16 


END ye the lamb to the ruler of the 
land from Sé’-1a to the wilderness, un- 
to the mount of the daughter of Zi’-on.

7 The paper reeds by the brooks, by the 
mouth of the brooks, and every thing 
sown by the brooks, shall wither, be 
driven away, and be no more. 

8 The fishers also shall mourn and all 
they that cast angle into the brooks shall 
lament, and they that spread nets upon 
the waters shall languish. 

9 Moreover they that -work in fine 
flax, and they that weave networks, shall 
be confounded. 

10 And they shall be broken in the pur- 
poses thereof, all that make sluices and 
ponds for fish. 

11 ¢ Surely the princes of Z6’-an are 
fools, the counsel of the wise counsellors 
of Phar’-aoh is become brutish: how say 
ye unto Phar’-aoh, I am the son of the 
wise, the son of ancient kings? 

12 Where are they? where are thy wise 
men? and let them tell thee now, and let 
them know what the Lorn of hosts hath 
purposed upon E’-gypt. 

The princes of Z6’-an are become 
fools, the princes of Noph are deceived; 
they have also seduced E’-gypt, even they 
that are the stay of the tribes thereof. 

14 The Lorp hath mingled a perverse 
spirit in the midst thereof: and they have 
caused E’-gypt to err in every work there- 
of, as a drunken man staggereth in his 
vomit. 

15 Neither shall there be any work for 
E’-gypt, which the head or tail, branch or 
rush, may do. 
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16 In that day shall £’-gypt be like unto 
women: and it shall be afraid and fear 
because of the shaking of the hand of the 
Lorp of hosts, which he shaketh over it. 

17 And the land of Ja’-dah shall be a 
terror unto £&’-gypt, every one that 
maketh mention thereof shall be afraid 
in himself, because of the counsel of the 
Lorp of hosts, which he hath determined 
against it. ity 

18 @ In that day shall five cities in the 
land of £’-gypt speak the language of 
Ca’-na-an, and swear to the Lorp of 
hosts; one shall be called, The city of 
destruction. 

19 In that day shall there be an altar to 
the Lorp in the midst of the land of 
E’-gypt, and a pillar at the border thereof 
to the Lorb. 

20 And it shall be for a sign and for a 
witness unto the Lorp of hosts in the 
land of £’-gypt: for they shall cry unto 
the Lorp because of the oppressors, and 
he shall send them a saviour, and a great 
one, and he shall deliver them. 

21 And the Lorp shall be known to 
E’-gypt, and the E-gyp’-tians shall know 
the Lorp in that day, and shall do sacri- 
fice and oblation; yea, they shall vow a 
vow unto the Lorp, and perform it.

He call- 
eth to me out of Sé’-ir, Watchman, what 
of the night? Watchman, what of the 
night ? 

12 The watchman said, The morning 
cometh, and also the night: if ye will en- 
quire, enquire ye: return, come. 

13 ¢ The burden upon A-ra’-bi-a. In 
the forest in A-ra’-bi-a shall ye lodge, O 
ye travelling companies of Dé’-da-nim.

9 The Lorp of hosts hath purposed it, 
to stain the pride of all glory, and to 
bring into contempt all the honourable 
of the earth. : 

10 Pass through thy land as a river, O 
daughter of Tar’-shish: there is no more 
strength. ;

17 g And it shall come to pass after 
the end of seventy years, that the Lorp 
will visit Tyre, and she shall turn to her 
hire, and shall commit fornication with 
all the kingdoms of the world upon the 
face of the earth. 

18 And her merchandise and her hire 
shall be holiness to the Lorp: it shall 
not be treasured nor laid up; for her 
merchandise shall be for them that dwell 
before the LorD, to eat sufficiently, and 
for durable clothing.

6 Therefore hath the curse devoured 
the earth, and they that dwell therein are 
desolate: therefore the inhabitants of the 
earth are burned, and few men left. 

7 The new wine mourneth, the vine 
pee all the merryhearted do 
sigh. : 

8 The mirth of tabrets ceaseth, the 
noise of them that rejoice endeth, the joy 
of the harp ceaseth. 

9 They shall not drink wine with a 
song ; strong drink shall be bitter to them 
that drink it. 

10 The city of confusion is broken 
down: every house is shut up, that no 
man may come in. 

11 There is a crying for wine in the 
streets; all joy is darkened, the mirth of 
the land is gone. 

12 In the city is left desolation, and the 
gate is smitten with destruction. 

13. f When thus it shall be in the midst 
of the land among the people, there shall 
be as the shaking of an olive tree, and as 
the gleaning grapes when the vintage is 


one. 

14 They shall lift up their voice, they 
shall sing for the majesty of the Lorp, 
they shall cry aloud from the sea. 

15 Wherefore glorify ye the Lorp in the 
fires, even the name of the Lorp God of 
18’-ra-él in the isles of the sea. 

16 From the uttermost part of the 
earth have we heard songs, even glory to 
the righteous. But I said, My leanness, 
my leanness, woe unto me! the treacher- 
ous dealers have dealt treacherously ; yea, 
the treacherous dealers have dealt very 
treacherously. 

7 Fear, and the pit, and the snare, are 
upon thee, O inhabitant of the earth. 

8 And it shall come to pass, that he 
who fleeth from the noise of the fear 
shall fall into the pit ; and he that cometh 
up out of the midst of the pit shall be 
pane " the snare: os windows from 
on high are open, and the foundati 
the earth do shake. a: nk 
\ 
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19 The earth is utterly broken down, 
the earth is clean dissolved, the earth is 
moved exceedingly. 

The earth shall reel to and fro like a 
drunkard, and shall be removed like a 
cottage; and the transgression thereof 
shall be heavy upon it; and it shall fall, 
and not rise again. 

21 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the LorD shall punish the host 
of the high ones that are on high, and the 
kings of the earth upon the earth. 

22 And they shall be gathered to- 
gether, as prisoners are gathered in the 
pit, and shall be shut up in the prison, 
and after many days shall they be visited. 

23 Then the moon shall be con- 
founded, and the sun ashamed, when the 
Lorp of hosts shall reign in mount 
Zi’-on, and in Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and before 
his ancients gloriously. 


Chapter 25

8 He will swallow up death in victory; 
and the Lord Gop will wipe away tears 
from off all faces; and the rebuke of his 
people shall he take away from off all 
the earth: for the Lorp hath spoken it. 

9 ¢ And it shall be said in that day, Lo, 

_ this is our God; we have waited for him, 
and he will save us: this is the LorD; we 
have waited for him, we will be glad and 
rejoice in his salvation. 

10 For in this mountain shall the hand 
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of the Lorp rest, and M6d’-4b shall be 
trodden down under him, even as straw 
is trodden down for the dunghill. 

_11_ And he shall spread forth his hands 
in the midst of them, as he that swim- 
meth spreadeth forth his hands to swim: 
and he shall bring down their pride to- 
gether with the spoils of their hands. 

12 And the fortress of the high fort of 
thy walls shall he bring down, lay low, 
aid bring to the ground, even to the

8 Yea, in the way of thy judgments, O 
Lorp, have we waited for thee ; the desire 
of our soul is to thy name,;and to the re- 
membrance of thee. 

9 With my soul have I desired thee in 
the night; yea, with my spirit within me 
will I seek thee early: for when thy judg- 
ments are in the earth, the inhabitants of 
the world will learn righteousness. 

0 Let favour be shewed to the wicked; 
yet will he not learn righteousness: in the 
land of uprightness will he deal unjustly, 
and will not behold the majesty of the 
Lorp. Man 

11 LorD, when thy hand is lifted up, 
they will not see: but they shall see, and 
be ashamed for their envy at the people; 
yea, the fire of thine enemies shall de- 
vour them.

17 Like as a woman with child, that 
draweth near the time of her delivery, is 
in pain, and crieth out in her pangs; so 
have we been in thy sight, O Lorp. 

18 We have been with child, we have 
been in pain, we have as it were brought 
forth wind; we have not wrought any 
deliverance in the earth; neither have the 
inhabitants of the world fallen. 

19 Thy dead men shall live, together 
with my dead body shall they arise.

8 In measure, when it shooteth forth, 
thou wilt debate with it: he stayeth his 
rough wind in the day of the east wind. 

9 By this therefore shall the iniquity of 
Ja’-cob be purged ;.and this 7s all the fruit 
to take away his sin; when he maketh all 
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the stones of the altar as chalkstones that 
are beaten in sunder, the groves and im-

10 Yet the defenced city shall be des- 
olate, and the habitation forsaken, and 
left like a wilderness: there shall the calf 
feed, and there shall he lie down, and 
consume the branches thereof. 

11 When the boughs thereof are 
withered, they. shall be broken off: the 
women come, and’set them on fire: for it 
is a people of no understanding: there- 
fore he that made them will not have 
mercy on them, and he that formed them 
will shew them no favour. 

12 ¢ And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the LorD shall beat off from the 
channel of the river unto the stream of 
E’-gypt, and ye shall be gathered one by 
one, O ye children of Is’-ra-él.

5 @ In that day shall the Lorn of hosts 
be for a crown of glory, and for a diadem 
of beauty, unto the residue of his people, 

6 And for’a spirit of judgment to him 
that sitteth in judgment, and for strength 
to them that turn the battle to the gate. 

7 @ But they also have erred through 
wine, and through strong drink are out 
of the way; the priest and the prophet 
have erred through strong drink, they 
are swallowed up of wine, they are out of 
the way through strong drink; they err 
in vision; they stumble in judgment. 

8 For all tables are full of vomit and 
filthiness, so that there is no place clean. 

9 ¥¢ Whom shall he teach knowledge? 
and whom shall he make to understand 
doctrine? them that are weaned from the 
milk, and drawn from the breasts. 
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10 For precept must be upon precept, 
precept upon precept; line upon line, 
eon upon line; here alittle, and there a 

ittle: 
~ 11 For with stammering lips and an- 

other tongue will he speak to this 
people. 

12 To whom he said, This is the rest 
wherewith ye may cause the weary to 
rest; and this is the refreshing: yet they 
would not hear. 

13 But the word of the LorpD was unto 
them precept upon precept, precept upon 
precept; line upon line, line upon line; 
here a little, and there a little; that they 
might go, and fall backward, and be 
broken, and snared, and taken. 

14 G Wherefore hear the word of the 

- Lorpb, ye scornful men, that rule this 
people which is in Jé-rii’-sa-lém. 

-15 Because ye have said, We have made 
a covenant with death, and with hell are 
we at agreement; when the overflowing 
scourge shall pass through, it shall not 
come unto us: for we have made lies our 
refuge, and under falsehood have we hid 
ourselves: 

16 @ Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop, Behold, I lay in Zi’-on for a foun- 
dation a stone, a tried stone, a precious 
corner stone, a sure foundation: he that 
believeth shall not make haste. 

17 Judgment also will I lay to the line, 
and righteousness to the plummet: and 
the hail shall sweep away_the refuge of 
lies, and the waters shall overflow the 
hiding place. 

18 ¢ And your covenant with death 
shall be disannulled, and your agreement 
with hell shall not stand; when the over- 
flowing scourge shall pass through, then 
ye shall be trodden down by it. 

19 From the time that it goeth forth it 
shall take you: for morning by morning 
. shall it pass over, by day and by night: 
and it shall be a vexation only to under- 
stand the report. 

20 For the bed is shorter than that a 
man can stretch himself on it: and the 
covering narrower than that he can 
wrap himself in it. 

21 For the Lorp shall rise up as in 
mount Pé-ra’-zim, he shall be wroth as in 
the valley of Gib’-é-on, that he may do 
his work, his strange work; and bring to 
pass his act, his strange act. 

22 Now therefore be ye not mockers, 
lest your bands be made strong: for I 
have heard from the Lord Gop of hosts 
a consumption, even determined upon 
the whole earth. ? 

23 ¢ Give ye ear, and hear my voice; 
hearken, and hear my speech, 

24 Doth the plowman plow all day to 
sow? doth he open and break the clods of 
his ground? 
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25 When he hath made plain the face 
thereof, doth he not cast abroad the 
fitches, and scatter the cummin, and cast 
in the principal wheat and the appointed 
barley and the rie in their place? 

26 For his God doth instruct him to 
discretion, and doth teach him. 

27 For the fitches are not threshed with 
a threshing instrument, neither is a cart 
wheel turned about upon the cummin; 
but the fitches are beaten out with a staff, 
and the cummin with a rod. 

28 Bread corn is bruised; because he 
will not ever be threshing it, nor break it 
with thé wheel of his cart, nor bruise it 
with his horsemen. 

29 This also cometh forth from the 
Lorp of hosts, which is wonderful in 
counsel, and excellent in working. 


Chapter 29 


OE to Ar’-i-él, to Ar’-i-él, the city 
where Da’-vid dwelt! add ye year 
to year; let them kill sacrifices. 

2 Yet I will distress Ar’-i-él, and there 
shall be heaviness and sorrow: and it 
shall be unto me as Ar’-i-él. 

3 And I will camp against thee round 
about, and will lay siege against thee 
with a_mount, and I will raise forts 
against thee. 

4 And thou shalt be brought down, and 
shalt speak out of the ground, and thy 
speech shall be low out of the dust, and 
thy voice shall be, as of one that hath a 
familiar spirit, out of the ground, and 
thy speech shall whisper out of the dust.

6 Thou shalt be visited of the Lorp 
of hosts with thunder, and with earth- 
quake, and great noise, with storm and 
tempest, and the flame of devouring fire. 

7 ¢ And the multitude of all the nations 
that fight against Ar’-i-él, even all that 
fight against her and her munition, and 
that distress her, shall be as a dream of a 
night vision. 

8 It shall even be as when an hungry 
man dreameth, and, behold, he eateth; 
but he awaketh, and his soul is empty: or 
as when a thirsty man dreameth, and, be- 
hold, he drinketh; but he awaketh, and, 
behold, he is faint, and his soul hath ap- 
petite: so shall the multitude of all the 
nations be, that fight against mount 
Zi’-on. 

9 ¢ Stay yourselves, and wonder; cry 
ye out, and cry: they are drunken, but 
not with wine; they stagger, but not with 
strong drink. 

10 For the Lorp hath poured out upon 
you the spirit of deep sleep, and hath 
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closed your eyes: the prophets and your 
rulers, the seers hath he covered. 

11 And the vision of all is become unto 
you as the words of a book that is sealed, 
which men deliver to one that is learned, 
saying, Read this, I pray thee: and he 
saith, I cannot; for it is sealed: é 

12 And the book is delivered to him 
that is not learned, saying, Read this, 
I pray thee: and he saith, I am not 
learned. , 

13 ¢ Wherefore the Lord said, Foras- 
much as this people draw near me with 
their mouth, and with their lips do 
honour me, but have removed their heart 
far from me, and their fear toward me is 
taught by the precept of men: 

4 Therefore, behold, I will proceed to 
do a marvellous work among this people, 
even a marvellous work and a wonder: 
for the wisdom of their wise men shall 
perish, and the understanding of their 
prudent men shall be hid. 

15 Woe unto them that seek deep to 
hide their counsel from the Lorp, and 
their works are in the dark, and they say, 
Who seeth us? and who knoweth us? 

16 Surely your turning of things up- 
side down shall be esteemed as the 
potter’s clay: for shall the work say of 
him that made it, He made me not? or 
shall the thing framed say of him that 
framed it, He had no understanding? 

17 Is it not yet a very little while, and 
Léb’-a-non shall be turned into a fruit- 
ful field, and the fruitful field shall be es- 
teemed as a forest? 

8 g@ And in that day shall the deaf 
hear the words of the book, and the eyes 
of the blind shall see out of obscurity, 
and out of darkness. 

19 The meek also shall increase their 
joy in the Lorb, and the poor among 
men. shall rejoice in the Holy One of 
Is’-ra-él. 

20 For the terrible one is brought to 
nought, and the scorner is consumed, 
and all that watch for iniquity are cut 


off: 

21 That make a man an offender for a 
word, and lay a snare for him that re- 
proveth in the gate, and turn aside the 
just for a thing of nought. 

22 Therefore thus saith the Lorp, who 
redeemed A’-bra-ham, concerning the 
house of Ja’-cob, Ja’-cob shall not now 
be ashamed, neither shall his face now 
wax pale. 

23 But when he seeth his children, the 
work of mine hands, in the midst of him, 
they shall sanctify my name, and sanc- 
rify the Holy One of Ja’-cob, and shall 
fear the God of Is’-ra-él. 

24 They also that erred in spirit shall 
come to understanding, and they that 
murmured shall learn doctrine. 
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Chapter 30 


OE to the rebellious children, saith 

the Lorp, that take counsel, but 

not of me; and that cover with a cover- 

ing, but not of my spirit, that they may 
add sin to:sin: , LE 

2 That walk to go down into E’-gypt, 
and have not asked at my mouth; to 
strengthen themselves in the strength of 
Phar’-aoh, and to trust in the shadow of 
£’-gypt! i 

3 Therefore shall the strength of Phar’- 
20h be your shame, and the trust in the 
shadow of £’-gypt your confusion. 

4 For his princes were at Z6’-an, and 
his ambassadors came to Ha’-nés. 

5 They were all ashamed of a people 
that could not profit them, nor be an 
help nor profit, but a shame, and also a 
reproach. 

6 The burden of the beasts of the south: 
into the land of trouble. and anguish, 
from whence come the young and old 
lion, the viper and fiery flying serpent, 
they will carry their riches upon the 
shoulders of young asses, and their 
treasures upon the bunches of camels, to 
a people that shall not profit them. 

7 For the £-gyp’-tians shall help in 
vain, and to no purpose: therefore have I 
cried concerning this, Their strength is to 
sit still. 

8 @ Now go, write it before them in a 
table, and note it in a book, that it may 
be for the time to come for ever and 
ever: 

9 That this is a rebellious people, lying 
children, children that will not hear the 
law of the Lorp: 

10 Which say to the seers, See not; and 
to the prophets, Prophesy not unto us 
right things, speak unto us smooth 
things, prophesy deceits: 

1 Get you out of the way, turn aside 
out of the path, cause the Holy One of 
18s’-ra-él to cease from before us. 

12 Wherefore thus saith the Holy One 
of I8’-ra-él, Because ye despise this word, 
and trust in-oppression and perverseness, 
and stay thereon: 

13 Therefore this iniquity shall be to 
you as a breach ready to fall, swelling 
out in a high wall, whose breaking 
cometh suddenly at an instant. 

14 And he shall break it as the breaking 
of the potters’ vessel that is broken in 
pieces; he shall not spare: so that there 
shall not be found in the bursting of it a 
sherd to take fire from the hearth, or to 
take water withal out of the pit. 

15 For thus saith the Lord Gop, the 
Holy One of is’-ra-é1; In returning and 
rest shall ye be saved in quietness and in 
confidence shall be your strength: and ye 
would not. : 

\ 
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16 But ye said, No; for we will flee 
upon horses; therefore shall ye flee: and, 
We will ride upon the swift; therefore 
shall they that pursue you be swift. 

17 One thousand shail flee at the rebuke 
of one; at the rebuke of five shall ye flee: 
till ye be left as a beacon upon the top of 
a mountain, and as an ensign on an hill. 

18 ¢ And therefore will the Lorp wait, 
that he may be gracious unto you, and 
therefore will he be exalted, that he may 
have mercy upon you: for the LorD is a 
God of judgment: blessed are all they 
that wait for him. 

19 For the people shall dwell in Zi’-on 
at Jé-ri’-sa-lém: thou shalt weep no 
more: he will be very gracious unto thee 
at the voice of thy cry; when he shall 
hear it, he will answer thee. 

20 And though the Lord give you the 
bread of adversity, and the water of af- 
fliction, yet shall not thy teachers be re- 
moved into a corner any more, but thine 
eyes shall see thy teachers: Y 

21 And thine éars shall hear a word be- 
hind thee, saying, This is the way, walk 
ye in it, when ye turn to the right hand, 
and when ye turn to the left. 

22 Ye shall defile also the covering of 
thy graven images of silver, and the 
ornament of thy molten images of gold: 
thou shalt cast them away as a men- 
struous cloth; thou shalt say unto it, Get 
thee hence. : 

23 Then shall he give the rain of thy 
seed, that thou shalt sow the ground 
withal; and bread of the increase of the 
earth, and it shall be fat and plenteous: 
in that day shall thy cattle feed in large 
pastures. 

24 The oxen likewise and the young 
asses that ear the ground shall eat clean 
provender, which hath been winnowed 
with the shovel and with the fan. 

25 And there shall be upon every high 
mountain, and upon every high hill, riv- 
ers and streams of waters in the day of 
the great slaughter, when the towers fall. 

26 Moreover the light of the moon 
shall be as the light of the sun, and the 
light of the sun shall be sevenfold, as the 
light of seven days, in the day that the 
Lorp bindeth up the breach of his peo- 
ple, and healeth the stroke of their 
wound. 

27 Y Behold, the name of the Lorp 
cometh from far, burning with his anger,

28 And his breath, as an overflowing 
stream, shall reach to the midst of the 
neck, to sift the nations with the sieve of 
vanity: and there shall be a bridle in the 
jaws of the people, causing them to err. 

29 Ye shall have a song, as in the night 
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when a holy solemnity is kept; and glad- 
ness of heart, as when one goeth with a 
pipe to come into the mountain of the 
LorD, to the mighty One of f§’-ra-él. 

30 And the Lorp shall cause his glori- 
Ous voice to be heard, and shall shew the 
lighting down of his arm, with the indig- 
nation of his anger, and with the flame of 
a devouring fire, with scattering, and 
tempest, and hailstones. 

31 For through the voice of the Lorp 
shall the As-syr’-i-an be beaten down, 
which smote with a rod. 

32 And in every place where the 
grounded staff shall pass, which the 
Lorp shall lay upon him, it shall be with 
tabrets and harps: and in battles of 
shaking will he fight with it. 

33 For T6’-phét is ordained of old; yea, 
for the king it is prepared; he hath made 
it deep and large: the pile thereof is fire 
and much wood; the breath of the Lorp, 
like a stream of brimstone, doth kindle it, 


Chapter 31 


OE to them that go down to 
E’-gypt for help; and stay on 
horses, and trust in chariots, because 
they are many; and in horsemen, be- 
cause they are very strong; but they look 
not unto the Holy One of. ig’-ra-él, 
neither seek the Lorp! 

2 Yet he also is wise, and will bring evil, 
and will not call back his words: but will 
arise against the house of the evildoers, 
and against the help of them that work 
iniquity. 3 

3 Now the E-gyp’-tians are men, and 
not God; and their horses flesh, and not 
spirit. When the Lorp shall stretch out 
his hand, both he that helpeth shall fall, 
and he that is holpen shall fall down, and 
they all shall fail together. 

For thus hath the Lorp spoken unto 
me, Like as the lion and the young lion 
roaring on his prey, when a multitude of 
shepherds is called forth against him, he 
will not be afraid of their voice, nor 
abase himself for the noise_of them: so 
shall the Lorp of hosts come down to 
fight for mount Zi’-on, and for the hill 
thereof. . 4 

5 As birds flying, so will the Lorp of 
hosts defend Jé-ri’-sa-lém; defending 
also he will deliver it ; and passing over he 
will preserve it. 

6 ¢ Turn,ye unto him from whom the 
children of Is’-ra-é] have deeply revolted. 

7 For in that day every man shall cast 
away his idols of silver, and his idols of 
gold, which your own hands have made 
unto you forasin. | |. f 

8 ¢ Then shall the As-syr’-i-an fall with 
the sword, not of a mighty man; and the 
sword, not of a mean man, shall. devour 
him: but he shall flee from the sword, 
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and his young men shall be discomfited. 

9 And he shall pass over to his strong 
hold for fear, and his princes shall be 
afraid of the ensign, saith the Lorp, 
whose fire is in Zi’-on, and his furnace in 
Jé-ra’-sa-lém. 


Chapter 32 


EHOLD, a king shall reign in right- 
eousness, and princes shall rule in 
judgment. = 

2 And a man shall be as an hiding 
place from the wind, and a covert from 
the tempest; as rivers of water in a dry 
place, as the shadow of a great rock ina 
weary land. 

3 And the eyes of them that see shall 
not be dim, and the ears of them that 
hear shall hearken. 

4 The heart also of the rash shall under- 
stand knowledge, and the tongue of the 
stammerers shall be ready to speak 
plainly. 

5 The vile person shall be no more 
called liberal, nor the churl said to be 
bountiful. 

6 For the vile person will speak villany, 
and his heart will work iniquity, to 
practise hypocrisy, and to utter error 
against the Lorp, to make empty the 
soul of the hungry, and he will cause the 
drink of the thirsty to fail. 

7 The instruments also of the churl are 
evil: he deviseth wicked devices to 
destroy the poor with lying words, even 
when the needy speaketh right. 

8 But the liberal deviseth liberal things; 
and by liberal things shall he stand. 

9 ¢ Rise up, ye women that are at ease; 
hear my voice, ye careless daughters; 
give ear unto my speech. 

10 Many days and years shall ye be 
troubled, ye careless women: for the 
vintage shall fail, the gathering shall not 


come. 

11 Tremble, ye women that are at ease; 
be troubled, ye careless ones: strip you, 
and make you bare, and gird sackcloth 
upon your loins. 

2 They shall lament for the teats, for 
the pleasant fields, for the fruitful vine. 

13 Upon the land of my people shall 
come up thorns and ‘briers; yea, upon all 
the houses of joy in the joyous city: 

14 Because the palaces shall be for- 
saken; the multitude of the city shall be 
left; the forts and towers shall be for 
dens for ever, a joy of wild asses, a pas- 
ture of flocks; 

15 Until the spirit be poured upon us 
from on high, and the wilderness be a 
fruitful field, and the fruitful field be 
counted for a forest. 

i6 Then judgment shall dwell in the 
wilderness, and righteousness remain in 
the fruitful field. 8) 
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17 And the work of righteousness shall 
be peace; and the effect of righteousness 
quietness and assurance for ever. | 

18 And my people shall dwell in a 
peaceable habitation, and in sure dwell- 
ings, and in quiet resting places; 

19 When it shall hail, coming down on 
the forest; and the city shall be low in a 
low place. . ; 

20 Blessed are ye that sow beside all 
waters, that send forth thither the feet of 
the ox and the ass. 


Chapter 33 


OE to thee that spoilest, and thou 
wast not spoiled; and dealest 
treacherously, and they dealt not treach- 
erously with thee! when thou shalt cease 
to spoil, thou shalt be spoiled; and when 
thou shalt make an end to deal treacher- 
ously they shall deal treacherously with 
thee. 

2 O Lorp, be gracious unto us; we 
have waited for thee: be thou their arm 
every morning, our salvation also in the 
time of trouble. 

3 At the noise of the tumult the people 
fled; at the lifting up of thyself the na- 
tions were scattered. 

4 And your spoil shall be gathered like 
the gathering of the caterpiller: as the 
running to and fro of locusts shall he 
run upon them. 

5 The Lorp is exalted; for he dwelleth 
on high: he hath filled Zi’-on with judg- 
ment and righteousness. 

6 And wisdom and knowledge shall be 
the stability of thy times, and strength of 
salvation: the fear of the LorD is his 
treasure. 

7 Behold, their valiant ones shall cry 
without: the ambassadors of peace shall 
weep bitterly. 

The highways lie waste, the wayfaring 
man ceaseth: he hath broken the cov- 
enant, he hath despised the cities, he re- 
gardeth no man. 

9 The earth mourneth and languisheth: 
Léb’-a-non is ashamed and hewn down: 
Shar’-on is like a wilderness; and Ba’- 
shan and ai eapel shake off their fruits. 

10 Now will I rise, saith the Lorp; now 
wa I be exalted; now will I lift up my- 
self. 

11 Ye shall conceive chaff, ye shall 
bring forth stubble: your breath, as fire, 
shall devour you. 

_12 And the people shall be as the burn- 
ings of lime: as thorns cut up shall they 
be burned in the fire. 

3 @ Hear, ye that are far off, what I 
have done; and, ye that are near, ac- 
knowledge my might. 

14 The sinners in Zi’-gn are afraid; 
fearfulness hath surprised the hypo- 
crites. Who among us shall dwell with 
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the devouring fire? who among us shall 
dwell with everlasting burnings? 

15 He that walketh righteously, and 
speaketh uprightly; he that despiseth the 
gain of oppressions, that shaketh his 
hands from holding of bribes, that 
stoppeth his ears from hearing of blood, 
and shutteth his eyes from seeing evil; 

16 He shall dwell on high: his place of 
defence shall be the munitions of rocks: 
bread shall be given him; his waters shall 
be sure. 

17 Thine eyes shall see the king in his 
beauty: they shall behold the land that is 
very far off. 

18 Thine heart shall meditate terror. 
Where is the scribe ? where is the receiver ? 
where is he that counted the towers? 

19 Thou shalt not see a fierce people, a 
people of a deeper speech than thou 
canst perceive; of a stammering tongue, 
that thou canst not understand. 

Look upon Zi’-on, the city of our 
solemnities: thine eyes shall see Jé-rai’- 
sa-lém a quiet habitation, a tabernacle 
that shall not be taken down; not one of 
the stakes thereof shall ever be removed, 
neither shall any of the cords thereof be 
broken. 

21 But there the glorious Lorp will be 
unto us a place of broad rivers and 
streams; wherein shall go no galley with 
oars, neither shall gallant ship pass 
thereby. 

22 For the Lorn js our judge, the Lorp 
is our lawgiver, the LorD is our king; he 
will save us. 

23 Thy tacklings are loosed; they could 
not well strengthen their mast, they 
could not spread the sail: then is the 
prey of a great spoil divided; the lame 
take the prey. 

24 And the inhabitant shall not say, I 
am sick: the people that dwell therein 
shall be forgiven their iniquity. 


Chapter 34 


Gz0ME near, ye nations, to hear; and 
hearken, ye people: let the earth 
hear, and all that is therein; the world, 
and all things that come forth of it. 

2 For the indignation of the Lorp is 
upon all nations, and his fury upon all 
their armies: he hath utterly destroyed 
them, he hath delivered them to the 
slaughter. 

3 Their slain also shall be cast out, and 
their stink shall come up out of their 
carcases, and the mountains shall be 
melted with their blood. 

4 And all the host of heaven shall be 
dissolved, and the heavens shall be 
rolled together as a scroll: and all their 
host shall fall down, as the leaf falleth 
off from the vine, and as a falling fig from 
the fig tree. sis 
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5 For my sword shall be bathed in 
heaven: behold, it shall come down upon 
I-dt-mé’-4, and upon the people of my 
curse, to judgment. 

The sword of the Lorp is filled with 
blood, it is made fat with fatness, and 
with the blood of lambs and goats, with 
the fat of the kidneys of rams: for the 
Lorp hath a sacrifice in B6z’-rah, and a 
great slaughter in the land of j-da- 
mé’-a. 


7 And the unicorns shall come down 
with them, and the bullocks with the 
bulls; and their land shall be soaked with 
blood, and their dust made fat with fat- 
ness. 

8 For it is the day of the Lorp’s ven- 
geance, and the year of recompences for 
the controversy of Zi’-on. 

9 And the streams thereof shall be 
turned into pitch, and’the dust thereof 
into brimstone, and the land thereof shall 
become burning pitch. 

10 It shall not be quenched night nor 
day; the smoke thereof shall go up for 
ever: from generation to generation it 
shall lie waste; none shall pass through 
it for ever and ever. 

11 @ But the-cormorant and the bittern 
shall possess it; the owl also and the 
raven shall dwell in it: and he shall 
stretch out upon it the line of confusion, 
and the stones of emptiness. 

12 They shall call the nobles thereof to 
the kingdom, but none shall be there, and 
all her princes shall be nothing. 

13 And thorns shall come up in her 
palaces, nettles and brambles in the 
fortresses thereof: and it-shall be an 
habitation of dragons, and a court for 


owls. 

14 The wild beasts of the desert shall 
also meet with the wild beasts of the is- 
land, and the satyr shall cry to his fellow; 
the screech owl also shall rest there, and 
find for herself a place of rest. = 

15 There shall the great owl make her 
nest, and lay, and hatch, and gather 
under her shadow: there shall the 
vultures also be gathered, every one with 
her mate. 

16 @ Seek ye out of the book of the 
Lorp, and read: no one of these shall 
fail, none shall want her mate: for my 
mouth it hath commanded, and _ his 
spirit it hath gathered them. 

17 And he hath cast the lot for them, 
and his hand hath divided it unto them 
by line: they. shall possess it for ever, 
from generation to generation shall they 
dwell therein. 


Chapter 35 


ep HE wilderness and the solitary place 
shall be glad for them; and the desert 
shall rejoice, and blossom as the rose. 
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2 It shall blossom abundantly, and re- 
joice’ even with joy and singing: the 
glory of Léb’-a-non shall be given unto 
it, the excellency of Car’-mél and Shar’- 
on, they shall see the glory of the Lorn, 
and the excellency of our God. 

3g Strengthen ye the weak hands, and 
confirm the feeble knees.

7 And the parched ground shall be- 
come a pool, and the thirsty land springs 
of water: in the habitation of dragons, 
where each lay, shall be grass with reeds 
and rushes. 

8 And an highway shall be there, and a 
way, and it shall be called The way of 
holiness; the unclean shall not pass over 
it; but it shall be for those: the wayfaring 
men, though fools, shall not err therein. 

9 Nolion shall be there; nor any raven- 
ous beast shall go up thereon, it shall not 
be found there; but the redeemed shall 
walk there: 

10 And the ransomed of the Lorn shall 
return, and come to Zi’-on with songs 
and everlasting joy upon their heads: 
they shall obtain joy and gladness, and 
sorrow and sighing shall flee away. 


Chapter 36 


OW it came to pass in the fourteenth 
year of king Héz-é-ki’-ah, that Sén- 
nach’-ér-ib king of As-syr’-i-a came up 
against all the defenced cities of Ja’-dah, 
and took them. i a 

2 And the king of As-syr’-i-a sent Rab’- 
sha-kéh from La’-chish to Jé-ri’-sa-lém 
unto king Héz-é-ki’-ah with a great 
army.

_I say, sayest thou, (but they are but 
vain words) I have counsel and strength 
for war: now on whom dost thou trust, 
that thou rebellest against me? 

6 Lo, thou trustest in the staff of this 
broken reed, on £’-gypt; whereon if a 
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man lean, it will go into his hand, and 
pierce it: so is Phar’-aoh king of E’-gypt 
to all that trust in him. ; 

7 But if thou say to me, We trust in the 
Lorp our God: is it not he, whose high 
places and whose altars Héz-é-ki’-ah 
hath taken away, and said to Ja’-dah and 
to Jé-ra’-sa-lém, Ye shall worship before 
this altar? 

8 Now therefore give pledges, I pray 
thee, to my master the king of As-syr’- 
i-a, and I will give thee two thousand 
horses, if thou be able on thy part to set 
riders upon them. 

9 How then wilt thou turn away the 
face-of one captain of the least of my 
master’s servants, and put thy trust on 
E’-gypt for chariots and for horsemen? 

10 And am I now come up without the 
Lorp against this land to destroy it? the 
Lorp said unto me, Go up against this 
land, and destroy it. 

1 @ Then said £-li’-a-kim and Shéb’- 
na and Jo’-ah unto Rab’-sha-kéh, Speak, 
I pray thee, unto thy servants in the Syr’- 
i-an language; for we understand it: and 
speak not to us in the Jéws’ language, in 
the ears of the people that are on the wall. 

12 ¢ But Rab’-sha-kéh said, Hath my 
master sent me to thy master and to thee 
to speak these words? hath he not sent me 
to the men that sit upon the wall, that 
they may eat their own dung, and drink 
their own piss with you? 

13 Then Rab’-sha-kéh stood, and cried 
with a loud voice in the Jéws’ language. 
and said, Hear ye the words of the great 
king, the king of As-syr’-i-a. 

14 Thus saith the king, Let not Héz-é- 
ki’-ah deceive you: for he shall not be 
able to deliver you. 

15 Neither let Héz-é-ki’-ah make you 
trust in the LorD, saying, The Lorp will 
surely deliver us: this city shall not be de- 
livered into the hand of the king of As- 
syr’-i-a. 

16 Hearken not to Héz-é-ki’-ah: for 
thus saith the king of As-syr’-i-a, Make 
an agreement with me by a present, and 
come out to me: and eat ye every one of 
his vine, and every one of his fig tree, and 
drink ye every one the waters of his own 
cistern; — 

17 Until I come and take you away toa 
land like your own land, a land of corn 
and wine, a land of bread and vineyards. 

18 Beware lest Héz-é-ki’-ah persuade 
you, saying, The Lorp will deliver us. 
Hath any of the gods of the nations de- 
livered his land out of the hand of the 
king of As-syr’-i-a? 

19 Where are the gods of Ha’-math and 
Ar’-phad? where are the gods of Sé- 
phar-va’-im? and have they delivered 
Sa-mar’-i-4 out of my hand? 

, 20 Who are they among all the gods of 
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these lands, that have delivered their 
land out of my hand, that the Lorp 
should deliver Jé-ri’-sa-lém out of my 
hand? 

21 But they held their peace, and an- 
swered him not a word: for the king’s 
commandment was, saying, Answer him 


- not, 


22 ¢ Then came E-li’-4-kim, the son of 
Hil-ki’-ah, that was over the household, 
and Shéb’-na the scribe, and Jd’-ah, the 
son of A’-saph, the recorder, to Héz-é- 

i’-ah with their clothes rent, and told 
him the words of Rab’-sha-kéh. 


Chapter 37 


ND it came to pass, when king Héz- 
6-ki’-ah heard it, that he rent his 
clothes, and covered himself with sack- 
cloth, and went into the house of the 
Lorp.

6 ¢ And i-s4i’-ah said unto them, Thus 
shall ye say unto your master, Thus saith 
the LorD, Be not afraid of the words that 
thou hast heard, wherewith the servants 
of the king of As-syr’-i-a have blas- 
phemed me. : 

7 Behold, I will send a blast upon him, 
and he shall hear a rumour, and return 
to his own land; and I will cause him to 
fall by the sword in his own land. 

8 ¢@ So Rab’-sha-kéh returned, and 
found the king of As-syr’-i-a warring 
against Lib’-nah: for he had heard that 
he was departed from La’-chish, 

9 d he heard say concerning Tir- 
ha’-kah king of £-thi-d’-pi-a, He is come 
forth to make war with thee. And when 
he heard it, he sent messengers to Héz- 
€-ki’-ah, saying, is t 
10 Thus shall ye speak to Héz-é-ki’- 
king of Ja’-dah, saying, Let not thy God, 
in whom thou trustest, deceive thee, say- 
ing, Jé-ra’-sa-lém shall not be given into 
the hand of the king of As-syr’-i-a. 

11 Behold, thou hast heard what. the 
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kings of As-syr’-i-4 have done to all lands 
by destroying them utterly; and shalt 
thou be delivered ? ; 

12 Have the gods of the nations de- 
livered them which my fathers have de- 
stroyed, as GO’-zan, and Har’-an, and 
Ré’-zéph, and the children of £’-dén 
which were in Té-las’-sar? 

13 Where is the king of Ha’-math, and 
the king of Ar’-phad, and the king of the 
ee Sé-phar-va’-im, Hé’-na, and 
-V. 


14 @ And Héz-é-ki’-4h received the 
letter from 'the hand of the messengers, 
and read it: and Héz-é-ki’-4h went up 
unto the house of the Lorp, and spread 
it before the Lorp. 

15 And Hé€z-é-ki’-ah prayed unto the 
LorD, saying, 2 

O Lorp of hosts, God of i8’-r4-é1, 
that dwellest_between the chér’-i-bims, 
thou art the God, even thou alone, of all 
the kingdoms of the earth: thou hast 
made heaven and earth. 

17 Incline thine ear, O Lorp, and hear; 
open thine eyes, O Lorp, and see: and 
hear all the words of Sén-nach’-ér-ib, 
ae hath sent to reproach the living 


od. 

18 Ofva truth, Lorn, the kings of As- 
syr’-i-a have laid waste all the nations, 
and their countries, 

19 And have cast their gods into the 
fire: for they were no gods, but the work 
of men’s hands, wood and stone: there- 
fore they have destroyed them. 

20 Now therefore, O Lorp our God, 
save us from his hand, that all the king- 
doms of the earth may know that thou 
art the LORD, even thou only. 

21 @ Then I-sai’-ah the son of A’-m6z 
sent unto Héz-é-ki’-ah, saying, Thus 
saith the Lorp God of I8’-ra-é1, Whereas 
thou hast prayed to me against Sén- 
nach’-ér-ib g of As-syr’-i-a: 

22 This is the word which the Lorp 
hath spoken concerning him; The virgin, 
the daughter of Zi’-on, hath despised 
thee, and laughed thee to scorn; the 
daughter of Jé-ri’-sa-lém hath shaken 
her head at thee. 

23 Whom hast thou reproached and 
blasphemed? and against whom hast 
thou exalted thy voice, and lifted up 
thine eyes on high? even against the Holy 
One of I8’-ra-él. 

24 By thy servants hast thou re- 
proached the Lord, and hast said, By 
the multitude of my chariots am I come 
up to the height of the mountanis, to the 
sides of Léb’-a-non; and I will cut down 
the tall cedars thereof, and the choice fir 
trees thereof: and I will enter into the 
height of his border, and the forest of his 


Car’-mél. 
25. [have digged, and drunk water; and 
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with the sole of my feet have I dried up 
all the rivers of the besieged places. 

26 Hast thou not heard long ago, how I 
have done it ; and of ancient times, that I 
have formed it? now have I brought it to 
pass, that thou shouldest be to lay waste 
defenced cities into ruinous heaps. 

27 Therefore their inhabitants were of 
small power, they were dismayed and 
confounded: they were as the grass of the 
field, and as the green herb, as the grass 
on the housetops, and as corn blasted 
before it be grown up. } 

28 But Iknow thy abode, and thy going 
out, and thy coming in, and thy rage 
against me. 

329 Because thy rage against me, and 
thy tumult, is come up into mine ears, 
therefore will I put my hook in thy nose, 
and my bridle in thy lips, and I will turn 
thee back by the way by which thou 
camest. 

30 And this shall be a sign unto thee, 
Ye shall eat this year such as groweth of 
itself; and the second year that which 
springeth of the same: and in the third 
year sow ye, and reap, and plant vine- 
yards, and eat the fruit thereof. 

31 And the remnant that is escaped of 
the house of Ja’-dah shall again take root 
downward, and bear fruit upward: 

32 For out of Jé-ri’-sa-lém shall go 
forth a remnant, and they that escape 
out of mount Zi’-on: the zeal of the 
Lorp of hosts shall do this. 

33 Therefore thus saith the Lorp con- 
cerning the king of As-syr’-i-a, He shall 
not come into this city, nor shoot an 
arrow there, nor come before it with 
shields, nor cast a bank against it. 

34 By the way that he came, by the 
same shall he return, and shall not come 
into this city, saith the Lorp. 

35 For I will defend this city to save it 
for mine own sake, and for my servant 
Da’-vid’s sake. 

36 Then the angel of the LorpD went 
forth, and smote in the camp of the As- 
syr’-i-ans a hundred and fourscore and 
five thousand: and when they arose early 
in the morning, behold, they were all 
dead corpses. a 

37 ¢ So Sén-nach’-ér-ib king of As- 
syr’-i-a departed, and went and returned, 
and dwelt at Nin’-é-véh. 

38 And it came to pass, as he was wor- 
shipping in the house of Ni8’-roch his 
god, that A-dram’-mé-léch and Sha-ré’- 
zér his sons smote him with the sword; 
and they escaped into the land of Ar- 
mé’-ni-a: and £&’-sdér—had’-don his son 
reigned in his stead. 


Chapter 38 


N those days was Héz-é-ki’-ah sick 
unto death. And f-sai’-ah the prophet

5 Go, and say to Héz-é-ki’-ah, Thus 
saith the Lorp, the God of Da’-vid thy 
father, I have heard thy prayer, I have 
seen thy tears: behold, I will add unto 
thy days fifteen years. oS ie 

6 And I will deliver thee and this city 
out of the hand of the king of As-syr’-i-a: 
and I will defend this city. 

7 And this shall be a sign unto thee 
from the Lorp, that the Lorp will do 
this thing that he hath spoken; 

8 Behold, I will bring again the shadow 
of the degrees, which is gone down in the 
sun dial of A’-haz, ten degrees back- 
ward. So the sun returned ten degrees, by 
which degrees it was gone down. | 

9 ¢ The writing of Héz-é-ki’-ah king of 
Ja’-dah, when he had been sick, and was 
recovered of his sickness: 

10 I said in the cutting off of my days, I 
shall go to the gates of the grave: I am 
deprived of the residue of my years. 

11 I said, I shall not see the LORD, even 
the Lorp, in the land of the living: I shall 
behold man no more with the inhabitants 
of the world. 

12 Mine age is departed, and is re- 
moved from me as a shepherd’s tent: I 
have cut off like a weaver my life: he will 
cut me off with pining sickness: from day 
even to night wilt thou make an end of 


me. 

13 I reckoned till morning, that, as a 
lion, so will he break all my bones: from 
day even to night wilt thou make an end 
of me. 7 

14 Like a crane or a swallow, so did 
I chatter: I did mourn as a dove: 
mine eyes fail with looking upward: O 
LorpD, I am oppressed; undertake for 


me. 

15 What shall I say? he hath both 
spoken unto me, and himself hath done 
it: I shall go softly all my years in the 
bitterness of my soul. 

16 O Lord, by these things men live, 
and in all these things is the life of my 
spirit: so wilt thou recover me, and make 
me to live. :

8 The grass withereth, the flower 
fadeth: but the word of our God shall 
stand for ever. 

9 ¢ O Zi’-on, that bringest good ti- 
dings, get thee up into the high moun- 
tain; O Jé-ri’-sa-lém, that bringest good 
tidings, lift up thy voice with strength; 
lift it up, be not afraid; say unto the 
cities of Ja’-dah, Behold your God! 

10 Behold, the Lord Gop will come 
with strong hand, and his arm shall rule 
for him: behold, his reward is with him, 
and his work before him. 

11 He shall feed his flock like a shep- 
herd: he shall gather the lambs with his 
arm, and carry them in his‘bosom, and 
shall gently lead those that are with 
young. 

12 { Who hath measured the waters in 
the hollow of his hand, and meted out 
heaven with the span, and compre- 
hended the dust of the earth in a meas- 
ure, and weighed the mountains in 
scales, and the hills in a balance? 

13 Who hath directed the Spirit of the 
Lorp, or being his counsellor hath taught

14 With whom took he counsel, and 
who instructed him, and taught him in 
the path of judgment, and taught him 
knowledge, and shewed to him the way 
of understanding? 

15 Behold, the nations are as a drop of 
a bucket, and are counted as the small 
dust of the balance: behold, he taketh 
up the isles as a very little thing. 

6 And Léb’-a-non is not sufficient to 
burn, nor the beasts thereof sufficient for 
a burnt offering. . 

17 All nations before him are as noth- 
ing; and they are counted to him less 
than nothing, and vanity. 
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18 ¢ To whom then will ye liken God? 
or what likeness will ye compare unto 
him? ; 

19 The workman melteth a graven im- 
age, and the goldsmith spreadeth it over 
with gold, and casteth silver chains. 

20 He that is so. impoverished that he 
hath no oblation chooseth a tree that will 
not rot; he seeketh unto him a cunning 
workman to prepare a graven image, 
that shall not be moved. 

21 Have ye not known? have ye not 
heard? hath it not been told you from 
the beginning? have ye not understood 
from the foundations of the earth? 

22 It is he that sitteth upon the circle of 
the earth, and the inhabitants thereof are 
as grasshoppers; that stretcheth out the 
heavens as a curtain, and spreadeth them 
out as a tent to dwell in: ( 

23 That bringeth the princes to noth- 
ing; he maketh the judges of the earth as 
vanity. 

24 Yea, they shall not be planted; yea, 
they shall not be sown: yea, their stock 
shall not take root in the earth: and 
he shall also blow upon them, and 
they shall wither, and the whirlwind 
shall take them away as stubble. 

25 To whom then will ye liken me, or 
shall I be equal? saith the Holy One. 

26 Lift up your eyes on high, and be- 
hold who hath created these things, that 
bringeth out their host by number: he 
calleth them all by names by the great- 
ness of his might; for that he is strong in 
power; not one faileth. 

27 Why sayest thou, O Ja’-cob, and 
speakest, O is’-ra-é1, My way is hid from 
the Lorp, and my judgment is passed 
over from my God? 

28 Hast thou not known? hast thou not 
heard, that the everlasting God, the 
Lorpb, the Creator of the ends of the 
earth, fainteth not, neither is weary? 
there is no searching of his under- 
standing. 

29 He giveth power to the faint; and to 
them that have no might he increaseth 
strength. 

30 Even the youths shall faint and be 
weary, and the young men shall utterly

31 But they that wait upon the. Lorp 
shall renew their strength; they shall 
mount up with wings as eagles; they 
shall run, and not be weary; and they 
shall walk, and not faint.

8 But thou, Is’-ra-él, art my servant, 
Ja’-cob whom I have chosen, the seed of 
XA’-bra-ham my friend. 

9 Thou whom I have taken from the 
ends of the earth, and called thee from 
the chief men thereof, and said unto thee, 
Thou art my servant; I have chosen thee, 
and not cast thee away. 

10. f Fear thou not; for Il am with thee: 
be not dismayed; for I am thy God: I 
will strengthen thee; yea, I will help thee; 
yea, I will uphold thee with the right 
hand of my righteousness. 

11 Behold, all they that were incensed 
against thee shall be ashamed and con- 
founded: they shall be as nothing; and 
they that strive with thee shall perish. 

12 Thou shalt seek them, and shalt not 
find them, even them that contended with 
thee: they that war against thee shall be 
as nothing, and as a thing of nought. 

13 For I, the Lorp thy God will hold 
thy right hand, saying unto thee, Fear 
not; I will help thee. 

14 Fear not, thou worm Ja’-cob, and 
ye men of Is’-ra-é1; I will help thee, saith 
the Lorp, and thy redeemer, the Holy 
One of Is’-ra-él. 

15 Behold, I will make thee a new 
sharp threshing instrument having teeth: 
thou shalt thresh the mountains, and 
beat them small, and shalt make the hills 
as chaff. 

16 Thou shalt fan them, and the wind 
shall carry them away, and the whirlwind 
shall scatter them: and thou shalt re- 
joice in the LorD, and shalt glory in the 
Holy One of is’-ra-él. 

17 When the poor and needy seek 
water, and there is none, and their 
tongue faileth for thirst, I the Lorp will 
hear them, J the God of is’-ra-é1 will not 
forsake them.

22 Let them bring them forth, and shew 
us what shall happen: let them shew the 
former things, what they be, that we may 
consider them, and know the latter end 
of them; or declare us things for to come. 

23 Shew the things that are to come 
hereafter, that we may know that ye are 
gods: yea, do good, or do evil, that we 
may be dismayed, and behold it to- 
gether. 

24 Behold, ye are of nothing, and your 
work of nought: an abomination is he 
that chooseth you. 

25 I have raised up one from the north, 
and he shall come: from the rising of the 
sun shall he call upon my name: and he 
shall come upon princes as upon morter, 
and as the potter treadeth clay. 

26 Who hath declared from the be- 
ginning, that we may. know? and before- 
time, that we may say, He is righteous? 
yea, there is none that sheweth, yea, there 
is none that declareth, yea, there is none 
that heareth your words. 

27 The first shall say to Zi’-on, Behold, 
behold them: and I will give to Jé-rij’- 
sa-lém one that bringeth good tidings. 

28 For I beheld, and there was no man; 
even among them, and there was no 
counsellor, that, when I asked of them, 
could answer a word. : : 

29 Behold, they are all vanity; their 
works are nothing: their molten images 
are wind and confusion. 


Chapter 42 


BEHOLD my servant, whom I up- 
hold; mine elect, in whom my soul 
delighteth; I have put my spirit upon 
him: he shall bring forth judgment to the 
Gén’-tiles, 1 

-2 He shall not cry, nor lift up, nor cause 
his voice to be heard in the street. 

3 A bruised reed shall he not break, 
and the smoking flax shall he not quench: 
he shall bring forth jade ment unto truth. 

He shall not fail nor be discouraged, 
till he have set judgment in the earth: and 
the isles shall wait for his law. 

5 @ Thus saith God the Lorp, he that 
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created the heavens, and stretched them 
out; he that spread forth the earth, and 
that which cometh out of it; he that 
giveth breath unto the people upon it, 
and spirit to them that walk therein: 

6 I the Lorp have called thee in right- 
eousness, and will hold thine hand, and 
will keep thee, and give thee for a cov- 
enant of the people, for a light of the 
Gén’-tiles ; 

7, To openthe blindeyes, to bring out the 
prisoners from the prison, and them that 
sit in darkness out of the prison house. 

8 Iam the Lorn: that is my name: and 
my glory will I not give to another, 
neither my praise to graven images. 

9 Behold, the former things are come 
to pass, and new things do I declare: be- 
fore they spring forth I tell you of them. 

10 Sing unto the Lorp a new song, and 
his praise from the end of the earth, ye 
that go down to the sea, and all that is 
therein; the isles, and the inhabitants 
thereof. 

11 Let the wilderness and the cities 
thereof lift up their voice, the villages that 
Ké’-dar doth inhabit: let the inhabitants 
of the rock sing, let them-shout from the 
top of the mountains. 

12 Let them give glory unto the Lorp, 
and declare his praise in the islands. 

13: The Lorp shall go forth as a mighty 
man, he shall stir up jealousy like a man 
of war: he shall cry, yea, roar; he shall 
prevail against his enemies. 

14 I have long time holden my peace; I 
have been still, and refrained myself: now 
will I cry like a travailing woman; I will 
destroy and devour at once. : 

5 I will make waste mountains and 
hills, and dry up all their herbs; and I 
will make the rivers islands, and I will 
dry up the pools. 

16 And I will bring the blind by a way 
that they knew not; I will lead them in 
paths that they have not known: [ will 
make darkness light before them, and 
crooked things straight. These things will 
I do unto them, and not forsake them. 

17 ¢ They shall be turned back, they 
shall be greatly ashamed, that trust in 
graven images, that say to the molten 
images, Ye are our gods. 

18 Hear, ye deaf; and look, ye blind, 
that ye may see. 

19 Who is blind, but my servant? or 
deaf, as my messenger that I sent ? who is 
blind as he that is perfect, and blind as 
the Lorp’s servant? 

20 Seeing many things, but thou 
observest not; opening the ears, but he 
heareth not. ) 

21 The Lorp is well pleased for his 
righteousness’ sake; he will magnify the 
law, and make it honourable. 

22 But this is a people robbed and 
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spoiled; they are all of them snared in 
holes, and they are hid in prison houses: 
they are for a prey, and none delivereth; 
for a spoil, and none saith, Restore. 

23 Who among you will give ear to 
this? who. will hearken and hear for the 
time to come? : 

24 Who gave Ja’-cob for a spoil, and 
{§’-ra-é1 to the robbers? did not the 
Lorp, he against whom we have sinned? 
for they would not walk in his ways, 
neither were they obedient unto his law. 

25 Therefore he hath poured upon him 
the fury of his anger, and the strength of 
battle: and it hath set him on fire round 
about, yet he knew not; and it burned 
him, yet he laid it not to heart. 


Chapter 43 


UT now thus saith the Lorp that cre- 
ated thee, QO Ja’-cob, and he that 
formed thee, O Is’-ra-él, Fear not: for I 
have redeemed thee, I have called thee by 
thy name; thou art mine. 

2 When thou passest through the 
waters, I will be with thee; and through 
the rivers, they shall not overflow thee:

6 I will say to the north, Give up; and 
to the south, Keep not back: bring my 
sons from far, and my daughters from 
the ends of the earth; 

7 Even every one that is called by my 
name: for I have created him for my 
glory, I have formed him; yea, I have 
made him. 

8 @ Bring forth the blind people that 
have eyes, and the deaf that have ears. 

9 Let all the nations be gathered to- 
gether, and let the people be assembled: 
who among them can declare this, and 
shew us former things? let them bring 
forth their witnesses, that they may be 
justified: or let them hear, and say, It is 
truth. 

10 Ye are my witnesses, saith the Lorp, 
and my servant whom I have chosen: 
that ye may know and believe me, and 
understand that I am he: before me there 
was no God formed, neither shall there 
be after me. 

11 I, even I, am the Lorp; and beside 
me there is no saviour. 
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12 Ihave declared, and have saved, and 
I have shewed, when there was no strange 
god among you: therefore ye are my wit- 
nesses, saith the Lor, that I am God. 

13 Yea, before the day was I am he; 
and there is none that can deliver out of 
my hand: I will work, and who shall let it? 

14 ¢ Thus saith the Lorp, your re- 
deemer, the Holy One of is’-ra-él; For 
your sake I have sent to Bab’-y-lon, and 
have brought down all their nobles, and 
the chal-dé’-ans, whose cry is in the 
ships. 

15 I am the Lorp, your Holy One, the 
creator of {s’-ra-él, your King. 

16 Thus saith the Lorp, which maketh 
a way in the sea, and a path in the 
mighty waters; 

17 Which bringeth forth the chariot 
and horse, the army and the power; they 
shall lie down together, they shall not 
rise: they are extinct, they are quenched 
as tow. 

18 @ Remember ye not the former 
things, neither consider the things of old. 

19 Behold, I will do a new thing; now 
it shall spring forth; shall ye not know 
it? I will even make a way in the wilder- 
ness, and rivers in the desert. 

20 The beast of the field shall honour 
me, the dragons and the owls: because I 
give waters in the wilderness, and rivers 
in the desert, to give drink to my people, 
my chosen. 

21 This people have I formed for my- 
self; they shall shew forth my praise. 

22 ¢ But thou hast not called upon me, 
O Ja’-cob; but thou hast been weary of 
me, O Is’-ra-él. 

23 Thou hast not brought me the small 
cattle of thy burnt offerings; neither hast 
thou honoured me with thy sacrifices. I 
have not caused thee to serve with an of- 
fering, nor wearied thee with incense. 

24 Thou hast bought me no sweet cane 
with money, neither hast thou filled me 
with the fat of thy sacrifices: but thou 
hast made me to serve with thy sins, thou 
hast wearied me with thine iniquities. 

25 I, even I, am he that blotteth out thy 
transgressions for mine own sake, and 
will not remember thy sins. 

Put me in remembrance: let us plead 
together: declare thou, that thou mayest 
be justified. 

27 Thy first father hath sinned, and thy 
teachers have transgressed against me. 

28 Therefore I have profaned the 
princes of the sanctuary, and have given 
Ja’-cob to the curse, and {§’-ra-él to re- 
proaches. 


Chapter 44 


ET now hear, O:Ja’-cob my servant; 
and I8’-ra-é1, whom*I have chosen: 
2 Thus saith the Lorp that made thee, 


The Lord the Only God 


' and formed thee from the womb, which 
will help thee; Fear not, O Ja’-cob, my 
servant; and thou, Jés-ii’-rin, whom I 
have chosen. 

3 For I will pour water upon him that is 
thirsty, and floods upon the dry ground: 
I will pour my spirit upon thy seed, and 
my blessing upon thine offspring: 

4 And they shall spring up as among 
the grass, as willows by the water courses. 

5 One shall say, I am the Lorp’s; and 
another shall call himself by the name of 
Ja’-cob; and another shall subscribe with 
his hand unto the Lorp, and surname 
himself by the name of {8’-ra-él.

6 Thus saith the Lorn the King of {§’- 
ra-él, and his redeemer the Lorp of 
hosts; I am the first, and I am the last, 
and beside me there is no God. 

7 And who, as I, shall call, and shall 
declare it, and set it in order for me, 
since I appointed the ancient people? and 
the things that are coming, and shall 
come, let them shew unto them. : 

8 Fear ye not, neither be afraid: have 
not I told thee from that time, and have 
declared it? ye are even my witnesses. Is 
there a God beside me? yea, there is no 
God; I know not any. 

_ 9 F They that make a graven image are 
all of them vanity; and their delectable 
things shall not profit; and they are 
their own witnesses; they see not, nor 
know; that they may be ashamed. 

10 Who hath formed a god; or molten 
a graven image that. is profitable for 
nothing? 

11 Behold, all his fellows shall be 
ashamed: and the workmen, they are of 
men: let them all be gathered together, 
let them stand up; yet they shall fear, and 
they shall be ashamed together. 

12 The smith with the tongs both work- 
eth in the coals, and fashioneth it with 
hammers, and worketh it with the 
strength of his arms: yea, he is hungry, 
and his strength faileth: he drinketh no 
water, and is faint. 

13 The carpenter stretcheth out his 
tule; he marketh it out with a line; he 
fitteth it with planes, and he marketh it 
Out with the compass, and maketh it 
after the figure of a man, according to 
the beauty of a man; that it may remain 
in the house. 

14 He heweth him down cedars, and 
taketh the cypress and the oak, which he 
strengtheneth for himself among the 
trees of the forest: he planteth an ash, 
and the rain doth nourish it. 

15 Then shall it be for a man to burn: 
for he will take thereof, and warm him- 
self; yea, he kindleth it; and baketh 
bread; yea, he maketh a god, and wor- 
Phippeth it; he maketh it a graven image, 
and falleth down thereto. 
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16 He burneth part thereof in the fire; 
with part thereof he eateth flesh; he 
roasteth roast, and is satisfied: yea, he 
warmeth himself, and saith, Aha, I am 
warm, I have seen the fire: 

17 And the residue thereof he maketh a 
god, even his graven image: he falleth 
down unto it, and worshippeth it, and 
prayeth unto it, and saith, Deliver me; 
for thou art my god. 

18 They have not known nor under- 
stood: for he hath shut their eyes, that 
they cannot see; and their hearts, that 
they cannot understand. 

9 And none considereth in his heart, 
neither is there knowledge nor under- 
standing to say, I have burned part of it 
in the fire; yea, also I have baked bread 
upon the coals thereof; I have roasted 
flesh, and eaten it: and shall I make the 
residue thereof an abomination? shall I 
fall down to the stock of a tree? 

20 He feedeth on ashes: a deceived 
heart hath turned him aside, that he can- 
not deliver his soul, nor say, Js there not 
a lie in my right hand? 

,21 & Remember these, O Ja’-cob and 
Is’-ra-€l; for thou art my servant: I have 
formed thee; thou art my servant: O ig’- 
ra-él, thou shalt not be forgotten of me. 

22 I have blotted out, as a thick cloud, 
thy transgressions, and, as a cloud, thy 
sins: return unto me; for I have re- 
deemed thee. 

23 Sing, O ye heavens; for the Lorp 
hath done it: shout, ye lower parts of 
the earth: break forth into singing, ye 
mountains, O forest, and every tree 
therein: for the Lorp hath redeemed Ja’- 
cob, and glorified himself in fs’-ra-él, 

4 Thus saith the Lorp, thy redeemer, 
and he that formed thee from the womb, 
Iamthe Lorp that maketh all things ; that 
stretcheth forth the heavens alone; that 
spreadeth abroad the earth by myself; 

25 That frustrateth the tokens of the 
liars, and maketh diviners mad; that 
turneth wise men backward, and maketh 
their knowledge foolish; 

26 That confirmeth the word of his 
servant, and performeth the counsel of 
his messengers; that saith to Jé-ri’-sa- 
lém, Thou shalt be inhabited; and to the 
cities of Ja’-dah, Ye shall be built, and 
I will raise up the decayed places thereof: 

27 That saith to the deep, Be dry, and I 
will dry up thy rivers: ‘ 

28 That saith of cCy’-ris, He is my 
shepherd, and shall perform all_my 
pleasure: even saying to Jé-ri’-s4-lém, 
Thou shalt be built; and to the temple, 
Thy foundation shall be laid. 


Chapter 45

5 ¢ I am the Lorp, and there is none 
else, there is no God beside me: I girded 
thee, though thou hast not known me: 

6 That they may know from the rising 
of the sun, and from the west, that there 
is none beside me. I am the Lorp, and 
there is none else. 

7 I form the light, and create darkness: 
I make peace, and create evil: I the Lorp 
do all these things. 

8 Drop down, ye heavens, from above, 
and let the skies pour down righteous- 
ness: let the earth open, and let them 
bring forth salvation, and let righteous- 
ness spring up together; I the LorD have 
created it. 

9 Woe unto him that striveth with his 
Maker! Let the potsherd strive with the 
potsherds of the earth. Shall the clay 
say to him that fashioneth it, What 
makest thou? or thy work, He hath no 
hands? 

10 Woe unto him that saith unto his fa- 


ther, What begettest thou? or to the kn 


woman, What hast thou brought forth? 

11, Thus saith the Lorn, the Holy One 
of Is’-ra-él, and his Maker, Ask me of 
things to come concerning my sons, and 
concerning the work of my hands com- 
mand ye me, 

12 I have made the earth, and created 
man upon it: I, even my hands, have 
stretched out the heavens, and all their 
host have I commanded. 

13 I have raised him up: in righteous- 

ness, and I will direct all his ways: he 
shall build my city} and he shall let go 
my captives, not for price nor reward, 
saith the Lorn of hosts. 
_14 Thus saith the Lorn, The labour of 
E’-gypt, and merchandise of E-thi-6’-pi-a 
and of the Sa-bé’-ans, men of stature, 
shall come over unto thee; and they shall 
be thine: they shall come after thee; in 
chains they shall come over, and they 
shall fall down unto thee, they shall make 
supplication unto thee, saying, Surely 
God is in thee; and there is none else, 
there is no God. 
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15 Verily thou art a God that hidest 
thyself, O God of i8’-ra-él, the Saviour. 

16 They shall be ashamed, and also 
confounded, all of them: they shall go to 
contasiag together that are makers of 
idols. 

17 But {8’-ra-é1 shall be saved in the 
Lorp with an everlasting salvation: ye 
shall not be ashamed nor confounded 
world without end. 

18 For thus saith the Lorp that cre- 
ated the heavens; God himself that 
formed the earth and made it; he hath 
established it, he created it not in vain, 
he formed it to be inhabited: I am the 
Lorp; and there is none else. 

19 I have not spoken in secret, in a 
dark place of the earth: I said not unto 
the seed of Ja’-cob, Seek ye me in vain: I 
the Lorp speak righteousness, I declare 
things that are right. 

20 g Assemble yourselves and come; 
draw near together, ye that are escaped 
of the nations: they have no knowledge 
that set up the wood of their graven im- 
age, and pray unto a god that cannot 


save. 

21 Tell ye, and bring them near; yea, 
let them take counsel together: who hath 
declared this from ancient time? who 
hath told it from that time? have not I the 
Lorp? and there is no God else beside 
me; a just God and a Saviour;. there is 
none beside me. 

22 Look unto me, and be ye saved, all 
the ends. of the earth: for Iam God, and 
there is none else. 

23 I have sworn by myself, the word is 
gone out of my mouth in righteousness, 
and shall not return; That unto me every 
ee shall bow, every tongue shall swear. 

24 Surely, shall one say, in the Lorp 
have I righteousness and strength: even 
to him shall men come; and all that are 
incensed against him shall be ashamed. 

In the Lorp shall all the seed of is’- 
ra-él be justified, and shall glory. 


Chapter 46 


BE boweth down, Né’-bd stoopeth 
their idols were upon the beasts, an 
upon the cattle: your carriages were 
heavy loaden; they are a burden to the 
weary beast.

11 Calling a ravenous bird from the 
east, the man that executeth my counsel 
from a far country: yea, I have spoken it, 
I will also bring it to pass; I have 
purposed it, I will also do it. 

12 ¢ Hearken unto me, ye stout- 
hearted, that are far from righteousness: 

13 I bring near my righteousness: it 
shall not be far off, and my salvation 
shall not tarry: and I will place salvation 
in Zi’-on for Is’-ra-él my glory.

WH hath believed our report? and 
to whom is the arm of the Lorp 
revealed? : 

2 For he shall grow up before him as a 
tender plant, and as a root out of a dry 
ground: he hath no form nor comeli- 
ness; and when we shall see him, there is 
no beauty that we should desire him. 

3 He is despised and rejected of men; a 
man of sorrows, and acquainted with 

ief: and we hid as it were our faces 
tom him; he was despised, and we 
esteemed him not. ; 

4 ¢ Surely he hath borne our griefs, 

and carried our sorrows: yet we did 
esteem him stricken, smitten of God, and 
afflicted. 

5 But he was wounded for our trans- 
gressions, he was bruised for our iniqui- 
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ties: the chastisement of our peace was 
upon ; and with his stripes we are 
healed. 

6 All we like sheep have gone astray; 
we have turned every one to his own 
way; and the Lorp hath laid on him the 
iniquity of us all. 

7 He was oppressed, and he was af- 

flicted, yet he opened not his mouth: he 
is brought as a lamb to the slaughter, and 
as a sheep before her shearers is dumb, 
so he openeth not his mouth. 
_8 He was taken from prison and from 
judgment: and who shall declare his gen- 
eration? for he was cut off out of the 
land of the living: for the transgression 
of my people was he stricken. 

9 And he made his grave with the 
wicked, and with the rich in his death; 
because he had done no violence, neither 
was any deceit in his mouth. 

10 ¢ Yet it pleased the Lorn to bruise 
him; he hath put him to grief: when thou 
shalt make his soul an offering for sin, he 
shall see his seed, he shall prolong his 
days, and the pleasure of the LorpD shall 
prosper in his hand. 

11 He shall see of the travail of his 
soul, and shall be satisfied: by his knowl- 
edge shall my. righteous servant justify 
many ,;for he shall bear their iniquities. 

12 Therefore will I divide him a portion 
with the great, and he shall divide the 
spoil with the strong; because he hath 
poured out his soul unto death: and he 
was numbered with the transgressors; 
and he bare the sin of many, and made 
intercession for the transgressors.

fused, saith thy God. 

7: For asmall moment have I forsaken 
thee; but with great mercies will 

ather thee. 
eS In a little wrath I hid my face from 
thee for a moment; but with everlasting 
kindness’ will I have mercy on thee, saith 
the Lorp thy Redeemer. . pid 

9 For this is as the waters of N6’-ah 
unto me: for as I have sworn that the 
waters of Nd’-ah should no more go 
over the earth; so have I sworn that I 
would not be wroth with thee, nor re- 
buke thee. t 

10 For the mountains shall depart, and 
the hills be removed; but my kindness 
shall not depart from thee, neither shall 
the covenant of my peace be removed, 
saith the Lorp that hath mercy on thee. 

11 ¢ .O thou afflicted, tossed with 
tempest, and not comforted, behold, I 
will lay thy stones with fair colours, and 
lay thy foundations with sapphires. 

12 And I will make: thy windows of 
agates, and thy gates of carbuncles, and 
all thy borders of pleasant stones. 

13 And all thy children shall be taught 
of the Lorp; and great shall be the peace 
of thy children. 

14 In righteousness shalt thou be es- 
tablished: thou shalt be far from op- 
pression; for thou shalt not fear: and 
from terror; for it shall not come near 


thee. 

15 Behold, they shall surely gather to- 
gether, but not by me: whosoever shall 
gather together against thee shall fall for 
thy sake. ‘ 

16 Behold, I have created the smith 
that bloweth the coals in the fire, and 
that bringeth forth an instrument for his 
work; and I have created the waster to 
destroy. : 

17 ¢ No weapon that is formed against 
thee shall prosper ; and every tongue that 
shall rise against thee in judgment thou 
shalt condemn. This is the heritage of 
the servants of the Lorp, and_ their 
righteousness is of me, saith the Lorp.

8 @ For my. thoughts are not your 
thoughts, neither are your ways my 
ways, saith the LorD. 

9 For as the heavens are higher than 
the earth, so are my ways higher than 
your ways, and my thoughts than your 
thoughts. : 

10 For as the rain cometh down, and 
the snow from heaven, and returneth not 
thither, but watereth the earth, and 
maketh it bring forth and bud, that it 
may give seed to the sower, and bread to 
the eater: 

11 So shall my word be that goeth forth 
out of my mouth: it shall not return unto 
me void, but it shall accomplish that 
which I please, and it shall prosper in the 
thing whereto I sent it. 

12 For ye shall go out with joy, and: be 
led forth with peace: the mountains and 
the hills shall break forth before you into 
singing, and all the trees of the field 
shall clap their hands.

10 Thou art wearied in the greatness of 
thy way; yet saidst thou not, There is no 
hope: thou hast found the life of thine 
hand; therefore thou wast not grieved. 

11 And of whom hast thou been afraid 
or feared, that thou hast lied, and hast 
not remembered me, nor laid it to thy 
heart? have not I held my peace even of 
old, and thou fearest me not?

to loose the bands of wickedness, to undo 
the heavy burdens, and to let the op- 
pressed go free, and that ye break every 
yoke? 

7 Is it not to deal thy bread to the 
hungry, and that thou bring the poor 
that are cast out to thy house? when 
thou seest the naked, that thou cover 
him; and that thou hide not thyself from 
thine own flesh? ‘ 

8 @ Then shall thy light break forth as 
the morning, and thine health shall 
spring forth speedily: and thy righteous- 
ness shall go before thee; the glory of 
the LorD shall be thy, rereward. 


9 Then shalt thou call, and the LorpD h 


shall answer; thou shalt cry, and he shall 
say, Here I am. If thou take away from 
the midst of thee the yoke, the putting 
forth of the finger, and speaking vanity; 

10 And ifthou draw out thy soul,to the 
hungry, and satisfy the afflicted soul; 
then shall thy light rise in obscurity, and 
thy darkness be as the noon day: 

11 And the Lorp shall guide thee con- 
tinually, and satisfy thy soul in drought, 
and make fat thy bones: and thou shalt

5 They hatch cockatrice’ eggs, and 
weave the spider’s web: he that eateth of 
their eggs dieth, and that. which is 
crushed breaketh out into a viper. 

6 Their webs shall not become gar- 
ments, neither shall they cover them- 
selves with their works: their works are 
works of iniquity, and the act of violence: 
is in their hands. 

7 Their feet run to evil, and they make 
haste to shed innocent blood: their 
thoughts are thoughts of iniquity; 
wasting and destruction are in their 
paths. 

8 The way of peace they know not; and 
there is no judgment in their goings: they 
ave made them crooked paths: whoso- 
ever goeth therein shall not know peace. 

9 ¥ Therefore is judgment far from us, 
neither doth justice overtake us: we wait 
for light, but behold obscurity; for 
brightness, but we walk in darkness. 

10 We grope for the wall like the blind, 
and we grope as if we had no eyes: we 
stumble at noon day as in the night; we 
are in desolate places as dead men. 

11 We roar all like bears, and mourn 
sore like doves: we look for judgment, 
ut there is none; for salvation, but it is 
far off from us. 

2 For our transgressions are multi- 
plied before thee, and our sins testify 
against us: for our transgressions are 
with us; and as for our iniquities, we 
know them; 

13 In transgressing and lying against 
the Lor, and departing away from our 
God, speaking oppression and revolt, 
conceiving and uttering from the heart 
words of falsehood. 

14 And judgment is turned away back- 
ward, and justice standeth afar off: for 
truth is fallen in the street, and equity 
cannot enter. 
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15 Yea, truth faileth; and he that de- 
parteth from evil maketh himself a 
prey: and the Lorp saw it, and it dis- 
pleased him that there was no judgment. 
16 ¢ And he saw that there was no man, 
and wondered that there was no inter- 
cessor: therefore his arm brought salva- 
tion unto him; and his righteousness, it 
sustained him. 

17 For he put on righteousness as a 

breastplate, and an helmet of salvation 
upon his head; and he put on the gar- 
ments of vengeance for clothing, and was 
clad with zeal as a cloke. 
_18 According to their deeds, accord- 
ingly he will repay, fury to his adver- 
saries, recompence to his enemies; to the 
islands he will repay recompence. 

19 So shall they fear the name of the 
Lorp from the west, and his glory from 
the rising of the sun. When the enemy 
shall come in like a flood, the Spirit of 
the Lorn shall lift up a standard against 


20 ¢ And the Redeemer shall come to 
Zi’-on, and unto them that turn from 
transgression in Ja’-cob, saith the Lorp. 

21 As for me, this is my covenant with 
them, saith the Lorp; My spirit that is 
upon thee, and my words which I have 
put in thy mouth, shall not depart out of 
thy mouth, nor out of the mouth of thy 
seed, nor out of the mouth of thy seed’s 
seed, saith the Lorp, from henceforth 
and for ever.

mine altar, and I will glorify the house of 
my glory. 

8 Who are these that fly as a cloud, and 
as the doves to their windows? 

9 Surely the isles shall wait for me, and 
the ships of Tar’-shish first, to bring thy 
sons from far, their silver and their gold 
with them, unto the name of the Lorp 
thy God, and to the Holy One of is’- 
ra-él, because he hath glorified thee. 

0 And the sons of strangers shall 
build up thy walls, and their kings shall 
minister-unto thee: for in my wrath I 
smote thee, but in my favour have I had 
mercy on thee. 

11 Therefore thy gates shall be open 
continually; they shall not be shut day 
nor night ; that men may bring unto thee 
the forces of the Gén’-tiles, and that their 
kings may be brought. ’ 

12 For the nation and kingdom that 
will not serve thee shall perish; yea, 
those nations shall be utterly wasted. 

13 The glory of Léb’-4-non shall come 
unto thee, the fir tree, the pine tree, and 
the box together, to beautify the place of 
my sanctuary; and I will make the place 
of my feet glorious. 

The sons also of them that afflicted 
thee shall come bending unto thee; and 
all they that. despised thee shall bow them- 
selves down at the soles of thy feet; and 
they shall call thee, The city of the 
ee nS Zi’-on of the Holy One of 
Is’-ra-él. 

15 Whereas thou hast been forsaken 
and hated, so that no man went through 
thee, I will make thee an eternal excel- 
lency, a joy of many generations. 

16 Thou shalt also suck the milk of the 
Gén’-tiles, and shalt suck the breast of 
kings: and thou shalt know that I the 
Lorp am thy Saviour and thy Re- 
deemer, the mighty One of Ja’-cob. 

17 For brass I will bring gold, and for 
iron I will bring silver, and for wood 
brass, and for stones iron: I-will also 
make thy officers peace; and thine 
exactors righteousness. ; 

18 Violence shall no more be heard in 
thy land, wasting nor destruction within 
thy borders; but thou shalt call thy walls 
Salvation, and thy gates Praise. 

19 The sun shall be no more thy light 
by day; neither for brightness shall the 
moon give light unto thee: but the Lorp 
shall be unto thee an everlasting light, 
and thy God thy glory. 

20 Thy sun shall no more go down; 
neither shall thy moon withdraw itself: 
for the LorpD shall be thine everlasting 
light, and the days of thy mourning shall 
be ended. ; 

21 Thy people also shall be all right- 
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eous: they shall inherit the land for ever, 
the branch of my planting, the work of 
my hands, that I may be glorified. 

22 A little one shall become a thous- 
and, and a small one a strong nation: I 
the Lorp will hasten it in his time. 


Chapter 61 


pe We Spirit of the Lord Gop is upon 
me; because the Lorp. hath anointed 
me to preach good tidings unto the 
meek; he hath sent me to bind up the 
brokenhearted, to proclaim liberty to the 
captives, and the opening of the prison 
to them that are bound; 

2 To proclaim the acceptable year of 
the Lorp, and the day of vengeance of 
our God; to comfort all that mourn; —

7 9 For your shame ye shall have 
double; and for confusion they shall re- 
joice in their portion: therefore in their 
land they shall possess the double: ever- 
lasting joy shall be unto them. 

8 For J the LorpD love judgment, I hate 
robbery for burnt offering; and I will 
direct their work in truth, and I will make 
an everlasting covenant with them. 

9 And their seed shall be known among 
the Gén’-tiles, and their offspring among 
the people: all that see them shall ac- 
knowledge them, that they are the seed 
which the LorpD hath blessed. 

10 I will greatly rejoice in the Lorp, 
my soul shall be joyful in my God; for 
he hath clothed me with the garments of 
salvation, he hath covered me with the 
robe of righteousness, as a bridegroom 
decketh himself with ornaments, and 
as a bride adorneth herself with her 
jewels. 

11 For as the earth bringeth forth her 
bud, and as the garden causeth the things 
that are sown in it to spring forth; so the 
Lord Gop will cause righteousness and 
praise to spring forth before all the 
nations.

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9. And it came to pass through the light- 
ness of her whoredom, that she defiled 
the land, and committed adultery with 
stones and with stocks. 

10 And yet for all this her treacherous 
sister Ja’-dah hath not turned unto me 
with her whole heart, but feignedly, saith 
the Lorp. 

11 And the Lorp said unto me, The 
backsliding is’-ra-é] hath justified herself 
more than treacherous Ji’-dah. 

12 ¢ Go and proclaim these words 
toward the north, and say, Return, thou 
backsliding {s’-ra-él, saith the LorRD; and 
I will not cause mine anger to fall upon 
you: for I am merciful, saith the Lorn, 
and I will not keep anger forever. 

13 Only acknowledge thine iniquity, 
that thou hast transgressed against the 
Lorp thy God, and hast scattered thy 
ways to the strangers under every green 
tree, and ye have not obeyed my voice, 
saith the LORD. 

14 Turn, O backsliding children, saith 
the Lorp; for I am married unto you: 
and I will take you one of a city, and two 
of a family, and I will bring you to Zi’- 


on: 

15 And I will give you pastors accord- 
ing to mine heart, which shall feed you 
with knowledge and understanding. 

16 And it shall come to pass, when ye 
be multiplied and increased in the land, 
in those days, saith the Lorn, they shall 
say no more, The ark of the covenant 
of the Lorp: neither shall it come to 
mind: neither shall they remember it; 
neither shall they visit it; neither shall 
that be done any more. 

17 At that time they shall call Jé-ra’- 
sa-lém the throne of the Lorp; and all 
the nations shall be gathered unto it, to 
the name of the Lorp, to Jé-ra’-sa-lém: 
neither shall they walk any more after the 
imagination of their evil heart. 

8 In those days the house of Jai’-dah 
shall walk with the house of Is’-ra-é], and 
they shall come together out of the land 
of the north to the land that I have given 
for an inheritance unto your fathers. 

19 But I said, How shall I put thee 
among the children, and give thee a 
pleasant land, a goodly heritage of the 
hosts of nations? and I said, Thou shalt 
call me, My father; and shalt not turn 
away from me. 

20 ¢ Surely as a wife treacherously de- 
parteth from her husband, so have ye 
dealt treacherously with me, O house of 
1s’-ra-él, saith the Lorp. 

21 A voice was heard upon the high 
places, weeping and supplications of the 
children of {s’-ra-é1: for they have per- 
verted their way, and they have forgotten 
the Lorp their God. 

22 Return, ye backsliding children; and 
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I will heal your backslidings. Behold, we 
come unto thee; for thou art the LORD 
our God. 7 

23 Truly in vain is salvation hoped for. 
from the hills, and from the multitude of 
mountains: truly in the Lorp our God is 
the salvation of Is’-ra-él. 

4 For shame hath devoured the labour 
of our fathers from our youth; their 
flocks and their. herds, their sons and 
their daughters. 

25 We lie down in our shame, and our 
confusion covereth us: for we have sinned 
against the Lorp our God, we and our 
fathers, from our youth even unto this 
day, and have not obeyed the voice of 
the Lorp our God. 


Chapter 4 


F thou wilt return, O i8’-ra-él, saith the 

LorpD, return unto me: and if thou 

wilt put away thine abominations out of 
my sight, then shalt thou not remove. 

2 And thou shalt swear, The Lorp 
liveth, in truth, in judgment, and in right- 
eousness; and the nations shall bless 
theenset ves in him, and in him shall they 
glory. 

3 ¢ For thus saith the Lorp to the men 
of Ja’-dah and Jé-ri’-sa-lém, Break up 
your fallow ground, and sow not among 
thorns. 

4 Circumcise yourselves to the Lorp, 
and take away the foreskins of your 
heart, ye men of Ja’-dah and inhabitants 
of Jé-rii’-sa-lém: lest my fury come forth 
like fire, and burn that none can quench 
it, because of the evil of your doings. 

> Declare ye in JG’-dah, and publish in 
Jé-ra’-sa-lém ; and say, Blow ye the trum- 
pet in the land: cry, gather together, and 
say, Assemble yourselves, and let us go 
into the defenced cities. 

6 Set up the standard toward Zi’-on: 
retire, stay not: for I will bring evil from 
the north, and a great destruction. 

7 The lion is come up from his thicket, 
and the destroyer of the Gén’-tiles is on 
his way; he is gone forth from his place 
to make thy land desolate; and thy cities 
shall be laid waste, without an inhabitant. 

8 For this) gird you with sackcloth, 
lament and howl: for the fierce anger of 
the Lorn is not turned back from us. 

9 And it shall come to pass at that day, 
saith the Lorn, that the heart of the king 
shall perish, and the heart of the princes; 
and the pros: shall be astonished, an 
the prophets shall wonder. 

10 Then said I, Ah, Lord Gop! surely 
thou hast greatly deceived this people 
and Jé-ri’-sa-lém, saying, Ye shall have 
peace; whereas the sword reacheth unto 
the soul. 

11 At that time shall it be said to this 
people and to Jé-ri’-sa-lém, A dry wind 
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of the high places in the wilderness toward 
the daughter of my people, not to fan, 
nor to cleanse, 

12 Even a full wind from those places 
shall come unto me: now also will I give 
sentence against them. 

13 Behold, he shall come up as clouds, 
and his chariots shall be as a whirlwind: 
_ his horses are swifter than eagles. Woe 
unto us! for we are spoiled. 

14 O Jé-ri’-sa-lém, wash thine heart 
from wickedness, that thou mayest be 
saved. How long shall thy vain thoughts 
lodge within thee? 

15 Fora voice declareth from Dan, and 
publisheth affliction from mount £’-phra- 


im. 

16 Make ye mention to the nations; be- 
hold, publish against Jé-ra’-sa-lém, that 
watchers come from a far country, and 
give out their voice against the cities of 
Ja’-dah. 

17 As keepers of a field, are they against 
her round about; because she hath been 
rebellious against me, saith the Lorp. 

8 Thy way and thy doings have pro- 
cured these things unto thee; this is thy 
wickedness, because it is bitter, because it 
reacheth unto thine heart. 

- 19 My bowels, my bowels! I am 

pained at my very heart; my heart mak- 
eth a noise in me; I cannot hold my 
peace, because thou hast heard, O my 
soul, the sound of the trumpet, the alarm 
of war. 

20 Destruction upon destruction is 
cried ; for the whole land is spoiled: sud- 
denly are my tents spoiled, and my cur- 
tains in a moment. 

21 How long shall I see the standard, 
and hear the sound of the trumpet? 

22 For my people is foolish, they have 
not known me; they are sottish children, 
and they have none understanding: they 
are wise to do evil, but to do good they 
have no knowledge. 

23 I beheld the earth, and, lo, it was 
without form and void; and the heavens, 
and they had no light. 

24 I beheld the mountains, and, lo, they 
trembled, and all the hills moved lightly. 

25 I beheld, and, lo, there was no man, 
and all the birds of the heavens were 


fled. 

26 I beheld, and, lo, the fruitful place 
was a wilderness, and all the cities thereof 
were broken down at the presence of the 
LorpD and by his fierce anger. , 

27 For thus hath the Lorn said, The 

whole land shall be desolate; yet will I 
not make a full end. 
-28 For this shall the earth mourn, and 
the heavens above be black: because I 
have spoken it, I have purposed it, and 
he not repent, neither will I turn back 
rom it. 
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29 The whole city shall flee for the noise 
of the horsemen and bowmen;; they shall 
go into thickets, and climb up upon the 
rocks: every city shall be forsaken, and 
not a man dwell therein. 

30 And when thou art spoiled, what 
wilt thou do? Though thou clothest thy- 
self with crimson, though thou deckest 
thee with ornaments of gold, though 
thou rentest thy face with painting, in 
vain shalt thou make thyself fair; thy 
ae will despise thee, they will seek thy 


e€. 

31 For I have heard a voice as of a wo- 
man in travail, and the anguish as of her 
that bringeth forth her first child, the 
voice of the daughter of Zi’-on, that be- 
waileth herself, that spreadeth her hands, 
saying, Woe is me now! for my soul is 
wearied because of murderers. 


Chapter 5 


UN ye to and fro through the streets 
of Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and see now, and 
know, and seek in the broad places there- 
of, if ye can find a man, if there be any 
that executeth judgment, that seeketh 
the truth; and I will pardon it. 

2 And though they say, The Lorp liv- 
eth; surely they swear falsely. 

LORD, are not thine eyes upon the 
truth? thou hast stricken them, but they 
have not grieved; thou hast consumed 
them, but they have refused to receive 
correction: they have made their faces 
harder than a rock; they have refused to 
return. 

4 Therefore I said, Surely these are 
poor; they are foolish: for they know not 
the way of the LorD, nor the judgment of 
their God. 

5 I will get me unto the great men, and 
will speak unto them; for they have 
known the way of the Lorb, and the 
judgment of their God: but these have 
altogether broken the yoke, and burst 
the bonds. 

6 Wherefore a lion out of the forest 
shall slay them, and a wolf of the evenings 
shall spoil them, a leopard shall watch 
over their cities: every one that goeth out 
thence shall be torn in pieces: because 
their transgressions are many, and their 
backslidings are increased. 

7 ¥ How shall I pardon thee for this? 
thy children have forsaken me, and sworn 
by them that are no gods: when I had fed 
them to the full, they then committed 
adultery, and assembled themselves by 
troops in the harlots’ houses. 

8 They were as fed horses in the morn- 
ing: every one neighed after his neigh- 
bour’s wife, f 

9 Shall I not visit for these things? saith 
the LorpD: and shall not my soul be 
avenged on such a nation as this? 
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10 ¢ Go ye up upon her walls, and de- 
stroy ; but make not a fullend: take away 
her battlements; for they are not the 
LorD’s. pyre die 

11 For the house of i§’-ra-é1 and the 
house of Ja’-dah have dealt very treacher- 
ously against me, saith the Lorp. 

12 They have belied the Lorp, and 
said, Jt is not he; neither shall evil come 
upon us; neither shall we see sword nor 
famine: 

13 And the prophets shall become 
wind, and the word is not in them: thus 
shall it be done unto them. 

14 Wherefore thus saith the Lorp God 
of hosts, Because ye speak this word, be- 
hold, I will make my words in thy mouth 
fire, and this people wood, and it shall 
devour them. P 

15 Lo, I will bring a,nation upon you 
from far, O house of Is’-ra-él, saith the 
Lorp: it is a mighty nation, it is an an- 
cient nation, a nation whose language 
thou knowest not, neither understandest 
what they say. 

16 Their quiver is as an open sepulchre, 
they are all mighty men. j 

17 And they shall eat up thine harvest, 
and thy bread, which thy sons and thy 
daughters should eat: they shall eat up 
thy flocks and thine herds: they shall eat 
up thy vines.and thy fig trees: they shall 
impoverish thy fenced cities, wherein 
thou trustedst, with the sword. 

18 Nevertheless in those days, saith the 
Lorp, I will not make a full end with you. 

19 ¢ And it shall come to pass, when ye 
shall say, Wherefore doeth the LorD our 
God all these things unto us? then shalt 
thou answer them, Like as ye have for- 
saken me, and served strange gods in 
your land, so shall ye serve strangers ina 
land that is not your’s. 

20 Declare this in the house of Ja’-cob, 
and publish it in Ji’-dah, saying, 

21 Hear now this, O foolish people, and 
without understanding ; which have eyes, 
and see not; which have ears, and hear 
not: 

22 Fear ye not me? saith the Lorb: will 
ye not tremble at my presence, which 
have placed the sand for the bound of the 
sea by a perpetual decree, that it cannot 
pass it: and though the waves thereof 
toss themselves, yet can they not prevail; 
though they roar, yet can they not pass 
over it? 

23 But this people hath a revolting and 
a rebellious heart; they are revolted and 
gone. 

24 Neither say they in their heart, Let 
us now fear the Lorp our God, that giv- 
eth rain, both the former and the latter, 
in his season: he reserveth unto us the 
appointed weeks of the harvest. 

> ¥ Your iniquities have turned away. 
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these things, and your sins have with- 
holden good things from you. 

26 For among my people. are found 
wicked men: they lay wait, as he that 
setteth snares; they set a trap, they catch 
men. 

27 As acage is full of birds, so are their 
houses full of deceit: therefore they are 
become great, and waxen rich, . 

28 They are waxen fat, they shine: yea, 
they overpass the deeds of the wicked: 
they judge not the cause, the cause of the 
fatherless, yet they prosper; and_ the 
right of the needy do they not judge. 

29 Shall I not visit for these things? 
saith the Lorp: shall not my soul be 
avenged on such a nation as this? 

30 ¢ A wonderful and horrible thing is 
committed in the land; 

31. The prophets prophesy falsely, and 
the priests bear rule by their means; and 
my people love to have it so: and what 
will ye do in the end thereof? 


Chapter 6 
YE children of Bén’-ja-min, gather 
yourselves to flee out of the midst of 
Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and blow the trumpet in 
Té-k6’-a, and set up a sign of fire in 
Béth-hac’-cér-ém: for evil appeareth out 
of the north, and great destruction. 

2 I have likened the daughter of Zi’-on 
to a comely and delicate woman. 

3 The shepherds with-their flocks shall 
come unto her; they shall pitch their tents 
against her round about; they shall feed 
every one in his place. 

4 Prepare ye war against her; arise, and 
let us go up at noon. Woe unto us! for the 
day goeth away, for the shadows of the 
evening are stretched out. 

5 Arise, and let us go by night, and let 
us destroy her palaces. 

6 @ For thus hath the Lorp of hosts 
said, Hew, ye down trees, and cast a 
mount against Jé-ri’-sa-lém: this is the 
city to be visited; she is wholly oppres- 
sion in the midst of her. 

7 Asa fountain casteth out her waters, 
so she casteth out her wickedness: vio- 
lence and spoil is heard in her ; before me 
continually. is grief and wounds. 

8 Be thou instructed, O Jé-ri’-sa-lém, 
lest my soul depart from thee ; lest I make 
thee desolate, a land not inhabited, 

9 ¢ Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, The 
shall throughly glean the remnant of is’- 
ra-él as a vine: turn back thine hand as a 
graperatherer into the baskets. 

10 To whom shall I speak, and give 
warning, that they may hear? behold, 
their ear is uncircumcised, and they can- 
not hearken: behold, the word of the 
Lorp is unto them a.reproach; they have 
no delight in it. ~ 

11 Therefore I am full of the fury of the

: Judah Called to Repentance 


Lorp; Iam weary with holding in: I will 
pour it out upon the children abroad, and 
upon the assembly of young men to- 
gether: for even the husband with the 


-. wife shall be taken, the aged with him 


that is full of days. 

12 And their houses shall be turned un- 
to others, with their fields and wives to- 
- gether: for I will stretch out my hand 
upon the inhabitants of the land, saith 
the Lorp. 

13 For from the least of them even unto 
the greatest of them every one is given to 
covetousness ; and from the prophet even 
unto the priest every one dealeth false- 


ly. 

14 They have healed also the hurt of 
the daughter of my people slightly, saying, 
Peace, peace; when there is no peace. 

15 Were they ashamed when they had 
committed abomination? nay, they were 
not at all ashamed, neither could they 
blush: therefore they shall fall among 
them that fall: at the time that I visit 
them they shall be cast down, saith the 
Lorp. 

16 Thus saith the Lorn, Stand ye in the 
ways, and see, and ask for the old paths, 
where is the good way, and walk therein, 
and ye shall find rest for your souls. But 
they said, We will not walk therein. 

17 Also I set watchmen over you, say- 
ing, Hearken to the sound of the trumpet. 
- But they said, We will not hearken. 

18 q Therefore hear, ye-nations, and 
/ know, O congregation, what is among 
them. 

19 Hear, O earth: behold, I will bring 
evil upon this people, even the fruit of 


their thoughts, because they have not b 


hearkened unto my words, nor to my 
law, but rejected it. 

20 To what purpose cometh there to 
me incense from Shé’-ba, and the sweet 
cane from a far country? your burnt of- 
ferings are not acceptable, nor your sac- 
rifices sweet unto me. 

21 Therefore thus saith the Lorp, Be- 
hold, I will lay stumblingblocks before 
this people, and the fathers and the sons 
together shall fall upon them; the neigh- 
_ bour and his friend shall perish. 

22 Thus saith the Lorp, Behold, a peo- 
ple cometh from the north country, and 
a great nation shall be raised from the 
sides of the earth. 

23 They shall lay hold on bow and 
spear ; they are cruel, and have no mercy; 
their voice roareth like the sea; and they 
ride upon horses, set in array as men for 
war against thee, O daughter of Zi’-on. 
24 We have heard the fame thereof: our 
hands wax feeble: anguish hath taken 
hold of us, and pain, as of a woman in 
travail. 


25 Go not forth into the field, nor walk” 
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by the way; for the sword of the enemy 
and fear is on every side. 

26 ¢ O daughter of my people, gird 
thee with sackcloth, and wallow thyself 
in ashes: make thee mourning, as for an 
only son, most bitter lamentation: for 
the spoiler shall suddenly come upon us. 

27 I have set thee for a tower and a 
fortress among my people, that thou 
mayest know and try their way. 

_28 They are all grievous revolters, walk- 
ing with slanders: they are brass and 
iron; they are all corrupters. 

29 The bellows are burned, the lead is 
consumed of the fire ; the founder melteth 
in vain: for the wicked are not plucked 
away. 

30 Reprobate silver shall men callthem, 
because the LorD hath rejected them. 


Chapter 7 


HE word that-came to Jér-é-mi’-4h 
from the LorD, saying, 

2 Stand in the gate of the Lorp’s house, 
and proclaim there this word, and say, 
Hear the word of the Lorn, all ye of Ji’- 
dah, that enter in at these gates to wor- 
ship the Lorp. “ 

3 Thus, saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of _is’-ra-é1, Amend your ways and 
your doings, and I will cause you to dwell 
in this place. 

4 Trust ye not in lying words, saying, 
The temple of the Lorp, The temple of 
the Lorp, The temple of the Lorp, are 
these. 

5 For if ye throughly amend your ways 
and your doings; if ye throughly execute 
judgment between a man and his neigh- 


our; x 
6 If ye oppress not the stranger, the fa- 
therless, and the widow, and shed not 
innocent blood in this place, neither walk 
after other gods to your hurt: 

7 Then will I cause you to dwell in this 
place, in the land that I gave to your fa- 
thers, for ever and ever. 

8 ¢ Behold, ye trust in lying words, 
that cannot profit. 

Will ye steal, murder, and commit 
adultery, and swear falsely, and burn in- 
cense unto Ba’-al, and walk after other 
gods whom ye know not; 

10 And come and stand before me in 
this house, which is called by my name, 
and say, We are delivered to do all these 
abominations? 

11 Is this house, which is called by my 
name, become a den of robbers in your 
eyes? Behold, even I have seen it, saith 
the Lorp. J 

12 But go ye now unto my place which 
was in Shi’-l6h, where I set my name.at 
the first, and see what I did to it for the 
wickedness of my people Is’-ra-él. 

13 And now, because ye have done all 
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these works, saith the Lorp, and I spake 
unto you, rising up early and speaking, 
but ye heard not; and I called you, but ye 
answered not; 

14 Therefore will I do unto this house, 
which is called by my name, wherein ye 
trust, and unto the place which I gave to 
you and to your fathers, as I have done 
to Shi’-loh. ; 

15 And I will cast you out of my sight, 
as I have cast out all your brethren, even 
the whole seed of £’-phra-im. : 

16 Therefore pray not thou for this 
people, neither lift up cry nor prayer for 
them, neither make intercession to me: 
for I will not hear thee. i 

17 ¢ Seest thou not what they do in the 
cities of Ja’-dah and in the streets of Jé- 
ri’-sa-lém ? 

18 The children gather wood, and the 
fathers kindle the fire, and the women 
knead their dough, to make cakes to the 
queen of heaven, and to pour out drink 
offerings unto other gods, that they may 
provoke me to anger. — } 

19 Do they provoke me to anger? saith 
the LorD: do they not provoke themselves 
to the confusion of their own faces? 

20 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Behold, mine anger and my fury shall be 
poured out upon this place, upon man, 
and upon beast, and upon the trees of the 
field, and upon the fruit of the ground; 
and it shall burn, and shall not be 
quenched. 

21 ¢ Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of is’-ra-é] ; Put your burnt offerings 
unto your sacrifices, and eat flesh. 

22 For I spake not unto your fathers, 
nor commanded them in the day that I 
brought them out of the land of E’-gypt, 
concerning burnt offerings or sacrifices: 

23 But this thing commanded I them, 
saying, Obey my voice, and I will be your 
God, and ye shall be my people: and 
walk ye in all the ways that I have com- 
manded you, that it may be well unto 


you. 

24 But they hearkened not, nor in- 
clined their ear, but walked in the coun- 
sels and in the imagination of their evil 
heart, and went backward, and not for- 


ward. 

25 Since the day that your fathers came 
forth out of the land of E’-gypt unto this 
day I have even sent unto you all my ser- 
vants the prophets, daily rising up early 
and sending them: 

26 Yet they hearkened not unto me, 
nor inclined their ear, but hardened 
their neck: they did worse than their 
fathers. 

27 Therefore thou shalt speak all these 
words unto them; but they will not 
hearken to thee: thou shalt also call unto 
them; but they will not answer thee. 
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28 But thou shalt say unto them, This 
is a nation that obeyeth not the voice of 
the Lorp their God, nor receiveth cor- 
rection: truth is perished, and is cut off 
from their mouth. 

29 @ Cut off thine hair, O Jé-ri’-sé- 
lém, and cast it away, and take up a la- 
mentation on high places; for the LorD 
hath rejected and forsaken the genera- 
tion of his wrath. r 

30 For the children of Ji’-dah have 
done evil in my sight, saith the Lorp: 
they have set their abominations in the 
house which is called by my name, to 
pollute it. ¢ 

31 And they have built the high places 
of To’-phét, which is in the valley of the 
son of Hin’-nom, to burn their sons and 
their daughters in the fire; which I com- 
manded them not, neither came it into 
my heart. 

32 ¢ Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lorp, that it shall no more be 
called T6’-phét, nor the valley of the son 
of Hin’-nom, but the valley of slaughter: 
for they shall bury in T6’-phét, till there 
be no place. 

33 And the carcases of this people shall 
be meat for the fowls of the heaven, and 
for the beasts of the earth; and none shall 
fray them away. 

34 Then will I cause to cease from the 
cities of Ja’-dah, and from the streets of 
Jé-ra’-sa-lém, the voice of mirth, and the 
voice of gladness, the voice of the bride- 
groom, and the voice of the bride: for the 
land shall be desolate. 


Chapter 8 


AM that time, saith the Lorp, they shall 
bring out the bones of the kings of 
Ji’-dah, and the bones of his princes, and 
the bones of the priests, and the bones of 
the prophets, and the bones of the in- 
habitants of Jé-ri’-sa-lém, out of their 
graves: 

2 And they shall spread them before 
the sun, and the moon, and all the host of 
heaven, whom they have loved, and 
whom they-have served, and after whom 
they have walked, and whom they have 
sought, and whom they have worshipped: 
they shall not be gathered, nor be buried; 
they shall be for dung upon the face of 
the earth. 

3 And death shall be chosen rather 
than life by all the residue of them that 
remain of this evil family, which remain 
in all the places whither I have driven 
them, saith the Lorp of hosts. 

4 ¢ Moreover thou shalt say unto 
them, Thus saith the Lorp; Shall they 
fall, and not arise? shall he turn away, 
and not return? 

5 Why then is this people of Jé-ri’-sa- 
lém slidden back by a perpetual back- 
\ 
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sliding? they hold fast deceit, they refuse 
to return. 

6 I hearkened and heard, but they spake 
not aright: no man repented him of his 
wickedness, saying, What have I done? 
every one turned to his course, as the 
horse rusheth into the battle. 

7 Yea, the stork in the heaven knoweth 
her appointed times; and the turtle and 
the crane and the swallow observe the 
time of their coming; but my people 
know not the judgment of the Lorn. 

8 How do ye say, We are wise, and the 
law of the Lorn is with us? Lo, certainly 
in vain made he it ; the pen of the scribes 
is in vain. 

9 The wise men are ashamed, they are 
dismayed and taken: lo, they have re- 
jected the word of the Lorp; and what 
wisdom is in them? 

10 Therefore will I give their wives un- 
to others, and their fields to them that 
shall inherit them: for every one from 
the least even unto the greatest is given 
to coveteousness, from the prophet even 
unto the priest every one dealeth falsely. 

11 For they have healed the hurt of the 
daughter of my people slightly, saying, 
Peace, peace; when there is no peace. 

12 Were they ashamed when they had 
committed abomination? nay, they were 
not at all ashamed, neither could they 
blush: therefore shall they fall among 
- them that fall: in the time of their visita- 
tion they shall be cast down; saith the 
Lorp. 

13_ ¢ I will surely consume them, saith 
the Lorp: there shall be no grapes on the 
vine, nor figs on the fig tree, and the leaf 
shall fade; and the things that I have 
given them shall pass away from them. 

14 Why do we sit still? assemble your- 
selves, and let us enter into the defenced 
cities, and let us be silent there: for the 
Lorp our God hath put us to silence, and 
given us water of gall to drink, because 
we have sinned against the LORD. 

15 We looked for peace, but no good 
came ; and for a time of health, and be- 
hold trouble! 

16 The snorting of his horses was heard 
from Dan: the whole land trembled at 
' the sound of the neighing of his strong 
ones; for they are come, and have de- 
voured the land, and all that is in it; the 
city, and those that dwell therein. 

17 For behold, I will send_ serpents, 
cockatrices, among you, which will not 
be charmed, and they shall bite you, saith 
the Lorp. 

18 ¢ When I would comfort myself 
against sorrow, my heart is faint in me. 

{9 Behold the voice of the cry of the 
daughter of my people because of them 
that dwell in a far country: Js not the 
LorpD in Zi’-on? is not -her king in her? 
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Why have they provoked me to anger 
with their graven images, and with 
strange vanities? 

The harvest is past, the summer is 
ended, and we are not saved. 

21 For the hurt of the daughter of my 
people am I hurt; I am black; astonish- 
ment hath taken hold on me. 

22 Is there no balm in Gil’-é-ad; is 
there no pavaicnn there ? why then is not 
the health of the daughter of my people 


recovered ? 
Chapter 9 


H that my head were waters, and 

’ mine eyes a fountain of tears, that 
I might weep day and night for the siain 
of the daughter of my people! 

2 Oh that I had in the wilderness a 
lodging place of wayfaring men; that I 
might leave my people, and go from 
them! for they be all adulterers, an as- 
sembly of treacherous men. 

3 And they bend their tongues /ike their 
bow /or lies: but they are not valiant for 
the truth upon the earth; for they pro- 
ceed from evil to evil, and they know not 
me, saith the Lorp. 

4 Take ye heed every one of his neigh- 
bour, and trust ye not in any brother: 
for every brother will utterly supplant, 
an every neighbour will walk with slan- 

ers. : 

5 And they will deceive every one his 
neighbour, and will not speak the truth: 
they have taught their tongue to speak 
lies, and weary themselves to commit 
iniquity. 

6 Thine habitation is in the midst of de- 
ceit; through deceit they refuse to know 
me, saith the Lorb. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts, Behold, I will melt them, and try 
them; for how shall I do for the daughter 
of my people? 

8 Their tongue is as an arrow shot out; 
it speaketh deceit: one speaketh peace- 
ably to his neighbour with his mouth, 
but in heart he layeth his wait: 

9 ¢ Shall I not visit them for these 
things ? saith the Lorb: shall not my soul 
be avenged on such a nation as this? 

10 For the mountains will I take up a 
weeping and wailing, and for the habita- 
tions of the wilderness a lamentation, be- 
cause they are burned up, so that none 
can pass through them; neither can men 
hear the voice of the cattle; both the fowl 
of the heavens and the beast are fled; 
they are gone. iy 

11 And I will make Jé-ri’-sa-lém heaps, 
and a den of dragons; and I will make the 
cities of Ja’-dah desolate, without an-in- 
habitant: 

12 ¢ Who is the wise man, that may 
understand this? and who is he to whom 
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the mouth of the Lorp hath spoken, that 
he may declare it, for what the land per- 
isheth and is burned up like a wilderness, 
that none passeth through? 

13 And the Lorp saith, Because they 
have forsaken my law which I set before 
them; and have not obeyed my voice, 
neither walked therein; t 

14 But have walked after the imagina- 
tion of their own heart, and after Ba’-a- 
lim, which their fathers taught them: 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts, the God of {s’-ra-é1; Behold, I will 
feed them, even this people, with worm- 
ood: and give them water of gall to 
ari 


ink. 

16 I will scatter them also among the 
heathen, whom neither they nor their 
fathers have known: and I will send a 
sword after them, till I have consumed 


them. 

17 ¢ Thus saith the Lorn of hosts, Con- 
sider ye, and call for the mourning wo- 
men, that they may come; and send for 
cunning women, that they may come: 

18 And let them make haste, and take 
up a wailing for us, that our eyes may run 
down with tears, and our eyelids gush 
out with waters. ‘ 

19 For a voice of wailing is heard out 
of Zi’-on, How are we spoiled! we are 
greatly confounded, because we have for- 
saken the land, because our dwellings 
have cast us out. 

20 Yet hear the word of the LorbD, O ye 
women, and let your ear receive the word 
of his mouth, and teach your daughters 
wailing, and every one her neighbour 
lamentation. 

21 For death is come up into our win- 
dows, and is entered into our palaces, to 
cut off the children from without, and the 
young men from the streets. 

22 Speak, Thus saith the Lorp, Even 
the carcases of men shall fall as dung 
upon the open field, and as the handful 
after the harvestman, and none shall 
gather them. 

23 ¢ Thus saith the Lorp, Let not the 
wise man glory in his wisdom, neither let 
the mighty man glory in his might, let not 
the rich man glory in his riches: 

24 But let him that glorieth glory in 
this, that he understandeth and knoweth 
me, that I am the LORD which exercise 
lovingkindness, judgment, and righteous- 
ness, in the earth: for in these things I 
delight, saith the Lorp. 

25 ¢ Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lorp, that I will punish all them which 
are circumcised with the uncircumcised ; 

26 £’-gypt, and Ja’-dah, and £’-dom, 
and the children of Am’-mon, and M6O’- 
ab, and all that are in the utmost corners, 
that dwell in the wilderness: for all these 
nations are uncircumcised, and all the 
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house of i8’-ra-é1 are uncircumcised in 


the heart. 
Chapter 10 


lB eee ye the word which the Lorp 
oe speaketh unto you, O house of Is’- 
ra-él: 

2 Thus saith the Lorp, Learn not the 
way of the heathen, and be not dismayed 
at the signs of heaven; for the heathen 
are dismayed at them. 

3 For the customs of the people are 
vain: for one cutteth a tree out of the 
forest, the work of the hands of the work- 
man, with the axe. 

4 They deck it with silver and with 
gold; they fasten it with nails and with 
hammers, that it move not. 

5 They are upright as the palm tree, but 
speak not: they must needs be borne, be- 
cause they cannot go. Be not afraid of 
them; for they cannot do evil, neither also 
is it in them to do good. 

6 Forasmuch as there is none like unto 
thee, O LorpD; thou art great, and thy 
name is great in might. 

7 Who would not fear thee, O King of 
nations? for to thee doth it appertain: 
forasmuch as among all the wise men of 
the nations, and in all their kingdoms, 
there is none like unto thee. 

But they are altogether brutish and 
foolish: the stock is a doctrine of vanities. 

9 Silver spread into plates is brought 
from Tar’-shish, and gold from U’-phaz, 
the work of the workman, and of the 
hands of the founder: blue and purple is 
their clothing: they are all the work of 
cunning men. 

10 But the Lorp is the true God, he is 
the living God, and an everlasting king: 
at his wrath the earth shall tremble, and 
the nations shall not be able to abide his 
indignation. 

11 Thus shall ye say unto them, The 
gods that have not made the heavens and 
the earth, even they shall perish from the 
earth, and from under these heavens. 

12 He hath made the earth by his pow- 
er, he hath established the world by his 
wisdom, and hath stretched out the heavy- 
ens by his discretion. 

13. When he uttereth his voice, there is 
a multitude of waters in the heavens, and 
he causeth the vapours to ascend from 
the ends of the earth; he maketh light- 
nings with rain, and bringeth forth the 
wind out of his treasures. 

Every man is brutish in his knowl- 
edge: every founder is confounded by the 
graven image: for his molten image is 
falsehood, and there is no breath in them. 

They are vanity, and the work of 
errors: in the time of-their visitation they 
shall perish. ~ 

16 The portion of Ja’-cob is not like 
\ 


Idols Powerless 
them: for he is the former of all things; 


and {§’-ra-él is the rod of his inheritance: 
The Lorp of hosts is his name. 

17_§ Gather up thy wares out of the 
land, O inhabitant of the fortress. 

18 For thus saith the Lorp, Behold, I 
will sling out the inhabitants of the land 
at this once, and will distress them, that 
_ they may find it so. 

_19 9 Woe is me for my hurt! my wound 
is grievous: but I said, Truly this is a 
grief, and I must bear it. 

20 My tabernacle is spoiled, and all my 
cords are broken: my children are gone 
forth of me, and they are not: there is 
none to stretch forth my tent any more, 
and to set up my curtains. 

21 For the pastors are become brutish, 
and have not sought the Lorp: therefore 
they shall not prosper, and all their flocks 
shall be scattered. 

22 Behold, the noise of the bruit is 
come, and a great commotion out of the 
north country, to make the cities of Ja’- 
dah desolate, and a den of dragons. 

23 @ O Lorp, I know that the way of 
man is not in himself: it is not in man 
that walketh to direct his steps. _ 

24 O Lorp, correct me, but with judg- 
ment; not in thine anger, lest thou bring 
me to nothing. 

25 Pour out thy fury upon the heathen 
that know thee not, and upon the families 
that call not on thy name: for they have 
eaten up Ja’-cob, and devoured him, and 
consumed him, and have made his habi- 
tation desolate. 


Chapter 11 


HE word that came to Jér-é-mi’-ah 
from the LorD, saying, | 

2 Hear ye the words of this covenant, 
and speak unto the men of Ja’-dah, and 
to the inhabitants of Jé-ri’-sa-lém; _ 

3 And say thou unto them, Thus saith 
the Lorp God of I8’-ra-é1; Cursed be the 
man that obeyeth not the words of this 
covenant, F 

4 Which I commanded your fathers in 
the day that I brought them forth out of 
the land of E’-gypt, from the iron furnace, 
saying, Obey my voice, and do them, ac- 
cording to all which I command you: so 
aa ye be my people, and I will be your

od: 

5 That I may perform the oath which I 
have sworn unto your fathers, to give 
them a land flowing with milk and honey, 
as it is this day. Then answered I, and 
said, So be it, O Lorp. 

6 Then the Lorp said unto me, Pro- 
claim all these words in the cities of Ja’- 
dah, and in the streets of Jé-ra’-sa-lém, 
saying, Hear ye the words of this cove- 
nant, and do them. 

7 For I earnestly protested unto your 
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fathers in the day that I brought them up 
out of the land of E£’-gypt, even unto this 
day, rising early and protesting, saying, 
Obey my voice. 

8 Yet they obeyed not, nor inclined 
their ear, but walked every one in the 
imagination of their evil heart: therefore 
I will bring upon them all the words of 
this covenant, which I commanded them 
to do; but they did them not. 

9 And the Lorn said unto me, A con- 
spiracy is found among the men of Ji’- 
dah, and among the inhabitants of Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém. 

10 They are turned back to the iniq- 
uities of their forefathers, which refused 
to hear my words; and they went after 
other gods to serve them: the house of 
Is’-ra-él and the house of Ja’-dah have 
broken my covenant which I made with 
their fathers. 

11 @ Therefore thus saith the Lorp, 
Behold, I will bring evil upon them, which 
they shall not be able to escape; and 
though they shall cry unto me, I will not 
hearken unto them. 

12 Then shall the cities of J4’-dah and 
inhabitants of Jé-rii’-sa-lém go, and cry 
unto the gods unto whom they offer in- 
cense: but they shall not save them at all 
in the time of their trouble. 

13 For according to the number of thy 
cities were thy gods, O Ja’-dah; and ac- 
cording to the number of the streets of 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém have ye set up altars to that 
shameful thing, even altars to burn in- 
cense unto Ba’-al. 

14 Therefore pray not thou for this 
people, neither lift up a cry or prayer for 
them: for I will not hear them in the time 
that they cry unto me for their trouble. 

15 What hath my beloved to do in mine 
house, seeing she hath wrought lewdness 
with many, and the holy flesh is passed 
from thee? when thou doest evil, then 
thou rejoicest. 

16 The Lorp called thy name, A green 
Olive tree, fair, and of goodly fruit: with 
the noise of a great tumult he hath kin- 
dled fire upon it, and the branches of it 
are broken. 

17 For the Lorp of hosts, that planted 
thee, hath pronounced evil against thee, 
for the evil of the house of Is’-ra-é] and of 
the house of Ja’-dah, which they have 
done against themselves to provoke me 
to anger in offering incense unto Ba’- 


al. 

18 @ And the Lorp hath given me 
knowledge of it, and I know it: then thou 
shewedst me their doings. ; 

19 But I was like a lamb or an ox that is 
brought to the slaughter; and I knew not 
that they had devised devices against me, 
saying, Let us destroy the tree with the 
fruit thereof, and let us cut him off from 
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the land of the living, that his name may 
be no more remembered. f 

20 But, O Lorp of hosts, that judgest 
righteously, that triest the reins and the 
heart, let me see thy vengeance on them: 
for unto thee have I revealed my cause. 

21 Therefore thus saith the Lorp of the 
men of An’-a-thdth, that seek thy life, 
saying, Prophesy not in the name of the 
Lorp, that thou die not by our hand: 

22 Therefore thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts, Behold, I will punish them: the 
young men shall die by the sword; their 
sons and their daughters shall die by fam- 


ine: 

23 And there shall be no remnant of 
them: for I will bring evil upon the men 
of An’-a-thoth, even the year of their 
visitation. 


Chapter 12 


IGHTEOUS art thou, O Lorp, when 

J plead with thee: yet let me talk with 

thee of thy judgments: Wherefore doth 

the way of the wicked prosper? wherefore 

are all they happy that deal very treacher- 
ously? 

2 Thou hast planted them, yea, they 
have taken root: they grow, yea, they 
bring forth fruit: thou art near in their 
mouth, and far from their reins. 

3 But thou, O LorpD, knowest me: thou 
hast seen me, and tried mine heart toward 
thee: pull them out like sheep for the 
slaughter, and prepare them for the day 
of slaughter. 

4 How long shall the land mourn, and 
the herbs of every field wither, for the 
wickedness of them that dwell therein? 
the beasts are consumed, and the birds; 
because they said, He shall not see our 
last end. 

5 ¢ If thou hast run with the footmen, 
and they have wearied thee, then how 
canst thou contend with horses? and if 
in the land of peace, wherein thou trust- 
edst, they wearied thee, then how wilt 
thou do in the swelling of J6ér’-dan? 

6 For even thy brethren, and the house 
of thy father, even they have dealt treach- 
erously with thee; yea, they have called a 
multitude after thee: believe them not, 
though they speak fair words unto thee. 

7. ¥ Ihave forsaken mine house, I have 
left mine heritage ; I have given the dearly 
beloved of my soul into the hand of her 
enemies. 

8 Mine heritage is unto me as a lion in 
the forest ; it crieth out against me: there- 
fore have I hated it. 

9 Mine heritage is unto me as a speck- 
led bird, the birds round about are 
against her; come ye, assemble all the 
beasts of the field, come to devour. 

10 Many pastors have destroyed my 
vineyard, they have trodden my portion 
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under foot, they have made my pleasant 
portion a desolate wilderness. 

11 They have made it desolate, and be- 
ing desolate it mourneth unto me; the 
whole land is made desolate, because no 
man layeth it to heart. ; 

12 The spoilers are come upon all high 
places through the wilderness: for the 
sword of the Lorp shall devour from the 
one end of the land even to the other end 
of the land: no flesh shall have peace. 

13 They have sown wheat, but shall 
reap thorns: they have put themselves to 
pain, but shall not profit: and they shall 
be ashamed of your revenues because of 
the fierce anger of the LORD. 

14 gq Thus saith the LorpD against all 
mine evil neighbours, that touch the in- 
heritance which I have caused my people 
¥s’-ra-él to inherit; Behold, I will pluck 
them out of their land, and pluck out the 
house of Ja’-dah from among them. 

15 And it shall come to pass, after that 
[have plucked them out I will return, and 
have compassion on them, and will bring 
them again, every man to his heritage, 
and every man to his land. 

16 And it shall come to pass, if they 


will diligently learn the ways of my peo- 


ple, to swear by my name, The Lorp 
liveth ; as they taught my people to swear 
by Ba’-al; then shall they be built in the 
midst of my people. 

17 But if they will not obey, I will utter- 
ly pluck up and destroy that nation, saith 
the Lorp. 


Chapter 13 


HUS saith the Lorp unto me, Go 
and get thee a linen girdle, and put it 
upon thy loins, and put it not in water. 
So I got a girdle according to the 
word of the LorD, and put it on my loins. 
3. And the word of the Lorp came unto 
me the second time, saying, 

4 Take the girdle that thou hast got, 
which is upon thy loins, and arise, go to 
Eu-phra’-tés, and hide it there in a hole of 
the rock. 

5 So I went, and hid it by fu-phra’-tés, 
as the LorD commanded me. 

6 And it came to pass after many days, 
that the Lorp said unto me, Arise, go to 
Eu-phra’-tés, and take the girdle from 
thence, which I commanded thee to hide 

ere. 

7 Then I went to &u-phra’-tés, and 
digged, and took the girdle from the 
place where I had hid it: and, behold, the 
girdle was marred, it was profitable for 
nothing. 

8 Then the word of the Lorp came un- 
to me, saying, 

9 Thus saith the Lorn, After this man- 
ner will I mar the pride of Ja’-dah, and 
the great pride of Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 
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10 This evil people, which refuse to 
hear my words, which walk in the imag- 
ination of their heart, and walk after 
other gods, to serve them, and to worship 
them, shall even be as this girdle, which 
is peo for nothing. 

11 For as the girdle cleaveth to the 
loins of a man, so have I caused to cleave 
- unto me the whole house of 1§’-ra-é] and 
the whole house of Jia’-dah, saith the 
Lorp; that they might be unto me for a 
people, and for a name, and for a praise, 
and for a glory: but they would not hear. 

12 ¢ Therefore thou shalt speak unto 
them this word; Thus saith the Lorp 
God of {8’-ra-él, Every bottle shall be 
filled with wine: and they shall say unto 
thee, Do we not certainly know that every 
bottle shall be filled with wine? 

13 Then shalt thou say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lorp, Behold, I will fill all the 
inhabitants of this land, even the kings 
that sit upon Da’-vid’s throne, and the 
priests, and the prophets, and all the in 
habitants of Jé-rii’-sa-lém, with drunken- 
ness. 

14 And I will dash them one against 
another, even the fathers and the sons to- 
gether, saith the Lorp: I will not pity, 
nor spare, nor have mercy, but destroy 
them. 

15 @ Hear ye, and give ear; be not 
proud: for the Lorpb hath spoken. 

16 Give glory to the Lorp your God, 
before he cause darkness, and before 
your feet stumble upon the dark moun- 
tains, and, while ye look for light, he 
turn it into the shadow of death, and 
make it gross darkness. 

17 But if ye will not hear it, my soul 
shall weep in secret places for your pride; 
and mine eye’ shall weep sore, and run 
down with tears, because the Lorp’s 
flock is carried away captive. 

18 Say unto the king and to the queen, 
Humble yourselves, sit down: for your 
principalities shall come down, even the 
crown of your glory. 

19 The cities of the south shall be shut 
up, and none shall open them: Ja’-dah 
shall be carried away captive all of it, it 
shall be wholly carried away captive. 

20 Lift up your eyes, and behold them 
that come from the north: where is the 
flock that was given thee, thy beautiful 
flock ? 

21 What wilt thou say when he shall 
punish thee ? for thou hast taught them to 
be captains, and as chief over thee: shall 
not sorrows take thee, as a woman in 
travail? — 3 é 
_22 ¢ And if thou say in thine heart, 
Wherefore come these things upon me? 
For the greatness of thine iniquity are 
Jed skirts discovered, and thy heels made 

are. 
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23 Can the £-thi-d’-pi-an change his 
skin, or the leopard his spots? then may 
ye also do good, that are accustomed to 
do evil. 

24 Therefore will I scatter them as the 
stubble that passeth away by the wind of 
the wilderness. 

25 This is thy lot, the portion of thy 
measures from me, saith the LorpD; be- 
cause thou hast forgotten me, and trusted 
in falsehood. 

26 Therefore will I discover thy skirts 
upon thy face, that thy shame may ap- 
pear. 

27 I have seen thine adulteries, and thy 
neighings, the lewdness of thy whore- 
dom, and thine abominations on the hills 
in the fields. Woe unto thee, O Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém! wilt thou not be made clean? 
when shall it once be? 


Chapter: 14 


Tak word of the Lorp that came to 
Jér-€-mi’-ah concerning the dearth. 

2 Ja’-dah mourneth, and the gates 
thereof languish; they are black unto the 
ground; and the cry of Jé-ri’-sa-lém is 
gone up. 

3 And their nobles have sent their little 
ones to the waters: they came to the pits, 
and found no water; they returned with 
their vessels empty; they were ashamed 
and confounded, and covered their 
heads. 

4 Because the ground is chapt, for there 
was no rain in the earth, the plowmen 
were ashamed, they covered their heads. 

5 Yea, the hind also calved in the field, 
and forsook it, because there was no 
grass. 

6 And the wild asses did stand in the 
high places, they snuffed up the wind like 
dragons; their eyes did fail, because there 
was NO grass. 

7 @ O Lorp, though our iniquities 
testify against us, do thou it for thy 
name’s sake: for our backslidings are 
many; we have sinned against thee. 

8 O the hope of Is’-ra-él, the saviour 
thereof in time of trouble, why shouldest 
thou be as a stranger in the land, and as 
a wayfaring man that turneth aside to 
tarry for a night? 

9 Why shouldest thou be as a man 
astonied, as a mighty man that cannot 
save? yet thou, O Lorp, art in the midst 
of us, and we are called by thy name; 
leave us not. 

10 ¢ Thus saith the Lorn unto this peo- 
ple, Thus have they loved to wander, 
they have not refrained their feet, there- 
fore the Lorp doth not accept them; he 
will now remember their iniquity, and 
visit their sins. 

11 Then said the Lorp unto me, Pray 
not for this people for their good. 
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12 When they fast, I will not hear their 
cry; and when they offer burnt offering 
and an oblation, I will not accept them: 
but I will consume them by the sword, 
and by the famine, and by the pestilence. 

13 ¢@ Then said I, Ah, Lord Gop! be- 
hold, the prophets say unto them, Ye 
shall not see the sword, neither shall ye 
have famine; but I will give you assured 
peace in this place. 

14 Then the LorpD said unto me, The 
prophets prophesy lies in my name: I 
sent them not, neither have I command- 
ed them, neither spake unto them: they 
prophesy unto you a false vision and 
divination, and a thing of nought, and 
the deceit of their heart. 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lorp con- 
cerning the prophets that prophesy in my 
name, and I sent them not, yet they say, 
Sword and famine shall not be in this 
land; By sword and famine shall those 
prophets be consumed. 

16 And the people to whom they proph- 
esy shall be cast out in the streets of Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém because of the famine and the 
sword; and they shall have none to bury 
them, them, their wives, nor their sons, 
nor their daughters: for I will pour their 
wickedness upon them. 

7 @ Therefore thou shalt say this word 
unto them; Let mine eyes run down with 
tears night and day, and let them not 
cease: for the virgin daughter of my peo- 
ple is broken with a great breach, with a 
very grievous blow. 

18 If I go forth into the field, then be- 
hold the slain with the sword! and if I 
enter into the city, then behold them that 
are sick with famine! yea, both the 
prophet and the priest go about into a 
land that they know not. 

19 Hast thou utterly rejected Ja’-dah? 
hath thy soul lothed Zi’-on? why hast 
thou smitten us, and there is no healing 
for us? we looked for peace, and there is 
no good; and for the time of healing, and 
behold trouble! 

0 We acknowledge, O Lorn, our wick- 
edness, and the iniquity of our fathers: 
for we have sinned against thee. 

21 Do not abhor us, for thy name’s 
sake, do not disgrace the throne of thy 
glory: remember, break not thy cove- 
nant with us. 

22 Are there any among the vanities of 
the Gén’-tiles that can cause rain? or can 
the heavens give showers? art not thou 
he, O Lorp our God? therefore we will 
wait upon thee: for thou hast made all 
these things. 


Chapter 15 


"HEN said the Lorp unto me, Though 
MO’-séS and Sam’-i-él stood before 
me, yet my mind could not be toward 
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this people: cast them out of my sight, 
and let them go forth. Y 

2 And it shall come to pass, if they say 
unto thee, Whither shall we go forth? 
then thou shalt tell them, Thus saith the 
Lorp; Such as are for death, to death; 
and such as are for the sword, to the 
sword; and such as are for the famine, 
to the famine; and such as are for the 
captivity, to the captivity. 

3 And I will appoint over them four 
kinds, saith the Lorp: the sword to slay, 
and the dogs to tear, and the fowls of the 
heaven, and the beasts of the earth, to 
devour and destroy. 

4 And I will cause them to be removed 
into all kingdoms of the earth, because of 
Ma-nas’-séh the son of Héz-é-ki’-ah king 
of Ja’-dah, for that which he did in Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém. 

5 For who shall have pity upon thee, O 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém ? or who shall bemoan thee? 
or who shall go aside to ask how thou 
doest ? 

6 Thou hast forsaken me, saith the 
Lorp, thou art gone backward: there- 
fore will I stretch out my hand against 
thee, and destroy thee; I am weary with 
repenting. 

7 And I will fan them with a fan in the 
gates of the land; I will bereave them of 
children, I will destroy my people, since 
they return not from their ways. 

8 Their widows are increased to me 
above the sand of the seas: I have brought 
upon them against the mother of the 
young men a spoiler at noonday: I have 
caused him to fall upon it suddenly, and 
terrors upon the city. 

9 She that hath borne seven languish- 
eth: she hath given up the ghost; her sun 
is gone down while it was yet day: she 
hath been ashamed and confounded: and 
the residue of them will I deliver to the 
sword before their enemies, saith the 
LorD. 

10 ¢ Woe is me, my mother, that thou 
hast borne me a man of strife and a man 
of contention to the whole earth! I have 
neither lent on usury, nor men have lent 
to me on usury; yet every one of them 
doth curse me. 

11 The Lorp said, Verily it shall be well 
with thy remnant; verily I will cause the 
enemy to entreat thee we// in the time of 
evil and in the time of affliction. 

12 Shall iron break the northern iron 
and the steel? 

13 Thy substance and thy treasures will 
I give to the spoil without price, and that 
for all thy sins, even in all thy borders. 

14 And I will make thee to pass with 
thine enemies into a land which thou 
knowest not: for a fire is kindled in mine 
anger, which shall burn upon you. 

15 @ OLorp, thou knowest : remember 
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me, and visit me, and revenge me of my 
persecutors; take me not away in thy 
longsuffering: know that for thy sake I 
have suffered rebuke. 

Thy words were found, and I did 
eat them; and thy word was unto me the 
joy and rejoicing of mine heart: for Iam 
called by thy name, O Lorp God of hosts. 

17 I sat not in the assembly of the 
mockers, nor rejoiced; I sat alone be- 
cause of thy hand: for thou hast filled me 
with indignation. 

18 Why is my pain perpetual, and my 
wound incurable, which refuseth to be 
healed? wilt thou be altogether unto me 
as a liar, and as waters that fail? 

19 ¢ Therefore thus saith the Lorp, If 
thou return, then will I bring thee again, 
and thou shalt stand before me: and if 
thou take forth the precious from the 
vile, thou shalt be as my mouth: let them 
Teturn unto thee; but return not thou 
unto them. 

20 And I will make thee unto this peo- 
ple a fenced brasen wall: and they shall 
fight against thee, but they shall not pre- 
vail against thee: for I am with thee to 
save thee and to deliver thee, saith the 
Lorp. 

‘21 And I will deliver thee out of the 
hand of the wicked, and I will redeem 
thee out of the hand of the terrible. 


Chapter 16 


HE word of the LorpD came also unto 
me, saying, 

2 Thou shalt not take thee a wife, nei- 
ther shalt thou have sons or daughters in 
this place. 

3 For thus saith the Lorp concerning 
the sons and concerning the daughters 
that are born in this place, and concern- 
ing their mothers that bare them, and 
concerning their fathers that begat them 
in this land; 

4 They shall die of grievous deaths; 
they shall not be lamented; neither shall 
they be buried; but they shall be as dung 
upon the face of the earth: and they shall 
be consumed by the sword, and by fam- 
ine; and their carcases shall be meat for 
the fowls of heaven, and for the beasts 
of the earth. 

5 For thus saith the Lorp, Enter not 
into the house of mourning, neither go to 
lament nor bemoan them: for I have 
taken away my peace from this people, 
saith the LORD, even lovingkindness and 
mercies. : 

6 Both the great and the small shall die 
in this land: they shall not be buried, 

neither shall men lament for them, nor 
cut themselves, nor make themselves 
bald for them: 

7 Neither shall men tear themselves for 
them in mourning, to comfort them for 
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the dead; neither shall men give them the 
cup of consolation to drink for their fa- 
ther or for their mother. 

8 Thou shalt not also go into the house 
of Jeastmngs to sit with them to eat and to 


9 For thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Is’-ra-é1; Behold, I will cause to 
cease out of this place in your eyes, and 
in your days, the voice of mirth, and the 
voice of gladness, the voice of the bride- 
groom, and the voice of the bride. 

10 @ And it shall come to pass, when 
thou shalt shew this people all these 
words, and they shall say unto thee, 
Wherefore hath the Lorp pronounced 
all this great evil against us? or what is 
our iniquity? or what is our sin that we 
paver Committed against the LorD our 

od? 

11 Then shalt thou say unto them, Be- 
cause your fathers have forsaken me, 
saith the Lorp, and have walked after 
other gods, and have served them, and 
have worshipped them, and have forsak- 
en me, and have not kept my law; 

12 And ye have done worse than your 
fathers; for, behold, ye walk every one 
after the imagination of his evil heart, 
that they may not hearken-unto me: 

13. Therefore will I cast you out of this 
land into a land that ye know not, neither 
ye nor your fathers; and there shall ye 
serve other gods day and night; where I 
will not shew you favour. 

14 @ Therefore, behold, the days come, 

saith the Lorpb, that it shall no more be 
said, The Lorp liveth, that brought up 
the children of is’-ra-él out of the land of 
E’-gypt; 
15 But, The Lorp liveth, that brought 
up the children of Is’-ra-él from the land 
of the north, and from all the lands 
whither he had driven them: and I will 
bring them again into their land that I 
gave unto their fathers. 

16 @ Behold, I will send for many 
fishers, saith the Lorp, and they shall 
fish them; and after will I send for many 
hunters, and they shall hunt them from 
every mountain, and from every hill, and 
out of the holes of the rocks. : 

17 For mine eyes are upon all their 
ways: they are not hid from my face, nei- 
ther is their iniquity hid from mine 


eyes. ‘ 

18 And first I will recompense their 
iniquity and their sin double; because 
they have defiled my land, they have 
filled mine inheritance with the carcases 
of their detestable and abominable things. 

9 O LorD, my strength, and my fort- 
ress, and my refuge in the day of afflic- 
tion, the Gén’-tiles shall come unto thee 
from the ends of the earth, and shall say, 
Surely our fathers have inherited lies, 
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vanity, and things wherein there is no 


profit. : 
20 Shall a man make gods unto him- 
self, and they are no gods? > 
21 Therefore, behold, I will this once 
cause them to know, I will cause them to 
know mine hand and my might; and they 
shall know that my name is The Lorp. 


Chapter 17 


HE sin of Ja’-dah is written with a 
‘I pen of iron, and with the point of a 
diamond: it is Bae upon the table of 
pe heart, and upon the horns of your 
altars; 

2 Whilst their children remember their 
altars and their groves by the green trees 
upon the high hills: 2 

O my mountain in the field, I will 
give thy substance and all thy treasures to 
the spoil, and thy high places for sin, 
throughout all thy borders. § 

4 And thou, even thyself, shalt discon- 
tinue from thine heritage that I gave thee; 
and I will cause thee to serve thine ene- 
mies in the land which thou knowest 
not: for ye have kindled a fire in mine 
anger, which shall burn for ever. 

5 @ Thus saith the Lorp; Cursed be the 
man that trusteth in man, and maketh 
flesh his arm, and whose heart departeth 
from the Lorp. 

6 For he shall be like the heath in the 
desert, and shall not see when good 
cometh; but shall’ inhabit the parched 
places in the wilderness, in a salt land and 
not inhabited. 

7 Blessed is the man that trusteth in the 
Lorp, and whose hope the Lorp is. 

8 For he shall be as a tree planted by 
the waters, and that spreadeth out her 
roots by the river, and shall not see when 
heat cometh, but her leaf shall be green; 
and shall not be careful in the year of 
eoneuts neither shall cease from yielding 

ruit. 

9 g The heart is deceitful above all 
things, and desperately wicked: who can 
know it? 

10 I the Lorp search the heart, J try the 
reins, even to give every man according 
to his ways, and according to the fruit of 
his doings. 

11 As the partridge’sitteth on eggs, and 
hatcheth them not; so he that getteth 
riches, and not by right, shall leave them 
in the midst of his days, and at his end 
shall be a fool. 

12 ¢ A glorious high throne from the 
beginning is the place of our sanctuary. 

13 O Lorb, the hope of {8’-ra-él, all 
that forsake thee shall be ashamed, and 
they that depart from me shall be written 
in the earth, because they have forsaken 
the Lorn, the fountain of living waters. 

14 Heal me, O Lorn, and I shall be 
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healed ; save me, and I shall be saved: for 
thou art my praise. 

15 ¢ Behold, they say unto me, Where 
is the word of the LorpD? let it come now. 

-16 As for me, I have not hastened from 
being a pastor to follow thee: neither 
have I desired the woeful day; thou 
knowest: that which came out of my lips 
was right before thee. 

17 Be not a terror unto me: thou art my 
hope in the day of evil. 

18 Let them be confounded that perse- 
cute me, but let not me be confounded: 
let them be dismayed, but let not me be 
dismayed: bring upon them the day of 
evil, and destroy them with double de- 
struction. 

19 ¢ Thus said the LorpD unto me; Go 
and stand in the gate of the children of 
the people, whereby the kings of Jé’-dah 
come in, and by the which they go out, 
and in all the gates of Jé-ra’-sa-lém;; | 

20 And say unto them, Hear ye the 
word of the Lorpb, ye kings of Ja’-dah, 
and all Ja’-dah, and all the inhabitants of 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém, that enter in by these gates: 

21 Thus saith the Lorp; Take heed to 
yourselves, and bear no burden on the 
sabbath day, nor bring it in by the gates 
of Jé-ra’-sa-lém ; 

22 Neither carry forth a burden out of 
your houses on the sabbath day, neither 
do ye any work, but hallow ye the sab- 
bath day, as I commanded your fathers. 

23 But they obeyed not, neither in- 
clined their ear, but made their neck stiff, 
that they might not hear, nor receive in- 
struction. 

24 And it shall come to pass, if ye dili- 
gently hearken unto me, saith the Lorp, 
to bring in no burden through the gates 
of this city on the sabbath day, but hallow 
the sabbath day, to do no work therein; 

25 Then shall there enter into the gates 
of this city kings and princes sitting upon 
the throne of Da’-vid, riding in chariots 
and on horses, they, and their princes, 
the men of Ja’-dah, and the inhabitants 
of Jé-ra’-sa-lém: and this city shall re- 
main for ever. 

26 And they shall come from the cities 
of Ja’-dah, and from the places about 
Jé-rai’-sa-lém, and from the land of Bén’- 
ja-min, and from the plain, and from the 
mountains, and from the south, bringing 
burnt offerings, and sacrifices, and meat 
offerings, and incense, and bringing sac- 
rifices of praise, unto the house of the 
Lorp. 

27 But if ye will not hearken unto me to 
hallow the sabbath day, and not to bear 
a burden, even entering in at the gates of 
Jé-rai’-sa-lém on the sabbath day; then 
will I kindle a fire in the gates thereof, 
and it shall devour the palaces of Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém, and it shall not be quenched. 
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Chapter 18 


HE word which came to Jér-é-mi’-4h 
from the Lorp, saying, 
2 Arise, and go down to the potter’s 
' house, and there I will cause thee to hear 
my words. 

3 Then I went down to the potter’s 
- house, and, behold, he wrought a work 
on the wheels. 

4 And the vessel that he made of clay 
was marred in the hand of the potter: 
so he made it again another vessel, as 
seemed good to the potter to make it. 

5 Then the word of the Lorp came to 
me, saying, i 

6 O house of Is’-ra-é1, cannot I do with 
you as this potter? saith the Lorp. Be- 
hold, as the clay is in the potter’s hand, 
so we ye in mine hand, O house of {s’- 
ra-él. 

‘7 At what instant I shall speak concern- 
ing a nation, and concerning a kingdom, 
to pluck up, and to pull down, and to de- 
stroy it; 

8 If that nation, against whom I have 
pronounced, turn from their evil, I will 
repent of the evil that I thought to do 
unto them. 

9 And at what instant I shall speak con- 
cerning a nation, and concerning a king- 
dom, to build and to plant it; 

10 If it do evil in my sight, that it obey 
_ not my voice, then I will repent of the 
cou’: wherewith I said I would benefit 
them. 

11 ¥ Now therefore go to, speak to the 
men of Ja’-dah, and to the inhabitants of 
Jé-ra’-sa-lém, saying, Thus saith the 
Lorp; Behold, I frame evil against you, 
and devise a device against you: return 
ye now every one from his evil way, and 
make your ways and your doings good. 

12 And they said, There is no hope: but 
we will walk after our own devices, and 
we will every one do the imagination of 
his evil heart. 

13 Therefore thus saith the Lorp; Ask 
ye now among the heathen, who hat 
heard such things: the virgin of Is’-ra-é] 
hath done a very horrible thing. 

14 Will a man leave the snow of Léb’-a- 
non which cometh from the rock of the 
field? or shall the cold flowing waters 
that come from another place be for- 
saken? 

15 Because my people hath forgotten 
me, they have burned incense to vanity, 
and they have caused them to stumble in 
their ways from the ancient paths, to 
walk in paths, in a way not cast up; 

16 To are their land Geeclae onde 
perpetual hissing ; every one that passetl 
ppereby. shall be astonished, and wag his 

ea 


17 I will scatter them as with an east 
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wind before the enemy; I will shew them 
the back, and not the face, in the day of 
their calamity. 

18 ¢ Then said they, Come, and let us 
devise devices against Jér-é-mi’-ah; for 
the law shall not perish from the priest, 
nor counsel from the wise, nor the word 
from the prophet. Come, and let us smite 
him with the tongue, and let us not give 
heed to any of his words. 

19 Give heed to me, O Lorn, and 
hearken to the voice of them that con- 
tend with me. 

20 Shall evil be recompensed for good? 
for they have digged a pit for my soul. 
Remember that I stood béfore thee to 
speak good for them, and to turn away 
thy wrath from them. 

21 Therefore deliver up their children 
to the famine, and pour out their blood 
by the force of the sword; and let their 
wives be bereaved of their children, and 
be widows; and let their men be put to 
death; /et their young men be slain by the 
sword in battle. 

22 Leta cry be heard from their houses, 
when thou shalt bring a troop suddenly 
upon them: for they have digged a pit to 
take me, and hid snares for my feet. 

23 Yet, Lorp, thou knowest all their 
counsel-against me to slay me: forgive 
not their iniquity, neither blot out their 
sin from thy sight, but let them be over- 
thrown before thee; deal thus with them 
in the time of thine anger. 


Chapter 19 


uous saith the Lorp, Go and get a 
potter’s earthen bottle, and take of 
the ancients of the people, and of the an- 
cients of the priests; 

2 And go forth unto the valley of the 
son of Hin’-nom, which is by the entry of 
the east gate, and proclaim there the 
words that I shall tell thee, 

3 And say, Hear ye the word of the 
Lorp, O kings of Ja’-dah, and inhabit- 
ants of Jé-ri’-sa-lém; Thus saith the 


h Lorp of hosts, the God of I§’-rd-él; Be- 


hold, I will bring evil upon this place, the 
which whosoever heareth, his ears shall 
tingle. 

4 Because they have forsaken me, and 
have estranged this place, and have 
burned incense in it unto other gods, 
whom neither they nor their fathers have 
known, nor the kings of Ja’-dah, and 
have filled this place with the blood of 
innocents ; : 

5 They have built also the high places 
of Ba’-al, to burn their sons with fire for 
burnt offerings unto Ba’-al, which I com- 
manded not, nor spake it, neither came 
itinto my mind: 

6 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lorp, that this place shall no 
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more be called T6’-phét, nor The valley 
of the son of Hin’-nom, but The valley of 
slaughter. ’ 

7 And I will make void the counsel of 
Ja’-dah and Jé-rii’-sa-lém in this place; 
and I will cause them to fall by the sword 
before their‘enemies, and by the hands of 
them that seek their lives: and their car- 
cases will I give to be meat for the fowls 
of Be heaven, and for the beasts of the 
earth. 

8 And I will make this city desolate, 
and an hissing; every one that passeth 
thereby shall be astonished and hiss be- 
cause of all the plagues thereof. 

9 And I will cause them to eat the flesh 
of their sons and the flesh of their daugh- 
ters, and they shall eat every one the flesh 
of his friend in the siege and straitness, 
wherewith their enemies, and they that 
seek their lives, shall straiten them. 

10 Then shalt thou break the bottle in 
the sight of the men that go with thee, 

11 And shalt say unto them, Thus saith 
the LorpD of hosts; Even so will I break 
this people and this city, as one breaketh 
a potter’s vessel, that cannot be made 
whole again: and they shall bury them 
in T6’-phét, till there be no place to bury. 

12 Thus will I do unto this place, saith 
the Lorn, and to the inhabitants thereof, 
and even make this city as TO’-phét: 

13 And the houses of Jé-ra’-sa-lém, and 
the houses of the kings of Ji’-dah, shall 
be defiled as the place of T6’-phét, be- 
cause of all the houses upon whose roofs 
they have burned incense unto all the 
host of heaven, and have poured out 
drink offerings unto other gods. 

14 Then came Jér-é-mi’-ah from To’- 
phét, whither the Lorp had sent him to 
prophesy; and he stood in the court of 
the Lorpb’s house; and said to all the 
people, 

15 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Is’-ra-é1; Behold, I will bring up- 
on this city and upon all her towns all the 
evil that I have pronounced against it, 
because they have hardened their necks, 
that they might not hear my words. 


Chapter 20 


OW Pash’-ur the son of im’-mér the 

priest, who was also chief governor 

in the house of the Lorn, heard that Jér- 
é-mi’-ah prophesied these things. 

2 Then Pash’-ur smote Jér-é-mi’-ah the 
prophet, and put him in the stocks that 
were in the high gate of Bén’-ja-min, 
which was by the house of the Lorp. 

3 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that Pash’-ur brought forth Jér-é-mi’-ah 
out of the stocks. Then said Jér-é-mi’-ah 
unto him, The Lorp hath not called thy 
name Pash’-ur, but Ma’-g6r—mis-sa’-bib. 

4 For thus saith the Lorp, Behold, I 
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will make thee a terror to thyself, and to 
all thy friends: and they shall fall by the 
sword of their enemies, and thine eyes 
shall behold it: and I will give all Ja’-dah 
into the hand of the king of Bab’-y-lon, 
and he shall carry them captive into Bab’- 
y-lon, and shall slay them with the sword. 

5 Moreover I will deliver all the strength 
of this city, and all the labours thereof, 
and all the precious things thereof, and 
all the treasures of the kings of Ji’-dah 
will I give into the hand of their enemies, 
which shall spoil them, and take them, 
and carry them to Bab’-y-lon. 

6 And thou, Pash’-ur, and all that dwell 
in thine house shall go into captivity: and 
thou shalt come to Bab’-y-lon, and there 
thou shalt die, and shalt be buried there, 
thou, and all thy friénds, to whom thou 
hast prophesied lies. 

7 7 O Lorpb, thou hast deceived me, 
and I was deceived: thou art stronger 
than I, and hast prevailed: I am in de- 
rision daily, every one mocketh me. 

8 For since I spake, I cried out, I cried 
violence and spoil; because the word of 
the LorpD was made a reproach unto me, 
and a derision, daily. 

-9 Then I said, I will not make mention 
of him, nor speak any more in his name. 
But his word was in mine heart as a burn- 
ing fire shut up in my bones, and I was 
weary with forbearing, and I could not 


stay. 

10 ¢ For I heard the defaming of many, 
fear on every side. Report, say they, 
and we will report it. All my familiars 
watched for my halting, saying, Perad- 
venture he will be enticed, and we shall 
prevail against him, and we shall take 
our revenge on him. 

11 But the Lorn is with me as a mighty 
terrible one: therefore my persecutors 
shall stumble, and they shall not prevail: 
they shall be greatly ashamed; for they 
shall not prosper: their everlasting con- 
fusion shall never be forgotten. 

12 But, O Lorn of hosts, that triest the 
righteous, and seest the reins and the 
heart, let me see thy vengeance on them: 
for unto thee have I opened my cause. 

13 Sing unto the Lorp, praise ye the 
Lorp: for he hath delivered the soul of 
the poor from the hand of evildoers. 

14 ¥ Cursed be the day wherein I was 
born: let not the day wherein my mother 
bare me be blessed. 

AS Cursed be the man who brought 
tidings to my father, saying, A man child 
is born unto thee ; making him very glad. 

16 And let that man be as the cities 
which the Lorp overthrew, and repented 
not: and let him hear the cry in the morn- 
ing, and the shouting. at noontide; 

17 Because he slew me~not from. the 
womb; or that my mother might have 
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been my grave, and her womb fo be al- 
ways great with me. 

18 Wherefore came I forth out of the 
womb to see labour and sorrow, that my 
days should be consumed with shame? 


Chapter 21 


HE word which came unto Jér-é-mi’- 

ah from the Lorp, when king Zéd-é- 
ki’-ah sent unto him Pash’-ur the son of 
Mél-chi’-ah, and Zéph-a-ni’-ah the son 
of Ma-a-séi’-ah the priest, saying, 

2 Enquire, I pray thee, of the Lorn for 
us; for Néb-U-chad-réz’-zar king of Bab’- 
y-lon maketh war against us; if so be that 
the LorpD will deal with us according to 
all his wondrous works, that he may go 
up from us. 

3 ¢ Then said Jér-é-mi’-ah unto them, 

Thus shall ye say to Zéd-é-ki’-ah: 
_4 Thus saith the Lorp God of ig’-ra-é1; 
Behold, I will turn back the weapons of 
war that are in your hands, wherewith ye 
fight against the king of Bab’-y-lon, and 
against the Chal-dé’-ans, which besiege 
you without the walls, and I will assemble 
them into the midst of this city. 

5 And I myself will fight against. you 
with an outstretched hand and with a 
strong arm, even in anger, and in fury, 
and in great wrath. 

6 d I will smite the inhabitants of 
this city, both man and beast: they shall 
die of a great pestilence. 

7 And afterward, saith the Lorn, I will 
deliver Zéd-é-ki’-ah king of Ja’-dah, and 
his servants, and the people, and such as 
are left in this city from the pestilence, 
from the sword, and from the famine, 
into the hand of Néb-t-chad-réz’-zar 
king of Bab’-y-lon, and into the hand of 
their enemies, and into the hand of those 
that seek their life: and he shall smite 
them with the edge of the sword; he shall 
not spare them, neither have pity, nor 
have mercy. 

8 g And unto this people thou shalt 
say, Thus saith the Lorp; Behold, I set 
before you the way of life, and the way 
of death. 

9 He that abideth in this city shall die 
by the sword, and by the famine, and by 
the pestilence: but he that goeth out, and 
falleth to the Chal-dé’-ans that besiege 
you, he shall live, and his life shall be un- 
to him for a prey. 

10 For I have set my face against this 
city for evil, and not for good, saith the 
Lorp: it shall be given into the hand of 
the king of Bab’-¥y-lon, and he shall burn 
it with fire. 

- 11 @ And touching the house of the 
king of Ja’-dah; say, Hear ye the word of 
the Lorn; 

12 O house of Da’-vid, thus saith the 
Lorp; Execute judgment in the morning, 
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and deliver him that is spoiled out of the 
hand of the oppressor, lest my fury go 
out like fire, and burn that none can 
quench it, because of the evil of your 
doings. 

_13 Behold, I am against thee, O inhab- 
itant of the valley, and rock of the plain, 
saith the LorD; which say, Who shall 
come down against us? or who shall en- 
ter into our habitations? 

14 But I will punish you according to 
the fruit of your doings, saith the Lorp: 
and I will kindle a fire in the forest there- 
of, ce shall devour all things round 
about it. 


Chapter 22 


HUS saith the Lorp; Go down to the 
house of the king of Ja’-dah, and 
speak there this word, 

2 And say, Hear the word of the Lorn, 
O king of Ja’-dah, that sittest upon the 
throne of Da’-vid, thou, and thy servants, 
and thy people that enter in by these 
gates: 

3 Thus saith the Lorp; Execute ye 
judgment and righteousness, and deliver 
the spoiled out of the hand of the oppres- 
sor: and do no wrong, do no violence to 
the stranger, the fatherless, nor the wid- 
DMs neither shed innocent blood in this 
place. 

4 For if ye do this thing indeed, then 
shall there enter in by the gates of this 
house kings sitting upon the throne of 
Da’-vid, riding in chariots and on horses, 
he, and his servants, and his people. 

5 But if ye will not hear these words, I 
swear by myself, saith the Lorp, 
that this house shall become a desola- 
tion. 

6 For thus saith the Lorp unto the 
king’s house of Ja’-dah; Thou art Gil’-é- 
ad unto me, and the head of Léb’-a-non: 
yet surely I will make thee a wilderness, 
and cities which are not inhabited. 

7 And I will prepare destroyers against 
thee, every one with his weapons: and 
they shall cut down thy choice cedars, 
and cast them into the fire. . 

d many nations shall pass by this 
city, and they shall say every man to his 
neighbour, Wherefore hath the LORD 
done thus unto this great city? 

9 Then they shall answer, Because they 
have forsaken the covenant of the LorD 
their God, and worshipped other gods, 
and served them. : 

10 ¢ Weep ye not for the dead, neither 
bemoan him: but weep sore for him that 
goeth away: for he shall return no more, 
nor see his native country. ; 

11 For thus saith the Lorp touching 
Shal’-lim the son of J6-si’-ah king of Ja’- 
dah, which reigned instead of J6-si’-4h 
his father, which went forth out of this 
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more: 

12 But he shall die in the place whither 
they have led him captive, and shall see 
this land no more. . E 

13 @ Woe-unto him that buildeth his 
house by unrighteousness, and his cham- 
bers by wrong; that useth his neighbour’s 
service without wages, and giveth him 
not for his work; —. ; . 

14 That saith, I will build me a wide 
house and large chambers, and cutteth 
him out windows; and it is cieled with 
cedar, and painted with vermilion. 

15 Shalt thou reign, because thou 
closest thyself in cedar? did not thy fa- 
ther eat and drink, and do judgment and 
justice, and then it was well with him? 

16 He judged the cause of the poor and 
needy; then it was well with him: was not 
this to know me? saith:the Lorp. 

17 But thine eyes and thine heart are 
not but for thy covetousness, and for to 
shed innocent blood, and for oppression, 
and for violence, to do it. 

18 Therefore thus saith the Lorp con- 
cerning Jé-h6i’-4-kim the son of J6-si’-ah 
king of J&’-dah; They shall not lament 
for him, saying, Ah my brother! or, Ah 
sister! they shall not lament for him, 
saying, Ah lord! or, Ah his glory! 

19 He shall be buried with the burial of 
an ass, drawn and cast forth beyond the 
gates of Jé-ri’-sa-lém. | 

20 ¢ Go up to Léb’-a-non, and cry; 
and lift up thy voice in Ba’-shan, and cry 
from the passages: for all thy lovers are 
destroyed. ? 

21 I spake unto thee in thy prosperity; 
but thou saidst, I will not hear. This hath 
been thy manner from thy youth, that 
thou obeyedst not my voice. 

22 The wind shall eat up all thy pastors, 
and thy ‘lovers shall go into captivity: 
surely then shalt thou be ashamed and 
confounded for all thy wickedness. 

23 O inhabitant of Léb’-a-non, that 
makest thy nest in the cedars, how gra- 
cious shalt thou be when pangs come 
upon thee, the pain as of a woman in 
travail! : 

24 As I live, saith the Lorp, though 
Co-ni’-ah the son of Jé-hoi’-4-kim king 
of Ja’-dah were the signet upon my right 
hand, yet would I pluck thee thence ; 

25. And I will give thee into the hand of 
them that seek thy life, and into the hand 
of them whose face thou fearest, even into 
the hand of Néb-U-chad-réz’-zar king of 
Bab’-y-lon, and into the hand of the 
chal-dé’-ans. 

26 And I will cast thee out, and thy 
mother that bare thee, into another coun- 
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sire to return, thither shall they not re- 


turn. 

28 Is this man Co-ni’-ah a despised 
broken idol? is he a vessel wherein is no 
pleasure? wherefore are they cast out, he 
and his seed, and are cast into a land 
which they: know not? 

29 O earth, earth, earth, hear the word 
of the Lorpb. ; ; 

30 Thus saith the Lorp, Write ye this 
man childless, a man that shall not pros- 
per in his days: for no man of his seed 
shall prosper, sitting upon the throne of 
Da’-vid, and ruling any more in Ja’-dah. 


Chapter 23 


Wee be unto the pastors that destroy 
and scatter the sheep of my pas- 
ture! saith the LorD. 

2 Therefore thus saith the Lorp God of 
ig’-ra-él against the pastors that feed my 
people; Ye have scattered my flock, and 
driven them away, and have not visited 
them: behold, I will visit upon you the 
evil of your doings, saith the LORD. - 

3 And I will gather the remnant of my 
flock out of all countries whither I have 
driven them, and will bring them again 
to their folds; and they shall be fruitful 
and increase. 

4 And I will set up shepherds over them 
which shall feed them: and they shall fear 
no more, nor be dismayed, neither shall 
they be lacking, saith the Lorp. 

5 ¢ Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lorp, that I will raise unto D&a’-vid a 
righteous Branch, and a King shall reign 
and prosper, and shall execute judgment 
and justice in the earth. 

6 In his days Ji’-dah shall be saved, 
and I8’-ra-él shall dwell safely : and this is 
his name whereby he shall be called, THE 
LORD OUR RIGHTEOUSNESS. 

7, Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lorp, that they shall no more 
say, The Lorp liveth, which brought up 
the iret 5 of 18’-ra-é1 out of the land of 
E -gypt; 

8 But, The Lorp liveth, which brought 
up and which led the seed of the house of 
is’-ra-é1 out of the north country, and 
from all countries whither I had driven 
eee and they shall dwell in their own

9 ¥@ Mine heart within me is broken be- 
cause of the prophets; all my bones 
shake; Iam like a en man, and like 
a man whom wine hath overcome, be- 
cause of the Lorp, and because of the 
words of his holiness. 

10 For the land is full of adulterers; for 
because of swearing the land mourneth; 
the pleasant places of the wilderness are

fane ; yea, in my house have I found their 
wickedness, saith the Lorp. 

12 Wherefore their way shall be unto 

. them as slippery ways in the darkness: 
they shall be driven on, and fall therein: 
for I will bring evil upon them, even the 
year of their visitation, saith the Lorp. 

13 And I have seen folly in the prophets 
of Sa-mar’-i-a ; they prophesied in Ba’-al, 
and caused my people {8’-ra-él to err. 

14 I have seen also in the prophets of 
Jé-ri’-sa-lém an horrible thing: they 
commit adultery, and walk in lies: they 
strengthen also the hands of evildoers, 
that none doth return from his wicked- 
ness: they are all of them unto me as 
Sod’-om, and the inhabitants thereof as 
G6d-mor’-rah. 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lorp of 

hosts concerning the prophets; Behold, 
“I will feed them with wormwood, and 
make them drink the water of gall: for 
from the prophets of Jé-rii’-sa-lém is pro- 
faneness gone forth into all the land. 

16 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, Heark- 
en not unto the words of the prophets that 
prophesy unto you: they make you vain: 
they speak a vision of their own heart, 
and not out of the mouth of the Lorp. 

17 They say still unto them that despise 
me, The Lorp hath said, Ye shall have 
peace; and they say unto every one that 
walketh after the imagination of his own 
heart, No evil shall come upon you. 

18 For who hath stood-in the counsel 
of the Lorp, and hath perceived and 
heard his word? who hath marked his 
word, and heard it? 

19 Behold, a whirlwind of the Lorn is 
gone forth in fury, even a grievous whirl- 
wind: it shall fall grievously upon the 
head of the wicked. 

20 The anger of the LorpD shall not re- 
turn, until he have executed, and till he 
have performed the thoughts of his heart: 
in the latter days ye shall consider it per- 
fectly. 

21 I have not sent these prophets, yet 
they ran: I have not spoken to them, yet 
they prophesied. 

22 But if they had stood in my counsel, 
and had caused my people to hear my 
words, then they should have turned 
them from their evil way, and from the 
evil of their doings. 

23. Am1a God at hand, saith the Lorn, 
and not a God afar off? — 

24 Can any hide himself in secret places 
that I shall not see him? saith the Lorp. 
Po not I fill heaven and earth? saith the 


RD. 
25 I have heard what the prophets said, 
that prophesy lies in my name, saying, I 
have dreamed, I have dreamed. 
26 How long shall this be in the heart 
of the prophets that prophesy lies? yea, 
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they are prophets of the deceit of their 


own heart; 

27 Which think to cause my people to 
forget my name by their dreams which 
they tell every man to his neighbour, as 
nee ers have forgotten my name for 

a’-al. 

28 The prophet that hath a dream, let 
him tell a dream; and he that hath my 
word, let him speak my word faithfully. 
What is the chaff to the wheat? saith the 
Lorp. 

29 Is not my word like as a fire? saith 
the Lorp; and like a hammer that break- 
eth the rock in pieces? 

30 Therefore, behold, I am against the 
prophets, saith the Lorp, that steal my 
words every one from his neighbour. 

31 Behold, I am against the prophets, 
saith the Lorp, that use their tongues, 
and say, He saith. , 

32 Behold, I am against them that 
prophesy false dreams, saith the Lorp, 
and do tell them, and cause my people to 
err by their lies, and by their lightness; 
yet I sent them not, nor commanded 
them: therefore they shall not profit this 
people at all, saith the Lorn. 

33 g And when this people, or the 
prophet, or a priest, shall ask thee, saying, 
What is the burden of the LorpD? thou 
shalt then say unto them, What burden? 
I will even forsake you, saith the Lorn. 

34 And as for the prophet, and the 
priest, and the people, that shall say, The 
burden of the Lorp, I will even punish 
that man and his house. 

35 Thus shall ye say every one to his 
neighbour, and every one to his brother, 
What hath the Lorp answered? and, 
What hath the LorpD spoken? 

36 And the burden of the LorD shall ye 
mention no more: for every man’s word 
shall be his burden; for ye have perverted 
the words of the living God, of the Lorp 
of hosts our God. . 

37 Thus shalt thou say to the prophet, 
What hath the Lorp answered thee? and, 
What hath the Lorp spoken? 

38 But since ye say, The burden of the 
Lorp; therefore thus saith the LorD; Be- 
cause ye say this word, The burden of the 
Lorp, and I have sent unto you, saying, 
Ye shall not say, The burden of the 
Lorp; J 

39 Therefore, behold, I, even I, will 
utterly forget you, and I will forsake you, 
and the city that I gave you and your fa- 
thers, and cast you out of my presence: 

40. And I will bring an everlasting re- 
proach upon you, and a perpetual shame, 
which shall not be forgotten. 


Chapter 24 


HE Lorp shewed me, and, behold, 
two baskets of figs were set before the 
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temple of the Lorn, after that Néb-t- 
chad-réz’-zar king of Bab’-y-lon had 
carried away captive Jéc-G-ni’-ah the son 
of Jé-hoi’-4-kim king of J4’-dah, and the 
princes of Ja’-dah, with the carpenters 
and smiths, from Jé-ra’-sa-lém, and had 
brought them to Bab’-y-lon.

4 ¢ Again the word of the LorD came 
unto me, saying, a 

5 Thus saith the Lorn, the God of Is’- 
ra-él; Like these good figs, so will I ac- 
knowledge them that are carried away 
captive of Ja’-dah, whom I have sent out 
of this place into the land of the cChal-dé’- 
ans for their good. 

6 For I will set mine eyes upon them 
for good, and I will bring them again to 
this land: and I will build them, and not 
pull them down; and I will plant them, 
and not pluck them up. 

7 And Iwill give them an heart to know 
me, that I am the LorpD: and they shall be 
my people, and I will be their God: for 
he shall return unto me with their whole 

eart. 

8 @ Andias the evil figs, which cannot 
be eaten, they are so evil; surely thus 
saith the Lorpb, So will I give Zéd-é-ki’- 
ah the king of Ja’-dah, and his princes, 
and the residue of Jé-ri’-sa-lém, that re- 
main in this land, and them that dwell in 
the land of E’-gypt: 

9 And I will deliver them to be removed 
into all the kingdoms of the earth for 
their hurt, to be a reproach and a proverb, 
a taunt and a curse, in all places whither 
I shall drive them. 

10 And I will send the sword, the fam- 
ine, and the pestilence, among them, 
till they be consumed from off the land 
bis I gave unto them and to their fa- 
thers. 


Chapter 25 


HE word that came to Jér-é-mi’-ah 

concerning all the people of Ja’-dah 
in the fourth year of Jé-hoi’-a-kim the 
son of J6-si’-ah king of Ja’-dah, that was 
the first year of Néb-ii-chad-réz’-zar king 
of Bab’-y-lon ; 

2 The which Jér-é-mi’-ah the prophet 
spake unto all the people of Ja’-dah, and 
to all the inhabitants of Jé-ri’-sa-lém, 
saying, 

3 From the thirteenth year of J6-si’-ah 
the son of A’-m6n king of Ja’-dah, even 
unto this day, that is the three and twen- 
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tieth year, the word of the Lorp hath 
come unto me, and I have spoken unto 
you, rising early and speaking; but ye 
have not hearkened. 

4 And the Lorp hath sent unto you all 
his servants the prophets, rising early and 
sending them ; but ye have not hearkened, 
nor inclined your ear to hear. 

5 They said, Turn ye again now every 
one from his evil way, and from the evil 
of your doings, and dwell in the land that 
the Lorp hath given unto you and to 
your fathers for ever and ever: 

6 And go not after other gods to serve 
them, and to worship them, and pro- 
voke me not to anger with the works of 
your hands; and I will do you no hurt. 

7 Yet ye have not hearkened unto me, 
saith the Lorp; that ye might provoke 
me to anger with the works of your hands 
to your own hurt. 

8 ¢ Therefore thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts; Because ye have not heard my 
words, E 

9 Behold, I will send and take all the 
families of the north, saith the Lorp, and 
Néb-i-chad-réz’-zar the king of Bab’-y- 
lon, my servant, and will bring them 
against this land, and against the in- 
habitants thereof, and against all these 
nations round about, and will utterly de- 
stroy them, and make them an astonish- 
ment, and an hissing, and perpetual deso- 
lations. 

10 Moreover I will take from them the 
voice of mirth, and the voice of gladness, 
the voice of the bridegroom, and the 
voice of the bride, the sound of the mill- 
stones, and the light of the candle. 

11 And this whole land shall be a deso- 
lation, and an astonishment; and these 
nations shall serve the king of Bab’-y-lon 
seventy years. 

12 ¢ And it shall come to pass, when 
seventy years are accomplished, that I 
will punish the king of Bab’-y-lon, and 
that nation, saith the Lorp, for their iniq- 
uity, and the land of the chal-dé’-ans, 
and will make it perpetual desolations. 

13 And I will bring upon that land all 
my words which I have pronounced 
against it, even all that is written in this 
book, which Jér-é-mi’-ah hath prophesied 
against all the nations. 

14 For many nations and great kings 
shall serve themselves of them also: and 
I will recompense them according to their 
deeds, and according to the works of 
their own hands. 

,.15 9 For thus saith the Lorp God of 
Is’-ra-€1 unto me; Take the wine cup of 
this fury at my hand, and cause all the 
nations, to whom I send thee, to drink it. 

16 And they shall drink, and be moved, 
and be mad, because of the sword that I 
will send among them. 


The Call to Repentance 


17 Then took I the cup at the Lorp’s 
hand and made all the nations to drink, 
unto whom the Lorp had sent me: 

18 To wit, Jé-ra’-sa-lém, and the cities 
- of Ja’-dah, and the kings thereof, and the 
princes thereof, to make them a desola- 
tion, an astonishment, an hissing, and a 
curse; as it is this day; 

19 Phar’-aGh king of E’-gypt, and his 
servants, and his princes, and all his 
people; 

20 And all the mingled people, and all 
the kings of the land of Uz, and all the 
kings of the land of the Phil’-is-tines, and 
Ash’-ké-lon, and Az’-zah, and £&k’-rén, 
and the remnant of Ash’-ddd, 

21 E’-dom, and M6O’-ab, and the chil- 
dren of Am’-mon, 

22 And all the kings of Ty’-ris, and all 
the kings of Zi’-don, and the kings of the 
_isles which are beyond the sea, 

23 Dé’-dan, and Té’-ma, and Buz, and 
all that are in the utmost corners, 

24 And all the kings of A-ra’-bi-a, and 
all the kings of the mingled people that 
dwell in the desert, 

25 And all the kings of Zim’-ri, and all 
the kings of E’-lam, and all the kings of 
the Médes, 

26 And all the kings of the north, far 
and near, one with another, and all the 
kingdoms of the world, which are upon 
the face of the earth: and the king of 
Shé’-shach shall drink after them. 

27 Therefore thou shalt say unto them, 
Thus saith the LorD of hosts, the God of 
18’-ra-é1; Drink ye, and be drunken, and 
spue, and fall, and rise no more, because 
of the sword which I will send among 


ou. 

798 And it shall be, if they refuse to take 
the cup at thine hand to drink, then shalt 
thou say unto them, Thus saith the Lorp 
of hosts; Ye shall certainly drink. 

29 For, lo, I begin to bring evil on the 
city which is called by my name, and 
should ye be utterly unpunished? Ye shall 
not be unpunished: for I will call for a 
sword upon all the inhabitants of the 
earth, saith the Lorp of hosts. 

30 Therefore prophesy thou against 
them. all these words, and say unto them, 
The Lorp shall roar from on high, and 
utter his voice from his holy habitation; 
he shall mightily roar upon his habita- 
tion; he shall give a shout, as they that 
tread the grapes, against all the inhab- 
itants of the earth. 

31 A noise shall come even to the ends 
of the earth; for the Lorp hath a con- 
troversy with the nations, he will plead 
- with all flesh; he will give them that are 
wicked to the sword, saith the Lorp. 

32 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, Be- 
hold, evil shall go forth from nation to 
nation, and a great whirlwind shall be 
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raised up from the ‘coasts of the earth. 

33 And the slain of the Lorp shall be at 
that day from one end of the earth even 
unto the other end of the earth: they shall 
not be lamented, neither gathered, nor 
buried; they shall be dung upon the 
ground. 

34 ¢ Howl, ye shepherds, and cry; and 
wallow yourselves in the ashes, ye prin- 
cipal of the flock: for the days of your 
slaughter and of your dispersions are ac- 
complished ; and ye shall fall like a pleas- 
ant vessel. 

35 And the shepherds shall have no 
way to-flee, nor the principal of the flock 
to escape. 

36 A voice of the cry of the shepherds, 
and an howling of the’ principal of the 
flock, shall be heard: for the Lorp hath 
spoiled their pasture. 

And the peaceable habitations are 
cut down because of the fierce anger of 


the RD. 

38 He hath forsaken his covert, as the 
lion: for their land is desolate because of 
the fierceness of the oppressor, and be- 
cause of his fierce anger. 


Chapter 26 
IX the beginning of the reign of Jé-hdi’- 
a-kim the son of J6-si’-ah king of Jia’- 
dah came this word from the Lorp, 
saying, - 

2 Thus saith the Lorp; Stand in the 
court of the Lorp’s house, and speak 
unto all the cities of Ja’-dah, which come 
to worship in the Lorp’s house, all the 
words that I command thee to speak un- 
to them; diminish not a word: 

3 If so be they will hearken, and turn 
every man from his evil way, that I may 
repent me of the evil, which I purpose to 
do unto them because of the evil of their 
doings. 

4 And thou shalt say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lorp; If ye will not hearken to 
me, to walk in my law, which I have set 
before you, 

5 To hearken to the words. of my ser- 
vants the prophets, whom I sent unto 
you, both rising up early, and sending 
them, but ye have not hearkened; 

6 Then will I make this house like Shi’- 
15h, and will make this ‘city a curse to all 
the nations of the earth. 

7 So the priests and the prophets and 
all the people heard Jér-é-mi’-ah speak- 
ing these words in the house of the LorD. 

8 ¢ Now it came to pass, when Jér-é- 
mi’-ah had made an end of speaking all 
that the Lorp had commanded him to 
speak unto all the people, that the priests 
and the prophets and all the people took 
him, saying, Thou shalt surely die. 

9 Why _ hast thou prophesied in the 
name of the LorD, saying, This house 
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shall be like Shi’-Ih, and this city shall 
be desolate without an inhabitant? And 
all the people were gathered against Jér- 
é-mi’-ah in the house of the LorbD. 

10. When the princes of Ji’-dah heard 
these things, then they came up from the 
king’s house unto the house of the Lorp, 
and sat down in the entry of the new gate 
of the Lorp’s house. g 

11 Then spake the priests and the 
prophets unto the princes and to all the 
people, saying, This man is worthy to 
die; for he hath prophesied against this 
city, as ye have heard with your ears. 

12 ¢@ Then spake Jér-é-mi’-ah unto all 
the princes and to all the people, saying, 
The Lorp sent me to prophesy against 
this house and against this city all the 
words that ye have heard. 

13 Therefore now amend your ways 
and your doings, and obey the voice of 
the Lorp your God; and the Lorp will 
repent him of the evil that he hath pro- 
nounced against you. ‘ 

14 As for me, behold, I am in your 
hand: do with me as seemeth good and 
meet unto you. rc , 

15 But know ye for certain, that if ye 
put me to death, ye shall surely bring 
innocent blood upon yourselves, and up- 
on this city, and upon the inhabitants 
thereof: for of a truth the Lorp hath sent 
me unto you to speak all these words in 
your ears. l 

16 @ Then said the princes and all the 
people unto the priests and to the proph- 
ets; This man is not worthy to die: for he 
hath spoken to us in the name of the 
Lorp our God. 

17 Then rose up certain of the elders of 
the land, and spake to all the assemi:'y 
of the people, saying, | 

18 Mi’-cah the MoO-ras’-thite prophe- 
sied in the days of Héz-é-ki’-ah king of 
Ja’-dah, and spake to all the people of 
Ja’-dah, saying, Thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts; Zi’-on shall be plowed like a field, 
and Jé-ra’-sa-lém shall become heaps, 
and the mountain of the house as the 
high places of a forest. 

19 Did Héz-é-ki’-ah king of Ja’-dah 
and all Ja’-dah put him at all to death? 
did he not fear the Lorp, and besought 
the Lorpb, and the Lorn repented him of 
the evil which he had pronounced against 
them? Thus might we procure great evil 
against our souls. 

20 And there was also a man that 
prophesied in the name of the Lorn, U- 
ri’-jah the son of Shém-4i’-ah of Kir’- 
jath-jé’-4-rim, who prophesied against 
this city and against this land according 
to all the words of Jér-é-mi’-ah: 

21 And when Jé-hoi’-4-kim the king, 
with all his mighty men, and all the 
princes, heard his words, the king sought 
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to put him to death: but when U-ri’-jah 
heard it, he was afraid, and fled, and 
went into E’-gypt; ; 

22 And Jé-hoi’-a-kim the king sent men 
into E’-gypt, namely, El-na’-than the son 
of Ach’-b6ér, and certain men with him 
into E’-gypt. 16 

23 And they fetched forth U-ri’-jah out 
of £’-gypt, and brought him unto Jé-hoi’- 
a-kim the king; who slew him with the 
sword, and cast his dead body into the 
graves of the common people. | 

24 Nevertheless the hand of A-hi’-kam 
the son of Sha’-phan was with Jér-é-mi’- 
ah, that they should not give him into the 
hand of the people to put him to death.

bs the beginning of the reign of Jé-hdi’- 
a-kim the son of J6-si’-ah king of Ja’- 
dah came this word unto Jér-é-mi’-ah 
from the LorD, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lorp to me; Make 
thee bonds and yokes, and put them up- 
on thy neck, 5 

3 And send them to the king of E’-dom, 
and to the king of M6’-ab, and to the 
king of the Am’-mon-ites, and to the king 
of Ty’-rus, and to the king of Zi’-don, by 
the hand of the messengers which come 
to Jé-ri’-sa-lém unto Zéd-é-ki’-4h king 
of Ja’-dah; ‘ 

4 And command them to say unto their 
masters, Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, 
the God of Is’-ra-é1; Thus shall ye say 
unto your masters; 

5 I have made the earth, the man and 

the beast that are upon the ground, by 
my great power and by my outstretched 
arm, and have given it unto whom it 
seemed meet unto me. 
_6 And now have I given all these lands 
into the hand of Néb-ii-chad-néz’-zar the 
king of Bab’-y-lon, my servant; and the 
beasts of the field have I given him also 
to serve him. 

7 And all nations shall serve him, and 
his son, and his son’s son, until the very 
time of his land come: and then many 
nations and great kings shall serve them- 
selves. of him. 

8 And it shall come to pass, that the 
nation and kingdom which will not serve 
the same Néb-U-chad-néz’-zar the king of 
Bab’-y-lon, and that will not put their 
neck under the yoke of the king of Bab’- 
y-lon, that nation will I punish, saith the 
LorD, with the sword, and with the fam- 
ine, and with the pestilence, until I have 
consumed them by his hand. 

9 Therefore hearken not ye to your 
prophets, nor to your diviners, nor to 
your dreamers, nor to your enchanters, 
nor to your sorcerers;:which speak unto 
you, saying, Ye shall not serve the king 
of Bab’-y-lon: a 
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10 For they prophesy a lie unto you, to 
remove you far from your land; and that 
I peguld drive you out, and ye should 
perish. 

11 But the nations that bring their neck 
under the poke of the king of Bab’-y-lon, 
and serve him, those will I let remain still 
in their own land, saith the Lorp; and 
they shall till it, and dwell therein. 

12 ¢ I spake also to Zéd-é-ki’-4h king 
of Ja’-dah according to all these words, 
saying, Bring your necks under the yoke 
of the king of Bab’-y-lon, and serve him 
and his people, and live. 

13. Why will ye die, thou and thy peo- 
ple, by the sword, by the famine, and by 
the pestilence, as the Lorp hath spoken 
against the nation that will not serve the 
king of Bab’-y-lon? 

14 Therefore hearken not unto the 
words of the prophets that speak unto 
you, saying, Ye shall not serve the king 
of Bab’-y-lon: for they prophesy a lie 
unto you. 

15 For I have not sent them, saith the 
Lor, yet they prophesy a lie in my name; 
that I might drive you out, and that ye 
might perish, ye, and the prophets that 
prophesy unto you. 

16 Also I spake to the priests and to all 
this people, saying, Thus saith the Lorn; 
Hearken not to the words of your proph- 
ets that prophesy unto you, saying, Be- 
hold, the vessels of the Lorp’s house 
shall now shortly be brought again from 
Bab’-y-lon: for they prophesy a lie unto 


you. 

17 Hearken not unto them; serve the 
king of Bab’-y-lon, and live: wherefore 
should this city be laid waste? 

18 But if they be prophets, and if the 
word of the Lorp be with them, let them 
now make intercession to the Lorp of 
hosts, that the vessels which are left in the 
house of the Lorp, and in the house of 
the king of Ja’-dah, and at Jé-rai’-sa-lém, 
go not to Bab’-y-lon. 

19 ¢ For thus saith the Lorp of hosts 
concerning the pillars, and concerning 
the sea, and concerning the bases, and 
concerning the residue of the vessels that 
remain in this city, | : 

20 Which Néb-i-chad-néz’-zar king of 
Bab’-y-lon took not, when he carried 
away captive Jéc-6-ni’-ah the son of Jé- 
hoi’-a-kim king of Ja’-dah from Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém to Bab’-y-lon, and all the nobles 
of Ja’-dah and Jé-rii’-sa-lém; 

21 Yea, thus saith the LorpD of hosts, 
the God of {8’-ra-é1, concerning the ves- 
sels that remain in the house of the Lorn, 
and in the house of the king of Ja’-dah 
and of Jé-ra’-sa-lém; | Bi RE, 

22 They shall be carried to Bab’-y-lon, 
and there shall they be until the day that 
I visit them, saith the Lorp; then will I 
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bring them up, and restore them to this 
place. 


Chapter 28 


ND it came to pass the same year, in 

_ the beginning of the reign of Zéd-é- 
ki’-ah king of Ja’-dah, in the fourth year, 
and in the fifth month, that Han-a-ni’-ah 
the son of A’-zur the prophet, which was 
of Gib’-é-on, spake unto me in the house 
of the Lorp, in the presence of the priests 
and of all the people, saying, 

2 Thus speaketh the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Is’-ra-él, saying, I have broken 
the yoke of the king of Bab’-y-lon. 

3 Within two full years will I bring 
again into this place all the vessels of the 
Lorp’s house, that Néb-i-chad-néz’-zar 
king of Bab’-y-lon took away from this 
place, and carried them to Bab’-y-lon: 

4 And I will bring again to this place 
Jéc-6-ni’-ah the son of Jé-héi’-a-kim king 
of Ja’-dah, with all the captives of Ja’- 
dah, that went into Bab’-y-lon, saith the 
Lorp: for I will break the yoke of the 
king of Bab’-y-lon. 

S ¢ Then the prophet Jér-é-mi’-ah said 
unto the prophet Han-a-ni’-4h in the 
presence of the priests, and in the pres- 
ence of all the people that stood in the 
house of the Lorp, 

.6 Even the prophet Jér-é-mi’-ah said, 
A’-mén: the Lorp do so: the Lorp per- 
form thy words which thou hast prophe- 
sied, to bring again the vessels of the 
Lorp’s house, and all that is carried 
away captive, from Bab’-y-lon into this 


place. 

7 Nevertheless hear thou now this word 
that I speak in thine ears, and in the ears 
of all the people; 

8 The prophets that have been before 
me and before thee of old prophesied 
both against many countries, and against 
great kingdoms, of war, and of evil, and 
of pestilence. 

9 The prophet which prophesieth of 
peace, when the word of the prophet shall 
come to pass, then shall the prophet be 
known, that the Lorp hath truly sent 


him. 

10 @ Then Han-a-ni’-4h the prophet 
took the yoke from off the prophet Jér-é- 
mi’-ah’s neck, and brake it. 

1 Han-a-ni’-ah spake in the pres- 
ence of all the people, saying, Thus saith 
the LorpD; Even so will I break the yoke 
of Néb-t-chad-néz’-zar king of Bab’-y- 
lon from the neck of all nations within 
the space of two full years. And the 
prophet Jér-é-mi’-ah went his way. 

12 ¢ Then the word of the LorD came 
unto Jér-é-mi’-ah the prophet, after that 
Han-a-ni’-ah the prophet had broken the 
yoke from off the neck of the prophet 
Jér-é-mi’-ah, saying, 
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13 Go and tell Han-a-ni’-ah, saying, 
Thus saith the Lorp; Thou hast broken 
the yokes of wood; but thou shalt make 
for them yokes of iron. 

14 For thus saith the Lorn of hosts, the 
God of Ig’-ra-é1; I have put a yoke of iron 
upon the neck of all these nations, that 
they may serve Néb-ti-chad-néz’-zar king 
of Bab’-y-lon; and they shall serve: him: 
and I have given him the-beasts of the 
field also. a2 sat" 

15 ¢ Then said the prophet Jér-é-mi’-ah 
unto Han-a-ni’-ah the prophet, Hear 
now, Han-a-ni’-ah; The Lorp hath not 
sent thee; but thou makest this people to 
trust in a lie. 

16 Therefore thus saith the LorpD; Be- 
hold, I will cast thee from off the face of 
the earth: this year thou shalt die, be- 
cause thou hast taught rebellion against 
the LorpD. q 

17 So Han-a-ni’-ah the prophet died the 
same year in the seventh month. 


Chapter 29 


OW these are the words of the letter 
that Jér-é-mi’-ah the prophet sent 
from Jé-ra’-sa-lém unto the residue of the 
elders which were carried away captives, 
and to the priests, and to the prophets, 
and to all the people whom Néb-t-chad- 
néz’-zér had carried away captive from 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém to Bab’-y-lon; 

2 (After that Jéc-6-ni’-ah the king, and 
the queen, and the eunuchs, the princes 
of Jai’-dah and Jé-rii’-sa-lém, and the 
carpenters, and the smiths, were departed 
from Jé-rd’-sa-lém ;) | 

3 By the hand of El-a’-sah the son of 
Sha’-phan, and Gém-a-ri’-ah the son of 
Hil-ki’-ah, (whom Zéd-é-ki’-ah king of 
Ja’-dah sent unto Bab’-y-lon to Néb-i- 
chad-néz’-zar king of Bab’-y-lon) saying, 

4 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Is’-ra-él, unto all that are carried 
away captives, whom I have caused to be 
carried away from Jé-ri’-sa-lém_ unto 
Bab’-y-lon; 

5 Build ye houses, and dwell in them; 
and plant gardens, and eat the fruit of 
them; 

6 Take ye wives, and beget sons and 
daughters; and take wives for your sons, 
and give your daughters to husbands, 
that they may bear sons and daughters; 


that ye may be increased there, and not 1 


diminished. 

7 And seek the peace of the city whither 
I have caused you to be carried away cap- 
tives, and pray unto the Lorp for it: 
for in the peace thereof shall ye have 
peace. 

8 ¢ For thus saith the Lorp of hosts, 
the God of is’-ra-é1; Let not your proph- 
ets and your diviners, that be in the 
midst of you, deceive you, neither heark- 
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en to your dreams which ye cause to be 
dreamed. 

9 For they prophesy falsely unto you in 
my name: I have not sent them, saith the 
Lorp. 

10 @ For thus saith the Lorp, That 
after seventy years be accomplished at 
Bab’-y-lon I will visit you, and perform 
my good word toward you, in causing 
you to return to this place. f 

11 For I know the thoughts that I think 
toward you, saith the Lorp, thoughts of 
peace, and not of evil, to give you an ex- 
pected end. 

12 Then shall ye call upon me, and ye 
shall go and pray unto me, and I will 
hearken unto you. 

13 And ye shall seek me, and find me, 
race ye shall search for me with all your 

eart. 

14 And I will be found of you, saith the 
Lorp: and I will turn away your cap- 
tivity, and I will gather you from all the 
nations, and from all the places whither 
I have driven you, saith the Lorp; and I 
will bring you again into the place 
whence [ caused you to. be carried away 
captive. 

15 @ Because ye have said, The Lorp 
hath raised us up prophets in Bab’-y-lon; 

16 Know that thus saith the LorpD of the 
king that sitteth upon the throne of Da’- 
vid, and of all the people that dwelleth in 
this city, and of your brethren that are 
not gone forth with you into captivity; 

17 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts; Be- 
hold, I will send upon them the sword, 
the famine, and the pestilence, and will 
make them like vile figs, that cannot be 
eaten, they are so evil. 

18 And I will persecute them with the 
sword, with the famine, and with the 
pestilence, and will deliver them to be 
removed to all the kingdoms of the earth, 
to be a curse, and an astonishment, and 
an hissing, and a reproach, among all the 
nations whither I have driven them: 

19 Because they have not hearkened to 
my words, saith the Lorp, which I sent 
unto them by my servants the prophets, 
rising up early and sending them; but ye 
would not hear, saith the Lorp. 

20 ¥ Hear ye therefore the word of the 
Lorp, all Ah of the captivity, whom I 
have sent from Jé-ri’-sa-lém to Bab’-y- 


on: 

21 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of fs’-ra-81, of A’-hab the son of 
K6-1ai’-4h, and of Zéd-é-ki’-ah the son 
of Ma-a-séi’-ah, which prophesy a lie 
unto you in my name; Behold, I will de- 
liver them into the hand of Néb-ii-chad- 
réz’-zér king of Bab’-¥-lon; and he shall 
fre them before your eyes; 

22 And of them shali be taken up a 
curse by all the captivity of Ja’-dah which

are in Bab’-y-lon, saying, The Lorp make 
thee like Zéd-€-ki’-ah and like A’-hab, 
oer the king of Bab’-y-lon roasted in 


e fire; 

23 Because they have committed vil- 
lany in {s’-ra-él, and have committed 
adultery with their neighbours’ wives, 
and have spoken lying words in myname, 
which I have not commanded them; even 
I know, and am a witness, saith the 
Lorp. 

24 ¢ Thus shalt thou also speak to 
Shém-ai’-ah the Né-hél’-4-mite, saying, 

25 Thus speaketh the Lorp of hosts, 
the God of is’-ra-él, saying, Because thou 
hast sent letters in thy name unto all the 
people that are at Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and to 
Zéph-a-ni’-ah the son of Ma-a-séi’-4h the 
priest, and to all the priests, saying, 

26 The Lorp hath made thee priest in 
‘the stead of Jé-hdi’-a-da the priest, that 
ye should be officers in the house of the 
Lorp, for every man that is mad, and 
maketh himself a prophet, that thou 
shouldest put him in prison, and in the 
stocks. 

27 Now therefore why hast thou not 
reproved Jér-é-mi’-ah of An’-a-thioth, 
which maketh himself a prophet to you? 

8 For therefore he sent unto us in 
Bab’-y-lon, saying, This captivity is long: 
build ye houses, and dwell in them; and 
plant gardens, and eat the fruit of them. 

29 And Zéph-a-ni’-ah the priest read 
this letter in the ears of Jér-é-mi’-ah the 
prophet. 

30 ¢ Then came the word of the Lorp 
unto Jér-é-mi’-ah, saying, ‘ali 

31 Send to all them of the captivity, 
saying, Thus. saith the LorD concerning 
Shém-4i’-ah the Né-hél’-4-mite; Because 
that Shém-ai’-ah hath prophesied unto 
you, and I sent him not, and he caused 
you to trust in a lie: — 

32 Therefore thus saith the Lorp; Be- 
hold, I will punish Shém-ai’/-ah the Né- 
hél’-a-mite, and his seed: he shall not 
have a man to dwell among this acer 
neither shall he behold the good that I 
will do for my people, saith the Lorp;

6 Ask ye now, and see whether a man 
doth travail with child? wherefore do I 
see every man with his hands on his loins, 
as a woman in travail, and all faces are 
turned into paleness? 

7 Alas ! for that day is great, so that 
none is like it: it is even the time of Ja’- 
cobis trouble; but he shall be saved out 
of it. 

8 For it shall come to pass in that day, 
saith the Lorp of hosts, that I will break 
his yoke from off thy neck, and will burst 
thy bonds, and strangers shall no more 
serve themselves of him: 

9 But they shall serve the Lorp their 
God, and Da’-vid their king, whom I will 
raise up unto them. 

10 @ Therefore fear thou not, O my 
servant Ja’-cob, saith the Lorp; neither 
be dismayed, O Is’-ra-él: for, lo, I will 
save thee from afar, and thy seed from 
the land of their captivity; and Ja’-cob 
shall return, and shall be in rest, and be 
quiet, and none shall make him afraid. 

1 For I am with thee, saith the Lorn, 
to save thee: though I make a full end of 
all nations whither I have scattered thee, 
yet will I not make a full end of thee: but 
I will correct thee in measure, and wi 
not leave thee altogether unpunished. 

12 For thus saith the Lorp, Thy bruise 
is incurable, and thy wound is grievous. 

There is none to plead thy cause, 
that thou mayest be bound up: thou hast 
no healing medicines.

they seek thee not; for I have wounded 
thee with the wound of an enemy, with 
the chastisement of a cruel one, for the 
multitude of thine iniquity; because thy 
sins were increased. ' 

15 Why criest thou for thine affliction? 
thy sorrow is incurable for the multitude 
of thine iniquity: because-thy sins were 
increased, I have done these things unto 


thee. 

16 Therefore all they that devour thee 
shall be devoured; and all thine adver- 
saries, every one of them, shall go into 
captivity; and they that spoil thee shall 
be a spoil, and all that prey upon thee 
will I give for a prey. 

17 For I will restore health unto thee, 
and I will heal thee of thy wounds, saith 
the Lorp; because they called thee an 
Outcast, saying, This is Zi’-on, whom no 
man seeketh after. 

18 ¢ Thus saith the Lorp; Behold, I

23 Behold, the whirlwind of the Lorp 
goeth forth with fury, a continuing whirl- 
wind: it shall fall with pain upon the 
head of the wicked. 

24 The fierce anger of the Lorp shall 
not return, until he have done it, and 
until he have performed the intents of his 
heart: in the latter days ye shall consider 
it.

36 If those ordinances depart from be- 
fore me, saith the Lorn, then the seed of 
Is’-rq-él also shall cease from being a na- 
tion before me for ever. 

37 Thus saith the Lorp; If heaven 
above can be measured, and the founda- 
tions of the earth searched out beneath, I 
will also cast off all the seed of {§’-ra-él 
for all that they have done, saith the 
Lorp. 

38 ¢ Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lorp, that the city shall be built to the 
Lorp ffom the tower of Han’-4-néeél un- 
to the gate of the corner. 

39 And the measuring line shall yet go 
forth over against it upon the hill Gar’- 
éb, and shall compass about to Gd’-ath. 

40 And the whole valley of the dead 
bodies, and of the ashes, and all the 
fields unto the brook of Ki’-drén, unto 
the corner of the horse gate toward the 
east, shall be holy unto the Lorn; it shall 
not be plucked up, nor thrown down any 
more for ever.

5 And he shall lead Zéd-é-ki’-ah to 
Bab’-y-lon, and there shall he be until I 
visit him, saith the Lorp: though ye fight

6 ¢ And Jér-é-mi’-ah said, The word of 
the LorD came unto me, saying,

15 For thus saith the Lorn of hosts, the

16 ¢ Now when I had delivered the evi- 
dence of the purchase unto Bar’-uch the 
son of Né-ri’-ah, I prayed unto the 
LorD, saying,

6 Behold, I will bring it health and cure, 
and I will cure them, and will reveal un- 
to them the abundance of peace and 
truth. 

7 And I will cause the captivity of Ja’- 

dah and the captivity of {s’-ra-él to re- 
turn, and will build them, as at the first. 
_8 And I will cleanse them from all their 
iniquity, whereby they have sinned 
against me; and I will pardon all their 
iniquities, whereby they have sinned, and 
whereby they have transgressed against 
me. 
_9 @ And it shall be to me a name of 
joy, a praise and an honour before all the 
nations of the earth, which shall hear all 
the good that I do unto them: and they 
shall fear and tremble for all the good- 
ness and for all the prosperity that J pro- 
cure unto it. 

10 Thus saith the Lorp; Again there 
shall be heard in this place, which ye say 
shall be desolate without man and with- 
out beast, even in the cities of Jé’-dah, 
and in the streets of Jé-ri’-sa-lém, that 
are desolate, without man, and without 
inhabitant, and without beast, 

11 The voice of joy, and the voice of 
gladness, the voice of the bridegroom, 
and the voice of the bride, the voice of 
them that shall say, Praise the Lorp of 
hosts: for the Lorp is good; for his 
mercy endureth for ever: and of them 
that shall bring the sacrifice of praise into 
the house of the Lorpb. Fer I will cause 
to return the captivity of the land, as at 
the first, saith the Lorn. 

12 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts; Again 
in this place, which is dzsolate without 
man and without beast, and in all the 
cities thereof, shall be an habitation of 
shepherds causing their flocks to lie 


own. 

13 In the cities of the mountains, in the 
cities of the vale, and in the cities of the 
south, and in the land of Bén’-ja-min, 
and in the places about Jé-ra’-sa-lém, 
and in the cities of Ja’-dah, shall the 
flocks pass again under the hands of him 
that telleth them, saith the Lorp. 

14 Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lorp, that I will perform that good thing 
which I have promised unto the house of 
1s’-ra-é1 and to the house of Ja’-dah. 

15 ¥ In those days, and at that time, 
will I cause the Branch of righteousness 
to grow up unto Da’-vid; and he shall 
execute judgment and righteousness in 
the land.

18 Neither shall the priests the Lé’- 
vites want a man before me to offer 
burnt offerings, and to kindle meat offer- 
ings, and to do sacrifice continually. 

19 ¢ And the word of the Lorp came 
unto Jér-é-mi’-ah, saying, 

20 Thus saith the Lorp; If ye can 
break my covenant of the day, and my 
covenant of the night, and that there 
should not be day and night in their sea- 
son; 

21 Then may also my covenant be 
broken with Da’-vid my servant, that he 
should not have a son to reign upon his 
throne; and with the Lé’-vites the priests, 
my ministers. 

22 As the host of heaven cannot be 
numbered, neither the sand of the sea 
measured: so will I multiply the seed of 
Da’-vid my servant, and the Lé’-vites 
that minister unto me. 

23 Moreover the word of the Lorp 
came to Jér-é-mi’-ah, saying, é 

24 Considerest thou not what this peo- 
ple have spoken, saying, The two fam- 
ilies which the Lorp hath chosen, he 
hath even cast them off? thus they have 
despised my people, that they should be 
no more a nation before them. 

25 Thus saith the Lorp; If my cove- 
nant be not with day and night, and if I 
have not appointed the ordinances of 
heaven and earth; 

26 Then will I cast away the seed of 
Ja’-cob, and Da’-vid my servant, so that 
I will not take any of his seed to be rulers 
over the seed of A’-bra-ham, I’-saac, and 
Ja’-cob: for I will cause their captivity to 
return, and have mercy on them. 


Chapter 34 


HE word which came unto Jér-é-mi’- 

ah from the Lorp, when Néb-ii-chad- 
néz’-zar king of Bab’-y-lon, and all his 
army, and all the kingdoms of the earth 
of his dominion, and all the people, 
fought against Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and against 
all the cities thereof, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lorn, the God of i§’- 
ra-é1; Go and speak to Zéd-é-ki’-ah king 
of Ja’-dah, and tell him, Thus saith the 
Lorp; Behold, I will give this city into 
the hand of the king of Bab’-y-lon, and 
he shall burn it with fire: 

3 And thou shalt not escape out of his 
hand, but shalt surely be taken, and de- 
livered into his hand; and thine eyes 
shall behold the “7s of the king of Bab’- 
y-lon, and he shall speak with thee mouth 
He mouth, and thou shalt go to Bab’-y- 
on.

5 But thou shalt die in peace: and with 
the burnings of thy fathers, the former 
kings which were before thee, so shall 
they burn odours for thee; and they will 
lament thee, saying, Ah lord! for I have 
pronounced the word, saith the Lorp. 

6 Then Jér-é-mi’-ah the prophet spake 
all these words unto Zéd-é-ki’-ah king of 
Ja’-dah in Jé-ra’-sa-lém, | 

7 When the king of Bab’-y-lon’s army 
fought against Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and against 
all the cities of Ja’-dah that were left, 
against La’-chish, and against A-zé’-kah: 
for these defenced cities remained of the 
cities of Ja’-dah. 

8 ¢ This is the word that came unto 
Jér-é-mi’-ah from the LorD, after that 
the king Zéd-é-ki’-ah had made a cove- 
nant with all the people which were at 
yer rset: to proclaim liberty unto 
them; :

10 Now when all the princes, and all 
the people, which had entered into the 
covenant, heard that every one should 
let his manservant, and every one hi 
maidservant, go free, that none should 
serve themselves of them any more, then 
they obeyed, and let them go. 

11 But afterward they turned, and 
caused the servants and the handmaids, 
whom they had let go free, to return, and 
brought them into subjection for ser- 
vants and for handmaids. 

12 ¢ Therefore the word of the Lorp 
came to Jér-é-mi’-ah from the Lorpb, 


saying t 

13 Thus saith the Lorp, the God of i’- 
ra-é1; I made a covenant with your fa- 
thers in the day that I brought them forth 
out of the land of £’-gypt, out of the 
house of bondmen, saying, 

14 At the end of seven years let ye go 
every man pe brother an Hé’-bréw 
which hath been sold unto thee; and 
when he hath served thee six years, thou 
shalt let him go free from thee: but your 
fathers hearkened not unto me, neither 
inclined their ear. 

15 And ye were now turned, and had 
done right in my sight, in proclaiming 
liberty every man to his neighbour; and 
ye had made a covenant before me in the 
house which is called by my name: 

16 But ye turned and polluted my name, 
and caused every man his servant, and 
every man his handmaid, whom he had 
set at liberty at their pleasure, to return, 
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and brought them into subjection, to be 
unto you for servants and for handmaids. 

17 Therefore thus saith the Lorp; Ye 
have not hearkened unto me, in pro- 
. Claiming liberty, every one to his brother, 
and every man to his neighbour: behold, 
I proclaim a liberty for you, saith the 
Lorp, to the sword, to the pestilence, 
and to the famine; and I will make you 
to be removed into all the kingdoms of 
the earth. ' 

18 And I will give the men that have 
transgressed my covenant, which have 
not performed the words of the covenant 
which they had made before me, when 
they cut the calf in twain, and passed be- 
tween the parts thereof, 

19 The princes of Ja’-dah, and the prin- 
ces of Jé-rii’-sa-lém, the eunuchs, and the 
priests, and all the people of the land, 
which passed between the parts of the 


calf; 

20 I will even give them into the hand 
of their enemies, and into the hand of 
them that seek their life: and their dead 
bodies shall be for meat unto the fowls 
of the heaven, and to the beasts of the 


earth. 

21 And Zéd-é-ki’-ah king of Ja’-dah 
and his princes will I give into the hand 
of their enemies, and into the hand of 
them that seek their life, and into the 
hand of the king of Bab’-y-lon’s army, 
which are gone up from you. y 

22 Behold, I will command, saith the 
Lorp, and cause them to return to this 
city; and they shall fight against it, and 
take it, and burn it with fire: and I will 
make the cities of Ja’-dah a desolation 
without an inhabitant, 
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HE word which came unto Jér-é-mi’- 

ah from the Lorp in the days of Jé- 
h6i’-a-kim the son of J6-si’-ah king of 
Ja’-dah, saying, z > 

2 Go unto the house of the Ré’-chab- 
ites, and speak unto them, and bring 
them into the house of the Lorp, into 
one of the chambers, and give them wine 
to drink. lex 3 

3 Then I took Ja-az-a-ni’-ah the son of 
Jér-é-mi’-ah, the son of Ha-baz-i-ni’-ah, 
and his brethren, and all his sons, and the 
whole house of the Ré’-chab-ites; 

4 And I brought them into the house of 
the Lorb, into the chamber of the sons 
of Ha’-nan, the son if Ig-da-li’-ah, a man 
of God, which was by the chamber of the 
princes, which was above the chamber of 
Ma-a-séi’-ah the son of Shal’-lum, the 
_ keeper of the door: 

5 And I set before the sons of the house 
of the Ré’-chab-ites pots full of wine, and 
cups, and I said unto them, Drink ye 
wine. 
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6 But they said, We will drink no wine: 
for Jén’-a-dab the son of Ré’-chab our 
father commanded us, saying, Ye shall 
drink no wine, neither ye, nor your sons 
for ever: 

7 Neither shall ye build house, nor sow 
seed, nor plant vineyard, nor have any: 
but all your days ye shall dwell in tents; 
that ye may live many days in the land 
where ye be strangers. 

8 Thus have we obeyed the voice of 
Jon’-a-dab the son of Ré’-chab our fa- 
ther in all that he hath charged us, to 
drink no wine all our days, we, our wives, 
our sons, nor our daughters; 

_9 Nor to build houses for us to dwell 
in: neither have we vineyard, nor field, 
nor seed: 

10 But we have dwelt in tents, and have 
obeyed, and done according to all that 
Jon’-a-dab our father commanded us. 

11 But it came to pass, when Néb-i- 
chad-réz’-zar king of Bab’-y-lon came up 
into the land, that we said, Come, and 
let us go to Jé-ra’-sa-lém for fear of the 
army of the Chal-dé’-ans, and for fear of 
the army of the Syr’-i-ans: so we dwell at 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém. ; 

12 @ Then came the word of the Lorp 
unto Jér-é-mi’-ah, saying, 

13 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of i8’-ra-é1; Go and tell the men of 
Ja’-dah and the inhabitants of Jé-rii’-sa- 
lém, Will ye not receive instruction to 
hearken to my words? saith the Lorp. 

14 The words of J6n’-4-dab the son of 
Ré’-chab, that he commanded his sons 
not to dri wine, are performed; for 
unto this day they drink none, but obey 
their father’s commandment: notwith- 
standing I have spoken unto you, rising 
early and speaking ; but ye hearkened not 
unto me. 

15 I have sent also unto you all my ser- 
vants the prophets, rising up early and 
sending them, saying, Return ye now 
every man from his evil way, and amend 
your doings, and go not after other gods 
to serve them, and ye shall dwell in the 
land which I have given to you and to 
your fathers: but ye have not inclined 
your ear, nor hearkened unto me. 

16 Because the sons of Jén’-a4-dab the 
son of Ré’-chab have performed the com- 
mandment of their father, which he com- 
manded them; but this people hath not 
hearkened unto me: 

17 Therefore thus saith the Lorp God 
of hosts, the God of {g’-ra-é1; Behold, I 
will bring upon Ja’-dah and upon all the 
inhabitants of Jé-ri’-sa-lém all the evil 
that I have pronounced against them: 
because I have spoken unto them, but 
they have not heard; and I have called 
unto them, but. they have not answered. 

18 @ And Jér-é-mi’-ah said unto the 
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house of the Ré’-chab-ites, Thus saith 
the Lorp of hosts, the God of Is’-ra-él; 
Because ye have obeyed the command- 
ment of Jén’-4-dab your father, and kept 
all his precepts, and done according unto 
all that he hath commanded you: 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts, the God of I8’-ra-él; Jon’-a-dab the 
son of Ré’-chab shall not want a man to 
stand before me for ever. 


Chapter 36 


ND it came to pass in the fourth year 

of Jé-hoy’-a-kim the son of J6-si’-ah

3 It may be that the house of Ja’-dah 
will hear all the evil which I purpose to 
do unto them; that they may return 
every man from his evil way; that I may 
forgive their iniquity and their sin. 

4 Then Jér-é-mi’-ah called Bar’-tch the 
son of Né-ri’-ah: and Bar’-tch wrote 
from the mouth of Jér-é-mi’-ah all the 
words of the LORD, which he had spoken 
unto him, upon a roll of a book. 

5 And Jér-é-mi’-4h commanded Bar’- 
uch, saying, I am shut up; I cannot go 
into the house of the LorpD: 

6 Therefore go: thou, and read in the 
roll, which thou hast written from my 
mouth, the words of the Lorp in the ears 
of the people in the Lorp’s house upon 
the fasting day: and also thou shalt read 
them in the ears of all Ja’-dah that come 
out of their cities. 

7 It may bethey will present their suppli- 
cation before the Lorpb, and will return 
every one from his evil way: for great 
is the anger and the fury that the Lorp 
hath pronounced against this people. 

8 And Bar’-ich the son of Né-ri’-ah did 
according to all that Jér-é-mi’-ah the 
prophet commanded him, reading in the 
book the words of the Lorp in the 
Lorp’s house. 

9 And it came to pass in the fifth year 
of Jé-hoi’-a-kim the son of J6-si’-4h king 
of Ja’-dah, in the ninth month, that they 
proclaimed a fast before the Lorn to all 
the people in Jé-rii’-sa-lém, and to all the 
people that came from the cities of Ja’- 
dah unto Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

10 Then read Bar’-ich in the book the 
words of Jér-é-mi’-ah in the house of the 
Lorp, in the chamber of Gém-a-ri’-ah 
the son of Sha’-phan the scribe, in the 
higher court, at the entry of the new gate 
of the Lorp’s housé, in the ears of all the 
people. 
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11 @ When Mi’-ch4i’-ah the son of 
Gém-a-ri’-ah, the son of Sha’-phan, had 
heard out of the book all the words of the 
LorRD, ; 

12 Then he went down into the king’s 
house, into the scribe’s chamber: and, lo, 
all the princes sat there, even E-li’-sha-ma 
the scribe; and Dél-ai’-ah the son of 
Shém-ai’-4h, and £El-na’-than the son of 
Ach’-bér, and Gém-a-ri’-ah the son of 
Sha’-phan, and Zéd-é-ki’-ah the son of 
Han-a-ni’-ah, and all the princes. 

13° Then Mi-chai’-ah declared unto 
them all the words that he had heard, 
when Bar’-tch read the book in the ears 
of the people. 

14 Therefore all the princes sent Jé- 
hi’-di the son of Néth-a-ni’-ah, the son 
of Shél-é-mi’-ah, the son of Cti’-shi, unto 
Bar’-tch, saying, Take in thine hand the 
roll wherein thou hast read in the ears of 
the people, and come. So Bar’-uch the 
son of Né-ri’-ah took the roll in his hand, 
and came unto them. 

15 And they said unto him, Sit down 
now, and read it in our ears. So Bar’-uch 
read it in their ears. 

16 Now it came to pass, when they had 
heard all the words, they were afraid both 
one ‘and other, and said unto Bar’-tich, 
We will surely tell the king of all these 
yore d th ked B: ch 

nd they aske ar’-uch, saying, 
Tell us now, How didst. thou write all 
these words at his mouth? 

18 Then Bar’-uch answered them, He 
pronounced all these words unto me with 
his mouth, and I wrote them with ink in 
the book. 

19 Then said the princes unto Bar’-tich, 
Go, hide thee, thou and Jér-é-mi’-ah; 
and let no man know where ye be. 

20 ¢ And they went in to the king into 
the-court, but they laid up the roll in the 
chamber of £-li’-sha-ma the scribe, and 
told all the words in the ears of the king. 

21 So the king sent Jé-hii’-di to fetch 
the roll: and he took it out of £-li’-sha- 
ma the ’scribe’s chamber, And Jé-hii’-di 
read it in the ears of the king, and in the 
ears of all the princes which stood beside 
the king. 

_ 22 Now the king sat in the winterhouse 
in the ninth month: and there was a fire 
on the hearth burning before him. 

3 And it came to pass, that when Jé- 
hi’-di had read three or four leaves, he 
cut it with the penknife, and cast it into 
the fire that was on the hearth, until all 
the roll was consumed in the fire that was 
on the hearth. 

24 Yet they were not afraid, nor rent 
their garments, neither the king, nor any 
of his servants that heard all these words. 

25, Nevertheless £l-na’-than and Dél-

27_¢ Then the word of the Lorp came 
to Jér-é-mi’-ah, after that the king had 
burned the roll, and the words which 
Bar’-uch wrote at the mouth of Jér-é- 
mi’-ah, saying, 

28 Take thee again another roll, and 
write in it all the former words that were 
in the first roll, which Jé-h6i’-a-kim the 
king of Ja’-dah hath burned. 

29 And thou shalt say to Jé-h6i’-4-kim 
king of Ja’-dah; Thus saith the Lorp; 
Thou hast burned this roll, saying, Why 
hast thou written therein, saying, The 
king of Bab’-y-lon shall certainly come 
and destroy this land, and shall cause to 
cease from thence’man and beast? 

30 Therefore thus saith the Lorn of Jé- 
hoi’-a-kim king of J4’-dah; He shall have 
none to sit upon the throne of Da’-vid: 
and his dead body shall be cast out in the 
a to the heat, and in the night to the 

Trost. 

31 And I will punish him and his seed 
and his servants for their iniquity; and I 
will bring upon them, and upon the in- 
habitants of Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and upon the 
men of Ji’-dah, all the evil that I have 
Het tas gala against them; but they 

earkened not. c 

32 g Then took Jér-é-mi’-ah another 
roll, and gave it to Bar’-tch the scribe, 
the son of Né-ri’-ah; who wrote therein 
from the mouth of Jér-é-mi’-ah all the 
words of the. book which Jé-hoi’-a-kim 
king of Ja’-dah had burned in the fire: 
and there were added besides unto them 
many like words. 


Chapter 37 
ND king Zéd-é-ki’-4h the son of J6- 
si’-4h reigned instead of C6-ni’-ah 
the son of Jé-hoi’-4-kim, whom Néb-i- 
chad-réz’-zar king of Bab’-y-lon made 
king in the land of Ja’-dah. 

2 But neither he, nor his servants, nor 
the people of the land, did hearken unto 
the words of the LorD, which he spake 
by the prophet Jér-é-mi’-ah. 

3 And Zéd-é-ki’-ah the king sent Jé- 
hi’-cal the son of Shél-é-mi’-ah and Zéph-

6 §¢ Then came the word of the Lorp

7 Thus saith the Lorp, the God of ig’- 
ra-él; Thus shall ye say to the king of Ji’- 
dah, that sent you unto me to enquire of 
me; Behold, Phar’-ao0h’s army, which is 
come forth to help you, shall return to 
E’-gypt into their own land. 

8 And the chal-dé’-ans_ shall come 
again, and fight against this city, and 
take it, and burn it with fire. 

9 Thus saith the Lorp; Deceive not 
yourselves, saying, The chal-dé’-ans shall 
surely depart from us: for they shall not 
depart. 

10 For though ye had smitten the whole 
army of the cChal-dé’-ans that fight 
against you, and there remained but 
wounded men among them, yet should 
they rise up every man in his tent, and 
burn this city with fire.

12 Then Jér-é-mi’-ah went forth out of 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém to go into the land of Bén’- 
ja-min to separate himself thence in the 
midst of the people. 

13 And when he was in the gate of Bén’- 
ja-min, a captain of the ward was there, 
whose name was I-ri’-jah, the son_of 
Shél-é-mi’-ah, the son of Han-a-ni’-ah; 
and he took Jér-é-mi’-ah the prophet, 
saying, Thou fallest away to the Chal-dé’- 


ans. , 

14 Then said Jér-é-mi’-ah, It is false; I 
fall not away to the chal-dé’-ans. But he 
hearkened not to him: so I-ri’-jah took 
Jér-é-mi’-ah, and brought him to the 
princes. 

15. Wherefore the princes were wroth 
with Jér-é-mi’-ah, and smote him, and 
put him in prison in the house of Jon’-a- 
than the scribe: for they had made that 
the prison. ‘ 

16 @ When Jér-é-mi’-ah was entered 
into the dungeon, and into the cabins, 
and. Jér-é-mi’-ah had remained there 
many days; . 

17 Then Zéd-é-ki’-ah the king sent, and 
took him out: and the king asked hi 
secretly in his house, and said, Is there 
any word from the LorD? And Jér-é-mi’- 
ah said, There is: for, said he, thou shalt 
be delivered into the hand of the king of 
Bab’-y-lon. 4 " 

18 Moreover Jér-é-mi’-ah said unto 
king Zéd-é-ki’-ah, What have I offended 
against thee, or against thy servants, or 
against this people, that ye have put me 
in prison? 
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19 Where are now your prophets which 
prophesied unto you, saying, The king of 
Bab’-y-lon shall not come against you, 
nor against this land? 

20 Therefore hear now, I pray thee, O 
my lord the king: let my supplication, I 
pray thee, be accepted before thee; that 
thou cause me not to return to the house 
of Jon’-4-than the scribe, lest I die there. 

21 Then Zéd-é-ki’-ah the king com- 
manded that they should commit Jér-é- 
mi’-ah into the court of the prison, and 
that they should give him daily a piece of 
bread out of the bakers’ street, until all 
the bread in the city were spent. Thus 
Jér-é-mi’-4h remained in the court of the 
prison.

HEN Shéph-a-ti’-ah the son of Mat’-

7 & Now when E£’-béd—mél’-éch the E- 
thi-d’-pi-an, one of the eunuchs which 
was in the king’s house, heard that they 
had put Jér-é-mi’-ah in the dungeon; the 
king then sitting in the gate of Bén’-ja- 


min; 
8 £’-béd—mél’-éch went forth out of the 
king’s house, and spake to the king, say- 


ing, 

9 My lord the king, these men have 
done evil in all that they have done to 
Jér-é-mi’-ah the prophet, whom they 
have cast into the dungeon; and he is 
like to die for hunger in the place where 
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he is: for there is no more bread in the 
city. 

10 Then the king commanded £’-béd— 
mél’-éch the £-thi-6’-pi-an, saying, Take 
from hence thirty men with thee, and 
take up Jér-é-mi’-4h the prophet out of 
the dungeon, before he die. 

11 So E’-béd—mél’-éch took the men 
with him, and went into the house of the 
king under the treasury, and took thence 
old cast clouts and old rotten rags, and 
let them down by cords into the dungeon 
to Jér-é-mi’-ah. 

12 And £’-béd—mél’-éch the E-thi-3’-pi- 
an said unto Jér-é-mi’-ah, Put now these 
old cast clouts and rotten rags under 
thine armholes under the cords. And 
Jér-é-mi’-ah did so. ; 

13 So they drew up Jér-é-mi’-ah with 
cords, and took him up out of the dun- 
geon: and Jér-é-mi’-ah remained in the 
court of the prison. 

14. ¢ Then Zéd-é-ki’-ah the king sent, 
and took Jér-é-mi’-ah the prophet unto 
him into the third entry that is in the 
house of the Lorp: and the king said un- 
to Jér-é-mi’-ah, I will ask thee a thing; 
hide nothing from me. 

15, Then Jér-é-mi’-ah said unto Zéd-é- 
ki’-ah, If I declare it unto thee, wilt thou 
not surely put me to death? and if I give 
thee counsel, wilt thou not hearken unto 
me?

ut if thou refuse to go forth, this is 
the word that the Lorp hath shewed me: 

22 And, behold, all the women that are 
left in the king of Ja’-dah’s house shail be 
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brought forth to the king of Bab’-}-lon’s 
princes, and those women shall say, Thy 
friends have set thee on, and have pre- 
vailed against thee: thy feet are sunk in 
- the mire, and they are turned away back; 

23 So they shall bring out all thy wives 
and thy children to the chal-dé’-ans: and 
thou shalt not escape out of their hand 
but shalt be taken by the hand of the 
king of Bab’-y-lon: and thou shalt cause 
this city to be burned with fire. 

24 ¢ Then said Zéd-é-ki’-ah unto Jér-é- 
mi’-ah, Let no man know of these words, 
and thou shalt not die. 

25 But if the princes hear that I have 
talked with thee, and they come unto 
thee, and say unto thee, Declare unto us 
now what thou hast said unto the king, 
hide it not from us, and we will not put 
thee to death; also what the king said 
unto thee: 

26 Then thou shalt say unto them, I 
presented my supplication before the 
king, that he would not cause me to re- 
turn to Jon’-a-than’s house, to die there.

3 ish’-ma-él also slew all the Jéws that 
were with him, even with Géd-a-li’-ah, at 
Miz’-pah, and the chal-dé’-ans that were 
found there, and the men of war. 

4 And it came to pass the second day 
after he had slain Géd-a-li’-ah, and no 
man knew it, 

5 That there came certain from Shé’- 
chém, from Shi’-loh, and from Sa-mar’- 
i-a, even fourscore men, having their 
beards shaven, and their clothes rent, 
and having cut themselves, with offerings 
and incense in their hand, to bring them 
to the house of the Lorn. 

6 And Ish’-ma-él the son-of Néth-a-ni’- 
ah went forth from Miz’-pah to meet 
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them, weeping all along as he went: and 
it came to pass, as he met them, he said 
unto them, Come to Géd-a-li’-ah the son 
of A-hi’-kam. 
_ 7 And it was so, when they came into 
the midst of the city, that Ish’-ma-él the 
son of Néth-a-ni’-4h slew them, and cast 
them into the midst of the pit, he, and the 
men that were with him. 

8 But ten men were found among them 
that said unto Ish’-m4-él, Slay us not: for 
we have treasures in the field, of wheat, 
and of barley, and of oil, and of honey. 
So he forbare, and slew them not among 
their brethren. " 

9 Now the pit wherein Ish’-ma-él had 
cast all the dead bodies of the men, whom 
he had slain because of Géd-a-li’-ah, was 
it which A’-sa the king had made for fear 
of Ba-ash’-4 king of i8’-ra-él: and ish’- 
ma-él the son of Néth-a-ni’-ah filled it 
with them that were slain. 

10 Then ish’-ma-él carried away cap- 
tive all the residue of the people that were 
in Miz’-pah, even the king’s daughters, 
and all the people that remained in Miz’- 
pah, whom Néb-t’-zar—ad’-an the cap- 
tain of the guard had committed to Géd- 
a-li’-ah the son of A-hi’-kam: and fsh’- 
m4a-él the son of Néth-a-ni’-ah carried 
them away captive, and departed to go 
over to the Am’-mon-ites. 

11 @ But when Jo-ha’-nan the son of 
Ka-ré’-ah, and all the captains of the 
forces that were with him, heard of all the 
evil that ish’-ma-él the son of Néth-a-ni’- 
ah had done, 

12 Then they took all the men, and 
went to fight with Ish’-ma-él the son of 
Néth-a-ni’-ah, and found him by the 
great waters that are in Gib’-é-on. 

13 Now it came to pass, that, when all 
the people which were with Ish’-ma-él 
saw JO-ha’-nan the son of Ka-ré’-ah, and 
all the captains of the forces that were 
with him, then they were glad. 

14 So all the people that Ish’-ma-él had 
carried away captive from Miz’-pah cast 
about and returned, and went unto Jo- 
ha’-nan the son of Ka-ré’-ah. 3 

15. But ish’-ma-él the son of Néth-a-ni’- 
ah escaped from J6-ha-’nan with eight 
men, and went to the Am’-mon-ites. | 

16 Then took J6-ha’-nan the son of Ka- 
ré’-ah, and all the captains of the forces 
that were with him, all the remnant of 
the people whom he had recovered from 
Iish’-ma-él the son of Néth-a-ni’-ah, from 
Miz’-pah, after that he had slain Géd-a- 
li’-4h the son of A-hi’-kam, even mighty 
men of war, and the women, and the chil- 
_dren, and the eunuchs, whom he had 
brought again from Gib’-é-on: I 

17 And they departed, and dwelt in the 
habitation of Chim’-ham, which is by 
Béth’-1é-hém, to go to enter into E’-gypt, 
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18 Because of the chal-dé’-ans: for they 
were afraid of them, because Ish’-ma-él 
the son of Néth-a-ni’-ah had slain Géd- 
a-li’-ah the son of A-hi’-kam, whom the 
poe of Bab’-y-lon made governor in the 
and. 


Chapter 42 


HPPHEN all the captains of the forces, 
and JO-ha’-nan the son of Ka-ré’-ah, 
and Jéz-a-ni’-ah the son of H6-shdi’-ah, 
and all the people from the least even 
unto the greatest, came near, 

2 And said unto Jér-é-mi’-ah the proph- 
et, Let, we beseech thee, our supplication 
be accepted before thee, and pray for us 
unto the Lorp thy God, even for all this 
remnant; (for we are left but a few of 
many, as thine eyes do behold us:) 

3 That the Lorp thy God may shew us 
the way wherein we may walk, and the 
thing that we may do. 

4 Then Jér-é-mi’-ah the prophet said 
unto them, I have heard you; behold, I 
will pray unto the LorD your God ac- 
cording to your words; and it shall come 
to pass, that whatsoever thing the Lorp 
shall answer you, I will declare it unto 
you; I will keep nothing back from you. 

Then they. said to Jér-é-mi’-ah, The 
Lorp be a true and faithful witness be- 
tween us, if we do not even according to 
all things for the which the Lorp thy 
God shallsend thee to us. 

6 Whether it be good, or whether it be 
evil, we will obey the voice of the Lorp 
our God, to whom we send thee; that it 
may be well with us, when we obey the 
voice of the Lorp our God. 

7 ¢ And it came to pass after ten days, 
that the word of the LORD came unto 
Jér-é-mi’-ah. 

8 Then called he JO-ha’-nan the son of 
Ka-ré’-ah, and all the captains of the 
forces which were with him, and all the 
people from the least even to the greatest, 

9 And said unto them, Thus saith the 
Lorp, the God of Is’-ra-él, unto whom ye 
sent me to present your supplication be- 
fore him; F 

10 If ye will still abide in this land, then 
will I build you, and not pull you down, 
and I will plant you, and not pluck you 
up: for I repent me of the evil that I have 
done unto you. 

11 Be not afraid of the king of Bab’-y- 
lon, of whom ye are afraid; be not afraid 
of him, saith the Lorp: for Iam with you 
to save you, and to deliver you from his 


hand. 

12 And I will shew mercies unto you, 
that he may have mercy upon you, and 
cause you to return to your own land. 

13 @ But if ye say, We will not dwell in 
this land, neither obey the voice of the 
Lorp your God, 
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14 Saying, No; but we will go into the 
land of £’-gypt, where we shall see no 
war, nor hear the sound of the trumpet, 
nor have hunger of bread; and there will 
we dwell: 

15 And now therefore hear the word of 
the Lorp, ye remnant of Ja’-dah; Thus 
saith the Lorp of hosts, the God of I8’- 
ra-él; If ye wholly set your faces to enter 
into E’-gypt, and go to sojourn there; 

16 Then it shall come to pass, that the 
sword, which ye feared, shall overtake 
you there in the land of E’-gypt, and the 
famine, whereof ye were afraid, shall 
follow close after you there in E’-gypt;

17 So shall it be with all the men that 
set their faces to go into E’-gypt to so- 
journ there; they shall die by the sword, 
by the famine, and by the pestilence: and 
none of them shall remain or escape from 
the evil that I will bring upon them. 


18 For thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the hi 


God of ig’-ra-é1; As mine anger and my 
fury hath been poured forth upon the in- 
habitants of Jé-rii’-sa-lém; so shall my 
fury be poured forth upon you, when ye 
shall enter into E’-gypt: and ye shall be 
an execration, and'an astonishment, and 
a curse, and a reproach; and ye shall see 
this place no more. 

19 g@ The Lorp hath said concerning 
you, O ye remnant of Ja’-dah; Go ye not 
into £’-gsypt: know certainly that I have 
admonished you this day. 

20 For ye dissembled in your hearts, 
when ye sent me unto the LorD your 
God, saying, Pray for us unto the Lorp 
our God; and according unto all that the 
Lorp our God shall say, so declare unto 
us, and we will do it. 

21 And now I have this day declared it 
to you; but ye have not obeyed the voice 
of the Lorp your God, nor any thing for 
the which he hath sent me unto you. 

22 Now therefore know certainly that 
ye shall die by the:sword, by the famine, 
and by the pestilence, in the place whither 
ye desire to go and to sojourn. 


Chapter 43 


ND it came to pass, that when Jér-é- 
mi’-ah had made an end of speaking 
unto all the people all the words of the 
Lorp their God, for which the Lorp 
their God had sent him to them, even all 
these words, * 

2 Then spake Az-a-ri’-ah the son of 
H6-shai’-ah, and J6-ha’-nan the son of 
Ka-ré’-ah, and all the proud men, saying 
unto Jér-é-mi’-ah, Thou speakest falsely : 
the Lorp our God hath not sent thee to 
say, Go not into E’-gypt to sojourn there: 

3 But Bar’-tch the son of Né-ri’-ah set- 
teth thee on against us, for to deliver us 
into the hand of the chal-dé’-ans, that 
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they might put us to death, and carry us 
away captives into Bab’-y-lon. | 

4 So Jo-ha’-nan the son of Ka-ré’-ah, 
and all the captains of the forces, and all 
the people, obeyed not the voice of the 
LorD, to dwell in the land of Ja’-dah, 

5 But Jd-ha’-nan the son of Ka-ré’-ah, 
and all the captains of the forces, took 
all the remnant of Ja’-dah, that were re- 
turned from all nations, whither they had 
ogre driven, to dwell in the land of Ji’- 

an; 

6 Even men, and women, and children, 
and the king’s daughters, and every per- 
son that Néb-ii’-za4r—ad’-an the captain 
of the guard had left with Géd-a-li’-ah 
the son of A-hi’-kam the son of Sha’- 
phan; and Jér-é-mi’-ah the prophet, and 
Bar’-uch the son of Né-ri’-ah. 

7:.So they came into the land of E’-gypt: 
for they obeyed not the voice of the 
Lorp: thus came they even to Tah’-pan- 


és. 
8 9 Then came the word of the Lorp 
unto Jér-é-mi’-ah in Tah’-pan-hés, say- 
ing, 

9 Take great stones in thine hand, and 
hide them in the clay in the brickkiln, 
which is at the entry of Phar’-a0h’s house 
in Tah’-pan-hés, in the sight of the men 
of Ja’-dah; 

10 And say unto them, Thus saith the 
Lorp of hosts, the God of Is’-ra-él1; Be- 
hold, I will send and take Néb-t-chad- 
réz’-zar the king of Bab’-y-lon, my ser- 
vant, and will set his throne upon these 
stones that I have hid; and _ he shall 
spread his royal pavilion over them. 

1 And when he cometh, he shall smite 
the land of E’-gypt, and deliver such as 
are for death to death; and such as are 
for captivity to captivity ; and such as are 
for the sword to the sword. 

12 And I will kindle a fire in the houses 
of the gods of E’-gypt; and he shall burn 
them, and carry them. away captives: and 
he shall array himself with the land of 
E’-gypt, as a shepherd putteth on his gar- 
ment; and he shall go forth from thence 
in peace. 

13 He shall break also the images of 
Béth-shé’-mésh, that is in the land of 
E’-gypt; and the houses of the gods of the 
E-gyp’-tians shall he burn with fire. 


Chapter 44 


HE word that came to Jér-é-mi’-ah 
_4 concerning all the Jews which dwell 
in the Jand of E’-gypt, which dwell at 
Mig’-dol, and at Tah’-pan-hés, and at 
Noph, and in the country of Path’-rés, 
saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of is’-ra-é1; Ye have seen all the evil 
that I have brought upon Jé-ri’-sa-lém, 
and upon all the cities of Ja’-dah; and, 
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behold, this day they are a desolation, 
and no man dwelleth therein, 

3 Because of their wickedness which 
they have committed to provoke me to 
_ anger, in that they went to burn incense, 
and to serve other gods, whom they knew 
not, neither they, ye, nor your fathers. 

4 Howbeit I sent unto you all my ser- 
vants the prophets, rising early and send- 
ing them, saying, Oh, do not this abomin- 
able thing that I hate. 

5 But they hearkened not, nor inclined 
their ear to turn from their wickedness, 
to burn no incense unto other gods. 

6 Wherefore my fury and mine anger 
was poured forth, and was kindled in the 
cities of Ja’-dah and in the streets of Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém ; and they are wasted and deso- 
late, as at this day. 

7 Therefore now thus saith the Lorp, 
the God of hosts, the God of is’-ra-él; 
Wherefore commit ye this great evil 
against your souls, to cut off from you 
man and woman, child and suckling, out 
of Ja’-dah, to leave you none to remain; 

8 In that ye provoke me unto wrath 
with the works of your hands, burning 
incense unto other gods in the land of £’- 
gypt, whither ye be gone to dwell, that ye 
might cut yourselves off, and that ye 
might be a curse and a reproach among 
all the nations of the earth? 

9 Have ye forgotten the wickedness of 

our fathers, and the wickedness of the 

ings of Ji’-dah, and the wickedness of 
their wives, and your own wickedness, 
and the wickedness of your wives, which 
they have committed in the land of Ja’- 
dah, and in the streets of Jé-rii’-sa-lém? 

10 They are not humbled even unto this 
day, neither have they feared, nor walked 
in my law, nor in my statutes, that I set 
before you and before your fathers. 

11 ¢ Therefore thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts, the God of is’-ra-é1; Behold, I will 
set my face against you for evil, and to 
cut off all Ja’-dah. 

12 And I will take the remnant of Ja’- 
dah, that have set their faces to go into 
the land of £’-gypt to sojourn there, and 
they shall all be consumed, and fall in the 
land of E’-gypt; they shall even be con- 
sumed by the sword and by the famine: 
they shall die, from the least even unto 


the greatest, by the sword and by the d 


famine: and they shall be an execration, 
and an astonishment, and a curse, and a 
reproach. , 

13 For I will punish them that dwell in 
the land of E£’-gypt, as I have punished 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém, by the sword, by the fa- 
mine, and by the pestilence: 

14 So that none of the remnant of Ja’- 
dah, which are gone into the land of E£’- 
gypt to sojourn there, shall escape or re- 
main, that they should return into the 
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land of Ja’-dah, to the which they have a 
desire to return to dwell there: for none 
shall return but such as shall escape. 

15. ¢ Then all the men which knew that 
their wives had burned incense unto 
other gods, and all the women that stood 
by, a great multitude, even all the people 
that dwelt in the land of £’-gypt, in Path’- 
ros, answered Jér-é-mi’-ah, saying, 

16 As for the word that thou hast spok- 
en unto us in the name of the Lorp, we 
will not hearken unto thee. 

17 But we will certainly do whatsoever 
thing goeth forth out of our own mouth, 
to burn incense unto the queen of heaven, 
and to pour out drink offerings unto her, 
as we have done, we, and our fathers, our 
kings, and our princes, in the cities of 
Ja’-dah, and in the streets of Jé-rii’-sa- 
lém: for then had we plenty of victuals, 
and were well, and saw no evil. 

18 But since we left off to burn incense 
to the queen of heaven, and to pour out 
drink offerings unto her, we have wanted 
all things, and have been consumed by 
the sword and by the famine. 

19 And when we burned incense to the 
queen of heaven, and poured out drink 
offerings unto her,--did we make her 
cakes to worship her, and pour out drink 
offerings unto her, without our men? 

20 & Then Jér-é-mi’-ah said unto all the 
people, to the men, and to the women, 
and to all the people which had given 
him that answer, saying, 

21 The incense that ye burned in the 
cities of Ja’-dah, and in the streets of Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém, ye, and your fathers, your 
kings, and your princes, and the people 
of the land, did not the Lorp remember 
them, and came it not into his mind? 

22 So that the Lorp could no longer 
bear, because of the evil of your doings, 
and because of the abominations which 
ye have committed; therefore is your 
land a desolation, and an astonishment, 
and a curse, without an inhabitant, as at 
this day. 

23 Because ye have burned incense, and 
because ye have sinned against the Lorp, 
and have not obeyed the voice of the 
Lorp, nor walked in his law, nor in his 
statutes, nor in his testimonies ; therefore 
this evil is happened unto you, as at this 


ay. 
24 Moreover Jér-é-mi’-ah said unto all 
the people, and to all the women, Hear 
the word of the Lorn, all Ja’-dah that 
are in the land of E£’-gypt: 

25 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of is’-ra-él, saying; Ye and your 
wives have bothspoken with your mouths, 
and fulfilled with your hand, saying, We 
will surely perform our vows that we 
have vowed, to burn incense to the queen 
of heaven, and to pour out drink offer- 
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ings unto her: ye will surely accomplish 
your vows, and surely perform your vows. 

26 Therefore hear ye the word of the 
Lorp, all Ja’-dah that dwell in the land 
of E’-sypt; Behold, I have sworn by my 
great name, saith the Lorp, that my 
name shall-no more be named in the 
mouth of any man of Ja’-dah in all the 
land of £’-gypt, saying, The Lord Gop 


liveth. 

27 Behold, I will watch over them for 
evil, and not for good: and all the men 
of Ja’-dah that are in the land of E’-gypt 
shall be consumed by the sword and by 
the famine, until there be an end of them. 

28 Yet a small number that escape the 
sword shall return out of the land of E’- 
gypt into the land of Ja’-dah, and all the 
remnant of Ja’-dah, that are gone into 
the land of E’-gypt to sojourn there, shall 
know whose words shall stand, mine, 
or their’s. j 

29 ¢ And this shall be a sign unto you, 
saith the LorD, that I will punish you in 
this place, that ye may know that my 
pie shall surely stand against you for 
evil: 

30 Thus saith the Lorp; Behold, I will 
give Phar’-aoh—hoph’-ra king of E’-gypt 
into the hand of his enemies, and into the 
hand of them that seek his life; as I gave 
Zéd-é-ki’-ah_ king of Ja’-dah into the 
hand of Néb-i-chad-réz’-zér king of 
Bab’-y-lon, his enemy, and that sought 


his life. 
Chapter 45 


HE word that Jér-é-mi’-ah the proph- 
et spake unto Bar’-tch the son of Né- 
ri’-ah, when he had written these words 
in a book at the mouth of Jér-é-mi’-ah, in 
the fourth year of Jé-hoi’-4-kim the son 
of J6-si’-ah king of Ji’-dah, saying, , 
2 Thus saith the Lorn, the God of is’- 
ra-él, unto thee, O Bar’-tch;

4 Harness the horses; and get up, ye 
horsemen,:and stand forth with your hel- 
mets; furbish the spears, and put on the 
brigandines. : 

5 Wherefore have I seen them dis- 
mayed and turned away back? and their 
mighty ones are beaten down, and are 
fled apace, and look not back: for fear 
was round about, saith the Lorp. 

6 Let not the swift flee away, nor the 
mighty man escape; they shall stumble, 
and fall toward the north by the river 
Eu-phra’-tés. 

7 Who is this that cometh up as a flood, 
whose waters are moved as the rivers? 

8 E’-gypt riseth up like a flood, and his 
waters are moved like the rivers; and he 
saith, I will go up, and will cover the 
earth; I will destroy the city and the in- 
habitants thereof. 

Come up, ye horses; and rage, ye 
chariots; and let the mighty men come 
forth; the E-thi-d’-pi-ans and the Lib’-y- 
ans, that handle the shield ; and the Lyd’- 
i-ans, that handle and bend the bow. 

10 For this isthe day of the Lord Gop 
of hosts, a day of vengeance, that he may 
avenge him of his adversaries: and the 
sword shall devour, and it shall be satiate 
and made drunk with their blood: for the 
Lord Gop of hosts hath a sacrifice in the 
north country by the river Eu-phra’-tés. 

11 Go up into Gil’-é-4d, and take balm, 
O virgin, the daughter of £’-éypt: in vain 
shalt thou use many medicines; for thou 
shalt not be cured.

14 Declare ye in E’-gypt, and publish in 
Mig’-d6l, and publish in Noph and in 
Tah’-pan-hés: say ye, Stand fast, and 
prepare thee; for the sword shall devour 
round about thee. 

5 Why are thy valiant men swept 
away? they stood not, because the Lorp 
did drive them. 

16 He made many to fall, yea, one fell 
upon another: and they said, Arise, and 
let us go again to our own people, and to 
the land of our nativity, from the oppres- 
sing sword. 

17 They did cry there, Phar’-aoh king 
of £’-gypt is but a noise; he hath passed 
the time appointed. 
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18 As I live, saith the King, whose name 
is the LorD of hosts, Surely as Ta’-bor is 
among the mountains, and as Cdr’-mél 
by the sea, so shall he come. 

19 Othou daughter dwelling in £’-gypt, 
furnish thyself to go into captivity: for 
Noph shall be waste and desolate with- 
out an inhabitant. 

. 20 E’-gypt is like a very fair heifer, but 
’ destruction cometh; it cometh out of the 
north. 

21 Also her hired men are in the midst 
of her like fatted bullocks; for they also 
are turned back, and are fled away to- 
gether: they did not stand, because the 
day of their calamity was come upon 
them, and the time of their visitation. 

22 The voice thereof shall go like a ser- 
pent; for they shall march with an army, 
and come against her with axes, as hewers 
of wood. 
~23 They shall cut down her forest, saith 
the Lorp, though it cannot be searched; 
because they are more than the grass- 
hoppers, and are innumerable. 

24 The daughter of £’-gypt shall be con- 
founded; she shall be delivered into the 
hand of the people of the north. , 

25 The Lorp of hosts, the God of Is’-ra- 
él, saith; Behold, I will punish the mul- 
titude of NO, and Phar’-aoh, and E’-gypt, 
with their gods, and their kings; even 
Phar’-aoh, and ai// them that trust in him: 
_. 26 And I will deliver them into the hand 

of those that seek their lives, and into the 
hand of Néb-t-chad-réz’-zar king of 
Bab’-y-lon, and into the hand of his ser- 
vants: and afterward it shall be inhabited, 
’ as in the days of old, saith the Lorp. 

27 ¢ But fear not thou, O my servant 
Ja’-cob, and be not dismayed, O Is’-ra- 
él: for, behold, I will save thee from afar 
off, and thy seed from the land of their 
captivity; and Ja’-cob shall return, and 
be in rest and at ease, and none shall 
make him afraid.

8 And the spoiler shall come upon every 
city, and no city shall escape: the valley 
also shall perish, and the plain shall be 
destroyed, as the LorpD hath spoken. 

9 Give wings unto MO’-ab, that it may 
flee and get away: for the cities thereof 
shall be desolate, without any to dwell 
therein.

10 The Lorp hath brought forth our 
righteousness: come, and let us declare 
in Zi’-on the work of the LorD our God. 
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11 Make bright the arrows; gather the 
shields: the Lorp hath raised up the 
spirit of the kings of the Médes: for his 
device is against Bab’-y-lon, to destroy 
it; because it is the vengeance of the 
Lorp, the vengeance of his temple. 

12 Set up the standard upon the walls 
of Bab’-y-lon, make the watch strong, 
set up the watchmen, prepare the am- 
bushes: for the Lorp hath both devised 
and done that which he spake against the 
inhabitants of Bab’-y-lon: 

13 O thou that dwellest upon many 
waters, abundant in treasures, thine end 
is come, and the measure of thy covetous- 
ness. 

14:The Lorp of hosts hath sworn by 
himself, saying, Surely I will fill thee with 
men, as with caterpillers; and they shall 
lift up a shout against thee. 

15 He hath made the earth by his pow- 
er, he hath established the world by ‘his 
wisdom, and hathstretched out the heaven 
by his understanding. 

16 When he uttereth his voice, there is 
a multitude of waters in the heavens; and 
he causeth the vapours to ascend from 
the ends of the earth: he maketh light- 
nings with rain, and: bringeth forth the 
wind out of his treasures. 

17 Every man is brutish by his knowl- 
edge; every founder is confounded by 
the graven image: for his molten image 
is falsehood, and there is no breath in 
them. 

_18 They are vanity, the work of errors: 
in the time of their visitation they shall 
perish. 

19 The portion of Ja’-cob is not like 
them; for he is the former of all things: 
and J3’-ra-él is the rod of his inheritance: 
the Lorn of hosts is his name: 

20 Thou art my battle axe and weapons 
of war: for with thee will I break in 
pieces the nations, and with thee will I 
destroy kingdoms; 

1 And with thee will I break in pieces 
the horse and his rider; and with thee 
ui I break in pieces the chariot and his 
rider; 

22 With thee also will I break in Pieces 
man and woman; and with thee will I 
break in pieces old and young; and with 
thee will I break in pieces the young man 
Bue ee nes . 

will also break in pieces with thee 
the shepherd and his flock ; and with thee 
will I break in pieces the husbandman 
and his yoke of oxen; and with thee will I 
reak in pieces captains and rulers. 
24 And I will render unto Bab’-¥-lon 
and to all the inhabitants of Chal-dé’-a all 
their evil that they have done in Zi’-on 
in your sight, saith the Lorn. 

25 Behold, I am against thee, O de- 
stroying mountain, saith the Lorp, which 
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destroyest all the earth: and I will stretch 
out mine hand upon thee, and roll thee 
down from the rocks, and will make thee 
a burnt mountain. 
_- 26 And they shall not take of thee a 
stone for a corner, nor a stone for foun- 
dations; but thou shalt be desolate for 
ever, saith the Lorn. 

Set ye up a standard in the land, 
blow the trumpet among the nations, 
prepare the nations against her, call to- 
gether against her the kingdoms of Ar’-a- 
tat, Min’-ni, and Ash-ché’-naz; appoint 
a captain against her; cause the horses to 
come up as the rough caterpillers. 

28 Prepare against her the nations with 
the kings of the Méde$s, the captains 
thereof, and all the rulers thereof, and all 
the land of his dominion. 

9 And the land shall tremble and sor- 
row: for every purpose of the LorD shall 
be performed against Bab’-y-lon, to 
make the land of Bab’-¥-lon a desolation 
without an inhabitant. : 

30 The mighty men of Bab’-¥-lon have 
forborn to fight, they have remained in 
their holds: their might hath failed; they 
became as women: they have burned her 
dwellingplaces; her bars are broken. 

31 One post shall run to meet another, 
and one messenger to meet another, to 
shew the king of Bab’-y-lon that his city 
is taken at one end, 

32 And that the passages are stopped, 
and the reeds they have burned with fire, 
and the men of war are affrighted. 

33 For thus saith the Lorn of hosts, the 
God of Is’-ra-é1; The daughter of Bab’-y- 
lon is like a threshingfloor, it is time to 
thresh her: yet a little while, and the time 
of her harvest shall come. r 

34 Néb-ii-chad-réz’-zar the king of 
Bab’-y-lon hath devoured me, he hath 
crushed me, he hath made me an empty 
vessel, he hath swallowed me up like a 
dragon, he hath filled his belly with my 
delicates, he hath cast me out. 

35 The violence done to me and to my 
flesh be upon Bab’-y-lon, shall the in- 
habitant of Zi’-on say; and my blood 
upon the inhabitants of chal-dé’-a, shall 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém say. : 

36 Therefore thus saith the LorD; Be- 
hold, I will plead thy cause, and take 
vengeance for thee; and I will dry up her 
sea, and make her springs dry. 

37. And Bab’-y-lon shall become heaps, 
a dwellingplace for dragons, an astonish- 
ment, and an hissing, without an in- 
habitant. ie fal 

38 They shall roar together like lions: 
_they shall yell as lions’ whelps. . 

39 In their heat I will make their feasts, 
and I will make them drunken, that they 
may rejoice, and sleep a perpetual sleep, 
ad. not wak , saith the LorpD. 
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40 I will bring them down like lambs to 
the slaughter, like rams with he goats. 
_41 How is Shé’-shach taken! and how 
is the praise of the whole earth surprised! 
how is Bab’-y-lon become an astonish- 
ment among the nations! 

42 The sea is come up upon Bab’-y-lon: 
she is covered with the multitude of the 
waves thereof. 

43 Her cities are a desolation, a dry 
land, and a wilderness, a land wherein no 
man dwelleth, neither doth any son of 
man pass thereby. 

44 d I will punish Bél in Bab’-y-lon, 
and I will bring forth out of his mouth 
that which he hath swallowed up: and 
the nations shall not flow together any 
more unto him: yea, the wall of Bab’-y- 
lon shall fall. 

45 My people, go ye out of the midst of 
her, and deliver ye every man his soul 
from the fierce anger of the Lorp. 

46 And lest your heart faint, and ye fear 
for the rumour that shall be heard in the 
land ; a rumour shall both come one year, 
and after that in another year shall come 
a rumour, and violence in the land, ruler 
against ruler. 

47 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
that I will do judgment upon the graven 
images of Bab’-y-lon: and her whole land 
shall be confounded, and all her slain 
shall fall in the midst of her. 

48 Then the heaven and the earth; and 
all that is therein, shall sing for Bab’-y- 
lon: for the spoilers shall come unto her 
from the north, saith the Lorp. 

49 As Bab’-y-lon hath caused the slain 
of Is’-ra-él to fall, so at Bab’-y-lon shall 
fall the slain of all the earth. 

50 Ye that have escaped the sword, go 
away, stand not still: remember the 
Lorp afar off, and let Jé-ra’-sa-lém come 
into your mind. 

51 We are confounded, because we 
have heard reproach: shame hath cov- 
ered our faces: for strangers are come 
into the sanctuaries of the LorD’s house. 

52 Wherefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lorn, that I willkdo judgment 
upon her graven images: and through all 
her land the wounded shall groan. 

53 Though Bab’-y-lon should mount 
up to heaven, and though she should 
fortify the height of her strength, yet 
from me shall spoilers come unto her, 
saith the Lorp. F 

54 A sound of a cry cometh from Bab’- 
y-lon, and great destruction from the 
and of the Chal-dé’-ans: ; . 

55 Because the Lorp hath spoiled Bab’- 
y-lon, and destroyed out of her the great 
voice; when her waves do roar like great 
waters, a noise of their voice is uttered: 

56 Because the spoiler is come upon 
her, even upon Bab’-y-lon, and her 
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mighty men are taken, every one of their 
pos ‘5 broken: for the LorD God of 
recompences shall surely requite. — 

57 And I will make drunk her princes, 
and her wise men, her captains, and her 
rulers, and her mighty men: and ‘they 
shall sleep a perpetual sleep, and not 
wake; saith the King, whose name is the 
Lorp of hosts. 

58 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts; The 
broad walls of Bab’-y-lon shall be utterly 
broken, and her high gates shall be burn- 
ed with fire; and the people shall labour 
in vain, and the folk in the fire, and they 
shall be weary. ; “ é 

59 ¢ The word which Jér-é-mi’-ah the 
prophet commanded Sé-rai’-ah the son 
of Né-ri’-ah, the son of Ma-a-séi’-ah, 
when he went with Zéd-é-ki’-ah the king 
of Ja’-dah into Bab’-y-lon in the fourth 
year of his reign. And this Sé-rai’-ah was 
a quiet prince. 

60 So Jér-é-mi’-ah wrote in a book all 
the evil that should come upon Bab’-y- 
lon, even all these words that are written 
against Bab’-y-lon. ; he 

And Jér-é-mi’-ah said to Sé-rai-’ah, 
When thou comest to Bab’-y-lon, and 
shalt see, and shalt read all these words; 

62 Then shalt thou say, O Lorn, thou 
hast spoken against this place, to cut it 
off, that none shall remain in it, neither 
man nor beast, but that it shall be deso- 
late for ever. 

63. And it shall be, when thou hast made 
an end of reading this book, that thou 
shalt bind a stone to it, and cast it into 
the midst of Eu-phra’-tés: : 

64 And thou shalt say, Thus shall Bab’- 
y-lon sink, and shall not rise from the evil 
that I will bring upon her: and they shall 
be weary. Thus far are the words of Jér- 
é-mi’-ah. 

Chapter 52 
ED-E-KI’-AH was one and twenty 
years old when he began to reign, 


and he reigned eleven years in Jé-rii’-sa- 
lém. And his mother’s name was H&4- 


mii’-tal the daughter of Jér-é-mi’-ah of k 


Lib’-nah. 

2 And he did that which was evil in the 
eyes of the Lorpb, according to all that 
Jé-hdi’-a-kim had done. 

3 For through the anger of the Lorn it 
came to pass in Jé-rii’-sa-lém and Jii’- 
dah, till he had cast them out from his 
presence, that Zéd-é-ki’-Ah rebelled 
against the king of Bab’-y-lon. 

4 ¢ And it came to pass in the ninth 


year of his reign, in the tenth month, in | 


the tenth day of the month, that Néb-i- 
chad-réz’-zar king of Bab’-y-lon came, he 
and all his army, against Jé-ri’-sa-lém, 
and pitched against it, and built forts 
against it round about. 
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5 So the city was besieged unto the 
eleventh year of king Zéd-é€-ki’-ah. _ 

6 d in the fourth month, in the ninth 
day of the month, the famine was sore in 
the city, so that there was no bread for 
the people of the land. 

7 Then the city was broken up, and all 
the men of war fled, and went forth out 
of the city by night by the way of the gate 
between the two.walls, which was by the 
king’s garden; (now the chal-dé’-ans 
were by the city round about:) and they 
went by the way of the plain. | é 

8 ¢ But the army of the chal-dé’-ans 
pursued after the king, and overtook 
Zéd-é-ki’-ah in the plains of Jér’-i-cho; 
and all his army was scattered from him. 

9 Then they took the king, and carried 
him up unto the king of Bab’-¥-lon to 
Rib’-lah in the land of Ha’-math; where 
he gave judgment upon him. 

10 And the king of Bab’-y-lon slew the 
sons of Zéd-é-ki’-ah before his eyes: he 
slew also all the princes of Ja’-dah in 
Rib’-lah. : 

11 Then he put out the eyes of Zéd-é- 
ki’-ah; and the king of Bab’-y-lon bound 
him in chains, and carried him to Bab’-y- 
lon, and put him in prison till the day of 
his death. 

12 ¢ Now in the fifth month, in the 
tenth day of the month, which was the 
nineteenth year of Néb-U-chad-réz’-zar 
king of Bab’-y-lon, came Néb-ii’-zar—ad’- 
an, captain of the guard, which served the 
king of Bab’-y-lon, into Jé-rai’-sa4-lém, 

13 And burned the house of the Lorp, 
and the king’s house; and all the houses 
of Jé-ra’-sa-lém, and all the houses of the 
great men, burned he with fire: 

14 And all the army of the chal-dé’-ans, 
that were with the captain of the guard, 
brake down all the walls of Jé-rii’-sa-lém 
round about. 

15 Then Néb-0’-zar—ad’-an the captain 
of the guard carried away captive certain 
of the poor of the people, and the residue 
of the people that remained in the city, 
and those that fell away, that fell to the 
ing of Bab’-y-lon, and the rest of the 
multitude. 

16 But Néb-i’-zér-ad’-An the captain 
of the guard left certain of the poor of the 
land for vinedressers and for husband- 
men. 

_17 Also the pillars of brass that were 
in the house of the Lorp, and the bases, 
and the brasen sea that was in the house 
of the Lorn, the chal-dé’-ans brake, and 
carried all the brass of them to Bab’-y- 


on. 

18 The caldrons also, and the shovels, 
and the snuffers, and the bowls, and the 
spoons, and all the vessels of brass where- 
with they ministered, took they away. 

19 And the basons, and the firepans, 


\ 
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~ and the bowls, and the caldrons, and the 


candlesticks, and the spoons, and the 1 


cups; that which was of gold in gold, and 
that which was of silver in silver, took the 


_ captain of the guard away. 


_ 20 The two pillars, one sea, and twelve 
brasen bulls that were under the bases, 
which king S6l’-o-mon had made in the 


~ house of the Lorp: the brass of all these 


vessels was without weight. 

21 And concerning the pillars, the height 
of one pillar was eighteen cubits; and a 
fillet of twelve cubits did compass it; and 
the thickness thereof was four fingers: it 
was hollow. 

22 Anda chapiter of brass was upon it; 
and the height of one chapiter was five 
cubits, with network and pomegranates 
upon the chapiters round about, all of 
brass. The second pillar also and the 
pomegranates were like unto these. 

23 And there were ninety and six pome- 
granates on a side; and all the pome- 
granates upon the network were an hun- 
dred round about. 

24 ¢ And the captain of the guard took 
Sé-rai’-ah the chief priest, and Zéph-a- 
ni’-ah the second priest, and the three 
keepers of the door: ; 

» 25 He took also out of the city an 
eunuch, which had the charge of the men 
of war; and seven men of them that were 
near the king’s person, which were found 
_ in the city ; and the principal scribe of the 
host, who mustered the people of the 
. land; and threescore men of the people 
of the land, that-were found in the midst 
_of the city. ‘ 
- 26 So Néb-i’-zdr—ad’-an the captain 
of the guard took them, and brought 
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ie to the king of Bab’-y-lon to Rib’- 


ah. 
27 And the king of Bab’-y-lon smote 
them, and put them to death in Rib’-l4h 
in the land of Ha’-math. Thus Ji’-dah 
eee carried away captive out of his own 
and. 

28 This is the people whom Néb-i- 
chad-réz’-zar carried away captive: in the 
seventh year three thousand Jéws and 
three and twenty: 

29 In the eighteenth year of Néb-t- 
chad-réz’-zar he carried away captive 
from Jé-rai’-sa-lém eight hundred thirty 
and two persons: 

30 In the three and twentieth year of 
Néb-ii-chad-réz’-zar Néb-i’-zar—ad’-an 
the captain of the guard carried away 
captive of the Jews seven hundred forty 
and five persons: all the persons were 
four thousand and six hundred. 

31 ¢ And it came to pass in the seven 
and thirtieth year of the captivity of Jé- 
h6i’-a-chin king of Ja’-dah, in the twelfth 
month, in the five and twentieth day of 
the month, that E’-vil-mér’-d-dach king 
of Bab’-y-lon in the first year of his reign 
lifted up the head of Jé-h6i’-a-chin king 
of Ja’-dah, and brought him forth out of 
prison, 

32 And spake kindly unto him, and set 
his throne above the throne of the kings 
that were with him in Bab’-y-lon, 

33 And changed his prison garments: 
and he did continually eat bread before 
him all the days of his life. 

34 And for his diet, there was a con- 
tinual diet given him of the king of Bab’- 
y-lon, every day a portion until the day 
of his death, all the days of his life.

Chapter 1 


Ho doth the city sit solitary, that was 

full of people! how is she become as 
a widow! she that was great among the 
nations, and princess among the prov- 
inces, how is she become tributary! 

2 She weepeth sore in the night, and 
her tears are on her cheeks: among all 
her lovers she hath none to comfort 
her; all her friends have dealt treacher- 
ously with her, they are become her 
enemies. y's 

3 Ja’-dah is gone into captivity because 
of affliction, and because of great servi- 
tude: she dwelleth among the heathen, 
she findeth no rest: all her persecutors 
overtook her between the straits. 

4 The ways of Zi’-on do mourn, be- 


cause none come to the solemn feasts: 
all her gates are desolate: her priests sigh, 
her virgins are afflicted, and she is in 
bitterness. 

5 Her adversaries are the chief, her 
enemies prosper; for the Lorp hath af- 
flicted her for the multitude of her trans- 
gressions: her children are gone into 
captivity before the enemy. 

6 And from the daughter of Zi’-on all 
her beauty is departed: her princes are 
become like harts that find no pasture, 
and they are gone without strength be- 
fore the pursuer. 

7 Jé-rii’-sa-lém remembered in the days 
of her affliction and of her miseries all 
her pleasant things that she had in the 
days of old, when her people fell into the 
hand of the enemy, and none did help 
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her: the adversaries saw her, and did 
mock at her sabbaths. _ ; 

8 Jé-rii’-sa-lém hath grievously sinned; 
therefore she is removed: all that hon- 
oured her despise her, because they have 
seen her nakedness: yea, she sigheth, and 
turneth backward. ’ 

9 Her filthiness is in her skirts; she re- 
membereth not her last end; therefore 
she came down wonderfully: she had no 
comforter. O Lor, behold my affliction: 
for the enemy hath magnified himself, _ 

10 The adversary hath spread out his 
hand upon all her pleasant things: for she 
hath seen that the heathen entered into 
her sanctuary, whom thou didst com- 
mand that they should not enter into thy 
congregation. : 

11 All her people sigh, they seek bread; 
they have given their pleasant things for 
meat to relieve the soul: see, O Lorn, 
and consider; for I am become vile. 

2 @ Is it nothing to you, all ye that 
pass by? behold, and see if there be any 
sorrow like unto my sorrow, which is 
done unto me, wherewith the Lorpb hath 
afflicted me in the day of his fierce anger. 

13 From above hath he sent fire into 
my bones, and it prevaileth against them: 
he hath spread a net for my feet, he hath 
turned me back: he hath made me deso- 
late and faint all the day. 

14 The yoke of my _ transgressions is 
bound by his hand: they are wreathed, 
and come up upon my neck: he hath 
made my strength to fall, the Lord hath 
delivered me into their hands, from whom 
Iam not able to rise up. 

15 The Lord hath trodden under foot 
all my mighty men in the midst of me: he 
hath called an assembly against me to 
crush my young men: the Lord hath 
trodden the virgin, the daughter of Jia’- 
dah, as in a winepress. 

16 For these things I weep; mine eye, 
mine eye runneth down with water, be- 
cause the comforter that should relieve 
my soul is far from me: my children are 
desolate, because the enemy prevailed. 

Zi’-on spreadeth forth her hands, 
and there is none to comfort her: the 
Lorp hath commanded concerning Ja’- 
cob, that his adversaries should be round 
about him: Jé-ré’-sa-lém is as a men- 
struous woman among them. 

8 ¢ The Loro is righteous; for I have 
rebelled against his commandment: hear, 
I pray you, all people, and behold my 
sOrrow: my virgins and my young men 
are gone into captivity. 

19 I called for my lovers, but they de- 
ceived me: my priests and mine elders 
gave up the ghost in the city, while they 
sought their meat to relieve their souls. 

20 Behold, O Lorn; for I am in dis- 
tress: my bowels are troubled; mine 
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heart is turned within me; for I have 
grievously rebelled: abroad the sword 
bereaveth, at home there is as death. 

21 They have heard that I sigh: there is 
none to comfort me: all mine enemies 
have heard of my trouble; they are glad 
that thou hast done it: thou wilt bring 
the day that thou hast called, and they 
shall be like unto me. 

22 Let all their wickedness come before 
thee; and do unto them, as thou hast 
done unto me for all my transgressions: 
Aap my sighs are many, and my heart is 

aint. 


Chapter 2 


OW hath the Lord covered the 
daughter of Zi’-on with a cloud in 
his anger, and cast down from heaven 
unto the earth the beauty of is’-ra-él, and 
remembered not his footstool. in the da 
of his anger! 

2. The Lord hath swallowed up all the 
habitations of Ja’-cob, and hath not 
pitied: he hath thrown down in his wrath 
the strong holds of the daughter of Ji’- 
dah; he hath brought them down to the 
ground: he hath polluted the kingdom 
and the princes thereof. 

3 He hath cut off in his fierce anger all 
the horn of Is’-ra-é1: he hath drawn back 
his right hand from before the enemy, and 
he burned against Ja’-cob like a flam- 
ing fire, which devoureth round about. 

4 He hath bent his bow like an enemy: 
he stood with his right hand as an adver- 
sary, and slew all that were pleasant to the 
eye in the tabernacle of the daughter of 
Zi’-on: he poured out his fury like fire. 

5 The Lord was as an enemy: he hath 
swallowed up Is’-ra-él, he hath swallowed 
up all her palaces: he hath destroyed his 
strong holds, and hath increased in the 
daughter of Ja’-dah mourning and la- 
mentation. , 

6 And he hath violently taken away his 
tabernacle, as if it were of a garden: he 
hath destroyed his places of the assem- 
bly: the Lorp hath caused the solemn 
feasts and sabbaths to be forgotten in 
Zi’-on, and hath despised in the indigna- 
tion of his anger the king and the priest. 

7 The Lord hath cast off his altar, he 
hath abhorred his sanctuary, he hath 
given up into the hand of the enemy the 
walls of her palaces; they have made a 
noise in the house of the Lorn, as in the 
day of a solemn feast. 

8 The Lorp hath purposed to destroy 
the wall of the daughter of Zi’-on: he 
hath stretched out a line, he hath not 
withdrawn his hand from destroying: 
therefore he made the rampart and the 
wall to lament; they languished together. 

9 Her gates are sunk into the ground; 
he hath destroyed and broken her bars: 
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her king and her princes are among the 

Gén’-tiles : the law is no more ; her proph- 

ets also find no vision from the Lorp. 

10 The elders of the daughter of Zi’-on 
“sit upon the ground, and keep silence: 

they have cast up dust upon their heads; 

they have girded themselves with sack- 
cloth: the virgins of Jé-rii’-s4-lém hang 
- down their heads to the ground. 

Mine eyes do fail with tears, my 
bowels are troubled, my liver is poured 
upon the earth, for the destruction of the 
daughter of my people; because the chil- 
dren and the sucklings swoon in the 
streets of the city. 

12 They say to their mothers; Where is 

corn and wine? when they swooned as 
the wounded in the streets of the city, 
when their soul was poured out into their 
mothers’ bosom. 
_13 What thing shall I take to witness 
for thee? what thing shall I liken to thee, 
O daughter of Jé-rii’-sa-lém? what shall 
I equal to thee, that I may comfort thee, 
O virgin daughter of Zi’-on? for thy 
breach js great like the sea: who can heal 
thee? 

14 Thy prophets have seen vain and 
foolish things for thee: and they have not 
discovered thine iniquity, to turn away 
thy captivity ; but have seen for thee false 
burdens and causes of banishment. 

15 All that pass by clap their hands at 
thee; they hiss and wag their head at the 
daughter of Jé-ra’-sa-lém, saying, Is this 
the city that men call The perfection of 
beauty, The joy of the whole earth? 
~16 All thine enemies have opened their 
mouth against thee: they hiss and gnash 
the teeth: they say; We have swallowed 
her up: certainly this is the day that we 
looked for; we have found, we have seen 


it. 

17 The Lorp hath done that which he 
had devised; he hath fulfilled his word 
that he had commanded in the days of 
old: he hath thrown down, and hath not 
pitied: and he hath caused thine enemy 
to rejoice over thee, he hath set up the 
horn of thine adversaries. : 

18 Their heart cried unto the Lord, O 
wall of the daughter of Zi’-on, let tears 
run down like a river day and night: give 
thyself no rest; let not the apple of thine 
eye cease. ; . 

19 Arise, cry out in the night: in the be- 
ginning of the watches pour out thine 
heart like water before the face of the 
Lord: lift up thy hands toward him for 
the life of thy young children, that faint 
for hunger in the top of every street. 

20 ¢ Behold, O Lorp, and consider to 
whom thou hast done this. Shall the wo- 
men eat their fruit, and children of a span 
long? shall the priest and the prophet be 
slain in the sanctuary of the Lord? 
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21 The young and the old lie on the 
ground in the streets: my virgins and my 
young men are fallen by the sword; thou 
hast slain them in the day of thine anger;

2 Thou hast called as in a solemn day 
my terrors round about, so that in the 
day of the Lorp’s anger none escaped 
nor remained: those that I have swaddled 
and brought up hath mine enemy con- 
sumed.

AM the man that hath seen affliction 
by the rod of his wrath. 

2 He hath led me, and brought me into 
darkness, but not into light. 

Surely against me is he turned; he 
turneth his hand against me all the day. 

4 My flesh and my skin hath he made 
old: he hath broken my bones.

9 He hath inclosed my ways with hewn 
stone, he hath made my paths crooked. 

10 He was unto me as a bear lying in 
wait, and as a lion in secret places. 

11 He hath turned aside my ways, and 
pulled me in pieces: he hath made me 
desolate. 

12 He hath bent his bow, and set me as 
a mark for the arrow. 

13 He hath caused the-arrows of his 
quiver to enter into my reins. 

14 I was a derision to all my people; 
and their song all the day. 

15 He hath filled me with bitterness, he 
hath made me drunken with wormwood. 

16 He hath also broken my teeth with 
gravel stones, he hath covered me with 
ashes. 

17 And thou hast removed my soul far 
off from peace: I forgat prosperity. 

18 And I said, My strength and my 
hope is perished from the Lorp: 

19 Remembering mine affliction and 
my misery, the wormwood and the gall. 

20 My soul:hath them still in remem- 
brance, and is humbled in me. 

21 This JT recall to my mind, therefore 
have I hope. : 

22 ¢ It is of the LorD’s mercies that we 
are not consumed, because his compas- 
sions fail not. r 

23 They are new every morning: great 
is thy faithfulness. f : 

24 The Lorp is my portion, saith my 
soul; therefore will 1 hope in him. 

25 The LorpD is good unto them that 
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wait for him, to the soul that seeketh him. 

26 It is good that a man should both 
hope and quietly wait for the salvation of 
the LorpD. 

27 It is good for a man that he bear the 
yoke in his youth. , 

28 He sitteth alone and keepeth silence, 
because he hath borne it upon him. 

29 He putteth his mouth in the dust; if 
so be there may be hope. , 

30 He giveth his cheek to him that 
smiteth him: he is filled full with reproach. 

31 For the Lord will not cast off for 


ever: 

32 But though he cause grief, yet will he 
have compassion according to the multi- 
tude of his mercies. 


33 For he doth not afflict willingly nor d 


grieve the children of men. ; 

34 To crush under his feet all the pris- 
oners of the earth, 

35. To turn aside the right of a man be- 
fore the face of the most High. 

36 To subvert a man in his cause, the 
Lord approveth not. 

37 ¥ Whois he that saith, and it cometh 
to pass, when the Lord commandeth it 
not? 

38 Out of the mouth of the most High 
proceedeth not evil and good? 

39 Wherefore doth a living man com- 
Plain, a man for the punishment of his 
sins? 

40 Let us search and try our ways, and 
turn again to the LorD. 

41 Let us lift up our heart with our 
hands unto God in the heavens. 

42 We have transgressed and have re- 
belled: thou hast not pardoned. 

43 Thou hast covered with anger, and 
persecuted us: thou hast slain, thou hast 
not pitied. 

44 Thou hast covered thyself with a 
cloud, that our prayer should not pass 
through. 

45 Thou hast made us as the offscour- 
ing and refuse in the midst of the people. 

46 All our enemies have opened their 
mouths against us. 

47 Fear and a snare is come upon us, 
desolation and destruction. 

48 Mine eye runneth down with rivers 
of water for the destruction of the daugh- 
ter of my people. 

49 Mine eye trickleth down, and ceas- 
eth not, without any intermission, 

50 Till the Lorp look down, and be- 
hold from heaven. 

51 Mine eye affecteth mine heart be- 
cause of all the daughters of my city. 

52 Mine enemies chased me sore, like a 
bird, without cause. 

They have cut off my life in the 
dungeon, and cast a stone upon me. 

54 Waters flowed over mine head; then 
I said, I am cut off. 
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55 ¥ I called upon thy name, O Lorpb, 
out of the low dungeon. 3 

56 Thou hast heard my voice: hide not 
thine ear at my breathing, at-my cry. 

57 Thou drewest near in the day that I 
called upon thee: thou saidst, Fear not. 

58 OLord, thou hast pleaded the causes 
of my soul; thou hast redeemed my life. 

59 O LorD, thou hast seen my wrong: 
judge thou my. cause. 

60 Thou hast seen all their vengeance 
and all their imaginations against me. 

Thou hast heard their reproach, O 

LorRD, and all their imaginations against 


me; 
62 The lips of those that rose up against 
me, and their device against me all the 


ay. 
63 Behold their sitting down, and their 
rising up; I am their musick. 

64 ¥ Render unto them a recompence, 
O Lorp, according to the work of their 
hands. 

65 Give them sorrow of heart, thy 
curse unto them. : 

66 Persecute and destroy them in anger 
from under the heavens of the Lorp. 


Chapter 4 


a Aiea is the gold become dim! how is 
the most fine gold changed! the 
stones of the sanctuary are poured out in 
the top of every street. 

The precious sons of Zi’-on, com- 
parable to fine gold, how are they es- 
teemed as earthen pitchers, the work of 
the hands of the potter! 

3 Even the sea monsters draw out the 
breast, they give suck to their young 
ones: the daughter of my people is be- 
come cruel, like the ostriches in the wil- 
derness. 

4 The tongue of the sucking child 
cleaveth to the roof of his mouth for 
thirst: the young children ask bread, and 
no man breaketh it unto them. 

5 They that did feed delicately are deso- 
late in the streets: they that were brought 
up in scarlet embrace dunghills. 

For the punishment of the iniquity of 
the daughter of my people is greater than 
the punishment of the sin of Séd’-om, 
that was overthrown as in a moment, and 
no hands stayed on her. 

Her Naz’-a-rites were purer than 
snow, they were whiter than milk, they 
were more ruddy in body than rubies, 
their polishing was of sapphire: 

Their visage is blacker than a coal; 
they are not known in the streets: their 
skin cleaveth to their bones; it is withered, 
it is become like a stick. 

9 They that be slain with the sword are 
better than they that beslain with hunger: 
for these pine away, stricken through for 
want of fruits of the field. 
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10 The hands of the pitiful women have 
sodden their own children: they were 
their meat in the destruction of the daugh- 
ter of my people. 

-_11 The Lorp hath accomplished his 
' fury; he hath poured out his fierce anger, 
and hath kindled a fire in Zi’-on, and it 
hath devoured the foundations thereof. 
f: The kings of the earth, and all the 

inhabitants of the world, would not have 
believed that the adversary and the ene- 
my. should have entered into the gates 
of Jé-ra’-sa-lém. 

13 @ For the sins of her prophets, and 
the iniquities of her priests; that have 
shed the blood of the just in the midst of 


er, 
14 They have wandered as blind men in 
the streets, they have polluted themselves 
with blood, so that men could not touch 
their garments. 
_15 They cried unto them, Depart ye; it 
is unclean; depart, depart, touch not: 
when they fled away and wandered, they 
said among the heathen, They shall no 
more sojourn there. 

6 The anger of the Lorp hath divided 
them ; he will no more regard them: they 
respected not the persons of the priests, 
they favoured not the elders. 

17 As for us, our eyes as yet failed for 
our vain help: in our watching we have 
watched for a nation that could not save 


, Us. 

18 They hunt our steps, that we cannot 
go in our streets: our end is near, our 
days are fulfilled; for our end is come. 

Our persecutors are swifter than the 
eagles of the heaven: they pursued us 
upon the mountains, they laid wait for us 
in the wilderness. 

20 The breath of our nostrils, the anoint- 
ed of the Lorp, was taken in their pits, 
of whom we said, Under his shadow we 
shall live among the heathen. 

21_¢ Rejoice and be glad, O daughter 
of £’-dom, that dwellest in the land of 
Uz; the cup also shall pass through unto 
thee: thou shalt be drunken, and shalt 
make thyself naked. O19 Bit 

22 ¢ The punishment of thine iniquity 
is accomplished, O daughter of Zi’-on; 
he will no more carry thee away into cap- 
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tivity : he will visit thine iniquity, O daugh- 
ter of E’-dom; he will discover thy sins.

12 Princes are hanged up by their hand: 
the faces of elders were not honoured. 

3 They took the young men to grind, 
and the children fell under the wood. 

14 The elders have ceased from the 
gate, the young men from their musick. 

15 The joy of our heart is ceased; our 
dance is turned into mourning. 

The crown is fallen from our head: 
woe unto us, that we have-sinned! 

17 For this our heart is faint; for these 
things our eyes are dim. 

8 Because of the mountain of Zi’-on, 
which is desolate, the foxes walk upon it. 
Thou, O Lorp, remainest for ever; 

thy throne from generation to generation. 

20 Wherefore dost thou forget us for 
ever, and forsake us so long time? 

21 Turn thou us unto thee,.O Lorp, 
and we shall be turned; renew our days 
as of old. 

22 But thou hast utterly rejected us; 
thou art very wroth against us. 


The Book of the Prophet 


Ezekiel 


Chapter 1 
OW it came to pass in the thirtieth 
N year, in the fourth month, in the fifth 
day of the month, as I was among the 
captives by the river of Ché’-bdar, that the 


heavens were opened, and I saw visions 


of God. 

2 In the fifth day of the month, which 
was the fifth year of king Jé-h6i’-a-chin’s 
captivity, 

3 The word of the LorpD came expressly 


EZEKIEL 2 
unto E-zék’-iél the priest, the son of Bt’- 
zi, in the land of the chal-dé’-ans by the 
river Ché’-bar; and the hand of the Lorp 
was there upon him. ; 

4 ¢ And I looked, and, behold, a whirl- 
wind came out of the north, a great 
cloud, and a fire infolding itself, and a 
brightness was about it, and out of the 
midst thereof as the colour of amber, out 
of the midst of the fire. 

5 Also out of the midst thereof came 
the likeness of four living creatures. And 
this was their appearance; they had the 
likeness of a man. 

6 And every one had four faces, and 
every one had four wings. 

7 And their feet were straight feet; and 
the sole of their feet was like the sole of a 
calf’s foot: and they sparkled like the 
colour of burnished brass. 

8 And they had the hands of a man un- 
der their wings on their four sides; and 
they four had their faces and their wings. 

9 Their wings were joined one to an- 
other; they turned not when they went; 
they went every one straight forward. 

10 As for the likeness of their faces, 
they four had the face of a man, and the 
face of a lion, on the right side: and they 
four had the face of an ox on the left side; 
they four also had the face of an eagle. 

11 Thus were their faces: and their 
wings were stretched upward; two wings 
of every one were joined one to another, 
and two covered their bodies. 

12 And they went every one straight 
forward: whither the spirit was to go, 
they went; and they turned not when they 
went. 

13 As for the likeness of the living crea- 
tures, their appearance was like burning 
coals of fire, and like the appearance of 
lamps: it went up and down among the 
living creatures; and the fire was bright, 
and out of the fire went forth lightning. 

14 And the living creatures ran and re- 
turned as the appearance of a flash of 
lightning. 

5 ¢ Now as I beheld the living crea- 
tures, behold one wheel upon the earth 
by the living creatures, with his four 
faces. 

16 The appearance, of the wheels and 
their work was like unto the colour of a 
beryl: and they four had one likeness: 
and their appearance and their work was 
as it were a wheel in the middle of a 
wheel. 

17 When they went, they went upon 
their four sides: and they turned not 
when they went. 

18 As for their rings, they were so high 
that they were dreadful; and their rings 
were full of eyes round about them four. 

19 And when the living creatures went, 
the wheels went by them: and when the 
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living creatures were lifted up from the 
earth, the wheels were lifted up. 

20 Whithersoever the spirit was to go, 
they went, thither was their spirit to go; 
and the wheels were lifted up over against 
them: for the spirit of the living creature 
was in the wheels. 

21 When those went, these went; and 
when those stood, these stood; and when 
those were lifted up from the earth, the 
wheels were lifted up over against them: 
for the spirit of the living creature was in 
the wheels. 

22 And the likeness of the firmament 
upon the heads of the living creature was 
as the colour of the terrible crystal, 
stretched forth over their heads above. 

23 And under the firmament were their 
wings straight, the one toward the other: 
every one had two, which covered on this 
side, and every one had two, which 
covered on that side, their bodies. 

24 And when they went, I heard the 
noise of their wings, like the noise of 
great waters, as the voice of the Almighty, 
the voice of speech, as the noise of an 
host: when they stood, they let down 
their wings. 

25 And there was a voice from the 
firmament that was over their heads, 
when they stood, and had let down their 


wings. 

26 @ And above the firmament that was 
over their heads was the likeness of a 
throne, as the appearance of a sapphire 
stone: and upon the likeness of the throne 
was the likeness as the appearance of a 
man above upon it. 

27 And I saw as the colour of amber, as 

the appearance of fire round about with- 
in it, from the appearance of his loins 
even upward, and from the appearance 
of his loins even downward, I saw as it 
were the appearance of fire, and it had 
brightness round about. 
_28 As the appearance of the bow that is 
in the cloud in the day of rain, so was the 
appearance of the brightnessround about. 
This was the appearance of the likeness 
of the glory of the Lorp. And when I 
saw it, I fell upon my face, and I heard a 
voice of one that spake. 


Chapter 2 


Ake he said unto me, Son of man, 
stand upon thy feet, and I will speak 
unto thee. 

2 And the spirit entered into me when he 
spake unto me, and set me upon my feet, 
that I heard him that spake unto me. 

3 And he said unto me, Son of man, I 
send thee to the children of fs’-ra-él, to a 
rebellious nation that hath rebelled 
against me: they and.their fathers hav 
transgressed against me, even unto this 
very day. 
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4 For. they are impudent children and 
stiffhearted: I do send thee unto them; 
and thou shalt say unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord Gop. 

5 And they, whether they will hear, or 


whether they will forbear, (for they are a 


rebellious house,) yet shall know that 
there hath been a prophet among them. 

6 @ And thou, son of man, be not 
afraid of them, neither be afraid of their 
words, though briers and thorns be with 
thee, and thou dost dwell among scor- 
pions: be not afraid of their words, nor 
be dismayed at their looks, though they 
be a rebellious house. 

7 And thou shalt speak my words unto 
them, whether they will hear, or whether 
they will forbear: for they are most re- 
bellious. 

8 But thou, son of man, hear what I 
say unto thee; Be not thou rebellious 
like that rebellious house: open thy 
mouth, and eat that I give thee. 

9 ¢ And when I looked, behold, an 
hand was sent unto me; and, lo, a roll of 
a book was therein; 

10 And he spread it before me; and it 
was written within and without: and 
there was written therein lamentations, 
and mourning, and woe. 


Chapter 3 


OREOVER he said unto me, Son of 

man, eat that thou findest ; eat this 

eh and go speak unto the house of Is’- 
ra-él. 

2 Sol opened my mouth, and he caused 
me to eat that roll. 

3 And he said unto me, Son of man, 
cause thy belly to eat, and fill thy bowels 
with this roll that I give thee. Then did I 
eat it; and it was in my mouth as honey 
for sweetness. 

4 @ And he said unto me, Son of man, 
go, get thee unto the house of Is’-ra-él, 
and speak with my words unto them. 

5 For thou art not sent to a people ofa 
strange speech and of an hard language, 
but to the house of Is’-ra-él; 

6 Not to many people of a strange 
speech and of an hard language, whose 
words thou canst not understand. Surely, 
had I sent thee to them, they would have 
hearkened unto thee. , . 

7 But the house of 1s’-ra-é1 will not 
hearken unto thee; for they will not 
hearken unto me: for all the house of 
18’-ra-é1 are impudent and hardhearted. 

8 Behold, I have made thy face strong 
against their faces, and thy forehead 
strong against their foreheads. __ 

- 9 Asan adamant harder than flint have 

I made thy forehead: fear them not, nei- 
ther be dismayed at their looks, though 
they be a rebellious house. 

10 Moreover he said unto me, Son of 
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man, all my words that I shall speak unto 
thee receive in thine heart, and hear with 
thine ears. 

11 And go, get thee to them of the cap- 
tivity, unto the children of thy people, 
and speak unto them, and tell them, Thus 
saith the Lord Gop; whether they will 
hear, or whether they will forbear. 

12 Then the spirit took me up, and I 
heard behind me a voice of a great rush- 
ing, saying, Blessed be the glory of the 
Lorp from his place. 

13 J heard also the noise of the wings of 
the living creatures that touched one an- 
other, and the noise of the wheels over 
against them, and a noise of a great rush- 
ing. 

14 So the spirit lifted me up, and took 
me away, and I went in bitterness, in the 
heat of my spirit; but the hand of the 
LorpD was strong upon me. 

15 @ Then I came to them of the cap- 
tivity at Tél—a’-bib, that dwelt by the 
river of Ché’-bar, and I sat where they 
sat, and remained there astonished among 
them seven days. 

16 And it came to pass at the end of 
seven days, that the word of the Lorp 
came unto me, saying, 

17 Son of man, I have made thee a 
watchman unto the house of Is’-ra-él: 
therefore hear the word at my mouth, 
and give them warning from me. 

18 When I say unto the wicked, Thou 
shalt surely die; and thou givest him not 
warning, nor speakest to warn the wicked 
from his wicked way, to save his life; the 
same wicked man shall die in his iniquity; 
but his blood will I require at thine hand. 

19 Yet. if thou warn the wicked, and he 
turn not from his wickedness, nor from 
his wicked way, he shall die in his iniq- 
uity; but thou hast delivered thy soul. 

20 Again, When a righteous man doth 
turn from his righteousness, and commit 
iniquity, and I lay a stumblingblock be- 
fore him, he shall die: because thou hast 
not given him warning, he shall die in his 
sin, and his righteousness which he hath 
done shall not be remembered; but his 
blood will I require at thine hand. 

21 Nevertheless if thou warn the right- 
eous man, that the righteous sin not, and 
he doth not sin, he shall surely live, be- 
cause he is warned; also thou hast de- 
livered thy soul. 

22 ¢ And the hand of the Lorp was 
there’ upon me; and he said unto me, 
Arise, go forth into the plain, and I will 
there talk with thee. 

23 Then I arose, and went forth into 
the plain: and, behold, the glory of the 
Lorp stood there, as the glory which I 
saw by the river of Ché’-bar: and I fell on 
my face. ; 

24 Then the spirit entered into me, and

set me upon my feet, and spake with me, 
and said unto me, Go, shut thyself within 
thine house. 

25 But thou, O son of man, behold, 
they shall put bands upon thee, and shall 
bind thee with them, and thou shalt not 
go out among them: 

26 And I will make thy tongue cleave 
to the roof of thy mouth, that thou shalt 
be dumb, and shalt not be to them a re- 
prover: for they are a rebellious house, 

27 But when I speak with thee, I will 
open thy mouth, and thou shalt say unto 
them, Thus saith the Lord Gop; He that 
heareth, let him hear; and he that for- 
beareth, let him forbear: for they are a 
rebellious house. 


Chapter 4 


HOU also, son of man, take thee a 
tile, and lay it before thee, and pour- 
tray upon it the city, even Jé-ri’-sa-lém: 
2 And lay siege against it, and build a 
fort against it, and cast a mount against 
it; set the camp also against it, and set 
battering rams against it round about. 

3 Moreover take thou unto thee an iron 
pan, and set it for a wall of iron between 
thee and the city: and set thy face against 
it, and it shall be besieged, and thou shalt 
lay siege against it. This shall be a sign 
to the house of 1I8’-ra-él. j 

4 Lie thou also upon thy left side, and 
lay the iniquity of the house of {8’-ra-él 
upon it: according to the number of the 
days that thou shalt lie upon it thou shalt 
bear their iniquity. 

5 For I have laid upon thee the years of 
their iniquity, according to the number 
of the days, three hundred and ninety 
days: so shalt thou bear the iniquity of 
the house of Is’-ra-él. 

6 And when thou hast accomplished 
them, lie again on thy right side, and thou 
shalt bear the iniquity of the house of 
Ja’-dah forty days: I have appointed 
thee each day for a year. 

7 Therefore:thou shalt set thy face to- 
ward the siege of Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and 
thine arm shall be uncovered, and thou 
shalt prophesy against it. 

8 And, behold, I will lay bands upon 
thee, and thou shalt not turn thee from 
one side to another, till thou hast ended 
the days of thy siege. 

9 ¢ Take thou also unto thee wheat, 
and barley, and beans, and lentiles, and 
millet, and fitches, and put them in one 
vessel, and make thee bread thereof, ac- 
cording to the number of the days that 
thou shalt lie upon thy side, three hun- 
dred and ninety days shait thou eat 
thereof. 

10 And thy meat, which thou shalt eat 
shall be by weight, twenty shé’-kéls a day: 
from time to time shalt thou eat it. 
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11 Thou shalt drink also water by 
measure, the:sixth part of an hin: from 
time to time shalt thou drink. 

12 And thou shalt eat it as barley cakes, 
and thou shalt bake it with dung that 
cometh out of man, in their sight. 

13 And the Lorp said, Even thus shall 
the children of 1s’-ra-él eat their defiled 
bread among the Gén’-tiles, whither I 
will drive them: 

14 Then said I, Ah Lord Gop! behold, 
my soul hath not been ected for from 
my youth up even till now have I not 
eaten of that which dieth of itself, or is 
torn in pieces; neither came there abom- 
inable flesh into my mouth. 

15 Then he said unto me, Lo, I have 
given thee cow’s dung for man’s dung, 
Spr thou shalt prepare thy bread there- 
with. 

16 Moreover he said unto me, Son of 
man, behold, I will break the staff of 
bread in Jé-ra’-sa-lém: and ‘they shall eat 
bread by weight, and with care; and the 
shall drink water by measure, and wit 
astonishment: 

17 That they may want bread and wa- 
ter, and be astonied one with another, 
and consume away for their iniquity. 


Chapter 5 


ND thou, son of man, take thee a 
sharp knife, take thee a barber’s 
razor, and cause it to pass upon thine 
head and upon thy beard: then take thee 
balances to weigh, and divide the hair. 

2 Thou shalt burn with fire a third part 
in the midst of the city, when the days of 
the siege are fulfilled: and thou shalt take 
a third part, and smite about it with a 
knife: and a third part thou shalt scatter 
in the wind; and I will draw out a sword 
after them. 

3-Thou shalt also take thereof a few in 
number, and bind them in thy skirts. 

4 Then take of them again, and cast 
them into the midst of the fire, and burn 
them in the fire; for thereof shall a fire 
come forth into all the house of is’-ra-él. 

5 ¢ Thus saith the Lord Gop; This is 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém: I have set it in the midst of 
the nations and couniries that are round 
about her. 

6 And she hath changed my judgments 
into wickedness more than the nations, 
and my statutes more than the countries 
that are round about her: for they have 
refused my judgments and my statutes, 
they have not walked in them. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Because ye multiplied more than the na- 
tions that are round about you, and have 
not walked in my statutes, neither have 
kept my judgments, neither have done 
according to the judgments of the na- 
tions that are round about you;

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Behold, I, even I, am against thee, and 
will execute judgments in the midst of 
thee in the sight of the nations. 

-_9 And I will do in thee that which I 


have not done, and whereunto I will not 


do any more the like, because of all thine 
abominations. 

10 Therefore the fathers shall eat the 
sons in the midst of thee, and the sons 
shall eat their fathers; and I will execute 
judgments in thee, and the whole rem- 
nant of thee will I scatter into all the 
winds. 

11 Wherefore, as I live, saith the Lord 
Gop; Surely, because thou hast defiled 
my sanctuary with all thy detestable 
things, and with all thine abominations, 
therefore will I also diminish thee; nei- 
ther shall mine eye spare, neither will I 
have any pity. 

12 ¢ A third part of thee shall die with 
the pestilence, and with famine shall they 
be consumed in the midst of thee: and a 
third part shall fall by the sword round 
about thee; and I will scatter a third part 
into all the winds, and I will draw out a 
sword after them. 

13 Thus shall mine anger be accom- 
plished, and I will cause my fury to rest 
upon them, and I will be comforted: and 
they shall know that I the Lorp have 
spoken it in my zeal, when I have ac- 
complished my fury in them. 

14 Moreover I will make thee waste, 
and a reproach among the nations that 
are round about:thee, in the sight of all 
that pass by. 

15 So it shall be a reproach and a taunt, 
an instruction and an astonishment unto 
the nations that are round about thee, 
when I shall execute judgments in thee in 
anger and in fury and in furious rebukes. 
I the Lorp have spoken it. 

16 When I shall send upon them the 
evil arrows of famine, which shall be for 
their destruction, and which I will send to 
destroy you: and I will increase the fa- 
mine upon you, and will break your staff 
of bread: ‘ 

17 So will I send upon you famine and 
evil beasts, and they shall bereave thee; 
and pestilence and blood shall pass 
through thee; and I will bring the sword 
upon thee. I the Lorp have spoken it. 


Chapter 6 
ND the word of the LorD came unto 
me, saying, 

2 Son of man, set thy face toward the 
mountains of Is’-ra-él, and prophesy 
_ against them, : oO 

3 And say, Ye mountains of Is’-ra-él, 
hear the word of the Lord Gop; Thus 
saith the Lord Gop to the mountains, 
and to the hills, to the rivers, and to the 
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valleys; Behold, I, even I, will bring a 
sword upon you, and I will destroy your 
high places. 

4 And your altars shall be desolate, and 
your images shall be broken: and I will 
ai down your slain men before your 
idols. 

5 Any I will lay the dead carcases of the 
children of I8’-ra-él before their idols; 
and I will scatter your bones round about 
your altars. 

6 In all your dwellingplaces the cities 
shall be laid waste, and the high places 
shall be desolate; that your altars may be 
laid waste and made desolate, and your 
idols may be broken and cease, and your 
images may be cut down, and your works 
may he abolished. 

7 And the slain shall fall in the midst of 
ee and ye shall know that I am the 


ORD. 

8 @ Yet will I leave a remnant, that ye 
may have some that shall escape the 
sword among the nations, when ye shall 
be scattered through the countries. 

9 And they that escape of you shall re- 
member me among the nations whither 
they shall be carried captives, because I 
am broken with their whorish heart, 
which hath departed from me, and with 
their eyes, which go a whoring after their 
idols: and they shall lothe themselves for 
the evils which they have committed in 
all their abominations. 

10 And they shall know that I am the 
Lorp, and that I have not said in vain 
that I would do this evil unto them. 

1 @ Thus saith the Lord Gop; Smite 
with thine hand, and stamp with thy foot, 
and say, Alas for all the evil abomina- 
tions of the house of Is’-ra-él! for they 
shall fall by the sword, by the famine, 
and by the pestilence. 

12 He that is far off shall die of the 
pestilence; and he that is near shall fall 
by the sword; and he that remaineth and 
is besieged shall die by the famine: thus 
will I accomplish my fury upon them. 

13 Then shall ye know that I am the 
Lorp, when their slainmen shall be 
among their idols round about their al- 
tars, upon every high hill, in all the tops 
of the mountains, and under every green 
tree, and under every thick oak, the 
place where they did offer sweet savour 
to all their idols. 

14 So will I stretch out my hand upon 
them, and make the land desolate, yea, 
more desolate than the wilderness to- 
ward Dib’-lath, in all their habitations: 
and they shall know that I am the Lorn. 


Chapter 7 


OREOVER the word of the Lorp 
‘came unto me, saying, 
2 Also, thou son of man, thus saith the 
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Lord Gop unto the land of Is’-ra-é1; An 
end, the end is come upon the four cor- 
ners of the land. 

3 Now is the end come upon thee, and I 
will send mine anger upon thee, and will 
judge thee according to thy ways, and 
will recompense upon thee all thine 
abominations. 

4 And mine eye shall not spare thee, 
neither will I have pity: but I will recom- 
pense thy ways upon thee, and thine 
abominations shall be in the midst of 
thee: and ye shall know that I am the 
Lorp. : 

5 Thus saith the Lord Gop; An evil, an 
only evil, behold, is come. _ ; 

6 An end is come, the end is come: it 
watcheth for thee; behold, it is come. 

7 The morning is come unto thee, O 
thou that dwellest in the land: the time is 
come, the day of trouble is near, and not 
the sounding again of the mountains. 

8 Now will I shortly pour out my fury 
upon thee, and accomplish mine anger 
upon thee: and I will judge thee accord- 
ing to thy ways, and will recompense 
thee for all thine abominations. 

9 And mine eye shall not spare, neither 
will I have pity: I will recompense thee 
according to thy ways and thine abom- 
inations that are in the midst of thee ; and 
ye shall know that I am the Lorp that 
smiteth. 

10 Behold the day, behold, it is come: 
the morning is gone forth; the rod hath 
blossomed, pride hath budded. 

11 Violence is risen up into a rod of 
wickedness: none of them shall remain, 
nor of their multitude, nor of any of 
their’s: neither shall there be wailing for 
them. 

12 The time is come, the day draweth 
near: let not the buyer rejoice, nor the 
seller mourn: for wrath is upon all the 
multitude thereof. 

13 For the seller shall not return to that 
which is sold, although they were yet 
alive: for the vision is touching the whole 
multitude thereof, which shall not return; 
neither shall any strengthen himself in 
the iniquity of his life. 

14 They have blown the trumpet, even 
to make all ready; but none goeth to the 
battle: for my wrath Ys upon all the mul- 
titude thereof. 

15 The sword is without, and the pesti- 
lence and the famine within: he that is in 
the field shall die with the sword; and he 
that is in the city, famine and pestilence 
shall devour him. 

16 ¢ But they that escape of them shall 
escape, and shall be on the mountains 
like doves of the valleys, all of them 
mourning, every one for his iniquity. 

17 All hands shall be feeble, and all 
knees shall be weak as water. 
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18 They shall also gird themselves with 
sackcloth, and horror shall cover them; 
and shame shall be upon all faces, and 
baldness upon all their heads. 

19 They shall cast their silver in the 
streets, and their gold shall be removed: 
their silver and their gold shall not be 
able to deliver them in the day of the 
wrath of the Lorp: they shall not satisfy 
their souls, neither fill their bowels: be- 
cause it is the stumblingblock of their 
iniquity. ‘ 

20 @¢ As for the beauty of his ornament, 
he set it in majesty: but they made the 
images of their abominations and of their 
detestable things therein: therefore have 
I set it far from them. 

21 And I will give it into the hands of 
the strangers for a prey, and to the wicked 
of the earth for a spoil; and they shall 
pollute it. 

22 My face will I turn also from them, 
and they shall pollute my secret place: 
for the robbers shall enter into it, and 
defile it. ; 

23 @ Make a chain: for the land is full 
of bloody crimes, and the city is full of 
violence. 
~24 Wherefore I will bring the worst of 
the heathen, and they shall possess their 
houses: I will also make the pomp of the 
strong to cease; and their holy places 
shall be defiled. 

25 Destruction cometh; and they shall 
seek peace, and there shall be none. 

26 Mischief shall come upon mischief, 
and rumour shall be upon rumour; then 
shall they seek a vision of the prophet; 
but the law shall perish from the priest, 
and counsel from the ancients. 

27 The king shall mourn, and the prince 
shall be clothed with desolation, and the 
hands of the people of the land shall be 
troubled: I will do unto them after their 
way, and according to their deserts-will I 
judge them; and they shall know that I 
am the Lorp. 


Chapter 8 


ED it came to pass in the sixth year, 

in the sixth month, in the fifth day of 
the month, as I sat in mine house, and the 
elders of Ji’-dah sat before me, that the 
hand of the Lord Gop fell there upon me. 

2 Then I beheld, and lo a likeness as 
the appearance of fire: from the appear- 
ance of his loins even downward, fire; 
and from his loins even upward, as the 
appearance of brightness, as the colour 
of amber. 

3 And he put forth the form of an hand,

6 He said furthermore unto me, Son of 
man, seest thou what they do? even the 
great abominations that the house of is’- 
ra-él1 committeth here, that I should go 
far off from my sanctuary? but turn thee 
yet again, and thou shalt see greater 
abominations. 

7 @ And he brought me to the door of 
the court; and when I looked, behold a 
hole in the wall. 

8 Then said he unto me, Son of man, 
dig now in the wall: and when I had 
digged in the wall, behold a door. 

9 And he said unto me, Go in, and be- 
hold the wicked abominations that they 
do here. 

10 So I went in and saw; and behold 
every form of creeping things, and abom- 
inable beasts, and all the idols of the 
house of Is’-ra-él, pourtrayed upon the 
wall round about. 

11 And there stood before them seventy 
men of the ancients of the house of Is’- 
Ta-él, and in the midst of them stood Ja- 
az-a-ni’-ah the son of Sha’-phan, with 
every man his censer in his hand; and a 
thick cloud of incense went up. 

12 Then said he unto me, Son of man, 
hast thou seen what the ancients of the 
house of Is’-ra-él do in the dark, every 
man in the chambers of his imagery? for 
they say, The Lorp seeth us not; the 
Lorp hath forsaken the earth. 

13 @ He said also unto me, Turn thee 
yet again, and thou shalt see greater 
abominations that they do. 

14 Then he brought me to the door of 
the gate of the Lorp’s house which was 
toward the north; and, behold, there sat 
women weeping for Tam’-muz. 

15 ¢ Then said he unto me, Hast thou 
seen this, O son of man? turn thee yet 
again, and thou shalt see greater abomi- 
nations than these. f y 

16 And he brought me into the inner 
court of the Lorp’s house, and, behold, 
at the door of the temple of the Lorp, 
between the porch and the altar, were 
about five and twenty men, with their 
backs toward the temple of the Lorp, 
and their faces toward the east; and they 
worshipped the sun toward the east. 

17 ¢ Then he said unto me, Hast thou 
seen this, O son of man? Is it a light thing 
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to the house of Ja’-dah that they commit 
the abominations which they commit 
here? for they have filled the land with 
violence, and have returned to provoke 
me to anger: and, lo, they put the branch 
to their nose. 

18 Therefore will I also deal in fury: 
mine eye shall not spare, neither will I 
have pity: and though they cry in mine 
ears with a loud voice, yer will I not hear 


them. 
Chapter 9 


E cried also in mine ears with a loud 
voice, saying, Cause them that have 
charge over the city to draw near, even 
every man with his destroying weapon in 
his hand. 

2 And, behold, six men came from the 
way of the higher gate, which lieth to- 
ward the north, and every man a slaugh- 
ter weapon in his hand; and one man 
among them was clothed with linen, with 
a writer’s inkhorn by his side: and they 
wane in, and stood beside the brasen 
altar. 

3 And the glory of the God of {s’-ra-él 
was gone up from the chér’-tb, where- 
upon he was, to the threshold of the 
house.

go ye forth. And they went forth, and 
slew in the city. 

And it came to pass, while they 
were slaying them, and I was left, that I 
fell upon my face, and cried, and said, 
Ah Lord Gop! wilt thou destroy all the 
residue of Is’-ra-él in thy pouring out of 
thy fury upon Jé-ri’-sa-lém? 

9 Then said he unto me, The iniquity of 
the house of is’-ra-él and Ja’-dah is ex- 
ceeding great, and the land is full of 
blood, and the city full of perverseness: 
for they say, The Lorp hath forsaken the 
earth, and the Lorn seeth not. 

10 And as for me also, mine eye shall 
not spare, neither will I have pity, but I 
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ead. 

11 And, behold, the man clothed with 
linen, which had the inkhorn by his side, 
reported the matter, saying, I have done 
as thou hast commanded me. 


Chapter 10 


HEN I looked, and, behold, in the 

firmament that was above the head of 
the chér’-i-bims there appeared over 
them as it were a sapphire stone, as the 
appearance of the likeness of a throne. 

2 And he spake unto the man clothed 
with linen, and said, Go in between the 
wheels, even under the chér’-ub, and fill 
thine hand with coals of fire from be- 
tween the chér’-ti-bims, and scatter them 
over the city.

7 And one chér’-ub stretched forth his 
hand from between the chér’-i-bims un- 
to the fire that was between the chér’-i- 
bims, and took thereof, and put it into 
the hands of him that was clothed with 
linen: who took it, and went out. 

8 @ And there appeared in the chér’-t- 
bims the form of a man’s hand under 
their wings. 

9 And when I looked, behold the four 
wheels by the chér’-ti-bims, one wheel by 
one chér’-ub, and another wheel by an- 
other chér’-tb: and the appearance of 
the wheels was as the colour ofa beryl 
stone. 

10 And as for their appearances, they 
four had one likeness, as if a wheel had 
been in the midst of a wheel. 

11 When they went, they went upon 
their four sides; they turned not as they 
went, but to the place whither the head 
looked they followed it; they turned not 
as they went. 

12 And their whole body, and their 
backs, and their hands, and their wings, 
and the wheels, were full of eyes round 
about, even the wheels that they four had. 
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13 As for the wheels, it was cried unto 
them in my hearing, O wheel: 

14 And every one had four faces: the 
first face was the face of a chér’-ub, and 
the second face was the face of a man, 
and the third the face of a lion, and the 
fourth the face of an eagle. 

15 And the chér’-t-bims were lifted up. 
This is the living creature that I saw by 
the river of Ché’-bar. : 

6 And when the chér’-ii-bims went, 
the wheels went by them: and when the 
chér’-t-bims lifted up their wings to 
mount up from the earth, the same wheels 
also turned not from beside them. 

17 When they stood, these stood; and 
when.they were lifted up, these lifted up 
themselves also: for the spirit of the liv- 
ing creature was in them. 

18 Then the glory of the Lorp departed 
from off the threshold of the house, and 
stood over the chér’-t-bims. 

19 And the chér’-t-bims lifted up their 
wings, and mounted up from the earth in 
my sight: when they went out, the wheels 
also were beside them, and every one 
stood at the door of the east gate of the 
Lorp’s house; and the glory of the God 
of I§’-ra-é1 was over them above. 

20 This is the living creature that I saw 
under the God of Is’-ra-él by the river of 
her bars and I knew that they were the 
chér’-ii-bims. 

21 Every one had four faces apiece, and 
every one four wings; and the likeness 
of the hands of a man was under their 


wings. 

22 And the likeness of their faces was 
the same faces which I saw by the river of 
Ché’-bar, their appearances and them- 
wake they went every one straight for- 
ward. 


Chapter 11 


VICREOvER the spirit lifted me up, 
and brought me unto the east gate 
of the Lorp’s house, which looketh east- 
ward: and behold at the door of the gate 
five and twenty men; among whom I saw

5 And the Spirit of the Lorn fell upon 
me, and said unto me, Speak; Thus saith 
the Lorp; Thus have ye said, O house of 
is’-ra-él: for I know the things that come 
into your mind, every one of them. 

6 Ye have multiplied your slain in this 
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city, and ye have filled the streets thereof 
with the slain. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Your slain whom ye have laid in the 
_Midst of it, they are the flesh, and this 

city is the caldron: but I will bring you 
forth out of the midst of it. 

_ Ye have feared the sword; and I will 
bring a sword upon you, saith the Lord 

D. 

9 And I will bring you out of the midst 
thereof, and deliver you into the hands of 
strangers, and will execute judgments 
among you. 

_10 Ye shall fall by the sword; I will 
judge you in the border of is’-ra-é1; and 
ye shall know that I am the Lorp. 

11 This city shall not be your caldron, 

neither shall ye be the flesh in the midst 
thereof; but I will judge you in the border 
of 1§’-ra-él: 
- 12 And ye shall know that I am the 
Lorp: for ye have not walked in my stat- 
utes, neither executed my judgments, 
but have done after the manners of the 
heathen that are round about you. 

3 ¢ And it came to pass, when I 
prophesied, that Pél-a-ti’-ah the son of 
Bé-nai’-ah died. Then fell I down upon 
my face, and cried with a loud voice, and 
said, Ah Lord Gop! wilt thou make a 
full end of the remnant of Is’-ra-él? 

14 Again the word of the LorpD came 
unto me, saying, 

15 Son of man, thy brethren, even thy 
brethren, the men of thy kindred, and all 
the house of is’-ra-é1 wholly, are they un- 
to whom the inhabitants of Jé-ra’-sa-lém 
_ have said, Get you far from the LorpD: 
unto us is this land given in possession. 
-16 Therefore say, Thus saith the Lord 
Gop; Although I have cast them far off 
among the heathen, and although I have 
scattered them among the countries, yet 
will I be to them as a little sanctuary in 
the countries where they shall come. 

17 Therefore say, Thus saith the Lord 
Gop; I will even gather you from the 
people, and assemble you out of the 
countries where ye have been scattered, 
and I will pe you the land of is’-ra-él. 

18 And t shall come thither, and 
they shall take away all the detestable 
things thereof and all the abominations 
thereof from thence. 

19 And I will give them one heart, and 
I will a a new spirit within you; and I 
_ will take the stony heart out of their flesh, 
and will give them an heart of flesh: 

20 That they may walk in my statutes, 
and keep mine ordinances, and do them: 
and they shall be my people, and I will be 
- their God. 

21 But as for them whose heart walketh 
after the heart of their detestable things 
and their abominations, I will recom- 
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pense their way upon their own heads, 
saith the Lord Gop. 

22 ¢ Then did the chér’-0-bims lift up 
their wings, and the wheels beside them; 
and the glory of the God of I8’-ra-él was 
over them above. 

23 And the glory of the Lorp went up 
from the midst of the city, and stood up- 
on the mountain which is on the east side 
of the city. 

24 F Afterwards the spirit took me up, 
and brought me in a vision by the Spirit 
of God into chal-dé’-4, to them of the 
captivity. So the vision that I had seen 
went up from me. 

25 Then I spake unto them of the cap- 
tivity all the things that the Lorp had 
shewed me. 


Chapter 12 


HE word of the Lorp also came unto 
me, saying, y 

2 Son of man, thou dwellest in the 
midst of a rebellious house, which have 
eyes to see, and see not; they have ears 
to hear, and hear not: for they are a re- 
bellious house. 

3 Therefore, thou son of man, prepare 
thee stuff for removing,-and remove by 
day in their sight ;.and thou shalt remove 
from thy place to another place in their 
sight : it may be they will consider, though 
they be a rebellious house.

6 In their sight shalt thou bear it upon 
thy shoulders, and carry it forth in the 
twilight: thou shalt cover thy face, that 
thou see not-the ground: for I have set 
thee for a sign unto the house of I8’-ra-él. 

7 And I did so as I was commanded: I 
brought forth my stuff by day, as stuff 
for captivity, and in the even I digged 
through the wall with mine hand; I 
brought it forth in the twilight, and I 
bare it upon my shoulder in their sight. 

8 ¢ And in the morning came the word 
of the LorD unto me, saying, 2 

9 Son of man, hath not the house of 18’- 
ra-él, the rebellious house, said unto thee, 
What doest thou? ° 

10 Say thou unto them, Thus saith the 
Lord Gop; This burden concerneth the 
prince in Jé-rii’-sa-lém, and all the house 
of is’-ra-él that are among them. 

Say, I am your sign: like as I have 
done, so shall it be done unto them: they 
shall remove and go into captivity. 

12 And the prince that is among them 
shall bear Py his shoulder in the twi- 
light, and shall go forth: they shall dig 
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through the wall to carry out thereby: 
he shall cover his face, that he see not the 
ground with his eyes. : 

13 My net also will I spread upon him, 
and he shall be taken in my snare: and I 
will bring him to Bab’-y-lon to the land 
of the chal-dé’-ans; yet shall he not see 
it, though he shall die there. ‘ 

14 And I will scatter toward every wind 
all that are about him to help him, and 
all his bands; and I will draw out the 
sword after them. 

15 And they shall know that I am the 
Lorp, when I shall scatter them among 
the nations, and disperse them in the 
countries. 

16 But I will leave a few men of them 
from the sword, from the famine, and 
from the pestilence ; that they may declare 
all their abominations among the heath- 
en whither they come; and they shall 
know that I am the Lorp. 

17 @ Moreover the word of the Lorp 
came to me, saying, j 

18 Son of man, eat thy bread with 
quaking, and drink thy water with trem- 
bling and with carefulness ; 

19 And say unto the people of the land, 
Thus saith the Lord Gop of the inhabit- 
ants of Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and of the land of 
Is’-ra-él1; They shall eat their bread with 
carefulness, and drink their water with 
astonishment, that her land may be deso- 
late from all that is therein, because of 
the violence of all them that dwell therein. 

And the cities that are inhabited 
shall be laid waste, and the land shall be 
desolate ; and ye shall know that I am the

5 For I am the Lorp: I will speak, an 
the word that I shall speak shall come to 
pass; it shall be no more prolonged: for 
in your days, O rebellious house, will I 
say the word, and will perform it, saith 
the Lord Gop, 

26 ¢ Again the word of the Lorp came 
to me, saying, 

Son of man, behold, they of the 
house of Is’-ra-é] say, The vision that he 
seeth is for many days to come, and he 
prophesieth of the times that are far off. 
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28 Therefore say unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord Gop; There shall none of my 
words be prolonged any more, but the 
word which I have spoken shall be done, 
saith the Lord Gop. 


Chapter 13 


ND the word of the LorRD came unto 
me, saying, 

2 Son of man, prophesy against the 
prophets of Is’-ra-é]1 that prophesy, and 
say thou unto them that prophesy out of 
their own hearts, Hear ye the word of the 


LorpD; 

3 Thus saith the Lord Gop; Woe unto 
the foolish prophets, that follow their 
own spirit, and have seen nothing! 

4 O_Is’-ra-él, thy prophets are like the 
foxes in the deserts. 

5 Ye have not gone up into the gaps, 
neither made up the hedge for the house 
of Is’-ra-él to stand in the battle in the 
day of the Lorp. 

6 They have seen vanity and lying di- 
vination, saying, The Lorp saith: and 
the LorD hath not sent them: and they 
have made others to hope that they would 
confirm the word. 

7 Have ye not seen a vain vision, and 
have ye not spoken a lying divination, 
whereas ye say, The LorD saith it; albeit 
I have not spoken? 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Because ye have spoken vanity, and seen 
lies, therefore, behold, I am against you, 
saith the Lord Gop. 

9,And mine hand shall be upon the 
prophets that see vanity, and that divine 
lies: they shall not be in the assembly of 
my people, neither shall they be written 
in the writing of the house of is’-ra-él, 
neither shall they enter into the land of 
I8’-ra-él; and ye shall know that I am the 
Lord Gop. 

10 4 Because, even because they have 
seduced my people, saying, Peace; and 
there was no peace; and one built up a 
wall, and, lo, others daubed it with un- 
tempered morter: 

11 Say unto them which daub it with 
untempered_morter, that it shall fall: 
there shall be an overflowing shower; 
and ye, O great hailstones, shall fall; and 
a stormy wind shall rend iz. 

12 Lo, when the wall is fallen, shall it 
not be said unto you, Where is the daub- 
ing wherewith ye have daubed it? 

13 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
I will even rend it with a stormy wind in 
my fury; and there shall be an overflow- 
ing shower in mine anger, and great hail- 
stones in my fury to consume it. 

14 So willl break down the wall that ye 
have daubed with untempered morter, 
and bring it down to the ground, so that 
the foundation thereof shall be discov- 
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_- ered, and it shall fall, and ye shall be con- 
sumed in the midst thereof: and ye shall 
know that I am the Lorn. 

15 Thus will I accomplish my wrath 
upon the wall, and upon them that have 


--daubed it with untempered morter, and 


will say unto you, The wall 
neither they that daubed it; 

» To wit, the prophets of {s’-ra-él 
~ which prophesy concerning Jé-ra’-sa-lém 
and which see visions of peace for her, 
and there is no peace, saith the Lord 
Gop. _. 

17 ¢ Likewise, thou son of man, set thy 
face against the daughters of thy people, 
which prophesy out of their own heart; 
and prophesy thou against them, 

18 And say, Thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Woe to the women that sew pillows to all 
armholes, and make kerchiefs upon the 
head of every stature to hunt souls! Will 
ye hunt the souls of my people, and will 
ye save the souls alive that come unto 
you? 

19 And will ye pollute me among my 
people for handfuls of barley and for 
pieces of bread, to slay the souls that 
should not die, and to save the souls alive 
that should not live, by your lying to my 
people that hear your lies? 

20 Wherefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Behold, I am against your pillows, where- 
with ye there hunt the souls to make them 
fly, and I will tear them from your arms, 
- and will let the souls go, even the souls 
that ye hunt to make them fly. 

21. Your kerchiefs also will I tear, and 
deliver my people out of your hand, and 
_ they shall be no more in your hand to be 

hunted; and ye shall know that I am the 
Lorp. 

22 Because with lies ye have made the 
heart of the righteous sad, whom I have 
not made sdd; and strengthened the 
hands of the wicked, that he should not 
pote stom his wicked way, by promising 

ife: 

23 Therefore yeshall see no more vanity, 
nor divine divinations: for I will deliver 
my people out of your hand: and ye shall 
know that I am the Lorp. 


Chapter 14 


HEN came certain of the elders of 
1s’-ra-él unto me, and sat before me. 

2 And the word of the LorD came unto 
me, saying, 

3 Son of man, these men have set up 
their idols in their heart, and put the 
stumblingblock of their iniquity before 
their face: should I be enquired of at all 
by them? 

- 4 Therefore speak unto them, and say 
unto them, Thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Every man of the house of 1s’-ra-é1 that 
setteth up his idols in his heart, and put- 


is NO more, 
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teth the stumblingblock of his iniquity 
before his face, and cometh to the proph- 
et; I the Lorp will answer him that com- 
eth according to the multitude of his 
idols; 

_> That I may take the house of I§’-ra-él 
in their own heart, because they are all 
estranged from me through their idols. 

6 @ Therefore say unto the house of f§’- 
ra-él, Thus saith the Lord Gop; Repent, 
and turn yourselves from your idols; and 
turn away your faces from all your abom- 
inations. 

7 For every one of the house of {§’-ra- 
él, or of the stranger that sojourneth in 
18’-ra-él; which separateth himself from 
me, and setteth up his idols in his heart, 
and putteth the stumblingblock of his 
iniquity before his face, and cometh to a 
prophet to enquire of him concerning 
oe 3 I the Lorp wiil answer him by my- 
self: ¢ 

8 And I will set my face against that 
man, and will make him a sign and a 
proverb, and I will cut him off from the 
midst of my people; and ye shall know 
that I am the Lorp. 

9 And if the prophet be deceived when 
he hath spoken a thing,.F-the Lorp have 
deceived that prophet, and I will stretch 
out my hand upon him, and will destroy 
him from the midst of my people fs’-ra-él. 

10 And they shall bear the punishment 
of their iniquity: the punishment of the 
prophet shall be even as the punishment 
of him that seeketh unto him; 

11 That the house of fs’-ra-é] may go no 
more astray from me, neither be polluted 
any more with all their transgressions; 
but that they may be my people, and I 
may be their God, saith the Lord Gop. 

12 ¢ The word of the Lorp came again 
to me, saying, 

13 Son of man, when the land sinneth 
against me by trespassing grievously, 
then will I stretch out mine hand upon it, 
and will break the staff of the bread 
thereof, and will send famine upon it, 
and will cut. off man and beast from it: 

14 Though these three men, NO’-a4h, 
Dan’-iél, and Job, were in it, they should 
deliver but their own souls by their right- 
eousness, saith the Lord Gop. 

15 @ If I cause noisome beasts to pass 
through the land, and they spoil it, so 
that it be desolate, that no man may pass 
through because of the beasts: 

16 Though these three men were in it, 
as I live, saith the Lord Gop, they shall 
deliver neither sons nor daughters; they 
only shall be delivered, but the land shall 
be desolate. 

17 @ Or if I bring a sword upon that 
land, and say, Sword, go through the 
land; so that I cut off man and beast from 
it: 
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18 Though these three men were in it, 
as I live, saith the Lord Gop, they shall 
deliver neither sons nor daughters, but 
they only shall be delivered themselves. 

19 ¢ Or if I send a pestilence into that 
land, and pour out my fury upon it in 
blood, to cut off from it man and beast: 

20 Though No’-ah, Dan’-iél, and Job, 
were in it, as I live, saith the Lord Gop, 
they shall deliver neither son nor daugh- 
ter; they shall but deliver their own souls 
by their righteousness. 

21 For thus saith the Lord Gop; How 
much more when I send my four sore 
judgments upon Jé-rii’-sa-lém, the sword, 
and the famine, and the noisome beast, 
and the pestilence, to cut off from it man 
and beast? ‘ 

22 ¢ Yet, behold, therein shall be left a 
remnant that shall be brought forth, both 
sons and daughters: behold, they shall 
come forth unto you, and ye shall see 
their way and their doings: and ye shall 
be comforted concerning the evil that I 
have brought upon Jé-ri’-sa-lém, even 
concerning all that Ihave brought upon it. 

23 And they shall comfort you, when 
ye see their ways and their doings: and ye 
shall know that I have not done without 
cause all that I have done in it, saith the 
Lord Gop. 


Chapter 15 


ND the word of the Lorp came unto 
me, saying, 

2 Son of man, What is the vine tree 
more than any tree, or than a branch 
which is among the trees of the forest ? 

3 Shall wood be taken thereof to do any 
work? or will men take a pin of it to hang 
any vessel thereon? 

4 Behold, it is cast into the fire for fuel; 
the fire devoureth both the ends of it, and 
the midst of it is burned. Is it meet for 
any work? 

5 Behold, when it was whole, it was 
meet for no work: how much less shall it 
be meet yet for any work, when the fire 
hath devoured it, and it is burned? 

6 ¢ Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
As the vine tree*among the trees of the 
forest, which I have given to the fire for 
fuel, so will I give the inhabitants of Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém. — 

7 And I will set my face against them; 
they shall go out from one fire, and an- 
other fire shall devour them; and ye shall 
know that I am the Lorp, when I set my 
face against them. 

8 And I will make the land desolate, be- 
cause they have committed a trespass, 
saith the Lord Gop. 


Chapter 16 


AGAIN the word of the Lorp came 
unto me, saying, 
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2 Son of man, cause Jé-ri’-sa-lém to 
know her abominations, ; 

3 And say, Thus saith the Lord Gop 
unto Jé-ri’-sa-lém; Thy birth and thy 
nativity is of the land of Ca’-na-an; thy 
father was.an Am’-6-rite, and thy mother 
an Hit’-tite. : 

4 And as for thy nativity, in the day 
thou wast born thy navel was not cut, 
neither wast thou washed in water to 
supple thee; thou_wast not salted at all, 
nor swaddled at all. 

5 None eye pitied thee, to do any of 
these unto thee, to have compassion up- 
on thee; but thou wast cast out in the 
open field, to the lothing of thy person, 
in the day that thou wast born. 

6 g.And when I passed by thee, and 
saw thee polluted in thine own blood, I 
said unto thee when thou wast in thy 
blood, Live; yea, I said unto thee when 
thou wast in thy blood, Live. 

7 I have caused thee to multiply as the 
bud of the field, and thou hast increased 
and waxen great, and thou art come to 
excellent ornaments: thy breasts are fash- 
ioned, and thine hair is grown, whereas 
thou wast naked and bare. 

Now when I passed by thee, and 
looked upon thee, behold, thy time was 
the time of love; and I spread my skirt 
over thee, and covered thy nakedness: 
yea, I sware unto thee, and entered into 
a covenant with thee, saith the Lord Gop, 
and thou becamest mine. 

9 Then washed I thee with water; yea, I 
throughly washed away thy blood from 
thee, and I anointed thee with oil. 

10 I clothed. thee also with broid- 
ered work, and shod thee with badgers’ 
skin, and I girded thee about with fine 
linen, and I covered thee with silk. 

11 I decked thee also with ornaments 
and I put bracelets upon thy hands, and 
a chain on thy neck. 

And I put a jewel on thy forehead, 
and earrings in thine ears, and a beautiful 
crown upon thine head. 

13 Thus wast thou decked with gold 
and silver; and thy raiment was of fine 
linen, and silk, and broidered work ; thou 
didst eat fine flour, and honey, and oil: 
and thou wast exceeding beautiful, and 
thou didst prosper into a kingdom. 

14 And thy renown went forth among 
the heathen for thy beauty: for it was 
perfect through my comeliness, which 
a had put upon thee, saith the Lord

15 ¢ But thou didst trust in thine own 
beauty, and playedst the harlot because 
of thy renown, and pouredst out thy 
fornications on every one that passed by; 
Me Anas f thy th 

ro) garments thou didst take, 
and deckedst thy high places with divers 
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colours, and playedst the harlot there- 
upon: the like things shall not come, nei- 
ther shall it be so. 
7 Thou hast also taken thy fair jewels 
of my gold and of my silver, which I ha 
given thee, and madest to thyself images 
of men, and didst commit whoredom 
with them, 
18 And tookest thy broidered garments, 


and coveredst them: and thou hast set d 


mine oil and mine incense before them. 

19 My meat also which I gave thee, 
fine flour, and oil, and honey, wherewith 
I fed thee, thou hast even set it before 
them for a sweet savour: and thus it was, 
saith the Lord Gop. 

20 Moreover thou hast taken thy sons 
and thy daughters, whom thou hast 
borne unto me, and these hast thou sac- 
rificed unto them to be devoured. Is this 
of thy whoredoms a small matter, 

21 That thou hast slain my children, 
and delivered them to cause them to pass 
through the fire for them? 

22 And in all thine abominations and 
thy whoredoms thou hast not remem- 
bered the days of thy youth, when thou 
wast naked and bare, and wast polluted 
in thy blood. 

23 And it came to pass after all th 
wickedness, (woe, woe unto thee! sait 
the Lord Gop;) 

24 That thou hast also built unto thee 
an eminent place, and hast made thee an 

igh place in every street. 

25 Thou hast built thy high place at 
every head of the way, and hast made thy 
beauty to be abhorred, and hast opened 
thy feet to every one that passed by, and 
multiplied thy whoredoms. 

26 Thou hast also committed fornica- 
tion with the E-gyp’-fians thy neighbours, 
great of flesh; and hast increased thy 
whoredoms, to provoke me to anger. 

27 Behold, therefore I have stretched 
out my hand over thee, and have dimin- 
ished thine ordinary food, and delivered 
thee unto the will of them that hate thee, 
the daughters of the Phil’-is-tines, which 
are ashamed of thy lewd way. 

28 Thou hast played the whore also 
with the As-syr’-i-ans, because thou wast 
unsatiable; yea, thou hast played the 
harlot with them, and yet couldest not be 
satisfied. ai 

29 Thou hast moreover multiplied thy 
fornication in the land of Ca’-na-4n unto 
Chal-dé’-4; and yet thou wast not satis- 
fied herewith. i 4 

30 How weak is thine heart, saith the 
Lord Gop, seeing thou doest all these 
things, the work of an imperious whorish 


- woman; : , L 

31 In that thou buildest thine eminent 
place in the head of every way, and 
makest thine high place in every street; 
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and hast not been as an harlot, in that 
thou scornest hire; 

32 But as a wife that committeth adul- 
tery, which taketh strangers instead of 


d her husband! 


33 They give gifts to all whores: but 
thou givest thy gifts to all thy lovers, 
and hirest them, that they may come 
unto thee on every side for thy whore- 


om. 
34 And the contrary is in thee from 
other women in thy whoredoms, whereas 
none followeth thee to commit whore- 
doms: and in that thou givest a reward, 
and no reward is given unto thee, there- 
fore thou art contrary. 

5S ¢ Wherefore, O harlot, hear the 
word of the Lorp: 

36 Thus saith the Lord Gop; Because 
thy filthiness was poured out, and thy 
nakedness discovered through thy whore- 
doms with thy lovers, and with all the 
idols of thy abominations, and by the 
blood of thy children, which thou didst 
give unto them; 

37 Behold, therefore I will gather all 
thy lovers, with whom thou hast taken 
pleasure, and all them that thou hast 
loved, with all them that.thou hast hated; 
I will even gather them round about 
against thee, and will discover thy naked- 
ness unto them, that they may see all thy 
nakedness. 

38 And I will judge thee, as women 
that break wedlock and shed blood are 
judged ; and I will give thee blood in fury 
and jealousy. f 

39 And I will also give thee into their 
hand, and they shall throw down thine 
eminent place, and shall break down thy 
high places: they shall strip thee also of 
thy clothes, and shall take thy fair jewels, 
and leave thee naked and bare. 

40 They shall also bring up a company 
against thee, and they shall stone thee 
with stones, and thrust thee through with 
their swords. 

41 And they shall burn thine houses 
with fire, and execute judgments upon 
thee in the sight of many women: and I 
will cause thee to cease from playing the 
harlot, and thou also shalt give no hire 
any more. 

42 So will I make my fury toward thee 
to rest, and 2 eegeh shall depart from 
thee, and I will be quiet, and will be no 
more angry. 

43 Because thou hast not remembered 
the days of thy youth, but hast fretted me 
in all these things; behold, therefore I 
also will recompense thy way upon thine 
head, saith the Lord Gop: and thou shalt 
not commit this lewdness above all thine 
abominations. 

44 @ Behold, every one that useth prov- 
erbs shall use this proverb against thee, 
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saying, As is the mother, so is her daugh- 


ter. 

45 Thou art thy mother’s daughter, 
that lotheth her husband and her chil- 
dren; and thou art the sister of thy sis- 
ters, which lothed their husbands and 
their children: your mother was an Hit’- 
tite, and your father an Am’-O-rite. | 

46 And thine elder sister is Sa-mar’-i-a, 
she and her daughters that dwell at thy 
left hand: and thy younger sister, that 
dwelleth at thy right hand, is Sod’-om 
and her daughters. ’ 

47 Yet hast thou not walked after their 
ways, nor done after their abominations: 
but, as if that were a very little thing, thou 
wast corrupted more than they.in all thy 
ways. 

48 As I live, saith the Lord Gop, Sod’- 
om thy sister hath not done, she nor her 
daughters, as thou hast done, thou and 
thy daughters. ia) yelt 

49 Behold, this was the iniquity of thy 
sister S6d’-om, pride, fulness of bread, 
and abundance of idleness was in her 
and in her daughters, neither did she 
strengthen the hand of the poor and 
needy. 

50 And they were haughty, and com- 
mitted abomination before me: there- 
fore I took them away as I saw good. 

51 Neither hath Sa-mar’-i-a committed 
half of thy sins; but thou hast multipled 
thine abominations more than they, and 
hast justified thy sisters in all thine abom- 
inations which thou hast done. 

2 Thou also, which hast judged thy 
sisters, bear thine own shame for thy sins 
that thou hast committed more abom- 
inable than they: they are more righteous 
than thou: yea, be thou confounded also, 
and bear thy shame, in that thou hast 
justified thy sisters. 

3 When I shall bring again their cap- 
tivity, the captivity of Sod’-om and her 
daughters, and the captivity of Sa-mar’- 
i-a and her daughters, then will I bring 
again the captivity of thy captives in the 
midst of them: 

54 That thou mayest bear thine own 
shame, and mayest be confounded in all 
that thou hast done, in that thou art a 
comfort unto them. 

55 When thy sisters, Séd’-om and her 
daughters, shall return to their former 
estate, and Sa-mar’-i-4 and her daughters 
shall return to their former estate, then 
thou and thy daughters shall return to 
your former estate. 

56 For thy sister S6d’-om was not men- 
tioned by thy mouth in the day of thy 
pride, 

57 Before thy wickedness was discov- 
ered, as at the time of thy reproach of the 
daughters of Syr’-i-a, and all that are 
round about her, the daughters of the 
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Phil’-is-tines, which despise thee round 


about. 

58 Thou hast borne thy lewdness and 
thine abominations, saith the LORD. | 

59 For thus saith the Lord Gop; I will 
even deal with thee as thou hast done, 
which hast despised the oath in breaking 
the covenant. 

60 @ Nevertheless I will remember my 
covenant with thee in the days of thy 
youth, and I will.establish unto thee an 
everlasting covenant. 

61 Then thou shalt remember thy ways, 
and be ashamed, when thou shalt receive 
thy sisters, thine elder and thy younger: 
and I will give them unto thee for daugh- 
ters, but not by thy covenant. 

62 And I will establish my covenant 
with thee; and thou shalt know that I am 
the Lorp: 

63 That thou mayest remember, and be 
confounded, and never open thy mouth 
any more because of thy shame, when I 
am pacified toward thee for all that thou 
hast done, saith the Lord Gop. 


Chapter 17 


ND the word of the Lorp came unto 

me, saying, 

2 Son of man, put forth a riddle, and 
speak a parable unto the house of {§’- 
ra-él; 

3 And say, Thus saith the Lord Gop; A 
great eagle with great wings, longwinged, 
full of feathers, which had divers colours, 
came unto Léb’-a-non, and took the 
highest branch of the cedar: 

He cropped off the top of_ his 
young twigs, and carried it into a land 
of traffick; he set it in a city of mer- 
chants. 

5 He took also of the seed of the land, 
and planted it in a fruitful field; he placed 
it by great waters, and set it as a willow 
ree, 

6 And it grew, and became a spreading 
vine of low stature, whose branches 
turned toward him, and the roots thereof 
were under him: so it became a vine, and 
brought forth branches, and shot forth 
sprigs. 

7 There was also another great eagle 
with great wings and many feathers: and, 
behold, this vine did bend her roots to- 
ward him, and shot forth her branches 
toward him, that he might water it by the 
furrows of her. plantation. 

8 It was planted in a good soil by great 
waters, that it might bring forth branches, 
and that it might bear fruit, that it might 
be a goodly vine. 

9 Say thou, Thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Shall it prosper? shall he not pull up the 
roots thereof, and cut off the fruit there- 
of, that it wither ? it shall wither in all the 
leaves of her spring, even without great 
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power or many people to pluck it up by 
the roots thereof. 

10 Yea, behold, being planted, shall it 
prosper? shall it not utterly wither, when 
the east wind toucheth it? it shall wither 

- in the furrows where it grew. 

11 @ Moreover the word of the Lorp 
came unto me, saying, 

12 Say now to the rebellious house, 
Know ye not what these things mean? 
tell them, Behold, the king of Bab’-y-lon 
is come to Jé-rii’-sa-lém, and hath taken 
the king thereof, and the princes thereof, 
and led them with him to Bab’-y-lon; 

13 And hath taken of the king’s seed, 
and made a covenant with him, and hath 
taken an oath of him: he hath also taken 
the mighty of the land: 

14 That the kingdom might be base, 

that it might not lift itself up, but that by 
keeping of his covenant it might stand. 
. 15 But he rebelled against him in send- 
ing his ambassadors into E’-gypt, that 
they might give him horses and much 
people. Shall he prosper? shall he escape 
that doeth such things? or shall he break 
the covenant, and be delivered? 

As I live, saith the Lord Gop, surely 
in the place where the king dwelleth that 
made him king, whose oath he despised, 
and whose covenant he brake, even with 
him in the midst of Bab’-y-lon he shall 


die. 

17 Neither shall Phar’-aoh with his 
mighty army and great company make 
for him in the war, by casting up mounts, 
and building forts, to cut off many per- 
sons: 

18 Seeing he despised the oath by 
breaking the covenant, when, lo, he had 
given his hand, and hath done all these 
things, he shall not escape. 

.19 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
As I live, surely mine oath that he hath 
despised, and my covenant that he hath 
broken, even it will I recompense upon 
his own head. : 

20 And I will spread my net upon him, 
and he shall be taken in my snare, and I 
will bring him to Bab’-y-lon, and will 
plead with him there for his trespass that 
he hath trespassed against me. ; 

21 And all his fugitives with all his 
bands shall fall by the sword, and they 
that remain shall be scattered toward all 
winds: and ye shall know that I the 
Lorp have spoken it. f 

22 Thus saith the Lord Gop; I will also 
take of the highest branch of the high 
cedar, and will set it; I will crop off from 
the top of his young twigs a tender one, 
and will plant it upon an high mountain 
- and eminent: } : us 

23 In the mountain of the height of Is’- 
ra-él will I plant it: and it shall bring 
forth boughs, and bear fruit, and be a 
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goodly cedar: and under it shall dwell 
all fowl of every wing; in the shadow of 
the branches thereof shall they dwell. 

24 And all the trees of the field shall 
know that I the Lorp have brought down 
the high tree, have exalted the low tree, 
have dried up the green tree, and have 
made the dry tree to flourish: I the Lorp 
have spoken and have done it. 


Chapter 18 


HE word of the Lorp came unto me 
again, saying, 

hat mean ye, that ye use this prov- 

erb concerning the land of {§’-ra-él, say- 

ing, The fathers have eaten sour grapes, 

and the children’s teeth are set on edge? 

3 As I live, saith the Lord Gop, ye shall 
not have occasion any more to use this 
proverb in {s’-ra-él. 

4 Behold, all souls are mine; as the soul 
of the father, so also the soul of the son 
is mine: the soul that sinneth, it shall die. 

5 @ But if a man be just, and do that 
which is lawful and right, 

6 And hath not eaten upon the moun- 
tains, neither hath lifted up his eyes to 
the idols of the house of is’-ra-él, neither 
hath defiled his neighbour’s wife, neither 
hath come near to a menstruous woman, 

7 And hath not oppressed any, but hath 
restored to the debtor his pledge, hath 
spoiled none by violence, hath given his 
bread to the hungry, and hath covered 
the naked with a garment; 

8 He that hath not given forth upon 
usury, neither hath taken any increase, 
that hath withdrawn his hand from iniq- 
uity, hath executed true judgment be- 
tween man and man, 

9 Hath walked in my statutes, and hath 
kept my judgments, to deal truly; he is 
just, he shall surely live, saith the Lord 

OD. 

10 ¢@ If he beget a son that is a robber, a 
shedder of blood, and that doeth the like 
to any one of these things, 

11 And that doeth not any of those 
duties, but even hath eaten upon the 
mountains, and defiled his neighbour’s 


e, 

12 Hath oppressed the poor and needy, 
hath spoiled by violence, hath not re- 
stored the pledge, and hath lifted up his 
eyes to the idols, hath committed abom- 
ination, 

13 Hath given forth upon usury, and 
hath taken increase: shall he then live? 
he shall not live: he hath done all these 
abominations; he shall surely die; his 
blood shall be upon him. 

14. ¢ Now, lo, if he beget a son, that 
seeth all his father’s sins which he hath 
done, and considereth, and doeth not 


such like, 
15 That hath not eaten upon the moun- 
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tains, neither hath lifted up his eyes to the 
idols of the house of {s’-ra-él, hath not 
defiled his neighbour’s wife, 

16 Neither hath oppressed any, hath 
not withholden the pledge, neither hath 
spoiled by violence, but hath given his 
bread to the hungry, and hath covered 
the naked with a garment, — 

17 That hath taken off his hand from 
the poor, that hath not received usury 
nor increase, hath executed my judg- 
ments, hath walked in my statutes; he 
shall not die for the iniquity of his father, 
he shall surely live. 

18 As for his father, because he cruelly 
oppressed, spoiled his brother by vio- 
lence, and did that which is not good 
among his people, lo, even he shall die 
in his iniquity. 

19 @ Yet say ye, Why? doth not the son 
bear the iniquity of the father? When the 
son hath done that which is lawful and 
right, and hath kept all my statutes, and 
hath done them, he shall surely live. — 

20 The soul that sinneth, it shall die. 
The son shall not bear the iniquity of the 
father, neither shall the father bear the 
iniquity of the son: the righteousness of 
the righteous shall be upon him, and the 
wickedness of the wicked shall be upon 


him. 

21 But if the wicked will turn from all 
his sins that he hath committed, and keep 
all my statutes, and do that which is law- 
ful and right, he shall surely live, he shall 


not die. 

22 All his transgressions that he hath 
committed, they shall not be mentioned 
unto him: in his righteousness that he 
hath done he shall live. 

23 Have I any pleasure at all that the 
wicked should die? saith the Lord Gop: 
and not that he should return from his 
ways, and live? 

24 ¢ But when the righteous’ turneth 
away from his righteousness, and com- 
mitteth iniquity, and doeth according to 
all the abominations that the wicked man 


doeth, shall he live? All his righteousness p 


that he hath done shall not be mention- 
ed: in his trespass that he hath tres- 
passed, and in his sin that he hath sinned, 
in them shall he die. 

25 ¥ Yet ye say, The way of the Lord is 
not equal. Hear now) O house of i§’-ra- 
él; Is not my way equal? are not your 
ways unequal? 

6 When a righteous man turneth away 
from his righteousness, and committeth 
iniquity, and dieth in them; for his iniq- 
uity that he hath done shall he die. 

27 Again, when the wicked man turneth 
away from his wickedness that he hath 
committed, and doeth that which is law- 
ful and right, he shall save his soul alive. 

28 Because he considereth, and turneth 
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away from all his transgressions that he 
hath committed, he shall surely live, he 
shall not die. me 

29 Yet saith the house of Is’-ra-é1, The 
way of the Lord is not equal: O house of 
is’-ra-é], are not my ways equal? are not 
your ways unequal? 

30, Therefore I will judge you, O house 
of is’-ra-él, every one according to his 
ways, saith the Lord Gop. Repent, and 
turn yourselves from all your transgres- 
sions; so iniquity shall not be your ruin. 

31 & Cast away from you all your trans- 
gressions, whereby ye have transgressed; 
and make you a new heart and a new

11 And she had strong rods for the 
sceptres of them that bare rule, and her 
stature was exalted among the ‘thick 
branches, and she appeared in her height 
with the multitude of her branches. 

12 But she was plucked up in fury, she 
was cast down to the: ground, and the 
east wind dried up her fruit: her strong 
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rods were broken and withered; the fire 
consumed them. 
13 And now she is planted in the wil- 
derness, in a dry and thirsty ground. 
14 And fire is gone out of a rod of her 
_ branches, which hath devoured her fruit, 
' so that she hath no strong rod to be a 
sceptre to rule. This is a lamentation, and 
shall be for a lamentation. 


Chapter 20 


ND it came to pass in the seventh o 


year, in the fifth month, the tenth 
day of the month, that certain of the 
elders of is’-ra-é1 came to enquire of the 
Lorp, and sat before me.

6 In the day that I lifted up mine hand 
unto them, to bring them forth of the 
land of E’-gypt into a land=that I had 
espied for them, flowing with milk and 
honey, which is the glory of all lands: 

_ 7 Then said I unto them, Cast ye away 
every man the abominations of his eyes, 

and defile not yourselves with the idols of 

E’-gypt: I am the Lorp your God. 

8 But they rebelled against me, and 
would not hearken unto me: they did 
not every man cast away the abomina- 
tions of their eyes, neither did they for- 
sake the idols of E’-gypt: then I said, I 
will pour out my fury upon them, to ac- 
complish my anger against them in the 
midst of the land of £’-gypt. 

9 But I wrought for my name’s sake, 
that it should not be polluted before the 
heathen, among whom they were, in 
whose sight I made myself known unto 
them, in bringing them forth out of the 
land of E’-gypt. 

10 @ Wherefore I caused them to go 
forth out of the land of £’-gypt, and 
brought them into the wilderness. 

11 And I gave them my statutes, and 
shewed them my judgments, which if a 
man do, he shall even live in them. 

12 Moreover also I gave them my sab- 
baths, to be a sign between me and them, 
that they might know that I am the Lorp 
that sanctify them. 
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13 But the house of i8’-ra-é1 rebelled 
against me in the wilderness: they walked 
not in my statutes, and they despised my 
judgments, which if a man do; he shail 
even live in them; and my sabbaths they 
greatly polluted: then I said, I would 
pour out my fury upon them in the wil- 
derness, to consume them. 

14 But I wrought for my name’s sake, 
that it should not be polluted before the 
heathen, in whose sight I brought them 


ut. 

15 Yet also I lifted up my hand unto 
them in the wilderness, that I would not 
bring them into the land which I had 
given them, flowing with milk and honey, 
which is the glory of all lands; 

16 Because they despised my judgments, 
and walked not in my statutes, but pol- 
luted my sabbaths: for their heart went 
after their idols. 

17 Nevertheless mine,eye spared them 
from destroying them, neither did I make 
an end of them in the wilderness. 

18 But I said unto their children in the 
wilderness, Walk ye not in the statutes of 
your fathers, neither observe their judg- 
mints; nor defile yourselves with their 
idols: - 

19 I am the LorD your God; walk in 
my statutes, and keep my judgments, and 
do them; 

20 And hallow my sabbaths; and they 
shall be a sign between me and you, that 
ye may know that I am the Lorp your 

od. 

21 Notwithstanding the children re- 
belled against me: they walked not in my 
statutes, neither kept my judgments to do 
them, which if a man do, he shall even 
live in them; they polluted-“my sabbaths: 
then I said, I would pour out my fury 
upon them, to accomplish my anger 
against them in the wilderness. 

22 Nevertheless I withdrew mine hand, 
and wrought for my name’s sake, that it 
should not be polluted in the sight of the 
pee in whose sight I brought them 

orth. 

23 Ilifted up mine hand unto them also 
in the wilderness, that I would scatter 
them among the heathen, and disperse 
them through the countries; 

24 Because they had not executed my 
judgments, but had despised my statutes, 
and had polluted my sabbaths, and their 
eyes were after their fathers’ idols. 

25. Wherefore I gave them also statutes 
that were not good, and judgments where- 
by they should not live; : 

26 And I polluted them in their own 
gifts, in that they caused to pass through 
the fire all that openeth the womb, that I 
might make them desolate, to the end 
that they might know that I am the Lorp. 

27 ¢ Therefore, son of man, speak un- 
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to the house of {8’-ra-él, and say unto 
them, Thus saith the Lord Gop; Yet in 
this your fathers have blasphemed me, in 
that they have committed a trespass 
against me. ‘ 

28 For when I had brought them into 
the land, for the which I lifted up mine 
hand to give it to them, then they saw 
every high hill, and all the thick trees, 
and they offered there their sacrifices, 
and there they presented the provocation 
of their offering: there also they made 
their sweet savour, and poured out there 
their drink offerings. ; 

29 Then I said unto them, What is the 
high place whereunto ye go? And the 
name thereof is called Ba’-mah unto this 


day. 

30 Wherefore say unto the house of 
{s’-ra-é], Thus saith the Lord Gop; Are 
ye polluted after the manner of your fa- 
thers? and commit ye. whoredom after 
their abominations ? f 

31 For when ye offer your gifts, when ye 
make your sons to pass through the fire, 
ye pollute yourselves with all your idols, 
even unto this day: and shall I be en- 
quired of by you, O house of {s’-ra-él? 
As I live, saith the Lord Gop, I will not 
be enquired of by you. : 

32 And that which cometh into your 
mind shall not be at all, that ye say, We 
will be as the heathen, as the families of 
the countries, to serve wood and stone. 

33 Q As I live, saith the Lord Gop, 
surely with a mighty hand, and with a 
stretched out arm, and with fury poured 
out, will I rule over you: 

34 And I will bring you out from the 
people, and will gather you out of the 
countries wherein ye are scattered, witha 
mighty hand, and with a stretched out 
arm, and with fury poured out. 

35 And I will bring you into the wilder- 
ness of the people, and there will I plead 
with you face to face. 

36 Like as I pleaded with your fathers 
in the wilderness of the land of E’-gypt, 
= will I plead with you, saith the Lord 

OD. 

37 And I will cause you to pass under 
the rod, and I will bring you into the 
bond of the covenant: 

38 And I will purge out from among 
you the rebels, and them that transgress 
against me: I will bring them forth out of 
the country where they sojourn, and they 
shall not enter into the land of {s’-ra-é]: 
and ye shall know that I am the Lorp. 

39 As for you, O house of I8’-ra-él, thus 
saith the Lord Gop; Go ye, serve ye 
every one his idols, and hereafter also, if 
ye will not hearken unto me: but pollute 
ye my holy name no more with your 
gifts, and with your idols. 

40 For in mine holy mountain, in the 
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mountain of the height of i8’-ra-él, saith 
the Lord Gop, there shall all the house of 
i§’-ra-él, all of them in the land, serve me: 
there will I accept them, and there will I 
require your offerings, and the firstfruits 
of. your oblations, with all your holy 
things. } 

41 I will.accept you with your sweet 
savour, when I bring you out from the 
people, and gather you out of the coun- 
tries wherein ye have been scattered ; and 
I will be sanctified in you before the 
heathen. 

42 And ye shall know that I am the 
Lorp, when I shall bring you into the 
land of is’-ra-él, into the country for the 
which I lifted up mine hand to give it to 
your fathers. 

43 And there shall ye remember your 
ways, and all your doings, wherein ye 
have been defiled; and ye shall lothe 
yourselves in your own sight for all your 
evils that ye have committed. 

44 And ye shall know that I am the 
Lorp, when I have wrought with you for 
my name’s sake, not according to your 
wicked ways, nor according to your cor- 
rupt doings, O ye house of Is’-ra-él, saith 
the Lord Gop. 

45 @ Moreover the word of the LorD 
came unto me, saying, 

46 Son of man, set thy face toward the 
south, and drop thy word toward the 
south, and prophesy against the forest of 
the south field; 

47 And say to the forest: of the south, 
Hear the word of the Lorp; Thus saith 
the Lord Gop; Behold, I will kindle a 
fire in thee, and it shall devour every 
green tree in thee, and every dry tree: the 
flaming flame shall not be quenched, and 
all faces from the south to the north shall 
be burned therein. 

48 And all flesh shall see that I the 
LorpD. have kindled it: it shall not be 
quenched. 

49 Then said I, Ah Lord Gop! they say 
of me, Doth he not speak parables? 


Chapter 21 


ND the word of the Lorp came unto 

me, saying, 

2 Son of man, set thy face toward Jé- 
ri’-sa-lém, and drop thy word toward the 
holy places, and prophesy against the

8 ¢ Again the word of the Lorp came 
unto me, saying, 

9 Son of man, prophesy, and say, Thus 
saith the Lorp; Say, A sword, a sword is 
sharpened, and also furbished: 

10 Itissharpened to make a sore slaugh- 
ter; it is furbished that it may glitter: 
should we then make mirth? it contemn- 
eth the rod of my son, as every tree. 

11 And he hath given it to be furbished, 
that it may be handled: this sword is 
sharpened, and it is furbished, to give it 
into the hand of the slayer. 

12 Cry and howl, son of man: for it 
shall be upon my people, it shall be upon 
all the princes of {§’-ra-él: terrors by rea- 
son of the sword shall’ be upon my peo- 
ple: smite therefore upon thy thigh. 

3 Because it is a trial, and what if the 
sword contemn even the rod? it shall be 
- no more, saith the Lord Gop. 

14 Thou therefore, son of man, proph- 

» esy, and smite thine hands together, and 
let ‘the sword be doubled the third time, 
the sword of the slain: it is the sword of 

the great men that are slain, which enter- 
eth into their privy chambers. 

15 I have set the point of the sword 
against all their gates, that their heart 
may faint, and their ruins be multiplied: 
ah! it is made bright, it is wrapped up for 
the slaughter. 

16 Go thee one way or other, either on 
the right hand, or on the left, whitherso- 
ever thy face is set. 

17 Iwillalso smite mine hands together, 
and I will cause my fury to rest: I the 
Lorp have said it. 

18 @ The word of the LorD came unto 

" me again, saying, z 

19 Also, thou son of man, appoint thee 
two ways, that the sword of the king of 
Bab’-y-lon may come: both twain shall 
come forth out of one land: and choose 
thou a place, choose it at the head of the 
way to the city. 

20 Appoint a way, that the sword may 
come to Rab’-bath of the Am’-mon-ites, 
and to Ja’-dah in Jé-ri’-sa-lém the de- 
fenced. 3 ss 

21 For the king of Bab’-y-lon stood at 
the parting of the way, at the head of the 
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two ways, to use divination: he made his 
arrows bright, he consulted with images, 
he looked in the liver. 

22 At his right hand was the divination 
for Jé-rii’-sa-lém, to appoint captains, to 
open the mouth in the slaughter, to lift 
up the voice with shouting, to appoint 
battering rams against the gates, to cast a 
mount, and to build a fort. 

23 And it shall be unto them as a false 
divination in their sight, to them that 
have sworn oaths: but he will call to re- 
pe cabelp the iniquity, that they may be 
taken. 

24 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Because ye have made your iniquity to be 
remembered, in that your transgressions 
are discovered, so that in all your doings 
your sins do appear; because, J say, that 
ye are come to remembrance, ye shall be 
taken with the hand. 

25, ¢ And thou, profane wicked prince 
of Is’-rd-é1, whose day is come, when 
iniquity shall have an end, 

26 Thus saith the Lord Gop; Remove 
the diadem, and take off the crown: this 
shall not be the same: exalt him that is 
low, and abase him that is high. 

27 I will overturn, overturn, overturn, 
it: and it shall be no-more, until he come 
whose right it is; and I will give it him. 

28 ¢-And thou, son of man, prophesy 
and say, Thus saith the Lord Gop con- 
cerning the: Am’-mon-ites, and concern- 
ing their reproach; even say thou, The 
sword, the sword is drawn: for the slaugh- 
ter it is furbished, to consume because of 
the glittering: 

29 Whiles they see vanity unto thee, 
whiles they divine a lie unto thee, to 
bring thee upon the necks-of them that 
are slain, of the wicked, whose day is

30 Shall I cause it to return into his 
sheath? I will judge thee in the place 
where thou wast created, in the land of 
thy nativity. Glan D 

31 And I will pour out mine indigna- 
tion upon thee, I will blow against thee in 
the fire of my wrath, and deliver thee into 
the hand of brutish men, and skilful to 
destroy. 

32 Thou shalt be for fuel to the fire; 
thy blood shall be in the midst of the 
land ; thou shalt be no more remembered: 
for I the Lorp have spoken it. 


Chapter 22

8 Thou hast despised mine holy things, 
and hast profaned my sabbaths. 

9 In thee are men that carry tales to 
shed blood: and in thee they eat upon the 
mountains: in the midst of thee they 
commit lewdness. 

10 In thee have they discovered their 
fathers’ nakedness: in thee have they 
humbled her that was set apart for pol- 
lution. 

11 And one hath committed abomina- 
tion with his neighbour’s wife; and an- 
other hath lewdly defiled his daughter in 
law; and another in thee hath humbled 
his sister, his father’s daughter. 

12 In thee have they taken gifts to shed 
blood; thou hast taken usury and in- 
crease, and thou hast greedily gained of 
thy neighbours by extortion, and hast 
forgotten me, saith the Lord Gop. 

13 ¢ Behold, therefore I have smitten 
mine hand at thy dishonest gain which 
thou hast made, and at thy blood which 
hath been in the midst of thee. 

14 Can thine heart endure, or can thine 
hands be strong, in the days that I shall 
deal with thee? I the LorD have spoken 
it, and will do it. 

15 And I will scatter thee among the 
heathen, and disperse thee in the coun- 
tries, and will consume thy filthiness out 
of thee. 

16 And'thou shalt take thine inherit- 
ance in thyself in the sight of the heathen, 
and thou shalt know that I am the Lorpb. 

17 And the word of the Lorp came un- 
to me, saying, E 

Son of man, the house of Is’-ra-él is 
to me become dross: all they are brass, 
and tin, and iron, and lead, in the midst 
_ the furnace; they are even the dross of 
silver. 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop;

Because ye are all become dross, behold, 
therefore I will gather you into the midst 
of Jé-rai’-sa-lém.

Sa-mar’-i-a is A-hd’-lah, and Jé-ri’-sa- 

lém A-h6l’-i-bah. 

5 And A-h6’-lah played the harlot when 
she was mine; and she doted on her 
lovers, on the As-syr’-i-ans her neigh- 
bours, 

6 Which were clothed with blue, cap- 
tains and rulers, all of them desirable 
young men, horsemen riding upon hor- 
ses. 

7 Thus she committed her whoredoms 
with them, with all them that were the 
chosen men of As-syr’-i-a, and with all on 
whom she doted: with all their idols she 
defiled herself. 

8 Neither left she her whoredoms 
brought from £’-gypt: for in her youth 
they lay with her, and they bruised the 
breasts of her virginity, and poured their 
whoredom upon her. 

9 Wherefore I have delivered her into 
the hand of her lovers, into the hand of 
the As-syr’-i-ans, upon whom she doted. 

10 These discovered her nakedness: 
they took her sons and her daughters, 
and slew her with the sword: and she be- 
came famous among women; for they 
had executed judgment upon_her. © 

11 And when her sister A-h6l’-i-bah 
saw this, she was more corrupt in her in- 
ordinate love than she, and in her whore- 

* doms more than her sister in her whore- 
doms. fron gaa: 

12, She doted upon the As-syr’-i-ans her 
neighbours, captains and rulers clothed 
most gorgeously, horsemen riding upon 
horses, all of them desirable young men. 

13 Then I saw that she was defiled, that 
they took both one way, 

And that she increased her whore- 
doms: for when she saw men pourtrayed 
upon the wall, the images of the chal-dé’- 
ans pourtrayed with vermilion, — 

15 Girded with girdles upon their loins, 
exceeding in dyed attire upon their heads, 
all of them princes to look to, after the 
manner of the Bab-y-l6’-ni-ans of chal- 
dé’-a, the land of their nativity: : 

16 And as soon as she saw them with 
her eyes, she doted upon them, and sent 
Messengers unto them into Chal-dé’-a. 

17 And the Bab-y-l0’-ni-ans came to 
her into the bed of love, and they defiled 
_ her with their whoredom, and she was 

_polluted with them, and her mind was 
alienated from them. 

18 So she discovered her whoredoms, 
and discovered her nakedness: then my 
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mind was alienated from her, like as my 
mind was alienated from her sister. 

_19 Yet she multiplied her whoredoms, 
in calling to remembrance the days of her 
youth, wherein she had played the harlot 
in the land of £’-gypt. 

For she doted upon their para- 
mours, whose flesh is as the flesh of asses, 
and whose issue is Jike the issue ofhorses. 

21 Thus thou calledst to remembrance 
the lewdness of thy youth, in bruising thy 
teats by the E-gyp’-tians for the paps of 
thy youth. a 

22 ¢ Therefore, O A-hol’-i-bah, thus 
saith the Lord Gop; Behold, I will raise 
up thy lovers against thee, from whom 
thy mind is alienated, and I will bring 
them against thee on every side; 

The Bab-y-16’-ni-ans, and all the 
chal-dé’-ans, Pé’-k6d, and Sho’-a, and 
KO’-a, and all the As-syr’-i-ans with 
them: all of them desirable young men, 
captains and rulers, great lords and re- 
nowned, all of them riding upon horses. 

24 And they shall come against thee 
with chariots, wagons, and wheels, and 
with an assembly of people, which shall 
set against thee buckler and shield and 
helmet round about: and I will set judg- 
ment before them,.and they shall judge 
thee according to their judgments.’ 

25 And I will set my jealousy against 
thee, and they shall deal furiously with 
thee: they shall take away thy nose 
and thine ears; and thy remnant shall 
fall by the sword: they shall take thy 
sons and thy daughters; and thy residue 
shall be devoured by the fire. ; 

26 They shall also strip thee out of thy 
clothes, and take away thy fair jewels. 

27 Thus will I make thy lewdness to 
cease from thee, and thy whoredom 
brought from the land of E£’-gypt: so that 
thou shalt not lift up thine eyes unto 
them, nor remember £’-gypt any more. 

28 For thus saith the Lord Gop; Be- 
hold, I will deliver thee into the hand of 
them whom thou hatest, into the hand of 
them from_whom thy mind is alienated: 

29 And they shall deal with thee hate- 
fully, and shall take away all thy labour, 
and shall leave thee naked and bare: and 
the nakedness of thy whoredoms shall be 
discovered, both thy lewdness and thy 
whoredoms. 

30 I will do these things unto thee, be- 
cause thou hast gone a whoring after the 
heathen, and because thou art polluted 
with their idols. 

31 Thou hast walked in the way of thy 
sister; therefore will I give her cup into 
thine hand. 

32 Thus saith the Lord Gop; Thou 
shalt drink of thy sister’s cup deep and 
large: thou shalt be laughed to scorn and 
had in derision; it containeth much. 
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33 Thou shalt be filled with drunken- 
ness and sorrow, with the cup of aston- 
ishment and desolation, with the cup of 
thy sister Sa-mar’-i-a. 2 : 

34 Thou shalt even drink it and suck it 
out, and thou shalt break the sherds 
thereof, and pluck off thine own breasts: 
for I have spoken it, saith the Lord Gop. 

35 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Because thou hast forgotten me, and cast 
me behind thy back, therefore bear thou 
also thy lewdness and thy whoredoms. 

36 ¢ The LorD said moreover unto me; 
Son of man, wilt thou judge A-h6’-lah 
and A-hol’-i-bah? yea, declare unto them 
their abominations; 

37 That they have committed adultery, 
and blood is in their hands, and with 
their idols have they committed adultery, 
and have also caused their sons, whom 
they bare unto me, to pass for them 
through the fire, to devour them. 

38 Moreover this they have done unto 
me: they have defiled my sanctuary in the 
same day, and have profaned my sab- 
baths. E 

39 For when they had slain their chil- 
dren to their idols, then they came the 
same day into my sanctuary to profane 
it; and, lo, thus have they done in the 
midst of mine house. 

40 And furthermore, that ye have sent 
for men to come from far, unto whom a 
messenger was sent; and, lo, they came: 
for whom thou didst wash thyself, paint- 
edst thy eyes, and deckedst thyself with 
ornaments, 

41 And satest upon a stately bed, and a 
table prepared before it, whereupon thou 
hast set mine incense and mine oil. 

42 Anda voice of a multitude being at 
ease was with her: and with the men of 
the common sort were brought Sa-bé’- 
ans from the wilderness, which put brace- 
lets upon their hands, and beautiful 
crowns upon their heads. 

43 Then said I unto her that was old in 
adulteries, Will they now commit whore- 
doms with her, and she with them? 

44 Yet they went in unto her, as they go 
in unto a woman that playeth the harlot: 
so went they in unto A-ho’-lah and unto 
A-hol’-i-bah, the lewd women. 

45 ¢ And the righteous men, they shall 
judge them after the manner of adulteres- 
ses, and after the manner of women that 
shed blood; because they are adulteres- 
ses, and blood is in their hands. 

46 For thus saith the Lord Gop; I will 
bring up a company upon them, and will 
give them to be removed and spoiled. 

47 And the company shall stone them 
with stones, and dispatch them with their 
swords; they shall slay their sons and 
their daughters, and burn up their houses 
with fire. 
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48 Thus will I cause lewdness to cease 
out of the land, that all women may be 
taught not to do after your lewdness. 

49 And they shall recompense your 
lewdness upon you, and ye shall bear the 
sins of your idols: and ye shall know that 
lam the Lord Gop. 


Chapter 24 


GAIN in the ninth year, in the tenth 

month, in the tenth day of the 

month, the word of the LORD came unto 
me, saying, 

2 Son of man, write thee the name of 
the day, even of this same day: the king 
of Bab’-y-lon set himself against Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém this same day. 

3 And utter a parable unto the rebel- 
lious house, and say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord Gop; Set on a pot, set it 
on, and also pour water into it:

she set it upon the top of a rock; she 
poured it not upon the ground, to cover 
it with dust; 

8 That it might cause fury to come up 
to take vengeance; I have set her blood 
upon the top of a rock, that it should not 
be covered. 

9 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Woe to the bloody city! I will even make 
the pile for fire great. 

10 Heap on wood, kindle the fire, con- 
sume the flesh, and spice it well, and let 
the bones be burned. 

11 Then set it empty upon the coals 
thereof, that the brass of it may be hot, 
and may burn, and that the filthiness of 
it may be molten in it, that the scum of it 
may be consumed. 

12 She hath wearied herself with lies, 
and her great scum went not forth out of 
her: her scum shall be in the fire. 

13 In thy filthiness is lewdness: because 
I have purged thee, and thou wast not 
purged, thou shalt not be purged from 
thy filthiness any more, till I have caused 
my fury to rest upon thee. 

14 I the Lorp have nas it: it shall 
come to pass, and I will do it; I will not 
go back, neither will I spare, neither will 
5 ae spccording to a Sipe and ac- 

g to thy doings, shall they j 
thee, saith the Lord Gow. $ Ae 
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Vengeance upon Other Peoples 


_. 15 @-Also the word of the Lorp came 
unto me, saying, 

16 Son of man, behold, I take away 
from thee the desire of thine eyes with a 
stroke: yet neither shalt thou mourn nor 
_ weep, neither shall thy tears run down. 

17 Forbear to cry, make no mourning 
for the dead, bind the tire of thine head 
upon thee, and put on thy shoes upon 
» thy feet, and cover not thy lips, and eat 
not the bread of men. 

18 So I spake unto the people in the 
morning: and at even my wife died; and 
I = in the morning as I was command- 


ed. 

19 @ And the people said unto me, Wilt 
thou not tell us what these things are to 
us, that thou doest so? 

20 Then I answered them, The word of 
the LorpD came unto me, saying,, 

21 Speak unto the house of [§’-ra-él, 
Thus saith the Lord Gop; Behold, I will 
profane my sanctuary, the excellency of 
your strength, the desire of your eyes, 
and that which your soul pitieth; and 
your sons and your daughters whom ye 
have left shall fall by the sword. 

22 And ye shall do as I have done: ye 
shall not cover your lips, nor eat the 
bread of men. 

23 And your tires shall be upon your 
heads, and your shoes upon your feet: ye 
shall not mourn nor weep; but ye shall 
pine away for your iniquities, and mourn 
- one toward another. , 

24 Thus E-zék’-iél is unto you a sign: 
according to all that he hath done shall 
ye do: and when this cometh, ye shall 

know that I am the Lord Gop. 

25 Also, thou son of man, shall it not 
be in the day when I take from them their 
strength, the joy of their glory, the desire 
of their eyes, and that whereupon they 
set their minds, their sons and their 
daughters, 

26 That he that escapeth in that day 
shall come unto thee, to cause thee to 
hear it with thine ears? 

27 Inthat day shall thy mouth be opened 
to him which is escaped, and thou shalt 
speak, and be no more dumb: and thou 
shalt be a sign unto them; and they shall 
know that I am the Lorp. 


Chapter 25 


HE word of the LorpD came again un- 
to me, saying, : 

2 Son of man, set thy face against the

Am’-mon-ites, and will give them in pos- 
session, that the Am’-mon-ites may not 
be remembered among the nations. 

11 And I will execute judgments upon 
MOo’-ab; and they shall know that I am 
the Lorp. 

12 ¢ Thus saith the Lord Gop; Because 
that E’-dom hath dealt against the house 
of Ja’-dah by taking vengeance, and hath 
greatly offended, and revenged himself 
upon them; 

13 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
I will also stretch out mine hand upon 
E’-dom, and will cut off man and beast 
from it; and I will make it desolate from 
Té’-man; and they of Dé’-dan shall fall 
by the sword. 

14 And I will lay my vengeance upon 
E’-dom by the hand of my people 1s’-ra- 
él: and they shall do in E’-dom according 
to mine anger and according to my fury;

7 @ For thus saith the Lord Gop; Be- 
hold, I will bring upon Ty’-rus Néb-0- 
chad-réz’-zar king of Bab’-y-lon, a king 
of kings, from the north, with horses, and 
with chariots, and with horsemen, and 
companies, and much people. 

8 He shall slay with the sword thy 
daughters in the field: and he shall make 
a fort against thee, and cast a mount 
against thee, and lift up the buckler 
against thee. 

9 And he shall set engines of war 
against thy walls, and with his axes he 
shall break down thy towers. 

10 By reason of the abundance of his 
horses their dust shall cover thee: thy 
walls shall shake at the noise of the horse- 
men, and of the wheels, and of the chari- 
ots, when he shall enter into thy gates, as 
men enter into a city wherein is made a 
breach. 

11 With the hoofs of his horses shall he 
tread down all thy streets: he shall slay 
thy people by the sword, and thy strong 
garrisons shall go down to the ground.

16 Then all the princes of the sea shall 
come down from their thrones, and lay 
away their robes, and put off their broi- 
dered garments: they shall clothe them- 
selves with trembling ; they shall sit upon 
the ground, and shall tremble at every 
moment, and be astonished at thee. 

17 And they shall take up a lamenta- 
tion for thee, and say to thee, How art 
thou destroyed, that wast inhabited of 
seafaring men, the renowned city, which 
wast strong in the sea, she and her in- 
habitants, which cause their terror to be 
on all that haunt it! 

18 Now shall the isles tremble in the 
day of thy fall; yea, the isles that are in 
the sea shall be troubled at thy departure. 

19 For thus saith the Lord Gop; When 
I shall make thee a desolate city, like the 
cities that are not inhabited; when I 
shall bring up the deep upon thee, and 
great waters shall cover thee; 

When I shall bring thee down with 
them that descend into the pit, with the 
people of old time, and shall set thee in 
the low parts of the earth, in places deso- 
late of old, with them that go down to 
the pit, that thou be not inhabited; and I 
shall set glory in the land of the living; 

21 I will make thee a terror, and thou 
shalt be no more: though thou be sought 
for, yet shalt thou never be found again, 
saith the Lord Gop.

Tyre’s Beauty and Riches 
forth to be thy sail; blue and purple from

covered thee. 

8 The inhabitants of Zi’-d6én and Ar’- 
vad were thy mariners: thy wise men, O 
_ Ty’-rus, that were in thee, were thy pilots. 

9 The ancients of Gé’-bal and the wise 
men thereof were in thee thy calkers: all 
the ships of the sea with their mariners 
~ were in thee to occupy thy merchandise. 

10 They of Pér’-5ia and of Ltd and of 
Phiut were in thine army, thy men of war: 
they hanged the shield and helmet in 
thee; they set forth thy comeliness. 

11 The men of Ar’-vad with thine army 
were upon thy walls round about, and 
the Gam’-ma-dims were in thy towers: 
they hanged their shields upon thy walls 
round about; they have made thy beauty 
perfect. 

12 Tar’-shish was thy merchant by rea- 
son of the multitude of all kind of riches; 
with silver, iron, tin, and lead, they trad- 
ed in thy fairs. 

13 Ja’-van, Ti’-bal, and Mé’-shéch, 
they were thy merchants: they traded the 
persons of men and vessels of brass in 
thy market. 

14 They of the house of Td-gir’-mah 
traded in thy fairs with horses and horse- 
men and mules. 

15 The men of Dé’-dan were thy mer- 
chants; many isles were the merchandise 
of thine hand: they brought thee for a 
_ present horns of ivory and ebony. 

16 Syr’-i-a was thy merchant by reason 
of the multitude of the wares of thy 
making: they occupied in thy fairs with 

emeralds, purple, and broidered work, 
and fine linen, and coral, and agate. 

17 Ja’-dah, and the land of {8’-ra-él, 
they were thy merchants: they traded in 
thy market wheat of Min’-nith, and Pan’- 
nag, and honey, and oil, and balm. 

18 Da-mas’-cts was thy merchant in 
the multitude of the wares of thy making, 
for the multitude of all riches; in the wine 
of Hél’-b6n, and white wool. _ 

19 Dan also and Ja’-van going to and 
fro occupied in thy fairs: bright iron, 
cassia, and calamus, were in thy market. 

20 Dé’-dan was thy merchant in prec- 
ious clothes for chariots. 

' 21 A-ra’-bi-a, and all the princes of Ké’- 
dar, they occupied with thee in lambs, 
and rams, and goats: in these were they 
thy merchants. is 

22 The merchants of Shé’-ba and Ra’- 
a-mah, they were thy merchants: they 
occupied in thy fairs with chief of all 
spices, and with all precious stones, and 


old. 
: 23 Har’-an, and Can’-néh, and £’-dén, 
the merchants of Shé’-ba, Assh’-ur, and 
Chil’-mad, were thy merchants. 

24 These were thy merchants in all sorts 
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of things, in blue clothes, and broidered 
work, and in chests of rich apparel, bound 
with cords, and made of cedar, among 
thy merchandise. 

25 The ships of Tar’-shish did sing of 
thee in thy market: and thou wast re- 
plenished, and made very glorious in the 
midst of the seas. 

26 ¢ Thy rowers have brought thee in- 
to great waters: the east wind hath brok- 
en thee in the midst of the seas. 

27 Thy riches, and thy fairs, thy mer- 
chandise, thy mariners, and thy pilots, 
thy calkers, and the occupiers of thy 
merchandise, and all thy men of war, 
that are‘in thee, and in all thy company 
which is in the midst of thee, shall fail 
into the midst of the seas in the day of 
thy ruin. 

28 The suburbs shall shake at the sound 

of the cry of thy pilots. 
_29 And all that handle the oar, the mar- 
iners, and all the pilots of the sea, shall 
come down from their ships, they shall 
stand upon the land; 

30 And shall cause their voice to be 
heard against thee, and shall cry bitterly, 
and shall cast up dust upon their heads, 
they shall wallow themselves in the ashes: 

31 And they shall-make themselves ut- 
terly bald for thee, and gird them with 
sackcloth, and they shall weep for thee 
with bitterness of heart and bitter wail- 
ing. ; 

32 And in their wailing they shall take 
up a lamentation for thee, and lament 
over thee, saying, What city is like Ty’- 
Tus, like the destroyed in the midst of the 
sea? 

33. When thy wares went forth out of 
the seas, thou filledst many-people; thou 
didst enrich the kings of the earth with 
the multitude of thy riches and of thy 
merchandise. 

34 Inthe time when thou shalt be broken 
by the seas in the depths of the waters thy 
merchandise and all thy company in the 
midst of thee shall fall. 

35 All the inhabitants of the isles shall 
be astonished at thee; and their kings 
shall be sore afraid, they shall be trou- 
bled in their countenance. 

The merchants among the people 
shall hiss at thee; thou shalt be a terror, 
and never shalt be any more. 


Chapter 28 


HE word of the Lorp came again 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, say unto the prince of 
Ty’-rus, Thus saith the Lord Gop; Be- 
cause thine heart is lifted up, and thou 
hast said, I am a God, I sit in the seat of 
God, in the midst of the seas; yet thou 
art a man, and not God, though thou set 
thine heart as the heart of God:

pics shed blood: and shall ye possess the 
and? 
26 Ye stand upon your sword, ye work 
abomination, and ye defile every one his 
neighbour’s wife: and shall ye possess 
the land? 
--- 27 Say thou thus unto them, Thus saith 
’ the Lord Gop; As I live, surely they that 
are in the wastes shall fall by the sword, 
and him that is in the open field will I 
give to the beasts to be devoured, and 
they that be in the forts and in the caves 
shall die of the pestilence. 

28 For I will lay the land most desolate, 
and the pomp of her strength shall cease; 
and the mountains of Is’-ra-é1 shall be 

* desolate, that none shall pass through. 
Then shall they know that I am the 
Lorp, when I have laid the land most 
desolate because of all their abomina- 
tions which they have committed. . 

30 ¢ Also, thou son of man, the chil- 
dren of thy people still are talking against 
thee by the walls and in the doors of the 
houses, and speak one to another, every 
one to his brother, saying, Come, I pray 
you, and hear what is the word that 
cometh forth from the Lorp. 

31 And they come unto thee'as the peo- 
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ple cometh, and they sit before thee as 
my people, and they hear thy words, but 
they will not do them: for with their 
mouth they shew much love, but their 
heart goeth after their covetousness. 

32 And, lo, thou art unto them as a 
very lovely song of one that hath a pleas- 
ant voice, and can play well on an in- 
strument: for they hear thy words, but 
they do them not. 

_33 And when this cometh to pass, (lo, 
it will come,) then shall they know that a 
prophet hath been among them. 


Chapter 34 


ND the word of the Lorp came unto 
me, saying, 

2 Son of man, prophesy against the 
shepherds of is’-ra-é1, prophesy, and say 
unto them, Thus saith the Lord Gop un- 
to the shepherds; Woe be to the shep- 
herds of is’-ra-é] that do feed themselves! 
should not the shepherds feed the flocks? 

3 Ye eat the fat, and ye clothe you with 
the wool, ye kill them that are fed: but ye 
feed not the flock. 

4 The diseased have ye not strength- 
ened, neither have ye healed that which 
was sick, neither have ye-bound up that 
which was broken, neither have ye 
brought again that which was driven 
away, neither have ye sought that which 
was lost; but with force and with cruelty 
have ye ruled them. 

5 And they were scattered, because 
there is no shepherd: and they became 
meat to all the beasts of the field, when 
they were scattered. 

6 My sheep wandered through all the 
mountains, and upon every high hill: 
yea, my flock was scattered upon all the 
face of the earth, and none did search or 
seek after them. 

7 ¢ Therefore, ye shepherds, hear the 
word of the Lorp; 

8 As I live, saith the Lord Gop, surely 
because my flock became a prey, and my 
flock became meat to every beast of the 
field, because there was no shepherd, 
neither did my shepherds search for my 
flock, but the shepherds fed themselves, 
and fed not my flock; 

9 Therefore, O ye shepherds, hear the 
word of the Lorp; 

10 Thus saith the Lord Gop; Behold, I 
am against the shepherds; and I will re- 

uire my flock at their hand, and cause 
them to cease from feeding the flock; 
neither shall the shepherds feed them- 
selves any more; for I will deliver my 
flock from their mouth, that they may 
not be meat for them. 

11 ¢ For thus saith the Lord Gop; Be- 
hold, I, even I, will both search my sheep, 
and seek them out. 

12 As a’shepherd seeketh out his flock 
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in the day that he is among his sheep that 
are scattered ; so will I seek out my sheep, 
and will deliver them out of all places 
where they have been scattered in the 
cloudy and dark day. 

13 And I will bring them out from the 
people, and gather them from the coun- 
tries, and will bring them to their own 
land, and feed them upon the mountains 
of {8’-ra-é1 by the rivers, and in all the 
inhabited places of the country. 

14 I will feed them in a good pasture, 
and upon the high mountains of is’-ra-él 
shall their fold be: there shall they lie in a 
good fold, and in a fat pasture shall they 
feed upon the mountains of I8’-ra-él. 

15 I will feed my flock, and I will cause 
them to lie down, saith the Lord Gop. 

16 I will seek that which was lost, and 
bring again that which was driven away, 
and will bind up that which was broken, 
and will strengthen that which was sick: 
but I will destroy the fat and the strong; 
I will feed them with judgment. 

17 And as for you, O my flock, thus 
saith the Lord Gop; Behold, I judge be- 
tween cattle and cattle, between the rams 
and the he goats. 

18 Seemeth it a small thing unto you to 
have eaten up the good pasture, but ye 
must tread down with your feet the resi- 
due of your pastures? and to have drunk 
of the deep waters, but ye must foul the 
residue with your feet? 

19 And as for my flock, they eat that 
which ye have trodden with your feet; 
and they drink that which ye have fouled 
with your feet. 

20 @ Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop unto them; Behold, I, even I, will 
judge between the fat cattle and between 
the lean cattle. 

21 Because ye have thrust with side and 
with shoulder, and pushed all the dis- 
eased with your horns, till ye have scat- 
tered them abroad; 

22 Therefore will I save my flock, and 
they shall no more be a prey; and I will 
judge between cattle and cattle. 

23 And I will set up one shepherd over 
them, and he shall feed them, even my 
servant Da’-vid; he shall feed them, and 
he shall be their shepherd. 

24 And I the Lorp will be their God, 
and my servant Da’-vid a prince among 
them; I the LorD have spoken it. 

25 And I will make with them a cove- 
nant of peace, and will cause the evil 
beasts to cease out of the land: and they 
shall dwell safely in the wilderness, and 
sleep in the woods. 

26 And I will make them and the places 
round about my hill a blessing ; and I will 
cause the shower to come down in his 
season; there shall be showers of blessing. 

27 And the tree of the field shall yield 
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her fruit, and the earth shall yield her in- 
crease, and they shall be safe in_ their 
land, and shall know that I am the Lorp, 
when I have broken the bands of their 
yoke, and delivered them out of the hand 
of those that served themselves of them. 

28 And they shallno more be a prey to 
the heathen, neither shall the beast of the 
land devour them; but they shall dwell 
safely, and none shall make them afraid. 

29 And I will raise up for them a plant 
of renown, and they shall be no more 
consumed with hunger in the land, nei- 
ther bear the shame of the heathen any 


more. 

30 Thus shall they know that I the 
Lorp their God am with them, and that 
they;.even the house of is’-ra-él, are my 
people, saith the Lord Gop. 

31 And ye my flock, the flock of my 
pasture, are men, and I am your God, 
saith the Lord Gop. 


Chapter 35 


OREOVER the word of the Lorp 
came unto me, saying, : 

2 Son of man, set thy face against 
mount Sé’-ir, and prophesy against it, 

3 And say unto it, Thus saith the Lord 
Gop; Behold, O mount Sé’-ir, I am 
against thee, and I will stretch out mine 
hand against thee, and I will make thee 
most desolate.

9 I will make thee perpetual desola- 
tions, and thy cities shall not return: and 
ye shall know that I am the Lorp. 

10 Because thou hast said, These two 
nations and these two countries shall be | 
mine, and we will possess it; whereas the 
Lorp was there: 

11 Therefore, as I live, saith the Lord 
Gop, I will even do according to thine 
anger, and according to thine envy which 
thou hast used out of thy hatred against 
them; and I will make myself known 
among them, when I have judged thee. 
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12 And thou shalt know that I am the 
~ Lorp, and that I have heard all thy blas- 
phemies which thou hast spoken against 
the mountains of {8’-ra-él, saying, They 
are laid desolate, they are given us to 
consume. 

'.13 Thus with your mouth ye have 
boasted against me, and have multiplied 
gost words against me: I have heard 
/ them. 

14 Thus saith the Lord Gop; When the 
whole earth rejoiceth, I will make thee 
desolate. 

15 As thou didst rejoice at the inherit- 
ance of the house of {s’-ra-él, because it 
was desolate, so will I do unto thee: thou 
shalt be desolate, O mount Sé’-ir, and all 
i-dt-mé’-a, even all of it: and they shall 
know that I am the Lorp.

18 Wherefore I poured my fury upon 
them for the blood that they had shed 
upon the land, and for their idols where- 
with they had polluted it: 

19 And I scattered them among the 
heathen, and they were dispersed through 
the countries: according to their way and 
according to their doings I judged them. 

20 And when they entered unto the 
heathen, whither they went, they pro- 
faned my holy name, when they said to 
them, These are the people of the Lorn, 
and are gone forth out of his land.

28 And ye shall dwell in the land that I 
gave to your fathers; and ye shall be my 
people, and I will be your God. 

29 I will also save you from all your 
uncleannesses: and I will call for the 
corn, and will increase it, and lay no fam- 
ine upon you. : 

30 And I will multiply the fruit of the 
tree, and the increase of the field, that ye 
shall receive no more reproach of famine 
among the heathen. 

31 Then shall ye remember your own 
evil ways, and your doings that were not 
good, and shall lothe yourselves in your 
own sight for your iniquities and for your 
abominations. 

32 Not for your sakes do I this, saith 
the Lord Gop, be it known unto you: be 
ashamed and confounded for your own 
ways, O house of is’-ra-él.

8 ¢ After many days thou shalt be 
visited: in the latter years thou shalt come 
into the‘land that is brought back from 
the sword, and is gathered out of many 
people, against the mountains of j§’-ra- 
él, which have been always waste: but it 
is brought forth out of the nations, and 
they shall dwell safely all of them. 

9 Thou shalt ascend and come like a 
storm, thou shalt be like a cloud to cover 
the land, thou, and all thy bands, and 
many people with thee. — 

10 Thus saith the Lord Gop; It shall 
also come to pass, that at the same time 
shall things come into thy mind, and 
thou shalt think an evil thought:

15 And thou shalt come from thy place 
out of the north parts, thou, and many 
people with thee, all of them riding upon

6 And I will send a fire on Ma’-gog, 
and among them that dwell carelessly in 
the isles: and they shall know that I am 
the LorpD. 

7 So will I make my holy name known 
in the midst of my people Is’-ra-él; and I 
will not Jet them pollute my holy name 
any more: and the heathen shall know 
that I am the Lorp, the Holy One in 
1§’-ra-él. 

8 ¢ Behold, it is come, and it is done, 

saith the Lord Gop; this is the day where- 
of I have spoken. 
,9 And they that dwell in’ the cities of 
18’-ra-él shall go forth, and shall set on 
fire and burn the weapons, both the 
shields and the bucklers, the bows and 
the arrows, and the handstaves, and the 
spears, and they shall burn them with 
fire seven years: 

10 So that they shall take no wood out 
of the field, neither cut down any out of 
the forests; for they shall burn the wea- 
pons with fire: and they shall spoil those 
that spoiled them, and rob those that 
robbed them, saith the Lord Gop. 

11 ¢ And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that I will give unto Gdg a place 
there of graves in Is’-ra-él, the valley of 
the passengers on the east of the sea: and 
it shall stop the noses of the passengers: 
and there shall they bury Gog and _all 
his multitude: and they shall call it The 
valley of Ha’-m6n-g6g. 

12 And seven months shall the house of 
1g’-ra-é1 be burying of them, that they 
may cleanse the land. 

13 Yea, all the people of the land shall 
bury them; and it shall be to them a re- 
nown the day that I shall be glorified, 
saith the Lord Gop. 

14 And they shall sever out men of con- 
tinual employment, passing through the 
land to bury with the passengers those 
that remain upon the face of the earth, to 
cleanse it: after the end of seven months 
shall they search. 

15 And the passengers that pass through 
the land, when any seeth a man’s bone, 
then shall he set up a sign by it, till the 
buriers have buried it in the valley of 
Ha’-m6n-gog. 

16 And also the name of the city shall 
be Ha-m6’-nah. Thus shall they cleanse 
Ks oman h 

, thou son of man, thus saith 
the Lord Gop; Speak unto every feath- 
ered fowl, and to every beast of the field, 
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Assemble yourselves, and come; gather 
_ yourselves on every side to my sacrifice 
that I do sacrifice for you, even.a great 
sacrifice upon the mountains of Is’-ra-él, 
that ye may eat flesh, and drink blood. 
~~ 18: Ye shall eat the flesh of the mighty, 
and drink the blood of the princes of the 
earth, of rams, of lambs, and of goats, of 
bullocks, all of them fatlings of Ba’-shan. 
- 19 And ye shall eat fat till ye be full, 
and drink blood till ye be drunken, of my 
sacrifice which I have sacrificed for you. 

20 Thus ye shall be filled at my table 
with horses and chariots, with mighty 
men, and with all men of war, saith the 
Lord Gop. 

21 And I will set my glory among the 
heathen, and all the heathen shall see my 
cement that I have executed, and my 

nd that I have laid upon them. 

22 So the house of i8’-ra-é1 shall know 
that I am the Lorp their God from that 
day and forward. 

23 ¢ And the heathen shall know that 
the house of is’-ra-€1 went into captivity 
for their iniquity: because they trespassed 
against me, therefore hid I my face from 
them, and gave them into the hand of 
their enemies: so fell they all by the 
sword. 

24 According to their uncleanness and 
according to their transgressions have I 
pone unto them, and hid my face from 
them. 

25 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Now will I bring again the captivity of 
Ja’-cob, and have mercy upon the whole 
_ house of Is’-ra-él, and will be jealous for 
my holy name; ’ 

26 After that they have borne their 
shame, and all their trespasses whereby 
they have trespassed against me, when 
they dwelt safely in their land, and none 
made them afraid. 4 

27 When I have brought them again 
from the people, and gathered them out 
of their enemies’ lands, and am sanctified 
in them in the sight of many nations; 

28 Then shall they know that I am the 
Lorp their God, which caused them to 
be led into captivity among the heathen: 
but I have gathered them unto their own 
land, and have left none of them any 
“ more there. 

29 Neither will I hide my face any more 
from them: for I have poured out m 
irit upon the house of ig’-ra-él, sait 
the Lord Gop. 


Chapter 40 


N the five and twentieth year of our 

captivity, in the beginning of the year, 

in the tenth day of the month, in the four- 

teenth year after that the city was smitten, 

in the selfsame day the hand of the Lorp 
was upon me, and brought me thither. 
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_2 In the visions of God brought he me 
into the land of is’-ra-é1, and set me upon 
a very high mountain, by which was as 
the frame of a city on the south. 

3 And he brought me thither, and, be- 
hold, there was a man, whose appearance 
was like the appearance of brass, with a 
line of flax in his hand, and a measuring 
reed; and he stood in the gate. 

And the man said unto me, Son of 
man, behold with thine eyes, and hear 
with thine ears, and set thine heart upon 
all that I shall shew thee; for to the intent 
that I might shew them unto thee art thou 
brought hither: declare all that thou seest 
to the house of is’-ra-él. 

5 And behold a wall on the outside of 
the house round about, and in the man’s 
hand a measuring reed of six cubits Jong 
by the cubit and an hand breadth: so he 
measured the breadth of the building, 
one reed; and the height, one reed. 

6 @ Then came he unto the gate which 
looketh toward the east, and went up the 
stairs thereof, and measured the thres- 
hold of the gate, which was one reed 
broad; and the other threshold of the 
gate, which was one reed broad. 

7 And every little chamber was one reed 
long, and one reed broad; and between 
the little chambers were five cubits; and 
the threshold of the gate by the porch of 
the gate within was one reed. 

He measured also the porch of the 
gate within, one reed. 

9 Then measured he the porch of the 
gate, eight cubits; and the posts thereof, 
two cubits; and the porch of the gate was 


inward. 

10 And the little chambers of the gate 
eastward were three on this side, and 
three on that side; they three were of one 
measure: and the posts had one measure 
on this side and on that side. 

11 And he measured the breadth of the 
entry of the gate, ten cubits; and the 
length of the gate, thirteen cubits. 

12 The space also before the little cham- 
bers was one cubit on this side, and the 
space was one cubit on that side: and the 
little chambers were six cubits on this 
side, and six cubits on that side. 

13 He measured then the gate from the 
roof of one little chamber to the roof of 
another: the breadth was five and twenty 
cubits, door against door. 

He made also posts of threescore 
cubits, even unto the post of the court 
round about the gate. 

15 And from the face of the gate of the 
entrance unto the face of the porch of the 
inner gate were fifty cubits. _ 

16 And there were narrow windows to 
the little chambers, and to their posts 
within the gate round about, and like- 
wise to the arches: and windows were 
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round about inward: and upon each post 
were palm trees. 

17 Then brought he me into the out- 
ward court, and, lo, there were chambers, 
and a pavement made for the court round 
about: thirty chambers were upon the 
pavement. J 

18 And the pavement by the side of the 
gates over against the length of the gates 
was the lower pavement. 

19 Then he measured the breadth from 
the forefront of the lower gate unto the 
forefront of the inner court without, an 
hundred cubits eastward and northward. 

20 g And the gate of the outward 
court that looked toward the north, he 
measured the length thereof, and the 
breadth thereof. 

21 And the little chambers thereof were 
three on this side and three on that side; 
and the posts thereof and the arches 
thereof were after the measure of the first 
gate: the length thereof was fifty cubits, 
and the breadth five and twenty cubits. 

22 And their windows, and their arches, 
and their palm trees, were after the meas- 
ure of the gate that looketh toward the 
east; and they went up unto it by seven 
“tices and the arches thereof were before 
them. 

23 And the gate of the inner court was 
over against the gate toward the north, 
and toward the east; and he measured 
from gate to gate an hundred cubits. 

24 q After that he brought me toward 
the south, and behold a gate toward the 
south: and he measured the posts thereof 
and the arches thereof according to these 
measures. 

25 And there were windows in it and in 
the arches thereof round about, like 
those windows: the length was fifty cu- 
bits, and the breadth five and twenty 
cubits. 

26 And there were seven steps to go up 
to it, and the arches thereof were before 
them: and it had palm trees, one on this 
side, and another on that side, upon the 
posts thereof. 

27 And there was a gate in the inner 
court toward the south: and he measured 
from gate to gate toward the south an 
hundred cubits. 

28 And he brought me to the inner 
court by the south gate: and he measured 


the south gate according to these meas- fi 


ures; 

29 And the little chambers thereof, and 
the posts thereof, and the arches thereof, 
according to these measures: and there 
were windows in it and in the arches 
thereof round about: it was fifty cubits 
long, and five and twenty cubits broad. 

30 And the arches round about were 
five and twenty cubits long, and five cu- 
bits broad. 
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31 And the arches thereof were toward 
the utter court; and palm trees were upon 
the posts thereof: and the going up to it 
had eight steps. ; L 

32 g And he brought me into the inner 
court toward the east: and he measured 
the gate according to these measures. 

33 And the little chambers thereof, and 
the posts thereof, and the arches thereof, 
were according to these measures: and 
there. were windows therein and in the 
arches thereof round about: it was fifty 
cubits long, and five and twenty cubits 
broad. 

34 And the arches thereof were toward 
the outward court; and palm trees were 
upon the posts thereof, on this side, and 
on that side: and the going up to it had 
eight steps. 

35 ¢ And he brought me to the north 
gate, and measured it according to these 
measufes ; 

36 The little chambers thereof, the posts 
thereof, and the arches thereof, and the 
windows to it round about: the length 
was fifty cubits, and the breadth five and 
twenty cubits. 

37 And the posts thereof were toward 
the utter court; and palm trees were upon 
the posts thereof, on this side, and on 
that side: and the going up to it had eight 
steps. 

38 And the chambers and the entries 
thereof were by the posts of the gates, 
where they washed the burnt offering. 

39 ¢ And in the porch of the gate were 
two tables on this side, and two tables on 
that side, to slay thereon the burnt offer- 
ing and the sin offering and the trespass 
offering. 

40 And at the side without, as one 
goeth up to the entry of the north gate, 
were two tables; and on the other side, 
which was at the porch of the gate, were 
two.tables. 

41 Four tables were on this side, and 
four tables on that side, by the side of the 
gate; eight tables, whereupon they slew 
their sacrifices. 

42 And the four tables were of hewn 
stone for the burnt offering, of a cubit 
and an half long, and a cubit and an half 
broad, and one cubit high: whereupon 
also they laid the instruments wherewith 
they slew the burnt offering and the sacri- 
ce. 

43 And within were hooks, an hand 
broad, fastened round about: and upon 
the tables was the flesh of the offering. 

44 ¢ And without the inner gate were 
the chambers of the singers in the inner 
court, which was at the side of the north 
gate; and their prospect was toward the 
south: one at the side of the east gate 
having the prospect toward the north. 

45 And he said unto me, This chamber,

whose prospect is toward the south, is 
the keepers of the charge 
of the house. 

46 And the chamber whose prospect is 
toward the north is for the priests, the 
keepers of the charge of the altar: these

of Lé’-vi, which come near to the Lorp 
to minister unto him. 


~ 47 So he measured the court, an hun- 
dred cubits long, and an hundred cubits 


broad, foursquare; and the altar that was 
before the house. 

48 ¢ And he brought me to the porch 
of the house, and measured each post of 
the porch, five cubits on this side, and 
five cubits on that side: and the breadth 
of the gate was three cubits on this side, 
and three cubits on that side. 

49 The length of the porch was twenty 
cubits, and the breadth eleven cubits; 
and he brought me by the steps whereby 
they went up to it: and there were pillars 
by the posts, one on this side, and an- 
other on that side.

se ERS he brought me to the 
temple, and measured the posts, six 
cubits broad on the one side, and six 


. cubits broad on the other side, which was 


the breadth of the tabernacle. 
2 And the breadth of the door was ten 
cubits; and the sides of the door were five 


cubits on the one side, and five cubits on 


the other side: and he measured the 


length thereof, forty cubits: and the

about, that they might have hold, but 
they had not hold in the wall of the 
house. : 

7 And there was an enlarging, and a 
winding about still upward to the side 
chambers: for the winding about of the 
house went still upward round about the 


house: therefore the breadth of the house 


was still upward, and so increased from 
the lowest chamber to the highest by the 


dst. 
"3 I saw also the height of the house 
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round about: the foundations of the side 
chambers were a full reed of six great 
cubits. 

9 The thickness of the wall, which was 
for the side chamber without, was five 
cubits: and that which was left was the 
Place of the side chambers that were 
within. 

10 And between the chambers was the 
wideness of twenty cubits round about 
the house on every side. 

11 And the doors of the side chambers 
were toward the place that was left, one 
door toward the north, and another door 
toward the south: and the breadth of the 
place that-was left was five cubits round 
about. 

12 Now the building that was before 
the separate place at the end toward the 
west was seventy cubits broad; and the 
wall of the building was five cubits thick

an hundred cubits long; 

14 Also the breadth of the face of the 
house, and of the separate place toward 
the east, an hundred cubits. 

1 he measured the length of the 
building Over against the separate place 
which was behind it, and the galleries 
thereof on the one side and on the other 
side, an hundred cubits, with the inner 
temple, and the porches of the court; 

16 The door posts, and the narrow win- 
dows, and the galleries round about on 
their three stories, over against the door, 
cieled with wood round about, and from 
the ground up to the windows, and the 
windows were covered; 

17 To that above the door, even unto 
the inner house, and without, and by all 
the wall round about within and without, 
by measure. 

18 And it was made with chér’-t-bims 
and palm trees, so that a palm tree was 
between a chér’-tb and a chér’-ub; and 
every chér’-ub had two faces; 

19 So that the face of a man was toward 
the palm tree on the one side, and the 
face of a young lion toward the palm 
tree on the other side: it was made through 
all the house round about. 

20 From the ground unto above the 
door were chér’-0-bims and palm trees 
made, and on the wall of the temple. 

21 The posts of the temple were squared, 
and the face of the sanctuary ; the appear- 
pre of the one as the appearance of the 
other. 

22 The altar of wood was three cubits 
high, and the length thereof two cubits; 
and the corners thereof, and the length 
thereof, and the walls thereof, were of 
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wood: and he said unto me, This is the 
table that is before the LORD. 

23 And the temple and the sanctuary 
had two doors. 

24 And the doors had two leaves apiece, 
two turning leaves; two leaves for the 
one door, and two leaves for the other 


door. 

25 And there were made on them, on 
the doors of the temple, chér’-0-bims and 
palm trees, like as were made upon the 
walls; and there were thick planks upon 
the face of the porch without. 

26 And there were narrow windows and 
palm trees on the one side and on the 
other side, on the sides of the porch, and 
upon the side chambers of the house, and 
thick planks. 


Chapter 42 


ot dy he brought me forth into the 
utter court, the way toward the north: 
and he brought me into the chamber that 
was over against the separate place, and 
ie he was before the building toward the 
north. 

2 Before the length of an hundred cu- 
bits was the north door, and the breadth 
was fifty cubits. 

3 Over against the twenty cubits which 
were for the inner court, and over against 
the pavement which was for the utter 
court, was gallery against gallery in three 
stories. , 

4 And before the chambers was a walk 
of ten cubits breadth inward, a way of 
one cubit; and their doors toward the 
north. 

5 Now the upper chambers’ were 
shorter: for the galleries were higher than 
these, than the lower, and than the mid- 
dlemost of the building.

9 And from under these chambers was 
the entry on the east side, as one goeth 
into them from the utter court. 

10 The chambers were in the thickness 
of the wall of the court toward the east, 
over against the separate place, and over 
against the building. 

11 And the way before them was like 
the appearance of the chambers which 
were toward the north, as long as they, 
and as broad as they: and all their goings 
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out were both according to their fashions, 
and according to their doors. 

12 And according to the doors of the 
chambers that were toward the south was 
a door in the head of the way, even the 
way directly before the wall toward the 
east, as one entereth into them. 

13 ¥ Then said he unto me, The north 
chambers and the south chambers, which 
are before the separate place, they be 
holy chambers, where the priests that 
approach unto the Lorp shall eat the 
most holy things: there shall they lay the 
most holy things, and the meat offering, 
and the sin offering, and the trespass 
offering; for the place is holy. | 

14 When the priests enter therein, then 
shall they not go out of the holy place 
into the utter court, but there they shall 
lay their garments wherein they minis- 
ter; for they are nee and shall put on 
other garments, and shall approach \to 
those things which are for the people. 

Now when he had made an end of 
measuring the inner house, he brought 
me forth toward the gate whose prospect 
is toward the east, and measured it round 
about. 

. 16 He measured the east side with the 
measuring reed, five hundred reeds, with 
the measuring reed round about. 

He measured the north side, five 
hundred reeds, with the measuring reed 
round about. 

18 He measured the south side, five 
hundred reeds, with the measuring reed. 

19 ¢@ He turned about to the west side, 
and measured five hundred reeds with 
the measuring reed. 

He measured it by the four sides: it 
had a wall round about, five hundred 
reeds long, and five hundred broad, to 
make a separation between the sanctuary 
and the profane place.

1 @ And he said unto me, Son of man, 
the place of my throne, and the place of 
the soles of my feet, where I will dwell in 
the midst of the children of Is’-ra-él for 
ever, and my holy name, shall the house 

_ of is’-ra-€1 no more defile, neither they, 
nor their kings, by their whoredom, nor 
by the carcases of their kings in their high 
places. 

-8 In their setting of their threshold by 
my thresholds, and their post by my 
posts, and the wall between me and them, 
they have even defiled my holy name by 
their abominations that they have com- 
mitted: wherefore I have consumed them 
in mine anger. 

9 Now let them put away their whore- 
dom, and the carcases of their kings, far 
from me, and I will dwell in the midst of 
them for ever. 

10 ¢ Thou son of man, shew the house 
to the house of Is’-ra-él, that they may be 
ashamed of their iniquities: and let them 
measure the pattern. 

11 And if they be ashamed of all that 
they have done, shew them the form of 
the house, and the fashion thereof, and 
the goings out thereof, and the comings 
in thereof, and all the forms thereof, and 
all the ordinances thereof, and all the 
forms thereof, and all the laws thereof: 
and write it in their sight,-that they may 
keep the whole form thereof, and all the 
ordinances thereof, and do them.

16 And the altar shall be twelve cubits 
long, twelve broad, square in the four 
squares thereof. 

7 And the settle shall be fourteen_cu- 
- bits long and fourteen broad in the four 
squares thereof; and the border about it 
shall be half a cubit; and the bottom 
thereof shall be a cubit about; and his 
stairs shall-look toward the east. 
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18 ¢ And he said unto me, Son of man, 
thus saith the Lord Gop; These are the 
ordinances of the altar in the day when 
they shall make it, to offer burnt offerings 
thereon, and to sprinkle blood thereon. 

19 And thou shalt give to the priests the 
Lé’-vites that be of the seed of Za’-d6ok, 
which approach unto me, to minister un- 
to me, saith the Lord Gop, a young bull- 
ock for a sin offering. 

20 And thou shalt take of the blood 
thereof, and put it on the four horns of 
it, and on the four corners of the settle, 
and upon the border round about: thus 
shalt thou cleanse and purge it. 

21 Thou shalt take the bullock also of 
the sin offering, and he shall burn it in 
the appointed place of the house, with- 
out the sanctuary. 

2 And on the second day thou shalt 
offer a kid of the goats without blemish 
for a sin offering ;.and they shall cleanse 
the altar, as they did cleanse it with the 
bullock. 

23 When thou hast made an end of 
cleansing it, thou shalt offer a young 
bullock without blemish, and a ram out 
of the flock without blemish. 

24 And thou shalt offer them before the 
Lorp, and the priests shall cast salt upon 
them; and they shall offer them up for a 
burnt offering unto the Lorb. 

25 Seven days shalt thou prepare every 
day a goat for a sin offering: they shall 
also prepare a young bullock, and a ram 
out of the flock, without blemish. 

26 Seven days shall they purge the altar 
and purify it; and they shall consecrate 
themselves. 

27 And when these days-are expired, it 
shall be, that upon the eighth day, and so 
forward, the priests shall make your 
burnt offerings upon the altar, and your 
peace offerings; and I will accept you, 
saith the Lord Gop.

SEN, he brought me back the way of

6 And thou shalt say to the rebellious, 
even to the house of I8’-ra-él, Thus saith 
the Lord Gop; O ye house of I8’-ra-él, 
let it suffice you of all your abominations, 

7 In that ye have brought into my sanc- 
tuary strangers, uncircumcised in heart, 
and uncircumcised in flesh, to be in my 
sanctuary, to pollute it, even my house, 
when ye offer my bread, the fat and the 
blood, and they have broken my cove- 
nant because of all your abominations. 

8 And ye have not kept the charge of 
mine holy things: but ye have set keepers 
Ba my charge in my sanctuary for your- 
selves. 

9 ¢ Thus saith the Lord Gop; No 
stranger, uncircumcised in heart, nor un- 
circumcised in flesh, shall enter into my 
sanctuary, of any stranger that is among 
the children of Is’-ra-él. 

10 And the Lé’-vites that are gone away 
far from me, when Is’-ra-é1 went astray, 
which went astray away from me after 
their idols; they shall even bear their 
iniquity. 

11 Yet they shall be ministers in my 
sanctuary, having charge at the gates of 
the house, and ministering to the house: 
they shall slay the burnt offering and the 
sacrifice for the people, and they shall 
stand before them to minister unto 
them. 

12 Because they ministered unto them 
before their idols, and caused the house 
of is’-ra-él to fall into iniquity.; therefore 
have I lifted up mine hand against them, 
saith the Lord Gop, and they shall bear 
their iniquity. 

3 And they shall not come near unto 
me, to do the office of a priest unto me, 
nor to come near to any of my holy 
things, in the most holy place: but they 
shall bear their shame, and their abom- 
inations which they have committed. 

14 But I will makethem keepers of the 
charge of the house, for all the service 
thereof, and for all that shall be done 
therein. ; 

15 ¢ But the priests the Lé’-vites, the 
sons of Za’-dok, that kept the charge, of 
my sanctuary when the children of. {g’- 
ra-é1 went astray from me, they shall 
come near to me to minister unto me, 
and they shall stand before me to offer 
unto me the fat and the blood, saith the 
Lord Gop: 

16 They shall enter into my sanctuary, 
and they shall come near to my table, to

minister unto me, and they shall keep my 
charge. 

17 ¢ And it shall come to pass, that 
when they enter in at the gates of the in- 
ner court, they shall be clothed with linen 
garments; and no wool shall come upon 
them, whiles they minister in the gates of 
the inner court, and within. 

8 They shall have linen bonnets upon 
their heads, and shall have linen breeches 
upon their loins; they shall not gird them- 
selves with any thing that causeth sweat. 

19 And when they go forth into the 
utter court, even into the utter court to 
the people, they shall put off their gar- 
ments wherein they ministered, and lay 
them~in the holy chambers, and they 
shall put on other garments; and they 
shall not sanctify the people with their 
garments. 

20 Neither shall they shave their heads, 
nor suffer their locks to grow long; they 
shall only poll their heads. 

21 Neither shall any priest drink wine, 
when they enter into the inner court. 

22 Neither shall they take for their 
wives a widow, nor her that is put away: 
but they shall take maidens of the seed of 
the house of Is’-ra-él, or a widow that had 
a priest before. 

23 And they shall teach my people the 
difference between the holy and profane, 
and cause them to discern between the 
unclean and the clean. 

4 And in controversy they shall stand 
in judgment; and they shall judge it ac- 
cording to my judgments: and they shall 
keep my laws and my statutes in all mine 
assemblies; and they shall hallow my 
sabbaths. 

25 And they shall come at no dead per- 
son to defile themselves: but for father, 
or for mother, or for son, or for daugh- 
ter, for brother, or for sister that hath had 
no husband, they may defile themselves. 

26 And after he is cleansed, they shall 
reckon unto him seven days. 

27 And in the day that he goeth into 
the sanctuary, unto the inner court, to 
minister in the sanctuary, he shall offer 
his sin offering, saith the Lord Gop. 

28 And it shall be unto them for an in- 
heritance: I am their inheritance: and ye 
shall give them no possession in {s’-ra-él: 
I am their possession. 

29 They shall eat the meat offering, and 
the sin offering, and the trespass offering: 
and every dedicated thing in {§’-ra-él 
shall be their’s. 

30 And the first of all the firstfruits of 
all things, and every oblation of all, of 
every sort of your oblations, shall be the 
priest’s: ye shall also give unto the priest 
the first of your dough, that he may cause 
the blessing to rest in thine house. 

The priests shall not eat of any thing 
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that is dead of itself, or torn, whether it 
be fowl or beast. 


Chapter 45 


OREOVER, when ye shall divide by 

lot the land for inheritance, ye shall 

offer an oblation unto the Lorpb, an holy 

portion of the land: the length shall be 

the length of five and twenty thousand 

reeds, and the breadth shall be ten thou- 

sand. This shall be holy in all the borders 
thereof round about. 

2 Of this there shall be for the sanctuary 
five hundred in length, with five hundred 
in breadth, square round about; and fifty 
cubits round about for the suburbs there- 


of. 

3 And of this measure shalt thou meas- 
ure the length of five and twenty thou- 
sand, and the breadth of ten thousand: 
“and in it shall be the sanctuary and the 
most holy place. 

4 The holy portion of the lard shall be 

for the priests the ministers of the sanc- 
tuary, which shall come near to minister 
unto the LorbD: and it shall be a place for 
their houses, and an holy place for the 
sanctuary. 
.5 And the five and twenty thousand of 
length, and the ten thousand of breadth, 
shall also the Lé’-vites, the ministers of 
the house, have for themselves, for a pos- 
session for twenty chambers. 

6- 9 And ye shall appoint the possession 
of the city five thousand-broad, and five 
and twenty thousand long, over against 
the oblation of the holy portion: it shall 
be for the whole house of Is’-ra-él. 

7 § Anda portion shall be for the prince 
on the one side and on the other side of 
the oblation of the holy portion, and of 
the possession of the city, before the ob- 
lation of the holy portion, and before the 
possession of the city, from the west side 
westward, and from the east side east- 
ward: and the length shall be over against 
one of the portions, from the west border 
unto the east border. 

8 In the land shall be his possession in 
ig’-ra-é1: and my princes shall no more 
oppress my people; and the rest of the 
land shall they give to the house of Is’- 
ra-él according to their tribes. 

9 ¢ Thus saith the Lord Gop; Let it 
suffice you, O princes of Is’-ra-él: remove 
violence and spoil, and execute judgment 
and justice, take away your exactions 
from my people, saith the Lord Gop. 

10 Ye shall have just balances, and a 
just é’-phah, and a just bath. 

11 The é’-phah and the bath shall be of 
one measure, that the bath may contain 
the tenth part of an hd’-mér, and the é’- 
phah the tenth part of an h6’-mér: the 
measure thereof shall be after the hd’- 
mér. 
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12 And the shé’-kél shall be twenty gé’- 
rahs: twenty shé’-kéls, five and twenty 
shé’-kéls, fifteen shé’-kéls, shall be your 
ma’-néh. 

13 This is the oblation that ye shall 
offer; the sixth part of an é’-phah of an 
hd’-mér of wheat, and ye shall give the 
sixth part of an é’-phah of an hd’-mér of 
barley: 

14 Concerning the ordinance of oil, the 
bath of oil, ye shall offer the tenth part of 
a bath out of the cér, which is an hod’- 
mér of ten baths; for ten baths are an 
ho’-mér: 

15 And one lamb out of the flock, out 
of two hundred, out of the fat pastures of 
Is’-ra-é1; for a meat offering, and for a 
burnt offering, and for peace offerings, 
toa make reconciliation for them, saith 
the Lord Gop. 

16 All the people of the land, shall 
give this oblation for the prince in IS’-ra- 


él. 

17 And it shall be the prince’s part to 
give burnt offerings, and meat offerings, 
and drink offerings, in the feasts, and in 
the new moons, and in the sabbaths, in 
all solemnities of the house of I8’-ra-él: 
he shall prepare the sin offering, and the 
meat offering, and the burnt offering, 
and the peace offerings, to make recon- 
ciliation for the house of Is’-ra-él. 

18 Thus: saith the Lord Gop; In the 
first month, in the first day of the month, 
thou shalt take a young bullock without 
blemish, and cleanse the sanctuary: 

19 And the priest shall take of the 
blood of the sin offering, and put it upon 
the posts of the house, and upon the four 
corners of the settle of the altar, and up- 
on the posts of the gate of the inner 
court. 

20 And so thou shalt do the seventh 
day of the month for every one that err- 
eth, and for him that is simple: so shall ye 
reconcile the house. 

21 In the first month, in the fourteenth 
day of the month, ye shall have the pass- 
over, a feast of seven days; unleavened 
bread shall be eaten. 

22 And upon that day shall the prince 
prepare for himself and for all the people 
of the land a bullock for a sin offering. 

23 And seven days of the feast he shall 
prepare a burnt offering to the LorD, 
seven bullocks and seven rams without 
blemish daily the seven days; and a kid 
of the goats daily for a sin offering. 

24 And he shall prepare a meat offering 
of an é’-phah for a bullock, and an é’- 
phah for a ram, and an hin of oil for an 
é’-phah. 

25 Inthe seventh month, in the fifteenth 
day of the month, shall he do the like in 
the feast of the seven days, according to 
the sin offering, according to the burnt 
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offering, and according to the meat of- 
fering, and according to the oil. 


Chapter 46 


ips saith the Lord Gop; The gate 
of the inner court that looketh toward 
the east shall be shut the six working 
days; but on the sabbath it shall be 
opened, and in the day of the new moon 
it shall be opened. 

2 And the prince shall enter by the way 
of the porch of that gate without, and 
shall stand by the post of the gate, and 
the priests shall prepare his burnt offer- 
ing and his peace offerings, and he shall 
worship at the threshold of the gate: 
then he shall go forth; but the gate shall 
not be shut until the evening. 

3 Likewise the people of the land shall 
worship at the door of this gate before 
the LorD in the sabbaths and in the new 


moons. 

4 And the burnt offering that the prince 
shall offer unto the LorpD in the sabbath 
day shall be six lambs without blemish, 
and a ram without blemish. 

5 And the meat offering shall be an é’- 
phah for a ram, and the meat offering 
for the lambs as he shall be able to give, 
and. an hin of oil to an é’-phah. 

6 And in the day of the new moon it 
shall be a young bullock without blem- 
ish, and six lambs, and a ram: they shall 
be without blemish. 

7 And he shall prepare a meat offering, 
an é’-phah for a bullock, and an é’-phah 
for a ram, and for the lambs according as 
his hand shall attain unto, and an hin of 
oil to an é’-phah. 

8 And when the prince shall enter, he 
shall go in by the way of the porch of 
that gate, and he shall go forth by the 
way: thereof. 

9 g But when the people of the land 
shall come before the Lorp in the solemn 
feasts, he that entereth in by the way of 
the north gate to worship shall go out by 
the way of the south gate; and he that 
entereth by the way of the south gate 
shall go forth by the way of the north 
gate: he shall not return by the way of 
the gate whereby he came in, but shall go 
forth over against it.. 

And the prince in the midst of them, 
when they go in, shall go in; and when 
they go forth, shall go forth: 

11 And in the feasts and in the solem- 
nities the meat offering shall be an é’- 
phah to a bullock, and an é’-phah to a 
ram, and to the lambs as he is able to 
give, and an hin of oil to an é’-phah. 

2 Now when the prince shall prepare 
a voluntary burnt offering or peace offer- 
ings voluntarily unto the LorD, one shall 
then open him the gate that looketh to- 
ward the east, and he shall prepare his 
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burnt offering and his peace offerings, as 
he did on the sabbath day: then he shall 
go forth; and after his going forth one 
shall shut the gate. 

13 Thou shalt daily prepare a burnt of- 
fering unto the LorD of a lamb of the 
first year without blemish: thou shalt 
prepare it every morning. 

And thou shalt prepare a meat of- 
fering for it every morning, the sixth part 
of an é’-phah, and the third part of an 
hin of oil, to temper with the fine flour; a 
meat offering continually by a perpetual 
ordinance unto the LorbD. 

15 Thus shall they prepare the lamb, 
and the meat offering, and the oil, every 
morning for a continual burnt offering. 

6 ¢ Thus saith the Lord Gop; If the 
prince give a gift unto any of his sons, the 
inheritance thereof shall be his sons’; it 
shall be their possession’ by inheritance. 

17 But if he give a gift of his inheritance 
to one of his servants, then it shall be 
his to the year of liberty; after it shall re- 
turn to the prince: but his inheritance 
shall be his sons’ for them. 

18 Moreover the prince shall not take 
of the people’s inheritance by oppression, 
to thrust them out of their possession; 
but he shall give his sons inheritance out 
of his own possession: that my people be 
not scattered every man from his posses- 
sion. 

19 @ After he brought me through the 
entry, which was at the side of the gate, 
into the holy chambers of the priests, 
which looked toward the north: and, 
behold, there was a place on the two sides 
westward. 

20 Then said he unto me, This is the 
place where the priests shall boil the tres- 
pass offering and the sin offering, where 
they shall bake the meat offering; that 
they bear them not out into the utter 
court, to sanctify the people. 

21 Then he brought me forth into the 
utter court, and caused me to pass by the 
four corners of the court; and, behold, in 
every corner of the court there was a 
court. : 

22 In the four corners of the court there 
were courts joined of forty cubits long 
and thirty broad: these four corners were 
of one measure. 

23 And there was a row of building 
round about in them, round about them 
four, and it was made with boiling places 
under the rows round about. 

24 Then said he unto me, These are the 
places of them that boil, where the min- 
isters of the house shall boil the sacrifice 
of the people. 


Chapter 47 


FTERWARD he brought me agai

hold, waters issued out from under the 
threshold of the house eastward: for the 
forefront of the house stood toward the 

_east, and the waters came down from 
under from the right side of the house, at 
the south side of the altar. 

2 Then brought he me out of the way of 
the gate northward, and led me about 
the way without unto the utter gate by 
the way that looketh eastward; and, be- 
hold, there ran out waters on the right 


side. 

3 And when the man that had the line 
in his hand went forth eastward, he meas- 
ured a thousand cubits, and he brought 
me through the waters; the waters were 
to the ankles. 

Again he measured a thousand, and 
brought me through the waters; the wa- 
ters were to the knees.

7 Now when I had returned, behold, at 
the bank of the river were very many trees 
on the one side and on the other. 

Then said he unto me, Fhese waters 
issue out toward the east country, and go 
down into the desert, and go into the sea: 
which being brought forth into the sea, 
the waters shall be healed. 

9 And it shall come to pass, that every 
thing that liveth, which moveth, wither- 
soever the rivers shall come, shall live: 
and there shall be a very great multitude 
of fish, because these waters shall come 
thither: for they shall be healed; and 
every thing shall live whither the river 


cometh: 

10 And it shall come to pass, that the 
fishers shall stand upon it from En-gé’-di 
even unto En-ég’-la-im; they shall be a 

lace to spread forth nets; their fish shall 
fe according to their kinds, as the fish of 
the great sea, exceeding many. 

11 But the miry places thereof and the 
marishes thereof shall not be healed; 
they shall be given to salt. 

12 And by the river upon the bank 
thereof, on this side and on that side, 
shall grow all trees for meat, whose leaf 
shall not fade, neither shall the fruit 
thereof be consumed: it shall bring forth 

- new fruit according to his months, be- 
cause their waters they issued out of the 
sanctuary: and the fruit thereof shall be 
for meat, and the leaf thereof for medi- 
cine. 
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13 ¢ Thus saith the Lord Gop; This 
shall be the border, whereby ye shall in- 
herit the, land according to the twelve 
tribes of 18’-ra-él: J6’-Séph shall have two 
portions. 

14 And ye shall inherit it, one as well as 
another: concerning the which I lifted up 
mine hand to give it unto your fathers: 
and this land shall fall unto you for in- 
heritance. 

15 And this shall be the border of the 
land toward the north side, from the 
great sea; the way of Héth’-lon, as men 
go to Zé’-dad; 

16 Ha’-math, Bé-r6’-thih, Sib’-ra-im, 
which is between the border of Da-mas’- 
cus and the border of Ha’-math; Ha’- 
zar—hat’-ti-con, which is by the coast of 
Hav’-ran. 

17 And the border from the sea shall be 
Ha’-zar—é’-nan, the border of Da-mas’- 
cus, and the north northward, and the 
border of Ha’-math. And this is the north 


side. 

18 And the east side ye shall measure 
from Hau’-ran, and from Da-mas’-cis, 
and from Gil’-é-ad, and from the land of 
1s’-ra-é1 by Jor’-dan, from the border un- 
to the east sea. And this is the east side. 

19 And the south side southward, from 
Ta’-mar even to the waters of strife in 
Ka’-désh, the river to the great sea. And 
this is the south side southward. 

The west side also shall be the great 
sea from the border, till a man come over 
against Ha’-math. This is the west side. 

21 So shall ye divide this land unto you 
according to the tribes of i8’-ra-él. 

22 @ And it shall come to pass, that ye 
shall divide it by lot for an inheritance 
unto you, and to the strangers that so- 
journ among you, which shall beget chil- 
dren among you: and they shall be unto 
you as born in the country among the 
children of i8’-ra-é1; they shall have in- 
heritance with you among the tribes of 
is’-ra-él. 

23 And it shall come to pass, that in 
what tribe the stranger sojourneth, there 
shall ye give him his inheritance, saith the 
Lord Gop. 


Chapter 48 


OW these are the names of the tribes. 

From the north end to the coast of

% g And by the border of Ja’-dah, from 
the east side unto the west side, shall be 
the offering which ye shall offer of five 
and twenty thousand reeds in breadth, 
and in length as one of the other parts, 
from the east side unto the west side: 
and the sanctuary shall be in the midst of 


it. 

9 The oblation that ye shall offer unto 
the Lorp shall be of five and twenty 
thousand in length, and of ten thousand 
in breadth. : 

10 And for them, even for the priests, 
shall be this holy oblation; toward the 
north five and twenty thousand in length, 
and toward the west ten thousand in 
breadth, and toward the east ten thou- 
sand in breadth, and toward the south 
five and twenty thousand in length: and 
the sanctuary of the LorD shall be in the 
midst thereof. ; 

11 It shall be for the priests that are 
sanctified of the sons of Za’-d6k; which 
have kept my charge, which went not 
astray when the children of Is’-ra-él went 
astray, as the Lé’-vites went astray. 

12 And this oblation of the land that is 
offered shall be unto them a thing most 
holy by the border of the Lé’-vites. 

13 And over against the border of the 
priests the Lé’-vites shall have five and 
twenty thousand in length, and ten thou- 
sand in breadth: all the length shail be 
five and twenty thousand, and the breadth 
ten thousand. 

14 And they shall not sell of it, neither 
exchange, nor alienate the firstfruits of 
the land: for it is holy unto the Lorp. 

15 q And the five thousand, that are 
left in the breadth over against the five 
and twenty thousand, shall be a profane 
place for the city, for dwelling, and for 
suburbs: and the city shall be in the midst 
thereof. 

16 And these shall be the measures 
thereof; the north side four thousand 
and five hundred, and the south side four 
thousand and five hundred, and on the 
east side four thousand and five hundred, 
and the west side four thousand and five 
hundred. 

17 And the suburbs of the city shall be 
toward the north two hundred and fifty, 
and toward the south two hundred and 
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fifty, and toward the east two hundred 
and fifty, and toward the west two hun- 
dred and fifty. 

18 And the residue’ in length over 
against the oblation of the holy portion 
shall be ten thousand eastward, and ten 
thousand westward: and it shall be over 
against the oblation of the holy portion; 
and the increase thereof shall be for food 
unto them that serve the city. | 

19 And they that serve the, city shall 
serve it out of all the tribes of Is’-ra-él. 

20 All the oblation shall be five and 
twenty thousand by five and twenty thou- 
sand: ye shall offer the holy oblation 
foursquare, with the possession of the 
city. - 

21 @ And the residue shall be for the 
prince, on the one side and on the other 
of the holy oblation, and of the posses- 
sion of the city, over against the five and 
twenty thousand of the oblation toward 
the east border, and westward over 
against the five and twenty thousand to- 
ward the west border, over against the 
portions for the prince: and it shall be 
the holy oblation; and the sanctuary of 
the house shall be in the midst thereof. 

22 Moreover from the possession of 
the Lé’-vites, and from the possession of 
the city, being in the midst of that which 
is the prince’s, between the border of Jii’- 
dah and the border of Bén’-ja-min, shall 
be for the prince. 

23 As for the rest of the tribes, from the 
east side unto the west side, Bén’-ja-min 
shall have a portion. 

And by the border of Bén’-j4-min, 
from the east side unto the west side, 
Sim’-é-on shall have a portion. 

25 And by the border of Sim’-é-on, 
from the east side unto the west side, {s’- 
sa-char a portion. : 

26 And by the border of {s’-sa-char, 
from the east side unto the west side, Zé- 
bii’-lun a portion. 

27 And by the border of Zé-bii’-lin, 
from the east side unto the west side, 
Gad a portion. 

28 And by the border of Gad, at the 
south side southward, the border shall be 
even from Ta’-mar unto the waters of 
strife in Ka’-désh, and to the river to- 
ward the great sea. 

29 This is the land which ye shall divide 
by i unto prea yt se of ira for in- 

eritance, an ese are their ions,

The Book of 


Daniel 


Chapter 1 


IN the third year of the reign of Jé- 
hoi’-a-kim king of Ja’-dah came Néb- 
U-chad-néz’-zar king of Bab’-y-lon unto 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém, and besieged it. 

2 And the Lord gave Jé-hoi’-4-kim 
king of Ja’-dah into his hand, with part 
of the vessels of the house of God: which 
he carried into the land of Shi’-nar to the 
house of his god; and he brought the 
vessels into the treasure house of his god. 

3 f And the king spake unto Ash’-pé- 
naz the master of his eunuchs, that he 
should bring certain of the children of 
Is’-ra-él, and of the king’s seed, and of 
the princes; _ 

4 Children in whom was no blemish, 
_ but well favoured, and skilful in all wis- 
dom, and cunning in knowledge, and 
understanding. science, and such as had 
ability in them to stand in the king’s pal- 
ace, and whom they might teach the 
learning and the tongue of the chal-dé’- 


ans. 

5 And the king appointed them a daily 
provision of the king’s meat, and of the 
wine which he drank: so nourishing them 
three years, that at the end thereof they 
might stand before the king. 

6 Now _among these were of the chil- 
dren of Ja’-dah, Dan’-iél, Han-a-ni’-ah, 
Mi’-sha-él, and Az-a-ri’-ah: 

7 Unto whom the prince of the eunuchs 
gave names: for he gave unto Dan’-iél 
the name of Bél-té-shaz’-zar; and to 
Han-a-ni’-ah, of Sha’-drach; and to 
Mi’-sha-él, of Mé’-shach; and to Az-a- 
ri’-ah, of A-béd’—né-go. 

8 ¢ But Dan’-iél purposed in his heart 
that he would not defile himself with the 
portion of the king’s meat, nor with the 
wine which he drank: therefore he re- 
quested of the prince of the eunuchs 
that he might not defile himself. 

Now God had brought Dan’-iél into 
favour and tender love with the prince of 
the eunuchs. _ : 

10 And the prince of the eunuchs said 
unto Dan’-iél, I fear my lord the king, 
who hath appointed your meat and your 


drink: for why should he see your faces 
worse liking than the children which are 
of your sort? then shall ye make me en- 
danger my head to the king. 

11 Then said Dan’-iél to Mél’-zar, 
whom the prince of the eunuchs had set 
over Dan’-iél, Han-a-ni’-ah, Mi’-sha-él, 
and Az-a-ri’-ah, 

12 Prove thy servants, I beseech thee, 
ten days; and let them give us pulse to 
eat, and water to drink. 

13 Then let our countenances be 
looked upon before thee, and the coun- 
tenance of the children that eat of the 
portion of the king’s meat: and as thou 
seest, deal with thy servants. 

14 So he consented to them in this mat- 
ter, and proved them ten days. 

15 And at the end of ten days their 
countenances appeared fairer and fatter 
in flesh than all the children which did 
eat the portion of the king’s meat. 

16 Thus Mél’-zér took away the por- 
tion of their meat, and the wine that they 
should drink; and gave them pulse. 

17 ¢_As for these four children, God 
gave them knowledge and skill in all 
learning and wisdom: and _ Dan’-iél 
had understanding in all visions and 
dreams. 

18 Now at the end of the days that the 
king had said he should bring them in, 
then the prince of the eunuchs brought 
them in before Néb-ii-chad-néz’-zar. 

19 And the king communed with them; 
and among them all was found none like 
Dan’-iél, Han-a-ni’-ah, Mi’-sha-él, and 
Az-a-ri’-ah: therefore stood they before 
the king. ' 

20 And in all matters of wisdom and 
understanding, that the king enquired of 
them, he found them ten times better 
than all the magicians and astrologers 
that were in all his realm. 

21 And Dan’-iél continued even unto 
the first year of king Cy’-rus. 


Chapter 2 


ND in the second year of the reign of 
Néb-t-chad-néz’-zar Néb-t-chad- 
néz’-zar dreamed dreams, wherewith his 
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spirit was troubled, and his sleep brake 
from him. 

2 Then the king commanded to call the 
magicians, and the astrologers, and the 
sorcerers, and the chal-dé’-ans, for to 
shew the king his dreams. So they came 
and stood before the king. 

3 And the king said unto them, I have 
dreamed a dream, and my spirit was 
troubled to know the dream, | 

4 Then spake the chal-dé’-ans to the 
king in Syr’-i-ack, O king, live for ever: 
tell thy servants the dream, and we will 
shew the interpretation. 

5 The king answered and said to the 
cChal-dé’-ans, The thing is gone from me: 
if ye will not make known unto me the 
dream, with the interpretation thereof, 
ye shall be cut in pieces, and your houses 
shall be made a dunghill. ; 

6 But if ye shew the.dream, and the in- 
terpretation thereof, ye shall receive of 
me gifts and rewards and great honour: 
therefore shew me the dream, and the in- 
terpretation thereof. » 

7 They answered again and said, Let 
the king tell his servants the dream, and 
we will shew the interpretation of it. 

8 The king answered and said, I know 
of certainty that ye would gain the time, 
because ye see the thing is gone from 


me. 

9 But if ye will not make known unto 
me the dream, there is but one decree for 
you: for ye have prepared lying and cor- 
rupt words to speak before me, till the 
time be changed: therefore tell me the 
dream, and I shall know that ye can 
shew me the interpretation thereof. 

10 @ The chal-dé’-ans answered before 
the king, and said, There is not aman up- 
on the earth that can shew the king’s 
matter: therefore there is no king, lord, 
nor ruler, that asked such things at any 
magician, or astrologer, or Chal-dé’-an. 

And it is a rare thing that the king 
requireth, and there is none other that 
can shew it before the king, except the 
gods, whose dwelling is not with flesh. 

2 For this cause the king was angry 
and very furious, and commanded to de- 
stroy all the wise men of Bab’-y-lon. 

1 d the decree went forth that the 
wise men should be slain; and they 
pouE Dan’-iél and his fellows to be 
slain. 

14 ¢ Then Dan’-iél| answered with 
counsel and wisdom to Ar’-i-6ch the cap- 
tain of the king’s guard, which was gone 
forth to slay the wise men of Bab’-y-lon: 

He answered and said to Ar’-i-6ch 
the king’s captain, Why is the decree so 
hasty from the king? Then Ar’-i-6ch 
made the thing known to Dan’-iél. 

16 Then Dan’-iél went in, and desired 
of the king that he would give him time, 
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and that he would shew the king the in- 
terpretation. f 

7 Then Dan’-iél went to his house, 
and made the thing known to Han-a-ni’- 
ah, Mi’-sha-él, and Az-a-ri’-ah, his com- 
panions: } i 

18 That, they would desire mercies of 
the God of heaven concerning this secret ; 
that Dan’-iél and his fellows should not 
perish with the rest of the wise men of 
Bab’-y-lon. 

19 ¢ Then was the secret revealed unto 
Dan’-iél in a night vision. Then Dan’-iél 
blessed the God of heaven. . 

20 Dan’-iél answered and said, Blessed 
be the name of God for ever and ever: 
for wisdom and might are his: 

21 And he changeth the times and the 
seasons: he removeth kings, and setteth 
up kings: he giveth wisdom unto the 
wise, and knowledge to them that know 
understanding: 

22 He revealeth the deep and secret 
things: he knoweth what is in the dark- 
ness, and the light dwelleth with him. 

23 I thank thee, and praise thee, O thou 

God of my fathers, who hast given me 
wisdom and might, and hast made 
known unto me now what we desired of 
thee: for thou hast now made known un- 
to us the king’s matter. 
.24 Q Therefore Dan’-iel went in unto 
Ar’-i-Och, whom the king had ordained 
to destroy the wise men of Bab’-y-lon: he 
went and said thus unto him; Destroy 
not the wise men of Bab’-y-lon: bring me 
in before the king, and I will shew unto 
the king the interpretation. 

Then Ar’-i-6ch brought in Dan’-iél 
before the king in haste, and said thus 
unto him, I have found a man of the 
captives of Ja’-dah, that will make 
known unto the king the interpretation. 
_26.The king answered and said to Dan’- 
iél, whose: name was Bél-té-shaz’-zar, 
Art thou able to make known unto me 
the dream which I have seen, and the in- 
terpretation thereof? 

Dan’-iél answered in the presence of 
the king, and said, The secret which the 
king hath demanded cannot the wise 
men, the astrologers, the magicians, the 
soothsayers, shew unto the king;

29 As for thee, O king, thy thoughts 
came into thy mind upon thy bed, what 
should come to pass hereafter: and he 
that revealeth secrets maketh known to 
thee what shall come to pass. 

30 But as for me, this secret is not re- 
vealed to me for any wisdom that I have

more than any living, but for their sakes 
that shall make known the interpretation 
to the king, and that thou mightest know 
the thoughts of thy heart. 
_ 31 ¢ Thou, O king, sawest, and be- 

hold a great image. This great image, 
whose brightness was excellent, stood 
before thee; and the form thereof was 
’ terrible. 

32 This image’s head was of fine gold, 
his breast and his arms of silver, his belly 
and his thighs of brass, 

33 His legs of iron, his feet part of iron 
and part of clay. 

34. Thou sawest till that a stone was cut 
out without hands, which smote the im- 
age upon his feet that were of iron and 
clay, and brake them to pieces. 

35 Then was the iron, the clay, the 
brass, the silver, and the gold, broken to 
Pieces together, and became like the 
chaff of the summer threshingfioors; and 
the wind carried them away, that no 
place was found for them: and the stone 
that smote the image became a great 
mountain, and filled the whole earth. 

36 @¢ This is the dream; and we will tell 
the interpretation thereof before the 


ing. 

37 Thou, O king, art a king of kings: 
for the God of heaven hath given thee 
a kingdom, power, and strength, and 

glory. 

* 38 And wheresoever the children of 
men dwell, the beasts of the field and the 
fowls of the heaven hath he given into 
thine hand, and hath made thee ruler 
. over them all. Thou art this head of gold. 

39 And after thee shall arise another 
kingdom inferior to thee, and another 
third kingdom of brass, which shall bear 
tule over all the earth. 

40 And the fourth kingdom shall be 
strong as iron: forasmuch as iron break- 
eth in pieces and subdueth all things: 
and as iron that breaketh all these, shall 
it break in pieces and bruise. 

41 And whereas thou sawest the feet 
and toes, part of potters’ clay, and part 
of iron, the kingdom shall be divided;

23 And these three men, Sha’-drach, 
Mé’-shach, and A-béd’—né-g6, fell down 
bound into the midst of the burning fiery 
furnace. 

24 Then Néb-i-chad-néz’-zar the king 
was astonied, and rose up in haste, and 
spake, and said unto his counsellors, Did 
not we cast three men bound into the 
midst of the fire? They answered and 
said unto the king, True, O king. 

25 He answered and said, Lo, I see 
four men loose, walking in the midst of 
the fire, and they have no hurt; and the

2 I thought it good to shew the signs 
and wonders that the high God hath 
wrought toward me. 

3 How great are his signs! and how 
mighty are his wonders! his kingdom is 
an everlasting kingdom, and his domin- 
ion is from generation to generation. 

4 @ I Néb-ti-chad-néz’-zar was at rest 
in mine house, and flourishing in my 
palace: 

5 I saw a dream which made me afraid, 
and the thoughts upon my bed and the 
visions of my head troubled me. 

6 Therefore made I a decree to bring 
in all the wise men of Bab’-y-lon before 
me, that they might make known unto 
me the interpretation of the dream. 

7 Then came in the magicians, the as-

17 This matter is by the decree of the 
watchers, and the demand by the word of 
the holy ones: to the intent that the liv- 
ing may know that the most High ruleth 
in the kingdom of men, and giveth it to 
whomsoever he will, and setteth up Over 
it the basest of men. 

18 This dream I king Néb-ii-chad- 
néz’-zar have seen. Now thou, O Bél- 
té-shaz’-zar, declare the interpretation 
thereof, forasmuch as all the wise men of 
my kingdom are not able to make known 
unto me the interpretation: but thou 
art able; for the spirit of the holy gods is 
in thee. ; 

19 ¢ Then Dan’-iél, whose name was 
Bél-té-shaz’-zir, was astonied for one 
hour, and his thoughts troubled him.

22 It is thou, O king, that art: grown 
and become strong: for thy greatness is 
grown, and reacheth unto heaven, and 
thy dominion to the end of the earth. 

23 And whereas the king saw a watcher 
and an holy one coming down from 
heaven, and saying, Hew the tree down, 
and destroy it; yet leave the stump of the 
roots thereof in the earth, even with a 
band of iron and brass, in the tender 
grass of the field; and let it be wet with 
the dew of heaven, and /et his portion be 
with the beasts of the field, till seven 
times pass over him; 

24 This is the interpretation, O king, 
and this is the decree of the most High, 
which is come upon my lord the king:

28 ¢ All this came upon the king Néb- 
t-chad-néz’-zar. 

29 At the end of twelve months he 
walked in the palace of the kingdom of 
Bab’-y-lon. : ; 

30 The king spake, and said, Is not this 
great Bab’-y-lon, that I have built for the 
house of the kingdom by the might of 
my power, and for the honour of my 
majesty ? f i 

31 While the word was in the king’s 
mouth, there fell a voice from heaven, 
saying, O king Néb-ti-chad-néz’-zar, to 
thee it is spoken; The kingdom is de- 
parted from thee. 

32 And they shall drive thee from men, 
and thy dwelling shall be with the beasts 
of the field: they shall make thee to eat 
grass as oxen, and seven times shall pass 
over thee, until thou know that the most 
High ruleth in the kingdom of men, and 
giveth it to whomsoever he will. 

33 The same hour was the thing ful- 
filled upon Néb-ti-chad-néz’-zar: and he 
was driven from men, and did eat grass 
as oxen, and his body was wet with the 
dew of heaven, till his hairs were grown 
like eagles’ feathers, and his nails like 
birds’ claws. 

34 And at the end of the days I Néb-i- 
chad-néz’-zar lifted up mine eyes unto 
heaven, and mine understanding re- 
turned unto me, and I blessed the most 
High, and I praised and honoured him 
that liveth for ever, whose dominion is an 
everlasting dominion, and his kingdom is 
from generation to generation: 

35 And all the inhabitants of the earth 
are reputed as nothing: and he doeth ac- 
cording to his will in the army of heaven, 
and among the inhabitants of the earth:

36 At the same time my reason re- 
turned unto me; and for the glory of my 
kingdom, mine honour and brightness 
returned unto me; and my counsellors 
and my lords sought unto me; and I was 
established in my kingdom, and excel- 
lent majesty was added unto me. 

37 Now I Néb-it-chad-néz’-zar praise 
and extol and honour the King of

Besa the king madea great 
feast to a thousand of his-lords, and 
drank wine before the thousand. 

2 Bél-shaz’-zar, whiles he tasted the 
wine, commanded to bring the golden 
and silver vessels which his father Néb-t- 
chad-néz’-zar had taken out of the 
temple which was.in Jé-ri’-sa-lém; that 
the king, and his princes, his wives, and 
his concubines, might drink therein.

5 @ In the same hour came forth 
fingers of a man’s hand, and wrote over 
against the candlestick upon the plaister 
of the wall of the king’s palace: and 
the king saw the part of the hand that 
wrote. 

6 Then the king’s countenance was 
changed, and his thoughts troubled 
him, so that the joints of his loins were 
loosed, and his knees smote one against 
another. 

7 The king cried aloud to bring in the 
astrologers, the chal-dé’-ans, and the 
soothsayers. And the king spake, and 
said to the wise men of Bab’-y-lon, Who- 
soever shall read this writing, and shew 
me the interpretation thereof, shall be 
clothed with scarlet, and have a chain of 
gold about his neck, and shall be the 
third ruler in the kingdom. 

8 Then came in all the king’s wise men: 
but they could not read the writing, nor 
make. known to the king the interpreta- 
tion thereof. : 

9 Then was king Bél-shaz’-zar greatly 
troubled, and his countenance was 
changed in him, and his lords were 
astonied. 

10 ¢ Now the queen by reason of the 
words of the king and his lords came into 
the banquet house: and the queen spake 
and said, O king, live for ever: let not thy 
thoughts trouble thee, nor let thy coun- 
tenance be changed: 

11 There is a man in thy kingdom, in 
whom is the spirit of the holy gods; and 
in the days of thy father light and under- 
standing and wisdom, like the wisdom of 
the gods, was found in him; whom the 
king Néb--chad-néz’-zar thy father, the 
king, I say, thy father, made master of 
the magicians, astrologers, Chal-dé’-ans, 
and soothsayers; 

12 Forasmuch as an excellent spirit, 
and knowledge, and understanding, in- 

. 
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hard sentences, and dissolving of doubts, 
were found in the same Dan’-iél, whom 
the king named Bél-té-shaz’-zar: now let 
_ Dan’-iél be called, and he will shew the 
‘interpretation. 

3 Then was Dan’-iél brought in be- 
fore the king. And the king spake and 
said unto Dan’-iél, Art thou that Dan’- 
ié1, which art of the children of the cap- 
tivity of Ja’-dah, whom the king my fa- 
ther brought out of Jéw’-ry? 

14 I have even heard of thee, that the 
spirit of the gods is in thee, and that light 
and understanding and excellent wisdom 
is found in thee. 

5 And now the wise men, the astrol- 
ogers, have been brought in before me, 
that they should read this writing, and 
make known unto me the interpretation 
thereof: but they could not shew the in- 
terpretation of the thing: 

6 And I have heard of thee, that thou 
canst make interpretations, and dissolve 
doubts: now if thou canst read the 
writing, and make known to me the in- 
terpretation thereof, thou shalt be 
clothed with scarlet, and have a chain of 
gold about thy neck, and shalt be the 
third ruler in the kingdom. 

17 ¢ Then Dan’-iél answered and said 
before the king, Let thy gifts be to thy- 
self, and give thy rewards to another; yet 
- J will read the writing unto the king, an 


18 O thou king, the most high God 
gave Néb-t-chad-néz’-zar thy father a 
_ kingdom, and majesty, and glory, and 
honour: ; 

19 And for the majesty that he gave 
him, all people, nations, and languages, 
trembled and feared before him: whom 
he would he slew; and whom he would 
he kept alive; and whom he would he set 
up; and whom he would he put down. 

20 But when his heart was lifted up, 
and his mind hardened in pride, he was 
deposed from his kingly throne, and they 
took his glory from him: 

21 And he was driven from the sons of 
men; and his heart was made like the 
beasts, and his dwelling was with the wild 
asses: they fed him with grass like oxen, 
and his body was wet with the dew of 
heaven; till he knew that the most high 
God ruled in the kingdom of men, and 
that he appointeth over it whomsoever 
he will. ee ae 

22 And thou his son, O Bél-shaz’-zar, 
hast not humbled thine heart, though 
thou knewest all this; ‘ 
~ 23 But hast lifted up thyself against the 
Lord of heaven; and they have brought 
the vessels of his house before thee, and 
thou, and thy lords, thy wives, and thy 
concubines, have drunk wine in them; 
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praised the gods of silver, 
and gold, of brass, iron, wood, and 
stone, which see not, nor hear, nor 
know: and the God in whose hand thy 
breath is, and whose are all thy ways, 
hast thou not glorified: 

Then was the part of the hand sent 
from him; and this writing was written. 

25 @ And this is the writing that was 
written, ME’-NE, ME’-Né, Té£’-KEL, 
U-PHAR’-SIN. 

26 This is the interpretation of the 
thing: ME’-NE; God hath numbered thy 
kingdom, and finished it. 

27 TE“KEL; Thou art weighed in the 
balances, and art found wanting. 

28 PE’-RES; Thy kingdom is divided, 
and given to the Médes and Pér’-sians. 

29 Then commanded _ Bél-shaz’-zir, 
and they clothed Dan’-iél with: scarlet, 
and put a chain of gold about his neck, 
and made a proclamation concerning 
him, that he should be the third ruler in 
the kingdom. 

30 ¢ In that night was Bél-shaz’-zar the 
king of the Chal-dé’-ans slain. 

31 d Da-ri’-ts the Mé’-di-an took 
the kingdom, being about-threescore and 
two years old. 


Chapter 6 


T pleased Da-ri’-is to set over the king- 
dom an hundred and twenty princes, 


and thou hast 


d which should be over the whole king- 
make known to him the interpretation. d 


om; 
2 And over these three presidents; of 
whom Dan’-iél was first: that the princes 
might give accounts unto them, and the 
king should have no damage. 

3 Then this Dan’-iél was preferred 
above the presidents and princes, be- 
cause an excellent spirit was in him; and 
the king thought to set him over the 
whole realm. 

4 ¢ Then the presidents and princes 
sought to find occasion against Dan’-iél 
concerning the kingdom; but they could 
find none occasion nor fault; forasmuch 
as he was faithful, neither was there any 
error or fault found in him. 

5 Then said these men, We shall not 
find any occasion against this Dan’-iél, 
except we find it against him concerning 
the law of his God. 

6 Then these presidents and princes as- 
sembled together to the king, and said 
thus unto him, King Da-ri’-ts, live for 
ever. 

7 Allthe presidents of the kingdom, the 
governors, and the princes, the counsel- 
lors, and the captains, have consulted to- 
gether to establish a royal statute, and to 
make a firm decree, that whosoever shall 
ask a petition of any God or man for 
thirty days, save of thee, O king, he shall 
be cast into the den of lions. 
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8 Now, O king, establish the decree, 
and sign the writing, that it be not 
changed, according to the law of the 
Médes and Pér’-sians, which altereth not. 

9. Wherefore king D4a-ri’-us signed the 
writing and the decree. | 

10 ¢ Now when Dan’-iél knew that the 
writing was. signed, he went into: his 
house; and his windows being open in 
his chamber toward Jé-ri’-sa-lém, he 
kneeled upon his knees three times a day, 
and prayed, and gave thanks before his 
God, as he did aforetime. 

11 Then these men assembled, and 
found Dan’-iél praying and making sup- 
plication before his God. 

12 Then they came near, and spake be- 
fore the king concerning the king’s de- 
cree; Hast thou not signed a decree, that 
every. man that shall ask a petition of any 
God or man within thirty days, save of 
thee, O king, shall be cast into the den of 
lions? The king answered and said, The 
thing is true, according to the law of the 
Medes and Pér’-sians, which altereth 
not. 

13 Then answered they and said before 
the king, That Dan’-iél, which is of the 
children of the captivity of Ja’-dah, re- 
gardeth not thee, O king, nor the decree 
that thou hast signed, but maketh his pe- 
tition three times a day. 

14. Then the king, when he heard these 
words, was sore displeased with himself, 
and set his heart on Dan’-iél to deliver 
him: and he laboured till the going down 
of the sun to deliver him. 

15 Then these men assembled unto the 
king, and said unto the king, Know, O 
king, that the law of the Médes and Pér’- 
Sians is, That no decree nor statute which 
the king establisheth may be changed. 

16 Then the king commanded, and 
they brought Dan’-iél, and cast him into 
the den of lions. Now the king spake and 
said unto Dan’-iél, Thy God whom thou 
servest continually, he will deliver thee. 

17 And a stone was brought, and laid 
upon the mouth of the den; and the king 
sealed it with his own signet, and with the 
signet of his lords; that the purpose 
might not be changed concerning Dan/’- 


iél. ’ 

*18 @ Then the king went to his palace, 
and passed the night fasting: neither 
were instruments of musick brought be- 
fore him: and his sleep went from him. 

19 Then the king arose very early in the 
morning, and went in haste unto the den 
of lions. 

20 And when he came to the den, he 
cried with a lamentable voice unto Dan’- 
iél: and the king spake and said to Dan’- 
1é1, O Dan’-iél, servant of the living God, 
is thy God, whom thou servest contin- 
ually, able to deliver thee from the lions? 
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21 Then said Dan’-iél.unto the king, O 
king, live for ever. f 

22 My God hath sent his angel, and 
hath shut the lions’? mouths, that they 
have not hurt me: forasmuch as before 
him innocency was found in me; and 
alee before thee, O king, have I done no 

urt. 

23 Then was the king exceeding glad 
for him, and. .commanded that they 
should take Dan’-iél up out of the den. 
So Dan’-iél was taken up out of the den, 
and no manner of hurt was found upon 
him, because he believed in his God. 

24 ¢ And the king commanded, and 
they brought those men which had ac- 
cused. Dan’-iél, and they cast them into 
the den of lions, them, their children, 
and their wives; and the lions had the 
mastery of them, and brake all their 
bones in pieces or ever they came at the 
bottom of the den. x 

25 ¢ Then king Da-ri’-us wrote unto 
all people, nations, and languages, that 
dwell in all the earth; Peace be multiplied 
unto you. 

26 I make a decree, That in every do- 
mihion of my kingdom men tremble and 
fear before the God of Dan’-iél: for he is 
the living God, and stedfast for ever, and 
his kingdom that which shall not be de- 
stroyed, and his dominion shall be even 
unto the end. 

27 He delivereth and rescueth, and he 
worketh signs and wonders in heaven 
and in earth, who hath delivered Dan’- 
iél from the power of the lions. 

28 So this Dan’-iél prospered. in the 
reign of Da-ri’-us, and in the reign of 
cy’-rus the Pér’-sian. 


Chapter 7 

N the first year of Bél-shaz’-zar king of 

~ Bab’-y-lon Dan’-iél had a dream and 
visions of his head upon his bed: then he 
wrote the dream, and told the sum of the 
matters. — 

2 Dan’-iél spake and said, I saw in my 
vision by night, and, behold, the four 
winds of the heaven strove upon the 
great sea. 

3 And four great beasts came up from 
the sea, diverse one from another. 

4 The first was like a lion, and had 
eagle’s wings: I beheld till the wings 
thereof were plucked, and it was lifted up 
from the earth, and made stand upon the 
feet as a man, and a man’s heart was 
given to it. 

5 And behold another beast, a second, 
like to a bear, and it raised up itself on 
one side, and it had three ribs in the 
mouth of it between the teeth of it: and 
they said thus unto it, Arise, devour 


much flesh. 
6 After this I beheld, and lo another, 
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like a leopard, which had upon the back 

of it four wings of a fowl; the beast had 

also four heads; and dominion was 
given to it. 

-- 7 After this I saw in the night‘visions, 
and behold a fourth beast, dreadful and 
terrible, and strong exceedingly; and 
it had great iron teeth: it devoured and 

- brake in pieces, and stamped the residue 

with the feet of it: and it was diverse from 

all the beasts that were before it; and it 
had ten horns. 

8 I considered the horns, and, behold, 
there came up among them another little 
horn, before whom there were three of 
the first horns plucked up by the roots: 
and, behold, in this horn were eyes like 
the eyes of man, and a mouth speaking 
great things. 

9 ¢ I beheld till the thrones were cast 
down, and the Ancient of days did sit, 
whose garment was white as snow, and 
the hair of his head like the pure wool: 
his throne was like the fiery flame, and 
his wheels as burning fire. 

10 A fiery stream issued and came forth 
from before him: thousand thousands 
ministered unto him, and ten thousand 
times ten thousand stood before him: the 
judgment was set, and the books were 


opened. 

11 I beheld then because of the voice of 
the great words which the horn spake: I 
. beheld even till the beast was slain, and 
his body destroyed, and given to the 
burning flame. 

12 As concerning the rest of the beasts, 
they had their dominion taken away: yet 
’ their lives were prolonged for a season 
and time. 

13 I saw in the night visions, and, be- 
hold, one like the Son of man came with 
the clouds of heaven, and came to the 
Ancient of days, and they brought him 
near before him. , a, 

14 And there was given him dominion, 
and glory, and a kingdom, that all peo- 

le, nations, and languages, should serve 
hina: his dominion is an everlasting do- 
minion, which shall not pass away, and 
his kingdom that which shall not be de- 
stroyed. 3 . A 
°15 @ I Dan’-iél was grieved in my 
spirit in the midst of my body, and the 
visions of my head troubled me. 

6 I came near unto. one of them that 
stood by, and asked him the truth of all 
this. So he told me, and made me know 
the interpretation of the things. 

17 These great beasts, which are four, 
are four kings, which shall arise out of 
the earth. A 

18 But the saints of the most High shall 
take the kingdom, and possess the king- 
dom for ever, even for ever and ever. 

19 Then I would know the truth of the 
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fourth beast, which was diverse from all 
the others, exceeding dreadful, whose 
teeth were of iron, and his nails of brass; 
which devoured, brake in pieces, and 
stamped the residue with his feet; 

20 And of the ten horns that were in his 
head, and of the other which came up, 
and before whom three fell; even of that 
horn that had eyes, and a mouth that 
spake very great things, whose look was 
more stout than his fellows. 

21 I beheld, and the same horn made 

war with the saints, and prevailed 
against them; 
_22 Until the Ancient of days came, and 
judgment was given to the-saints of the 
most High; and the time came that the 
saints possessed the kingdom. 

23 Thus he said, The fourth beast shall 
be the fourth kingdom upon earth, which 
shall be diverse from all kingdoms, and 
shall devour the whole earth, and shall 
tread it down, and break it in pieces. 

24 And the ten horns out of this king- 
dom are ten kings that shall arise: and 
another shall rise after them; and he shall 
be diverse from the first, and he shall sub- 
due three kings. 2 

25 And he shall-speak great words 
against the most High, and shall wear 
out the saints of the most High, and 
think to change times and laws: and they 
shall be given into his hand until a time 
and times and the dividing of time. 

26 But the judgment shall sit, and they 
shall take away his dominion, to con- 
sume and to destroy it unto the end. 

27 And the kingdom and dominion, 
and the greatness of the kingdom under 
the whole heaven, shall be given to the 
people of the saints of the most .High, 
whose kingdom is an everlasting king- 
dom, and all dominions shall serve and 
obey him. 

28 Hitherto is the end of the matter. As 
for me Dan’-iél, my cogitations much 
troubled me, and my _ countenance 
changed in me: but I kept the matter in 
my. heart. : 


Chapter 8 sf 


IN the third year of the reign of king 
Bél-shaz’-zar a vision appeared unto 
me, even unto me Dan’-iél, after that 
which appeared unto me at the first. 

And I saw in a vision; and it came to 
pass, when I saw, that I was at Shi’-shan 
in the palace, which is in the province of 
E’-lam; and I saw in a vision, and I was 
by the river of U’-1ai. 

Then I lifted up mine eyes, and saw, 
and, behold, there stood before the river 
a ram which had two horns: and the two 
horns were high; but one was higher than 
the other, and the higher came up last. 

4 I saw the ram pushing westward, and 
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northward, and southward; so that no 
beasts might stand before him, neither 
was there any that could deliver out of 
his hand; but he did according to his will, 
and became great. 

5 And as I was considering, behold, an 
he goat came from the west on the face 
of the whole earth, and touched not the 
ground: and the goat had a notable horn 
between his eyes. 

6 And he came to the ram that had two 
horns, which I had seen standing before 
the river, and ran unto him in the fury of 
his power. 

7 And I saw him come close unto the 
ram, and he was moved with choler 
against him, and smote the ram, and 
brake his two horns: and there was no 
power in the ram to stand before him, but 
he cast him down to the ground, and 
stamped upon him: and there was none 
that could deliver the ram out of his 


and. 

8 Therefore the he goat waxed very 
great: and when he was strong, the great 
horn was broken; and for it came up 
four notable ones toward the four winds 
of heaven. 

9 And out of one of them came forth a 
little horn, which waxed exceeding 
great, toward the south, and toward the 
east, and toward the pleasant land. 

10 And it waxed great, even to the host 
of heaven; and it cast down some of the 
host and of the stars to the ground, and 
stamped upon them. 


11 Yea, he magnified himself even to h 


the prince of the host, and by him the 
daily sacrifice was taken away, and the 
place of his sanctuary was cast down. 

12 And an host was given him against 
the daily sacrifice by reason of trans- 
gression, and it cast down the truth to the 
ground; and it practised, and prospered. 

13 ¢ Then I heard one saint speaking, 
and another saint said unto that certain 
saint which spake, How long shall be the 
vision concerning the daily sacrifice, and 
the transgression of desolation, to give 
both the sanctuary and the host to be 
trodden under foot? 

14 And he said unto me, Unto two 
thousand and three.hundred days; then 
shall the sanctuary be cleansed. 

15_¢ And it came to pass, when I, even 
I Dan’-iél, had seen the vision, and 
sought for the meaning, then, behold, 
there stood before me as the appearance 
of a man. 

16 And I heard a man’s voice between 
the banks of 0’-lai, which called, and 
said, Ga’-bri-él, make this man to under- 
stand the vision. 

17 So he came near where I stood: and 
when he came, I was afraid, and fell 
upon my face: but he said unto me, 
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Understand, O son of man: for at the 
time of the end shail be the vision. 

18 Now as he was speaking with me, I 
was in a deep sleep on my face toward 
the ground: but he touched me, and set 
me upright. i 

19 And he said, Behold, I will make 
thee know what shall be in the last end of 
the indignation: for at the time ap- 
pointed the end-shall be. i 

20 The ram which thou sawest having 
two horns are the kings of Mé’-di-a and 
Pér’-sia. , 

21 And the rough goat is the king of 
Gré’-ci-4: and the great horn that is be- 
tween his eyes is the first king. 

22 Now that being broken, whereas 
four stood up for it, four kingdoms shall 
stand up out of the nation, but not in his 
power. 

23 And in the latter time of their king- 
dom, when the transgressors are come to 
the full, a king of fierce countenance, and 


understanding dark sentences, shall 
stand up. ; 
24 And his power shall be mighty, but 


not by his own power: and he shall de- 
stroy wonderfully, and shall prosper, 
and practise, and shall destroy the mighty 
and the holy people. 

25 And through his policy also he shall 
cause craft to prosper in his hand; and he 
shall magnify himself in his heart, and 
by peace shall destroy many: he shall 
also stand up against the Prince of 
princes; but he shall be broken without 


and. 

26 And the vision of the evening and 
the morning which was told is true: 
wherefore shut thou up the vision; for it 
shall be for many days. 

27 And I Dan’-iél fainted, and was sick 
certain days; afterward I rose up, and 
did -the king’s business; and I was 
astonished at the vision, but none under- 
stood it. 


Chapter 9 


N the first year of Da-ri’-s the son of 

A-has-0-é’-ris, of the seed of the 

Médes, which was made king over the 
realm of the; chal-dé’-ans ; 

2 Inthe first year of his reign I Dan’-iél 
understood by books the number of the 
years, whereof the word of the Lorp 
came to Jér-é-mi’-ah the prophet, that he 
would accomplish seventy years in the 
desolations of Jé-ra’-sa-lém. 

And I set my face unto the Lord 
God, to seek by prayer and supplica- 
et with fasting, and sackcloth, and 
ashes: 

4 And I prayed unto the LorD my God, 
and made my confession, and said, O 
Lord, the great and dreadful God, keep- 
ing the covenant and mercy to them that 
: :

- love him, and to them that keep his com- 
mandments; 
_>, We have sinned, and have committed 
iniquity, and have done wickedly, and 
have rebelled, even by departing from 
_ thy precepts and from thy judgments: 
6 Neither have we hearkened unto thy 
servants the praphets: which spake in 
_thy name to our kings, our princes, and 
: pur iateenss and to all the people of the 


7 O Lord, righteousness belongeth unto 

_ thee, but unto us confusion of faces, as 

at this day ; to the men of Ja’-dah, and to 

the inhabitants of Jé-rii’-s4-lém, and unto 

all i§’-ra-é1, that are near, and that are far 

off, through all the countries whither 

thou hast driven them, because of their 

pe pass that they have trespassed against 
ee. 

8 O Lord, to us belongeth confusion of 
face, to our kings, to our princes, and to 
our fathers, because we have sinned 
against thee. 

9 To the Lord our God belong mercies 

and forgivenesses, though we have re- 

-belled against him; 

10 Neither have we obeyed the voice of 
the Lorp our God, to walk in his laws, 

_ which he set before ‘us by his servants the 
prophets. by 

1 Yea, all Is’-ra-é1 have transgressed 
thy law, even by departing, that they 
might not obey thy voice; therefore the 

curse is poured upon us, and the oath 
that is written in the law of Mo’-sés the 

* servant of God, because we have sinned 

against him. 

12 And he hath confirmed his words, 
which he spake against us, and against 
our judges that judged us, by bringing 
_ upon us a great evil: for under the whole 
heaven hath not been done as hath been 
done upon Jé-rd’-sa-lém. 

As it is written in the law of M36’- 
$és, all this evil is come upon us: yet 
made we not our prayer before the Lorp 
our God, that we might turn from our 
iniquities, and understand thy truth. 

14 Therefore hath the Lorp watched 
upon the evil, and brought it upon us: 
for the Lorp our God is righteous in all 
his works which he doeth: for we obeyed 
not his voice. 

15 And now, O Lord our God, that 
hast brought thy people forth out of the 
land of E’-gypt with a mighty hand, and 
hast gotten thee renown, as at this day; 
we have sinned, we have done wicked- 


ly. 

"6 g O Lord, according to all thy 
righteousness, I beseech thee, let thine 
anger and thy fury be turned away from 
thy city Jé-ri’-sa-lém, thy holy moun- 
tain: because for our sins, and for the 
iniquities of our fathers, Jé-ri’-sa-lém 
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and thy people are become a reproach to 
all that are about us. 

17 Now therefore, O our God, hear the 
prayer of thy servant, and his supplica- 
tions, and cause thy face to shine upon 
thy sanctuary that is desolate, for the 
Lord’s sake. 

18 O my God, incline thine ear, and 
hear; open thine eyes, and behold our 
desolations, and the city which is called 
by thy name: for we do not present our 
supplications before thee for our right- 
eousnesses, but for thy great mercies. 

19 O Lord, hear; O Lord, forgive; O 
Lord, hearken and do; defer not, for 
thine own sake, O my God: for thy city 
and thy people are called by thy name. 

20 ¢ And whiles I was speaking, and 
praying, and confessing my sin and the 
sin of my people {s’-ra-él, and presenting 
my supplication before the Lorp my 
God for the holy mountain of my God; 

21 Yea, whiles I was speaking in 


¢ prayer, even the man Ga’-bri-él, whom I 


had seen in the vision at the beginning, 
being caused to fly swiftly, touched me 
spout the time of the evening obla- 
ion. 

22 And he informed me, and talked 
with me, and said, O Dan’-iél, I am now 
come forth to give thee skill and under- 
standing. 

23 At the beginning of thy supplica- 
tions the commandment came forth, and 
I am come to shew thee; for thou art 
greatly beloved: therefore understand 
the matter, and consider the vision. 

24 Seventy weeks are determined upon 
thy people and upon thy holy city, to 
finish the transgression, and to make an 
end of sins, and to make reconciliation 
for iniquity, and to bring in everlasting 
righteousness, and to seal up the vision 
gad prophecy, and to anoint the most 

oly. 

25 Know therefore and understand, 
that from the going forth of the com- 
mandment to restore and to build Jé- 
ri’-sa-lém unto the Més-si’-ah the Prince 
shall be seven weeks, and threescore and 
two weeks: the street shall be built 
again, and the wall, even in troublous 
times. 

26 And after threescore and two weeks 
shall Més-si’-ah be cut off, but not for 
himself: and the people of the prince 
that shall come shall destroy the city and 
the sanctuary; and the end thereof shall 
be with a flood, and unto the end of the 
war desolations are determined. 

27 And he shall confirm the covenant 
with many for one week: and in the 
midst of the week he shall cause the sac- 
rifice and the oblation to cease, and for 
the overspreading of abominations he 
shall make it desolate, even until the con- 
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summation, and that determined shall be 
poured upon the desolate. 


Chapter 10 


N the third year of cy’-ris king of 

Pér’-sia a thing was. revealed unto 
Dan’-iél, whose name was called Bél- 
té-shaz’-zar; and the thing was true, but 
the time appointed was long: and he 
understood the thing, and had under- 
standing of the vision.

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pentance shall be hid from mine eyes. 

@ Though he be fruitful among his 
brethren, an east wind shall come, the 
wind of the Lor shall come up from the 
wilderness, and his spring shall become 
dry, and his fountain shall be dried up: 
he shall spoil the treasure of all pleasant 
vessels. 

16 Sa-mar’-i-A shall become deso- 
late; for she hath rebelled against her 
God: they shall fall by the sword: their in- 
fants shall be dashed in pieces, and 
their women with child shall be ripped 
up.

15 Alas for the day! for the day of the 
Lorp is at hand, and as a destruction 
from the Almighty shall it come. 

16 Is not the meat cut off before our 
eyes, yea, joy and gladness from the 
house of our God? 

17 The seed is rotten under their clods, 
the garners are laid desolate, the barns 
are broken down; for the corn is 
withered.

Bs ye the trumpet in Zi’-on, and 
sound an alarm in my holy moun- 
tain: let all the inhabitants of the land 
tremble: for the day of the LorpD cometh, 
for it is nigh at hand;

12 Therefore also now, saith the 
LorbD, turn ye even to me with all your 
heart, and with fasting, and with weep- 
ing, and with mourning: 

13 And rend your heart, and not your 
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garments, and turn unto the LorD your 
God: for he is gracious and merciful, 
slow to anger, and of great kindness, and 
repenteth him of the evil. 

14 Who knoweth if he will return and 
repent, and leave a blessing behind him; 
even a meat offering and a drink offering 
unto the LorD your God? 

15 ¢ Blow the trumpet in Zi’-on, sanc- 
tify a fast, call a solemn assembly: 

16: Gather the people, sanctify the con- 
gregation, assemble the elders, gather 
the children, and those that suck. the 
breasts: let the bridegroom go forth of 
his chamber, and the bride out of her 
closet. 

17 Let the priests, the ministers of the 
LORD; weep between the porch and the 
altar, and let them say, Spare thy people, 
O Lorp, and give not:thine heritage to 
reproach, that the heathen should rule 
over them: wherefore should they say 
among the people, Where is their God? 

18 ¢ Then will the LorpD be jealous for 
his land, and pity his people. i 

19 Yea, the LorpD will answer and say 
unto his people, Behold, I will send you 
corn, and wine, and oil, and ye shall be 
satisfied therewith: and I will no more 
make you a the 
heathen: 

20 But I will remove far off from you 
the northern army, and will drive him 
into a land barren and desolate, with his 
face toward the east sea, and his hin- 
der part toward the utmost sea, and 
his stink shall come up, and his ill sa- 
vour shall come up, because he hath 
done great things. 

21 ¥ Fear not, O land; be glad and re- 
joice: for the LorD will do great things. 

22 Be not afraid, ye beasts of the field: 
for the pastures of the wilderness do 
spring, for the tree beareth her fruit, the 
fig tree and the vine do yield their 
strength. 

23 Be glad then, ye children of Zi’-on, 
and rejoice in the LorD your God; for he 
hath. given you the. former rain moder- 
ately, and he will cause to come down 
for you the rain, the former rain, and the 
latter rain in the first month.

27 And ye shall know that I am in the 
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midst of I§’-ra-él, and that I am the Lorp 
your God, and none else: and my people 
shall never be ashamed. 

28 ¢ And it shall come to pass after- 
-ward, that I will pour out my spirit upon 
all flesh; and your sons and your daugh- 
ters shall prophesy, your old men shall 
dream dreams, your young men shall see 
visions: 

29 And also upon the servants and up- 
on the handmaids in those days will I 
pour out my spirit. 

0 And I will shew wonders in the 
heavens and in the earth, blood, and 
fire, and pillars of smoke. 

1 The sun shall be turned into dark- 
hess, and the moon into blood, before 
the great and the terrible day of the 
LORD come. 

32 And it shall come to pass, that 
whosoever shall call on the name of the 
Lorp shall be delivered: for in mount 
Zi’-on and in Jé-ré’-sa-lém shall be de- 
liverance, as the LorpD hath said, and in 
the remnant whom the Lorp shall call.

7 Behold, I will raise them. out of the 
place whither ye have sold them, and 
will return your recompence upon your 
own. head: 
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8 And I will sell your sons and your 
daughters into the hand of the children 
of Ja’-dah, and they shall sell them to the 
Sa-bé’-ans, to a people far off: for the 
the Lorp hath spoken it. 

9 7 Proclaim ye this among the Gén’- 
tiles; Prepare war, wake up the mighty 
men, let all the men of war draw near; 
let them come up: 

10 Beat your plowshares into swords, 
and your pruninghooks into spears: let 
the weak say, I am strong. 

11 Assemble yourselves, and come, all 
ye heathen, and gather yourselves to- 
gether round about: thither cause thy 
mighty ones to come down, O Lorp. 

12 Let the heathen be wakened, and 

come up to the valley of Jé-hdsh’-a-phat: 
for there will I sit to judge all the heathen 
round about. 
_ 13 Put ye in the sickle, for the harvest 
is ripe: come, get you down; for the press 
is full, the fats overflow; for their wick- 
edness is great. 

14 Multitudes, multitudes in the valley 
of decision: for the day of the Lorp is 
near in the valley of decision. 

15 The sun and the moon shall be 
darkened, and the stars shall withdraw 
their shining. 

16 The Lorp also shall roar out of Zi’- 
on, and utter his voice from Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém; and the heavens and the earth 
shall shake: but the Lorp will be the 
hope of his people, and the strength of 
the children of Is’-ra-él.

18 @ And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the mountains shall drop down 
new wine, and the hills shall flow with 
milk, and all the rivers of Ja-’dah shall 
flow with waters, and a fountain shall 
come forth of the house of the Lorp, and 
shall water the valley of Shit’-tim. 

19 E’-gypt shall be a desolation, and 
E’-dom shall be a desolate wilderness, 
for the violence against the children of 
Ja’-dah, because they have shed inno- 
cent blood in their land. 

20 But Ja’-dah shall dwell for ever, and 
Jé-ri’-sa-lém from generation to gen- 
eration. 

21 For I will cleanse their blood that 
I have not cleansed: for the Lorp dwell- 
eth in Zi’-on.

Chapter 1 


HE words of A’-m68, who was among 

the herdmen of Té-k6’-4, which he 
saw concerning Iis’-ra-él in the days of 
Uz-zi’-ah_ king of Ja’-dah, and in the 
days of Jér-6-bd’-4m the son of JO’-ash 
king of 18’-ra-él, two years before the 
earthquake. ; 

2 And he said, The Lorp will roar 
from Zi’-on, and utter his voice from 
Jé-ra’-sa-lém; and the habitations of 
the shepherds shall mourn, and the top 
of Car’-mél shall wither. 

3 Thus saith the Lorp; For three trans- 
gressions of Da-mas’-cus, and for four, I 
will not turn away the punishment there- 
of; because they have threshed Gil’-é-ad 
with threshing instruments of iron: 

4 But I will send a fire into the house 
of Ha-za’-él, which shall devour the pal- 
aces of Bén—ha’-dad. aT x 

5 I will break also the bar of Da-mas’- 
cus, and cut off the inhabitant from the 
plain of A’-vén, and him that holdeth the 
sceptre from the house of E£’-dén: and 
the people of Syr’-i-a shall go into cap- 
tivity unto Kir, saith the Lorp. 

6 ¢@ Thus saith the Lorp; For three 
transgressions of Ga’-za, and for four, I 
will not turn away the punishment 
thereof; because they carried away cap- 
tive the whole captivity, to deliver them 
up to E’-dom: 

7 But I will send a fire on the wall of 

Gia’-za, which shall devour the palaces 
thereof: 
.8 And I will cut off the inhabitant from 
Ash’-déd, and him that holdeth the 
sceptre from Ash’-ké-lon, and I will turn 
mine hand against Ek’-ron: and the rem- 
nant of the Phil’-is-tines shall perish, 
saith the Lord Gop. 

9 ¢ Thus saith the Lorp; For three 
transgressions of Ty’-ruis, and for four, I 
will not turn away the punishment there- 
of; because they delivered up the whole 
captivity to E’-dom, and remembered not 
the brotherly covenant: 

10 But I will send a fire on the wall of 
Ty’-rus, which shall devour the palaces 
thereof. 

11 ¢ Thus saith the Lorn; For three 
transgressions of E’-dom, and for four, I 
will not turn away the punishment there- 
of; because he did pursue his brother 
with the sword, and did cast off all pity, 
and his anger did tear perpetually, and 
he kept his wrath for ever: 

12 But I will send a fire upon Té’-man, 


which shall devour the palaces of B6z’- 


rah. 

13 @ Thus saith the Lorp; For three 
transgressions ofthe children of Am/’- 
mon, and for four, I will not turn away 
the punishment thereof; because they 
have ripped up the women with child of 
Gil’-é-ad, that they might enlarge their 
border: 

14 But I will kindle a fire in the wall of 
Rab’-bah, and it shall devour the palaces 
thereof, with shouting in the day of bat- 
tle, with a tempest in the day of the 
whirlwind: 

15 And their king shall go into captiv- 
ity, he and his princes together, saith the 

ORD. 


Chapter 2 : 


HUS saith the LorpD; For three trans- 

gressions of M6’-ab, and for four, I 
will not turn away the punishment there- 
of; because he burned the bones of the 
king of E’-dom into lime: 

2 But I will send a fire upon M6’-ab, 
and it shall devour the palaces of Kir’- 
i-6th: and MO’-ab shall die with tumult, 
with shouting, and with the sound of the 
trumpet: 

3 And I will cut off the judge from the 
midst thereof, and will slay all the 
princes thereof with him, saith the Lorp. 

4 q Thus saith the Lorp; For three 
transgressions of Ja’-dah, and for four, I 
will not turn away the punishment there- 
of; because they have despised the law of 
the LorpD, and have not kept his com- 
mandments, and their lies caused them to 
err, after the which their fathers have 
walked: 

5 But I will send a fire upon Ja’-d4h, 
and it shall devour the palaces of Jé-rii’- 
sa-lém. 

6 @ Thus saith the Lorp; For three 
transgressions of Is’-ra-él, and for four, I 
will not turn away the punishment there- 
of; because they sold the righteous for 
silver, and the poor for a pair of shoes; 

7 That pant after the dust of the earth 
on the head of the poor, and turn aside 
the way of the meek: and a man and his 
father will go in unto the same maid, to 
profane my holy name: 

8 And they lay themselves down upon 
clothes laid to pledge by every altar, and 
they drink the wine of the condemned in 
the house of their god. 

9 ¥ Yet destroyed I:the Am/’-6-rite be- 
fore them, whose height was like the 
height of the cedars, and he was strong as 
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- the oaks; yet I destroyed his fruit from 
- above, and his roots from beneath. 

10 Also I brought you up from the land 
of E’-gypt, and led you forty years 
through the, wilderness, to possess the 
land of the Am’-6-rite. 

11 And I raised up of your sons for 
prophets, and of your young men for 
Naz’-a-rites, Is it not even thus, O ye 
children of §’-r4-&l? saith the Lorp. 

12 But ye gave the Naz’-a-rites wine to 
drink; and commanded the prophets, 
saying, Prophesy not. 

13 Behold, I am pressed under you, as 
a cart is pressed that is full of sheaves. 

14 Therefore the flight shall perish 
from the swift, and the strong shall not 
strengthen his force, neither shall the 
mighty deliver himself:

8 The lion hath roared, who will not 
fear? the Lord Gop hath spoken, who 
can but prophesy? a ? 

9 ¢ Publish in the palaces at Ash’-déd, 
and in the palaces in the land of E’-gypt, 
and say, Assemble yourselves upon the 
mountains of Sa-mar’-i-4, and behold 
the great tumults in the midst thereof, 
and the oppressed in the midst thereof. 
- 10 For they know not to do right, saith 
the Lorp, who stote up violence and 
robbery in their palaces. 

1 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
An adversary there shall be even round

12 For I know your manifold trans- 
gressions, and your mighty sins: they af-

9 And it shall come to pass in that day, 
saith the Lord Gop, that I will cause the 
sun to go down at noon, and I will 
darken the earth in the clear day: 

10 And I will turn your feasts into 
mourning, and all your songs into lam- 
entation; and I will bring up sackcloth 
upon all loins, and baldness upon every 
head; and I will make it as the mourning 
of an only son, and the end thereof as a 
bitter day. 

11 ¢ Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord Gop, that I will send a famine in 
the land, not a famine of bread, nor a 
thirst for water, but of hearing the words 
of the LorbD: 

12 And they shall wander from sea to 
sea, and from the north even to the east, 
they shall run to and fro to seek the 
word of the LorpD, and shall not find it. 

13 In that day shall the fair virgins and 
young men faint for thirst. 

14 They that swear_by the sin of_Sa- 
mar’-i-a, and say, Thy god, O Dan, 
liveth; and, The manner of Béér—shé’-ba 
liveth ; even they shall fall, and never rise 
up again. 
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Chapter 9 


SAW the Lord standing upon the 

altar: and he said, Smite the lintel of 
the door, that the posts may shake: and 
cut them in the head, all of them; and I 
will slay the last of them with the sword:

6 It is he that buildeth his stories in the 
heaven, and hath founded his troop in 
the earth; he that calleth for the waters of 
the sea, and poureth them out upon the 
face of the earth: The Lorp is his name. 

7 Are ye not as children of the E-thi-3’- 
pi-ans unto me, O children of is’-ra-él? 
saith the Lorb. Have not I brought up 
is’-ra-él out of the land of E’-gypt? and 
the Phil’-is-tines from Caph’-tér, and the 
Syr’-i-ans from Kir? 

8 Behold, the eyes of the Lord Gop are 
upon the sinful kingdom, and I will de- 
stroy it from off the face of the earth; 
saving that I will not utterly destroy the 
house of Ja’-cob, saith the Lorp. 

9 For, lo, I will, command, and I will 
sift the house of Is’-ra-é1 among all na- 
tions, like as corn is sifted in a sieve, yet 
shall not the least grain fall upon the 


earth. 

10 All the sinners of my people shall 
die by the sword, which say, The evil 
shall not overtake nor prevent us. 

11 ¢ In that day will I raise up the 
tabernacle of Da’-vid that is fallen, and 
close up the breaches thereof; and I will 
Taise up his ruins, and I will build it as in 
the days of old: 

12 That they may possess the remnant 
of E ou. ae of all the netheD, which 
are called by my name, saith t 
that doeth this. , . at del 

13 Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lorp, that the plowman shall overtake

the reaper, and the treader of grapes him 
that soweth seed; and the mountains 
shall drop sweet wine, and all the hills 
shall melt. i 

14 And I will bring again the captivity 
of my people of Is’-ra-él, and they shall 
build the waste cities, and inhabit them;

the wine thereof; they shall also make 
gardens, and eat the fruit of them. 

15 And I will plant them upon their 
land, and they shall no more be pulled 
up out of their land which I have given 
them, saith the Lorp thy God.

HE vision of 6-ba-di’-ah. Thus saith 

the Lord Gop concerning £’-dom; 
We have heard a rumour from the 
Lorp, and an ambassador is sent among 
the heathen, Arise ye, and let us rise up 
against her in battle. 

2 Behold, I. have made thee small 
among the heathen: thou art greatly 
despised. ; 

3 Q The pride of thine heart hath de- 
ceived thee, thou that dwellest in the 
clefts of the rock, whose habitation is 
high; that saith in his heart, Who shall 
bring me down to the ground? 

4 Though thou exalt thyself as the 
eagle, and though thou set thy nest 
among the stars, thence will I bring thee 
down, saith the LorpD. 

5. If thieves came to thee, if robbers by 
night, (how art thou cut off!) would they 
not have stolen till they had enough? if 
the grapegatherers came to thee, would 
they not leave some grapes? _ 

6 How are the things of E’-sau searched 
out! how are his hidden things sought up! 

7 All the men of thy confederacy have 
brought thee even to the border: the men 
that were at peace with thee have de- 
ceived thee, and prevailed against thee; 
they that eat thy bread have laid a wound 
under thee: there is none understanding 
in him. , 

8 Shall I not in that day, saith the 
Lorp, even destroy the wise men out of 
E’-dom, and understanding out of the 
mount of E’-sau? . 

9 And thy mighty men, O Té’-man, 
shall be dismayed, to the end that every 
one of the mount of E’-sau may be cut off 
by slaughter. , 

10 ¢ For thy violence against thy bro- 
ther Ja’-cob shame shall cover thee, and 
thou shalt be cut off for ever. 

11 In the day that thou stoodest on the 
other side, in the day that the strangers 
carried away captive his forces, and for- 
eigners entered into his gates, and cast 
‘lots upon Jé-ri’-sa-lém, even thou wast 
as one of them. 

12 But thou shouldest not have looked 
on the day of thy brother in the day that 
he became a stranger; neither shouldest 


thou have rejoiced over the children of 
Ja’-dah in the day of their destruction; 
neither shouldest thou have spoken 
proudly in the day of distress. 

13_ Thou shouldest not have entered in- 

to the gate of my people in the day of 
their calamity; yea, thou shouldest not 
have looked on their affliction in the day 
of their calamity, nor have laid hands on 
their substance in the day of their 
calamity ; 
_14 Neither shouldest thou have stood 
in the crossway, to cut off those of his 
that did escape; neither shouldest thou 
have delivered up those of his that did 
remain-in the day of distress. 

15 For the day of the LorD is near up- 
on all the heathen: as thou hast done, it 
shall be done unto thee: thy reward shall 
return upon thine own head.

18 And the house of Ja’-cob shall be a 
fire, and the house of J6’-séph a flame, 
and the house of E’-sau for stubble, and 
they shall kindle in them, and devour 
them; and there shall not be any remain- 
ing of the house of E’-sau;-for the Lorp 
hath spoken it. 

19 And they of the south shall possess 
the mount of E’-sau; and they of the 
plain the Phil’-is-tines: and they shall 
possess the fields of E’-phra-im, and the 
fields of Sa-mar’-i-4: and Bén’-ja-min 
shall possess Gil’-é-ad.

Chapter 1 


OW the word of the LorD came unto

But JO’-nah 
was gone down into the sides of the 
ship; and he lay, and was fast asleep. 

6 So the shipmaster came to him, and 
said unto him, What’ meanest thou, O 
sleeper? arise, call upon thy God, if so 
be that God will think upon us, that we 
perish not. 

7 And they said every one to his fellow, 
Come, and let us cast lots, that we may 
know for whose cause this evil is upon 
us. So they cast lots, and the lot fell upon 
JO’-nah. 

8 Then said they unto him, Tell us, we 
pray thee, for whose cause this evil is 
upon us; What is thine occupation? and 
whence comest thou? what is thy coun- 
try? and of what people art thou? 

9 And he said unto them, I am an Hé’- 
bréw; and I fear the Lorp, the God of 
heaven, which hath made the sea and the 
dry land. 

10 Then were the men exceedingly 
afraid, and said unto him, Why hast thou 
done this? For the men knew that he fied 
from the presence of the LorRD, because 
he had told them. 

11. _¢ Then said they unto him, What 
shall we do unto thee, that the sea may be 
calm unto us? for the sea wrought, and 
was tempestuous. 

12 And he said unto them, Take me up, 


and cast me forth into the sea; so shall d 


the sea be calm unto you: for I know that 
for my sake this great tempest is upon 


you. 
13 Nevertheless the men rowed hard 
to bring it to the land; but they could 
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not: for the sea wrought, and was tem- 
pestuous against them. 

14 Wherefore they cried unto the 
Lorp; and said; We beseech thee, O 
LorpD, we beseech thee, let us not perish 
for this man’s life, and lay not upon us 
innocent blood: for thou, O LorD, hast 
done as it pleased thee. | 

15 So they took up J6’-nah, and cast 
him forth into the sea: and the sea 
ceased from her raging. 

Then the men feared the LORD ex- 
ceedingly, and offered a sacrifice unto 
the Lorp, and made vows. 

17 ¢ Now the Lorp had prepared a 
great fish to swallow up J6’-nah. And 
J6O’-nah was in the belly of the fish three 
days and three nights. : 


Chapter 2 


HEN Jo6’-nah prayed unto the Lorp 
his God out of the fish’s belly, 

2 And said, I cried by reason of mine 
affliction unto the LorpD, and he heard 
me; out of the belly of hell cried I, and 
thou heardest my voice. 

3 For thou hadst cast me into the 
deep, in the midst of the seas; and the 
floods compassed me about: all thy 
billows and thy waves passed over me. 

Then I said, Iam cast out of thy sight; 
yet I will look again toward thy holy 
temple. 

5 The waters compassed me about, 
even to the soul: the depth closed me 
round about, the weeds were wrapped 
about my head. 

6 I went down to the bottoms of the 
mountains; the earth with her bars was 
about me for ever: yet hast thou brought 
up my life from corruption, O Lorp 
my God. 

7 When my soul fainted within me I 
remembered the LorD: and my prayer 
came in unto thee, into thine holy 
temple. 

8 They that observe lying vanities for- 
sake their own mercy. 

9 But I will sacrifice unto thee with the 
voice of thanksgiving; I will pay that 
that I have vowed. Salvation is of the 
Lorp. 

10 @ And the LorpD spake unto the 
fish, and it vomited out JO’-nah upon the 
ty land. 


Chapter 3 


ND the word of the Lorp came unto 
JO’-nah the second time, saying, 
2 Arise, go unto Nin’-é-véh, that great 
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city, and preach unto it the preaching 
that I bid thee. 

So J6’-nah arose, and went unto 
Nin’-é-véh, according to the word of the 
Lorb. Now Nin’-é-véh was an exceeding 
great city of three days’ journey. 

4 And Jo’-nah began to enter into the 
city a day’s journey, and he cried, and 
said, Yet forty days, and Nin’-é-véh shall 
be overthrown.

9. Who can tell if God will turn and re- 
pent, and turn away from his fierce 
anger, that we perish not? 

10 ¢ And God saw their works, that 
they turned from their evil-way ; and God 
repented of the evil, that he had said 
that he would do unto them; and he did 
it not. 


Chapter 4 


UT it displeased J6’-nah exceed- 
ingly, and he was very angry. 

2 And he prayed unto the LorpD, and 

said, I pray thee, O LorD, was not this 
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my saying, when I was yet in my country? 
Therefore I fled before unto Tar’-shish: 
for I knew that thou art a gracious God, 
and merciful, slow to anger, and of great 
kindness, and repentest thee of the evil.

7 But God prepared a worm when the 
morning rose the next day, and it smote 
the gourd that it withered.

10 Then said the Lorp, Thou hast had 
pity on the gourd, for the which thou 
hast not laboured, neither madest. it 
grow; which came up in a night, and 
perished in a night: 

11 And should not I spare Nin’-é-véh, 
that great city, wherein are more than 
sixscore thousand persons that cannot 
discern between their right hand and 
their left hand; and also much cattle?

Chapter 1 


HE word of the Lorp that came to 

Mi’-cah the MO-ras’-thite in the days 
of JO’-tham; A’-haz, and Héz-é-ki’-ah, 
kings of Ja-dah, which he saw concern- 
ing Sa-mar’-i-a and Jé-rii’-sa-lém. 

2 Hear, all ye people; hearken, O earth, 
and all that therein is: and let the Lor 
Gop be witness against you, the Lord

5. For the transgression of Ja’-cob is all 
this, and for the sins of the house of Is’- 
ra-él. What is the transgression of Ja’- 
cob? is it not Sa-mar’-i-a? and what are 
the high places of Ja’-dah? are they not 
Jé-raii’-sa-lém ? 

6 ‘Therefore I will make Sa-mAr’-i-a as 
an heap of the field, and as plantings of a 
vineyard: and I will pour down the 
stones thereof into the valley, and I will 
discover the foundations thereof. 

7 And all the graven images thereof 
shall be beaten to pieces, and all the 
hires thereof shall be burned with the 
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fire, and all the idols thereof will I lay 
desolate: for she gathered it of the hire 
of an harlot, and they shall return to the 
hire of an harlot. ‘ ? 

8 Therefore I will wail and howl, I will 
go stripped. and naked: I will make a 
wailing like the dragons, and mourning 
as the owls. S35: 

9 For her wound is incurable; for it is 
come unto Ji’-dah; he is come unto the 
gate of my people, even to Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

10 ¢ Declare ye it not at Gath, weep ye 
not at all: in the house of Aph’-rah roll 
thyself in the dust. ? ; 

11 Pass ye away, thou inhabitant of 
Sa’-phir, having thy shame naked: the 
inhabitant of Za’-a-nan came not forth 
in the mourning of Béth-é’-zél; he shall 
receive of you his standing. 

For the inhabitant of Mar’-dth 
waited carefully for good: but evil came 
down from the LorpD unto the gate of 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém. : 

13. O thou inhabitant of La’-chish, 
bind the chariot to the swift beast: she is 
the beginning of the sin to the daughter 
of Zi’-on: for the transgressions of Is’- 
ra-é] were found in thee. 

14 Therefore shalt thou give presents 
to MOd’-résh-éth-gath: the houses of 
Ach’-zib shall be a lie to the kings of 
18’-ra-él. 

15 Yet will I bring an heir unto thee, O 
inhabitant of Ma-re’-shah: he shall come 
unto A-dul’-lam the glory of Is’-ra-él. 

16 Make thee bald, and poll thee for 
thy delicate children; enlarge thy bald- 
ness as the eagle; for they are gone into 
captivity from thee. 


Chapter 2 


W OE to them that devise iniquity, 

and work evil upon their beds! 
when the morning is light, they practise 
it, because it is in the power of their 


and. 

2 And they covet fields, and take them 
by violence; and houses, and take them 
away: so they oppress a man and his 
house, even a man and his heritage. 

3 Therefore thus saith the Lorp; Be- 
hold, against this family do I devise an 
evil, from which ye shall not remove 
your necks; neither shall ye go haughtily: 
for this time is evil. 

4 @ In that day shall one take up a par- 
able against you, and lament with a dole- 
ful lamentation, and say, We be utterly 
spoiled: he hath changed the portion of 
my people: how hath he removed it from 
me! turning away he hath divided our 
fields. 

5 Therefore thou shalt have none that 
shall cast a cord by lot in the congrega- 
tion of the Lorn. 

6 Prophesy ye not, say they to them 
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that prophesy: they shall not prophesy to 
them, that they shall not take shame. 

7 ¢ O thou that art named the house of 
Ja’-cob, is the spirit of the LorD straight- 
ened? are these his doings? do not my 
words do good to him that walketh up- 
rightly? « : 

8 Even of late my people is risen up as 
an enemy: ye pull off the robe with the 
garment from them that pass by securely 
as men averse from war. 

9 The women of my people have ye cast* 
out from their pleasant houses; from 
their children have ye taken away my 
glory for ever. 

10 Arise ye, and depart; for this is not 
your rest: because it is polluted, it shall 
destroy you, even with a sore destruction. 

f a man walking in the spirit and 
falsehood do lie, saying, I will prophesy 
unto thee of wine and of strong drink ; he 
shall even be the prophet of this people: 

12 ¢ I will surely assemble, O Ja’-cob, 
all of thee; I will surely gather the rem- 
nant of Is’-ra-él ; I will put them togetheras 
the sheep of B6z’-rah, as the flock in the 
midst of their fold: they shall make great 
noise by reason of the multitude of men. 

13 The breaker is come up before 
them: they have broken up, and have 
passed through the gate, and are gone 
out by it: and their king shall pass be- 
fore them, and the Lorp on the head 
of them. 


Chapter 3 


BNE I said, Hear, I pray you, O heads 
of Ja’-cob, and ye princes of the 
house of ig’-ra-él; Is it not for you to 
know judgment? 

2 Who hate the good, and love the evil; 
who pluck off their skin from off them, 
and their flesh from off their bones; 

3 Who also eat the flesh of my people, 
and flay their skin from off them; and 
they break their bones, and chop them in 
pieces, as for the pot, and as flesh within 
the caldron. 

4 Then shall they cry unto the Lorp, 
but he will not hear them: he will even 
hide his face from them at that time, as 
they have behaved themselves ill in their 
doings.

6 Therefore night shall be unto you, 
that ye shall not have a vision; and it 
shall be dark unto you, that ye shall not 
divine; and the sun shall go down over 
the prophets, and the day shall be dark 
Over them. z 

7 Then shall the seers be ashamed, and 
the diviners confounded s:yea, they shall 
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all cover their lips; for there is no answer 
of God. 
8 ¢ But truly I am full of power by the 
_Spirit of the LorD, and of judgment, and 
of might, to declare, unto Ja’-cob his 
transgression, and to I8’-ra-él his sin. 
Hear this, I pray you, ye heads of the 
_ house of ,Ja’-cob, and princes of the 
- house of I8’-ra-él, that abhor judgment, 
and pervert all equity. 

10 They build up Zi’-on with blood, 
and Jé-ri’-sa-lém with iniquity. 

11 The heads thereof judge for reward, 
and the priests thereof teach for hire, and 
the prophets thereof divine for money: 
yet will they lean upon the Lorpb, and 
say, Zs not the LoRD among us? none 
evil can come upon us. 

12 Therefore shall Zi’-on for your sake 
be plowed as a field, and Jé-ri’-sa-lém 
shall become heaps, and the mountain of 
the house as the high places of the forest. 


Chapter 4 


UT in the last days it shall come to 
pass, that the mountain of the house 
of the LorD shall be established in the 
top of the mountains, and it shall be ex- 
alted above the hills; and people shall 
flow unto it. 
2 And many nations shall come, and 
say, Come, and let us go up to the moun- 
tain of the LorD, and to the house of the 
' God of Ja’-cob; and he will teach us of 
his ways, and we will walkin his paths:

6 In that day, saith the LorD, will I as- 
semble her that halteth, and I will 
gather her that is driven out, and her that 
I have afflicted; 

7 And I will make her that halted a 
remnant, and her that was cast far off a 
strong nation: and the LorD shall reign 
over them in mount Zi’-on from hence- 
forth, even for ever. 

~ 8 @ And thou, O tower of the flock, the 

strong hold of the daughter of Zi’-on, 
unto thee shall it come, even the first 
dominion; the kingdom shall come to 
the daughter of Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 
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9 Now why dost thou cry out aloud? is 
there no king in thee? is thy counsellor 
perished? for pangs have taken thee as a 
woman in travail. 

10 Be in pain, and labour to bring 
forth, O daughter of Zi’-on, like a 
woman in travail: for now shalt thou go 
forth out of the city, and thou shalt dwell 
in the field, and thou shalt go even to 
Bab’-y-lon; there shalt thou be de- 
livered; there the Lorp shall redeem 
thee from the hand of thine enemies. 

1 @ Now also many nations are 
gathered against thee, that say, Let her be 
defiled, and let our eye look upon Zi’-on. 

12 But they know not the thoughts of 
the Lorpb, neither understand they his 
counsel: for he shall gather them as the 
sheaves into the floor. 

13 Arise and thresh, O daughter of 
Zi’-on: for I will make thine horn iron, 
and I will make thy hoofs brass: and 
thou shalt beat in pieces many people: 
and I will consecrate their gain unto the 
Lorp, and their substance unto the 
Lord of the whole earth.

Ne gather thyself in troops, O 
daughter of troops: he hath laid 
Siege against us: they shall smite the 
judge of Is’-ra-é1 with a rod upon the 
cheek.

2 But thou, Béth’-lé-hém Eph’-ra-tah, 
though thou be little among the thou- 
sands of Ja’-dah, yer out of thee shall he 
come forth unto me that is to be ruler in 
Is’-ra-€1; whose goings forth have been 
from of old, from everlasting.

7 Hold thy peace at the presence of the 
Lord Gop: for the day of the LorD is at 
hand: for the Lorp hath prepared a sac- 
rifice, he hath bid his guests. 

8 And it shall come to pass in the day 
of the Lorp’s sacrifice, that I will punish 
the princes, and the king’s children, and 
all such as are clothed with strange ap- 
parel. 

9 In the same day also will I punish all 
those that leap on the threshold, which 
fill their masters’ houses with violence 
and deceit. 

10 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, saith the Lorp, that there shall be 
the noise of a cry from the fish gate, and 
an howling from the second, and a great 
crashing from the hills. 

11 Howl, ye inhabitants of Mak’-tésh, 
for all the merchant people are cut 
down; all they that bear silver are cut 


off. 

12 And it shall come to pass at that 
time, that I will search Jé-ri’-sa-lém with 
candles, and punish the men that are 
settled on their lees: that say in their 
heart, The Lorp will not do good, 
neither will he do evil. 

13 Therefore their goods shall become 
a booty, and their houses a desolation: 
they shall also build houses, but not in- 


habit them; and they shall plant vine- 
yards, but not drink the wine thereof, 
_14 The great day of the Lorp is near, 
it 1s near, and hasteth greatly, even the 
voice of the day of the Lorp: the mighty 
man shall cry there bitterly. 

15 That day is a day of wrath, a day of 
trouble and distress, a day of wasteness 
and desolation, a day of darkness and 
gloominess, a day of clouds and thick 
darkness, 

16 A day of the trumpet and alarm 
against the fenced cities, and against the 
high towers. 

17 And I will bring distress upon men, 
that they shall walk like blind men, be- 
cause they have sinned against the 
Lorb: and their blood shall be poured 
out as dust, and their flesh as the dung. 

18 Neither their silver nor their gold 
shall be able to deliver them in the day of 
the LorD’s wrath; but the whole land 
shall be devoured. by the fire of his 
jealousy: for~he shall make even a 
speedy. riddance of all them that dwell in 
the land. 


Chapter 2 


ATHER yourselves together, yea, 
gather together, O nation not de- 


sired ; 

2 Before the decree bring forth, before 
the day pass as the chaff, before the 
fierce anger of the LoRD come upon you, 
before the day of the Lorb’s anger come 
upon you. 

3 Seek ye the LorD, all ye meek of the 
earth, which have wrought his judg- 
ment; seek righteousness, seek meek- 
ness: it may be ye shall be hid in the day 
of the Lorp’s anger. ; 
.4 @ For Ga’-za shall be forsaken, and 
Ash’-ké-lon a desolation: they shall drive 
out Ash’-dod at the noon day, and £k’- 
ron shall be rooted up.

6 And the sea coast shall be dwellings 
and cottages for shepherds, and folds for 
flocks. 

7 And the coast shall be for the rem- 
nant of the house of Ji’-dah; they shall 
feed thereupon: in the houses of Ash’- 
ké-lon shall they lie down in the evening: 
for the Lorp their God shall visit them, 
and turn away their captivity. 
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8 @ I have heard the reproach of M6’- 


y 


ab, and the revilings of the children of 
Am/-mon, whereby they have reproached 
my people, and magnified themselves 
against their border. 

9 Therefore as I live, saith the LorD of 
hosts, the God of {s’-ra-él, Surely M6’- 
ab shall be as Sdd’-om, and the children 
of Am’-mon as Go-mor’-rah, even the 
breeding of nettles, and saltpits, and a 
perpetual desolation: the residue of my 
people shall spoil them, and the rem- 
nant of my people shall possess them. 

10. This shall they have for their pride, 
because they have reproached and mag- 
nified themselves against the people of 
the Lorp of hosts. 

11 The Lorp will be terrible unto 
them: for he will famish all the gods of 
the earth; and men shall worship him, 
every one from his place, even all the 
isles of the heathen. | 

12 @ Ye £-thi-d’-pi-ans also, ye shall be 
slain by my sword. 

And he will stretch out his hand 
against the north, and destroy As-syr’- 
i-a; and will make Nin’-é-véh a desola- 
tion, and dry like a wilderness. 

14 And flocks shall lie down in the 
midst of her, all the beasts of the nations: 
both the cormorant and the bittern shall 
lodge in the upper lintels of it; their voice 
shall sing in the windows; desolation 
shall be in the thresholds; for he shall un- 
cover the cedar work. 

15 This is the rejoicing city that dwelt 
carelessly, that said in her heart, I am, 
and there is none beside me: how is she 
become a desolation, a place for beasts 
to lie down in! every one that passeth by 
her shall hiss, and wag his hand. 


Chapter 3 


VW CE to her that is filthy and pol- 
luted, to the oppressing city! 

2 She obeyed not the voice; she re- 
ceived not correction; she trusted not in 
the LorpD; she drew not near to her God. 

3 Her princes within her are roaring 
lions ; her judges are evening wolves; they 
gnaw not the bones till the morrow.

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wilt receive instruction; so their dwelling 
should not be cut off, howsoever I pun- 
ished them: but they rose early, and cor- 
rupted all their doings. : 

8 @ Therefore wait ye upon me, saith 
the Lorpb, until the day that I rise up to 
the prey: for my determination is to 
gather the nations, that I may assemble 
the kingdoms, to pour upon them mine 
indignation, even all my fierce anger: for 
all the earth shall be devoured with the 
fire of my jealousy. 

9 For then will I turn to the people a 
pure language, that they may all call 
upon the name of the LorD, to serve him 
with one consent.

17 The Lorp thy God in the midst of 
thee is mighty; he will save, he will re- 
joice over thee with joy; he will rest in 
his love, he will joy over thee with 


singing. _ 

18 I will gather them that are sorrowful 

for the solemn assembly, who are of 
thee, to whom the reproach of it was a 
urden. 
19 Behold, at that time I will undo all 
that afflict thee: and I will save her that 
halteth, and gather her that was driven 
out; and I will get them praise and fame 
in every land where they have been put 
to shame. 

20 At that time will I bring you again, 
even in the time that I gather you: for I 
will make you a name and a praise 
among all people of: the earth, when I 
turn back your captivity before your eyes, 
saith the Lorp.

Cry yet, saying, Thus saith the 
Lorp of hosts; My cities through pros- 
perity shall yet be spread abroad; and 
the Lorp shall yet comfort Zi’-on, and 
shall yet choose Jé-ra’-sa-lém. 

18 ¢ Then lifted I up mine eyes, and 
saw, and behold four horns. 

19 d I said unto the angel that 
talked with me, What be these? And he 
answered me, These are the horns which 
have scattered J&’-dah, Is’-ra-él, and Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém. 

_ 20 And the Lorp shewed me four car- 
penters. 

21. Then said I, What come these to do? 
And he spake, saying, These are the 
horns which have scattered Jiéi’-dah, so 
that no man did lift up his head: but 
these are come to fray them, to cast out 
the horns of the Gén’-tiles, which lifted 
up their horn over the land of Ja’-dah to 
‘scatter it.

11 @ Then answered I, and said unto 
him, What are these two olive trees upon 
the right side of the candlestick and upon 
the left side thereof?

13 And he answered me and said, 
Knowest thou not what these be? And I 
said, No, my lord. 

14 Then said he, These are the two 
anointed ones, that stand by the Lord of 
the whole earth.

12 And speak unto him, saying, Thus 
speaketh the Lorp of hosts, saying, Be- 
hold the man whose name is The 
B] CH; and he shall grow up out of 
his place, and he shall build the temple of 
the Lorp: fi 

13. Even he shall build the temple of the 
LorpD; and he shall bear the glory, and 
shall sit and rule upon his throne; and he 
shall be a priest upon his throne: and the 
counsel of peace shall be between them 


oth. 

14 And the crowns shall be to Hé’-lém, 
and to T6-bi’-jah, and to Jé-dai’-ah, and 
to Hén the son of Zéph-a-ni’-ah, for a 
memorial in the temple of the Lorp. 

15 And they that are far off shall come 
and build in the temple of the Lorp, and 
ye shall know that the Lorp of hosts 
hath sent me unto you. And this shall 
come to pass, if ye will diligently obey 
the voice of the Lorp your God. 


Chapter 7 


AND it came to pass in the fourth year 

of king Da-ri’-us, that the word of 
the LorD came unto Zéch-a-ri’-ah in the 
fourth day of the ninth month, even in 
Chis’-1éu ;

habited the south and the plain? 

8 ¢ And the word of the Lorp came 
unto Zéch-a-ri’-ah, saying, 

9 Thus speaketh the Lorp of hosts, 
saying, Execute true judgment and shew 
mercy and compassions every man to his 
brother: 

10 And oppress not the widow, nor the 
fatherless, the stranger, nor the poor; 
and let none of you imagine evil against 
his brother in your heart. 

11 But they refused to hearken, and 
pulled away the shoulder, and stopped 
their ears, that they should not hear. 

12 Yea, they made their hearts as an 
adamant stone, lest they should hear the 
law, and the words which the Lorp of 
hosts hath sent in his spirit by the former 
prophets: therefore came a great wrath 
from the Lorp of hosts.

14 But I scattered them with a whirl- 
wind among all the nations whom they 
knew not. Thus the land was desolate 
after them, that no man passed through 
nor returned: for they laid the pleasant 
land desolate. 


Chapter 8 


GAIN the word of the Lorp of hosts 
came to me, saying, 

2 Thus saith the LorpD of hosts; I was 
jealous for Zi’-on with great jealousy, 
and I was jealous for her with great fury.

9 ¢ Thus saith the Lorp of hosts; Let 
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your hands be strong, ye that hear in 
these days these words by the mouth of 
the prophets, which were in the day that 
the foundation of the house of the LorD 
of hosts was laid, that the temple might 
be built. 

10 For before these days there was no 
hire for man, nor any hire for beast; 
neither was there any peace to him that 
went out or came in because of the af- 
fliction: for I set all men every one 
against his neighbour. . 

11 But now I will not be unto the resi- 
due of this people as in the former days, 
saith the Lorp of hosts. 

12 For the seed shall be prosperous; 
the vine shall give her fruit, and the 
ground shall give her increase, and the 
heavens shall give their dew; and I will 
cause the remnant of this people to 
possess all these things. 

13 And it shall come to pass, that as ye 
were a curse among the heathen, O house 
of Ja’-dah, and house of I8’-ra-él; so will 
I save you, and ye shall be a blessing: 
fear not, but let your hands be strong. 

14 For thus saith the Lorp of hosts; As 
I thought to punish you, when your fa- 
thers provoked me to wrath, saith the 
Lorp of hosts, and I repented not: 

15 So again have I thought in these 
days to do well unto Jé-rii’-sa-lém and to 
the house of Ja’-dah: fear ye not. 

16 @ These are the things that ye shall 
do; Speak ye every man the truth to his 
neighbour; execute the judgment of 
truth and peace in your gates: Kas 

17 And let none of you imagine evil in 
your hearts against his neighbour; and 
love no false oath: for all these are things 
that I hate, saith the Lorp. 

18 @ And the word of the LorpD of 
hosts came unto me, saying, 

19 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts; The 
fast of the fourth month, and the fast of 
the fifth, and the fast of the seventh, and 
the fast of the tenth, shall be to the house 
of Ja’-dah joy and gladness, and cheerful 
feasts ; therefore love the truth and peace. 

20 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts; Jt shall 
yet come to pass, that there shall come 
people, and the inhabitants of many 
cities: t \ 

21 And the inhabitants of one city shall 
go to another, saying, Let us go speedily 
to pray before the LorD, and to seek the 
Lorp of hosts: I will go also. 

22 Yea, many people and strong na- 
tions shall come to seek the Lorp of 
hosts in Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and to pray before 
the LorD. | 

23 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts; In 
those days it shall come to pass, that ten 
men shall take hold out of all languages 
of the nations, even shall take hold of the 
skirt of him that is a Jéw, saying, We will 
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go with you: for we have heard that God 
is with you. 


Chapter 9 


HE burden of the word of the Lorp

_10 And I will cut off the chariot from 
E’-phra-im, and the horse from Jé-rii’- 
sa-lém, and the battle bow shall be cut 
off: and he shall speak peace unto the 
heathen: and his dominion shall be from 
sea even to sea, and from the river even to 
the ends of the earth. 

11 As for thee also, by the blood of thy 
covenant I have sent forth thy prisoners 
out of the pit wherein is no water.

19 This shall be the punishment of 
E’-gypt, and the punishment of all na- 
tions that come not up to keep the feast 
of tabernacles. 

20 ¢ In that day shall there be upon the 
bells of the horses, HOLINESS UNTO 
THE LORD; and the pots in the Lorp’s 
A rek shall be like the bowls before the 

tar. 

21 Yea, every pot in Jé-ri’-sa-lém and 
in Ja’-dah shall be holiness unto the 
Lorp of hosts: and all they that sacrifice 
shall-come and take of them, and seethe 
therein: and in that day there shall be no 
more the Ca’-na-an-ite in the house of 
the Lorp of hosts.

HE burden of the word of the LORD to

nation for ever. 

5 And your eyes shall see, and ye shall 
say, The Lorp will be magnified from the 
border of Is’-ra-él. 

6 ¢ A son honoureth his father, and a 
servant his master: if then I be a father, 
where is mine honour? and if I be a 
master, where is my fear? saith the LORD 
of hosts unto you, O priests, that despise 


my name. And ye say, Wherein have we. 


despised thy name? : 

7 Ye offer polluted bread upon mine 
altar; and ye say, Wherein have we pol- 
luted thee? In that ye say, The table of 
the Lorp is contemptible. 

8 And if ye offer the blind for sacrifice, 
is it not evil? and if ye offer the lame and 
sick, is it not evil? offer it now unto thy 
governor; will he be pleased with thee, or 
accept thy person? saith the Lorp of 
hosts. 

9 And now, I pray you, beseech God 
that he will be gracious unto us: this 
hath been by your means: will he regard 
your persons? saith the Lorp of hosts. 

10 Who is there even among you that 
would shut the doors for nought? neither 
do ye kindle fire on mine altar for 
nought. I have no pleasure in you, saith 
the Lorp of hosts, neither will I accept 
an offering at your hand. 

11 For from the rising of the sun even 
unto the going down of the same my 
name shall be great among the Gén’- 
tiles; and in every place incense shall be 
offered unto my name, and a pure offer- 
ing: for my name shall be great among 
the heathen, saith the Lorp of hosts. 

12 @ But ye have profaned it, in that 
ye say, The table of the Lorn is polluted; 
and the fruit thereof, even his meat, is 
contemptible. 

13 Ye said also, Behold, what a weari- 


ness is it/ and ye have snuffed at it, saith 
the LorpD of hosts; and ye brought that 
which was torn, and the lame, and the 
sick ; thus ye brought an offering: should 
Laccept this of your hand? saith the Lorb. 

14 But cursed be the deceiver, which 
hath in his flock a male, and voweth, and 
sacrificeth unto the Lord a corrupt thing: 
for I am a great King, saith the Lorp of 
hosts, and my name is dreadful among 
the heathen. 


Chapter 2 


ND now, O ye priests, this command- 
ment is for you. 

2 If ye will not hear, and if ye will not 
lay it to heart, to give glory unto my 
name, saith the Lorp of hosts, I will 
even send a curse upon you, and I will 
curse your blessings: yea, have 
cursed them already, because ye do not 
lay it to heart. 

3 Behold, I will corrupt your seed, and 
spread dung upon your faces, even the 
dung of your solemn feasts; and one 
shall take you away with it.

When ye say, Every one 
that doeth evil is good in the sight of the 
Lorp, and he delighteth in them; or, 
Where is the God of judgment? 


Chapter 3 


Py eee I will send my messenger, 
and he shall prepare the way before

5 Blessed are the meek: for they shall 
inherit the earth. ; 

6 Blessed are they which do hunger and 
thirst after righteousness: for they shall 
be filled. : 

7 Blessed are the merciful: for they 
shall obtain mercy. : 

8 Blessed are the pure in heart: for they 
shall see God. 

9 Blessed are the peacemakers: for they 
shall be called the children of God. 

10 Blessed are they which are perse- 
cuted for righteousness’ sake: for their’s 
is the kingdom of heaven. : 

11 Blessed are ye, when men shall revile 
you, and persecute you, and shall say all 
manner of evil against you falsely, for my 
sake. 

12 Rejoice, and be exceeding glad: for 
great is your reward in heaven: for so 
persecuted they the prophets which were 
before you. : 

13 ¢ Ye are the salt of the earth: but if 
the salt have lost his savour, wherewith 
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shall it be salted? it is thenceforth good 
for nothing, but to be cast out, and to be 
trodden under foot of men. : 

14 Ye are the light of the world. A city 
that is set onan hill cannot be hid. 

15 Neither.do men light a candle, and 
put it under a bushel, but on a candle- 
stick; and it giveth light unto all that are 
in the house. ; 

16 Let your light so shine before men, 
that they may see your good works, and 
glorify your Father, which is in heaven. 

17 ¢@ Think not that I am come to de- 
stroy the law, or the prophets: I am not 
come to destroy, but to fulfil. 

18 For verily I say unto you, Till heaven 
and earth pass, one jot or one tittle shall 
in no wise pass from the law, till all be 
fulfilled. 

19 Whosoever therefore shall break one 
of these least commandments, and shall 
teach men so, he shall be called the least 
in the kingdom of heaven: but whosoever 
shall do and teach them, the same shall 
be called great in the kingdom of heaven. 

20 For Isay unto you, That except your 
righteousness shall exceed the righteous- 
ness of the scribes and Phar’-i-séés, ye 
shall in no case enter into the kingdom of 
heaven. f ; 

21 @ Ye have heard that it was said by 
them of old time, Thou shalt not kill; 
and whosoever shall kill shall be in dan- 
ger of the judgment: 

22 But I'say unto you, That whosoever 
is angry with his brother without a cause 
shall be in danger of the judgment: and 
whosoever shall say to his brother, Ra’- 
ca, shall be in danger of the council: but 
whosoever shall say, Thou fool, shall be 
in danger of hell fire. 

23 Therefore if thou bring thy gift to 
the altar, and there rememberest that thy 
brother hath ought against thee; | 

24 Leave there thy gift before the altar, 
and go thy way; first be reconciled to thy 
Py and then come and offer thy 
gift. 

25 Agree with thine adversary quickly, 
whiles thou art in the way with him; lest 
at any time the adversary deliver thee to 
the judge, and the judge deliver thee to 
the officer, and thou be cast into prison. 

26 Verily I say unto thee, Thou shalt by 
no means come out thence, till thou hast 
paid the uttermost farthing. | Da 

27 @ Ye have heard that it was said by 
them of old time, Thou shalt not commit 
adultery: I 

28 But I say unto you, That whosoever 
looketh on a woman to lust after her 
hath committed adultery with her already 
in his heart. ‘ 

29 And if thy right eye offend thee, 
pluck it out, and cast it from thee: for it 
is profitable for thee that one of thy mem- 
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bers should» perish, and not that thy 
whole body should be cast into hell. _: 

30 And if thy right hand offend thee, 
cut it off, and cast it from thee: for it is 
profitable for thee that one of thy mem- 
bers should perish, and not that thy 
whole body should be cast into hell. 

31 It hath been said, Whosoever shall 
put away his wife, let him give her a 
writing of divorcement: 

32 But I say unto you, That whosoever 
shall put: away his wife, saving for the 
cause of fornication, causeth her to com- 
mit adultery: and whosoever shall marry 
her that is divorced committeth adultery. 

33 q Again, ye have heard that it hath 
been: said by them of old time; Thou 
shalt not forswear thyself, but shalt per- 
form unto the Lord thine oaths: 

34 But I say unto you, Swear not at all; 
neither by heaven; for it is God’s throne: 

35 Nor by the earth; for it is his foot- 
stool: neither by Jé-ri’-sa-lém; for it is 
the city of the great King. aeNy 

36 Neither shalt thou swear by thy 
head, because thou canst not make one 
hair white or black. 

37 But let your communication be, 
Yea, yea; Nay, nay: for whatsoever is 
more than these cometh of evil.

Our Father which art in heaven, Hal- 
lowed be thy name. 

10 Thy kingdom come. Thy will be 
done in earth, as it is in heaven. 

11 Give us this day our daily bread. 

12 And forgive us our debts, as we for- 
give our debtors. _. ; 

13 And lead us not into temptation, but 
deliver us from evil: For thine is the king- 
dom, and the power, and the glory, for 
ever. A’-mén. ' 

14 For if ye forgive men their tres- 
passes, your heavenly Father will also 
forgive you: : f 

15 But if ye forgive not men their tres- 
' passes, neither will your Father forgive 
your trespasses. 

16 ¥ Moreover when ye fast, be not, as 
the hypocrites, of a sad countenance: for 
they disfigure their faces, that they may 
appear unto men to fast. Verily I say un- 
to you, They have their reward. 

17 But thou, when thou fastest, anoint 
thine head, and wash thy face; 

18 That thou appear not unto men to 
fast, but unto thy Father which is in se- 
‘cret: and thy Father, which seeth in 
‘secret, shall reward thee openly. 

9 ¢ Lay not up for yourselves treas- 
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ures upon earth, where moth and rust 
doth corrupt, and where thieves break 
through and steal: 

_ 20 But lay up for yourselves treasures 
in heaven, where neither moth nor rust 
doth corrupt, and where ‘'thieves;do not 
break through nor steal: 

21 ‘For where your treasure is, there will 
your heart be also. 4 

22 The light of the body is the eye: if 
therefore thine eye be single, thy whole 
body shall be full of light. 

23 But if thine eye be evil, thy whole 
body shall be full of darkness. If there- 
fore the light that is in thee be darkness, 
how great is that darkness! 

24 ¢ No man can serve two masters: 
for either he will hate the one, and love 
the other; or else he will hold to the one, 
and despise the other.-Ye cannot serve 
God and mam/-mon. r ' 

25 Therefore I say unto you, Take no 
thought for your life, what ye shall eat, 
or what ye shall drink; nor yet for your 
body, what ye shall put on. Is not the life 
more than’ meat, and: the body than 
raiment? 

26 Behold the fowls of the air: for they 
sow not, neither do they reap, nor gather 
into barns; yet your heavenly. Father 
feedeth them. Are ye not much better 
than they? 
© 27 Which of you by taking. thought can 
add one cubit unto his stature? 

28 And why take ye thought for rai- 
ment ? Consider the lilies of the field, how 
they grow; they toil not, neither do they 


spin: © ; 

29 And yet I say unto you, That even 
S6l’-6-mon in all his glory was not 
arrayed like one of these. 

30 Wherefore, if God so clothe the 
grass of the field, which to day is, and to 
morrow is cast into the oven, shall he not 
much more clothe you, O ye of little 
faith? 

31 Therefore take no thought, saying, 
What shall we-eat? or, What shall we 
drink? or, Wherewithal shall we be 
clothed? eae 

32 (For after all these things do the 
Gén’-tiles seek:) for your heavenly Fa- 
ther knoweth that ye have need of all 
these things. ; 

33 But seek ye first the kingdom of 
God, and his righteousness; and all these 
things shall be added unto you. 

4-Take therefore no thought for the 
morrow: for the morrow shall take 
thought for the things of itself. Sufficient 
unto the day is the evil thereof.

that knocketh it shall be opened. 

9 Or what man is there of you, whom 
if his son ask bread, will he give him a 
stone? ; ; } 

10 Or if he ask a fish, will he give him a 
serpent? ; 

11 If ye then, being evil, know how to 
give good gifts unto your children, how 
much more shall your Father which is in 
ena give good things to them that ask 

im? 

12 Therefore all things whatsoever ye 
would that men should do to you, do ye 
even so to them: for this is the law and 
the prophets. f 

13 @ Enter ye in at the strait gate: for 
wide is the gate, and broad is the way, 
that leadeth to destruction, and many 
there be which go in thereat: 

14 Because strait is the gate, and nar- 
row is the way, which leadeth unto life, 
and few there be that find it. 

15 @ Beware of false prophets, which 
come to you in sheep’s clothing, but in- 
wardly they are ravening wolves. 

16 Ye shall know them by their fruits. 
Do men gather grapes of thorns, or figs 
of thistles? 

17 Even so every good tree bringeth 
forth good fruit ; but a corrupt tree bring- 
eth forth evil fruit. 

18 A good tree cannot bring forth evil 
fruit, neither can a corrupt tree bring 
forth good fruit. 

19 Every tree that bringeth not forth 
good fruit is hewn down, and cast into 
the fire.

23 But when they persecute you in this 
city, flee ye into another: for verily I say 
- unto you, Ye shall not have gone over the 
cities of 18’-ra-él, till the Son of man be 


come. 

24 The disciple is not above his master, 
nor the servant above his lord. 

25 It is enough for the disciple that he 
be as his master, and the servant as his 
lord. If they have called the master of the 
house Bé-él’-zé-bub, how much more 
shall they call them of his household? | 

26 Fear them not therefore: for there is 
nothing covered, that shall not be re- 
vealed; and hid, that shall not be known. 

7 What I tell you in darkness, that 
speak ye in light: and what ye hear in the 
ear, that preach ye upon the house- 


tops. 

28 And fear not them which kill the 
body, but are not able to kill the soul: 
but rather fear him which is able to de- 
stroy both soul and body in hell. 

9 Are not two sparrows sold for a far- 
thing? and one of them shall not fall on 
_ the ground without your Father. 

30 But the very hairs of your head are 
all numbered. Bi 

1 Fear ye not therefore, ye are of more 
value than many sparrows. 

32 Whosoever therefore shall’ confess 
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me before men, him will I confess also 
before my Father which is in heaven: 

3 But whosoever shall deny me before 
men, him will I also deny before my 
Father which is in heaven. 

34 Think not that I am come to send 
peace on earth: I came not to send peace, 
but a sword. 

35 For I am come to set a man at 
varianceagainst his father, and the daugh- 
ter against her mother, and the daughter 
in law against her mother in law. 

And a man’s foes shall be they of his 
own household. 

7 He-that loveth father or mother 
more than me is not worthy of me: and 
he that loveth son or daughter more than 
me is not worthy of me. ; 

38 And he that taketh not his cross, and 
followeth after me is not worthy of me. 

39 He that findeth his life shall lose it: 
and he that loseth his’ life for my sake 
shall find it. 

O @ He that receiveth you receiveth 
me, and he that receiveth me receiveth 
him that sent me. 

41 He that receiveth a prophet in the 
name of a prophet shall receive a proph- 
et’s reward; and he that receiveth a right- 
eous man in the name of a righteous man 
shall receive a righteous man’s reward. 

And whosoever shall give to drink 
unto one of these little ones a cup of cold 
water only in the name of a disciple, 
verily I say unto you, he shall in no wise 
lose his reward.

0 For this is he, of whom it is written, 
Behold, I send my messenger before thy 
face, which shall prepare thy way before 


thee. : 

11 Verily I say unto you, Among them 
that are born of women there hath not 
risen a greater than John the Bap’-tist: 
notwithstanding he that is least in the 
kingdom of heaven is greater than he. 

12 And from the days of John the Bap’- 
tist until now the kingdom of heaven suf- 
er violence, and the violent take it by 

orce. 

13 For all the prophets and the law 
prophesied until John. | say 

14 And if ye will receive it, this is £-li’- 
as, which was for to come. f 

5 He that hath ears to hear, let him 


hear. 

16 @ But whereunto shall I liken this 
generation? It is like unto children sitting 
in the markets, and calling unto their 
fellows, : ; 

17 And saying, We have piped unto 
you, and ye have not danced; we have 
mourned unto you, and ye have not la- 
mented. | : P 

18 For Jéhn came neither eating nor 
drinking, and they say, He hath a devil. 

19 The Son of man came eating and 
drinking, and they say, Behold a man 
gluttonous, and a winebibber, a friend 
of publicans and sinners. But wisdom is 
justified of her children. : 

20 @ Then began he to upbraid the 
cities wherein most of his mighty works 
were done, because they repented not: 

21 Woe unto thee, Ch6-ra’-zin! woe un- 
to thee, Béth-sa’-i-da! for if the mighty 
works, which were done in you, had been 
done in Tyre and §i’-don, they would 
aye repented long ago in sackcloth and 
ashes. 

22 But I say unto you, It shall be more 
tolerable for T¥re and Si’-d6n at the day 
of earner ate than for you. 

23 And thou, Ca-pér’-na-im, which 
art exalted unto heaven, shalt be brought 
down to hell: for if the mighty works, 
which have been done in thee, had been 
done in S6d’-om, it would have remained

24 But I say unto you, That it shall be 
more tolerable for the land of Séd’-om in 
the day of judgment, than for thee. 

25 @ At that time Jé’-sus answered and 
said, I thank thee, O Father, Lord of 
heaven and earth, because thou hast hid 
these things from the wise and prudent, 
and hast revealed them unto babes.

9 And when he was departed thence, he 
went into their synagogue: 

0 ¢ And, behold, there was a man 
which had his hand withered. And they 
asked him, saying, Is it lawful to heal on 
the sabbath days? that they might accuse

11 And he said unto them, What man 
shall there be among you, that shall have 
one sheep, and if it fall into a pit on the 
sabbath day,' will he not lay hold on it, 
and lift it out?

_ 17 That it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by £-84i’-4s the Prophet, saying, 
18 Behold my servant, whom I have 
chosen; my beloved, in whom my soul is 
_ well pleased: I will put my spirit upon 
, , and he shall shew judgment to the 
Gén’-tiles. 
19 He shall not strive, nor cry; neither 
spall. any man hear his: voice in the 
streets. 


20 A bruised reed shall he not break, d 


and smoking flax shall he not quench, 
till he send forth judgment unto victory. 
21 And in his name shall the Gén’-tiles

22 ¢ Then was brought unto him one 
possessed with a devil, blind, and dumb: 
and he healed him, insomuch that the 
blind and dumb both spake and saw.

4 But when the Phar’-i-séés heard it, 
they said, This fellow doth not cast out

28 But if I cast out devils by the Spirit 
of God, then the kingdom of God is 
come unto you. . 

29 Or else how can one enter into a 
strong man’s house, and spoil his goods 
except he first bind the strong man? an 
then he will spoil his house. : 

30 He that is not with me is against me; 
and he that ea reeee not with me scat- 
tereth abroad. 

31 ¢ Wherefore I say unto you, All 
manner of sin and blasphemy shall be 
forgiven unto men: but the arg arin 
against the Holy Ghost shall not be for- 
given unto men. 

32. And whosoever speaketh a word 
against the Son of man, it shall be for- 
given him: but whosoever speaketh 
against the Holy Ghost, it shall not be 
forgiven him, neither in this world, nei- 
ther in the world to come. ; 

33 Either make the tree good, and his 
fruit good; or else make the tree corrupt, 
and his fruit corrupt: for the tree is known 
by his fruit. %

43 When the unclean spirit is gone out 
of a man; he walketh through dry places, 
syne’ rest, and findeth none. 

44 en he saith, I will return into my 
house from whence I came out; and 
when he is come, he findeth it empty, 
swept, and garnished.

5 Then goeth he, and taketh with him- 
self seven other spirits more wicked than 
himself, and they enter in and dwell 
there; and the last state of that man is 
worse than the first. Even so shall it be 
also unto this wicked ugenerations 

46 7 While he yet talked to the people, 
behold, his mother and his brethren 
stood without, desiring to speak with 


m. 

47 Then one said unto him, Behold, thy 
mother and thy brethren stand without, 
desiring to s with thee. 5. 

48 But he answered and said unto him 
that told him ns bbe is my mother? and 
who are my brethren? , 

49 And he stretched forth his hand to- 
ward his disciples, and said, Behold my 
mother and my brethren! , 

50 For whosoever shall do the will of

Chapter 13 


HE same day went Jé’-suis out of the

8 But other fell into good ground, and 
brought forth fruit, some an hundred- 
fold, some sixtyfold, some thirtyfold. 

Who hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

10 And the disciples came, and said 
unto him, Why speakest thou unto them 
in parables? . 

11 He answered and said unto them, 
Because it is given unto you to know the 
mysteries of the kingdom of heaven, but 
to them it is not given. 1 

12 For whosoever hath, to him shall be 
given, and heshall have moreabundance: 
but whosoever hath not, from him shall 
be taken away even that he hath. 

13 Therefore speak I to them in par- 
ables: because they seeing see not; and 
hearing they hear not, neither do they 
understand. : 

14 And in them is fulfilled the prophecy 
of £-84i’-4s, which saith, By hearing ye 
shall hear, and shall not understand ; and 
seeing ye shall see, and shall not per- 
ceive: . . 

15 For this people’s heart is waxed 
gross, and their ears are dull of hearing, 
and their eyes they have closed; lest at 
any time they should see’ with their eyes, 
and hear with their ears; and should un- 
derstand with their heart, and should be 
converted, and I should heal them. 

16 But blessed are your eyes, for they 
see: and your ears, for they hear. 

17 For verily I say unto you, That many 
prophets and righteous men have desired 
to see those things which ye see, and have 
not seen them; and to hear those things 
which ye hear, and have not heard them. 

8 ¢ Hear ye therefore the parable of 
the sower. { 

19 When any one heareth the word of 
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the kingdom, and understandeth it not; 
then cometh the wicked one, and catch- 
eth away that which was sown in his 
heart. This is he which received seed by 
the way side. : , 

20 But he that received the seed into 
stony places, the same is he that heareth 
the word, and anon with joy receiveth it; 

21 Yet hath he not root in himself, but 
dureth for a while: for when tribulation 
or persecution ariseth because of the 
word, by and by he is offended. 

He also that received seed among 
the thorns is he that heareth the word; 
and the care of this world, and the de- 
ceitfulness of riches, choke the word, and 
he becometh unfruitful. 

23 But he that received seed into the 
good ground is he that heareth the word, 
and understandeth it; which also beareth 
fruit, and bringeth forth, some an hun- 
dredfold, some sixty, some thirty. 

24 @ Another parable put he forth unto 
them, saying, The kingdom of heaven is 
likened unto a man which sowed good 
seed in his field: ? 

25 But while men slept, his enemy came 
and sowed tares among the wheat, and 
went his way. 

6. But when the blade was sprung up, 
and brought forth fruit, then appeared 
the tares also. 

So the servants of the householder 
came and said unto him, Sir, didst not 
thou sow good seed in thy field? from: 
whence then hath it tares? 

28 He said unto them, An enemy hath 
done ‘this. ‘The servants ‘said unto him, 
Wilt thou then that we go and gather 
them up? 5 

29 But he said, Nay; lest while ye gath- 
er up the tares, ye root up also the 
wheat with them: 

30 Let both grow together until the 
harvest: and in the time of harvest I will 
say to the reapers, Gather ye together 
first the tares, and bind them in bundles 
to burn them: but gather the wheat into 
my barn. ‘ 

31 ¢ Another Parable put he forth unto 
them, saying, The kingdom of heaven is 
like to a grain of mustard seed, which a 
man took, and sowed in his field: 

32. Which indeed is the least of all 
seeds: but when it is grown, it is the 
greatest among herbs, and becometh a 
tree, so that the birds of the air come and 
lodge in the branches ‘thereof. 

3 ¢ Another parable spake he unto 
them; The kingdom of heaven is like un- 
to leaven, which a woman took, and hid 
in three measures of meal, till the whole 
was leavened. | 

4 All these things spake Jé’-sis unto 
the multitude in parables; and without a 
parable spake he not unto them: 
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35 That it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by the prophet, saying, I will 
open my mouth in parables; I will utter 
things which have been kept secret from 
_ the foundation of the world. 

Then Jé’-Sts sent the multitude 
away, and went into the house: and his 
disciples came unto him, saying, Declare 
us the parable of the tares of the 

eld. 

37 He answered and said unto them, 
He that soweth the good seed is the Son 


of man; 

38 The field is the world; the good seed 
are the children of the kingdom; but the 
tares are the children of the wicked one; 

9 The enemy that sowed them is the 
devil; the harvest is the end of the world; 
and the reapers are the angels. 

40 As therefore the tares are gathered 

and burned in the fire; so shall it be in 
the end of this world. 
‘41 The Son of man shall send forth his 
angels, and they shall gather out of his 
kingdom all things that offend, and them 
which do iniquity; 

42 And shall cast them into a furnace 
of fire: there chall be wailing and gnash- 
oy of teeth. 

‘43 Then shall the righteous shine forth 
as the sun in the kingdom of their Father. 
Who hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

44 ¢ Again, the kingdom of heaven is 
like unto treasure hid in a field ; the which 
when a man hath found, he hideth, and 
for joy thereof goeth and‘selleth all that 
he hath, and buyeth that field. 

5 ¥ Again, the kingdom of heaven is 
like unto a merchant man, seeking good- 
ly aly 

46 Who, when he had found one pearl 
of great price, went and sold all that he 
had, and bought it. 

7 @ Again, the kingdom of heaven is 
like unto a net, that was cast into the sea, 
and gathered of every kind: 

48 ich, when it was full, they drew 
to shore, and sat down, and gathered the 
good into vessels, but cast the bad 


away. 

49 So shall it be at the end of the world: 
the angels shall come forth, and sever the 
wicked from among the just, 

50 And shall cast them into the furnace 
of fire: there shall be wailing and gnash- 
ing of teeth. | 

51 Jé’-sus saith unto them, Have ye 
understood all these things? They say 
unto him, Yea, Lord. 

52 Then said he unto them, Therefore 
every scribe which is instructed unto the 
_ kingdom of heaven is like unto a man 
that is an householder, which bringeth 
forth out of his treasure things new an 


Id. 
°3 @ And it came to pass, that when 
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Jé’-sis had finished these parables, he 
departed thence. 

54 And when he was come into his own 
country, he taught them in their syna- 
gogue, insomuch that they were aston- 
ished, and said, Whence hath this man 
this wisdom, and these mighty works? 

55 Is not this the carpenter’s son? is not 
his mother called MAar’-y? and his breth- 
ren, James, and JO’-sés, and Si’-mon, and 
Jua’-das?

13 ¢ When Jé’-sus heard of it, he de- 
parted thence by ship into a desert place 
apart: and when the people had heard 
thereof, they followed him on foot out of 
the cities. be 

14 And Jé’-sis went forth, and saw a 


d great multitude, and was moved -with 


compassion toward them, and he healed 
their sick. 
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15 ¢ And when it was evening, his dis- 
ciples came to him, saying, This is a 
desert place, and the time is now past; 
send the multitude away, that they may 
go into the villages, and buy themselves 
victuals. _ j 

16 But Jé’-sts said unto them, They 
need not depart; give ye them to eat.

11. Not that which goeth into the mouth 
defileth a.man; but that which cometh 
out of the mouth, this defileth a man. 

12 Then came his disciples, and said

_ the face of my Father which is in heaven. 

11 For the Son of man is come to save 
that which was lost. | 

12 How think ye? if a man have an 
hundred sheep, and one of them be gone 
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astray, doth he not leave the ninety and 
nine, and goeth into the mountains, and 
seeketh that which is gone astray ? 

13 And if so be that he find it, verily I 
say unto you, he rejoiceth more of that 
sheep, than of the ninety and nine which 
went not astray.

3 And if any man say ought unto you, 
ye shall say, The Lord hath need of them, 
and straightway he will send them. : 

4 Allthis was done, that it might be ful- 
filled which was spoken by the prophet, 
saying, 5 

5 Tell ye the daughter of $i’-on, Behold, 
thy King cometh unto thee, meek, and 
sitting upon an ass, and a colt the foal of 
an ass. 

6 And the disciples went, and did as 
Jé’-Sis commanded them, 

7 And brought the ass, and the colt, 
and put on them their clothes, and they 
set him thereon. 

8 And a very great multitude spread 
their garments in the way; others cut 
down branches from thetrees, and strawed 
them in the way. 

9 And the multitudes that went before, 
and that followed, cried, saying, H6- 
san’-na to the son of Da’-vid: Blessed is 
he that cometh in the name of the Lord; 
H6-san’-na in the highest. 

10 And when he was come into Jé-rii’- 
sa-lém, all the city was moved, saying, 
Who is this? 

11 And the multitude said, This is Jé’- 
ee the prophet of Naz’-a-réth of Gal’- 
i-léé. 

12 ¢ And Jé’-sus went into the temple 
of God, and cast out all them that sold 
and bought in the temple, and overthrew 
the tables of the moneychangers, and the 
seats of them that sold doves, 

3 And said unto them, It is written, 
My house shall be called the house of 
prayer; but ye have made it a den of 
thieves. 

14 And the blind and the lame came to 
him in the temple; and he healed them. 

15 And when the chief priests and 
scribes saw the wonderful things that he 
did, and the children crying in the tem- 
ple, and saying, H6-san’-na to the son of 
Da’-vid; they were sore displeased, 

16 And said unto him, Hearest thou 
what these say? And Jé’-sus saith unto 
them, Yea; have ye never read, Out of 
the mouth of babes and sucklings thou 
hast perfected praise? 

17 @ And he left them, and went out of 
the city into Béth’-a-ny; and he lodged 
there. 

18 Now in the morning as he returned 
into the city, he hungered. 

19 And when he saw a fig tree in the 
way, he came to it, and found nothing 
thereon, but leaves only, and said unto 
it, Let no fruit grow on thee hencefor- 
ward for ever. And. presently the fig tree 
withered away. 

20 And when the disciples saw it, they 
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marvelled, saying, How soon is the fig 
tree withered away! . 

21 Jé’-sus answered and said unto them, 
Verily 1 say unto you, If ye have faith, 
and doubt not, ye shall not only do this 
which is done to the fig tree, but also if ye 
shall say unto this mountain, Be thou re- 
moved, and be thou cast into the sea; it 
shall be done. 

22 And all things, whatsoever ye shall 
ask in prayer, believing, ye shall receive. 

23 ¢ And when he was come into the 
temple, the chief priests and the elders of 
the people came unto him as he was 
teaching, and said, By what authority 
doest thou these things? and who gave 
thee this authority? 

24 And Jé’-sus answered and said unto 
them, I also will ask you one thing, which 
if ye tell me, I in like wise will tell you by 
what authority I do these things. 1 

The baptism of John, whence was it? 
from heaven, or of men? And they rea- 
soned with themselves, saying, If we shall 
say, Ftom heaven; he will say unto us, 
Why did ye not then believe him? 

26 But if we shall say, Of men; we fear 
the people; for all hold John as a proph- 


et. 

27 And they answered Jé’-sis, and said, 
We cannot tell. And he said unto them, 
Neither tell I you by what authority I do 
these things: 

8 @ But what think ye?.A certain man 
had two sons; and he came to the first, 
and said, Son, go work to day in my 
vineyard. 

29 He answered and said, I will not: 
but afterward he repented, and went. 

30 And he came to the second, and said 
likewise. And he answered and said, I go, 
Ti Whether oe th did 

ether of them twain did the will 
of his father? They say unto him, The 
first. Jé’-Sus saith unto them, Verily I say 
unto you, That the publicans and the 
harlots go into the kingdom of God be- 
fore you. _ 

32 For John came unto you in the way 
of righteousness, and ye believed him 
not: but the publicans and the harlots 
believed him: and ye, when ye had seen 
it, repented not afterward, that ye might 
believe him. 

33 @ Hear another parable: There was 
a certain householder, which planted a 
vineyard, and hedged it round about, 
and digged a winepress in it, and built a 
tower, and let it out to husbandmen, and 
went into a far country: 

34 And when the time of the fruit drew 
near, he sent his servants to the husband- 
men, that they might receive the fruits of it. 

35 And the husbandmen took his ser- 
vants, and beat one, and killed another, 
and stoned another. si 

\ 
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36 Again, he sent other servants more 
than the first: and they did unto them 
likewise. 

37 But last of all he:sent unto them his 
son, saying, They will reverence my son. 

8 But when the husbandmen saw the 
son, they said among themselves, This is 
. the heir; come, let us kill him, and let us 
seize on his inheritance. 

39 And they caught him, and cast him 
out of the vineyard, and slew him. 

When the lord therefore of the vine- 
ard cometh, what will he do unto those 
usbandmen ? ; 

41 They say unto him, He will miser- 
ably destroy those wicked men, and will 
let out Ais vineyard unto other husband- 
men, which shall render him the fruits in 
their seasons. 

42 Jé’-sus saith unto them, Did ye 
never read in the scriptures, The stone 
which the builders rejected, the same is 
become the head of the corner: this is the 
Lord’s doing, and it is marvellous in our 
eyes? ; 

43. Therefore say I unto you, The king- 
dom of'God shall be taken from you, and 
given to a nation bringing forth the fruits 
thereof. j 

44 And «whosoever shall fall.on this 
stone shall be broken: but on whomso- 
ever it shall fall, it will grind him to pow- 


der. 
45-And_ when the chief priests and 
Phar’-i-séés had heard his parables, they 
* perceived that he spake of them. 
46 But when they sought to lay hands 
‘on him, they feared the multitude, be- 
cause they took him for a prophet. 


Chapter 22 


ND Jé’-sus answered and spake unto 
them again by parables, and said, 

2 The kingdom of heaven is like unto a 
certain king, which made:a marriage for 
his son, ? 

3 And sent forth his servants to call 
them that were bidden to the wedding: 
and they would not: come. 

4 Again, he sent forth other servants, 
saying, Tell them which are bidden, Be- 
» hold, I have prepared my. dinner: my 
oxen and my fatlings are ed, and all 
things are ready: come unto the mar- 
riage. 

5 But they made light of it, and went 
their ways, one to his farm, another to 
his merchandise: 2 

6 And the remnant took his servants, 
and entreated them: spitefully, and slew 


' them. 
7 But when the:king heard thereof, he 
was wroth: and he sent forth his armies, 
ark a ge a murderers,’ and 
urned up their city. : 
8 Then healthy he to: his servants, The 
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wedding is ready, but they which were 
bidden were not worthy. 

9 Go ye therefore into the highways, 
and as many as ye shall find, bid to the 
marriage. 

10 So those servants went out into the 
highways, and gathered together all as 
many as they found, both bad and good: 
and the wedding was furnished with 


guests. 

11 ¢ And when the king came in to see 
the guests, he saw there a man which had 
not on a wedding garment: 

12 And he saith unto him, Friend, how 
camest thou in hither not having a wed- 
ding teers And he was s hless. 

13 Then said the king to the servants, 
Bind him hand and foot, and take him 
away, and cast him into outer darkness; 
thene shall be weeping and gnashing of 

eeth. 


14 For many are called, but few are 
chosen. 

15 ¢ Then went the Phar’-i-séés, and 
took counsel how they might entangle 
him in his talk. 

16 And they sent out unto him their 
disciples with the Hé-r6’-di-ans, saying, 
Master, we know that thou art true, and 
teachest' the way of God in truth, neither 
carest thou for any man: for thou re- 
gardest not the person of men. 

17 Tell us. therefore, What thinkest 
thou? Is it lawful to give tribute unto 
C#’-sar, or not? 

18 But Jé’-8us perceived their wicked- 
ness, and said, Why tempt ye me, ye 
betel 

Shew me the tribute-money. And 
they brought unto him a penny. ' 

20 he saith unto them, Whose is 
this image and superscription ? 

They say unto him, ¢#’-84r’s. Then 
saith he unto them, Render therefore un- 
to C&’-sar the things which are C&’-sar’s; 
and unto God the things that are God’s. 

en they had heard these words, 
they marvelled, and left him, and went 
their way. 

23 ¢ The same day came to him the 
Sad’-dii-céés, which say that there is no 
resurrection, and asked him, 

24 Saying, Master, M6’-8é§ said, If a 
man die, having no children; his brother 
shall marry his wife, and raise up seed 
unto his brother. 

25, Now there were with us seven breth- 
ren; and the first, when he had married a 
wife, deceased, and, having no issue, left 
his wife unto his brother: 

26 Likewise the second also, and the 
third, unto the seventh. . : 

27 And last of all the woman died also. 

28 Therefore in the resurrection whose 
wife shall she be of the seven? for they all 
had her. 
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29 Jé’-sis answered and said unto them, 
Ye do err, not knowing the scriptures, 
nor the power of God. | : 

30 For in the resurrection they neither 
marry, nor are given in marriage, but are 
as the angels of God in heaven. 

31 But as touching the resurrection of 
the dead, have ye not read that which was 
spoken unto you by God, saying, 

32 I am the God of A’-bra-ham, and 
the God of i’-8aac, and the God of Ja’- 
cob? God is not the God of the dead, but 
of the living. 

33 And when the multitude heard this, 
they were astonished at his doctrine. 

34 ¢ But when the Phar’-i-sées had 
heard that he had put the Sad’-dii-céés to 
silence, they were gathered together. 

35. Then one of them, which was a law- 
yer, asked him a question, tempting him, 
and saying, 

36 Master, which is the great command- 
ment in the law? 

37 Jé’-sus said unto him, Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with all thy 


mind. 

38 ls is the first and great command- 
ment. 

39 And the second is like unto it, Thou 
shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. 

40 On these two commandments hang 
all the law and the prophets. 

41 ¢ While the Phar’-i-séés were gath- 
ered together, Jé’-Sis asked them, 

42 Saying, What think ye of Christ? 
whose son is he? They say unto him, The 
son of Da’-vid. 

43 He saith unto them, How then doth 
Da’-vid in spirit call him Lord, saying, 

44 The LorD said unto my Lord, Sit 
thou on my right hand, till I make thine 
enemies thy footstool? 

_45 If Da’-vid then call him Lord, how 
is he his son? 

46 And no man was able to answer him 
a word, neither durst any man from that 
day forth ask him any more questions. 


Chapter 23 


HEN spake Jé’-sis to the multitude, 
and to his disciples, 
2 Saying, The scribes and the Phar’-i- 
sées sit in MG’-sés’ seat: 
3 All therefore whatsoever they bid you

9 And call no man your father upon the 
earth: for one is your Father, which is in 
heaven. 

10 Neither be ye:called masters: for one 
is your Master, even st. 

11 But he that is greatest among you 
shall be your servant. t 

12 And whosoever shall exalt himself 
shall be abased; and he that shall humble 
himself shall be exalted. 

13 ¢ But woe unto you, scribes and 
Phar’-i-sées, hypocrites! for ye shut up 
the kingdom of heaven against men: for 
ye neither go in yourselves, neither suffer 
ye them that are entering to go in. | 

14 Woe unto you, scribes and Phar’-i- 
sées, hypocrites! for ye devour widows’ 
houses, and for a pretence make long 
prayer: therefore ye shall receive the 
greater damnation. say 2 

15 Woe unto you, scribes and Phar’-i- 
séés, hypocrites! for ye compass sea and 
land to make one proselyte, and when he 
is made, ye make him twofold more the 
child of hell than yourselves. 

16 Woe unto you, ye blind guides, 
which say, Whosoever shall swear by the 
temple, it is nothing ; but whosoever shall 
swear by the gold of the temple, he is a 
debtor! 

17 Ye fools and blind: for whether is 
greater, the gold, or the temple that sancti- 
fieth the gold? 

18 And, Whosoever shall swear by the 
altar, it is nothing ; but whosoever swear- 
eth by the gift that is upon it; he is guilty. 

19 Ye fools and blind: for whether is 
greater, the gift, or the altar that sancti- 
fieth the gift? 

20 Whoso therefore shall swear by the 
altar, sweareth by it, and by. all things 
thereon, ~ 

21 And whoso shall swear by the tem- 
ple, sweareth by it, and by him that dwell- 
eth therein. stasee 

22 And he that shall swear by heaven, 
sweareth by the throne of God, and by 
him that sitteth thereon. 

23 Woe unto you, scribes and Phar’-i- 
sées, hypocrites! for ye pay tithe of mint 
and anise and cummin, and have omitted 
the weightier matters of the law, judg- 
ment, mercy, and faith: these ought ye to 
have done, and not to leave the other un- 
one. 

24 Ye blind guides, which strain at a 
gnat, and swallow a camel. | 
25 Woe unto you, scribes and Phar’-i-

sée8, hypocrites! for ye make clean the 
outside of the cup and of the platter, but 
within they are full of extortion and ex- 


cess. > f 
' 26 Thou blind Phar’-i-sée, cleanse first 
that which is within the cup and platter, 
that the outside of them may be clean also.

33 Ye serpents, ye generation of vipers, 
how can ye escape the damnation of hell? 
34 ¢ Wherefore, behold, I send unto 
you prophets, and wise men, and scribes: 
_ and some of them ye shall kill and cruci- 
fy; and some of them shall. ye scourge in 
_ your synagogues, and persecute them 
' from city to city: 
35 That upon you may come all the 
- righteous blood shed upon the earth, 
from the blood of righteous A’-bél unto 
the blood of Zach-a-ri’-as son of Bar-a- 
i’-as, whom ye slew between the temple 
and the altar.. 
36 Verily I say unto you, All these 
things shall come upon this generation.

36 Naked, and ye clothed me: I was 
sick, and ye visited me: I was in prison, 
and ye came unto me. 

37. Then shall the righteous answer him, 
saying, Lord, when saw we thee an hun- 
gred, and fed thee? or thirsty, and gave 
thee drink? 

38 When saw we thee a stranger, and 
took thee in? or naked, and clothed thee ? 

39 Or when saw we thee sick, or in 
prison, and came unto thee? 

40 And the King shall answer and say 
unto them, Verily I say unto you, Inas- 
much as ye have done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren, ye have done 
it unto me. 

41 Then shall he say also unto them on 
the left hand, Depart from me, ye cursed, 
into everlasting fire, prepared for the 
devil and his angels: 

42 For I was an hungred, and ye gave 
me no meat: I was thirsty, and ye gave 
me no drink: 

_43 I was a stranger, and ye took me not 
in: naked, and ye clothed me not: sick, 
and in prison, and ye visited me not. 

44 Then shall they also answer him, 
saying, Lord, when saw we thee an hun- 
gred, or athirst, or a stranger, or naked, 
or sick, or in prison, and did not minister 
unto thee? 

45 Then shall he answer them, saying, 
Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch as ye 
did i: not to one of the least of these, ye 
did it not to me. , 

46 And these shall go away into ever- 
lasting punishment: but the righteous in- 
to life eternal.

15 And said unto them, What will ye 
give me, and I will deliver him unto you? 
And they covenanted with him for thirty 
pieces of silver. 

And from that time he sought op- 
portunity to betray him. 

17 @ Now the first day of the feast of 
unleavened. bread the disciples ‘came to 
Jé’-Sus, saying unto him, Where wilt thou 
that we prepare for thee 'to’eat the pass-

71 And when he was gone out into the 
porch, another maid saw him, and said 
unto them that were there, This fellow 
was also with Jé’-siis of Naz’-a-réth. 

72 And again he denied with an oath, I 
do not know the man. 

73 And after a while came unto him 
they that stood by, and said to Pé’-tér, 
Surely thou also art one of them; for thy

74 Then began he to curse and to swear, 
saying, I know not the man.

_27 When she had heard of Jé’-Siis, came 
in the press behind, and touched his gar- 
ment. 

28 For she said, If I may touch but his 
clothes, I shall be whole. 

29 And straightway the fountain of her 
blood was dried up; and she felt in her 
body that she was healed of that plague.

34 And Jé’-sts, when he came out, saw 
much people, and was moved with com- 
passion toward them, because they were 
as sheep not having a shepherd: and he 
began to teach them many things.

8 For laying aside the commandment 
of God, ye hold the tradition of men, as 
the washing of pots and cups: and many 
other such like things ye do. 

9 And he said unto them, Full well ye 
Teject the commandment of God, that ye 
may keep your own tradition. 

10 For M6’-sés said, Honour thy father 
and thy mother; and, Whoso curseth 
father or mother, let him die the death: 

11 But ye say, If a man shall say to his 
father or mother, Jt is Cér’-ban, that is 
to say, a gift, by whatsoever thou might- 
est be profited by me; he shall be free. 

12°And ye suffer him no more to do 
ought for his father or his mother; 

13 Making the word of God of none 
effect through your tradition, which ye 
have delivered: and many such like 
things do ye. 

14 @ And when he had called all the 
‘people unto him, he said unto them 

earken unto meevery one of you, an 
understand: 

15 There is nothing from without a 
man, that entering into him can defile 
him: but ‘the things which .come out of 
him, those are they that defile the man.

8 And Jé’-sts answered and said unto 
him, Get thee behind me, Sa’-tan: for it 
is written, Thou shalt worship the Lord 
thy God, and him only shalt thou serve. 

9 And he brought him to Jé-ra’-sa-lém, 
and set him on a pinnacle of the temple, 
and said unto him, If thou be the Son of 
God, cast thyself down from hence: 

10 For it is written, He shall give his 
angels charge over thee, to keep thee: 
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11 And in their hands they shall bear 
thee up, lest at any time thou dash thy 
foot against a stone. 

12 And Jé’-sis answering said unto 
him, It is said, Thou shalt not tempt the 
Lord thy God. 

13 And when the devil had ended all 
the temptation, he departed from him 
fora season. | 

14 ¢ And Jé’-sus returned in the power 
of the Spirit into Gal’-i-léé: and there 
went out a fame of him through all the 
region round about. 

15 And he taught in their synagogues, 
being glorified of all. 

And he came to Naz’-a-réth, 
where he had been brought up: and, as 
his custom was, he went into the syna- 
gogue on the sabbath day, and stood up 
for to read. 

17 And there was delivered unto him 
the book of the prophet E-sdai’-as. And 
when he had opened the book, he found 
the place where it was written, 

18 The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, 
because he hath anointed me to preach 
the gospel to the poor; he hath sent me 
to heal the brokenhearted, to preach de- 
liverance to the captives, and recovering 
of sight to the blind, to set at liberty 
them that are bruised, 

19 To preach the acceptable year of the 


ord. 
20 And he closed the book, and he 
gave it again to the minister, and sat 
down. And the eyes of all them that 
were in the synagogue were fastened on 


21 And he began to say unto them, 
This day is this scripture fulfilled in your 
ears. 

22 And all bare him witness, and 
wondered at the gracious words which 
proceeded out of his mouth.

26 But unto none of them was E-li’-as 
sent, save unto Sa-rép’-ta, a city of Si’- 
don, unto a woman that was a widow, | 

27 And many lepers were in ISs’-ra-é] in 
the time of El-i-sé’-ts the prophet; and 
none of them was cleansed, saving 
Na’-a-man the Syr’-i-an. 

28 And all they in the synagogue, when 
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they om a these things, were filled with 
wrath, ? 

29 And rose up, and thrust him out of 
the city, and led him unto the brow of the 
hill whereon their city was built, that 
they might cast him down headlong. 

30 But he passing through the midst of 
them went his way, i as 

31 And came down to Ca-pér’-na-tm, 
a city of Gal’-i-léé, and taught them on 
the sabbath days. ; : 

32 And they were astonished at his doc- 
trine: for his word was with power. 

33 ¢ And in the synagogue there was a 
man, which had a spirit of an unclean 
devil, and cried out with a loud voice, 

Saying, Let us alone; what have we 
to do with thee, thow Jé’-sus of Naz’-a- 
réth? art thou come to destroy us? I 
ane thee who thow art; the Holy One of 
God. 

35 And Jé’-sis rebuked him, saying, 
Hold thy peace, and come out of him. 
And when the devil had thrown him in 
the midst, he came out-of him, and hurt 
him not. 

36 And they were all amazed, and 
spake among themselves, saying, What a 
word is this! for with authority and 
power he commandeth the unclean spir- 
its, and they come out. 

37 And the fame of him went out 
into every place of the country round 
about. 

38 g And he arose out of the syna- 
gogue, and entered into Si’-mon’s house. 
And Si’-mon’s wife’s mother was taken 
with a great fever ; and they besought him 
for her. 

39 And he stood over her, and rebuked 
the fever; and it left her: and immedi- 
ately she arose and ministered unto them. 

40 ¢ Now when the sun was setting, 
all they that had any sick with divers dis- 
eases brought them unto him; and he 
laid his hands on every one of them, and 
healed them. ; 

41 And devils also came out of many, 
crying out, and saying, Thou art Christ 
the Son of God. And he rebuking them 
suffered them not to speak: for they 
knew that he was Christ. 

And when it was day, he departed

9 For he was astonished, and all that 
were with him, at the draught of the 
fishes which they had taken: 

10 And so was also Jame’, and Jéhn, 
the sons of Zéb’-é-déé, which were part- 
ners with Si’-mon. And Jé’-Siis said unto 
Si’-mon, Fear not; from henceforth thou 
shalt catch men. 

11 And when they had brought their 
ships to land, they forsook all, and fol- 
lowed him. — 
_12 ¢ And it came to pass, when he was 
in-a_certain city, behold a man full of 
leprosy: who seeing Jé’-stis fell on his 
face, and besought him, saying, Lord, if 
thou wilt, thou canst make me clean. 

13 And he put forth his hand, and 
touched him, saying, I will: be thou 
clean. And immediately the leprosy de- 
parted from him. 

14 And he charged him to tell no man: 
but go, and shew thyself to the priest, 
and offer for thy cleansing, according as 

6’-séS commanded, for a testimony 
unto them. 

15 But so much the more went 'there a 
fame abroad of him: and great multi- 
tudes came together to hear, and to be 
healed by him of their infirmities. 

16 @ And he withdrew himself into the 
wilderness, and prayed. 

17 And it came to pass on a certain day, 
as whe. was teaching, that there were 
Phar’-i-sées and doctors ofthe law sitting 
by, which were come out of every town 
of Gal’-i-lée, and Ja-d%’-4, and Jé-ra’- 
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sa-lém: and the power of the Lord was 
present to heal them.

21 And the scribes and the Phar’-i-séés 
began to reason, saying, Who is this 
which speaketh blasphemies? Who can 
forgive sins, but God alone? 

22 But when Jé’-Sis perceived their 
thoughts, he answering said unto them, 
What reason ye in your hearts? © 
__23 Whether is easier, to say, Thy sins bé 
forgiven thee; or to say, Rise up and 
walk? 

24 But that ye may know that the Son 
of man hath power upon earth to forgive 
sins, (he said unto the sick of the palsy.) I 
' say unto thee, Arise, and take up thy 

couch, and go into thine house. 

25 And immediately he rose up before 
them, and took up that whereon he lay, 
_and departed to his own house, glorify- 


ing God. 

26 And they were all amazed, and they 
glorified God, and were filled with fear, 
saying, We have seen strange things to 


y. 
27 9 And after these things he went 
forth, and saw a publican, named Lé’-vi, 
sitting at the receipt of custom: and he 
said unto him, Follow me. 

28 And he left all, rose up, and fol- 
lowed him. . 

29 And Lé’-vi made him a great feast 
in his own house: and there was a great 
company of publicans and of others that 
sat down with them. : ill 

30 But their scribes and Phar’-i-sées 
murmured against his disciples, saying, 
_ Why do ye eat and drink with publicans 
and sinners? ‘ 

31 And Jé’-8ts answering said unto 
them, They that are whole need not a 
physician; but they that are sick. 

32-I came not to call the righteous, but 
sinners to repentance. 7 

33 ¢ And they said unto him, Why do 
the disciples of John fast often, and make 
- prayers, and likewise the disciples of the 
Phar’-i-sées ; but thine eat and drink? 

34 And he said unto them, Can ye make 
the children of the bridechamber_ fast, 
while the bridegroom is with them? 

35 But the days will come, when the 
bridegroom shall be taken away from 
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them, and then shall they fast in those 
ays. 

36 ¢ And he spake also a parable unto 
them; No man putteth a piece of a new 
garment upon an old; if otherwise, then 
both the new maketh a rent, and the 
piece that was taken out of the new 
agreeth not with the old. 

37 And no man putteth new wine into 
old bottles; else the new wine will burst 
the bottles, and be spilled, and the 
bottles shall perish. 

38 But new wine must be put into new 
bottles; and both are preserved. 

_No man also having drunk old wine 
straightway desireth new: for he saith, 
The old is better. 


Chapter 6 


ND it came to pass on the second sab- 
bath after the first, that he went 
through the corn fields; and his. dis- 
ciples plucked the ears of corn, and did 
eat, rubbing them in their hands. 

2 And certain of the Phar’-i-séés said 
unto them, Why do ye that which is not 
lawful to do on the sabbath days? 

3 And Jé’-sus answering them said, 
Have ye not read so much as this, what 
Da’-vid’ did, when himself was an 
hungred, and they which were with him; 

4 How he went into the house of God, 
and did take and eat the shewbread, and 
gave also to them that were with him; 
which it is not lawful to eat but for the 
priests alone? 

5 And he said unto them, That the Son 
of man is Lord also of the sabbath. 

6 And it came to pass also on another 
sabbath, that he entered into the-syna- 
gogue and taught: and there was a man 
whose right hand was withered. 

7 And the scribes and Phar’-i-séés 
watched him, whether he would heal on 
the sabbath day; that they might find an 
accusation against him. 

8 But he knew their thoughts, and said 
to the man which had the withered hand, 
Rise up, and stand forth in the midst. 
And he arose and stood forth. 

9 Then said Jé’-sus unto them, I will 
ask you one thing; Is it lawful on the 
sabbath days to do good, or to do evil? 
to save life, or to destroy it? 

10 And looking round about upon 
them all, he said unto the man, Stretch 
forth thy hand. And he did so: and his 
hand was restored whole as the other. 

11 And they were filled with madness; 
and communed one with another what 
they might do to Jé’-sis. | 

12 And it came to pass in those days, 
that he went out into a mountain to pray, 
and continued all night in prayer to God. 

13 ¢ And when it was day, he called 
unto him his disciples: and of them he 
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chose twelve, whom also he named 
apostles ; . 

14 Si’-mon, (whom he also named Pé’- 
tér,) and An’-dréw his brother, James and 
John, Phil’-ip and Bar-thol’-o-méw, 

15 Matth’-ew and Thém’-as, James the 
Ee of Al-ph’-tis, and Si’-mon called Zé- 
3’-tés, ; 

16 And Ja’-das the brother of James, 
and Ja’-das Is-car’-i-ot, which also was 
the traitor. ; 

7 @ And he came down with them, 
and stood in the plain, and the company 
of his disciples, and a great multitude of 
people out of all Ja-d#’-4 and Jé-ri’-sa- 
lém, and from the sea coast of Tyre and 
$i’-don, which came to hear him, and to 
be healed of their diseases; . 

8 And they that were vexed with un- 
clean spirits: and they were healed. 

19 And the whole multitude sought to 
touch him: for there went virtue out of 
him, and healed them all. | i 

20 ¢ And he lifted up his eyes on his 
disciples, and said, Blessed be ye poor: 
for your’s is the kingdom of God. 

21 Blessed are ye that hunger now: for 
ye shall be filled. Blessed are ye that weep 
now: for ye shall laugh. 

22 Blessed are ye, when men shall hate 
you, and when they shall separate you 
from their company, and shall reproach 
you, and cast out your name as evil, for 
the Son of man’s sake. 

23 Rejoice ye in that day, and leap for 
joy: for, behold, your reward is great in 
heaven: for in the like manner did their 
fathers unto the prophets. 

24 But woe unto you that are rich! for 
ye have received your consolation. 

25 Woe unto you that are full! for ye 
shall hunger. Woe unto you that laugh 
now! for ye shall mourn and weep. 

26 Woe unto you, when all men shall 
speak well of you! for so did their fathers 
to the false prophets. 

27 ¢ But I say unto you which hear, 
Love your enemies, do good to them 
which hate you, 

28 Bless them that curse you, and pray 
for them which despitefully use you. 

29 And unto him that smiteth thee on 
the one cheek offer also the other; and 
him that taketh away thy cloke forbid 
not to take thy coat also. 

30 Give to every man that asketh of 
thee; and of him that taketh away thy 
goods ask them not again. 

31 And as ye would that men should do 
to you, do ye also to them likewise. 

32 For if ye love them which love you, 
what thank have ye? for sinners also love 
those that love them. 

33 And if ye do good to them which do 
good to you, what thank have ye? for 
sinners also do even the same. x 
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34 And if ye lend to them of whom ye 
hope to receive, what thank have ye? for 
sinners also lend to sinners, to receive as 
much again. : 

35 But love ye your enemies, and do 
good, and lend, hoping for nothing 
again; and your reward shall be great, 
and ye shall be the children of the High- 
est: for he is kind unto the unthankful 
and to the evil. : 

36 Be ye therefore merciful, as your 

Father also is merciful. 
_37 Judge not, and ye shall not be 
judged: condemn not, and ye shall not 
be condemned: forgive, and ye shall be 
forgiven: ‘ 

38 Give, and it shall be given unto you; 
good measure, pressed down, and shaken 
together, and running over, shall men 
give into your bosom. For with the same 
measure that ye mete withal it shall be 
measured to you again. 

39 And he spake a parable unto them, 
Can the blind lead the blind? shall they 
not both fall into the ditch? 

40 The disciple is not above his master: 
but every one that is perfect shall be as 
his master. 

41 And why beholdest thou the mote 

that is in thy brother’s eye, but per- 
ceivest not the beam that is in thine own 
eye? 
42 Either how canst thou say to thy 
brother, Brother, let me pull out the mote 
that is in thine eye, when thou thyself be- 
holdest not the beam that is in thine own 
eye? Thou hypocrite, cast out first the 
beam out of thine own eye, and then 
shalt thou see clearly to pull out the mote 
that is in thy brother’s eye. 

43 For a good tree bringeth not forth 
corrupt fruit; neither doth a corrupt tree 
bring forth good fruit. 

44 For every tree is known by his own 
fruit. For of thorns men do not gather 
figs, nor of a bramble bush gather they 
grapes. 

45 A good man out of the good treas- 
ure of his heart bringeth forth that which 
is good; and an evil man out of the evil 
treasure of his heart bringeth forth that 
which is evil: for of the abundance of the 
heart his mouth speaketh. 

46 ¢ And why call ye me, Lord, Lord, 
and do not the things which I say? 

47 Whosoever cometh to me, and hear- 
eth my sayings, and doeth them, I will 
shew you to whom he is like: 

48 He is like a man which built an 
house, and digged deep, and laid the 
foundation on a rock: and when the 
flood arose, the stream beat vehemently 
upon that house, and:could not shake it: 
for it was founded upon a rock. 

_49 But he that heareth, and doeth not, 
is like a man that without a foundation 
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built an house upon the earth; against 
which the stream did beat vehemently, 
and immediately it fell; and the ruin of 
- that house was great.

ins Bie when he had ended all his say- 
ings in the audience of the people, 
he entered into Ca-pér’-na-iim. 

da certain centurion’s servant, 
who was dear unto him, was sick, and 
ready to die.

_T Wherefore neither thought I myself 
worthy to come unto thee: but say in a 
word, and my servant shall be healed. 

8 For I also am a man set under au- 
thority, having under me soldiers, and I 
say unto one, Go, and he goeth; and to 
another, Come, and he cometh; and to 
my servant, Do this, and he doeth it. 

When Jé’-sus heard these things, he 
marvelled at him, and turned him about, 
and said unto the people that followed 
him, I say unto you, I have not found so 
great faith, no, not in i8’-ra-él. :

19 ¢ And John calling unto him two of 
his disciples sent them to Jé&’-Sus, saying, 
Art thou he that should come? or look 
we for another? 

20 When the men were come unto him, 
they said, John Bap’-tist hath sent us 
unto thee, saying, Art thou he that 
should come? or look we for another? 

21 And in that same hour he cured 
many of their infirmities and plagues, 
and of evil spirits; and unto many that 
were blind he gave sight. 

hen Jé’-Sus answering said unto 
them, Go your way, and tell John what 
things ye have seen and heard; how that 
the blind see, the lame walk, the lepers 
are cleansed, the deaf hear, the dead are 
raised, to the poor the gospel is preached. 

23 d blessed is he, whosoever shall 
not be offended in me. 

24 ¢ And when the messengers of John 
were departed, he began to speak unto 
the people concerning Jéhn, What went 
ye out into the wilderness for to see? A 
reed shaken with the wind? 

25 But what went ye out for to see? A 
man clothed in soft raiment? Behold, 
they which are gorgeously apparelled, 
and live delicately, are in kings’ courts. 

26 But what went ye out for to see? A 
prophet? Yea, I say unto you, and much 
more than a prophet. 

27 This is he, of whom it is written, Be- 
hold, I send my messenger before thy 
gs which shall prepare-thy way before 

ee. 

28 For I say unto you, Among those 
that are born of women there is not a 
greater prophet than John the Bap’-tist: 
but he that is least in the kingdom of God 
is greater than he. 

29 And all the people that heard him, 
and the publicans, justified God, being 
baptized with the baptism of John. 

30 But the Phar’-i-séés and lawyers re- 
jected the counsel of God against them- 
selves, being not baptized of him. 

31 ¢ And-the Lord said, Whereunto 
then shall I liken the men of this genera- 
tion? and to what are they like? 

32 They are like unto children sitting in 
the marketplace, and calling one to an- 
other, and saying, We have piped unto 
you, and ye have not danced; we have 
mourned to you, and ye have not wept. 

33 For John the Bap’-tist came neither 
eating bread nor drinking wine; and ye 
say, He hath a devil. ~ 

34 The Son of man is come eating and 
drinking; and ye say, Behold a glutton- 
ous man, and a winebibber, a friend of 
publicans and sinners! 
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35 But wisdom is justified of all her 
children. gel 

36 ¢ And one of the Phar’-i-sées de- 
sired him that he would eat with him. 
And he went into the Phar’-i-séé’s house, 
and sat down to meat. 4 : 

37 And, behold, a woman in the city, 
which was a sinner, when she knew that 
Jé’-siis sat at meat in the Phar’-i-séé’s 
house, brought an alabaster box of oint- 


ment, 

38 And stood at his feet behind him 
weeping, and began to wash his feet with 
tears, and did wipe them with the hairs 
of her head, and kissed his feet, and 
anointed them with the ointment. 

9 Now when the Phar’-i-séé which had 
bidden him saw it, he spake within him- 
self, saying, This man, if he were a 
prophet, would have. known who and 
what manner of woman this is that 
toucheth him: for she is a sinner.

judged. 

44 And he turned to the woman, and 
said unto Si’-mon, Seest thou this 
woman? I entered-into thine house, thou 
gavest me no water for my feet: but she 
hath washed my feet with tears, and 
wiped them with the hairs of her head. 

45 Thou gavest me no kiss: but this 
woman since the time I came in hath not 
ceased to kiss my feet. . 

My head with oil thou didst not 
anoint: but this woman hath anointed 
my feet with ointment. 

47 Wherefore I say unto thee, Her sins, 
which are-many, are forgiven; for she 
loved much: but to whom little is for- 
given. the same loveth little. 

48 And he said unto her, Thy sins are 
forgiven. i 

49 And they that sat at meat with him 
began to say within themselves, Who is 
this that forgiveth sins also? 

And he said to the woman, Thy 
faith hath saved thee; go in peace.

11 Now the parable is this: The seed is 
the word of God. 

12 Those by the way side are they that 
hear; then cometh the devil, and taketh 
away the word out of their hearts, lest 
they should believe and be saved. 

13 They on the rock are they, which, 
when they hear, receive the word with 
Joy and these have no root, which for a 
while believe, and in time of temptation 
fall away. 

14 And that which fell among thorns 
are fens which, when they have heard, 
go forth, and are choked with cares and 
riches and pleasures -of this life, and 
bring no fruit to perfection. 

15 But that on the good ground are 
they, which in an honest and good heart, 
having heard the word, keep it, and 
bring forth fruit with patience.

17 For nothing is secret, that shall not 
be made manifest; neither any thing hid,

e heed therefore how ye hear:

seemeth to have. . 
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19 ¢ Then came to him his mother and 
his brethren, and could not come at him 

for the press. 

. 20 And it was told him by certain which 

' said; Thy mother and thy brethren stand 
without, desiring to see thee. 

he answered and said unto 

them, My mother and my brethren are 

apete which hear the word of God, and 

o it. 

22 ¥ Now it came to pass on a certain 
day, that he went into a ship with his dis- 
ciples: and he said unto them, Let us go 
over unto the other side of the lake.

44 Woe unto you, scribes and Phar’-i- 
sééS, hypocrites! for ye are as graves 
which appear not, and the men that 
walk over them are not aware of them. 

5 Then answered one of the law- 
yers, and said unto him, Master, thus 
yt ep reproachest us also. 

46 d he said, Woe unto you also, ye 
lawyers! for ye jade men with burdens 
grievous to be borne, and ye yourselves

6 And he said, An hundred measures of 
oil. And he said unto him, Take thy bill, 
and sit down quickly, and write fifty. 

7 Then said he to another, And how

dred measures of wheat. And he said 
unto him, Take thy bill, and write four- 


score. 

8 And the lord commended the unjust 
steward, because he had'done wisely: for 
the children of this world are in their

5 And I say unto you, Make to your- 
selves friends of the mam’-men of un- 
righteousness; that, when ye fail, they 
may receive you into everlasting habita- 
tions. , ROAR 
_- 10 He that is faithful in that which is 

least is faithful also in much: and he that 
is unjust in the least is unjust also in 
much, : D 

11 If therefore ye have not been faith- 
fulin the unrighteous mam’-mon, who 
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will commit to your trust the true riches ? 

12 And if ye have not been faithful in 
that which is another man’s, who shall 
give you that which is your own? 

13. Noservant can serve two masters: 
for either he will hate the one, and love 
the other; or else he will hold to the one, 
and despise the other. Ye cannot serve 
God and mam/’-mon. 

14 And the Phar’-i-séés also, who were 
covetous, heard these things: and 
they derided him. 

And he said unto them, Ye are they 
which justify yourselves before men; but 
God knoweth your hearts: for that 
which is highly esteemed among men is 
abomination in the sight of God. 

16 The law and the prophets were until 
John: since that time the kingdom of 
God is preached, and every man presseth 
into it. ; 

17 And it is easier for heaven and earth 
to pass, than one tittle of the law to fail. 

18 Whosoever putteth away his wife, 
and marrieth another, committeth adul- 
tery: and whosoever marrieth her that is 
put away from her husband committeth 
adultery. 

19 There was a certain rich man, 
whichwas clothed in purple and fine 
linen, and fared sumptuously every day: 

20 And_ there was a certain beggar 
named Laz’-a-rus, which was laid at his 
gate full of sores, 

1 And desiring ‘to be fed with the 
crumbs which fell from the rich man’s 
table: moreover the dogs came and 
licked his sores. 

22 And it came to pass; that the beggar 
died, and was carried by the angels into 
A’-bra-ham’s bosom: the rich man also 
died, and was buried; 

23 And in hell he lift up his eyes, being 
in torments, and seeth A’-bra-ham afar 
off, and Laz’-a-rus in his bosom. 

24 And he cried and said, Father 
A’-bra-ham, have mercy on me, and send 
Laz’-a-rus, that he may dip the tip of his 
finger in water, and cool my tongue; for 
I am tormented in this flame.

27 Then he said, I pray thee therefore, 
father, that thou wouldest send him to

28 For I have five brethren; that he 
may testify unto them, lest they also 
come into this place of torment. 
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29. A’-bra-ham saith unto him, They 
have M6’-sés and the prophets; let them 
hear them. lve AEG 

0 And he said, Nay, father A’-bra- 
ham: but if one went unto them from the 
dead, they willrepent. _ 

1 And he said unto him, If they hear 
not M6’-sés and the prophets, neither 
will they be persuaded, though one rose 
from the dead. 


Chapter 17 


HEN said he unto the disciples, It is 

impossible but that offences will 

come: but woe unto him, through whom 
they. come! E : 

2 It were better for him that a millstone 
were hanged about his neck, and he cast 
into the sea, than that he should offend 
one of these little ones. 

@ Take heed to yourselves: If thy 
brother. trespass against thee, rebuke 

im; and if he repent, forgive him. 

4 And if he trespass against thee seven 
times in a day, and seven times in a day 
turn again to thee, saying, I repent; thou 
shalt forgive him. ; 

5 And the apostles said unto the Lord, 
Increase our faith. 

6 And the Lord said, If ye had faith as 
a grain of mustard seed, ye might say 
unto this sycamine tree, Be thou plucked 
up by the root, and be thou planted in 
the sea; and it should obey you. 

But which of you, having a servant 
plowing or feeding cattle, will say unto 
him by and by, when he is come from the 
field, Go and sit down to meat?

21 Neither shall they say, Lo here! or 
lo there! for, behold, the kingdom of God 
is within you. . pe 

22 And he said unto the disciples, The 
days will come, when ye shall desire to 
see one of the days of the Son of man, 
and ye shall not see it. 

23 And they shall say to you, See here; 
or, see there: go not after them, nor fol- 
low them. 

24 For as the lightning, that lighteneth 
out of the one part under heaven, shineth 
unto the other part under heaven; so 
shall also the Son of man be in his day. 

> But first must he suffer many things, 
and be rejected of this generation. 

And as it was in the days of N6d’-é, 
so shall it be also in the days of the Son 


of man. 

27 They did eat, they drank, they mar- 
tied wives, they were given in marriage, 
until the day that N6’-é entered into the 
ark, and the flood came, and destroyed 
them all. 

28 Likewise also as it was in the days of

14 I tell you, this man went down to 
his house justified rather than the other: 
for every one that exalteth himself shall 
be abased; and he that humbleth himself 
shall be exalted. } i 

15 And they brought unto him also in- 
fants, that he would touch them: but 
when his disciples saw it, they rebuked 
them. 3 ; 
16 But Jé’-sus called them unto him, 
and said, Suffer little children to come 
unto me, and forbid them not: for of 
such is the kingdom of God. 

17 Verily I say unto you, Whosoever 
"shall not receive the kingdom of God as a 
little child shall in no wise enter therein. 
18 And a certain ruler asked i 
ing, Good Master, what shall I do to in- 
herit eternal life?

And as they heard these things, he 
added and spake a parable, because he 
was nigh to Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and because 
they thought that the kingdom of God 
should immediately appear. 

12 He said therefore, A certain noble- 
man went into a far country to receive 
for himself a kingdom, and to return. 

13 And he called his ten servants, and 
delivered them ten pounds, and said unto

4 But his citizens hated him, and sent 
a message after him, saying, We will not 
have this man to reign over us. 

15 And it came to pass, that when he 
was returned, having received the king- 
dom, then he commanded these servants 
to be called unto him, to whom he had 
ao the money, that he might know 

ow much every man had gained by 
trading. 
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16 Then came the first, saying, Lord, 
thy pound hath gained ten pounds. 

17 And‘ he said unto him, Well, thou 
good servant: because thou hast been 
faithful in a very little, have thou author- 
ity over ten cities. :

37 And when he was come nigh, even 
now at the descent of the mount of 
Olives, the whole multitude of the dis- 
ciples began to rejoice and praise God 
' with a loud voice for all the mighty 
works that they had seen; 

Saying, Blessed be the King that 
_. cometh in the name of the Lord: peace 

in heaven, and glory in the highest. 

9 And some of the Phar’-i-sées from 
among the multitude said unto him, 
Master, rebuke thy disciples. 

40 And he answered and said unto 
them, I tell you that, if these should hold 
their peace, the stones would immed- 
jately cry out. 

41 ¢ And when he was come near, he 
beheld the city, and wept over it, 

42 Saying, If thou hadst known, even 
thou, at least in this thy day, the things 
which belong unto thy peace! but now 
they are hid from thine eyes.

10 And at the season he sent a servant 
to the husbandmen, that they should 
give him of the fruit of the vineyard: 
but the husbandmen beat him, and sent 
him away empty. 

11 And again he sent another servant: 
and they beat him also, and entreated 
him shamefully, and sent him away 
empty. : 

12 And again he sent a third: and they 
wounded him also, and: cast him out. 

3 Then said the lord of the vineyard, 
What shall I do? I will send my beloved 
son: it may be they will reverence him 
when they see him. 

14 But when the husbandmen saw him, 
they reasoned among themselves, saying, 
This is the heir: come; let us kill him, that 
the inheritance may ‘be our’s. 

15 Sothey cast him out of the vineyard, 
and killed him. What therefore shall the 
lord of the vineyard do unto them? 

16 He shall come and destroy these 
husbandmen, and shall give the vineyard 
to others. And when they heard it, they 
said, God forbid. : 

17 And he beheld them, and said, What 
is this then that is written, The stone 
which the builders rejected, the same is 
become the head of the corner? 

8 Whosoever shall fall upon that 
stone shall be broken; but on whomso- 
ever it shall fall, it will grind him to 
powder. : 

19 ¢ And the chief priests and the 
scribes the same hour sought to lay hands 
on him; and une feared the people: for 
they perceived that he had spoken this 
parable against them. 

20 And they watched him, and sent 
forth spies, which should feign them- 
selves just men, that they might take hold 
of his words, that so they might deliver 
him unto the power and authority of the 
governor. f : 

21 And they asked him, saying, Master, 
we know that thou sayest and. teachest 
rightly, neither pc thou the person 
of any, but teachest the way of God truly: 

22 Is it lawful for us to give tribute un- 
to C#’-8ar, or no? ; j 

23 But he perceived their craftiness, 
and said unto them, Why tempt ye me? 

24 Shew mea penny. Whose image and 
superscription hath it? They answered 
and said, C%’-sar’s. 
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25 And he said unto them, Render 
therefore unto C%’-sar the things which 
be C#’-Sar’s, and unto God the things 
which be God’s. , 

26 And they could not take hold of his 
words before the people: and they mar- 
velled at his answer, and held their peace. 

27 @ Then came to him certain of the 
Sad’-dii-céés, which deny. that there is 
any resurrection; and they asked him, 

Saying, Master, MO’-sés wrote unto 
us, If any man’s brother die, having a 
wife, and he die without children, that 
his brother should take his wife, and 
raise up seed unto his brother. 

29 There were therefore seven breth- 
ren: and the first took a wife, and died 
without children. 

30 And the second took her to wife, 
and he died childless. 

31 And the third took her; and in like 
manner the seven also: and they left no 
children, and died. 

32 Last of all the woman died also. 

33 Therefore in the resurrection whose 
wife of them is she? for seven had her to 


wife. 

34 And Jé’-sus answering said unto 
them, The children of this world marry, 
and are given in marriage: 

35 But they which shall be accounted 
worthy to obtain that world, and the 
resurrection from the dead, neither 
marry, nor are given in matriage: 

36 Neither can they die any more: for 
they are equal unto the angels; and are 
the children of God, being the children 
of the resurrection. 

7 Now that the dead are raised, even 
MO6’-sés shewed at the bush, when he 
calleth the Lord the God of A’-bra-ham, 
and the God of i’-saac, and the God of 
Ja’-cob. 

38 For he is not a God of the dead, but 
of the living: for all live unto him. 

3 en certain of the scribes an- 
swering said, Master, thou hast well said. 

40 And after that they durst not ask 
him any question at all. 

41 And he said unto them, How say 
they that Christ is Da’-vid’s son? 

42 And Da’-vid himself ‘saith in the 
book of Psalms, The Lorp said unto my 
Lord, Sit thou on my right hand, 

We at I make thine enemies thy foot- 
stool. 

44 Da’-vid therefore calleth him Lord, 
how is he then his son? 

45 ¢ Then in the audience of all the 
people he said unto his disciples, 

6 Beware of the scribes, which desire 
to walk in long robes, and love greetings 
in the markets, and the highest seats in 
the synagogues, and the chief rooms at 
feasts; _ 

47 Which devour widows’ houses, and 
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for a shew make long prayers: the same 
shall receive greater damnation. 


Chapter 21 


ND he looked up, and saw the rich 
men casting their gifts into the 
treasury. 

2 And he saw also a certain poor widow 
casting in thither two mites. 

And he said, Of a truth I say unto 
you, that this poor widow hath cast in 
more than they all: 

4 For all these have of their abundance 
cast in unto the offerings of God: but she 
of her penury hath cast in all the living 
that she had.

0 Then said he unto them, Nation 
shall rise against nation, and kingdom 
against kingdom: 

11 And great earthquakes shall be in 
divers places, and famines, and pestil- 
ences; and fearful sights and great signs 
shall there be from heaven.

10 And the chief priests and scribes 
stood and vehemently accused him. 

11 And Hér’-od with his men of war 
set him at nought, and mocked him, and 
arrayed him in a gorgeous robe, and sent 
him again to Pi’-late. 

12 @ And the same day Pi’-late and 
Hér’-od were made friends together: for 
before they were at enmity between 
themselves. 

13 ¢ And Pi’-late, when he had called 
together the chief priests and the rulers 
and the people, 

14 Said unto them, Ye have brought 
this man unto me, as one that perverteth 
the people: and, behold, I, having ex- 
amined him before you, have found no 
fault in this man touching those things 
whereof ye accuse him: 

15 No, nor yet Hér’-od: for I sent you 
to him; and, lo, nothing worthy of death 
is done unto him. 

16 I will therefore chastise him, and re- 
lease him. 

17 (For of necessity he must release one 
unto them at the feast.) 

18 And they cried out all at once, say- 
ing, Away with this man, and release un- 
to us Bar-ab’-bas: 

19 (Who for a certain sedition made in 
the city, and for murder, was cast into 
prison.) | 

20 Pi’-late therefore, willing to release 
Jé’-sus, spake again to them. 

21 But they cried, saying, Crucify him, 
crucify him. 

22 And he said unto them the third 
time, Why, what evil hath he done? I 
have found no cause of death in him: I 
will therefore chastise him, and let him go. 

23 And they were instant with loud 
voices, requiring that he might be cruci- 
fied. And the voices of them and of the 
chief priests prevailed. 

24 And Pi’-late gave sentence that it 
should be as they required. 

25 And he released unto them him that 
for sedition and murder was cast into 
prison, whom they had desired; but he 
delivered Jé’-sus to their will. 

26 And as they led him away, they laid 
hold upon one Si’-mon, a Cy-ré’-ni-an, 
coming out of the country, and on him 
they laid the cross, that he might bear it 
after Jé’-sus. 

27 ¢ And there followed him a great 
company of people, and of women, 
which also bewailed and lamented him: 

8 But Jé’-sus turning unto them said, 
Daughters of Jé-rii’-sa-lém, weep not for 
me, but weep for yourselves, and for 
your children.

34 @ Then said Jé’-sus, Father, forgive 
them; for they know not what they do. 
And they parted his raiment, and cast 


lots. . 

35 And: the people stood beholding. 
And the rulers also with them derided 
him, saying, He saved others; let him 
save himself, if he be Christ, the chosen 
of God. , : 

36 And the soldiers also mocked him, 
coming to him, and offering him vinegar, 

37 And saying, If thou be the king of 
the Jews, save thyself. c 

38 And a superscription also was writ- 
ten over him in letters of Gréék, and La’- 
tin, and Hé’-bréw, THIS IS THE KING 
OF THE Jéws. 

39 ¢ And one of the malefactors which 
were hanged railed on him, saying, If 
thou be Christ, save thyself and us. 

40 But the other answering rebuked 
him, saying, Dost not thou fear God, 
seeing thou art ia the same condemna- 
tion? 

41 And we indeed justly; for we re- 
ceive the due reward of our deeds: but 
this man hath done nothing amiss. 

42 And he said unto Jé’-sts, Lord, re- 
member me when thou comest into thy 
kingdom. of t 

43 And Jé’-sus said unto him, Verily I 
say unto thee, To day shalt thou be with 
me in paradise. 

44 And it was about the sixth hour, and 
there was a darkness over all the earth 
until the ninth hour. 

45 And the sun was darkened, and the 
veil of the temple was rent in the midst. 

46 ¢ And when Jé’-sis had cried with a 
loud voice, he said; Father, into thy 
hands I commend my spirit: 
said thus, he gave up the ghost. 

47 Now when the centurion saw what 
was done, he glorified God, saying, 
Certainly this was a righteous man. 

48 And all the people that came to- 
gether to that sight, beholding the things 
which were done, smote their breasts, 
and returned. 

49 And all his acquaintance, and the 
women that followed him from Gal’-i- 
léé, stood afar off, beholding these 

gs. 
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50 @ And, behold, there was a man 
named J6’-séph, a counsellor; and he was 
a good man, and a just: 

51 (The same had not consented to the 
counsel and deed of them;) he was of 
Ar-im-a-th®’-a, a city of the Jews: who 
aie, himself waited for the kingdom of 

od. 

52 This man went unto Pi’-late, and 
begged the body of Jé’-sus. 

53 And he took it down, and wrapped 
it in linen, and laid it in a sepulchre that 
was hewn in stone, wherein never man 
before was laid. 

54 And that day was the preparation, 
and the sabbath drew on. 

55 And the women also, which came 
with him from Gal’-i-léé, followed after, 
and beheld the sepulchre, and how his 
body was laid. 

And they returned, and prepared 
spices and ointments; and rested the 
sabbath day according to the com- 
mandment. :

) It was Mar’-y Mag’-da-léne, and 
J6-an’-na, and Mar’-¥ the mother of 
James, and other women that were with 
them, which told these things unto the 
apostles. 

_11 And their words seemed to them as 
idle tales, and they believed them not. 

12 Then arose Pé’-tér, and ran unto the 
sepulchre; and stooping down, he be- 
held the linen clothes laid by themselves, 
and departed, wondering in himself at 
that which was come to pass. 

13 ¢ And, behold, two of them went 
that same day to a village called Em-

’-us, which was from Jé-ri’-sa-lém 
about threescore furlongs. 

14 And they talked together of all 

‘these things which had happened. 

15 And it came to pass, that, while they 
communed together and reasoned, Jé’- 
sus elf drew near, and went with 
them. 

16 But their eyes were holden that they 
should not know him. 

17 And he said unto them, What man- 
ner of communications are these that ye 
Lae one to another, as ye walk, and are 
sad? 

18 And the one of them, whose name 
was Clé’-6-pas, answering said unto him, 
Art thou only a stranger in Jé-ra’-sa-lém, 
and hast not known the things which are 
come to pass there in these days? 

_19 And he said unto them, What 

things? And they said unto him, Con- 

cerning Jé’-sus of Naz’-a-réth, which was 

a prophet mighty in deed and word be- 

fore God and all the people: 

20 And how the chief priests and our 
rulers delivered him to be condemned to 
death, and have crucified him. 

21 But we trusted that it had been he 
which should have redeemed _ Is’-ra-él: 
and beside all this, to day is the third day 
since these things were done. 

22 Yea, and certain women also of our 

- company made us astonished, which 
were early at the sepulchre;. _ 

23 And when they found not his body, 
they came, saying, that they had also 
seen a vision of angels, which said that 
he was alive. ’ 

24 And certain of them which were 
with us went to the sepulchre, and 
found it even so as the women had said: 
but him they saw not.

_ 39 Behold my hands and my feet, that 
it is I myself: handle me, and see; for a 
spirit hath not flesh and bones, as ye see 
me have. 

40 And when he had thus spoken, Le 
shewed them his hands and his feet. 

_41 And while they yet believed not for 
joy, and wondered, he said unto them, 
Have yé here any meat? 

42 And they Faye him a piece of a 
broiled fish, and of an honeycomb. 

43 And he took it, and did eat before 


them. 

44 And he said unto them, These are 
the words which I spake unto you, while 
I was yet with you, that all things must 
be fulfilled, which were written in the 
law of MO’-sés, and in the prophets, and 
in the psalms, concerning me. 

45 Then opened he their understand- 
ing, that they might understand the 
scriptures, 

46 And said unto them, Thus it is 
written, and thus it behoved Christ to 
suffer, and to rise from the dead the 
third day: 

47 And that repentance and remission 
of sins should be preached in his name 
among all nations, beginning at Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém. 

48 And ye are witnesses of these things. 

49 ¢ And, behold, I send the promise 
of my Father upon you: but tarry ye in 
the city of Jé-rii’-sa-lém, until ye be en- 
dued with power from on high. 

50 ¢ And he led them out as far as to 
Béth’-4-ny, and he lifted up his hands, 
and blessed them. c 

51 And it came to pass, while he 
blessed them, he was parted from them, 
and carried up into heaven. | 

52 And they worshipped him, and re- 
turned to Jé-ri’-sa-lém_ with pirat joy: 

53 And were continually in the temple, 
praising and blessing God.

50 Jé’-sus answered and said unto him, 
Because I said unto thee, I saw thee under 
the fig tree, believest thou? thou shalt 
see greater things than these. __ 

51 And he saith unto him, Verily, ver- 
ily, I say unto you, Hereafter ye shall see 
heaven open, and the angels of God 
ascending and descending upon the Son 
of man. 


Chapter 2 
ND the third day there was a mar- 
riage in Ca’-na of Gal’-i-lée; and 
the mother of Jé’-sus was there: , 
2 And both Jé’-sus was called, and his 
disciples, to the marriage. Z 
3 And when they wanted wine, the 
‘mother of Jé’-stis saith unto him, They 
have no wine. 
4 Jé’-sis saith unto her, Woman, what 
have I to do with thee? mine hour is not 
yet come. .

6 And there were set there six waterpots 
of stone, after the manner of the purify- 
eee the Jéws, containing two or three 
firkins apiece. 

7 Jé’-sis saith unto them, Fill the 
waterpots with water. And they filled 
them up to the brim. 

8 And he saith unto them, Draw out 
now, and bear unto the governor of the 
feast. And they bare it. 

When the ruler of the feast had 
tasted the water that was made wine, and 
knew not whence it was: (but the serv- 
ants which drew the water knew;) the 
governor of the feast called the bride- 
groom, 

10 And saith unto him, Every man at 
the beginning doth set forth good wine; 
and when men have well drunk, then 
that which is worse: but thou hast kept 
the good wine until now. 

11 This beginning of miracles did Jé’- 
sus in Ca’-na of Gal’-i-léé, and manifest- 
ed forth his glory; and his disciples be- 
lieved on him. 

12 @ After this he went down to Ca- 
pér’-na-um, he, and his mother, and his 
brethren, and his disciples: and they con- 
tinued there not many days. 

13 ¢ And the Jéws’ passover was at 
hand, and Jé’-Sus went up to Jé-rii’-sa- 


m, 

14 And found in the temple those that 
sold oxen and sheep and doves, and the 
changers of money sitting: 

15 And when he had made a scourge of 
small cords, he drove them all out of the 
temple, and the sheep, and the oxen; and 
poured out the changers’ money, and 
overthrew the tables; 

16 And said unto them that sold doves, 
Take these things hence; make not my 
Father’s house an house of merchandise. 

17 And his disciples remembered that 
it was written, The zeal of thine house 
hath eaten me up. 

18 ¢ Then answered the Jéws and said 
unto him, t sign shewest thou unto 
us, seeing that thou doest these things? 

Jé’-Sus answered and said unto them, 
Destroy this temple, and in three:days I 
will raise it up. ; 

O Then said the Jéws, Forty and six 
years was this temple in building, and 
wilt thou rear it up in three days? 
bale But he spake of the temple of his 

ody. 

22 When therefore he was risen from 
the dead, his disciples remembered that 
he had said this unto them; and they be- 
lieved the scripture, and the word which 
Jé’-sus had said. £ 

23 @ Now when he was in Jé-ri’-sa- 
lém at the passover, in the feast day, 
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many believed in his name, when they 
saw the miracles which he did. 

24 But Jé’-sus did not commit himself 
unto them, because he knew all men, 

25 And needed not that any should 
testify of man: for he knew what was in 
man. 


Chapter 3 


HERE was a man of the Phar’-i-séés, 
named Nic-6-dé’-mis, a ruler of the 
JEWS: afi , 

2 The same came to Jé’-sus by night, 
and said unto him, Rab’-bi, we know 
that thou art a teacher come from God: 
for no man can do these miracles that 
thou doest, except God be with him. 

3 Jé’-sts answered and said unto him, 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a 
man be born again, he cannot see the 
kingdom of God. : 

4 Nic-6-dé’-mus saith unto him, How 
can a man be born when he is old? can 
he enter the second time into his mother’s 
womb, and be born? 

5 Jé’-sus answered, Verily, verily, I say 
unto thee, Except a man be born of wa- 
ter and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of God. 

6 That which is born of the flesh is 
flesh; and that which is born of the Spirit 
is spirit. 4 

7 Marvel not that I said unto thee, Ye 
must be born again. 

8 The wind bloweth where it listeth, 
and thou hearest the sound thereof, but 
canst not tell whence it cometh, and 
whither it goeth: so is every one that is 
born of the Spirit. 

9 Nic-6-dé’-mus answered and said un- 
to him, How can these things be? 

10 Jé’-sis answered and said unto him, 
Art thou a master of Is’-ra-él, and know- 
est not these things? 

11 Verily, verily, I say unto thee, We 
speak that we do know, and testify that 
we have seen; and ye receive not our wit- 


ness. 

1Z If Lhave told you earthly things, and 
ye believe not, how shall-ye believe, if I 
tell you of heavenly things? 

13. And no man hath ascended up to 
heaven; but he that came down from 
heaven, even the Son of man which is in 
heaven. i 

14 ¢ And as MO’-8és lifted up the ser- 
pent in the wilderness, even so must the 
Son of man be lifted up: 

15 That whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have eternal life. 

16 ¢ For God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only: begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not per- 
ish, but have everlasting life. 

17 For: God sent not his Son into the 
world to condemn the world; but that 
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the world through him might be saved. 

18 @ He that believeth on him is not 
condemned: but he that believeth not is 
condemned already, because he hath not 
believed in the name of the only begotten 
Son of God. 

19 And:this is the condemnation, that 
light is come into the world, and men 
loved darkness rather than light, because 
their-deeds were’ evil. 

20 For every one that doeth evil hateth 
the light, neither cometh to the light, lest 
his deeds should be reproved. 

21 But he that doeth truth cometh to 
the light, that his deeds may be made 
manifest, that they are wrought in God. 

22 ¢ After these things came Jé’-stis 
and his disciples into the land of Ja-d’- 
a; and there he tarried with them, and 
baptized. J 

23 ¢ And John also was baptizing in 

‘non near to Sa’-lim, because there 
was much water there: and they came, 
and were baptized. E 

24 For John was not yet cast into pris- 


on. 

25 ¢ Then there arose a question be- 
tween some of John’s disciples and the 
Jéws about purifying.: 

26 And they came unto John, and said 
unto him, Rab’-bi, he that was with thee 
beyond Jér’-dan, to whom thou barest 
witness, behold, the same baptizeth, and 
all men come to him. ; 

27 John answered and said, A man can 
receive nothing, except it be given him 
from heaven. 

28 Ye yourselves bear me witness, that 
I said, I am not the christ, but that lam 
sent before him.

Chapter 4 


\ \ ] HEN therefore the Lord knew how 
a, the Phar’-i-séés had heard that Jé’- 
' sus made and baptized more disciples 

than John, 3 

2 (Though Jé’-siis himself baptized not, 
but his disciples,) 

3 He left Ja-dz’-4, and departed again 
into Gal’-i-léé. 

4 And he must needs go through Sa- 

méar’-i-a. 
‘5 Then cometh he to a city of Sa-mAr’- 
i-a, which is called Sy’-char, near to the 
parcel of ground that Ja’-cob gave to his 
son JO’-séph. 

6 Now Ja’-cob’s well was there. Jé’-sitis 
therefore, being wearied with his jour- 
ney, sat thus on the well: and it was about 
the sixth hour. 

-7 There cometh a woman of Sa-mAar’- 
i-a to draw water: Jé’-sus saith unto her, 
Give me to drink. ‘ 
8 (For his disciples were gone away un- 
to the city to buy meat.) 
- 9 Then saith the woman of Sa-mAar’-i-4 
unto him, How is it that thou, being a 
Jéw, askest drink of me, which am a wo- 
man of Sa-mar’-i-a? for the Jews have 
no dealings with the Sa-mar’-i-tans. 
Jé’-Sus answered and said unto her, 
If thou knewest the gift of God, and who 
_ it is that saith to thee, Give me to drink; 
thou wouldest have asked of him, and he 
would have given thee living water. __ 

The woman saith unto him, Sir, 
thou hast nothing to draw with, and the 

’ well is deep: from whence then hast thou 
that living water? 

12 Art thou greater than our father 
Ja’-cob, which gave us the well, and 
drank thereof himself, and his children, 
and his cattle? ; 

Jé’-Sus answered and said unto her, 
Whosoever drinketh of this water shall 
thirst again: Kin 

14 But whosoever drinketh of the wa- 
ter that I shall give him shall never thirst ; 
but the water that I shall give him shall be 
in pip a wee of water springing up into 
everlasting life. ‘ 

The omar saith unto him, Sir, give 
me this water, that I thirst not, neither 
come hither to draw. 

16 Jé’-Sus saith unto her, Go, call thy 
husband, and come hither. : 

The woman answered and said, I 
have no husband. Jé’-sus said unto her, 
Thou hast well said, I have no husband: 

18 For thou hast had five husbands; 

'_and he whom thou now hast is not thy 
husband: in that saidst thou truly. __ 

19 The woman saith unto him, Sir, I 
perceive that thou art a prophet. 


20 Our fathers worshipped -in_ this’ 


mountain; and ye say, that in Jé-ri’-sa- 
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lim is the place where men ought to wor- 
ship. 

21 Jé’-sis saith unto her, Woman, be- 
lieve me, the hour cometh, when ye shall 
neither in this mountain, nor yet at Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém, worship the Father. 

22 Ye worship ye know not what: we 
know what we worship: for salvation is 
of the Jéws. 

23 But the hour cometh, and now is, 
when the true worshippers shall worship 
the Father in spirit and in truth: for the 
Father seeketh such to worship him. 

God is a Spirit: and they that wor- 
ship him must worship Aim in spirit and 
in truth. 

25 The woman saith unto him, I know 
that Més-si’-As cometh, which is called 
Christ: when he is come, he will tell us all 
things. 

26 Jé’-Sus saith unto her, I that speak 
unto thee am he. 

27 ¢ And upon this came his disciples, 
and marvelled that he talked with the 
woman: yet no man said, What seekest 
thou? or, Why talkest thou with her? 

28 The woman then left her waterpot, 
and went her way into'the city, and saith 
to the men, 

29 Come, see a man, which told me all 
things that ever I did: is not this the 

hrist ? ‘ 

0 Then they went out of the city, and 
came unto him. 

31 ¢ In the mean while his disciples 
prayed him, saying, Master, eat. 

32 But he said unto them, I have meat 
to eat that ye know not of. 

33 Therefore said the disciples one to 
another, Hath any man brought him 
ought to eat? 

34 Jé’-Sus saith unto them, My meat is 
to do the will of him that sent me, and to 
finish his work. 

35 Say not ye, There are yet four 
months, and then cometh harvest? be- 
hold, I say unto you, Lift up your eyes, 
and look on the fields; for they are white 
already to harvest. 

36 And he that reapeth receiveth wages, 
and gathereth fruit unto life eternal: that 
both he that soweth and he that reapeth 
may rejoice together. i 

37 And herein is that saying true, One 
soweth, and another reapeth. 

38 I sent you to reap that whereon ye 
bestowed no labour: other men laboured, 
and ye are entered into their labours, 

39 ¢ And many of the S4-mar’-i-tans 
of that city believed on him for the saying 
of the woman, which testified, He told 
me all that ever I did. 

40 So when the Sa-mAr’-i-tans were 
come unto him, they besought him that 
he would tarry with them: and he abode 
there two days. 


ST. JOHN 5 


41 And many more believed because of 
his own word; 

42 And said unto the woman, Now we 
believe, not because of thy saying: for we 
have heard him ourselves, and know that 
this is indeed the Christ, the Saviour of 
the world. 

43 ¢ Now after two days he departed 
thence, and went into Gal’-i-lée. 

44 For Jé’-sus himself testified, that a 
prophet hath no honour in his own 
country. , 1 3f 

45 Then when he was come into Gal’-i- 
léé, the Gal-i-l%’-ans received him, hav- 
ing seen all the things that he did at Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém at the feast: for they also went 
unto the feast. GRE ‘ 

46 So Jé’-sus came again into Ca’-na of 
Gal’-i-léé, where he made the water wine. 
And there was a certain nobleman, whose 
son was sick at Ca-pér’-na-im. | 

47 When he heard that Jé’-Sts was 
come out of Ja-dz’-a into Gal’-i-lée, he 
went unto him, and besought him that he 
would come down, and heal his son: for 
he was at the point of death. 

48 Then said Jé’-sus unto him, Except 
ye see signs and wonders, ye will not be- 


ieve. ; : : 

49 The nobleman saith unto him, Sir, 
come down ere my child die. 

50 Jé’-sus saith unto him, Go thy way; 
thy son liveth. And the man believed the 
word that Jé’-sus had spoken unto him, 
and he went his way. : 

51 And as he was now going down, his 
servants met him, and told him, saying, 
Thy son liveth. 

52 Then enquired he of them the hour 
when he began to amend. And they said 
unto him, Yesterday at the seventh hour 
the fever left him. 

3 So the father knew that it was at the 
same hour, in the which Jé’-siis said unto 
him, Thy son liveth: and himself be- 
lieved, and his whole house. 

This is again the second miracle that 
Jé’-sts did, when he was come out of Jié- 
dz’-a into Gal’-i-léé. 


Chapter 5 


BIER this there wasa feast of the Jews; 
and Jé’-sus went up to Jé-rii’-s4-lém. 
2 Now there is at Jé-rai’-sa-lém by the 
sheep market a pool, which is called in 
the Hé’-bréw tongue Béth-é§’-da, having 
five porches.

7 The impotent man answered him, 
Sir, I have no man, when the water is 
troubled, to put _me into the pool: but 
while I am coming, another steppeth 
down before me. 

8 Jé’-sus saith unto him, Rise, take up 
thy bed, and walk. 

9 And immediately the man was made 
whole, and took up his bed, and walked: 
and on the same day was the sabbath. 

10 ¢ The Jéws therefore said unto him 
that was cured, It is the sabbath day: it is 
not lawful for thee to carry thy bed. 

11 He answered them, He that made 
me whole, the same said unto me, Take 
up thy bed, and walk. 

12 Then asked they him, What man is 
that which said unto thee, Take up thy 
bed, and walk? 

13 And he that was healed wist not who 
it was, for Jé’-siis had conveyed himself 
away, a multitude being in that place. 

4 Afterward Jé’-sts findeth him in the 
temple, and said unto him, Behold, thou 
art made whole: sin no more, lest a 
worse thing come unto thee. 

.The man departed, and told the 
Jews that it was Jé’-Siis, which had made 
him whole. 

16 And therefore did the Jews perse- 
cute Jé’-sus, and sought to slay him, be- 
cause he had done these things on the 
sabbath day. 

17 ¢ But Jé’-sis answered them, My 
Father worketh hitherto, and I work. 

18 Therefore the Jews sought the more 
to-kill him, because he not only had 
broken the sabbath, but said also that 
God was his Father, making himself 
equal with God. 

19 Then answered Jé’-sts and said unto 
them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, The 
Son can do nothing of himself, but what 
he seeth the Father do: for what things 
soever he doeth, these also doeth the Son 
MOO es ihe Fatheritaverh 

or the Father loveth the Son, and 
sheweth him all things that himself doeth: 
and he will shew him greater works than 
these, that ye may marvel. 

For as the Father raiseth up the 
dead, and quickeneth them; even so the

For the Father judgeth no man, but 
hath committed all judgment unto the 


Son: 

23 That all men should honour the Son, 
even as they honour the Father. He that 
honoureth not the Son honoureth not 
the Father which hath sent him.

24 Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 
that heareth my word, and believeth on 
im that sent me, hath everlasting life, 
and 1 not come into condemnation;

26 For as the Father hath life in him- 
self; so hath he given to the Son to have 
life in himself;

28 Marvel not at this: for the hour is 
coming, in the which all that are in the 
graves shall hear his voice, 

29 And shall come forth; they that have 

_ done peed: unto the resurrection of life;

as I hear, I judge: and my judgment is

24 When the people therefore saw that 
Jé’-Sus was not there, neither his dis- 
ciples, they also took shipping, and came 
to Ca-pér’-na-im, seeking for Jé’-sis. 

25 And when-they had found him on 
the other side of the sea, they said unto 
him, Rab’-bi, when camest thou hither? 

26 Jé’-sus answered them and said, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, Ye seek 
me, not because ye saw the miracles, but 
Hoa ey ye did eat of the loaves, and were 

ed. 

27 Labour not for the meat which per- 
isheth, but for that meat which endureth 
unto everlasting life, which the Son of 
man shall give unto you: for him hath 
God the Father sealed. 

28 Then said they unto him, What shall 
we do, that we might work the works of 
God? ;

34 Then said they unto him, Lord, ever- 
more give us this bread. 

And _ Jé’-sis said unto them, I am 
the bread of life: he that cometh to me 
shall never hunger; and he that believeth 
on me shall never thirst. ; 
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36 But I said unto you, That ye also 
have seen me, and be ieve not. 

37 All that the Father giveth me shall 
come to me; and him that cometh to me 
I will in no wise cast out. 

38 For I came down from heaven, not 
to do mine own will, but the will of him 
that sent me: : :

48 I am that bread of life. 

49 Your fathers did eat mAn’-n& in the 
wilderness, and are dead. 

50 This is the bread which cometh 
down from heaven, that a man may eat 
thereof, and not die. 

51 I am the living bread which came 
down from heaven: if any man eat of 
this bread, he shall live for ever: and the 
bread that I will give is my flesh, which I 
will give for the life of the world.

_ 22 Then said the Jews, Will he kill him- 
self? because he saith, Whither I go, ye 
cannot come. 

23 And he said unto them, Ye are from 
beneath; I am from above: ye are of this 
world; I am not of this world. 

24 I said therefore unto you, that ye 
shall die in your sins: for if ye believe not 
that I am he, ye shall die in your sins.

44 Ye are of your father the devil, and 
the lusts of your father ye will do. He was 
a murderer from the beginning, and 
abode not in the truth, because there is 
no truth in him. When he speaketh a lie, 
he speaketh of his own: for he is a liar, 
and the father of it. 

45 And because I tell you the truth, ye 
believe me not. 

46 Which of you convinceth me of sin? 
And if I say the truth, why do ye not be- 
lieve me? f 

47 He that is of God heareth God’s 
words: ye therefore hear them not,. be- 
cause ye are not of God. 

en answered the Jéws, and said 
unto him, Say we not well that thou art a 
Sa-mar’-i-tan, and hast a devil? 

49 Jé’-sis answered, I have not a devil; 
but I honour my Father, and ye do dis- 
honour me. ; 3 

50 And I seek not mine own glory: 
there is one that seeketh and judgeth. 

51 Verily, verily, I say unto you, If a 
manskee’ my saying, he shall never see

52. Then said the Jéws unto him, Now 
we know that thou hast a devil. A’-br4- 
ham is dead, and the prophets; and thou 
sayest, If a man keep my saying, he shall 
never taste of death.

6 When he had thus spoken, he spat on 
the ground, and made clay of the spittle, 
and he anointed the eyes of the blind man 
with the clay, 

7 And said unto him, Go, wash in the 
pool of Si-16’-am, (which is by interpre- 
tation, Sent.) He went his way therefore, 
and washed, and came seeing. 

8 ¢ The neighbours therefore, and they 
which before had seen him that he was 
blind, said, Is not this he that sat and 
begged? 

9 Some said, This is he: others said, He 
is like him: but he said, I am he. 

10 Therefore said they unto him, How 

were thine eyes opened ? 
: He answered and said, A man that 
is called Jé’-Sts made clay, and anointed 
mine eyes, and said unto me, Go to the 
pool of Si-16’-am, and wash: and I went 
and washed, and I received sight. 

12 Then said they unto him, Where is 
he? He said, I know not. 

13 ¢ They brought to the Phar’-i-sées 
him that aforetime was blind. 

14 And it was the sabbath day when 
Jé’-sus made the clay, and opened his 
eyes. 

15 Then again the Phar’-i-sées also 
asked him how he had received his sight. 
He said unto them, He put clay upon 
mine eyes, and I washed, and do see. 

16 Therefore said some of the Phar’-i- 
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sées, This man is not of God, because he 
keepeth not the sabbath day. Others said, 
How can a man that is a sinner do such 
miracles? And there was a division 
among them. i ’ 

17 They say unto the blind man again, 
What sayest thou of him, that he hath 
opened thine eyes? He said, He is a 
prophet. is 4 

18 But the Jéws did not believe con- 
cerning him, that he had been blind, and 
received his sight, until they called the 
parents of him that had received his 


sight. : ; 

19 And they asked them, saying, Is this 
your. son, who ye say was born blind? 
how then doth he now see? : 

20 His parents answered them and said, 
We know that this is our son, and that he 
was born blind: 

21 But by what means he now seeth, 
we know not; or who hath opened his 
eyes, we know not: he is of age; ask him: 
he shall speak for himself. 

22 These words spoke his parents, be- 
cause they feared the Jéws: for the Jews 
had agreed already, that if any man did 
confess that he was Christ, he should be 
put out of the synagogue. } 

23 Therefore said his parents, He is of 
age; ask him. 

24 Then again called they the man that 
was blind, and said unto him, Give God 
the praise: we know that this man is*a 
sinner. 

25 He answered and said, Whether he 
be a sinner or no, I know not: one thing I 
know, that, whereas I was blind, now I 


see. 

26 Then said they to him again, What 
did he to thee? how opened he thine 
eyes? 

27 He answered them, I have told you 
already, and ye did not hear: wherefore 
would ye hear it again? will ye also be 
his disciples? 

28 Then they reviled him, and said, 
Thou art his disciple; but we are MG’-sés” 
disciples. 

_29 We know that God spake unto M6’- 
8&8: as for this fellow, we know not from 
whence he is. 

The man answered and said unto 
them, Why herein is a marvellous thing, 
that ye know not from whence he is, and 
yet he hath opened mine eyes. 

31 Now we know that God heareth not 
sinners: but if ny man be a worshipper 
or God, and doeth his will, him he hear- 


eth. 

32 Since the world began was it not 
heard that any man opened the eyes of 
one that was born blind. 

3 If this man were not of God, he 
could do nothing. 
34 They answered and*said unto him, 
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Thou wast altogether born in sins, and 
dost thou teach us? And they cast him 


out. 
_. 35 Jé’-sts heard that they had cast him 
- out; and when he had found him, he said 
unto him, Dost thou believe on the Son 
of God? 
_ 36 He answered and said, Who is he, 

Lord, that I might believe on him? 

37 d Jé’-sis said unto him, Thou 

hast both seen him, and it is he that talk- 


eth with thee. . 

38 And he said, Lord, I believe. And he 
worshipped him. | 

39 ¢ And Jé’-sus said, For judgment I 


am come into this world, that they which 
see not might see; and that they which 
see might be made blind. 

40 And some of the Phar’-i-séés which 
were with him heard these words, and 
said unto him, Are we blind also? 

41 Jé’-sus said unto them, If ye were 
blind, ye should have no sin: but now ye 
say, Wesee; therefore your sin remaineth. 


Chapter 10 


Webuee verily, I say unto you, He 
that entereth not by the door into the 
_ sheepfold, but climbeth up some other 
way, the same is a thief and a robber. 
2 But he that entereth in by the door is 
the shepherd of the sheep. 
: To him the porter openeth; and the 
sheep hear his voice: and he calleth his 
-own sheep by name, and -leadeth them 


* out, 


4 And when he putteth forth his own 
‘sheep, he goeth before them, and the 
sheep follow, him: for they know his 
voice, 

5 And a stranger will they not follow, 
but will flee from him: for they know not 
the voice of strangers. & 

6 This parable spake Jé’-sus unto them: 
but they understood not what things they 
were which he spake unto them. . 

7 Then said Je’-sis unto them again, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, I am the 
door of the sheep. 

8 All that ever came before me are 
thieves and robbers: but the sheep did 
not hear them. : 

9. Iam the door: by meif any man enter 
in, hes be saved, and shall go in and 
out, and find pasture. 

The thief cometh not, but for to 
steal, and to kill, and to destroy: I am 
come that they might have life, and that 
they might have it more abundantly, 

1 I am the good shepherd: the good 
shepherd giveth his life for the sheep. 
12 But he that isan hireling, and not 
the shepherd, whose own the sheep are 
not, seeth the wolf comings and leaveth 
the sheep, and fleeth: and t 
eth them, and scattereth the sheep. 
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13 The hireling fleeth, because he is an 
hireling, and careth not for the sheep. 

14 I am the good shepherd, and know 
my. sheep, and am known of mine. 

5 As the Father knoweth me, even so 
know I the Father: and I lay down my 
life for the sheep. 

16 And other sheep I have, which are 
not of this fold: them also I must bring, 
and they shall hear my voice; and there 
shall be one fold, and one shepherd. 

17 Therefore doth my Father love me, 

because I lay down my life, that I might 
take it again. 
_18 No man taketh it from me, but I lay 
it down of myself. I have power to lay it 
down, and I have power to take it again. 
This commandment have I received of 
my Father. 

19 ¢ There was a division therefore 
again among the Jéws for these sayings. 

20 And many of them said, He hath a 
devil, and is mad; why hear ye him? 

21 Others said, These are not the words 
of him that hath a devil. Can a devil open 
the eyes of the blind? 

22 ¢ And it was at Jé-ri’-sa-lém the 
feast of the dedication, and it was winter. 

23 And Jé’-sis walked in the temple in 
S6l’-6-mon’s porch. 

en came the Jéws round about 
him, and said unto him, How long dost 
dost thou make us to doubt? If thou be 
the Christ, tell us plainly. 

25 Jé’-sus answered them, I told you, 
and ye believed not: the works that I do 
in my Father’s name, they bear witness 
of me. , 

26 But ye believe not, because ye are 
not of my sheep, as I said unto you. 

My sheep hear my voice, and I know 
them, and they follow me: 

28 And I give unto them eternal life; 
and they shall never perish, neither shall 
any man pluck them out of my hand. 

My Father, which gave them me, is 
greater than all; and no man is able to 
pluck them out of my Father’s hand. 

30 I and my Father are one. 

31 Then the Jéws took up stones again 
to stone him. 

32 .Jé’-Sus answered them, Many good 
works have I shewed you from my Fa- 
ther; for which of those works do ye 
stone me?__- ; i 

33 The JEWs answered him, saying, For 
a good work we stone thee not; but for 
blasphemy ; and because that thou, being 
a man, makest thyself God. __ : 

34 Jé’-sus answered them, Is it not writ- 
ten in your law, I said, Ye are gods? 

35 If he called them gods, unto whom 
the word of God came, and the scripture 
cannot be broken; 

36 Say ye of him, whom the Father 
hath sanctified, and sent into the world, 
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Thou blasphemest; because I said, I am 
the Son of God? 

37 If I do not the works of my Father, 
believe me not. : 

38 But if I do, though ye believe not 
me, believe the works: that ye may 
know, and believe, that the Father is 
in me, and I in him. ; 

39 Therefore they sought again to take 
him: but he escaped out of their hand, 

40 And went away again beyond Jér’- 
dan into the place where John at first 
baptized; and there he abode. __ 

41 And many resorted unto him, and 
said, John did no miracle: but all things 
that John spake of this man were true. 

42 And many believed on him there. 


Chapter 11 


OW a certain man was sick, named 
Laz’-a-rus, of Béth’-a-ny, the town 
of Mar’-y and her sister Mar’-tha. 

2 (It was that Mar’-y which anointed 
the Lord with ointment, and wiped his 
feet with her hair, whose brother Laz’-a- 
rus was sick.) 


3 Therefore his sisters sent unto him, 1 


saying, Lord, behold, he whom thou 
lovest is sick. | 

hen Jé’-Sus heard that, he said, 
This sickness is not unto death, but for 
the glory of God, that the Son of God 
might be glorified thereby. 

5 Now Jé’-sus loved Mar’-tha, and her 
sister, and Laz’-a-ris. 

6 When he had heard therefore that he 
was sick, he abode two days still in the 
same place where he was. 

7 Then after that saith he to his dis- 
ciples, Let us £0 into Ja-dz’-a again. 

8 His disciples say unto him, Master, 
the Jéws of late sought to stone thee; and 
goest thou thither again? 

9 Jé’-sus answered, Are there not twelve 
hours in the day? If any man walk in the 
day, he stumbleth not, because he seeth 
the light of this world. 

10 But if a man walk in the night, he 
stumbleth, because there is'no light in 


him. 
11 These things said he: and after that 
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us also go, that we may die with him. 
17 Then when Jé’-sus came, he fonnd 
that he had Jain in the grave four days 


already. 

18 Now Béth’-a-ny was nigh unto Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém, about fifteen furlongs off: 

9 And many of the Jéws came to 
Mar’-tha and Mar’-y, to comfort them 
concerning their brother. 

hen Mar’-tha, as soon as she heard 
that Jé’-sis was coming, went and met 
him: but Mar’-y sat still in the house. 

21 Then said Mar’-tha unto Jé’-sus, 
Lord, if thou hadst been here, my brother 
had not died. 

22 But I know, that even now, whatso- 
pee thou wilt ask of God, God will give 
it thee. 

23 Jé’-sus saith unto her, Thy brother 
shall rise again. : 

Mar’-tha saith unto him, I know 
that he shall rise again in the resurrection 
at the last day. 

25 Jé’-sus said unto her, I am the resur- 
rection, and the life: he that believeth in 
me, though he were dead, yet shall he 


ive: 
26 And whosoever liveth and believeth 
in me shall never die. Believest thou 


this? 

27 She saith unto him, Yea, Lord: I be- 
lieve that thou art the Christ, the Son of 
God, which should come into the world. 

28 And when she had so said, she went 
her way, and called Mar’-y her sister 
secretly, saying, The Master is come, and 
calleth for thee. 

29 As soon as she heard that, she arose 
quickly, and came unto him. 

30 Now Jé’-sis was not yet come into 

the town, but was in that place where 
Mar’-tha met him. 
_31 The Jews then which were with her 
inthe house, and comforted her, when 
they saw Mar’-y, that she rose up hastily 
and went out, followed her, saying, She 
goeth unto the grave to weep there. 

32 Then when Mar’-¥ was come where 
Jé’-ss was, and saw him, she fell down 
at his feet, saying unto him, Lord, if thou 
hadst been here, my brother had not 


he saith unto them, Our friend Laz’-a- died 


rus sleepeth; but I go, that I may awake 
him out of ieee: } 

2 Then said his disciples, Lord, if he 
sleep, he shall do well. 

13 Howbeit Jé’-sus spake of his death: 
but they thought that he had spoken of 
taking of rest in sleep. 

14 Then said Jé’-sis unto them plainly, 
Laz’-a-rus is dead. 

15: And I. am glad for your sakes that I 
was not there, to the intent ye may be- 
lieve; nevertheless let us go unto him. 

Then said Thom’-as, which is called 
Did’-y-mts, unto his fellowdisciples, Let 


ied. 

_ 33 When Jé’-stis therefore saw her weep- 
ing, and the Jéws also weeping which 
came with her, he groaned in the spirit; 
and was troubled 

34 And said, Where have ye laid him? 
They said unto him, Lord, come and see. 

35 Jé’-suis wept. 

36 Then said the Jéws, Behold how he 
loved him! 

37 And some of them said, Could not 
this man, which st pox the eyes of the 
blind, have caused that even this man 
should not have died? s 

38 Jé’-sts therefore again groaning in 
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himself cometh to the grave. It was a 
cave, and a stone lay upon it. 

39. Jé’-sus said, Take ye away the stone. 
Mar’-tha, the sister of him that was dead, 
- saith unte him, Lord, by this time he 
stinketh: for he hath been dead four days. 

40 Jé’-sus saith unto her, Said I not un- 
to thee, that, if thou wouldest believe, 
thou shouldest see the glory of God? 

41 Then they took away the stone from 
the place where the dead was laid. And 
Jé’-Sus lifted up his eyes, and said, Fa- 
ther, I thank thee that thou hast heard 


me. 
42 And I knew that thou hearest me al- 
ways: but because of the people which 
stand by I said it, that they may believe 
that thou hast sent me. 
43 And when he thus had spoken, he 
cried with a loud voice, Laz’-a-ris, come 


-forth. 

44 And he that was dead came forth, 
bound hand and foot with graveclothes: 
and his face was bound about witha nap- 
kin. Jé’-sus saith unto them, Loose him, 
and let him go. ‘ 

45 Then many of the Jéws which came 
to Mar’-y, and had seen the things which 
Jé’-sus did, believed on him. 

“46: But some of them went their ways to 
the Phar’-i-séés, and told them what 
things Jé’-sus had done. , 

‘47-9 Then gathered the chief, priests 
and the Phar’-i-séés a council, and said, 
What do we? for this man-doeth many 
miracles. 

48 If we let him thus,alone, all. men will 
believe on him: and the R36’-mans‘shall 
come and take away both our place and 
nation. r 

49 And one.of them, named C4i’-a- 
phas, being the high priest: that same 
years said unto them, Ye know nothing 
at all, i 

50 Nor consider that it is expedient for 
us, that one man should die for the peo- 
ple, and that the whole nation perish not. 

51 And this spake he not of himself: 
but being high priest that year, he proph- 
esied that Jé’-sus should die for that na- 


tion ; 

52 And not for that nation only, but 
that also he should gather together in one 
the children of God that were scattered 
abroad. 

53 Then from that day forth they took 
counsel together for to put him to death. 

54 Jé’-stis therefore walked. no more 
openly among the Jéws; but went thence 
unto a country near to the wilderness, 
into a city called £’-phra-im, and there 
. continued with his disciples. : 

55. & And the Jéws’ passover was nigh 
at hand: and many went out of the coun- 
try up to Jé-ri’-sa-lém before the pass- 
over, to purify themselves: 
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56 Then sought they for Jé’-siis, and 
spake among themselves, as they stood 
in the temple, What think ye, that he will 
not come to the feast? 

57 Now both the chief priests and the 
Phar’-i-séés had given a commandment, 
that, if any man knew where he were, he 
should shew it, that they might take him.

7.Then_ said Jé’-sus, Let her alone: 
against the day of my burying hath’ she 
kept. this. i: 

8 For the poor always ye have with 
you; but me ye have not always. 

9 Much people of the Jéws therefore 
knew that he was there: and ‘they came 
not for Jé’-sus’ sake only, but that they 
might see Laz’-a-rus also, whom he had 
raised from the dead. 

O ¢@ But the chief priests consulted 
that they might put Laz’-a-rus also to 
death ; 

11 Because that by reason of him many 
ae JEws went away, and believed on 
é’-sus: a 

12. f On the next day much people that 
were come to the feast, when they heard 
that Jé’-Sus was coming to Jé-rii’-sa-lém, 

13 Took branches of palm trees, and. 
went forth to meet him, and cried, H6- 
san’-na: Blessed is the King of Is’-ra-él 
that cometh in the name of the Lord. 

14 And Jé’-sus, when he had found a 
young ass, sat thereon; as it is written, 

15 Fear not, daughter of si’-on: be- 
hold, thy King cometh, sitting on an 
ass’s Colt. ren 

16. These things understood not his dis- 
ciples at the first: but when. Jé’-sus was 
glorified, then remembered they that 
these things were written of him, and that 
they had done these things unto him. 

17 The! people therefore that was with 
him when he called Laz’-a-rus out of his 
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grave, and raised him from the dead, bare 
record. 

18 For this cause the people also met 
him, for that they heard that he had done 
this miracle. ‘ 

19 The Phar’-i-séestherefore said among 
themselves, Perceive ye how ye prevail 
nothing? behold, the world is gone after 


m. 
20 @ And there were certain Gréeks 

among them that came up to worship at 

the feast: : 

21 The same came therefore to Phil’-ip, 
which was of Béth-sa’-i-da of Gal’-i-lée, 
and desired him, saying, Sir, we would 
see Jé’-Sus. iu 

22 Phil’-ip cometh and telleth An’- 
dréw: and again An’-dréw and Phil’-ip 
tell Jé’-sus. ¥ 

23 ¢ And Jé’-sts answered them, say- 
ing, The hour is come, that the Son of 
man should be Fy Seetet 

24 Verily, verily, I say unto you, Except 
a corn of wheat fall into the ground and 
die, it abideth alone: but if it die, it 
bringeth forth much fruit. 

25 He that loveth his life shall lose it; 
and he that hateth his life in this world 
shall keep it unto life eternal. — 

6 If any man serve me, let him follow 
me; and where I am, there shall also my 
servant be: if any man serve me, him will 
Father honour. 

7 Now is my soul troubled; and what 
shall I say? Father, save me from this 
hour: but for this cause came I unto this 


hour. 

28 Father, glorify thy name. Then came 
there a voice from heaven, saying, I have 
both glorified it, and will glorify it again. 

29 The people therefore, that stood by, 
and heard it, said that it thundered: 
others said, An angel spake to him. 

30 Jé’-sts answered and said, This 
voice came not because of me, but for 
your sakes. 

31 Now is the judgment of this world: 
now shall the prince of this world be cast 


out. 

32 And I, if I be lifted up from the 
earth, will draw all men_unto me. 

33 This he said, signifying what death 
he should die. } 

34 The people answered him, We have 
heard out of the law that Christ abideth 
for ever: and how sayest thou, The Son 
of man must be lifted up? who is this 
Son of man? 

35 Then Jé’-stss said unto them, Yet a 
little while is the light with you. Walk 
while ye have the light, lest darkness 
come upon you: for he that walketh in 
darkness knoweth not whither he goeth. 

36 While ye have light, believe in the 


light, that ye may be the children of G 


light. These things spake Jé’-sts, and

departed, and did hide himself from 
m. 


them. 

37 ¢ But though he had done so many 
miracles before them, yet they believed 
not on him: Ging 

38 That the saying of E-sai’-as the 
prophet might be fulfilled, which he 
spake, Lord, who hath believed our re- 
port? and to whom hath the arm of the 
Lord been revealed? ; 

39 Therefore they could not believe, 
because that £-sai’-as said again, 

40 He hath blinded their eyes, and 
hardened their heart; that they should 
not see with their eyes, nor understand 
with their heart, and be converted, and I 
should heal them. J 

1 These things said E-8ai’-4s, when he 
saw his glory, and spake of pe 

42 @ Nevertheless among the chief rul- 
ers also many believed on him; but be- 
cause of the Phar’-i-séés they did not 
confess him, lest they should be put out of 
the synagogue: : 

43 For they loved the praise of men 
more than the praise of God. 

44 @ Jé’-sus cried and said, He that be- 
lieveth on me, believeth not on me, but 
on him that sent me. , 

45 And he that seeth me seeth him that 
sent me. 

46 I am come a light into the world, 
that whosoever believeth on me should 
not abide in darkness. 

47 And if any man hear my words, and 
believe not, I judge him not: for I came 
not to judge the world, but to save the 


world. 

48 He that rejecteth me, and receiveth 
not my words, hath one that judgeth 
him: the word that I have spoken, the 
same shall judge him in the last day. 

49 For I have not spoken of myself; 

but the Father which sent me, he gave me 
a commandment, what I should say, and 
what I should speak. 
_50 And I know that his commandment 
is life everlasting: whatsoever I speak 
therefore, even as the Father said unto 
me, sd I speak. 


Chapter 13 


PS Be before the feast of the passover, 

when Jé’-sis knew that his hour 
was come that he should depart out of 
this world unto the Father, having loved 
his own which were in the world, he loved 
them unto the end.

im, If I wash thee not, thou hast no 
part with me. 

9 Si’-mon Pé’-tér saith unto him, Lord 
not my feet only, but also my hands an 
my head. 

10 Jé’-sus saith to him, He that is 
-washed needeth not save to wash his feet, 
but is clean every whit: and ye are clean, 
but not all. 

For he knew who should betray 
ane therefore said he, Ye are not all 
clean. 
12 So after he had washed their feet, 
and had taken his garments, and was set 
down again, he said unto them, Know ye 
what I have done to you? 

13 Yecall me Master and Lord: and ye 
say well; for so Iam. 

14 If I then, your Lord and Master, 
have washed your feet; ye also ought to 
wash one another’s feet. 

15 For I have given you an example, 
that ye should do as I have done to 


you. 

16 Verily, verily, I say unto you, The 
servant is not greater than his lord; nei- 
ther he that is sent greater than he that 
sent him. ¢ 

17 If ye know these things, happy are 
ye if ye do them. 

18 @ I speak not of you all: I know 
whom I have chosen: but that the scrip- 
ture may be fulfilled, He that eateth 
bread with me hath lifted up his heel 
eae me. } 

9 Now I tell you before it come, that, 
when it is come to pass, ye may believe 
that I am he. 

20 Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 
that receiveth whomsoever I send re- 
ceiveth me; and he that receiveth me re- 
ceiveth him that, sent me. : 

21 When Jé’-sus had thus said, he was 
troubled in spirit, and testified, and said, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, that one of 
you shall betray me. 

22 Then the disciples looked one on 
- another, doubting of whom he spake. 

23 Now there was leaning on Jé’-sus’ 

bosom one of his disciples, whom Jé’-Sus 


loved. 
24 Si’-mon Pé’-tér therefore beckoned 
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to him, that he should ask who it should 
be of whom he spake. 

25 He then lying on Jé’-sus’ breast saith 
unto him, Lord, who is it? 

26 Jé’-sus answered, He it is, to whom I 
shall give a sop, when I have dipped it. 
And when he had dipped the sop, he 
gave it to Ja’-das Is-car’-i-ot, the son of 
Si’-mon. 

_27 And after the sop Sa’-tan entered 
into him. Then said Jé’-sus unto him, 
That thou doest, do quickly. 

28 Now no man at the table knew for 
what intent he spake this unto him. 

29 For some of them thought, because 
Ja’-das had the bag, that Jé’-sus had said 
unto him, Buy those things that we have 
need of against the feast; or, that he 
should give something to the poor. 

30 He then having received the sop 
went immediately out: and it was night. 

31 ¥ Therefore, when he was gone out, 
Jé’-sus said, Now is the Son of man glori- 
fied, and God is glorified in him. 

32 If God be glorified in him, God shall 
also gions him in himself, and shall 
straightway glorify him. 

33 Little children, yet.a little while I am 
with you. Ye shallseek me: and as I said 
unto the Jéws, Whither I go, ye cannot 
come; so now I say to you. 

4 A new commandment I give unto 
you, That:ye love one another; as I have 
loved you, that ye also love one another. 

35 By this shall all men know that ye 
are my disciples, if ye have love one to 
another. . 

36 ¢ Si’-mon Pé’-tér said unto him, 
Lord, whither goest thou? Jé’-sus an- 
swered him, Whither I go;thou canst not 
follow me now;; but thou shalt follow me 
afterwards. . ; 

37 Pé’-tér said unto him, Lord, why 
cannot I follow thee now? I will lay down 
my life for thy sake. 

38 Jé’-sus answered him, Wilt thou lay 
down thy life for my sake? Verily, verily, 
I say unto thee, The cock shall not crow, 
till thou hast denied me thrice.

9 Jé’-Sus saith unto him, Have I been so 
long time with you, and yet hast thou not 
known me, Phil’-ip? he that hath seen 
me hath seen the Father; and how sayest 
thou then, Shew'us the Father? 

10 Believest thou not that I am in the 
Father, and the Father in me? the words 
that I speak unto you I speak not of my- 
self: but the Father that dwelleth in me, 
he doeth the works. 

11 Believe me that I am in the Father, 
and the Father in me: or else believe me 
for the very works’ sake. 

12 Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 
that believeth on me, the works that I do 
shall he do also; and greater works than 
these shall he do; because I go unto my 
Father.

27 Peace I leave with you, my peace I 
give unto you: not as the world giveth, 
give I unto you:Let not your heart be 
troubled, neither let it be afraid.

10 If ye keep my commandments, ye 
shall abide in my love; even as I have 
kept my Father’s commandments, and 
abide in his love. S01 

These things have I spoken unto 
you, that my joy might remain in you, 
and that your joy might be full. : 

12 This is my commandment, That ye 
love one another, as I have loved you. 

13 Greater love hath no,man than this,

word 
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that a man lay down his life for his 
friends. 

14 Ye are my friends, if ye do whatso- 

ever I command you. 

* 15 Henceforth I call you not servants; 
for the servant knoweth not what: his 
lord doeth: but I have called you friends; 
for all things that I have heard of my 
Father I have made known unto you. 

6 Ye have not chosen me, but I have 
chosen you, and ordained you, that ye 
should go and bring forth fruit, and that 
your fruit should remain: that whatso- 
ever ye shall ask of the Father in my 
name, he may give it you. 

17 These things I command you, that 
ye love one another. 

18 If the world hate you, ye know that 
it hated me before it hated you. 

“19 If ye were of the world, the world 
would love his own: but because ye are 
not of the world, but I have chosen you 
out of the world, therefore the worl 
_ hateth you. ‘ 

20 Remember the word that I said unto 
you, The servant is not greater than his 
lord. If they have persecuted me, they 
will also persecute you; if they have kept 
my saying, they will keep your’s also. 

21 But all these things will they do unto 
you for my name’s sake, because they 
know not him that sent me. 

22 If I had not come and spoken unto 
them, they had not had sin: but now they 
have no cloke for their sin. -~ 

23 He that hateth me hateth my Father 


also. 
_ 24 If I had not done among them the 
works which none other man did, they 
had not had sin: but now have they both 
seen and hated both me and my Father. 

25 But this cometh to pass, that the 
word might be fulfilled that is written in 
their law, They hated me without a cause. 

26 But when the Comforter is come, 
whom I will send unto you from the Fa- 
ther, even the Spirit of truth, which pro- 
ceedeth from the Father, he shall testify 
of me: 

27 And ye also shall bear witness, be- 
cause ye have been with me from the 
beginning. 

Chapter 16 


1 Bec things have I spoken unto you, 
that ye should not be offended. 

2 They shall put you out-of the syna- 
gogues: yea, the time cometh, that who- 
soever killeth you will think that he doeth 
God service. i 
- 3 And these things will they do unto 

- you, because they have not known the 
Father, nor me. 

4 But these things have I told you, that 
when the time shall come, ye may remem- 
ber that I told you of.them.

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things I said not unto you at the begin- 
ning, because I was with you. 

5 But now I go my way to him that sent 
me; and none of you asketh me, Whither 
goest thou? 

6 But because I have said these things 
unto you, sorrow hath filled your heart. 

7 Nevertheless I tell you the truth; It is 
expedient for you that I go away: for if I 
go not away, the Comforter will not 
come unto you; but if I depart, I will 
send him unto you. 

8 And when he is come, he will reprove 
the world of sin, and of*righteousness, 
and of judgment: ; 

9 Of sin, because they believe not on 


me; . 

10 Of righteousness, because I go to 
my Father, and ye see me no more; 

11 Of judgment, because the prince of 
this world is judged. 

12 I have yet many things to say unto 
you, but ye cannot bear them now. 

Howbeit when he, the Spirit of 

truth, is come, he will guide you into all 
truth: for he shall not speak of himself; 
but whatsoever he shall hear, that shall 
he speak: and he will shew you things to 


come. 

14 He shall glorify me: for he shall re- 
ceive of mine, and shall shew it unto you. 

15 All things that the Father hath are 
mine: therefore said I, that he shall take 
of mine, and shall shew it unto you. 

16 A little while, and ye shall not see 
me: and again, a little while, and ye shall 
see me, because I go to the Father. 

17 Then said some of. his disciples 
among themselves, What is this that he 
saith unto us, A little while; and ye shall 
not see me: and again, a little while, and 
ye shall see me: and, Because I go to the 
Father? : 

18 They said therefore, What is this 
that he saith, A little while? we cannot 
tell what he saith. 

19 Now Jé’-sus knew that they were de- 
sirous to ask him, and said unto them, 
Do ye enquire among yourselves of that 
I said, A little while, and ye shall not see 
me: and again, a little while, and ye shall 
see me? 

20 Verily, verily, I say unto you, That 
ye shall weep and lament, but the world 
shall rejoice: and ye shall be sorrowful, 
but your sorrow shall be turned into joy, 

21. A woman when she is in travail hath 
sorrow, because her hour is come: but as 
soon as she is delivered of the child, she 
remembereth no more the anguish, for 
joy that a man is born into the world. 

22 And ye now therefore have sorrow: 
but I will see you again, and your heart 
shall rejoice, and your joy no man taketh 
from you. 

23 And in that day ye shall ask me 
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nothing. Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Whatsoever ye shall ask the Father in my

24 Hitherto have ye asked nothing in 
my name: ask, and ye shall receive, that 
your joy may be full. 

25 These things have I spoken unto you 
in proverbs: but the time cometh, when I 
shall no more speak unto you in prov- 
erbs, but I shall shew you plainly of the 
Father. : 

26 At that day ye shall ask in my name: 
and I say not unto you, that I will pray 
the Father for you: 

27 For the Father himself loveth you, 
because ye have loved me, and have be- 
lieved that I came out from God. 

28 I came forth from the Father, and 
am come into the world: again, I leave 
the world, and go to the Father. 

29 His disciples said unto him, Lo, now 
speakest thou plainly, and speakest no 
proverb. 

30 Now are we sure that thou knowest 
all things, and needest not that any man 
should ask thee: by this we believe that 
thou camest forth from God. 

31 Jé’-sus answered them, Do ye now 
believe? j 

32 Behold, the hour cometh, yea, is 
now come, that ye shall be scattered, 
every man to his own, and shall leave me 
alone: and yet I am not alone, because 
the Father is with me. 

33 These things I have spoken unto 
you, that in me ye might have peace. In 
the world ye shall have tribulation: but 
be ee good cheer; I have overcome the 
world. 


Chapter 17 


i (a he words spake Jé’-stis, and lifted 
up his eyes to heaven, and said, Fa- 
ther, the hour is come; glorify thy Son, 
that thy Son also may glorify thee: 

2 As thou hast given him power over all 
flesh, that he should give eternal life to as 
many as thou hast given him. 

3 And this is life eternal, that they 
might know thee the only true God, and 
Jé’-stis Christ, whom thou hast sent. 

4 I have glorified thee on the earth: I 
have finished the work which thou gav- 
est me to do. 

5 And now, O Father, glorify thou me 
with thine own self with the glory which 
I had with thee before the world was. 

6 I have manifested thy name unto the 
men which thou gavest me out of the 
world: thine they were, and thou gavest 
them me; and they have kept thy word. 

7 Now they have known that all things 
yeah ta thou hast given me are of 
thee. : 

8 For I have given unto them the words 
which thou gavest me; and they have re- 
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ceived them, and have known surely that 
I came out from thee, and they have be- 
lieved that thou didst send me. 

9 I pray for them: I pray not for the 
world, but for them which thou hast 
given me; for they are thine. y 

10 And all mine are thine, and thine are 
mine; and I am glorified in them. 

11 And now Iam no more in the world, 
but these are in the world, and I come to 
thee. Holy Father, keep through thine 
own name those whom thou hast given 
me, that they may be one, as we are. 

12 While I was with them in the world, 
I kept them in thy name: those that thou 
gavest me I have kept, and none of them 
is lost, but the son of perdition; that the 
scripture might be fulfilled. 

3 And now come I to thee; and these 
things I speak in the world, that they 
might have my joy fulfilled in them- 
selves. 

14 I have given them thy word; and the 
world hath hated them, because they are 
not of the world, even as I am not of the 
world. 

15 I pray not that thou shouldest take 
them out of the world, but that thou 
shouldest keep them from the evil. 

16 They are not of the world, even as I 
am not of the world. 

17 Sanctify them through thy truth: 
thy word is truth. 

18 As thou hast sent me into the world, 
even so have I also sent them into the 
world. 

19 And for their sakes I sanctify my- 
self, that they also might be sanctified 
through the truth. 

20 Neither pray I for these alone, but 
for them also which shall believe on me 
through their word; 

21 That they all may be one; as thou, 
Father, art in me, and I in thee, that they 
also may be one in us: that the world may 
believe that thou hast sent me. 

2 And the glory which thou gavest me 
I have given them; that they may be one, 
even as we are one: 

3 I in them, and thou in me, that they 
may be made perfect in one; and that the 
world may know that thou hast sent me, 
and hast loved them, as thou hast loved 


me. 

24 Father, I will that they also, whom 
thou hast given me, be with me where 
I am; that they may behold my glory, 
which thou hast given me: for thou 
an me before the foundation of the 
world. 

25 O righteous Father, the world hath 
not known thee: but I have known 
thee, and these have known that thou 
hast sent me. 3 

26 And I have declared unto them thy

Chapter 18 


HEN _ Jé’-sis had spoken these 

words, he went forth with his dis- 

ciples over the brook Cé’-drén, where 

was a garden, into the which he entered, 
and his disciples. 

And Jia’-das also, which betrayed 
him, knew the place: for Jé’-Siis ofttimes 
resorted thither with his disciples. 

3 Ja’-das then, having received a band 
of men and officers from the chief priests 
and Phar’-i-séés, cometh thither with lan- 
terns and torches and weapons. 

4 Jé’-sus therefore, knowing all things 
that should come upon him, went forth, 
and said unto them, Whom seek ye? 

5 They answered him, Jé’-Siis of Naz’- 
a-réth. Jé’-sus saith unto them, I am he. 
And Ji’-das also, which betrayed him, 
stood with them. 

As_soon then as he had said unto 
them, I am he, they went backward, and 
fell to the ground. 

7 Then asked he them again, Whom 
seek pe? And they said, Jé’-Sts of Naz’- 
a-réth. | 
‘8 Jé’-sus answered, I have told you that 
Iam he: if therefore ye seek me, let these 
go their way: | . 

That the saying might be fulfilled, 
which he spake, Of them which thou 
gavest me have I lost none, . 

Then Si’-mon Pé’-tér having a sword 
drew it, and smote the high priest’s ser- 
vant, and cut off his right ear. The ser- 
’ vant’s name was Mal’-chis. 

11 Then said Jé’-sts unto Pé’-tér, Put 
up thy sword into the sheath: the cup 
which my Father hath given me, shall I 
not drink it? ; 

12 Then the band and the captain and 
Officers of the Jéws took Jé’-sts, and 
bound him, ) { 

13 And led him away to An’-nas first ; 
for he was father in law to Cai’-4-phas, 
which was the high priest that same year. 

14 Now Cai’-a-phas was he, which gave 
counsel to the Jéws, that it was expedient 
that one man should die for the people. 

15 ¢ And Si’-mon Pé’-tér followed Jé’- 
Sus, and so did another disciple: that dis- 
ciple was known unto the high priest, and 
went in with Jé’-sus into the palace of the 
high priest. ' 

16 But Pé’-tér stood at the door with- 
out. Then went out that other disciple, 
which was known unto the high priest, 
and spake unto her that kept the door, 
_and brought in Pé’-tér. 

17 Then saith the damsel that kept the 
door unto Pé’-tér, Art not thou also one 
of this man’s disciples? He saith, I am 
not. 
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18 And the servants and officers stood 
there, who had madea fire of coals; for 
it was cold: and they warmed themselves: 
and Pé’-tér stood with them, and warmed 
himself. 

19 ¢ The high priest then asked Jé’-gtis 
of his disciples, and of his doctrine. 

Jé’-Sus answered him, I spake openly 
to the world; I ever taught in the syna- 
gogue, and in the temple, whither the 
Jéws always resort; and in secret have I 
said nothing. 

21 Why askest thou me? ask them 
which heard me, what I have said unto 
them: behold, they know what I said. 

22 And when he had thus spoken, one 
of the officers which stood by struck Jé’- 
sus with the palm of his hand, saying, 
Answerest thou the high priest so? 

23 Jé’-sus answered him, If I have 
spoken evil, bear witness of the evil: but 
if. well, why smitest thou me? 

24 Now An’-nas had sent him bound 
unto Cai’-a-phas the high priest. 

And Si’-mon Pé’-tér stood and 
warmed himself. They said therefore un- 
to him, Art not thou also one of his dis- 
ciples? He denied it, and said, I am not. 

6 One of the servants of the high 
priest, being his kinsman whose ear Pé’- 
tér cut off, saith, Did not I see thee in the 
garden with him? 

27 Pé’-tér then denied again: and im- 
mediately the cock crew. 

8 @ Then led they Jé’-Sts from Cai’-4- 
phas unto the hall of judgment: and it 
was early; and they themselves went not 
into the judgment hall, lest they should 
be defiled; but that they might eat the 
Passover. 

29 Pi’-late then went out unto them, 
and said, What accusation bring ye 
against this man? 

30 They answered and said unto him, 
If he were not a malefactor, we would 
not have delivered him up unto thee. 

31 Then said Pi’-late unto them, Take 
ye him, and judge him according to your 
law. The Jéws therefore said unto him, 
It is not lawful for us to put any man to 
death: bts 

32 That the saying of Jé’-sts might be 
fulfilled, which he spake, signifying what 
death he should die. 

33 Then Pi’-late entered into the judg- 
ment hall again, and called Jé’-sis, and 
said unto him, Art thou the King of the 
JEWS?* | 2 

34 Jé’-Sus answered him, Sayest thou 
this thing of thyself, or did others tell it 
thee of me? aie 

35 Pi’-late answered, Am I a Jéw? 
Thine own nation and the chief priests 
have delivered thee unto me: what hast 
thou done? 

36 Jé’-Sus answered, My kingdom is not 
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of this world: if my kingdom were of this 
world, then would my servants fight, that 
I should not be delivered to the Jews: but 
now is my kingdom not from hence. 

37 Pi’-late therefore said unto him, Art 
thou a king then? Jé’-siis answered, Thou 
sayest that lama king. To this end was I 
born, and for this cause came 'I into the 
world, that I should bear witness unto 
the truth. Every one that is of the truth 
heareth my: voice. 

38 Pi’-late saith unto him, What is 
truth? And when he had said this, he 
went out again unto the Jéws, and saith 
unto them, I find in him no fault at all: 

39 But ye have a custom, that I should 
release unto you one at the passover: 
will ye therefore that I release unto you 
the King of the Jéws? 

40 Then cried they all again, saying, 
Not this man, but Bar-ab’-bas. Now 
Bar-ab’-bas was a robber. 


Chapter 19 


HEN Pi’-late therefore took Jé’-sis, 
and scourged him. — 

2 And the soldiers platted a crown of 
thorns, and put it on his head, and they 
put on him a purple robe, 

3 And said, Hail, King of the Jews! and 
they smote him with their hands. 

4 Pi’-late therefore went forth again; 
and saith unto them, Behold, I bring him 
forth to you, that ye may know that I find 
no fault in him. A 

5 Then came Jé’-Sus forth, wearing the 
crown of thorns, and the purple robe: 
And Pi’-late saith unto them, Behold the 


man! 

6 When the chief priests therefore and 
officers saw him, they cried out, saying, 
Crucify him, crucify him. Pi’-late saith 
unto them, Take ye him, and crucify 
him: for I find no fault in him. 

7 The Jéws answered him, We have a 
law, and by our law he ought to die, be- 
cause he made himself the Son of God. 

8 Q When Pi’-late therefore heard that 
saying, he was the more afraid; 

And went again into the judgment 
hall, and saith unto Jé’-stis, Whence art 
thou? But Jé’-sis gave him no answer. 

10 Then saith Pi’-late unto him, Speak- 
est thou not unto me? knowest thou not 
that I have power to crucify thee, and 
have power to release thee? 

11 Jé’-sus answered, Thou couldest 
have no power at all against me, except 
it were given thee from above: therefore 
he that delivered me unto thee hath the 
greater sin. 

12 And from thenceforth Pi’-late sought 
to release him: but the Jéws cried out, 
saying, If thou let this man go, thou art 
not C#’-Sdr’s friend: whosoever maketh 
himself a king speaketh against C%’-sar. 
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13 ¢ When Pi’-late therefore heard that 
saying, he brought Jé’-sus forth, and sat 
down in the judgment seat in a place that 
is called the Pavement, but in the Hé’- 
bréw, Gab’-ba-tha. : 

14 And it was the preparation of the 
passover, and about the sixth hour: and 
he saith unto the Jews, Behold your King! 

15 But they cried out, Away with him, 
away with him, crucify him. Pi’-late saith 
unto them, Shall I crucify your King? 
The chief priests answered, We have no 
king but Cz#’-Sar. 

16 Then delivered he him therefore un- 
to them to be crucified..And they took 
Jé’-sus, and led him away. 

17 And he bearing his cross went forth 
into a place called the place of a skull, 
which is called in the Hé’-bréw G6dl’- 
go-tha: 

18 Where they crucified him, and two 
other with him, on either side one, and 
Jé’-Sus in the midst. 

19 ¢ And Pi’-late wrote a title, and put 
iton the cross. And the writing was, JE’- 
é NAZ’-A-RETH THE KING 
OF THE Jews. 

20 This title then read many of the 
Jéws: for the place where Jé’-Sus was cru- 
cified was nigh to the city: and it was 
written in Hé’-bréw, and Gréék, and 
Lat’-in. 

21 Then said the chief priests of the 
JEws to Pi’-late, Write not, The King of 
the Jews; but that he said, I am King of 
the Jéws. 

22 Pi’-late answered, What I have writ- 
ten I have written. 

23 @ Then the soldiers, when they had 
crucified Jé’-sus, took his garments, and 
made four parts, to every soldier a part: 
and also his coat: now the coat was with- 
out seam, woven from the top through- 


out. 

24 They said therefore among them- 
selves, Let us not rend it, but cast lots 
for it, whose it shall be: that the scripture 
might be fulfilled, which saith, They 
parted my raiment among them, and for 
my vesture_they did cast lots. These 
things therefore the soldiers did. 

25. g Now there stood by the cross of 
Jé -sts his mother, and his mother’s sis- 
ter, Mar’-y the wife of Clé’-6-phas, and 
Mar’-y Mag’-da-léne. 

26 When Jé’-siis therefore saw his 
mother, and the disciple standing by, 
whom he loved, he saith unto his mother, 
vee Vea cas! oe 

en saith he to the disciple, Behold 
thy mother! And from that hour that dis- 
ciple took her unto his own home, 

28 ¢ After this, Jé’-Stis knowing that all 
things were now accomplished, that the 
scripture might be fulfilled; saith, I thirst, 

29 Now there was set a vessel full of 
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vinegar: and they filled a spunge with 

vinegar, and put it upon hyssop, and put 

it to his mouth. 

. 30 When Jé’-sis therefore had received 
the vinegar, he said, It is finished: and he 

bowed his head, and gave up the ghost. 

31 The Jéws therefore, because it was 
the preparation, that the bodies should 
not remain upon the cross on the sabbath 
day, (for that sabbath day was an high 
day,) besought Pi’-late that their legs 
might be broken, and that they might be 
taken away. 

2 Then came the soldiers, and brake 
the legs of the first, and of the other 
which was crucified with him. 

33 But when they came to Jé’-sus, and 
saw that he was dead already, they brake 
not his legs: , 

34 But one of the soldiers with a spear 
‘pierced his side, and forthwith came there 
out blood and water. 

35 And he that saw it bare record, and 
his record is true: and he knoweth that he 
saith true, that ye might believe. 

36 For these things were done, that the 
scripture should be fulfilled, A bone of 

im shall not be broken. 

-37 And again another scripture saith, 
They shall look on him whom they 
pierced. i 

38 g And after this JO’-séph of Ar-im- 
a-thz#’-a4, being a disciple of Jé’-sus, but 
secretly for fear of the Jews, besought Pi’- 
late that he might take away the body of 
Jé’-Sus: and Pi’-late gave him leave. He 
came therefore, and took the body of 
Jé’-sus. 5 1 

39. And there came also Nic-6-dé’-mis, 
which at the first came to Jé’-Sus by night, 
and brought a mixture of myrrh and 
aloes, about an hundred pound weight. 

40. Then took they the body of Jé’-sus, 
and wound it in linen clothes with the 
spices, as the manner of the Jéws is to 


ury. 

41 Now in the place where he was cru- 
cified there was a garden; and in the gar- 
den a new sepulchre, wherein was never 
man yet laid. ? 

42 There laid they Jé’-sus therefore be- 
cause of the Jéws’ preparation day; for 
the sepulchre was nigh at hand. 


Chapter 20 


'HE first day of the week cometh 
Mar’-y Mag’-da-léne early, when it 
was yet dark, unto the sepulchre, an 
seeth the stone taken away from the 
sepulchre. 
_. 2 Then she runneth, and cometh to Si’- 
mon Pé@’-tér, and to the other disciple, 
whom Jé’-sts loved, and saith unto them, 
They have taken away the Lord out of 
the sepulchre, and we know not where 
they have laid him.

‘Then went in also that other disciple, 
which came first to the sepulchre, and he 
saw, and believed. 

9 Foras yet they knew not thescripture, 
that he must rise again from the dead. 

10 Then the disciples went away again 
unto their own home. . 

11 ¢ But Mar’-y stood without at the 
sepulchre weeping: and as she wept, she 
stooped down, and looked into the sepul- 


es 

12 And seeth two angels in white sitting, 
the one at the head, and the other at the 
feet, where the body of Jé’-sus had lain. 

13 And they say unto her,. Woman, 
why weepest thou? She saith unto them, 
Because they have taken away my Lord, 
and I know not where they have laid him. 

14 And when she had thus said, she 
turned herself back, and saw Jé’-sts 
standing, and knew not that it was Jé’-Sis. 

15 Jé’-sus saith unto her, Woman, why 
weepest thou? whom seekest thou? She, 
supposing him to be the gardener, saith 
unto him, Sir, if thou have borne: hi 
hence, tell me where thou hast laid him, 
and I will take him away. 

16 Jé’-Sus saith unto her, Mar’-y. She 
turned herself, and saith unto him, Rab- 
b0’-ni; which is to say, Master. 

7 Jé’-sus saith unto her, Touch me 
not; for I am not yet ascended to my Fa- 
ther: but go to my brethren, and say unto 
them, I ascend unto my Father, and your 
Father; and to my God, and your God. 

18 Mar’-y Mag’-da-léne came and told 
the disciples that she had seen the Lord, 
and that he had spoken these things unto 


er. 
19 ¢ Then the same day at evening, be- 
ing the first day of the week, when the 
doors were shut where the disciples were 
assembled for fear of the Jews, came Jé’-

24 ¢ But Thom’-as, one of the twelve, 
called Did’-y-mts, was not with them 
when Jé’-stis came. d 

25 The other disciples therefore said 
unto him, We have seen the Lord. But he 
said unto them, Except I shall see in his 
hands the print of the nails, and put my 
finger into the print of the nails, and 
thrust my hand into his side, I will not 
believe. . 

26 ¢ And after eight days again his dis- 
ciples were within, and Thom’-as with 
them: then came Jé’-sts, the doors being 
shut, and stood in the midst, and said, 
Peace be unto you. es 

27 Then saith he to ThoOm’-as, Reach 
hither thy finger, and behold my hands; 
and reach hither thy hand, and thrust it 
into my side: and be not faithless, but 
believing. 

28 And Thom’-4s answered and said 
unto him, My Lord and my God. ' 

29 Jé’-Sus saith unto him, Thom’-as, be- 
cause thou hast seen me, thou hast be- 
lieved: blessed are they that have not 
seen, and yet have believed. 

0 @ And many other signs truly did 
Jé’-Sus in the presence of his disciples, 
which are not written in this book: 

31 But these are written, that ye might 
believe that Jé’-Siis is the Christ, the Son 
of God; and that believing ye might have 
life through his name. 


Chapter 21 


ALE these things Jé’-Stis shewed 
himself again to the disciples at the 
sea of Ti-bé’-ri-as; and 
shewed he himself. 

There were together Si’-mon Pé’-tér, 
and 6m’-as called Did’-y-mts, and 
Na-than’-a-él of Ca’-na in Gal’-i-lée, and 
the sons of Zéb’-é-déé, and two other of 
his disciples. 

3 Si’-mon Pé’-tér saith unto them, I go 
a fishing. They say unto him, We also go 
with thee.

dren, have ye any meat? They answered 
him, No. 

6 And he said unto them, Cast the net 
on the right side of the ship, and ye shall 
find. They cast therefore, and now they 
ore fee able to draw it for the multitude 
of fishes. 
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7 Therefore that disciple whom Jé’-sis 
loved saith unto Pé’-tér, It is the Lord. 
Now when Si’-mon Pé’-tér heard that it 
was the Lord, he girt his fisher’s coat un- 
to him, (for he was naked,) and did cast 
himself into the sea. ; 

8 And the other disciples came in a 
little ship; (for they were not far from 
land, but as it were two hundred cubits,) 
dragging the net with fishes. 

9 As soon then as they were come to 
land, they saw a fire of coals there, and 
fish laid thereon, and bread. _ 

10 Jé’-Sts saith unto them, Bring of the 
fish which ye have now caught. 

11 Si’-mon Pé’-tér went up, and drew 
the net to land full of great fishes, an 
hundred and fifty and three: and for all 
there were so many, yet was not the net 
broken. 

12 Jé’-sus saith unto them, Come and 
dine. And none of the disciples durst ask 
him, Who art thou? knowing that it was 
the Lord. : 

13 Jé’-Sus then cometh, and taketh 
bread, and giveth them, and fish like- 
wise. 

14 This is now the third time that Jé’- 
sus shewed himself to his disciples, after 
that he was risen from the dead. 

15 @ So when they had dined, Jé’-siis 
saith to Si’-mon Pé’-tér, Si’-mon, son of 
J6’-nas, lovest thou me more than these? 
He saith unto him, Yea, Lord; thou 
knowest that I love thee. He saith unto 
him, Feed my lambs. 

16 He saith to him again the second 
time, Si’-mon, son of JO’-nas, lovest thou 
me? He saith unto him, Yea, Lord; thou 
knowest that I love thee. He saith unto 
him, Feed my sheep. ; 

17 He saith unto him the third time, 
Si‘-mon, son of J6O’-nas, lovest thou me? 
Pé’-tér was grieved because he said unto 
him the third time, Lovest thou me? And 
he said unto him, Lord, thou knowest all 
things; thou knowest that I love thee. 
Jé’-sus saith unto him, Feed my sheep. 

18 Verily, verily, I say unto thee, When 
thou wast young, thou girdedst thyself, 
and walkedst whither thou wouldest: but 
when thou shalt be old, thou shalt stretch 
forth thy hands, and another shall gird 
thee, and carry thee whither thou would- 
719 This epakech? Meurer 

is spake he, signifying by what 

death he should glorify God. And when 
he had spoken this, he saith unto him, 
ollow me. 

20 Then Pé’-tér, turning about, seeth 
the disciple whom Jé’-sis loved follow- 
ing; which also leaned on his breast at 
supper, and said, Lord, which is he that 
Pon poco M .

Thé-6ph’-i-lis, of all that Jé’-stis be- 
gan both to do and teach, 

2 Until the day in which he was taken 
up, after that he through the Holy Ghost 
had given commandments unto the apos- 
tles whom he had chosen: __. 

3 Towhom also he shewed himself alive 
after his passion by many infallible proofs, 
being seen of them forty days, and speak- 
ing of the things pertaining to the king- 
dom of God: 

4 And, being assembled together with 
them, commanded them that they should 
not depart from Jé-ra’-sa-lém, but wait 
for the promise of the Father, which, 
saith he, ye have heard of me. 

5 For John truly baptized with water; 
but ye shall be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost not many days hence. 

6 When they therefore were come to- 
gether, they asked of him, saying, Lord, 
wilt thou at, this time restore again the 
kingdom to Is’-ra-él? / 

7 And he said unto them, It is not for 
you to know the times or the seasons, 
which the Father hath put in his own 
power. 

8 But ye shall receive power, after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you: and 
ye shall be witnesses unto me both in Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém, and in all Ja-d&’-a, and in 
Sa-mar’-i-a, and unto the uttermost part 
of the earth. ;

13 And when they were come in, they 
went up into an upper room, where abode 
both Pé’-tér, and James, and Jéhn, and 
An’-dréw, Phil’-ip, and Thom’-as, Bar- 
thol’-6-méw, and Matth’-ew, James the 
son Of Al-ph®’-us, and Si’-mon Zé-ld’- 
tés, and Ja’-das the brother of James. 

_ 14 These all continued with one accord 
in prayer and supplication, with the wo- 
men, and Mar’-y the mother of Jé’-sus, 
and with his brethren. 

_15_ @ And in those days Pé’-tér stood up 
in the midst of the disciples, and said, 
(the number .of names together were 
about an hundred and twenty,) 

6 Men and brethren, this scripture 
must needs have been fulfilled, which the 
Holy Ghost by the mouth of Da’-vid 
spake before concerning Ji’-das, which 
was guide to them that took Jé’-Sus. 

For he was numbered with us, and 
had obtained part of this ministry. 

18 Now this man purchased a field with 
the reward of iniquity; and falling head- 
long, he burst asunder in the midst, and 
all his bowels gushed out.

21 Wherefore of these men which have 
companied with us all the time that the 
Lord Jé’-stus went in and out among 


us, 

22 Beginning from the baptism of John, 
unte that same day that he was taken up 
from us, must one be ordained to be a 
witness with us of his resurrection. 

23 And they appointed two, J6’-séph 
called Bar’-sa-bas, who was surnamed 
Jus’-tis, and Matth-i’-as. j 

24 And they prayed, and said, Thou, 
Lord, which knowest the hearts of all 
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men, shew whether of these two thou 
hast chosen, on DE 

25 That he may take part of this minis- 
try and apostleship, from which Ji’-das 
by transgression fell, that he might go to 
his own place. ; 

26 And they gave forth their lots; and 
the lot fell upon Matth-i’-as ; and he was 
numbered with the eleven apostles. 


Chapter 2 


ND when the day of Pén’-té-cdést was 
fully come, they were all with one 
accord in one place. 

2 And suddenly there came a sound 
from heaven as of a rushing mighty 
wind, and it filled all the house where 
they were sitting. 

3 And there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues like as of fire, and it sat upon 
each of them. ;

7 And they were all amazed and mar- 
velled, saying one to another, Behold, are 
not all these which speak Gal-i-l#’-ans ? 

8 And how hear we every man in our 
own tongue, wherein we were born? 

9 Par’-thi-ans, and Médes, and E£’-lam- 
ites, and the dwellers in Més-6-p6-ta’-mi- 
a, and in Jai-dz’-a, and Cap-pa-do’-ci-a, 
in Pon’-tus, and A’-sia, 

10 Phryg’-i-a, and Pam-phyl’-i-4, in 
E’-gypt, and in the parts of Lib’-y-a about 
cy-ré’-né, and strangers of Rome, Jéws 
and proselytes, | 

11 Crétes and A-ra’-bi-ans, we do hear 
them speak in our tongues the wonderful 
works of God. 

12 And they were all amazed, and were 
in doubt, saying one to another, What 
meaneth this? 

13 Others mocking said, These men are 
full of new wine. 

14 ¢ But Pé’-tér, standing up with the 
eleven, lifted up his voice, and said unto 
them, Ye men of Ji-d#’-a, and all ye 
that dwell at Jé-rii’-sa-lém, be this known 
unto: you, and hearken to my words: 

15 For these are not drunken, as ye au 
pose, seeing it is but the third hour of t 


ay, 

16 But this is that which was spoken by 
the prophet J6’-él; 

17 And it shall come to pass in the last 
days, saith God, I will pour out of my 
Spirit upon all flesh: and your sons and 
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your daughters shall prophesy, and your 
young men shall see visions, and your old 
men shall dream dreams: 

18 And on my servants and on my 
handmaidens I will pour out in those 
days of my Spirit; and they shall proph- 


esy: ‘A 

19 And I will shew wonders in heaven 
above, and signs in the earth beneath; 
blood, and fire, and vapour of smoke: 

20 The sun shall be turned into dark- 
ness, and the moon into blood, before 
that great and notable day of the Lord 
come: 

21 And it shall come to pass, that who- 
soever shall call on the name of the Lord 
shall be saved. , 

22 Yemen of Is’-ra-él, hear these words; 
Jé’-sts of Naz’-a-réth, a man approved 
of God among you by miracles and won- 
ders and signs, which God did by him in 
the midst of you, as ye yourselves also 
know: 

23 Him, being delivered by the deter- 
minate counsel and foreknowledge of 
God, ye have taken, and by wicked hands 
have crucified and slain: 

Whom God hath raised up, having 
loosed the pains of death: because it was 
Bot possible that he should be holden 
of it. 

25 For Da’-vid speaketh concerning 
him, I foresaw the Lord always before 
my face, for he is on ny right hand, that 
I should not be moved: 

26 Therefore did my heart rejoice, and 
my tongue was glad; moreover also my 
flesh shall rest in hope: 

_27 Because thou wilt not leave my soul 
in hell, neither wilt thou suffer thine Holy 
One to see corruption. 

28 Thou hast made known to me the 
ways of life; thou shalt make me full of 
joy with thy countenance. 

Men and brethren, let me freely 
speak unto you of the patriarch Da’-vid, 
that he is both dead and buried, and his 
sepulchre is with us unto this day. 

30 Therefore wee a prophet, and 
knowing that God had sworn with an 
oath to him, that of the fruit of his loins, 
according to'the flesh, he would raise up 
Christ to sit on his throne; 

31 He seeing this before spake of the 
resurrection of Christ, that his soul was 
not left in hell, neither his flesh did see 
corruption. 

This’ Jé’-stis hath God raised up, 
whereof we all are witnesses. 

33 Therefore being by the right hand of 
God exalted, and having received of the 
Father the promise of the Holy Ghost, he 
hath shed forth this, which ye now see 
and hear. ; 

34 For Da’-vid is not ascended into the 
heavens: but he saith himself, The LORD

said unto my Lord, Sit thou on my right 
and, 
35 Until I make thy foes thy footstool. 


_ 36 Therefore let all the house of i§’-ra- 
él know assuredly, that God hath made 


' that same Jé’-sus, whom ye have cru- 


cified, both Lord and christ. 

37 ¢ Now when they heard this, they 
were pricked in their heart, and said unto 
Pé’-tér and to the rest of the apostles, 
Men and brethren, what shall we do? 

38 Then Pé’-tér said unto them, Re- 
pent, and be baptized every one of you in 
the name of Jé’-stis Christ for the remis- 
sion of sins, and ye shall receive the gift 
of the Holy Ghost. 

39 For the promise is unto you, and to 
your children, and to all that are afar off, 
even as many as the Lord our God shall 


call. 
-40 And with many other words did he 
testify and exhort, saying, Save your- 
selves from this untoward generation. 
1 ¢ Then they that gladly received his 
word were baptized: and the same day 
there were added unto them about three 
thousand souls. 

42 And they continued stedfastly in the 
apostles’ doctrine and fellowship, and in 
‘breaking of bread, and in prayers. 

43 And fear came upon every soul: and 
many wonders and signs were done by 

the idea nee 
44 d all that believed were together, 
and had all things common; 

45 And sold their possessions and 
goods, and parted them to all men, as 
every man had need. Bitte: 

46 And they, continuing daily with one 
accord in the temple, and breaking bread 
from house to house, did eat their meat 
with gladness and singleness of heart, 

47 Praising God, and having favour 
with all the people. And the Lord added 
to yey church daily such as should be 
saved. 


Chapter 3 


OW Pé’-tér and John went up to- 
gether into the temple at the hour 
of prayer, being the ninth hour. , 
et 2 d a certain man lame from his 
mother’s womb was carried, whom nee 
laid daily at the gate of the temple whic 
is called Beautiful, to ask alms of them 
that entered into the temple;

9 And all the people saw him walking 
and praising God: 

10 And they knew that it was he which 
sat for alms at the Beautiful gate of the 
temple: and they were filled with wonder 
and amazement at that which had hap- 
pened unto him. 

1 And as the lame man which was 
healed held Pé’-tér and Jéhn, all the peo- 
ple ran together unto them in the porch 
pee is called S6l’-6-mon’s, greatly won- 

ering. 

12 ¢ And when Pé’-tér saw it, he an- 

swered unto the people, Ye men of ig’-ra- 
él, why marvel ye at this? or why look ye 
so earnestly on us, as though by our own 
power or holiness we had made this man 
to walk? 
_13 The God of A’-bra-ham, and of i’- 
saac, and of Ja’-cob, the God of our fa- 
thers, hath glorified his Son Jé’-sis; 
whom ye delivered up, and denied him in 
the presence of Pi’-late, when he was de- 
termined to let him go. 

14 But ye denied the Holy One and the 
Just, and desired a murderer to be granted 
unto you;* 

15 And killed the Prince of life, whom 
God hath raised from the dead; whereof 
we are witnesses. 

16 And his name through faith in his 
name hath made this man strong, whom 
ye see and know: yea, the faith which is 
by him hath given him this perfect sound- 
ness in the presence of you all. 

17 And now, brethren, I wot that 
through ignorance ye did it, as did also 
your rulers. ; ‘ 

18 But those things, which God before 
had shewed by the mouth ofall his proph- 
ets, that Christ should suffer, he hath so 
fulfilled. 

19 ¢@ Repent ye therefore, and be con- 
verted, that your sins may be blotted out, 
when the times of refreshing shall come 
from the presence of the Lord; 

20 And ‘he shall send Jé’-sus christ, 
which before was preached unto you: 

21 Whom the heaven must receive until 
the times of restitution of all things, 
which God hath spoken by the mouth of 
all his holy prophets since the world be- 


gan. : 

22 For M@6’-sés truly said unto the fa- 
thers, A prophet shall the Lord your God 
raise up unto you of your brethren, like 
unto me; him shall ye hear in all things 
whatsoever he shall say unto you. 

23 And it shall come to pass, that every 
soul, which will not hear that prophet, 
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shall be destroyed from among the peo- 


e. 
Pod Yea, and all the prophets from Sam’- 
-é1 and those that follow after, as many 
as have spoken, have likewise foretold of 
these days. F 

25 Ye are the children of the prophets, 
and of the covenant which God made 
with our fathers, saying unto A’-bra-ham, 
And in thy seed shall all the kindreds of 
the earth be blessed. . ; 

26 Unto you first God, having raised 
up his Son Jé’-sus, sent him to bless you, 
in turning away every one of you from 


his iniquities. 
Chapter 4 
NDas they spake unto the people, the 
priests, and the captain of the tem- 
ple, and the Sad’-dii-cées, came upon 
them, 

2 Being grieved that they taught the 
people, and preached through Jé’-sts the 
resurrection from the dead. 

3 And they laid handson them, and put 
them in hold unto the next day: for it was 
now eventide. ; 

4 Howbeit many of them which heard 
the word believed; and the number of 
the men was about five thousand. 

5 ¢ And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that their rulers, and elders, and scribes, 

And An’-nas the high priest, and 
Cai’-a-phas, and John, and Al-éx-an’- 
dér, and as many as were of the kindred 
of the high priest, were gathered together 
at Jé-ra’-sa-lém. 

7 And when they had set them in the 
midst, they asked, By what power, or by 
what name, have ye done this? 

8 Then Pé’-tér, filled with the Holy 
Ghost, said unto them, Ye rulers of the 
people, and elders of Is’-ra-él, 

f we this day be examined of the 
good deed done to the impotent man, by 
what means he is made whole; 

10 Be it known unto you all, and to all 
the people of is’-ra-él, that by the name 
of Jé’-Sus Christ of Naz’-a-réth, whom ye 
crucified, whom God raised from the 
dead, even by him doth this man stand 
here before you whole. __ 

11 This is the stone which was set at 
noses of you builders, which is become 
the head of the corner. 

12 Neither is there salvation in any 
other: for there is none other name under 
heaven given among men, whereby we 
must be saved. 

3_ ¢ Now when they saw the boldness 
of Pé’-tér and John, and perceived that 
they were unlearned and ignorant men, 
they marvelled ; and they took knowledge 
of them, that they had been with Jé’- 


Sus. 
14 And beholding the man which was 
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healed standing ig? them, they could 
say nothing against it. 

5 But when they had commanded them 
to go aside out of the council, they con- 
ferred among themselves, 

16 Saying, What shall we do to these 
men? for that indeed a notable miracle 
hath been done by them is manifest to all 
them that dwell in Jé-ri’-sa-lém; and we 
cannot deny it. ~ 

17 But that it spread no further among 
the people, let us straitly threaten them, 
that they speak henceforth to no man in 
this name. 

18 And they called them, and com- 
manded them not to speak at all nor 
teachin the name of Jé’-sus. 

19 But Pé’-tér and John answered and 
said unto them, Whether it be right in 
the sight of God to hearken unto you 
more than unto God, judge ye. 

20 For we cannot but speak the things 
which we have seen and heard. 

21 So when they had further threatened 
them, they let them go, finding nothing 
how they might punish them, because of 
the people: for all men glorified God for 
that which was done. 

22 For the man was,above forty years 
old, on whom this miracle of healing was 
shewed. 

23 ¢ And being let go, they went to 
their own company, and reported all that 
the chief priests and elders had said unto 


them. 

24 And when they heard that, they 
lifted up their voice to God with one ac- 
cord, and said, Lord, thou art God, 
which hast made heaven, and earth, and 
the sea, and all that in them is: 

o by the mouth of thy servant 
Da’-vid hast said, Why did the heathen 
rage, and the people imagine vain 
things ? 

‘26 The kings of the earth stood up, and 
the rulers were gathered together against 
the Lord, and against his Christ. 

27 For of a truth against thy holy child 
Jé’-sus, whom thou _hast anointed, both 
Hér’-od, and Pon’-fitis Pi’-late, with the 
Gén’-tiles, and the people of {s’-ra-él, 
were gathered together, 

28 For to do whatsoever thy hand and 
thy counsel determined before to be 

one. 

29 And now, Lord, behold their threat- 
enings: and grant unto thy servants, that 
wie all boldness they may speak thy 
word, 

30 By stretching forth thine hand to 
heal; and that signs and wonders may be 
done by the name of thy holy child Jé’- 


sus. 

31 ¢ And when they had prayed, the 
place was shaken where they were assem- 
bled together; and they, were all filled 
\

with the Holy Ghost, and they spake the 
word of God with boldness. 

32 And the multitude of them that be- 
lieved were of one heart and of one soul: 

- neither said any of them that ought of the 
things which he possessed was his own; 
but they had all things common. 

33 And with great power gave the apos- 
tles witness of the resurrection of the 
Lord Jé’-sts: and great grace was upon 
them all. 

34 Neither was there any among them 
that lacked: for as many as were posses- 
sors of lands or houses sold them, and 
brought the prices of the things that were 


sold, 

35 And laid them down at the apostles’ 
feet: and distribution was made unto 
every man according as he had need. 

36 And J6’-sés, who by the apostles 
was surnamed Bar’-na-bas, (which is, be- 
ing interpreted, The son of consolation,) 
a Lé’-vite, and of the country of cy’- 


prus, 

37 Having land, sold it, and brought 
the money, and laid it at the apostles’ 
feet. 


Chapter 5 


UT a certain man named An-a-ni’-as, 
with Sapph-i’-ra his wife, sold a pos- 
session, ‘ : 

2 And kept back part of the price, his 
wife also being privy to it, and brought a 
certain part, and laid it at-the apostles’ 
feet. 

3 But Pé’-tér said, An-a-ni’-4s, why 
_ hath Sa’-tan filled thine heart to lie to the 
Holy Ghost, and to keep back part of the 
price of the land? : i 

4 Whiles it remained, was it not thine 
own? and after it was sold, was it not in 
thine own power? why hast thou con- 
ceived this thing in thine heart ? thou hast 
not lied unto men, but unto God. 

5 And An-a-ni’-as hearing these words 
fell down, and gave up the ghost: and 
great fear came on all them that heard 
these things. 

6 And the young men arose, wound 
him up, and carried him out, and buried 


im. 

7 And it was about the space of three 
hours after, when his wife, not knowing 
what was done, came in. P 

8 And Pé’-tér answered unto her, Tell 
me whether ye sold the land for so much? 
And she said, Yea, for so much. al 
_ 9 Then Pé@’-tér said unto her, How is it 
that ye have agreed together to tempt the 
Spirit of the Lord? behold, the feet of 
‘them which have buried thy husband are 
at the door, and shall carry thee out. 

10 Then fell she down straightway at 
his feet, and yielded up the ghost: and 
the young men came in, and found her 
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dead, and, carrying her forth, buried her 
by her husband. 

11 And great fear came upon all the 
pentcly and upon as many as heard these 

ngs. 

12 ¢ And by the hands of the apostles 
were many signs and wonders wrought 
among the people; (and they were all 
with one accord in S6l’-6-mon’s porch. 

13 And of the rest durst no man join 
himself to them: but the people magni- 
fied them. 

14 And believers were the more added 
to the Lord, multitudes both of men and 
women.) 

15 Insomuch that they brought forth 
the sick into the streets, and laid them on 
beds and couches, that at the least the 
shadow of Pé’-tér passing by might over- 
shadow some of them. 

16 There came also a multitude out of 
the cities round about unto Jé-rii’-sa-lém, 
bringing sick folks, and them which were 
vexed with unclean spirits: and they were 
healed every one. 

17 ¢ Then the high priest rose up, and 
all they that were with him, (which is the 
sect of the Sad’-dii-céés;) and were filled 
with indignation, 

18 And laid their hands on the apostles, 
and put them in the common prison. 

19 But the angel of the Lord by night 
opened the prison doors, and brought 
them forth, and said, 

20 Go, stand and speak in the temple to 
the people all the words of this life. 

21 And when they heard that, they 
entered into the temple early in the morn- 
ing, and taught. But the high priest came, 
and they that were with him, and called 
the council together, and all the senate of 
the children of Is’-ra-él, and sent to the 
prison to have them brought. 

But when the officers came, and 
found them not in the prison, they re- 
turned, and told, | 

23 Saying, The prison truly found we 
shut with all safety, and the keepers 
standing without before the doors: but 
when we had opened, we found no man 
within. 

24 Now when the high priest and the 
captain of the temple and the chief priests 
heard these things, they doubted of them 
whereunto this would grow. 

Then came one and told them, say- 
ing, Behold, the men whom ye put in 
prison are standing in the temple, and 
teaching the people. , Y 

26 Then went the captain with the offi- 
cers, and brought them without violence: 
for they feared the people, lest they should 
have been stoned. 

27 And when they had brought them, 
ehey. set them before the council: and the 
high priest asked them, 
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28 Saying; Did not we: straitly com- 
mand you that ye should not teach in 
this name? and, behold, ye have filled 
Jé-ra’-sa-lém with your doctrine, and 
intend to bring this man’s blood upon us. 

29.9: Then Pé’-tér and the other apostles 
answered and said, We ought to obey 
God rather then men. : 

30. The God of our fathers raised up 
Jé’-stis, whom ye slew and hanged on a 


tree. 

31 Him hath God exalted with his right 
hand to be a Prince and a Saviour, for to 
give repentance to Is’-ra-él, and forgive- 
ness of sins. 

32 And we are his witnesses of these 
things; and so is also the Holy Ghost, 
whom God hath given to them that obey 


him. 

33 @ When they heard that, they were 
cut to the heart, and took counsel to slay 
them. 

34 Then stood there up one in the coun- 
cil, a Phar’-i-séé, named Ga-ma’-li-él, a 
doctor of the law, had in reputation 
among all the people, and commanded 
to put the apostles forth a little space; 

35 And said unto them, Ye men of Is’- 
ra-él, take heed to yourselves what ye 
intend to. do as touching these men. 

36 For before these days rose up Thét’- 
das, boasting himself to be somebody; to 
whom a number of men, about four hun- 
dred, joined themselves: who was slain; 
and all, as many as obeyed him, were 
scattered, and brought to nought. 

After this man rose up Ja’-das of 
Gal’-i-léé in the days of the taxing, and 
drew away much people after him: he 
also perished; and all, even as many as 
obeyed him, were dispersed. 

38 And now I say unto you, Refrain 
from these men, and let them alone: for 
if this counsel‘or this work be of men, it 
will come,to nought: 

39 But if it be of God, ye cannot over- 
throw it; lest haply ye be found even to 
fight against God. 

And to him they agreed: and when 
they had called the apostles, and beaten 
them, they commanded that they should 
not speak in the name of Jé’-stis, and let 


them go. S 

41 @ And they departed from the pres- 
ence of the council, rejoicing that they 
were counted worthy to suffer shame for 
his name. | 

42 And daily in the temple, and in every 
house, they ceased not to teach and 
preach Jé’-sus Christ. 


Chapter 6 


ND in those days, when the number 

of the disciples was multiplied, there 
arose a murmuring of the Gré’-ciang 
against the Hé’-bréws, because their wi- 
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dows were neglected in the daily minis- 
tration. ' 

2 Then the twelve called the multitude 
of the disciples unto them, and said, It is 
not reason that we should leave the word 
of God, and serve tables. 

3 Wherefore, brethren, look ye out 
among you seven men of honest report, 
full of the Holy Ghost and wisdom, 
whom we may appoint over this business.

6 Whom they set before the apostles: 
and when they had prayed, they laid their 
hands on them. 

7 And the word of God increased; and 
the number of the disciples multiplied 
in Jé-ra’-sa-lém greatly ; and a great com- 
Sev of the priests were obedient to the 

aith. 

8 And Sté’-phén, full of faith and pow- 
er, did great wonders and miracles among 
the people. 

9 q Then there arose certain of the 
synagogue, which is called the synagogue 
of the Li-bér’-tines, and Cy-ré’-ni-ans, 
and Al-éx-an’-dri-ans, and of them of Ci- 
lic’-i-4 and of A’-5ia, disputing with Ste’- 


phén. 

10 And they were not able to resist the 
wisdom and the spirit by which he spake. 

11 Then they suborned men, which 
said, We have heard him speak blas- 
phemous words against M6’-sés, and 
against God. 

12 And they stirred up the people, and 
the elders, and the scribes, and came up- 
on him, and caught him, and brought 
him to the council, 

13 And ‘set up false witnesses; which 
said, This man ceaseth not to speak blas- 
phemous words against this holy place, 
and the law: 

14 For we have heard him say, that this 
i of Pre uke shall estoy this 
Place, and shall change the customs 
which M@’-sé§ delivered us. 

_15 And all that sat in the council, look- 
ing stedfastly on him, saw his face as it 
had been the face of an angel. 


Chapter 7

6 And God spake on this wise, That 
his seed should sojourn in a strange land; 
and that they should bring them into 
bondage, and entreat them evil four hun- 
dred years. 
-7 And the nation to whom they shall be 
in bondage will I judge, said God: and 
after that shall they come forth, and 
serve me in this place. 

And he gave him the covenant of cir- 
cumcision: and so A’-brd-ham begat i- 
$aac, and circumcised him the eighth 
day; and I’-saac begat Ja’-cob; and Ja’- 
cob begat the twelve patriarchs. 

And the patriarchs, moved with envy, 
sold JO’-séph into E’-gypt: but God was 
with him, | y ’ 

10 And delivered him out of all his af- 
 flictions, and gave him favour and wis- 
dom in the sight of Phar’-aoh king of 
E’-gypt; and he made him governor over 
E’-gypt and all his house. 

11 Now there came a dearth over all 
the land of E’-gypt and cha’-na-an, and 
great affliction: and our fathers found no 
sustenance. 

-12 But when Ja’-cob heard that there 
was corn in E’-gypt, he sent out our fa- 
thers first. DRA 

13 And at the second time JO’-séph was 
made known to his brethren; and Jo’- 
séph’s kindred was made known unto 
Phar’-aoh. : : 

14 Then sent JO’-séph, and called his 
father Ja’-cob to him, and all his kindred, 
threescore and fifteen souls. 

15 So Ja’-cob went down into E’-gypt, 
and died, he, and our fathers, | 

16 And were carried over into Sy’- 
chém, and laid in the sepulchre that A’- 
bra-ham bought for a sum of money 
of the sons of Em’-m6or the father of Sy’- 


hém. 
“17 But when the time of the promise 
drew nigh, which God had sworn to A’- 
bra-ham, the people grew and multiplied 


in E’-gypt, 

18 Till another king arose, which knew 
not JO’-séph. 

19 The eee dealt subtilly with our kin- 
dred, and evil entreated our fathers, so 
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that they cast out their young children, 
to the end they might not live. 

20 In which time M6’-8&$ was born, 
and was exceeding fair, and nourished up 
in his father’s house three months: 

_21 And when he was cast out, Phar’- 
a0h’s daughter took him up, and nour- 
ished him for her own son. 

22_ And M6’-sés was learned in all the 
wisdom of the £-gyp’-fl4ns, and was 
mighty in words and in deeds. 

3 And when he was full forty years 
old, it came into his heart to visit his 
brethren the children of f§’-ra-él. 

24 And seeing one of them suffer wrong, 
he defended him, and avenged him that 
was oppressed, and smote the E-gyp’-tian: 

For he supposed his brethren would 
have understood how that God by his 
hand would deliver them: but they under- 
stood not. 

26 And the next day he shewed himself 
unto them as they strove, and would 
have set them at one again, saying, Sirs, 
ye are brethren; why do ye wrong one to 
another ? 

27 But he that did his neighbour wrong 
thrust him away, saying, Who made thee 
a ruler and a judge over us? 

28 Wilt thou kill me, as thou diddest 
the E-gyp’-fian yesterday? 

29 Then fled MO’-sés at this saying, and 
was a stranger in the land of Ma’-di-an, 
where he begat two sons. 

0 And when forty years were expired, 
there appeared to him in the wilderness 
of mount Si’-na an angel of the Lord ina 
flame of fire in a bush. 

31 When MO6’-sés saw it, he wondered 
at the sight: and as he drew near to be- 
hold it, the voice of the Lord came unto 


im, 

32 Saying, I am the God of thy fathers, 
the God of A’-bra-ham, and the God of 
I’-Saac, and the God of Ja’-cob. Then 
MO’-sés trembled, and durst not behold. 

33 Then said the Lord to him, Put off 
thy shoes from thy feet: for the place 
where thou standest is holy ground. 

34 I have seen, I have seen the affliction 
of my people which is in £’-gypt, and I 
have heard their groaning, and am come 
down to deliver them. And now come, I 
will send thee into E’-gypt. 

35 This M6’-sés whom they refused, 
saying, Who made thee a ruler and a 
judge? the same did God send to be a 
ruler and a deliverer by the hand of the 
angel which appeared to him in the bush. 

6 He brought them out, after that he 
had shewed wonders and signs in the 
land of E’-gypt, and in the Red sea, and 
in the wilderness forty years. =~ 

37 ¢. This is that Mo’-sés, which said 
unto the children of is’-ra-él, A prophet 
shall the Lord your God raise up unto 
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you of your brethren, like unto me; him 
shall ye hear. ‘ : 

38 This is he, that was in the church in 
the wilderness with the angel which spake 
to him in the mount Si’-na, and with our 
fathers: who received the lively oracles 
to give unto us: 

39 To whom our fathers would not 
obey, but thrust him from them, and in 
their hearts turned back again into E’- 

ypt, 
©40 Saying unto Aa’-ron, Make us gods 
to go before us: for as for this M6’-sés, 
which brought us out of the land of E’- 
gypt, we wot not what is become of him. 

41 And they made a calf in those days, 
and offered sacrifice unto the idol, and 
rejoiced in the works of their own hands. 

42 Then God turned, and gave them up 
to worship the host of heaven; as it is 
written in the book of the prophets, O ye 
house of Is’-ra-él, have ye offered to me 
slain beasts and sacrifices by the space of 
forty years in the wilderness ? 

43 Yea, ye took up the tabernacle of 
MO’-loch, and the star of your god Rém’- 
phan, figures which ye made to worship 
them: and I will carry you away beyond 
Bab’-y-lon. 

44 Our fathers had the tabernacle of 
witness in the wilderness, as he had ap- 
pointed, speaking unto M6’-sés, that he 
should make it according to the fashion 
that he had seen. 

45 Which also our fathers that came 
after brought in with Jé’-sus into the pos- 
session of the Gén’-tiles, whom God 
drave out before the face of our fathers, 
unto the days of Da’-vid; 

46 Who found favour before God, and 
desired to find a tabernacle for the God 
of Ja’-cob. 


47 But S6l’-6-mon built him an house. t 


48 Howbeit the most High dwelleth not 
in temples made with hands; as saith the 
prophet, 

49 Heaven is my throne, and earth is 
my footstool: what house will ye build 
me? saith the Lord: or what is the place 
of my rest? 

50 Hath not my hand made all these 
things ? 

51 @ Ye stiffnecked and uncircumcised 
in heart and ears, ye do always resist the 
Holy Ghost: as your fathers did, so do ye. 

§2 Which of the prophets have not your 
fathers persecuted? and they have slain 
them which shewed before of the coming 
of the Just One; of whom ye have been 
now the betrayers and murderers: 

53 Who have received the law by the 
disposition of angels, and have not kept 


it. 

54 @ When they heard these things, 
they were cut to the heart, and they 
gnashed on him with their teeth. 
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55 But he, being full of the Holy Ghost, 
looked up stedfastly into heaven, and 
saw the glory of God, and Jé’-sus stand- 
ing on the right hand of God, 

56 And said, Behold, I see the heavens 
opened, and the Son of man standing on 
the right hand of God. 

57 Then they cried out with a loud 
voice, and stopped their ears, and ran up- 
on him with one accord, ; 

58 And cast him out of the city, and 
stoned him: and the witnesses laid down 
their clothes at a young man’s feet, whose 
name was Saul. 

59 And they stoned Sté’-phén, calling 
upon God, and saying, Lord Jé’-sus, re- 
ceive my spirit. 

60 And he kneeled down, and cried 
with a loud voice, Lord, lay not this sin 
to their charge. And when he had said 
this, he fell asleep. 


Chapter 8 


ND Saul was consenting unto his 
death.

city used sorcery, and bewitched the peo- 

ple of Sa-mAar’-i-a, giving out that him- 
self was some great one: 

10 To whom they all gave heed, from 
the least to the greatest, saying, This man 
is the great power of God. 

And to him they had regard, because 
that of long time he had bewitched them 
with sorceries. 

12 But when they believed Phil’-ip

14 Now when the apostles which were 
at Jé-ri’-sa-lém heard that SaA-mAar’-i-4 
had received the word of God, they sent 
unto them Pé’-tér and Jéhn:

22 Repent therefore of this thy wicked- 
ness, and pray God,. if perhaps _the 
shonght of thine heart may be forgiven 
thee. 

23 For I perceive that thou art in the 
gall of bitterness, and in the bond of 
iniquity. 

24 Then answered Si’-mon, and said, 
Pray ye to the Lord for me, that none of 
these things which ye have spoken come 


upon me. 

35 And they, when they had testified 
and preached the word of the Lord, re- 
turned to Jé-r’-sa-lém, and preached 
the gospel in many villages of the Sa- 
mar’-i-tans.

And An-a-ni’-as went his way, and 
entered into the house; and putting his 
hands on him said, Brother Saul, the 
Lord, even Jé’-Sus, that appeared unto 
thee in the way as thou camest, hast sent 
me, that thou mightest receive thy sight, 
and be filled with the Holy Ghost. 

18 And immediately there fell from his 
eyes as it had been scales: and he received 

sent forthwith, and arose, and was bap- 
ized. 

19 And when he had received meat, he 
was strengthened. Then was Saul certain 
days with the disciples which were at Da- 
mas’-cus. 

_20 And straightway he preached christ 
es a synagogues, that he is the Son of 


od. 

21 But all that heard him were amazed, 
and said; Is not this he that destroyed 
them which called on this name in Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém, and came hither for that intent, 
that he might bring them bound unto the 
chief priests ? 

22 But Saul increased the more in 
strength, and confounded the Jéws which 
dwelt at Da-mas’-ciis, proving that this 
is very Christ. 

23 ¢ And after that many days were 


33 And there he found a certain man 
named 7-né’-as, which had kept his bed 
eight years, and was sick of the palsy: 

34 And Pé’-tér said unto him, #-né’-as, 
Jé’-sus Christ maketh thee whole: arise, 
and make thy bed. And he arose im- 
mediately. 

35 And all that dwelt at Lyd’-da and 
Sar’-6n saw him, and turned to the Lord. 

36 ¢ Now there was at Jop’-pa a cer- 
tain disciple named Tab’-i-tha, which by 
interpretation is called Dé6r’-cas: this 
woman was full of good works and alms- 
deeds which she did. 

37 And it came to pass in those days, 
that she was sick, and died: whom when 
they had washed, they laid her in an up- 
per chamber. 

38 And forasmuch as Lyd’-da was nigh 
to Jop’-pa, and the disciples had heard 
that Pé’-tér was there, they sent unto him 
two men, desiring him that he would not 
delay to come to them. 

39 Then Pé’-tér arose and went with 
them. When he was come, they brought 
him into the upper chamber: and all the 
widows stood by him weeping, and shew- 
ing the coats and garments which Dér’- 
cas made, while she was with them. 

40 But Pé’-tér put them all forth, and

kneeled down, and prayed; and turning 
him_to the body said, Tab’-i-tha, arise. 
And she opened her eyes: and when she 
saw Pé’-tér, she sat up. 

41 And he gave her his hand, and lifted 
her up, and when he had called the saints 
and widows, presented her alive. 

4 nd it was known throughout all 
ee and many believed in the

Chapter 10 


HERE was a certain man in C#-8a- 
ré’-a called Cor-né’-li-is, a centurion 
of the band called the I-tal’-ian band, 

2 A devout man, and one that feared 

_God with all his house, which gave much 
ee to the people, and prayed to God 
way. 

3 He saw in a vision evidently about the 
ninth hour of the day an angel of God 
coming in to him, and saying unto him, 
Cor-né’-li-us. 

4 And when he looked on him, he was 
afraid, and said, What is it, Lord? And 
the said unto him, Thy prayers and thine 
ES are come up for a memorial before 

od. 

5 And now send men to Jop’-pa, and 
call for one Si’-mon, whose surname is 
Pé’-tér: hs 

6 He lodgeth with one Si’-mon a tan- 
ner, whose house is by the sea side: he 
shall tell thee what thou oughtest to do. 

7 And when the angel which spake unto 
C6r-né’-li-us was departed, he called two 
of his household servants, and a devout 
soldier of them that waited on him con- 
tinually; 

8 And when he had declared all these 
things unto them, he sent them to Jép’- 


a. 

9 F On the morrow, as they went on 
their journey, and drew nigh unto the 
city, Pé’-tér went up upon the housetop 
to pray about the sixth hour: 

10 And he became very hungry, and 
would have eaten: but while they made 
ready, he fell into a trance, 

11 And saw heaven opened, and a cer- 
tain vessel descending unto him, as it had 
been a great sheet knit at the four cor- 
ners, and let down to the earth: 

12 Wherein were all manner of four- 
footed beasts of the earth, and wild 
beasts, and creeping things, and fowls of 
the air. : 

_. 13 And there came a voice to him, 

Rise, Pé’-tér; kill, and eat. 

14 But Pé’-tér said, Not so, Lord; for I 
have never eaten any thing that is com- 
mon or unclean. i ; 

15 And the voice spake unto him-again

thesecond time, What God hath cleansed, 
that call not thou common. 

This was done thrice: and the vessel 
was received up again into heaven. 

7 Now while Pe’-tér doubted in him- 
self what this vision which he had seen 
should mean, behold, the men which 
were sent from Cér-né’-li-tis had made 
enquiry for Si’-mon’s house, and stood 
before the gate, 

18 And called, and asked whether Si’- 
mon, which was surnamed Pé’-tér, were 
lodged there. 

19 Q. While Pé’-tér thought on the vi- 
sion, the Spirit said unto him, Behold, 
three men seek thee. 

20 Arise therefore, and get thee down, 
and go with them, doubting nothing: for 
I have sent them. 

Then Pé’-tér went down to the men 
which were sent unto ‘him from Cér-né’- 
li-us ; and said, Behold, Iam he whom ye 
seek: what is the cause wherefore ye are 
come? 

22 And they said, Cér-né’-li-tis the cen- 
turion, a just man, and one that feareth 
God, and of good report among all the 
nation of the Jéws; was warned from 
God by an holy angel to send for thee 
into, his house, and to hear words of 


thee. 

23 Then called he them in, and lodged 
them, And on the morrow Pé’-tér went 
away with them, and certain brethren 
from Jop’-pa accompanied him. 

24 And the morrow after they entered 
into C&-Sa-ré’-a. And Coér-né’-li-tis waited 
for them, and had called together his 
kinsmen and near friends. 

25 And as Pé’-tér was coming in, Cér- 
né’-li-us met him, and fell down at his 
feet, and worshipped him. 

26 But Pé’-tér took him up, saying, 
Stand up; I myself also am a man. 

27 And as he talked with him, he went 
in, and found many that were come to- 
gether. 

28 And he said unto them, Ye know 
how that it is an unlawful thing for a man 
that is a Jew to keep company, or come 
unto one of another nation; but God 
hath shewed me that I should not call 
any man common or unclean. 

29 Therefore came I unto you without 
gainsaying, as soon as I was sent for: I 
ask therefore for what intent ye have sent 
for me? 

30 And Cé6r-né’-li-us said, Four days 
ago I was fasting until this hour; and at 
the ninth hour I prayed in my house, and, 
behold, a man stood before me in bright 
clothing, 3 

31 And said, Cér-né’-li-us, thy prayer 
is heard, and thine alms are had in re- 
membrance in the sight of God. 

32 Send therefore to JOp’-pa, and call 
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hither Si’-mon, whose surname is Pé’-tér ; 
he is lodged in the house of one Si’-mon a 
tanner by the sea side: who, when he 
cometh, shall speak unto thee. 

33 Immediately therefore I sent to thee; 
and thou hast well done that thou art 
come. Now therefore are we all here 
present before God, to hear all things 
that are commanded thee of God. 

34 @ Then Pé’-tér opened his mouth, 
and said, Of a truth I perceive that God 
is no respecter of persons: 

35 But in every nation he that feareth 
him, and worketh righteousness, is ac- 
cepted with him. 

36 The word which God sent unto the 
children of 18’-ra-él1, preaching peace by 
Jé’-sts Christ: (he is Lord of all:) : 

37 That word, I say, ye know, which 
was published throughout all Ja-d%’-a, 
and began from Gal’-i-léé, after the bap- 
tism which John preached; . r 

38 How God anointed Jé’-sus of Naz’- 
a-réth with the Holy Ghost and with 
power: who went about doing good, and 
healing all that were oppressed of the 
devil; for God was with him. 

And we are witnesses of all things 
which he did both in the land of the Jéws, 
and in Jé-ri’-sa-lém; whom they slew 
and hanged on a tree: 

40 Him God raised up the third day, 
and shewed him openly; 

41 Not to all the people, but unto wit- 
nesses chosen before of God, even to us, 
who did eat and drink with him after he 
rose from the dead. 

42 And he commanded us to. preach 
unto the people, and to testify that it is 
he which was ordained of God to be the 
Judge of quick and dead. 

43 To him give all the prophets witness, 
that through his name whosoever be- 
lieveth in him shall receive remission of 
sins. 

44 ¢ While Pé’-tér yet spake these 
words, the Holy Ghost fell on all them 
which heard the word. 

45 And they of the circumcision which 
believed were astonished, as many as 
came with Pé’-tér, because that on the 
Gén’-tiles also was poured out the gift of 
the Holy Ghost. 

46 For they heard them speak with 
tongues, and magnify God. Then an- 
swered Pé’-tér, 

Can any man forbid water, that 
these should not be baptized, which have 
received the Holy Ghost as.well as we? 

48 And he commanded them to be bap- 
tized in the name of the Lord. Then 
prayed they him to tarry certain days. 


Chapter 11 


ND the apostles and brethren that 
were in Ja-d®’-a heard that the 
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Gén’-tiles had also received the word of 


od. 

2 And when Pé’-tér was come up to Jé- 
ra’-sa-lém, they that were of the circum- 
cision contended with him, 

3 Saying, Thou wentest in to men un- 
circumcised, and didst eat with them. 

4 But Pé’-tér rehearsed the matter from 
the beginning, and expounded it by order 
unto them, saying; i : 

I was in the city of Jop’-pa praying: 
and in a trance I saw a vision, A certain 
vessel descend, as it had been a great 
sheet, let down from heaven by four cor- 
ners; and it came even to me: 

6 Upon the which when I had fastened 
mine eyes, I considered, and saw four- 
footed beasts of the earth, and wild 
beasts, and creeping things, and fowls of 
the air. 

7 And I heard a voice saying unto me, 
Arise, Pé’-tér; slay and eat. 

8 But I said, Not so, Lord: for nothing 
common or unclean hath at any time 
entered into my mouth. 

9 But the voice answered me. again 
from heaven, What God hath cleansed, 
that call not thou common. 

nd this was done three times: and 
all were drawn up again into heaven. 

11 And, behold, immediately there were 
three men already come unto the house 
where I was, sent from C#%-sa-ré’-4 unto 


me. 

12 And the Spirit bade me go with 
them, nothing doubting. Moreover these 
six brethren accompanied me, and we 
entered into the man’s house: 

13 And he shewed us how he had seen 
an angel in his house, which stood and 
said unto him, Send men to Jép’-pa, and 
call for Si’-mon, whose surname is Pé’- 


tér; 

14 Who shall tell thee words, whereby 

thou and all'thy house shall be saved. 

And as I began to speak, the Holy 
Ghost fell on them, as on us at the be- 
ginning. 

16 Then remembered I the word of the 
bonds bow tbat beside sob indeed ep, 
ized with water; but ye shall be baptize 

with the Holy Ghost. iM 

17 Forasmuch then as God gave them 
the like gift as he did unto us, who. be- 
lieved on the Lord Jé’-Sis Christ; what 
was I, that I could withstand God? 

18 When they heard these things, they 
held their peace, and glorified God, say- 
ing, Then hath God also to the Gén’-tiles 
granted repentance unto life. 

9 ¥. Now they which were scattered 
abroad upon the persecution that arose 
about Sté’-phén travelled as far as Phé- 
ni’-cé, and cCy’-pris, and An’-ti-Och, 
preaching the word to none but unto the 
Jews only. my 
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20 And some of them were men of cy’- 
prus and Cy’-ré’-né, which, when they 
were come to An’-ti-6ch, spake unto the 
_ Gré’-cians, preaching the Lord Jé’-sts,. 

21 And the hand of the Lord was with 
them: and a great number believed, and 
turned unto the Lord. 

22 ¢ Then tidings of these things came 
unto the ears of the church which was in 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém: and they sent forth Bar’- 
na-bas, that he should go as far as An’- 
ti-6ch. 

23 Who, when he came, and had seen 
the grace of God, was glad, and exhorted 
them all, that with purpose of heart they 
would cleave unto the Lord. 

24 For he was a good man, and full of 
the Holy Ghost and of faith: and much 
people was added unto the Lord: 

5 Then departed Bar’-na-bas to Tar’- 
sus, for to seek: Saul: 

26 And when he had found him, he 
brought him unto An’-ti-6ch. And it 
came to pass, that a whole year they as- 
sembled themselves with the church, and 
taught much people. And the disciples 
were called Chris’-tians first in An’-ti-6ch. 

27 ¢ And in these days came prophets 
from Jé-ri’-sa-lém unto An’-ti-6ch. 

_ 28 And there stood up one of them 
named Ag’-a-bus, and signified by the 
Spirit that there should be great dearth 

throughout all the world: which came to 
' pass in the days of Clau’-di-is c#’-sar. 

29 Then the disciples, every man ac- 
cording to his ability, determined to send 
relief unto the brethren which dwelt in 
. Ja-d#’-a: 

30 Which also they did, and sent it to 
the elders by the hands of Bar’-na-bas 
and Saul. 


Chapter 12 


OW about that time Hér’-od the 
king stretched forth his hands to 
vex certain of the church. 

2 And he killed James the brother of 
John with the sword. 

3 And because he saw it pleased the 
Jéws, he proceeded further to take Pé’- 
tér also. (Then were the days of unleav- 
ened bread.) , 

4 And when he had apprehended him, 
he put him in prison, and delivered him to 
four quaternions of soldiers to keep him; 
intending after Easter to bring him forth 
to the people. ‘ . 

5 Pé’-tér therefore was kept in prison: 
but prayer was made without ceasing of 
the church unto God for him. 
' 6 And when Hér’-od would have 

brought him forth, the same night Pé’- 
tér was sleeping between two soldiers, 
bound with two chains: and the keepers 
before the door kept the prison. 

7 And, behold, the angel of the Lord 
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came upon him, and a light shined in the 

prison: and he smote Pé’-tér on the side, 

and raised him up, saying, Arise up 

ait And his chains fell off from his 
ands. 

8 And the angel said unto him, Gird 
thyself, and bind on thy sandals. And so 
he did. And he saith unto him, Cast thy 
garment about thee, and follow me. 

9 And he went out, and followed him; 
and wist not that it was true which was 
done by the angel; but thought he saw a 
vision. 

10 When they were past the first and 
the second ward, they came unto the iron 
gate that leadeth unto the city; which 
opened to them of his own accord: and 
they went out, and passed on through 
one street; and forthwith the angel de- 
parted from him. 

1 And when Pé’-tér was come to him- 
self, he said, Now I know of a surety, 
that the Lord hath sent his angel, and 
hath delivered me out of the hand of 
Hér’-od, and from all the expectation of 
the people of the Jews. 

12 And when he had considered the 
thing, he came to the house of Mar’-¥ the 
mother of Jéhn, whose surname was 
Mark; where many were gathered to- 
gether praying. 

3 And as Pé’-tér knocked at the door 
of the gate, a damsel came to hearken, 
named Rhd’-da. 

14 And when she knew Pé’-tér’s voice, 
she opened not the gate for gladness, but 
ran in, and told how Pé’-tér stood before 
the gate. 

15 And they said unto her, Thou art 
mad. But she constantly affirmed that it 
was even so. Then said they, It is his 
angel. 

16 But Pé’-tér continued knocking: and 
when they had opened the door, and saw 
him, they were astonished. 

17 But he, beckoning unto them with 
the hand to hold their peace, declared 
unto them how the Lord had brought 
him out of the prison. And-he said, Go 
shew these things unto Jame$, and to the 
brethren. And he departed, and went in- 
to another place. 

18 Now as soon as it was day, there was 
no small stir among the soldiers, what 
was become of Pé’-tér. 

19 And when Hér’-od had ‘sought for 
him, and found him not, he examined 
the keepers, and commanded that they 
should be put to death. And he went 
down from Ji-d#’-a to C#-sa-ré’-4, and 
there abode. ; 

20 ¢ And Hér’-od was highly displeased 
with them of Tyre and $i’-don: but they 
came with one accord to him, and, hav- 
ing made Blas’-tus the king’s chamber- 
lain their friend, desired peace; because 
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their country was nourished by the king’s 
country. “ 

21 And upon a set day Hér’-od, arrayed 
in royal apparel, sat upon his throne, and 
made an oration unto them. ! 

22 And the people gave a shout, saying, 
It is the voice of a god, and not of a man. 

23 And immediately the angel of the 
Lord smote him, because he gave not 
God the glory: and he was eaten of 
worms, and gave up the ghost. 

24 ¢ But the word of God grew and 
multiplied. 

25 And Bar’-na-bas and Saul returned 
from Jé-ri’-sa-lém, when they had ful- 
filled their ministry, and took with them 
John, whose surname was Mark. 


Chapter 13 


OW there were in the church that 

was at An’-ti-6ch certain prophets 

and teachers; as Bar’-na-bas, and Sim/’- 

é-on that was called Ni’-gér, and Li’-ci- 

us of Cy-ré’-né, and: Man’-a-én, which 

had been brought up with Hér’-od the 
té’-trarch, and Saul. 

As they ministered to the Lord, and 
fasted, the Holy Ghost said, Separate me 
Bar’-na-bas and Saul for the work where- 
unto I have called them. 

3 And when they had fasted and prayed, 
and laid their hands on them, they sent 
them away. : 

4 @ So they, being sent forth by th 
Holy Ghost, departed unto Sé-léu’-ci-a ; 
and from thence they sailed to cy’- 
prus. 

5 And when they were at Sal’-4-mis, 
they preached the word of God in the 
synagogues of the Jéws: and they had 
also John to their minister. 

6 And when they had gone through the 
isle unto Pa’-phos, they found a certain 
sorcerer, a false prophet, a Jew, whose 
name was Bar-jé’-sus: 

7 Which was with the deputy of the 
country, Sér’-gi-ts Pau’-lis, a prudent 
man; who called for Bar’-na-bas and 


Saul, and desired to hear the word of S 


God. 

8 But El’-y-mas the sorcerer (for so is 
his name by interpretation) withstood 
them, seeking to turn away the deputy 
from the faith. 

9 Then Saul, (who also is called Paul,) 
filled with the Holy Ghost, set his eyes on 


im, 

10 And said, O full of all subtilty and 
all mischief, thou child of the devil, thou 
enemy of all righteousness, wilt thou not 
cease to pervert the right ways of the 
Lord? 

11 And now, behold, the hand of the 
Lord is upon thee, and thou shalt be 
ecto not apeeing se _ nr a season. 

nd immediately there fell on him a mist

and a darkness; and he went about seek- 
ing some to lead him by the hand. 

12 Then the deputy, when he saw what 
was done, believed, being astonished at 
the doctrine of the Lord. __ 

13 Now when Paéul and his company 
loosed from Pa’-phés, they came to Pér’- 
ga in Pam-phyl’-i-a: and John departing 
from them returned to Jé-ri’-sa-lém. 

14.¢ But when they departed from 
Pér’-ga, they came to An’-ti-6ch in Pi- 
sid’-i-a, and went into the synagogue on— 
the sabbath day, and sat down. 

15 And after the reading of the law and 
the prophets the rulers of the synagogues 
sent unto them, saying, Ye men and 
brethren, if ye have any word of exhor- 
tation for the people, say on. : 

16 Then Paul stood up, and beckoning 
with his hand said, Men of {§’-ra-él, and 
ye that fear God, give audience. , 

17 The God of this people of i§’-ra-él 
chose our fathers, and exalted the people 
when they dwelt as strangers in the land 
of E’-gypt, and with an high arm brought 
he them out of it. 

8 And about the time of forty years 
suffered he their manners in the wilder- 


ness. ’ 

19 And when he had destroyed seven 
nations in the land of Cha’-na-an,; he 
divided their land to them by lot. 

20 And after that he gave unto them 
judges about the space of four hundred 
and fifty years, until Sam/’-i-él the proph- 
et. 
21 And afterward they desired a king: 
and God gave unto them Saul the son of ~ 
Cis, a man of the tribe of Bén’-ja-min, by 
the space of forty years. 

22 And when he had removed him, he 
raised up unto them Da’-vid to be their 
king; to whom also he gave testimony, 
and:said, I have found Da’-vid the son of 

és’-sé, a man after mine own heart, 
which shall fulfil all my will. 

_23 Of this man’s seed hath God accord- 
ing to his promise raised unto ig’-ra-él a 
aviour, Jé’-sus: 

24 When.Jéhn had first preached be- 
fore his coming the baptism of repent- 
ance to all the people of f§’-ra-él. 

‘) And as John fulfilled his course, he 
said, Whom think ye that I am? I am 
not he. But, behold, there cometh one 
after me. whose shoes of his feet Iam not 
worthy to loose. 

26 Men and brethren, children of the 
stock of A’-bra-ham, and whosoever 
among you feareth God, to you is the 
word of this salvation sent. 

27 For they that dwell at Jé-rii’-sa-lém, 
and their rulers, because they knew him 
not, nor yet the voices of the prophets 
which are read every sabbath day, they 
have fulfilled them in condemning him. 

\ 
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28 And though they found no cause of 
death in him, yet desired they Pi’-late 
that he should be slain. 

_29 And when they had fulfilled all that 
was written of him, they took him down 
from the tree, and laid him in a sepulchre. 

30 But.God raised him from the dead: 

31 And he was seen many days of them 
- which came up with him from Gal’-i-léé 
to Jé-ri’-sa-lém, who are his witnesses 
unto the people. 
+3 d we declare unto you glad tid- 
ings, how that the promise which was 
made unto the fathers, 

33 God hath fulfilled the same unto us 
their children, in that he hath raised up 
Jé’-Sus again; as it is also written in the 
second psalm, Thou art my Son, this day 
have I begotten thee. 

And as concerning that he raised 
him up from the dead, now no more to 
return to corruption, he said on this wise, 
ae give you the sure mercies of Da’- 
Vv. 


1d. 

35 Wherefore he saith also in another 
psalm, Thou shalt not suffer thine Holy 
One to see corruption. 

36 For Da’-vid, after he had served his 
own generation by the will of God, fell 
’ on sleep, and was laid unto his fathers, 

and saw corruption: 
37 But he, whom God raised again, 
saw no corruption. 
‘ 38 9 Be it known unto you therefore, 
men and brethren, that through this man 
- is preached unto you the forgiveness of 
sins: 
_ 39 And by him all that believe. are 
justified from all things, from which ye 
could not be justified by the law of M6’- 
Sés. 

40 Beware therefore, lest that come 
upon you, which is spoken of in the 
prophets ; 

41 Behold, ye despisers, and wonder, 
and perish: for I work a work in your 
days, a work which ye shall in no wise 
believe, though a man declare it unto you. 

42 And when the Jéws were gone out of 
the synagogue, the Gén’-tiles besought 
that these words might be preached to 
them the next sabbath. ‘ 

43 Now when the congregation was 
broken up, many of the Jews and re- 
ligious proselytes followed Paul and 
Bar’-na-bas: who, speaking to them, per- 
suaded them to continue in the grace of 
God. 

44 q And the next sabbath day came 
almost the whole city together to hear 
the word of God. . ; 
45 But when the Jews saw the multi- 
tudes, they were filled with envy, and 
spake against those things which were 
spoken by Paul, contradicting and blas- 
pheming. 
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46 Then Paul and Bar’-na-bas waxed 
bold, and said, It was necessary that the 
word of God should first have been 
spoken to you: but seeing ye put it from 
you, and judge yourselves unworthy of 
eens life, lo, we turn to the Gén’- 

iles. 

47 For so hath the Lord commanded 
us, saying, I have set thee to be a light of 
the Gén’-tiles, that thou shouldest be for 
salvation unto the ends of the earth. 

48 And when the Gén’-tiles heard this, 
they were glad, and glorified the word of 
the Lord: and as many as were ordained 
to eternal life believed. 

49 And the word of the Lord was pub- 
lished throughout all the region. 

But the Jéws stirred up the devout 
and honourable women, and the chief 
men of the city, and raised persecution 
against Paul and Bar’-na-bas, and ex- 
pelled them out of their coasts. 

51 But they shook off the dust of their 
feet against them, and came unto i-cd’- 
ni-um. é 

52 And the disciples were filled with 
joy, and with the Holy Ghost. 


Chapter 14 


ND it came to pass in f-cd’-ni-im, 

that they went both together into 

the synagogue of the Jéws, and so spake, 

that a great multitude both of the Jews 
and also of the Grééks believed. 

2 But the unbelieving Jews stirred up 
the Gén’-tiles, and made their minds evil 
affected against the brethren. 

3 Long time therefore abode they speak- 
ing boldly in the Lord, which gave testi- 
mony unto the word of his grace, and 
granted signs and wonders to be done by 
their hands. 

4 But the multitude of the city was di- 
vided: and part held with the Jéws, and 
part with the apostles. 

5 And when there was an assault made 
both of the Gén’-tiles, and also of the 
Jéws with their rulers, to use them de- 
spitefully, and to stone them, 

6 They were ware of it, and fled unto 
Lys’-tra and Dér’-bé, cities of L¥-ca-d’- 
ni-a, and unto the region that lieth round 
about: 

7 And there they preached the gospel. 

8 ¢ And there sat a certain man at Lys’- 
tra, impotent in his feet, being a cripple 
from his mother’s womb, who never had 
walked: 

9 The same heard Paul speak: who 
stedfastly beholding him, and perceiving 
that he had faith to be healed, 

10 Said with a loud voice, Stand up- 
right on thy feet. And he leaped and 
walked. 

11 And when the people saw what Paul 
had done, they lifted up their voices, say- 
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ing in the speech of Ly-ca-6’-ni-a, The 
gods are come down to us in the likeness 
of men. OD! 10 BIO) 

12 And they called Bar’-na-bas, Ja’-pi- 
tér; and Paul, Mér-cii’-ri-us, because he 
was the chief speaker. ; 

13 Then the priest of Ja’-pi-tér, which 
was before their city, brought oxen and 
garlands unto the gates, and would have 
done sacrifice with the people. ___ f 

14 Which when the apostles, Bar’-na- 
bas and Paul, heard of, they rent their 
clothes, and ran in among the people, 
crying out, gies 

5 hed saying, Sirs, why do ye these 
things? We also are men of like passions 
with you, and: preach unto you that ye 
should turn from these vanities unto the 
living God, which made heaven, and 
earth, and the sea, and all things that are 
therein: 

16 Who in times past suffered all na- 
tions to walk in their own ways. _. 

17 Nevertheless he left not himself 
without witness, in that he did good, and 
gave us rain from heaven, and fruitful 
seasons, filling our hearts with food and 
gladness. , 

18 And with these sayings scarce re- 
strained they the people, that they had 
not done sacrifice unto them. 

19 @ And there came thither certain 
Jéws from An’-ti-dch and i-c6’-ni-tim, 
who persuaded the people, and, having 
stoned Paul, drew him out of the city, 
supposing he had been dead. 

20 Howbeit, as the disciples stood 
round about him, he rose up, and came 
into the city: and the next day he departed 
with Bar’-na-bas to Dér’-bé. 

21 And when they had preached the 
gospel to that city, and had taught many, 
they returned again to Lys’-tra, and to 
i-cO’-ni-tum, and An’-ti-6ch, 

22 Confirming the souls of the dis- 
ciples, and exhorting them to continue in 
the faith, and that we must through much 
tribulation enter into the kingdom of 


od. 

23 And when they had ordained them 
elders in every church, and had prayed 
with fasting, they commended them to 
the Lord, on whom,they believed. 

24 And after they had passed through- 
out Pi-sid’-i-4, they came to Pam-phyl’- 
i-a. 

25 And when they had preached the 
word in Pér’-ga, they went down into 

t-ta’-li-a: 

26 And. thence sailed to An’-ti-éch 
from whence they had. been recommend- 
ed to the grace of God for the work 
which they fulfilled. 

27 And when they were come, and had 
pothered the church together, they re- 

earsed all that God had done with 
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them, and how he had opened the door 
of faith unto the Gén’-tiles. ; 

28 And there they abode long time with 
the disciples. 


Chapter 15 


ND certain men which came down 

from Ji-d#’-a taught the brethren, 

and said, Except ye be circumcised after 

the ae of M36’-sés, ye cannot be 
saved. 

2 When therefore Paul and Bar’-na-bas 
had no small dissension and disputation 
with them, they determined that Paul 
and Bar’-na-bas, and certain other of 
them, should go up to Jé-ri’-sa-lém unto 
the apostles and elders about this ques- 
tion. 

3 And being brought on their way by 
the church, they passed through Phé-ni’- 
cé and Sa-mar’-i-4, declaring the con- 
version of the Gén’-tiles: and they caused 
great joy unto all the brethren. 

4 And when they were come to Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém, they were received of the church, 
and of the apostles and elders, and they 
declared all things that God had done 
with them. 

5 But there rose up certain of the sect'of 
the Phar’-i-sées which believed, saying, 
That it was needful to circumcise them, 
and to command them to keep the law of 
MO’-sés. 

6 ¢ And the apostles and elders came 
together for to consider of this matter. 

7 And when there had been much dis- 
puting, Pé’-tér rose up, and said unto 
them, Men and brethren, ye know how 
that a good while ago God made choice 
among us, that the Gén’-tiles by my 
mouth should hear the word of the gos- 
pel, and believe. 

8 And God, which knoweth the hearts, 
bare them witness, giving them the Holy 
Ghost, even as he did unto us; 

And put no difference between us 
om them, purifying their hearts by 
aith. 

10 Now therefore why tempt ye God, 
to put a yoke upon the neck of the dis- 
ciples, which neither our fathers nor we 
were able to bear? 

11 But we_believe that through the 
grace of the Lord Jé’-siis Christ we shall 
be saved, even as they. 

12 ¢@ Then all the multitude kept si- 
lence, and gave audience to Bar’-na-bas 
and Pdéul, declaring what miracles and 
wonders God had wrought among the 
Gén’-tiles by them. 

13 ¢ And after they had held their 
peace, James answered, saying, Men and 
brethren, hearken unto me: 

14 Sim’-é-on hath declared how God at 
the first did visit the Gén’-tiles, to take 
out of them a people for-his name. 
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15 And to this agree the words of the 
prophets; as it is written, 

16 After this I will return, and will 

- build again the tabernacle of Da’-vid, 

which is fallen down; and _I will build 

again the ruins thereof, and I will set it 


up: 

17 That the residue of men might seek 
after the Lord, and all the Gén’-tiles, up- 
on whom my name is called, saith the 
Lord, who doeth all these things. 

8 Known unto God are all his works 
from the beginning of the world. 

9 Wherefore my sentence is, that we 
trouble not them, which from among the 
Gén’-tiles are turned to God: 

20 But that we write unto them, that 
they abstain from pollutions of idols, and 
from fornication, and from things stran- 
gled, and from blood. 

21 For MO6O’-sés of old time hath in 
every city them that preach him, being 
Tread in the synagogues every sabbath 


day. 

22 Then pleased it the apostles and 
elders, with the whole church, to send 
chosen men of their own company to 
An’-ti-6ch with Patl and Bar’-na-bas; 
namely, Ja’-das surnamed Bar’-sa-bas, 
and Si’-las, chief men among the breth- 
ren: 

23 And they wrote /Jetters by them after 
this manner ; The apostles and elders and 
brethren send greeting unto the brethren 
which are of the Gén’-tiles in An’-ti-6ch 
and Syr’-i-a and Gi-lic’-i-a: 

24 Forasmuch as we have heard, that 
certain which went out from us have 
troubled you with words, subverting 


‘your souls, saying, Ye must be circum- G 


cised, and keep the law: to whom we 
gave no such commandment: ; 

25 It seemed good unto us, being as- 
sembled with one accord, to send chosen 
men unto you with. our beloved Bar’-na- 
bas and Paul, fof 

26 Men that have hazarded their lives 
for the name of our Lord Jé’-sus Christ. 

27 We have sent therefore Ji’-das and 
Si’-l4s, who shall also tell you the same 
things by mouth. 

28 For it seemed good to the Holy 
Ghost, and to us, to lay upon you no 
greater burden than these necessary 
things ; c 

29 That ye abstain from meats offered 
to idols, and from blood, and from 
things strangled, and from fornication: 
from which if ye keep yourselves, ye shall 
do well. Fare ye well. Tsttv 
30 -So when they were dismissed, they 

came to An’-ti-6ch: and when they ha 
gathered the multitude together, they de- 
livered the epistle: 

Which when they had read, they re- 
joiced for the consolation. 
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32 And Ji’-das and Si’-las, being proph- 
ets also themselves, exhorted the brethren 
with many words, and confirmed them. 

33 And after they had tarried there a 
space, they were let go in peace from the 
ees ee — ppsetes eminge 

otwithstanding it pleased Si’-las to 

abide there still. 
_35, Paul also and Bar’-na-bas continued 
in An’-ti-6ch, teaching and preaching the 
word of the Lord, with many others also. 
6 @ And some days after Paul said 
unto Bar’-na-bas, Let us go again and 
visit our brethren in every city where we 
have preached the word of the Lord, and 

see how they do. 

37 And Bar’-na-bas determined to take 
with them Jéhn, whose surname was 
Mark. 

38 But Paul thought not good to take 
him with them, who departed from them 
from Pam-phyl’-i-4, and went not with 
them to the work. 

39 And the contention was so sharp be- 
tween them, that they departed asunder 
one from the other: and so Bar’-na-bas 
took Mark, and sailed unto cy’-pris; 

40 And Paul chose Si’-l4s, and departed, 
being recommended by the brethren unto 
the grace of God. 

41 And he went through Syr’-i-a and 
Ci-lic’-i-a, confirming the churches. 


Chapter 16 


HEN came he to Dér’-bé and Lys’- 
tra: and, behold, a certain disciple 
was there, named Ti-moth’-é-us, the son 
of a certain woman, which was a Jéw’- 
a Nt believed; but his father was a 


réek: 
2. Which was well reported of by the 
brethren that were at Lys’-tra and I-c6’- 
ni-um. 

3 Him would Paul have to go forth with 
him; and took and circumcised him be- 
cause of the Jéws which were in those 
quarters: for they knew all that his father 
was a Gréek. 

4 And as they went through the cities, 
they delivered them the decrees for to 
keep, that were ordained of the apostles 
and elders which were at Jé-rii’-sa-lém. 

5 And so were the churches established 
in the faith, and increased in number 
daily. 

6 Now when they had gone throughout 
Phryg’-i-A and the region of Ga-la’-tia, 
and were forbidden of the Holy Ghost to 
preach the word in A’-sia, i 

7 After they were come to Mys’-i-a, 
they assayed to go into Bi-thyn’-ia: but 


d the Spirit suffered them not. 


8 And they passing by Mys’-i-a came 
down to Tr6’-as. i 

9 And a vision appeared to Paul in the 
night; There stood a man of Mac-é-do’- 
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ni-a, and prayed him, saying, Come over 
into Mac-é-d6’-ni-a, and help us. — 

10 And after he had seen the vision, 
immediately we endeavoured to go into 
Mac-é-d6’-ni-a, assuredly gathering that 
the Lord had called us for to preach the 
gospel unto them. . y 

11 Therefore loosing from Tr6’-as, we 
came with a straight course to Sam-6- 
thra’-ci-a, and the next day to Né-a’- 

0-lis ; 
ao) And from thence to _Phi-lip’-pi, 
which is the chief city of that part of 
Mac-é-dd’-ni-a, and a colony: and we 
were in that city abiding certain days. 

13 And on the sabbath we went out of 


14 g And a certain woman named 
Lyd’-i-4, a seller of purple, of the city of 
Thy-a-ti’-ra, which worshipped God, 
heard us: whose heart the Lord opened, 
that she attended unto the things which 
were spoken of Paul. ’ 

15 And when she was baptized, and her 
household, she besought us, saying, If ye 
have judged me to be faithful to the 
Lord, come into my house, and abide 
there. And she constrained us. 

16 ¢ And it came to pass, as we went 
to prayer, a certain damsel possessed 
with a spirit of divination met us, which 
brought her masters much gain by sooth- 
saying: 

17 The same followed Paul and us, and 
cried, saying, These men are the servants 
of the most high God, which shew unto 
us the way of salvation. 

18 And this did she many days. But 
Paul, being grieved, turned and said to 
the spirit, | command thee in the name of 
Jé’-sus Christ to come out of her. And he 
came out the same hour. 

19 ¢ And when her masters saw that 
the hope of their gains was gone, they 
caught Paul and Si’-las, and drew them 
into the marketplace unto the rulers, 

20 And brought them to the magis- 
trates, saying, These men, being Jéws, do 
exceedingly trouble our city, 

21 And teach customs, which are not 
lawful for us to receive, neither to ob- 
serve, being RO’-mans. 

22 And the multitude rose up together 
against them: and the magistrates rent 
off their clothes, and commanded to beat 


them, 

23 And when they had laid many stripes 
upon them, they cast them into prison, 
charging the jailor to keep them safely: 

24 o, having received such a charge, 
thrust them into the inner prison, and 
made their feet fast in the stocks. 

25 ¢ And at midnight Paul and Si’-las 
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prayed, and sang praises unto God: and 
the prisoners heard them. 

26 And suddenly there was a great 
earthquake, so that the foundations of 
the prison were shaken: and immediately 
all the doors were opened, and every 
one’s bands were loosed. 

27 And the keeper of the prison awak- 
ing out of his sleep, and seeing the prison 
doors open, he drew out his sword, and 
would have killed himself, supposing 
that the prisoners had been fled. 

28 But Paul cried with a loud voice, 
saying, Do thyself no harm: for we are 
all here. 

_29 Then he called for a light, and sprang 
in, and came trembling, and fell down 
before Paul and Si’-las, 

30 And brought them out, and said, 
Sirs, what must I do to be saved? 

31 And they said, Believe on the Lord 
Jé’-Sis Christ, and thou shalt be saved, 
and thy house. 

32 And they spake unto him the word 
of the Lord, and to all that were in his 


ouse. 

33 And he took them the same hour of 
the night, and washed their stripes; and 
was baptized, he and ail his, straightway. 

34 And when he had brought them into 
his house, he set meat before them, and 
rejoiced, believing in God with all his 
house. 

35 And when it was day, the magis- 
trates sent the serjeants, saying, Let those 
men go. 

36 And the keeper of the prison told 
this saying to Paul, The magistrates have 
sent to let you go: now therefore depart, 
and go in peace. 

37 But Paul said unto them, They have 
beaten us openly uncondemned, being 
RO’-mans, and have cast us into prison; 
and now do they thrust us out privily? 
nay verily; but let them come themselves 
and fetch us out. 

38 And the serjeants told these words 
unto the magistrates: and they feared, 
when they heard that they were RO’- 


mans. 

39 And they came and besought them, 
and brought ‘them out, and desired them 
to depart out of the city. 

40 And they went out of the 
and entered into the house of L¥d’-i-a: 
and when they had seen the brethren, 
they comforted them, and departed. 


Chapter 17 


NO when they had passed through 
Am-phip’-6-lis and Ap-6l-l6’-ni-a, 
they came to Théss-a-l6-ni’-cA, where 
was a synagogue of the Jéws: 

And Paul, as his manner was, went in 
unto them, and three sabbath days rea- 
saned with them out of the scriptures, 


prison, 
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3 Opening and alleging, that christ 
must needs have suffered, and risen again 
from the dead; and that this Jé’-sis, 

-whom I preach unto you, is Christ. 

4 And some of them believed, and con- 
sorted with Paul and Si’-las; and of the 
devout Grééks a great multitude, and of 

. the chief women not a few. 

5 ¢ But the Jéws which believed not, 
moved with envy, took unto them certain 
lewd fellows of the baser sort, and 
gathered a company, and set all the city 
on an uproar, and assaulted the house of 
Ja’-son, and sought to bring them out to 
the people. 

6 And when they found them not, they 
drew Ja’-son and certain brethren unto 
the rulers of the city, crying, These that 
have turned the world upside down are 
come hither also; 

7 Whom Ja’-son hath received: and 
these all do contrary to the decrees of 
Cz’-Sar, saying that there is another king, 
one Jé’-sus. 

8 And they troubled the people and the 
tulers of the city, when they heard these 
things. ! 

9 And when they had taken security of 
Ja’-son, and of the other, they let them 


oO. 
er0 gq And the brethren immediately 
sent away Paul and Si’-las by night unto 
Bé-ré’-4: who coming thither went into 
the synagogue of the Jéws. _ 

11 These were more noble than those 
in Théss-a-16-ni’-ca, in that they received 
the word with all readiness of mind, and 
searched the scriptures daily, whether 
those things were so. / 

12 Therefore many of them believed; 
also of honourable women which were 
Grééks, and of men, not a few. 

13 But when the Jéws of Théss-a-l6- 
ni’-ca had knowledge that the word of 
God was preached of Paul at Bé-ré’-a, 
they came thither also, and stirred up the 
people. : 

14 And then immediately the brethren 
sent away Paul to go as it were to the sea: 
but Si’-las and Ti-moth’-é-us abode there 


still. 

15 And they that conducted Paul 
brought him unto Ath’-éns: and receiving 
a commandment unto Si’-las and Ti- 
moth’-é-us for to come to him with all 
speed, they departed. £ 

16 @ Now while Paul waited for them 
at Ath’-én§, his spirit was stirred in him, 
when he saw the city wholly given to 
idolatry. é 

17 Therefore disputed he in the syna- 
gogue with the Jéws, and with the devout 
persons, and in the market daily with 
them that met with him. 

8 Then certain philosophers of the 
Ep-i-cti-ré’-ans, and of the St6’-icks, en- 
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countered him. And some said, What 
will this babbler say? other some, He 
seemeth to be a setter forth of strange 
gods: because he preached unto them 
Jé’-sus, and the resurrection. 

19 And they took him, and brought 
him unto Ar-é-6p’-a-gtis, saying, May 
we know what this new doctrine, whereof 
thou speakest, is? 

20 For thou bringest certain strange 
things to our ears: we would know there- 
fore what these things mean. 

21 (For all the A-thé’-ni-ans and stran- 
gers which were there spent their time in 
nothing else, but either to tell, or to hear 
some new thing.) 

22 ¢ Then Paul stood in the midst of 
Mars’ hill, and said, Ye men of Ath’-én$, 
I perceive that in all things ye are too 
superstitious. 

23 For as I passed by; and beheld your 
devotions, I found an altar with this in- 
scription, TO THE UNKNOWN GOD. 
Whom therefore ye ignorantly worship, 
him declare I unto you. 

24 God that made the world and all 
things therein, seeing that he is Lord of 
heaven and earth, dwelleth not in tem- 
ples made with hands; 

25 Neither is worshipped with men’s 
hands, as though he needed any thing, 
seeing he giveth to all life, and breath, 
and all things; 

26 And hath made of one blood all na- 
tions of men for to dwell on all the face 
of the earth, and hath determined the 
times before appointed, and the bounds 
of their habitation; 

27 That they should seek-the Lord, if 
haply they might feel after him, and find 
him, though he be not far from every one 


of us: 

28 For in him we live, and move, and 
have our being; as certain also of your 
own poets have said, For we are also his 
offspring. ~ 

29 Forasmuch then as we are the off- 
spring of God, we ought not to think that 
the Godhead is like unto gold, or silver, 
or stone, graven by art and man’s device. 

30. And the times of this ignorance God 
winked at ; but now commandeth all men 
every where to repent: 

31 Because he hath appointed a day, in 
the which he will judge the world in 
righteousness by that man whom he hath 
ordained; whereof he hath given assur- 
ance unto all men, in that he hath raised 
him from the dead. 

32 ¢ And when they heard of the resur- 
rection of the dead, some mocked: and 
others said, We will hear thee again of 
this matter. 

33 So Paul departed from among them. 

34 Howbeit certain men clave unto him, 
and believed: among the which was Di-6- 
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nys’-i-tis the Ar-é-6p’-a-gite, and a wo- 
eid named Dam’-a-ris, and others with 
them. 


Chapter 18 
FTER these’ things Paul departed 
~ from Ath’-éns, and came to Cor’- 
inth: : 
7) And found a certain Jew named A- 


quil’-4, born in Pon’-tus, lately come J 


from it’-a-ly, with his wife Pris-cil’-la ; 
(because that Clau’-di-ts had command- 
ed all Jews to depart from R6me:) and 
came unto them. 

3 And because he was of the same craft, 
he abode with them, and wrought: for by 
their occupation they were tentmakers. 

4 And he reasoned in the synagogue 
every sabbath, and persuaded the Jews 
and the Grééks. | f ‘ 

5 And when Si’-las and Ti-moth’-é-ts 
were come from Mac-é-d6’-ni-a, Paul 
was pressed in the spirit, and testified to 
the Jews that Jé’-sis was Christ. 

6 And when they opposed themselves, 
and blasphemed, he shook his raiment, 
and said unto them, Your blood be upon 
your own heads; I am clean: from hence- 
forth I will go unto the Gén’-tiles. 

7 And he departed thence, and entered 
into a certain man’s house, named Jus’- 
tus, one that worshipped God, whose 
house joined hard to the synagogue. 

8 And Cris’-pus, the chief ruler of the 
synagogue, believed on the Lord with all 
his house; and many of the C6-rin’-thi- 
ans hearing believed, and were baptized. 

9 Then spake the Lord to Paul in the 
night by a vision, Be not afraid, but 
speak, and hold not thy peace: 

10 For I am with thee, and no man shall 
set on thee to hurt thee: for I have much 
people in this city. 

11 And he continued there a year and 
six months, teaching the word of God 
among them. 

12 ¢ And when Gal’-li-6 was the dep- 
uty of A-chai’-a; the Jews made insurrec- 
tion with one accord against Paul, and 
brought him to the judgment seat, 

13 Saying, This fellow persuadeth men 
to worship God contrary to the law. 

14 And when Paul was now about to 
open his mouth, Gal’-li-6 said unto the 
Jews, If it were a matter of wrong or 
wicked lewdness, O ye Jéws, reason 
would that I should bear with you: 

15 But if it be a question of words and 
names, and of your law, look ye #o it ; for 
I will be no judge of such matters. 

16 And he drave them from the judg- 
ment seat. 

17 Then all the Grééks took Sés’-thé- 
né§, the chief ruler of the synagogue, and 
beat him before the judgment seat. And 
Gal’-li-6 cared for none of those things. 
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18 @ And Paul after this tarried there 
yet a good while, and then took his leave 
of the brethren, and sailed thence into 
Syr’-i-a, and with him Pris-cil’-l4 and 
A-quil’-a; having shorn his head in Cén- 
chré’-4: for he had a vow. |. 

19 And ‘he came to Eph’-é-sis, and left 
them there: but he himself entered into 
the synagogue, and reasoned with the 


ews. 
20 When they desired him to tarry 
longer time with them, he consented:not; 

1 But bade them farewell, saying, I 
must by all means keep this feast that 
cometh in Jé-réi’-sa-lém: but I will return 
again unto you, if God will. And he 
sailed from Eph’-é-sus. 

22 And when he had landed at c#’-sa- 
ré’-a, and gone up, and saluted the 
church, he went down to An’-ti-6ch. 

23 And after he had spent some time 
there, he departed, and went over ai] the 
country of Ga-la’-tia and Phryg’-i-a in 
order, strengthening all the disciples. 

24 ¢ And a certain Jew named A-pdl’- 
los, born at Al-éx-an’-dri-4, an eloquent 
man, and mighty in the scriptures, came 
to Eph’-é-sis. 

25 This man was instructed in the way 
of the Lord; and being fervent in the 
spirit, he spake and taught diligently the 
things of the Lord, knowing only the 
baptism of John. 

26 And he began to speak boldly in the 

synagogue: whom when A-quil’-4 and 
Pris-cil’-la had heard, they took him unto 
them, and expounded unto him the way 
of God more perfectly. 
_27 And when he was disposed to pass 
into A-chai’-a, the brethren wrote, ex- 
horting the disciples to receive him: who, 
when he was come, helped them much 
which had believed through grace: 

28 For he mightily convinced the Jews, 
and that publickly, shewing by the scrip- 
tures that Jé’-sus was christ. 


Chapter 19 


—— it came to pass, that, while A-pdl’- 
16s was at Cor’-inth, Paul having 

assed through the upper coasts came to 
Eph’-é-sus: and finding certain disciples, 

2 He said unto them, Have ye received 
the Holy Ghost since ye believed? And 
they said unto him, We have not so much 
as heard whether there be any Holy 
Ghost. 

3 And he said unto them, Unto what 
then were ye baptized? And they said, 
Unto John’s baptism. ; 

4 Then said Paul, John verily baptized 
with the baptism of repentance, saying 
unto the people, that they should believe 
on him which should come after him, 
that is, on Christ Jé’-sis. 

5 When they heard this; they were bap-

tized in the name of the Lord Jé’-sis. 
6 And when Paul had laid his hands 
upon them, the Holy Ghost came on 
em; and they spake with tongues, and 
prophesied. 

7 And alt the men were about twelve. 

8 And he went into the synagogue, and 
spake boldly for the space of three 
months, disputing and persuading the 
things concerning the kingdom of God. 

9 But when divers were hardened, and 
believed not, but spake evil of that way 
before the multitude, he departed from 
them, and separated the disciples, dis- 
puting daily in the school of one Ty- 
Tan’-nus. 

10 And this continued by the space of 
two years; so that all they which dwelt in 
A’-Sia heard the word of the Lord Jé’-siis, 
both Jéws and Grééks. 

11 And God wrought special miracles 
by the hands of Paul: 

12 So that from his body were brought 
unto the sick handkerchiefs or aprons, 
and the diseases departed from them, and 
the evil spirits went out of them. 

3 ¢ Then certain of the vagabond 
JEWS, exorcists, took upon them to call 
over them which had evil spirits the name 
of the Lord Jé’-siis, saying, We adjure 
you by Jé’-sts whom P4ul preacheth. 

14 And there were seven sons of one 
Sed a Jéw, and chief of the priests, 
which did so. a 

15 And the evil spirit answered and 
said, Jé’-sus I know, and P know; 
but who are ye? _ sot 

16 And the man in whom the evil spirit 
was leaped on them, and overcame them, 
and prevailed against them, so that they 
fled out of that housenaked and wounded. 

17 And this-was known to all the Jéws 
and Grééks also dwelling at Eph’-é-sts; 
and fear fell on them all, and the name of 
the Lord Jé’-sis was magnified. 

d many that believed came, and 

confessed, and shewed their deeds. __ 

Many of them also which used curi- 

ous arts brought their books together, 

and burned them before all men: and 

they counted the price of them, and 
found it fifty thousand pieces of silver. 

20 So mightily grew the word of God 
and prevailed. i 

21 ¢ After these things were ended 

Paul purposed in the spirit, when he had 
macced trowsh Mac-é-d6’-ni-a and A- 
chai’-4, to go to Jé-ri’-sa-lém, saying, 
After I have been there, I must also see 
Rome. : Oh ee ae 
_ 22 So he sent into Mac-é-d6’-ni-a4 two 
of them that ministered unto him, Ti- 
m6oth’-é-ts and E-ras’-tis; but he him- 
self stayed in A’-sia for a season. 

23 And the same time there arose no 
small stir about that way. 
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24 For a certain man named Dé-mé’- 
tri-us, a silversmith, which made silver 
shrines for Di-an’-4, brought no small 
gain unto the craftsmen; 

om he called together with the 
workmen of like occupation, and said, 
Sirs, ye know that by this craft we have 
our wealth. 

26 Moreover ye see and hear, that not 
alone at Eph’-é-sus, but almost through- 
out all A’-sia, this Paul hath persuaded 
and turned away much people, saying 
that they be no gods, which are made 
with hands: 

27 So that not only this our craft is in 
danger to be set at nought; but also that 
the temple of the great goddess Di-an’-a 
should be despised, and her magnificence 
should be destroyed, whom all A’-3i4 and 
the world worshippeth. 

28 And when they heard these Sayings, 
they were full of wrath, and cried out, 
saying, Great is Di-an’-a of the Eph-é’- 


Sians. 

29 And the whole city was filled with 
confusion: and having caught Gaji’-is 
and Ar-is-taér’-chis, men of Mac-é-dd’- 
ni-a, Paul’s companions in travel, they 
rushed with one accord into the theatre. 
_ 30 And when Paul would have entered 
in unto the people, the disciples suffered 
himnot. 

31 And certain of the chief of A’-si4, 
which were his friends, sent unto him, 
desiring him that he would not adventure 
himself into the theatre. 

32 Some therefore cried one thing, and 
some another: for the assembly was con- 
fused ; and the more part knew not where- 
fore they were come together. 

33 And they drew Al-éx-dn’-dér out of 
the multitude, the Jéws putting him for- 
ward. And Al-éx-an’-dér beckoned with 
the hand, and would have made his de- 
fence unto the people. 

34 But when they knew that he was a 
Jéw, all with one voice about the space of 
two hours cried out, Great is Di-an’-a of 
the Eph-é’-s1ans. 

35 And when the townclerk had ap- 
peased the people, he said, Ye men of 
Eph’-é-sus, what man is there that know- 
eth not how that the ay of the Eph-é’- 
Sians is a worshipper of the great goddess 
Di-an’-a, and of the image which fell 
down from Ji’-pi-tér? 

36 Seeing then that these things cannot 
be spoken against, ye ought to be quiet, 
and to do nothing rashly. 

37 For ye have brought hither these 
men, which are neither robbers of 
churches, nor yet blasphemers of your 
goddess. i i 

38_ Wherefore if Dé-mé’-tri-iis, and the 
craftsmen which are with him, have a 
matter against any man, the law is open, 
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and there are deputies: let them implead 
one another. ; ; 

39 But if ye enquire any thing concern- 
ing other matters, it shall be determined 
in a lawful assembly. ‘ 

40 For we are in danger to be called in 
question for this day’s uproar, there be- 
ing no cause whereby we may give an 
account of this concourse. 

41 And when he had thus spoken, he 
dismissed the assembly. 


Chapter 20 


ND after the uproar was ceased, Paul 

called unto him the disciples, and 

embraced them, and departed for to go 
into Mac-é-d0’-ni-a. 

2 And when he had gone over those 
parts, and had given them much exhor- 
tation, he came into Grééce, 

3 And there abode three months. And 
when the Jéws laid wait for him, as he 
was about to sail into Syr’-i-a, he pur- 
posed to return through Mac-é-d0’-ni-a. 

4 And there accompanied him into A’- 
sia Sd’-pa-tér of Bé-ré’-a; and of the 
Théss-a-16’-ni-ans, Ar-is-tar’-chus and 
Sé-ctin’-dus ; and Gai’-us of Dér’-bé, and 
Ti-m6th’-é-us ; and of A’-sia, Tych’-i-cus 
and Troph’-i-muts. ; 

5 These going before tarried for us at 
Trd’-as. 

6 And we sailed away from Phi-lip’-pi 
after the days of unleavened bread, and 
came unto them to Tr6’-as in five days; 
where we abode seven days. 

7 And upon the first day of the week, 
when the disciples came together to break 
bread, Paul preached unto them, ready 
to depart on the morrow; and continued 
his speech until midnight. 

8 And there were many lights in the 
upper chamber, where they were gath- 
ered together. { 

9 And there sat in a window a certain 
young man named Eu’-ty-chus, being fal- 
len into a deep sleep: and as Paul was 
long preaching, he sunk down with sleep, 
and fell down from the third loft, and 
was taken up dead. 

10 And Paul went down, and fell on 
him, and embracing him said, Trouble 
not yourselves; for his life is in him, 

11 When he therefore was come up 
again, and had broken bread, and eaten, 
and talked a long while, even till break 
of day, so he departed. 

12 And they brought the young man 
alive, and were not a little comforted. 

13 ¢ And we went before to ship, and 
sailed unto As’-sds, there intending to 
take in Paul: for so had he appointed, 
minding himself to go afoot. 

14 And when he met with us at As’-sés, 
we took him in, and came to Mit-y-lé’- 
né. 
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15 And we sailed thence, and came the 
next day over against Chi’-6s; and the 
next day we arrived at Sa’-m6s, and tar- 
ried at Trd-gyl’-li-um; and the next day 
we came to Mi-lé’-tus. _ 

_16 For Paul had determined to sail by 
Eph’-é-sus, because he would not spend 
the time in A’-sia: for he hasted, if it were 
possible for him, to be at Jé-ri’-sa-lém 
the day of Pén’-t€-cést. | 

17 ¢ And from Mi-lé’-tus he sent to 
Eph’-é-sus, and called the elders of the 
church. 

18 And when they were come to him, 
he said unto them, Ye know, from the 
first day that I came into A’-sia, after 
what manner I have been with you at all 
seasons, 

19 Serving the Lord with all humility of 
mind, and with many tears, and tempta- 
tions, which befell me by the lying in wait 
of the Jéws: 

20 And how I kept back nothing that 
was profitable unto pict but have shewed 
you, and have taught you publickly, and 
from_ house to house, 

21 Testifying both to the Jéws, and also 
to the Grééks, repentance toward God, 
and faith toward our Lord Jé’-stis christ. 

22 And:now, behold, I go bound in the 
spirit unto Jé-ri’-sa-lém, not knowing 
the things that shall befall me there: 

23 Save that the Holy Ghost witnesseth 
in every city, saying that bonds and af- 
flictions abide me. 

4 But none of these things move me, 
neither count I my life dear unto myself, 
so that I might finish my course with joy, 
and the ministry, which I have received 
of the Lord Jé’-sus, to testify the gospel 
of the grace of God. 

And now, behold, I know that ye all, 
among whom I have gone preaching the 
kingdom of God, shall see my face no 
more. 

26 Wherefore I take you to record this 
day, that I am pure from the blood of all 
men. 

27 For I have not shunned to declare 
unto you all the counsel of God. 

28 @ Take heed therefore unto your- 
selves, and to all the flock, over the which 
the Holy Ghost hath made you over- 
seers, to feed the church of God, which 
he hath purchased with his own blood. 

29 For I know this, that after my de- 
parting shall grievous wolves enter in 
among you, not sparing the flock. 

30 Also of your own selves shall men 
arise, speaking perverse things, to draw 
away disciples after them. 

31 Therefore watch, and remember, 
that by the space of three years I ceased 
net to warn every one night and day with 

ears. 

32 And now, brethren, I.commend you 
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to God, and to the word of his grace, 
which is able to build you up, and to give 
you an inheritance among all them which 
are sanctified. 

33 I have coveted no man’s silver, or 

gold, or apparel. 
Yea, ye yourselves know, that these 
_hands have ministered unto my neces- 
* sities, and to them that were with me. 

35 I have shewed you all things, how 
that so labouring ye ought to support the 
weak, and to remember the words of the 
Lord Jé’-stis, how he said, [t is more 
blessed to give than to receive. 

les g And when he ha aris spoken, he 
kneeled down, and prayed with them all. 

37 And they all wept sore, and fell on 
Paul’s neck, and kissed him, 

38 Sorrowing most of all for the words 
_ which he spake, that they should see his 
face no more. And they accompanied 
him unto the ship. 


Chapter 21 


NDit came to pass, that after we were 
gotten from them, and had launched, 

we came with a straight course unto CO’- 
os, and the day following unto Rhode$s, 
and from thence unto Pat’-a-ra: 

2 And finding a ship sailing over unto 
Phé-nic’-ia, we went aboard, and set 
forth. 

3 Now when we had discovered cy’- 
prus, we ieft it on the left hand, and 
sailed into Syr’-i-a, and landed at Tyre: 
for there the ship was to unlade her bur- 


en. 

4 And finding disciples, we tarried there 
seven days: who said to Paul through the 
Spirit, that he should not go up to Jé-ri’- 


sa-lém. ; 

5 And when we had accomplished those 
days, we departed and went our way; and 
they all brought us on our way, with 
wives and children, till we were out of the 
city: and we kneeled down on the shore, 
and prayed. 

6 And when we had taken our leave 
one of another, we took ship; and they 
returned home again, 

7 And when we had finished our course 
from Tyre, we came to Pt6l-é-ma’-is, and 
saluted the brethren, and abode with 
them one day. 

And the next day we that were of 
Paul’s company departed, and came unto 
C#-sa-ré’-a: and we entered into the 
house of Phil’-ip the evangelist, which 
was one of the seven; and abode with 


9 And the same man had four daugh- 
ters, virgins, which did prophesy. 

.10 And. as we tarried there many days, 
there came down from Ja-d&’-a a certain 
prophet, named Ag’-a-bus. 

11 And when he was come unto us, he 
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took Paul’s girdle, and bound his own 
hands and feet, and said, Thus saith the 
Holy Ghost, So shall the Jews at Jé-ra’- 
sa-lém bind the man that owneth this 
girdle, and shall deliver him into the 
hands of the Gén’-tiles. 

12 And when we heard these things, 
both we, and they of that place, besought 
him not to go up to Jé-ra’-sa-lém. 

13 Then Paul answered, What mean ye 
to weep and to break mine heart? for I 
am ready not to be bound only, but also 
to die at Jé-ri’-sa-lém for the name of 
the Lord Jé’-sts. 

14 And when he would not be. per- 
suaded, we ceased, saying, The will of 
the Lord be done. 

15 And after those days we took up our 
carriages, and went up to Jé-ra’-sa-lém. 

There went with us also certain of 
the disciples of ¢%-sa-ré’-4, and brought 
with them one Mna’-son of cy’-priis, an 


; Old disciple, with whom we should lodge. 


And when we were come to Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém, the brethren received us gladly. 

18 And the day following Paul went in 
with us unto James; and all the elders 
were present. at 

19 And when he had saluted them, he 
declared» particularly what things God 
had wrought among the Gén’-tiles by his 
ministry. 

20 And when they heard it, they glori- 
fied the Lord, and said unto him, Thou 
seest, brother, how many thousands of 
Jéws there are which believe; and they 
are all zealous of the law: 

21 And they are informed of thee, that 
thou teachest all the Jéws which are 
among the Gén’-tiles to forsake MO’-sés, 
saying that they ought not to circumcise 
their children, neither to walk after the 
customs. 

22 What is it therefore? the multitude 
must needs come together: for they will 
hear that thou art come. : 

23 Do therefore this that we say to 
thee: We have four men which have a 
vow on them; 

24 Them take, and purify thyself with 
them, and be at charges with them, that 
they may shave their heads: and all may 
know that those things, whereof they 
were informed concerning thee, are noth- 
ing; but, that thou thyself also walkest 
orderly, and keepest the law. 1 

25. As.touching the Gén’-tile§ which be- 
lieve, we have written and concluded that 
they observe no such thing, save only 
that they keep themselves from things of- 
fered to idols, and from blood, and from 
strangled, and from fornication. 

26 Then Paul took the men, and the 
next day purifying himself with them 
entered into the temple, to signify the 
accomplishment: of the days of purifica- 
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tion, until that an offering should be of- 
fered for every one of them. 

27 And when the seven days were al- 
most ended, the Jews which were of A’- 
sia, when they saw him in the temple, 
stirred up.all the people, and laid hands 
on him. Ser 

28 Crying out, Men of Is’-ra-él, help: 
This is the man, that teacheth all men 
every where against the people, and the 
law, and this place: and further brought 
Grééks also into the temple, and hath 
polluted this holy place. ; ‘ 

29 (For they had seen before with him 
in the city Troéph’-i-mus an Eph-é’-sian, 
whom they supposed that Paul had 
brought into the temple.) 

30 And all the city was moved, and the 
people ran together: and they took Paul, 
and drew him out of the temple: and 
forthwith the doors were shut. 

31 And as they went about to kill him, 
tidings came unto the chief captain of the 
band, that all Jé-ra’-sa-lém was in an up- 


roar. ; 

32 Who immediately took soldiers and 
centurions, and ran down unto them: 
and when they saw the chief captain and 
the soldiers, they left beating of Paul. 

33 Then the chief captain came near, 
and took him, and commanded him to be 
bound with two chains; and demanded 
who he was, and what he had done. 

34 And some cried one thing, some an- 
other, among the multitude: and when 
he could not know the certainty for the 
tumult, he commanded him to be carried 
into the castle. i 

35 And when he came upon the stairs, 
so it was, that he was borne of the sol- 
diers for the violence of the people. 

36 For the multitude of the people fol- 
lowed after, crying, Away with him. 

37 And as Paul was to be led into the 
castle, he said unto the chief captain, 
May I speak unto thee? Who said, Canst 
thou speak Gréek? ; 

38 Art not thou that E-gyp’-fian, which 
before these days madest an uproar, and 
leddest out into the wilderness four thou- 
sand men that were murderers? 

39 But Paul said, lam a man which am 
a Jéw of Tar’-sus,:a city in Ci-lic’-i-a, a 
citizen of no mean city: and, I beseech 
thee, suffer me to speak unto the people. 

40 And when he had given him licence, 
Paul stood on the stairs, and beckoned 
with the hand unto the people: And when 
there was made a great silence, he spake 
unto them in the Hé’-bréw tongue, saying, 


Chapter 22 


ME; brethren, and fathers, hear ye 
my defence.which I make now unto 


you. 
2 (And when they heard that he spake 
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in the Hé’-bréw tongue to them, they 
kept the more silence: and he saith,) 

3 I am verily a man which am a Jéw, 
born in Tar’-sus, a city in Ci-lic’-i-a, yet 
brought up in this city at the feet of Ga- 
ma’-li-él, and taught according to the per- 
fect manner of the law of the fathers, and 
was zealous toward God, as ye all are 
this day. 

4 And I persecuted this way unto the 
death, binding and delivering into prisons 
both men and women. 

5.As also the high priest doth bear me 
witness, and all the estate of the elders: 
from whom also I received letters unto 
the brethren, and went to Da-mias’-cis, 
to bring them which were there bound 
unto Jé-ri’-sa-lém, for to be punished. 

6 And it came to pass, that,‘as I made 
my journey, and was come nigh unto 
Da-mas’-cus about noon, suddenly there 
shone from heaven a great light round 
about me. 

7 And I fell unto the ground, and heard 
a voice saying unto me, Saul, Saul, why 
persecutest thou me? 

8 And I answered, Who art thou, Lord? 
And he said unto me, I am Jé’-stis of 
Naz’-4-réth, whom thou persecutest. 

9 And they that were with me saw in- 
deed the light, and were afraid; but they 
heard not the voice of him that spake to 


me. 

10 And I said, What shall I do, Lord? 
And the Lord said unto me, Anse, and 
go into Da-mas’-cus; and there it shall be 
told thee of all things which are ap- 
pointed for thee to do. 

And when I could not see for the 
glory of that light, being led by the hand 
of them that were with me, I came into 
Da-mas’-cus. | 

12 And one An-a-ni’-4s, a devout man 
according to the law, having a good re- 
port of all the Jews which dwelt there, 

13 Came unto me, and stood, and said 
unto me, Brother Saul, receive thy sight. 
And the same hour I looked up upon him. 

14 And he said, The God of our fathers 
hath chosen thee, that thou shouldest 
know his will, and see that Just One, and 
shouldest hear the voice of his mouth. 

For thou shalt be his witness unto 
all men of what thou hast seen and heard. 

And now why tarriest thou? arise, 
and be baptized, and wash away thy sins, 
calling on the name of the Lord. 

And it came to pass, that, when I 
was come again to Jé-ri’-sa-lém, even 
while I prayed in the temple, I was in a 
trance; , 

18 And saw him saying unto me, Make 
haste, and get thee quickly out of Jé-ra’- 
sa-lém: for they will not receive thy testi- 
mony concerning me. 

19 And I said, Lord, they know that I 
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imprisoned and beat in every synagogue 
them that believed on thee: 

20 And when the blood of thy martyr 
_Sté’-phén was shed, I also was standing 
by, and consenting unto his death, and 
kept the raiment of them that slew him. 

21 And he said unto me, Depart: for I 
will send thee far hence unto the Gén’-tiles. 

22 And they gave him audience unto 
this word, and then lifted up their voices, 
and said, Away with such a fellow from 
the earth: for it is not fit that he should 


ve. 

23 And as they cried out, and cast off 
their clothes, and threw dust into the air, 

The chief captain commanded him 
to be brought into the castle, and bade 
that he should be examined by scourg- 
ing; that he might know wherefore they 
cried so against him. 

25 And as they bound him with thongs, 
Paul said unto the centurion that stood 
by, Is it lawful for you to scourge a man 
that is a R6’-man, and uncondemned ? 

26 When the centurion heard that, he 
went and told the chief captain, saying, 
Take heed what thou doest: for this man 
is a RO’-man. ; 

27 Then the chief captain came, and 
said unto him, Tell me, art thou a RO’- 
man? He said, Yea. ‘ 

28 And the chief captain answered, 
With a great sum obtained I this freedom. 
And Paul said, But I was free born. 

29 Thenstraightway they departed from 
him which should have examined him: 
and the chief captain also was afraid, 
after he knew that he was a R6O’-man, 
and because he had bound him. 

30 On the morrow, because he would 
have known the certainty wherefore he 
was accused of the Jéws, he loosed him 
from his bands, and commanded the 
chief priests and all their council to ap- 
pear, and brought Paul down, and set 
him before them. 


Chapter 23 


ND Paul, earnestly beholding the 

council, said, Men and brethren, I 

have lived in all good conscience before 
_ God untilthisday. | | f 

2 And the high priest An-a-ni’-4s com- 
manded raat Shak stood by him to smite 
him on the mouth. 

3 Then said Paul unto him, God shall 
smite thee, thou whited wall: for sittest 
thou to judge me after the law, and com- 
mandest me to be smitten contrary to the 


law? , 

4 And they that stood by said, Revilest 
thou God’s high priest? 

5 Then said Paul, I wist not, brethren, 
that he was the high priest: for it is writ- 
ten, Thou shalt not speak evil of the ruler 
of thy people. 
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6 But when Paul perceived that the one 
Part were Sad’-dii-céés, and the other 
Phar’-i-séés, he cried out in the council, 
Men and brethren, I am a Phar’-i-sée, the 
son of a Phar’-i-séé: of the hope and 
resurrection of the dead I am called in 
question. 

7 And when he had so said, there arose 
a dissension between the Phar’-j-sées 
and the Sad’-di-cées: and the multitude 
was divided. 

8 For the Sad’-dii-céés say that there is 
no resurrection, neither angel, nor spirit: 
but the Phar’-i-séés confess both. 

9 And there arose a great cry: and the 
scribes that were of the Phar’-i-sée’ part 
arose, and strove, saying, We find no evil 
in this man: but if a spirit or an angel 
hath spoken to him, let us not fight 
against God. 

10 And when there arose a great dis- 
sension, the chief captain, fearing lest 
Paul should have been pulled in pieces of 
them, commanded the soldiers to go 
down, and to take him by force from 
among them, and to bring him into the 
castle. 

11 And the night following the Lord 
stood by him, and said, Be of good cheer, 
Paul: for as thou hast testified of me in 
Jé-ri’-sa-lém, so must thou bear witness 
also at Rome. i 

12 And when it was day, certain of the 
JéwWs banded together, and bound them- 
selves under a curse, saying that they 
would neither eat nor drink till they had 
killed Paul. 

13 And they were more than forty 
which had made this conspiracy. 

14 And they came to the chief priests 
and elders, and said, We have bound 
ourselves under a great curse, that we 
will eat nothing until we have slain P4ul. 

15 Now therefore ye with the council 
signify to the chief captain that he bring 
him down unto you to morrow, as though 
ye would enquire something more per- 
fectly concerning him: and we, or ever he 
come near, are ready to kill him. 

16 And when Pa4ul’s sister’s son heard 
of their lying in wait, he went and entered 
into the castle, and told Paul. 

17 Then Paul called one of the cen- 
turions unto him, and said, Bring this 
young man unto the chief captain: for he 
hath a certain thing to tell him. 

18 So he took him, and brought him to 
the chief captain, and said, Paul the pris- 
oner called me unto him, and prayed me 
to bring this young man unto thee, who 
hath something to say unto thee. 

19 Then the chief captain took him by 
the hand, and went with him aside pri- 
vately, and asked him, What is that thou 
hast to tell me? 2 

20 And he said, The Jéws have agreed 
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to desire thee that thou wouldest bring 
down Paul to morrow into the council, 
as though they would enquire somewhat 
of him more perfectly. 

21 But do not thou yield unto them: 
for there lie in wait for him of them more 
than forty men, which have bound them- 
selves with an oath, that they will neither 
eat nor drink till they have killed him: 
and now are they ready, looking for a 
promise from thee. : 

22 So the chief captain then let the 
young man depart, and charged him, See 
thou tell no man that thou hast shewed 
these things to me. 

23 And he called unto him two centu- 
rions, saying, Make ready two hundred 
soldiers to. go. to C#-Sa-ré’-a, and horse- 
menthreescore and ten,and spearmentwo 
hundred, at the third hour of the night; 

24 And provide them beasts, that they 
may set Paul on, and bring him safe unto 
Fé’-lix the governor. } 

25 And he wrote a letter after this man- 
ner: 

26 Clau’-di-ts Lys’-i-as unto the most 
excellent governor Fé’-lix sendeth greet- 
ing. 

i This man was taken of the Jéws, and 
should have been killed of them: then 
came I with an army, and rescued him, 
having understood that he was a RO’- 
man. 

28 And when I would have known the 
cause wherefore they accused him, I 
brought him forth into their council: 

29 Whom I perceived to be accused of 
questions of their law, but to have noth- 
ing laid to his charge worthy of death or 
of bonds. 

30 And when it was told me how that 
the Jéws laid wait for the man, I sent 
straightway to thee, and gave command- 
ment to his accusers also to say before 
thee what they had against him: Farewell. 

31 Then the soldiers, as it was com- 
manded them, took Paul, and brought 
him by night to An-tip’-a-tris. 

2 On the morrow they left the horse- 
men to go with him, and returned to the 
castle: 

33 Who, when they came:to C#-sa-ré’- 
a, and delivered the epistle to the govern- 
or, presented Paul also before him. 

34 And when the governor had read 
the letter, he asked of what province he 
was. And when he understood that he 
was Of Ci-lic’-i-a ; 

35 I will hear thee, said he, when thine 
accusers are also come. And he com- 
manded. him to be kept in Hér’-od’s 
judgment hall. 


Chapter 24 


yl after five days An-a-ni’-as the 
high priest descended with ‘the el- 
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ders, and with a certain orator named 
Tér-tul’-lus, who informed the governor 
against Paul. ; 

2 And when he was called forth, Tér- 
tul’-lis began to accuse him, saying, See- 
ing that by thee we enjoy great quiet- 
ness, and that very worthy deeds are 
done unto this’ nation by thy provid- 
ence, 

3. We accept it always, and in all places, 
most noble Fé’-lix, with all thankfulness. 

4 Notwithstanding, that I be not fur- 
ther tedious unto thee, I pray thee that 
thou wouldest hear us of thy clemency a 
few words. 

5 For we have found this man a pesti- 
lent fellow, and a mover of. sedition 
among all the Jews throughout the world, 
and a ringleader of the sect of the Naz’- 
a-rénes: 

6 Who also hath gone about to profane 
the temple: whom we took; and would 
have judged according to our law. 

7 But the chief captain Lys’-i-as came 
upon us, and with great violence took him 
away out of our hands, 

8 Commanding his accusers to come 
unto thee: by examining of whom thyself 
mayest take knowledge of all these things, 
whereof we accuse him. 

9 And the Jéws also assented, saying 
that these things were so. 

10 Then Paul, after that the governor 
had beckoned unto him to speak, an- 
swered, Forasmuch as I know that thou 
hast been of many years a judge unto this 
nation, I do the more cheerfully answer 
for myself: 

11 Because that thou mayest under- 
stand, that there are yet but twelve days 
since I went up to Jé-ri’-sa-lém for to 
worship. 

12 And they neither found me in the 
temple disputing with any man, neither 
raising up the people, neither in the syna- 
gogues, nor in the city: 

13 Neither can they prove the things 
whereof they now accuse me. 

14 But this I confess unto thee, that 
after the way which they call heresy, so 
worship I the God of my fathers, believ- 
ing all things which are written in the law 
and in the prophets: 

15 And have hope toward God, which 
they themselves also allow, that there 
shall be a resurrection of the dead, both 
of the just and unjust. 

16 And herein do I exercise myself, to 
have always a conscience void of offence 
toward God, and toward men. 

17 Now after many years I came to 
bring alms to my nation, and Offerings. 

Whereupon certain Jews from A’-sia 
found me purified in the temple, neither 
with multitude, nor with tumult. 


19 Who ought to have been here before 
\ 
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thee, and object, if they had ought against 
m 


e. 

20 Or else let these same here say, if 
they have found any evil doing in me, 
while I stood before the council, 

21 Except it be for this one voice, that I 
cried standing among them, Touching 
the resurrection of the dead I am called 
in question by you this day. 

22 And when Fé’-lix heard these things, 
having more perfect knowledge of that 
way, he deferred them, and said, When 
Lys’-i-as the chief captain shall come 
down, I will know the uttermost of your 
matter. 

23: And he commanded a centurion to 
Keep Paul, and to let him have liberty, 
and that he should forbid none of his 
acquaintance to minister or come unto 


24 And after certain days, when Fé’-lix 
came with his wife Dri-sil’-1a, which was 
a Jéw’-éss, he sent for Paul, and heard 
him concerning the faith in Christ. 

25 And as he reasoned of righteousness, 
temperance, and judgment to come, Fé’- 
lix trembled, and answered, Go thy way 
for this time; when I have a convenient 
season, I will call-for thee. 

26 He hoped also that money should 
have been given him of Paul, that he 
might loose him: wherefore he sent for 
him the oftener, and communed with him. 

27. But after two years Pér’-ci-tis Fés’- 
tus came into Fé’-lix’ room: and Fé’-lix, 
willing to shew the Jéws a pleasure, left 
Paul bound. 


Chapter 25 


OW when Fés’-tis was come into 
the province, after three days he 
ascended from C#-sa-ré’-4 to Jé-rii’-sa- 


ém. 

2 Then the high priest and the chief of 
the Jéws informed him against Paul, and 
besought him, ’ ; 

3 And desired favour against him, that 
he would send for him to Jé-ra’-sa-lém, 
laying wait in the way to kill him. 

4 But Fés’-tus answered, that Paul 
should be kept at C#-sa-ré’-4, and that he 
himself would depart shortly thither. 

5 Let them therefore, said he, which 
among you are able, go down with me, 
and accuse this man, if there be any 
wickedness in him. . 

6 And when he had tarried among them 

more than ten days, he went down unto 
C#-8a-ré’-a; and the next day sitting on 
the judgment seat commanded Paitl to be 
brought. eee 
' 7 And when he was come, the Jews 
which came down from Jé-ri’-sa-lém 
stood round about, and laid many and 
grievous complaints against Paul, which 
they could not prove. 
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8 While he answered for himself, Nei- 
ther against the law of the Jéwé, neither 
against the temple, nor yet against cx’- 
sar, have I offended any thing at all. 

9 But Fés’-tis, willing to do the Jews a 

pleasure, answered Paul, and said, Wilt 
thou go up to Jé-rii’-sa-lém, and there be 
judged of these things before me? 
_10 Then said Paul, I stand at c#’-8ar’s 
judgment seat, where I ought to be 
judged : to the Jews have I done no wrong, 
as thou very well knowest. 

11 For if I be an offender, or have com- 
mitted any thing worthy of death, I refuse 
not to die: but if there be none of these 
things whereof these accuse me, no man 
may deliver me unto them. I appeal unto 
Cz’-Sar. 

12 Then Fés’-ttis, when he had con- 
ferred with the council, answered; Hast 
thou appealed unto C#’-sar? unto Ccz’- 
Sar shalt thou go. 5 

13 And after certain days king A-grip’- 
pa and Bér-ni’-~cé came unto C#-sa-ré’-A 
to salute Fés’-tus. 

14 And when they had been there 
many days, Fés’-tis declared Paul’s cause 
unto the king, saying; There is a certain 
man left in bonds by Fé’-lix: 

15 About whom, when I was at Jé-ri’- 
sa-lém, the chief priests and the elders of 
the Jéws informed me, desiring to have 
judgment against him. 

To whom I answered, It is not the 
manner of the R6’-mans to deliver any 
man to die; before that he which is ac- 
cused have the accusers face to face, and 
have licence to answer for himself con- 
corning: the crime laid against him. 

17 erefore, when théy were come 
hither, without any delay on the morrow 
I sat on the judgment seat, and command- 
ed the man to be brought forth. 

18 Against whom when the accusers 
stood up, they brought none accusation 
of such things as I supposed: : 

But had certain questions against 
him of their own superstition, and of one 
Jé’-sus, which was dead, whom P4ul af- 
firmed to be alive. 

20 And because I doubted of such man- 
ner of questions, I asked him whether he 
would go to Jé-ri’-sa-lém, and there be 
judged of these matters. 

1 But when Paul had appealed to be 
reserved unto the hearing of Au-gtis’-tis, 
I commanded him to be kept till I might 
send him to C&’-sar. 4 

22 Then A-grip’-pa said unto Fés’-tis, I 
would also hear the man myself. To mor- 
row, said he, thou shalt hear him., 

23 And on the morrow, when A-grip’- 
pa was come, and Bér-ni’-cé, with great 

omp, and was entered into the place of 

earing, with the chief captains, and 
principal men of the city, at Fés’-tts’ 
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commandment Paul was brought forth. 

24 And Fés’-tus said, King A-grip’-pa, 
and all men which are here present with 
us, ye see this man, about whom all the 
multitude of the Jews have dealt with me, 
both at Jé-rii’-sa-lém, and also here, cry- 
ing that he ought not to live any longer. 

25 But when [ found that he had com- 
mitted nothing worthy of death, and that 
he himself hath appealed to Au-gis’-tus, 
I have determined to send him. 

26 Of whom I have no certain thing to 
write unto my lord. Wherefore I have 
brought him forth before you, and spe- 
cially before thee, O king A-grip’-pa, that, 
after examination had, I might have 
somewhat to write. 

27 For it seemeth to me unreasonable 
to send a prisoner, and not withal to sig- 
nify the crimes Jaid against him. 


Chapter 26 


HEN A-grip’-pa said unto Paul, Thou 

art permitted to speak for thyself. 
Then Paul stretched forth the hand, and 
answered for himself: vere 4 

2 Ithink myself happy, king A-grip’-pa, 
because I shall answer for myself this day 
before thee touching all the things where- 
of I am accused of the Jéws: 

3 Especially because I know thee to be 
expert in all customs and questions which 
are among the Jéws: wherefore I beseech 
thee to hear me patiently. 

4 My manner of life from my youth, 
which was at the first among mine own 
nation at Jé-ri’-sa-lém, know all the 
JEWS ; 

5 Which knew me from the beginning, 
if they would testify, that after the most 
straitest sect of our religion I lived a 
Phar’-i-séé. 


6 And now I stand and am judged for b 


the hope of the promise made of God 
unto our fathers: 

7 Unto which promise our twelve tribes, 
instantly serving God day and night, hope 
to come. For which hope’s sake, king 
A-grip’-pa, I am accused of the Jéws. 

8 Why should it be thought a thing in- 
credible with you, that God should raise 
the dead? 

9 I verily thought.with myself, that I 
ought to do many things contrary to the 
name of Jé’-sus of Naz’-a-réth. 

10 Which thing I also did in Jé-rii’-s4- 
lém: and many of the saints did I shut up 
in prison, having received authority from 
the chief priests ; and when they were put 
to death, I gave my voice against them. 

11 And I punished them oft in every 
synagogue, and compelled them to blas- 
pheme; and being exceedingly mad 
against them, I persecuted them even un- 
to strange cities. 

12 Whereupon as I went to Da-mias’- 
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cus with authority and commission from 
the chief priests, f 

13 At midday, O king, I saw in the way 
a light from heaven, above the brightness 
of the sun, shining round about me and 
them which journeyed with me. 

And when we were all fallen to the 
earth, I heard a voice speaking unto me, 
and saying in the Hé’-bréw tongue, Saul, 
Saul, why persecutest thou me? it is hard 
for thee to kick against the pricks. 

And I said, Who art thou, Lord? 
And he said, I am Jé’-stis whom thou per- 
secutest. 

16 But rise, and stand upon thy feet: 
for I have appeared unto thee for this 
purpose, to make thee a minister and a 
witness both of these things which thou 
hast seen, and of those things in the 
which I will appear unto thee; 

7 Delivering thee from the people, and 
from the Gén’-tiles, unto whom now I 
send thee, 

18 To open their eyes, and to turn them 
from darkness to light, and -from the 
power of Sa’-tan unto God, that they 
may receive forgiveness of sins, and in- 
heritance among them which are sancti- 
fied by faith that isinme. | 

19 Whereupon, O king A-grip’-pa, I 
was not disobedient unto the heavenly 
vision: 

20 But shewed first unto them of Da- 
mas’-cus, and at Jé-rii’-sa-lém, and 
throughout all the coasts of Ji-d%’-a, 
and then to the Gén’-tiles, that they 
should repent and turn to God, and do 
works meet for repentance. 

21 For these causes the Jews caught me 
in the temple, and went about to kill me. 

22 Having therefore obtained help of 
God, I continue unto this day, witnessing 

oth to small and great, saying none 
other things than those which the proph- 
ets and M6’-sés did say should come: 

23 That Christ should suffer, and that 
he should be the first that should rise 
from the dead, and should shew light un- 
to the people, and to the Gén’-tiles. 

And as-he thus spake for himself, 
Fés’-tus said with a loud voice, Paul, 
thou art beside thyself; much learning 
doth make thee mad. 

25 But he said, I am not mad, most 
noble Fés’-tis ; but speak forth the words 
of truth and soberness. 

26 For the king knoweth of these things, 
before whom also I speak freely : for [am 
persuaded that none of these things are 
hidden from him; for this thing was not 
done in a corner. 

27 King A-grip’-pa, believest thou the 
prophets? I know that thou believest. 

8 Then A-grip’-pa said unto Paul, Al- 
most thou persuadest me to be a Chris’- 
tian. oa 
\ 
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29 And Paul said, I would to God, that 
not only thou, but also all that hear me 
this day, were both almost, and alto- 
gether such as I am, except these bonds. 

0 And when he had thus spoken, the 
king rose up, and the governor, and 
Bér-ni’-cé, and they that sat with them: 

3 d when they were gone aside, 
they talked between themselves, saying, 
This man doeth nothing worthy of death 
orofbonds. | * 

32 Then said A-grip’-pa unto Fés’-tis, 
This man might have been set at liberty, 
if he had not appealed unto cx’-sar. 


Chapter 27 


ND when it was determined that we 
should sail into ft’-4-ly, they de- 
livered Paul and certain other prisoners 
unto one named Ji’-li-ts, a centurion of 

Au-gus’-tus’ band. r 

And entering into a ship of Ad-ra- 
myt’-ti-um, we launched, meaning to 
sail by the coasts of A’-3ia4; one Ar-is-tar’- 
chis, a Mac-é-do’-ni-an of Théss-a-l6- 
ni’-ca, being with us. 

3 And the next day we touched at S$i’- 
don. And Jia’-li-us courteously entreated 
Paul, and gave him liberty to go unto his 
_ friends to refresh himself. 

4 And when we had launched from 
thence, we sailed under Cy’-priis, because 
the winds were contrary. 

’ 5 And when we had sailed over the sea 
of Ci-lic’-i-4 and Pam-phyl’-i-a, we came 
to My’-ra, a city of Lyc’-i-a. 

6 And there the centurion found a ship 
_of Al-éx-an’-dri-a sailing into ft’-4-ly ; and 
he put us therein. 

7 And when we had sailed slowly many 
days, and scarce were come over against 
Cni’-dis, the wind not suffering us, we 
sailed under Créte, over against Sal- 
m0’-né ; Be 5 

8 And, hardly passing it, came unto a 
place which is called The fair havens; 
nigh whereunto was the city of La-sé’-a. 

9 Now when much time was spent, and 
when sailing was now dangerous, be- 
cause the fast was now already past, Paul 
admonished them, : ; 

~ 10 And said unto them, Sirs, I perceive 
that this voyage will be with hurt and 

much damage, not only of the lading and 

ship, but also of our lives. | : 

11 Nevertheless the centurion believed 
the master and the owner of the ship, 
more than those things which were spoken 
by Paul. 


12 And because the haven was notcom- d. 


modious to winter in, the more part ad- 
vised to depart thence also, if by any 
means they might attain to Phé-ni’-cé, 
and there to winter; which is an haven of 
Créte, and lieth toward the south west 
and north west. 


= 
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13 And when the south wind blew soft- 
ly, supposing that they had_ obtained 
their purpose, loosing thence, they sailed 
close by Créte. 

_14 But not long after there arose against 
it a tempestuous wind, called Eu-réc’- 
y-Gon. 

15 And when the ship was caught, and 
could not bear up into the wind, we let 
her drive. 

16 And running under a certain island 
which is called Claw’-da, we had much 
work to come by the boat: 

17 Which when they had taken up, they 
used helps, undergirding the ship; and, 
fearing lest they should fall into the 
quicksands, strake sail, and so were 

ven. 

18 And we being exceedingly tossed 
with a tempest, the next day they light- 
ened the ship; 

19 And the third day we cast out with 
our own hands the tackling of the ship. 

20 And when neither sun nor stars in 
many days appeared, and no small tem- 
pest lay on us, all hope that we should be 
saved was then taken away. 

21 But after long abstinence Paul stood 
forth in the midst of them, and said, 
Sirs, ye should have hearkened unto me, 
and not have loosed from Créte, and to 
have gained this harm and loss. 

22 And now I exhort you to be of good 
cheer: for there shall be no loss of any 
man’s life among you, but of the ship. 

23 For there stood by me this night the 
angel of God, whose I am, and whom I 
serve, 

24 Saying, Fear not, Paul; thou must 
be brought before cz’-sar: and, lo, God 
a given thee all them that sail with 
thee. 

25 Wherefore, sirs, be of good cheer: 
for I believe God, that it shall be even as 
it was told me. 

26 Howbeit we must be cast upon a 
certain island. 

7 But when the fourteenth night was 
come, as we were driven up-and down in 
A’-dri-a, about midnight the shipmen 
deemed that they drew near to some 
country ; 

28 And sounded, and found it twenty 
fathoms: and when they had gone a little 
further, they sounded again, and found 
it fifteen fathoms. 

29 Then fearing lest we should have 
fallen upon rocks, they cast four anchors 
out of the stern, and wished for the 


ay. 
30 And as the shipmen were about to 
flee out of the ship, when they had let 
down the boat into the sea, under colour 
as though they would have cast anchors 
out of the foreship, 

31 Paul said to the centurion and to the 
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soldiers, Except these abide in the ship, 
ye cannot be saved. 

32 Then the soldiers cut off the ropes of 
the boat, and let her fall off. 

33 And while the day was coming on, 
Paul besought them all to take meat, say- 
ing, This day is the fourteenth day that 
ye have tarried and continued fasting, 
having taken nothing. 

34 Wherefore I pray you to take some 
meat: for this is for your health: for there 
shallinot an hair fall from the head of any 
of you. 

35 And when he had thus spoken, he 
took bread, and gave thanks to God in 
presence of them all: and when he had 
broken it, he began to eat. 

36 Then were they all of good cheer, 
and they also took some meat. 

37 And we were in all in the ship two 
hundred threescore and sixteen souls. 

38 And when they had eaten enough, 
they lightened the ship, and cast out the 
wheat into the sea. 

39. And when it was day, they knew not 
the land: but they discovered a certain 
creek with a shore, into the which they 
were minded, if it were possible, to thrust 
in the ship. 

40 And when they had taken up the an- 
chors, they committed themselves unto 
the sea, and loosed the rudder bands, and 
hoised up the mainsail to the wind, and 
made toward shore. 

41 And falling into a place where two 
seas met, they ran the ship aground; and 
the forepart stuck fast, and remained 
unmoveable, but the hinder part was 
broken with the violence of the waves. 

42 And the soldiers’ counsel was to kill 
the prisoners, lest any of them should 
swim out, and escape. 

43 But the centurion, willing to save 
Paul, kept them from their purpose; and 
commanded that they which could swim 
should cast themselves first into the sea, 
and get to land: 

And the rest, some on boards, and 
some on broken pieces of the ship. And 
so it came to pass, that they escaped all 
safe to land. 


Chapter 28 


ND when they were escaped, then 
they knew that the island was called 
Mél’-i-ta. 

2 And the barbarous people shewed us 
no little kindness: for they kindled a fire, 
and received us every one, because of 
a present rain, and because of the 
cold. 

3 And when Paul had gathered a bun- 
dle of sticks, and laid them on the fire, 
there came a viper out of the heat, and 
fastened on his hand. 

4 And when the barbarians saw the 
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venomous beast hang on his hand, they 
said among themselves, No doubt this 
man is a murderer, whom, though he 
hath escaped the sea, yet vengeance suf- 
fereth not to live. 

5 And he shook off the beast into the 
fire, and felt no harm. 

6 Howbeit they looked when he should 
have swollen, or fallen down dead sud- 
denly: but afterthey had looked a great 
while, and saw no harm come to him, 
they changed their minds, and said that 
he was a god. 

7 Inthe same quarters were possessions 
of the chief man of the island, whose 
name was Pub’-li-ts; who received us, 
and lodged us three days courteously. 

8 And it came to pass, that the father 
of Pub’-li-us lay sick of a fever and of a 
bloody flux: to whom Paul entered in; 
and prayed, and laid his hands on him; 
and healed him. 

9 So when this was done, others also, 
which had diseases in the island, came, 
and were healed: 

10 Who also honoured us with many 
honours; and when we departed, they 
laded us with such things as were neces- 


sary. ’ ; 

11 And after three months we departed 
in a ship of Al-éx-an’-dri-a, which had 
wintered in the isle, whose sign was Cas’- 
tor and Pol’-lux. 

12 And landing at Syr’-a-ctise, we tar- 
ried there three days. 

13 And from thence we fetched a com- 
pass, and came to Rhé’-gi-tm: and after 
one day the south wind blew, and we 
came the next day to Pt-té’-6-li: 

14 Where we found brethren, and were 
desired to tarry with them seven days: 
and so we went toward Rome. 

15 And from thence, when the brethren 
heard of us, they came to meet us as far 
as Ap’-pi-i'f6r’-um, and The three tav- 
erns: whom when Paul saw, he thanked 
God, and took courage. 

And when we came to Rome, the 
centurion delivered the prisoners to the 
captain of.the guard: but Paul was suf- 
fered to dwell by himself with a soldier 
~~ kent him. 

nd it came to pass, that after three 
days Paul called the chief of the Jéws to- 
gether: and when they were come to- 
gether, he said unto them, Men and breth- 
ren, though I have committed nothing 
against the people, or customs of our fa- 
thers, yet was I delivered prisoner from 
Jé-ra’-sa-lém into the hands of the RG’- 
mans. 

18 Who, when they had examined me, 
would have let me go, because there was 
no cause of death in ine. 

19 But when the Jéws spake against it, I 
was constrained to appeal unto C&’-sar; 
\

Bot that I had ought to accuse my nation 
ro} 


20 For this cause therefore have I called 
for you, to see you, and to speak with 


you: because that for the hope of i’-ra-él 


I am bound with this chain. 

21 And they said unto him, We neither 
- Teceived letters out of Ja-d%’-4 concern- 
ing thee, neither any of the brethren that 
came shewed or spake any harm of thee. 

2 But we desire to hear of thee what 
thou thinkest: for as concerning this sect, 
we know that every where it is spoken 
against. 

23 And when they had appointed him a 
day, there came many to him into his 
lodging; to whom he expounded and 
testified the kingdom of God, persuading 
them concerning Jé’-siis, both out of the 
law of M6’-sés, and out of the prophets, 
from morning till evening. 

24 And some believed the things which 
Were spoken, and some believed not. * 

5 And when they agreed not among 
themselves, they departed, after that Paul 
had spoken one word, Well spake the 
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Holy Ghost by £-s4i’-4s the prophet unto 
our fathers, 

26 Saying, Go unto this people, and 
say, Hearing ye shall hear, and shall not 
understand; and seeing ye shall see, and 
not perceive: 

27 For the heart of this people is waxed 
gross, and their ears are dull of hearing, 
and their eyes have they closed; lest they 
should see with their eyes, and hear with 
their ears, and understand with their 
heart, and should be converted, and I 
should heal them. 

8 Be it known therefore unto you, that 
the salvation of God is sent unto the 
Gén’-tiles, and that they will hear it. 

9 And when he had said these words, 
the Jews departed, and had great reason- 
ing among themselves. 

30 And Paul dwelt two whole years in 
his own hired house, and received all that 
came in unto him, 

31 Preaching the kingdom of God, and 
teaching those things which concern the 
Lord Jé’-sis Christ, with all confidence, 


no man forbidding him. 


The Epistle of Paul the Apostle to the 
Romans 


Chapter 1 --- 


PAu: aservant of Jé’-Sts Christ, called 
to be an apostle, separated unto the 
gospel of God, ‘ 

2 (Which he had promised afore by his 
prophets in the holy scriptures,) 

3, Concerning his Son Jé’-stis Christ our 
Lord, which was made of the seed of Da’- 
vid according to the flesh; 

4 And declared to be the Son of God 
with power, according to the spirit of 
Helos by the resurrection from the 

ead: 

5 By whom we have received grace and 
apostleship, for obedience to the faith 
among all nations, for his name: 

6 Among whom are ye also the called 
. of Jé’-Sus Christ: 

7 To all that be in Rome, beloved of 
God, called to be saints: Grace to you 
and peace from God our Father, and the 
Lord Jé’-sus christ. 

8 First, I thank my God through Jé’- 
sus Christ for you all, that your faith 
is pponen of throughout the whole 
world. 

9 For God is my witness, whom I serve 
with my spirit in the gospel of his Son, 
that without ceasing I make mention of 
you always in my prayers; 

Making request, if by any means 
now at length I might have a prosperous 


journey by the will of God to come unto 


you. 

11 For I long to see you, that I may 
impart unto you some spiritual gift, to 
the end ye may be established ; 

12 That is, that I may be comforted to- 
gether with you by the mutual faith both 
of you and me. 

13 Now I would not have you ignorant, 
brethren, that oftentimes I purposed to 
come unto you, (but was let hitherto,) 
that I might have some fruit among you 
also, even as among other Gén’-tiles. 

4 Iam debtor both to the Grééks, and 
to the Barbarians; both to the wise, and 
to the unwise. 

15 So, as much as in me is, I am ready 
to preach the gospel to you that are at 
ROme also. 

16 For I am not ashamed of the gospel 
of Christ: for it is the power of God unto 
salvation to every one that believeth; to 
the Jéw first, and also to the Gréek. 

17 For therein is the righteousness of 
God revealed from faith to faith: as it is 
written, The just shall live by faith. 

18 For the wrath of God is revealed 
from heaven against all ungodliness and 
unrighteousness of men, who hold the 
truth in unrighteousness; 

19 Because that which may be known 
of God is manifest in them; for God hath 
shewed it unto them. 
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20 For the invisible things of him from 
the creation of the world are clearly seen, 
being understood by the things that are 
made, even his eternal power and God- 
head; so that they are without excuse: 

21 Because that, when they knew God, 
they glorified him not as God, neither 
were thankful; but became vain in their 
imaginations, and their foolish heart was 
darkened. ; 

22 Professing themselves to be wise, 
they became fools, 

23 And changed the glory of the un- 
corruptible God into an image made like 
to corruptible man, and to birds, and 
fourfooted beasts, and creeping things. 

24 Wherefore God also gave them up 
to uncleanness through the lusts of their 
own hearts, to dishonour their own bod- 
ies between themselves: 

25 Who changed the truth of God into 
a lie, and worshipped and served the 
creature more than the Creator, who is 
blessed for ever. A’-mén. 

6 For this cause God gave them up 
unto vile affections: for even their wo- 
men did change the natural use into that 
which is against nature: ; 

27 And likewise also the men, leaving 
the natural use of the woman, burned in 
their lust one toward another; men with 
men working that which is unseemly, and 
receiving in themselves that recompence 
of their error which was meet. 

28 And even as they did not like to re- 
tain God in their knowledge, God gave 
them over to a reprobate mind, to do 
those things which are not convenient; 

29 Being filled with all unrighteousness, 
fornication, wickedness, covetousness, 
maliciousness ; full of envy, murder, de- 
bate, deceit, malignity; whisperers, 

30 Backbiters, haters of God, despite- 
ful, proud, boasters, inventors of evil 
things, disobedient to parents, 

1 Without understanding, covenant- 
breakers, without natural affection, im- 
placable, unmerciful: | 

2 Who knowing the judgment of God, 
that they which commit such things are 
worthy of death, not only do the same, 
but have pleasure in them that do them. 


Chapter 2 


“[ HEREFORE thou art inexcusable, O 
man, whosoever thou art that judgest : 
for wherein thou judgest another, thou 
condemnest thyself; for thou that judgest 
doest the same things. 

2 But we are sure that the judgment of 

God is according to truth against them 
which commit such things. 
_3 And thinkest thou this, O man, that 
judgest them which do such things, and 
doest the same, that thou shalt escape 
the judgment of God? 
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4 Or despisest thou the riches of his 
goodness and forbearance and longsuf- 
fering ; not knowing that the goodness of 
God leadeth thee to repentance? 

5 But after thy hardness and impenitent 
heart treasurest up unto thyself wrath 
against the day of wrath and revelation 
of the righteous judgment of God; 

6 Who will render to every man accord- 
ing to his deeds: , ; 

To them who by patient continuance 
in well doing seek for glory and honour 
and immortality, eternal life: 

But unto them that are contentious, 
and do not obey the truth, but obey un- 
righteousness, indignation and wrath, 

9 Tribulation and anguish, upon every 
soul of man that doeth evil, of the Jew 
first, and also of the Gén’-tile; 

10 But glory, honour, and peace, to 
every man that worketh good, to the 
Jéw first, and also to the Gén’-tile: 

11 For there is no respect of persons 
with God. : 

12 For as many as have sinned without 
law shall also perish without law: and as 
many as have sinned in the law shall be 
judged by the law; 

13 (For not the hedrers of the law are 
just before God, but the doers of the law 
shall be justified. 

14 For when the Gén’-tiles’, which have 
not the law, do by nature the things con- 
tained in the law, these, having not the 
law, are a law unto themselves: 

15 Which shew the work of the law 
written in their hearts, their conscience 
also bearing witness, and their thoughts 
the mean while accusing or else excusing 
one another;) 

16 In the day when God shall judge the 
secrets of men by Jé’-Siis Christ according 
to my gospel. 

17 Behold, thou art called a Jéw, and 
restest in the law, and makest thy boast 
of God, 

18 And knowest his will, and approvest 
the things that are more excellent, being 
instructed out of the law; 

d art confident that thou thyself 
art a guide of the blind, a light of them 
which are in darkness, 

20 Aninstructor of the foolish, a teacher 
of babes, which hast the form of knowl- 
edge and of the truth in the law. 

21 Thou therefore which teachest an- 
other, teachest thou not thyself? thou 
that preachest a man should not steal, 
dost thou steal? 

22 Thou that sayest a man should not 
commit adultery, dost thou commit adul- 
tery? thou that abhorrest idols, dost thou 
commit sacrilege? . 

23 Thou that makest thy boast of the 
law, through breaking the law dishonour- 
est thou God? ay 


Justification Is by Faith 


24 For the name of God is blasphemed 
among the Gén’-tiles through you, as it is 
written. 

25 For circumcision verily profiteth, if 
thou keep the law: but if thou be a 


__ breaker of the law, thy circumcision is 


made uncircumcision. 

26 Therefore if the uncircumcision keep 
the righteousness of the law, shall not his 
uncircumcision be counted for circum- 
cision? 

27 And shall not uncircumcision which 
is by nature, if it fulfil the law, judge thee, 
who by the letter and circumcision dost 
transgress the law? 

8 For he is not a Jéw, which is one 
outwardly; neither is that circumcision, 
which is outward in the flesh: 

29 But he is a Jéw, which is one in- 
wardly; and circumcision is that of the 
heart, in the spirit, and not in the letter; 
whose praise is not of men, but of God. 


Chapter 3 


\ \ ] HAT advantage then hath the Jéw? 
or what profit is there of circum- 
cision? 

2 Much every way: chiefly, because 
that unto them were committed the ora- 
cles of God. 

3 For what if some did not believe? 
shall their unbelief make the faith of God 
without effect ? 

4 God forbid: yea, let God _be true, but 
every man a liar; as it is written, That 
thou mightest be justified in thy sayings, 
and mightest overcome when thou art 
’ judged. 

_5 But if our unrighteousness commend 

the righteousness of God, what shall we 

say? Is God unrighteous who taketh 
vengeance? (I speak as a man) 

6 God forbid: for then how shall God 
judge the world? 

7 For if the truth of God hath more 
abounded through my lie unto his glory; 
why yet am I also judged as a sinner? 

8 And not rather, (as we be slander- 
ously reported, and as some affirm that 
we say,) Let us do evil, that good may 
come? whose damnation is just. 

9 What then? are we better than they? 
No, in no wise: for we have before proved 
both Jéws and Gén’-tiles, that they are all 
under sin; : j 

10 As it is written, There is none right- 
eous, no, not one: 

11 There is none that understandeth, 
there is none that seeketh after God. 

12 They are all gone out of the way, 

_they are together become unprofitable; 
there is none that doeth good, no, not 


one. 

13 Their throat is an open sepulchre; 
with their tongues they have used deceit; 
the poison of asps is under their lips: 
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14 Whose mouth is full of cursing and 
bitterness: 

15 Their feet are swift to shed blood: 

16 Destruction and misery are in their 


ways: 

17 And the way of peace have they not 
known: 

18 There is no fear of God before their 
eyes. 

19 Now we know that what things so- 
ever the law saith, it saith to them who 
are under the law: that every mouth may 
be stopped, and all the world may be- 
come guilty before God. 

0 Therefore by the deeds of the law 
there shall no flesh be justified in his 
sight: for by the law is the knowledge of 
sin. 

21 But now the righteousness of God 
without the law is manifested, being wit- 
nessed by the law and the prophets; 

22 Even the righteousness of God which 
is by faith of Jé’-sus Christ unto all and 
upon all them that believe: for there is no 
difference: 

23 For all have sinned, and come short 
of the glory of God; 

24 Being justified freely by his grace 
sous the redemption that is in Christ 

é’-sus: 

25 Whom God hath set forth to be a 
propitiation through faith in his blood, 
to declare his righteousness for the re- 
mission of sins that are past, through the 
forbearance of God; 

To declare, J say, at this time his 
righteousness: that he might be just, and 
the justifier of him which believeth in 
Jé’-sus. 

27 Where is boasting then? It is ex- 
cluded. By what law? of works? Nay: 
but by the law of faith. 

28 Therefore we conclude that a man 
is justified by faith without the deeds of 
the law. 

29 Is he the God of the Jéws only? is he 
not also of the Gén’-tiles? Yes, of the 
Gén’-tiles also: 

30 Seeing it is one God, which shall 
justify the circumcision by faith, and un- 
circumcision through faith. 

31 Do we then make void the law 
through faith? God forbid: yea, weestab- 
lish the law. 


Chapter 4 


HAT shall we say then that A’-bra- 
ham our father, as pertaining to 
the flesh, hath found? 

2 For if A’-bra-ham were justified by 
works, he hath whereof to glory; but not 
before God. 

3 For what saith the scripture? A’-bra- 
ham believed God, and it was counted 
unto him for righteousness. 

4 Now to him that worketh is the 
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reward not reckoned of grace, but of what he had promised, he was able also 
debt. to perform. 


5 But to him that worketh not, but be- 
lieveth on him that justifieth the ungodly, 
his faith is counted for righteousness. 

6 Even as Da’-vid also describeth the 
blessedness of the man, unto whom God 
imputeth righteousness without works, 

7 Saying, Blessed are they whose iniq- 
uities are forgiven, and whose sins are 
covered. 

8 Blessed is the man to whom the Lord 
will not impute sin. 

9 Cometh this blessedness then upon 
the circumcision only, or upon the un- 
circumcision also? for we say that faith 
was reckoned to A’-bra-ham for right- 
eousness. 

10 How was it then reckoned? when he 
was in circumcision, or in uncircumci- 
sion? Not in circumcision, but in  uncir- 
cumcision. ‘ 

11 And he received the sign of circum- 
cision, a seal of the righteousness of the 
faith which he had yet. being uncircum- 
cised: that he might be the father of all 
them that believe, though they be not 
circumcised ; that righteousness might be 
imputed unto them also: . 

12 And the father of circumcision to 
them who are not of the circumcision 
only, but who also walk in the steps of 
that faith of our father A’-bra-ham, 
which he had being yet uncircumcised. 

13 For the promise, that he should be 
the heir of the world, was not to A’-bra- 
ham, or to his seed; through the law, but 
through the righteousness of faith. 

14 For if they which are of the law be 
heirs, faith is made void, and the promise 
made of none effect: 

15 Because the law worketh wrath: for 
where no law is, there is no transgression. 

16 Therefore it is of faith, that it might 
be by grace; to the end the promise might 
be sure to all the seed; not to that only 
which is of the law, but to that also which 
is of the faith of A’-bra-ham; who is the 
father of us all, 

7 (As it is written, I have made thee a 
father of many nations,) before him 
whom he believed, even God, who quick- 
eneth the dead, and calleth those things 
which be not as though they were. 

18 Who against hope believed in hope, 
that he might become the father of many 
nations, according to- that which was 
spoken, So shall thy seed be. 

19 And being not weak in faith, he con- 
sidered not his own body now dead, when 
he was about an hundred years old, nei- 
ther yet the deadness of Sar’-Ah’s womb: 

20 He staggered not at the promise of 
God through unbelief; but was strong in 
faith, giving glory to God; 

21 And being fully persuaded that, 


22 And therefore it was imputed to him 
for righteousness. 

23 Now it was not written for his sake 
alone, that it was imputed to him; 

4 But for us also, to whom it shall be 
imputed, if we believe on him that raised 
up Jé’-sus our Lord from the dead; 

25 Who was delivered for our offences, 
and was raised again for our justification. 


Chapter 5 


"THEREFORE being justified by faith, 
we have peace with God through our 
Lord Jé’-sis christ: 

2 By whom also we have access by faith 
into this grace wherein we stand, and 
rejoice in hope of the glory of God. 

3 And not only so, but we glory in trib- 
ulations also: knowing that tribulation 
worketh patience; 

4 And patience, experience; and ex- 
perience, hope: : 

5 And hope maketh not ashamed; be- 
cause the love of God is shed abroad in 
our hearts by the Holy Ghost which is 
given unto us. 

For when we were yet without 
strength, in due time Christ died for the 
ungodly. 

7 For scarcely for a righteous man will 
one die: yet peradventure for a good man 
some would even dare to die. 

But God commendeth his love:to- 
ward us, in that, while we were yet sin- 
ners, Christ died for us. 

9 Much more then, being now justified 
by his blood, we shall be saved from 
wrath through him. 

10 For if, when we were enemies, we 
were reconciled to God by the death of 
his Son, much more, being reconciled, 
we shall be saved by his life. 

11 And not only so, but we also joy in 
God through our Lord Jé’-stis christ, by 
whom we have now received the atone- 
ment. 

12 Wherefore, as by one man sin en- 
tered into the world, and death by sin; 
and so death passed upon all men, for 
that all have sinned: 

13 (For until the law sin was in the 

world: but sin is not imputed when there 
is no law. 
14 Nevertheless death reigned from 
Ad’-am to M6’-sés, even over them that 
had not sinned after the similitude of 
Ad’-4m’s transgression, who is the figure 
of him that was to come, 

15 But not as the offence, so also is the 
free gift. For if through the offence of 
one many be dead, much more the grace 
of God, and the gift by grace, which is by 
one man, Jé’-sus Christ, hath abounded 
unto many. cs 


God’s Gift Is Eternal Life 


16 And not as it was by one that sinned, 
so is the gift: for the judgment was by one 
to condemnation, but the free gift is of 

Many offences unto justification. 

17 For if by one man’s offence death 
reigned by one; much more they which 
receive abundance of grace and of the 

_ gift of righteousness shall reign in life by 


“ one, Jé’-sus christ.) 


: erefore as by the offence of one 
judgment came upon all men to condem- 
nation; even so by the righteousness of 
one the free gift came upon all men unto 
justification of life. 

For as by one man’s disobedience 
many were made sinners, so by the obe- 
dience of one shall many be made right- 
eous. 

20 Moreover the law entered, that the 
offence might abound. But where sin 
abounded, grace did much more abound: 

21 That as sin hath reigned unto death, 
even so might grace reign through right- 
eousness unto eternal life by Jé’-sis 
Christ our Lord. 


Chapter 6 


HAT shall we say then? Shall we 
continue in sin, that grace may 
abound? 

2 God forbid. How shall we, that are 
dead to sin, live any longer therein? 

3 Know ye not, that so many of us as 
_ were baptized into Jé’-sis Christ were 
baptized into his death? ~—- 

Therefore we are buried with him by 
baptism into death: that like as Christ was 
raised up from the dead by the glory of 
the Father, even so we also should walk 
in newness of life. 

5 For if we have been planted together 
in the likeness of his death, we shall be 
also in the likeness of his resurrection: 4 

6 Knowing this, that our old man is 
crucified with him, that the body of sin 
might be destroyed, that henceforth we 
should not serve sin. — j 

7 For he that is dead is freed from sin, 

8 Now if we be dead with christ, we be- 
lieve that we shall also live with him: 

Knowing that christ being raised from 
. the dead dieth no more; death hath no 
more dominion over him. j 

10 For in that he died, he died unto sin 
once: but in that he liveth, he liveth unto 


od. 

11 Likewise reckon ye also yourselves 
to be dead indeed unto sin, but alive unto 
God through Jé’-sus Christ our Lord. 

12 Let not sin therefore reign in your 

“mortal body, that ye should obey it in 
the lusts thereof. 

13 Neither yield ye your members as 
instruments of unrighteousness unto sin: 
but yield yourselves unto God, as those 
that are alive from the dead, and your 
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members as instruments of righteousness 
unto God. 

14 For sin shall not have dominion 
over you: for ye are not under the law, 
but under grace. 

15 What then? shall we sin, because we 
are not under the law, but under grace? 
God forbid. 

16 Know ye not, that to whom ye yield 
yourselves servants to obey, his servants 
ye are to whom ye obey; whether of sin 
unto death, or of obedience unto right- 
eousness ? 

17 But God be thanked, that ye were 
the servants of sin, but ye have obeyed 
from the heart that form of doctrine 
which was delivered you. 

18 Being then made free from sin, ye 
became the servants of righteousness. 

19 I speak after the manner of men be- 
cause of the infirmity of:your flesh: for-as 
ye have yielded your members servants 
to uncleanness and to iniquity unto iniq- 
uity; even so now yield your members 
servants to righteousness unto holiness. 

For when ye were the servants of 
sin, ye were free from righteousness. 

21 What fruit had ye then in those 
things whereof ye are now ashamed? for 
the end’of those things is death. 

22 But now being made free from sin, 
and become servants to God, ye have 
your fruit unto holiness, and the end 
Denali | life. : 

3 For the wages of sin is death; but the 
gift of God is eternal life through Jé’-siis 
Christ our Lord. 


Chapter 7 


NOW ye not, brethren, (for I speak 

to them that know the law,) how 

that the law hath dominion over a man 
as long as he liveth? 

2 For the woman which hath an hus- 
band is bound by the law to her husband 
so long as he liveth; but ifthe husband be 
dead, she is loosed from the law of her 
husband. 

3 So then if, while her husband liveth, 
she be married to another man, she shall 
be called an adulteress: but if her hus- 
band be dead, she is free from that law; 
so that she is no adulteress, though she 
be married to another man. 

4 Wherefore, my brethren, ye also are 
become dead to the law by the body of 
Christ ; that ye should be married to an- 
other, even to him who is raised from the 
dead, that we should bring forth fruit 
unto God. 

5 For when we were in the flesh, the 
motions of sins, which were by the law, 
did work in our members to bring forth 
fruit unto death. : 

6 But now we are delivered from the 
law, that being dead wherein we were 
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held; that we should serve in newness of 
spirit, and not in the oldness of the letter. 

7 What shall we say then? Js the law 
sin? God forbid. Nay, I had not known 
sin, but by the law: for I had not known 
lust, except the law had said, Thou shalt 
not covet. ; 

8 But sin, taking occasion by the com- 
mandment, wrought in me all manner of 
concupiscence. For without the law sin 
was dead. ’ 

9 For I was alive without the law once: 
but when the commandment came, sin 
revived, and I died. : 

10 And the commandment, which was 
ordained to life, I found to be unto death. 

11 For sin, taking occasion by the com- 
mandment, deceived me, and by it slew 


me. : 

12 Wherefore the law is holy, and the 
commandment holy, and just, and good. 

13 Was then that which is good made 
death unto me? God forbid. But sin; that 
it might appear sin, working death in me 
by that which is good; that sin by the 
commandment might become exceeding 
sinful. ray yf 

14 For we know that the law is spirit- 
ual: but I am carnal, sold under sin. 

15 For that which I do I allow not: for 
what I would, that do I not; but what I 
hate, that do I. : 

16 If then I do that which I would not, 
I consent unto the law that it is good. 

17 Now then it is no more I that do it, 
but sin that dwelleth in me. 

18 For I know that in me (that is, in my 
flesh,) dwelleth no good thing: for to will 
is present with me; but how to perform 
that which is good I find not. 

19 For the good that I would I do not: 
but the evil which I would not, that I do. 

20 Now if I do that I would not, it is no 
more I that do it, but sin that dwelleth in 


me. 

21 I find then a law, that, when I would 
do good, evil is present with me. 

22 For I delight in the law of God after 
the inward man: 

23 But I see another law in my mem- 
bers, warring against the law of my mind, 
and bringing me into captivity to the law 
of sin which is in my members. 

24 O wretched man that I am! who 
shall deliver me from the body of this 
death? 

25 I thank God through Jé-sis christ 
our Lord. So then withthe mind I myself 
serve the law of God; but with the flesh 
the law of sin. 


Chapter 8 


| pees is therefore now no condemn- hi 
nation to them which are in Christ h 


Jé’-us, who walk not after the flesh, but 
after the Spirit. 
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2 For the law of the Spirit of life in 
Christ Jé’-sus hath made me free from the 
law of sin and death. 

3 For what the law could not do, in 
that it was weak through the flesh, God 
sending his own Son in the likeness of 
sinful flesh, and for sin, condemned sin 
in the flesh: | 

4 That the righteousness of the law 
might be fulfilled in us, who walk not 
after the flesh, but after the Spirit. 

5 For they that are after the flesh do 
mind the things of the flesh; but they that 
are after the Spirit the things of the Spirit. 

6 For to be carnally minded is death; 
but to be spiritually minded is life and 
peace. 

7 Because the carnal mind is enmity 
against God: for it is not subject to the 
law of God, neither indeed can be. 

8 So then they that are in the flesh can- 
not please God. 

9 But ye are not in the flesh, but in the 
Spirit, if so be that the Spirit of God 
dwell in you. Now if any man have not 
the Spirit of Christ, he is none of his. 

10 And if Christ be in you, the body is 
dead because of sin; but the Spirit is life 
because of righteousness. 

11 But if the Spirit of him that raised 
up Jé’-Sus from the dead dwell in you, he 
that raised up Christ from the dead shall 
also quicken your mortal bodies by his 
Spirit that dwelleth in you. ; 

12 Therefore, brethren, we are debtors, 
not to the flesh, to live after the flesh. 

13 For if ye live after the flesh, ye shall 
die: but if ye through the Spirit do mor- 
tify the deeds of the body, ye shall 
ive. 

14 For as many as are led by the Spirit 
of God, they are the sons of God. 

15 For ye have not received the spirit of 
bondage again to fear; but ye have re- 
ceived the Spirit of adoption, whereby 
we cry, Ab’-ba, Father. 

16 The Spirit itself beareth witness with 
our Spirit, that we-are the children of 


od: 

17 And if children, then heirs; heirs of 
God, and joint-heirs with christ ; if so be 
that we suffer with him, that we may be 
also glorified together. 

18 For I reckon that the sufferings of 
this present time are not worthy to be 
compared with the glory which shall be 
revealed in us. 

19 For the earnest expectation of the 
creature waiteth for the manifestation of 
the sons of God. 

0 For the creature was made subject 
to vanity, not willingly, but by reason of 
m who hath subjected the same in 


ope, . 
21 Because the creature itself also shall 
be delivered from the bondage of corrup- 


_ The Love of God in Christ 


tion into the glorious liberty of the chil- 
dren of God. 

22 For we know that the whole creation 
groaneth and travaileth in pain together 


~ until now. 


23 And not only they, but ourselves 
also, which have the firstfruits of the 
_ Spirit, even we ourselves groan within 
_ ourselves, waiting for the adoption, to 
wit, the redemption of our body. 

For we are saved by hope: but hope 
that is seen is not hope: for what a man 
seeth, why doth he yet hope for? 

25 But if we hope for that we see not, 
then do we with patience wait for it. 

26 Likewise the Spirit also helpeth our 
infirmities: for we know not what we 
should pray for as we ought: but the 
Spirit itself maketh intercession for us 
with groanings which cannot be uttered. 

27 And he that searcheth the hearts 
knoweth what is the mind of the Spirit, 
because he maketh intercession for the 
saints according to the will of God. 

And we know that all things work 
together for good to them that love God, 
to them who are the called according to 
his purpose. ; 

_ .29 For whom he did foreknow, he also 

did predestinate to be conformed to the 

image of his Son, that he might be the 

firstborn among many brethren. | 
_ 30 Moreover whom he did predestinate, 
them he also called: and whom he called, 
them he also justified : and whom he justi- 
fied, them he also glorified. 

31 t shall we then say to these 
‘things? If God be for us, who can be 
against us? ‘ 

2 He that spared not his own Son, but 
delivered him up for us all, how shall 
he not with him also freely give us all 
things? ‘ 

33_ Who shall lay any thing to the charge 
of God’s elect? Jt is God that justifieth. 

34 Who is he that condemneth? It is 
Christ that died, yea rather, that is risen 
again, who is even at the right hand of 
od, who also maketh intercession for 


us. 

35 Who shall separate us from the love 
of Christ? shail tribulation, or distress, or 
persecution, or famine, or nakedness, or 
peril, or sword? 

36 As it is written, For thy sake we are 
killed all the day long; we are accounted 
as sheep for the slaughter. 

37 Nay, in all these things we are more 
than conquerers through him that loved 


us. ‘ 
_38 For I am persuaded, that neither 
death, nor life, nor angels, nor princi- 
palities, nor powers, nor things present, 
nor things to come, 

39 Nor height, nor depth, nor any other 
creature, shall be able to separate us 
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from the love of God, which is in christ 
Jé’-sus our Lord. 


Chapter 9 
I SAY the truth in christ, I lie not, my 
conscience also bearing me witness in 
the Holy Ghost, ’ 

2 That I have great heaviness and con- 
tinual sorrow in my heart. 

3 For I could wish that myself were 
accursed from Christ for my brethren, my 
kinsmen according to the flesh: 

ho are is’-ra-él-ites; to whom per- 
taineth the adoption, and the glory, and 
the covenants, and the giving of the law, 
and the service of God, and the promises: 

5 Whose are the fathers, and of whom 
as concerning the flesh Christ came, who 
is over all, God blessed for ever. A’-mén. 

6 Not as though the word of God hath 
taken none effect. For they are not all 
Is’-ra-é1, which are of i§-ra-él: 

_7 Neither, because they are the seed of 
A’-bra-ham, are they all children: but, In 
i’-Saac shall thy seed be called. 

8 That is, They which are the children 
of the flesh, these are not the children of 
God: but the children of the promise are 
counted for the seed. 

9 For-this is the word of promise, At 
this time will I come, and Sar’-4h shall 
have a son.. 

10 And not only this; but when Ré- 
béc’-ca also had conceived by one, even 
by our father i’-saac; 

11 (or the children being not yet born, 
neither having done any good or evil, 
that the purpose of God according to 
election might stand, not of works, but 
of him that calleth;) 

12 It was said unto her, The elder shall 
serve the younger. 

13 As it is written, Ja’-cob have I loved, 
but £’-sau have I hated. 

14 What shall we say then? Js there un- 
co Geet with God? God forbid. 

5 For he saith to M6’-8és, I will have 
net on whom I will have mercy, and 1 
will have compassion on whom I will 
have compassion. 

16 So then it is not of him that willeth 
nor of him that runneth, but of God that 
sheweth mercy. 

17 For the scripture saith unto Phar’- 
aoh, Even for this same purpose have I 
raised thee up, that I might shew my 
power in thee, and that my name might 
be declared throughout all the earth. 

18 Therefore hath he mercy on whom 
he will have mercy, and whom he will he 
hardeneth. | 

19 Thou wilt say then unto me, Why 
doth he yet find fault? For who hath re- 
sisted his will? 

0 Nay but, O man, who art thou that 
repliest against God? Shall the thing 
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formed say to him that formed it, Why 
hast thou made me thus? 

21 Hath not the potter power over the 
clay, of the same lump to make one ves- 
sel unto honour, and another unto dis- 
honour? GR ; 

22 What if God, willing to shew his 
wrath, and: to make his power known, 
endured with much longsuffering the ves- 
sels of wrath fitted to destruction: 


And that he might make known the d 


riches of his glory on the vessels of 

mercy, which he had afore prepared unto 
lory, 

“oA ‘Even us, whom he hath called, not 

of the Jews only, but also of the Gén’-tiles? 

25 As he saith also in 6’-8éé, I will call 
them my people, which were not my peo- 
ple; aoe her beloved, which was not be- 
loved. 

26 And it shall come to pass, that in the 
place. where it was said unto them, Ye 
are not my people; there shall they be 
called the children of the living God. , 

7 E-Sai’-as also crieth concerning {§’- 
ra-él, Though the number of the children 
of {s’-ra-é1 be as the sand of the sea, 'a 
remnant shall be saved: 

8 For he will finish the work, and cut 
it short in righteousness: because a short 
work will the Lord make upon the earth. 

And as E-Sai’-as said before, Except 
the Lord of Sa-ba’-oth had left us a seed, 
we had been: as S6od‘/-6-ma, and been 
made like unto G6o-mor’-rha. 

30 What shall we say then? That the 
Gén’-tiles, which followed not after right- 
eousness, have attained to righteousness, 
even the righteousness which is of faith. 

31 But Is’-ra-él, which followed after 
the law of righteousness, hath not at- 
tained to the law of righteousness. 

32 Wherefore? Because they sought it 
not by faith, but as it were by the works 
of the law. For they stumbled at that 
stumblingstone; 

33 As it is written, Behold, I lay in $i’- 
on a stumblingstone and rock of offence: 
and whosoever believeth on him shall not 
be ashamed.

6 But the righteousness which is of 
faith speaketh on this wise, Say not in 
thine heart, Who shall ascend into heav- 
en? (that is, to bring Christ down from 
above :) 

7 Or, Who shall descend into the deep? 
(that is, to bring up Christ again from the 


ead. 
8 But what saith it? The word is nigh 
thee, even in thy mouth, and in thy heart: 
that is, the word of faith, which we 
preach; d 

9 That if thou shalt confess with thy 
mouth the Lord Jé’-sts, and shalt believe 
in thine heart that God hath raised him 
from the dead, thou shalt be saved. 

10 For with the heart man believeth 
unto righteousness; and with the mouth 
confession is made unto salvation. 

For the scripture saith, Whosoever 
believeth on him shall not be ashamed. 

12 For there is no difference between 
the Jéw and the Gréék: for the same 
Lord over all is rich unto all that call up- 
on him. 

13 For whosoever shall call upon the 
name of the Lord shall be saved. 

14 How then shall they call on him in 
whom they have not believed? and how 
shall they believe in him of whom they 
have not heard? and how shall they hear 
without a preacher ? 

15 And how shall they preach, except 
they be sent? as it.is written, How beauti- 
ful are the feet of them that preach the 
gospel of peace, and bring glad tidings of 
good things! 

16 But they have not all obeyed the 
gospel. For E-sai’-as saith, Lord, who 
hath believed our report? 

17 So then faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God. 

18 But I say, Have they not heard? Yes 
verily, their sound went into all the earth, 
and their words unto the ends of the 
world. 3 

19 But I say, Did not is’-ra-81 know? 
First M6’-sés saith, I will provoke you to 
jealousy by them that are no peopie, and 
y a foolish nation I will anger you. 

20 But E-84i’-as is very bold, and saith, 
I was found of them that sought me not; 
was made manifest unto them that 
asked not after me. 

1 But to fs’-ra-él he saith, All day long 
I have stretched forth my hands unto a 
disobedient and gainsaying people. 


Chapter 11 
I SAY then, Hath God cast away his 
&, people? God forbid. For I also am an 
Is’-rd-él-ite, of the seed of A’-bra-ham, of 
the tribe of Bén’-ja-min:: 


The Mercies of God 


2 God hath not cast away his people 
which he foreknew. Wot ye not what the 
scripture saith of E-li’-as ? how he maketh 

Antercession to God against I8’-ra-él, say- 


' ing, 

3 Lord, they have killed thy prophets, 
and digged down thine altars; and I am 
- left alone, and they seek my life. 

4 But what saith the answer of God un- 
to him? I have reserved to myself seven 
thousand men, who have not bowed the 
knee to the image of Ba’-al. 

5 Even so then at this present time also 
there is a remnant according to the elec- 
tion of grace. 

6 And if by grace, then is it no more of 
works: otherwise grace is no more grace. 
But if it be of works, then is it no more 
grace: otherwise work is no more work. 

7 What then? {§’-ra-é1 hath not ob- 
tained that which he seeketh for; but the 
election hath obtained it, and the rest 
were blinded ; 

8 (According as it is written, God hath 
given them the spirit of slumber, eyes 
that they should not see, and ears that 
they should not hear;) unto this day. 

9 And Da’-vid saith, Let their table be 
_ made a snare, and a trap, and a stum- 
blingblock, and a recompence unto them: 

10 Let their eyes be darkened, that they 
may not see, and bow down their back 
_ alway. 

11 I say then, Have they stumbled that 
they should fall? God forbid: but rather 
’ through their fall salvation is come unto 

the Gén’-tiles, for to provoke them to 
jealousy. 

: 12 Now if the fall of them be the riches 

of the world, and the diminishing of them 

the riches of the Gén’-tiles; how much 
more their fulness? ; cy 

13 For I speak to you Gén’-tiles, inas- 
much as I am the apostle of the Gén’-tiles, 
I magnify mine office: 

14 If by any means I may provoke to 
emulation them which are my flesh, and 
might save some of them. 

15 For if the casting away of them be 
the reconciling of the world, what shall 
the receiving of them be, but life from the 


ead? 

16 For if the firstfruit be holy, the lump 
is also holy: and if the root be holy, so 
are the branches. 

17 And if some of the branches be 
broken off, and thou, being a wild olive 
tree, wert graffed in among them, and 
with them partakest of the root and fat- 
ness of the olive tree; 

’. 18 Boast not against the branches. But 
if thou Spread thou bearest not the root, 
ut the root thee. 
bY Thou wilt say then, The branches 
were broken off, that I might be graffed in. 
20 Well; because of unbelief they were 
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broken off, and thou standest by faith. 
be not highminded, but fear: 

21 For if God spared not the natural 
branches, take heed lest he also spare not 


thee. 

22 Behold therefore the goodness and 
severity of God: on them which fell, se- 
verity ; but toward thee, goodness, if thou 
continue in his goodness: otherwise thou 
also shalt be cut off. 

_23 And they also, if they abide not still 
in unbelief, shall be graffed in: for God 
is able to graff them in again. 

24 Forif thou wert cut out of the olive 
tree which is wild by nature, and wert 
graffed contrary to nature into a good 
Olive tree: how much more shall these, 
which be the natural branches, be grafted 
into their own olive tree? 

25 For I would not, brethren, that ye 
should be ignorant of this mystery, lest 
ye should be wise in your own conceits ; 
that blindness in part is happened to {§’- 
ra-él, until the fulness of the Gén’-tileg be 
come in. A 

26 And so all is’-ra-él shall be saved: as 
it is written, There shall come out of &i’- 
on the Deliverer, and shall turn away 
ungodliness from Ja’-cob: 

27 For this is my covenant unto them, 
when I shall take away their sins. 

28 As concerning the gospel, they are 
enemies for your sakes: but as touching 
the election, they are beloved for the fa- 
thers’ sakes. 

29 For the gifts and calling of God are 
without repentance. 

30 For as ye in times past have not be- 
lieved God, yet have now obtained mercy 
through their unbelief: 

31 Even so have these also now not be- 
lieved, that through your mercy they also 
may obtain mercy. 

32 For God hath concluded them all in 
unbelief, that he might have mercy upon 


all. 

33 Othe depth of the riches both of the 
wisdom and knowledge of God! how un- 
searchable are his judgments, and his 
ways past finding out! 

34 For who hath known the mind of 
the Lord? or who hath been his coun- 
sellor? 

35 Or who hath first given to him, and 
it shall be recompensed unto him again? 

36 For of him, and through him, and 
to him; are all things: to whom be glory 
for ever. A’-mén.

7 Or ministry, let us wait on our minis- 
tering: or he that teacheth, on teach- 


ing ; 

g Or he that exhorteth, on exhortation: 
he that giveth, Jet him do it with sim- 
plicity ; he that ruleth, with diligence; he 
that sheweth mercy, with cheerfulness. 

9 Let love be without dissimulation. 
Abhor that which is evil; cleave to that 
which is good. ; 

10 Be kindly affectioned one to another 
with brotherly love; in honour preferring 
one another ; t 

11. Not slothful in business; fervent in 
spirit ; serving the Lord; 

12 Rejoicing in hope; patient in tribu- 
lation; continuing instant in prayer; 

13 Distributing tothenecessity ofsaints; 
given to hospitality. | 

14 Bless them which persecute you: 
bless, and curse not. 

15 Rejoice with them that do rejoice, 
and weep with them that weep. 

16 Be of the same mind one toward an- 
other. Mind not high things, but con- 
descend to men of low estate. Be not wise 
in your own conceits. 

17 Recompense to no man evil for evil. 
Provide things honest in the sight of all 


men. 

18. If it be possible, as much as lieth in 
you, live peaceably with all men. 

19 Dearly beloved, avenge not your- 
selves, but rather give place unto wrath: 
for it is written; Vengeance is mine; I will 
repay, saith the Lord. 

0 Therefore if thine enemy hunger, 
feed him; if he thirst, give him drink: for 
in so doing thou shalt heap coals of fire 
on his head. 

21 Be not overcome of evil, but over- 
come evil with good. 


Chapter 13 


| ae every soul be subject unto the 
higher powers. For there is no power 
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but of God: the powers that be are or- 
dained of God. , 

2 Whosoever therefore resisteth the 
power, resisteth the ordinance of God: 
and they that resist shall receive to them- 
selves damnation. 

3 For rulers are not a terror to good 
works, but to the evil. Wilt thou then not 
be afraid of the power? do that which is 
good, and thou shalt have praise of the 
same: 

4 For he is the minister of God to thee 
for good. But if thou do that which is 
evil, be afraid; for he beareth not the 
sword in vain: for he is the minister of 
God, a revenger to execute wrath upon 
him that doeth evil.

5 Wherefore ye must needs be subject, 
not only for wrath, but also for conscience 
sake.

tribute to whom tribute is due; custom 
to whom custom; fear to whom fear; 
honour to whom honour. 

8 Owe no man any thing, but to love 
one another: for he that loveth another 
hath fulfilled the law. 

9 For this, Thou shalt not commit adul- 
tery, Thou shalt not kill, Thou shalt not 
steal, Thou shalt not bear false witness, 
Thou shalt not covet; and if there be any 
other commandment, it is briefly com- 
prehended in this saying, namely, Thou 
shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. 

0 Love worketh no ill to his neigh- 
bour: therefore love is the fulfilling of 
the law. 

11 And that, knowing the time, that 
now it is high time to awake out of sleep: 
for now is our salvation nearer than when 
we believed. 

12 The night is far spent, the day is at 
hand: let us therefore cast off the works

- in his own mind. 
_6 He that regardeth the day, regardeth 
it unto the Lord; and he that regardeth 
not the day, to the Lord he doth not re- 
gard it. He that eateth, eateth to the 
Lord, for he giveth God thanks; and he

16 Let not then your good be evil spok- 


en of: 

17 For the kingdom of God is not meat 
and drink; but righteousness, and peace, 
and joy in the Holy Ghost. 

8 For he that in these things serveth 
Christ is acceptable to God, and approved 
of men. 

19 Let us therefore follow after _the 
things which make for peace, and things 
wherewith one may edify another. 

20 For meat destroy not the work of 
God. All things indeed are pure; but it is 
evil for that man who eateth with offence. 

21 It is good neither to eat flesh, nor to 
drink wine, nor any thing whereby thy

Chapter 15 


\ \ ] E then that are strong ought to bear 
the infirmities of the weak, and 
not to please ourselves. 

2 Let every one of us please his neigh- 
bour for his good to edification. 

3 For even Christ pleased not himself; 
but, as it is written, The reproaches of 
them that reproached thee fell on me. 

4 For whatsoever things were written 
aforetime were written for our learning, 
that we through patience and comfort of 
the scriptures might have hope. 

5 Now the God of patience and con- 
solation grant you to be likeminded one 
toward another according to christ Jé’- 
sus: 

6 That ye may with one mind and one 
mouth glorify God, even the Father of 
our Lord Jé’-sts Christ. 

7 Wherefore receive ye one another, as 
Christ also received us to the glory of God. 

Now I say that Jé’-sts ist was a 
minister of the circumcision for the truth 
of God, to confirm the promises made 
unto the fathers: 

9 And that the Gén’-tiles might glorify 
God for his mercy; as it is written, For 
this cause I will confess to thee among 
the Gén’-tiles, and sing unto thy name. 

10 And again he saith, Rejoice, ye Gén’- 
tiles, with his people. 

11 And again, Praise the Lord, all ye 
Gén’-tiles ; and laud him, all ye people. 

12 And again, £E-sai’-4s saith, There 
shall be a root of Jés’-sé, and he that shall 
rise to reign over the Gén’-tiles; in him 
shall the Gén’-tiles trust. 

13 Now the God of hope fill you with 
all joy and peace in believing, that ye may 
abound in hope, through the power of 
the Holy Ghost. 

14 And I myself also am: persuaded of 
you, my brethren, that ye also are full of 
goodness, filled with all knowledge, able 
also to admonish one another. 

15 Nevertheless, brethren, I have writ- 
ten the more boldly unto you in some 
sort, as putting you in mind, because of 
the grace that is given to me of God, 

16 That I should be the minister of Jé’- 
Sus Christ to the Gén’-tiles, ministering 
the gospel of God, that the offering up of 
the Gén’-tiles might be acceptable, being 
sanctified by the Holy Ghost. 

17 I have therefore whereof I may glory 
through Jé’-sis Christ in those things 
which pertain to God. 

18 For I will not dare to speak of any 
of those things which christ hath not 
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wrought by me, to make the Gén’-tiles 
obedient, by word and deed, 

19 Through mighty signs and wonders, 
by the power of the Spirit of God; so 
that from Jé-ra’-sa-lém, and round about 
unto {l-lyr’-i-cim, I have fully preached 
the gospel of Christ. _ 

0 Yea, so have I strived to preach the 
the gospel, not where Christ was named, 
lest I should build upon ‘another man’s 
foundation: 

21 But as it is written, To whom he was 
not spoken of, they shall see: and they 
that have not heard shall understand. 

22 For which cause also I have been 
much hindered from coming to you. 

23 But now having no more place in 
these parts, and having a great desire 
these many years to come unto you; 

24 Whensoever I take my journey into 
Spain, I will come to-you: for'I trust to 
see you in my journey, and to be brought 
on my way thitherward by you, if first I 
be somewhat filled with your company. 

25 But now I go unto Jé-rii’-sa-lém to 
minister unto the saints. 

26 For it hath pleased them of Mac-é- 
do’-ni-a and A-chai’-a to make a certain 
contribution for the poor saints which 
are at Jé-ra’-sa-lém: 

27 It hath pleased them verily; and 
their debtors they are. For if the Gén’- 
tiles have been made partakers of their 
spiritual things, their duty is also to min- 
ister unto them in carnal things. 

28 When therefore I have performed 
this, and have:sealed to them this fruit, I 
will come by you into Spain. 

29 AndIam sure that, when I come un- 
to you, I shall come in the fulness of the 
blessing of the gospel of Christ. 

Now I beseech you, brethren, for 
the Lord Jé’-stis christ’s sake, and for the 
love of the Spirit, that ye strive together 
with me in your prayers to God for me; 

31 That I may be delivered from them 
that do not believe in Ja-dz’-a; and that 
my service which I have for Jé-r(i’-sa-lém 
may be accepted of the saints; 

32 That I may come unto you with joy 
by the will of God, and may with you be 
refreshed.

Chapter 1 
PAcL, called to be an apostle of Jé’-siis 
Christ through the will of God, and 
S6s’-thé-nés our brother, 

2 Unto the church of God which is at 
Cor’-inth, to them that are sanctified in 
Christ Jé’-sus, called to be saints, with all 
that in every place call upon the name of 


of Stéph’-a-nas: besides, I know not 
whether I baptized any other. 

17 For Christ sent me not to baptize, 
but to preach the gospel: not with wis- 
dom of words, lest the cross of christ 
should be made of none effect. 

18 For the preaching of the cross is to 
them that perish foolishness; but unto 
us which are saved it is the power of 


Jé’-sus Christ our Lord, both their’s and God 


our’s: 

3 Grace be unto you, and peace, from 
God our Father, and from the Lord Jé’- 
sus Christ. 

4 I thank my God always on your be- 
half, for the grace of God which is given 
you by Jé’-sus christ ; f 

5 That in every thing ye are enriched by 
him, in all utterance, and in all knowl- 
edge; 

6 Even as the testimony. of Christ was 
confirmed in you: : : 

7 So that ye come behind in no gift; 
waiting for the coming of our Lord Jé’- 
$us Christ: 

8 Who shall also confirm you unto the 
end, that ye may be blameless in the day 
of our Lord Jé’-sus christ. 

9 God is faithful, by whom ye were 
called unto the fellowship of his Son 
Jé’-sts Christ our Lord. 

10 Now I beseech you, brethren, by the 
name of our Lord Jé’-sus Christ, that ye 
all speak the same thing, and that there 
be no divisions among you; but that ye be 
perfectly ioined together in the same 
mind and in the same judgment. 

11 For it hath been declared unto me 
of you, my brethren, by them which are 
of the house of Chl6’-é, that there are con- 
tentions among you. 

12 Now this I say, that every one of you 
saith, I am of Paul; and I of A-pol’-l6os; 
and I of ¢é’-phas; and I of Christ. 

13 Is Christ divided? was Paul crucified 
for you? or were ye baptized in the name 
- of Paul? ; 

~ 14 I thank God that I baptized none of 
you, but Cris’-pus and Gai’-us; 

15 Lest any should say that I had bap- 
tized in mine own name. 

16 And I baptized also the household 


od. 

19 For it is written, I will destroy the 

wisdom of the wise, and will bring to 

nothing the understanding of the pru- 
ent. 

20 Where is the* wise? where is the 
scribe? where is the disputer of this 
world? hath not God made foolish the 
wisdom of this world? 

21 For after that in the wisdom of God 
the world by wisdom knew not God, it 
pleased God by the foolishness of preach- 
ing to save them that believe. 

22 For the Jéws require a sign, and the 
Grééks seek after wisdom: 

23 But we preach christ crucified, unto 
the Jéws a stumblingblock; and unto the 
Grééks foolishness ; 

24 But unto them which are called, 
both Jéws and Grééks, Christ the power 
of God, and the wisdom of God. 

25 Because the foolishness of God is 
wiser than men; and the weakness of 
God is stronger than men. 

26 For ye see your calling, brethren, 
how that not many wise men after the 
flesh, not many mighty, not many noble, 
are called: 

27 But God hath chosen the foolish 
things of the world to confound the wise; 
and God hath chosen the weak things of 
the world to confound the things which 
are mighty ; ; 

28 And base things of the world, and 
things which are despised, hath God 
chosen, yea, and things which are not, to 
bring to nought things that are: 

29 That no flesh should glory in his 
presence. , 

30 But of him are ye in Christ Jé’-sis, 
who of God is made unto us wisdom, and 
righteousness, and sanctification, and re- 
demption: 


I CORINTHIANS 2, 3 


31 That, according as it is written, He 
that glorieth, let him glory in the Lord. 


Chapter 2 


ND I, brethren, when I came to you, 

came not with excellency of speech 

or of wisdom, declaring unto you the 
testimony of God. 

2 For I determined not to know any 
thing among you, save Jé’-sus Christ, and 
him crucified. ; 

3 And I was with you in weakness, and 
in fear, and in much trembling. 

4 And my speech and my preaching was 
not with enticing words of man’s wis- 
dom, but in demonstration of the Spirit 

d of power: : 
5) That your faith should not stand in 
the wisdom of men, but in the power of 
God. : 

6 Howbeit we speak wisdom among 
them that are perfect: yet not the wisdom 
of this world, nor of the princes of this 
world, that come to nought: ‘ 

7 But we speak the wisdom of God in a 
mystery, even the hidden wisdom, which 
God ordained before the world unto our 

lory: 
eS Which none of the princes of this 
world knew: for had they known it, they 
would not have crucified the Lord of 

lory. 
e9 But as it is written, Eye hath not seen, 
nor ear heard, neither have entered into 
the heart of man, the things which God 
hath prepared for them that love him. 

10 But God hath revealed them unto us 
by his Spirit: for the Spirit searcheth all 
things, yea, the deep things of God. 

11 For what man knoweth the things of 
a man, save the spirit of man which is in 
him? even so the things of God knoweth 
no man, but the Spirit of God. 

12 Now we have received, not the spirit 
of the world, but the spirit which is of 
God; that we might know the things that 
are freely given to us of God. 

13 Which things also we speak, not in 
the words which man’s wisdom teacheth, 
but which the Holy Ghost teacheth; 
comparing spiritual things with spiritual. 

14 But the natural man receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit of God: for they 
are foolishness unto him: neither can he 
know them, because they are spiritually 
discerned. é . : 

15 But he that is spiritual judgeth all 
things, yet he himself is judged of no 
man. 

16 For who hath known the mind of 
the Lord, that he may instruct him? But 
we have the mind of christ. 


Chapter 3 


ND I, brethren, could not speak un- 
to you as unto spiritual, but as 
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unto carnal, even as unto babes in christ. 
have fed you with milk, and not 
with meat: for hitherto ye were not able 
to bear it, neither yet now are ye able. 
For ye are yet carnal: for whereas 
there is among you envying, and strife, 
and divisions, are ye not carnal, and walk 
as men? 

4 For while one saith, Iam of Paul; and 
another, I am of A-pél’-lés; are ye not 
carnal? A 

5 Who then is Paul, and who is A-pél’- 
16s, but ministers by whom ye believed, 
even as the Lord gave to every man? 

6 I_have planted, A-pdél’-lés watered; 
but God gave the increase. 

7 So then neither is he that planteth any 
thing, neither he that watereth; but God 
that giveth the increase. 

8 Now he that planteth and he that 
watereth are one: and every man shall 
receive his own reward according to his 
own labour. 

9 For we are labourers together with 
God: ye are God’s husbandry, ye are 
God’s building. 

10 According to the grace of God 
which is given unto me, as a wise master- 
builder, I have laid the foundation, and 
another buildeth thereon. But let every 
man take heed how he buildeth there- 


upon. 

11 For other foundation can no man 
lay than that is laid, which is Jé’-sts 
Christ. 

12 Now if any man build upon this 
foundation gold, silver, precious stones, 
wood, hay, stubble; 

13 Every man’s work shall be made 
manifest: for the day shall declare it, be- 
cause it shall be revealed by fire; and the 
fire shall try every man’s work of what 
sort it is. 

14 If any man’s work abide which he 
hath built thereupon, he shall receive a 


reward. 

15 If any man’s work shall be burned, 
he shall suffer loss: but he himself shall 
be saved; yet so as by fire. 

16 Know ye not that ye are the temple 
of God, and that the Spirit of God dwell- 
eth in you? | 

17 If any man defile the temple of God, 
him shall God destroy; for the temple of 
God is holy, which temple ye are. 

18 Let no man deceive himself. If any 
man among you seemeth to be wise in 
this world, let him become a fool, that he 
may be wise. _ 

_19 For the wisdom of this world is fool- 
ishness with God. For it is written, He 
taketh the wise in their own craftiness. 

0 And again, The Lord knoweth the 
thoughts of the wise, that they are vain. 

1 Therefore let no man glory in men. 
For all things are your’s Aes 
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22 Whether Paul, or A-p6l’-lés, or Cé’- 
phas, or the world, or life, or death, or 
things present, or things to come; all are 
your’s; 

23 And ye are christ’s; and christ is 
God’s. 


Chapter 4 


Pee a man so account of us, as of the 
ministers of Christ, and stewards of 
the mysteries of God. 

Moreover it is required in stewards, 
that a man be found faithful. 

3 But with me it is a very small thing 
that I should be judged of you, or of 
man’s judgment: yea, I judge not mine 
own self. 

4 For I know nothing by myself; yet 
am I not hereby justified: but he that 
judgeth me is the Lord. 

-5 Therefore judge nothing before the 
time, until the Lordicome, who both will 
bring to light the hidden things of dark- 
Ness, and will make manifest the counsels 
of the hearts: and then shall every man 
have praise of God. 

d these things, brethren, I have in 
a figure transferred to myself and to A- 
pol’-lés for your sakes; that ye might 
learn in us not to think of men above 
that which is written, that no one of you 
be puffed up for one against another. 

7 For who maketh thee to differ from 
another? and what hast thou that thou 
didst not receive? now if-thou didst re- 
ceive it, why dost thou glory, as if thou 
hadst not received it? 

Now ye are full, now ye are rich, ye 
have reigned as kings without us: and I 
would to God ye did reign, that we also 
might reign with you. 

9 For I think that God hath set forth us 
the apostles last, as it were appointed to 
death: for we are made a spectacle unto 
the world, and to angels, and to men. 

10 We are fools for Christ’s sake, but ye 
are wise in Christ; we are weak, but ye 
are strong; ye are honourable, but we 
are despised. 

11 Even unto this present hour we both 
hunger, and thirst, and are naked, and 
are buffeted, and have no certain dwell- 
ingplace; 

12 And labour, working with our own 
hands: being reviled, we bless; being per- 
secuted, we suffer it: 

13 Being defamed, we intreat: we are 
made as the filth of the world, and are the 
offscouring of all things unto this day. 

14 I write not these things to shame 
you, but as my beloved sons I warn 


ou. 
45 For though ye have ten thousand 
instructers in Christ, yet have ye not many 
fathers: for in Christ Jé’-sts I have be- 
gotten you through the gospel. 
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16 Wherefore I beseech you, be ye fol- 
lowers of me. 

17 For this cause have I sent unto you 
Ti-m6th’-é-us, who is my_ beloved son, 
and faithful in the Lord, who shall bring 
you into remembrance of my ways which 
be in Christ, as I teach every where in 
every church. 

18 Now some are puffed up, as though 
I would not come to you. 

19 But I will come to you shortly, if the 
Lord will, and will know, not the speech 
of them which are puffed up, but the 
power. 

20 For the kingdom of God is not in 
word, but in power. 

21 What will ye? shall I come unto you 
with a rod, or in love, and in the spirit of 
meekness ? 


Chapter 5 


EZ; is reported commonly that there is 
fornication among you, and such for- 
nication as is not so much as named 
among the Gén’-tiles, that one should 
have his father’s wife. 

2 And ye are puffed up, and have not 
rather mourned, that-he that hath done 
this deed might be taken away from 
among.you. 

3 For I verily, as absent in body, but 
present in spirit, have judged already, as 
ig 2b I were present, concerning hi 
that hath so done this deed, 

4 Inthe name of our Lord Jé’-Sts christ, 
when ye are gathered together, and my 
spirit, with the power of our Lord Jé’-sus 
christ, > 

5 To deliver such an one unto Sa’-tan 
for the destruction of the flesh, that the 
ope may be saved in the day of the Lord 

é’-Sus. 

6 Your glorying is not good. Know ye 
not that a little leaven leaveneth the 
whole lump? 

7 Purge out therefore the old leaven, 
that ye may be a new lump, as ye are un- 
leavened. For even Christ our passover is 
sacrificed for us: : 

8 Therefore let us keep the feast, not 
with old leaven, neither with the leaven 
of malice and wickedness; but with the 
unleavened bread of sincerity and truth. 

9 I wrote unto you in an epistle not to 
company with fornicators: 

10 Yet not altogether with the forni- 
cators of this world, or with the covetous, 
or extortioners, or with idolaters; for 
then must ye needs go out of the world. 

11 But now I have written unto you not 
to keep company, if any man that is 
called a brother be a fornicator, or cove- 
tous, or an idolater, or a railer, ora 


‘drunkard, or an extortioner; with such 


an One no not to eat. ; 
12 For what have I to do to judge them 
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also that are without? do not ye judge 
them that are within? ; 

13 But them that are without God 
judgeth. Therefore put away from among 
yourselves that wicked person. 


Chapter 6 


LE) ABE any of you, having a matter 
against another, go to law before 
the unjust, and not before the saints? 

2 Do ye not know that the saints shall 
judge the world? and if the world shall be 
judged by you, are ye unworthy to judge 
the smallest matters? . 

Know ye not that we shall judge an- 
gels? how much more things that pertain 
to this life? F ] 

4 If then ye have judgments of things 
pertaining to this life, set them to judge 
who are least esteemed in the church. 

5 I speak to your shame. Is it so, that 
there is not a wise man among you? no, 
not one that shall be able to judge be- 
tween his brethren? 

6 But brother goeth to law with brother, 
and that before the unbelievers. 

7 Now therefore there is utterly a fault 
among you, because ye go to law one 
with another. Why do ye not rather take 
wrong? why do ye not rather suffer your- 
selves to be defrauded? 

Nay, ye do wrong, and defraud, and 
that your brethren. ; 

9 Know ye not that the unrighteous 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God? 
Be not deceived: neither fornicators, nor 
idolaters, nor adulterers, nor effeminate, 
nor abusers of themselves with mankind, 

Nor thieves, nor covetous, nor 
drunkards, nor revilers, nor extortioners, 
shall inherit the kingdom of God. 

And such were some of you: but ye 
are washed, but ye are sanctified, but ye 


are justified in the name of the Lord Jé’- b 


Sus, and by the Spirit of our God. 

12 All things are lawful unto me, but all 
things are not expedient: all things are 
lawful for me, but I will not be brought 
under the power of any. 

13 Meats for the belly, and the belly for 
meats: but God shall destroy both it an 
them. Now the body is not for fornica- 
fons ut for the Lord; and the Lord for 
the y. : 


14 And God hath both raised up the hi 


Lord, and will also raise up us by his own 
power. 
15 Know ye not that your bodies are 


the members of Christ? shall I then take 1 


the members of Christ, and make them 
the members of an harlot? God forbid. 
_ 16 What? know ye not that he which is 
joined to an harlot is one body? for two, 
saith he, shall be one flesh. 

_17 But he that is joined unto the Lord 
is One spirit. 
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18 Flee fornication. Every sin that a 
man doeth is without the body; but he 
that committeth fornication sinneth 
against his own body. 

19 What? know ye not that your body 
is the temple of the Holy Ghost which is 
in you, which ye have of God, and ye are 
not your own? ; 

0 For ye are bought with a price: 
therefore glorify-God in your body, and 
in your spirit, which are God’s. 


Chapter 7 


New concerning the things whereof 
ye wrote unto me: It is good for a 
man not to touch a woman. 

2 Nevertheless, to avoid fornication, 
let every man have his own wife, and let 
every woman have her own husband. 

3 Let the husband render unto the wife 
due benevolence: and likewise also the 
wife unto the husband. 

4 The wife hath not power of her own 
body, but the husband: and likewise al- 
so the husband hath not power of his 
own body, but the wife. 

5 Defraud ye not one the other, ex- 
cept jt be with consent for a time, that 
ye may give yourselves to fasting and 
prayer; and come together again, that 
Sa’-tan tempt you not for your incontin- 
ency. 

6 But I speak this by permission, and 
not of commandment. 

7 For I would that all men were even as 
I myself. But every man hath his proper 
gift of God, one after this manner, and 
another after that. 

8 I say therefore to the unmarried and 
widows, It is good for them if they abide 
even as I. 

9 But if they cannot contain, let them 
matry: for it is better to marry than to 
urn. 

10 And unto the married I command, 
yet not I, but the Lord, Let not the wife 
depart from her husband: 

11 But and if she depart, let her remain 
unmarried, or be reconciled to her hus- 
band: and let not the husband Put away 
his wife. 

12 But to the rest speak I, not the Lord: 
If any brother hath a wife that believeth 
not, and she be pleased to dwell with 
m let him not put her away. 

13 And the woman which hath an hus- 
band that believeth not, and if he be 
pleased to dwell with her, let her not 
ridhr Boph thesdiubelidrinen, beans 

xe) € wunvelieving husband is 
sanctified by the wife, and the unbeliev- 
ing wife is sanctified by the husband: 
else were your children unclean; but 
now are they holy. © 

15 But if the unbelieving depart, let him 
depart. A brother or a sister is not under 
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bondage in such cases: but God hath 
called us to peace. 

6 For what knowest thou, O wife, 
_ whether thou shalt save thy husband? or 
how knowest thou, O man, whether thou 
shalt save thy wife? 

17 But as God hath distributed to every 
man, as the Lord hath called every one, 
so let him walk. And so ordain I in all 
churches. 

18 Is any man called being circum- 
cised? let him not become uncircum- 
cised. Is any called in uncircumcision? 
let him not be circumcised. 

19 Circumcision is nothing, and uncir- 
cumcision is nothing, but the keeping of 
the commandments of God. 

20 Let every man abide in the same 
calling wherein he was called. 

21. Art thou called being a servant? care 
‘not for it: but if thou mayest be made 
free, use it rather. 

22 For he that is called in the Lord, be- 
ing a servant, is the Lord’s freeman: like- 
wise also he that is. called, being free, is 
Christ’s servant. 

3 Ye are bought with a price; be not 
ye the servants of men. 
, 24 Brethren, let every man, wherein he 
is called, therein abide with God. 

25 Now concerning virgins I have no 
commandment of the Lord: yet I give my 
judgment, as one that hath obtained 
mercy of the Lord to be faithful. 

26 I suppose therefore that this is good 
for the present distress, J say, that it is 
good for a man so to be. ‘ 

27 Art thou bound unto a wife? seek 
not to be loosed. Art thou loosed from a 
wife? seek not a wife. 

28 But and if thou marry, thou hast not 
sinned; and if a virgin marry, she hath 
not sinned. Nevertheless such shall have 
trouble in the flesh: but I spare you. 

29 But this I say, brethren, the time is 
short: it remaineth, that both they that 
have wives be as though they had none; 

30 And they that weep, as though they 
wept not; and they that rejoice, as though 
they rejoiced not; and they that buy, as 
though they possessed not; 

31 And they that use this world, as not 
abusing it: for the fashion of this world 
passeth away. ‘ 

32 But I would have you without care- 
fulness. He that is unmarried careth for 
the things that belong to the Lord, how 
he may please the Lord: 

33 But he that is married careth for the 
things that are of the world, how he may 

please his wife. 

' 34 There is difference also between a 
wife and a virgin. The unmarried woman 
careth for the things of the Lord, that 
she may be holy both in body and in 
spirit: but she that is married careth for 
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the things or the world, how she may 
please her husband. 

_ 35 And this I speak for your own prof- 
it; not that I may cast a snare upon you, 
but for that which is comely, and that ye 
may attend upon the Lord without dis- 
traction. 

36 But if any man think that he be- 
haveth himself uncomely toward his vir- 
gin, if she pass the flower of her age, and 
need so require, let him do what he will, 
he sinneth not: let them marry. 

37 Nevertheless he that standeth sted- 
fast in his heart, having no necessity, but 
hath power over his own will, and hath 
so decreed in his heart that he will keep 
his virgin, doeth well. 

38 So then he that giveth her in mar- 
riage doeth well; but he that giveth her 
not in marriage doeth better. 

39. The wife is bound by the law as long 
as her husband liveth; but if her husband 
be dead, she is at liberty to be married to 
whom she will; only in the Lord. 

40 But she is happier if she so abide, 
after my judgment: and I think also that 
I have the Spirit of God. 


Chapter 8 


Nok as touching things offered unto 
idols, we know that we all have 
knowledge. Knowledge puffeth up, but 
charity edifieth. 

2 And if any man think that he know- 
eth any thing, he knoweth nothing yet as 
he ought to know. 

3 But if any man love God, the same is 
known of him. 

4 As concerning therefore the eating of 
those things that are offered in sacrifice 
unto idols, we know that an idol is noth- 
ing in the world, and that there is none 
other God but one. 

5 For though there be that are called 
gods, whether in heaven or in earth, (as 
there be gods many, and lords many,) 

6 But to us there is but one God, the 
Father, of whom are all things, and we in 

im; and one Lord Jé’-sis Christ, by 
whom are all things, and we by him. 

7 Howbeit there is not in every man 
that knowledge: for some with conscience 
of the idol unto this hour eat it as a thing 
offered unto an idol; and their conscience 
being weak is defiled. 

8 But meat commendeth us not to God: 
for neither, if we eat, are we the better; 
neither, if we eat not, are we the worse. 

9 But take heed lest by any means this 
liberty of your’s become a stumbling- 
block to them that are weak. 

10 For if any man see thee which hast 
knowledge sit at meat in the idol’s:tem- 
ple, shall not the conscience of him which 
is weak be emboldened to eat those 
things which are offered to idols; 
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11 And through thy knowledge shall 
pk yes brother perish, for whom christ 
died ? 

12 But when ye sin so against the breth- 
ren, and wound their weak conscience, ye 
sin against Christ. 

13 Wherefore, if meat make my brother 
to offend, I will eat no flesh while the 
world standeth, lest I make my brother 
to offend. 


Chapter 9 


AM I not an apostle? am I not free? 
have I not seen Jé’-sus christ our 
Lord? are not ye my work in the Lord? 
2 If I be not an apostle unto others, yet 
doubtless I am to you: for the seal of 
mine apostleship are ye in the Lord. 


Mine answer to them that do examine 1 


me is this, 

4 Have we not power to eat and to 
drink? 

5 Have we not power to lead about a 
sister, a wife, as well as other apostles, 
eX as the brethren of the Lord, and cé’- 
phas? 

6 Or I only and Bar’-na-bas, have not 
we power to forbear working? 

ho goeth a warfare any time at his 
own charges? who planteth a vineyard, 
and eateth not of the fruit thereof? or 
who feedeth a flock, and eateth not of 
the milk of the flock ? 

8 Say I these things as a man? or saith 
not the law the same also? 

For it is written in the law of M6’-sé§, 
Thou shalt not muzzle the mouth of the 
ox that treadeth out the corn. Doth God 
take care for oxen? 

10 Or saith he it altogether for our 
sakes? For our sakes, no doubt, this is 
written: that he that ploweth should plow 
in hope; and that he that thresheth in 
hope should be partaker of his hope. 

If we have sown unto you spiritual 
things, is it a great thing if we shall reap 
your carnal things? 

12 If others be partakers of this power 
Over you, are not we rather? Neverthe- 
less we have not used this power; but sur- 
fer all things, lest we should hinder the 
gospel of Christ. 

13, Do ye not know that they which 
minister about holy things live of the 
things of the temple? and they which wait 
at the altar are partakers with the altar? 

14 Even so hath the Lord ordained that 
they which preach the gospel should live 
of the gospel. 

15 But I have used none of these things: 
neither have I written these things, that 
it should be so done unto me: for it were 
better for me to die, than that any man 
should make my glorying void. 

16 For though I preach the gospel, I 
have nothing to glory of: for necessity is 
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laid upon me; yea, woe is unto me, if I 
preach not the gospel! = 

17 For if I do this thing willingly, I have 
a reward: but if against my will, a dis- 
pensation of the gospel is committed unto 
me. 

18 What is my reward then? Verily 
that, when I preach the gospel, I may 
make the gospel of Christ without charge, 
that I abuse not-my power in the gos- 


pel. 

19 For though I be free from all men, 
yet have I made myself servant unto all, 
that I might gain the more. 

20 And unto the Jews I became as a 
Jew, that I might gain the Jéws; to them 
that are under the law, as under the law, 
that I might gain them that are under the 


aw; 
21 To them that are without law, as 
without law, (being not without law to 
God, but under the law to christ,) that I 
tiene gain them that are without law. 

22 To the weak became I as weak, that 
I might gain the weak: I am made all 
things to all men, that I might by all 
means save some. 

23 And this I do for the gospel’s sake, 
that I might be partaker thereof with 
you. 

24 Know ye not that they which run in 
a race run all, but one receiveth the 
prize? So run, that ye may obtain. 

25 And every man that striveth for the 
mastery is temperate in all things.

8 Neither let us commit fornication, as 
some of them committed, and fell in one 
day three and twenty thousand. 

9 Neither let us tempt Christ, as some of 
them also tempted, and were destroyed 
of serpents. 

10 Neither murmur ye, as some of 
them also murmured, and were destroyed 
of the destroyer. 

11 Now all these things happened unto 
them for ensamples: and they are written 
for our admonition, upon whom the ends 
of the world are come. 

12 Wherefore let him that thinketh he 
standeth take heed lest he fall. 

13 There hath no temptation taken you 
but such as is common to man: but God 
is faithful, who will not suffer you to be 
tempted above that ye are able; but will 
with the temptation also make a way to 
escape, that ye may be able to bear it. , 

14 Wherefore, my dearly beloved, flee 
from idolatry. r : 

15 I speak as to wise men; judge ye 
what I say. f : 

16 The cup of blessing which we bless, 
is it not the communion of the blood of 
Christ? The bread which we break, is 
it not the communion of the body of 


hrist ? 

mi For we being many are one bread, 
and one body: for we are all partakers of 
that one bread. 

18 Behold is’-ra-él after the flesh: are 
not they which eat of the sacrifices par- 
takers of the altar? . ; 

19 What say I then? that the idol is any 
thing, or that which is offered in sacrifice 
to idols is any thing? f é 

20 But J say, that the things which the 
Gén/’-tileS sacrifice, they sacrifice to dev- 
ils, and not to God: and I would not that 
ye should have fellowship with devils. 

21 Yecannot drink the cup of the Lord, 
and the cup of devils: ye cannot be par- 
takers of the Lord’s table, and of the 
table of devils. ;

23 All things are lawful for me, but all 
things are not expedient: all things are 
lawful for me, but all things edify not. 

24 Let no man seek his own, but every 
man another’s wealth. 

25 Whatsoever is sold in the shambles, 
that eat, asking no question for con- 
science sake: 

26 For the earth is the Lord’s and the 
' fulness thereof. ‘ : 

' 27 If any of them that believe not bid 
you to a feast, and ye be disposed to go; 
whatsoever is set before you, eat, asking 
no question for conscience sake. arly 
28 But if any man say unto you, This is 
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offered in sacrifice unto idols, eat not for 
his sake that shewed it, and for con- 
science sake: for the earth is the Lord’s, 
and Bie fulness thereof : 

onscience, I say, not thine own, 
but of the other: for why is my liberty 
judged of another man’s conscience ? 

30 For if I by grace be a partaker, why 
am I evil spoken of for that for which I 
give thanks? 

31 Whether therefore ye eat, or drink, 
or whatsoever ye do, do all to the glory 
of God.

33 Even as I please all men in all things, 
not seeking mine own profit, but the 
profit of many, that they may be saved. 


Chapter 11 


BE ye followers of me, even as I also 
am of Christ. 

2 Now I praise you, brethren, that ye 
remember me in all things, and keep the 
ordinances, as I delivered them to you. 

3 But I would have you know, that the 
head of every man is Christ ; and the head 
of the woman is the man; and the head of 
christ is God. { E 

very man praying or prophesying, 
having his head covered, dishanoureth 
his head. ~ 

5. But every woman that prayeth or 
prophesieth with her head uncovered dis- 
honoureth her head: for that is even all 
one as if she were shaven. 

6 For if the woman be not covered, let 
her also be shorn: but if it be a shame for 
a woman to be shorn or shaven, let her 
be covered. 

7 For a man indeed ought not to cover 
his head, forasmuch as he is the image 
and glory of God: but the woman is the 
glory of the man. 

8 For the man is not of the woman; but 
the woman of the man. 

9 Neither was the man created for the 
woman; but the woman for the man. 

10 For this cause ought the woman to 
have power on her head because of the 
angels. . 

11 Nevertheless neither is the man with- 
out the woman, neither the woman with- 
out the man, in the Lord. 

12 For as the woman is of the man, 
even so is the man also by the woman; 
but all things of God. 

13 Judge in yourselves: is it comely 
that a woman pray unto God uncovered ? 

14 Doth not even nature itself teach 
you, that, if a man have long hair, it isa 
shame unto him? 

15 But if a woman have long hair, it isa 
glory to her: for her hair is given her for 
a covering. 
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16 But if any man seem to be conten- 
tious, we have no such custom, neither 
the churches of God. 

17 Now in this that I declare unto you I 
praise you not, that ye come together not 
for the better, but for the worse. 

18 For first of all, when ye come to- 
gether in the church, I hear that there be 
divisions among you; and [I partly be- 
lieve it. 

19 For there must be also heresies 
among you, that they which are approved 
may be made manifest among you. 

20 When ye come together therefore in- 
to one place, this is not to eat the Lord’s 
supper. 

21 For in eating every one taketh be- 
fore other his own supper: and one is 
hungry, and another is drunken. 

22 What? have ye not houses to eat 
and to drink in? or despise ye the 
church of God, and shame them that 
have not? What shall I say to you? 
shall I praise you in this? I praise you 


not. 
23 For I have received of the Lord that 
which also I delivered unto you, That the 


Lord Jé’-sus the same night in which he _ 10 


was betrayed took bread: 

24 And when he had given thanks, he 
brake it, and said, Take, eat: this is my 
body, which is broken for you: this do in 
remembrance of me. 

25 After the same manner also he took 
the cup, when he had supped, saying, 
This cup is the new testament in my 
blood: this do ye; as oft as ye drink it, 
in remembrance of me. 

26 For as often as ye eat this bread, and 
drink this cup, ye do shew the Lord’s 
death till he come. 

27 Wherefore whosoever shall eat this 
bread, and drink this cup of the Lord, 
unworthily, shall be guilty of the body 
and blood of the Lord. 

28 But let a man examine himself, and 
so let him eat of that bread, and drink of 
that cup. : 

29 For he that eateth and drinketh un- 
worthily, eateth and drinketh damnation 
to himself, not discerning the Lord’s 
body. 

30 For this cause many are weak and 
sickly among you, and many sleep. 

31 For if we would judge ourselves, we 
should not be judged. 

32 But when we are judged, we are 
chastened of the Lord, that we should not 
be condemned with the world. 

33 Wherefore, my brethren, when ye 
come together to eat, tarry one for an- 
other. 

34 And if any man hunger, let him eat 
at home; that ye come not together unto 
condemnation. And the rest will I set in 
order when I come. 
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Chapter 12 


dened concerning spiritual gifts, breth- 
ren, I would not have you ignorant. 

2 Ye know that ye were Gén’-tiles, car- 
ried away unto these dumb idols, even as 
ye were led. 

3 Wherefore I give you to understand, 
that no man speaking by the Spirit of 
God calleth Jé’-sts accursed: and that no 
man can say that Jé’-sus is the Lord, but 
by the Holy Ghost. 

4 Now there are diversities of gifts, but 
the same Spirit. 

5 And there are differences of adminis- 
trations, but the same Lord.

8 For to one is given by the Spirit the 
word of wisdom; to another the word of

9 To another faith by the same Spirit; 

to another the gifts of healing by the 
same Spirit; 
To another the working of miracles; 
to another prophecy; to another discern- 
ing of spirits; to another divers kinds of 
tongues ; to another the interpretation of 
tongues: 

11 But all these worketh that one and 
the selfsame Spirit, dividing to every man 
severally as he will. 

12 For as the body is one, and hath 

many members, and all the members of 
that one body, being many, are one 
body: so also is Christ. 
_ 13 For by one Spirit are we all baptized 
into one body, whether we be Jews or 
Gén’-tiles, whether we be bond or free; 
and have been all made to drink into 
one Spirit. 

14 For the body is not one member, 
but many. 

15 If the foot shall say, Because I am 
not the hand, I am not of the body; is it 
therefore not of the body? 

16 And ifthe ear shall say, Because I 
am not the eye, I am not of the body; is 
it therefore not of the body? 

17 Ifthe whole body were an eye, where 
were the hearing ? If the whole were hear- 
ing, where were the smelling ? 

18 But now hath God set the members 
every One of them in the body, as it hath 
Pleased him. 

19 And if they were all one member, 
where were the body?

21 And the eye cannot say unto the 
hand, I have no need of thee: nor again 
the head to the feet, I have no need of

22 Nay, much more those members of 
the body, which seem to be more feeble, 
are necessary: 

23 And those members of the body, 
which we think to be less honourable, 
upon these we bestow more abundant 
honour; and our uncomely parts have 
more abundant comeliness. 

24 For our comely parts have no need: 
but God hath tempered the body to- 
gether, having given more abundant hon- 
our to that part which lacked: 

25 That there should be no schism in 
the body; but that the members should 
have the same care one for another. 

26 And whether one member suffer, all 
the members suffer with it; or one mem- 
ber be honoured, all the members rejoice 
with it. 

27 Now ye are the body of christ, and 
“members in particular. 

28 And God hath set some in the 
church, first apostles, secondarily proph- 
ets, thirdly teachers, after that miracles, 
then gifts of healings, helps, govern- 
ments, diversities of tongues. 

9 Are all apostles? are all prophets? 
are all teachers? are all workers of mir- 
acles? 

30 Have all the gifts of healing? do all 
speak with tongues? do all interpret? 

But covet earnestly the best gifts: 
and yet shew I unto you a more excellent 
way. 


Chapter 13 


snHOMGH I speak with the tongues of 
men and of angels, and have not 
charity, I am become as sounding brass, 
or a tinkling cymbal. 

2 And though I have the gift of proph- 
ecy, and understand all mysteries, and all 
knowledge; and though I have all faith, 
so that I could remove mountains, and 
have not charity, I am nothing. 

3 And though I bestow all my goods to 
feed the poor, and though I give my body 
to be burned, and have not charity, it 
profiteth me nothing. ae 

4 Charity suffereth long, and is kind; 
charity envieth not; charity vaunteth not 
itself, is not puffed up, | 

5 Doth not behave itself unseemly, 
seeketh not her own, is not easily pro- 
voked, thinketh no evil; | : 

6 Rejoiceth not in iniquity, but rejoic- 
eth in the truth; F 

7 Beareth all things, believeth all things, 
hopeth all things, endureth all things. 

8 Charity never faileth: but whether 
there be prophecies, they shall fail; 
_whether there be tongues, they shall 
cease; whether: there be knowledge, it 
shall vanish away. 

9 For we know in part, and we proph- 
esy in part. 
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10 But when that which is perfect is 
come, then that which is in part shall be 
done away. 

11 When I was a child, I spake as a 
child, I understood as a child, I thought 
as a child: but when I became a man, I 
put away childish things. 

For now we see through a glass, 
darkly ; but then face to face: now I know 
in part; but then shall I know even as 
also I am known. 

_13 And now abideth faith, hope, char- 
ity, these three; but the greatest of these 
is charity. 


Chapter 14 


PetLow after charity, and desire 
spiritual gifts, but rather that ye may 
prophesy. 

2 For he that speaketh in an unknown 
tongue speaketh not unto men, but unto 
God: for no man understandeth him ; 
howbeit in the spirit he speaketh mys- 
teries. 

3 But he that prophesieth speaketh un- 
to men ¢o edification, and exhortation, 
and comfort. 

4 He that speaketh-in an unknown 
tongue edifieth himself; but he that 
prophesieth edifieth the church. 

5 I would that ye all spake with tongues, 
but rather that ye prophesied: for great- 
er is he that prophesieth than he that 
speaketh with tongues, except he in- 
terpret, that the church may receive edi- 
fying. 

6 Now, brethren, if I come unto you 
speaking with tongues, what shall I profit 
you, except I shall speak to you either by 
revelation, or by knowledge, or by proph- 
esying, or by doctrine? 

7 And even things without life giving 
sound, whether pipe or harp, except they 
give a distinction in the sounds, how shall 
it be known what is piped or harped? 

8 For if the trumpet give an uncertain 
sound, who shall prepare himself to the 
battle? 

9 So likewise ye, except ye utter by the 
tongue words easy to be understood, 
how shall it be known what is spoken? 
for ye shall speak into the air. ) 

10 There are, it may be, so many kinds 
of voices in the world, and none of them 
is without signification. : 

1 Therefore if I know not the meaning 
of the voice, I shall be unto him that 
speaketh a barbarian, and he that speak- 
eth shall be a barbarian unto me. 

12 Even so ye, forasmuch as ye are 
zealous of spiritual gifts, seek that ye may 
excel to the edifying of the church. ; 

13 Wherefore let him that speaketh in 
an unknown tongue pray that he may 
interpret. 

14 For if I pray in an unknown tongue, 
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my spirit prayeth, but my understanding 
is unfruitful. ( 

15 What is it then? I will pray with the 
spirit, and I will pray with the under- 
standing also: I will sing with the spirit, 
ane I will sing with the understanding 
also. 

16 Else when thou shalt bless with the 
spirit, how shall he that occupieth the 


room of the unlearned say:A’-mén at thy 1 


giving of thanks, seeing he understandeth 
not what thou sayest? 

17 For thou verily givest thanks well, 
but the other is not edified. : 

18 I thank my God, I speak with 
tongues more than ye all: 

19 Yet in the church I had rather speak 
five words with my understanding, that 
by my voice I might teach others also, 
‘tan ten thousand words in an unknown 
tongue. . 

20: Brethren, be not children in under- 
standing: howbeit in malice be ye chil- 
dren, but in understanding be men. 

21 In the law it is written, With men o 
other tongues and other lips will I sp 
unto this people; and yet for all that will 
they not hear me, saith the Lord. 

2 Wherefore tongues are for a sign, 
not to them that believe, but to them 
that believe not: but prophesying serveth 
not for them that believe not, but for 
them which believe. 

23 If therefore the whole church be 
come together into one place, and all 
speak with tongues, and there come in 
those that are unlearned, or unbelievers, 
will they not say that ye are mad? 

24 But if all prophesy, and there come 
in one that believeth not, or one un- 
learned, he is convinced of all, he is 
judged of all: 

25 And thus are the secrets of his heart 
made manifest; and so falling down on 
his face, he will worship God, and report 
that God is in you of a truth. 

26 How is it then, brethren? when ye 
come together, every one of you hath a 
pains hath a doctrine, hath a tongue, 

ath a revelation, hath an interpretation. 
Let all things be done unto edifying. 

27 If any man speak in an unknown 
tongue, let it be by two, or at the most by 
three, and that by course; and let one 
interpret. 

28 But if there be no interpreter, let him 
keep silence in the church; and let him 
speak to himself, and to God. 

29 Let the prophets speak two or three, 
and let the other judge. 

30 If any thing be revealed to another 
that sitteth by, let the first hold his 


peace. 
31 For ye may all prophesy one by one, 
suet a may learn, and all may be com- 
orted. 
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32 And the spirits of the prophets are 
subject to the prophets. 

33 For God is not the author of confu- 
sion, but of peace, as in all churches of 
the saints. s ; 

34 Let your women keep silence in the 
churches: for it is not permitted unto 
them to speak; but they are commanded 
to be under obedience, as also saith the 


aw. > ' 
35 And if they will learn any thing, let 
them ask their husbands at home: for it 
is a shame for women to speak in the 
church. 

36 What? came the word of God out 
from you? or came it unto you only? 

37 If any man think himself to a 
prophet, or spiritual, let him acknowl- 
edge that the things that I write unto you 
are the commandments of the Lord. : 

38 But if any man be ignorant, let him 
be ignorant. 

9 Wherefore, brethren, covet to proph- 

esy, and forbid not to speak with tongues. 

40 Let all things be done decently and 
in order. 


Chapter 15 


\VAQREOVER: brethren, I declare un- 
to you the gospel which I preached 
unto you, which also ye have received, 
and wherein ye stand; : 

2 By which also ye are saved, if ye keep 
in memory what I preached unto you, 
unless ye have believed in vain. 

3 For I delivered unto you first of all 
that which I also received, how that 
Christ died for our sins according to the 
scriptures ; 

4 And that he was buried, and that he 
rose again the third day according to the 
scriptures: 

5 And that he was seen of Cé’-phias, 
then of the twelve: 

6 After that, he was seen of above five 
hundred brethren at once; of whom the 
greater part remain unto this present, but 
some are fallen asleep. 

7 After that, he was seen of James ; 
then of all the apostles. 

8 And last of all he was seen of me also, 
as of one born out of due time, 

9 For I am the least of the apostles, 
that am not meet to be called an me front 
because I persecuted the church of God. 

10 But be dd grace of God Iam what I 
am: and his grace.which was bestowed 
upon me was not in vain; but I laboured 
more abundantly than they all: yet not I, 
but the grace of God which was with me. 

erefore whether it were I or they, 
SO we preach, and so ye believed. 

Now if ist be preached that he 
rose from the dead, how say some among 
you that there is no resurrection of the 
dead? 2 
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Resurrection of the Dead 


13 But if there be no resurrection of the 
dead, then is Christ not risen: 

14 And if christ be not risen, then is our 
_ preaching vain, and your faith is also 


ain. 

15 Yea, and we are found false witness- 
es of God; because we have testified of 
God that he raised up Christ: whom he 
raised not up, if so be that the dead rise 


not. 

16 For if the dead rise not, then is not 
christ raised: 

17 And if christ be not raised, your 
faith is vain; ye are yet in your sins. 

18 Then they also which are fallen 
asleep in Christ are perished. : 

19 If in this life only we have hope in 
christ, we are of all men most miserable. 

20 But now is Christ risen from the 
dead, and become the firstfruits of them 
‘that slept. 

21 For since by man came death, by 
pee came also the resurrection of the 

ead. 

22 For as in Ad’-am all die, even so in 
christ shall all be made alive. 

23 But every man in his own order: 
christ the firstfruits; afterward they that 
are Christ’s at his coming. 

24 Then cometh the end, when he shall 
have delivered up the kingdom to God, 
even the Father; when he shall have put 
down all rule and all authority and 
power. : ; 

25 For he must reign, till he hath put 
all enemies under his feet. 

26 The last enemy that shall be de- 
stroyed is death. ; : 

27 For he hath put all things under his 
feet. But when he saith all things are put 
under him, it is manifest that he is ex- 
cepted, which did put all things under 


him. 

28 And when all things shall be sub- 
dued unto him, then shall the Son also 
himself be subject unto him that put all 
things under him, that God may be all in 


all. 

29 Else what shall they do which are 
baptized for the dead, if the dead rise not 
at all? why are they then baptized for the 


ead? 

30 And why stand we in jeopardy every 
hour? yecet ; 

31 I protest by your rejoicing which I 
have in Christ Jé’-sis our Lord, I die 


daily. 

32 If after the manner of men I have 
fought with beasts at Eph’-é-sus, what 
advantageth it me, if the dead rise not? 
let us eat and drink ; for to morrow we die. 

33 Be not deceived: evil communica- 
tions corrupt good manners. ; 

4 Awake to righteousness, and sin 
not; for some have not the knowledge of 
God: I speak this to your shame. . 
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35 But some man will say, How are the 
dead raised up? and with what body do 
they come? 

36 Thou fool, that which thou sowest is 
not quickened, except it die: 

7 And that which thou sowest, thou 
sowest not that body that shall be, but 
bare grain, it may chance of wheat, or of 
some other grain: 

38 But God giveth it a body as it hath 
pleased him, and to every seed his own 


ody. 

39 All flesh is not the same flesh: but 
there is one kind of flesh of men, another 
flesh of beasts, another of fishes, and an- 
other of birds. 

40 There are also celestial bodies, and 
bodies terrestrial: but the glory of the 
celestial is one, and the glory of the ter- 
restrial is another. 

There is one glory of the sun, and 
another glory of the moon, and another 
glory of the stars: for one star differeth 
from another star in glory. 

So also is the resurrection of the 
dead. It is sown in corruption; it is raised 
in incorruption: 

_43 It is sown in dishonour; it is raised 
in glory: it is sown in weakness; it is 
raised in power: 

44 It is sown a natural body; it is raised 
a spiritual body. There is a natural body, 
and there‘is a spiritual body. 

5 d so it is written, The first man 
Ad’-am was made a living soul; the last 
Ad’-am was made a quickening spirit. 

46 Howbeit that was not first which is 
spiritual, but that which is natural; and 
afterward that which is spiritual. 

47 The first man is of the earth, earthy: 
the second man is the Lord from heaven. 

48 As is the earthy, such are they also 
that are earthy: and as is the heavenly, 
such are they also that are heavenly. 

And as we have borne the image of 
the earthy, we shall also bear the image 
of the heavenly. 

50 Now this I say, brethren, that flesh 
and blood cannot inherit the kingdom of 
God; neither doth corruption inherit in- 
corruption. 

51 Behold, I shew you a mystery; We 
shall not all sleep, but we shall all be 
changed, 

52 In a moment, in the twinkling of an 
eye, at the last trump: for the trumpet 
shail sound, and the dead shall be raised 
incorruptible, and we shall be changed. 

53 For this corruptible must put on in- 
corruption, and this mortal must put on 
immortality. 5 

54 So when this corruptible shall have 
put on incorruption, and this mortal shall 
have put on immortality, then shall be 
brought to pass the saying that is written, 
Death is swallowed up in victory. 
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55 O death, where is thy sting? O 
grave, where is thy victory? _ 

56 The sting of death is sin; and the 
strength of sin is the law. wath hs 

57 But thanks be to God, which giveth 
2s ra victory through our Lord Jé’-sus 

ist. 

58 Therefore, my beloved brethren, be 
ye stedfast, unmoveable, always abound- 
ing in the work of the Lord, forasmuch 
as ye know that your labour is not in vain 
in the Lord. 


Chapter 16 


OW concerning the collection for the 
saints, as I have given order to the 
churches of Ga-la’-fia, even so do ye.

7 For I will not see you now by the way; 
but I trust to tarry a while with you, if 
the Lord permit. i 

8 But I will tarry at Eph’-&-stis until 
Pén’-té-cést. 

9 For a great door and effectual is 
opened unto me, and there are many 
adversaries. 

10 Now if Ti-méth’-é-ts come, see that 

e may be with you without fear: for he 
worketh the work of the Lord, as I also do. 

The first epistle to the Corinthians 
A-cha‘-i-ciis, and Ti-méth’-é-is. 
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11 Let no man therefore despise him: 
but conduct him forth in peace, that he 
may come unto me: for I look for him 
with the brethren. PARE E. 

12 As touching our brother A-p6l’-lés, 
I greatly desired him to come_unto 
you with the brethren: but his will was 
not at all to come at this time; but he 
will come when he shall have convenient 


time. 

13 Watch ye, stand fast in the faith, 
quit you like men, be strong. ! 

14 Let all your things be done with 
charity. 

15 I beseech you, brethren, (ye know 
the house of Stéph’-4-nas, that it is the 
firstfruits of A-chai’-a, and that they have 
addicted themselves to the ministry of 
the saints,) j 

16 That ye submit yourselves unto such,

Chapter 1 
PAct. an apostle of Jé’-siis Christ by 
the will of God, and Tim’-6-thy our 
brother, unto the church of God which 
is at Cor’-inth, with all the saints which 
are in all A-chai’-a: 

2 Grace be to you and peace from God 
ea eaten and from the Lord Jé’-stis 
Christ.

Who comforteth us in all our tribu- 


lation, that we may be able to comfort 
them which are in any trouble, by the 
comfort wherewith we ourselves are com- 
forted of God.

6 And whether we be afflicted, it is for 
your consolation and salvation, which is 
effectual in the enduring of the same suf- 
ferings which we also suffer: or whether 
we be comforted, it is for your consola- 
tion and salvation. 

7 And our hope of you is stedfast, 
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knowing, that as ye are partakers of the 
sufferings, so shall ye be also of the con- 
solation. 
_8 For we would not, brethren, have you 
ignorant of our trouble which came to us 
in A’-sia, that we were pressed out of 
measure, above strength, insomuch that 
we despaired even of life: 

9 But we had the sentence of death in 
ourselves, that we should not trust in 
ourselves, but in God which raiseth the 


ead: 

10 Who delivered us from so great a 
death, and doth deliver: in whom we 
trust that he will yet deliver us; 

11._Ye also helping together by prayer 
for us, that for the gift bestowed upon us 
by the means of many persons thanks 
may be given by many on our behalf. 

_ 12 For our rejoicing is this, the testi- 
mony of our conscience, that in ‘sim- 
plicity and godly sincerity, not with 
fleshly wisdom, but by the grace of God, 
we have had our conversation in the 
world, and more abundantly to you- 
ward. 

13 For we write none other things unto 
you, than what ye read or acknowledge; 

‘and I trust ye shall acknowledge even to 
the end; 

14 As also ye have acknowledged us in 
part, that we are your rejoicing, even as 
ye also are our’s in the day of the Lord 
Jé’-sis. 

15 And in this confidence I was minded 
to come unto you before, that ye might 
have a second benefit ; ; 

16 And to pass by you into Mac-é-dd’- 
ni-a, and to come again out of Mac-é- 
d6d’-ni-a unto you, and of you to be 
brought on my way toward Ji-dz#’-a. 

17 When I therefore was thus minded, 
did I use lightness? or the things that I 
purpose, do I purpose according to the 
flesh, that with me there should be yea 
yea, and nay nay? 

18 But as God is true, our word toward 
you was not yea and nay. 6 

19 For the Son of God, Jé’-sts christ, 
who was preached among you by us, even 
by me and Sil-va’-nus and Ti-moth’-é-us, 
was not yea and nay, but in him was yea. 

20. For all the promises of God in him 
are yea, and in him A’-mén, unto the 
glory of God by us. , ) 

21, Now he which stablisheth us with 
you in Christ, and hath anointed us; is 


od; 

22 Who hath also’sealed us, and given 
the earnest of the Spirit in our hearts. 

23 Moreover I call God for a record 
upon my soul, that to spare you I came 
not as yet unto Cor’-inth. fry 

24 Not for that we have dominion over 
your faith, but are helpers of your joy: 
for by faith ye stand, 
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Chapter 2 


Bur I determined this with myself, 
J that I would not come again to you 
Tey mak h 

or make you sorry, who is he 
then that maketh me glad, but the same 
which is made sorry by me? 

3 And I wrote this same unto you, lest, 
when I came, I should have sorrow from 
them of whom I ought to rejoice; having 
confidence in you all, that my joy is the 
joy of you all. 

_For out of much affliction and an- 
guish of heart I wrote unto you with 
many tears ; not that ye should be grieved, 
but that ye might know the love which I 
have more abundantly unto you. 

5 But if any have caused grief, he hath 
not grieved me, but in part: that I may 
not overcharge you all. 

6 Sufficient to such a man is_ this 
punishment, which was inflicted of 
many. 

7 So that contrariwise ye ought rather 
to forgive him, and comfort him, lest per- 
haps such a one should be swallowed up 
with overmuch sorrow. 

8 Wherefore I beseech you that ye 
would confirm your love toward him. 

9 For to this end also did I write, that I 
might know the proof of you, whether ye 
be obedient in all things. 

10 To whom ye forgive any thing, I for- 
give also: for if I forgave any thing, to 
whom I forgave it, for your sakes for- 
gave I it in the person of Christ; 

11 Lest Sa’-tan should get an advantage 
of us: for we are not ignorant of his 
devices. 

12 Furthermore, when I came to Trd’- 
as to preach Christ’s gospel, and a door 
was opened unto me of the Lord, 

13 I had no rest in my spirit, because I 
found not Ti’-tus my brother: but taking 
my leave of them, I went from thence in- 
to Mac-é-d6’-ni-a. 

14 Now thanks be unto God, which 
always causeth us to triumph in christ, 
and maketh manifest the savour of his 
knowledge by us in every place. 

For we are unto God a sweet savour 
of christ, in them that are saved, and in 
them that perish: 

To the one we are the savour of 
death unto death; and to the other the 
savour of life unto life. And who is suf- 
ficient for these things? 

17 For we are not as many, which cor- 
rupt the word of God: but as of sincerity, 
but as of God, in the sight of God speak 
we in Christ. 


Chapter 3 


D° we begin again to commend our- 
selves? or need we, as some others, 
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epistles of commendation to you, or 
letters of commendation from you? 

Ye are our epistle written in our 
hearts, known and read of all men: 

3 Forasmuch as ye are manifestly de- 
clared to be the epistle of Christ minis- 
tered by us, written not with ink, but with 
the Spirit of the living God; not in tables 
of stone, but in fleshy tables of the heart. 

4 And such trust have we through christ 
to God-ward: 

5 Not that we are sufficient of ourselves 
to think any thing as of ourselves; but 
our sufficiency is of God; 10% 

6 Who also hath made us able ministers 
of the new testament; not of the letter, 
but of the spirit: for the letter killeth, but 
the spirit giveth life. : 

7 But if the ministration of death, writ- 
ten and engraven in stones, was glorious, 
so that the children of {s’-ra-él could not 
stedfastly behold the face of M6’-sé§ for 
the glory of his countenance; which 
glory was to be done away: 

8 How shall not the ministration of the 
spirit be rather glorious? 

For if the ministration of condemna- 
tion be glory, much more doth the minis- 
tration of righteousness exceed in glory. 

10 For even that which was made glori- 
ous had no glory in this respect, by rea- 
son of the glory that excelleth. 

11 For if that which is done away was 
glorious, much more that which remain- 
eth is glorious. 

12 Seeing then that we have such hope, 
we use great plainness of speech: 

13 And not as MO’-8é8, which put a vail 
over his face, that the children of {§’-ra-él 
could not stedfastly look to the end of 
that which is abolished: 

14 But their minds were blinded: for 
until this day remaineth the same vail un- 
taken away in the reading of the old 
testament; which vail is done away in 
christ. 

, 15, But even unto this day, when Mo’- 
Sé$ is read, the vail is upon their heart. 

16 Nevertheless when it shall turn to 
the Lord, the vail shall be taken away. 

17 Now the Lord is that Spirit: and 
where the Spirit of the Lord is, there is 
liberty. 

18 But we all, with open face beholding 
as in a glass the glory of the Lord, are 
changed into the same image from glo 
to glory even as by the Spirit of the Lord. 


Chapter 4 


"THEREFORE seeing we have this 
ministry, as we have received mercy, 
we faint not; 

2 But have renounced the hidden things 
of dishonesty, not walking in craftiness, 
nor handling the word of God deceit. 
fully; but by manifestation of the truth 
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commending ourselves to every man’s 
conscience in the sight of God. 

3 But if our gospel be hid, it is hid to 
them that are lost: 

4 In whom the god of this world hath 
blinded the minds of them which believe 
not, lest the light of the glorious gospel 
of Christ, who is the image of God, should 
shine unto them. 

For we preach not ourselves, but 
Christ Jé’-sis the Lord; and ourselves 
your servants for Jé’-sus’ sake. ‘ 

For God, who commanded the light 
to shine out of darkness, hath shined in 
our hearts, to give the light of the knowl- 
edge of the glory of God in the face of 
Jé’-sus Christ. 

But we have this treasure in earthen 
vessels, that the excellency of the power 
may be of God, and not of us. 

8 Weare troubled on every side, yet not 
distressed; we are perplexed, but not in 
despair ; 

9 Persecuted, but not forsaken; cast 
down, but not destroyed; 

10 Always bearing about in the body 
the dying of the Lord Jé’-siis, that the 
life also of Jé’-Stis might be made mani- 
fest in our body. S 

For we which live are alway de- 
livered unto death for Jé’-sis’ sake, that 
the life also of Jé’-sis might be made 
manifest in our mortal flesh. 

12 So then death worketh in us, but 
life in you. 

3 We having the same spirit of faith, 
according as it is written, I believed, and 
therefore have I spoken; we also believe, 
and therefore speak; 

14 Knowing that he which raised up 
the Lord Jé’-siis shall raise up us also by 
Jé’-sts, and shall present us with you. 

15 For all things are for your sakes, 
that the abundant grace might through 
the thanksgiving of many redound to the 
glory of God. 

6 For which cause we faint not; but 
though our outward man perish yet the 
inward man is renewed day by day. 

17 For our light affliction, which is but 
for a moment, worketh for us a far more 
exceeding and eternal weight of glory; 

18 © we look not at the things 
which are seen, but at the things which 
are not seen: for the things which are 
seen are temporal; but the things which 
are not seen are eternal. 


Chapter 5 


FoR we know that if our earthly house 

of this tabernacle were dissolved, we 
have a building of God, an house not 
made with hands, eternal in the heavens. 
2 For in this we groan, earnestly de- 
siring to be clothed upon with our house 
whic is from heaven: ~- 
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3 If so be that being clothed we shall 
not be found naked. 

For we that are in this tabernacle do 
groan, being burdened: not for that we 
would be unclothed, but clothed upon, 
that mortality might be swallowed up of 


life. 

5 Now he that hath wrought us for the 
selfsame thing is God, who also hath 
given unto us the earnest of the Spirit. 

6 Therefore we are always confident, 
knowing that, whilst we are at home 
mn ee body, we are absent from the 

ord: 

7 (For we walk by faith, not by sight:) 

8 We are confident, J say, and willing 
rather to be absent from the body, and to 
be present with the Lord. 

9 Wherefore we labour, that, whether 
present or absent, we may be accepted of 


10 For we must all appear before the 
judgment seat of Christ; that every one 
may receive the things done in his body, 
according to that he hath done, whether 
it be good or bad. 

11 Knowing therefore the terror of the 
Lord, we persuade men; but we are made 
manifest unto God; and I trust also are 
made manifest in your consciences. 

12 For we commend not ourselves 
again unto you, but give you occasion to 
glory on our behalf, that ye may have 
somewhat to answer them which glory in 
appearance, and not in heart. 

13 For whether we be beside ourselves, 
it is to God: or whether we be sober, it is 
for your cause. 

14 For the love of Christ constraineth 
us; because we thus judge, that if one 
died for all, then were all dead: 

15 And that he died for all, that they 
which live should not henceforth live un- 
to themselves, but unto him which died 
for them, and rose again. 

16 Wherefore henceforth know we no 
man after the flesh: yea, though we have 
known Christ after the flesh, yet now 
henceforth know we him no more. 

17 Therefore if any man be in Christ, he 
is a new creature: old things are passed 
away; behold, all things are become 


new. 

18 And all things are of God, who hath 
reconciled us to himself by Jé’-sus Christ, 
and hath given to us the ministry of rec- 
onciliation ; ; 

19 To wit, that God was in Christ, rec- 
Onciling the world unto himself, not im- 

puting their trespasses unto them; and 
; th committed unto us the word of 
reconciliation. 

20 Now then we are ambassadors for 
christ, as though God did beseech you by 
us: we pray you in Christ’s stead, be ye 
reconciled to God. 
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21 For he hath made him 10 be sin for 
us, who knew no sin; that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in him. 


Chapter 6 


WE then, as workers together with 
’ him, beseech you also that ye re- 
ceive not the grace of God in vain. 

2 (For he saith, I have heard thee in a 
time accepted, and in the day of salvation 
have I succoured thee: behold, now is the 
accepted time; behold, now is the day of 
salvation.) 

3 Giving no offence in any thing, that 
the ministry be not blamed: 

4 But in all things approving our- 
selves as the ministers of God, in much 
patience, in afflictions, in necessities, in 
distresses, 

5 In stripes, in imprisonments, in tu- 
mults, in labours, in watchings, in fast- 
ings; 

6 By pureness, by knowledge, by long- 
suffering, by kindness, by the Holy 
Ghost, by love unfeigned, 

7 By the word of truth, by the power of 
God, by the armour of righteousness on 
the right hand and on the left, 

8 By honour and dishonour, by evil 
report and good report: as deceivers, and 
yet true; 

9 As unknown, and yet well known; as 
dying, and, behold, we live; as chastened, 
and not ed; 

10 As sorrowful, yet alway rejoicing; 
as poor, yet making many rich; as hav- 
ine nothing, and yet possessing all 

ings. 

11 O ye Co-rin’-thi-ans, our mouth is 
open unto you, our heart is enlarged. 

12 Ye are not straitened in us, but ye 
are straitened in your own bowels. 

13 Now for a recompence in the same, 
(I speak as unto my children,) be ye also 
enlarged. 

14 Be ye not unequally yoked together 
with unbelievers: for what fellowship 
hath righteousness with unrighteousness? 
and what communion hath light with 
darkness? 

15 And what concord hath christ with 
Bé’-li-al? or what part hath he that be- 
lieveth with an infidel? 

16 And what agreement hath the tem- 
ple of God with idols? for ye are the 
temple of the living God; as God hath 
said, I will dwell in them, and walk in 
them; and I will be their God, and they 
shall be my people. 

17 Wherefore come out from amon: 
them, and be ye separate, saith the Lord, 
and touch not the unclean thing; and I 
will receive you, 

18 And will be a Father unto you, and 
ye shall be my sons and daughters, saith 
the Lord Almighty. 
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Chapter 7 


|r fencer therefore these promises, 
dearly beloved, let us cleanse our- 
selves from all filthiness of the flesh and 
= Nad perfecting holiness in the fear of 
God. 

2 Receive us; we have wronged no 
man, we have corrupted no man, we have 
defrauded no man. 

3 I speak not this to condemn you : for 
I have said before, that ye are in our 
hearts to die and live with you. 

4 Great is my boldness of speech to- 
ward you, great is my glorying of you: I 
am filled with comfort, I am exceeding 
joyful in all our tribulation. t 3 

For, when we were come into Mac-é- 
do’-ni-a, our flesh had no rest, but we 
were troubled on every side; without 
were fightings, within were fears. 

6 Nevertheless God, that comforteth 
those that are cast down, comforted us 
by the coming of Ti’-tus; ; 

7 And not by his coming only, but by 
the consolation wherewith he was com- 
forted in you, when he told us your 
earnest desire, your mourning, your fer- 
vent mind toward me; so that I rejoiced 
the more. 

8 For though I made you sorry with a 
letter, I do not repent, though I did 
repent: for I perceive that the same epis- 
tle hath made you sorry, though it were 
but for a season. 

9 Now I rejoice, not that ye were made 
sorry, but that ye sorrowed to repent- 
ance: for ye were made sorry after a 
godly manner, that ye might receive 
damage by us in nothing. 

10 For godly ‘sorrow worketh repent- 
ance to salvation not to be repented of: 
but the sorrow of the world worketh 


eath. ; 

11 For behold this selfsame thing, that 
ye sorrowed after a godly sort, what care- 
fulness it wrought in you, yea, what clear- 
ing of yourselves, yea, what indignation, 
yea, what fear, yea, what vehement desire, 
yea, what zeal, yea, what revenge! In all 
things ye have approved yourselves to be 
clear in this matter. 

12 Wherefore, though I wrote unto 


you, 7 did it not for his cause that had h: 


done the wrong, nor for his cause that 
suffered wrong, but that our care for you 
in the sight of God might appear unto 


you. , 

13 Therefore we were comforted in 
your comfort: yea, and exceedingly the 
more joyed we for the joy of Ti’-tis, be- 
Ca his spirit was refreshed by you 


all. 

14 For if I have boasted any thing to 
him of you, I am not ashamed; but as we 
spake all things to you in truth, even so 
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our boasting, which J made before Ti’- 
tus, is found a truth. mL 
And his inward affection is more 

abundant toward you, whilst: he remem- 
bereth the obedience of you all, how with 
fear and trembling ye received him. 

16 I rejoice therefore that I have con- 
fidence in you in all things. 


Chapter 8 


MOREOVER. brethren, we do you to 
wit of the grace of God bestowed 
on the churches of Mac-é-d6’-ni-a; 

2 How that in a great trial of affliction 
the abundance of their joy and their deep 
poverty abounded unto the riches of their 
liberality. 

3 For to their power, I bear record, 
yea, and beyond their power they were 
willing of themselves; 

4 Praying us with much intreaty that 
we would receive the gift; and take upon 
us the fellowship of the ministering to the 
saints. : 

5 And this they did, not as we hoped, 
but first gave their own selves to the 
Lord, and unto us by the will of God. 

6 Insomuch that we desired Ti’-tis, 
that as he had begun,’so he would also 
finish in you the same grace also. 

7 Therefore, as ye abound in eve 
thing, in faith, and utterance, and knowi- 
edge, and in all diligence, and in your 
love to us, see that ye abound in this 
grace also. 

8 I speak not by commandment, but by 
occasion of the forwardness of others, 
gue to prove the sincerity of your 

ove. 

9 For ye know the grace of our Lord 
Jé’-sus Christ, that, though he was rich, 
yet for your sakes he became poor, that 
ye through his poverty might be rich. 

10 And herein I give my advice: for 
this is expedient for you, who have be- 
gun before, not only to do, but also to be 
forward a year ago. 

11 Now therefore perform the doing 
of it; that as there was a readiness to will, 
so there may be a performance also out 
of that which ye have. 

12 For if there be first a willing mind, 
it is accepted according to that a man 
iat and not according to that he hath 
not. 

13 For I mean not that other men be 
eased, and ye burdened: 

14 But by an equality, that now at this 
time your abundance may be a supply for 
their want, that their abundance also 
may be a supply for your want: that there 
may be equality: 

S it is written, He that had gathered 
much had nothing over: and he that had 
gathered little had no lack. 

16 But thanks be to God: which put the 
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same earnest care into the heart of Ti’- 
tus for you. 

17 For indeed he accepted the exhor- 
tation; but being more forward, of his 
own accord he went unto you. 

8 And we have sent with him the 
brother, whose praise is in the gospel 
throughout all the churches; 

19 And not that only, but who was also 
chosen of the churches to travel with us 
with this grace, which is administered by 
us to the glory of the same Lord, and 
declaration of your ready mind: 

20 Avoiding this, that no man should 
blame us in this abundance which is ad- 
ministered by us: 

21 Providing for honest things, not 

only in the sight of the Lord, but also in 
the sight of men. 
f d we have sent with them our 
brother, whom we have oftentimes 
proved diligent in many things, but now 
much more diligent, upon the great con- 
fidence which J have in you. 3 

23. Whether any do enquire of Ti’-tis, 
he is my partner and fellowhelper con- 
cerning you: or our brethren be enquired 
of, they are the messengers of the churches, 
and the glory of Christ. 

4 Wherefore shew ye to them, and be- 
fore the churches, the proof of your love, 
and of our boasting on your behalf. 


Chapter 9 


OR as touching the ministering to the 
Saints, it is superfluous for me to 
write to you: 

2 For I know the forwardness of your 
mind, for which I boast of you to them 
of Mac-é-do’-ni-a, that A-chai’-a was 
ready a year ago; and your zeal hath 
provoked very many. 

3 Yet have I sent the brethren, lest our 
boasting of you should be in vain in this 
behalf; that, as I said, ye may be ready: 

4 Lest haply if they of Mac-é-dd’-ni-a 
come with me, and find you unprepared, 
we (that we say not, ye) should be ashamed 
in this same confident boasting. 

5 Therefore I thought it necessary to 
exhort the brethren, that they would go 
before unto you, and make up before- 

d your bounty, whereof ye had notice 
before, that the same might be ready, as 
a matter of bounty, and not as of covet- 
ousness. i 

6 But this J say, He which soweth spar- 
ingly shall reap also sparingly; and he 
which soweth bountifully shall reap also 
bountifully. 

7 Every man according as he purposeth 
in his heart, so let him give; not grudg- 
ingly, or of necessity: for God loveth a 
cheerful giver. 

8 And God is able to make all grace 
abound toward you; that ye,-always 
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having all sufficiency in all things, may 
abound to every good work: 

9 (As it is written, He hath dispersed 
abroad; he hath given to the poor: his 
righteousness remaineth for ever. 

Now he that ministereth seed to the 
sower both minister bread for your food, 
and multiply your seed sown, and in. 
crease the fruits of your righteousness 3) 

11 Being enriched in every thing to all 
bountifulness, which causeth through us 
thanksgiving to God. 

12 For the administration of this ser- 
vice not only supplieth the want of the 
saints, but is abundant also by many 
thanksgivings unto God; 

13 Whiles by the experiment of this 
ministration they glorify God for your 
professed subjection unto the gospel of 
Christ, and for your liberal distribution 
unto them, and unto all men; 

14 And by their prayer for you, which 
long after you for the exceeding grace of 
God in you. 

15 Thanks be unto God for his un- 
speakable gift. 


Chapter 10 


Noe I Paul myself beseech you by 
the meekness and gentleness of 
Christ, who in presence am base among 
you, but being absent am bold toward 
you: 

2 But I beseech you, that I may not be 
bold when I am present with that con- 
fidence, wherewith I think to be bold 
against some, which think of us as if we 
walked according to the flesh. 

3 For though we walk in the flesh, we 
do not war after the flesh: 

4 (For the weapons of our warfare are 
not carnal, but mighty through God to 
the pulling down of strong holds;) 

5 Casting down imaginations, and every 
high thing that exalteth itself against the 
knowledge of God, and bringing into 
captivity every thought to the obedience 
of Christ ; } 

6 And having in a readiness to revenge 
all disobedience, when your obedience is 
fulfilled. 

7 Do ye look on things after the out- 
ward appearance? If any man trust to 
himself that he is Christ’s, let him of him- 
self think this again, that, as he is Christ’s, 
even so are we Christ’s. 

8 For though I should boast somewhat 
more of our authority, which the Lord 
hath given us for edification, and not 
for your destruction, I should not be 
ashamed: i 

9 That I may not seem as if I would 
terrify you by letters. : 

10 For his letters, say they, are weighty 
and powerful; but his bodily presence is 
weak, and his speech contemptible. 
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11 Let such an one think this, that, 
such as we are in word by letters when 
we are absent, such will we be also in 
deed when we are present. 

12 For we dare not make ourselves 
of the number, or compare ourselves 
with some that: commend. themselves: 
but they measuring themselves by them- 
selves, and comparing themselves among 
themselves, are not wise. . 

13 But we will not boast of things with- 
out our measure, but according to the 
measure of the rule which God hath dis- 
tributed to us, a measure to reach even 
unto you. 

14 For we stretch not ourselves be- 
yond our measure, as though we reached 
not unto you: for we are come as far as 
to you also in preaching the gospel of 

ist: 

15 Not boasting of things without our 
measure, that is, of other men’s labours; 
but having hope, when your faith is in- 
creased, that we shall be enlarged by you 
according to our rule abundantly, 

6 To preach the gospel in the regions 
beyond you, and not to boast in another 
man’s line of things made ready to our 


and. 

17 But he that glorieth, let him glory in 
the Lord. 

18 For not he that commendeth him- 
self is approved, but whom the Lord 
commendeth.

OULD to God ye could bear with 
me a little in my folly: and indeed 
bear with me. 
_2 For I am jealous over you with godly 
jealousy: for I have espoused you to one 
husband, that I may present you as a 
chaste virgin to Christ. 

3 But I fear, lest by any means, as the 
serpent beguiled Eve through his sub- 
tilty, so your minds should be corrupted 
from the simplicity that is in christ. 

4 For if he that cometh preacheth an- 
other Jé’-sis, whom we have not preached, 
or if ye receive another spirit, which ye 
have not received, or another gospel, 
which ye have not accepted, ye might 
well bear with him. 

5 For I suppose I was not a whit behind 
the very chiefest apostles. 

6 But though J be rude in speech, yet 

not in knowledge; but we have been 
throughly made manifest among you in 
all things. 
_7 Have I committed an offence in abas- 
ing myself that ye might be exalted, 
because I have preached to you the gos- 
pel of God freely? 

8 Irobbed other churches, taking wages 
of them, to do you service. 

9 And when I was present with you, 
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and wanted, I was chargeable to no man: 
for that which was lacking to me the 
brethren which came from Mac-é-d6’- 
ni-a supplied: and in all things I have 
kept myself from being burdensome unto 
you, and so will I keep myself. 

10. As the truth of Christ is in me, no 
man shall stop me of this boasting in the 
regions of A-chai’-a. 

herefore? because I love you not? 
God knoweth. 

12 But what I do, that I will do, that I 
may cut off occasion from them which 
desire occasion; that wherein they glory, 
they may be found even as we. 5 

13 For such are false apostles, deceitful 
workers, transforming themselves into 
the apostles of Christ. é 

14 And no marvel; for Sa’-tan himself 
is transformed into an angel of light. 

Therefore it is no great thing if his 
ministers also be transformed as the min- 
isters of righteousness; whose end shall 
be according to their works. : 

16 I say again, Let no man think me a 
fool; if otherwise, yet as a fool receive 
me, that I may boast myself a little. 

17 That which I speak, I speak it not 
after the Lord, but as it were foolishly, 
in this confidence of boasting. 

18 Seeing that many glory after the 
flesh, I will glory also. 

19 For ye suffer fools gladly, seeing ye 
yourselves are wise. 

0. For ye suffer, if a man bring you in- 
to bondage, if a man devour you, if a 
man take of you, if a man exalt himself, 
if a man smite you on the face. 

21 I speak as concerning reproach, as 
though we had been weak. Howbeit 
whereinsoever any is bold, (I speak fool- 
ishly,) I am bold also. 

22 Are they Hé’-bréws? so am I. Are 
they fs’-ra-él-ites? so am I. Are they the 
seed of A’-bra-ham? so am I. 

23 Are they ministers of christ ? (I speak 
as a fool) I am more; in labours more 
abundant, in stripes above measure, in 
prisons more frequent, in deaths oft. 

24 Of the Jéws five times received I 
forty stripes save one. : 

Thrice was I beaten with rods, once 
was I stoned, thrice I suffered shipwreck, 
a night and a day I have been in the deep; 

In journeyings often, in perils of 
waters, in perils of robbers, in perils 
by mine own countrymen, in perils by 
the heathen, in perils in the city, in perils 
in the wilderness, in perils in the sea, in 
perils among false brethren ; 

7 In weariness and painfulness, in 
watchings often, in hunger and thirst, 
infastings often, in cold and nakedness. 

28 Beside those things that are without, 
that which cometh upon me daily, the 
care of all the churches,

who is offended, and I burn not? 

30 If I must needs glory, I will glory of 
the things which concern mine infirmities. 

31 The God and Father of our Lord 
Jé&’-Sts Christ, which is blessed for ever- 
more, knoweth that I lie not. 
.32 In Da-mas’-ciis the governor under 
Ar’-é-tas the king kept the city of the 
Dam/’-as-cénes with a garrison, desirous 
to apprehend me: 

33 And through a window in a basket 
was I let down by the wall, and escaped 
his hands.

3 For what is it wherein ye were in- 
ferior to other churches, except it be that 
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I myself was not burdensome to you? 
forgive me this ties 3 

14 Behold, the third time Lam Teady to 
come to you; and I will not be burden- 
some to you: for I seek not your’s, but 
you: for the children ought not to lay up 
for the parents, but the parents for the 
children. 

15 And I will very gladly spend and be 
spent for you; though the more abun- 
dantly I love you, the less I be loved: 

16 But be it so, I did not burden you: 
nevertheless, being crafty, I caught you 
with guile. 

17 Did I make a gain of you by any of 
them whom I sent unto you? 

18 I desired Ti’-tis, and with him I sent 
a brother. Did Ti’-tis make a gain of 
you? walked we not in the same spirit?

3 Grace be to you and peace from God 
the Father, and from our Lord Jé’-sis 
Christ 

4 Who gave himself for our sins, that 
he might deliver us from this present evil 
world, according to the will of God and 
our Father: 

5. To whom be glory for ever and ever. 
A’-mén. 

6 I marvel that ye are so soon removed 
from him that called you into the grace 
of Christ unto another gospel: 

Which is not another; but there be 
some that trouble you, and would per- 
vert the gospel of Christ. 

But though we, or an angel from 
heaven, preach any other gospel unto 
you than that which we have preached 
unto you, let him be accursed. 

9 Aswe said before, so say I now again, 
If any man preach any other gospel unto 
you than that ye have received, let him be 
accursed. 

10 For do-I now persuade men, or 
God? or do I seek to please men? for if I 
yet pleased men, I should not be the 
servant of Christ. 

11 But I certify you, brethren, that the 
gospel which was preached of me is not 
after man. 

12 For I neither received it of man, 
neither was I taught it, but by the revela- 
tion of Jé’-sus Christ. 

13. For ye have heard of my conversa- 
tion in time past in the Jéws’ religion, 
how that beyond measure I persecuted 
the church of God, and wasted it: 

14 And profited in the Jéws’ religion 
above many my equals in mine own na- 
tion, being more exceedingly zealous of 
the traditions of my fathers. 

15 But when it pleased God, who sep- 


arated-me from my mother’s womb, and 
called me by his grace, : 

16 To reveal his Son in me, that I might 
preach him among the heathen; imme- 
diately I conferred not with flesh and 
blood: Z 

17 Neither went I up to Jé-ra’-sa-lém to 
them which were apostles before me; but 
I went into A-ra’-bi-a, and returned again 
unto Da-mas’-cus. 

18 Then after three years I went up to 
Jé-rii’-sa-lém_ to see Pé’-tér, and abode 
with him fifteen days. » 

19 But other of the apostles saw I none, 
save James the Lord’s brother. 

Now the things which I write unto 
you, behold, before God, I lie not. 

21 Afterwards I came into the regions 
of Syr’-i-4 and Ci-lic’-i-a ; 

22 And was unknown by face unto the 
churches of Ja-d%’-A which. were. in 
christ: 

23 But they had heard only, That he 
which persecuted us in times past now 
preacheth the faith which once he. de- 
stroyed., 

24 And they glorified God in me. 


_ Chapter 2 


"| BEN fourteen years after I went up 
A again to Jé-rii’-sa-lém with Bar’-na- 
bas, and took Ti’-tiis with me also. 

2.And I went up by revelation, and 
communicated unto them that gospel 
which I preach among the Gén’-tiles, but 
privately to them which were of reputa- 
tion, lest by any means I should run, or 
had run, in vain. 

3 But neither Ti’-ttis, who was with me, 
being a Gréék, was compelled to be cir- 
cumcised: 

4 And that. because of false brethren 
unawares brought in, who came in privily 
to spy out our liberty which we have in 
Christ Jé’-sis, that they might bring us 
into bondage: 

5 To whom we gave place by subjec- 
tion, no, not for an hour; that the truth 
of the gospel might continue with you.

what, (whatsoever they were, it maketh 
no matter to me: God accepteth no 
man’s person:) for they who seemed fo be 
. somewhat in conference added nothing 
to me: 

7 But contrariwise, when they saw that 
the gospel of the uncircumcision was 
committed unto me, as the gospel of the 
circumcision was unto Pé’-tér; 

8 (For he that wrought effectually in 
Pé’-tér to the apostleship of the circum- 
cision, the same was mighty in me toward 
the Gén’-tiles:) 

9 And when James, cé’-phas, and John, 
who seemed to be pillars, perceived the 
grace that was given unto me, they gave 
to me and Bar’-na-bas the right hands of 
fellowship; that we should go unto the 
heathen, and they unto the circumcision. 

10 Only they would that we should re- 
“member the poor; the same which I also 
was forward to do. is 

11 But when Pé’-tér was come to An’- 
ti-och, I withstood him to the face, be- 
cause he was to be blamed. 

12 For before that certain came from 
James, he did eat with the Gén’-tiles: but 
when they were come, he withdrew and 
separated himself, fearing them which 
were of the circumcision. 

13 And the other Jéws dissembled like- 
wise with him; insomuch that Bar’-na- 
bas also was carried away with their 
dissimulation. 

But when I saw that they walked 
not uprightly according to the truth of 
the gospel, I said unto Pé’-tér before them 
all, If thou, being a Jéw, livest after the 
manner of Gén’-tiles, and not as do the 
Jéws, why compellest thou the Gén’-tiles 
to live as do the Jéws? 

15 We who are Jéws by nature; and not 
sinners of the Gén’-tiles, OW 

16 Knowing that a man is not justified 
by the works of the law, but by the faith 
of Jé’-sus Christ, even we have believed in 
Jé’-sus Christ, that we might be justified 
by the faith of Christ, and not by the 
works of the law: for by the works of the 
law shall no flesh be justified. 

17 But if, while we seek to be justified 
by Christ, we ourselves also are found 
sinners, is therefore Christ the minister of 
sin? God forbid. ; 

18 For if I build again the things which 
I destroyed, I make myself a transgressor. 

19 For I through the law am dead to 
the law, that I might live unto God. 

20 I am crucified with christ: neverthe- 
less I live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in 
me: and the life which I now live in the 
flesh I live by the faith of the Son of God, 
who loved me, and gave himself for me. 

21 I do not frustrate the grace of God: 
for if righteousness come by the law, then 
Christ is dead in vain.

GALATIANS 3 


Chapter 3 


FOOLISH Ga-la’-fians, who hath 

bewitched you, that ye should not 
obey the truth, before whose eyes Jé’-Stis 
Christ hath been evidently set forth, cru- 
cified among you? 

2 This only would I learn of you, Re- 
ceived ye the Spirit by the works of the 
law, or by the hearing of faith? 

3 Are ye so foolish? having begun in the 
Spirit, are ye now made perfect by the 
flesh ? 

4 Have ye suffered so many things in 
vain? if it be yet in vain. 

5 He therefore that ministereth to you 
the Spirit, and worketh miracles among 
you, doeth he it by the works of the law, 
or by the hearing of faith? 

6 Even as A’-bra-ham believed God, 
and it was accounted: to him for right- 
eousness. 

7 Know ye therefore that they which 
are of faith, the same are the children of 
A’-bra-ham. 

8 And the scripture, foreseeing that 
God would justify the heathen through 
faith, preached before~the gospel unto 
A’-bra-ham, saying, In thee shall all na- 
tions be blessed. 

9 So then they which be of faith are 
blessed with faithful A’-bra-ham. 

10 For as many as are of the works of 
the law are under the curse: for it is writ- 
ten, Cursed is every one that continueth 
not in all things which are written in the 
book of the law to do them. 

11 But that no man is justified by the 
law in the sight of God, it is evident: for, 
The just shall live by faith. 

12 And the law is not of faith: but, 
The man that doeth them shall live in 
them. 

13. christ hath redeemed us from the 
curse of the law, being made a curse for 
us: for it is written, Cursed is every one 
that hangeth on a tree: 

14 That the blessing of A’-bra-ham 
might come on the Gén’-tiles through 
Jé’-sus Christ; that we might receive the 
promise of the Spirit through faith. 

15 Brethren, I speak after the manner 
of men; Though it be but a man’s cove- 
nant, yet if it be confirmed, no man dis- 
annulleth, or addeth thereto. ; 

16 Now to A’-bra-ham and his seed 
were the promises made. He saith not, 
And to seeds, as of many; but as of one, 
And to thy seed, which is Christ. 

17 And this I say, that the covenant, 
that was confirmed before of God in 
Christ, the law, which was four hun- 

red and.thirty years after, cannot. dis- 
annul, that it should make the promise 
of none effect. 

18 For if the inheritance be of the law, 
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it is no more of promise: but God gave 
it to A’-bra-ham by promise. 

19 Wherefore then serveth the law? 
It was added because of transgressions, 
till the seed should come to whom the 
promise was made; and it was or- 
dained by angels in the hand of a medi- 
ator. 

‘20 Now a mediator is not a mediator of 
one, but God is one. : 

21 Is the law then against the promises 
of God? God forbid: for if there had 
been a law given which could have given 
life, verily righteousness should have 
been by the law. 

22 But the scripture hath concluded all 
under sin, that the promise by faith of 
Jé’-Sts Christ might be given to them that 
believe. 

23 But before faith came, we were kept 
under the law, shut up unto the faith 
which should afterwards be revealed. 

24 Wherefore the law was our school- 
master to bring us unto Christ, that we 
might be justified by faith. 

25 But after that faith is come, we are 
no longer under a schoolmaster. 

26 For ye are all the children of God by 
faith in Christ Jé’-sts. 

27 For as many of you as have been 
baptized into Christ have put on christ. 


There is neither Jew nor Gréék, y 


there is neither bond nor free, there is 
neither male nor female: for ye are all 
one in Christ Jé’-sus. 

And if ye be christ’s, then are ye 
A’-bra-ham’s seed, and heirs according 
to the promise. 


Chapter 4 


Nw I say, That the heir, as long as 
he is a child, differeth nothing from 
a servant, though he be lord of all; 

2 But is under tutors and governors un- 

til the time appointed of the father. 

Even so we, when we were children, 
were in bondage under the elements of 
the world: 

4 But when the fulness of the time was 
come, God sent forth his Son, made of a 
woman, made under the law, 

5 To redeem them that were under the 
law, that we might receive the adoption 
of sons. 

6 And because ye are sons, God hath 
sent forth the Spirit of his Son into your 
hearts, crying, Ab’-ba, Father. 

7 Wherefore thou art no more a ser- 
vant, but a son; and if a son, then an heir 
of God through christ. 

8 Howbeit then, when ye knew not 
God, ye did service unto them which by 
nature are no gods. 

9 But now, after that ye have known 
God, or rather are known of God, how 
turn ye again to the weak and beggarly. 
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elements, whereunto ye desire again to 
be in bondage? 

10 Ye observe days, and months, and 
times, and years. 

1 I am afraid of you, lest I have be- 
stowed upon you labour in vain. 

12 Brethren, I beseech you, be as I am; 
for I am as ye are: ye have not injured 
me at all. 3 : 

13 Ye know how through infirmity of 
the flesh I preached the gospel unto you 
at the first. 

14 And my temptation which was in 
my flesh ye despised not, nor rejected; 
but received me as an angel of God, even 
as Christ Jé’-sts. 

15 Where is then the blessedness ye 
spake of? for I bear you record, that, if 
it had_been possible, ye would have 
plucked out your own eyes, and have 
given them to me. 

6 Am I therefore become your enemy, 
because I tell you the truth? 

They zealously affect you, but not 
well; yea, they would exclude you, that 
ye might affect them. 

18 But it isgood to be zealously affected 
always in a good thing, and not only 
when I am present with you. 

19 My little children, of whom I travail 
in birth again until Christ be formed in

20 I desire to be present with you now, 
and to change my voice; for I stand in 
doubt of you. 

21 Tell me, ye that desire to be under 
the law, do ye not hear the law? 

22 For it is written, that A’-bra-ham 
had two sons, the one by a bondmaid, 
the other by a freewoman. 

23 But he who was of the bondwoman 
was born after the flesh; but he of the 
freewoman was by promise. 

24 Which things are an allegory: for 
these are the two covenants; the one from 
the mount Si’-n4i, which gendereth to 
bondage, which is A’-gar. 

.25_For this A’-gér is mount Si’-n4i in 
A-ra’-bi-a, and answereth to Jé-ri’-sa- 
1ém which now is, and is in bondage with 
her children. 

26 But Jé-ri’-sa-lém which is above is 
free, which is the mother of us all. 

27 For it is written, Rejoice, thou bar- 
ren that bearest not; break forth and cry, 
thou that travailest not: for the desolate 
hath many more children than she which 
hath an husband. 

28 Now we, brethren, as 
are the children of promise. 

29 But as then he that was born after 
the flesh persecuted him that was born 
after the Spirit, even so it is now. 

30 Nevertheless what saith the scrip- 
ture? Cast out the bondwoman and her 
son: for the son of the bondwoman shall 
\ 
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not be heir with the son of the freewoman. 
31 So then, brethren, we are not chil- 
dren of the bondwoman, but of the free.

11 And I, brethren, if I yet preach cir- 
cumcision, why do I yet suffer persecu- 
tion? then is the offence of the cross 
ceased. 

12 I would they were even cut off which 
trouble you. 

-13 For, brethren, ye have been called 

unto liberty; only use not liberty for an 

occasion to the flesh, but by love serve 
one another. ; 

14 For all the law is fulfilled in one 
word, even in this; Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself. 

15 But if ye bite and devour one an- 
other, take heed that ye be not consumed

16 This I say then, Walk in the Spirit, 
and ye shall not fulfil the lust of the flesh. 

17 For the flesh lusteth against the 
Spirit, and the Spirit against the flesh: 
and these are contrary the one to the 
other: so that ye cannot do the things 
that ye would. _ 

18 But if ye be led of the Spirit, ye are 
not under the law. 

19 Now the works of the flesh are mani- 
fest, which are these; Adultery, fornica- 
tion, uncleanness, lasciviousness, 

’ 20 Idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, vari- 
ance, emulations, wrath, strife, seditions,

11 Yesee how large a letter I have writ- 
ten unto you with mine own hand. 

12 As many as desire to make a fair 
shew in the flesh, they constrain you to be 
circumcised ; only lest they should suffer 
persecution for the cross of Christ. 

13 For neither they themselves who are 
circumcised keep the law; but desire to 
have you circumcised, that they may 
glory in your flesh. 

14 But God forbid that I should glory, 
save in the cross of our Lord Jeé’-sus 
christ, by whom the world is crucified 
unto me, and I unto the world.

31 For this cause shall a man leave his 
father and mother, and shall be joined 
eke his wife, and they two shall be one 
flesh.

17 Then we which are alive and remain 
shall be caught up together with them in 
the clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: 
and so shall we ever be with the Lord. 

18 Wherefore comfort one another 
with these words.

15 See that none render evil for evil 
unto any man; but ever follow that which 
is good, both among yourselves, and to

17 Pray without ceasing. 

18 In every thing give thanks: for this 
is the will of God in christ Jé’-sts con- 
cerning you. 

19 Quench not the Spirit. 

20 Despise not prophesyings. 
sad Erove all things ; hold fast that which 
is good. 

22 Abstain from all appearance of evil. 

23 And the very God of peace sanctify 
you wholly; and J pray God your whole 
spirit and soul and body be preserved 
blameless unto the coming of our Lord 
Jé’-sus christ. 

24 Faithful is he that calleth you, who 
also will do it. 

25 Brethren, pray for us. _ 
te Greet all the brethren with an holy 

iss.

6 Seeing it is a righteous thing with 
God to recompense tribulation to them 
that trouble you;

8 In flaming fire taking vengeance on 
them that know not God, and that obey 
not the gospel of our Lord Jé’-sts christ: 

9 Who shall be punished with everlast- 
ing destruction from the presence of the 
Lord, and from the glory of his power;

11 And for this cause God shall send 
them strong delusion, that they should 
believe a lie: 

12 That they all might be damned who 
believed not the truth, but had pleasure 
in unrighteousness, 

13 But we are bound to give thanks al- 
way to God for you, brethren beloved of 
the Lord, because God hath from the be- 
ginning chosen you to salvation through 
sanctification of the Spirit and belief of 
the truth: 

14 Whereunto he called 
gospel, to the obtaining of 
our Lord Jé’-sus christ. 

15 Therefore, brethren, stand fast, and 
hold the traditions which ye have been 
taught, whether by word, or our epistle. 

Now our Lord Jé’-Siis Christ him- 
self, and God, even our Father, which 
hath loved us, and hath given us everlast- 
ing consolation and good hope through 
grace, 

17 Comfort your hearts, and stablish 
you in every good word and work.

whereof they affirm. : 

8 But we know that the law is good, if 

“a man use it lawfully; 7 

9 Knowing this, that the law is not 
made for a righteous man, but for the 
lawless and disobedient, for the ungodly 
and for sinners, for unholy and profane, 


for murderers of fathers and murderers 
of mothers, for manslayers, 

10 For whoremongers, for them that 
defile themselves with mankind, for men- 
stealers, for liars, for perjured persons, 
and if there be any other thing that is 
contrary to sound doctrine; 

11 According to the glorious gespel of 
the blessed God, which was committed 
to my trust. 

12 And I thank christ Jé’-Sus our Lord, 
who hath enabled me, for that he counted 
me faithful, putting me into the ministry ; 

13 Who was before a blasphemer, and 
a persecutor, and injurious: but I ob- 
tained mercy, because I did it ignorantly 
in unbelief. 

14 And the grace of our Lord was ex- 
ceeding abundant with faith and love 
which is in Christ Jé’-sus. 

15. This is a faithful saying, and worthy 
of all acceptation, that Christ Jé’-sts 
came into the world to save sinners; of 
whom I am chief. 

16 Howbeit for this cause I obtained 
mercy, that in me first Jé’-sus Christ 
might shew forth all longsuffering, for a 
pattern to them which should hereafter 
believe on him to life everlasting.

3 For this is good and acceptable in the 
sight of God our Saviour; 

4 Whowill have all men to be saved,and 
to come unto the knowledge of the truth. 

For there is one God, and one media- 
tor between God and men, the man 
Christ Jé’-sus ; 

o gave himself a ransom for all, to 
be testified in due time. 

7 Whereunto I am ordained a preacher, 
and an apostle, (I speak the truth in 
Christ, and lie not;) a teacher of the Gén/’- 
tiles in faith and verity.

9 In like manner also, that’ women 
adorn themselves in modest apparel, with 
shamefacedness and sobriety; not with 
broided hair, or gold, or pearls, or costly

fessing godliness) with good works. 
et the woman learn in silence with 
all subjection. 

But I suffer not a woman to teach, 
nor to usurp authority over the man, but 
to be in silence.

14 And Ad’-4m was not deceived, but d 


the woman being deceived was in the 
transgression. 

_15 Notwithstanding she shall be saved 
in childbearing, if they continue in faith 


and charity and holiness with sobriety. h 


Chapter 3 


Tus is a true saying, If a man desire 
the office of a bishop, he desireth a 
good work. 

2 A bishop then must be blameless, the 
husband of one wife, vigilant, sober, of 
ECod een g ot given to hospitality, apt 

0 teach; 
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3 Not given to wine, no striker, not 
greedy of filthy lucre; but patient, not a 
brawler, not covetous; 

4 One that ruleth well his own house, 
having his children in subjection with all 
gravity; 

5 (For if a man know not how to rule 
his own house, how shall he take care of 
the church of God?) , : 

6 Not a novice; lest being lifted up with 
pride he fall into the condemnation of 
the devil. 

7 Moreover he must have a good report 
of them which are without; lest he fall 
into reproach and the snare of the devil. 

8 Likewise must the deacons be grave, - 
not doubletongued, not given to much 
wine, not greedy of filthy lucre; ‘ 

9 Holding the mystery of the faith in a 
pure conscience. 

10 And let these also first be proved; 
then let them use the office of a deacon, 
being found blameless. 

Even so must their wives be grave, 
not slanderers, sober, faithful in ail 
things. 

12 Let the deacons be the husbands of 
one wife, ruling their children and their 
own houses well. y 

13 For they that have used the office of 
of a deacon well purchase to themselves 
a good degree, and great boldness in the 
faith which is in Christ Jé’-sis. 

14 These things write I unto thee, hop- 
ing to come unto thee shortly: 

15 But if I tarry long, that thou mayest 
know how thou oughtest to behave thy- 
self in the house of God, which is the 
church of the living God, the pillar and 
ground of the truth. 

16 And without controversy great is the 
mystery of godliness: God was manifest 
in the flesh, justified in the Spirit, seen of 
angels, preached unto the Gén’-tiles, be- 
perce on in the world, received up into 
glory. 


Chapter 4 


Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, 
that in the latter times some shali 
depart from the faith, giving heed to se- 
ucing spirits, and doctrines of devils; 

Speaking lies in hypocrisy; having 
their conscience seared with a hot iron;

-7 But refuse profane and old wives’ 
' fables, and exercise thyself rather unto 

godliness. 

_ 8 For bodily exercise profiteth little: 
» but godliness is profitable unto all things, 
having promise of the life that now is, 
and of that which is to come. 

9 This is a faithful saying and worthy 
of all acceptation. 

10 For therefore we both labour and 
suffer reproach, because we trust in the 
living God, who is the Saviour of all men, 
specially of those that believe. 

These things command and teach. 

12 Let no man despise thy youth; but 
be thou an example of the believers, in 
word, in conversation, in charity, in 
spirit, in faith, in purity. 

13 Till 1 come, give attendance to read- 
ing, to exhortation, to doctrine. ‘ 
14 Neglect not the gift that is in thee, 
which was given thee by prophecy, with 
the laying on of the hands of the pres- 
bytery. 

15 Meditate upon these things; give 
thyself wholly to them; that thy profiting 
may appear to all. 

16 Take heed unto thyself, and unto 
the doctrine; continue in them: for in 
_ doing this thou shalt both save thyself, 
and ‘them that hear thee. 


Chapter 5 ‘ 


EBUKE not an elder, but intreat him 
as a father; and the younger men as 
brethren ; 
2 The elder women as mothers; the 
younger as sisters, with all purity. 
Honour widows that are widows in- 


eed. 

4 But if any widow have children or 
nephews, let them learn first to shew piety 
at home, and to requite their parents: 
for that is good and acceptable before 

od. 

5 Now she that is a widow indeed, and 
desolate, trusteth in God, and continueth 
in supplications and prayers night and 


day. 

6 But she that liveth in pleasure is dead 
while she liveth. 

7 And these things give in charge, that 
they may be blameless. : 

8 But if any provide not for his own, 
and specially for those of his own house, 
he hath denied the faith, and is worse 
than an infidel. : 

9 Let not a widow be taken into the 
numter under threescore years old, hav- 
ing been the wife of one man, ‘ 

10 Well reported of for good works; if 
she have brought up children, if she have 
lodged strangers, if she have washed the 
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saints’ feet, if she have relieved the af- 
flicted, if she have diligently followed 
every good work. 

11 But the younger widows refuse: for 
when they have begun to wax wanton 
against Christ, they will marry; 

12 Having damnation, because they 
have cast off their first faith. 

13 And withal they learn to be idle, 
wandering about from house to house; 
and not only idle, but tattlers also and 
busybodies, speaking things which they 
ought not. 

14 I will therefore that the younger 
women marry, bear children, guide the 
house, give none occasion to the adver- 
sary to speak reproachfully. 

15 For some are already turned aside 
after Sa’-tan. 

16 If any man or woman that believeth 
have widows, let them relieve them, and 
let not the church be charged; that it may 
relieve them that are widows indeed. 

17 Let the elders that rule well be 
counted worthy of double honour, es- 
pecially they who labour in the word and 
doctrine. 

18 For the scripture-saith, Thou shalt 
not muzzle the ox that treadeth out the 
corn. And, The labourer is worthy of his 
reward. 

19 Against an elder receive not an ac- 
cusation, but before two or three wit- 
nesses. 

20 Them that sin rebuke before all, 
that others also may fear. 

21 I charge thee before God, and the 
Lord Jé’-sus Christ, and the elect angels, 
that thou observe these things without 
preferring one before another, doing 
nothing by partiality. 

22 Lay hands suddenly on no man, nei- 
ther be partaker of other men’s sins: 
keep thyself pure. 

23 Drink no longer water, but use a 
little wine for thy stomach’s sake and 
thine often infirmities. 

24 Some men’s sins are open before- 
hand, going before to judgment; and 
some men they follow after. 

25 Likewise also the good works of 
some are manifest beforehand; and they 
that are otherwise cannot be hid. 


Chapter 6 


J Es as many servants as are under the 
yoke count their own masters worthy 
of all honour, that the name of God and 
his doctrine be not blasphemed.: 

2 And they that have believing masters, 
let them not despise them, because they 
are brethren; but rather do them service, 
because they are faithful and beloved, 
partakers of the benefit. These things 
teach and exhort. ; 

3 If any man teach otherwise, and con-

sent not to wholesome words, even the 
words of our Lord Jé’-Sts Christ, and to 
the doctrine which is according to god- 
liness ; ; 

4 He is proud, knowing nothing, but 
doting about questions and strifes of 
words, whereof cometh envy, strife, rail- 
ings, evil surmisings, 

Perverse disputings of men of cor- 
rupt minds, and destitute of the truth, 
supposing that gain is godliness: from 
such withdraw thyself. 

6 But godliness with contentment is 
great gain. 

For we brought nothing into this 
world, and it is certain we can carry noth- 
ing out. 

8 And having food and raiment let us 
be therewith content. 

9 But they that will be rich fall into 
temptation and a snare, and into many 
foolish and hurtful lusts, which drown 
men in destruction and perdition. 

10 For the love of money is the root of 
all evil: which while some coveted after, 
they have erred from the faith, and 
pierced themselves through with many 
SOITOWS. 

11 But thou, O man of God, flee these 
things; and follow after righteousness, 
godliness, faith, love, patience, meekness. 

2 Fight the good fight of faith, lay 
hold on eternal life, whereunto thou art 
also_called, and hast professed a good 
profession before many witnesses. 
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13 I give thee charge in the sight of God, 
who quickeneth all things, and_before 
Christ Jé’-sis, who before Pén’-fits Pi’- 
late witnessed a good confession; 

14 That thou keep this command- 
ment without spot, unrebukeable, until 
ae appearing of our Lord Jé’-sus 

rist: 

15 Which in his times he shall shew, 
who is the blessed and only Potentate, the 
King of kings, and Lord of lords; 

16 Who only hath immortality, dwell- 
ing in the light which no man can ap- 
proach unto; whom no man hath seen, 
nor can see: to whom be honour and 
power everlasting. A’-mén. 

17 Charge them that are rich in this 
world, that they be not highminded, nor 
trust in uncertain riches, but in the living 
God, who giveth us richly all things to 


enjoy; ' 

18 That they do good, that they be rich 
in good works, ready to distribute, will- 
ing to communicate; _ 

19 Laying up in store for themselves a 
good foundation against the time to 
eet that they may lay hold on eternal 


life. 

20 O Tim’-6-thy, keep that which is 
committed to thy trust, avoiding profane 
and vain babblings, and oppositions of 
science falsely so called: 

21 Which some professing have erred 
Span the faith. Grace be with thee. 
A’-mén.

Chapter 1 


PALL. an apostle of Jé’-stis Christ by 
the will of God, according to the 
promise of life which is in Christ Jé’-sis, 

To Tim’-6-thy, my dearly beloved 
son: Grace, mercy, and peace, from God 
the Father and Christ Jé’-sts our Lord. 

3 I thank God, whom I serve from my 
forefathers with pure conscience, that 
without ceasing I have remembrance of 
thee in my prayers night and day; 

4 Greatly desiring to see thee, being 
mindful of thy tears, that I may be filled 
with joy; 

5 When I call to remembrance the un- 
feigned faith that is in thee, which dwelt 
first in thy grandmother Ld’-is, and thy 
mother Eu-ni’-cé; and I am persuaded 
that in thee also. 

6 Wherefore I put thee in remembrance 
that thou stir up the gift of God, which is 
in thee by the putting on of my hands. 

7 For God hath not given us the spirit 


of fear; but of power, and of love, and of 
a sound mind. 

8 Be not thou therefore ashamed of the 
testimony of our Lord, nor of me his 
prisoner: but be thou partaker of the 
afflictions of the gospel according to the 
power of God; 

9 Who hath saved us, and called us with 
an holy calling, not according to our 
works, but according to his own purpose 
and grace, which was given us in Christ 
Jé’-siis before the world began, 

10 But is now made manifest by the ap- 
pearing of our Saviour Jé’-sus christ, 
who hath abolished death, and hath 
brought life and immortality to light 
through the gospel: 

1 Whereunto I am appointed a preach- 
er, and an apostle, and a teacher of the 
Gén’-tiles. 

12 For the which cause I also suffer 
these things: nevertheless I am not 
ashamed: for I know whom I have be- 
lieved, and am persuaded. that he is able

to keep that which I have committed un- 
to him against that day. 

13 Hold fast the form of sound words, 

_which thou hast heard of me, in faith and 
love which is in Christ Jé’-sus. 

14 That good thing which was com- 
mitted unto thee keep by the Holy Ghost 
which dwelleth in us. 

15 This thou knowest, that all they 
which are in A’-sia_be turned away from 
me; of whom are Phy-gél’-lus and Hér-

16 The Lord give mercy unto the house 
of 6-nés-iph’-6-rus; for he oft refreshed 
me, and was not ashamed of my chain: 

17 But, when he was in ROme, he 
sought me out very diligently, and found

and in how many things he ministered 
uate me at Eph’-é-sus, thou knowest very 
well.

- § And ifa man also strive for masteries, 
yet is he not crowned, except he strive 
lawfully. 

6 The husbandman that laboureth must 
be first partaker of the fruits. 

7 Consider what I say; and the Lord 
give thee understanding in all things. 

8 Remember that Jé’-Sis Christ of the 
seed of Da’-vid was raised from the dead 
according to my gospel: 1 

9 Wherein I suffer trouble, as an evil 
doer, even unto bonds; but the word of 
God is not bound. 

10 Therefore I endure all things for the 
elect’s sakes, that they may also obtain 
the salvation which is in Christ Jé’-sus 
with eternal glory. : ' 

11 It is a faithful saying: For if we be 
dead with him, we shall also live with 


im ; 
12 If we suffer, we shall also reign with 
him ; if we deny him, he also will deny us: 
13 If we believe not, yet he abideth 
- faithful: he cannot deny himself. 
~ 14 Of these things put them in remem- 
brance, charging them before the Lord 
that they strive not about words to no 
profit, but to the subverting of the hearers, 
15 Study to shew thyself approved unto 
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God, a workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the word of 
truth. 

16 But. shun profane and vain bab- 
blings: for they will increase unto more 
ungodliness. 

17 And their word will eat as doth a 
canker: of whom is Hy-mé-n&’-ts and 
Phi-lé’-tus ; 

18 Who concerning the truth have 
erred, saying that the resurrection is past 
already ; and overthrow the faith of some. 

19 Nevertheless the foundation of God 
standeth sure, having this seal, The Lord 
knoweth them that are his. And, Let 
every one that nameth the name of Christ 
depart from iniquity. 

20 But in a great house there are not 
only vessels of gold and of silver, but also 
of wood and of earth; and some to hon- 
our, and some to dishonour. 

21 If a man therefore purge himself 
from these, he shall be a vessel unto hon- 
our, sanctified, and meet for the master’s 
use, and prepared unto every good work. 

22 Flee also youthful lusts: but follow 
righteousness, faith, charity, peace, with 
ee that call on the Lord out of a pure 

eart. 

23 But foolish and unlearned questions 
avoid, knowing that they do gender 
strifes. 

24 And the servant of the Lord must 
not strive; but be gentle unto all men, 
apt to teach, patient, ’ 

25 In meekness instructing those that 
oppose themselves; if God peradventure 
will give them repentance to the acknowl- 
edging of the truth; 

26 And that they may recover them- 
selves out of the snare of the devil, who 
are taken captive by him at his will. 


Chapter 3 


9 REE know also, that in the last days 
perilous times shall come. 

2 For men shall be lovers of their own 
selves, covetous, boasters, proud, blas- 
phemers, disobedient to parents, un- 
thankful, unholy, 

3 Without natural affection, truce- 
breakers, false accusers, incontinent, 
fierce, despisers of those that are good, 

4 Traitors, heady, highminded, lovers 
of pleasures more than lovers of God; 

5 Having a form of godliness, but deny- 
ing the power thereof: from such turn 


away. 

6 For of this sort are they which creep 
into houses, and lead captive silly women 
jeuen with sins, led away with divers 
usts, 

7 Ever learning, and never able to come 
to the knowledge of the truth. 

8 Now as Jan’-nés and Jam/’-brés with- 
stood M6d’-sés, so do these also resist the

truth: men of corrupt minds, reprobate 
concerning the faith. 

9 But they shall proceed no further: for 
their folly shall be manifest unto all men, 
as their’s also was. 

10 But thou hast fully known my doc- 
trine, manner of life, purpose, faith, long- 
suffering, charity, patience, - 

11 Persecutions, afflictions, which came 
unto me at An’-ti-Och, at i-cd’-ni-tm, at 
Lys’-tra; what persecutions I endured: 
but out of them all the Lord delivered me. 

12 Yea, and all that will live godly in 
Christ Jé’-sus shall suffer persecution. 

13 But evil men and seducers shall wax 
worse and worse, deceiving, and being 
deceived. 

14 But continue thou in the things 
which thou hast learned and hast been 
assured of, knowing of whom thou hast 
learned them; 

15 And that from a child thou hast 
known the holy scriptures, which are able 
to make thee wise unto salvation through 
faith which is in Christ Jé’-sus. 

16 All scripture is given by inspiration 
of God, and is profitable for doctrine, for 
reproof, for correction, for instruction in 
righteousness: 

7 That the man of God may be per- 
fect, throughly furnished unto all good 


works. 

I CHARGE thee therefore before God, 
and the Lord Jé’-siis christ, who shall 

judge the quick and the dead at his ap- 

pearing and his kingdom; 

Preach the word ; be instant in season, 
out of season; reprove, rebuke, exhort 
with all longsuffering and doctrine. 

3 For the time will come when they will 
not endure sound doctrine; but after 
their own lusts shall they heap to them- 
selves teachers, having itching ears; 

4 And they shall turn away their ears 
from the truth, and shall be turned unto 
fables. 

5 But watch thou in all things, endure 
afflictions, do the work of an evangelist, 
make full proof of thy ministry. 

6 ForI am now ready to be offered, and 
the time of my departure is at hand.

But a lover of hospitality, a lover of 
good men, sober, just, holy, temperate; 

9 Holding fast the faithful word as he 
hath been taught, that he may be able by 
sound doctrine both to exhort and to 
convince the gainsayers. 

10 For there are many unruly and vain 
talkers and deceivers, specially they of 
the circumcision: 

11 Whose mouths must be stopped, 
who subvert whole houses, teaching 
things which they ought not, for filthy 
lucre’s sake. 

12 One of themselves, even a prophet of 
their own, said, The Cré’-ti-ans are al- 
way liars, evil beasts, slow bellies. 

13. This witness is true. erefore re- 
buke_ them sessed Soe that they may be 
sound in the faith; 

14 Not giving heed to, Jéw’-ish fables, 
and commandments of men, that turn 
- from the truth. 

15 Unto the pure all things are pure: 
but unto them that are defiled and un- 
believing is nothing pure; but even their 
mind and conscience is defiled. 

16 They profess that they know God; 
but in works they deny him, being abom- 
inable, and disobedient, and unto every 
good work reprobate.

Bur speak thou the things which be- 
come sound doctrine: 

2 That the aged men be sober, grave, 
temperate, sound in faith, in charity, in 
patience. t ‘ 

3 The aged women likewise, that they 
be in behaviour as becometh holiness, 
not false accusers, not given to much 
wine, teachers of good things; 

4 That they may teach the young wo- 
men to be sober, to love their husbands,

home, good, obedient to their own hus-

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7 In all things shewing thyself a pattern

9 Exhort servants to be obedient unto 
their own masters, and to please them 
well in all things; not answering again;

11 For the grace of God that bringeth 
salvation hath appeared to all men, 

12 Teaching us that, denying ungod- 
liness and worldly lusts, we should live 
soberly, righteously, and godly, in this 
present world;

3 Who being the brightness of his glory 
and the express image of his person, and

And again, I will 
be to him a Father, and he shall be to me 
a Son? 

6 And again, when he bringeth in the 
firstbegotten into the world, he saith, 
one let all the angels of God worship

7 And of the angels he saith, Who 
maketh his angels spirits, and his minis- 
ters a flame of fire. 
8 But unto the Son he saith, Thy throne, 
O God, is for ever and ever: a sceptre of 
righteousness is the sceptre of thy king- 


om. 

9 Thou hast loved righteousness, and 
hated iniquity; therefore God, even thy 
God, hath anointed thee with the oil of 
gladness above thy fellows. : 

10 And, Thou, Lord, in the beginning 
hast laid the foundation of the earth; and 
the heavens are the works of thine hands: 

11 They shall perish; but thou remain- 
est; and they all shall wax old as doth a 
garment ; 

12 And as a vesture shalt thou fold 
them up, and they shall be changed: but 
thou art the same, and thy years shall not

But now we 
see not yet all things put under him. 

But we see Jé’-stis, who was made a 
little lower than the angels for the suf- 
fering of death, crowned with glory and 
honour; that he by the grace of God 
should taste death for every man. 

10 For it became him, for whom are all 
things, and by whom are all things, in 
bringing many sons unto glory, to make 
the eae of their salvation perfect 
through sufferings. 

11 For both he that sanctifieth and 
they who are sanctified are all of one: for 
which cause he is not ashamed to call 
them brethren, 

12 Saying, I will declare thy name unto 
my brethren, in the midst of the church 
will I sing praise unto thee. 

13 And again, I will put my trust in 
him. And again, Behold I and the chil- 
dren which God hath given me. 

14 Forasmuch then as the children are 
partakers of flesh and blood, he also him- 
self likewise took part of the same; that 
through death he might destroy him that 
had the power of death, that is, the devil; 

15 And deliver them who through fear 
of death were all their lifetime subject to 
bondage. 

16 For verily he took not on him the 
nature of angels; but he took on him the 
seed of A’-bra-ham. 

17 Wherefore in all things it behoved 
him to be made like unto his brethren, 
that he might be a merciful and faithful 
high priest in things pertaining to God; 
to make reconciliation for the sins of the 
people. 

18 For in that he himself hath suffered 
being tempted, he is able to succour them 
that are tempted.

Ay) HERERO Es holy brethren, par- 
takers of the heavenly calling, con- 
sider the Apostle and High Priest of our 
profession, Christ Jé’-stis ;

For this man was counted worthy of 
more glory than M6’-sés, inasmuch as he 
who hath builded the house hath more 
honour than the house.

8 Though he were a Son, yet learned he 
obedience by the things which he suf- 
fered; 

9 And being made perfect, he became 
the author of eternal salvation unto all 
them that obey him; 

10 Called of God an high priest after 
the order of Mél-chi§’-éd-éc. 

11 Of whom we have many things to 
say, and hard to be uttered, seeing ye are 
dull of hearing. 

12 For when for the time ye ought to be 
teachers, ye have need that one teach you 
again which be the first principles of the 
oracles of God; and are become such as 
have need of milk, and not of strong 
meat. 

13 For every one that useth milk is 
unskilful in the word of righteousness: 
for he is a babe. iy iee 

14 But strong meat belongeth to them 
that are of full age, even those who by 
reason of use have their senses exercised 
to discern both good and evil. 


/ Chapter 6 


REFORE leaving the principles 

of the doctrine of Christ, let us go 

on unto perfection; not laying again 

the foundation of repentance from dead 
works, and of faith toward God, 

2 Of the doctrine of baptisms, and of 

laying on of hands, and of resurrection 


_ of the dead, and of eternal judgment. 


3 And this will we do, if God permit. 

4 For it is impossible for those who 
were once enlightened, and have tasted 
of the heavenly gift, and were made par- 
takers of the Holy Ghost, 

5 And have tasted the good word of 
God, and the powers of the world to 


come, 

6 If they shall fall away, to renew them 
again unto repentance; seeing they cru- 
cify to themselves the Son of God afresh, 
and put him to an open shame. 

7 For the earth which drinketh in the 
rain that cometh oft upon it, and bring- 
eth forth herbs meet for them by whom 
it is dressed, receiveth blessing from 


God: 

8 But that which beareth thorns and 
briers is rejected, and is nigh unto curs- 
ing; whose end is to be burned. 

9 But, beloved, we are persuaded better 
things of you, and things that accompany 
salvation, though we thus speak. 

10 For God is not unrighteous to for- 
get your work and labour of love, which 
ye have shewed toward his name, in that 
ye have ministered to the saints, and do 
minister. 

11 And we desire that every one of you 
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do shew the same diligence to the full 
assurance of hope unto the end: 

12 That ye be not slothful, but follow- 
ers of them who through faith and pa- 
tience inherit the promises. 

13 For when God made promise to A’- 
bra-ham, because he could swear by no 
greater, he sware by himself, 

14 Saying, Surely blessing I will bless 
thee, and multiplying I will multiply thee. 

And so, after he had patiently en- 
dured, he obtained the promise. 

16 For men verily swear by the greater: 
and an oath for confirmation is to them 
an end of all strife. 

17 Wherein God, willing more abun- 
dantly to shew unto the heirs of promise 
the immutability of his counsel, con- 
firmed it by an oath: 

18 That by two immutable things, in 
which it was impossible for God to lie, 
we might have a strong consolation, who 
have fied for refuge to lay hold upon the 
hope set before us: 

19 Which hope we have as an anchor of 
the soul, both sure and stedfast, and 
which entereth into that within the veil; 

20 Whither the forerunner is for us 
entered, even Jé’-Sus, made an high priest 
er ever after the order of Mél-chis’-éd- 

res 


Chapter 7 
OR this Mél-chis’-éd-éc, king of Sa’- 
lém, priest of the most high God, 
who met A’-bra-ham returning from the 
slaughter of the kings, and blessed him; 

2 To whom also A’-bra-ham gave a 
tenth part of all; first being by interpre- 
tation King of righteousness, and after 
that also King of Sa’-lém, which is, King 
of peace; 

3 Without father, without mother, with- 
out descent, having neither beginning of 
days, nor end of life; but made like unto 
the Son of God; abideth a priest con- 
tinually. 

4 Now consider how great this man 
was, unto whom even the patriarch A’- 
bra-ham gave the tenth of the spoils. 

5 And verily they that are of the sons 
of Lé’-vi, who receive the office of the 
priesthood, have a commandment to 
take tithes of the people according to the 
law, that is, of their brethren, though 
they come out of the loins of A’-bra- 

am: 

6 But he whose descent is not counted 
from them received tithes of A’-bra-ham, 
and blessed him that had the promises. 

7 And without all contradiction the less 
is blessed of the better. 

8 And here men that die receive tithes; 
but there he receiveth them, of whom it is 
witnessed that he liveth. 

9 And as I may so say, Lé’-vi also, who 
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receiveth tithes, payed tithes in A’-bra- 
ham. ; ‘ ; 
10 For he was yet in the loins of his 
father, when Mél-chis’-éd-éc met him. 
11 If therefore perfection were by the 
Lé-vit’-i-cal priesthood, (for under it the 
people received the law,) what further 
need was there that another priest should 
rise after the order of Mél-chis’-éd-éc, 
and not be called after the order of Aa’- 


ton? 

12 For the priesthood being changed, 
there is made of necessity a change also 
of the law. , 

13 For he of whom these things are 
spoken pertaineth to another tribe, of 
=. no man gave attendance at the 

tar. 

14 For it is evident that our Lord 
sprang out of Jai’-da; of which tribe M6’- 
$éS spake nothing concerning priesthood. 

d it is yet far more evident: for 
that after the similitude of Mél-chis’- 
éd-éc there ariseth another priest, 

Who is made, not after the law of a 
carnal commandment, but after the pow- 
er of an endless life. 

17 For he testifieth, Thou art a priest 
for ever after the order of Mél-chis’-éd-éc. 

18 For there is verily a disannulling of 
the commandment going before for the 
weakness and unprofitableness thereof. 

19 For the law made nothi g perfect, 
but the bringing in of a better hope did; 
by the which we draw nigh unto God. 

2 d inasmuch’ as not without an 
oath he was made priest: 

21 (For those priests were made with- 
out an oath; but this with an oath by him 
that said unto him, The Lord sware and 
will not repent, Thou art a priest for ever 
after the order of Mél-chi8’-éd-éc:) 

By so much was Jé’-stis made a 
surety of a better testament. 

3 And they truly were many priests, 
because they were not suffered to con- 
tinue by reason of death: 

24 But this man, because he continueth 
ever, hath an unchangeable priesthood. 

25 Wherefore he is able also to save 
them to the uttermost that come unto 
God by him, seeing he ever liveth to 
make intercession for them. 

26 For such an high priest became us, 
who is holy, harmless, undefiled, separate 
from sinners, and made higher than the 
heavens; 

27 Who needeth not daily, as those 
high priests, to offer up sacrifice, first for 

S Own sins, and then for the people’s: 
for this he did once, when he offered up 


self. 
28 For the law maketh men high priests 
which have ity; but the words of the 
oath, which was since the law, maketh 
the Son, who is consecrated for evermore. 
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Chapter 8 


OW of the things which we have 
spoken this is the sum: We have 
such an high priest, who is set on the 
right hand of the throne of the Majesty 
in the heavens; 

2 A minister of the sanctuary, and of 
the true tabernacle, which the Lord 
pitched, and not man. f 

3 For every high priest is ordained to 
offer gifts and sacrifices: wherefore it is 
of necessity that this man have somewhat 
also to offer. 

4 For if he were on earth, he should not 
be a priest, seeing that there are priests 
that offer gifts according to the law: 

5 Who serve unto the example an 
shadow of heavenly things, as Mo/-sés 
was admonished of God when he was 
about to make the tabernacle: for, See, 
saith he, that thou make all things ac- 
cording to the pattern shewed to thee in 
the mount. : 

6 But now hath he obtained a more ex- 
cellent ministry, by how much also he is 
the mediator of a better covenant, which 
was established upon better promises. 

7 For if that first covenant had been 
faultless, then should no place have been 
sought for the second. 

8 For finding fault with them, he saith, 
Behold, the days come, saith the Lord, 
when I will make a new covenant with 
the house of i§’-ra-é] and with the house 
of Ja’-dah: 

9. Not according to the covenant that I 
made with their fathers in the a when I 
took them by the hand to lead them out 
of the land of E’-gypt; because they con- 
tinued not in my covenant, and I re- 
garded them not, saith the Lord. 

10 For this is the covenant that I will 
make with the house of I8’-ra-él after 
those days, saith the Lord; I will put my 
laws into their mind, and write them in 
their hearts: and I will be to them a God, 
and they shall be to: me a people: 

11 And they shall not teach every man 
his neighbour, and every man his brother, 
saying, Know the Lord: for all shall 
know me, from the least to the greatest. 

12 For I will be merciful to their un- 
righteousness, and their sins and their 
iniquities will I remember no more. 

3 In that he saith, A new covenant, he 
hath made the first old. Now that which 
decayeth and waxeth old is ready to 
vanish away. 


Chapter 9 
"THEN verily the first covenant had also 
ordinances of divine service, and a 
worldly sanctuary. 2 i 
2 For there was a tabernacle made; the 
first, wherein was the candlestick, and 


- 
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the table, and the shewbread; which is 

called the sanctuary. 

3 And after the second veil, the taber- 

‘“nacle which is called the Holiest of all; 

4 Which had the golden censer, and the 
ark of the covenant overlaid round about 
with gold, wherein was the golden pot 
that had man’-na, and Aa’-ron’s rod that 
budded, and the tables of the covenant; 

> And over it the chér’-t-bims of glory 
shadowing the mercyseat; of which we 
cannot now speak particularly. 

6 Now when these things were thus or- 
dained, the priests went always into the 
first tabernacle, accomplishing the ser- 
vice of God. 

7 But into the second went the high 
priest alone once every year, not without 
blood, which he offered for himself, and 
for the errors of the people: 

8 The Holy Ghost this signifying, that 
the way into the holiest of all was not yet 
made manifest, while as the first taber- 
nacle was yet standing: 

ich was a figure for the time then 
present, in which were offered both gifts 
and sacrifices, that could not make hi 
that did the service perfect, as pertaining 
to the conscience; 

Which stood only in meats and 
drinks, and divers washings, and carnal 
ordinances, imposed on them until the 
time of reformation. 

11 But christ being come an high priest 
of good things to come, by a greater and 
more perfect tabernacle, not made with 

hands, that is to say, not of this building; 
_ 12 Neither by the blood of goats and 
calves, but by his own blood he entered 
in once into the holy place, having ob- 
tained eternal redemption for us. 

13 For if the blood of bulls and of 
goats, and the ashes of an heifer sprink- 
ling the unclean, sanctifieth to the purify- 
ing of the flesh: 

14 How much more shall the blood of 
christ, who through the eternal Spirit 
offered. himself without spot to God, 
purge your conscience from dead works 
to serve the living God? | ? 

15 And for this cause he is the mediator 
of the new testament, that by means of 
death, for the redemption of the trans- 
gressions that _were under the first testa- 
ment, they which are called might re- 
ceive the promise of eternal inheritance. 

16 For where a testament is, there must 
also of necessity be the death of the 
testator. 

17 For a testament is of force after men 
are dead: otherwise it is of no strength at 
all while the testator liveth. 

18 Whereupon neither the first testa- 
ment was dedicated without blood. 

19 For when MO’-sés had spoken every 
precept to all the people according to the 
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law, he took the blood of calves and of 
goats, with water, and scarlet wool, and 
hyssop, and sprinkled both the book, and 
all the people, 

Saying, This is the blood of the 
testament which God hath enjoined unto 


you. 

21 Moreover he sprinkled with blood 
both the tabernacle, and all the vessels of 
the ministry. 

22 And almost all things are by the law 
purged with blood; and without shed- 
ding of blood is no remission. 

23 It was therefore necessary that the 
patterns of things in the heavens should 
be purified with these; but the heavenly 
things themselves with better sacrifices 
than these. 

24 For christ is not entered into the 
holy places made with hands, which are 
the figures of the true; but into heaven 
itself, now to appear in the presence of 
God for us: 

25 Nor yet that he should offer himself 
often, as the high priest entereth into the 
holy place every year with blood of 
others ; : 

26 For then must he often have suf- 
fered since the foundation of the world: 
but now once in the end of the world 
hath he appeared to put away sin by the 
sacrifice of himself. ‘ 

27 And as it is appointed unto men 
once to die, but after this the judgment: 

28 So christ was once offered to bear 
the sins of many; and unto them that 
look for him shall he appear the second 
time without sin unto salvation. 


Chapter 10 


FoR the law having a shadow of good 
things. to come, and not the very 
image of the things, can never with those 
sacrifices which they offered year by year 
continually make the comers thereunto 
perfect. 

2 For then would they not have ceased 
to be offered? because that the worship- 
pers once purged should have had no 
more conscience of sins. 

3 But in those sacrifices there is a re- 
membrance again made of sins every 
year. 

4 For it is not possible that the. blood 
of bulls and of goats should take away 
sins. 

5 Wherefore when he cometh into the 
world, he saith, Sacrifice and offering 
thou wouldest not, but a body hast thou 
prepared me: : 

6 In burnt offerings and sacrifices for 
sin thou hast had no pleasure. 

7 Then said I, Lo, I come (in the vol- 
ume of the book it is written of me,) to 
do thy will,Q God. : 

8 Above when he said, Sacrifice and 
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offering and burnt offerings and offering 
for sin thou wouldest not, neither hadst 
pleaser therein; which are offered by 
the law; 

9 Then said he, Lo, I come to do thy 
will, O God. He taketh away the first, 
that he may establish the second. _ 

10 By the which will we are sanctified 
through the offering of the body of Jé’- 
Sus Christ once for all. t 

And every priest standeth daily min- 
istering and offering oftentimes the same 
sacrifices, which can never take away 


sins: 

12 But this man, after he had offered 
one sacrifice for sins for ever, sat down 
on the right hand of God; 

13 From henceforth expecting till his 
enemies be made his footstool. 

14 For by one offering he hath per- 
fected for ever them that are sanctified. 

15 Whereof the Holy Ghost also is a 
witness to us: for after that he had said 
before, \ 

16 This is the covenant that I will make 
with them after those days, saith the 
Lord, I will put my laws into their hearts, 
and in their minds will I write them; 

And their sins and iniquities will I 
remember no more. 

18 Now where remission of these is, 
there is no more Offering for sin. 

19 Having therefore, brethren, bold- 
ness to enter into the holiest by the blood 
of Jé’-sus, 

20 By a new and living way, which he 
hath consecrated for us, through the veil, 
that is to say, his flesh; 

21 And having an high priest over the 
house of God; 

22 Let us draw near with a true heart 
in full assurance of faith, having our 
hearts sprinkled from an evil conscience, 
and our bodies washed with pure water. 

23 Let us hold fast the profession of our 
faith without wavering ; (for he is faithful 
that promised ;) 

24 And let us consider one another to 
provoke unto love and to good works: 

25 Not forsaking the assembling of our- 
selves together, as the manner of some 
is; but exhorting one another: and so 
much the more, as ye see the day ap- 
proaching. 


26 For if we sin wilfully after that we h 


have received the knowledge of the truth, 
there remaineth no more sacrifice for 
sins, 
_27 But a certain fearful looking for of 
judgment and fiery indignation, which 
shall devour the adversaries, 

28 He that despised Mo’-sés’ law died 


without mercy under two or three wit- h 


Nesses: 
29 Of how much sorer punishment, 
suppose ye, shall he be thought worthy, 
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who hath trodden under foot the Son of 
God, and hath counted the blood of the 
covenant, wherewith he was sanctified, 
an unholy thing, and hath done despite 
unto the Spirit of grace? 5 

30 For we know him that hath said, 
Vengeance belongeth unto me, I will re- 
compense, saith the Lord. And again, 
The Lord shall judge his people. 

31 It is a fearful thing to fall into the 
hands of the living God. 

32 But call to remembrance the former 
days, in which, after ye were illuminated, 
ye endured a great fight of afflictions; 

33 Partly, whilst ye were made a gazing- 
stock both by reproaches and afflictions; 
and partly, whilst ye became companions 
of them that were so used. : 

34 For ye had compassion of me in my 
bonds, and took joyfully the spoiling of 
your goods, knowing in yourselves that 
ye have in heaven a better and an endur- 
ing substance. 

35 Cast not away therefore your confi- 
dence, which hath great recompence of 
reward. 

36 For ye have need of patience, that, 
after ye have done the will of God, ye 
might receive the promise. 

37 For yet a little while, and he that 
shall come will come, and will not tarry. 

38 Now the just shall live by faith: but 
if any man draw back, my soul shall have 
no pleasure in him. 

39 But we are not of them who draw 
back unto perdition; but of them that 
believe to the saving of the soul. 


Chapter 11 


No faith is the substance of things 
hoped for, the evidence of things 
not seen. 

2-For by it the elders obtained a good 
report. 

3 Through faith we understand that the 
worlds were framed by the word of God, 
so that things which are seen were not 
made of things which do appear. 

4 By faith A’-bél offered unto God a 
more excellent sacrifice than Cain, by 
which he obtained witness that he was 
righteous, God testifying of his gifts: and 
by it he being dead yet speaketh. 
> By faith E’-néch was translated that 
e should not see death; and was not 
found, because God had translated him: 
for before his translation he had this 
testimony, that he pleased God. 

6 But without faith it is impossible to 
please him: for he that cometh to God 
must believe that he is, and that he is a 
rewarder of them that diligently seek 


im. ; 

7 By faith N6’-ah, being warned of 

God of things not seen as yet, moved 

with fear, prepared an ark to the saving 
\ 
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of his house; by the which he condemned 
the world, and became heir of the right- 
eousness which is by faith. 
- 8 By faith A’-bra-ham, when he was 
_called to go out into a place which he 
should after receive for an inheritance, 
obeyed; and he went out, not knowing 
whither he went. 

9 By faith he sojourned in the land of 
promise, as in a strange country, dwelling 
in tabernacles with f’-saac and Ja’-cob, 
the heirs with him of the same promise: 

10 For he looked for a city which hath 
foundations, whose builder and maker 


1S od, 

11 Through faith also Sar’-a herself re- 
ceived strength to conceive seed, and was 
delivered of a child when she was past 
age, because she judged him faithful who 
had promised. 

2 Therefore sprang there even of one, 
and him as good as dead, so many as the 
stars of the sky in multitude, and as the 
sand which is by the sea shore innumer- 


able. 

13 These all died in faith, not having 
received the promises, but having seen 
them afar off, and were persuaded of 
them, and embraced them, and confessed 
that they were strangers and pilgrims on 
the earth. 

14 For they that say such things declare 
plainly that they seek a country. 

15 And truly, if they had been mindful 
of that country from whence they came 
out, they might have had opportunity to 
have returned. 

16 But now they desire a better country, 
that is, an heavenly: wherefore God is 
not ashamed to be called their God: for 
he hath prepared for them a city. 

17 By faith A’-bra-ham, when he was 
tried, offered up i’-Saac: and he that had 
received the promises offered up his only 
begotten son, ¢ rs 

18 Of whom it was said, That in i’-saac 


. shall thy seed be called: 


19 Accounting that God was able to 
raise him up, even from the dead; from 
whence also he received him in a figure. 

20 By faith i’-Saac blessed Ja’-cob and 


- ’-sau concerning things to come. 


21 By faith Ja’-cob, when he was a dy- 
ing, blessed both the sons of J6’-séph; 
and worshipped, Jeaning upon the top of 


is staff. 

22 By faith Jd’-séph, when he died, 
made mention of the departing of the 
children of I§’-ra-é1; and gave command- 
ment concerning his bones. 
23 By faith MOo’-sés, when he was born, 

was hid three months of his parents, be- 
cause they saw he was a proper child; and 
they were not afraid of the king’s com- 
mandment. 

24 By faith M6O’-sés, when he was.com: 
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to years, refused to be called the son of 
Phar’-aoh’s daughter; 

25 Choosing rather to suffer affliction 
with the people of God, than to enjoy 
the pleasures of sin for a season; 

26 Esteeming the reproach of christ 
greater riches than the treasures in £’- 
gypt: for he had respect unto the recom- 
pence of the reward. 

27 By faith he forsook £’-gypt, not 
fearing the wrath of the king: for he 
eaerd: as seeing him who is invis- 
ible. ; 

28 Through faith he kept the passover, 
and the sprinkling of blood, lest he that 
cetouee the firstborn should touch 


them. 

29 By faith they passed through the 
Red sea as by dry Jand ; which the E-gyp’- 
fians assaying to do were drowned. 

0 By faith the walls of Jér’-i-cho fell 
down, after they were compassed about 
seven days. 

31 By faith the harlot Ra’-hab perished 
not with them that believed not, when 
she had received the spies with peace. 

32 And what shall I more say? for the 
time would fail me to tell of Géd’-é-on, 
and of Bar’-ak, and of Sam’-son, and of 
Jéph’-thz ; of Da’-vid also, and Sam/’-i- 
él, and of the prophets: 

33 Who through faith subdued king- 
doms, wrought righteousness, obtained 
promises, stopped the mouths of lions, 

34 Quenched the violence of fire, es- 
caped the edge of the sword, out of weak- 
ness were made strong, waxed valiant in 
fight, turned to flight the armies of the 
aliens. 

35 Women received their dead raised 
to life again: and others were tortured, 
not accepting deliverance; that they might 
obtain a better resurrection: 

36 And others had trial of cruel mock- 
ings and scourgings, yea, moreover of 
bonds and imprisonment: 

37 They were stoned, they were sawn 
asunder, were tempted, were slain with 
the sword: they wandered about in sheep- 
skins and goatskins; being destitute, af- 
flicted, tormented; 

38 (Ofwhom the world was not worthy :) 
they wandered in deserts, and in moun- 
tains, and in dens and caves of the earth. 

39 And these all, having obtained a 
good report through faith, received not 
the promise: 

40 God having provided some better 
thing for us, that they without us should 
not be made perfect. 


Chapter 12 
HEREFORE seeing we also are 
compassed about with so great a 
cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside every 
weight, and the sin which doth so easily 
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beset us, and let us run with patience the 
race that is set before us, 

2 Looking unto Jé’-sts the author and 
finisher of our faith; who for the joy that 
was set before him endured the cross, 
despising the shame, and is set down at 
the right hand of the throne.of God. 

3 For consider him that endured such 
contradiction of sinners against himself, 
lest ye be wearied and faint in your 
minds. 

4 Ye have not yet resisted unto blood, 
striving against sin. 

And ye have forgotten the exhorta- 
tion which speaketh unto you as unto 
children, My son, despise not thou the 
chastening of the Lord, nor faint when 
thou art rebuked of him: 

6 For whom the Lord loveth he chas- 
teneth, and scourgeth every son whom 
he receiveth. 

7 If ye endure chastening, God dealeth 
with you as with sons; for what son is he 
whom the father chasteneth not? 

8 Butsif ye be without chastisement, 
whereof all are partakers, then are ye 
bastards, and not sons. 

9 Furthermore we have had fathers of 
our flesh which corrected us, and we 
gave them reverence: shall we not much 
rather be in subjection unto the Father 
of spirits, and live? 

10 For they verily for a few days cha- 
stened us after their own pleasure; but he 
for our profit, that we might be partakers 
of his holiness. 

11 Now no chastening for the present 
seemeth to be joyous, but grievous: 
nevertheless afterward it yieldeth the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness unto 
them which are exercised thereby. 

12 Wherefore lift up the hands which 
hang down, and the feeble knees; 

13 And make straight paths for your 
feet, lest that which is lame be turned out 
of the way; but let it rather be healed. 

14 Follow peace with all men, and holi- 
eek without which no man shall see the 

ord: 

15 Looking diligently lest any man fail 
of the grace of God; lest any root of bit- 
terness' springing up trouble you, and 
thereby many be defiled; 

16 Lest there be any fornicator, or pro- 
fane person, as E’-s4u, who for one mor- 
sel of meat sold his birthright. 

17 For ye know how that afterward, 
when he would have inherited the bless- 
ing, he was rejected: for he found no 
place of repentance, though he sought it 
carefully with tears. 

18 For ye are not come unto the mount 
that might be touched, and that burned 
with fire, nor unto:blackness, and dark- 
ness, and tempest, 

19 And the sound of a trumpet, and the 
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voice of words; which voice they that 
heard intreated that the word should not 
be spoken to them any more: 

20 (For they could not endure that 
which was commanded, And if so much 
as a beast touch the mountain, it shall be 
stoned, or‘thrust through with a dart: 

21 And so terrible was the sight, that - 
MOo’-sés_ said, I exceedingly fear and 
quake:) ’ i 

22 But ye are come unto mount Si’-on, 
and unto the city of the living God, the 
heavenly Jé-ra’-sa-lém, and to an in- 
numerable company of angels, 

23 To the general assembly and church 
of the firstborn, which are written in 
heaven, and to God the Judge of all, and 
to the spirits of just men made perfect, 

24 And to Jé’-stis the mediator of the 
new covenant, and to the blood of sprink- 
ling, that speaketh better things than 
that of A’-bél. 

25 See that ye refuse not him that 
speaketh. For if they escaped not who 
refused him that spake on earth, much 
more shall not we escape, if we turn away 
from him that speaketh from heaven:

27 And this word, Yet once more, signi- 
fieth the removing of those things that 
are shaken, as of things that are made, 
that those things which cannot be shaken 
may remain. 

28 Wherefore we receiving a kingdom 
which cannot be moved, let us have 
grace, whereby we may serve God ac- 
copia with reverence and godly

29 For our God is a consuming fire.

Christ, to the twelve tribes 
which are scattered abroad, greeting. 

2 My brethren, count it all joy when ye 
fall into divers temptations; 

3. Knowing this, that the trying of your 
faith worketh patience. 

4 But let patience have her perfect work, 
that ye may be perfect and entire, want- 
ing nothing. F ; 

5 If any of you lack wisdom, let him 
ask of God, that giveth to all men liberal- 
ly, and upbraideth not; and it shall be 
given him. p ’ 

6 But let_him ask in faith, nothing 
wavering. For he that wavereth is like a 
wave of the sea driven with the wind and 
tossed. ‘ 

7 For let not that man think that he 
shall receive any thing of the Lord. | 

8 A double minded man is unstable in 


' all his ways. 


9 Let the brother of low degree rejoice 
in that he is exalted: 

10 But the rich, in that he is made low: 
because as the flower of the grass he shall 
pass away. Pa 


11 For the sun is no sooner risen with a 
burning heat, but it withereth the grass, 
and the flower thereof falleth, and the 
grace of the fashion of it perisheth: so 
also shall the rich man fade away in his 
ways. 

12 Blessed is the man that endureth 
temptation: for when he is tried, he shall 
receive the crown of life, which the Lord 
hath promised to them that love him. 

13. Let no man say when he is tempted, 
Iam tempted of God: for-God cannot be 
tempted with evil, neither tempteth he 
any man: 

14 But every man is tempted, when heis 
drawn away of his own lust, and enticed. 

15 Then when lust hath conceived, it 
bringeth forth sin: and sin, when it is 
finished, bringeth forth death. 

16 Do not err, my beloved brethren. 

17 Every good gift and every perfect 
gift is from above, and cometh down 
from the Father of lights, with whom is 
no variableness, neither shadow of turn- 


ing. 

18 Of his own will begat he us with the 
word of truth, that we should be a kind 
of firstfruits of his creatures. 

19 Wherefore, my beloved brethren, let 
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every man be swift to hear, slow to 
speak, slow to wrath: 

20 For the wrath of man worketh not 
the righteousness of God. I 

21 Wherefore lay apart all filthiness 
and superfluity of naughtiness, and re- 
ceive with meekness the engrafted word, 
which is able to save your souls. 

22 But be ye doers of the word, and not 
hearers only, deceiving your own selves. 

23 For if any be a hearer of the word, 
and not a doer, he is like unto a man be- 
holding his natural face in a glass: 

24 For he beholdeth himself, and goeth 
his way, and straightway forgetteth what 
manner of man he was. 

25 But whoso looketh into the perfect 
law of liberty, and continueth therein, he 
being not a forgetful hearer, but a doer 
of the work, this man shall be blessed in 
his deed. 

26 If any man among you seem to be 
religious, and bridleth not his tongue, 
but deceiveth his own heart, this man’s 
religion is vain. 

27 Pure religion and undefiled before 
God and the Father is this, To visit the 
fatherless and widows in their affliction, 
and a keep himself unspotted from the 
world. 


Chapter 2 


M* brethren, have not the faith of our 

Lord Jé’-sis Christ, the Lord of 
glory, with respect of persons. 

For if there come unto your assembly 
a man with a gold ring, in goodly ap- 
parel, and there come in also a poor man 
in vile raiment; 

And ye have respect to him that wear- 
eth the gay clothing, and say unto him, 
Sit thou here in a good place; and say to 
the poor, Stand thou there, or sit here 
under my footstool: 

4 Are ye not then partial in yourselves, 
and are become judges of evil thoughts? 

5 Hearken, my beloved brethren, Hath 
not God chosen the poor of this world 
rich in faith, and heirs of the kingdom 
which he hath promised to them that 
love him? 

6 But ye have despised the poor. Do 
not rich men oppress you, and draw you 
before the judgment seats ? 

Do not they blaspheme that worthy 
name by the which ye are called? 

8 If ye fulfil the royal law according to 
the scripture, Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bour as thyself, ye do well: 

9 But if ye have respect to persons, ye 
commit sin, and are convinced of the law 
as transgressors. 

0 For whosoever shall keep the whole 
law, and yet offend in one point, he is 
guilty of all. 

1 For he that said, Do not commit 
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adultery, said also, Do not kill. Now if 
thou commit no adultery, yet if thou 
kill, thou art become a transgressor of 
the law. 

12 So speak ye, and so do, as they that 
shall be judged by the law of liberty. 

13 For he shall have judgment without 
mercy, that hath shewed no mercy; and 
mercy rejoiceth against judgment. 

14 What doth it profit, my brethren, 
though a man say he hath faith, and 
have not works? can faith save him? 

15 If a brother or sister be naked, and 
destitute of daily food, 

16 And one of you say unto them, De- 
part in peace, be ye warmed and filled; 
notwithstanding ye give them not those 
things which are needful to the body; 
what doth it profit? : 

17 Even so faith, if it hath not works, is 
dead, being alone. 

Yea, a man may say, Thou hast 
faith, and I have works; shew me thy 
faith without thy works, and I will shew 
thee my faith by my works. 

Thou believest that there is one 
God; thou doest well: the devils also be- 
lieve, and tremble. 

20 But wilt thou know, O vain man, 
that faith without works is dead? 

Was not A’-bra-ham our father justi- 
fied by works, when he had offered i’- 
$aac his son upon the altar? 

22 Seest thou how faith wrought with 
his works, and by works was faith made 
perfect? ) 

23 And the scripture was fulfilled which 
saith, A’-bra-ham believed God, and it 
was imputed unto him for righteousness: 
and he was called the Friend of God. 

24 Ye see then how that by works a 
man is justified, and not by faith only. 

25 Likewise also was not Ra’-hab the 
harlot justified by works, when she had 
received the messengers, and had sent 
them out another way? 

26 For as the body without the spirit is 
dead, so faith without works is dead also. 


Chapter 3 


M* brethren, be not many masters, 
knowing that we shall receive the 
greater condemnation, 

For in many things we offend all. If 
any man offend not in word, the same is 
a perfect man, and able also to bridle the 
whole body. 

3 Behold, we put bits in the horses? 
that they may obey us; and we 
turn about their whole body. 

4 Behold also the ships, which though 
they be so great, and are driven of fierce 
winds, yet are they turned about with a 
very small helm, whithersoever the gov- 
ernor listeth. 

Even so the tongue is a'little member, 
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and boasteth great things. Behold, how 
great a matter a little fire kindleth! 

_6 And the tongue is a fire, a world of 
iniquity: so is the tongue among our 
members, that it defileth the whole body, 
and setteth on fire the course of nature; 
and it is set on fire of hell. 

7 For every kind of beasts, and of 
birds, and of serpents, and of things in 
the sea, is tamed, and hath been tamed 
of mankind 

8 But the tongue can no man tame; it 
is an unruly evil, full of deadly poison. 

9 Therewith bless we God, even the 
Father; and therewith curse we men, 
mich are made after the similitude of 

od. 

10 Out of the same mouth proceedeth 
blessing and cursing. My brethren, these 
things ought not so to be. 

- 11 Doth a fountain send forth at the 
same place sweet water and bitter? 

12 Can the fig tree, my brethren, bear 
olive berries? either a vine, figs? so can 
no fountain both yield salt water and 
fresh. 

13 Who is a wise man and endued with 
knowledge among you? let him shew out 
of a good conversation his works with 
meekness of wisdom. 

14 But if ye have bitter envying and 
strife in your hearts, glory not, and lie 
not against the truth. 

15 This wisdom descendeth not from 
above, but is earthly, sensual, devilish. 

16 For where envying and strife is, 
there is confusion and every evil work. 

17 But the wisdom that is from above 
is first pure, then peaceable, gentle, and 
easy to be intreated, full of mercy and 
good fruits, without partiality, and with- 
out hypocrisy. : 

18 And the fruit of righteousness is 
sown in peace of them that make peace. 


Chapter 4 


ROM whence come wars and fightings 

among you? come they not hence, 

iat of your lusts that war in your mem- 
ers? 

2 Ye lust, and have not: ye kill, and 
desire to have, and cannot obtain: ye 
fight and war, yet ye have not, because 
ye ask not. 

3 Ye ask, and receive not, because ye 
ask amiss, that ye may consume it upon 
your lusts. 

4 Ye adulterers and adulteresses, know 
ye not that the friendship of the world is 
enmity with God? whosoever therefore 
will be a friend of the world is the enemy 
of God. ‘ ; 

5 Do ye think that the scripture saith 
in vain, The spirit that dwelleth in us 
lusteth to envy? 

‘6 But he giveth more grace. Wherefore 
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he saith, God resisteth the proud, but 
giveth grace unto the humble. 

7 Submit yourselves therefore to God. 
Resist the devil, and he will flee from you. 

8 Draw nigh to God, and he will draw 
nigh to you. Cleanse your hands, ye sin- 
ners; and purify your hearts, ye double 
minded. 

9 Be afflicted, and mourn, and weep: 
let your laughter be turned to mourning, 
and your joy to heaviness. 

10 Humble yourselves in the sight of 
the Lord, and he shall lift you up. 

11 Speak not evil one of another, breth- 
ren. He that speaketh evil of his brother, 
and judgeth his brother, speaketh evil of 
the law, and judgeth the law: but if thou 
judge the law, thou art not a doer of the 
law, but a judge. 

12 There is one lawgiver, who is able to 
save and to destroy: who art thou that 
judgest another? 

13 Go to now, ye that say, To day or to 
morrow we will go into such a city, and 
continue there a year, and buy and sell, 
and get gain: 

14 Whereas ye know not what shall be 
on the morrow. For what is your life? It 
is even a vapour, that appeareth for a 
little time, and then vanisheth away. 

15 For that ye ought to say, If the Lord 
will, we shall live, and do this, or that. 

16 But now ye rejoice in your boast- 
ings: all such rejoicing is evil. 

17 Therefore to him that knoweth to 
do good, and doeth it not, to him it is 
sin. 


Chapter 5 


ae to now, ye rich men, weep and 
howl for your miseries that shall 
come upon you. 

2 Your riches are corrupted, and your 
garments are motheaten. 

3 Your gold and silver is cankered; and 
the rust of them shall be a witness against 
you, and shall eat your flesh as it were 
fire. Ye have heaped treasure together 
for the last days. 

4 Behold, the hire of the labourers who 
have reaped down your fields, which is of 
you kept back by fraud, crieth: and the 
cries of them which have reaped are en- 
tered into the ears of the Lord of sabaoth. 

5 Ye have lived in pleasure on the 
earth, and been wanton; ye have nour- 
ished your hearts, as in a day of slaugh- 
ter. 

6 Ye have condemned and killed the 
just; and he doth not resist you. 

7 Be patient therefore, brethren, unto 
the coming of the Lord. Behold, the 
husbandman waiteth for the precious 
fruit of the earth, and hath long patience 
for it, until he receive the early and latter 
rain. 
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8 Be ye also patient; stablish your 
hearts: for the coming of the Lord draw- 
eth nigh. ¢ 

9 Grudge not one against another, 
brethren, lest ye be condemned: behold, 
the judge standeth before the door. 

10 Take, my brethren, the prophets, 
who have spoken in the name of the 
Lord, for an example of suffering afflic- 
tion, and of patience. : 

11 Behold, we count them happy which 
endure. Ye have heard of the patience of 
J6b, and have seen the end of the Lord; 
that the Lord is very pitiful, and of ten- 
der mercy. 

12 But above all things, my brethren, 
swear not, neither by heaven, neither by 
the earth, neither by any other oath: but 
let your yea be yea; and your nay, nay; 
lest ye fall into condemnation. 

13 Is any among you afflicted? let him 
pray. Is any merry? let him sing psalms. 

14 Is any sick among you? let him call 
for the elders of the church; and let them 
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pray over him, anointing him with oil in 
the name of the Lord: 

15 And the prayer of faith shall save 
the sick, and the Lord shall raise him up; 
and if he have committed sins, they shall 
be forgiven him. | 

16 Confess your faults one to another, 
and pray one for another, that ye may be 
healed. The effectual fervent prayer of a 
righteous man availeth much. : 

17 E-li’-4s was a man subject to like 
passions as we are, and he prayed earn- 
estly that it might not rain: and it rained 
not on the earth by the space of three 
years and six months. 

18 And he prayed again, and the heav- 
en gave rain, and the earth brought forth 
her fruit. 

19 Brethren, if any of you do err from 
the truth, and one convert him; 

20 Let him know, that he which con- 
verteth the sinner from the error of his 
way, shall save a soul from death, and 
shall hide a multitude of sins.

E’-TER, an apostle of Jé’-sus christ, to

3 Blessed be the God and Father of our 
Lord Jé’-sis Christ, which according to 
his abundant mercy hath begotten us 
again unto a lively hope by the resurrec- 
tion_of Jé’-sis Christ from the dead, 

4 To an inheritance incorruptible, and 
undefiled, and that fadeth not away, re- 
served in heaven for you, 

5 Who are kept by the power of God 
through faith unto salvation ready to be 
revealed in the last time. 

herein ye greatly rejoice, though 
now for a season, if need be, ye are in 
heaviness through manifold temptations: 

7 That the trial of your. faith, being 
much more precious than of gold that 
perisheth, though it be tried with fire, 
might be found unto praise and honour 
and glory at the appearing of Jé’-siis 
christ: 

8 Whom having not seen, ye love; in 
whom, though now ye see him not, yet 
believing, ye rejoice with joy unspeakable 
and full of glory: 


9 Receiving the end of your faith, even 
the salvation of your souls. 

10 Of which salvation the prophets 
have enquired and searched diligently, 
who prophesied of the grace that should 
come _ unto you: 

11 Searching what, or what manner of 
time the Spirit of Christ which was in 
them did signify, when it testified before- 
hand the sufferings of christ, and the 
glory that should follow. 

nto whom it was revealed, that not 
unto. themselves, but unto us they. did 
minister the things, which are now re- 
ported unto you by them that have 
preached the gospel unto you with the 
Holy Ghost sent down from heaven; 
Wiaieh things the angels desire to look 
into. : 

13 Wherefore gird up the loins of your 
mind, be sober, and hope to the end for 
the grace that is to be brought unto you 
at the revelation of Jé’-siis Christ; 

14 As obedient children, not fashioning 
yourselves according to the former lusts 
in your ignorance: 

15 But as he which hath called you is 
holy, so be ye holy in all manner of con- 
versation ; 

16 Because it is written, Be ye holy; for 
I am holy. 

17 And if ye call on the Father, who 
without respect of persons judgeth ac- 
cording to every man’s work, pass the 
time of your sojourning here in fear: 

\ 
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18 Forasmuch as ye know that ye were 
not redeemed with corruptible things, as 
silver and gold, from your vain conver- 
. gation received by tradition from your 
fathers; 

19 But with the precious blood of 
christ, as of a lamb without blemish and 
without spot: 

20 Who verily was foreordained before 
the foundation of the world, but was 
manifest in these last times for you, 

21 Who by him do believe in God, that 
raised him up from the dead, and gave 
him glory; that your faith and hope 
might be in God. 

_22 Seeing ye have purified your souls 
in obeying the truth through the Spirit 
unto unfeigned love of the brethren, see 
that ye love one another with a pure 
heart fervently: 

23 Being born again, not of corruptible 
seed, but of incorruptible, by the word of 
God, which liveth and abideth for ever. 

24 For all flesh is as grass, and all the 
glory of man as the flower of grass. The 
grass withereth, and the flower thereof 
falleth away: 

25 But the word of the Lord endureth 
for ever. And this is the word which by 
the gospel is preached unto you. 


Chapter 2 


HEREFORE laying aside all mal- 
ice, and all guile, and hypocrisies, 

and envies, and all evil speakings, 
As newborn babes, desire the sincere 
milk of the word, that ye may grow there- 


by: 

3 If so be ye have tasted that the Lord 
is gracious. 

To whom coming, as unto a living 
stone, disallowed indeed of men, but 
chosen of God, and precious, 

5 Ye also, as lively stones, are built up 
a spiritual house, an holy priesthood, to 
offer up spiritual sacrifices, acceptable to 
God by Jé’-sus christ. 

6 Wherefore also it is contained in the 
scripture, Behold, I lay in Si’-on a chief 
corner stone, elect, precious: and he that 
believeth on him shall not be confounded. 

7 Unto you therefore which believe he 
is precious: but unto them which be dis- 
obedient, the stone which the builders 
disallowed, the same is made the head of 
the corner, ‘ 

8 And a stone of stumbling, and a rock 
of offence, even to them which stumble at 
the word, being disobedient: whereunto 
also they were appointed. : 

_ -9 But ye are a chosen generation, a 

royal priesthood, an holy nation, a pe- 
culiar people; that ye should shew forth 
the praises of him who hath called you 
out of darkness into his marvellous light: 

10 Which in time past were not a peo- 
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ple, but are now the people of God: 
which had not obtained mercy, but now 
have obtained mercy. 

11 Dearly beloved, I beseech you as 
strangers and pilgrims, abstain from 
fleshly lusts, which war against the soul; 

Having your conversation honest 
among the Gén’-tiles: that, whereas they 
speak against you as evildoers, they may 
by your good works, which they shail 
behold, glorify God in the day of visita- 
tion. 

13 Submit yourselves to every ordi- 
nance of man for the Lord’s sake: whether 
it be to the king, as supreme; 

14 Or unto governors, as unto them 
that are sent by him for the punishment 
of evildoers, and for the praise of them 
that do well. 

15 For so is the will of God, that with 
well doing ye may put to silence the ig- 
norance of foolish men: 

16 As free, and not using your liberty 
for a cloke of maliciousness, but as the 
servants of God. 

17 Honour all men. Love the brother- 
hood. Fear God. Honour the king. 

18 Servants, be subject to your masters 
with all fear; not only to the good and 
gentle, but also to the froward. 

19 For this is thankworthy, if a man 
for conscience toward God endure grief, 
suffering wrongfully. 

20 For what glory is it, if, when ye be 
buffeted for your faults, ye shall take it 
patiently? but if, when ye do well, and 
suffer for it, ye take it patiently, this is 
acceptable with God. 

For even hereunto were ye called: 
because Christ also suffered for us, leav- 
ing us an example, that ye should follow 
his steps: ; 

22 Who did no sin, neither was guile 
found in his mouth: r 

23 Who, when he was reviled, reviled 
not again; when he suffered, he threat- 
ened not; but committed himself to him 
that judgeth righteously: Y 

24 Who his own self bareour sins in his 
own body on the tree, that we, being 
dead to sins, should live unto righteous- 
ness: by whose stripes ye were healed. 

25 For ye were as sheep going astray; 
but are now returned unto the Shepherd 
and Bishop of your souls. 


Chapter 3 


IKEWISE, ye wives, be in subjection 
to your own husbands; that, if any 
obey not the word, they also may without 
the word be won by the conversation of 
the wives; 
2 While they behold your chaste con- 
versation coupled with fear. 
ose adorning let it not be that 
outward adorning of plaiting the hair, 
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and of wearing of gold, or of putting on 
of apparel; 1 

4 But let it be the hidden man of the 
heart, in that which is not corruptible, 
even the ornament of a meek and quiet 
spirit, which is in the sight of God of 
great price. ? / 

5 For after this manner in the old time 
the holy women also, who trusted in 
God, adorned themselves, being in sub- 
jection unto their own husbands: | 

Even as Sar’-a obeyed A’-bra-ham, 
calling him lord: whose daughters ye are, 
as long as ye do well, and are not afraid 
with any amazement. : 

7 Likewise, ye husbands, dwell with 
them according to knowledge, giving 
honour unto the wife, as unto the weaker 
vessel, and as being heirs together of the 
grace of life; that your prayers be not 
hindered. : ‘ } 

8 Finally, be ye all of one mind, having 
compassion one of another, love as 
brethren, be pitiful, be courteous: 

9 Not rendering evil for evil, or railing 
for railing: but contrariwise blessing; 
knowing that ye are thereunto called, 
that ye should inherit a blessing. 

10 For he that will love life, and see 
good days, let him refrain his tongue 
pees evil, and his lips that they speak no 
guile: 

11 Let him eschew evil, and do good; 
let him seek peace, and ensue it. 

12 For the eyes of the Lord are over the 
righteous, and his ears are open unto 
their prayers: but the face of the Lord is 
against them that do evil. 

13 And who is he that will harm you, if 
ye be followers of that which is good? 

14 But and if ye suffer for righteous- 
ness’ sake, happy are ye: and be not 
afraid of their terror, neither be troubled; 

15 But sanctify the Lord God in your 
hearts: and be ready always to give an 
answer to every man that asketh you a 
reason of the hope that is in you with 
meekness and fear: 

16 Having a good conscience; that, 
whereas they speak evil of you, as of 
evildoers, they may be ashamed that 
falsely accuse your good conversation in 
Christ. ~ 

17 For it is better, if the will of God be 
so, that ye suffer for well doing, than for 
evil doing. 

18 For Christ also hath once suffered 
for sins, the just for the unjust, that he 
might bring us to God, being put to 
gaat in the flesh, but quickened by the 

pirit: 

19 By which also he went and preached 
unto the spirits in prison; 

ich sometime were disobedient, 
when once the longsuffering of God 
waited in the days of Nd’-ah, while the 
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ark was a preparing, wherein few, that is, 
eight souls were saved by water. 

21 The like figure whereunto even bap- 
tism doth also now save us (not the put- 
ting away of the filth of the flesh, but the 
answer of a good conscience toward 
God,) by: the resurrection of Jé’-sis 
Christ: 

22 Who is gone into heaven, and is on 
the right hand of God; angels and au- 
thorities and powers being made subject 
unto him. 


Chapter 4 


JES then as Christ hath suf- 
fered for us in the flesh, arm your- 
selves likewise with the same mind: for 
he that hath suffered in the flesh hath 
ceased from sin; 

2 That he no longer should live the rest 
of his time in the flesh to the lusts of men, 
but to the will of God. 

3 For the time past of our life may suf- 
fice us to have wrought the will of the 
Gén’-tiles, when we walked in lascivious- 
ness, lusts, excess of wine, revellings, 
banquetings, and abominable idolatries: 

Wherein they think it strange that ye 
run not with them to the same excess of 
riot, speaking evil of you: 

5 Who shall give account to him that is 
ready to judge the quick and the dead. 

For for this cause was the gospel 
preached also to them that are dead, that 
they might be judged according to men 
in the flesh, but live according to God in 
the spirit. 

7 But the end of all things is at hand: 
be ye therefore sober, and watch unto 
prayer. 

8 And above all things have fervent 
charity among yourselves: for charity 
shall cover the multitude of sins. 

9 Use hospitality one to another with- 
out grudging. 

0 As every man hath received the gift, 
even so minister the same one to another, 
as good stewards of the manifold grace 
of God, 

11 If any man speak, let him speak as 
the oracles of God; if any man minister, 
let him do it as of the ability which God 
giveth: that God in all things may be 
glorified through Jé’-sis Christ, to whom 
be praise and dominion for ever and ever. 
A’-mén. 

12 Beloved, think-it not strange con- 
cerning the fiery trial which is to try you 
as though some strange thing happened 
ise Barsieiee§ h 

ut rejoice, inasmuch as ye are par- 
takers of Christ’s sufferings; that, Whee 
his glory shall be revealed, ye may be 
glad also with exceeding joy. 

14 If ye be reproached for the name of 
Christ, happy are ye; for.the spirit of 
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glory and of God resteth upon you: on 

their part he is evil spoken of, but on 
your part he is glorified. 

~ 15 But let none of you suffer as a mur- 

derer, or as a thief, or as an evildoer, or 

as a busybody in other men’s matters. 

6 Yet if any man suffer as a Chris’-tian, 
let him not be ashamed; but let him glo- 
rify God on this behalf. 

17 For the time is come that judgment 
must begin at the house of God: and if 
it first begin at us, what shall the end be 
of them that obey not the gospel of God? 

18 And if the righteous scarcely be 
saved, where shall the ungodly and the 
sinner appear? 

19 Wherefore let them that suffer ac- 
cording to the will of God commit the 
keeping of their souls to him in well do- 
ing, as unto a faithful Creator. 


Chapter 5 


Mee elders which are among you I ex- 
hort, who am also an elder, and a 
witness of the sufferings of Christ, and 
also a partaker of the glory that shall be 
revealed: i 

2 Feed the flock of God which is among 
you, taking the oversight thereof, not by 
constraint, but willingly; not for filthy 
lucre, but of a ready mind; 

3 Neither as being lords over God’s 
heritage, but being ensamples to the flock. 

And when the chief Shepherd shall 

appear, ye shall receive a:crown of glory 
that fadeth not away. 
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5 Likewise, ye younger, submit your- 
selves unto the elder. Yea, all of you be 
subject one to another, and be clothed 
with humility: for God resisteth the 
proud, and giveth grace to the humble. 

6 Humble yourselves therefore under 
the mighty hand of God, that he may 
exalt you in due time: 

7 Casting all your care upon him; for 
he careth for you. 

Be sober, be vigilant; because your 
adversary the devil, as a roaring lion, 
walketh about, seeking whom he may 
devour: 

9 Whom resist stedfast in the faith, 
knowing that the same afflictions are ac- 
complished in your brethren that are in 
the world. 

10 But the God of all grace, who hath 
called us unto his eternal glory by christ 
Jé’-sus, after that ye have suffered a 
while, make you perfect, stablish, strength- 
en, settle you. 

11 To him be glory and dominion for 
ever and ever, A’-mén. 

12 By Sil-va’-nus, a faithful brother un- 
to you, as I suppose, I have written 
briefly, exhorting, and testifying that 
this is the true grace of God wherein 
ye stand. 

13 The church that is at Bab’-y-lon, 
elected together with you, saluteth you; 
and so doth Mar’-cus my son. 

14 Greet ye one another with a kiss of 
charity. Peace be with you all that are in 
Christ Jé’-Sus. A’-mén. 


The Second Epistle General of 
Peter 


Chapter 1 
StMoN Pé’-tér, a servant and an apos- 
tle of Jé’-sis Christ, to them that have 
obtained like precious faith with us 
through the righteousness of God and 
our Saviour Jé’-sus Christ: 

2 Grace and peace be multiplied unto 
you through the knowledge of God, and 
of Jé’-sus our Lord, —_ 

3 According as his divine power hath 
given unto us all things that pertain unto 
life and godliness, through the knowledge 
of him that hath called us to glory and 
virtue: ‘ ; 

4 Whereby are given unto us exceeding 
great and precious promises: that by 
these ye might be partakers of the divine 
nature, having escaped the corruption 
that is in the world through lust. 

5 And beside this, giving all diligence, 


add to your faith virtue; and to virtue 
knowledge; 


6 And to knowledge temperance; and 
to temperance patience; and to patience 
godliness ; ; 

7 And to godliness brotherly kindness; 
and to brotherly kindness charity. 

8 For if these things be in you, and 
abound, they make you that ye shall nei- 
ther be barren nor unfruitful in the 
knowledge of our Lord Jé’-sis Christ. _ 

9 But he that lacketh these things is 
blind, .and cannot see afar off, and hath 
forgotten that he was purged from his 
old sins. 

10 Wherefore the rather, brethren, give 
diligence to make your calling and elec- 
tion sure: for if ye do these things, ye 
shall never fall: 5 

For so an entrance shall be minis- 
tered unto you abundantly into the ever- 
lasting kingdom of our Lord and Saviour 
Jé’-sus Christ. a : 

12 Wherefore I will not be negligent to 
put you always in remembrance of these 
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things, though ye know them, and be 
established in the present truth. 

13 Yea, I think it meet, as long as Iam 
in this tabernacle, to stir you up by put- 
ting you in remembrance; 

14 Knowing that shortly I must put off 
this my tabernacle, even as our Lord Jé’- 
$us Christ hath shewed me. 

15 Moreover I will endeavour that ye 
may be able after my decease to have 
these things always in remembrance. 

16. For we have not followed cunningly 
devised fables, when we made known un- 
to you the power and coming of our Lord 
Jé’-sus Christ, but were eyewitnesses of 
his majesty. 

17 For he received from God the Fa- 
ther honour and glory, when there came 
such a voice to him from the excellent 
glory, This is my beloved Son, in whom 
I am well pleased. . 

18 And this voice which came from 
heaven we heard, when we were with him 
in the holy mount. 

19 We have also a more sure word of 
prophecy; whereunto ye do well that ye 
take heed, as unto a light that shineth in 
a dark place, until the day dawn, and the 
day star arise in your hearts: 

20 Knowing this first, that no prophecy 
of the scripture is of any private inter- 
pretation. 

21 For the prophecy came not in old 
time by the will of man: but holy men of 
God spake as they were moved by the 
Holy Ghost. 


Chapter 2 


Bu there were false prophets also 

among the people, even as there shall 
be false teachers among you, who privily 
shall bring in damnable heresies, even 
denying the Lord that bought them, 
and bring upon themselves swift destruc- 
tion. 

2 And many shall follow their perni- 
cious ways; by reason of whom the way 
of truth shall be evil spoken of. 

3 And through covetousness shall they 
with feigned words make merchandise of 
you: whose judgment now of a long time 
lingereth not, and their damnation slum- 
bereth not. ; 

4 For if God spared not the angels that 
sinned, but cast them down to hell, and 
delivered them into chains of darkness, 
to be reserved unto judgment; 

5 And spared not the old world, but 
saved NO’-ah the eighth person, a preach- 
er of righteousness, bringing in the flood 
upon the world of the ungodly; 

6 And turning the cities of Séd’-om and 
G6-mor’-rha into ashes condemned them 
with an overthrow, making them an en- 
sample unto those that after should live 
ungodly ;sx 
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7 And delivered just L6t, vexed with 
the filthy conversation of the wicked: 

8 (For that righteous man dwelling 
among them, in seeing and hearing, 
vexed his righteous soul from day to day 
with their unlawful deeds;) 

9 The Lord knoweth how to deliver the 

godly out of temptations, and to reserve 
the unjust unto the day of judgment to 
be punished: ; 
“10 But chiefly them that walk after the 
flesh in the lust of uncleanness, and de- 
spise government. Presumptuous are 
they, selfwilled, they are not afraid to 
speak evil of dignities. 

1 Whereas angels, which are greater 
in power and might, bring not railing 
accusation against them before the Lord. 

12 But these, as natural brute beasts, 
made to be taken and destroyed, speak 
evil of the things that they understand 
not; and shall utterly perish in their own 
corruption ; 

13 And shall receive the reward of un- 
righteousness, as they that count it pleas- 
ure to riot in the day time. Spots they are 
and blemishes, sporting themselves with 
their own deceivings while they feast 
with you; 5 

14 Having eyes full of adultery, and 
that cannot cease from sin; beguiling un- 
stable souls: an heart they have exercised 
with covetous practices; cursed children: 

15 Which have forsaken the right way, 
and are gone astray, following the way of 
Ba’-laam the son of BO’-sér, who loved 
the wages of unrighteousness; 

6 But was rebuked for his iniquity: 
the dumb ass speaking with man’s voice 
forbad the madness of the prophet. 

17 These are wells without water, clouds 
that are carried with a tempest; to whom 
the mist of darkness is reserved for ever. 

18 For when they speak great swelling 
words of vanity, they allure through the 
lusts of the flesh, through much wanton- 
ness, those that were clean escaped from 
them who live in error. 

19 While they promise them liberty, 
they themselves are the servants of cor. 
ruption: for of whom a man is Overcome, 
of the same is'he brought in bondage. 

20 For if after they have escaped the 
pollutions of the world through the 
knowledge of the Lord and Saviour Jé’- 
sus Christ, they are again entangled there- 
in, and overcome, the latter end is worse 
with them than the beginning, 

21 For it had been better for them not 
to have known the way of righteousness, 
than, after they have known it, to turn 
from the holy commandment delivered 
unto them. 

22 But it is happened unto them ac- 
cording to the true proverb, The dog is 
turned to his own vomit again; and the 

\ 
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sow that was washed to her wallowing in 
the mire. 


Chapter 3 


HIS second epistle, beloved, I now 

write unto you; in both which I stir 
up your pure minds by way of remem- 
brance: 

2 That ye may be mindful of the words 
which were spoken before by the holy 
prophets, and of the commandment of 
us the apostles of the Lord and Saviour: 

3 Knowing this first, that there shall 
come in the last days scoffers, walking 
after their own lusts, 

4 And saying, Where is the promise of 

his coming? for since the fathers fell 
asleep, all things continue as they were 
from the beginning of the creation. 
_5 For this they willingly are ignorant 
of, that by the word of God the heavens 
were of old, and the earth standing out 
of the water and in the water: ; 

6 Whereby the world that then was, be- 
ing overflowed with water, perished: 

7 But the heavens and the earth, which 
are now, by the same word are kept in 
store, reserved unto fire against the day 
of judgment and perdition of ungodly 
men. 

8 But, beloved, be not ignorant of this 
one thing, that one day is with the Lord 
as a thousand years, and a thousand 
years as one day. i 

9 The Lord is not slack concerning his 
promise, as some men count slackness; 
but is longsuffering to us-ward, not will- 
’ ing that any should perish, but that all 
should come to repentance. 

10 But the day of the Lord will come 
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as a thief in the night; in the which the 
heavens shall pass away with a great 
noise, and the elements shall melt with 
fervent heat, the earth also and the works 
that are therein shall be burned up. 

11 Seeing then that all these things shall 
be dissolved, what manner of persons 
ought ye to be in all holy conversation 
and godliness, 

12 Looking for and hasting unto the 
coming of the day of God, wherein the 
heavens being on fire shall be dissolved, 
ae the elements shall melt with fervent 

eat ? 

13 Nevertheless we, according to his 
promise, look for new heavens and a new 
earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness. 

14 Wherefore, beloved, seeing that ye 
look for such things, be diligent that ye 
may be found of him in peace, without 
spot, and blameless. 

15 And account that the longsuffering 
of our Lord is salvation; even as our be- 
loved brother Paul also according to the 
wisdom given unto him hath written unto 


you; 

16 As also in all his epistles, speaking 
in them of these things; in which are 
some things ‘hard to be understood, 
which they that are unlearned and un- 
stable wrest, as they do also the other 
scriptures, unto their own destruction. 

17 Ye therefore, beloved, seeing ye 
know these things before, beware lest ye 
also, being led away with the error of the 
wicked, fall from your own stedfastness. 

But grow in grace, and in the knowl- 
edge of our Lord and Saviour Jé’-sts 
christ. To him be glory both now and 
for ever. A’-mén.

13 Marvel not, my brethren, if the 
world hate you. 

14 We know that we have passed from 
death unto life, because we love the 
brethren.

8 He that loveth not knoweth not God; 
for God is love. 

In this was manifested the love of 
God toward us, because that God sent 
his only begotten Son into the world, 
that we might live through him. 

10 Herein is love, not that we loved 
God, but that he loved us, and sent his 
Son to be the propitiation for our sins. 

11 Beloved, if God so loved us, we 
ought also to love one another. 

No man hath seen God at any time. 
If we love one another, God dwelleth in 
us, and his love is perfected in us. 

13 Hereby know we that we dwell in 
him, and he in us, because he hath given 
us of his Spirit. 

14 And we have seen and do testify 
that the Father sent the Son to be the 
Saviour of the world. 

15 Whosoever shall confess that Jé’-stis 
is the Son of God, God dwelleth in him, 
and he in God. 

16 And we have known and believed 
the love that God hath to us. God is love; 
and _ he that dwelleth in love dwelleth in 
God, and God in him. 

17 Herein is our love made perfect, that 
we may have boldness in the day of 
judgment: because as he is, so are we in 
this world. ; 

18 There is no fear in love; but perfect 
love casteth out fear: because fear hath 
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torment. He that feareth is not made per- 
fect in love. 
19 We love him, because he first loved 


us. 

20 If a man say, I love God, and hateth 
his brother; he is a liar: for he that loveth 
not his brother whom he hath seen, how 
can he love God whom he hath not 
seen? 

21 And this commandment have we 
from him, That he who loveth God love 
his brother also. 


Chapter 5 


HOSOEVER believeth that Jé’-siis 

is the Christ is born of God: and 

every one that loveth him that begat 

loveth him also that is begotten of him. 

2 By this we know that we love the 

children of God, when we love God, and 
keep his commandments. 

3 For this is the love of God, that we 
keep his commandments: and his com- 
mandments are not grievous. 

4 For whatsoever is born of God over- 
cometh the world: and this is the victory 
oa overcometh the world, even our 
faith. 

5 Who is he that overcometh the world, 
but he that believeth that Jé’-Stis is the 
Son of God? 

6 This is he that came by water and 
blood, even Jé’-Stis Christ; not by water 
only, but by water and blood. And it is 
the Spirit that beareth witness, because 
the Spirit is truth. 

7 For there are three that bear record in 
heaven, the Father, the Word, and the 
Holy Ghost: and these three are one. 

8 And there are three that bear witness 
in earth, the Spirit, and the water, and 
the blood: and these three agree in 
one. 

9 If we receive the witness of men, the 
witness of God is greater: for this is the 
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witness of God which he hath testified of 
his Son. 

10 He that believeth on the Son of God 
hath the witness in himself: he that be- 
lieveth not God hath made him a liar; 
because he believeth not the record that 
God gave of his Son. 

11 And this is the record, that God 
hath given to us eternal life, and this life 
is in his Son. :

11 And white robes were given unto 
every one of them; and it was said unto 
them, that they should rest yet for a little 
season, until their fellowservants also 
and their brethren, that should be killed 
as they were, should be fulfilled.

9 After this I beheld, and, lo, a great 
multitude, which no man could number, 
of all nations, and kindreds, and people, 
and_tongues, stood before the throne, 
and before the Lamb, clothed with white 
robes, and palms in their hands;

10 And the third angel sounded, and 
there fell a great star from heaven, burn- 
ing as it were a lamp, and it fell upon the 
third part of the rivers, and upon the 
fountains. of waters; : 

11 And the name of the star is called 
Wormwood: and the third part of the 
waters became wormwood; and many 
men died of the waters, because they were 
_ made bitter. 

12 And the fourth angel sounded, and 
the third part of the sun was smitten, and 
the third part of the moon, and the third 
part of the stars; so as the third part of 
them was darkened, and the day. shone 
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not for a third part of it, and the night 
likewise. 

13 And I beheld, and heard an angel 
flying through the midst of heaven, say- 
ing with a loud voice, Woe, woe, woe, to 
the inhabiters of the earth by reason of 
the other voices of the trumpet of the 
three angels, which are yet to sound!

10 And they had tails like unto scor- 
pions, and there were stings in their 
tails: and their power was to hurt men 
five months. : 

11 And they had a king over them, 
which is the angel of the bottomless pit, 
whose name in the Hé’-bréw tongue is 
4-bad’-don, but in the Gréék tongue 
hath his. name A-pol’-ly-on. 

12 One woe is past; and, behold, there 
come two woes more hereafter. 

13 And the sixth angel sounded, and I 
heard a voice from the four horns of the 
golden altar which is before God, 

14 Saying to the sixth angel which had 
the trumpet, Loose the four angels which 
are bound in the great river Eu-phra’-tés. 
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15 And the four angels were loosed, 
which were prepared for an hour, and a 
day, and a month, and a year, for to slay 
the third part of men. 

16 And the number of the army of the 
horsemen were two hundred thousand 
thousand: and I heard the number of 
them. 

17 And thus I saw the horses in the vi- 
sion, and them that sat on them, having 
breastplates of fire, and of jacinth, and 
brimstone: and the heads of the horses 
were as the heads of lions; and out of 
their mouths issued fire and smoke and 
brimstone. 

18 By these three was the third part of 
men killed, by the fire, and by the smoke, 
and by the brimstone, which issued out 
of their mouths. 

19 For their power is in their mouth, 
and in their tails: for their tails were like 
unto serpents, and had heads, and with 
them they do hurt. 

20 And the rest of the men which were 
not killed by these plagues yet repented 
not of the works of their hands, that they 
should not worship devils, and idols of 
gold, and silver, and brass, and stone, 
and of wood: which neither can see, nor 
hear, nor walk: 

21 Neither repented they of their mur- 
ders, nor of their sorceries, nor of their 
fornication, nor of their thefts.

17 And the dragon was wroth with the 
woman, and went to make war with 
the remnant of her seed, which keep the 
commandments of God, and have the 
testimony of Jé’-sus Christ.

7 And it was given unto him to make 
war with the saints, and to overcome 
them: and power was given him over all 
kindreds, and tongues, and nations. 

8 And all that dwell upon the earth 
shall worship him, whose names are not 
written in the book of life of the Lamb 
slain from the foundation of the world. 

If any man have an ear, let him hear. 

10 He that leadeth into captivity shall 
go into captivity: he that killeth with the 
sword must be killed with the sword. 
Here is the patience and the faith of the 
saints. 

11 And I beheld another beast coming 
up out of the earth; and he had two horns 

ike a lamb, and he spake as a dragon. 

12 And he exerciseth all the power of 
the first beast before him, and causeth 
the earth and them which dwell therein 
to worship the first beast, whose deadly 
wound was healed. 

13 And he doeth great wonders, so that 
he maketh fire come down from heaven 
on the earth in the sight of men, 

14 And deceiveth them that dwell on 
the earth by the means of those miracles 
which he had power to do in the sight of 
the beast; saying to them that dwell on 
the earth, that they should make an 
image to the beast, which had the wound 
by a sword, an di live.

ignated as the 5 books of Moses. 

. Historical Books, numbering 12, 
from Joshua to Esther. 

- Poetical Books, numbering 5, 
from Job to Song of Solomon. 

. Prophetical Books, including the 
writings of the 4 Major Prophets, 
from Isaiah to Daniel, and the 12 
Minor Prophets from Hosea to 
Malachi.

THE PENTATEUCH 


GENESIS. The word “genesis” signi- 
fies “generation” or “origin” and comes 
from the Greek translation of Genesis 
2:4. It is an appropriate title for the first 
book of the Bible, which contains the 
record of the origin of the universe, 
the human race, family life, nations, 
sin, redemption, etc. The first 11 chap- 
ters, which deal with primeval or pre- 
Patriarchal times, present the antece- 
dents of Hebrew history from Adam 
to Abraham. The remaining chapters 
(12-50) are concerned with God’s 
dealings with the Patriarchs Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob, and Jacob’s son Jos- 
eph, all “fathers” of the people whom 
God has chosen to carry out His plan 


for the redemption of mankind. The’ 


book closes with these “Chosen People” 
in Egypt. : 
EXODUS. The name means “going 
out” or “departure.” While it refers to 
one of the most important events of 
the book, the Exodus of the Israelites 
from Egypt, other highly significant 
events are also found here, such as the 


Oppression of the Chosen People in 
Egypt, the flight and call of Moses, and 
God’s covenant with the nation Israel 
at Sinai—an experience climaxed by 
His giving of the moral law (Ten Com- 
mandments) through Moses to the peo- 
ple. A code of secular laws is also 
included, and the latter part of the 
book contains an elaborate description 
of the sacred Ark of the Covenant and 
its tent (Tabernacle), God’s place of 
dwelling among His people. 

LEVITICUS. This book was so 
named because it treats of laws of serv- 
ice and worship of special importance 
to the Tribe of Levi. It has been aptly 
called “the Handbook of the Priests.” 
Many basic precepts of the New Testa- 
ment are foreshadowed in this book, 
such as the seriousness of sin in God’s 
sight, the necessity of atonement for sin, 
the holiness of God, and the necessity 
of a mediator between God and man. 

NUMBERS. The name of this book 
originated from the two numberings 
of the people related in it: the first at 
Sinai in the second year of the Exodus 
and another on the plains of Moab op- 
posite Jericho in the 40th year. A better 
title is the one given by the Hebrews 
themselves, Bemidhbar (“In the Wil- 
derness”), for it describes the locale 
of the major events of the book. In all 
these events, the writer sees the guiding 
hand of God, sustaining, delivering, 
and keeping covenant with His people, 
as He prepares them for entrance into 
the land promised first to Abraham 
(Gen. 12:1ff.). 

DEUTERONOMY. The final book 
of the Pentateuch derives its English 
name from the Greek word deutero- 
nomion, meaning the “second law,” or 
the “law repeated.” Deuteronomy is 
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essentially Moses’ farewell address(es) 
to a new generation in which he sum- 
mons them to hear the law of God, 
to be instructed in the application of 
its principles to the new circumstances 
awaiting them, and to renew intelli- 
gently the covenant God had made with 
their fathers—a covenant that must be 
faithfully observed as the condition of 
God’s blessings upon them in the Prom- 
ised Land. 


THE HISTORICAL BOOKS 


JOSHUA. This book serves as the 
connecting link between the Pentateuch 
and the later historical books; its name 
is derived from the principal character, 
Joshua. Chapters 1 to 23 describe the 
conquest of the land and its division 
among the tribes of Israel. In the final 
chapters (23-24) Joshua, somewhat 
after the fashion of Moses, exhorts the 
people in a series of farewell addresses 
“to keep and to do all that is written 
in the book of the law of Moses,” and 
solemnly challenges them to the re- 
newal of their covenant commitment 
to God. 

JUDGES, Named after the “judges 
of Israel,” the heroic leaders whose 
deeds it records, this book covers a pe- 
riod of time from the death of Joshua 
to the birth of Samuel, an era often 
called “the dark ages” of Hebrew his- 
tory. Here is a story, on the human 
side, of disobedience and disaster, and 
on the divine side, of direction and 
deliverance. Of the 13 judges named, 
only 3 are well known: Deborah, Gid- 
eon, and Samson. 

RUTH. The Book of Ruth offers a 
striking contrast to the Book of Judges, 
but its story is associated with the same 
period. In Judges, national sin and cor- 
ruption portray a dark picture. The 
story of Ruth the Moabitess and her 
loyalty and devotion to Naomi, her 
Hebrew mother-in-law, presents the 
reader with a picture of the nobler side 
of Hebrew life in the days of the judges. 


I and If SAMUEL. These books 
were named after Samuel, not only be- 
cause he is the principal figure in the 
first part, but also because he anointed 
the two other principal characters, Saul 
and David. Originally a single book 
which was divided when translated into 
Greek, the books of Samuel cover a 
period of time in Israel’s history from 
the birth of Samuel to the close of the 
reign of David. First Samuel presents 
the transition from Israel’s judges to 
the monarchy. Second Samuel deals al- 
most exclusively with the history of 
David and presents a vivid picture of 
the theocratic monarchy in which the 
king represents God’s rule over the peo- 


ple. 

I and II KINGS. These books are the 
sequel to I and II Samuel and should 
be read as a continuation of the history 
of the Hebrew nation contained in the 
former work. Originally one book, I 
and II Kings relate the history of Is- 
rael from the last days of David to the 
destruction of the northern kingdom, 
Israel, in 721 B.c., and to the fall of the 
southern kingdom, Judah, in 586 B.c. 
This is the period of Israel’s glory, di- 
vision, decline, and fall. 

I and II CHRONICLES. In the He- 
brew Canon these books formed a sin- 
gle volume called “Things of the days” 
(i.e., annals). The translators of the 
Greek Septuagint Version gave them 
the. title, Paraleipomena, meaning 
“things left over,” implying their use 
as a supplement to Samuel and Kings. 


Jerome (c. .D. 340-420) called them 


“a chronicle of the whole and sacred 
history” from Adam to Cyrus (538 
B.C.), hence their English name. Actu- 
ally, Chronicles is a summary of He- 
brew history that duplicates much of 
Samuel and Kings. 

EZRA and NEHEMIAH. Written 
originally as one book, these two books 
describe the return of the Jewish exiles 
after more than a half-century of bond- 
age in Babylon, and the subsequent 
restoration of Jerusalem, its Temple 
and its walls. Ezra and Nehemiah are 
of special importance, since they con- 
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tain nearly all of the direct informa- 
tion known of the post-Exilic period 
of Hebrew history. 
ESTHER. The Book of Esther, in 
the form of a short story similar to 
the Book of Ruth, has its setting in the 
palace of Shushan, or Susa, one of the 
three capitals of the Persian Empire. 
The story gives us a vivid picture of 
the Jews in exile, of the hostility of 
their non-Jewish enemies in Persia, and 
of how Esther became the queen of 
Ahasuerus (Xerxes), subsequently 
risking her life in order to save her 
people, the Jews, from total destruc- 
tion. God’s providential care of His 
people is magnified throughout, though 
the word “God” never appears in the 
book. 


THE POETICAL BOOKS 


JOB. So named from Job, its chief 
character, the book deals with an age- 
less question, one that is puzzling to 
every generation—the problem of hu- 
man suffering, particularly the afflic- 
tion of the righteous. The reader is 
given an account of the sufferings of 
the pious Patriarch Job, of the argu- 
ment carried on between Job and his 
friends as to the cause of his sufferings, 
and finally, of the solution to his dif- 
ficulty. The book’s principal aim is to 
refute the popular view that all suffer- 
ing is the result of sin in the life of the 
sufferer. 

PSALMS. A collection of 150 
psalms, whose Hebrew name is “The 
Book of Praise.” Authors of individual 
psalms include David, Solomon, Moses, 
Asaph, and others who are anonymous. 
The variety and unity of Psalms have 
given this book a unique place in the 
devotional life of the individual and 
the Church. Almost every aspect of 
man’s relation to God is depicted in 
these poems: simple trust, the sense 
of sin, appeal to a higher power in time 
of trouble, and the conviction that the 
world is in the hands of a loving God. 

PROVERBS. This book is a compen- 
dium of proverb collections. Although 


Solomon inspired the development of 
the book, its entire content did not 
derive from him. A proverb is a short, 
pithy saying with practical implications. 
The ones included here cover a variety 
of subjects, for example, chastity, con- 
trol of the tongue, laziness, knowledge, 
relations with others, justice. Perhaps 
above everything else in Proverbs there 
is the reiterated assertion that the source 
of true wisdom is “the fear of the Lord.” 

ECCLESIASTES. In English, the 
title means “Preacher.” Traditionally 
held to have been written by Solomon, 
this book is now almost universally rec- 
ognized as about him rather than by 
him. The author’s purpose is to prove 
the vanity of everything “under the 
sun.” This truth is first announced as 
fact, then proved from the “Preacher’s” 
experience and observations. Finally, 
the author shows that the fullness of 
life is found only in the recognition of 
things “above the sun,” things spiritual 
as well as material. 

THE SONG OF SOLOMON. This 
book, the only one in the Bible that has 
love for its sole theme, is a collection 
or cycle of marriage songs. Again, as 
with Ecclesiastes, the composition is 
about Solomon, and not by him. The 
Song is didactic and moral in its pur- 
pose, and has traditionally been inter- 
preted as showing God’s love for His 
Chosen People and Christ’s love for 
His Bride, the Church. 


THE FOUR MAJOR PROPHETS 


ISAIAH. This book, as is true of all 
the prophetical books, derives its name 
from the prophet whose messages it 
records, The unity of Isaiah, a problem 
related to authorship and contents, has 
been the subject of much debate. The 
message of the book is twofold: judg- 
ment upon Judah for her sins (1-39), 
and comfort and hope for an exiled 
people (40-66). In these messages of 
encouragement are found some of the 
most graphic portrayals of the Messiah 
in the Old Testament. 

JEREMIAH. Jeremiah was God’s 
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spokesman during the decline and fall 
of the southern kingdom, Judah. 
Among the Prophets not one had a 
more difficult task than that of stand- 
ing alone for God in the midst of the 
apostasy of his own people, and not 
one bares his soul to his reader as 
does Jeremiah. Although Jeremiah an- 
nounced the coming destruction of Ju- 
dah, he looked beyond this judgment 
to a day when religion, no longer na- 
tional, would be individual and spir- 
itual. This new kind of religion would 
result from God’s “new covenant” with 
his people. 

LAMENTATIONS. Entitled in most 
English versions The Lamentations of 
Jeremiah, this book is placed immedi- 
ately after Jeremiah in the Septuagint, 
Vulgate, and English Bible. In the He- 
brew text it is found among the “Writ- 
ings.” In spite of the ancient tradition 


that Jeremiah was the author, present _ 


scholarship is reluctant to accept this 
view. The book is composed of. five 
poems, lamenting the siege and destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem (586 B.c.). The poet 
also makes sincere confession of sin 
on behalf of the people and. leaders, 
acknowledges complete submission to 
the will of God, and finally prays that 
God will once again smile upon his 
people and restore them to their home- 
land. 

EZEKIEL. Ezekiel was carried into 
exile in Babylon, where he received 
his call and exercised his prophetic min- 
istry. His dual role of prophet-priest 
and his position as “watchman” over 
his people make Ezekiel unique among 
the prophets and may account for the 
uniqueness of his message and his 
methods of delivery. The book contains 
48 chapters, divided at the halfway 
point by the fall of Jerusalem. Ezekiel’s 
prophecies before this event are chiefly 
messages of condemnation upon Judah 
for her sin; following the city’s fall, the 
prophet speaks to 2 helpless people of 
the hope and certainty of restoration to 
their homeland and of worship again 
in the Temple. 

DANIEL. Traditionally considered 


as the work of the Prophet Daniel in 
exile in Babylon during the 6th cen- 
tury B.c., many modern scholars clas- 
sify the book as an “apocalypse” that 
was the product of a pious Jew living 
under the persecution of Antiochus 
Epiphanes (175-164 B.c.). In a series 
of events and visions, the author pre- 
sents a view of history in which God 
rules and prevails over men and nations 
to achieve ultimate victory for the 
“saints” of God. 


THE TWELVE MINOR PROPHETS 


HOSEA. Sometimes called _ the 
“Prophet of Divine Love,” Hosea was 
a native of Israel and was called to be 
God’s spokesman during that king- 
dom’s darkest hour. The apostasy of his 
own people was enough to break Ho- 
sea’s heart, but he also bore a heavy 
cross in his own life—his wife had 
proved unfaithful. In this bitter experi- 
ence Hosea came to fathom God’s love 
for his erring children and pleads with 
his people to repent and avail them- 
selves of God’s divine compassion and 
a love that will not let Israel go. 

JOEL. Traditionally called the 
“Prophet of Pentecost,” since his 
prophecy of the outpouring of the 
Spirit (2:28ff.) is quoted by Peter 
(Acts 2:16) as being fulfilled at Pente- 
cost, Joel was the kind of man who 
could see the eternal in the temporal. 
The occasion of his message was a dev- 
astating locust plague, which he inter- 
preted as foreboding the Day of the 
Lord when God would act directly to 
punish his people for their sins. Joel 
calls upon the people of Judah to re- 
pent, promising that repentance will 
bring God’s blessings, material and 
spiritual. 

AMOS. Among the “writing” proph- 
ets Amos was the first of a new school, 
for, like Elijah and John the Baptist, 
he denounced sin with rustic boldness, 
A shepherd and native of Judah, he was 
called by God to prophesy to the north- 
ern kingdom of Israel during the reign 
of Jeroboam II (786-746 B.c.). Spar- 
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ing no one, the prophet fearlessly an- 
nounced the impending judgment of 
God. Although the dominant note of 
the book is judgment, the final words 
promise the restoration of a righteous 
remnant. 

OBADIAH. This shortest of the 
prophetic books, containing only 21 
verses, is a scathing denunciation of the 
Edomites, descendants of Esau, who 
from the beginning had been hostile to 
Israel. Its message is primarily one of 
destruction and doom for Edom. The 
latter part of the prophecy is concerned 
with the Day of the Lord when God’s 
judgment will be upon other nations 
as well as Edom and concludes with 
the promise that “the kingdom shall be 
the Lord’s.” 

JONAH. The Old Testament coun- 
terpart of John 3:16, this book declares 
the universality of God’s love embrac- 
ing even pagan nations. Its authorship 
and historicity are disputed. If one is 
willing to accept the miraculous, there 
is no compelling reason to deny its his- 
toricity. There is a strong possibility 
that the book is cbout Jonah and not 
by him. The author relates how Jonah 
refused God’s call to preach to the 
people of Nineveh, his punishment for 
this disobedience, his ready response 
to a second summons, and his bitter 
complaint at God’s sparing the city 
following her repentance. Christ Him- 
self alludes to Jonah when speaking 
of His own death and Resurrection 
(Matt. 12:39-41, 16:4; Luke 11:29-32), 

MICAH. The Prophet Micah was a 
younger contemporary of Isaiah and 
spoke at a time when conditions in Ju- 
dah paralleled those in the northern 
kingdom of Israel during Amos’ day. 
Micah’s messages are strikingly sim- 
ilar to those of Amos: many of the 
same sins are denounced and the same 
rugged, direct, indignant, and convinc- 
ing language is used. While announcing 
God’s certain judgment upon sin, he 
also spoke of a sure deliverance to 
come through the Messiah whose place 
of birth he predicts. 

NAHUM. This book is a vivid pre- 


diction of the approaching downfall of 
Nineveh, the capital city of Assyria, 
one of the most warlike of the ancient 
heathen nations. Of the Prophet Na- 
hum, whose name means “consola- 
tion” or “comfort,” little is known. His 
purpose was to comfort his people, 
long harassed by Assyria, with the 
promise that this cruel and oppressing 
people would soon meet destruction at 
God’s hand. 

HABAKKUK. While this book is 
true prophecy, its method is quite dif- 
ferent from other writings of the proph- 
ets. Dramatically constructed in the 
form of a dialogue, this book contains 
the prophet’s complaints (questions) 
and God’s reply to them. In God’s an- 
swers Habakkuk discovers the doorway 
leading from questioning to affirma- 
tion, through which he enters into a 
faith that enables him to affirm, “I will 
rejoice in the Lord, . God, the Lord, 
is my strength.” 

ZEPHANIAH. This book, though 
brief, is comprehensive, embracing the 
two great themes of prophetic teaching: 
judgment and salvation—both extend- 
ing to all nations. In some great catas- 
trophe of his day, perhaps the Scythian 
invasion (c. 626 B.c.), Zephaniah sees 
God’s terrible judgment upon the na- 
tions, including Judah. He exhorts the 
people to repent and assures them that 
God will dwell in the midst of a right- 
eous remnant following repentance. 

HAGGAI. This book, the first 
among the writings of the post-Exilic 
prophets, consists of four prophecies 
delivered within the space of 4 months, 
some 15 years after the return of the 
first exiles to Jerusalem. Work on the 
second Temple had begun shortly after 
the exiles’ arrival, but had been delayed 
for almost two decades. Haggai comes 
forward with a series of timely and 
vigorous messages challenging the peo- 
ple to respond wholeheartedly to a no- 
ble task—rebuilding the House of God. 

ZECHARIAH. Sometimes called 
the “Apocalypse of the Old Testa- 
ment,” this book contains the messages 
of the Prophet Zechariah, a contempo- 
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rary of Haggai. The main divisions of 
the book (1-8, 9-14) are noticeably 
dissimilar in both style and subject mat- 
ter, a fact that has led some to assign 
the last division (9-14) to another 
author. The first eight chapters are 
primarily concerned with the rebuild- 
ing of the Temple, although the lan- 
guage used is highly symbolical. Chap- 
ters 9 to 14 deal with “last things,” the 
“end time.” Many Messianic refer- 
ences are found, and the writer fore- 
sees the Day of the Lord when Israel 
will be restored, the nations judged, 
and God’s kingdom triumphant. 
MALACHI. The name of the last 
book of the Old Testament and of the 


Prophet whose oracles it contains. Mal- 
achi (from Hebrew meaning “my mes- 
senger”) is an invaluable historical 
source concerning the Judaean Jews 
during the Persian period. Two themes 
are predominant: the sin and apostasy 
of Israel (1-2); and the coming judg- 
ment upon the faithless, with blessings 
promised for those who repent (3-4). 
The growing Messianic expectation in 
the Old Testament is apparent in Mala- 
chi by the announcement of God’s 
“messenger of the covenant,” by whose 
coming Israel will be purified and 
judged; and of the return of the Prophet 
Elijah who will proclaim the Day of 
the Lord. 


THE NEW TESTAMENT

THE GOSPELS 


MATTHEW. From at least the 2nd 
century A.D., the Gospel of Matthew 
has been ascribed to Matthew the pub- 
lican, tax collector, and disciple. It is 
the most complete account of Jesus’ 
teachings and was written to convince 
the writer’s Jewish audience that Jesus 
was the Messiah descended from 
David, the One promised by the Old 
Testament Prophets. It is peculiarly 
the Gospel for Israel. The most signifi- 
cant teaching passages are the Sermon 
on the Mount (5-7) and the parable 
sections (especially Chap. 13). 

- The Gospel of Mark, the 
shortest, is also held by most to be 
the first of the Gospels to be written. 
A tradition dating from the 2nd cen- 
tury ascribes this book to John Mark, 
a companion of Peter and also of Paul 
and Barnabas in their missionary en- 
deavors. The preaching of Peter may 
well have been the source of most of 
Mark’s material. Mark accounts for the 
ministry of Jesus from His Baptism 
to His Ascension. Most commentaries

agree that Mark’s purpose was neither 
biographical nor historical, but theolog- 
ical: to present Jesus as the Christ, the 
mighty worker rather than great 
teacher. Hence, Mark makes fewer ref- 
erences to the Parables and discourses, 
but meticulously records each of Jesus’ 
“mighty works” as evidence of His 
divine power. Mark contains 20 specific 
miracles and alludes to others. Bible 
scholars quite generally agree that 
Mark wrote his Gospel in Rome for 
the gentiles. 

LUKE. There is almost universal 
agreement that Luke, the “beloved phy- 
sician” (Col. 4:14) who accompanied 
Paul on his missionary travels, was the 
author of the, third Gospel. Luke wrote 
to present Jesus as the Universal Sav- 
ior, the compassionate healer and 
teacher. His careful historical approach 
is revealed in the preface, which states 
that the author has traced “all things 
from the very first.” Unlike Mark, this 
author includes an account of the Vir- 
gin Birth, and unlike Matthew he exten- 
sively describes the Perean Ministry 
(Chaps. 9-18). 
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JOHN. The Gospel of John endeav- 
ors to explain the mystery of the Person 
of Christ by the use of the term “logos” 
(word) and was written to confirm 
Christians in the belief that Jesus was 
the Christ, the Son of God. Its purpose 
is evangelical and is so stated in 20:31. 
John not only records events as do the 
other Gospels but also uniquely inter- 
prets the events by giving them spiritual 
meaning. The author makes significant 
use of such words as light, water, life, 
love, and bread. Traditionally the au- 
thor of this Gospel is considered to 
have been John, the Beloved Disciple. 


HISTORY 


ACTS. Addressed to a certain The- 
ophilus, about whom nothing is known 
(1:1), the Book of Acts records the 
early history of the Apostolic Church. 
Beginning with the Ascension of Jesus 
to heaven, it traces the growth of Chris- 
tianity in Palestine and its spread to 
Syria, Asia Minor, Greece, and eventu- 
ally to Rome. The leading figure in the 
first chapters is Peter, who delivered 
the stirring sermon on the day of Pen- 
tecost (2). The greater part of the 
book, however, is devoted to the ex- 
periences of Paul and his companions 
during their missionary endeavors. The 
Book of Acts provides a useful back- 
ground for study of the Pauline Epis- 
tles. The introduction (1:1) attests toa 
Lukan authorship. 


EPISTLES 


PAULINE EPISTLES 


ROMANS. This letter, the first in 
canonical order, but not the first of 
Paul’s Epistles, is the longest and the 
most influential of all the Apostle’s 
writings. Writing to Christians at Rome 
whom he hoped soon to visit, Paul pre- 
sents to them his mature convictions 
concerning the Christian faith: the uni- 
versality of sin; the impotence of the 
law as a means of salvation; the nature 


of God’s saving act in Christ, and its 
appropriation by faith. The letter closes 
with spiritual advice and some personal 
remarks. 

I CORINTHIANS. This letter dis- 
cusses doctrinal and ethical problems 
that were disturbing the Corinthian 
church, and presents a picture of the 
life of a particular local congregation 
in New Testament times. Writing from 
Ephesus, where he spent at least 3 
years, Paul addresses the Corinthian 
church concerning the significance of 
the new life in Christ, which should be 
demonstrated in the fellowship within 
the Church. He advises them regarding 
spiritual gifts (12), Christian love (13), 
Ae meaning of the Resurrection 

II CORINTHIANS. Often called 
“the hard letter,” this is an intensely 
personal letter. It recounts the difficul- 
ties and hardships Paul has endured in 
the service of Christ (10-13). The 
Apostle regards the Corinthians as his 
children in Christ. 

GALATIANS. Paul’s letter ad- 
dressed to the churches in Galatia is 
the great letter on Christian freedom; 
in it Paul attacks the Christians who 
wished to exalt the law. Galatians’ em- 
phasis is similar to the theme of Paul’s 
letter to the Romans. The doctrinal sec- 
tion, as is typical of the Pauline format, 
is followed by an intensely practical 
section in Chapters five and six. 

EPHESIANS. The Ephesian letter 
is one of Paul’s four “Imprisonment 
Letters”—Philippians, Colossians, and 
Philemon being the others. Although 
addressed to the church in Ephesus, 
this letter is generally believed to have 
been a circular discussing the believers’ 
exalted position through Christ, the 
Church as the body of Christ, her rela- 
tionship to God, and practical impli- 
cations of the Gospel. 

PHILIPPIANS. In this letter, which 
is a message of joy, Paul expresses his 
gratitude for the Philippians’ love and 
material assistance. The Epistle is 
uniquely significant because of its pres- 
entation of the humility of Jesus. Its 
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practicality is also observed in Paul’s 
advice to Euodia and Syntyche. 

COLOSSIANS. The Colossian letter 
is well known for its doctrine as well 
as for its brevity. In the letter, Paul 
insists upon the Lordship of Christ. Co- 
lossians has come under recent scrutiny 
because of its references, implied or 
actual, to incipient Gnosticism, a grow- 
ing heresy in the Church. 

I and II THESSALONIANS.,. These 
letters constitute what is probably the 
earliest writing of the Apostle Paul. 
They were written in a.D. 51-52, soon 
after the founding of the Thessalonian 
church, and give Paul’s answer, to some 
basic problems disturbing the Chris- 
tians of Thessalonica. The major con- 
tributions are eschatological, investigat- 
ing especially the events preceding and 
accompanying the return of Christ. The 
concern of Paul for his followers is ap- 
parent throughout. 

I and II TIMOTHY. Along with the 
letter to Titus, these writings are de- 
fined as “pastoral epistles,” which 
approach the material from the per- 
spective of the minister, not of the 
Church. The letters to Timothy discuss 
such matters as the duties and qualifi- 
cations of church officers, the inspira- 
tion of Scripture, the treatment of 
widows, and the expectation of a fu- 
ture reward. 

TITUS. This is a personal letter writ- 
ten by the Apostle Paul to a young 
minister whom he had left on Crete. 
Like the Timothy correspondence, the 
letter to Titus is practical and discusses 
the everyday problems confronted by 
a young minister. This letter is proba- 
bly to be dated between the first and the 
second letters to Timothy, 

PHILEMON. This shortest of all of 
Paul’s letters was addressed to Phile- 
mon (although two other persons are 
included in the salutation). Paul en- 
treats Philemon, the master of Onesi- 
mus, a runaway slave, to receive him 
back as a brother in Christ (16, 17). 
This very personal letter reveals not 
only the concern of the Apostle for a 
converted slave. but is also a practical 


demonstration of brotherhood in 
Christ, “where there is neither bond 
[slave] nor free” (Gal. 3:28). 
HEBREWS. Although tradition as- 
cribed Hebrews to Paul, it is now gen- 
erally believed to have been written by 
someone other than the Apostle, but 
certainly someoné who was acquainted 
with Paul’s teaching. The Epistle por- 
trays Jesus, who performed the perfect 
sacrifice for the sins of the world, as 
the great High Priest of the line of 
Melchizedek (Gen. 14). The Bible’s 
only definition of faith occurs in this 
Epistle (Chap. 11) and is followed by 
the “great line of splendor” of the men 
of faith. 


GENERAL. EPISTLES 
(circulated to the churches at large) 


JAMES. The author of this letter 
introduces himself as “James, a servant 
of God and the Lord’ Jesus Christ.” 
Four men in the New Testament bore 
this name but the writer of this Epistle 
is usually identified with James who was 
the leader of the church in Jerusalem. 
The letter is addressed to “the twelve 
tribes which are scattered abroad,” and 
is the most Jewish in style and form 
of any of the New Testament books. 
It is not a treatise on Christian theology 
but rather a practical letter dealing with 
Christian ethics. James insists that 
works, not words, are the mark of a 
disciple. 

I PETER. The author describes him- 
self as “Peter an apostle of Jesus 
Christ,” and there is no overriding rea- 
son to doubt the truth of his claim, 
although the beautiful Greek style em- 
ployed has led some scholars to believe 
that the actual writing may have been 
done by an associate (probably a secre- 
tary). The contents breathe the spirit 
of Peter. His speeches recorded in Acts 
indicate a similar attitude toward per- 
secution and suffering. The letter here 
reflects a time of suffering and trial. 
No doubt the widespread persecution 
of the Christians by the Roman au- 
thorities was the occasion of the “fiery 
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trial” (4:12). The writer admonishes 
his readers to a life of purity, of godly 
living, and exhorts them to steadfast- 
ness and faithfulness. 

Il PETER. This letter was a “re- 
minder” to the readers of the truth 
of the Gospel, which they had received 
as against the attacks of false teachers 
who would pervert it. The author urges 
his hearers to remain steadfast even 
amidst persecution and reminds them 
that the Lord will keep his promises. 
He speaks of the “day of the Lord” 
(parousia) and of the necessity of keep- 
ing themselves “without spot and 
blameless” (3:14). 

THE EPISTLES OF JOHN. Three 
Johannine Epistles—I, II, and III John 
—are included in the New Testament: 
collection. These Epistles should prob- 
ably be dated a.p. 90-95. John, the 
author of the Fourth Gospel, addresses 
the first one to an unidentified group. 
I John 5:13 indicates that the author 
writes in order that this group might 
know the certainty of eternal life. 
II John is addressed to an elect lady, 
either a church or pérhaps a woman. 
III John is addressed to-Gaius, a man 
commended for his hospitality. 

JUDE. The author of this short let- 
ter warns his readers against the dan- 
gers of apostasy, and points to the faith- 
lessness of the Israelites as a reminder 
of God’s judgment. Surrounded as his 
readers were by moral corruption and 


apostacizing influences, the author 
urges them to “contend for the faith” 
(3), and in a closing benediction he 
commends them to the One “who is 
able to keep you from falling” (24). 
Both the similarity of this letter to II 
Peter and Jude’s use of non-Biblical 
sources (9; 14, 15) have been the sub- 
ject of much discussion. 


PROPHETICAL BOOK 


REVELATION. This last book of 
the Bible identifies itself as “the revela- 
tion of Jesus Christ,” and its author is 
designated “his servant John” who was 
exiled to the Greek island of Patmos 
because of his faith. Traditionally, 
John is identified with the author of the 
Fourth Gospel. Addressed to seven his- 
torical churches in Asia Minor, the 
Book of Revelation was-written to warn 
against spiritual indifference and to 
elicit cOurage under persecution. Be- 
cause of the extensive use of symbolism 
and picturesque imagery, its interpreta- 
tion has posed many problems for the 
student of the Bible. While recognizing 
the historical situation (Roman perse- 
cution) that elicited this writing, many 
interpreters look upon it as a prophecy 
depicting events that were to take place 
at the end of the age. The ultimate 
victory of Christ is the dominant theme 
of this book. 


THE ARCHAEOLOGY OF THE BIBLE 


E, LESLIE CARLSON 


Few chapters in the story of histor- 
ical research have so stirred the imagi- 
nation of students of antiquity as the 
discoveries made in the last 100 or 
more years by the spade of the archae- 
ologist. New findings among the ruins 
of ancient cities and places continue to 


shed new light on the history and cul- 
ture of the peoples of ancient times. 

Biblical archaeology has brought 
new enrichment to the modern study 
of the Bible through excavation and 
critical evaluation of objects taken from 
sites once occupied by peoples of Bible 
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times and places. From the light thus 
thrown upon history there emerges a 
growing understanding of the Bible and 
the people who move across its pages. 
Just as the antiquarian can determine 
the approximate date of implements or 
furniture by the style prevalent in a 
particular period (such as the spinning 
wheel or Queen Anne chair), so the 
archaeologist can often determine the 
period or date of an event by studying 
the artifacts unearthed. Perhaps no field 
of Biblical study offers greater chal- 
lenge for investigators and students of 
the Bible than this comparatively new 
science. The following paragraphs are 
intended to introduce the reader to the 
importance and the riches of Biblical 
archaeology and to acquaint him with 
some of the most important discoveries. 


I. EGYPT 


1. The Elephantine Papyri 

Discovery of these important docu- 
ments was made between 1895 and 
1908 on the island of Elephantine, op- 
posite the city of Assuan at the foot of 
the Nile. 

These famous specimens of ancient 
writings, dated in the Sth century B.c., 
were written in Aramaic, the lingua 
franca of that era. The letters were 
dated in both Egyptian and Aramaic 
months, which makes them of great 
value to the student of ancient history. 
On the island of Elephantine there was 
a very important Jewish colony during 
the period of Persian domination, and 
one of the letters was written in 407 
B.C. to the Persian governor of Jerusa- 
lem, complaining about the destruction 
of the Jewish temple. These letters shed 
important light on the social and eco- 
nomic life of the Jewish people, par- 
ticularly those of the Dispersion. The 
letters name some of the leaders in 
Palestine who are also mentioned in 
the book of Nehemiah. 


2. The Oxyrhynchus Papyri 
Discovered in 1891-1905 at Oxy- 


rhynchus and Gurob, 120 miles south 
of Cairo, by B. P. Grenfe]l and A. S. 
Hunt and Flinders Petrie. 

This enormous find was made in the 
mounds of Behnesna, the ancient Oxy- 
rhynchus, once the capital of a prov- 
ince. Among the earliest discoveries 
was a leaf containing new sayings of 
Jesus, which was published under the 
title of Logia in 1897. Of great inter- 
est to the archaeologist was the use of 
koiné Greek, the language of the com- 
mon people of New Testament times. 
These writings contributed a great 
number of hitherto unknown words to 
the vocabulary of koiné Greek, which 
shed further light on the idiom and 
usage of the language employed in the 
New Testament. Many of the letters are 
personal and record business transac- 
tions and other accounts of daily living. 
Some are amazingly modern in their 
expression.

3. The Tell el-Amarna Letters 

These letters were first discovered 
by Egyptian peasants in 1887 at Tell 
el-Amarna on the east bank of the 
Nile, about 300 miles south of Thebes. 

A most valuable discovery whic 
throws light on the history of Palen 
before the Hebrew conquest, these let- 
ters were written in Babylonian cunei- 
form on several hundred clay tablets 
containing correspondence between the 
governors of Palestine and pharaohs of 
Egypt. They show that Palestine was 
inhabited by agricultural people and 
city dwellers by 1400 B.c. and that they 
were highly civilized and possessed 
much wealth. As recently as the winter 
of 1933-34, eight new letters were 
found at Tell el-Amarna. When Amen- 
hotep IV (Iknaton), who ruled from 
1377 to 1356 B.c., changed his reli- 
gion from polytheism (Amonism) to 
monotheism (Atonism), he transferred 
his capital to a new site called Akhet- 
aton (Tell el-Amarna). It was here, 
in the ruins of the “Records” or for- 
eign office, that many of these records 
were found. 
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4. The Bodmer II Papyri 

_ Discovered in Upper Egypt some 

time before 1956 and edited by Victor 
artin. 

This great manuscript of the Gospel 
of John, nearly complete, dates from 
about a.p. 200. It was published by the 
Bodmer Library of Switzerland in 
1956. This is the earliest copy of the 
Gospel of John except for one earlier 
fragment containing 5 verses (the John 
ee fragment from about A.D. 


5. Queen Hatshepsut’s Temple 

Discovered in 1892-1908 by Ed- 
ward Naville at Deir el Bahri, near 
Thebes. 


Although this great temple had been . 


known for many years, the work of 
excavating did not begin until 1893. 
Queen Hatshepsut was the only wife of 
pharaoh Thothmes II and after his 
death she assumed the prerogatives of 
a pharaoh. She was considered by some 
to be the princess who adopted Moses 
when he was found in the bulrushes 
of the Nile River. 


Il. IRAN AND IRAQ 


1. The Palace of Xerxes 

Discovered by M, A. Dieulafoy at 
Shushan (Susa), Iran (Persia), 1884— 
86. 


In the excavation of the mound of 
Susa, the ruins of the large palace 
showed that its plan conformed to the 
description given in the book of Esther. 
One of the kind of dice used in Persia 
to determine events was found; at this 
time these dice were called “Pur” 
meaning a “die.” 


2. Ur of the Chaldees 

Discovered in 1922-34 by Sir 
Leonard Woolley at Mughier on the 
Euphrates River in southern Iraq. 

This was the cultured city of the 
Sumerians, which was ruled by King 
Meskalam-dug and Queen Shubad 
about 2500 B.c. The city is dominated 
by a large ziggurat (a pyramid with 


steps leading to a temple on its summit) 
with a temple at its base. The opening 
of the Queen’s tomb afforded a startling 
discovery; all her servants, wagons with 
the oxen and drivers, as well as soldiers, 
were put to death and buried with her 
so that she would have them ready to 
serve her at the resurrection. An arch 
was used over the tomb, which was an 
added surprise, since authorities had 
always believed the arch was invented 
by the Romans. In the tomb were found 
golden harps, lyres, jewelry, a helmet 
of the King, and a beautiful headdress 
of the queen. It was in this region that 
Abraham heard the call of God and in 
obedience migrated to Palestine to be- 
come the founder of the Hebrew 
nation. 


3. The Fortress City of Babylon 

Discoveries made 1899-1913 at 
Babylon on the Euphrates River about 
50 miles south of modern Bagdad, 
Iraq, by Robert Koldewey. 

This city was founded about 3000 
B.c. and was the capital of Babylonia. 
The Semites under Sargon I captured 
it about 2400 B.c., and under their rule 
it became a powerful city with a vast 
system of walled fortifications, pro- 
tected both by canals and the Euphrates 
River, with its beautiful Ishtar gate, 
temples, ziggurat, large fortified pal- 
aces, and the Hanging Gardens, one of 
the seven wonders of the ancient world. 
In this metropolis the Prophet Daniel 
lived and had his ministry. In studying 
a historical clay tablet from this city, 
C. J. Gadd, while director of the 
Assyrio-Babylon Department of the 
British Museum, discovered the exact 
date of the fall of Babylon—612 B.c. 


4. Nineveh 

Discovered in 1849-51 at Kon- 
yunjik—on the west bank of the Tigris 
River opposite Mosul, Iraq, by Austin 
H. Layard. 

On the site of this former capital 
city of Assyria, Layard uncovered the 
palace of Sennacherib (705-681 B.c.). 
This palace, like that at Nimrod, was 
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filled with art treasures and marble 
slabs recording the king’s reign. Later 
Layard’s assistant, Hormuzd Rassam, 
excavated the palace of Ashurbanipal 
(668-626 B.c.) and found a great: li- 
brary of 30,000 tablets, arranged by 
subjects. Among them were the famous 
Creation tablets, depicting the 7 days of 
creation, closing with the creation of 
man. It was George Smith, an oriental- 
ist, who completed the story by his 
discovery of the “Flood” tablets and 
published his Chaldean account of the 
Genesis. While all these accounts are 
written from a polytheistic belief, they 
support these important accounts as 
given in Genesis. The Creation tablets 
are called The Gilgamesh Epic. 


III. SYRIA 


1. Byblos (Ezek. 27:9) 

Discovered in 1921-24 at Jebeil, 20 
miles north of Beirut by Pierre Montet. 

This important seaport dates from 
the 2nd dynasty (2700 B.c.). Many 
Egyptians settled there and built their 
own temple. Paper was manufactured 
here from papyrus stalks imported from 
Egypt. Inscriptions written on copper 
plates dating from about 200 B.c. have 
been found. It is called “Gebal” in 
about 70 Tell el-Amarna letters (1400- 
1350 B.c.). The splendid monumental 
tomb of Hiram, contemporary of 
David, was.discovered here and bears 
an important inscription written in al- 
phabetic script.. The Greek alphabet 
evolved from this script. 


2. Carchemish 

Discovered in 1911-14, about 100 
miles west of Urfa in southern Turkey 
at the border of Syria by Sir Leonard 
Woolley and T. E. Lawrence. 

This fortress town, with its citadel 
and strong walls, was the capital of one 
of the Hittite kingdoms from 1750 to 
722 B.c, The palace was built on the 
Acropolis which overlooked the Eu- 
phrates River. Several inscriptions, 
numerous pieces of jewelry, and some 


statuary were discovered. The com- 
mercial and military importance of this 
site was due to the river ford located 
here, making it the gateway of western 
Syria and Palestine. 


3. The Ras Shamra Tablets 

Discoveries made from 1928. to 
present time at Ras Shamra (Ugarit) 
on the coast of Syria, about 5 miles 
west of modern Latakia, by M. F. A. 
Schaeffer. 

The important seaport and trading 
center dates from the Neolithic period. 
Test shafts show that there were five 
major strata of habitation. The most 
important discovery was that of a li- 
brary in the school for scribes located 
between the two large temples. Hun- 
dreds of clay tablets written in cunei- 
form script proved to be alphabetic and 
date from 1400 to early 1300 B.c. This 
script is so closely related to Hebrew 
that it was soon deciphered. Most .of 
the texts are poetic and employ exactly 
the same form of parallelism as Hebrew 
poetry. This literature is mostly of a 
religious genre, dealing with the mytho- 
logical Canaanite gods, from which 
much has been learned that affords 
the scholar a fuller knowledge of the 
polytheistic religions that were con- 
temporary with the monotheism of 
Israel. A pressed-fig recipe for the cure 
of boils, like that referred to in II Kings 
20:1-8, as well as a “steel” battle ax 
of about 1400 B.c., were among the 
items found. 


IV. PALESTINE 


1. The Moabite Stone 

Discovered in 1868, at Dibon, Jor- 
5 by F. A. Klein (German mission- 
ary). 

The historical record on this 
monument parallels the Biblical ac- 
count recorded in II Kings 1 and 3. 
This inscription is valuable in that it 
confirms the Bible record. Professor C. 
Ganneau secured the remains of this 
monument, which had been broken up 
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by the Arabs, who thought they would 
get more money by selling the pieces. 
Rev. Klein had luckily made a squeeze 
(paper-pulp impression) of the inscrip- 
a from which the restoration was 
made. 


2. Sodom and Gomorrah 

Discovered in 1924, at lower part 
of Dead Sea area by Wm. F. Albright 
and M. G. Kyle. 

The lower part of the Dead Sea area 
was thoroughly explored and tests 
made. Evidence found proved that 
Sodom and Gomorrah were under the 
water of the Dead Sea west of Zoar in 
southern Jordan. 


3. Megiddo ) 

Discoveries made 1903-05, 1935- 
39, at Tell el-Mutesellim, overlooking 
the eastern end of the pass from the 
coastal plain to the plain of Esdraelon 
(Jezreel, Armageddon) in central Pales- 
tine. Scholars who directed the discov- 
eries were: Gottlieb Schumacher of 
Haifa (1903-05); P. L. Guy and 
Gordon Loud, of the Oriental Institute 
(1935-39). 

Excavations of seven strata show 
that this had been a strongly fortified 
city since before 2000 B.c. A seal with 
a lion design and an inscription reading 
“belonging to Shema, the servant of 
Jereboam,” was found in the Hebrew 
stratum in the basement of the palace. 
Extensive stables for horses were found 
and thought to have belonged to King 
Solomon. In 1941, Yigael Yadin found 
a Solomonic city gate below the level 
of the stables. After further excavation 
these stables were found to belong to 
the period of King Ahab (c. 850 B.c.). 
A treasure of 400 beautiful pieces of 
ivory dating from about 1150 B.c. was 
found in the basement of the palace in 
1937. The mound had a remarkable 
water system, its source being a large 
subterranean spring. To reach the 
water, a tunnel was dug about 1200 
B.C. diagonally through solid rock for 
165 ft., 45 ft. of which was a vertical 
shaft with a stairway. 


4. Bethshan or Bethsean 

Discovery made by C. S. Fisher and 
Alan Rowe in 1921-29. Modern name 
is Beisan; in New Testament times it 
was Scythopolis. It is located at the 
east end of the Valley of Jezreel where 
the pass goes down to the Jordan 
Valley. 

This Canaanite fortress, with its 
double walls guarding the eastern en- 
trance to the Valley of Jezreel, had a 
Strategic position that made it an im- 
portant stronghold and the scene of 
many battles. To the north of the 
mound was the later Roman city with 
its large theater. During its long pre- 
Hebrew history, the Hyksos, Canaan- 
ites, Egyptians, and Philistines at 
various times controlled the land and 
built temples there. It was on the walls 
of the Philistine temple that the bodies 
of King Saul and his sons were hanged 
after the battle of Mt. Gilboa. Fine 
pottery, statuary, jewelry, scarabs, even 
a pot of gold, and other cultural arti- 
facts have been found. During New 
Testament days it was an important 
center of Roman culture. A beautiful 
Roman Byzantine villa with mosaic 
tery and attached bath was found in 

58. 


5. The Lachish Letters 

Discovered by James L. Starkey in 
1932-38, about 24 miles north of Beer- 
sheba in the Shephelah. Its modern 
name is Tell ed-Duweir. 

In the guard room behind the main 
entrance gate 18 inscribed pieces of 
pottery (ostraca) were discovered. 
They give an independent view of the 
approach of Nebuchadnezzer II and of 
conditions in Judah in the last days 
before the fall of Jerusalem in 586 B.c. 
A prophet mentioned in one letter may 
have been Jeremiah, whose ministry 
was carried on during this period. 


6. Gibeon 

Discovered in 1956-63 by James B. 
Pritchard. The modern village of. el 
Jib, about 5 miles northwest of Jerusa- 
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lem is now known to be at the site of 
ancient Gibeon. 

The most important discovery was 
the great pool and the water system. 
It was at this pool that the contest be- 
tween the soldiers of Joab and Abner 
took place that resulted in securing the 
throne for David about 1000 B.c. 
Identification of the site was estab- 
lished by the discovery of numerous 
jar handles with the name “Gibeon” 
written in Hebrew of the 8th century 
B.C. It was here that Joshua ‘“com- 
manded” the sun to stand still and 
where Solomon prayed for wisdom to 
govern his people. Evidence reveals 
that this town was first established 
about 3000 B.c. 


7. Bethel (House of God) 

Discoveries made by W. F. Albright 
and J. L. Kelso in 1927-34, 1954-60. 
It is located about 12 miles north of 
Jerusalem. The modern name is Beitin. 

This town dates from the early 
Bronze Age (about 3000 B.c.), and 
from its name and history it is apparent 
that it was a center of religion, espe- 
cially of Canaanite and Hyksos gods. 
It was here that Jacob, having left 
home because of his brothers’ anger, 
spent the night and had his dream of 
angels and vision of God that changed 
his life. At the beginning of his reign 
as king of Israel, Jeroboam I estab- 
lished a shrine and set up a golden 
calf there. Later, during King Ahab’s 
reign, a school of the prophets was 
established at Bethel. 


8. Herod’s Fortress Palace 
Discovered in 1963-64 at Massada, 
10 miles south of En Gedi on the west 
shore of the Dead’Sea by Yigael Yadin. 
This great fortress-palace of King 
Herod had 200 rooms, beautifully 
decorated and furnished with “mod- 
ern” conveniences, including two bath- 
rooms heated by hot air. In a.p. 73, 
after the Jews had revolted against 
Rome, they made their last stand in this 
fortress, which was not captured until 
all of the 960 defenders had perished. 


Several scrolls were recovered from the 
debris, One contained Psalms 81-85 
in Hebrew, another is a papyrus frag- 
ment of Leviticus in Hebrew, and an- 
other isa papyrus sectarian scroll, 
“Song of the Sabbath Sacrifice,” similar 
to one found in Qumran cave IV. Thus 
an important addition to the Dead Sea 
scrolls has been made. Many sherds 
inscribed with Hebrew were also found. 


9. The Dead Sea Scrolls 

In 1947 three Arab shepherds were 
tending their sheep and goats along the 
cliffs on the northwest coast of the 
Dead Sea. One of them, Juma Mu- 
hammed Khalil, threw a’ stone into a 
small hole he saw in the cliff and heard 
a shattering sound that raised his hopes 
that gold might have been stored with- 
in. Muhammed edh-Dhib, a younger 
companion, later returned and entered 
the cave. Here he found about ten 
elongated jars, only two of which con- 
tained anything. Three large rolls were 
removed from one jar and later taken 
to Bethlehem where the shepherds 
sought to sell them to antique dealers. 
The Bedouins found several other 
scrolls and fragments there some 
months later. Four of the manuscripts 
were sold to the Syrian Orthodox Mon- 
astery in Jerusalem, and later three 
scrolls were obtained by the Hebrew 
University. After the discovery of these 
first scrolls was publicized in late 1948, 
a clandestine search in many caves was 
undertaken by the Ta’amirah Bedouins. 
The Antiquities Department of the 
Jordan Government: took charge in 
1949 and worked out an arrangement 
with the Bedouins that’ encouraged 
them to offer their discoveries to the 
Officials.in charge. Thus began what 
has proved to be the greatest recent dis- 
covery of Biblical and related materials 
in the Holy Land. 

From the first cave came the com- 
plete Isaiah “A” scroll, which dates 
from about 100 B.c.; the Isaiah “B” 
scroll, which preserves parts of chap- 
ters 16 to 66, and dates from about 
A.D. 50; an almost complete commen- 
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tary on Habakkuk 1-2, copied about 
40 B.c.-a.D. 25; a fragmentary Aramaic 
interpretation of Genesis, from about 
A.D. 1-25; and an important document 
containing the rules and teachings of 
the religious community (probably the 
Essenes) that occupied the settlement 
at Qumran, about 744 miles south of 
Jericho. The Essenes were a sect of the 
Jews who believed they had been 
chosen by God to prepare the way for 
the new age to come (Isaiah 40:3) by 
living a holy life in the wilderness away 
from the “sons of darkness” dwelling 
in the cities of Judah. They sought to 
observe the Old Testament law per- 
fectly, according to the apocalyptic 
interpretations by their “teacher of 
righteousness.” They came to Qumran 
in the late 2nd century B.c. and took 
over the ruins of .an ancient fortified 
settlement built during the 9th and 8th 
centuries B.c. by the Hebrews and de- 
stroyed in the 6th century B.c. Here 
the Essenes lived, farmed, wrote down 
their beliefs and rules, and composed 
interpretations and made copies of the 
Old Testament. In periods of religious 
and civil tension among the Jews, their 
adherents apparently grew in number. 
The group at Qumran was evidently 
the largest, but the Essenes’ followers 
seem to have been scattered widely. 
They rendered a great service in their 
devotion to the copying of Scriptures. 
During the Ist century A.D. they were 
victims of the political disorder between 
the Romans and Jews and were forced 
to abandon their settlement in a.p. 68 
when the Roman army attacked the 
revolting Jews in Jerusalem. Before 
leaving, the Essenes hid their sacred 
documents in tightly sealed jars in caves 
in the nearby cliffs. Qumran was oc- 
cupied by the 10th legion of the Roman 
army for a few years and again during 
the Bar Kokhba rebellion of a.p. 132 
to 135. Evidently some of the caves 
had been entered, jars broken, the 
contents scattered, and some manu- 
scripts removed during the centuries 
since. From 1951 to 1958 the site was 
excavated, and its complex of build- 


ings proved to be an Essene settlement. 

From 1952 to 1956 ten other caves 
with related materials were discovered. 
In addition, five caves in Wadi Murrab- 
baat produced materials from the revolt 
of a.D. 132. The latter was 12 miles 
south of Qumran. More than 250 caves 
in the area have been carefully exam- 
ined by archaeologists. In the nearby 
caves I to V and XI, more than 40,000 
fragments of manuscripts have been 
found. Almost 400 manuscripts of 
varying sizes from Qumran cave IV 
alone have been identified since 1952. 
Of a total of almost 600 manuscripts 
from the 11 Qumran caves about 125 
are biblical. Every book of the Old 
Testament is represented except Esther, 
but only Isaiah “A” is complete. 

In cave XI a manuscript, copied 
about A.D. 50, containing 37 Psalms, 
was found and has since been trans- 
lated and published. Included in this 
collection is the 151st Psalm, previ- 
ously known only from the Greek. A 
scroll of Ezekiel from cave XI was so 
disintegrated that it is a complete loss. 
In the same cave a copy of the Targum 
of Job was found (paraphrased in 
Aramaic), two-fifths of which is read- 
able. It was translated in 1962; scholars 
set its date as a.D. 50. Also during 1962, 
in a monastery in Spain, a copy of the 
Palestinian Targum was recovered and 
it is believed to date from as early as 
A.D. 50. These discoveries have re- 
opened the study of the history of the 
Targums, indicating an earlier origin 
than was previously thought. Thus, the 
study of the Essene writings found in 
the various caves not only greatly ex- 
pands our knowledge of sectarian 
Judaism in the New Testament period, 
but also verifies the historical accounts 
left by Philo and Josephus concerning 
the Essenes, their practices, history, 
and doctrines, 

Apparently pre-Gnostic doctrines 
were held by this sect as may be seen 
in their use of the term “knowledge” 
(gnosis in Greek). Their leaders were 
given similar titles to those found in 
the early Church: such as “elder” 
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(presbyteros in Greek) and “bishop” 
(the Aramaic word mebaqger meaning 
“overseer” and has been preserved in 
the Greek of the New Testament as 
episcopos). John, in his gospel, used 
the same contrasting statements as 
“light” and “darkness,” “spirit of 
truth” and “spirit of deceit,” “love” 
and “hate,” “life” and “death,” which 
are now found to be prominent in these 
Essene writings. Several of these and 
other parallels have led biblical schol- 
ars to suggest earlier dates for several 
New Testament books. 

The Essenes’ doctrines and practices 
have shed further light on John the 
Baptist. It is obvious that his doctrines 
of repentance and godly living were 
quite in contrast to those of the Essenes. 
Essential differences can be noted; both 
John and Jesus Christ sent their con- 
verts back into the world to be as salt 


in food and as light in darkness, while 
the Essenes admonished their members 
to withdraw from the world. The New 
Testament teaches that only one bap- 
tism was necessary for entrance into the 
Christian fellowship. The Essenes re- 
quired two initiatory baptisms, besides 
daily: ritualistic immersions or ablu- 
tions. Their supper of bread and wine 
was for the elect group a time of eating 
and fellowship, a simple agape. Es- 
seneism had some things in common 
with early Christianity, such as the 
practice of holding common property 
and the central emphasis on apocalyp- 
tic doctrines and ideas. In the light of 
the Qumran discoveries and the new . 
light on Essene thought and practices, 
the New Testament now appears to be 
more a Jewish book with a Christian 
theology rather than a heavily Greek- 
influenced series of writings.
